OATH  OF  OFFICE. 

(Tito  Secretary  to  the  Sri  Chitra  State  Council  called  out  Bao 
Bahadur  A.  Kengaswami  Aiyar,  Financial  Secretary  to  Government, 
\to  take  tho  oath). 

'  MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  1 )  :  Sir,  there  is  no  item  in 
the  agenda  for  ‘swearing  in’.  Also,  I  do  not  know  whether  in  a  joint 
session,  amonabor  can  take  the  oath  as  a  member  of  either  the  Assembly 
,  k>r  tho  State  Council.  That  formal  doubt  arises.  I  wish  to  clear  these 
*!oubts. 

PRESIDENT:  It  is  found  that  the  Financial  Secretary,  who  has 
got  to  present  the  Budget  Estimates  today  to  this  House,  is  not  a 
member  of  either  Chamber  at  the  present  moment.  Merely  for  the 
purpose  of  removing  that  defect  and  enabling  the  Financial  Secretary 
to  do  what  has  to  be  done  under  the  rules,  to-day  he  is  being  permitted 
to  be  sworn  in.  But  there  is  nothing  in  the  rules  prohibiting  the 
Financial  Secretary  to  discharge  his  duty.  That  must  be  admitted. 
Nor  can  this  bo  regarded  as  a  precedent  for  the  future.  It  was  that 
unfortunate  defect  which  exists  at  the  present  moment  that  is  sought 
to  be  removed.  There  is  nothing  very  irregular  about  it. 

MR.  M.  N.  PARAMESVARAN  PILL.AI  ( Municipal  Councils)  :  Is  it  not 
open  to  an  official  member  of  a  House  to  address  either  of  the  two 
Houses. 

PRESIDENT:  Yes.  „ 

MR.  M.  N.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Municipal  Councils )  :  In  that 
case  why  should  he  take  the  oath  nowf 

PRESIDENT  :  Unfortunately  the  Financial  .  Secretary  is  not  a 
member  of  either  House. 
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Mr.  M.  N.  PARAMESVARAN  PILUI  (Municipal  Councils)  :  But 
when  he  is  sworn  in  he  becomes  a  member  of  one  of  the  two  Houses. 

PRESIDENT :  Yes.  That  is  why  he  is  being  asked  to  take  the 
oath.  ,  .

RAO  BAHADUR  A.  RENGASWAMI  AIYAR  (Financial  Secretary  to  Gov. 
eminent ) :  Sir,  I  rise  to  present  the  Budget  Estimates  and  the  usual 
financial  statements  for  the  year  1112. 

Before  reviewing  the  financial  position  for  the  current  and  ensu¬ 
ing  years,  I  shall,  as  usual,  explain  briefly  the  results  of  the  last  com- 
pleted  financial  year  (1110). 

ACTUALS  1110. 

2.  The  ordinary  revenue  and  expenditure  charged  to  revenue  for 
the  year  1110  were  Bs  227'02  lakhs  and  Rs  28P47  lakhs  respectively 
against  the  revised  estimates  of  Bs  233'44  lakhs  and  Rs  232'95  lakhs. 
The  year  thus  closed  with  a  deficit  of  Rs  4-45  lakhs  as  against  a 
revenue  surplus  of  Bs  '49  of  a  lakh  anticipated  in  the  revised  estimates. 

Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Clrirayinliil  cum  Nedumamjad)  : 
May  I  know  whether  the  rules  permit  any  one  else  to  road  the  speech 
of  the  Financial  Secretary  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  The  speech  is  being  road  now. 

MR.  M.  N.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Municipal  Councils) :  Can  it 
not  be  taken  as  read,  Sir  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  Please  raise  your  voice  a  bit,  Mr.  Bengaswami 
Aiyar. 

RAO  BAHADUR  A.  RENGASWAMI  AIYAR  (Financial  Secretary  to  Gov. 
eminent) :  Yes,  Sir. 

This  was  the  result  of  a  fall  in  the  anticipated  revenue  by  Bs  6'42 
lakhs  offset  by  a  saving  in  expenditure  of  Bs  l-48  lakhs. 

The  fall  in  revenue  was  mainly  under  Land  Revenue  (3’34), 
Excise  (1-77),  Excise  duty  on  matches  (-33),  Stamps  (1'60J,  Registration 
(•41),  Interest  ('86)  and  Miscellaneous  048).  Under  Land  Revenue, 
the  decrease  was  due  to  the  several  measures  of  relief  granted  to  ryots 
such  as  seasonal  and  general  remissions  and  the  grant  of  extension  of 
time  for  the  payment,  of  tax  due  for  1110  to  the  end  of  Ilanni  1111. 
The  fall  under  .Excise  was  under  “Tobacco”,  due  mainly  to  the 
decrease  in  consumption  as  a  result  of  rise  in  the  price  of  Coimbatore 
tobacco.  The  Excise  Duty  on  matches  actually  received  was  less  than 
that  anticipated.  Under  Stamps  and  Registration  the  fall  in  revenue 
was  due  to  the  prevailing  economic  depression.  Under  Interest,  the 
fall  was  under  “Interest  on  investments,— Shares  and  Deposits  in 
Industrial  Concerns.”  The  revenue  under  Taxes  on  Income,  and 
Buildings,  Communications,  etc.  was  however  better  than  the  revised 
estimates  by  Rs  ‘97  *f  a  lakh  and  Bs  '71  of  a  lakh  respectively. 
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On  the  expenditure  side,  there  was  a  net  decrease  of  Es  1'48  lakhs 
being  the  result  of  aggregate,  savings  under  a  number  of  heads  offset 
by  increases  in  others.  The  main  increase  was  under  Education  069), 
due  to  increased  expenditure  under  Grants-in-aid  to  non~Government  in¬ 
stitutions.  The  receipts  from  the  sale  of  Government  lands  and  Capital 
expenditure  not  charged  to  revenue,  amounted  to  Bs  '88  of  a  lakh  and 
Rs  5 '24  lakhs  respectively  against  the  revised  estimates  of  Es  '85  of  a 
lakh  and  Bs  fi'20  lakhs. 

As  a  net  result  of  tho  year’s  transactions,  both  ordinary  and  capital, 
the  Government  balance  which  was  expected  to  stand  at  Bs  113T7 
lakhs  in  tho  revised  estimates  for  1110  was  reduced  to  Bs  108'22  lakhs 
at  tho  close  of  the  year. 

3.  I  shall  now  proceed  to  consider  the  revised  estimates  for  1111. 
Before  doing  so,  I  shall  explain  here  a  change  of  classification  that  has 
been  adopted  in  the  above  estimates  and  the  budget  estimates  for 
lli2  in  regard  to  the  allocation  of  expenditure  between  Capital  and 
Revenue. 

I  would  invite  a  reference  to  the  observations  made  in  paras  (1) 
and  (8)  of  tho  Kinuncial  Secretary’s  speech,  last  year,  .introducing  the 
Budget  Estimates  for  1111,  in  which  he  explained  that,  in  future, 
capital  expenditure  would  bo  met  out  of  borrowed  funds  as  far  as 
possibl  o. 

Tho  whole  question  of  the  principles  governing  the  allocation  of 
expenditure  between  capital  anil  revenue  and  the  method  of  financing 
capital  schemes  has  been  examined  further,  and  it  has  boon  decided 
to  adopt,  as  a  rule,  the  following  principles  and  policy  on  the  sub¬ 
ject  ; 

Schemes  will  be  classed  as  productive,  if  they  are  likely  to  yield* 
on  an  average,  a  net,  return  of  not  Jess  than  5  per  cent,  to  Government 
on  the  capital  invested  thereon  from  its  commencement  and  will  be 
classified  under  “  Capital  not  charged  to  revenue.”  In  British  India 
the  test  of  productivity  is  that  tho  revenue  derived  from  a  project 
should,  within  a  proscribed  period  of  years,  repay  the  annual  interest 
on  tlia  capital  invested  thereon  at  (;  per  cent.  The  period  prescribed 
is,  in  the  case  of  Irrigation  Projects,  ten  years  after  tho  closure  of  the 
construction  estimate  of  the  Project,  and  in  the  case  of  Hydro-Electric 
and  other  Electric  Kohcmos  about  four  years  after  the  opening  of  tho 
Eevonuc  Account.  Capital  expenditure  on  the  construction  or  acqui¬ 
sition  (including  tho  acquisition  of  land,  maintenance  during  construc¬ 
tion  and  equipment)  of  any  work  or  permanent  asset  of  a  material 
character  in  connection  with  a  project  of  lasting  public  utility  will  also 
be  classified  under  “  Capital  not  charged  to  revenue,”  oven  though  it 
is  not  productive  according  to  the  above  criterion,  if  the  expenditure  is 
relatively  considerable  and  so  largo  that  it  cannot  be  reasonably  mot 
out  of  current  revenues.  This  is  based  on  the  principle  that  capital 
expenditure  on  such  schemes  involves,  the  creation  of  tangible  assets 
of  considerable  value,  necessary  in  the  public  interests,  that  it  benefits 
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future  generations  also,  and  that  it  should  be  charged  to  “  Capital  not 
charged  to  revenue  ”  as  it  cannot  be  reasonably  met  out  of  the  current 
revenues  of  a  single  year. 

The  method  of  providing  funds  for  capital  schemes  whether  pro¬ 
ductive  or  non-productive  is  purely  a  question  of  finance  to  be  decided 
■with  reference  to  the  resources  of  Government  available  from  time  to 
time,  and  does  not  affect  the  above  classification.  Capital  expenditure 
may  be  financed  from  the  following  sources  : — 

(а)  Surplus  revenues  of  the  current  year. 

(б)  Accumulated  surplus  balances  of  previous  years. 

(c)  Unfunded  debt  such  as  balances  available  from  Savings  Bank 

or  other  deposits  in  the  hands  of  Government. 

(d)  Sums  borrowed  in  the  open  market. 

If  it  is  met  out  of  current  revenues  of  the  year,  the  expenditure  is 
recorded  under  “  Expenditure  charged  to  revenue,”  if  from  other 
sources,  under  Capital  expenditure  not  charged  to  revenue.”  The 
expenditure  on  schemes  treated  as  non-productive  according  to  the  test 
of  productivity  above  mentioned  should  not,  ordinarily,  be  met  out  of 
borrowed  funds.  If,  on  account  of  the  lack  of  surplus  balances,  such 
expenditure  is  met  out  of  borrowed  funds,  it  is  essential  to  make  ar¬ 
rangements  for  the  amortisation  of  the  debt.  In  the  case  of  productive 
schemes  which  are  financed  from  borrowed  funds  and  which  are  con¬ 
fidently  expected  to  yield  a  return  of  not  less  than  5  per  cent  on  the 
capital  invested,  provision  for  a  sinking  fund  will  also  be  made  as  far 
as  the  revenue  position  admits,  in  order  to  enable  the  repayment  of  the 
sums  borrowed  to  bo  made  easily  when  the  debts  mature. 

The  above  principles  are  in  istrict  accordance  with  the  orthodox 
canons  of  finance  and  accounting  and  also  with  the  practice  followed  in 
British  India. 

4.  It  has  been  the  practice  here  to  show  the  expenditure  on  pro¬ 
ductive  schemes  under  Debt  Heads  and  to  carry  any  surplus  revenue 
of  such  schemes  over  the  prescribed  return  of  5  per  cent  to  a  separate 
reserve  account.  It  is  proposed  to  continue  this  practice  at  any  rate 
for  the  present.  I  may  mention  that  in  British  India,  the  entire 
revenue  from  such  schemes  is  taken  to  the  credit  of  the  current 

In  accordance  with  the  principles  of  classification  explained  above, 
the  expenditure  on  the  following  non-productive  schemes,  lias  been 
classed  under  “  Capital  not  charged  to  revenue  ”  in  the  Revised  Esti¬ 
mates  for  1111  and  the  Budget  Estimates  for  1112,  instead  of  under 
“  Expenditure  charged  to  revenue  ”  as  provided  in  the  Budget  Esti¬ 
mates  for  1111. 

(i)  Construction. of  the  Council  Chamber. 

(ii)  Widening  and  making  improvements  to  certain  important 

roads  which  form  part  of  the  Town  Planning  Scheme. 

(iii)  Acquisition  of  lands  and  construction  of  Military  buildings 

which  form  part  of  the  Military  Re-organisation  scheme, 

(iv)  Purchase  of  Travancore  House,  Madras. 
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REVISED  ESTIMATES  POE  1111. 

5.  The  budget  estimates  for  the  current  year  were  for  a  total 
revenue  of  Es  242T6  lakhs  and  provided  for  a  programme  of  expendi¬ 
ture  of  11s  _249-12  lakhs  resulting  in  a  revenue  deficit  of  Es  6'96  lakhs. 
But  on  thejbasis  of  the  actuals  so  far  available  aud  the  revised  classifica¬ 
tion  adopted  in  the  case  of  some  of  the  capital  works  hitherto  charged 
to  revenue,  the  revenue  is  expected  to  stand  at  Es  229'28  lakhs  and 
the  expenditure  charged  to  revenue  at  Es  234'34  lakhs,  Excluding 
the  adjustments  made  on  account  of  the  change  of  classification  above 
referred  to,  amounting  to  Es  12'74  lakhs,  the  real  deterioration  from 
the  original  estimates  will  be  a  net  sum  of  Es  10'84  lakhs.  The  current 
year  is  thus  expected  to  close  with  a  revenue  deficit  of  Es  5'06  lakhs  as 
against  a  deficit  of  Es  0'9G  lakhs  anticipated  in  the  budget.  The  ordi¬ 
nary  revenue  for  the  year  is  expected  to  fall  short  of  the  original 
anticipations  by  Es  lit" 88  lakhs  being  the  net  result  of  a  decline  in 
revenue  to  the  extent  of  Es  10' 99  lakhs  under  some  of  the  heads  of 
revenue  and  an  improvement  of  Es  411  lakhs  under  others.  The  ex¬ 
pected  decrease  in  revenue  is  mainly  under  Land  fiovenue  (160), 
Excise  (2'93),  Excise  duty  on  matches  (2’86),  Stamps  (4*50),  Registra¬ 
tion  (-96),  Administration  of  Justice  ('45)  and  Railways  (1'35).  Under 
Land  Revenue,  the  fall  is  due  to  the  general  remission  of  12J  per  oent 
of  the  land  tax  sanctioned  by  Government  in  respect  of  all  dry  lands 
except  those  cultivated  with  lubber,  tea  and  cardomoms,  to  the  remis¬ 
sion  of  I8;j  per  cent  of  the.  tax  on  wet  lands  in  respect  of  the  Kanni 
crop  of  1111  in  oerUin  taluks  in  the  Trivandrum  aud  Quilon  Divisions 
and  to  other  seasonal  romiseions  sanctioned  during  the  year.  The 
decrease  under  Excise  is  under  both  Tobacco  and  A.bkari  and  Opium  to 
the  extent  of  Es  l'S5  lakhs  and  Es  T38  lakhs  respectively.  The  fall  in 
Tobacco  revenue  is  due  to  the  anticipated  lesser  consumption  of  Coim¬ 
batore  Tobacco,  The  decrease  in  the  output  of  matches  in  the  Malabar 
Match  Manufacturing  Company  Ltd.  Mudichal  and  others  accounts  for 
the  decrease  in  revenue  under  Exciso  duty  on  matches.  For  the  year 
ended  March  1935,  our  share  of  the  proceeds  of  tho  pool  of  this  duty 
allocated  by  the  Government  of  India  amounted  to  B.  Es  2-37  lakhs 
and  after  deducting  tho  not  collections  for  the  period  in  the  State,  a 
sum  of  B.  Es  32'2G0  was  received  from  the  Government  of  India  and 
ereditod  in  the  accounts  of  the  current  year.  Tho  fall  in  revenue 
under  Stamps  and  Registration  lis  duo  mainly  to  the  genoral  economic 
depression  and  partly  to  tho  orders  prohibiting  the  execution  of  decrees 
by  civil  courts  issued  during  the  latter  part  of  1110.  The  decline  iu 
the  strength  of  studonts  in  the  Law  College  consequent  on  the  restric¬ 
tion  imposed  on  tho  admission  to  B.  L-  Class  of  passed  XL  L.  students 
only  accounts  for  the  fall  under  Administration  of  Justice.  Under 
Railways,  credit  was  taken  in  the  budget  estimate  for  a  net  receipt  of 
Es  '50  of  a  lakh  from  tho  working  of  the  Railway  from  Shencottah  to 
Trivandrum  during  the  year  ended  March  1936,  the  receipts  during 
tho  previous  year  being  Es  ’58  of  a  lakh.  The  working  of  the  Railway 
during  the  year  ended  March  1936  however,  resulted  in  a  net  loss  of 
Es  ‘85  of  a  lakh- 
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The  expected  improvement  in  revenue  is  mainly  under  Taxes  on 
Income  (1*25),  Customs  (1-45),  and  Buildings,  Communications  and 
Miscellaneous  Public  Improvements  (1'07).  The  increase  under  Taxes 
on  Income  is  mainly  under  income  derived  from  business.  The  better¬ 
ment  in  the  net  receipts  from  the  Cochin  Harbour  Scheme  for  the 
year  ended  March  1935  which  amounted  to  Bs  13’39  lakhs  as  against 
Bs  J.2'50  lakhs  anticipated  in  the  budget  as  also  the  increased  revenue 
expected  under  imports  account  for  the  increase  under  Customs.  The 
increase  of  Bs  107  lakhs  under  Buildings,  Communications  and  Mis¬ 
cellaneous  Public  Improvements  is  mainly  under  Tolls  on  roads  and 
bridges  and  subventions  from  the  Boad  Development  Account  of  the 
Government  of  India  which  amounted  to  Bs  210  lakhs  as  against 
Bs  110  lakhs  only  estimated  in  the  budget. 

6.  Coming  to  the  expenditure  side,  the  revised  estimate,  for 
the  current  year  is  less  than  the  budget  by  Bs  14-78  lakhs.  In 
paras  3  and  4  above,  I  have  already  explained  that  some  of  the  items 
of  works  hitherto  charged  to  revenue  are  now  proposed  to  bo  debited 
to  Capital.  In  the  result,  the  allotments  provided  in  the  revenue 
budget  for  1111  for  Town  Planning  Schemes,  the  Council  Chamber 
and  Military  Works  aggregating  to  Bs  812  lakhs  have  to  be  deducted 
from  the  original  budget  estimate.  Similarly,  the  expenditure  incurred 
to  the  end  of  1110  oil  Town  Planning  Schemes  including  establishment 
charges  and  on  the  investigation  of  the  Drainage  Scheme  for  Trivan¬ 
drum  is  also  proposed  to  be  transferred  to  capital  by  deduction  from 
the  current  year’s  Public  Works  Department  expenditure.  Thus,  for 
purposes  of  a  correct  comparison  of  the  budget  estimate  and  revised 
estimate  figures,  a  total  deduction  of  Bs  12'74  lakhs  has  to  be  made 
in  the  grant  provided  in  the  budget  estimate  for  the  year.  The 
expected  net  saving  in  expenditure  will  thus  be  only  Es  2’04  lakhs. 
The  items  which  contribute  to  this  saving  are  mainly  Army  (1-66), 
Education  (’60),  Devaswom  (-48)  and  Ma-ramath  (‘48).  The  saving 
under  Army  as  compared  with  the  budget  is  Bs  6-48  lakhs,  of  which 
Bs  4'92  lakhs  is  for  Military  Works  including  land  compensation 
charges  which  are  proposed  to  be  debited  to  Capital.  The  net  saving 
is  only  Bs  1-56  lakhs.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  reorganisation 
of  the  State  Force*  has  not  been  brought  into  effect  as  early  as  provided 
for  in  the  budget  and  the  strength  of  the  Forces  has  not  been  brought 
up  to  the  full  sanctioned  number.  Under  Education,  the  saving  is 
mainly  under  English  and  Vernacular  School  Education— Salaries  and 
Establishment  charges.  The  anticipated  decrease  under  Dovaswoms 
is  mainly  under  Sripandaravagai  and  Murajapom  expenditure.  Under 
Maramath,  the  saving  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  allotment  provided 
in  the  budget  for  restoration  works  in  the  Sri  Padmanabhaswami 
Temple  is  not  expected  to  be  utilised  in  full.  Increases  are  also 
expected  under  some  of  the  heads  of  account  of  which  the  more 
important  ones  are  Interest  on  Debt  and  other  obligations  (-61)  due 
mainly  to  the  expenses  in  connection  with,  the  per  cent.  1956  Loan 
recently  raised,  Miscellaneous  Political  Expenditure  and  Medical-— 
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Prevention  of  Epidemics,  due  to  the  expenditure  incurred  in  connection 
wit  the  outbreak  of  malaria  in  an  epidemic  form  in  South  Travancore 
and  plague  in  North  Travancore. 

7.  Turning  to  the  Capital  section,  sale  proceeds  of  Government 
lands  are  expected  to  bring  in  Es  ’85  of  a  lakh  as  against  Ks  1'50  lakhs 
anticipated  in  the  budget,  while  the  programme  of  capital  expenditure 
on  Non-productive  works  including  the  Civil  and  Military  Works 
hitherto  charged  to  revenue  is  expected  to  cost  Ks  23'74  lakhs  as  against 
the  original  budget  estimate  of  Es  lfi'77  lakhs.  In  the  result  a  net 
outgoing  of  Es  27'95  lakhs  is  expootnd  at  the  close  of  the  year  as 
against,  the  budget  estimate  of  Es  22'23  lakhs.  The  Government 
Account  balance  which  was  Es  108*254  lakhs  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  is  thus  expected  to  be  reduced  to  Ks  80'27  lakhs  at  its  close. 

BUDGET  ESTIMATES  FOB  1 112. 

8.  Tiie  following  minor  changes  in  classification  have  also  been 
made  in  the  Budget  Estimates  for  the  next  year. 

The  Co-operative  department  which  was  one  of  the  minor  heads 
under  Scientific  and  Miscellaneous  departments  has  been  shown  as  a 
separate  major  head  23 — Co-operative  dopartmont.  The  minor  head 
“Public  Service  Commissioner”  lias  been  transferred  from  Scientific 
and  Miscellaneous  departments  to  General  Administration  as  15  1), 
On  the  Kovenue  side,  a  new  minor  head  ‘‘Pallivosal  Hydro-Electric 
Scheme— Working  Expenses”  has  been  opened  for  tbo  revenue  account 
of  the  scheme  which  is  expected  to  supply  current  from  Mabaram  next. 
The  minor  head  "Dairy  Farm”  lias  boon  retransferred  and  shown 
under  the  major  head  "21— Agriculture  and  Fisheries”. 

9.  I  may  also  refer  here  to  the  recent  loan.  Honourable  members 
would  have  noted  the  phenomenal  and  tremendous  success  of  our  recent 
loan,  the  first  one  of  its  kind  in  recent  years,  which  testifies  unmista¬ 
kably  to  the  strong  credit  of  our  State  in  the  Indian  Money  market  and 
the  confidence  it  commands  among  the  Indian  public.  We  received 
applications  for  B.  Es  280  lakhs  against  a  demand  of  Bs  50  lakhs  and 
an  allotment  of  18  per  cent,  is  being  made.  Provision  has  been  made 
in  the  budget  estimates  of  next  year  for  the  advance  interest 
for  one  half  year  falling  duo  during  tho  next  year.  The  estimated  yield 
and  interest  of  B.  Es  50  lakhs  has  been  shown  under  “Suspense” 
in  the  revised  estimates  and  under  "Loans”  in  the  budget 
estimates  of  the  next  year.  With  a  view  partly  to  meet  the  recurring 
interest  charges  on  tho  loan  and  also  in  view  of  tho  fact  that  the 
Government  of  India  have  reduced  their  interest  rate  on  Savings  Bank 
Accounts  to  2  per  cent  with  effect  from  1st  July  1936,  it  is  proposed  to 
reduce  the  interest  rate  on  Savings  Bank  Accounts  in  the  State  to  3 
per  cant  from  1st  Chingom  L 112.  It  will  also  be  necessary  to  provide 
a  sum  of  about  Es  1'70  lakhs  for  sinking  funds  annually  for  the  liqui¬ 
dation  of  this  loan  when  it  matures.  The  question  regarding  the 
exact  amount  of  provision  to  be  made  and  whether  it  should  be  met 
from  general  revenues  or  from  surplus  profits  of  the  remunerative 
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Capital  schemes  undertaken  by  Government  or  partly  from  both  the 
sources  will  be  considered  later  on  after  the  excess  subscriptions 
received  for  tie  loan  are  refunded  and  the  exact  amount  of  the  loan  is 
ascertained. 

10.  1  shall  now  pass  on  to  the  budget  estimates  of  the  coming 

year.  The  revenue  is  estimated  at  Es.  245-92  lakhs,  and  an  expendi¬ 
ture  charged  to  revenue  of  Es  242'38  lakhs  has  been  provided  thus 
leaving  a  revenue  surplus  of  Es  3-54  lakhs.  Sale  of  Government  lands 
is  expected  to  bring  in  Es.  1'60  lakhs  and  our  programme  of  capital 
expenditure  on  non-productive  works  is  estimated  at  Es  43'24  lakhs, 
the  productive  works  aggregating  to  Es  ‘34’78  lakhs  being  provided 
under  Debt  Heads.  We  shall  thus  be  drawing  ifrom  our  accumulated 
surplus,  Es  38’20  lakhs  for  our  capital  expenditure  on  non-productive 


REVENUE. 

11.  The  Revenue  budgeted  for  the  ensuing  year  is  Es  245'92  lakhs 
as  against  the  current  year’s  revised  estimate  of  Es.  229-28  lakhs. 
While  improvement  in  revenue  to  the  extent  'of  Es  17-71  lakhs  is 
expected  under  some  of  the  major  heads  especially  Land  Revenue, 
Customs,  Interest  and  Industries,  decreases  to  the  extent  of  Rs  1-07 
lakhs  are  anticipated  under  others. 

Land  Revenue  is  expected  to  be  better  than  the  revised  estimate 
by  Rs  2-85  lakhs,  the  estimated  fall  in  the  current  year  being  due  to 
the  general  and  special  remissions  of  tax  sanctioned  by  Government. 
The  large  increase  under  Customs  is  mainly  due  to  the  receipts  from 
the  Cochin  Harbour  Scheme  which  are  expected  to  amount  to 
Es  24.51  lakhs  in  the  next  year  as  against  the  current  year’s  receipt 
of  Es  13’39  lakhs-  As  a  result  of  the  negotiations  between  the 
Government  of  India,  this  Government  and  the  Cochin  Government, 
it  is  hoped  that  a  revised  agreement  in  regard  to  the  Cochin  Harbour 
Works  will  shortly  be  executed  between  the  three  parties  concerned. 
The  provision  made  under  receipts  includes  a  sum  of  Es.  7‘72  lakhs 
being"  the  duty  on  Jaffna  and  other  tobacco  collected  by  this  Govern¬ 
ment  and  already  pooled  from  1931-35  for  the  purpose  of  division 
under  the  1925  agreement,  which  will  be  refunded  next  year.  Provi¬ 
sion  has  also  been  made  ifor  the  receipt  of  Es.  16*5  lakhs  under  this 
head,  as  against  Its  13-39  lakhs  in  the  current  year.  A  provision  of 
Es  18'86  lakhs  has  also  :been  made  in  the  budget  for  1112  under 
Loans  on  the  expenditure  side  to  meet  the  share  of  this  Government 
towards  the  expenditure  on  the  4th  stage  works  and  the  cost  of  a 
dredger  for  the  harbour. 

The  anticipated  increase  under  Interest  is  due  to  the  adjustment 
of  interest  on  the  capital  outlay  on  the  Pallivasal  Hydro-Electric 
Scheme  at  5  per  cent  per  annum. 

Under  Industries,  the  receipts  from  the  Rubber  Factory  which 
were  estimated  at  Es  -5  of  a  lakh  in  the  current  year’s  budget,  are 
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expected  to  fall  short  of  our  anticipation,  as  it  was  not  possible  to 
dispose  of  the  large  stock  of  manufactured  articles  in  the  current  year 
itself-  The  South  India  Corporation  Limited,'  Cochin,  has  been 
recently  appointed  as  the  Sole  Agents  for  the  sale  of  the  rubber  goods 
in  the  Madras  Presidency,  Coorg,  Mysore  and  the  Madras  States.  It 
is  expected  shat  the  stock  will  be  disposed  of  in  the  ensuing  year  and.  a 
receipt  of  Us  PS  lakhs  is  accordingly  anticipated. 

EXPENDITURE  CHARGED  TO  REVENUE. 

12.  The  demands  of  the  several  departments  for  expenditure 
during  the  next  year  have  been  carefully  scrutinised  both  by  the 
Government  and  t lie  Standing  Finance  Committee  and  the  grants  fixed 
after  a  full  consideration  of  the  requirements  of  the  various  depart¬ 
ments  and  the  available  resources  of  the  State.  The  total  expenditure 
thus  provided  for  in  the  budget  for  the  next  year  is  Bs  242'38  lakhs. 
This  is  Rs  8'04  lakhs  in  excess  of  the  revised  estimate  of  the  current 
year.  I  shall  now  deal  with  the  more  important  items. 

13.  Land  Became. — It  is  proposed  to  continue  the  existing  special 
temporary  staff  for  Jenmikaram  Settlement  work  next  year  .also,  with 
some  slight  modifications  and  to  appoint  further  a  small  additional 
temporary  staff  for  attending  to  Kanunpalhippu  cases,  Every  effort  is 
being  made  to  complete  the  works  as  early  as  possible  and  it  is  hoped 
that  in  the  ordinary  course,  it  might  be  possible  to  abolish  the  special 
staff  before  the  close  of  next  year  'eaving  the  small  unfinished  portion  of 
the  work,  if  any,  to  be  completed  by  the  normal  permanent  staff  of  the 
department.  Provision  has  been  made  in  the  Survey  budget  for  the 
opening  of  a  special  survey  class  in  Theodolite  and  higher  survey,  with 
a  view  to  remove  the  difficulty  experienced  in  securing  qualified  men 
for  appointment  to  the  higher  ranks  of  the  department  as  surveyors, 
etc.  This  institution  is.  however,  expected  to  be  self-supporting.  The 
revenue  from  Income-tax  having  shown  some  improvement  with  the 
appointment  of  the  new  assessing  agency  in  the  Municipal  towns  of 
Nagercoil,  Trivandrum,  Quilon  and  Alleppey,  the  continuance  of  the 
Income-tax  Collectors  and  their  staff  has  been  provided  for  in  the 
Income-tax  budget. 

14.  Excise- — In  addition  to  the  continuance  of  the  existing  tem¬ 
porary  staff  for  the  prevention  of  smuggling  and  the  conservation  of 
tobacco  and  customs  revenues,  especially  in  the  border  areas,  provision 
has  also  been  made  in  the  next  year’s  budget  for  the  introduction  as  a 
temporary  and  experimental  measure  of  the  system  of  local  option  in 
the  Municipal  town  of  Attingal,  discontinuing  local  option  in  the 
Municipal  town  of  Changanaoherry. 

15.  Interest  —  Provision  is,  as  already  stated  in  para  9  above,  made 
for  the  payment  of  advance  interest  up  to  the  end  of  the  current  year 
and  one  half-yearly  instalment  of  the  interest  on  the  three  and  a  half 
per  cent.  Loan  1956  ofBh.  Rs  50  lakhs  recently  floated  by  Government 
for  financing  the  Capital  schemes.  In  consequence  of  the  reduction  of 
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the  University  of  Madras  for  the  Honours  Degree  in  Sanskrit.  It  is 
felt  that  unless  provision  is  made  in  the  local  Arts  College  for  the  ad¬ 
vanced  teaching  of  Sanskrit,  the  State  will  have  to  depend  on  outside 
resources  for  staffing  its  educational  institutions  with  Sanskrit  teachers. 
In  order  to  remove  this  difficulty  and  also  to  encourage  the  advanced 
study  of  Sanskrit  in  Travancore,  the  Post-graduate  class  in  that  sub¬ 
ject  was  opened  in  the  Arts  College  from  the  beginning  of  the  current 
academic  year  and  the  Honours  Class  is  proposed  to  be  opened  'front 
the  commencement  of  the  next  academic  year.  The  provision  required 
for  the  purpose  has  been  included  in  the  budget.  Another  important 
and  interesting  feature  of  tlm  next  year’s  Education  budget  is  the  pro¬ 
vision  made  for  the  opening  of  a  few  vocational  Middle  Schools,  as  an 
experimental  measure,  the  subjects  proposed  to  be  taught  being,  for 
the  present,  carpentry,  smithery,  rattan  works,  clay  modeling  etc.,  and 
screwpine  work.  The  aim  is  to  give  the  pupils  such  practical  training 
in  the  various  subjects  as  will  enable  thorn  with  advantage  to  take  to 
the  respective  vocations  for  their  living;  and  it  is  hoped  that  these  insti¬ 
tutions  v,' ill  tend  to  bring  about  a  useful  and  practical  co-ordination 
between  the  Educational  and  Industrial  activities  of  the  State  in  this 
particular  direction.  The  summer  school  of  Music  opened  at  Trivan¬ 
drum  in  Medom  last  as  an  experimental  measure  for  instructing  the 
existing  as  well  as  the  prospective  music  teachers  in  the  State  in  Swathi 
Thirunal’s  compositions  is  to  be  continued  as  a  permanent  feature  of  the. 
Education  department.  As  a  preliminary  to  the  opening  of  a  Branch 
of  the  Indian  lied  Cross  Society  in  Travancore,  it  is  proposed  to  form 
Junior  lied  Gross  groups  in  the  schools  of  the  State  beginning  with  the 
English  High  Schools  at  Trivandrum. 

20.  Agriculture  and  Fifth  cries.  —  In  view  of  the  importance  and  use¬ 
fulness  of  good  species  of  cattle  in  the  development  of  agriculture  in  the 
Stats,  it  is  proposed  to  inaugurate  an  experimental  scheme  for  the  im¬ 
provement  of  livestock  by  purchasing  a  few  Scindhi  bulls  to  be  made 
available  for  breeding  purposes.  If  the  opportunity  so  offered  is  made 
good  use  of,  it  is  proposed  to  extend  the  scope  of  the  scheme  in  due 
course.  Meanwhile,  provision  has  been  made  in  the  next  year’s  bud¬ 
get  for  a  small  beginning.  The  continuance  of  the  temporary  agri¬ 
cultural  schools  at  Koni  and  Kotorakarai  has  also  been  included  in  the 
budget.  To  make  these  institutions  really  serviceable  to  the  ryots,  ad¬ 
mission  to  the  schools  is  proposed  to  be  restricted  to  young  men  who 
are  likely  to  take  to  agriculture  as  their  occupation  in  life. 

21.  Industrie#, — The  allotment  far  the  next  year  is  Bs  3*37  lakhs 
which  is  Bs  -95  of  a  lakh  in  excess  of  the  current  year’s  anticipated  ex¬ 
penditure.  Tiie  increase  is  due  mainly  to  the  additional  provision 
made  for  the  working  expenses  of  the  Rubber  Factory.  Provision  has 
also  been  made  for  the  continuance  of  the  Sales  Depots  at  Trivandrum 
and  Bombay. 

22.  Co-operative  Department , — Besides  a  provision  of  Bs.  10,000  for 
the  amelioration  of  the  depressed  classes  and  Bs  5,000  for  the  education 
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of  depressed  class  pupils,  the  Co-operative  budget  provides  also  for 
placing  the  service  of  a  Departmental  Inspector,  free  of  cost,  at  the  dis¬ 
posal  of  the  Travancore  Co-operative  Insurance  Society  Limited,  to  help 
the  Society  with  advice  in  technical  and  other  matters. 

23.  Medical— To  meet  the  large  demand  for  trained  ■  mid¬ 
wives,  especially  in  connection  with  the  promulgation  of  the 
scheme  for  child  and  maternity  welfare,  it  is  proposed  to  rovive  the  old 
midwifery  class  that  used  to  be  held  at  the  Victoria  Hospital,  Quilon. 
The  training  of  8  pupils  has  been  provided  for  in  the  next  year’s  budget. 
As  the  accommodation  now  available  for  in-patients  in  the  Ayurveda 
Hospital  at  Trivandrum  has  been  found  to  be  insufficient  to  meet  the 
actual  requirements,  provision  has  been  made  for  a  suitable  increase  in 
the  number  of  beds.  Proposals  for  the  reorganisation  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  were  urged  by  the  Director  with  a  view  to  facilitate 
efficient  registration  of  vital  statistics,  which  plays  an  important  role  iu 
the  Public  Health  activities,  and  to  obviate  the  frequent  need  for  special 
temporary  staffs  for  combating  epidemics.  But  in  view  of  the  heavy 
cost  involved  in  such  a  complete  reorganisation  of  the  department 
simultaneously  throughout  the  State,  it  is  proposed  to  work  out  the 
scheme  in  smaller  instalments  by  beginning  with  the  localities  most 
subject  to  epidemics.  A  lump  sum  provision  of  Its  10,000  has  been 
made  for  the  purpose.  Provision  has  also  been  made  for  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  rural  sanitation  by  opening  new  conservancy  stations. 

24.  Scientific  and  Miscellaneous  Departments,  —  Provision  has  been 
made  in  the  budget  of  the  Archaeological  Department  for  the  preli¬ 
minary  expenses  in  connection  with  the  9th  session  of  the  All-India 
Oriental  Conference  which  has  been  invited  to  hold  its  session  at  Tri¬ 
vandrum  in  December  1937. 

25.  Public  Works. — The  allotment  for  ordinary  Public  Works  ex¬ 
penditure  in  the  next  year  including  establishment  eharges  and  tools 
and. plant  is  Rs  32’09  lakhs  as  against  the  current  year’s  budget  grant 
of  Bs  33'3G  lakhs,  excluding  the  provision  for  Town  Planning  Schemes 
and  the  Council  Chamber.  When  the  estimated  expenditure  on 
Capital  Works,  both  productive  and  non-productive  and  the  expenditure 
met  out  of  the  Irrigation  and  Road  Development  funds  arc  taken  into 
account,  the  grant  for  the  next  year  for  works  of  public  utility  would 
amount  to  about  Bs  114  lakhs  on  the  whole  which  is  the  highest  on 
record.  Pull  details  of  the  works  in  progress  and  new  works  are  given 
in  the  Appendix  to  the  budget  estimates. 

26.  Leva, s-wom  Fund.— Provision  has  been  made  for  the  minimum 
contribution  of  Bs  16  lakhs  payable  to  the  Devaswom  Fund  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  announcement  made  in  this  House  last  year. 

CAPITAL  EXPENDITURE. 

27.  An  aggregate  sum  of  Bs  96’88  lakhs  which  represents  a  peak 
provision  made  hitherto  in  a  single  year,  has  been  provided  in  the 
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budget  estimates  of  the  next  year  for  expenditure  on  Capital  schemes 
under  the  following  heads  : —

I  may  here  offer  some  remarks  in  regard  to  the  general  policy  of 
Government  in  incurring  such  capital  expenditure.  Honourable  mem¬ 
bers  are  aware  that,  during  the  last  few  years  Government  have 
embarked  upon  big  commercial,  industrial  and  electrical  enterprises, 
with  a  view  to  make  the  utmost  use  of  the  materia!  resources  of  this 
Slate.  Such  schemes  are  expected  not  only  to  constitute  a  profitable 
investment  in  a  commercial  sense  and  to  strengthen  considerably  the 
revenue  position  of  Government,  but  are  extremely  valuable  on  account 
of  the  increased  amenities  and  conveniences  which  they  render  to  the 
public,  and  the  indirect  and  secondary  beneficial  effects  accruing  there¬ 
from,  such  as  the  mitigation  of  unemployment  to  some  extent  and  the 
stimulation  of  trades  accessory  and  incidental  thereto,  etc.  The  non¬ 
productive  capital  projects  undertaken  by  Government,  such  as 
Water  supply  and  Drainage,  Town  Planning,  etc.  are  Of 
immense  public  utility,  and  although  not  directly  remunerative,  -are 
calculated  to  supply  the  people  the  much  needed  social  amenities  and  in 
the.  long  run,  to  result  also  in  saving  of  expenditure  on  sanitation  and 
medical  relief,  whileiother  schemes  such  as  widening  of  roads  etc-,  serve 
also  to  increase  the  cleanliness  and  artistic  beauty  of  the  city  in. 'conson¬ 
ance  with  modern  standards  appropriate  to  the  position  and  dignity  of 
this  State.  The  present,  time  is  most  opportune  for  developing  our 
industrial  and  commercial  resources  and  for  pushing  on  with  the 
schemes  for  the  promotion  of  social  services  and  amenities.  The  rate 
of  interest  has  now  fallen  to  a  point  incredibly  low  as  compared  with 
that  in  previous  years,  and  capital  is  available  in  abundance  at  a  very 
cheap  rate.  All  over  the  world,  economic  planning  is  regarded  at 
present  as  the  main  objective  of  modern  state-craft,  An,  in  this 
mundane  world,  assets  cannot  be  created  by  the  mere  waving  of  a 
magic  wand,  the  next  best  thing  is  to  seize  the  present  opportunity  to 
investigate  and  complete  all  possible  deserving  schemes. 

I  furnish  below  brief  details  of  the  more  important  schemes,  pro¬ 
vided' in  the  next  year’s  estimates. 

28.  Water  Supply,  Truandruw.-  Tbe  first  stage  of  the  project 
estimated  to  cost  Rs  50'98  lakhs  according  to  the  sanctioned  Deviation 
Statement  has  been  nearly  completed  during  the  year.  The  second 
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stage  of  the  project  (Es  6’38  lakhs)  and  supplemental  works  (Es.  l’2o 
lakhs)  have  been  begun  and  good  progress  has  been  made.  Out  of  the 
first  instalment  of  28  miles,  more  than  24  miles  have  been  laid.  The 
pipes  for  the  balance  of  18  miles  have  arrived.  For  the  first  stage  a 
sum  of  Es  '56  of  a  lakh  has  been  provided  in  the  nest  year’s  budget 
to  pay  off  all  liabilities  and  to  carry  out  the  sanctioned  annual  scheme 
of  extension  of  mains.  To  complete  the  second  stage  of  the  work  in 
1112,  a  sum  of  Es  3'05  lakhs  bas  been  provided.  A  sum  of  Es  '70  of 
a  lakh  has  been  provided  for  the  supplemental  works  such  as  the  re¬ 
construction  and  extension  of  the  Water  Works  Office  buildings  and 
protective  works  to  the  Aruvikarai  reservoir  to  prevent  contamination 
of  water,  etc.  The  aggregate  provision  for  works  under  this  head  in 
the  next  year’s  budget  amounts  to  Es  4P31  lakhs.  It  is  hoped  to 
complete  the  whole  work  within  the  year  1112. 

The  Municipal  Council,  Trivandrum  is  required  to  pay  an  annual 
contribution  of  one  lakh  of  rupees  towards  the  working  expenses  of  the 
Water  Supply.  The  demands  have  not  yet  been  fully  paid  by  the 
Municipality.  With  the  additional  area,  after  the  completion  of  the 
second  stage,  coming  into  service,  the  properties  in  this  area  will  become 
liable  to  water  tax  and  so,  on  the  revenue  side,  an  increase  of  Es.  15,000 
has  been  provided  in  the  Budget  estimates  for  1112,  to  the  annual  con¬ 
tribution  of  one  lakh  of  rupees  due  to  Government  from  the  Munici¬ 
pality. 

29-  Water  Supply  to  Mofus.nl  Tottms. — In  para  25  of  the  last  year’s 
budget  speech,  mention  was  made  about  the  proposal  then  under  con¬ 
sideration,  to  take  up  the  investigation  of  water  supply  simultaneously 
in  the  towns  of  rihencottah,  Nagercoil  and  Alleppey.  The  investigation 
was  pushed  on  vigorously  during  1111.  The  field  work  has  been  finished 
and  the  preparation  of  designs  has  been  taken  up. 

In  Alleppey,  in  regard  to  the  source  for  the  water  supply  which 
was  the  most  difficult  point,  we  have  been  particularly  lucky.  It  has 
been  possible  to  obtain  a  copious  supply  of  water  of  good  potable  quality 
by  investigating  at  a  cheap  cost  the  possibilities  of  obtaining  water  from 
deep  bore  wells.  A  trial  boring  850  feet  deep  from  the  ground  level 
and  10i  inches  in  diameter  made  at  the  end  of  April  1936  proved  very 
successful  and  the  supply  is  expected  to  be  quite  sufficient.  As  a  stand 
by,  a  second  well  Is  also  being  bored.  The  water  yielded  by  the  well 
has  been  found  on  chemical  and  bacteriological  analysis  to  be  quite 
satisfactory.  It  is  proposed  to  pump  the  water  direct  into  overhead 
tanks  to  be  constructed  in  the  town  and  lay  the  Town  Distribution 
Pipes  from  the  latter  and  supply  the  water.  The  site  of  the  bore  wells 
is  about  3J  miles  south  of  the  Iron  Bridge  at  Alleppey. 

In  Shencottah,  the  site  in  Melavoor  in  the  western  outskirts  of  the 
town  ha3  been  selected. 

At  Nagercoil  as  a  result  of  investigations,  it  is  proposed  to  form  a 
reservoir  at  Mukkadal  about  8  miles  to  the  north  of  Nagercoil  and  con¬ 
vey  the  raw  water  by  gravitation  through  a  pressure  pipe  conduit  and 
to  locate  the  purification  works  in  the  Silpasari  tank  on  a  suitable  site. 
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All  the  three  Municipalities  insist  on  the  scopes  of  the  schemes  be¬ 
ing  so  enlarged,  as  to  allow  of  house  connections  being  made  and  am-ee 
to  shoulder  the  increased  capital  expenditure  and  working  expenses^ in¬ 
volved.  The  Municipalities  have  agreed  to  bear  half  the  capital  cost 
and  the  entire  cost  of  working  expenses  afterwards.  A  specimen  form 
of  agreement  to  be  executed  by  the  three  Municipalities  has  been  ap¬ 
proved  by  Government.  After  the  execution  of  the  agreement,  it  is 
proposed  to  start  the  construction  of  works. 

The  following  prevision  has  been  made  in  the  budget  estimates  for 
1112  for  the  purpose  for  works  and  establishment : —

30.  Drainage- — In  para  26  of  last  year’s  budget  speech,  reference 
was  made  to  the  investigation  of  the  Drainage  Scheme  at  Trivandrum. 
The  estimate  for  the  scheme  amounting  to  Es  15-96  Lakhs  has  since 
been  completed  and  is  at  present  under  the  consideration  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernment,  Contracts  for  the  supply  of  cast  iron  and  stoneware  sewer- 
pipes  and  the  necessary  adjuncts  for  immediate  requirements  were 
arranged  and  the  bigger  sized  Cast  Iron  sewer  pipes  have  all  arrived. 
The  smaller  sized  ones  have  also  begun  to  arrive  and  the  complete 
supply  is  expected  to  be  finished  shortly.  Proposals  for  speeding  up 
the  acquisition  of  land  required  for  the  first  year’s  programme  of  work 
are  under  consideration.  In  the  meantime,  contract  has  been  settled 
for  trenching  and  laying  the  sewers  along  existing  roads  and  tlie  work 
oE  Sewer  construction  will  be  put  in  hand  shortly.  An  expenditure  of 
only  Bs  3'27  lakhs  (including  adjustment)  is  expecled  to  be  incur¬ 
red'  in  the  current  year  against  the  budget  grant  of  Es  5'3  lakhs.  The 
construction  of  the  project  is  expected  to  be  in  full  swing  in  1112. 

A  sum  of  Es  7'43  lakhs  has  been  provided  in  the  next  year’s  budget 
for  works  and  establishment. 

In  para  26  of  last  year’s  budget  speech,  it  was  stated  that  a  sepa¬ 
rate  Department  called  the  Water  Works  and  Drainage  Department 
would  be  constituted,  the  Head  of  the  Department  being  designated 
Water  Works  and  Drainage  Engineer  to  Government.  On 
account  of  the  addition  of  4  more  large  projects  involving  a  very  large 
capital  outlay  to  this  new  Department  it  has  become  necessary  to 
strengthen  and  reorganise  the  department.  The  administrative  and 
technical  direction  will  be  with  the  Water  Works  and  Drainage 
Engineer.  For  the  execution  of  the  projects,  three  Divisions  are  likely 
to  be  formed,  each  being  in  the  charge  of  an  Executive  Engineer 
with  the  necessary  additional  sub-divisions  and  sections. 

The  necessary  provision  has  accordingly  been  included  in  the 
budget  estimates  for  the  next  year.  Additional  staff  has  also  been  pro¬ 
vided  under  Working  Expenses  for  strengthening  the  existing  staff  of 
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the  water  works  establishment  on  aeoount  of  the  antieipafed  comple¬ 
tion  of  the  second  stage  of  the  water  works. 

31.  Town  Planning  Scheme-— The  schemes  prepared  by  Mr.  Krmn- 
biegel,  Architect  and  Town  Planner  for  the  improvements  of  the  town 
have  been  approved  generally  by  Government.  The  Avenue  road  from 
Kaudiar  to  Vellayambalam,  main  road  from  East  Port  Gate  to  Canton¬ 
ment  Junction,  the  Arattu  road  etc.,  have  already  been  brought  under 
the  Town  Planning  Regulation  IV  of  1108,  and  the  Municipality  has 
been  asked'  to  prepare  and  submit  draft  Town  Planning  schemes  in 
respect  of  these  areas  for  the  approval  of  Government. 

The  improvement  of  the  Thampanoor  area  will  be  taken  up  as  a 
separate  scheme  and  the  matter  is  under  the  consideration  of  Govern- 


building  for  holding  ihe  meetings  of  the  Legislature  was  under  consi¬ 
deration  for  some  time  past.  It  was  finally  decided  that  the  Council 
Chamber  might  be  constructed  in  the  premises  of  the  Public  Office 
building  as  an  extension  to  the  existing  building.  The  site  was  also 
approved  by  Mr.  Krumbiegel,  Architect  and  Town  Planner.  The 
foundation  stone  of  the  new  Council  Chamber  was  laid  by  His  Excel¬ 
lency  the  Viceroy  in  December  1933.  The  designs  of  the  building 
were  prepared  by  Mr.  Krumbiegel  and  detailed  working  drawings  and 
estimates  were  prepared  by  the  Chief  Engineer.  The  estimate  pre¬ 
pared  by  him  for  the  construction  of  the  north  wing  is  under  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  Government.  Meanwhile,  tenders  were  invited  for  the 
construction  of  the  building.  The  tenders  received  are  also  under  con¬ 
sideration  now.  In  1111  M.  E.,  a  provision  of  Rs  2  lakhs  was  made  in 
the  budget  for  the  construction  of  the  Council  Chamber.  As  the  esti¬ 
mate  was  prepared  too  late  and  the  question  of  the  method  of  execu¬ 
ting  the  work  was  not  decided,  it  was  not  possible  to  take  up  the  work 
this  year.  The  construction  of  the  north  wing  will  be  taken  up  next 
year. 

A  sum  of  Rs  2  lakhs  has  been  provided  in  the  budget  estimates 
for  1112  for  tire  purpose  under  capital  not  charged  to  revenue. 

33.  Bailway s.—k  provision  of  Rs  '42  of  a  lakh  and  Rs  -4a  of  a 

lakh  respectively  has  been  mads  in  the  budget  estimates  for  the  next

year  for  the  capital  outlay  relating  to  the  Quilon- Trivandrum  Railway 
and  Chakai-Thampanoor  extension  of  the  Railway.  The  total  'expen¬ 
diture  on  these  two  railways  will  amount  ,  to  Bs  55‘SO  lakhs  aid 
Bs  28'67  lakhs  respectively  at  the  close  of  1112  aggregating  'oil  'the 
whole  to  Bs  84T7  lakhs.  Government  have  also  guarahteed  to  recoup 
the.  loss,  if  any,  on  account  of  the  working  of  the  Quilon-Sfieficottab 
Bailway.  In  the  result,  the  loss  to  be  recouped  for  the  yekfs  TUI 
and  1112  is  expected  to  amount  to  Bs  '85  and  Bs '50  of  %  lakh  'rgc- 
pectively. 

COMMERCIAL  UNDERTAKINGS. 

34.  The  Pallimtsal  Hydro- Electric  Project—  Great  progress  has 
been  made  in  the  execution  of  the  various  works  connected  with  the 
project,  during  the  current  year. 

The  excavation  for  the  Water  Tunnel  was  completed  in  February 
last  arid  portions  of  the  tunnel  where  the  ground  has  been  found., to 
be  unsatisfactory  are  being  lined  with  concrete.  The  design  pf  the 
headworks  has  been  finally  settled  as  a  result  of  the  visits  of  Major 
Howard  and  Signor  Marcello  whose  services  were  requisitioned  by 
Government  in  a  consulting  capacity  to  examine  the  details  of  the 
works  relating  to  the  Scheme.  The  construction  of  .the  theadworks 
is  proposed  to  be  taken  up  just  after  the  monsoon.  The  erection  of 
pipes  etc  ,  will  be  completed  early  in  1112. 

The  power  house  building  has  been  nearly  completed  in  all  res¬ 
pects.  The  Ascu  Timber  Treatment  Blant  ordered  by  the  Forest 
Department  has  been  installed  and  is  now  in  operation. 

All  the  Works  in  connection  with  the  Project  are  expected  to  be 
completed  by  the  middle  of  the  year  1112,  when  the  Revenue  accounts 
will  be  started.  Proposal  is  also  under  consideration  for  the  extension 
of  the  supply  to  Quilon  and  other  places,  When  the  scheme,  reaches 
a  normal  period  of  operation,  it  is  expected  to  bring  in  a  substantial 
return. 

A  provision  of  Bs  28'37  lakhs  his  been  made  in  the  budget  for 

1112. 

35.  Trivandrum  Electric  Supply- — The  total  expenditure  ‘that 
will  be  incurred  on  the  Trivandrum  Electric  Supply  fo  the  'end  of 
the  current  year  is  expected  to  stand  at  R&  8'63  lakhs.  A  pro¬ 
vision  of  Rs'56  of  a  lakh  has  been  made  for  capital  expenditure  24 1112. 
The.  gross  receipts  of  the  current  year  are  expected  to  stand  at  Bis  2'l8 
lakhs  and  deducting  the  working  expenses  of  Bs  ‘07  of  a  lakh,  there 
will  be  a  balance  of  Bs  1'21  lakhs  out  of  which  interest  charges  will  Ac¬ 
count  for  Bs  43,640  and  Depreciation  Bs  47,000.  The  balance  will  be 
transferred  to  the  Reserve  Fund.  The  gross  receipts  of  the  next  year 
are  'expected  to  amount  to  Bs  2'35  lakhs.  The  working  expenses  will 
amount , to  Bs  T04  lakhs  leaving  a  net  result  of  Bs  Till  lakhs  out  of 
jjrhifh  Bs  '47  of  a  lakh  will  be  appropriated  for  interest  charges  and 
Rs  '36  and  Bs  '4S  lakhs  for  reserve  fund  and  depreciation  fund  res¬ 
pectively. 
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36.  Quilon  Electric  Supply.— 'She  capital  expenditure  on  the  Quilon 
Electric  Supply  to  the  end  of  this  year  is  expected  to  stand  at  Es  2'68 
lakhs.  A  provision  of  Es  34,800  has  been  made  for  capital  expenditure 
in  1112  under  this  head.  The  Quilon  Electric  Supply  is  still  in  its  in¬ 
fancy.  But  its  revenue  is  steadily  increasing.  The  anticipated  gross 
receipts  will  be  Bs  -40  of  a  lakh  during  the  current  year  and  Rs  '54  of 
a  lakh  during  the  next  year.  The  working  expenses  will  amount  to 
Bs  -33  of  a  lakh  and  Bs  '37  of  a  lakh  respectively  during  the  current 
and  the  next  year.  It  has  been  possible  to  provide  a  sura  of  about  Bs 
2,500  to  the  depreciation  reserve  in  the  next  year  after  mooting  the  in¬ 
terest  charges. 

"  37.  Trivandrum  Telephone  Exchange.— ’She  total  expenditure  on 
the  Trivandrum  Telephone  Exchange  to  the  end  of  1111  is  Bs  1  '82 
lakhs.  A  provision  of  Bs  5,500  his  been  made  under  Capital  for  thisjwork 
during  the  next  year.  The  anticipated  receipts  during  the  current  year 
and  the  next  year  will  be  Bs  ‘21  of  a  lakh  and  Bs  '23  of  u  lakh  res¬ 
pectively.  The  working  expenses  for  both  1111  and  1112  are  estimated 
at  Bs  '12  of  a  lakh.  The  net  receipts  in  the  current  and  next  year  are 
estimated  at  Bs  '09  of  a  lakh  and  Bs  'll  of  a  lakh  respectively.  Of  the 
above,  in  the  current  year,  Bs  '08  of  a  lakh  will  be  appropriated 
to  interest  charges  and  Bs  '01  of  a  lakh  to  depreciation  fund  :  and  in 
the  next  year  Bs  '09  of  a  lakh  to  interest  charges  and  Bs  '02  of  a  lakh 
to  the  depreciation  fund. 

38.  Trunk  Telephone  Scheme.— -No  work  in  connection  with  the 
scheme  has  been  carried  out  during  the  current  year  as  the  whole 
question  was  under  the  consideration  of  this  Government  and  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  of  India  between  whom  negotiations  are  in  progress  with,  a 
view  to  arrive  at  working  arrangements.  It  is  expected  that  the  work 
will  be  taken  up  early  next  year  and  for  this  purpose,  a  provision  of 
Bs  2  lakhs  has  been  made  in  the  Budget. 

39.  Rubber  Factory. — The  factory  was  Queued  by  His  Highness  the 
Maharaja  on  the  IstChingom  1111  and  commenced  operations  on  that 
day.  About  120  persons  are  now  working  in  the  factory.  At  present 
all  rubber  articles  except  motor  car  tyres  are  manufactured  in  the 

The  capital  expenditure  on  the  factory  will  amount  to  about  Bs 
8-94  lakhs  at  the  end  of  1111.  A  sum  of  Bs  50,000  has  been  provided 
for  capital  expenditure  in  the  budget  of  11.12,  for  the  purchase  of  two 
heavy  duty  mixing  rollers  and  other  machinery.  A  system  of  com¬ 
mercial  accounts  has  been  drawn  up  and  it  is  hoped,  by  the  end  of 
next  year,  the  factory  will  begin  to  pay  its  way' 

40.  The  Olay  Refining  and  Porcelain  Factory. — In  the  budget  es¬ 
timates  for  1111,  provision  was  made  for  a  capital  outlay  of  Bs  3  lakhs 
for  the  construction  of  a  clay  refining  and  porcelain  factory.  As  Mr. 
Dogar  Singh  of  the  Benares  Hindu  University  has  oniy  recently  been 
appointed  as  ceramic  expert,  the  provision  made  in  the  current  year 
could  not  be  fully  utilised.  A  lump  sum  of  Bs  3  lakhs  has  therefore  been 
provided  in  the  budget  estimates  for  1112.  It  is  hoped  that  the  factory 
will  be  completed  within  the  next  year  and  will  yield  a  substantial  re¬ 
turn  oa  the  outlay. 
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STATE  LIFE  INSURANCE -Public  branch. 

41.  The  State  Life  Insurance.— Public  branch  which  was  introduced 
with  effect  from  1st  Meenam  1109  for  the  purpose  of  affording  greater 
facilities  to  the  subjects  of  the  State  in  the  matter  of  future  provision 
for  families,  has  already  shown  results  much  beyond  our  expectation. 
During  a  short  period  of  2  years  and  3  months,  2891  proposals  for 
about  Its  -28  lakhs  have  been  received  and  policies  in  respect  of  1986 
proposals  assuring  a  sum  of  about  Rs  19  lakhs  have  been  issued,  The 
receipts  shown  in  the  revised  estimates  for  the  year  1111  are  expected 
to  be  about  Rs  -90  of  a  lakh  and  the  expenses  are  likely  to  stand  at 
Rs  -17  of  a  lakh.  The  expense  ratio  for  the  second  year  of  the  scheme 
is  19  per  cent  as  against  31  per  cent  in  the  first  year.  In  1112  the 
total  receipts  and  expenditure  are  expected  to  be  Rs  1*40  lakhs  and 
Rs  '18  of  a  lakh  respectively  and  expense  ratio,  a  little  over  12  per 

STATE  PROVIDENT  FUND  SCHEME. 

42.  The  State  Provident  Fund  Scheme  which  was  started  in  1107 
with  a  view  to  enable  Government  servants  to  make  soma  provision  for 
themselves  in  their  old  age,  or  for  their  families  in  case  of  their  pre¬ 
mature  demise,  continued  to  work  very  satisfactorily  during  the  year. 
The  number  of  subscribers  has  risen  to  8246  during  1111,  The  fund 
is  expected  to  have  a  closing  balance  of  Rs  4'83  lakhs  at  the  end  of  1111 
and  Rs  6'48  lakhs  at  the  end  of  the  next  year. 

SAVINGS  BANK. 

43.  The  public  are  continuing  to  take  advantage  of  this  institution 
for  the  investment  of  their  savings.  The  balance  at  the  credit  of  the 
fund  has  risen  to  Rs  187-89  lakhs  at  the  end  of  1111  and  is  expected  to 
reach  Rs  212’89  lakhs  at  the  end  of  1112. 

GENERAL  REVENUE  POSITION. 

44.  During  the  years  1109  and  1110,  the  accounts  showed  a  deficit 
of  Rs  5*77  and  Rs  4'46  lakhs,  respectively.  The  revised  estimate  of 
1111  is  likely  to  result  in  n,  deficit  of  Rs  5'06  lakhs.  For  the  first  time 
after  three  years,  a  small  surplus  of  Rs  3'54  lakhs  is  anticipated  for  the 
next  year.  The  Electrical  undertakings  which  form  the  major  part  of 
our. remunerative  assets  may  not,  on  the  whole,  be  expected  for  some 
years  to  pay  us  more  than  tho  prescribed  return  of  5  per  cent  Expendi¬ 
ture  chargeable  to  revenue  is,  on  the  other  hand,  likely  to  increase 
inevitably  under  certain  heads  such  as  pension  charges,  interest 
charges  and  the  Sinking  Fund  for  loans,  and  Army.  Taking  all  the 
factors  into  account,  the  need  for  curtailing  the  expenditure  charged  to 
revenue  is  imperative-  As  we  have  exhausted  our  Government  balances 
bide  para  45  below,  it  is  absolutely  essential  that  we  should  build  up  a 
reserve  fund  to  meet  capital  expenditure  or,  unforeseen  loss  of  revenue, 
or  expenditure,  and  aim  at  setting  apart  annually  about  Rs  5  lakhs  at 
least  for  the  purpose. 

Certain  departments  may  be  classified  as  more  or  less  static  with 
fixed  standing  charges,  while  other' departments  such  as  Public  Works 
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are  capable  o£  contraction  and  expansion  according  to  the  funds  avail¬ 
able.  The  percentage  of  expenditure  on  certain  departments,  e-  <j, 
Education  (20  per  cent),  Public  Works  (13  per  cent),  Administration 
of  Justice  '5  per  cent)  and  Medical  (5  per  cent)  bears  relatively  a  high 
proportion  to  the  total  revenue  of  the  State.  In  order  that  each  depart¬ 
ment  may  have  a  reasonable  proportion  of  the  total  revenue  for  its 
activities  according  to  its  importance  and  usefulness  and  in  order  that 
there  may  also  be.  some  definite  basis  of  financial  control  over  the 
expenditure  it  is  desirable  to  have  a  convention  that  the  expendi¬ 
ture  of  each  department  should  not  ordinarily  exceed  a  certain 
'  proscribed  percentage  of  the  total  revenue  of  the  State.  This  would 
prevent  departments  from  making  demands  arbitrarily  out  of  proportion 
to  the  r  necessary  and  legitimate  needs,  and  to  the  other  total  demands 
on  the  finances  of  the  State.  If  variations  are  needed,  the  department 
concerned  should  get  them  sanctioned  after  giviDg  full  reasons  for  the 
change.  The  adoption  of  some  such  method  is  essential  in  order  to 
check  haphazard  and  inharmonious  growth  of  expenditure  in  the  several 
departments  of  the  State. 

FINANCIAL  POSITION. 


45,  The  usual  statement  of  assets  and  liabilities  is  furnished 
■  on  pages  9  and  10  of  the  Budget  Estimates.  The  Government 
Balance  at  the  end  o£  1112  is  estimated  to  amount  to  Rs  102'0i  lakhs 
including  the  General  Reserve  Fund  of  Rs  60'55  lakhs.  This  includes, 
however,  the  sum  of  Rs  112' 18  lakhs  representing  the  estimated  ex¬ 
penditure  to  the  end  of  the  year  on  productive  works  shown  under 
Debt  Heads  ”  so  that  the  general  current  balance  of  Govomment  is 
expected  to  be  overdrawn  at  the  end  of  the  next  yearbv  Rs  9  57  lakhs. 
It  will  be  seen  that  the  recent  loan  of  Rs  50  lakhs  and  this  overdraft 
are  more  than  covered  by  the  value  of  our  remunerative  assets.  Our 
gilt-edged  surplus  investments. amount  to  Rs  148  lakhs,  and  our  other 
liquid  assets  to  about  Rs  70  lakhs.  Our  debt  position  may  be  regarded 
as  quite  satisfactory.  .  . 


COMMITMENTS. 

46.  The  total  commitments  of  Government  in  regard  to  capita 
expenditure  on  schemes  now  in  progress,  for  1U3  and  succeeding  years 
may,  as  far  as  they  can  be  estimated  at  present,  be  taken  as  amounting 
roughly  to  about  at  least  Rs  100  l»khs,  vide  details  below—

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A  sum  of  about  Bs  78  lakhs  may  probably  be  recovered  eventually,  (40 
lakhs  from  the  Municipalities  in  equated  instalments,  being  half  of  the 
capital  cost  of  the  expenditure  on  Drainage  and  Water  Supply  Schemes, 
and  Its.  38  lakhs  from  the  Cochin  Harbour  authorities).  The  expen¬ 
diture  on  extensions  to  the  Pallivasal  Schemes,  and  on  Trunk  Tele¬ 
phone  is  expected  to  be  remunerative.  Government  will,  however, 
have  to  arrange  for  the  necessary  funds  in  the  first  instance  for  the 
above. 

WAYS  AND  MEANS. 

47.  Our  investments  which  stood  at  Es  199'14  lakhs  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  1111  will  stand  at  Es  175'74  lakhs  at  the  end  of 
the  current  year,  a  sum  of  Es  23‘40  lakhs  having  been  withdrawn 
during  the  year.  The  proceeds  of  our  recent  loan  are  expected  to 
yield  Es  50  89  lakhs  which  is  included  under  ‘‘Suspense”  for  the 
present.  Our  closing  cash  balance  at  the  end  of  the  current  year  are 
estimated  to  be  Es  90'37  lakhs- 

It  is  proposed  to  withdraw  a  sum  of  Es  27’  40  lakhs  next  year  from 
the  surplus  investments  with  a  view  to  finance  the  estimated  programme 
of  Capital  and  Industrial  Schemes  and  to  maintain  adequate  cash 
balances  in  the  Treasuries  and  the  Imperial  Bank  of  India.  The  surplus 
investments  are  therefore  estimated  to  stand  at  Es  14B'34  lakhs  at  the 
end  of  the  next  year.  The  total  booked  assets  inclusive  of  the  outlay  on 
productive  schemes  at  the  close  of  the  next  year  are  estimated  to  amount 
to  about  Rs  467 "18  lakhs  and  out  liabilities  to  Es  425T2  lakhs.  Our 
closing  cash  balance  at  the  close  of  the  ensuing  year  is  expected  to 
stand  as  Its  46-84  lakhs  which  represents  roughly  the  minimum  work¬ 
ing  balance  required. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  narrative  that  we  hope  to  close  the 
accounts  of  the  next  year  with  a  surplus  and  tc  finance  all  our  heavy 
capital  and  industrial  schemes  to  end  of  the  next  year,  with  the  aid  of 
the  recent  public  loan  of  B.  Es  50  lakhs.  The  general  financial  con¬ 
dition  of  our  State  may  therefore  be  regarded  as  one  of  exceptional 
strength  and  soundness.

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PROCEDURE  REGARDING  DISCUSSION 
OF  THE  BUDGET. 

PRESIDENT  :  Under  Rule  6.9,  the  debate  on  the  Budget  will  begin 
with  *  general  discussion  and  be  followed  by  the  voting  of  Demands 
for  Grants.  Two  days  have  been  allotted  for  the  general  discussion 
and  the  maximum  of  seven  days  has  been  set  apart  for  the  voting  of 
Demands  for  Grants.  The  Demands  will  he  taken  up  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  printed  in  the  List  of  Demands,  copy  of  which  has 
been  already  furnished  to  honourable  members,  The  Demands  under 
I  Public  Works  Department,  IV  Education  and  V  Land  Revenue  may 
each  be  discussed  for  one  whole  day  ;  and  not  more  than  half  a  day 
will  be  allotted  for  each  of  the  remaining  Demands. 

Every  member,  other  than  the  Financial  Secretary,  will  be  allow¬ 
ed,  during  the  general  discussion  stage,  not  more  than  fifteen  minutes 
as  usual.  But  I  hope  honourable  members  will,  while  not  unduly  res¬ 
training  themselves,  allow  as  many  non-official  members  as  possible  to 
participate  in  the  discussion  and  also  render  it  possible  to  give  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  members  adequate  time  for  reply. 

When  voting  on  the  Demands  for  Grants,  every  mover  and  the 
official  member  who  has  the  right  of  reply  will  be  allowed  ten  minutes 
each  and  the  other  members  five  minutes  each.  Standing  Order  No. 
59  requires  notice  of  every  motion  to  be  given  to  the  Secretary  two 
clear  days  before  the  day  on  which  the  Demand  comes  up  for  consider¬ 
ation.  Late  motions  will  not  be  accepted.  It  will  facilitate  business 
if  honourable  members  giving  notice  of  token  motions— which  can  ■ 
most  conveniently  be  for  a  reduction  of  one  rupee — will  also  specify  the 
purpose  underlying  the  proposed  cut  and  take  care  to  see  that  the  cut 
motions  are  confined  to  amounts  entirely  votable.  May  I  also  invite 
the  attention  of  honourable  members  to  my  ruling  regarding  budget 
motions  given  on  the  30th  July  1915,  reported  on  pages  705  to  707  of 
Vol.  VI  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Sri  Mulam  Assembly. 

In  calculating  the  number  of  hours  to  be  allotted  for  the  voting  of 
Demands,  I  propose  to  follow  the  procedure  which  has  been  followed 
during  the  last  two  years.  A  day  will  be  taken  as  from  11  A.  M.  to  5 
p.  m.  One  hour  being  available  for  question  time,  and  another  hour 
(1  to  2  p.  M.)  as  lunch  interval,  the  remaining  four  hours  will  be  treat¬ 
ed  as  one  full  day  and  two  hours  as  half  a  day.  If  the  whole  of  the 
first  hour  is  not  taken  up  for  questions  and  answers,  the  time  left  over 
will  be  available  for  the  voting  of  Demands  for  Grants.  Such  available 
time  will  not  go  to  increase  the  time  allotted  for  any  particular  De¬ 
mand,  but  will  be  available  to  the  House  and  thus  enable  them  to 
reach,  more  Demands,

GENEBAL  DISCUSSION  OP  THE  BUDGET 


ELECTION  TO  THE  PUBLIC  ACCOUNTS  COMMITTEE 
AND  THE  STANDING  FINANCE  COMMITTEE. 

PRESIDENT  :  Elections,  to  the  Public  Accounts  Committee  and 
the  Standing  Finance  Committee,  from  the  Assembly  will  take  place 
on  Wednesday,  the  5th  August  198f.  They  will  be  held  as  usual  after 
the  business  of  the  House  for  the  day  is  over  and  under  the  Chairman¬ 
ship  of  the  Deputy  President  or  one  of  the  Panel  of  Chairmen. 

GENEEAL  DISCUSSION  OF  THE  BUDGET. 

Hr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangud )  :  Sir,  the  Budget  for  the  year  1112 
is  nothing  short  of  a  financial  jugglery.  By  some  sort  of  crooked  device 
adopted  in  the  matter  of  calculation  of  figures  and  classification  of 
expenditure  headings,  the  Financial  Secretary  has  succeeded  to  place 
before  the  House  a  useless  sugar-coated  quinine  pill  in  the  shape  of  a 
surplus  Budget  io  be  swallowed  by  the  responsible  members  of  the 
House.  Well,  Sir,  I  particularly  submit  that  the  Budget  is  a  useless 
sugar-coated  quinine  pill  because  not  only  we  the  representatives  of 
the  people  but  the  poverty-stricken,  the  malaria-stricken  and  the  ele¬ 
phantiasis-stricken  people  of  the  State  would  not  in  any  way  be  bene¬ 
fited  as  a  result  of  the  swallowing  of  this  useless  pill. 

RAO  SAHIB  S.  PARAMESVARA  AIYAR  (Nominated)  :  Is  not  quinine 
a  remedy  for  malaria  ? 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad > :  I  submitted  Sir,  useless  quinine 
pill  and  hence  it  cannot  be  a  remedy  for  any  sort  of  malady. 

PRESIDENT  :  We  have  already  heard  the  word  ‘useless.’  Yes,  go 
on  Mr.  Nair  ;  use  your  own  language.  (  Laughter.) 

MR.'S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad );  Sir,  in  order  to  substantiate  my 
statement,  I  shall  draw  the  attention  of  the  members  of  this  House  to 
the  figures  of  revenue  and  expenditure  for  the  next  year.  Sir,  the 
Budget  estimate  under  Bevenue  for  1112  is  Es.  2,45,92,105.  But  this 
amount  cannot  be  expected  to  the  realised  at  all.  It  would  he  evident 
from  a  perusal 'of  the  estimated  figures  as  well  as  the  actuals  for  the 
years  1109,  1110  and  1111  that  the  estimated  amounts  were  not  at  all 
realised  at  the  end  of  those  years. 

The  expenditure  eharged  to  revenue  for  the  coming  year  is 
Es.  2,42,38,413 ;  capital  expenditure  not  charged  to  revenue  is 
Es.  49,00,700  :  investments  on  reproductive  works  such  as  the  Trivan¬ 
drum  and  Quilon  Electric  Supply  and  Telephone  end  the  Pallivasal 
Hydro  Electric  Scheme  is  Es.  29,27,600.  Thus  the  total  estimated 
expenditure  amounts  to  Es.  3,20,68,713  ;  whereas  the  total  estimated 
revenue  for  1112  is  only  Es.  '2,45,92,105-  So,  from  these  figures,  it 
would  he  seen  that  there  would  be  excess  in  expenditure  to  the  extent 
of  Es.  74,74,608.  Well,  Sir,  it  is  pointed  out  by  the  Financial  Secret¬ 
ary  that  he  has  placed  before  us  a  “  wonderful  ”  surplus  Budget.  Bui 
presently  I  shall  show  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  House  that  it  is 
not  a  “  surplus  Budget,”  but  it  is  an  outright  “deficit  Budget.”  Sir, 
expenditure  charged  to  revenue  for  1112  is  Es.  2,42,38,413.  In  the 
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Budget  estimate  for  1111,  expenditure  on  non-productive  schemes  such 
as  the  construction  of  Council  Chamber,  the  Town  Planning  Scheme, 
the  Military  Re-organisation  Scheme  and  the  Purchase  of  Travancore 
House,  Madras,  were  included  under  expenditure  charged  to  revenue. 
All  these  items  together  amount  to  Rs.  20,38,400.  This  time  with  a 
view  to  avoid  the  “  fearful  ”  nature  of  the  Budget  for  1112,  these  items 
are  being  classified  under  Capital  expenditure  not  charged  to  revenue. 
That  is  to  say,  if  the  amount  is  clubbed  together  as  was  done  in  1111 
as  expenditure  charged  to  revenue,  the  expenditure  for  the  year  1112 
will  mount  up  to  Rs.  2,62,77,813.  But,  the  Budget  estimate  of 
revenue  for  the  year  1112  m.  a.  is  only  Rs.  2,45,92,105.  Therefore 
there  comes  a  deficit  of  Rs.  16,85,708.  So,  it  is  clear  from  the  figures 
that  I  have  placed  before  the  House  just  now  that  the  Budget  i?  a 
deficit  Budget  to  the  extent  of  Rs.  16,85,708. 

In  1112  we  find  3  different  classifications  have  been  adopted  in  the 
matter  of  classifying  expenditure  headings.  Whether  one  sort  of  classi¬ 
fication  of  expenditure  heading  is  adopted  or  various  other  headings  are 
adopted,  ultimately  the  expenditure,  the  unnecessary  expenditure 
incurred  in  the  matter  of  Town  Planning,  on  account  of  the  pay  of  the 
Directress  and  so  on  and  10 forth,  ultimately  falls  upon  the  “  heads”  of 
the  poor  agriculturists  in  the  State.  I  mean  the  tax-payers  in  the 
State. 

Sir,  it  is  found  from  the  speech  of  the  Financial  Secretary  that 
provision  is  made  for  the  expenses  in  connection  with  the  general 
elections  to  the  Legislature  next  year.  In  this  connection,  as  a  sort  of 
warning  to  the  Government,  I  would  submit  that  the  people,  at  least 
the  representatives  of  the  people,  I  mean  the  members  of  the  Assembly 
and  of  the  Council,  ought  to  be  consulted  with  regard  to  the  delimi¬ 
tation  of  constituencies  before  any  arrangement  or  any  finding 
is  made  by  the  Government  upon  the  report  of  the  Special  Officer 
appointed  for  the  purpose  of  settling  the  franchise  and  delimitation 
questions,  so  that  the  people  may  know  whether  that  report  is  worthy 
of  consideration  or  whether  it  may  he  relegated  to  the  waste  paper 
basket.  Anyhow  I  would  snbmit,  with  all  respect,  that  the  Government 
must  necessarily  consider  at  least  with  regard  to  delimitation  of  con¬ 
stituencies  before  anything  is  settled  with  regard  to  general  elections. 
In  this  connection  I  would  submit  that  Nedumangad  taluk,  the 
constituency  which  I  have  the  honour  to  represent  in  this  House,  must, 
in  consideration  of  the  area  of  the  taluk,  the  population  of  the  taluk, 
the  number  of  voters  in  the  taluk,  the  absence  of  sufficient  means  of  com¬ 
munication  in  the  taluk,  and  also  the  yeoman  services,  that  the  people 
of  the  taluk  have  rendered  to  the  Royal  Family  in  the  State  at  a  critical 
time  in  the  history  of  the  State  and  also  in  consideration  of  the  absence 
of  any  sort  of  communal  or  religious  rivalry  in  the  taluk,  be  given 
separate  representation,  namely  one  member  for  the  Assembly  and  one 
member  for  the  State  Council. 
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THE  BUDGET. 


PRESIDENT  :  Order,  order.  I  was  watching  carefully  into  what 
pit  the  honourable  member  was  likely  to  fall,  and  I  find  he  has  actually 
fallen.  (Laughter.)  I  will  certainly  not  allow  any  discussion  on  the 
Franchise  Commissioner’s  proposal  or  the  necessity  for  the  alteration  of 
constituencies,  or  any  other  recommendation  relating  to  that  subject 
inasmuch  as  the  House  is  aware  that  it  is  a  matter  which  has  been 
removed  completely  from  discussion  in  this  House  by  the  Legislative 
Reforms  Regulation. 

MR.  S.  J.  NfllR  (Nedu.-nangad)  :  Sir,  I  do  not  want  to  tread  on 
forbidden  ground.  , 

Sir,  in  connection  with  the  appointment  :of  the  Public  Service 
Commissioner  and  his  works  so  far  done,  I  would  submit  that  it  is  a 
thorough  failure.  It  has  already  caused  uneasiness  and  heart-burning 
to  many.  There  is  no  non-official  committee  to  advise  him,  to  help 
him  and  to  guide  him.  There  is  no  provision  to  overcome  the  age-bar 
question. 

One  word  about  the  Industries  Department,  Sir.  The  prosperity 
and  regeneration  of  Travancore  depends  upon  the  development  of 
industries  in  the  State.  For  that  purpose  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that 
we  must  have  as  the  Industrial  Director  a  gentleman  who  has  got  an 
all-round  knowledge  of  various  industries  so  that  the.  industries  in  the 
State  might  he  developed  to  its  fullest  extent  and  the  people  of  the 
State  benefited.  It  does  not  matter  whether  that  expert  has  to  be  paid 
a  salary  of  1,000,  or  2,000  or  even  3,000  rupees.  The  only  thing  is  that 
he  must  be  a  real  expert,  who  has  got  the  capacity,  the  knowledge,  the 
pushfulness  and  experience  to  organise  th>6  industries  in  the  State,  so 
that  the  people  of  the  State  may  be  benefited  as  a  result  of  the  re¬ 
organisation  of  the  Industries  Department. 

■Sir,  in  recent  times,  Travancore  has  become  fond  of  mere  pomp 
and  show  and'  nothing  but  sham  show  ;  and  the  result  of  it  is  no  good 
is  done  to  the  people.  It  is  evident  from  the  undertaking  with  regard 
to  the  Town  Planning  Scheme  m  Trivandrum,  the  putting  up  d£ 
.Aerodromes  at  Quilon  and  Trivandrum,  the  appointment  of  Game 
Warden,  the  appointment  of  various  committees  and  boards,  the  ap¬ 
pointment  of  the  Directress  of  State  Guests  and  the  importation  of 
foreign  officers  in  the  State  service  in  recent  times.  Well,  Sir,  ‘  Rome 
was  not  built  in  a  day ;  ”  and  it  is  not  possible  to  convert  Trivandrum 
in  to  Paris  or  Geneva,  or  to  any  other  big  and  beautiful  city  in  the 
World  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye. 

There  is  the  Public  Health  Department.  A  Public  Health  Unit 
is  established  in  Neyyattinkara  taluk  near  Balaramapuram.  That  is  a 
place  where  the  people  are  healthy  and  no  Public  Health  Unit  is 
required  to  conduct  wock  But  in  Skertala  taliik  where  thousands  of 
people  are  suffering  from  elephantiasis  which  is  a  very  bad  dteerase,  the 
Public  Health  Department  has  not  spent  a  smgle  pie  in  order  bo  's«e 
that  the  elephantiasis  problem  in  the  taluk  is  solved.  5So>  I 
submit Ihat -the  Public  Health  Department. is  not-m  dll  doing  ifa  -.work 
•legitimately.  Again,  6ir,ihere*is  materia,  in  an  epidemic  sndiendwmc 
Vol.  vm.  No.  2. 
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form,  in  Nedumangad,  Kottarakara  and  Neyyattinkara  taluks.  Recently 
the  malaria  has  developed  into  a  sort  of  “  red  ”  fever  in  Arianadu  and 
Uzhamalakkal  pakuthies  in  Nedumangad  taluk  whereby  all  the  school¬ 
going  children  and  all  other  people,  irrespective  of  caste,  creed,  colour 
or  race,  are  stricken  down  by  this  fever  and  are  laid  up.  It  has  become 
a  very  dreadful  disease.  I  understand  that  the  Co-operative  Society 
there  has  passed  a  resolution  and  forwarded  copies  of  it  both  to  the 
Public  Health  Director  and  to  the  Durbar  Physician. 

Mr.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Vilavankod ) :  May  I  know  from 
the  member  whether  malaria  is  the  same  thing  as  red  fever  ? 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  :  Sir,  it  may  be  yellow,  black  or 
red  fever.  Whatever  it  is,  it  is  a  sort  of  dangerous  disease  which  is 
occurring  recently  in  some  pakuthies  in  Nedumangad  taluk.  Neither 
the  Public  Health  Director  nor  the  Durbar  Physician  has  yet  gone  to 
the  spot  and  made  the  necessary  enquiries  into  the  matter  nor  has  any 
relief  been  given  to  the  poor  people  there. 

The  Public  Works  Department,  unfortunately,  has  become  the 
public  waste  department  in  recent  times. 

PRESIDENT  :  You  are  not  the  first  man  who  has  discovered  it. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  {Nedumangad)  :  Sir,  it  has  reached  the  lowest 
depth  of  demoralisation.  The  Section  Officer’s  salary  is  only  Rs.  40  to 
70  while  the  salary  of  the  Tahsildars  or  the  Inspectors  of  Police  01- 
other  Division  Officers  is  higher.  But  there  is  not  a  single  Section 
Officer,  Assistant  Engineer  or  Executive  Engineer  who  does  not  own 
one,  two,  or  even  three  sedan  body  cars.  Sir,  are  these  officers  attend¬ 
ing  to  the  maintenance  work  of  the  roads  ?  Sir,  I  brought  it  to  the 
notice  of  the  Government  as  well  as  the  Chief  Engineer  that  the 
Section  Officer  at  Nedumangad  has  not  been  attending  to  his  work 
during  the  last  several  months,  at  any  rate  to  the  maintenance  work  of 
the  roads.  He  does  not  even  go  to  the  work  spot  at  all.  Upon  this  I 
was  compelled  to  put  in  a  regular  complaint  to  the  Government  as  well 
as  to  the  Chief  Engineer.  The' Chief  Engineer,  P.  W.  D-,  has  not  cared 
to  go  to  the  spot  and  make  the  necessary  investigations.  On  the  other 
hand,  he  has  written  to  the  Sub-Division  Officer,  P.  W.  D.,  to  come  to 
the  spot.  He  also  wrote  to  me  whether  I  would  be  agreeable  to  be 
present  at  a  joint  inspection.  I  replied  him  fixing  three  alternative 
days  on  any  one  of  which  I  said  I  could  be  present  for  a  joint  inspec¬ 
tion.  But  I  was  told  that,  none  of  the  dates  which  I  mentioned  or 
fixed  was  convenient  for  him.  Sir,  from  the  top  to  the  bottom  the 
•erring  subordinates  in  the  P.W.D.  are  being  supported  by  the  superior 
officers  in  the  department,  anil  it  is  most  suspicious,  Sir. 

PRESIDENT  ;  May  I  warn  the  honourable  member  that  he  is 
drawing  very  near  the  end  of  his  time  ? 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad ) :  Corruption  universally  pre¬ 
vails  in  the  P.  W.  D-  Sir,  the  provision  for  expenditure  for  Buildings, 
Communications,  etc.,  in  1111  is  Es.  24,40,000.  Out  of  this  huge 
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amount,  only  a  “magnificent”  sum  of  Rs.36,350  has  been  set  apart  for 
the  contraction  of  new  roads  for  the  whole  State.  Out  of  this  amount, 
there  was  only  an  allotment  of  one  thousand  rupees  for  the  construction 
of  new  roads  in  Nedumangad  taluk,  and  this  amount  has  not  yet  been 
spent  for  the  purpose  it  was  alloted.  Sir,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
budget  grant  for  the  Trivandrum  Town  Planning  in  1111M  E.has  been 
Rs.  7,43,300.1  n  1112  the  budget  grant  under  the  Public  Works  Depart¬ 
ment  forBuildings,  Communications,  etc.,  isRs.  26,75,111,  that  is  about 
Rs.  2  lakhs  in  excess  of  last  year’s  allotment.  Out  of  this,  the  allotment 
for  the  whole  State  for  the  construction  of  new  roads  in  the  next  year’s 
budget  is  only  Rs.  14,860;  whereas  for  the  Town  Planning  Scheme 
it  comes  to  Rs.  10  lakhs.  Sir,  the  figures  speak  for  themselves .  1  do 
not  wish  to  comment  upon  it.  It  is  found  that  for  the  whole  State  for 
the  purpose  of  new  roads  and  communications  the  allotment  is  only 
Rs.  14,860  and  for  Trivandrum  Town  Planning  alone  the  budget  allot¬ 
ment  is  Rs.  10  lakhs 

Sir,  it  is  stated  in  the  Financial  Secretary’s  speech  — 

“Taking  all  the  faoto.-a  into  account,  the  need  for  ourtoiling  the  expenditnre  charged 

vide  para  45  below,  it  is  absolutely  eae  ntial  that  we  should  build  up  a  reserve 
fund  to  meat  capital  expenditure  or  unforeneen  loss  of  revenue,  or  expenditure, 
and  aim  at  setting  apart  annually  about  R«.  5  lakhs  at  least  for  the  purpose.” 

Again  the  Financial  Secretary  says  :  — 

“The  total  booked  assets  inclusive  of  the  outlay  on  productive  schemes  at  the 
close  of  the  next  year  are  estimated  to  amount  to  about  Bs.  46718  lakhs  and 
our  liabilities  to  Bs.  42512  lakhs.  Our  closing oash  balance  at  the  close  of 
tho  ensuing  year  is  expected  to  stand  at  Rs.  46-84  lakhs  which  represents 
roughly  the  minimum  working  balance  required-” 

0 President’s  Ball)-  Sir,  have  I  two  minutes  more  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  I  have  already  given  you  warning.  Will  you  finish 
within  two  minutes? 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad ) :  Yes,  Sir.  For  curtailing  the  ex¬ 
penditure,  I  would  submit  the  following  suggestions.  The  Town  Plan¬ 
ning  Scheme  must  be  discontinued.  The  salary  of  the  officers  drawing 
more  than  Rs.  50  must  be  cut,  and  the  cut  effected  mercilessly. 
(Laughter.)  The  establishment  charges  in  the  Public  Works  Depart¬ 
ment  must  be  reduced.  The  Post  of  Assistant  Engineers  in  the  P.  W. 
D„  must  be  abolished.  The  number  of  Executive  Engineers  in  the  P. 
W.  D.  must  be  reduced.  There  should  he  only  one  Chief  Engineer, 
five  Executive  Engineers  and  thirty  Overseers,  that  is  one  Overseer  for 
every  taluk  in  the  State.  In  the  Water  Works  Department,  the  pro¬ 
posal  of  forming  three  divisions,  each  in  charge  of  an  Executive  Engi¬ 
neer,  must  not  be  given  effect  to.  Three  divisions  may  be  had  ;  but 
each  division  must  be  in  charge  of  experienced  Supervisors  and  not  ■ 
Executive  Engineers.  The  post  of  Directress  of  State  Guests  must  be 
abolished-  There  is  one  Superintendent  there ;  and  hence  there  is  no 
necessity  for  retaining  a  Directress  on  Rs.  600.  There  is  no  necessity 
for  a  Game  Warden  on  such  a  high  salary.  One  Range  Officer  may  be 
appointed  as  a  Game  Warden  instead-  In  the  Police  Department,  the

post  of  A.  S.  P’s  must  be  abolished.  In  the  Forest  Department,  the 
Quilon.  Division  must  be  abolished.  Effect  should  be  given  to  a  resolu¬ 
tion  passed  in  the  Assembly  that  the  salary  of  all  heads  of  departments, 
be  reduced  to  Bs.  500  per  mensem.  The  importation  of  foreigners  as 
it  is  being  done  recently  should  be  discontinued.  In  regard  to  the 
reform  and  reorganisation  of  the  Agricultural  Department,  the  posts  of 
some  of  the  so-called  experts  who  are  do-nothings  and  know-nothings 
must.be  abolished.  In  the  matter  of  receipt  of  salaries,  the  payment  of 
a  stamp  duty  of  one.  anna  for  every  amount  exceeding  Bs.  20  in  the 
salary  bill  should  be  insisted  upon.  Land  tax.  which  is  the  remnant  of 
an  old. and  antiquarian  system  of  taxation,  should  be  abolished  ;  and  in. 
its  stead,  income  tax  for  all  sorts  of  income  should  be  introduced. 
Cultivation  of  tobacco  should  be  introduced  into  the  State.  A  Tapioca, 
Factory  should  be  started  in  Travancore.  A  license  fee  should  be. 
levied  for  all  sorts  of  advertisements  and  for  all  sorts  of  .  boards  of 
merchants,  companies,  vakils  and  other  professional  men  and  on  the 
affixing  of  wall  posters.  The  existing  minor  irrigation  department 
mush  be  abolished  and  the  fund  allotted  for  the  purpose  must  vest  with 
the  Bevenue  Department.  There  should  be  five  overseers  in  all  the 
five  divisions  under  the  Eevenue  Commissioner  so. that  the  interests  of 
the  agriculturists  in  the  matter. of  protective  and  productive  irrigation 
worte  may  be  promoted  and  developed;  The  high  salary  of  Professors 
in-  the  Colleges  should  be  reduced.  They  have  not  got  sufficient  work  ; 
and  they  are  not  doing  sufficient  work  for  the  salary  that.they  receive. 
The  number  of  medical  officers  employed  in  the  General  Hospital,  Tri¬ 
vandrum,  (.President's  Second  bell),. the  Women’s  Hospital,  Trivandrum, 
and  the  Quilon  District  Hospital  should  be  reduced.  Abolish  the  Post 
of ’the  Public  Service  Commissioner.  Give  in  Begistry  the  swampy  areas 
m  the  Beserve  Forests,  that  are  best  fitted  for  paddy  cultivation 
in-tbe  State,  in  order  to  develop  agriculture,  promote  paddy  cultivation, 
and  make  the  State  self-supporting  and  self-sufficient  in  the  matter  ofi 
food1  productions. 

MR;  EtJAVANATT  S.  PADUfANABHA  ME  NON  (Shertala,  1)  ;  Sir,  the 
Financial  Secretary  has  presented  to  us  the  budget  estimate  for  the 
coming  year;  based  a®  usual,  on  the  revised  estimates  for  the  current- 
year;  In  doing  so,  he  prides  himself  on  the  fact  that  he  has  been  ahle. 
to  produce  ar  surplus  budget  for  the  first,  time  in  the  course  of  the.  last 
three  years:  The  Financial. Secretary  expects  an  additional  source  of 
incOrm-e-  to  the-tnne  of  Bs.  17  and  odd  lakhs  from  major  heads  of-  re- 
verne,  such.  a»- Land  Bevenue,  the  share  of  customs  revenue  from  the 
fifoehin*  Harbour,  income  from  selling  the  products  of  the  Bubber 
Fa-ot&ry  established  in  Trivandrum  and  from  the  Pallivasal  scheme 
which  is  expected-  to  be  completed  and  to  function  some  time  in-  the 
nhd&le  of  next  year.  Sir,  I  cannot  share-  the  optimism  of  the  new 
Financial  Secretary  regarding  increase  of  revenue,  because,  as  many  of 
the  honourable  members  know,  there  is  partial  failure  of  cropsvm  many 
teiuks  in  the  State  and  the  customs  income  is  always  a  flactuating  ones 
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Regarding  the  revemie  government  expect  from  the  Rubber  Factory, 
if  we  are  to  bear  in  mind  the  bitter  experience  regarding  other  indus¬ 
trial  undertakings  of  the.  State,  it  can  only  be  -put  down  as  a  pious 
hope.  It  may  be  a  surplus  Budget  Sir,  but  it  is  not  a  prosperity  bud¬ 
get.  There  has  been  no  3udden  accession  of  national  wealth,  nor  has 
Government  exercised  any  rigorous  economy  resulting  in  reduction 
of  public  expenditure. 

At  the  same  time,  Sir,  I  must  readily  admit  that  there  are 
certain:  redeeming  features  in  the  present  Budget.  Rs.  114  lakhs 
have  been  set  apart  for  reproductive  works  and  for  works  of 
public  utility.  Last  year  the  Government  inaugurated  a  bold  and 
forward  industrial  policy.  There  is  a  determination  on  the  part 
of  the  Government  to  push  forward  schemes  intended  for  the 
industrialisation  of  the  country.  So  far  the  budget  is  interesting  and 
constructive  ;  but,  Sir,  agriculture  is  the  mainstay  of  the  people  of 
Travancore.  But  now  there  is  no  industry  which  is  in  danger  of  deeper 
distress  than  agriculture,  Sir.  The  agriculturist  has  suffered  in  recent 
years  from  continuous  failure  of  crops,  exhaustion  of  the  soil,  appalling 
indebtedness,  ever-increasing  volume  of  unemployment,  annual  visita¬ 
tions  of  plague,  cholera  and  other  epidemics.  The  agriculturists,  who 
form  more  than  50  per  cent,  of  the  population  of  the  State,  have  been 
reduced  to  their  rock-bottom  resources.  There  is  no  comprehensive 
scheme,  no  well-thought  out  plan  in  the  budget,  to  call  the  educated  un¬ 
employed  back  to  the  soil.  In  every  civilised  country,  Sir,  attempts  have 
been  made  in  that  direction.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  we,  the  non-officiaL 
members,  have  been  crying  hoarse  year  after  year  that  the  allotment 
for  agriculture;  which  forms  the  occupation  for  more  than  50  per. cent, 
of  the  people  of  the  country,  was  too  meagure,  the  budget  for  1112  also 
contains  only  an  allotment  of  Rs-  3  lakhs  and  odd  for  agriculture.  Sir, 
the  agriculturist  of  the  country  ia  not  having  two  square  meals  a  day.. 
He  is  not  able  to  make  agriculture  a  paying  occupation.  The  budget 
provides  just  a  lew  hundreds  of  rupees  for  buying  and  distributing  soya 
beans  and  tomatoes  and  for  buying  five  stud  bulls  to  be  kept  in  the  five 
wards  of  Trivandrum  town.  That  clearly  shows  the  sort  of  interest 
the  Government  have  in  the  improvement  of  agriculture.  The  whole 
thing  is  comic  if  it  were  not  too  deep  for  tears. 

Sir,  this  annual  budget  discussion  has  become  a  kind  of  Ut-na&ka. 
Year  after  year,  we,  the  representatives  of  the  people,  have  heen. crying 
out  that'  very  little  was  being  done  for  rural  sanitation,  that  rural 
economy  was  out  of  joint,  that  there  were  no  means  of  communicafcioa 
in  the  rural  parts  of'tlie  country,  that  the  allotment  for  sanitation  and 
medical  relief  was  very  inadequate  and  that  the  coastal  taluks  in  the 
country  were  not  able  to  get  oven  good  water  to  drink.  It  is  true*.  Sir, 
that- the  Government  have  made  decent  provision  in  the  budget  for  next 
year  for  providing  protected  water  supply  to  Alleppey,  Nagereail  .and 
Sheucotta.  Sir,  the  whole  question  is  being  tackled  at  the  wrong  end. 
The  ooaslal  taluks,  aught  to  have  been  taken  upas  one  unit  for  the 
parpsse- of  protected  water  supply.  '  r“  , 
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From  the  report  of  Malarial  and  Filariasis  Survey  published 
by  Government  for  the  period  from  1931  to  1984,— Mr.  M.  0.  T. 
Aiyangar,  who  was  then  the  Health  Director  or  rather  tho  officer 
deputed  for  the  investigation  and  report — I  find  that  Shertala,  which 
is  114  sq.  miles  in  extent,  with  a  population  of  2,04,500,  is  subject  to 
filaria  to  the  extent  of  nearly  23  per  cent.  Mr,  Aiyangar  unequivocally 
says  that  it  is  the  worst  affected  area  in  the  whole  world.  Last  year, 
my  esteemed  friend  the  Deputy  President,  honourable  members  Mr.  P. 
K.  Narayana  Piliai,  Mr.  Puthupally  Krishna  Pillai,  Mr.  Ambalapat 
Asan  and  my  humble  self  cried  hoarse  over  this  problem  and  appealed 
to  the  Government  to  provide  a  substantial  amount  for  relieving 
Shertala  of  this  disease.  It  is  really  distressing  to  note  that  the  Go¬ 
vernment  have  turned  a  deaf  ear  to  our  appeal.  I  seriously  ask  how 
the  Government  can  expect  from  the  masses  in  the  country  their  loyal 
co-operation  if  the  Government  persistently  turn  a  deaf  ear  to  matters 
concerning  the  welfare  of  the  people. 

Sir,  the  one  novel  feature  in  the  present  financial  policy  of 
the  Government  is  that  like  a  coy  maiden  this  State  for  the 
first  time  made  its  appearance  in  the  open  market  to  borrow, 
and,  as  the  Dewan-President  rightly  observed,  with  tremendous 
success.  Government,  if  only  they  wanted  to  do  it,  could  have  very 
easily  set  apart  just  half  a  lakh,  out  of  the  60  lakhs  that  they  have 
borrowed,  for  relieving  the  people  of  Shertala  of  their  agony  and  dis¬ 
tress.  "If  some  thing  like  that  had  been  done,  more  than  2  lakhs  of 
His  Highness’  loyal  subjects  would  have  been  eternally  grateful  to  the 
Government.  Sir,  Shertala  was  once  part  of  the  dominion  of  the  Euler 
of  Cochin ;  and  as  such  it  is  the  only  taluk  which  has  not  so  far  been 
dedicated  to  Sri  Padmanabha.  I  do  not  know,  Sir,  whether  it  is  for 
that  reason  that  the  Government  are  systematically  neglecting  the 
2  lakhs  of  people  of  the  Shertala  taluk. 

I  wish  to  make  one  or  two  observations  regarding  certain  general 
problems.  The  .  non-official  members  of  this  House  have  more  than 
■  once  drawn  the  pointed  attention  of  the  Government  to  the  pressing 
problem  of  competition  of  Ceylon  eocoanut  producers  with  the  cocoanut 
producers  here.  It  has  lecome  well-known  that  the  Government  are 
prepared  to  do  anything  which  would  enhance  their  prestige  and  repu¬ 
tation  outside.  This  is  a  problem  which  affects  the  country  vitally 
since  the  future  of  almost  every  Travancorean  depends  on  it.  Sir, 
Government  do  not  seam  to  do  anything  in  this  direction.  The  budget 
does  not  make  any  provision  for  helping  the  local  producer  or  to  find 
out  outside  markets  for  his  produce. 

As  I  have  already  stated,  Sir,  the  Government  now-a-days  seem  to 
be  very  nervous  in  matters  involving  their  prestige  and  reputation  out¬ 
side.  Let  us  see  what  they  did  in  regard  to  the  intricate  and  delicate 
negotiation  with  the  State  Aided  Bank.  Sir,  when  the  shareholders 
were  at  the  point  of  expressing  their  decided  opinion  on  matters  in 
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dispute,  the  Government  gave  a  clean  cheque  to  some  retired  officials 
in  Trivandrum;  and,  at  their  instigation,  the  District  Magistrate, 
Quilon,  interfered  and  stayed  the  proceedings  of  the  meeting.  Sir, 
what  is  the  object  of  this  kind  of  interference  on  the  part  of  Govern¬ 
ment  ?  The  Government  are  being  attacked  on  all  sides,  by  respon¬ 
sible  citizens  and  by  responsible  dailies  of  Madras.  Bound  table  con¬ 
ference  among  some  of  the  prominent  share-holders  and  a  few  of  the 
responsible  officers  of  Government  would  have  squared  up  the  whole 
dispute  ;  and  the  institution,  on  which  the  prosperity  of  the  whole  of 
North  Travancore  depends,  could  have  been  placed  on  abetter  financial 
footing.  The  fates  of  institutions  like  the  Travancore  Sugars  and  the 
Paper  Mills  are  still  fresh  in  the  minds  of  the  people  ;  and  I  am  afraid 
Government  are  going  to  make  a  mess  of  the  State  Bank  business  as 
well.  It  is  high  time  that  the  Government  seriously  aDd  sagaciously 
handle  the  State- Aided  Bank  question. 

And  then,  Sir,  these  retired  officials  who  have  been  responsible  for 
so  much  mischief  in  regard  to  the  State-Aided  Bank,- -I  mean  these 
repositories  of  superannuated  wisdom,  as  I  would  call  them  -  are,  again 
on  the  war-path  about  the  Agriculturists’  Debt  Belief  Bill  as  well. 
They  have  again  approached  Government  with  their  fourteen  points. 
Sir,  we  can  only  cry  out  “Let  the  Travancore  Government  be  saved 
from  its  friends.’’  Sir,  these  people  represent  nobody.  (Mr.  S.  J. 
Nair:  Hear,  hear.)  We  the  representatives  of  the  people  know, 

Sir,  that  the  agriculturists,  who  form  the  majority  of  the  population, 
are  not  able  to  eke  out  their  existence  from  agriculture.  I  implore 
the  Government  to  expedite  the  Bill  and  save  the  agriculturists  from 
ruin.  After  all,  Sir,  the  prosperity  of  the  State  depends  entirely  on 
the  reserve  strength  of  the  agriculturist. 

As  regards  the  question  of  franchise,  the  President  has  ruled  that 
the  question  cannot  he  discussed  on  the  floor  of  this  House.  There  is 
wide-spread  impression  in  the  country  that  the  question  is  in  the 
melting  pot  and  that  it  is  likely  that  some  of  the  important  taluks  in 
North  Travancore,  taluks  with  their  own  peculiar  problems,  are  tacked 
on  to  other  taluks.  That  is  sure  to  cause  heart-burning  to  the  people 
of  those  taluks.  I  admit,  Sir,  that  some  of  the  minority  communities 
have  certain  legitimate  grievances  of  their  own  ;  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
Government  to  safeguard  the  interests  of  such  communities.  But  the 
question  is  delicate  and  important,  so  that  public  criticism  may  be 
invited  for  helping  the  Government  in  finally  solving  this  vexed 
question.  I  may  point  out,  Sir,  that  an  ill-conceived  and  hasty  solu¬ 
tion  of  the  problem  will  be  inviting  further  discord,  and  even  turn 
back  the  hands  of  the  clock  of  progress  of  this  State  for  generations. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  1)  Sir,  I  am  not  enamoured 
of  a  budget  merely  because  it  shows  a  Surplus,  nor  am  I  depressed 
merely  because  a  budget  may  happen  to  show  a  deficit.  The  sole  test 
on  which  a  budget  is  to  be  beneficent  or  otherwise  depends  upon  how 
it  treats  the  financial  situation  in  hand,  how  it  provides  for  the  finan¬ 
cial  stability  of  the  State  especially  for  the  future,  and  how  it  attends 
to  the  needs  of  the  common  people  of  the  country.  Sir,  when  I  say 
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this,  I  should  not  be  understood  for  a  moment  to  be  deprecating  the 
expenditure  on  commercial  enterprises  and  on  schemes  like  Town 
Planning.  Town  Planning,  I  consider,  is  very  necessary  ;  and  this 
House,  when  it  accepted  the  principle  of  the  Town  Planning  Bill,  has 
accepted  the  principle  of  the  scheme  of  Town  Planning.  It-  has  also 
to  be  realised  that,  in  the  case  of  Town  Planning,  the  more  it  is  delayed, 
the  more  difficult  and  costly  it  becomes  to  the  State,  exchequer,  and  so, 
indirectly  to  the  general  taxpayer.  Therefore,  I  am  .not  for  a  moment 
deprecating  any  legitimate  expenditure  on  Town  .Planning  :  it  must  be 
incurred  boldly  and  in  time.  But  at  the  same  time,  my  complaint  is 
that  the  Financial  Secretary  has  not  paid  any  attention  to  the  ruril 
parts  of  the  country.  The  one  thing  we  find  from  the  speech  of  the 
Financial  Secretary  is  that  he  seems  to  be  absolutely  ignorant  of  condi¬ 
tions  in  rural  Travancore.  He  seems  to  think  that  there  is  no  problem 
of  rural  communications,  rural  poverty,  rural  indebtedness,  reform  of 
the  methods  of  agriculture,  co-ordination  of  agriculture  and  co-operation, 
etc. 

This  time  last  year  the  House  provided  for  a  special  Finaucial 
Secretariat,  and  on  that  occassion  we  expressed  the  hope  that,  when  the 
name  and  establistment  of  the  Financial  Secretary  cum  Account 
Officer  was  changed,  we  not  merely  expected  a  change  of  personnel 
and  an  additional  charge  on  Government  revenue,  but  we  expected  a 
real  change  of  the  financial  policy.  Do  we  find  that  in  this  speech  of 
the  Financial  Secretary  ?  I  am  sorry  to  say,  Sir,  that  Ido  not  find  any 
change  in  the  budget  speech  of  the  Financial  Secretary.  He  does  not 
look  beyond  his  nose  ;  he  does  not  make  an  attempt  to  put  the  finances 
of  the  State  on  a  proper  basis.  No  doubt  he  finds  funds  for  necessary 
expenses  for  the  present.  But  beyond  that,  is  there  any  new  proposal, 
is  there  a  new  policy,  is  there  even  a  show  or  attempt  by  which  the 
Financial  Secretary  hopes  to  put  the  financial  stability  of  the  State  on 
a  secure  foundation?  In  other  words,  do  we  find  any  proposal  in  his 
speech  which  goes  to  make  up  the  financial  position  of  the  State  secure 
and  stable  ?  I  am  sorry  that  I  do  not  find  anything  like  that  in  the 
"budget  speech. 

We  gather  from  the  budget  two  significant  facts  :  One  is  that  our 
income  is  inelastic  in  respect  of  most  of  the  revenue  heads.  The  income 
can  be  expected  to  expand  very  little.  On  the  other  hand,  we  find 
even  our  ordinary  expenditure,  even  excluding  capital  expenditure 
which  may  not  be  recurring,  is  mounting  up  steadily.  The  expenditure 
is  hound  to  increase.  We  are  not  for  stinting  expenditure.  We  ask 
for  the  proper  utilisation  of  revenue.  If  the  revenue  is  utilised  pro- 
.perly,  if  the  Government  can  convince  this  House  that  the  expenditure 
-is  onty-for  proper  purposes,  that  there  is  no  waste  and  that  the  margin 
of  retrenchment  has  been  reached,  then  we  shall  he  glad  to  provide 
Government  with  moye  funds.  Unless  we  are  satisfied  about  that, 
Government  will  have  to  see  that  expenditure  is  cut  down.  As  a 
"matter  of  fact,  we  find  that  expenditure  could  be  cut  down.  Next  year

though  there  is  a  nominal  surplus,  as  previous  speakers  have  already 
pointed  out,  there  will  be  some  difficulty  with  regard  to  the  finances 
ere  long.  Government  will  be  compelled  to  resort  to  retrenchment. 
We'find  how  impotent,  how  ridiculous  has  been  the  Thommen  Scheme 
to  effect  retrenchment.  I  do  not  attack  the  standardisation  in  principle. 
Apart  from  the  fact  that  the  “Thommen  Scheme”  has  been  unjust  and 
iniquitous,  it  has  been  of  no  use  in  effecting  savings.  The  Betrench- 
ruent  Committee  suggested  a  better  proposal  and  Government  could . 
have  saved  Bs.  10  lakhs  if  they  had  adopted  those  recommendations. 
Unless  some  such  method  is  adopted,  there  will  be  serious  difficulty.  I 
am  sure  nothing  short  of  a  cut  in  the  salary  of  Government  servants 
will  save  the  situation.  But  a  cut  in  salary  and  a  retrenchment  in  the 
shape  of  the  steam  roller  of  a  ‘  Thommen  Scheme  to-gether  will  be 
too  much  for  the  Government  servants  to  bear. 

One  other  fact  I  wish  to  mention  is  this:  I  do  not  know  why  the 
Financial  Secretary  has  not  laid  before  ns  the  full  details  regarding 
this  loan.  I  have  been  advocating  the  policy  of  raising  loans  for 
productive  schemes  from  the  very  beginning  of  my  career  in  this 
House.  But  when  we  read  the  budget  speech,  we  find  that  certain 
facts  are  sought  to  be  hidden  from  ns.  The  Financial  Secretary  says 
that  he  cannot  ascertain  now  the  actual  amount  of  loan  after  returning 
over-subscribed  amounts.  If  18  per  cent,  alone  is  taken  by  Govern¬ 
ment,  we  can  readily  calculate  the  total  amount.  I  hope  there  will  be 
a  clear  provision  for  commission  and  other  expenses.  If  there  is  any 
difficulty  regarding  that,  that  ought  to  be  placed  before  the  House. 
This  House  has  a  right  to  know  about  it  since  this  is  a  matter  that 
affects  the  present  and  future  generation.  What  is  the  difficuhy  in 
ascertaining  the  exact  amount  of  loans,  and  what  is  the  difficulty  in 
showing  the  exact  purpose  for  which  it  is  going  to  be  spent  ?  With 
regard  to  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Padmanabha  Menon  of  spending  it  for 
filarial  relief,  I  have  got  to  object  to  it.  I  want  to  state  that  loans,  which 
are  a  burden  on  posterity,  should  be  utilised  only  on  schemes  that  are 
going  to  be  of  benefit  to  posterity.  The  loans  should  not  be  used  for 
any  other  purpose.  It  may  be  argued  that  relief  of  filariasis  is  also 
indirectly  benefiting  posterity.  If  that  be  the  case,  then  it  can  be, 
argued  that  loan  amounts  can  be  utilised  for  purposes  of  education 
police,  medical  relief,  etc. 

PRESIDENT  ;  Tn  case. 

Ms.  K.  KliNJdKRJSJMA  PILLAI  (Quihn  I) :  Yes.  Loans  should  not 
be  utilised  for  such  purposes. 

The  Financial  Seeratary  stated  the  policy  very  correctly  last,  year 
that  loans  will  be  utilised  only  for  reproductive  works.  But  the  present 
Financial  secretary  slips  down  from  that  aud  says  that  the  question 
of  finding  out  money  for  capital  expenditure  is  only  a  matter  of  finance, 
and  Government  resources  will  determine  whether  they  will  take  from 
current  surplus  or  unfunded  receipts  like  Saving  Bank  depoists  or  from 
loans.  In  other  words)  according  to  the  present  Financial  Secretary 
that  is  .a  matter  of  adjustment  for  Government,  Thai  is  a  wrong 
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policy  for  the  Financial  Secretary  to  lay  down.  Sir,  the  loan  should 
not  be  touched  for  items  that  will  not  be  productive.  On  the  other 
hand,  Reserve  Capital,  if  any,  should  be  spent  on  schemes  of  permanent 
public  utility  which  may  not  yield  a  return.  That  is  also  a  policy 
accepted  everywhere. 

There  is  also  another  objectionable  feature  in  the  Financial 
Secretary’s  speech.  He  has  suggested  departmentalisation  of  the  bud¬ 
get,  a  fixed  amount  that  is  to  be  allotted,  for  every  department.  If  any¬ 
thing  more  is  required  by  any  department,  the  money  will  be  sanctioned 
only  under  special  circumstances.  This  is  not  a  new  suggestion.  This 
has  been  tried  elsewhere  and  it  has  been  thrice  condemned.  If  that  is 
adopted  here,  the  more  aggressive  of  the  departmental  heads  will  be 
able  to  get  from  G-overnmeDt  more  funds;  and  the  more  necessary,  but 
unfortunately  termed  minor  departments  which  are  useful  to  the  people, 
will  he  starved.  This  departmentalisation  has  been  condemned  by  all 
financial  experts.  That  suggestion  should  be  repudiated.  It  should 
not  be  accepted  by  the  Travancore  Government. 

I  wish  to  say  one  word  with  regard  to  another  item.  I  am  very 
glad  that  Government-  have  realised  and  admitted  our  contention  that 
the  sum  of  16  lakhs  of  rupees  due  to  the  Devaswoms  is  the  minimum 
that  Government  ought  to  give  to  the  Devaswoms.  Having  realised 
that  position  and  having  allotted  Rs.  16  iakhs,  is  it  not  just,  is  it  not 
fair,  is  it  not  equitable,  is  it  not  necessary  to  satisfy  the  legal  right  to 
see  that  the  amounts  that  have  been  taken  away  by  the  predecessor  of 
the  present  Financial  Secretary  are  refunded  ?  Our  claim  regarding 
the  duty  on  Jaffna  tobacco  has  been  settled.  It  was  decided,  I  under¬ 
stand,  that  it  should  go  into  the  pool  but  that  it  will  take  effect  only 
from  the  date  of  the  decision.  The  sums  collected  previously  will  be 
refunded  to  the  State.  In  the  same  way,  the  amounts  taken  away  from 
the  Devaswom  Fund  should  be  refunded. 

In  spite  of  all  these  criticisms,  I  must  congratulate  the  Financial 
Secretary  on  one  quality  which  was  absent  in  his  predecessor’s  speeches, 
namely,  candidness.  He  is  very  candid  in  his  speech.  The  weaker 
points  have  not  been  covered  by  a  miasma  of  words.  I  take  it  as  cour¬ 
tesy  shown  to  the  House.  I  must  congratulate  him  on  the  honesty  he 
has  shown  in  his  speech.  We  are  embarking  on  colossal  capital  under 
takings.  One  of  the  suggestions,  namely,  that  there  should  be  a  comp¬ 
lete  separation  of  departmental  and  commercial  accounts  is  very  necessary. 
Otherwise,  it  will  not  be  possible  for  Government  to  know  that  the  funds 
spent  on  the  commercial  undertakings  have  been  properly  spent.  I  wish 
also  to  utter  a  note  of  warning  in  the  matter  of  the  amounts  raised  by 
loan.  Sir,  when  a  loan  is  raised  when  we  have  got  surplus  funds,  there 
will  be  a  temptation  to  spend  extravagantly.  I  hope  Government  will 
get  over  that  temptation  and  be  V6ry  cautions  in  the  matter  of 
expenditure. 

Oue  mere  statement  I  wish  to  make.  We  have  almost  reached 
the  utmost  limits  of  development  of  revenue  under  the  present  ar¬ 
rangements.  Endeavours  should  be  made  in  the  direction  of  reducing 
expenditure.  We  cannot  go  far  like  this  unless  we  have  a  change  of 
policy  and  change  of  the  basis  of  taxation. 
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In  regard  to  commercial  undertakings,  we  have  gone  as  far  as  we 
can.  We  are  bound  to  take  up  the  question  of  cottage  industries  and 
also  the  development  of  the  Agricultural  Department,  to  which  only 
lip  sympathy  has  been  shown  by  providing  three  or  four  stud  bulls.  If 
anybody  looks  carefully  at  the  rate  at  which  British  India  is  progressing 
with  the  work  of  rural  reconstruction  and  the  development  of  agricul¬ 
ture,  they  will  find  that  the  funds  provided  in  our  budget  in  that  direc¬ 
tion  will  look  trivial  and  infinitesimal-  It  will  be  an  item  for  other 
people  to  mock  at  us.  These  are  very  useful  departments  and  Govern¬ 
ment  must  pay  special  attention  to  these  departments.  There  must  be 
earnest  effort  made  to  co-ordinate  agriculture  and  co-operation.  With¬ 
out  that,  there  is  no  hope  for  the  future.  Ultimately,  prosperity 
depends  upon  the  economic  strength  of  the  peasant  population.  Much 
has  been  said  about  the  necessity  of  agricultural  debt  relief.  I  want 
only  to  emphasise  the  urgent  necessity  of  relief  in  that  direction. 

One  word  more  and  I  am  done  ;  and  that  is  about  the  problem 
affecting  the  liberties  of  the  ordinary  citizen.  My  friend  Mr.  Padma- 
nabha  Menou  referred  to  the  prohibition  order  against  the  State  Aided 
Bank.  Sir,  prohibition  orders  may  sometimes  be  necessary.  Against 
wkom.it  should  be  applied  is  the  point.  There  might  be  two  parties 
attending  the  general  meeting  of  the  State  Aided  Bank  ;  one  is  repre¬ 
sented  by  the  Board  of  Management,  and  the  other  by  certain  retired 
officers  and  others.  Who  was  it  that  was  responsible  for  this  immi¬ 
nent  breach  of  the  peace  at  the  meeting?  If  it  were  the  Bank  offieers 
or  their  partisans,  they  could  be  brought  under  control  effectively  by 
the  Commissioner  of  Police.  There  will  be  no  difficulty  to  bring  them 
under  control.  There  will  also  be  no  difficulty  for  controlling  the 
other  party  consisting  of  retired  officers  if  they  were  aggressive.  I  am 
sure  the  Police  Commissioner  will  be  able  to  cope  with  these  forces. 

PRESIDENT :  Order,  order.  It  will  be  recalled  that  this  same 
question  regarding  the  prohibitory  order  issued  by  the  District  Magis¬ 
trate,  Quilon,  was  sought  to  be  discussed  on  the  floor  of  the  House  by 
means  of  an  adjournment  motion  and  the  Chair  then  held  that,  inas¬ 
much  as  it  was  judicial  order,  it  ought  not  to  form  the  subject  of  dis¬ 
cussion  on  the  floor  of  the  House.  If  the  prohibitory  order  was  bad  in 
law,  suitable  remedies  could  have  been  resorted  to.  I  don’t  think  that 
at  this  stage  I  should  allow  anything  like  a  discussion  on  the  merits  of 
the  prohibitory  order  passed  by  the  District  Magistrate.  Much  less, 
that  has  not  been  challenged  anywhere. 

NlR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLA1  (Quilon  I):  I  do  not  want  to  discuss 
the  merit  of  the  prohibitory  order  at  all.  But  I  may  point  out  there 
is  no  legal  remedy  against  that  order  and  it  was  that  fact  that  I  wanted 

to  stlpe®|g|DENT  .  But  there  ig  the  Higt  Court. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  I)  :  There  is  no  revision  by 
the  High  Court  in  respect  of  this.  It  is  not  a  judicial  order  either. 

I  »m  speaking  about  it  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  liberty  of  the 
citizen.  I  also  speak  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  thare-holder’s 
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rights.  Tlie  question  has  to  be  decided  one  way  or  the  other  in  regard  to 
credit  institutions  such  as  the  State  Aided  Bank  and  the  Central  Co¬ 
operative  Bank  ;  their  affairs  have  been  hanging  fire  for  a  considerable 
length  of  time  which  cannot  be  justified  under  any  circumstances.  These 
are  institutions  that  stand  or  fall  on  the  confidence  of  the  public.  What 
action  has  been  taken  by  Government  is  the  point  at  issue.  Let  us  see 
what  responsibility  Government  has  in  regard  to  these  two  institu¬ 
tions.  They  have  a  paramount  responsibility,  not  ODly  to  the  public 
of  this  State  but  to  the  public  who  have  invested  their  money  in  the 
State  Aided  Bank  from  outside.  It  is  a  matter  of  paramount  impor¬ 
tance,  because,  it  affects  vitally  the  credit  and  good  name  of  the  State. 
Sir,  the  management  may  be  wrong  or  the  pensioned  officers  who  form 
a  clique  may  he  wrong.  We  are  not  concerned  at  all  with  this  aspect 
of  the  matter.  Whoever  is  wrong,  the  Government  must  intervene  and 
intervene  effectively  and  put  a  stop  to  the  state  o£  affairs  existing  in 
that  institution. 

PRESIDENT:  The  honourable  member  has  exceeded  his  time  by 
five  minutes. 

Ms.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quiloa  I)  :  With  these  words,  I 
resume  my  seat. 

RAO  SAHIB  S.  PARAMESVARA  AIYAR  ( Nominated )  •  Sir,  I  congra¬ 
tulate  ike  new  Financial  Secretary  on  his  maiden  budget  speech.  I 
congratulate  hi  u  for  the  lucidity  which  charactarises  that  speech  and  for' 
the  indication  it  gives  of  his  willingness  to  take  this  House  into  his  con¬ 
fidence.  I  think  I  must  also  congratulate  him  on  the  boldness-  I  will 
not  call  it  daring — and  the  optimism  which  have  actuated  him  in  pre¬ 
senting  a  surplus  budget  at  this  period  of  acute  economic  depression. 

Sir,  in  1109  the  Financial  Secretary  budgeted  for  a  saving  of '79 
lakh  of  rupees;  but  the  transactions  of  that  year  resulted  in  a  deficit  of 
Bs.  6,77,000.  In  1110,  the  budget  was  framed  for  a  surplus  of 
Bs.  -2'95  lakhs,  but,  that  year  at  its  end  also  showed  a  deficit  of  Bs.  4'45 
lakhs.  The  Financial  Secretary  in  1111  came  forward  frankly  with  a 
deficit  budget.  The  deficit  anticipated  was  Bs  6' 96  lakhs.  But  the 
revised  estimate  has  shown  that  it  may  amount  up  to  Bs.  10'84  lakhs. 
The  Financial  Secretary  adds  that,  for  the  first  time  after  three  years, 
a  small  surplus  of  Bs-  3-'54  lakhs  is  anticipated  in  1112.  This  is  not 
the  first  time  that  surpluses  have  been  anticipated  by  the  Financial 
Secretary.  Perhaps  all  that  he  means  is  that,  he  prays  to  God  that 
he  may  be  able  to  realise  his  expectation  in  this  respect  and  not  suffer 
keen  disappointment  like  his  predecessors.  I  wish  him  good  luck  and 
pray  with  him  that  his  anticipations  may  be  fulfilled. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  I)  :  May  I  tell  the  member 
that  the  Financial  Secretary  does  not  realise  that,  in.  this  mundane 
world  prayer  will  not  bring  in  money  ?  (Laughter). 

RAO;  SAHIB  S.  PARAMESVARA  AIYAR  (Nominated) :  But  the  pro¬ 
gnostications  do  not  in  any  way  indicate,  as  far  as  I  cam  see,,  that  the 
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results  of  the  next  year’s  transactions  will  have  a  surplus  of  Bs  3.64 
lakhs-  The  estimate  itself  Ins  been  »«.'«,•  uUu  arrived  at  by  reducing 
expenditure  on  ordinary  public,  works  by  Bs.  1,27,000  and  by  anticipa¬ 
ting  an  increase  under  land  revenue  to  the  extent  of  Bs.  2,85,000. 
Speaking  of  land  revenue,  I  infer,  from  the  Financial  Secretary's  speech 
that  nothing  is  going  to  be  done  by  way  of  relief  to  the  agriculturists  in 
1112.  The  Government  are  very  anxious  to  ameliorate  the  lot  of  the 
agriculturists  and  it  is  for  that  purpose  that  the  Debt  Redemption  Bill 
has  been  introduced  by  the  Law  Member.  It  is  now  before  the  House, 
after  passing  through  certain  stages.  I  wish  that  the  further  stages 
may  be  expedited  as  far  as  possible.  I  may,  however,  sav  that  whatever 
bill  may  be  passed  into  law,  if  the  agriculturists  are  to  be  resuscitated 
effectively  and  relieved  of  the  difficulties  and  troubles  under  whioh 
they  suffer  at  present,  some  continuous  relief  may  have  to  be  afforded 
to  them  from  year  to  year,  until  the  economic  depression  vanishes,  and 
for  that  purpose  a  reduction  of  land  revenue  is  necessary  for  some  years 
to  come.  (Hear,  hear.)  My  friend  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner 
may  perhaps  reply  by  saying  that  land  tax  was  settled  some  years  ago, 
when  the  prices  of  agricultural  products  were  not  higher  than  what  they 
are  now.  This  objection  can  be  answered  by  pointing  out  that  there 
has  been  considerable  increase  since  then  in  the  wages  of  labour,  and 
iu  the  price  of  manure  and  agricultural  implements,  cultivation  expenses 
have  mounted  up  in  a  variety  of  way  which  could  not  be  contemplated  at 
the  time  of  the  last  Settlement.  His  standard  of  living  has  also  risen,  for 
which  both  the  Government  and  he  himself  are  responsible.  We  have 
therefore  now  arrived  at  a  stage  when,  without  some  definite  help  from 
season  to  season  irrespective  of  the  question  whether  the  crops  are  good 
or  bad,  the  agriculturist  cannot  pull  on.  It  is  necessary  that  he  should 
derive  some  margin  of  profit  from  his  industry  for  his  subsistence. 

SADASYA  TILAKANT.  K.  VELU  P1LLA1  (Trioandm^-TJrbw) :  May 
I  know,  how  long  the  honourable  member  was  a  Revenue  Officer  ? 

RAO  SARIB  S.  PARAMESVARA  AIYAR  (Nominated) :  I  vras  a  Revenue 
Officer  for  several  years,  and  I  testify  to  ail  these  facts  not  only  because 
of  my  experience  as  a  Revenue  Officer,  but  also  as  a  cultivator  of  land. 

Another  matter  for  which  the  Financial  Secretary  deserves  praise 
is  his  enunciation  of  the  certain  definite  financial  policies  to  be  ad¬ 
hered  to  by  the  Government  iu  future,  These  policies  have  been 
before  us  all  these  years.  Only  the.  Government  have  often  deviated  from 
them.  That  has  resulted  in  much  financial  distraction  which  should 
not  recur  in  future.  The  new  loan  floated  by  Government  was  a 
great  suocess  and  it  was  certainly  a  step  in  the  right  direction.  If 
only  such  loans  had  been  floated  for  capital  works,  by  the  Government, 
when  there  was  need  for  the  expenditure,  money  could  have  been  found 
from  current  revenues  for  rural  reconstruction.  That  aspect  of  the 
question  did  not  strike  them  at  all. 

Mr.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  South) :  Were 
there  not  the  Railway  debentures  ?

RAO  SAHIB  S.  PARAMESVARA  AiYAR  (nominated) ,  I  speak  of  the 
Kodayar  Project  as  an  instance, 

Mr.  A,  S.  DA!V!ODARAi\l  ASAN  \Mavelikara)  :  Is  the  Kodayar 
Project  a  reproductive  work  coming  under  the  definition  of  the  Financial 
Secretary's  classification  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  S.  PARAMESVARA  AIYAR  ( Nominated )  :  It  should  be. 

MR-  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( Kalkulam  I)  :  May  I  know  the  percentage  of 
interest  derive!  from  that  project  V 

RAO  SAHIB  S.  PARAMESVARA  AIYAR  ( Nominated )  :  I  am  not  con¬ 
cerned  with  the  question  of  interest  at  all.  I  am  emphasising  the  need 
for  money  being  utilised  for  capital  works. 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Kalkulam  I)  :  In  view  of  the  statement  of 
the  Financial  Secretary  that  schemes  will  be  classed  as  productive  if 
they  are  likely  to  yield  on  an  average  a  net  return  of  not  less  than  5 
par  cent,  to  Government  on  the  capital  invested  thereon,  does  the 
member  think  that  the  Kodayar  Project  was  yielding  that  percentage 
of  interest  so  as  to  be.  classified  as  a  capital  expenditure? 

RAO  SAHIB  S.  PARAMESVARA  AIYAR  (nominated)  :  5  per  cent,  in¬ 

terest  is  a  very  high  figure  for  a  reproductive  work  to  yield.  If  that 
percentage  is  to  bo  adhered  to,  no  work  will  he  reproductive  in  the 
sense  in  which  the  Financial  Secretary  wishes  us  to  understand  that 
expression.  Two  years  ago  it  would  have  become  possible  for  the  State 
to  float  a  loan,  but  for  the  windfall  whiok  came  to  them  in  the  shape  of 
Its.  69'43  lakhs  by  the  diversion  of  the  Railway  Sinking  Fund. 

That  amount,  when  it.  came  to  the  bands  of  Government,  ought 
to  have  been  utilised  for  rural  reconstruction  or  for  some  such  bene¬ 
ficial  purpose  affecting  the  whole  State,  instead  of  being  utilised  for 
the  Pallivasal  Scheme.  Anyhow,  better  late  than  never.  Hereafter 
at  any  rate,  I  hope  that  the  Government,  when  they  start  capital  works, 
will  only  finance  them  from  loan  funds- 

There  are  one  or  two  minor  matters  to  which  I  should  make  refer¬ 
ence.  I  welcome  the  proposal  of  the  Government  to  start  vocational 
schools.  At  the  same  time,  the  Government' should  make  an  eqairy  as 
to  whether  the  students  who  pass  out  of  similar  industrial  institutions 
under  the  control  of  the  Department  of  Industries  are  finding  employ¬ 
ment.  At  any  rate,  the  schools  now  to  be  started  should  be  so 
organised  as  to  enable  those  who  study  in  them  to  earn  their  living  in 
after-life  by  following  the  vocations  in  which  they  specialise  there. 

One  small  favour  which  the  Government  may  confer  easily  on  the 
rural  population  is  the  establishment  of  additional  Vaidyashla?-  In  these 
.days  of  malaria  and  ether  epidemics,  it  should  be  the  duty  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  to  enlist  the  services  of  qualified  Vaidyam  in  larger 
numbers  and  give  them  small  grants.  There  are  only  about  103  Vaidya- 
salas  in  the  State  for  treating  general  diseases  and  131  recognised 
Vaidyas  hhs  which  do  not  receive  any  grant.  Even  if  the  Vaidyasaias 
under  both  these  heads  are  added  together,  there  will  be  only  one 
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Vcddynssla  for  20,000  people  which  is  not  enough  to  meet  the  require- 
ments  of  the  State. 

I  am  glad  to  see  that  steps  are  in  progress  for  the  supply  of  good 
drinking  water  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  Municipal  towns  cf  Nagercoil, 
Shencottah  and  Alleppey.  I  only  request  the  Government  to  see  that 
the  steps  are  expedited. 

The  Financial  Secretary  has  pointed  out  to  us  that  the  general 
current  balance  at  the  end  of  the  next  year  will  be  overdrawn  by 
Es.  9, 78,000  and  that  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  build  up  a  reserve 
fund  by  setting  apart  Es.  S  lakhs  every  year.  I  do  not  know  liow  he 
is  going  to  set  apart  Es.  5  lakhs  from  1113  onwards,  unless  he  can 
devise  schemes  for  bringing  in  additional  revenue.  If  be  can  do 
this  without  resorting  to  additional  or  vexations  taxation,  he  will  more 
than  justify  his  appointment  and  the  confidence  reposed  to  him  by 
this  House  and  the  general  public. 

Mr.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLA!  {Tirusalki  III)  :  I  wish  to  state 
at  the  outset  that  there  is  absolutely  nothing  either  to  congratulate  or 
to  condemn  the  Financial  Secretary  on  the  preparation  of  the  Budget 
for  the  next  year.  I  must  say  it  is  neither  a  Budget  of  prosperity  nor 
a  budget  of  despair.  It  may  truly  be  styled  as  a  "carrying  on”  budget. 
When  the  question  of  rural  reconstruction  has  been  engaging  the  anxious 
consideration  and  the  earnest  attention  of  the  Government  of  India 
and  of  many  prominent  British  Indian  States  and  when  those  Govern¬ 
ments  have  been  making  substantial  provisions  for  the  same  in  their 
respective  budgets,  our  Government  have  not  thought  it  necessary  or 
desirable  to  pay  any  deserving  attention  in  that  respect. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (ToiAa):  Is  there  not  a  provision  for 
purchasing  Scindhi  bulls? 

MR.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  (Ti walla  III) :  That  is  why  I 
have  said  they  have  not  paid  any  deser  ving  attention.  That  is  only 
nominal. 

The  main  attempt  of  the  Government  appears  lo  he  to  increase  the 
amenities  of  the  Capital  of  the  State  at  any  cost,  to  the  utter  disregard 
of  the  manifold  difficulties  of  the  suffering  millions  of  the  villages.  To 
my  knowledge  the  only  new  thing  calculated  to  benefit  the  agri¬ 
culturists  of  the  State)  as  seen  from  the  next  year's  budget,  is  the  in¬ 
auguration  of  a  scheme  for  the  improvements  of  the  livestock  in  the 
State  by  purchasing  a  few  Scindhi  bulls  and  stationing  all  of  them  in 
soma  parts  of  the  Trivandrum  Municipality,  the  amount  provided 
for  the  purpose  in  the  Budget  being  Es.  3,000.  If  the  real  intention 
of  Governm  ent  i3  to  confer  any  benefit  to  the  agriculturists  in  the  State, 
I  am  at  a  loss  to  understand  why  these  bulls  also  should  be  stationed 
in  Trivandrum  which  is  wholly  inhabited  by  non-agriculturists.  So 
far  as  the  helpless  agriculturists  of  the  State  who  are  groaning  under 
heavy  indebtedness  and  other  disabilities  are  concerned,  the  next 
year’s  budget  is  thoroughly  disappointing.  Even  though  the  Government 
have  thrown  out  a  suggestion  in  the  Travancore  Agriculturists’  Relief 
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Bill  that  the  debtors  may  be  enabled  to  pay  up  their  debts  by  borrow¬ 
ing  money  from  the  State  Land  Mortgage  Bank  on  the  security  of 
landed  properties,  they  have  not  made  any  special  provision  in  the 
next  year’s  budget  for  that  purpose  in  addition  to  the  usual  estimate. 
I  leave  it  to  yon,  Sir,  to  judge  in  these  circumstances  whether  the 
efforts  made  by  Government  in  the  matter  of  agricultural  debt  redemp. 
tion  can  be  considered  to  be  genuine. 

Of  late  Travancore  Government  have  been  making  unusual  delay 
in  making  appointments  in  vacant  places.  Even  for  filling  up  the  re¬ 
tirement  vacancies  of  the  High  Court  Judges,  it  takes  considerable 
time;  and  consequently  even  the  norma!  functioning  of  a  valid  High 
Court  under  law  has  become  impossible.  Since  instances  are  too 
numerous,  I  do  not  at  all  wish  to  recite  all  of  them  here  in  detail, 
One  clear  instance  will,  I  believe,  quite  suffice  the  purpose.  We  have 
heard  that  Government  did  not  notice  the  retirement  of  a  First  Grade 
Teacher  of  the  Shencottah  High  School  till  the  next  previous  day  of 
his  retirement  and  an  Assistant  Secretary  to  Government  had  all  of  a 
sudden  informed  the  Director  cf  Public  Instruction  of  the  fact  of  the 
retirement  on  a  holiday.  If  this  is  true,  can  the  Government  deserve 
any  credit  for  such  a  serious  oversight  and  delay? 

Another  important  fact  which  I  wish  to  urge  upon  the  attention 
of  Government  is  with  regard  to  the  appointment  of  foreigners  in 
public  service  on  higher  salaries  than  wliat  is  proscribed  by  tho  stand¬ 
ardisation  G.  0.  Seme  of  these  officers  are  superannuated  gentlemen 
who  are  supposed  to  be  in  no  way  superior  to  those  officers  who  have 
retired  from  service,  and  in  whoso  places  they  are  appointed. 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( Eallculam  4) :  Are  they  considered  to  be 
equal  at  least  ? 

Mr.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  ( Tiruvalla  111) :  That  is  also  doubt¬ 
ful  in  the  case  of  some  of  them  at  least.  Some  of  these  officers  have 
proclaimed  to  the  outside  world  that  their  appointments  have  been 
appreciated  by  the  respectable  citizens  of  the  Stare.  Is  it  not  an  insult 
to  the  Travancoreans  in  general  in  addition  to  the  waste  of  public 
revenue?  It  is  high  time  for  the  Government  to  discontinue  this  most 
unilesirable  and  objectionale  course  of  action.  I  should  not  be  under¬ 
stood  to  have  said  that  in  no  case  should  a  non-Travancorean  be  ap¬ 
pointed.  Far  from  it.  Under  very  extraordinary  circumstances,  this 
course  may  be  resorted  to  for  the  general  good  of  the  State. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLt  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quihn  ID  :  May  I  know 
what  are  those  extraordinary  cases  ? 

Mr.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILL  A!  (Tiruvalla  III )  ;  The  appointment 
of  the  He  wan  of  the  State. 

PRESIDENT  :  But  the  Dewan  is  in  the  Chair  now.  ( Laughter ) 

Mr.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  ( Tiruvalla  III)  ;  The  Franchise  aDd 
Delimitation  Commissioner  .appointed  by  Government  is  reported  to 
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have  submitted  to  Government  his  .Final  Report.  Rightly  or  wrongly,  the 
public  are  entertaining  very  serious  misapprehensions  about  this  report. 
My  request  to  Government  is  that  the  public  must  be  given  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  express  tbeir  views  on  this  report  and  to  pass  the  final  orders 
on  this  report  only  after  the  consideration  of  the  whole  matter  in  the 
light  of  such  views.  This  would,  of  course,  help  the  Government  to 
come  to  a  right  conclusion  also.  It  is  always  better  and  safer  for  any 
Government  to  respect  public  opinion. 

In  this  connection  I  wish  to  offer  a  few  words  about  the  present 
State  Guests  Directress  who  is  a  retired  officer  now  in  active  service  of 
the  Government.  Even  though  I  do  not  venture  to  impeach  the 
necessity  for  this  appointment;  for  want  of  a  sense  of  propriety  in  the 
discharge  of  duties,  she  has  very  often  given  room  for  wounding  the 
feelings  of  State  Guests  and  their  respectable  friends,  and  the  conse¬ 
quence  is  that - 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Ohirayinkil  I)  ;  May  I  know  one  or  two 
such  instances  V 

PRESIDENT  :  I  cannot  allow  the  member  to  quote  instances  and 
the  names  of  those  guests.  Only  general  remarks  can  be  made. 

MR.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  ( Tirmalla  III)  :  The  result  of  such 
behaviour  is  to  bring  disgrace  to  Government  and  to  the  whole  State, 
for  no  fault  of  Government.  So  I  am  constrained  to  advise  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  at  least  to  maintain  the  good  name  of  the  Government  espe¬ 
cially  outside  Travancore  ;  it  has  become  indispensable  that  she  should 
be  sent  away  from  service  at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 

PRESIDENT  ;  From  Trivandrum  ? 

MR.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  ( Tirmalla  III)  .-  From  service. 
Once  she  was  sent  away  from  service.  Subsequently  she  was  taken  in. 
Now  my  request,  in  view  of  the  circumstances  which  will  . bring  dis¬ 
grace  to  Government  for  no  fault  of  theirs,  is  that  she  may  be  sent 
away  from  service  and  thus  safeguard  the  good  name  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  and  of  the  State. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  think  it  would  be  convenient  if  the  House  would 
now  adjourn  and  meet  again  at  2’o  clock, 

The  House  rose  for  lunch  at  12-59  p.  m.  and  met  again  at  2  P.  m. 
with  the  Deputy  President  in  the  Chair. 

Mr.  R.  SIVARAMAN  NAIR  (Tinwalla  II)  Sir,  in  1109  and  illO  we 
were  presented  with  a  deficit  budget  .  but  at  the  time  when  the  revised 
estimates  were  prepared,  they  were  found  to  be  deficit  budgets.  Last 
year  the  Financial  Secretary  made  a  very  hold  step  and  presented  its 
with  a  deficit  budget  showing  the  true  state  of  affairs.  This  year  the  new 
Financial  Secretary  has  gone  back  to  the  old  practice  and  has  brought 
forward  a  surplus  budget  which  really  ought  to  have  been  a  deficit 
budget.  By  a  change  in  headings  and  by  a  jugglery  of  figures,  he  has 
manipulated  it.  Before  this,  the  tactics  was  to  balance  the  budget  and 
to  show  a  surplus  by  over-estimation  of  tbs  income  and  under-esti¬ 
mation  of  expenditure.  This  year  the  Financial  Secretary  would, go 
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a  step  further  besides  over-estimating  the  income  and  underestimating 
the  expenditure;  he  will  regroup  the  items  of  expenditure  so  as  to  leave 
a  clear  balance.  He  will  take 'to  the  revenue  side  only  so  much  of 
the  expenditure  as  to  have  a  balance.  That  is  how  he  has  earned  the 
pleasure  of  producing  a  surplus  budget. 

Till  this  year,  the  Financial  Secretary  was  only  anxious  to  balance 
the  budget  for  the  next  year  so  as  to  show  a  surplus.  The  new  Financial 
Secretary  will  not  leave  matters  there.  He  wants  to  expiate  the  sin 
of  his  predecessor  in  presenting  a  deficit  budget  last  year,  Some  items 
of  expenditure  which  were  charged  to  revenue  last  year  are  included 
■in  the  debt  beads.  Though  the  Financial  Secretary  would  say  that 
there  was  only  a  deficit  of  Bs,  5-06  labks  last  year,  it  is  clear  that  there 
is  an  actual  deficit  of  Bs.  28  lakhs.  Whatever  it  he,  the  Government 
account  balance  which  was  standing  at  Bs.  108  lakhs  has  been  reduced 
at  the  end  of  1111  to  Bs.  80  lakhs 

S5r,  coming  to  the  present  Budeet,  the  estimated  income  is 
Bs.  246-92  lakhs  as  against  the  Budget  estimate  of  Bs.  242-16  lakhs 
during  .1  111.  From  the  budget  we  see  that,  though  the  budget  estimate 
Aor  1111  was  Bs.  24216  lakhs,  the  amount  actually  received  was 
only  Bs.  229  lakhs.  This  year  the  Financial  Secretary  would  expect 
Bs.  16  lakhs  more  than  what  he  realised  last  year.  This  is  only  a 
dream.  He  may  or  may  not  realise  it.  In  my  heart  of  hearts  I  wish 
that  his  golden  dream  may  be  realised.  His  predecessors  also  had 
such  dreams  which  were  found  to  he  mere  dreams. 

Now,  Sir,  coming  to  the  expenditure  side,  we  find  Bs.  249  lakhs 
provided  for  while  in  1111  the  expenditure  was  only  Bs.  234  lakhs 
more.  In  this  connection  we  must  also  remember  that  several  items 
of  expenditure  which  were  charged  to  revenue  are  taken  from  that 
heading  and  included  in  other  headings.  On  a  reference  to  the  Budget, 
it  is  seen  that  in  several  departments  there  is  an  increase  in  expendi¬ 
ture.  Under  General  Administration,  there  is  an  increase  in  expendi¬ 
ture  of  Ks  -5  lakh  ;  under  Administration  of  Justice  Bs  '2  lakh  ;  under 
Police  Bs  '6  lakh.  But  coming  to  the  nation  building  activities  of  the 
Government,  we  hear  a  different  and  sorrowful  tale.  In  the  Public 
Works  Department  in  1111  the  Budget  estimate  was  Bs.  37'31  lakhs, 
while  this  year  the  Budget  estimate  is  31-05  lakhs,  thus  reducing  the 
budget  provision  for  1112  by  Bs.  6'3  lakhs.  In  this  connection,  I  may 
be  permitted  to  point  out  to  the  House  that  last  year  only  Bs.  28  lakhs 
have  been  spent  under  Public  Works  Department  allowing  Bs.  8-6  lakh* 
to  lapse.  This  is  highly  regrettable.  Public  Health  Department  gives 
another  miserable  tale.  Though  the  Director  of  Public  Health  urged 
upon  the  Government  to  start  a  comprehensive  scheme  to  combat 
epidemic  diseases  and  for  the  betterment  of  rural  sanitation,  though 
even  the  formidable  Financial  Secretary  would  admit  that  the  Public 
Health  Director  had  very  ardently  pressed  upon  the  Government 
the  necessity  and  urgency  of  his  scheme,  it  is  very  very  regrettable 
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that  the  Government  were  abie  to  find  only  Es.  10,000  for  this  pur¬ 
pose.  Yon  are  ready  to  spend  more  on  Police,  Military  and  General 
Administration  ;  but  you  seem  to  be  very  stingy  when  you  spend 
money  over  Public  Works  and  Public  Health  Departments.  I  am 
aware  that  departments  like  General  Administration  and  Police  are 
necessary  for  the  well-being  of  the  State.  Army  may  also  be  necessary. 
But  there  must  be  a  sense  of,  proportion.  Nation-building  activities 
must  not  be  curtailed  in  any  way.  More  expenditure  is  incurred  where 
it  iB  not  necessary  and  we  do  not  spend  more  where  it  is  very  neces¬ 
sary.  It  may  be  said  that  there  is  scarcity  of  funds.  We  must  reduce 
our  expenditure.  The  so-called  standardisation  scheme  will  not  help 
us.  Not  only  that,  it  is  quite  unjust  and  inequitable.  The  axe  does 
not  fall  where  it  ought  to  have.  It  is  misdirected.  We  must  have  a 
more  bold  policy  as  regards  reduction  of  expenditure. 

Sir,  the  financial  policy  of  Government  as  regards  capital  expendi¬ 
ture  is  explained  at  page  16  of  the  financial  Secretary’s  speech.  He 

Such  schemes  are  expected  nut  only  to  constitute  a  profitable  investment  in  a 
commercial  sense  and  to  strengthen  considerably  the  revenue  position  of  Gov- 

and  conveniences  which  they  render  to  the  public  and  the  indirect  and  seoou- 
ployment  to  some  extent  and  the  stimulation  of  trade  accessory  and  incidental 

Sir,  these  are  not  unassailable  dogmas.  At  least  there  is  a  certain 
amount  of  public  opinion  here  and  elsewhere  that  the  State  ought  not 
to  indulge  in  commercial  enterprises.  Mr.  A.  H.  Duke,  the  Director 
of  Industries,  U-  P-,  says  : — 

“  I  am  not  in  favour  of  the  State  engaging  in  any  industrial  enterprises  ss  the 
ordinary  Government  official  in  India  has  no  idea  of  business  or  industrisl 

succeeded.  In  view  of  the  necessity  of  doing  something  to  relieve  the  present 
state  of  unemployment,  it  may  be  desirable  for  tho  State  to  import  certain  indus¬ 
trial  specialists,  who  would  be  given  fairly  free  hand  after  appointment  in  the 
matter  of  preliminary  research  work,  if  auy  be  necessary.  I  am  also  of  opinion 
that  when  the  research  work  is  successful  the  industrial  expert  should  be  kept 

for  developing  the  business,  otherwise  it  should  be  closed  down . Conditions 

might  be  materially  altered  for  tin  better  if  the  State  instead  of  dabbling  in 
business  to  start  a  compnign  against  waste  both  in  industry  and  in  agrioulture. 
Waste  and  inefficiency  are  responsible  for  the  present  maladies  in  India  ” 

Sir,  these  argument  apply  with  a  greater  force  to  our  State  than  to 
British  India.  Our  officials  are  more  inefficient.  Our  experience  gives 
us  a  very  hard  lesson.  The  Financial  Secretary  expects  more  of  -  reve¬ 
nue  from  these  industrial  enterprises.  Our  experiences  are  quite  the 
other  way.  What  is  it  that  we  get  from  the  Sugar  Factory?  Where 
is  our  Tannery  now  ?  What  revenue-  did  we  realise,  from  the  Sugar 
Factory  this  year  ?  It  is  doubtful  whether  we  are  going  to  get  any 
good  profits  from  these  grand  commercial  enterprises. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  1)  :  May  I  know  whether 
the  member  is  aware  of  the  tremendous  success  of  industrial  enterprise 
in  Mysore  ? 
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MR.  R.  SiVARAMAN  NAiR  (TiruvriUa  II):  I  aw  also  aware  of  tie 
failures  we  had  and  not  only  of  the  success  elsewhere. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLA!  (Quihn  I)  :  May  I  know  whether 
the  honourable  member  can  mention  one  or  two  instances  i 

Mr.  R.  SIVARAMAN  NAIR  ( Tinivolla  U)  :  The  Sugar  Factory  is  one. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  [QiiHuh  /)  :  May  I  know  whether 
it  was  a  Government  enterprise  ? 

Gi  MR.  R.  SIVARAMAN  NAIR  ( Tinivolla  U)  '■  The  Punalur  Paper  Mills 
and  the  Tannery. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  1)  :  Again  may  I  know 
whether  it  was  a  Government  enterprise  1 

Mr.  R.  SIVARAMAN  NAIR  (T  ini  valla  II)  ■■  It  was. 

The  Financial  Secretary  says  also  that  this  commercial  undertak¬ 
ings  may  mitigate  unemployment.  It  may  to  a  certain  extent.  They 
may  provide  work  for  a  lew;  but  the  grave  side  of  unemployment  is  the 
employment  of  the  educated. 

MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Ghirayinhil  I!) :  Sir, - 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Do  you  want  to  put  a  question  ? 

MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  {Chirayinkil  II)  :  I  thought  Mr.  Siva- 
raman  Nair  had  finished. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  But  it  did  not  appear  to  any  of  us  that  he 
had  sat  down. 

MR.  R,  SIVARAMAN  NAIR  ( Tiravalla  H)  ■  Sir,  the  question  of  un¬ 
employment  is  a  very  difficult  question  and  it  is  assuming  proportions 
which  we  cannot  fail  to  take  notice  of.  In  this  connection,  I  shall  refer 
to  a  passage  from  Sir  Tej  Bahadur  Sapru's  report  on  unemployment. 
Hi  says— 

“The  existence  of  an  increasing  class  of  the  community  superior  in  education  and 
intelligence  lo  the  masses,  but  without  occupation  and  discontented,  un¬ 
employed  and  liable,  as  a  result  of  idleness  quickly  to  become  unemployed, 
constitutes  for  the  State  on  economic  loss  and  a  pnlitioal  danger.  Public  opi¬ 
nion  rightly  attaches  much  importance  to  the  question  and  demands  action  by 
the  Government." 

Sir,  the  more  I  ponder  over  the  subject,  the  more  strongly  comes 
the  conviction  to  me  that  mere  palliatives  would  hardly  do  or  enable 
us  to  tide  over  difficulties  for  even  a  short  time.  The  causes  of  un¬ 
employment  among  the  educated  classes  are  not  superficial  or  tempor¬ 
ary.  They  lie  deep  among  other  factors  in  the  unsound  educational  and 
economic  policy  of  the  State.  Thus  it  is  State  action  alone  which  can 
undo  the  evil  to  the  extent  to  which  it  is  due  to  its  own  past  policy  and 
provide  reasonable  facilities  for  the  development  of  private  enterprises 
and  effort  among  the  people.  Year  after  year  numerous  graduates  are 
coming  out  of  our  Colleges.  Thousands  of  young  men  are  coming  out 
of  the  English  and  Vernacular  High  schools  and  Middle  schools.  Will 
the  Government’s  eon  mercial  enterprises  provide  work  for  all  these  '/ 
How  will  they  earn  their  livelihood  ?  How  can  they  get  any  avenue  for 
their  betterment  ?  If  they  go  on  lazy,  is  it  not  a  loss  to  the  State  ? 
W*H  it  n°t  become  a  menace  to  the  Government  ? 


GENEBAL  DISCUSSION 


BUDGET 


The  only  solution  which  I  can  find  for  this  problem  is  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  cottage  industries.  We  are  spending  lakhs  and  lakhs  over  the 
Eallivasal  Hydro-Electric  Scheme.  It  may  produce  a  good  amount  of 
power.  How  will  we  utilise  it?  We  must  not  waste  what  we  are 
earning  at  such  a  high  cost.  As  it  is  planned  today,  the  scheme  may 
be  of  use  to  some  businessmenrat  Alleppey  and  Kottayam.  We  do  not 
know  for  what  all  small-seale  industries  this  power  can  be  used-  Do 
we  know  what  small-scale  industries  are  capable  of  development  ? 
Development  of  small  industries  is  the  only  solution  for  the  question  of 
unemployment.  It  is  the  most  opportune  time  for  the  State  to  make 
an  industrial  survey.  We  must  find  out  what  all  small  industries  can 
be  developed  by  electric  power.  We  must  make  the  best  use  of  the 
Pallivasal  Electric  Scheme. 

Another  solution  for  the  question  of  unemployment  is  to  frame  a 
good  educational  policy  for  the  State.  Our  'educational  system  is  very 
faulty.  We  must  industrialise  it  more  and  more.  Primary  education 
must  be  made  compulsory.  Our  Middle  School  and  High  School  courses 
must  be  so  shaped  as  to  make  those  who  come  out  of  it,  better  agri¬ 
culturists  and  better  members  of  a  village  community.  We  must  re¬ 
model  the  educational  system  thoroughly.  Its  literary  cast  must  be 
changed  for  an  industrial  one. 

I  hope  the  Government  will  look  into  these  things  with  a  sympa¬ 
thetic  heart. 

MR.  S.  N1LAKANTA  PILLAt  ( Ohiratjinkil  II)  :  Sir,  I  am  really  sorry 
that  I  cannot  congratulate  the  Financial  Secretary  on  his  maiden 
speech.  From  the  view  point  of  the  rural  population,  his  speech  and 
the  budget  estimate  for  the  next  year  are  most  depressing  and  un¬ 
satisfactory. 

Sir,  the  other  day  he  was  talking  much  about  capital  under¬ 
takings.  An  aggregate  sum  of  Es.  9G'38  lakhs,  which  he  calls  a  peak 
provision  made  hitherto  in  a  single  year,  has  been  provided  in  the  bud¬ 
get  for  the  next  year  for  expenditure  on  capital  schemes.  But,  Sir, 
what  has  he  to  say  with  regard  to  the  local  needs  of  the  various  taluks 
of  the  State  ?  He  has  paid  practically  no  attention  to  the  demands  of 
the  people  in  country  part?. 

At  the  end  of  his  speech  the  other  day,  he  said  that  the  financial 
position  of  the  State  may  be  regarded  as  one  of  exceptional  soundness. 
But  be  does  not  seem  to  have  remembered  that  the  financial  soundness 
of  a  country  depends  on  the  well-being  of  the  generall  y  of  the  people. 
In  Travancore,  Sir,  the  agriculturists  form  the  majority  of  the  popula¬ 
tion,  agriculture  being  our  basic  industry.  At  the  present  time,  Sir,  the 
very  existence  of  our  agriculturists  is  at  stake.  The  fall  in  the  prices  of 
agricultural  products  has  been  so  great  that  the  agriculturists  are  not 
able  io  get  any  return  for  their  expenditure,  time  and  labour.  Added  to 
this,  they  have  to  face  the  capriciousne-s  of  nature  ;  and  failure  ol  crops 
is  the  rule  of  the  day.  In  these  circumstances,  do  not  the  agriculturists 
deserve  some  help  from  Government  ?  Are  not  they  entitled  to  some 
relief  by  way  of  remission  of  taxes  ?  If  a  remission  of  taxes  had  been 
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concieved  and  estimated  in  the  next  year’s  budget,  it  would  not  liavs 
been  possible  for  the  Financial  Secretary  to  present  a  surplus  budget. 
The  Government  and  the  Financial  Secretary,  instead  of  viewing  the 
condition  of  the  ryots  sympathetically,  assume  that  the  depression  has 
lifted  and  that  the  agriculturists  are  in  affluent  circumstances  and  try  to 
realise  from  the  tax-payers  even  the  last  pie  by  resorting  to  coercive  steps. 
Not  even  that ;  Sir,  on  account  of  process  fees,  fines  and  forfeitures  the 
Land  Kevenue  Department  is  going  to  take  by  force  from  the  tax-payers 
a  sum  of  Its.  67,000.  In  this  conneetion,  Sir,  Fmay  be  permitted  to  say 
that  the  Government  are  not  really  aware  of  the  condition  of  the  ryots. 
And  the  budget  estimates  for  the  next  year  clearly  show  the  utter 
absence  of  a  due  correspondence  between  the  condition  of  the  people  and 
the  condition  of  the  finances  of  the  country  and  consequently  we  have 
a  suffering  country  and  a  surplus  budget. 

I  may  just  refer  now  to  minor  irrigation  works.  Government  have 
long  recognised  the  extreme  necessity  of  minor  irrigation  works.  The 
Dewan-President,  while  addressing  a  joint  session  of  the  Assembly  and 
the  Council,  said  that  the  Government  were  contemplating  the  desira¬ 
bility  of  undertaking  the  repair  and  improvement  of  minor  irrigation 
works  in  the  State.  But  the  Government  do  not  seem  to  have  pursued 
a  steady  and  definite  policy  in  this  matter.  I  know,  Sir,  that  there  is  a 
lump  sum  provision  in  the  current  year’s  budget  itself  for  minor  irriga¬ 
tion  works;  but  the  major  portion  of  it  has  not  been  spent.  Specific  works 
for  which  allotments  had  been  made  have  not  been  executed.  The 
budget  for  1112  also  provides  for  minor  irrigation  works.  ■  But  I  am 
sure  that,  at  the  end  of  next  year,  the  amount  provided  will  still  remain 
unspent.  Sir,  unless  the  Government  direct  their  special  attention  to  the 
improvement  and  maintenance  of  minor  irrigation  works,  the  ryots  will 
not  be  able  to  irrigate  and  cultivate  their  fields  ;  and  consequently  the 
Land  Revenue  Department  and  the  Government  will  be  put  to  much 
difficulty  in  the  realisation  of  taxes.  Sir,  in  this  connection  I  may 
submit  that  there  are  some  mainly  agricultural  taluks  in  which  not 
even  a  single  irrigation  tank  has  been  improved. ;  and  the  taluk  of 
Chirayinkil  is  one  of  them. 

In  regard  to  public  works,  Sir,  as  against  a  provision  of  Es,  36-4 
lakhs  in  the  current  year’s  budget,  the  budget  for  1112  provides  for  only 
Bs.  32‘9  lakhs.  There  is  absolutely  no  provision  for  new  mofussil 
roads.  Sir,  we  the  representatives  of  the  people  have  beenf  year  after 
year,  clamouring  for  more  roads.  I  am  really  sorry  that  our  just  and 
modest  demands  are  being  refused  by  the  Government,  I  am  sure,  Sir, 
that  a  Government,  which  has  been  able  to  fmd  funds  to  the  extent  of 
Es.  96  and  odd  lakhs  for  capital  works,  can  certainly  find  funds,  if  it 
wants,  for  absolutely  necessary  work  in  the  rural  parts.  Works  done 
in  the  country  parts  may  not  be  useful  for  advertisement.  But  they 
are  extremely  necessary  for  the  peasants  who  are  the  backbone  of  the 
society. 
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Then  I  wish  to  say  a  word  about,  the  proposal  of  the  new 
Financial  Secretary  to  have  a  convention  that  the  expenditure  of  each 
department  should  not  ordinarily  exceed  a  certain  fixed  percentage 
of  the  total  revenue  of  the  State.  I  take  it,  Sir,  that  the  object  of  this 
is  to  make  some  saving.  I  must  say  that  this  is  not  the  way  to  do  it. 
In  some  cases,  it  may  lead  to  undesirable  consequences.  If  the  Finan¬ 
cial  Secretary  would  examine  the  items  of  expenditure  in  the  various 
departments,  he  can  easily  discover  several  unnecessary  items  of  exs  endi- 
ture  ;  such  items  should  be  cut  down.  Instead  of  doing  this,  to  say 
that  a  particular  department  should  demand  only  a  prescribed  sum  is 
suicidal  and  it  will  injuriously  affect  the  proper  working  of  the  depart¬ 
ments. 

MR.  A,  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikam)  :  I  must  first  of  all  ex¬ 
press  my  regret  at  the  reduction  of  the  number  of  days  allotted  for 
general  discussion,  from  3  to  2.  Last  year,  the  Dewan- President  said— 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ;  I  must  know  whether  it  is  the  Dewan  or 
the  President  that  you  are  referring  to. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ) :  The  Dewan,  Sir.  The 
Dewan  allotted  3  days  for  general  discussion  last  year,  this  year  he  has  re¬ 
duced  it  to  2.  Sir,  this  is  the  occasion  when  we  get  an  opportunity  to 
review  the  financial  position  of  the  State  as  a  whole,  and  we  all  know 
that  the  3  days  allotted  last  year  were  fully  utilised  by  the  members  of 
this  House.  No  time  was  left  unused.  I  hope,  Sir,  that,  at  least  in 
future,  rights  conferred  on  us  will  not  be  withdrawn. 

Sir,  till  now,  the  Travancore  Government,  when  preparing  its 
budget,  had  only  two  considerations.  One,  the  primary  one,  was  that 
their  officers  should  be  well  provided  for.  The  other  was  to  attend 
here  and  thereto  the  needs  of  the  people  and  to  make  small  provisions 
for  nation-building  activities.  This  year,  the  Government  have  entered 
the  Indian  money  market,  and  they  want  to  show  that  their  finances 
are  very  stable  and  that  investors  need  not  have  any  fear  as  to  the 
financial  stability  of  the  State.  The  new  Financial  Secretary  has  risen 
to  the  occasion  ;  he  has  so  classified  the  expenditure  side  as  to  leave  the 
impression  upon  the  unwary  public  that  Travancore  finances  are  quite 

For  the  last  three  years— 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  member  is  really  making  a  very  serious 
statement. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  {Mavelikara) :  Yes,  Sir. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  member  has  stated  that  Tiavancore  has, 

■  entered  the  money  market  for  raising  a  loan  with  pretentions  and  unless 

■  the  member’s  point  is  that  the  Travancore  Government  is  badly  involved 
in  insolvency,  this  cannot  go  on. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelilwa ) :  I  never  said  that 
Travancore  was  on  the  verge  of  insolvency.  I  was  asserting  that  ihe 
impression  left  by  the  Financial  Secretary’s  statement  and  the  budget 
figures  did  not  warrant  the  real  condition  of  affairs. 
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DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  is  why  I  ask  the  member  whether  he 
thinks  we  are  in  a  very  bad  financial  situation. 

Mr,  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (MureKkani.) :  I  feel  it  is  not  as  good 
as  it  ought  to  be. 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shenoottu)  :  Was  not  the  loan 
transaction  completed  even  before  the  presentation  of  the  budget  ? 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Marelikarn.)  :  Yes,  Sir.  But  the 
budget  also  was  under  preparation  at  that  time. 

Sir,  for  the  last  three  years  we  had  deficit  budgets  ;  and  to  reduce 
the  deficit  of  1111,  the  Financial  Secretary  has  retrospectively  re¬ 
grouped  the  expenditure  side  and  has  even  gone  to  1110  for  the  purpose 
of  reducing  the  deficit  because  even  the  amount  spent  for  establishment 
under  Drainage  has  now  been  debited  to  capital  expenditure' and  the  ex¬ 
penditure  of  1111  has  been  reduced  to  thit  extent.  In  1112,  of  course,  the 
srme  thing  continues.  We  find  that  Government  reserves  which  were 
standing  at  170  lakbs  of  rupees  in  1105  would  stand  at  Rs,  42  lakhs  at 
the  close  of  1112.  The  Financial  Secretary  lays  down  a  proposition  that, 
where  the  current  revenues  do  not  justify  the  undertaking  of  a  work  of 
some  expenditure,  we  must  go  to  the  reserves.  We  find  that  even  the 
provision  for  the  Council  Chamber  which  is  only  Rs.  2  lakhs  is  to  be  met 
from  the  reserves.  This  sum  of  Rs.  170  lakhs  at  the  close  of  1105  has 
been  the  result  of  the  savings  from  thecurrent'revennes  and  it  was  also 
very  often  said  that  these  reserves  were  intended  for  meeting  situations 
that  might  arise  owing  to  famine  conditions,  floods  and  all  that.  Gra¬ 
dually  we  have  been  taking  bit  by  bit  from  that  reserve  and  after  one 
year  it  would  be  at  Rs.  43  lakhs.  The  Financial  Secretary  states  that 
a  reserve  is  necessary.  But  what  is  the  way  in  .which  he  thinks  of 
providing  for  it  ?  It  is  only  to  draw  from  the  existing  reserves  about 
Rs.  25  to  Rs.  30  lakhs  and  to  provide  for  a  reserve  of  Rs.  5  lakhs 
annually  in  future  years.  What  he  says  is  that  it  is  necessary  to  invest 
Rs.  5  lakhs  annually  so  that  the  reserves  may  be  strengthened-  But 
he  does  not  even  make  a  provision  for  reserves  to  be  strengthened  in 
1112.  Sir,  we  know  how  many  years  are  required  for  wiping  out  the 
whole  of  the  reserves  with  this  minus  twenty-five  lakhs  withdrawn  and 
plus  five  lakhs  promised  to  be  deposited  every  year.  There  is  another 
difficulty  also.  Whenever  any  big  work  of  public  utility  is  sought  to  be 
provided  for,  the  Government  will  come  and  say— ‘well,  the  policy  we 
have  laid  down  is  that  for  works  involving  some  expenditure,  the  reserve 
must  be  indented  for.’  But  where  will  be  the  reserves  after  one  and  a 
half  or  two  years  ?  That  means  we  are  not  going  to  have  any  big  work 
of  public  utility  in  the  near  future.  We  have  had  very  big  works  like 
the  Neriamangalam— Pallivasal  road,  the  Bridges  at  Chenganoor,  Mu. 
vattupuzha,  etc.,  constructed  out  of  the  current  revenues.  When  a  re¬ 
grouping  is  sought  for,  an  explanation  must  be  found  ;  and  for  that,  ex¬ 
ploded  theories  are  pit  forward-  Sir,  even  the  Kodayar  Project  was 
undertaken  out  of  the  current  revenues.  Sir,  the  learned  Financial 
Secretary  says  that  assets  cannot  be  created  by  the  waving  of  a  magio 
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wand.  But  he  thinks  that,  by  the  waving  of  a  magic  wand,  he  can  pro¬ 
duce  an  impression  that  assets  are  created.  That  is  all  the  magic  is  in. 
tedned  to  do.  It  is  not  intended  for  the  creation  of  assets.  The  magician 
will  produce  an  impression  that  plains  are  hills  and  that  a  heap  of 
rubbish  is  a  heap  of  gold.  We  have  to  be  very  clear  on  this  point  and ; 
I  fear  that,  if  the  present  policy  is  pursued,  we  will  be  landed  in  very 
great  difficulties  in  the  very  near  future. 

Sir,  coming  to  the  assets  side  of  the  budget,  we  find  that  Its.  83 
lakhs  invested  on  the  Bailway  from  Quilon  to  Trivandrum  is  not  found 
in  this  assets  column  though  Railway  is  a  reproductive  scheme.  In 
Mysore  and  Cochin,  the  railways  are  yielding  huge  profits.  But  what 
is  it  that  we  find  in  Travancore  ?  We  are  paying  about  Bs.  50,000 
per  annum  to  the  South  Indian  Railway  authorities  to  make  up  the 
losses  in  the  running  of  the  line.  That  is  really  because  we  have  no 
control  over  the  management  of  the  railway,  because  we  are  not  in  a 
position  to  closely  scrutinise  the  income  and  expenditure  and  because 
the  Government  do  not  care  to  assert  their  right  so  far  as  this  railway 
is  concerned. 

With  regard  to  the  Quilon-Shencotta  Railway,  we  were  building  up 
a  reserve  to  purchase  the  Railway  as  under  the  underwriting  agreement 
we  have  guaranteed  a  minimum  profit.  Two  years  back  the  present 
Financial  Secretary  has  been  anticipated  and  that  sinking  fund  has 
been  converted  into  a  general  reserve  fund  after  giving  a  part  of  it  for 
irrigation  fund.  The  object  at  the  time  of  starting  the  sinking  fund 
was  to  have  that  railway  as  well  as  other  railways  that  may  be  opened 
in  Travancore  under  the  complete  control  of  the  Travancore  Govern¬ 
ment.  Sir,  even  the  Quilon-Trivandrum  railway  on  which  we  have 
already  spent  about  Rs.  83  lakhs  is  not  securing  at  least  employment  to 
Travancoreans.  That  is  because  we  have  no  voice  in  the  matter. 

The  Thuckala  Sugar  Factory,  about  which  [reference  was  made 
two  years  back  in  this  Assembly  asserting  that  it  is  a  very  promising 
concern  and  a  flourishing  one,  finds  no  mention  whatever  in  the  budget 
speeches  of  1110  and  1111.  The  attempt  of  the  Financial  Secretary 
appears  to  be  only  to  give  the  bright  si  le  of  the  finances  of  the  State  to 
the  Assembly  and  to  keep  back  from  us  the  really  dark  side.  If  a 
change  with  regard  to  the  expectations  or  anticipations  with  regard  to 
the  Thuckala  Sugar  Factory  has  occurred  subsequent  to  1109  should 
we  not  have  been  told  about  it?  Last  year  the  Financial  Secretary 
expected  Rs.  50,000  from  the  Rubber  Factory.  I  was  surprised  at  it 
because  after  investing  Rs.  two  and  a  half  lakhs  it  was  too  optimistic 
to  expect  a  return  of  Rs.  50,000  in  one  year.  Anyhow,  that  expectation 
has  completely  failed.  But  the  failure  in  1111  is  sought  to  be  made  up 
by  anticipating  a  larger  sum  in  lll2.  The  Financial  Sectretary  expects 
Rs.  1,43,000  in  1112  from  the  Rubber  Factory.  That  is  .how  he  makes 
up  for  his  failure  in  anticipations  in  1111. 

Another  item  of  assets  that  is  included  in  the  budget  is  the  deposit 
in  the  Travancore’  State  Aided  Bank.  With  regard  to  this  bank  it  must 
be  the  paramount  duty  of  the  Government  to  see  that  the  interests  of 
Vol.  VIH.  No.  2 
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the  persons  who  have  reposed  their  confidence  in  the  Bank  on  the  basis 
of  the  lending  of  the  name  ‘the  Trayancore  State  Aided  iBank.’  are 
protected.  In  addition  to  that  larger  duty,  they  are  also  bound  to  see 
that  their  investments  are  safe  there'.'  Now  there  are  two  sides,  one  side 
represented  by  the  Directors  who -have  clearly  mismanged  the -affairs -ol 
the  Bank  and  another  side  which  opposes  the  Directors  not  exactly  iu 
the  interest  of  the  Bank  as  a  whole  but  is  catching -hold  of  an  opportune 
moment  to  overthrow -the  institution.  And  what  are  the  Government 
doing  ?  The  Government  have  already  deolared.that  they  have  taken 
sides-  I  expect -the  Government  to  take  up  a  :position  which  would 
improve  the  condition  of  the  hank  without  taking  any  side.  <It  is  the 
duty  of  any  Government  to  see  that  meetings,  ordinary  meetings,  which 
are  to  take  place  under  rules, -are  allowed  to  be  conducted.  Instead  of 
doing  that,  .prohibition  orders  are  passed.  Sir,  it  is  not  -any  kind  of 
person  that  goes  and  attends  a  shareholders’  meeting.  It  is  a  specific 
body  where  known  individuals  attend  the  meeting  ;  and  in  such  a-casel 
do  not  know  why  a  District  Magistrate  should  issue  an  order  under 
Section  127  of  the  Criminal  Procedure  'Code.  If  he  is  not  in  a  position 
to  see  that  such  meetings  are  conducted  in  an  orderly  manner,  he  has 
only ’to  abdicate  his  dffice  and  should  not  prohibit  the  meetings. 

These  are  the  three  items  of  assets  about  -which  I  wish  to  empha¬ 
sise.  (President’s  first  bell.)  I  would  have  congratulated  the  Financial 
Secretary  if  he  had  managed  to  find  his  surplus  by  -reducing  the  expen¬ 
diture  or  increasing  the  revenues -by  -tapping  new  -resources.  -All  'that 
he  has  done  is, just  to  obange  the  .plaoesof  certain  figures.  -The  Gov¬ 
ernment  do  not  take -into  consideration  the  real  condition  of  .the  culti¬ 
vator. 

It  is  the  duty  of  any  Government  to  see  how  trade  is  .progres¬ 
sing-  If  we  look  into  the  figures  of  11104  we  find  that  otir  (total  trade 
with  foreign  countries  -was  Bs.  2-1 ‘13  crores  -with-a  balance  of  Rs.  2-Jorores 
in  our  favour.  That  is,  our  exports  exceedednur  imports>by  about  Rs. 
crores-  'In  1110,  this  total  trade  has  been  reduced  to-about  Bs,  16-  29  crores 
and  the -balance  in -our  favour  has-been  reduced  from  2J  crores  to  below 
half  a  erore.  'Has  the -Financial  Secretary  or  -the  Government  dor 
the  matter  of  that  considered  this  ?  Is  -it  not  clear  .that  when  -our  re¬ 
ports  have  been  reduced  our  national  income  has  gone  -down;?  Whan 
our  imports  had  been  reduced,  does  it  not  show  -that  -our  standard -of 
life  has  gone  down -and  that  we  are  not -able  to  (purchase  even  our  bare 
necessaries?  Probably  the  Financial -Secretary  hears  these  -figures  for 
the  first  "time.  He  should  have  -explained  -what  steps  -;he  is  taking 
on  these  matters.  Sir,  the  new  appointment  of  -Financial  Secretary 
is  made  for  laying  .down  the  financial  (policy  and  mot  -for  -adding tup 
and  subtracting  certain  figures.  That -was -done  by  our  old, Account 
Officer.  So  this  aspect  should  have  been  taken  into  -consideration. 
The  condition  of  the  agriculturist  or  the  ryot  us  not  to  ‘be  ascer¬ 
tained  by  the  pressure  put  by  the  Hand  Revenue  Department  -upon 
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them  and  the  amount  of  land-taxes  collected.  It  is  the  indirect  form 
of  taxation,  it.  is.  the  taxes,  that  are  realised  through  indirect  sources, 
that,  is  the  index,  of  the  condition  of  the  cultivator.  What  does  it 
show.  ?  There  has. been  a  fall.  Though  the  Financial  Secretary,  expects 
a  revenue  of  6  lakhs  from,  tolls  in  1112,.  it  has  gone  down  to  5  lakhs, 
when  the  tolls  were  auctioned.  The.  Report  o£  the  Registration 
Department,  from  which  the  amount  of  transactions  entered' into  bet¬ 
ween  private  individuals  could  be  ascertained,  shows  that  our  total 
income  has  gone  down.  ( President’s  Bell). 

Mr.  PUTHUPAUY  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  H) :  Sir,  the 
Financial  Secretary  has  to  be  congratulated'  for  what  he  really  said  and 
I  would  only  make  a  few  observations  upon  points  about  which  he  has 
not  said  anything,  but  on  which  he  ought  to  have  said  something. 
!  shall  first  draw  attention  to  the  highly  eulogistic,  terms  in  which  he 
has  referred  to  the  grand  success  of  the  Government  in  regard  to  the 
loan  proposed  and  raised  by  Government.  I  am_  in  perfect  agreement 
with,  the  Financial  Secretary  in  thinking  that,  ifthere  is  any  institution 
in  the  State  to  which  you  can  safely  entrust  your  money,  any  institut¬ 
ion  in  which  you  can  safely  deposit  your  money,  it  is  the  State  and 
there  is  nothing  so  solvent  or  secure  as  the.  State  of  Travancore.  I  have 
got  my  own  reasons  for  thinking  that' this  is  correct.  Its  finances  are 
the  soundest :  its-  conditions  the  safest.  How  is  it  that  these  results- 
are  achieved?  It  is  not  probably  due  to  any  other  active  policy  on  the 
part,  of  Government.  It  is  the  net  result  of  a.  series  of'  activities, 
carried  on  by  the  people  of  this  State  and  in  some  cases  encouraged' 
and  connived-  at  by  Government;  There  was  one  institution  in  the 
State,  Sir, — I  refer  to- the  State  Aided'  Bank — which  had  the  SJate 
though  not.  in-  it,  had  the  State  about  it  .  The  State’s  sympathy  was 
behind  it  from  its  very  inception.  And'  at  that  time-yo®  or  I  on  anybody 
in  the  State  dad  not  entertain  any  feaE  or  any  doubt  as  to- the  stability 
of' the,  Bank  or  as  tothe-stability  of  investing  any  amount  in  that  Bank. 
Gould  anyone  in  this  country  no-w  look  upon  that  institution-  with 
such  equanimity  of  mind  as  he- did  a  couple  of  years  ago?  W'h-at  is-  the 
reason  for  that?  It  is  due- to  the  policy  originated  by  indiwidnalff  and 
encouraged'  by  the-  Government.  I  have  been  told,  Sir,  that  Govera- 
meaAdo.wan.tto  mend- it  and  not- to  end  it.  I  amafra-id  the  policy  appears 
tebethe  reverse— to  end  it.  The  public  confidence  not  only- here  but  in 
British. India  in  that  institution  hae,  been-  considerably  shaken.  Gom- 
raumiqnes  and  eoumter-eomiauniqu.es,  agitation- in  the  press,  prohibitory 
orders-— these  are  the-net  results  of  the  policy  Government  have  ado.p- 
teefcand  prosecuted  during  the  last  two  years.  If  the  State- Aided  Bank- 
is  not  as  stable  or-  confident  as-  before,  how-  can  we  blame  people  if  they 
do  not  deposit  their,  money  in  it?  W-hat  about  other--  Banks?  There  is 
the  Quilon  Bank  and  the-  National.  Bank-  If  there- is  anything  wrong 
about  these  institutions-,  it  is.  only  due-  to-the  pernicious-  methods  of 
conducting  ehattie-, s,  I  leave  these  institutions  and  proceed  to  ano¬ 
ther. 
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Even  according  to  the  Agriculturists  Belief  Bill  which  has  passed 
the  second  stage  in  this  House,  the  credit  of  Government  has  been 
made  safe  so  that  no  individual  need  entertain  any  doubts  about  the 
financial  stability  of  the  country.  If  any  amount  has  been  deposited 
by  anybody  in  the  State,  it  is  readily  available.  So  far  as  the  loan  posi. 
tion  is  concerned,  it  is  the  safest  security.  I  fully  agree  with  the  Pina, 
ncial  Secretary  that  the  people  have  to  congratulate  themselves  upon 
the  credit  that  the  Government  have  obtained  in  respect  of  the  loan. 

But  there  is  another  aspect  of  the  matter  to  which  I  wish  to 
refer.  I  refer  to  the  commercial  undertakings  embarked  upon  by 
Government.  The  Pallivasal  Hydro-Electric  Scheme,  the  biggest  of 
our  commercial  undertakings,  seems  to  make  very  little  progress. 
During  Mr.  Austin's  time,  when  the  scheme  was  brought  forward, 
Government  stated  that  they  undertook  the  scheme  because  there  was 
a  previous  agreement  with  the  Kanan  Devan  Hills  Produce  Company, 
under  which  Government  were  hound  to  take  up  this  business  within 
a  particular  period,  and  that  any  default  committed  by  Government  in 
the  supply  of  power  to  this  Company  will  deprive  the  State  of  all  right 
to  interfere  in  the  matter.  Sir,  that  period  is  long  over;  and  year  after 
year  promise  is'inade  that  the  work  is  expected  to  be  finished  in  the 
next  six  months.  Are  we  not  entitled  to  know  what  has  become  of 
that  scare  of  an  agreement?  Are  we  not  entitled  to  know  why  there 
is  so  much  delay  in  finishing  the  work  ?  On  that  matter  I  expected'the 
Financial  Secretary  would  have  been  kind  enough  to  say  a  few  words. 

In  regard  to  the  Rubber  Factory,  it  is  said  that  there  was  no 
return  last  year  as  rubber  was  not  sold.  That  will  always  be  the  case. 
Want  of  return  will  always  be  due  to  want  of  sale.  In  regard  to  the 
Kaolin.  Factory,  are  we  to  be  put  to  the  same  confusion  as  we  have  in 
the  Rubber  Factory  7  Proceedings  under  Section  90  are  started,  cases 
are  pending,  and  officers  are  dismissed.  Your  rubber  is  not  being  sold. 
Who  knows  if  there  is  anybody  in  Travancore  who  can  make  two 
ounces  of  rubber  solution  if  the  expert  leaves  our  servioe  ?  Is  there 
any  mechanical  expert  for  this  factory.  ?  The  statement  of  Sir  Tej 
Bahadur  Sapru  is  only  too  true  that,,  if  Government  want  business, 
they  ought  to  be  businessmen.  It  is  only  as  a  note  of  warning 
against  a  recurrence  of  what  has  taken  place  in  the  Rubber  Factory  that 
we  are  strongly  making  this  suggestion  in  regard  to  the  Kaolin  Factory. 
My  frieud  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  said  that  it  is  not  a  Government 
commercial  undertaking.  That  was  the  casein  respect  of  the  Sugar 
Factory.  You  gave  cash  credit  to  the  Sugar  Factory. 

Mb.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilavankod) Have  not  Gov¬ 
ernment  invested  four  lakhs  of  rupees  in  the  Sugar  Factory  ? 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( QuiionlT ) :  Yes.  What  has 
become  of  that  institution  ?  Government  have,  advanced  Rs.  50,000. 
Are  we  not  entitled  to  know  how  that  institution  is  being  worked  ? 
The  year  before  the  last  the  Financial  Secretary  said  that  it  was  all 
sugar,  and  everybody’s  month  was  sweetened.  How  is  that  factory 
wording  now  ?  We  are  entitled  to  be  taken  into  confidence  in  regard 
to  all  these  matters. 
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Another  significant  omission  in  the  Financial  Secretary’s  speech 
is  this.  Probably  he  may  be  more  honest  than  his  predecessors.  In 
the  absence  of  any  reference  to  the  much-advocated  policy  of  rural  re- 
generation,  of  industrialising  the  country,  and  such  like  fads,  how  is  it 
that  the  Financial  Secretary  forgot  the  old  Financial  Secretary’s 
speech  just  to  give  us  some  hope  and  encouragement  about  tbe  expendi¬ 
ture  ol  lakhs  and  lakhs  of  rupees  on  commercial  ventures.  The  rural 
reconstruction  scheme  is  being  very  vigorously  pushed  on.  Absolutely 
no  reference  is  made  to  it  except  the  much-maligned  Soindhi  bulls  and 
the  continuance  of  the  Trade  Agent,  at  Bombay,  and  the  Sales  Depot  at 
Trivandrum.  Has  the  Financial  Secretary  allotted  even  a  thousand 
rupees  in  addition,  for  the  encouragement  of  the  citizens,  in  regard 
to  the  regeneration  schemes  that  we  were  for  a  long  time  referring  to  ? 

That  is  a  very  serious  matter  and  something  better  and  more 
encouraging  ought  to  have  been  done.  The  Financial  Secretary  hopes 
that  the  revenue  realisations  of  next  year  would  be  much  more  than 
what  has  actually  been  realised  this  year.  On  one  point  I  agree  with 
him.  The  refund  of  customs  on  Jaffna  tobacco  aggregating  to  the 
extent  of  Bs.  7  lakhs  is  realisable.  That  is  a  decent  fund  in  itself, 
In  regard  to  enhanced  expectations  on  various  other  items  by  the 
Financial  Secretary,  I  have  very  serious  doubts. 

In  respect  of  income  derivable  from  the  administration  of  justice, 
ona  word  will  suffice  to  show  that  the  Financial  Secretary’s  anticipa¬ 
tions  are  not  realisable.  We  know  that,  when  executions  of  decrees 
were  stayed  for  a  short  period  of  three  months' in  the  first  instance,  and 
two  or  more  months  in  the  second  instance,  how  much  money  could 
be  realisable.  The  Financial  Secretary  also  says  that  there  are  other 
deficits  for  collection  by  the  judicial  administration  of  the  State  If 
that  be  true,  so  far  as  legislative  enactments  are  concerned,  what 
expectations  of  the  Financial  Secretary  will  come  to  be  fulfilled  when 
the  Debt  Bedemption  Bill  is  passed  into  law  ?  Could  any  suit  be 
instituted?  Could  any  application  be  filed  ?  Could  anything  be  realised 
in  the  shape  of  money  in  respect  of  administration  of  justice  ?  All 
anticipations  will  fail. 

Let  us  now  look  at  the  customs  and  excise  revenues.  I  find  certain 
measures  are  being  adopted  for  checking  illicit  tapping  and  distillation. 
Whatever  may  be  the  measures  adopted  for  that  purpose,  smuggling 
is  still  carried  on  on  a  very  large  scale  and  Government  are  deprived  of 
very  large  revenues  under  that  head.  Fall  in  the  excise  head  is  due 
hot  to  the  feeling  of  intemperance  on  the  part  of  countrymen  but  due 
to  the  wholesale  and  illicit  distillation  of  arrack.  I  am  quite  sure  that 
the  Excise  Commissioner  will  agree  with  me,  rather  he  will  not  disagree 
with  me,  his  report  is  ample  evidence  to  support  my  statements.  And 
yet  the  Financial  Secretary  will  say  that  the  continuance  of  the  flying 
squad  and  such  other  preventive  measures  should  be  dispensed 
with  .  for.  tbe  .next  year.  This  sort  of  haphazard  methods .  will  not 
enable  the  Financial  Secretary  to  realise  his  expectations  under  excise 
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revenue  and  these  cannot  be  considered  as  correct.  There  is  another 
"way  of  looking  at  the  questions  that  will  bring  in  more  revenue. 
The  European  liquor  that  is  being  consumed  in  larger  quantities 
should  be  replaced  by  our  country  liquor,  the  liquor  that  is  manufac¬ 
tured  in  our  place.  The  Excise  Commissioner  stated  last  year  that 
a  new  system  of  distillation  is  being  adopted.  Whether  that  liquor 
is  decidedly  superior  in  quality  or  whether  anybody  is  using  it,  the 
Excise  Commissioner  has  not  been  able  to  tell  us  also  the  results 
achieved  in  that  direction.  In  British  India,  properly  constructed  anct 
most  up-to-date  stills  are  established  for  distillation  of  arrack.  In  the 
place  of  such  well-equipped  stills  of  British  India,  what  is  being  done 
in  Travanoore  is  that  we  have  the  leaking  stills  at  Nagercoil  and 
at  Vaikom.  It  is  with  these  things  that  the  Financial  Secretary  is  so 
sanguine  and  he  hopes  that  large  expectations  in  the  shape  of  revenue 
realisation  could  be  achieved  in  the  next  year. 

Ml.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  P1LLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  South): 
Sir,  all  my  honourable  friends  who  spoke  this  morning  were  emphasising- 
the  need  for  business-like  action  of  the  Government  and  everybody  was 
talking  about  business,  except  the ‘business’ man  (laughter).  As  one 
representing  Commerce  and  Industry,  South,  I  may  very  well  read  to 
the  House  the  opinion  expressed  by  Sir  Earnest  Benn  on  the  subject. 

Mb.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala ) ;  Sir,  not  a  syllable  could  be  heard 
on  this  side  of  the  House. 

Mr.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,,  South): 
This-  is  what  he  has  stated  : — 

; ‘Everybody  is  now  talking  badness,  except  the  busine  s-  man.  The  politician*, 
the  dootriaaaitM,  the  parsons,  the.  long-haired  youths  and  the  short-haired 
maddens  from  the  Universities,  all  have  fixed  views  on  industrial  and  com¬ 
mercial  questions.  Most  of  them  are  prepared  to  explain  at  a  moment’s  notice 
how  any  piece  of  business  should  be  conducted.  Prom  the  smaller  detail- 
right  up  to  the  higher  organisation  of  industry,  there  is  nothing  upon  which 
they  are  not  ready  to  express  an  opinion,  the.  view  expressed  being,  generally 
speaking,  the  more  definite  and  exaot  in  inverse  ratio  to  the  experience  of  its. 
author.  In  all  this  discussion,  tire  business  man  is  silent.” 

And  in.  Travancore  the  business,  man  is  in  mourning.  I  may  sub- 
mit,  Sir,  as  'representing  a  constituency  like  commerce  in  Travanoore; 
following  Buskin  of  old  the  word  ‘trade.’  should  not  be  mentioned  in 
polite,  society  in  Travancore.  Whal.be  said  was  that  ‘trader’  ;  ‘traditer’ 
‘traitor’  are  but  the  same  word.  A.  trader  is  a  traitor  to  the  country  ; 
that  is  the  view  in  Travanoore.  I  met  recently,  a#  President,  at  the  South 
Travancore  Chamber  of  Commerce,,  one  of  the.  greatest  financiers  in 
India,  at  Nagercoil.  What  he  said  was— it  might  look- like  a  reflection 
on  Travancore,  even  though  I  agree  with  him.— that.  Tiasaneoreans;hare 
no  business  instincts- 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATtt  (Ma&ulam  I) :  Bfay  Ik  now;  the  name:  of  thwfr 
gentleman  ? 

MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  South)', 
Mr.  Birla. 
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That  brings  me  to  the  plight  lof  one  portion  of  my  constituency 
viz-,  banking.  In  this  connection,  I  shall  briefly  trace  the  history  of 
banking  in  South  India.  For  a  long  time,  the  principal  bankers  of 
South  India  were  the  Nattukottai  Ghetties.  What  happened  to  the 
finances  in  South  India  was,  they  walked  away  with  the  capital  avail¬ 
able  in  South  India  to  Ceylon,  Burmai  Siam  and  Federated  Malay 
States.  The  sum  they  took  away  from  South  India  and  invested  in 
those  places  has  been  valued  nearly  at  800  crores  of  rupees.  They 
took  all  these  monies  to  such  foreign  places,  so  much  so  that,  when 
they  wanted  to  come  back  with  the  money,  what  happened  to  them  was 
•What  is  now  happening  to  the  Mankompu  Brahmins  in  Kuttanad  in 
Travancore.  Not  only  did  they  find  considerable  difficulty  in  realising 
their  investments  in  those  regions,  but  some  of  them  had  even  to  flee 
from  that  country  for  fear  of  their  lives  and  return  to  South  India. 
Therefore,  all  the  available  money  from  South  India  is  looked  np  out¬ 
side.  So  much  so,  the  money,  which  could  be  utilised  for  commercial 
and  industrial  purposes  of  our  country,  is  all  in  Ceylon,  Burma,  Siam 
and  Federated  Malay  States.  The  situation  so  created  in  the  country 
has  led  to  this.  The  Marwaris  and  Banias  from  the  North  India  are  now 
trying  to  conquer  the  money  market  of  South  India  to-day.  When  my 
honourable  friends  complimented  the  Financial  Secretary  on  the  floata¬ 
tion  of  therecent  loan,  I  was  only  thinking  of  the  banking  interestsin 
Travancore  and  I  may  say  that  we  are  getting  into  the  moBt  dangerous 
hands,  it  is  certainly  a  period  of  very  great  danger  for  Travancore. 
(dries  of  hear,  luar).  I  would  have  been  glad  about  the  loan  only  if 
the  money  had  come  from  Travancore  and  jTravancore  alone  (Hear, 
Itear).  Our  Debt  Redemption  Bill  has  now  made  it  impossible  for  any 
capital  being -raised  from  Travancore  itself:  Therefore,  when  like>» 
coy  maiden,  as  one  of  my  'friends  put  it,  Travanoore  is  slowly  entering 
into 'the  money  market - 

‘DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Without  interrupting  the  member,  I  would 
point  out  that  the  Debt  Redemption  Bill  is  not  quite  relevant. 

Mr.  ,P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PIUAI  (Commerce. and  Industry,  .South) : 
I  shall  not  -refer  to  -that  any  -further.  When  speaking  of  banking 
in  Travancore,  let  us  -take  ,the  case  of  indigenous  bankers  familiarly 
known  as  the  Hunii  merchants.  What  .they  did  was,  aboutihirty  years 
ago,  they  got  money  from  South  India,  such  as  Tinnevelly,  Coimbatore 
Salem, -etc.,  -where -the  money  market  -was  entirely  in -the  hands  of  the 
Nattukottai  Chetties.  With -these  Chettiars, going  to  Burma  and  other 
plaoes,-our  Hundi  merchants  -failed  and  they  were  replaced  by  .joint 
stack  Ibanks.  As -regards  our  joint  stock  bank?,  I  may  say  .that,  as  I 
have  .stated  onae  before,  -our -banks  have  a  i great  reputation  outside 
Travancore.  As  a. matter  of  fact,  .speaking  on  behalf  of  the  mercantile 
community,  (I  may -say  that  these  served  and  even  now  serve  a  very  good 
purpose  in  -Travancore.  -If  -there  is  one  question  upon  which  there 
ought, to -be  no  quarrel,  it  is, as  regards  banking.  Upon  banking  our 
■prosperity -in  commerce  depends ;  and  upon  commerce  theprosperity  of 
the -country.  What-I.w&s  saying  was.  like.aopy  maiden,  .Travancore 
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is  entering  into  the  money  market.  The  suitor  for  the  coy  maiden 
is  not  ayailable  anywhere  in  South  India.  If  you  go  through  the  figuras 
for  the  loan,  you  will  notice  that  the  suitor  comes  mainly  from  North 
India-  We  are  nowadays  complaining  about  non-Travancoreaus  coming 
into  the  land.  So  then  the  danger  is  twofold ;  in  the  first  place,  it  is  non- 
Travancoreans,  and  secondly  it  is  not  even  South  Indians  who  are  try¬ 
ing  to  capture  Travancore  industry  and  commerce  and  that  very 
quickly.  Therefore  I  don’t  see  my  way  to  congratulate  the  Financial 
Secretary  on  that  score.  I  could  understand  if  the  loan  [had  purely 
come  from  Travancore.  In  that  case  I  would  have  congratulated  him, 
but  not  under  the  present  circumstances.  Even  if  the  money  had  come 
from  Sooth  India,  I  would  not  have  congratulated  the  Financial  Secre¬ 
tary.  As  it  is,  we  are  now  mortgaging  our  prosperity  to  the  financiers 
of  North  India.  That  is  really  a  bad  omen. 

Secondly,  our  banks  are  not  capitalists  ;  there  lie?  the  fundamental 
trouble.  A  capitalist  should  invest  his  money  on  the  industries  of  the 
country  and  thus  allow  his  money  to  remain  locked  up  in  that  industry. 
This  no  bank  can  do.  Such  capitalists  at  present  are  not  available  in 
South  India.  There  is  absolutely  nothing  to  be  jubilant  about  the 
floatation  of  the  loan,  for  enterprises  which  stand  mortgaged  to  the 
outsider  right  at  the  outset. 

Coming  to  the  Budget  proper,  I  have  been  asking  myself,  what  is 
a  budget  after  all  ?  The  thing  is  this.  I  have  asked  so  many  of  my 
constituents,  the  merchants,  the  land-lords,  the  lawyers  and  suchlike 
people.  I  have  asked  them  whether  they  have  a  budget  for  the  next 
year.  Has  a  lawyer  got  a  budget  for  the  next  year  ?  Has  a  landlord 
got  it  ?  No ;  how  can  he  say  what  is  going  to  happen  tomorrow  ? 
Has  a  merchant  got  a  budget  ?  How  can  he'foresee  the  events  of  to¬ 
morrow?  Therefore,  only  people  who  have  a  fixed  income,  or  anticipate 
a  fixed  income,  that  is,  a  joint  stock  bank  or  a  Government  or  a  Govern¬ 
ment  servant  who,  can  have  a  budget.  In  that  way,  for  our  Govern¬ 
ment,  the  Financial  Secretary  is  preparing  a  budget.  I  am  not  going 
to  blame  him  at  all.  He  is  only  placing  or  forecasting  some  accounts 
on  paper,  so  much  so,  he  is  like  an  astrologer,  casting  our  horroscope 
for  the  next  year.  And  as  an  astrologer  he  is  wishing  better  luck  next 
year  for  us.  No  astrologer  can  be  expected  to  say  otherwise.  ( Laughter ) 
When  the  Financial  Secretary  goes  to  borrow  from  outsiders,  can  he  be 
expected  to  say  that  our  country  is  a  poor  country,  our  country  is  finan¬ 
cially  backward  and  therefore  do  not  advance  any  money.  Any  busi¬ 
nessman  will  tell  you,  Sir,  that,  unless  he  puts  on  a  pretentious  appear¬ 
ance  even  -when  he  is  really  in  money  difficulties,  gets  [into  a  motor  car 
and  does  such  other  things,  nobody  will  advance  him  any  money. 

As  regards  our  financial  condition  itself,  we  need  not  discuss  it  here 
because  it  is  perfectly  well  known.  We  know  where  we  are-  My  only 
request  is  that  the  outside  world  should  not  be  made  to  know  how  poor 
we  are.  It  has  been  sufficiently  discussed  for  about  the  last  three  or 
four  years  how  pitiful  the  conditions  of  the  people  are.  Why  should 
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■we  go  further  and  say  that  the  Government  also  are  like  that?  That 
is  not  a  gond  policy.  As  a  matter  of  fact  our  old  policy  was  to  deal 
with  fractions  such  as  mahams,  nmndunis  and  other  fractions.  Otir 
coinage  also  such  as  fanam,  clmckram,  cash,  will  reveal  our  old  financial 
condition.  But  when  we  got  English  education,  we  began  to  deal 
with  millions  and  millions.  We  budget  for  24  millions  cf  rupees. 
We  have  no  idea  of  it.  Some  years  back  a  Nattukottai  Cbetty  opened 
a  Hundi  shop  in  Chalai  Bazaar.  For  the  opening  ceremony  a  few 
lakhs  of  silver  rupees  were  heaped  together.  Several  people  were  invited 
for  the  opening  function  and  it  is  said  that  some  of  them  fainted  on  the 
soot  on  the  sight  of  this  huge  amount.  They  had  not  seen  these  lakh 
of  rupees  in  a  lump.  We  have  no  idea  of  250  lakhs  of  rupees  except 
on  paper.  Formerly  we  were  dealing  with  small  figures  like  fanams. 
chackrams  and  cash.  Apparently  our  western  education  is  responsible 
for  our  dealing  with  lakhs  and  lakhs  of  rupees  without  considering  the 
chuckrams  and  cash  to  which  we  were  used.  That  is  the  underlying 
fault  in  our  present  financial  policy. 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  {Cht.nganachery  I)  : 
Sir,  it  is  with  a  deep  sense  of  satisfaction  on  one  hand  and  an  equally 
extreme  sense  of  discouragement  on  the  other  that  I  rise  to  speak  about 
the  budget  before  us.  The  bold  policy  Government  have  been  follow¬ 
ing  in  the  matter  of  financing'  constructive  schemes  fills  me  with  joy. 
But,  on  the  other  hand,  the  luxurious  expenditure  on  theadministrative 
machinery  evident  on  every  page  of  the  budget  whispers  despair.  Even 
in  the  first  Session  of  this  Assembly,  while  discussing  the  budget  for 
1109, 1  pointed  out  that  this  is  the  occasion  when  Government  should 
come  forward,  with  a  courageous,  creative  and  imaginative  financial 
policy,  when  their  accumulated  surplus  should  flow  out  in  the  shape  of 
nation-building  activities  calculated  to  supply  labour  and  food  to  the 
stricken  thousands  at  present  and  to  add  to  the  abiding  prosperity  of 
tbe  country  in  future.  It  is  intensely  gratifying  to  note  that  such  a 
hold  and  creative  policy  has  been  followed  during  the  past  years  by 
Government.  But  even  during  that  session  itself,  not  on'y  I,  but  almost 
every  member  on  this  side  of  the  House,  did  emphasise  and  we  have 
been  all  along  emphasising,  the  necessity  for  effectively  curtailing  the 
expenditure  on  the  administrative  machinery.  But  our  demands  and 
requests  have  been  complacently  ignored  and  the  administrative  ex¬ 
penditure  has  gone  up  by  lakhs  and  lakhs. 

The  years  of  affluence  and  prosperity  that  preceded  the  present 
period  of  economic  depression  resulted  in  ever-increasing  surpluses- 
Expectations  rose  high  and  the  actuals  rose  even  higher  still.  In  1104 
the  rosy  expectation  of  Bs,  234'70  lakhs  was  surprisingly  surpassed  by 
the  actuals  which,  stood  at  Bs.  251-16  lakhs  resulting  in  a  surplus 
of  Bs.  23-37  lakus.  The  administrative  machinery  got  tipsy-and  in 
an  unlucky  moment  forgot  the  fact  that  this  glorious  surplus  owed  its 
existence  as  much  at  least  to  the  economy  in  expenditure  as  to  the 
inflow  of  revenue.  The  result  was  that,  while  the  expenditure  for  1104 
was  Bs.  218‘78  lakhs  and  the  actual  expenditure  was  only  Bs.  ,211*80 
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lakhs  when  they  came  to  the  next  year,  the.  estimated  expenditure  rose 
by  Es.  10-16  lakhs  and  the  actuals  by  Es.  12'51  lakhs,  above  those  for 
1104.  In  the  mean  while,  the  economic  depression  had  set  in  and  the 
total  revenue  began  to  decline.  In  1105  it  fell  by  Es-  4  lakhs 
and  the  net  res  lit  was  that  the  year  closed  with  a  surplus  of  Es.  6'92 
lakhs  onlv.  But  instead  of  learning  a  timely  lesson,  when  preparing 
the  budget  for  1106,  what  they  did  was  to  push  up  the  estimated  ex¬ 
penditure  by  Es.  3-83  lakhs  oven  above  that  for  1105.  Then  came  the 
stunning  blow.  Economic  depression  had  pushed  its  claws  deep  into 
the  body  of  the  State.  The  total  revenue  fell  down  to  Es.  227T8  lakhs. 
And  instead  of  the  phenomenal  surplus  of  Es.  23’37  lakhs  which  dazzled 
the  eyes  of  Government  at  the  close  of  1104,  that  year  ended  with  a 
deficit  of  Es.  12  23  lakhs.  A  net  fall  of  Es.  35'60  lakhs  in  two  years  \ 
Prom  under  the  heavy  blow  that  reeled  the  Government  at  the 
end  of  1106,  they  appear  to  have  not  as  yet  regained  their  balance. 
Prompted  on  one  side  by  the  habit  of  luxurious  expenditure  that  they 
had  picked  up  during  the  years  of  affluence  and  pushed  back  on  the 
other  by  the  discouraging  consciousness  of  reality,  during  these  years 
they  have  been  trying  to  white- wash  their  reckless  lavishness  by  a 
show  of  superficial  economy.  Prom  1105  when  the  Government  account 
closed  with  Es.  170-13  lakhs,  the  sum  began  lo  dwindle  down  at  an 
accleiated  velocity  till  it  made  a  sudden  leap  down  by  Es.  18'66  lakhs 
in  1107  and  threatened  to  make  yet  another  leap  by  Es.  23  516  lakhs 

in  1109  thereby  bringing  down  the  Government  account  to  Es.  71'22 

lakhs,  ;.  e.,  making  a  reduction  of  a  orore  of  rupees  within  four  years. 
The  then  Financial  Secretary,  an  orthodox  Travaccorean,  jealous  of 
his  country’s  closing  balance,  felt  that  his  budget  was  lookiug  rather 
awkward.  He  gave  one  or  two  finishing  touches.  The  Eailway  Sink¬ 
ing  Fund  became  the  General  Keserve  Fund  and  the  major  items  under 
capitil  expenditure  disappeared  under  Debt  Heads.  The  budget  became 
handsome  again  and  the  estimated  closing  balance  of  Es.  96  15  lakhs 
became  Bs.  118'93  lakhs  in  the  revised  estimate  and  the  estimate  for 

1110  stood  at  Rs.  117-49  lakhs.  But  this  magic  did  not  become  fact 

and  the  estimate  of  Es.  117’49  lakhs  fell  to  Bs.  108'2-2  lakhs.  By  this 
time  the  Financial  Secretary  also  changed.  The  cumulative  effect  of 
these  changes  was  the  dawn  of  a  r:ew  financial  wisdom  and  the  exposi- 
tiaiT of  a  new  financial  policy,  namely,  the  policy  of  borrowing.  Now  we 
are  having  a  third  Financial  Secretary.  He  has  beaten  all  his  pre¬ 
decessors.  He  has  told  us  that,  with  the  Es.  50  lakhs  we  have  borrowed, 
we  will  have  a  creditable  cash  balance  of  Es.  46’84  lakhs  and  so  our 
general  financial  condition  is  exceptionally  strong  and  sound.  He  has 
also  told  us  that  the  country  can  be  proud  of  the  fact  that  the  closing 
balance  at  the  end  of  1112  will  he  Bs.-95  lakhs.  From  Es.  170  lakhs 
at  the  close  of  1105  it  has  to  come  to  Es.-9-5  lakhs  at  the  end  of  1112 
but  he  says  that  our  debt  position  is  quite  satisfactory.  My  only  doubt 
is  if  our  credit  position  also  is  equally  satisfactory.  Let  me  once  again 
make  it  clear  that  I  have  ab.olutely  no  complaint  against  Government 
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for  exhausting  the  surplus  on  nation-building  activities.  On  the  con¬ 
trary  that  is  the  one  point  on  which  I  do  heartily  congratulate  Govern¬ 
ment.  My  complaint  is  against  the  regularly  increasing  expenditure 
on  administration  which  every  page  of  the  budget  will  bear  witness  to 
The  lesson  that  the  Government  learned  at  the  end  of  1106  gave  them 
their  senses  for  about  one  year.  In  .U07  with  a  desperate  attempt 
they  managed  to  bring  down  the  expenditure  by  Es.  19  lakhs  so  that, 
in  spite  of  a  further  fall  of  about  Es.  8  lakhs  in  revenue,  the  year  ended 
with  a  surplus  of  Es.  39  lakhs.  But  fortunately  or  unfortunately  new 
sources  of  income  arose.  Cochin  Harbour  began  to  pay  and  a  new 
duty  was  imposed  on  matches.  These  two  items  alone  are  expected  to 
bring  in  1112  an  income  of  about  Es.  30  lakhs  not  dreamt  of  in  1107, 
It  is  expected  that,  with  the  help  of  these  two  items,  the  revenue  for 
1112  will  be  Bs.  245-92  lakhs,  i.  e.,  Es.  28'64  lakhs  above  that  on 
1107. 

ADJOURNMENT  MOTION. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  We  shall  now  proceed  to  the  motion  for  the 
adjournment  of  the  business  of  the  House. 

MR,  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  (Tiruealla  III)  :  My  object  in 
asking  leave  of  the  House  was  to  urge  upon  the  necessity  for  reducing . 
the  school  fees.  The  main  reason  has— - 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  We  are  more  concerned  with  the  fortunes  o 
the  adjournment  motion.  So  you  do  not  propose  to  move  the  motion  '? 

MR.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  ( Tiruvalla  III)  :  Ido  not  pro¬ 
pose  to  move  the  motion  — 

GENERAL  DISCUSSION  OF  THE  BUDGET. 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  <Chaiiga>u,oherij  I)  :  I 
was  saying  that  the  two  items  of  income  namely  thit  from  the  Cochin 
Harbour  and  the  duty  on  matchss  are  expected  to  .  contribute  about 
Es.  30  lakhs  in  1112  thereby  bringing  the  revenue  to  Be.  245’92  lakhs, 
that  is  Es.  2  1-64  lakhs  above  that  of  1107.  But  where  does  the  ex¬ 
penditure  stand  ?  It  is  Es  17' 96  lakhs  above  that  of  1107  and 
Es.  14-58  lakhs  above  even  that  for  1104  when  we  had  the  highest 
revenue  on  record.  If  this  has  been  the  result  of  the  strenuous  effort 
of  Government  at  economy  during  the  years  of  depression,  may  God 
save  us  from  their  economy!  The  present  budget  shows  a  surplus.  This 
being  the  last  budget  which  this  House  has  to  discuss,  it  is  indeed 
gratifying  to  think  that  we  are  handing  over  a  prosperous  budget  to  our 
sucoeisors.  But  if  we  are  to  draw  any  reasonable  conclusion  from  the’ 
experience  we  have  had  hitherto,  we  find  no  reason  to  share  the 
optimism  of  the  Financial  Secretary.  Instead  of  a  surplus  of 
Es.  2,25,000  estimated  for  1110,  we  had  a  deficit  of  Bs.  4,45,000.  And 
though  the  budget  estimate  for  1111  was  Es.  242  lakhs,  the  revised 
estimate  already  stands  Es.  12,28,000  less  than  that.  If,  in  spite  of 
these  unhappy  experiences,  the  budget  estimate  for  1112  expeofe-* 
revenue  of  Es'.  16,64,000  above  the  revised  estimate  for  1111,  we  have 
to  be  very  cautious  in  being  a  party  to  this  estimate.  ' 
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Sir,  the  fundamental  mistake  lies  in  the  fact  that  the  budgets  are 
being  prepared  merely  from  papers,  completely  ignoring  the  condition 
of  the  country.  The  Financial  Secretary  may  be  thorough  in  all  the 
papers  before  him.  He  may  also  be  an  expert  in  the  matter  of  budget 
preparation.  But  unfortunately  this  vast  country,  with  its  large  popul¬ 
ation,  with  its  thousands  of  demand  notices,  with  its  crores  of  debts,  this 
country,  I  say,  lies  outside  the  papers ;  and  the  Financial  Secretary  lies 
even  outside  -he  country.  I  wish  to  draw  the  attention  of  this  House 
to  one  particular  item  only.  During  this  year  when  the  budget  provides 
for  many  big  amounts  for  nation-building  activities,  the  amount  al¬ 
lotted  for  communications  under  Public  Works  has  reached  the  rook- 
bottom.  We  never  bad  any  year  when  the  allotment  was  so  small.  A. 
gentleman,  coming  from  outside  Travancore,  would  be  surprised  at  the 
number  of  good  road  we  have.  But  Travancore  has  a  s'riking  difference 
from  countries  outside.  Here  the  whole  country  is  as  it  were  one 
village  extending  from  one  eud  to  the  other  and  we  want  roads  not  only 
between  villages  but  everywhere,  even  between  houses.  When  the 
Financial  Secretary  comes  forward  with  Rs.  100  lakhs  or  even  Rs.  200 
lakhs  for  capital  expenditure  and  [is.  3  and  odd  lakhs  for  communications 
we  have  only  to  say  that  the  Financial  Secretary  has  not  got  the  least 
knowledge  of  the  real  conditions  of  the  country  at  large. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT ;  What  is  the  position  of  the  Financial 
Secretary  in  preparing  the  Budget?  Is  he  a  free  agent  ? 

Mr.  KAIN1KKARA  M,  PADMANABHA  PILLAI:  ( Chaiigumclnry  I): 
By  Financial  Secretary,  I  only  epitomise  Government. 

Sir,  we  find  on  the  one  side  such  meagre  allotment  for  the  primary 
needs  of  the  public;  and  on  the  other  side  we  find  ever-increasing  ex¬ 
penditure  on  the  administrative  machinery.  These  two  things  can  go 
side  by  side  only  when  the  machinery  is  being  worked  by  persons  who 
are  either  absolutely  ignorant  of  the  real  conditions  of  the  country  or 
are  culpably  callous  towards  the  country’s  piosperty.  In  1104  when  we 
had  the  highest  revenue  on  record  we  had  a  son  of  the  soil  as  ad¬ 
ministrator  of  Travancore.  Again  in  1107  when  by  an  ardent  attempt 
at  retrenchment,  the  Government  made  a  surplus  in  spite  of  the 
maximum  fall  in  revenue  we  had  again  another  son  of  the  soil  at  the 
head  of  the  administration.  What  we  require  is  some  one  who  is  born 
in  the  country,  who  is  of  the  country  and  who  has  to  identify  his 
future  with  the  country’s  future  we  want  such  a  one  to  save  the 
country  not  only  from  the  present  economic  problems  but  to  lay  out  a 
programme  which  will  bring  abiding  welfare  and  prosperity  to  the 
State. 

MR.  ANTONY  GEORGE  {No  i  inaied) ;  I  congratulate  the  Financial 
Secretary  on  his  surplus  budget.  But  a  surplus  budget  is  not  necessarily 
a  good  budget.  In  some  cases,  it  might  be  the  reverse  of  being  good. 
Nevertheless  a  surplus  budget  is  presented  always  with  am  amount  of 
pride  and  self-satisfaction  by  the  Government. 
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In  the  present  ease,  the  Government  is  in  a  position  to  show  not 
only  a  surplus  budget  but  also  the  results  of  a  successful  loan  enterprise. 
Hence  naturally  the  Government  must  feel  supremely  happy.  That 
happiness  is  '•ellected  in  the  face  of  the  Finance  Member.  The  Gov¬ 
ernment  by  introducing  this  surplus  budget  might  feel  that  everything 
is  quite  alright,  in  the  world  about  them.  They  might  just  feel  so.  But 
what  about  the  people,  especially  the  poor  people  who  form  the  bulk  of 
the  population  ?  How  have  this  loan  and  this  surplus  budget  affected 
them  ?  The  Indian  money-lenders  and  adventurers  might  look  upon 
Travancore  as  a  ha  ppy  hunting  ground,  as  a  land  flowing  with  milk 
and  honey.  But  what  do  they  know  or  for  that  matter  what  do  they 
care  to  know  how  the  people  are  faring  ?  We  know  what  amount  of 
suffering  there  is  in  the  country.  It  is  phenomena!  and  tremendous,  to 
use  the  word  of  the  Financial  Secretary.  But  the  pity  is  the  Govern¬ 
ment  seems  to  have  not  fully  realised  this  sad  fact  or  else  this  budget 
might  Have  been  written  quite  otherwise.  Nor  is  there  any  provision 
in  the  budget  for  any  bit  of  re'ief  to  the  poor  suffering  agriculturist. 
He  is  left  in  the  lurch.  He  is  left  to  shift  for  himself.  As  far  as  the 
agriculturists  are  concerned,  this  budget  is  a  budget  of  blank  despair. 
They  have  to  go  on  hoping  against  hope  that  the  Government  would 
ultimately  come  to  their  rescue.  But  would  the  Government  come 
even  ultimately  to  their  rescue  ?  That  is  the  question.  The  success 
of  the  loan  and  the  consequent  desire  on  the  part  of  the  Government 
to  stand  well  with  creditors  and  money-lenders  and  the  senseless  noisy 
agitation  set  on  foot  by  vested  interests  here^eem  to  have  rendered 
the  Government  rather  halting  and  hesitating.  The  Government  seem 
to  look  too  much  to  a  small  section  of  a  community  and  too  little  to 
the  interests  of  the  people  at  large.  At  last  that  is  what  the  budget 
and  the  attitude  of  the  Government  with  regard  to  the  Ar  rioultUrists’ 
Belief  Bill  would  go  to  show. 

The  budget  has  estimated  an  expenditure  of  48  and  odd  lakhs 
of  rupees  for  education.  That  is  one  of  the  biggest  items  of  expenditure. 
But  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction  seems  to  be  still  not  satisfied. 
He  is  still  lamenting  for  more  funds.  He  would  even  like  to  Set  up 
again  that  pet-aversion  of  this  House— the  Deputy  Director. 

Meanwhile  one  is  tempted  to  ask  what  about  the  reforms  that 
were  so  loudly  advertised.  What  was  done  with  them  ?  Excepting 
for  the  setting  up  of  the  useless  and  costly  Divisional  Inspectorate!, 
nothing  in  fact  has  been  done.  The  Director  is  simply  tinkering  with 
reforms. 

The  one  great  and  necessary  reform  that  the  Government  ought 
to  have  undertaken  and  given  effect  to  was  with  regard  to  encouraging 
private  agencies  and  welcoming  them  to  come  more  and  more  to  the  field 
of  education.  If  that  were  done,  much  of  the  cost  now  incurred  for  ed¬ 
ucation  could  have  been  cut  down,  and  sums  thus  saved  could  have  been 
utilised  for  starting  vocational  and  technical  schools  which  are  now  so 
much  wanted  and.which  are  held  up  for/want  of  funds.  But  unfortunately 
the  Government  seem  to  be  not  in  a  mood  to  go  forward  with  this  re¬ 
form.  They  are  so  very  over-cautious.  It  would  seem  they  feel  that  they 
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hate  gone  already  too  far  and  would  like  to  retrace  their  steps.  That  is 
what  their  conduct  would  sho  v.  The  present  Director  has  become  quite  * 
terribly  famous  for  this  suppressing  activities  directed  towards  primary 
Schools.  His  hands  have  fallen  heavy  against  these  institutions.  He 
kills  them  by  scores.  He  is  so  very  much  concerned  about  over-lapping 
and  proximity  of  schools.  His  anxiety  in  this  matter  is  so  very  keen; 
and  overwhelming  that  it  looks  as  if  he  considers  schools  on  the  same  t 
footing  as  toddy  shops.  What  harm,  I  could  not  think,  would  come  if 
some  schools  are  located  a  bit  close  by?  Does  he  fear  lawless  violence, 
brawls  and  drunken  riots?  If  so  it  is  the  fault  of  education.  It  is  only 
near  toddy  shops  that  such  things  happen.  There  is  a  lot  of  complaint 
about  this  elimination  and  suppression.  The  Christians,  it  is  said,  find 
it  increasingly  difficult  to  get  new  schools  started  and  even  to  keep 
their  old  ones,  for  even  they  are  menaced. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Maeelikara) :  Are  there  not 
cemeteries  close  to  the  Churches  ? 

MR.  ANTONY  GEORGE  (Humiliated)  :  I  am  not  talking  of 

cemeteries. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  Olauclikara)  :  What  I  wanted  to 
know  is  whether  there  will  not  be  cemeteries  close  by  the  Churches? 

MR.  ANTONY  GEORGE  (Nominatai):  I  know  there  is  a  lot  of  com¬ 
plaint  by  Christians.  *  Ghiistians  now  find  it  is  not  very  easy  for  them 
to  get  new  institutions  started  and  even  to  keep  the  old  ones. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  {Ghirayinkil  I):  How  many  schools  were 
closed  down  like  that  ? 

MR.  ANTONY  GEORGE  ( Nominated )  :  Some  fifty  or  sixty  of  them. 

I  may  also  make  mention  of  the  recent  ci  rcular,  issued  by  the 
Education  Department,  prohibiting  the  use  of  schools  for  conducting 

prayers. 

MR.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  (Tirumlla  I) :  Was  it  published  in  the 
Gazette  ? 

Mr.  ANTONY  GEORGE  ( Nominated )  :  I  think  it  was. 

Sir,  it  is  a  funny  circular.  The  Director  may  be  averse  to  praying.  * 
All  right,  let  him  not  pray.  But,  why  should  he  stand  in  the  way  of 
others,  especially  young  children,  praying  ?  What  is  the  harm,  I  ask, 
in  school  buildings  being  used  for  conducting  prayers  ?  They  are  being  . 
flsed  for  all  kind  of  meetings  and  eveu  for  dramas. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Was  the  circular  issued  by  the  Director  on  his 
own  motion  or  with  the  authorisation  of  Government  ?  That  is  an 
important  point. 

MR.  ANTONY  GEORGE  {Nominated)  :  It  is  an  amendment  to  the 
Education  Code.  The  Director  is  certainly  responsible  for  that. 

Sir,  the  circular  reveals  a  kind  of  mentality  which  is  not  quite 
wholesome  It  has  a  bad  odour  about  it.  It  is  such  mentality  that  is 
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responsible  for  the  kind  of  insubordination  that  we  now  find  in  th* 
students  of  the  present  generation.  We  now  hear  of  all  sorts  of  assaults 
and  scandals  in  schools,  disgraceful  scandals.  AH  those  are  due  to  the 
lack  of'  provision  in  the  present  Education  Code  for  the  formation  and 
development  of  character  in  the  pupils.  In  fact,  Sir,  I  searched  the 
Education  Code  with  a  view  to  find  out  whether  there  was  any  provision 
in  it  for  the  formation  of  character.  'Ihera  is  notone  wo  id  in  it  about 
this  most  important  point.  The  report  of  the  department  is  also  silent 
about  it.  Much  is  said,  in  these  documents,  about  the  activities  of  the 
Director  ;  but  absolutely  nothing  about  the  formation  of  character  on 
the  part  of  the  pupils.  Sir,  I  know  the  Director  is  a  capable  officer, 
and  a  brilliant  scholar,  a  gpntleman  with  exquisite  manners  and  de¬ 
portment. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  As  a  matter  of  principle,  is  it  quite  proper 
on  the  part  of  a  member  to  pat  an  officer  on  his  back  like  that  ? 
t Laughter .) 

Mr.  ANTONY  GEORGE  ( Nominated ) :  1  know,  Sir,  that  the  present 
Director  is  above  such  things. 

What  I  hear,  Sir,  is  that,  although  the  present  Director  is  capable 
of  much  good,  his  activities  are  curbed  by  the  fact  that  he  is  only  »n 
acting  Director.  They  say  an  Ag.  Director  cannot  do  anything.  Sir, 
acting  officers  are  in  a  difficult  position.  They  are  like  cinema  stars 
whose  only  objective  is  to  please  the  public.  As  long  as-these  stars 
please  the  public,  they  are  a.T  right :  once  tiuy  are  not  able  to  do  it  they 
are  done  for.  The  position  is  exactly  the  same  in  the  case  of  these  act¬ 
ing  officers  also, 

Ms.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  {Mavelikara) :  Is  it  the  member’s 
view  that  the  defects  that  he  now  finds  in  the  working  of  the  Educa¬ 
tion  Department  will  be  remedied  if  the  present  Director  is  confirmed? 

MR.  ANTONY  GEORGE  (A  ..  tunica) :  I  believe  so. 

Government  should  never  keep  any  officer  long  as  acting,  especially 
the  Heads  of  Departments. 

Mr.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  {Kottagam  I)  :  Is  the  -member  referring  to-  ail 
acting  appointments  ? 

Mr.  ANTONY  GEORGE  ( Nominated )  ■  Officers  should  not  be  kept 
long  acting ;  that  is  what  I  said. '  - 

Once  again  I  thank  the  Financial  Secretary  for  the  budget  that-hs 
has  presented  before  us ;  only  I  should  again  request  him  to  shed  mora 
light  and  hope  for  the  poor  people  erf  the  country,

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Mr.  J.  M.  JOSEPH  ( Nominated)  :  Sir,  this  year's  budget,  in  iny 
opinion,  presents  some  good  features,  so  much  so  that  it  has  been  ap¬ 
plauded  in  certain  quarters  as  marking  a  new  era  in  the  State  of  Tm- 
vancore.  One  of  such  important  feature  is  that  it  is  a  surplus  budget 
for  which  the  Financial  Secretary  deserves  Some  praise  indeed.  But 
I  wonder  what  magic  he  has  used  to  show  a  surplus  budget  in  these 
hard  times.  In  my  place  a  certain  friend  of  some  worth  and  education, 
light  and  leading,  remarked  that  it  was  a  surprise,  that  has  been  sprung 
upon  the  public  that  the  Financial  Secretary  of  the  Government  should 
put  forward  a  surplus  budget  before  the  public  and  before  this  Assembly. 
Looking  through  the  whole  allotments,  Sir,  I  get  the  feeling  that  they 
have  been  so  distributed  as  to  benefit  the  urban  population  more  than 
the  rural.  I  was  wondering  whether  it  was  not  robbing  Peter  to  pay 
Paul,  whether  it  was  not,  so  to  speak,  robbing  rural  Peter  to  pay  urban 
Paul.  I  will  illustrate  this.  There  is  a  figure  of  Bs.  3,000  in  the  Co¬ 
operative  Department  as  grant  given  to  the  Supervising  Unions  work¬ 
ing  in  the  State.  Sir,  that  figure  seems  to  be  permanent,  eternal  and 
unalterable  as  the  laws  of  the  Medes  and  the  Persians.  Last  year  it 
was  Bs.  3,000.  The  year  before  the  last  it  was  Bs-  3,000.  And  what 
is  this  for  ?  It  is  for  giving  grant  to  these  Supervising  Unions  which 
have  supervision  over  village  co-operative  societies  affiliated  to  these 
unions.  These  village  co-operative  societies,  as  we  all  know,  Sir,  are 
working  in  the  interests  of  the  villagers,  and  the  interest  the  Govern* 
ment  have  in  the  welfare  of  the  villages  had  better  be  imagined  than 
described  from  this  niggardly  grant. 

Again,  I  come  to  the  figure  represented  as  inoome  under  La®d , 
Kevenue.  Well,  to  speak  about  'and  revenue,  the  facts  about  this  that 
have  been  presented  have  become  30  hackneyed  that  I  am  afraid  my 
words  will  scarcely  carry  any  weight  In  Nanjinad,  where  I  ooms 
from,  the  people  are  groaning  under  heavy  taxation.  A  friend  of  mine 
was  saying  the  other  day  that  all  his  lands  which  are  not  cultivated 
have  also  been  assessed  to  tax,  so  much  so  that  even  fallow  lands  are 
being  charged  tax.  Meetings  have  been  held,  agitation  was  carried  «n,. 
and  representations  were  made  to  Government  about  the  suffering  elf 
the  ryots  and  the  agriculturists  in  that  part  of  Travancore.  But  I  am 
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sorry  to  say  that  it  is  a  ery  in  the  wilderness  so  far  as  Government  is 
concerned.  It  is  like  water  on  duck’s  back  and  no  effect  whatever  has 
been  seen.  Now  I  ask-  is  this  the  interest  that  Government  should 
show  towards  the  needs  of  the  villagers?  Have  all  the  villages  got 
wells  ?  Have  all  the  villages  got  proper  roads,  maintained  properly  year 
after  year  ?  Certain  roads,  for  example,  when  people  clamour  for  them, 
are  given  ;  but  they  are  not  maintained.  Wells  are  given,  but  they  are 
not  properly  maintained.  This  applies  especially  to  the  depressed 
class  ^villages.  All  these  produce  in  me  the  feeling,  Sir,  that  the  interest 
and  needs  of  the  villagers  do  not  receive  adequate  attention  at  the 
hsnds'df  Government.  Sir,  while  pleading  for  them,  probably  I  may 
be  guilty  of  flogging  a  dead  horse.  But  as  I  said  before,  it  has  become 
hackneyed;  but  yet  I  join  in  the  chorus  that  greater  attention  must  be 
paid  towards  the  amelioration  of  the  condition  of  the  poor  sufferring 
villager- 

I  come  now  to  the  one  question  of  the  amelioration  of  the  depressed 
classes.  Sir,  the  Government  should  pursue  a  more  liberal,  aggressive, 
and  active  policy  towards  these  poor,  fallen  people.  It  is  true  that  there 
is  some  sympathy  at  the  top.  To  quote  one  example,  -when  I  represented 
certain  'matters  to  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner,  he  had  the  good¬ 
ness  to  come  all  the  way  from  Trivandrum  to  visit  a  village  in  the 
south  occupied  by  the  depressed  class  people  But  what  happened? 
He  was  sympathetic,  hut  there  were  others  who  stood  in  the  way.  I 
should  sav  that' this  flow  of  sympathy  has  not  got  strength  and  force  to 
go  sufficiently  far  to  reach  the  people.  This  milk  of  sympathy  somehow 
or  other  evaporates  during  its  flow  between  the  place  of  origin  and  the 
place  of  destination 

I  want  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  Government  the  fact  that  the 
Registrar  promised  Group  Secretaries  for  the  depressed  class  societies. 
He  also  promised  special  Inspectors  for  these  societies.  When  the 
reorganisation  oarne,  we  were  all  looking  forward  to  very  many  good 
things;  But  what  has  happened  ?  Well,  that  post  of  Group  Secretaries 
has  been  abolished  and  when  the  Registrar  is  asked  about  it,  he  says 
‘Wffitt'am  I  do’ and  throws  the  responsibility  on  the  Government. 
Protitbiy  he  has  sympathy.  But  his  hands  are  tied.  What  will  he  do 
if  Girtbrnnienii  do  not  accept  his  recommendations?  I  do  not  know 
whdther  he  has  made  bis  recommendations  at  all  or  whether  he  has 
recommended  and  Government  vetoed  his  recommendations.  What¬ 
ever  that  be, 'I  believe,  Sir,  that  a  progressive,  active,  aggressive  policy 
should  bo  pursued'  towards  the  poor  people.  Sir,  last  year  ten 
thousand  rupees  was  allotted  for  the  purpose.  I  do  not  know  how  much 
of  it  hasi  been  spent.  It  is  all  there  on  paper.  If  wells  are  given  to 
the  .people,  they  are  not  maintained.  If  roads  are  given,  they  are  not 
maintained.  ;  Somehow  or  other,  there  is  something  wrong  somewhere. 
So  I  take  this  opportunity  to  bring  this  to  the  pointed  attention  of 
Government  that  they  will  have  to  show  some  more  active  sympathy 
l  or  these  poor  fallen  people. 
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Then  again,  with  regard  to  them,  I  have  to  say  one  or  two  things 
in  relation  to  the  Education  Department.  One  of  the  previous  speakers 
was  referring  to  a  certain  circular  which,  I  say,  is  going  to  hit  the  de¬ 
pressed  class  people,  if  given  effect  to.  I  refer  to  the  circular  which 
prohibits  schools  being  held  in  churches,  in  places  of  public  worship  or 
school  buildings  being  used  as  places  of  public  worship  or  prayer  houses. 
I  am  at  a  loss  to  know  the  real  object  of  this  circular.  What  harm  is 
there  in  school  buildings  being  used  as  prayer  houses  at  times  when 
school  is  not  in  session  '?  Is  the  worship  of  God  a  sin  ?  Will  it  con¬ 
taminate  these  buildings  or  make  it  unhygienic  ?  On  the  contrary,  it 
will  invest  the  place  with  some  sacredness.  Sir,  if  this  circular  is 
given  effect  to,  it  will  mean  the  extinction  of  some  more  schools  in 
addition  to  those  schools  which  have  gone  out  of  existence  on  account 
of  the  application  of  the  principle  of  overlapping.  -And  most  of  these 
schools  are  the  schools  in  the  depressed  class  villages. 

We  know  that  missionary  bodies  are  working  for  the  amelioration 
of  these  people.  If  this  circular,  namely,  that  schools  should  not  be 
used  as  prayer  houses  is  to  be  given  effect  to,  the  result  may  be  that 
missionary  bodies,  who  have  also  a  share  in  the  economic  depression  and 
who  are  handicaped  for  funds,  will  have  to  close,  the  schools.  Already 
many  schools  have  been  closed  for  overlapping,  as  one-class  schools. 
If  Government  will  not  stop  giving  effect  to  this  circular,  I  assure  the 
Government  that  it  is  these  people  who  are  going  to  suffer.  The 
circular  is  going  to  deala  blow  at  the  education  of  these  poor  down¬ 
trodden  people.  I  would  earnestly  request  the  Director,  who  has  been 
sympathetic  enough  to  provide  scholarship  recently  for  the  depressed 
class  students  in  the  college,  will  please  stop  and  look  into  the  conse¬ 
quences  of  this  circular  to  the  education  of  the  depressed  classes. 

In  regard  to  the  vocational  schools,  I  congratulate  the  Director  in 
opening  them.  I  would  request  him  to  extend  that  experiment  to  two 
schools,  one  in  the  north  and  one  in  the  south-  There  are  excellent 
private  schools  in  these  places  who  could  be  given  a  chance  to  experi¬ 
ment  in  this  matter.  With  these  words,  I  resume  my  seat. 

MR.  N.  ABDUR  RAHIMAN  SAHIB  ( Nominated )  :  Sir,  the  budget  as 
framed  by  the  Financial  Secretary  shows  a  surplus  of  about  Ks.  3^ 
lakhs.  But  whether  it  is  going  to  end  in  surplus  or  deficit  cannot  be 
said  with  any  amount  of  certainty.  Previous  history  tells  me  that  it 
may  not  end  in  a  surplus-  All  the  same,  it  is  a  very  satisfactory  budget, 
coming  as  it  does  after  a  series  of  deficit  budgets.  In  this  respect  it 
may  be  said  ihat  it  marks  a  new  era  in  in  the  history  of  Travancore. 
A  record  grant  of  about  Bs.  11 4  lakhs  has  been  allotted  for  works  of 
public,  utility.  There  is  a  provision  of  nearly  Bs.  28J  lakhs  for  the 
completion  of  the  Pallivasal  Hydro-Electric  Scheme  and  anuther  provi¬ 
sion  of  Bs-  .181  lakhs  as  the  State’s  share  fcr  the  fourth  stage  of  the 
Cochin  Harbour  Works.  These  are  some  of  the  noteworthy  features 
of  the  budget  presented  before  the  House. 
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The  Bevised  Estimate  of  1111  shows  a  deficit  of  about  Bs  5  lakhs 
against  an  anticipated  deficit  of  nearly  Bs.  7  lakhs  in  the  origiual  esti¬ 
mate.  This  shows  that  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  curtail  expendi¬ 
ture  as  far  as  possible. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  borrowed  capital  is  proposed  to  be  utili¬ 
sed  for  productive  works. 

Under  Education,  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  provision  is 
made  for  opening  some  vocational  schools  and  for  providing 
higher  education  in  Sanskrit  in  the  local  Arts  College.  In  this  conne- 
ct.on,  I  would  briny  to  the  notice  of  Government  the  necessity  of  pro¬ 
viding  facilities  for  Arabic  study  also  in  the  College.  Various  repre¬ 
sentations  have  been  made  to  the  Director  and  the  Government 
pointing  out  the  necessity  for  affording  facilities  to  Muslim  students  in 
Arabic  who  pass  the  School  Final  and  enter  Colleges  for  pursuing  their 
studies  in  Arabic.  Nothing  has  been  done  till  now.  May  I  take  this 
opportunity  to  remind  Government  once  again  that  that  need  is  keenly 
felt  by  many  of  the  Muslim  students?  Arabic  is  as  important  as  Sans¬ 
krit  and  if.  is  high  time  that  some  provision  is  made  for  appoint¬ 
ing  Arabic  Lecturers  in  the  local  Colleges. 

The  allotment  for  the  purchase  of  stud  bulls  for  the  improvement 
of  live-stock  and  promotion  of  better  farming  through  agricultural 
schools  is  no  doubt  a  good  measure. 

So  far  as  the  Medical  Department  is  concerned,  I  note 
that  there  is  a  scheme  for  the  training  of  midwives,  the  com¬ 
bating  of  epidemics,  extension  of  accommodation  in  the  Ayur 
veda  Hospital,  etc.  It  is  not  enough,  as  pointed  out  by  one  or  two 
honourable  members,  if  accommodation  is  made  for  a  few  more  beds  in 
the  local  Ayurveda  Hospital.  The  Ayurveda  Department  requires  a 
more  sympathetic  treatment ;  people  are  having  more  faith  in  the 
Ayurveda  system  of  treatment.  1  can  say  from  personal  experience 
that  many  of  the  patients  who  resort  to  the  local  Ayurveda  Hospital 
return  disappointed  for  want  of  accommodation.  It  is  not  enough  if 
three  or  four  more  beds  are  provided  there.  There  must  be  enough 
accommodation  for  all  the  patients  who  go  to  the  Hospital  for  treat¬ 
ment  as  in-patients.  An  honest  attempt  should  be  made  for  research 
work  being  conducted  in  this  Department.  For  want  of  funds  and  for 
want  of  accommodation,  the  needs  of  the  public  are  not  properly  attend¬ 
ed  to.  I  would  request  that  Government  may  he  pleased  to  bestow 
more  attention  on  this  matter  of  accommodation  and  thereby  afford 
convenience  and  comfort  to  the  sick  people. 

DEPUTT  PRESIDENT  When  you  say  accommodation,  I  believe,  you 
include  food  also  ? 

Mr.  N.  ABDliR  RAHIMAN  SAHIB  ( Nominated )  :  Yes.  Patients  must  have 
enough  beds,  they  must  have  food  and  they  must  be  given  medicine. 
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Coming  to  the  Industries  Department,  it  is  seen  that  provision  is 
made  for  ceramic  works,  for  the  rubber  factory,  etc.  One  or  two  years 
ago  there  was  a-  proposal  to  open  a  paper  factory  somewhere  near 
Always.  I' do  not  know  what  has  happened  in  regard  to  that  proposal. 
There  is  nothing  in  the  Financial  Secretary’s  speech  about  that.  The 
public  are  eager  to  know  what  has  happened  in  regard  to  that. 

Recently  we  heard  that  Government  were  seriously  thinking  of 
instituting  an  enquiry  into  the  question  of  Cottage  Industries.  The 
organisation  of  Cottage  Industries  will  go  a  long  way  in  improving  the 
economic  condition  of  the  people  especially  in  the 'rural  parts  of  the 
State.  I  would  draw  the  attention  of  the  Government  to  this  matter 
also. 

One  new  canon  of  financial  policy  enunciated  by  the  Financial 
Secretary  is  in  regard  to  the  departmentalisation  of  finances.  In  a 
most  progressive  state,  where  all  the  departments  are  equally  well  de¬ 
veloped,  it  may  be  a  sound  policy  to  be  adopted.  But,  in  Travancore, 
where  some  of  the  departments  are  deplorably  lacking  in  development 
and  progress,  the  adoption  of  this  canon  will  work  serious  hardship, 
nay,  even  stop  the  working  of  these  departments.  This  system  is  in 
vogue  in  Hyderabed  and  vve  do  not  know  whether  we  can  adopt  that. 
Until  all  our  departments  have  grown  to  their  full  stature,  this  canon 
should  not  be  adopted. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  You  think  that,  in  Hyderabad,  the  depart¬ 
ments  are  more  fully  developed  ? 

UR.  N.  ABDUR  RAHIMAN  SAWB  ( Nominated )  :  The  system  is  working 
there.  How  far  it  has  been  found  satisfactory  is  not  known. 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( VHavankocl )  :  Here  also,  will  it 
noc  work  better  if  there  is  an  Executive  Council  ? 

DEPUTY  PRES1DNET  :  It  is  a  hypothetical  question. 

Mr.  N  ABDUR  RAHIMAN  SAHIB  (Nominated)  :  What  is  required  is 
efficient  and  intelligent  financial  control  as  a  result  of  continuous  checi- 
ing  of  expenditure,  That  alone  will  mend  matters.  If  some  depart-, 
ments  are  allowed  free  grants  and  others  are  starved,  these  latter  will 
be  greatly  prejudiced. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Is  there  anybody  else  to  speak  ? 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala )  :  Sir,  I  may  be  given  some  more 
time  because  I  notice  other  members  are  not  speaking  to  day. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  You  cannot  say  that  because  other  members 
have  not  risen  up  there  will  be  nobody  else  to  speak.  If  you 
make  your  request  for  more  time,  it  will  be  considered  when  it  is 
necessary. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quiion  II):  Other  members 
who  had  more  to  say  but  could  not  say  for  want  of  time,  may  also  be 
given  some  more  time. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  In  other  words  you  want  to  reduce  the  state¬

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  Sivatanu  Pillai  will  please  confine  his 
remarks  to  the  budget.  I  would  also  request  him  to  speak  louder  so 
that  members  on  this  side  of  the  House  could  well  hear  him. 


MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tooala)  :  Yes  Sir.  At  present,  I  do  not 
know  whether  I  should  congratulate  the  Financial  Secretary  or  to  keep 
quiet,  leaving  him  alone.  The  other  day  when  the  Financial  Secretary 
completed  his  speech  I  was  wondering  how  he  was  able  to  bring  out 
a  surplus  budget.  Of  course  the  speech  took  nearly  one  hour  for  the 
mere  reading  of  it.  That  does  not  mean  that  the  budget  should  neces¬ 
sarily  be  a  surplus  budget. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  Mr.  Sivatanu  Pillai  cannot  be  heard  on 


this  side  of  the  House. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Torah)  :  I  shall  speak  to  the  best  of  my 


When  I  perused  the  budget,  I  was  able  to  find  that  the  surplus  is 
only  a  paltry  sum  of  Bs.  3,29,000.  How  that  surplus  was  gathered, 
whether  by  way  of  cutting  down  expenditure  unnecessary  and  extra¬ 
vagant  or  anything  of  the  kind,  could  not  be.  seen  from  the  budget 
speech. 

When  I  was  trying  to  find  out  the  solution  for  the  surplus;  the 
Chief  Engineer  came  tu  my  rescue.  At  the  close  of  the  Financial  Se¬ 
cretary’s  speech,  the  Chief  Engineer,  Mr.  Truscott,  sighed  a  sigh  of  re¬ 
lief  and  his  face  brightened  up.  Then  I  understood  that  he  is  not 
given  much  to  spend  next  year  and  correspondingly  he  has  less  work 
to  do  next  year.  He  was  brought  down  to  Travancore  as  an  Hydraulic 
expert.  Fortunately  for  him  he  has  nothing  to  do  with  hydraulic 
schemes.  When  he,  as  Chief  Engineer,  should  have  control  over  the 
P-  W.  D  as  a  whole  most  of  the  functions  were  taken  away  from  his 
jurisdiction.  We  have  a  water  works  expert  and  a  town  planning  expert ; 
and  various  other  experts  are  expected  to  come  into  being.  Those  ex¬ 
perts,  instead  of  being  under  the  control  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  are 
made  independent.  Somehow  these  experts  are  allowed  to  function 
indejpendently  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  at  the  same  time  continuing  the 
Chief  Engineer  in  office,  He  is  styled  forthe  moment  Chief  Engineer, 
Boads,  Buildings  and  Irrigation  with  less  work.  Jolly  good  fellow  as 
Mr.  Truscott  is,  he  is  going  to  have  a  leisurely  time  of  his  job  n'ext 
year  also.  This  is  how  the  budget  is  made  a  surplus  one. 
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The  present  budget  among  other  things  forecasts  the  next  year  to 
be  a  prosperous  one  according  to  the  words  of  the  Financial  Secre¬ 
tary.  There  is  a  very  small  surplus;  and  let  me  analyse  it.  I  know 
that  a  budget  gives  an  index  of  the  condition  of  the  country  ;  soma 
people  will  say  that  a  surplus  budget  will  show  the  wrong  way.  Some 
others  will  say  that  a  deficit  budget  will  correctly  give  an  index  of 
the  state  of  affairs.  I  am  of  the  latter  opinion.  The  Financial  Se¬ 
cretary  flamboyantly  brings  forward  a  surplus  budget  after  a  period  of 
two  or  three  years  ;  and  he  seems  to  itake  credit  for  it.  I  view  it 
with  some  sort  of  suspicion.  The  figures  are  only  inflated  and  do  not 
portray  a  healthy  state  of  affairs-  I  will  compare  the  figures  with  the 
elephantiasis  obtaining  in  Shertala  which  is  only  a  development  of 
disease.  I  am  not  able  to  put  it  in  a  more  emphatic  way.  This  sur¬ 
plus  is  made  up  of  an  expectation  of  Bs.  2J-  lakhs  from  land  revenue, 
about  Bs.  7  lakhs  and  odd  by  way  of  refund  of  customs  from  Jaffna  to¬ 
bacco  which  is  only  a  windfall  and  these  windfalls  are  taken  into 
account  in  exhibiting  a  surplus  budget.  That  is  not  good  policy  and 
a  correct  financial  policy.  When  these  two  facts  are  eliminated,  there 
could  not  be  a  real  surplus  budget. 

In  this  connection,  I  would  speak  a  word  about  the  recent  loan 
floated  by  Government.  I  would  warn  in  this  connection  that  they 
need  not  be  elated  about  the  over-subscribed  nature  of  the  Government 
loan  ;  and  no  wonder  it  is  over  :subscribed.  I  rely  for  the  explana¬ 
tion  for  this  on  the  same  as  found  on  page  17  of  the  budget  speech. 
It  reads  thus :  “The  rate  of  interest  has  now  fallen  to  a  point  incredibly 
low  and  capital  is  available  at  a  very  cheap  rate’’. 

It  is  seen  that  the  capital  is  cheap  and  the  rate  of  interest  is 
incredibly  low.  That  again  is  supported  by  the  fact  that  the  savings 
hank  interest  is  now  at  a  reduced  rate  in  British  India  i.  e.  2  per 
cent.  Under  such  conditions,  if  a  loan  is  attempted  to  be  floated  even 
by  the  Negus  of  Abyssinia,  who  is  now  in  England  without  an  Empire, 
with  the  help  of  League  of  Nations,  there  will  be  no  difficulty  at  all. 
That  being  so,  it  is  no  surprise  how  the  loan  was  over-subscribed  to 
about  six  times  the  actual  requirements.  In  British  India  national 
debts  are  being  repudiated  by  so  powerful  a  body  as  the  National 
Congress.  In  spite  of  such  threatening  circumstances,  British  Indian 
Government  loans  are  over-subscribed  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye. 
Credit  is  very  low,  so  money  flows  into  apparently  safe  places. 

Another  point  I  wish  to  refer  to  in  this  connection  is  this.  Still  fur. 
ther  down  in  the  same  page  the  Financial  Secretary  says;—  “All  over 
the  world,  economic  planning  is  regarded  at  present  as  the  main  objec¬ 
tive  of  modern  state-craft.  As,  in  this  mundane  world,  assets  cannot 
be  created  by  the  mere  waving  of  a  magic  wand,  the  next  best  thing  is 
to  seize  the  present  opportunity  to  investigate  and  complete  -all  possi¬ 
ble  deserving  schemes”.  Clearly  the  expression  as  a  whole,  namely, 
“  created  by  the  mere  waving  of  a  magic  wand  the  next  best  thing”  is 
bad  English.  Otherwise  it  would  mean  that  first  best  thing  is  to  wave 
a  magic  wand  and  the  next  kbest  thing  is  to  .sejze  '  the  present  ap- 
portunity. 
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DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Which  is  bad  English  ? 

Mr.  M.  SiVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala ) :  As  in  this  mundane  world 
assets  cannot  be  created  by  a  magic  wand  etc.,  etc.  .These  connote  a  pe¬ 
culiar  sense  not  within  the  reach  of  common  understanding.  What  is 
tins  '?  Waving  u  magic  wand  is  according  to  the  Financial  Secretary 
the  first  best  thing.  Does  magic  wand  create  asset  anywhere  either  in 
this  world  or  in  the  other  world?  Has  the  Financial  Secretary  seen 
the  other  world  to  say  this  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  is  not  putting  it  properly. 

MR  I,;.  Sls/ATANU  PILLAI  {Tuvalu.):  It  is  only  in  that  manner  I 
iirve  to  criticise  that  expression.  I  would  simply  ask  my  friend  to  go 
.back  and  come  with  his  experiments  in  that  region. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  I  should  regard  it  as  rather  objectionable 
-to  speak  in  that  strain.  Mr. -  Sivatanu  Pillai  will  proceed  with  his 
speech.  Further  the  expression  “mundane  world”  clearly  conveys  the 
meaning. 

MR.  88.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  {Tovala):  Anyway  I  do  not  know  the 
other  world.  What  I  wanted  to  say  was  this.  In  the  category  of 
economic  planning,  let  me  take  the  blubber  Factory  first,  it  is  said 
that  nothing  except  motor  tubes  and  cycle  tyres  are  manufactured 
•there,  'those  things  are  kept  in  a  lumber  room  as  it  were  and  kept 
safe,  because  they  could  not  be  marketed.  Can  that  be  called  econo¬ 
mic  planning?  It  is  just  like  a  minor’s  venture  in  opening  .a  coffee 
hotel  in  front  of  a  popular  Potti  hotel.  Our  experience  proves  that 
things  which  could  be  marketable  should  be  produced  in  larger  quanti¬ 
ties  and  thus  add  to  the  revenues  of  the  country.  It  is  no  use  that  the 
;  rubber  factory  produces  things  which  nobody  wants,  I  have  doubts 
•  whether  the  Agent  himself  now  appointed  is  a  properly  qualified  man 
for  ihe  work.  People  say  that  the  rubber  factory  also  is  going  the 
same  way  as  the  Punalur  Matches. 

A  w  ord  about  the  porcelain  factory.  I  do  not  know  whether  por- 
;  celaiu  could  be  manufactured  from  the  factory  proposed.  You  can  go 
on  experimenting'  till  the  whole  market  is  flooded  with  finished  goods 
.  from  other  countries.  Even  if  we  produce  any  stuff,  that  will  only  be 
of  an  inferior  stuff.  Sugar  factory  is  another  instance  of  the  muoh- 
boastcd  economic  planning.  The  less  said  about  it  the  better.  If  this 
is  the  main  objective  of  modern  state-craft,  as  the  Financial  Secretary 
...says,  I  do  not  know  where  we  are  going  to  be  landed.  Instead  of 
.  pursuing  in  this  direction,  the  Government  could  put  their  own  house 
'  in  order  and  should  shut  their  eyes  to  fruitless  ambitions. 

Nothing  by  way  of  encouragement  is  afforded  to  ^the  rural  needs 
.  of  the  country.  There  is  provision  in  the  budget  "for  the  so-called 
.  reproductive  schemes,  but  not  a  single  pie  for  the  agricultural  develop¬ 
ment  except  Scindhi  bulls  for  the  city  of  Trivandrum. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  You  are  not-  heard  on  this  side.  Gan 
you  raise  your  voice  a  bit  ? .. 
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Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovcdit.) :  If  the  ordinary  agriculturist 
is  not  taken  proper  care  of,  there  will  be  no  prosperity  at  all  in  the 
country.  It  is  the  land  revenue  which  is  the  main  source  of  income. 
For  Land  Revenue,  the  needs  of  the  agriculturist  should  be  gone  into 
minutely.  Without  peasantry,  no  Government,  could  exist. 

Another  important  point  I  wish  to  touch  upon  is  this.  Corruption 
in  the  services  is  now  the  order  of  the  day.  It  is  better  to  create  a 
department  styled  as  "Corruption  Intelligence  Department”  to  find  out 
the  corruption  of  officers.  If  corruption  is  found  among  the  lower 
ranks  of  the  officers  ;  the  Government  say  that  they  are  punished  by 
the  controlling  officers.  But  when  there  is  corruption  among  the 
higher  ranks,  there  is  no  scope  for  punishing  them.  It  is  high  time 
that  Government  devise  some  method  for  finding  out  corruption  in 
the  higher  ranks.  A  question  may  be  asked  whether  there  is  corrup. 
tion  in  Travancore.  I  will  recall  to  mind  the  pages  of  the  old  Sri 
Mulam  Popular  Assembly  Proceedings  and  quote  an  instance.  During 
an  ex-Dewan’s  time,  one  member  complained  against  corruption  in  the 
Police  Department.  The  then  Dewan  interrupted  the  member  whether 
he  could  give  instances.  The  member  answered  in  the  affirmative  and 
began  to  file  instances  one  after  another  with  facts  and  figures.  Then 
the  Dewan  got  stunned  and  exclaimed  that  Travancore,  when  com¬ 
pared  to  British  India,  is  by  far  in  .  a  better  position.  To  my  mind, 
such  corruption  exists  in  the  Police  Department  to  a  very  great  extent. 

If  that  was  the  state  of  affairs  in  the  Police  Department  years  ago,  the 
condition  must  be  much  worse  now. 

A  word  about  the  Police  Department.  Some  time  back,  that  is, 
just  previous  to  the  present  Acting  Commissioner,  the  department  was 
presided  over  by  one  well  acquainted  with  Shakespeare  and  English 
literature.  Honourable  members  some  times  used  to  refer  to  him  as 
Shakespearean  scholar.  I  could  imagine  that  Government  took  that 
humorous  reference  seriously  and  have  appointed  a  person  who  is  just  ■ 
the  other  way. 

DEPUTY  PR  ESIDENT  :  Is  that  a  teit  for  appointing  an  officer? 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Toledo.):  I  wish  to  say  that  the  one 
was  a  cultured  Chari  and  the  present  is  an  experienced  Aiyangar.  He  - 
is  issuing  circulars  also  in  a  Shakespearean  style  so  much  so  they  could 
be  interpreted  in  different  ways. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  "When  the  member  speaks  of  corruption  in 
the  Police  Department,  Shakespeare  is  not  quite  relevant  (Laughter). 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Toiahi)  :  Shakespeare  also  has  dealt 
with  corruption  for  the  matter  of  that.' 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  You  may  proceed  with  your  point  i  Mr 
Sivatanu  Piilai, 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  tTcvola):  I  read  in  papers  that  there*" 
was  riot  at  Alleppey  some  days  back  and  the  Police  were  ineffioient-Yo  • 
control  this  situation.  All  that  shows  the  department  is  wanting  in 
efficiency  and  there  is  no  effective  control.  They  say  that,  Blit  for  the 
Police,  the  riots  would  not.  Have, occurred.  -  -  .  - 
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:  Ms.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLA!  ( Vi  la,  ran  hod )  :  On  a  point  of 
order.  Is  the  member  in  order  in  referring  to  Alleppey  riots  which 
is  sub-jitdice? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  did  not  hear  him  say  so.  Did  Mr.  Siva, 
tanu  Pillai  say  that  ? 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (VilavaulvJ):  Yes.  Sir. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovalj)  :  I  was  in  a  way  referring  to 

that. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Please  leave  that  matter  alone. 

MR.  U.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  {'to onlay.  I  was  simply  adverting  to 
that  to  show  the  inefficiency  of  the  police  administration  as  a  result  of 
corruption  in  higher  ranks  as  well. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  Will  not  the  statement  made  by  the  Hono¬ 
urable  member  weigh  with  the  people  and  the  courts  of  the  land 
to  adopt  a  particular  line  of  action  ? 

Mr.  M.  SIYATANU  PILLAI  {TovuU)  :  I  shall  content  myself  by  say. 
ing  that  the  Police  Department  is  not  running  in  its  proper  lines  and 
should  be  thoroughly  overhauled.

The  quesion  has  been  examined  as  directed  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee.  The  Public  Accounts  Committee  that 
met  on  the  17th  and  19th  June  1936  was  also  consulted.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  present  system  may  continue,  since, 
under  the  proposed  arrangement,  the  provision  made  for  leave  allow¬ 
ances  is  likely  to  he  diverted  to  other  items  within  the  grant,  under 
the  rules,  that  the  present  system  is  more  economical  and  that  the 
system  in  British  India  of  including  provision  for  leave  reserve  in  the 
cadre  itself  is  more  costly.  Government  agree  with  the  opinion  of 
the  Committee  that  the  present  system  mav  continue.

T  P.  VEUYUDHAN  PIUAI  (Tinwalla  III):  May  I  know 
whether  the  Government  think  that  the  assurance  given  by  the.  Chair¬ 
man  in  the  Finance  Committee  is  of  no  weight  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  Even'that  question  is  not  admitted.

Mr.  V.  K.  VELAPPAN  NAIR  {Vaiham) :  May  I  know  who  that 
officer  was  ? 

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  ( Excise  Commissioner)  :  The  Excise  Sub- 
Inspector  there. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  I)  :  Was  the  officer  res¬ 
ponsible  for  the  tapping  ?  Did  he  himself  tap  illicitly  ?  {Laughter.) 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  {Excise  Commissioner):  It  was  his  duty 
to  prevent  illicit  tapping. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  {Quilon  II)  :  Has  not  the 
Range  Inspector  concurrent  jurisdiction,  along  with  the  Sub-Inspector, 
over  the  areas  for  which  a  Sub-Inspector  has  been  appointed  ? 

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  {Excise  Commissioner)  :  The  Sub-Inspectors 
in  charge  of  parties  are  working  under  the  Range  Inspector. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  II):  Was  any  action 
taken  against  the  Range  Inspector '? 

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  ( Excise  Commissioner)  :  No,  not  in  respect 
of  this  case. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  II)  :  Was  the  explana¬ 
tion  of  the  Range  Inspector  called  for  ? 

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner)  :  Yes.  Sir. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  ,  Has  it  been  found 
that  the  Range  Inspector  was  not  in  any  way  responsible  in  this 
case? 

MR.  0.  0.  MADHAVAN  ( Excise  Commissioner)  Yas. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  II)  :  Will  a  Range 
Inspector  be  held  responsible  for  illicit  tapping  within  his  range,  in 
any  case? 

PRESIDENT  :  That  is  a  general  question. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  :  Is  not  a  Range 
Inspector  responsible  for  illicit  tapping  within  his  range  ? 

MR.  C.  0,  MADHAVAN  ( Excise  Commissioner) :  Yes,  he  is  also  res¬ 
ponsible. 


State  Life  Insurance. 

18.  ^Mr.  S, CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  {Shencotta) :  Will  theGovern- 
ment  be  pleased  to  state  : 

{a)  whether  complaints  have  been  received  by  them  from 
private  Insurance  Companies  against  the  opening  of  the  Public  Branch 
of  the  State  Life  Insurance  activities; 

(5-)  whether  they  have  considered  the  complaints  and,  if  so,  the 
decision  arrived  at  by  them  ;  and 

(c)  whether  any  other  State  or  Government  is  running  a  Public 
Branch  of  the  State  Life  Insurance? 

RAO  BAHADUR  A.  REN6ASWAMI  AIYAR  (Financial  Secretary  to  Go - 
verrment) :  (a)  Yes.  Prom  the  Travaneore  Co-operative  Insurance 
Society  Ltd.,  No.  1957, 
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(b)  Yes.  The  President  of  the  Society  first  requested  Govern¬ 
ment  to  consider  the  feasibility  of  taking  over  the  concern  as  a  who'c 
and  merging  it  with  the  Public  Branch.  Later,  a  deputation  waited 
on  the  Dewan  as  per  Resolution  of  their  General  Body  and  suggested 
that  Government  may  confine  their  activities  to  Policies  of  Bs.  1,000 
and  above.  This  was  not,  however,  accepted  by  Government.  But 
Government  agreed  to  take  over  the  business  of  the  society,  as  originally 
requested,  under  certain  conditions. 

(c)  Yes,  the  Mysore  State. 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  {shencotta):  Did  the  Travan- 
core  Co-operative  Insurance  Society  complain  that  their  business  had 
been  affected  by  the  Government  opening  (he  public  branch  of  th  e 
State  Life  Insurance  ? 

RAO  BAHADUR  A.  RENGASWAMI  AIYAR  ( Financial  Secretary  to 
Government) :  Beyond  what  has  been  detailed  in  the  answer,  there 
has  been  no  farther  complaint  from  the  society. 

MR.  S.  GHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (. Sheiicutta)  :  What  I  want  to 
know  is  whether  originally  it  was  the  complaint  of  the  society  that 
their  business  had  been  affected  by  the  Government  opening  a  public 
branch  of  the  State  Life  Insurance. 

RAO  BAHADUR  A.  RENGASWAMI  AlYAR  (Financial  Secretary  to 
Government)-.  When  the  Government  started  the  public  branch  of 
their  insurance,  this  society  raised  objection  to  it.  Afterwards  they 
waited  upon  the  Dewan — as  is  explained  in  the  answer  here— and  the 
Government  gave  them  the  assurance  that  they  would  bay  over  the 
business  of  the  society  subject  to  certain  conditions.  Government  have 
not  heard  from  them  since.

With  reference  to  your  letters  C.  No.  1694/35  dated  27th  May  1935, 
and  E.  0.  C  No  1694/35  dated  7th  June  1935,  re  the  difficulties 
brought  to  notice  in  the  application  of  the  principles  laid  down  in 
para  11  of  G.  0-  E.  0.  C.  No.  6S0/35-1/G1.,  dated  16th  -April  1935, 
on  the  standardisation  of  salaries,  in  the'  matter  of  recruitment  and 
promotions  to  the  ministerial  staff  in  the  Land  Bevenue  Department 
and  in  the  Stationary  Magistrates’  courts,  I  have  the  honour  to  inform 
you  that  G.  0.  E.  Dis.  893/G1.  dated  25th  June  1935  on  the  question 
of  recruitment  to  the  Public  Service  recently  issued  makes  provision  for 
the  initial  recruitment  of  the  staff  in  the  departments.  Subject  to 
the  instructions  contained  in  this  G.  0.,  Government  sanction  the 
following  procedure  being  adopted  with  effect  from  1-10-1110  in  the 
matter  of  promotions  of  the  Pakuthi  staff,  the  clerical  staff  of  the 
Ecvenno  Department  and  the  staff  of  th  e  Magistrates’ courts : — ■ 

(it  For  the  purpose  of  promotions  among  Proverthicars  and 
Pakuthi  Accountants,  each  Division  may  he  treated  as  a  unit  and  the 
Division  Peishkars  and  the  Commissioner,  Devicolam,  may  be  authorised 
to  make  promotions  among  them. 

(ii)  The  staff  of  the  Magistrates’  courts,  working  under  the 
Division  Peishkar-District  Magistrates,  may  be  amalgamated  with 
the  staff  of  the  Bevenue  Department  and  included  in  the  general 
gradation  list  of  the  Department  for  purposes  of  promotion. 

(iii)  Gradation  lists  of  the  permanent  and  acting  hands  brought 
np-to-date  for  the  whole  department  may  be  maintained  in  the  Land 
Bevenue  Commissioner’s  office  and  copies  of  the  same  Supplied  to  all 
Division  Peishkars  and  the  Commissioner,  Devicolam.  Changes  in  the 
gradation  list  may  be  intimated  to  the  Division  Peishkar  and  the  Com¬ 
missioner,  Devicolam,  by  correction  slips  at  the  close  ot  every  month. 

(iv)  Promotions  to  permanent  vacancies  or  temporary  vacancies 
of  more  than  three  months’  duration  in  the  grades  within  his  powers  of 
appointment  may  be  ordered  by  the  Land  Eevenue  Commissioner  in 
the  order  of  seniority  according  to  the  gradation  list  of  the  whole 
department  and  in  the  proportion  of  three  graduates  to  one  under¬ 
graduate  where  such  a  proportion  has  been  ordered  to  be  maintained. 
The  'instructions  -already  issued  in  G.  0.  No.  Fl./Standn.  335,  dated

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NOTICE  OF  ADJOUBNMENT  MOTION. 

PRESIDENT  :  One  of  the  adjournment  motions,  which,  was  given 
notice  of  yesterday,  could  not  be  gone  through  as  another  adjournment 
motion  had  been  posted  for  discussion  yesterday.  That  motion,  on 
which  a  decision  has  now  to  be  arrived  at,  reads  thus  : 

•‘I  beg  Iea«  to  niako  a  motion  for  the  adjournment  of  the  business  of  the  House 
to  discuss  a  definite  matter  of  urgent  public  importance,  of  recent  oocurrenoe, 
Jir,  the  unrestricted  dumping,  into  India,  of  rubber  from  Burma,  in  excess  of 
iw  quota,  and  the  very  heavy  ioss  to  the  Travanooro  rubber-grouers  who  are, 
ill  uriiisequeiicc  deprived  of  the  local  market”. 

In  this  motion,  it  is  alleged  that  there  is  dumping.  It  is  also 
alleged  further  that  the  dumping  is  in  excess  of  the  quota  under  the 
Bubber  Bestin' ction  Scht  me.  These  are  actions  alleged  to  have  been 
perpetiated  by  another  Government,  viz.,  the  Government  of  Burma, 
which,  until  today,  is  part  of  the  Government  of  India.  Before,  there¬ 
fore,  deciding  the  admissibility  of  this  adjournment  motion,  the  Chair 
would  like  to  be  more  than  satisfied  whether  there  is  proof  which  the 
member  can  urge  in  support  of  bis  motion.  I  would,  therefore,  ask 
Mr.  Baman  Pillai,  who  has  given  notice  of  this  urgent  motion,  whether 
he  can  satisfy  the  Chair  that  he  is  in  possession  of  sufficient  material 
to  prove  the  two  allegations  he  has  made  against  the  Burma  Govern- 

MR.  R.  RAMAN  PILLAI  {Chang  anachery  cum  Peer  made  II) :  I  can 
give  no  proof  ether  than  an  article  published  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Indian  Planters’  Association,  in  the  Manorama  dated  the  7th  Karka- 
takam  1111.  It  is  stated  that  that  7,95,658  pounds  of  rubber  were 
exported  from  Burma  i:-to  India  in  the  month  of  May.  I  have  no 
other  proof,  Sir. 

PRESIDENT  :  So,  the  only  proof  that  the  Hon’ble  Member  has  is 
a  quotation  from  a  newspaper.  Have  the  Government  any  information 
on  the  matter  ? 

RAO  BAHADUR  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  {Chief.  Secretary  to  Govern, 
meat)  :  Government  have  not  received  any  official  information  on  this 
question  of  Burma  exporting  rubber  to  India.  Just  two  or  three  days 
hack.  Government  received  a  representation  from  the  Indian  Planters’ 
A  ssociation,  referred  to  by  Mr.  Banian  Pillai — based  evidently  on  the 
article  published  in  the  Manorama— that  there  was  dumping  of  Burma 
rubber  into  India,  and  that  the  Government  should  take  the  necessary 
action  to  prevent  it.  Beyond  that  representation,  Government  have 
not  leceived  any  information.  The  representation,  by  the  Indian 
Planters’ Association,  is  being  considered  by  the  Government;  and, 
if  it  is  found  necessary  to  take  any  action  on  it,  Government  will  do 
the  needful.  That  is  all  I  can  say  at  present, 

Mr.  K-  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quiicn  I)  :  Do  the  Government 
expect  to  get  official  information  in  regard  to  the  exportation  of  rubber 
beyond  the  q>i„ta  ? 
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RAO  BAHADUR  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Chief  Secretary  to  Govern- 
ment) :  Statistics  are  published  by  the  Government  of  India  in  their 
Trade  Journal. 

PRESIDENT  :  What  has  Mr.  Raman  Pillai  to  say  in  the  light  of 
the  statement  made  by  the  Chief  Secretary? 

Mr.  R.  RAMAN  PILLAI  ( Ghanyanachenj  cum  Teermade  II) :  If  the 
Government  are  prepared  to  enquire  into  the  matter  and  do  the  need¬ 
ful,  there  is  no  need  to  make  the  motion.  I  am  quite  prepared  to 
withdraw  the  motion. 

GENERAL  DISCUSSION  OF  THE  BUDGET  ( Contd .) 

PRESIDENT  The  House  will  now  resume  the  general  discussion 
of  the  Budget.  Mr.  Paoode  Narayana  Pillai  was  attempting  to  get  up, 
last  evening  when  the  House  adjourned. 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilavanhod) :  Yes,  Sir;  I  was 
in  possession  of  the  House  when  the  House  adjourned  last  evening. 

PRESIDENT;  But  the  House  was  not  in  possession  of  you 
( L  auqhter.) 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vihivankod) :  But  now  lam 

in  possession  of  the  House,  Sir. 

I  rise  to  make  a  few  observations  on  the  Budget  Estimate  for  the 
coming  year,  as  well  as  on  the  statement  made  by  the  Financial  Secre¬ 
tary  in  introducing  it.  At  the  very  outset,  I  have  to  submit  that  the 
Financial  Secretary,  after  disposing  of  the  various  figures,  on  the  ex¬ 
penditure  side  as  well  as  on  the  revenue  side,  in  a  particular  way  which 
would  suit  his  purpose,  concludes  with  a  consoling  statement  that  the 
next  year  is  expected  to  end  with  a  surplus  of  Rs.  3  lakhs  and  odd.  Sir, 
this  so-called  surplus  budget  is  not,  in  reality,  a  surplus  budget  at  all. 
A  close  scrutiny  of  the  figures  will  convince  any  one  that  the  next  year 
is  going  to  end  in  a  huge  deficit  and  not  at  all  in  any  surplus.  Let  us 
see,  Sir,  how  the  Financial  Secretary  has  managed  to  show  a  surplus. 
At  page  28  of  his  speech,  the  Financial  Secretary  has  made  two  state¬ 
ments.  One  is— 

"Our  olosing  cash  balances,  at  tho  end  of  the  ourrent  year—  i.  DU  are 
estimated  to  bo  Rs.  90’37  lakhs.” 

Just  a  few  lines  below,  he  makes  the  further  statement ; 

11  Our  dosing  cash  baianoo  at  the  dose  of  the  ensuing  year  is  expected  to  stand 
at  Rs .  46’84  lakhs,  which  represents  roughly  the  minimum  workiog  bdanoe 

That  is  the  position,  Sir. 

We  must  also  know  how  this  position  has  been  arrived  at.  We 
find  from  the  disposition  of  the  various  figures  that  the  Government 
balance  has  been  considerably  depleted,  nay,  exhausted,  as  the  Finan¬ 
cial  Secretary  observes  at  page  27  of  his  statement,  so  that  the  general 
current  balance  of  Government  is  expected  to  be  overdrawn  at  the  end 
of  the  next  year  by  Rs.  9'57  lakhs.  So,  the  accumulated  surplus  of 
several  years  has  been  considerably  drawn  upon. 

Secondly ,  there  is  a  particular  method  of  classification  of  accounts 
adopted  for  the  first  time  in  this  year’s  budget.  Certain  items  of  ex¬ 
penditure,  which  were  till  recently  placed  under  expenditure  charged  to 
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revenue,  are  for  the  first  time  transferred  to  items  of  expenditure  not 
charged  to  revenue,  that  is,  capital  expenditure.  By  this  clever  dispo- 
sition,  Sir,  the  Financial  Secretary  has.  been  able  to  make  both  ends 
meet  and  to  console  us  by  saying  that  at  the  end  of  the  next  year  it  is 
expected  that  there  will  be  a  surplus  of  Bs.  3  lakhs  and  odd. 

Then  again,  Sir,  there  is  the  other  factor  to  be  considered,  namely, 
in  addition  to  all  these  things,  we  have  run  into  a  debt  to  the  tune  of 
Bs.  50  lakhs.  For  the  first  time  in  recent  years  the  Gfovernment  have 
floated  a  loan  and  to  that  extent  the  State  has  become  indebted.  We 
have  to  set  apart,  year  after  year  for  the  next  twenty  years,  out  of  the 
current  revenues  a  big  amount  which  would  cover  the  interest  charges. 
Secondly,  we  have  to  set  apart  at  the  same  time,  out  of  the  current 
revenues  for  the  next  twenty  years,  a  sum  which  would  pay  off  the 
whole  of  the  principal  amount  when  it  becomes  mature. 

Sir,  under  these  circumstances,  I  am  not  prepared  to  call  this  a 
surplus  budget.  It  would  have  been  better,  Sir,  if  the  real  position  had 
been  disclosed  to  this  House,  by  calling  a  spade  a  spade,  by  saying  that 
next  year  is  expected  to  end  with  a  deficit.  Well,  Sir,  we  are  not  afraid 
of  a  deficit  budget.  A  deficit  budget  is  a  budget  which  is  the  result  of 
the  Government  undertaking  huge  reproductive  schemes.  By  under¬ 
taking  such  schemes,  of  coarse,  the  current  revenues  will  have  to  be 
indented  upon  and  sometimes  loans  will  have  to  be  floated  and  the  pro- 
needs  of  those  loans  will  have  to  he  utilised  for  such  purpose.  Sir,  if 
the  schemes  launched  are  nation-building  schemes,  if  the  schemes  are 
such  as  would  in  effect  increase  or  enhance  the  material  resources  and 
the  general  prosperity  of  the  country,  certainly  such  a  deficit  budget  is 
a  budget  over  which  every  one  of  us  will  have  to  feel  g'ad.  Sir,  a  true 
surplus  budget  is  one  which  reflects  truly  the  real  financial  position  of 
the  State.  I  ask  the  Financial  Secretary  in  all  earnestness,  does  this 
surplus  budget  that  he  has  budgefcted  for  the  next  year  with  a  surplus  of 
Bs.  3  lakhs  and  odd,  really  reflect  the  real  financial  position  of  the  country? 
That  is  the  acid  test.  Sir,  every  impartial  observer  would  at  once 
answer  that  question  by  saying  that  it  does  not  reflect  the  real  financial 
position- of  the  country. 

Then,  Sir,  a  word  about  the  bifurcation  of  the  post  of  the  Finan¬ 
cial  Secretary  and  the  Account  Officer.  Sir,  some  time  ago  on  the  floor 
of  this  House  when  the  question  of  the  bifurcation  of  the  place  of  the 
Account  Officer  and  the  Financial  Secietary  was  discussed,  the 
Government  told  us  that  by  this  new  arrangement  there  will  be  an 
improvement,  a  decided  improvement,  in  the  financial  policy  of  the 
State.  The  answer  given  by  the  Government  then  was,  if  I  remember 
right  and  if  the  honourable  members  of  this  House  would  remember 
the  occasion,  that  by  creating  a  sepirate  post  of  Financial  Secretaryship 
the  Government  will  be  able  to  inaugurate  a  new  financial  policy,  that 
the  new  officer  will  be  able  to  give  advice  to  Government  on  financial 
matters  with  regard  to  the  new  undertakings,  with  regard  to  fresh 
schemes  to  be  launched,  with  regard  to  the  ways  and  means  position, 
and  with  regard  to  the  sources  from;,  which  the  various  schemes  will 
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have  to  be  financed.  That  was  the  answer  given  by  Government  cn 
the  floor  of  this  House,  Sir,  on  that  occasion.  But  what  is  it  that  we 
find  in  this  budget  ?  In  the  statement  of  the  Financial  Secretary,  do 
we  find  any  advice  given  by  the  Financial  Secretary  on  matters  like 
these  to  the  Government?  Well,  Sir,  the  new  Financial  Secretary 
has  been  able  to  play  fully  with  the  figures  on  the  usual  lines.  He  has 
not  risen  above  the  position  of  a  clever  accountant.  I  do  not  find  any 
original  suggestion  offered  to  the  Government  so  that  the  Government 
could  safely  act  upon  his  advice.  Instead  of  that,  Sir,  we  find  in  the 
Financial  Secretary's  statement  certain  truisms,  mere  platitude?,  which 
even  a  novice  in  economics  would  ordinarily  know.  For  instance,  the 
Financial  Secretary  says  — ‘  Beproductive  schemes  ought  to  be  repro¬ 
ductive.’  Yes  ;  we  all  know  that  reproductive  schemes  ought  to  be 
reproductive  and  that  if  we  spend  for  the  Pallivasal  Hydro-Electric 
Scheme  it  ought  to  pay,  that  if  we  spend  money  on  the  Kaolin 
Factory,  it  ought  to  pay.  We  know  that  and  we  do  not  want  the 
Financial  Secretary,  an  independent  and  highly  paid  officer,  to  advise 
Government  on  the  financial  policy  of  the  State,  to  say  that  these 
schemes  ought  to  be  reproductive.  Has  he  considered  the  question 
whether  the  schemes  launched  by  the  Governmeut,  whether  the 
schemes  which  are  now  worked  by  the  Government  on  a  particular  line, 
whether  these  schemes  would  pay  their  way?  If  there  is  any  defect,  or 
if  any  new  policy  ought  to  be  initiated  in  regard  to  existing  schemes, 
that  is  the  question  that  should  be  considered  by  him-  Well,  Sir,  the 
statement  of  the  Financial  Secretary  is  a  mere  barren  report  on  such 
matters. 

Then,  again,  Sir,  another  platitude  that  he  gives  us  in  the  state¬ 
ment  is  that  true  economics  lies  in  spending,  not  in  saving.  Well,  Sir, 
every  student  of  economics  knows,  this  elementary  position  that  true 
economics  lies  in  spending,  not  in  saving.  Sir,  we  expected,  when  the 
Government  inaugurated  the  new  policy  of  floatation  of  a  loan  and 
financing  schemes  from  the  proceeds  of  such  a  loan  that  some  bold  un¬ 
dertaking,  some  bold  schemes,  would  be  launched  by  the  Government. 
For  instance,  Sir,  it  was  years  ago  that  the  Government  spent  a  lot  of 
money,  nearly  to  the  tune  of  Bs.  50,000  for  the  railway  extension 
scheme.  The  Imefrom  Trivandrum  up  to  the  southernmost  point  in  the 
State  was  surveyed  at  a  cost  of  nearly  Bs.  50,000.  In  answer  to  a 
question  put  by  an  honourable  member  on  the  floor  of  this  House  as  to 
how  much  was  spent,  and  when  it  was,  the  Government  stated  that 
some  five  years  ago  nearly  Bs  50,000  was  spent.  For  wbat  purpose 
nobody  knows.  Well,  Sir,  we  find  in  the  neighbouring  sister  State  of 
Cochin  that,  in  anticipation  of  the  Cochin  Harbour  becoming  in  the 
near  future  one  of  the  major  ports  in  India,  the  Government  took  time 
by  the  forelock  and  they  converted  the  metre-gauge  line  from  Erna- 
kulam  to  Shoranur  into  a  broad-gauge  one.  Well,  Sir,  that  is  wise 
statesmanship.  In  order  to  get  the  full  benefits  of  Cochin  becoming  a 
major  port,  the  broadening  of  the  railway  was  an  urgent  problem  and  it 
was  completed  by  the  Cochin  Darbar.  But  what  is  it  that  we  find  here 
in  Tr^vanoore  ?  Here,  by  some  curious  arrangement,  for  a  portion  of 
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the  State  a  small  bit  of  railway  line  was  opened  some  years  ago.  Even 
that  was  working  at  a  loss  and  the  line  was  extended  for  some  little 
distance  more.  But  has  it  improved  the  situation  ?  It  has  only  landed 
us  in  a  worse  position. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  II)  :  I3  it  the 

member’s  opinion  that  the  position  must  be  made  still  worse  by  further 
extensions  ? 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilavankod)  :  By  further  ex¬ 
tensions  the  position  is  going  to  be  improved  and  not  worsened.  That 
is  my  opinion. 

MR.  K,  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  I) :  May  I  know  the  data 
on  which  the  member  relies. 

Mr.  PAGCOE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilavankod)  :  Well,  Sir,  if  a 
railway  line  is  to  be  made  commercially  a  paying  concern,  it  must  open 
up  the  whole  of  the  country  and  not  a  portion  of  it.  Then  only  will  it 
develop  the  trade  and  commerce  of  the  country,  and  it  will  interlink 
the  various  portions  of  the  State,  producing  different  products,  with 
important  ports.  That  will  pay  the  way  and  there  jwili  be  no  loss. 
That  is  my  humble  position,  Sir. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikam ) :  Is  it  the  member’s 
point  that  the  Cochin  Harbour  must  be  connected  with  the  Quilon- 
Shencotta  railway  ? 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilavankod) :  A  railway  which 
traverses  the  whole  length  of  Travancore,  from  the  southernmost 
point  to  the  Cochin  Harbour  will  be  a  paying  concern, 

Mr.  A.  8.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (MaveVkara)  ■  Is  it  the  southern¬ 
most  or  northernmost  point  ? 

MR-  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  C  Vilavankod):  Any  point,  Sir 
It  must  be  a  full  line  and  not  a  short  or  a  broken  line.  It  must  be  a 
line  from  one  end  of  the  country  to  the  other  so  that  all  parts  of  the 
eauntry  may  be  benefited  by  it.  Sir,  we  would  not  have  quarrelled 
with  the  Government  if,  instead  of  borrowing  this  Bs.  50  lakhs  and 
meeting  the  current  expenses  on  certain  schemes  which  are  already 
pending,  the  Government  had  floated  a  huge  loan  and  the  whole  amount 
ef  the  loan  had  been  utilised  for  the  lailway  extension  in  the  State,  to 
work  up:  the  plan  that  was  inaugurated  some  years  ago  by  one  of  the 
■theft administrators.  That  would  have  been  a  very  wise  policy. 

Mr.  A.  S-  DASIODlARAtJ  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ) :  Does  the  member 
know  that  the  investments  on  railways  have  now  proved  to  be  less  pro¬ 
fitable? 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilavankod)  :  Sir,  that  is  due 
to  different  causes.  It  is  on  account  of  the  wide  spread-demand  for 
redaction  in  freight  and  of  course  the  present  general  economic  depres¬ 
sion  has  no  doubt  affected  the  railway  income  to  some  extent.  We 
all  know  that.  But  I  say  that  is  not  the  consideration  which  ought  to 
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weigh  with  us  when  we  think  of  the  extension  of  railways  in  Travan- 
core.  To  make  the  railway  really  benefit  the  country  is  a  huge  plan 
and  is  well  worth  consideration  by  the  Government. 

MR.  PUTHUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quuon  II)  :  Is  it  not 
enough  if  this  is  considered  after  the  Pallivasal  Hydro-Electric  Scheme 
is  completed  ? 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilavankoil) :  Why  should  we 
wait  till  we  have  Pallivasal  Electric  current  before  we  complete  our 
railway  ?  Somehow  or  other  I  place  more  confidence  in  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  railways  for  benefiting  the  whole  State  ard  especially  in  this 
particular  case  if  our  country  is  connected  by  railway  with  one  of  the 
major  ports  in  India  certainly  that  is  going  to  be  a  very  good  thing  for 
the  State. 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Kalliitlam  I) •  Sir,  the  statement  of  the 
Financial  Secretary  that  the  general  financial  condition  of  the  State 
may  be  regarded  as  one  of  exceptional  strength  and  soundness  appears 
to  be  a  vain  attempt  to  assure  the  anxious  public  of  the  exact  financial 
position  of  the  State.  Sir,  I  do  not  intend  to  traverse  the  grounds 
covered  by  the  previous  speaker,  to  show  that  the  surplus  is  the  result 
of  re-classification  of  certain  items  of  expenditure.  The  Secretary  says 
that  economic  planning  is  regarded  all  over  the  world  as  the  main 
objective  of  modern  state-craft  Sir,  the  administrators  of  bygone 
days  have  earned  our  gratitude  by  a  wise  husbanding  of  the  resources 
of  the  State  as  a  result  of  which  they  have  been  able  to  accumulate 
surpluses  after  meeting  all  recurring  expenditure.  But  in  recent 
years  our  resources  have  been  going  down.  In  1104,  the  balance  stood 
atBs.  170T3  lakhs.  In  1108,  it  came  down  to  Rs.  119'74  lakhs.  In  1110, 
it  dwindled  down  to  Bs.  108'22  lakhs.  In  1111,  it  came  further  down 
to  Bs.  80-27  lakhs  from  which  amount  Bs,  34’78  lakhs  is  to  be  drawn 
in  the  course  of  the  next  year.  This  leaves  in  our  hands  Bs.  45-49  lakhs 
whereas  we  have  incurred  a  loan  of  Bs.  50  lakhs  which  is  also  to  be 
expended  next  year.  Let  us  now  consider  whether  this  drawing  from 
the  resources  has  been  utilised  to  the  best  advantage  of  the  State. 
When  Government  enter  into  contracts  with  firms  or  individuals,,  they 
have  no  steady  policy  or  adequate  forethought  and  in  the  long  run  they 
become  losers.  We  have  instances  of  this  in  the  Rubber  Factory  and 
the  Sugar  Factory.  When  the  first  Public  Accounts  Committee  met, 
the  Dewan-President  was  full  of  hope  about  the  Thuekalai,  Sugar 
Factory  because  the  Government  thought  that  persons  in  charge  of  it 
have  great  business  capacity.  But,  now  it  is  seen  that  the  factory  is  a 
complete  failure  and  Government  have  incurred  heavy  loss  in  that 
business, 

Coming  to  the  Rubber  Factory,  when  Government  entered  into  an 
agreement  with  Mr.  Helen,  they  said  that  they  were  able  to  secure 
the  services  of  an  expert  for  a  morsel  of  food  and  a  motor  car,  I  mean 
bis  food  and  lodging  plus  travelling  allowance.  The  building  was  put 
up  at  enormous  cost,  plant  and  machinery  got  down  at  heavy  price, 
raw  materials  collected  and  work  of  manufacture  of  goods  commenced’ 
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The  mixing  of  rubber  with  chemicals,  which  is  the  most  important 
process  in  the  whole  manufacture,  is  kept  as  a  secret  with  Mr.  Helen 
who  does  it  in  his  own  room  closed  up.  He  alone  knows  that  process 
and  none  of  his  subordinates.  As  a  businessman,  Mr,  Helen  knows  how 
to  do  business  for  he  can  now  dictate  terms  to  the  Government.  When 
he  leaves,  the  factory  will  have  to  be  closed.  He  has  now  been  given 
a  higher  salary  after  a  lot  of  negotiations.  The  Government  are  now 
in  a  very  disadvantageous  plight  inasmuch  as  they  will  have  to  accept 
the  terms  that  would  be  dictated  by  Mr.  Helen,  for,  without  him,  the 
factory  could  not  be  worked.  The  agreement  and  terms  of  business 
ought  to  have  been  fixed  up  at  the  preliminary  stage. 

In  the  Poreclain  Factory,  an  expert  has  been  appointed.  I  do  not 
know  whether  an  agreement  has  been  got  from  him  or  the  terms  of 
his  service  stipulated.  I  only  point  this  out  to  show  the  haphazard 
way  in  which  lakhs  and  lakhs  of  rupees  of  the  hard-worked  ryots  had 
been  made  liable  to  be  mis-spent  and  risked.  The  case  pointed  out 
above  should  not  be  repeated.  I  warn  Government  that  they  should 
have  been  careful  before  launching  upon  these  works  so  that  the  best 
result  may  be  turned  out  at  the  cheapest  and  most  advantageous 
terms. 

Now,  Sir,  to  refer  back  to  the  surplus  balance.  The  only  capital  work 
for  which  the  accumulated  surplus  had  been  touched  upon  before  1104 
was  for  the  Kodayar  Project-  The  Kodayar  Project  has  been  a  really 
re-productive  one  inasmuch  as  it  has  laid  .open  thousands’  of  acres  of  land 
for  paddy  cultivation,  yielding  an  income  of  2'2  per  cent,  every  year. 
Government  must  have  now,  by  the  sale  of  tank-beds,  realised,  besides 
the  recurring  income,  about  80  lakhs  of  rupees,  the  sum  they  have  spent 
upon  the  Project. 

We  cannot  look  at  with  satisfaction  the  scanty  allotments  made 
towards  development  of  nation-building  activities  and  rural  needs  such 
as  village  health,  and  sanitation,  communication  and  irrigation.  I  was 
surprised  to  hear  from  the  Financial  Secretary,  who  has  allotted  lakhs 
and  crores  for  diverse  schemes,  another  tale  when  provision  is  sought 
for  the  vital  needs  of  the  villagers  or  the  people  of  the  State  at  large. 
The  Financial  Secretary  says  : 

“Proposals  for  the  reorganisation  of  the  Public  Health  Department  were  urged  by 
the  Director  with  a  view  to  facilitate  efficient  registi  ation  of  vital  statistics, 
which  plays  au  important  role  in  the  Public  Health  activities,  and  to  obviate 
the  frequent  need  for  special  temporary  stiffs  for  combating  epidemics.  But 
in  view  of  the  hea  -y  cost  involved  in  such  a  complete  reorganisation  of  the 
department  simultaneously  throughout  the  State,  it  is  proposed  to  work  out 
the  scheme  in  smaller  instalments  by  beginning  with  the  localities  most  sub¬ 
ject  to  epidemics.  A  lump  sum  provision  of  Es.  1 0,000  lua  been  made  for  the 
purpose.” 

If  the  Government  had  in  mind  the  vital  needs  of  the  people, 
especially  at  a  time  of  famine  and  distress.  Government  would  not  have 
grudged  the  expenditure  of  a  few  lakhs  of  rupees  for  the  health  and 
sanitation  of  the  villages.  '  Village  economics  and  village  sanitati  n 
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ought  to  form  the  primary  consideration  of  Government  more  than 
any  scheme  of  doubtful  utility.  If  you  take  the  last  year,  you  will  find 
that  there  was  hardly  a  week  in  which  the  State  was  not  affected  by 
either  malaria  or  cholera  or  plague  or  other  epidemics.  I  wish  to 
urge  upon  Government  that,  at  a  time  like  this  when  the  need  is 
most  felt,  facilities  should  be  given  for  working  out  such  beneficial 
schemes. 

As  for  the  Pallivasal  Scheme,  I  do  not  know  whether  it  is  going 
to  be  a  success  or  not.  Anyhow  I  am  not  so  optimistic  of  its  success 
as  the  Financial  Secretary  is.  Government  have  not  made  any  prior 
arrangement  for  the  utilisation  of  the  power  that  the  scheme  would 
supply .  I  learn  that  the  Cochin  Government  have  their  own  scheme 
for  the  generation  of  power.  In  that  case,  how  are  we  going  to  utilise 
the  power  generated  in  Pallivasal  ?  It  is  doubtful  whether  the 
K.  D.  H.  P.  Company  will  take  any  considerable  portion  of  the  power. 
The  only  alternative  is  to  start,  industries  in  the  various  parts  of  the 
State,  especially  in  North  Travancore.  The  question  is  whether  Travan- 
coreans  are  in  a  position  to  spend  money  on  such  investments.  If 
Government  had  surplus  funds,  they  could  have  provided  funds  for  the 
inauguration  of  industrial  schemes,  but  they  have  none  at  this  time 
when  all  the  surplus  has  been  drawn,  even  over-drawn. 

A  word  about  the  Public  Works  Department,  It  is  the  frequent 
cry  of  the  members  of  this  House  that  rural  needs  are  neglected.  I 
will  only  give  some  figures  to  show  that  the  provision  for  roads  and 
irrigation  works  is  very  meagre.  In  the  next  year’s  budget,  out  of 
Bs.  39  lakhs  and  odd  allotted  for  the  P.  W.  D.,  for  works  on  roads 
which  are  in  progress,  only  Bs.  1'43  lakhs  have  been  allotted,  and  for 
new  works  Bs.  1  ’75  lakhs  have  been  allotted.  For  protective  Irriga¬ 
tion  works  in  progress  Bs.  1,32,000  and  fcr  new  irrigation  works 
Bs.  1,27,095  only  have  been  allotted.  With  regard  to  productive 
irrigation,  Bs.  8,080  fc  works  in  progress  and  Bs.  17,000  for  new 
works  are  the  allotments.  The  total  allotment  on  these  is  only 
Bs.  5,70,765.  Even  from  this  amount  we  know  that  only  a  moiety 
will  really  go  towards  the  actual  works.  A  portion  will  go  to  the  con¬ 
tractors  as  their  profit,  another  portion  to  the  Supervisors,  another 
portion  to  the  Assistant  Engineer,  and  still  another  to  the  Executive 
Engineers  in  some  cases  who  are  in  charge  of  the  works.  The  propor¬ 
tions  vary  according  to  the  status  of  the  officers  and  the  amount  of  the 
contract. 

Ms.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  (Chii/  Engineer,  Hoads,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation)  :  Does  he  mean  to  say  that  the  Chief  Engineer  is  also  in¬ 
cluded  in  it  ?  What  is  the  percentage  that  he  gets  ? 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( Kalkulam  I)\  I  am  not  aware  of  that. 

Mr,  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  (Chief  Engineer ,  Hoads,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation)  :  Then  why  does  he  make  that  statement  ? 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Kalkulam  I)  \  I  know,  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
that  the  contractors  pay  a  certain  portion  to  the  Executive  Engineer, 
the  Assistant  Engineers  and  the  Supervisors  almost  as  a  general  case. 
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Mr.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  (Chief  Engineer,  Hoads,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation) :  May  I  ask  the  member  to  give  names  and  figures  ? 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( Kaikulam  I ) :  I  will  not  give  names  in  the 
open  House.  . 

Mr.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  (Chief  Engineer,  Hoads,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation )  :  The  honourable  member  made  that  statement  in  the 
open  House  and  I  would  therefore  ask  him  to  give  the  information  in 
the  open  House. 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Kalkitlam  I)\  1  am  not  going  to  give  out 
the  names  or  the  amounts  here,  but  I  assure  the  House  on  my  own 
responsibility,  the  responsibility  of  an  elected  representative,  that,  in  al- 
most  every  contract,  especially  in  big  contracts,  a  portion  is  given  even 
to  the  Executive  Engineers- 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikard)  ■  If  the  member  is  not 
giving  the  names  now,  will  not  his  statement  be  taken  as  casting  a 
cloud  upon  the  fair  name  of  almost  all  the  officers  even  though  they 
may  be  innocent  ? 

MR,  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Kalkitlam  I) :  There  are  several  officers 
who  can  be  included  in  the  category.  I  would  advocate  the  institution 
of  a  corruption  intelligence  department  which  may  work  with  advan. 
tage  to  check  such  corruption. 

MR.  K.  C.  KARUNAKARAN  ( Nominated ) :  Sir,  Travancore  being  to  a 
large  extent  an  important  maritime  State  in  India,  with  all  possibilities 
of  a  growing  internal  and  external  trade,  it  is  only  legitimate  for  us  to 
expect  from  the  Einancial  Secretary  a  clear  idea  as  to  the  policy  that 
will  be  adopted  by  Government  in  regard  to  our  trade, 

PRESIDENT :  I  suspect  that  it  is  manuscript  eloquence.  Please 
see  that  the  matter  is  finished  in  time. 

MR.  K.  C.  KARUNAKARAN  (Nominated)'.  It  is  the  primary  duty 
of  the  Einancial  Secretary  to  examine  very  satisfactorily  our  exports 
and  imports  and  also  give  us  an  idea  whether  the  balance  of  trade  is 
..  favourable  to  our  country  or  not.  I  need  not  tell  the  House  that  the  econo¬ 
mic  prosperity  of  a  country  depends  upon  the  trade  balance  of  the  coun¬ 
try  ;  and  if  the  trade  balance  becomes  unfavourable,  that  shows  that  the 
country  is  falling  into  an  economic  plight.  Mr.  Asan  drew  the  attention  of 
the  House  to  the  figures  of  1104  in  regard  to  our  trade  position  and 
said  that  the  balance  of  trade  was  unfavourable  to  us.  He  was  com¬ 
paring  the  figures  of  1104  and  1110.  Ido  not  find  fault  with  th6 
Einancial  Secretary  for  not  going  back  to  1104;  but  I  do  find  fault 
with  the  Einancial  Secretary  in  his  not  taking  into  consideration  the 
trade. position  for  the  years  1109  and  1110.  If  he  had  only  properly 
examined  those  figures,  he  could  have  told  us  what  the  percentage  cf 
our  export  and  import  trades  is  and  where  it  stands.  The  figures 
stood  at  fi 5  and  45  respectively.  That  clearly  shows  th.it  the  export 
trade  is  slowly  falling,  while  the  import  trade  is  slowly  going  up. 
What  Mr.  Asan  said  yesterday  in  this  connection  was  only  correct-  I 
would  go  a  step  further  and  say  that  the  Einancial  Secretary  should 
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have  examined  these  aspects  of  the  trade  position.  Unlike  other  coun¬ 
tries,  in  Travancore,  the  export  duty  is  a  dominant  factor.  The 
Travancore  Government  mainly  depend  to  a  large  extent  for  its  re¬ 
venues  on  the  export  duty.  It  is  a  well-known  economic  practice  that 
an  export  duty  should  be  put  only  on  the  produce  of  a  country  which 
has  the  character  of  a  monopoly-  For  many  years,  the  Travancore 
Government  was  keeping  the  export  duty  on  cocoanut  products.  This 
export  duty  was  realised  more  for  revenue  purposes  although  it  afforded 
protection  to  the  millers.  1  was  a  strong  supporter  of  Government 
in  this  view  from  1928  onwards.  Now  trade  conditions  have  changed. 
It  is  imperative  for  Government  to  examine  carefully  the  implications 
contained  in  keeping  the  export  duties  in  the  country  any  further.  It 
will  also  be  realised  from  statistics  that  the  export  duties  under  coco¬ 
nut  products  are  falling  down  slowly  with  the  exception  of  coir.  In 
keeping  the  export  duty  I  must  say  that  the  Financial  Secretary  has 
not  carefully  studied  how  this  affects  the  trade  position  of  the  country. 
He  has  not  examined  whether  this  will  lead  to  better  exports  and 
whether  the  Government  could  realise  more  amount  in  the  form  of 
duty. 

The  Financial  Secretary  has  stated  that,  as  the  assets  cannot  be 
created  by  the  mere  waving  of  a  magic  want,  the  next  best  thing  is  to 
seize  the  present  opportunity  to  investigate  and  complete  all  possible 
deserving  schemes.  I  know  of  one  instance  where,  about  12  years  ago, 
our  Government  was  able  to  create  assets  in  one  fine  morning  at  a 
moment’s  notice.  The  then  Dewan  and  the  Chief  Secretary  to  Govern¬ 
ment  conspired  together  and  imposed  a  duty  on  pepper.  The  duty 
was  raised  from  Us-  10  to  Rs.  15  per  500  lbs.  The  price  of  pepper 
then  was  Es.  600  per  candy.  What  is  the  price  of  it  today  ?  It  is 
only  Es.  100  per  candy.  I  ask  whether  the  Financial  Secretary  has 
examined  carefully  this  aspect  of  the  question  in  regard  to  the  existing 
high  rate  of  export  duty  on  pepper.  I  ask,  as  a  busine-s  man,  does  it 
not  affect  the  production  of  pepper  and  does  it  not  affect  the  quantity 
of  pepper  exported  to  other  countries-  There  is  the  neighbouring 
State  where  no  duty  on  pepper  exists.  In  the  year  1110  by 
way  of  export  duty  the  revenue  realised  was  only  Es.  2  lakhs.  In  1109 
it  was  Es.  5  lakhs.  That  shows  that  not  only  our  export  is  artificially 
restricted  but  also  the  amount  realised  as  duty  is  coming  dow;  .  Then 
there  is  the  export  duty  realised  on  ginger.  It  fetches  a  price  of  about 
Es.  300  per  candy  today.  Last  year  it  fetched  about  Es.  40  to  GO  pet 
candy.  Is  it  not  the  duty  of  the  Financial  Secretary  to  encourage,  the 
cultivation  of  ginger  indirectly  and  to  place  us  on  a  level  with  South 
Africa  which  is  competing  with  us  in  the  open  world  market.  What  was 
the  duty  realised  in  1109  for  ginger  ?  It  was  1,00,000  rupees  in  1110 
and  the  duty  now  realised  is  about  Rs.  41,000.  If  only  the  Financial 
Secretary  had  studied  the  trade  position  in  relation  to  export  duty,  the 
cultivators,  the  traders,  the  merchants,  the  shippers,  the  mill-owners 
all  these  people,  would  have  been  benefited.  X  would  only  request 
Government  to  go  into  the  question  of  export  duty  very  seriously  and 
Vol.VIH.  No.  3. 
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comprehensively  and  see  whether  it  could  not  be  abolished  or  reduced 
substantially  as  early  as  possible,  so  as  to  encourage  indirectly  the 
planter  and  directly  our  foreign  trade,  The  Ceylon  Government,  the 
Malaya  States  and  Maldives,  all  these  Governments  have  taken  up 
this  question  of  this  export  trade. 

Even  the  abolition  of  export  duties  has  become  imperative  in  view 
of  the  unofficial  declaration  by  the  Delhi  Government  that  they  are 
not  prepared  to  increase  the  import  duties  on  cocoanut  products  so 
long  as  this  Government  keeps  the  export  duties  od  these  products. 
That  has  become  a  very  vexed  qrrestion.  Till  now  the  Government 
was  having  the  mill-owners  by  their  side  for  continuing  this  export 
duty.  Hereafter  I  may  definitely  tell  the  Government  that  they  cannot 
get  the  aid  of  mill-owners. 

Trade  conditions  have  changed.  Cochin  is  no  more  a  market  for 
AUeppey  mill-owners.  The  Tamilians  come  to  the  Alleppey  market 
and  get  the  oil  directly  from  the  Alleppey  mill  owners.  The  Cochin 
miller  stands  on  a  better  footing  than  the  Alleppey  miller.  To  enable 
the  Alleppey  miller  to  compete  successfully  with  the  Cochin  miller,  it  is 
essential  that  the  export  duty  is  taken  away,  so  that  the  Alleppey 
miller  can  import  copra  from  Colombo,  Malaya  States  and  Maldives 
and  thus  save  himself  from  the  double  payment  of  duty  on  oil  ex- 
uorted. 

1  MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  {Quilon  I):  What  is  the  member’s 
opinion  about  the  export  duty  on  Travancore  copra  ? 

Mr.  K.  C.  KARUNAKARAN  (Nominated)-,  I  am  saying  that  it  should 
be  abolished- 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I )  :  Then  what  about  the 
duty  on  oil  from  Ceylon  copra  ? 

MR.  K.  C.  KARUNAKARAN  ( Nominated ) :  That  too  must  go. 

My  friend  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  said  that,  in  preparing  the 
budget,  the  Financial  Secretary  did  not  pay  any  attention  to  the  rural 
needs.  So  far  as  the  next  year’s  budget  is  concerned,  I  will  go  a  step 
further  and  say  that  he  has  ignored  the  urban  conditions  in  Travan¬ 
core  and  also  the  external  forces  that  would  influence  our  trade  posi¬ 
tion.  I  could  point  out  several  instances;  but  I  will  confine  myself  to 
three  of  them.  The  Financial  Secretary  does  not  know  that  Alleppey 
is  the  commercial  metropolis  of  Travancore.  I  must  inform  hin,  that 
no  provision  has  been  made  in  the  budget  for  safeguarding  the  various 
trades  and  industries  of  Alleppey  from  plague.  No  allotment  has  been 
made  for  this  purpose  at  Alleppey  by.  way  of  providing  rat-proof  go- 
downs  and  fumigating  chambers.  The  Financial  Secretary  ought  to 
have  studied  this  aspect  of  the  trade  position  and  given  some  thought 
for  saving  Alleppey.  So  long  as  he  has  not  done  it,  I  will  say  that  he 
has  done  a  great  crime. 

Another  point  I  wish  to  refer  to  in  this  connection  is  about  the 
amount  of  duty  realised  on  tea.  He  has  ignored  the  world  condition? 
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that  are  affectiug  us.  Our  market  for  tea  is  on  the  decline.  The  ter¬ 
mination  of  the  Ottawa  Agreement  will  mean  a  substantial  decline  in 
the  anticipated  income  from  tea  duty.  A  jy  one  who  is  a  careful  reader 
of  the  planting  pages  of  the  Madras  Mail  could  infer  that  the  ory  is 
very  substantial  in  that  the  trade  in  tea  is  rapidly  falling  down. 

I  may  inform  the  House  that  the  position  cf  tea  is  going  to  have  the 
same  fate  as  Coorg  and  Mysore  coffee.  Coffee  from  Brazil  is  ousting 
our  coffee  from  the  markets  of  the  United  Kingdom.  The  Kenya 
tea  is  slowly,  but  steadily,  driving  our  tea  from  the  London 
market. 

Sir,  the  same  thing  as  happened  to  coffee  is  going  to  happen  to  ns. 
The  two  penny  duty  on  a  pound  of  tea  now  imposed  by  the  British 
Government  has  already  told  upon  the  purses  of  the  English  house¬ 
wives.  She  is  no  more  caring  for  the  quality  of  the  tea.  She  cares 
more  for  cheapness.  We  all  know  of  tire  great  British  vested  interests 
in  the  tea  cultivation  in  Kenya  and  they  are  trying  to  find  out  a  market 
for  their  tea. 

SADASYA  TILAKAN  T.  K.  VELU  Pil.LAI  (Trivandrum— Urlan):  The 
functions  of  the  Account  Officer  and  those  of  the  Financial  Secretary 
have  been  separated.  Now  two  different  officers  are  func'-'oning  at  the 
same  time.  But  the  present  Financial  Secretary’s  speech  is  absolutely 
in  keeping  with  the  traditions  of  the  Budget  speeches  made  in  this 
House.  I  heard  my  friend  Mr.  Pacoda  A.  Narayana  Piilai  say  that 
here  now  we  have  an  independent  Financial  Secretary.  To  my  mind, 
Sir,  the  independence  or  the  responsibility  of  the  Financial  Secretary 
is  something  like  the  exposed  portion  of  an  iceberg,  a  portion  only 
being  exposed  to  public  view.  Therefore,  Sir,  I  feel  that  the  Financial 
Secretary,  whether  ignorant  of  or  alive  to  the  act  al  conditions,  can 
do  very  little  in  these  matters.  An  officer  of  that  grade  will  not  be  able 
to  accomplish  anything  unlessi  Government  gives  him  support.  Not 
that  I  want  to  absolve  the  Financial  Secretary  of  all  blame  in  the 
matter.  I  am  speaking  in  this  strain  because  I  know  the  limitation  of 
the  Financial  Secretary.  If  he  is  in  the  po-ition  of  the  Finance 
Member,  then  lean  understand  his  being  able  to  do  all  that  we  want. 
Here  the  Financial  Secretary  puts  into  shape  what  the  heads  of  depart¬ 
ments  give  him  and  what  the  head  of  the  Government  makes  it  possible 
for  bim  to  do. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala ):  Is  that  not  the  case  with  all 

the  countries  in  the  world  ? 

SADASYA  TILAKAN  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum - Uroan) :  I 
am  not  going  to  yield  to  any  cross  examination.  Sir,  the  Honourable 
member  wants  me  to  answer  as  to  what  obtains  in  other  countries.  I 
decline  to  answer  that  question,  for  everybody  knows  that  there  is  very 
great  difference  between  the  constitution  of  Travancore  and  that  of 
several  other  countries. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum — Rural)  :  Does  the  member 
mean  to  say  that  the  Financial  Secretary  is  the  mouth-piece  of 
Government  ?

SADASYA  TILAKAN  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum -Urban)  :  Ex. 
actly.  I  male  it  plain,  so  that  while  I  maintain  that  the  Financial 
Secretary  should  be  more  careful  in  coming  forward  with  the  speech  I 
am  not  prepared  to  absolve  the  Heads  of  Departments.  That  is  my 
argument.  I  do  not  know  why  my  friends  should  want  these  answers 
from  me  sooner  than  I  should  normally  give  them. 

I  am  sorry  to  say  that,  for  several  decades,  in  spite  of  the  very  great 
Interest  that  the  Eulers  have  been  taking  in  the  administration  of  the 
country,  things  have  been  getting  from  bad  to  worse  in  certain  direc¬ 
tions.  That  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Government  always 
think  that  they  know  more  of  the  matters  than  all  the  non-officials 
put  together.  There  was  a  time  when  everybody  came  to  get  the 
monoplies  which  the  Travancore  Government  gave.  There  was  a. 
time  when  foreign  companies  wanted  to  construct  railways  on  their 
own  terms  and  the  Travancore  Government  yielded  to  them. 

Mr.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  (Go.nmoree  and  Industry ,  South): 
May  I  know  which  was  that  company  ? 

SADASYA  TILAKAN  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Urban ) :  Sir, 
everybody  knows  that  there  is  only  one  railway  in  Travancore  and  that 
it  it  run  by  the  South  Indian  Bail  way  Company. 

IBs.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  ( Commerce  and  Industry ,  South): 
That  is  not  it.  I  want  to  know  which  railway  was  constructed. 

SADASYA  TILAKAN  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum- Urban)  :  The 
railway  was  constructed  on  the  terms  proposed  by  the  Railway  Company. 
Unless  the  Travancore  Government  wanted  it,  there  would  not  have 
been  any  railway  in  Travancore.  That  is  a  fundamental  idea  which 
ray  friends  ought  to  know. 

I  wish  that  questions  may  be  deferred. 

I  shall  try  to  put  my  case  very  briefly  point  after  point,  because 
that  is  only  what  the  time  permits  me  to  do. 

The  first  point  that  I  wish  to  put  before  the  House  is  that,  despite 
the  very  great  interest  taken  by  the  Eulers,  the  idea  to  liberate  funds 
for  expenditure  for  the  peoples’  good  loses  its  warmth  and  force  when 
the  intentions  of  His  Highness  the  Maharaja  are  translated  into  action 
and  made  to  go  through  the  underground  channels  of  departmental 
implementing.  It  goes  out  of  shape  and:  that  has  been  the  case  for 
several  years.  The  budget  discloses  certain  unhappy  changes.  Every¬ 
body  knows  that  we  are  an  eduaated  people,  highly  patriotic, 
inhabiting  a  country  whose  constitutional  right  is  more  than  what 
is  enjoyed  by  the  people  of  many  other  Indian  States,  a  State  which 
was  ones  regarded  as  a  model  State.  We  see  unemployment  increas¬ 
ing  beyond  measure.  We  have  much  distress.  Therefore  we  expect 
that  the  Government  will  do  sometning  to  alleviate  this  kind  of  misery. 
The  important  departments  which  can  function  in  this  Hne  are  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  the  Industries  Department 
and  the  Co-operative  Department. 
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In  the  Budget  speech  which  consists  of  47  paragraphs  distributed 
over  28  pages  we  find  a  few  paragraphs,  from  20  to  22,  devoted  to  this 
question.  There  are  only  two  or  three  insignificant  ideas  embodied  in 
these  paragraphs.  In  regard  to  the  Agricultural  Department,  there  is 
the  provision  for  the  Scindhi  bulls.  I  must  say  to  the  Financial  Secre¬ 
tary  and  through  him  to  the  Government  that  we  have  heard  of  Scindhi 
bulls  and  Karachi  cows  even  25  years  ago  when  my  friend  Dr,  Kunjan 
Fillai  was  the  Director  of  Agriculture.  The  Scindhi  bulls  and  Karachi 
cows  have  not  much  attraction  forusnow.  We  do  possess  Karachi  cows. 
Then  about  the  Agricultural  Schools  at  Konni  and  Kotfarakara,  I  have 
seen  both  of  them,  and  I  do  not  want  to  say  anything  more  than  that. 
Those  schools  have  been  functioning  for  a  long  time.  Provision  has 
been  made  for  the  continuance  of  the  Sales  Depot  at  Trivandrum  and 
Bombay.  A  provision  of  Bs.  "95  of  a  lakh  is  made  for  the  Rubber 
Factory.  With  regard  to  the  Co-operative  Department,  they  are  placing 
the  services  of  a  Departmental  Inspector,  free  of  cost,  to  help  the 
society  with  advice  in  technical  and  other  matters.  If  by  some  shift 
the  Financial  Secretary's  speech  falls  into  the  hands  of  some  sensible 
man  outside  the  State,  "he  will  think  that  the  people  of  this  enlightened 
country  are  a  set  of  people  who  will  swallow  everything  that  is  told 
them.  I  do  not  accuse  the  Government  or  any  official  member. 
The  defects  are  mainly  the  result  of  the  system.  There  was  no 
programme  in  what  we  had  been  doing.  At  the  time  of  the 
budget,  various  departments  come  with  their  bills  for  sanction 
and  they  send  their  reports.  That  is  all  that  is  done.  And 
the  budget  is  placed  before  the  House.  If  there  was  a  system¬ 
atic  plan,  all  these  could  have  been  avoided.  Our  resources  have 
suffered  mostly  because  of  the  action  taken  by  Government  from  time 
to  time  without  asking  its  officers  to  find  out  the  condition  of  the  market- 
and  the  nature  of  investments  made  in  the  economic  and  fiscal  condi¬ 
tion  by  other  countries  of  the  world.  To  my  mind  Travancore  is 
something  like  a  Tibet.  Mighty  rivers  flow  from  Tibet  the  Indus,  the 
Sutlej,  the  Brahmaputra,  and  Yangstseking.  The  difficulty  is  that  the 
people  of  Tibet  are  not  at  all  benefited.  All  these  rivers  go  out  of  Tibet 
and  that  seems  to  be  like  the  flowing  out  of  the  natural  resources  of 
Travancore.  That  requires  enquiry,  and)  I  trust,  Sir,  that  at  this  time 
of  economic  depression  when  the  agriculturists  are  suffering,  when  His 
Excellency  the  Viceroy  of  India  is  taking  very  great  interest  in  agri¬ 
cultural  questions  we  expect  that  the  Government  of  Travancore  in 
whose  employment  there  is  at  least  one  member— there  are  perhaps 
more — who  is  familiar  with  the  Report  of  the  Agricultural  Commission 
over  which  His  Excellency  presided  will  be  able  to- do  something  so  that 
the  agriculturists  of  Travancore  may  not  suffer  permanently. 

Mr.  KAYAtAIW  PAR AltlESV ARAM  PILLAt  {Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil):  Has  not  Travancore  Government  followed  the  British  Indian 
programme  by  purchasing  the  Scindhi  bulls  ? 

SAMSYA  T1LAKAN  T.  It.  VELU  P1LLAI  {Trivandrum— Urban) :  I  did 
hot  expect  such  a  question  from  the  Law  Member  (Laughter.) 
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MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandnt:n— Rural)  :  Is  not  the  purchase 
of  the  Scindhi  bulls  a  first  step  in  the  programme  of  agricultural  im¬ 
provements  '? 

SADASYA  T1LAKAN  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  (Triecmdrifii— Urban)  :  Seed 
bulls  are  required  for  cows  and  stalwart  baffaloss  are  required  for 
female  buffaloes.  These  are  things  which  every  one  knows. 

Sir,  I  beg  permission  to  say  that  we  are  at  a  time  when  we  have  to 
husband  our  resources  very  carefully.  We  want  funds.  How  to  get 
funds  is  the  question.  There  is  considerable  force  in  the  argument  from 
this  side  of  the  House  that  too  much  money  is  being  spent  on  officers. 
There  is  no  doubt  about  that.  I  have  myself  been  saying  that  for  the 
last  21)  years  in  this  House  and  elsewhere.  That  complaint  is  the 
result  of  very  strong  genuine  feeling.  But  there  is  one  difference. 
The  number  of  the  officers  and  not  their  pay  should  be  reduced.  We 
are  having  more  officers,  proportionately  more  than  in  any  country  that 
I  know  of.  Therefore  something  has  to  be  done. 

Secondly,  with  regard  to  our  financial  position  ;  people  who  can 
understand  things  must  be  appointed  to  consider  this  question.  The 
land-tax  is  not  a  panacea.  It  has  come  into  existence  on  account  of 
historical  causes.  The  question  of  indirect  taxation  is  a  very  difficult 
one.  It  requires  more  intelligence  to  understand.  The  Government 
have  been  getting  on  for  so  many  years  realising  the  amount  from  the 
landlord.  Here  the  Financial  Secretary  in  his  speech  says  that  we 
are  collecting  more  from  the  Cochin  Harbour  and  more  under  income- 
tax  and  so  forth.  There  is  much  in  what  Mr.  Karunakaran  has  said 
about  that.  The  export  duty,  he  said,  should  be  abolished.  But 
I  say  it  should  not  be  abolished.  That  is  not  enough.  The  matter 
should  be  examined.  What  is  the  use  of  abolishing  export  duty  which 
has  been  retained  as  the  result  of  correspondence  introduced  by  Sir  T. 
Madhava  Bao.  If  the  export  duty  is  abolished,  it  will  certainly  noi 
be  necessarily  beneficial  to  Travancore.  The  whole  question  has  to  be 

considered. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASaN  ( Mavehlcara )  :  Was  not  cocoannta 
monopoly  of  Malabar  in  those  times') 

SADASYA  T1LAKAN  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum— Urban);  I 
know  what  Mr.  Asan  has  in  mind.  As  to  the  word  monopoly,  Mr.  Asan 
and  myself  will  have  difference  of  opinion.  I  presume,  Sir,  from  my 
knowledge  of  the  principles  of  economics  which  certainly  have  not  been 
proved  to  be  incorrect. — 

( Presidents’  bill.) 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Ckirayinldl  1)  :  Sir,  I  wish  to  make  some 
observations  on  the  budget  for  the  next  year.  Barring  the  new 
mechanical  arrangement  for  allocation  of  expenditure  under  Capital 
and  Bevenue,  I  do  not  find  any  novel  feature  in  the  Budget  proposals 
before  us.  I  share  the  opinion  expressed  by  my  learned  friend 
Mr.  Velu  Filial  in  holding  that  there  is  no  meaning  in  congratulating 
or  condemning  the  Financial  Secretary  for  the  budget  presented  this 
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year.  However,  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  policy  of  industrialis¬ 
ation  which  has  been  chalked  out  lately  is  pursued.  But,  though  he 
says  that  there  are  possibilities  for  developing  industries  further,  apart 
from  the  provision  for  continuance  of  the  existing  industries,  we  do  not 
find  any  new  field  traversed  or  any  new  field  explored.  There  is  a 
provision  for  the  improvement  of  the  Rubber  factory.  There  is  also 
a  provision  in  the  budget  for  the.  starting  of  a  clay  refining  and 
porcelain  factory.  So  far  as  rural  needs  are  concerned,  I  must  say  that 
the  budget  presents  a  very  sorrowful  spectacle  .  As  was  expressed  by 
several  honourable  members  on  the  floor  of  the  House,  the  needs  of  the 
villages  have  been  ignored  by  the  Financial  Secretary.  The  usual 
complaint  made  by  the  non-official  members  in  this  House  on  former 
occasions  is  that  the  Government  are  concerned  too  much  with  the 
luxuries  of  the  town  in  utter  disregard  of  the  village  parts  ;  and  that  has 
been  the  case  this  time  also.  With  these  general  observations,  I  should 
like  to  make  a  few  suggestions. 

First  cf  all,  I  would  like  to  deal  with  the  question  of  unemploy¬ 
ment.  The  problem  of  unemployment  has  reached  a  very  acute  state 
in  this  country  as  in  every  other  country  and  it  has  become  a  world¬ 
wide  problem  so  much  so  we  find  many  of  the  civilised  Governments 
of  the  world  tackling  this  problem  in  one  form  or  another.  In  Great 
Britain,  they  have  devised  a  novel  scheme,  and  .the  statesmen  there  say 
that  in  a  few  years  Great  Britain  will  be  able  to  solve  completely  this 
problem  of  unemployment.  Same  is  the  case  with  British  India.  The 
adjoining  Presidency  of  Madras  has  also  devised  a  scheme  and  they 
have  allotted  a  separate  amount  for  combating  this  evil.  The  problem 
of  unemployment  among  the  educated  is  a  problem  which  is  too  well 
known  to  the  heads  of  departments  and  officers  of  our  Government 
from  the  innumerable  applications  for  appointment  which  they  get 
from  candidates.  The  condition  in  villages,  I  must  say,  is  miserable.. 
The  prices  of  agricultural  commodities  have  fallen  abnormally  Jow. 
Trade  is  fingering.  Village  industries  are  almost  iu  a  state  of  ruin. 
So  far  as  the  low-lands  of  Travancore  are  concerned  the  mam  industry 
is  oocoanut  industry.  The  coir  manufacturers  are  not  in  a  position  to 
get  any  price  for  their  coir.  80  also  is  the  case  with  cocoauut  traders. 
Under  such  circumstances,  what  has  the  Government  done  to  ameliorate 
this  big  problem  of  unemployment  ?  They  have  not  done  anything  at 
all.  In  my  humble  view,  this  problem  should  have  been  tackled  in  a 
comprehensive  way  and  as  a  fundamental  and  distinct  issue  and  a 
definite  programme  ought  to  have  been  chalked  out  by  Government  to 
combat  or  at  least  to  mitigate  its  influence. 

I  will  now  pass  on  to  the  closely  allied  question  of  raising  the 
tariff  value  of  cocoanut  products.  Sir,  there  have  been  repeated 
demands  from  this  House  as  well  as  from  the  country  that  the  Govern¬ 
ment  should  do  something  in  that  direction.  Every  time  we  ask  the 
question  as  to  what  the  Government  have  done,  the  usual  answer  given 
is  that  they  are  moving  the  Government  of  India  in  the  matter.  But 
it  seems  that  the  Government  of  India  is  such  a  huge  gigantic  body 
which  cannot  be  moved  at  all  by  correspondence.  Sir,  when  your 
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appointment  as  Dewan  was  announced,  this  country  legitimately 
expected  that  you  would  bring  a  panacea  to  all  these  evils.  Two  vital 
questions  which,  called  for  urgent  solution  on  the  eve  of  your  appoint¬ 
ment  were  (1)  the  nasty  communal  problem  which  has  been  eating 
into  the  vitals  of  the  State  and  (2)  the  economic  depression  which  is 
net  a  question  puculiar  to  this  country  but  a  world-wide  question.  So 
far  as  the  former  question  is  concerned,  I  must  say,  Sir,  that  your 
endeavours  have  been  successful  to  some  extent.  (Voices  of  question, 
question).  That  is,  however,  my  view. 

RAO  SAHIB  S.  PARAIVIESWARA  AlYAR  (Nominated) :  Is  it  the  Chair, 
man’s  endeavours  or  the  endeavours  of  anybody  else  ? 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Chirayinkil  D  ■  It  is  the  Dewan’s  endea¬ 
vours.  And  the  country  is  hopefully  waiting  to  see  what  the  result  of 
that  is. 

With,  regard  to  the  amelioration  of  the  economic  depression,  I 
must  say  that  the  country  has  not  been  able  to  get  any  tangible  results 
at  all.  What  I  am  urging  is  the  raising  of  tariff  of  cocoaut  products, 
the  raising  of  tariff  value  on  the  import  of  coeoanut  produots  and  I  saj 
that  is  a  matter  which  should  be  brought  to  the  pointed  attention  of 
the  Government  of  India.  Sir,  we  are  aware  that  you  are  a  man  with 
some  influence  in  the  Government  of  India  circles,  and  if ;  as  a  matter 
of  fact,  you  can  take  the  matter  very  seriously  and  make  a  representation. 
I  may  say  we  will  be  able  to  get  some  relief  in  this  direction.  If  that 
is  achieved,  which  I  hope  is  possible,  I  say  that  the  country  will  be  ever 
grateful  to  you  ana  your  name  will  be  cherished  for  ever. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum—  Surat)  :  May  I  suggest  that 
personal  appeals  of  this  kind  should  be  avoided  in  this  debate  as  far 
as  possible  '? 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  C Chirayinkil  I) :  Such  appeals  are  not  made 
here  alone  but  in  every  other  country,  Sir,  I  am  appealing  not  to  the 
Chair,  but  to  the  Head  of  the  Administration. 

PRESIDENT  :  Let  us  come  to  other  broader  facts. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chirayinkil  1)  \  The  next  point  which  I 
desire  to  speak  on  is  in  regard  to  the  Agricultural  Department.  It 
has  been  said  that  proper  attention  is  not  paid  to  the  development  of 
agriculture  in  the  land.  A  vast  field  is  lying  open  for  developing  the 
fishery  industry  in  the  State.  That  is  a  matter  which  we  could 
understand  from  the  large  quantities  of  fish  we  get  from  the  back¬ 
waters  and  also  from  the  sea.  Fortunately  we  have  got  an  energetic 
young  officer  who  has  been  able  to  get  experience  in  foreign  countries 
in  fish  industry  and  I  understand  that  he  has  submitted  proposals  for 
developing  this  industry  and  that  his  ,'proposals  are  under  the  consider¬ 
ation  of  Government.  I  would  urge  upon  the  attention  of  the 
Government  that  the  proposals  submitted  by  that  officer  should  be 
scrutinised  in  full  and  Government  should  see  whether  there  is  any 
possibility  for  developing  that  industry. 
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A  word  about  the  reorganisation  of  the  C-  I.  B.  of  which  we 
heard  much  just  an  hour  ago,  Sir,  the  0.  I.  D.  Branch  of  the  Police 
Department  was  started  somewhere  in  1105  or  so.  It  was  started  with 
a  sub-inspector  of  Police,  a  few  Head-Constables  a  few  Constables  and 
one  or  two  clerks.  That  small  staff  of  the  C.  I.  D.  Branch  has  now  J 
assumed  very  huge  dimensions  so  much  so  in  the  course  of  a  few  years 
we  find  a  £>■  S.  P.  drawing  a  maximum  salary  of  Bs.  400  or  450,8  or  9 
Inspectors,  8  or  9  Sub-Inspectors  with  an  army  of  Head  Constables, 
Constables  and  Short-hand  Reporters:  This  reorganisation  has  taken 
place  all  on  a  sudden.  What  was  the  necessity  for  such  a  sudden 
reorganisation  ?  That  is  the  questson  I  ask.  A  small  staff  under  a 
Snb-Inspector  was  able  to  cope  with  very  serious  situations  formerly. 

At  a  time  when  the  Vaikam  Satyagraha  was  going  on  and  when  , 
Congress  leaders  were  coming  into  the  country  in  large  numbers,  the 
situation  was  met  by  a  handful  of  men. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLftl  (Trivandnnm-Bural):  Was  there  agitation 
against  the  Government  at  that  time  ? 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABMAN  ( Ghirayinkil  I)  :  The  Vaikam  Satyagraha 
was  viewed  by  Government  with  considerable  anxiety. 

Mr.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  { Kottayam  I):  May  I  know  whether  the 
member  is  aware  that  the  Satyagraha  was  open  ? 

■  MR.  K.  PAD1WANABHAW  (Chiraywhil  1) :  lam  aware  of  that. 

This  reorganisation  of  the  C.  I.  D.  has  taken  place  all  on  a  sudden. 
The  simple  question  I  put  is  what  was  the  extreame  necessity  for  that? 
Was  there  any  extraordinary  circumstance  for  a  sudden  re-organis¬ 
ation?  Was  there  any  anti-Government  propaganda  here  which  could 
not  be  watched  and  controlled  by  the  general  Police? 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILL'AI  (Tovala)  :  May  I  know  whether  it  was 
not  Intended  to  find  out  corruption  among  officers  ? 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Ghirayinkil  D  :  So  far  as  I  understand,  the 
C.  I.  B.  are  not  engaged  in  finding  out  that. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad)  :  Has  not  the  II  imrthanam move¬ 
ment  turned  into  a  political  movement  ? 

MR.  'K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chirayinkil  I)  :  That  is  beside  the  point. 
Nivarthancm  existed  long  ago.  There  was  no  nivarthanam  when  the 
reorganisation  of  the  C.  I.  D.'  was  proposed.  That  is  the  reason  why  I 
ask  what  was  the  necessity  for  this  reorganisation  of  the  C.  I.  D. 
Could  not  the  'Government  take  us  into  their  confidence  for  this  ?  They 
could  have  very  well  told  us  that  they  wanted  the  C.  I.  D.  to  be  re¬ 
organised  and  increased.  What  was  the  harm  in  'the  Government 
placing  the  matter  before  the  Honse  ?  Why  Dot  the  Government  take 
us  into  their  confidence.  On  these  grounds,  I  condemn  the  present 
re-organi3ation  of  the  C.  I.  D.  (Presidents’  hell). 

That  is  how  the  Government  are  insulting  this  House.  Even  in 
the  next  year’s  Budget,  provision  has  been  made  for  Rs.  70,500  for  the 
Legislature.  Why  should  the  Government  spend  such  a  huge  sum  on 
the  Legislature. if  it  is  not  to  be  consulted  even  on  important  matters. 
Better  wipe  out  this  House  so  that  we  can  mind  our  business  and  the 
Government  could  save  some  money.  ( PresiSenfs  bell'.) 

Yd.  8  No,  7- 
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Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  {Trivandrum— Sural)  ■  The  impression  left 
in  me  by  the  Budget  Estimate  for  the  nest  year,  and  by  the  speech  of 
the  Einancial  Secretary  in  presenting  it,  is  that  the  Government  are 
now  taking  the  role  of  an  improvident  borrower.  I  shall  refer  to  the 
method  of  financing  schemes  not  charged  to  revenue.  Although  that 
matter  has  been  referred  to  by  more  than  one  speaker  already,  I  think 
I  would  be  right  in  dealing  with  it  again  :  because,  I  am  afraid,,  our 
finances  are  drifting.  I  rely  on  the  admissions  made  by  the  Einancial 
Secretary  himself.  In  one  place  he  says : 

“As  we  have  exhausted  our  Government  balance,  it  is  absolutely  essontial  that  wo 
should  build  up  a  reserve  fund  to  meet  capital  expenditure,  or  unforeseen  Iosa 
of  revenue,  and  aim  at  setting  apart  annually  at  least  about  five  iakhn  for  that 
purpose.” 

In  another  place  he  says  : 

“The  Government  Balance  at  the  end  of  1112  is  estimated  to  amount  to  Bs.  102-61 
lakhs  including  the  General  Restrve  Fund  of  Be.  6CC55  lakhs.  This  include#, 
however,  the  sum  of  fis.  112T8  lakhs  representing  the  estimated  expenditure 
to  the  end  of  the  year  on  productive  works  shown  under  “Debt  Heads”  so  that 
the  general  current  balance  of  Government  is  expected  to  be  overdrawn  at  the 
end  of  the  nett, year  by  Bs.  9 '57  lakhs.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  recent  loan  of 
Ba  50  lakhs  Snd  this  overdraft  are  more  limn  covered  by  the  value  of  our  re¬ 
munerative  assets.  Our  gilt-edged  iurp]u3  investments  amount  to  Be.  148 
lakhs,  and  our  other  liquid  assets  to  about  Rs.  70  lakhs.  Our  debt  position  nay 
be  regarded  as  quite  satisfactory.” 

I  find  from  the  Bngdet  that  the  liabilities  of  our  Government  are 
enormous.  Under  the  head  ‘Investments  in  Savings  Banks’  alone,  it  is 
over  two  crores.  It  would,  therefore,  be  absolutely  unwise  to  think  of 
touching  our  investments  in  gilt-edged  securities  and  other  liquid  assets( 
amounting  to  about  Bs.  70  lakhs,  for  our  expenditure  ;  because,  Gov! 
ernment  now  have  with  them  other  people’s  money  to  the  tune  of 
Bs.  2£  crores  under  one  item  alone  not  to  speak  of  the  various  other 
items.  These  liquid  assets  of  ours,  we  must  always  have  as  a  reserve. 

And  then,  at  the  end,  the  Einancial  Secretary  says : 

“Our  closing  cash  balance  at  the  close  of  the  ensuing  year  is  expeoted  to  stand  at 
Rs.  46-84  lakhs  which  represents  roughly  the  minimum  working  balance  re¬ 
quired.” 

Sir,  Rs.  46‘84  lakhs  is  the  minimum  necessary  for  carrying  on  the 
'administration. 

The  Budget  for  the  next  year  also  shows  that,  besides  an  expendi¬ 
ture  of  about  Bs-  100  lakhs  in  that  year  for  big  undertakings,  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  have  also  to  be  committed  to  such  expenditure  in  1113  and  in 
the  few  succeeding  years  also.  Therefore,  Government  have  to  find 
100  lakhs  of  rupees  for  each  of  the  succeeding  years  also.  Sir,  how  do 
they  expect  to  do  it  ?  Where  are  the  Government  going  to  find  that 
money  ?  A  responsible  Einancial  Secretary  would  certainly  have  come 
forward  with  concrete,  practical  suggestions.  I  am  sorry  that  no  such 
suggestion  is  forthcoming  from  the  speech  of  the  Financial  Secretary. 
He  merely  says  that  a  sum  of  Rs-  78  lakhs  may  probably  be  recovered, 
about  Rs.  40  lakhs  from  the  municipalities  and  about  Bs.  38  lakhs 
rom  the  Cochin  Harbour.  This  is  what-  he  says— 
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from  the  Municipalities  in  ecmated  instalments,  being  half  of  the  capital  cost 
of  the  expenditure  on  Drainage  ami  Water  Supply  Schemes,  and  Rs.  38  laltlis 
from  the  Cochin  Harbour  authorities).  The  expenditure  on  extensions  to  the 
Pallivasal  Scheme,  and  on  Truck  Telephone  is  expected  to  be  remunerative . 
Government  will,  however,  have  to  arrange  for  the  necessary  funds  in  the 


necessary  funds  in  the 


How  is  he  going  to  find  the  funds  ?  Clearly  he  has  in  view  another 
loan  of  a  erore  of  rupees. 

MR.  P,  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  South)', 
Is  there  not  the  over -subscribed  amount  out  of  the  present  loan  ? 
(Laughter.) 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum— Rural)  :  I  do  not  think 
Government  would  decent  so  low  as  to  appropriate  that  also  after 
having  announced  that  they  wanted  only  Bs.  50  lakhs. 

Sir,  how  are  these  items  of  expenditure  to  be  met  ?  There  is  abso¬ 
lutely  no  means  of  enhancing  our  ordinary  revenues.  The  Financial 
Secretary  has  now  budgetted  for  a  surplus  of  Es.  3  lakhs  and  odd,  solely 
relying  on  the  anticipated  refund  of  tobacco  duty  to  the  tune  of  about 
Es.  10  or  12  lakhs.  Sir,  he  is  not  going  to  get  this  every  year..  What 
he  expects  to  get  next  year  under  this  head  is  an  amount  that  has 
accumulated  during  some  past  years.  Therefore,  Sir,  but  for  this 
accumulation,  which  he  expects  to  get  next  year,  under  normal  condi¬ 
tions,  the  Financial  Secretary  could  not  have  presented  a  surplus 
budget ;  his  budget  would  surely  have  shown  a  deficit,  normally. 

Then  again,  Sir,  every  one  of  us  here  has  been  urging  year  after 
year  that  the  activities  of  the  departments  of  public  utility  were  being 
crippled  by  the  Government,  not  allowing  them  adequate  funds;  more 
money  is  needed  by  these  various  departments.  The  Financial 
Secretary  now  suggests  that  he  proposes  to  allow  to  each  department 
only  a  fixed  proportion  of  the  total  revenue,  and  that,  ordinarily,  that 
should  not  be  exceeded.  The  allotment  for  the  Education  Department 
cannot,  even  if  our  total  revenues  fall  eonsiderab'y,  be  reduced  by  Es.  5 
or  10  lakhs.  Similarly,  the  allotment  for  the  Public  Works  Depart¬ 
ment  cannot,  in  the  interests  of  the  people,  suffer  any  substantial  re¬ 
duction.  We  want  more  money  for  our  Agriculture  and  Industries 
Departments  also.  The  Financial  Secretary  has  not  made  any  sugges¬ 
tion  for  raising  the  money  that  we  want.  He  merely  gives  some 
figures  and  keeps  quiet. 

Sir,  suppose  we  borrow  another  crore.  Our  total  loan  will  then 
amount  to  Es.  1J  crores.  How  are  we  going  to  pay  back,  when  we 
have  not  got  enough  even  to  carry  on  our  normal  activities  ?  For  the 
recent  loan  of  half  a  crore,  we  require  an  annual  provision  of  Es,  3  to  4 
lakhs  for  interest  and  for  a  sinking  fund.  If  we  were  to  borrow  another 
crore,  that  would  mean  that,  annually,  we  would  have  to  set  apart  a 
further  sum  of  Bs.  7  or  8  lakhs  for  interest  and  sinking  fund  for  the 
other  crore  of  rupees.  Sir,  how  is  the  Financial  Secretary  going  to 
find  another  10  or  12  lakhs  of  rupees  every  year  ?  Sir,  unless  concrete 


Sir,  -we  want  the  Travarrcore  Government  to  continue  for  ever,  and  not 
to  cease  after  3  or  4  years.  {Bear,  hear .)  It  is  not  Wise  to  say  ‘I  can 
get  money  now  ;  so  I  am  going  to  borrow  and  spend  as  I  like/  How 
are  we  to  repay  ?  Evidently,  that  has  not  been  thought  of  at  all. 
Ttoga  are  being  done  in  a  hurry  without  due  deliberation. 

I  shall  refer,  Sir,  to  some  of  the  works  which  have  been  provided 
for  in  the  Budget  for  1112.  There  are  the  Trivandrum'  Drainage 
works,  Water  Supply  to  the  Municipal  towns  of  Alleppey,  Nagereoil 
and  Shencotta,  Electric  Schemes,  Trunk  Telephone,  Council  Chamber, 
Cochin  Harbonr,  Town  Planning,  Army  Expansion,  and  so  on.  I  do 
not  say,  Sir,  that  all  these  are  unnecessary.  But,  Sir,  as  in  the  ease  of 
individuals,  Government  should  also  consider  the  relative  importance  of 
such  schemes  and  take  them  up  one  after  another  according  to  their 
importance.  It  is  not  wise  that,  when  we  are  hard1  up  for  money  even 
ferr  oar  dir®  necessities,  we  provide  lakhs  of  rupees  for  improving  one 
or  two  roads  in  the  Trivandrum  town.  Sir,  I  am  a  dweller  in  this 
town  and  I  stand  to  benefit  by  such  improved  roads.  But  that  is.  no 
reason  why  I  should  congratulate  the  Government  for  ailoting  Rs.  10 
lakhs  for  improving  just  one  road  in  this  town  when  our  financial  posi¬ 
tion  is  as.  it  is  bow.  (Hear,  he  «r0  And,  we  do  not  know  whether  the 
road  would  be  completed  with  this  Rs.  10  lakhs,  alone.  Nobody  knows 
what  ultimately  it  is  going  to  cost.  Sir,  what  is  the  use  of  improving 
one  or  two  roads  in  a  big  town,  leaving  the  major  portion  of  it  in  dirt 
wad  in  filth?  Gan  it.  be  considered  an  improvement  of  public  health,  or 
sanitation  ?  Certainly  not.  Government  should  think  of  a  compre¬ 
hensive  scheme  which  could  be  worked  bit  by  bit  and  completed  slowly 
in  the  course  of  a  prescribed  period.  The  amount  that  we  annually 
provide  for  such  a  scheme  must  he  one  that  could  he  set  apart  from 
the  usual  annual  revenue. 

Hnrttiea,  Sic,  let  us  take  it,  that  the  Trivandrum  town  is  improved 
with  borrowed  money-  What  about  AUappey,  the  commercial  meiso- 
pohaof  the  State?  What  about  Nagercail  ?  These  towns  will  al'so 
mtaiafiy  came  forward  with  schemes  for  improving  their  sanitation. 
Are,  we  going  to  borrow  again  fear  them  ?  Sir,  where  is  this,  going  to 
end  ?  Is  it  not  the  daty  of  the  Government  to  think  about  that?  The 
present  stihade  of  Gwernmenk  to  think  &f  borrowing  huge  sums  of 
money  (merely  because  money  is  available  at  low  rates  of  interest  now) 
and  spending  it  as  they  like,  cannot  be  encouraged  or  appreciated. 
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Sir,  there  is  the  question  of  expansion  of  our  Army  for  which  also 
provision  has  bean  made  in  the  next  year’s  budget.  It  may  not  be  a 
matter  strictly  within  my  province ;  but.  Sir,  tbe  financial  Secretary 
has  made  a  specific  reference  to  it  in  his  speech.  He  has  provided 
Es.  6  lakhs  for  Capital  Works  under  this  item,  for  the  acquisition  of 
land  for  building.  So  much  for  the  year  1112.  I  also  find  that 
hereafter  there  is  going  to  be  an  annual  recurring  expenditure  of  about. 
Bs.  10  lakhs  on  the  Army,  as  against  a  sum  of  about  Rs.  5  lakhs  that 
is,  now  being  spent  on  our  Military  Department.  Sir,  where  is  the 
financial  Secretary  going  to  find  money  for  this  additional  expendi¬ 
ture  '! 

Mr.  A..  S.  DAMODARAW  A  SAN  (Mavelikaru) :  Are  not  the  civilised 

countries  increasing  their  Army  ? 

Mr.  A  THANU  PILLAI  {Trivandrum-Rural)  '■  That  may  be.  But, — 

MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAi  {Commerce  and  Industry,  8outh)  :  Are 
not  the  civilised  nations  also  seriously  considering  the  question  of  dis¬ 
armament  ? 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Rural)  ;  Yes. 

Sir,  I  do  not  know  the  commitment  or  the  obligation  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  in  this  matter.  But  to  me  it  appears  that,  if  by  any  means  this 
additional  expenditure  could  be  at  least  postponed,  Government  mrast 
do  so  immediately.  I  find  that  they  propose  to  acquire  hundreds  of 
acres  of  land  for  the  Army.  At  present,  Government  may  pay  only 
about.  Ss.  10  or  so  per  cent  of  the  land.  But,  the  proprietor  of  the 
land  is  sure  to  go  to.  a  Court  of  law  fox  enhancement  of  tbe  price  ; 
and  ultimately,  we  do  not  know  how  much  the  Government  may  have 
to  shell  out.  I  do  not  know  if  the  Government  have  considered  all 
these  aspects  of  the  question. 

Then  agin,  Sir,  there  are  the  Water  Supply  Schemes  for  the  towns 
of  Alleppey,  Nagercoil  and  Shencortta.  I  do  not  say  that  these  schemes 
are  not  necessary.  But  my  humble  submission  is  that  we  should  also 
take  into,  consideration  our  resources.  The  Financial  Secretary  saystbat 
the  Municipalities  of  these  three  towns  have  agreed  to  meet  half  of 
the  capital  outlay  on  these  schemes.  I  know,  Sir,  tbe  case  of  the 
Trivandrum  Municipality.  The  Government  have  not  been  able 
to  realise  any  money  from  the  Trivandrum  Municipality  for  the  Trivan¬ 
drum  Water  Supply  Scheme-  There  is  no  harm,  Sir,  in  the  Govern¬ 
ment  expecting  this  money  back.  But,  the  Municipalities  cannot  pay 
unless  they  have  money.  And  now,  our  F inameial  Secretary  expects  the 
Trivandrum  Municipality  to  pay  half  of  the  cost  of  the  Trivandrum 
Drainage  Scheme.  I  da  not  know  how  far  such  expectation  is  going 
to  be  fulfilled-  You  may  enter  into  any  kind  of  agreement  with  these 
Municipalities.  Yo*t  cannot  certainly  make  them  pay  wbe®,  actually, 
they  have  mot  got  the  money  to  pay- 

Sir,  thes-e  schemes  should  be  embarked  upon  very  caratioirafy.  (Pre¬ 
sident’s  bell.) 

The  House  adjourned  for  lunch  at  1  p.  m.  and  reassembled  at  2 
p.  m.  with  the  Deputy  President  in  the  Ohalr. 
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MR.  POTTAYIL  S.  KRISHNA  PANICKAR  ( Shertalaliy  Sir,  I-  wish  to 
offer  a  few  remarks  in  regard  to  the  Budget  that  has  been  presented 
before  the  House.  Before  doing  so,  I  shall  make  certain  observations  in 
regard  to  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  Financial  Secretary  who 
has  been  appointed  by  the  Government  of  Travancore.  It  has  been 
urged  in  this  House  time  and  again  that  the  Finanoial  Secretary  should 
be  able  to  guide  and  control  the  financial  policy  of  the  State  when  we 
agitated  for  the  separation  of  finance  from  audit.  That  was  with  a 
view  that  we  may  have  an  officer  who  would  be  competent  enough  and 
able  enough  to  control  and  direct  the  financial  policy  of  the  State  as  a 
whole.  But  we  did  not  bargain  for  the  duplication  of  the  work  of  the 
Account  Officer  or  for  an  officer  who  would  be  simply  carrying  out  the 
wishes  of  any  of  the  departmental  heads,  without  trying  to  understand 
the  financial  implications  of  things.  Sir,  I  am  sorry  to  state  that  in 
this  respect  we  are  very  much  disappointed  to  see  that,  even  with  the 
advent  of  the  Financial  Secretariat,  the  old  order  of  things  still  conti¬ 
nues.  But  at  the  same  time,  I  am  glad  to  note  that  there  is  one  pecu¬ 
liar  feature  with  regard  to  the  speech  that  has  been  delivered  by  the 
Financial  Secretary  on  the  floor  of  this  House.  To  that  extent  at  least 
the  Financial  Secretary  deserves  congratulation.  He  has  not  spared 
pains  in  stating  svhat  really  is  the  financial  situation  of  the  State.  So 
far  be  has  to  be  congratulated. 

V/ith  regard  to  the  financial  policy  of  the  Government  that  has 
been  disclosed  from  the  facts  contained  in  the  Budget  Sir,  I  am  sorry 
to  state  that  it  is  rather  very  disappointing.  One  fact  that  strikes  me 
most  is  the  earnestness  or  anxiety  on  the  part  of  the  Government  to 
industrialise  the  State  all  on  a  sudden,  even  at  the  risk  of  very  heavy 
financial  commitments.  I  for  my  part  cannot  persuade  myself  to  believe 
that  it  is  in  the  industrialisation  of  the  State  that  the  salvation  of  the 
people  of  Travancore  lies.  To  me  at  least  it  appears  that  it  lies  else¬ 
where.  The  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  Government  to  industrialise 
the  State  is  an  attempt  done  with  a  vengeance,  I  might  even  say,  that 
it  is  at  the  risk  of  the  agriculturists  of  the  land.  Look  at  the  condition 
of  the  agricultural  population  in  the  State.  They  are  not  in  a  position 
to  pay  even  land  tax.  They  are  groaning  heavily  under  indebtedness. 
They  cannot  find  markets  for  their  produce.  They  cannot  obtain  even 
a  starving  return  from  their  investments  on  land.  The  Government 
without  taking  adequate  measures  to  safeguard  the  interests  of  the  agri¬ 
culturists  in  the  matter  of  improved  cultivation,  without  finding  out  ample 
and  suitable  markets  for  their  produce  and  without  trying  as  far  as  it  lies 
in  their  power  to  obtain  as  heavy  a  price  as  can  be  got  for  them,  without 
even  attempting  to  alleviate  their  distress  or  to  relieve  them  of  their  heavy 
indebtedness,,  want  to  rush  on  with  all  electric  speed  to  the  industrialis¬ 
ation  of  the  State.  The  Financial  Secretary  says  that  the  present  rime  is 
the  most  opportune  moment  to  borrow  in  the  open  market  and  to  invest 
the  borrowed  capital  in  industrial  concerns.  Sir,— 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ;  I  fear  Mr.  Panikkar  is  not  quite  releva 
because,  so  far  as  I  csn  see  from  the  speech  of  the  Financial  Secretar 
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the  Government  have  embarked  on  certain  commercial  undertakings. 
Certain  industries  are  going  to  be  maintained  by  Government. 
That  is  not  industrialising  the  State.  There  is  a  difference  between 
industrialising  the  State  and  industrialising  the  Government.  I  am  just 
pointing  it  out  to  you. 

Mr.  POTTAYIL  S.  KRISHNA  PANICKAR  {Shertala  II)  :  When  I  stated 
that  the  Government  were  attempting  to  industrialise  the  State,  I  had 
in  view  certain  commercial  undertakings,  both  reproductive  and  non¬ 
productive,  which  the  Government  are  undertaking  at  present  or  pro¬ 
pose  to  undertake  hereafter.  Sir,  with  the  commercial  undertakings 
which  are  taken  with  a  view  to  promote  the  social  service  and  amenities 
of  the  people  of  the  State,  1  have  no  great  quarrel.  But  in  regard  to  the 
purely  commercial  undertakings  that  Government  have  already  under¬ 
taken,  and  propose  to  undertake  hereafter,  I  have  a  word  of  caution  to 
offer.  Our  experience  in  the  past  has  not  been  one  which  would  very 
readily  lend  colour  to  the  view  that  these  commercial  undertakings,  pure 
and  simple,  are  going  to  be  a  success  hereafter.  I  might  even  say  that 
it  is  not  the  proper  function  of  a  State  to  undertake  these  commercial 
ventures.  It  might  be  one  thing  to  encourage  commercial  activities  of 
the  people  in  the  State,  but  it  is  quite  a  different  thing  to  embark  upon 
commercial  undertakings  by  the  State  itself.  Sir,  all  the  good  quali¬ 
ties  that  go  to  make  a  good  businessman  may  not  always  be  present  in 
a  State  when  it  embarks  upon  commercial  undertakings.  Our  experi¬ 
ence  with  the  Rubber  Factory  has  been  rather  disappointing.  We 
opened  a  factory,  and  appointed  a  rubber  expert  and  goods  were  manu¬ 
factured.  Ever  so  many  stories  are  current  in  the  country  that  there  is 
a  hitch  between  the  rubber  expert  and  the  Government  in  the  matter 
of  the  entertainment  of  a  few  hands  more  in  the  rubber  factory,  or  in 
the  matter  of  the  sale  of  the  articles  produced  in  the  factory.  If  I  re¬ 
member  correct,  the  factory  was  even  said  to  be  closed  for  some  time. 
We  do  not  know  what  all  things  have  transpired  in  regard  to  the 
factory  and  the  expectation  of  the  Financial  Secretary  in  regard  to  the 
realisation  of  a  good  sum  by  the  sale  of  the  articles  produced  there  is 
rather  without  adequate  support. 

Then  again,  Sir,  in  regard  to  the  ceramic  industry,  none  of  us  are  in 
a  position  to  offer  anything  with  regard  to  the  qualification  or  the  capa¬ 
bility  of  the  expert  who  has  been  appointed  to  hold  office  and  work  the 
factory.  As  has  been  suggested  by  my  friend,  when  funds  are  available, 
if  the  Government  can  borrow  in  the  open  market,  what  objection  is 
there  for  them  to  borrow  still  further  and  to  invest  more  money  for  the 
economic  and  rural  reconstruction  of  the  State,  for  the  encouragement 
of  cottage  industries,  for  the  rural  sanitation  and  for  the  betterment  of 
agriculture  in  the  State.  Sir,  these  ire  things  which  would  go  to  help 
the  ordinary  agriculturists  in  the  land  most  directly ;  and  I  am  sorry  to 
have  to  say  that,  in  these  fields  of  activities,  the  Government  not  only 
stinge,  but  they  do  not  even  care  to  provide  for  works  already  under¬ 
taken  by.  them.  Last  year  this  time  there  was  a  proposal  and  I  think 
a  certain  amount  has  been  allotted  for  the  acquisition  of  land  for  the- 
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opening  of  a  tubertitilosis  hospital  in  Nagercoil,  This  year  I  do  not, 
find  any  provision  either  for  the  furtherance  on  the  work  already  under¬ 
taken  or  to  finish  the  work  all  at  once. 

Again,  Sir,  there  seems  to  be  a  lack  of  policy  in  the  matter  of  under¬ 
takings" on  the  part  of  Government.  They  begin  a  work  all  at  once  in 
certain  parts;  and  by  the  time  it  is  slowly  going  to  take  effect.  Govern¬ 
ment  drop  it.  Mv  friend  Mr.  Narayana  Pillai  (Member  for  Vilavankod) 
was  complaining  that  a  sum  of  Rs.  50,000  was  spent  on  investigation 
far  opening  a  railway  line  from  Trivandrum  to  Nagercoil.  Sir,  I  have 
another  instance  in  my  mind.  Once  the  idea  of  Government  was  to 
cut  open  a  canal  from  Alleppey  to  Shertala  and  very  nearly  Rs-  6 
lakhs  has  been  spent  in  cutting  open  a  few7  miles.  But  now  the  idea 
sesms  to  have  been  altogther  dropped.  What  is  "Rs.  30,000  by  the  side 
of  the  Rs.  6  lakhs  that  has  been  spent  on  this  canal  ? 

Mr-  A.  S.  DAMODARaN  ASAN  ( Mavelihara )  :  When  was  it  done  ? 

MR.  POTTAYIL  S.  KRISHNA  PAWICKAR  ( Shertala  II)  Some  fifteen 
or  twenty  years  back.  The  lapse  of  years  is  no  reason  either  not  to  take 
up  the  work  again  ot  to  rest  content  with  .the  loss  that  the  State 'had 
already  incurred.  J  stated  this.  Sir,  as  an  illustration  for  the  lack  of 
policy  on  the  part  of  Government  in  undertaking  works  of  this  sort. 
Many  are  the  instances,  Sir,  where  adequate  provisions  are  not  made  for 
carrying  out  works  once  undertaken.  It  is  all  the  result  of  the  lack  of  a 
consistent  policy  before  Government  in  the  matter  of  alloting  funds  for 
various  works  and  embarking  upon  things  which  appear  to  them  to  be 
necessary  as  and  when  occasion  arises.  So  I  would  urge  upon  the 
Government  ■  that  they  should  allot  more  funds  or  rather  direct  their 
activities  in  the  direction  of  raral  reconstruction  and  encouragement  Of 
cottage  industries  which  will  go  a  long  way  in  helping  the  agricultural 
population  to  tide  over  their  distress. 

Mr.  K.  .A.  NARAYANA  PILtAI  ( Todvpuzha,  cum  Devicolam)  :  Sir, 
the  Financial  Secretary  has  presented  a  budget  which  shows  that  it  is 
a  surplus  one  ;  but  whether  it  is  a  real  surplus  budget  or  not  remains  to 
be  seen  in  actual  working  of  it.  I  am  of  opinion  that  nobody  should 
have  complained  even  if  a  deficit  budget  had  been  presented  to  us  in 
view  of  the  continuance  d'E  the  economic  depression.  Anyhow,  I  have 

to  congratulate  the  Government  because  they  have  embarked  upon  a 

bold  policy  of  floating  a  loan. 

Taking  of  loans  is  the  policy  advocated  by  all  Governments  now. 

I  am  only  sorry  that  only  a  small  amount  has  been  taken.  If  more 
loan  is  taken,  more  works  of  a  useful  nature  could  be  carried  out.  I 
think  that  the  Railway  could  be  extended  not  only  to  South  Travan- 
core,  as  suggested  by  Mr.  Narayana  Pillai,  but  also  to  North  Travan- 
core.  Sir,  I  learn  that,  according  to  the  old  estimate,,  only  3J  crores  of 
rupees  were  required  to  extend  the  Railway  to  North  Travancore.  Why 
not  raise  the  amount  and  do  it  ? 
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MR.  PACOQE  A.  AIARAYANA  PiLLAl  (Vilavanhod)  I  said  that  the 
Railway  should  be  extended  throughout  the  State. 

MR.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ih.dnpiwha  cum  Dceicolwm)  :  Money 
can  be  spent  on  more  reproductive  works.  Our  expenditure  is  increas¬ 
ing  day  by  day  and  all  departments  seem  to  have  a  mania  for  reorgani¬ 
sation-  All  this  is  meant  for  the  employment  .of  certain  people. 

Mr.  Elenkath  was  referring  to  corruption. among  the  officers  of  the 
Engineering  Department  and  it  seems  '  Mr.  Truscott  was  perturbed 
over  it.  I  do  not  see  why  he  should  be  perturbed.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
all  the  Honourable  members  of  this  House  will  be  aware  that  corrup¬ 
tion  is  rampant  in  all  the  departments  of  the  State. 

•MR.  6.  3.  ,E.  TR.U8C0.TT  {Chief  Engineer,  Loads,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation)  '■  Question. 

MR.  IM-  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (TodvptizJtw  cum  D  vico'am) :  I  have, 
only  a  week  ago,  given  a  written  statement  to  the  Chief  Engineer  and 
he  has  not  stated  what  action  he  has  taken  on  it  Sir,  I  have  only. a 
week  ago  given  a  written  complaint  to  the  Chief  Engineer  against  a 
Section  Officer  and  he  has .  not  taken  any  action  on  it.  (Cries  of 
“shame,  shame  ”.) 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  kind  of  demonstration  is  of  no  good. 

■MR.  K.  .A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Thodupusha  cum  Deoicolan, ):  Sir, 
it  is  only  last  week  I  wrote  to  him  about  the  Section  Officer  ;  and  in 
that  letter  I  had  clearly  stated  that,  if  such  a  Section  Officer  has  bean 
in  the  country  to  which  the  Chief  Engineer  belongs,  he  would  have 
been  the  first  to  rise  against  him. 

Mfi.  S.J.  NAIR  (Neduinangad) :  “Hear,  hear”  “  shame  ”. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ■.  I  am  obliged  to  point  out  that  crying 
“shame ’’is  not  good.  Cheers  and  appreciation  may  sometimes  ;  he 
permitted.  But  even  then  the  practice  everywhere  is  that  demonstra¬ 
tion-will  not  be  .allowed  ;  very  much  less  cries  of  “  shame  ”. 

Mfi.  K.  A  :MARAYANA  PILLAI  (Toditpazha  cum  Devkoiam)  :  Six, 
the  Education  Director  is  given  hail  a  orore  of  rupees.  We  want  -(to 
know  in  what  .way  he  spends  it,  We  want  to  know  whether 
he  spends  it  for  the  betterment  and  welfare  of  the  people 
of  the  State  or  only  to  enrich  the  pockets  of  his  favourites.  That 
is  the  question  that  has  to  be  considered.  Sir,  the  reorganisation  of 
the  Education  Department  has  given  to  the  Department  a  large  staff. 
The  posts  of  Divisional  Inspectors  have  been  created.  These  Inspectors 
are  a  menace  to  the  public.  Por  instance,  the  Muvattupuzha 
Division  Inspector  is  incorrigibly  corrupt.  For  the  transfer  of  a. teacher, 
for  the  appointment  of  a  substitute,  for  giving  grants  for  recogniaing.a 
school,  and  for  every  small  thing,  he  has  to  be  paid.  Unless  he  ispaid, 
the  matter  will  -always  remain  under  consideration.  Six,  I  have  a$sqd 
a. question,  whether  he  pays  rent  for  the  house  he  occupies  or  wi-.qther 
the  Government -treasury  . pays  it.  I  know, , as  a  matter  of  .foot,  , that 
the  rent  is.paidTrom  the  Government  treasury  as  rent  for  the 
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MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  -Rural)  :  May  I  ask  whether 
the  treasury  pays  it  as  part  of  his  salary  ? 

MR.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Todupueha  cum  Devicolam) :  He 
pays  Rs.  30  or  so  for  the  office  building  which,  is  adjoining  to  his 
house.  That  includes  the  rent  for  his  house  also. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  ■  Does  ho  live  there 
without  paving  anything  ? 

MR.  K-  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Todiqnmha  cum  Devicolam)  :  He 
pays  from  Government  and  not  from  his  pocket. 

Then,  Sir,  the  papers  have  been  proclaiming  that  corruption  is 
rampant  in  all  the  departments.  Recently  the  Popular  Herald  and  the 
DaksJm  ibharathi  have  been  writing  articles  on  corruption  in  various 
departments.  But  Government  do  not  seem  to  care  for  them.  When 
a  question  is  given  notice  of  in  this  House,  somehow  or  other,  under 
some  section  of  law,  that  is  not  admitted.  During  the  last  three  years 
I  have  beard  one  Honourable  Member  or  other  speaking  of  corruption. 
I  do  not  want  to  specify  any  officer  except  the  Officers  about  whom  I 
have  already  mentioned.  I  know  that  there  are  exceptionally  honest 
officers  and  they  are  really  an  asset  to  the  State.  I  aim  of  opinion 
that  Government  should  not  undertake  any  big  schemes  such  as  the 
Pallivasal  Scheme  and  others  until  the  corrupt  officers  are  removed. 
At  any  rate  and  at  any  cost,  corruption  should  be  uprooted  from  the 
State. 

Again,  Sir,  I  find  that  Government  seem  to  be  fond  of  show. 
Publicity  is  given  outside  that  we  are  working  very  well  and  so  on.  In 
spite  of  that,  when  we  look  into  the  working  of  these  departments  we 
find  several  defects.  It  is  only  in  papers,  especially  foreign,  that  ad. 
vertisements  arc  given  about  the  great  work  done  by  the  departments. 

I  recently  understood  that  one  of  the  Dailies  started  in  Trivan¬ 
drum  is  not  given  admission  to  this  Assembly  when  a  huge  amount  is 
spent  as  subsidy  on  foreign  papers.  I  do  not  know  why  a  Daily  is 
not  given  admission  to  this  House. 

MR.  K.  R,  ELENKATH  (Kalkulam  1)  :  May  I  tell  him  that  papers 
that  are  extinct  are  allowed  representation  here  ? 

MR.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Toduputsha  cum  Devicolam))-.  I 
thank  the  member  for  the  informotion. 

MR..  K.  M.  KURIAKOSE  (Muvatiuputha  II)  ■  May  I  know  the  name 
of  the  Daily  ? 

MR.  K.  A,  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Todupmha  cum  Devicolam )  :  The 
Malayali. 

With  regard  to  the  Pallivasal  Scheme,  it  is  really  gratifying  to 
know  that  Government  mean  to  switch  it  on  in  Makaram  next.  But 
I  do  not  know  whether  they  will  be  able  to  do  accordingly.  In  the 
Budget  speech  of  the  Pinancial  Secretary,  at  page  22,  I  find  that,  when 
the  scheme  reaches  a  normal  period  of  operation,  it  is  expected  to. 
bring  in  a  substantial  return.  •  I  would  say  that  it  will  not  be  very 
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productive  as  a  commercial  undertaking.  As  at  present  decided,  Gov. 
ernmeut  mean  to  give  powtr  only  to  certain  places.  They  do  not  pro¬ 
pose  to  supply  electricity  to  all  the  mofussil  parts  of  the  State.  I  am 
of  the  opinion  that,  if  the  Pallivasal  project  is  going  to  give  any  return, 
it  will  only  be  when  the  scheme  is  expanded  to  all  these  places.’ 
When  I  asked  the  'Electrical  Engineer  whether  he  proposes  to  extend 
electricity  to  certain  rural  parts  of  North  Travancore,  he  said  that 
private  companies  should  take  that  up.  In  these  days  of  economic 
depression  it  will  be  difficult  for  private  companies  to  take  that  up.  In 
Mysore  and  other  parts,  they  have  given  electricity,  to  all  nooks  and 
corners.  If  the  Pallivasal  Project  is  to  be  reproductive,  it  must  be 
worked  oat  on  a  commercial  basis.  Having  spent  a  erore  of  rupees,  it 
is  idle  to  say  that  some  taluks  cannot  be  given  electricity.  In  the 
Financial  Secretary’s  Statement  it  is  stated  : — 

“The  design  of  the  headwords  has  been  finally  settled  as  a  result  of 
the  visits  of  Major  Howard  and  Signor  Marcello  whose  services  were 
requisitioned  by  Government  in  a  consulting  capacity  to  examine  the 
details  of  the  works  relating  to  the  scheme.’’ 

I  do  not  know  why  their  services  were  requisitioned  in  a  consult¬ 
ing  capacity.  What  was  the  necessity  for  consulting  these  engineers 
when  the  scheme  was  launched  after  the  hydro-electric  experts  were 
consulted  ?  I  sent  up  questions  on  two  occasions  asking  for  the  report 
of  the  Italian  Engineer,  Signor  Marcello,  out  no  answer  has  yet  been 
given.  Becently  Major  Howard  was  also  requisitioned.  Unless  we 
are  in  possession  of  the  reports,  we  are  not  in  a  position  to  speak  on  the 
subject. 

With  regard  to  town  planning,  I  said  last  year  that  it  is  not  doing 
justice  to  the  people  in  Other  parts  of  the  State  if  money  is  allotted 
only  to  the  Capital.  I  would  congratulate  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai  for  saying 
that  ten  lakhs  of  rupees  should  cot  he  spent  on  the  main  roads  when 
so  many  bye  lanes  have  to  he  maintained.  It  would  have  been  better 
if  this  allotment  of  Rs.  10  lakhs  had  been  spent  for  improvement  of 
roads  in  the  rural  parts  of  the  State. 

SRIMATI  T.  NARAYANI  AMMA  (Nominate?):  Sir,  the  budget  pre¬ 
sented  by  the  Financial  Secretary  is  noteworthy  for  the  fact  that  there 
is  a  surplus  of  rupees  three  lakhs. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumnngad)  ■  May  I  know  whether  it  is  a 
surplus  budget  or  deficit  budget  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  S.  J.  Hair,  can  you  not  be  patient  ? 

SRIMATI  T.  NARAYANI  AMMA  (Nominated)  :  Another  noteworthy 
feature  of  the  budget  is  the  allotment  of  Rs.  114  lakhs  for  public 
works  -  the  highest  ever  provided  in  a  single  year.  The  allotment 
under  Town  Planning  in  Trivandrum  town  is  at  the  present  moment 
not  a  necessary  item  to  be  executed  by  Government  There  is  a  lot 
of  work  to  be  done  by  Government  for  attending  to  the  rural  needs. 
The  economic  depression  has  not  yet  left  the  country  and  therefore  it 
is  only  legitimate  that  the  Government  should  devote  their  attention 
to  rural  reconstruction. 
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In  regard  to  the  allotment  for  the  development  of  industries,  al¬ 
though  it  may  be  useful  -for  the  country  ultimately  by  way  of  relief  to 
unemployment,  such  Work  should  be  examined  by  the  experts  concern¬ 
ed  and  the  work  proceeded  with. 

There  is  necessity  for  providing  more  funds  for  Dispensaries  and 
the  Public  Health  Department.  I  congratulate  the  Financial  Secretary 
for  the  enunciation  of  policies  to  be  pursued  by  Government.  I  hope 
the  Government^  will  take  into  consideration  all  the  suggestions;  ol 
all  the  non-official  members  in  this  House. 

Win.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Aff.  Director  of  Public  Impaction ) 
Sir,  the  honourable  member  for  Todupuzha  in  the  course  of  his  speed 
made  a  very  violent  attack. 

Mft.  K.  A.  11ARAYANA-  PIL-LAt  {ToSupuzha  cum  Devicolam)  :  On  a 
point  of  order.  There  is  no  member  for  Todupuzha  in  this  House. 

HIS.  C  V.  CHANDRASEKHARA#  (.-iff.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  ; 
The  honourable  member  who  interrupted  me  just  now  said  in  the 
course  of  his  speech. — 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Does  not  the  member  know  his  name 

MR.  C,  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (.(<7.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) 
The  honourable  member  Mr.  K.  A..  Nara-yana  Pi llai,  in  the  course  ol 
his- speech,  made  a  very  violent  attack  against  the  Divisional  Inspector 
of  Muvattupuzha.  The  honourable  member  made  a  sweeping  allega¬ 
tion  and  referred  to  him  as  being  “incorrigibly  corrupt’’.  With  all 
respect  and  deference  to  this  House,  Sir,  I  would  submit  that  the 
dignity  and  reputation  of  this  Hcuse  requires  that,  honourable  members 
of  the  House  should  not  make  such  personal  attacks  against  individual 
officers  who  are  not  on  the  floor  of  the.  House  to  defend  themselves. 
(Hear,  hear.) 

Mr.  A.  s.  OAilODARAN  ASAN  {'Macdihara)  :  Could  not  the  mernbei 
himself  defend  that  officer  ? 

MR.  C.  V'.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  fig.  Director  of  Public  Instruction ): 
Let  Mr.  Narayna  Pillai  attack  me  personally.  I  shall  be  able  to  defend 
myself. 

Mfr.  A.  S.  DA'MOOARAN  A'SA'M  ( Muvelikara ) :  Is  it  the  opinion  of  th( 
member  that  we  members  should  not  attack  officers  who  are1  not 
present  here  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  I  will  explain  the  position.  Mr,  C.  ¥ 
Chandrasekhai’an  wants  to  make  an  explanation  on  certain  facta-  Hr 
prefaced,  his  remarks  by  saying  that  the  diginity  of  the  House  w-ill  be 
affected.  If  ony  member  spoke  in.  that  strain  I  was  carefully  listen, 
ing  to  Mr.  Narayana  Pillai’s  speech — and  if.it  struck  me  that -the  dignity 
of  the-  House  would  be  affected  I  certainly  would  not  have  allowed  him 
to  continue  the-  speech.  ( Cries  of  hear,  hear). 

But  Mr.  C.  V.  Chandrasekharan,  as  representing  the  Bducatiei 
Department  and  thereby  the  Government  has  certainly  a  right  tf 
.essplmn  such-  facts  a**. he  wants  to  explain. 
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MR.  C.  V-  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director -trf  Public  Instruction)  ■, 
Mr.  Narayana  Pillai  made  a  sweeping' •'ihdiet'ine'Ht -and'  a-V.try  violent 
attack.  I  submit,  Sir,  that  the  House  shofil'd  protect' m'dividual.  officers 
against  suc-h  a  kind  of  attack.  I  request.  Mr.d'Har'ayana.'f’illai  to  give 
me  specific  instances  of  the  Divisional  Inspeoixg:^"iIoi?u'ption.  Let  him 
make  himself  responsible  for  the  accuracy  of  the  statements  made  by 
him.  Then,  I  undertake  to  make  a  detailed  investigation  and  place 
before  the  House  the  results  of  my  enquiry.  I  deprecate,  and  this 
House  will  also  agree  with  me,  that  such  violent  and  sweeping  charges 
made  against  particular  individuals — 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Wavclilcara)  -  On  the  face  of  the 
statements  made  by  the  member  on  the  floor  of  the  House,  is  it  not 
possible  for  the  official  member  to  enquire  whether  there  is  any  basis 
for  the  allegations  that  have  been  made? 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Directs  of  Public  Instruction)  : 
I  regret,  Sir,  that  no  specific  allegations  have  been  made.  Only 
sweeping  statements  of  a.  general  character  have  been  made.  What  is 
the  sort  of  enquiry  that  could  be  conducted — 

MR.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Vorlnputha  cum  Demeola-n)  ;  May  I 
be  permitted  to  say  a  word  in  this  connection ? 

.DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  Mr.  Chandarasekhan  has  not  finished  his 
sentence. 

Mr,  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Dilector  of  Public  Instruction!) : 
I  strongly  protest  against  vague  charges  and  sweeping  allegations 
against  particular  officers. 

MR.  K.A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (TocUmuha  cum  Devicolam)  :  I  was 
submitting,  in  the  course  of  my  speech,  that,  for  every  appointment  by 
the  Divisional  Inspector,  for  every  substitute  that  is  to  be  appointed  by 
him,  for  every  transfer  that  is  effected  by  him,  for  every  payment 
towards  grand-in-aid  within  his  powers,  for  all  these  things,  the  Divi¬ 
sional  Inspector  has  to  be  paid. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  C.  V.  Chandrarekharan  haa  made  dear 
in  his  explanation  that  if  he  is  enlightened  on  specific  acts  of  corruptiOTr, 
he  would  make  an  investigation  in  the  matter.  When  a  member 
speaks  against  any  officer  particularly  on  the  floor  of  the  House,  I 
presume,  tie  makes  himself  responsible  for  any  statement  that  is-  made 
by  him.  So,  Mr.  Narayana  Pillai  will  only  be  helping  his-  cause, 
if  he  is  able  to  point  out  snecific  instances  for  the  information: of  the 
House-  That  is  what  Mr.  Chandrnsekbaran  also  wants.. 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction ) : 
Sir,  there  are  scores  of  transfers,  scores  of  appointments  and  promotions; 
and  unless  and  until  I  have  specific  instances  placed  before  me,  it  is 
not  possible  for  me  to  conduct  an  enquiry  into  the  matter. 

Mr..  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Pavelikaru)  :  Are  not  the  instances 
cited  by  the  member  specific?  Whenever  a  transfer  has  to  he  made, 
the  Inspector  has  to  be  paid. 
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MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (.if/.  Director  of  Public  Instruction): 
No,  Sir-  It  is  of  a  very  vague  character.  The  Honourable  member 
says  every  transfer,  every  appointment  and  so  on.  One  instance  was 
given  by  Mr.  Narayana-  Piliai  on  the  floor  ot  the  House  namely  that 
Mr.  Eanga  Iyer  is  not  paying  any  rent  for  his  house.  I  can  at  once 
refute  that  statement  and  say  that  it  is  utUrhj  false,  I  have  visited 
Muvattupuzha,  I  have  inspected  the  office  of  the  Divisional  Inspector 
more  than  once,  and  I  know  for  a  fact  that  h.e  pays  a  separate  rent 
for  his  house.  Both  his  house  and  the  Divisional  Inspector’s  office  are 
located  in'  the  same  compound  The  Inspector  is  paying  a  rent 
of  Ks,  25  for  his  office  out  of  Government  money  and  Bs.  10  or  12 
from  his  own  pocket  as  rent  for  his  house.  That  was  the  only  specific 
instance,  as  far  as  I  can  see,  which  Mr.  Narayana  Piliai  mentioned. 
I  have  answered  that.  I  am  prepared  to  make  a  note  of  specific 
instances  and  I  will  make  detailed  and  full  enquiries  into  such  cases, 
I  know  as  a  matter  of  fact  that  the  honourable  member  Mr,  K.  A. 
Narayana  Piliai  bears  a  personal  grudge  against  the  Divisional  Inspector; 
and  one  or  two  important  matters  that  have  been  brought  to  my  notice 
will  amply  testify  to  that. 

Mr.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Tolupuiha  cum  Dcviaolam )  :  I  rise 
to  a  point  of  order.  The  honourable  member  was  entirely  wrong  in 
making  such  personal  accusations. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Maveiikaru)  :  It  was  not  right  on 
the  part  of  the  Director — 

MR.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Todupueha  cum  Deni  colam)  :  I  have 
a  personal  explanation  to  make. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Order  order.  I  am  in  possession  of  the 
House.  This  Assembly  has  been  functioning  for  a  considerable  period 
of  time  and  every  member  is  presumed  to  know  how  best  the  work 
could  be  conducted.  I  can  quite  understand  the  attitude  on  the 
part  of  the  official  member  of  the  Iioo.sc,  if,  while  accusing  his 
subordinates,  specific  instances  are  demanded  in  such  number  as  the 
official  member  wants.  But  that  is  a  different  matter.  On  no  account, 
can  the  personal  motive  of  any  member,  either  official  or  non-official,  be 
questioned.  (Hear,  hear.) 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction )  : 
But,  Sir,  unlike  the  honourable  member,  I  can  give  specific  instances 
of  personal  animus.  Sir,  when  yon  as  the  President  of  the  House— 

"  DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Order,  order. 

MR.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  ( Kottayam  I)  :  How  is  the  member  relevant 
in  saying  that  he  has  specific  instances  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  All  that  does  not  arise. 

MR,  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) : 
Sir,  I  say  that  I  can  give  specific  instances  of  Mr.  K.  A.  Narayana 
Pillai’s  personal  grudge  against  the  Divisional  Inspector. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Maodiham)  :  On  a  point  of  order.— 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  have  already  given  my  ruling. 
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MR.  SDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  IWENON  ( She rf ala  I)  :  The 
diginity  of  the  House  demands  that,  as  representatives  of  the  House  are 
involved  in  the  matter,  the  official  member  must  he  asked  to  withdraw 
that  statement. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  Chair  being  the  custodian  of  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  the  House,,  I  shall  be  the  last  person  to  allow  such  a 
state  of  affairs  to  prevail. 

MR.  EOAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (ShcratU  I)  :  In  spite  of 
the  ruling  Mr.  Chandrasekhtran  is  persisting  in  that  statement. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Let  us  be  within  the  rules  of  circumspection. 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDARASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Direct-  of  Public  Instruction) : 
Unless  and  until  the  honourable  member  gives  specific  in -stances  and 
holds  himself  responsible  for  the  accuracy  of  his  statement,  I  am  not 
prepared  to  attach  the  slightest  importance  to  the  wild  and  reckless 
allegations  which  he  has  made. 

Mr.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Trdu.Aizha  cum  Pevicolu  ,,) :  I  am 
not  prepared  to  pay  any  the  slightest  value  to  the  words  of  the 
Director. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  honourable  member  is  quite  out  of 

Mr ,  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  [VoiUpu-ha  cum  DevicoUm)  :  Sir,— 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  may  point  out  that  that  does  not  further 
any  cause,  The  House  is  doing  business  in  all  seriousness.  It  is 
possible  sometimes  that  adjectives  may  come  with  a  force  which  was 
not  intended.  But  there  must  be  a  bit  of  give  and  take  in  these 
matters.  Mr.  C.  V.  Chandrasekharan  was  using  very  strong  language; 
and  later  on  when  he  understood  that  it  was  not  quite  proper,  then  lie 
put  it  in  the  proper  manner.  Mr.  K.  A.  Narayana  Pillai  would  be 
within  his  rights  in  expressing  his  own  ideas  in  strong  language. 
But  this  is  not  the  occasion.  The  only  occasion  in  which  ,  a  member 
can  interrupt  another  is  when  he  wants  to  put  a  question  or  perhaps 
when  he  wants  to  make  a  personal  explanation.  That  a  member  does 
not  attach  the  slightest  value  is  no  personal  explanation.  It  is 
personal  statement.  I  trust  that  both  sides  of  the  House  will  consider 
these  remarks  in  the  way  in  which  they  ought  to  be  considered. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  .  Sir,  I  wish  to  submit 
a  word  in  this  connection.  Veiy  serious  allegations  have  been  made 
against  a  particular  Government  officer.  When  the  official  member 
gets  up  and  says  that  he  is  not  going  to  attach  any  the  slightest 
weight  to  the  same,  unless  they  are  made  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
him,  I  wish  to  know  whether  he  is  voicing  forth  his  own  personal 
opinion  or  that  the  Government  are  not  prepared  to  take  notice  of 
them. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ;  When  a  member  raises  this  point,  I  am 
constrained  to  give  a  ruling  Mr.  G.  V-  Chandrasekatan  is  in  the 
official  benches  as  a  member  of  Government.  Otherwise  Mr.  C.  V- 
Chandrasekaran  has  no  chance  of  remaining  here.  So  long  as  he  is  an 
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officer  under  the  Tcavaneore  Government,  an  assurance  that  he  is 
representing  Government  is  considered  unnecessary.  With  regard  tc 
the  other  point,  I  may  say  that,  so  far  as  I  understood  the  Director  of 
Public  Instruction  and  if  words  can  be  persutned  to  express  thought, 
all  th-athe  said  was  that  while  he  was  -prepared  to  enquire  into  specific 
instances  statedjby  Mr.  K.  A.  Narayana  Pillai,  he  would  not  attach  any 
the  slightest  value  to  statements  of  a  character  which  do  not  specifj 
the  particular  wrong  action  on  the  part  of  the  officer.  That,  1  think,  is 
quite  legitimate  for  the  official  member.  Of  c  curse,  language  man  bs 
mild  or  strong  ;  but  on  the  point  of  law  involved  in  the  care  I  am  of 
the  opinion  that,  if  a  member  is  not  able  to  give  specific  instances 
before  the  House,  a  member  representing  Government  will  be  entitled 
to  say  or  rather  will  be  justified  in  saying  that  he  will  not  look  into 
that  question. 

■But  on  the  other  point  involved  in  this  ease,  I  am  of  the  emphatic 
opinion  that,  if  a  member  .is  not  able  to  give  specific  facts  before 
the  House  the  member  repsesenting  Government  will  be  justified 
if  he  says  that  he  is  unable.to  answer  or  to_say  that  he  wall  go  into  the 
question.  Of  course  supertatives‘may  ha  avoided.  Mr.  K.  A.  Narayana 
Pillai  says  that  he  will  be  able  to  give  facts.  When  the  facts,  have  been 
given  the  matter  will  be  gone  into. 

•IS.  K..A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (ZWwjwj/k*  cum  Deeie.>htm)  '■  I  wish 
to  know  Whether  the  facts  are  to  be  given  in  this  House  or  in  the 
house  of  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction  or  in  the  Divisional 
Inspector’s-house, 

DEPUTY 'PRESIDENT:  My  jurisdiction  is  only  in  this  House. 

•IN*.  C.  v.  ©MANOR ASEKHAR AN  (dg.  Diva  star  of  Public  Imtrmtion): 
Sir,  may  I  reply  to  that  question.  The  H  mourable  member  is  at 
liberty  to  write  to  me  officially, 

;AII T, Nf. -A.  NARAYANA -PILLA 1  (Vodujjw-jhct  cum  Daoicolavi)  :  I  did 
not  heat  what  the  Director  said. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  am  not  bound  to  say  what  the  Director 
said.  But  to  smooth  the  difference,  I  shall  say  that  Mr.  Chandr-a- 
sekharaa  says  that  the  Honourable  member  is  at  liberty  to  write  to 
him  officially  -about  this  specific  point. 

'MJi ,  K.qA.  'NARAYANA  PILLAI  ■  (Tadupuzha  cum  D&uiculum)  :  I  wish 
to  add  that  I  am  prepared  to  make  the  statement  before  the  Govern¬ 
ment  and -not -before  such  a  Director. 

•  DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  think  that  is  all  wrong.  We  are  drifting 
in  the  -  wrong  direction- 

■Mfl.  -KAY  A  LAM  PAftA'MESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Hoad  Sii'kar 
Vakil) :  Sir,  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  Is  it  right  for  a  member  to 
make  insinuation  against  another  member  ? 

.‘DEPUTY  BRESIDaNT  :  Insinuation  is  wrong,  made  either  by  the 
non-offieiak  against  the  officials  or  the  officials  against  the  non-officials. 

I  hope  that  will  not  be  done.  -I  did  not  notice  very  much  of  insinu¬ 
ation.  I  find  some  temper  and  therefore  I  corrected  it. 
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MISS  HEPZIBAH  GNANASIKAMONY  (Nominattd) :  1  congratulate 

the  Financial  Secretary  on  his  clear  and  hopeful  'report.  The  reviving 
of  the  old  midwifery  'class  in  the  Victoria]  Hospital,  Quiion,  the  allot¬ 
ment  for  increasing  the  number  of  beds  in  the  Ayurveda  Hospital,  the 
reorganisation  of  the  Public  Health  Department,  the  provision  for  the 
improvement  of  rural  sanitation— however  meagre  that  may  be,  and 
the  allotment  for  controlling  filariasis  in  the  Shertala  taluk  are  the 
happy  features  in  this  year’s  Budget  speech.  But,  I  wish  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  express  certain  grievances  regarding  a  few  departments. 

I  am  sorry  to  find  that  no  provision  ha*  been  made  in  this  year’s 
Budget  for  improvements  in  the  Women’s  Hospital,  Thycaud.  It  is  so 
very  sad  to  see  women  suffering  from  various  diseases  such  as  dysen¬ 
tery  and  typhoid  lying  down  on  the  floor  of  the  verandahs  for  want  of 
beds  and  accommodation.  There  lis  accommodation  for  150  in-patients  ; 
there  arc  ISO  beds.  But  on  an  average,  the  in-patients  number  from  250 
to  800  a  day. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAl  ( Trivandrum — Rural)  '■  Is  there  not  over¬ 
crowding  in  the  General  Hospital  as  well  ? 

MISS  HEPZIBAH  GNANASIKAMQNY  (Nominate:!) :  Sir,  in  : answer  to 
that  question,  I  shall  only  say  that  the  member  himself  will  admit  that 
there  are  more  diseases  among  women  than  men,  and  I  am  sure  the 
Hon’ble  member  would  have  realised  it  after  he  put  the  question 
to  me. 

Then  again  Sir,  there  arc  only  2  clean  labour  rooms  in  tile  Women 
Hospital  and  each  room  contains  one  bed.  On  an  average,  the  labour 
cases  number  eight  a  day.  It  often  happens  that  more  than  two 
women  labour  at  the  same  time  so  that  what  happens  there  can  better 
be  imagined  by  all  than  be  expressed  in  this  open  Assembly.  I  do  not 
wish  to  dilate  upon  this  point,  but  I  leave  Government  to  think  about 
this  seriously  and  do  the  needful  at  once.  Sir,  the  conditions  obtaining 
8  or  10  years  back  are  still  the  same.  Buildings  and  equipment  must 
keep  pace  with  the  growing  needs  of  the  times. 

Then  the  waiting  labour  cases,  Sir.  The  average  comes  to  75  a 
day.  But  the  number  of  beds  is  2-1.  So,  every  day  51  pregnant  women, 
In  the  weak  stage  of  their  life,  have  to  lie  down  on  the  cold  floor  in 
cold  weather,  exposed  to  the  fierce  wind  and  rain.  Oh  !  we  can  easily 
imagine  the  suffering  of  these  women.  Many  of  them  cannot  afford  to 
buy  and  use  quilt  and  blanket,  etc.  If  they  are  rich,  they  can  just  as 
well  go  to  the  pay-wards.  Why  should  they  come  into  the  free  wards? 

Then  Sir,  coming  to  the  children’s  ward,  there  is  accommodation 
for  12,  but  there  are  52.  It  is  pathetic  to  see  them  lie  down  between 
the  beds,  on  the  verandahs  and  so  forth-  It  is  a  pity  that  these  children, 
the  future  citizens  of  our  State,  should  have  such  a  miserable  treatment 
in  the  only  children’s  ward  of  the  State. 

Sir,  work  has  increased  in  the  Women’s  Hospital.  I  understand 
Sir,  in  the  absence  of  Dr.  Simpson,  Mrs.  Lukcse  is  doing  his  work  in 
addition  to  her  own.  It  cannot  but  be  admitted  Sir,  that,  under  the 
Vol.  VIII  No.  3. 
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present  arrangement,  she  is  unable  to  devote  her  whole  service  to  the 
Women’s  Hospital.  And  no  fresh  hand  is  taken  to  assist  the 
existing  staff.  It  may  be  contended  that  there  are  some  volunteers  in 
that  hospital.  Oh  !  yes.  There  are  some  lady  doctors  who  are  volun- 
tarily  rendering  invaluable  help.  Work  is  absolutely  impossible  without 
these  volunteers.  But  I  ask  Sir,  with  all  earnestness,  is  it  kind  and 
just  on  the  part  of  our  Government  to  get  continued  help  from  the 
hands  of  such  necessary  volunteers  without  paying  them  a  cash  ? 

Further,  a  Bub-Assistant  Surgeon  has  to  dealwith  400  patients  e 
day.  This  in  earns  extra  work.  The  staff  is  not  paid  for  their  extra  work 
I  do  not  think  it  just,  Sir,  that  these  few  hands  must  be  made  to  work 
like  this  without  any  allowance  for  the  additional  work. 

I  request  Government  to  consider  the  statements  I  have  mads 
above  and  to  come  forward  for  a  supplementary  grant  in  the  nexl 
session  for  improvements  in  the  Women’s  Hospital  in  these  and  othei 
necessary  directions. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  midwifery  class  in  the  Victoria 
Hospital,  Quilon,  is  revived.  I  request  Government’ to  see  that  this  train¬ 
ing  is  continued  in  the  coming  years  as  well  and  that  provision  is  made 
for  the  training  of  more  than  8.  Perhaps  Government  may  comt 
forward  and  say  that  unemployment  will  increase:  Eat,  I  say,  Sir,  thf 
question  of  unemployment  will  not  be  a  grave  problem  in  this  case 
because  there  is  a  great  demand  for  mid  wives  throughout  our  State 
and  our  Financial  Secretary  himself  admits  that  there  is  “large  demanc 
■for  midvvives”.  Coming  from  the  rural  parts,  T  know,  Sir,  the  amounl 
of  illiteracy  and  ignorance  that  prevail  there.  The  women  in  the  mosi 
dangerous  period  of  their  lives  resort  to  the  help  of  illiterate,  untrained 
ordinary  women  who  do  not  always  have  clean  ways  about  them.  This 
is  on  account  of  two  reasons.  They  cannot  afford  to  pay  the  doc. 
tori.  They  are  too  shy  to  submit  themselves  to  male  doctors  (and 
of  course  we  know  that  there  are  very  few  ladyidoctors  in  our  State  ant 
their  services  cannot  easily  and  quickly  be  had  in  rural  parts).  Undei 
these  conditions,  these  trained  midwives  will  be  a  blessing  to  tin 
women  and  indirectly  to  our  state  as  well  for  any  money  spent  on  th< 
health  and  welfare  of  the  women  of  any  State  is,  I  feel,  building  on  th< 
national  wealth  of  that  State. 

Then,  coming  to  the  Ayurveda  Hospital,  we  are  glad,  Sir,  tha: 
Government  propose  to  increase  the  number  of  beds.  But  what  I  sub 
mit  is  that  the  present  site  of  the  said  hospital  is  not  attractive  enough 
Thera  is  no  big  compound  around  it  and  it  is  not  specious  enougl 
either.  Hence,  I  hope  Government  will  consider  this  question  anc 
choose  a  better  site  in  the  near  future. 

Sir,  the  encouragement  given  by  our  Government  to  Vaidyans  ant 
Vaidyasalas  is  very  meagre,  In  these  days  of  economic  depression 
people  find  it  hard  to  go  to  doctors.  Further  I  may  say,  Sir,  people  h 
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rural  parts  have  great  belief  in  native  treatment;  and  it  must  be  admitted 
that  there  are  clever  Vaidyans  in  the  State  who  are  able  to  cure  even 
cases  given  up  as  hopeless  by  clever  doctors. 

RAO  SAHIB  S.  PARAMESWARA  AIYAR  ( Nominate )  :  jUEt  one 
question.  Are  there  not  special  diseases  which  Vaidyans  alone  are 
able  to  cure  ? 

MISS  HEPZIBAH  GNANASIKAMONY  (Nominat(d) :  Yes,  it  is  a  proved 
fact  [that  there  certain  diseases  which  are  cured  by  Vaidyans  and 
Vaidyasalas  alone.  I  am  sure  even  our  Government  officers,  who  are 
responsible  for  the  framing  of  this  budget,  will  resort  to  clever 
Vaidyans  in  case  they  need  any  treatment  of  that  kind.  But  now  they 
grudge  helping  such  clever  Vaidyans. 

The  figures  about  the  Vaidyasalas  were  clearly  given  by  Hcn’ble 
member  Mr.  Parameswaran  Pillai  yesterday  and  so  I  do  not  propose  to 
repeat  them  here  and  waste  the  precious  time  of  this  House. 

MR  A.  S.  DAIIODARAN  ASAN  {MaveliJcara)  :  Is  the  member’s  name 
Parameswaran  Pillai  or  Parameswara  Aiyar  ? 

MISS  HEPZIBAH  GNANASIKAMONY  (Nominated)  ;  I  am  sorry. 
Hon’ble  member  Mr.  Paiameswara  Aiyar.  But  I  don’t  think  it  makes 
much  difference. 

I  do  not  say,  Sir,  Government  should  help  all  Vaidyans  indiscrimi¬ 
nately.  There  are  quack  Vaidyans.  But  men  of  genius  can  easily  be 
discerned.  Hence  I  request  that  more  Vaidyasalas  should  be  established 
and  grants  must  be  given. 

Sir,  a  few  words  about  the  circular  from  the  Director  that  school 
rooms  should  not  be  used  for  purposes  of  worship.  If  school  rooms  can 
be  used  for  other  purposes,  such  as  acting  dramas,  which  are  not  always 
good,  why  should  permission  be  refused  for  such  holy  purposes  espe¬ 
cially  when  they  are  conducted  outside  the  prescribed  school  hours?  It 
has  been  admitted  on  all  hands  the  Christian  missionaries  were  among 
the  pioneers  of  education  in  Travancore,  and  even  now  there  are  many 
institutions  run  by  them  or  under  their  management-  Many  primary- 
schools  are  already  closed  according  to  Government  orders.  Economic 
depression,  which  has  hit  us  all,  has  hit  them  as  well ;  and  if  this  order 
is  enforced,  S  am  afraid  they  will  have  to  close  down  their  schools  al¬ 
together  since  many  of  them  cannot  afford  to  pint  up  new  buildings  for 
the  purpose  near  all  the  schools  or  give  up  worship  which  I  do  not 
think  they  will  do.  The  high  percentage  of  literacy  in  our  State  is 
largely  due  to  their  efforts.  Hence,  I  appeal,  Sir,  that  this  order  must 
be  cancelled.  If  not.  it  will  affect  the  high  percentage  of  literacy  and 
naturally  the  present  honour '  and  prestige  of  our  State  will  be 
at  stake. 

Sir,  last  of  all,  we  are  very  much  disappointed  that  a  very  paltry 
sum  is  devoted  to  rural  reconstruction.  Two  years  back,  about 
this  time,  I  was  imploring,  along  with  some  other  Hon’ble  members  of 
this  House,  that  a  -large  sum  should  be  set  apart  every  year  for  rural 
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reconstruction-  I  said  that  more  wells  should  be  sunk  in  Tillage  part 
and  roads  must  be  constructed.  But  I  am  sad  to  find  Governmen 
have  not  taken  notice  of  our  requests.  We,  the  people  who  come  iron 
the  different  parts  of  the  State  to  represent  the  grievances  of  the  people 
voice  the  opinion  of  thousands  of  people  when  we  again  and  again  sa. 
that  it  is  high  time  that  our  State  spends  enough  sum  for  rural  uplifi 
This  fact  is  recognised  in  British  India  and  other  States  as  well.  Th 
Government  should  spent  money  on  necessities  in  the  rural  parts  an 
not  on  luxuries  in  the  mctwpoHs.  Wo  find  that  more  than  ten  lakhs  c 
rupees  are  to  be  spent  in  increasing  the  amenities  of  this  ahead 
splendid  town.  We  shall  bo  grateful  to  Government  if,  at  least  in  th 
next  year’s  budget,  a  decent  sum  is  allotted  for  rural  reconstructior 

That  is  all,  Sir. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  have  to  make  this  observation.  Mr.  E.  A 
Narayana  Pillai  said  that  he  would  place  the  facts  regarding  th 
alleged  corruption  of  the  particular  officer  before  Government  and  nc 
before  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction.  This  House  is  concerne 
with  what  Hon’ble  Members  have  to  do  with  Government  and  no 
with  individual  officers.  The  Director  of  Public  Instruction  has  clear! 
stated  that,  if  facts  are  given,  an  enquiry  will  be  made.  That  statemen 
is  on  behalf  of  Government  and  therefore  authoritative.  Mr.  Narayan 
Pillai  will,  if  he  chooses,  be  doing  the  right  thing  if  he  places  his  fact 
before  the  Government. 

Mr.  KAYALAIW  PARAMESlfARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirka 
Valcil)  :  May  I  point  out  that  what  Mr.  Narayana  Pillai  pointed  or 
was  that  he  will  not  place  before  "  such  a  Director  "? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Did  yon  raise  that  point  before  ? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirh 
Valcil) :  It  was  on  that  point  that  I  raised  the  point  of  order. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  am  glad  that  you  have  said  that.  I  di 
not  hear  what  you  said  then.  The  expression  “  such  a  Director  ”  ha 
something  of  disapproval  in  it,  though  not  clearly  a  sting.  Such  e; 
pressions  may,  as  far  as  possible,  be  avoided.  I  may  also  say  that  if,  fc 
any  reason,  an  honourable  member  of  the  House  says  anything  m 
pleasant  to  a  particular  member  of  this  House  representing  (he  Goveri 
ment,  if  for  that  reason  he  refuses  to  place  his  views  before  the  Hous 
that  will  be  a  dereliction  of  duty.  Whatever  be  the  views  of  part 
eular  members  about  officials,  the  member,  in  the  discharge  of  h: 
duty,  has  to  place  facts,  as  the  law  provides.  Mr.  Narayana  Pillai, 
was  glad  to  note  said  that  he  would  place  the  matter  before  tl 
Government. 

Mr.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  (Kottayam.  I)  :  I  wish  to  make  a  few  observi 
tions.  Our  budget  is  balanced;  and  to  that  extent;  the  Financial  Seen 
tary  has  justified  his  position.  But  I  fear  whether  it  would  be  possibl 
to  get  a  surplus.  To  prepare  a  surplus  budget  like  this,  a  financia 
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expert  was  not  required  because  all  that  the  Secretary  has  done  is  to 
transfer  certain  items  of  expenditure  from  the  revenue  to  items  not 
charged  to  revenue. 

We  have  spent  nearly  one  crore.  of  rupees  on  Railways  and  even 
to-day  it  is  running  at  a  loss.  I  wish  to  point  out  to  Government  and 
this  House  that  over  a  crore  of  rupees  has  been  spent  on  Railways  and 
the  Railways  have  been  going  on  at  a  loss  for  the  last  so  many  decades. 
That  is  a  very  serious  situation.  If  we  want  to  profit  by  the  Railway. 
I  think  we  will  have  to  extend  the  line  from  Trivandrum  to  Tinnevelly 
through  Nagercoil  and  connect  Kottarakara  with  Alwaye  through 
Kottayam.  I  may  go  a  step  further  and  say  that,  if  my  suggestion  is 
not  practicable  at  present,  I  will  make  another  suggestion  to  Govern¬ 
ment  to  make  the  existing'  Railway  paying  as  it  is.  That  is  to  say  if 
the  Government  will  change  the  present  Railway  Station  at  Kottara¬ 
kara  to  a  suitable  position  near  the  M.  C.  Road  and  make  arrangements 
for  running  trains  at  an  interval  of  one  hour  ;  and  if  the  whole  distance 
from  Kottarakara  to  Trivandrum  be  covered  in  2J  hours,  I  can  assure 
the  Government  that  even  the  present  Railway  can  be  made  to  pay  or 
at  least  be  run  without  loss. 

Then  about  the  Education  Department.  Nearly  half  a  crore  of 
rupees  are  spent  every  year  for  the  Education  Department.  We  have 
progressed  very  much  in  Education  and  we  hava  almost  come  to  a 
stage  when  we  should  cry  halt.  So  I  put  this  honest  question  to  the 
House.  Are  we  in  Travancore  actually  benefited  by  the  education 
given  by  spending  such  large  amounts?  I  fear  most  of  these  insti¬ 
tutions  are  running  without  any  benefit.  Even  if  we  are  to  continue, 
I  think,  we  cannot  afford  to  spend  so  much  out  of  the  revenues.  The 
Financial  Secretary  has  thrown  out  a  suggestion.  I  think  it  refers  to 
the  Education  Department,  namely,  that  no  department  shall  get  more 
than  a  certain  proportion  of  the  total  revenues-  I  would  submit  that 
a  tenth  of  the  revenue*  for  education  would  be  a  proper  allotment  and 
nobody  can  grudge  spending  that. 

I  think  Mr.  Narayana  Pillai  has  charged  poor  Mr.  Ranga  Aiyar 
for  corruption. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  is  beyond  your  province. 

Mr.  P.  C.  KURYAN  ( Kottayam  1 )  :  As  the  Land  Revenue  Commis¬ 
sioner  put  it  the  other  day,  economic  depression  has  come  to  stay ; 
corruption  has  also  come  to  a  stay  not  only  in  public  service  but  in 
public  life  also.  That  is  the  position. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  You  are  putting  an  interpretation  .which  is 
manifestly  wrong.  The  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  stated  that  the 
economic  depression  has  come  to  stay  and  you  are  tacking  corruption 
to  that. 

Mr.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  ( Kottayam  I)  :  Just  as  the  Land  Revenue  Com¬ 
missioner  stated  the  other  day  that  economic  depression  has  come  to 
stay,  the  honourable  member  for  Kottayam  says  that  even  corruption 
has  come  to  a  stay  not  only  in  public  service  buf  also  in  public  life. 
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DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  This  House  is  not  concerned  with  thal 
This  House  is  concerned  with  the  question  whether  there  is  cormptioi 
in  public  service.  And  not  whether  there  is  corruption  in  public  lif 
outside.  This  House  lias  no  jurisdiction  over  that. 

Mr.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  ( Kottayam  I)  ;  The  alleged  corruption  o 
Mr.  Ranga  Aiyar  did  not  deserve  such  prominence. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  It  is  none  of  the  member’s  business  to  sa 

that. 

MR.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  ( Kottayaw .  I) :  I  wish  to  suggest  that  it  is  not 
ease  like  the  Bcience  College  defalcation  case  in  which  Govornmei 
should  take  serious  action.  Government  is  bound  to  take  action. 

Then  I  think  I  have  to  say  something  about  the  Government 
general  policy.  When  the  depression  became  acute,  Government  aj 
pointed  a  committee  of  officials  and  non-officials  to  enquire  into  th 
matter.  Government  issued  two  Proclamations  to  stay  execution  pn 
ceedings  and  then  a  Bill  was  introduced  in  this  House  to  be  passe 
expeditiously.  The  Law  Member,  in  introducing  the  Bill,  said  that  tt 
Government  is  contemplating  the  floating  of  a  loan  and  raising  < 
funds  to  make  the  scheme  work.  That  is  to  say,  the  Land  Mortgag 
Bank  is  an  indispensable  factor  for  the  settlement  of  debts  throng 
Conciliation  Boards.  But  when  members  sent  in  amendments,  Goven 
ment  themselves  said  that  was  a  charge  on  the  revenue  and  the 
were  ruled  out. 

Mr.  A-  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavclikara) :  Is  it  Governmei 
that  ruled  it  out  ? 

MR.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  ( Kottaywm  T) :  I  think  that  it  is  the  GovernmeB 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  If  you  say  Government  ruled  it  out,  it  will  1 
out  of  order.  And  if  you  say  the  President  ruled  it  out,  it  is  equally  01 
of  order,  for  the  President’s  ruling  cannot  be  questioned. 

MR.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  ( Kottayam  I) :  Sir,  I  bow  to  the  President 
ruling.  What  else  can  this  House  do  ?  To  start  with,  Governrne: 
took  up  the  initiative  that  something  should  be  done  ard  the  La 
Member  said  loans  will  be  taken  to  finance  the  scheme. 

(President' s  hell). 

MR.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAl  (Rottaraieara)  :  Sir,  I  would  eongrat 
late  the  Financial  Secretary  for  placing  before  the  House  a  surpl 
Budget — though  with  borrowed  capital.  ■ 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Will  you  speak  a  little  louder? 

MR-.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAl  ( Kottaralcara ) :  I  also  experienced  t 
same  difficulty.  I  did  not  hear  moat  of  the  members. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  is  not  relevant. 

MR.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAl  ( Kottaralcara )  :  Though  the  Financi 
Secretary  says  that  our  financial  position  is  exceptionally  strong,  we,  < 
this  side  of  the  House,  are  not  able  to  appreciate  these  remarks.  T1 
utter  hollowness  of  the  next  year’s  Budget  has  already  been  pointi 
out  clearly  and  unmistakably  by  several  members  on  this  side.  So 
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do  not  dwell  upon  that  point  it  length.  Anyhow  we  have  been  fol¬ 
lowing  a  policy  of  drift  for  the  last  so  many  years  and  the  Financial 
Secretary  himself  has  admitted  that  we  have  no  planning  in  financial 
matters.  The  expenditure  of  each  department  is  swelling  and  the 
expenditure  charged  to  revenue  is  also  increasing  out  of  all  proportion 
to  the  income.  "We  have  been  told  every  year - 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  You  are  distinctly  audible  now,  Mr.  Easwara 
Pillai. 

MR.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAI  ( Kottarahara ) :  Thank  yon,  Sir.  We 
have  been  told  every  year  that  the  expenditure  is  increasing  and  that 
there  is  imperative  necessity  for  retrenchment ;  but  unfortunately  the 
Government  seem  to  have  lost  sight  of  it  thi*  year  also.  I  hope  by  the 
appointment  of  a-  separate  Financial  Secretary  the  policy  of  drift 
hitherto  followed  by  Government  will  be  abandoned. 

Sir,  I  represent  a  rural  constituency  and  I  characterise  the  pre¬ 
sent  budget  as  unsatisfactory  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  rural 
population.  The  Government  Officers,  who  receive  their  salaries 
on  the  first  of  every  month,  are  not  able  to  visualise  the  hardships 
the  poor  people  are  suffering  on  account  of  the  economic  depression. 
Though  it  may  he  advertised  in  eloquent  language  in  foreign  papers 
that  Travancore  Government  means  to  spend  nearly  114  lakhs  of 
rupees  for  works  of  public  utility,  the  unemployed  in  the  rural 
parts  are  not  benefited.  In  fact  the  Government  ignore  the  rural 
parts  of  the  State  entirely  and  no  adequate  provision  is  made  for 
public  works  in  rural  parts  of  the  country.  Huge  sums  of  money 
are  being  sunk  in  towns  ignoring  the  majority  of  people  who  live  in 
country  parts.  In  this  connection,  I  have  to  advert  to  the  policy  of  Gov¬ 
ernment  in  spending  money  in  towns.  If  the  towns’  people  want 
better  amenities,  th  sy  should  be  asked  to  borrow  money  or  pay  additional 
taxes.  Water  supply,  lighting  and  drainage  come  within  the  obliga¬ 
tory  functions  of  the  Municipalities.  Municipal  bodies  in  Travancore 
have  been  constituted  nearly  half  a  century  ago,  but  they  are  still  kept 
by  the  Government  in  their  infant  clothes.  The  Government  are  try¬ 
ing  to  ignore  the  principle  of  local  self-government  and  to  centralise 
itself.  Otherwise  Government  would  not  have  spent  so  much  am ouDt 
for  the  towns  to  spoon-feed  Municipalities.  Government  may  guaran¬ 
tee  the  Municipalities  in  raising  debenture  loans,  and  give  expert  ad¬ 
vice  or  grant  in  big  undertakings.  Sir,  it  is  a  sign  of  the  times  that, 
popular  right*  are  ignored  and  local  self-government  is  discouraged. 
When  we  had  the  old  Sri  Mulam  Popular  Assembly,  the  representatives 
of  the  rural  population  could  have  brought  to  Government  their  need* 
and  obtained  satisfaction  of  their  local  needs.  Bnt  by  the  constitution 
of  the  present  Legislature,  the  members  are  only  allowed  to  discuss 
questions  of  policy  and  the  interest  of  the  rural  parts  are  being  *»dly 
neglected. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  did  not  catch  your  point. 

Mr.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAI  (Eottarakaza) :  Now  we  are  not  allowed 
to  discuss  local  needs  in  this  House. 
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DEPUTY  PRESIDENT ;  That  is  a  matter  which  affeets  the  coniti 
tution  of  the  House  and  you  will  not  be  in  order. 

Mr  A.  EASWARA  PILLAI  ( Kottarakara )  :  I  am  only  comparing  thi 
House  and  the  old  Assembly. 

MR.  K.  M.  KURIAKOSE  ( Mmattupuzha  ID  :  Cannot  members  ap 
proach  the  Heads  of  Departments  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Are  you  serious  in  that  question,  Mr.  Kuria 
kose  ? 

Mr.  K.  M.  KURIAKOSE  ( Muvathtpu.vJia  II) :  The  member  was  com 
plaining  that  the  members  of  this  House  had  no  opportunity  to  refer  t 
their  local  needs  ;  I  therefore  asked  whether  it  was  not  open  to  indi 
vidual  members  to  approach  the  Heads  of  Departments  to  represen 
their  needs. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  This  House  has  nothing  to  do  with  individus 
members  approaching  the  Heads  of  Departments  for  various  purpose; 

RAO  SAHIB  S.  PARAMESVARA  AIYAR  ( Nominated )  :  Doe»  not  tl 
provision  for  interpellations  serve  the  purpose  to  some  extent  f 

Mr.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAI  ( Kottarakara )  :  That  is  not  enough  fc 
the  purpose,  Sir. 

In  spite  of  the  repeated  requests  made  by  the  representatives  c 
the  people,  Government  are  even  now  ignoring  the  organisation  c 
Vilage  Panchayats  and  the  constitution  of  Local  Boards  and  Distric 
Boards.  The  funds  available  should  be  equitably  distributed  throug] 
"Village  Panchayats,  and  Local  and  District  Boards.  _  Sir,  we  are  nc 
glamoured  by  the  bombastic  schemes  of  commercialisation  and  indus 
trialisation  of  the  country.  The  only  important  commercial  enterprise 
that  now  we  have,  is  the  Government  Rubber  Factory.  In  spite  c 
profuse  promises  made  by  the  Government  that  it  is  a  profitabl 
concern,  so  far  we  have  not  been  able  to  get  any  profit  out  of  it.  Tb 
Financial  Secretary  candidly  confesses  this  fact,  but  he  assures  us  tht 
next  year  he  expects  substantial  profit.  Judging  from  the  resul 
hitherto  achieved)  it  is  difficult  to  share  in  his  optimism.  My  humbl 
submission  to  Government  is  that,  instead  of  investing  money  on  sue 
large  commercial  enterprises,  it  would  be  better  they  should  ti 
to  experiment  upon  some  one  industry  suitable  for  this  country  an 
find  out  the  best  and  the  most  profitable  method  of  working  it,  an 
then  show  to  the  people  how  it  could  he  carried  on  successful! 
Government  should  not  invest  large  sums  on  these  doubtful  commercii 
ventures,  especially  with  borrowed  money.  (President’s  bell.)

Mr.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PAR AIVIESVAR AN  PILLA!  ( Knnmtiur  cun, 
Pattanapuram)  ■  Sir,  the  Financial  Secretary  has  budgeted  for  a  total 
revenue  of  Rs.  245  lakhs  for  1112.  It  is  tbe  highest  figure  reached  in 
normal  years  even  before  the  depression.  In  1104  and  1105,  the 
revenue  was  slightly  higher  than  Rs  24  5  lakhs  ;  but  in  the  years  prior 
to  1104,  although  there  was  no  depression  as  there  is  now,  the  total 
revenue  was  much  less  than  what  is  budgetted  for  the  coming  year. 
Therefore  it  would  appear  that,  according  to  the  Financial  Secretary, 
the  year  1112  would  be  quite  a  normal  year  and  that  there  would  be 
no  need  for  any  pessimism  in  regard  to  the  collection  of  revenue. 
That,  it  appears  to  me,  reveals  an  attitude  on  the  part  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  to  recover  from  the  tax-payer,  ruthlessly,  every  pie  that  is  due 
from  him,  irrespective  of  his.  ability  to  pay.  If  the  Government  had 
recognised  the  difficulties  of  the  tax-payer  also,  and  bad  evinced  an 
intention  to  improve  his  capacity  to  pay  the  tax,  I  should  have  had  no 
complaint  about  that  attitude  of  the  Government.  But,  throughout 
the  speech  of  the  Financial  Secretary,  there  was  not  one  word  to  show 
that  he  or  the  Government  recognise  the  existence  of  depression,  or  of 
the  other  causes  which  have  tended  to  lower  the  prices  of  agricultural 
products  which  have  incapacitated  the  ryot  to  meet  the  demands  of  the 
Government  nor  is  there  any  suggestion  in  the  speech  of  the  Finan¬ 
cial  Secretary  to  improve  the  condition  of  the  agriculturist. 

One  direction  in  which  I  should  have  expected  the  Financial 
Secretary  to  have  made  some  suggestions,  in  his  speech,  for  improving 
the  paying  capacity  of  the  ryot,  is  the  need  for  the  protection  of  the 
cocoanut  industry.  Sir,  we  have  been  representing  to  this  Government, 
as  well  as  to  the  Government  of  British  India,  in  regard  to  the  neces¬ 
sity  for  protecting  the  cocoanut  industry.  But,  so'  far,  except  for  the 
slight  revision  made,  to  our  advantage,  in  November  last,  m  the  tariff 
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values,  there  has  been  no  tangible  recognition  of  our  difficulties  nor  any 
intention  to  meet  the  situation  adequately-  The  result  tas  been,  of 
course,  that  the  dumping  of  cocoanuts  and  cocoanut  products,  by 
Ceylon  into  the  Indian  market,  lias  been  increasing  from  day  to  day. 

The  latest  figures  furnished  by  the  Travancore  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce  are  as  follows :  -- 

For  the  period  from  1st  January  to  the  30tb  of  June  1935,  that  is 
for  six  monlhs,  the  export  into  India  of  copra  from  Ceylon  was  2,14,015 
cwts.  For  the  corresponding  period  of  si  months  in  1936,  the  import 
of  copra  into  India  from  Ceylon  was  3,66,246  cwts.  Again  in  the  case 
of  dessieated  nuts,  the  import  during  the  first  six  months  of  1935  was 
26,812  lbs.,  while  in  1936  during  the  same  period  of  first  six  month,  if 
was  52,562  lbs.,  that  is  double  the  import  in  1935.  As  for  cocoanuts, 
the  number  imported  from  Ceylon  during  the  first  six  months  of  1935 
was  3,334,411,  while  the  nuts  imported  into  India  during  the  same 
period  in  1936  was  4,274,177. 

Therefore  you  will  find,  Sir,  that  the  result  of  this  denial  oi 
justice  on  the  part  of  Government  to  the  suffering  cocoanut  planters 
of  India  has  been  the  abnormal  increase  in  the  imports  o: 
cocoanut  and  cocoanut  products  from  Ceylon  and  the  consequenl 
fall  in  the  prices.  Much  has  been  said  by  the  British  Govern¬ 
ment  in  regard  to  the  recent  revision  of  tariff  values.  The  result  ol 
that  revision  has  merely  been  to  place  us  in  the  same  position  in  which 
we  were  in  1933.  In  1933  the  tariff  value  of  copra  per  cwt.  was  Bs,  9 
In  1934  the  tariff  value  of  copra  was  reduced  to  Bs.  6  and  in  1935  il 
has  been  restored  to  Bs.  9.  That  is,  our  position  now  is  the  same  as  il 
was  in  1933.  It  has  been  stated  by  the  persons  in  authority  on  this 
subject  that  the  result  of  the  increase  has  been  good  and  sufficient  tc 
meet  the  situation,  because  the  prices  of  coooannt.  and  cocoanut  pro¬ 
ducts  have  risen  recently.  Sir,  there  has  no  doubt  been  recently  a  rise 
in  the  price  of  these  articles;  but  that,  I  submit,  is  due  not  to  the  revi 
sion  of  the  tariff  values  but  to  the  abnormal  fall  in  the  output  oi 
cocoanuts  on  account  of  the  failure  of  monsoons  during  the  last  twi 
years.  Sir,  this  is  a  matter  of  experience  for  all  cocoanut  planters;  am 
they  have  now  not  got  more  than  30  per  cent,  of  the  production  the; 
had  two  years  ago.  Another  argument  put  forward  is  that  the  positioi 
of  the  consumers  in  India  has  not  been  taken  into  account.  So  far  a; 
that  is  concerned,  it  appears  to  me  that  we  should  take  not  only  tb 
position  of  the  consumers  in  British  India  but  the  position  of  the  con 
sumers  in  Kerala  also  into  consideration,  because  we  are  consumini 
sugar,  wheat  and  other  products  upon  which  import  duties  have  bee: 
imposed  by  British  India  and  we  p  iy  our  shave  of  those  duties.  I  hav 
-got  a  feeliDg  that  the  local  Governments  concerned,  namely,  Travan 
core,  Cochin  and  the  Madras  Governments  have  not  done  all  that  i 
possible  for  them  to  do  in  this  matter  and  that  sufficient  pressure  ha 
not  been  brought  to  bear  on  the  British  Government  in  regard  to  thi 
matter. 
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MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  {Trioaiulruu — -Ihivai)  \  Does  the  member 
mean  the  Government  of  Imlia  ? 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  {Kutomt  nr  cum 
Pnttanapura.mi  :  Yes. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  AVe  are  concerned  only  with  what  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  of  Travancore  should  do. 

Mr.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Kunm-ftur  cum 
Pattanapuram)  :  But  this  is  a  matter  in  which  three  Governments 
are  interested  and  therefore  they  should  co-operate  and  bring  pressure 
to  bear  on  the  Government  of  India  Sir,  why  our  grievance  is  not 
redressed  is  because  we  are  cowards.  By  the  Interportal  Trade  Con¬ 
vention  we  have  lost  our  right  to  raise  a  tariff  wall.  We  cannot  retali¬ 
ate  wh.  n  we  want  to.  If  we  could  retaliate  we  could  impose  a  heavy- 
duty  on  textile  imports  and  them  probably  the  Government  of  India 
will  come  to  their  senses.  But  now  we  arc  powerless  to  do  that,  That, 
I  submit,  is  a  matter  which  the  British  Government  ought  to  take  into 
account  in  granting  us  relief,  because,  when  the  TravancoreGovernment 
entered  into  this  agreement,  it  was  implied  that  the  British  Government 
would  do  all  that  was  necessary  to  protect  our  interests.  But  they  are 
not  doing  it. 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  {Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  "Why  is  it  that  the  member  says  that  a  prohibitive  tariff 
should  be  put  on  textile  goods?  Has  it  any  connection  with 
cocoanuts  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  honourable  member  lias  stated  that  it 
is  by  way  of  retaliation. 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakiy.  I  want  to  know  how? 

Mr.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  {Iiunnattur  cum 
Pattanapuram)  :  I  think  the  British  Government  are  to  some  extent 
afraid  that,  if  this  duty  is  imposed  upon  cocoan  it  and  cocoanut  products 
imported  from  Ceylon,  the  Ceylon  Government  may  retaliate  by  levying 
an  import  duty  on  textile  goods  imported  into  Ceylon  from  India. 
Now  if  we  are  importing  a  very  much  larger  quantity  of  textile  goods 
from  British  India  and  if  we  had  also  a  s:milar  power  of  retaliation,  I 
think  the  Government  of  India  would  pay  more  heed  to  our  demands. 

Mt.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  {Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  Is  it  not  possible  for  the  people  voluntarily  to  boycott  these 
goods  and  retaliate  ? 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Kmmattur  cum 
Pattanapuram )  :  That  is  more  easily  said  than  done. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  Law  Member  has  put  a  question  and 
I  have  to  interrupt  at  this  stage,  because  iu  the  course  of  the 
budget  discussion  members  of  this  House  are  certainly  entitled  to 
advise  the  Travancore  Government  as  to  what  they  should  do  in  order 
to  remove  the  difficulties  of  the  situation.  But  when  I  heard  the 
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Interportal  Convention  mentioned,  I  felt  it  necessary  to  say  that,  thi 
being  an  agreement  between  the  Travancore  Government  and  tl 
Paramount  power,  statements  made  on  the  floor  of  the  House,  exce] 
by  way  of  illustration  in  very  exceptional  cases,  may  not  have  at 
value.  And  I  fear  any  constructive  action  to  override  the  Interport 
Convention  will  be  improper.  The  Interportal  Convention  need  n 
be  discussed  on  the  floor  of  this  House. 

Mr,  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAl  (Eumwttw  cr 
Pattanapuram) :  I  am  not  discussing  the  Interporlal  Convention 
all.  I  am  only  suggesting  that  the  Travancore  Government  ought 
insist  upon  the  Interportal  Convention  being  revised. 

Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAl  (Additional  Head  SiH 
Vakil ' :  Sir,  may  I  know  why  it  is  not  practicable  for  the  people 
boycott  British  textile  goods  and  thereby  retaliate  ? 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAl  (Kunmitur  c: 
Pattnnajmram)  :  Sir,  I  do  not  think  I  can  discuss  here  the  effect 
Satya-graha  or  the  boycott  of  foreign  goods.  That  is  entirely  forei 
to  the  province  of  this  Assembly.  If  the  expediency  of  such  a  thi 
can  he  discussed  in  this  House,  I  am  prepared  to  do  so. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  Law  Member  did  not  counsel  Sat 
graha, 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAl  ( Kunnatiur  c 
Pattanapuram) '  He  asked  me  why  1  thought,  that  boycott  of  Brit 
goods  is  not  practicable,  ( President’s  bell) 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Mr  Chattanatha  Karayalar. 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Sh  enrol  ta)  :  Sir,  although 
permissible  to  wander  from  China  to  Peru  during  the  general  discuss 
of  the  budget,  I  shall  confine  myself  to  making  a  few  observations 
the  Budget  Estimates  from  a  purely  business  point  of  view. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  your  statement  requires  some  interprstat 
You  meant  China  to  Peru  in  a  sense. 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shencolta )  :  It  is  an  ex£ 
sion  which  is  well  understood,  Sir. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  By  that  you  mean  within  the  four  cor: 
of  what  you  are  allowed  to  say.  Yesi  please  go  on. 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shencotta):  Sir,  the  bu 
estimates  that  have  been  presented  to  us  disclose  a  small  surpk 
its.  3'  54  lakhs-  A  surplus  budget  is  ordinarily  understood  to  indi 
a  period  of  prosperity.  But  this  criterion  is  not  applicable  to  a  cou 
like  ours  where  our  sources  of  revenue  are  rigid  and  our  elastic  sou 
of  revenue  are  very  very  limited.  In  a  country  like  England  or  < 
British  India,  where  the  revenues  are  raised  from  year  to  year  by  t 
tion,  if  a  surplus  is  arrived  at  there,  it  may  indicate  a  perio 
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prosperity.  But.  labouring,  as  we  do,  under  conditions  entirely  different 
from  those  in  British  Indi  i  or  England,  our  elastic  resources  are  very 
limited  and  we  have  more  or  less  come  to  a  static  state,  to  use  the 
expression  of  the  Financial  Secretary.  To  borrow  another  expression 
from  the  Financial  Secretary,  it  may  be  generally  possible  to  create  a 
surplus  budget  by  a  mere  waging  of  the  magic  wand.  What  I  wish  to 
point  out,  Sir,  is  that  our  revenues  are  more  or  less  static.  It  may  be 
possible  for  us  to  arrive  at  a  state  of  equilibrium  or  even  to  produce  a 
small  surplus  by  suitably  adjusting  our  programme  of  expenditure. 

Coming  now  to  the  actual  surplus,  Sir,  if  we  scrutinise  the  esti¬ 
mates,  we  shall  find  that  this  surplus  has  been  arrived  at  more  or  less 
by  taking  credit  for  an  item  of  receipts  under  customs,  which  lias  come 
to  us  by  way  of  a  wind-fall.  I  refer  to  the  item  of  Bs.  7-72  lakhs  by 
way  of  refund  of  the  duty  on  Jaffna  tobacco  which  more  than  accounts 
for  Bs.  .  '54  lakhs  which  the  Financial  Secretary  has  estimated  as 
surplus.  Even  apart  from  this,  the  Financial  Secretary  has  taken  credit 
for  Bs.  1-79  lakhs  under  Excise  duty  on  matches.  My  attention  was 
drawn  to  the  fact  by  my  friend  Mr-  Karunakaran  that  ordinarily  it 
might  have  been  possible  to  anticipate  that  amount.  May  I  point  out 
to  the  Financial  Secretary  that  one  of  the  important  sources  from  which 
we  expect  to  get  this  revenue,  namely,  the  Malabar  Match  Factory  at 
Mudikal,  has  closed  down  and  it  is  only  reasonable  to  suppose  that  a 
subsUmial  portion  of  that  item  of  revenue  cannot  be  counted  upon. 
So,  Sir,  if  these  factors  are  taken  into  consideration,  there  should  be  a 
considerable  deterioration  in  the  revenue  and  the  anticipations  of  Gov¬ 
ernment  may  not  be  realised. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  — Rural)  :  Why  was  the  factory 
closed  ? 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Sheucetta):  They  found  it 
impossible  to  carry  on,.  Sir.  So  -what  I  want  to  emphasise,  Sir,  is  that 
these  factors  wiil  disturb  the  calculations  of  the  Financial  Secretary. 

I  wish  to  offer  a  few  remarks  about  the  change  of  classification 
that  has  been  adopted  by  the  Financial  Secretary.  He  stated  that  a 
change  of  classification  has  been  adopted  by  Government  in  regard  to 
the  allocation  of  expenditure  between  capital  and  revenue  not  only 
with  respect  to  the  budget  estimates  for  the  coming  year  but  also  with 
regard  to  the  revised  estimates  for  the  current  year .  Whatever  the 
merits  of  the  new  classification  with  regard  to  tbe  budget  estimates  for 
the  coming  year  may  be,  I,  for  one,  cannot  see  eye  to  eye  with  the 
Financial  Secretary  in  regard  to  the  adoption  of  this  change  of  classi¬ 
fication  so  far  as  the  revised  estimates  for  the  current  year  are 
concerned. 

Sir,  the  object  of  preparing  revised  estimates,  is  to  enable  a  com¬ 
parison  to  he  made  with  the  original  budget  estimate  and  to  see  how 
far  there  have  been  deviations  from  revenue  and  expenditure  as  origi¬ 
nally  estimated.  This  object  will  he  frustrated  if  a  change  of  classi¬ 
fication  is  adopted  during  the  same  year.  With  regard  to  the  change 
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of  classification  in  the  budget  estimates  for  the  coming  year,  I  fine 
from  the  Financial  Secretary’s  speech  that  certain  items  of  expenditure 
have  been  classified  under  capital  not  charged  to  revenue,  thougl 
ordinarily  they  would  have  been  charged  to  revenue.  I  refer  to  twi 
items  mentioned  in  his  speech  at  page  4,  namely,  the  construction  of  : 
Council  Chamber  and  the  widening  of  certain  reads  in  Trivandrurr 
The  Financial  Secretary  has  described  them  as  non-productive  schema 
I  do  not  know  by  what  criterion  he  calls  them  ‘schemes'.  I  do  no 
know  if  we  can  call  road-making  a  scheme.  If  this  criterion  : 
adopted,  every  new  item  of  work,  every  bridge  and  every  now  road,  wi 
have  to  be  treated  as  capital  work  not  chargeable  to  revenue. 

I  would  just  offer  a  few'  remarks  about  capital  works  and  the  wa 
in  which  they  are  financed-  Last  year,  Government  stated  it  as  .the 
definite  policy  that,  with  regard  to  the  financing  of  reproductive  work 
though  Government  might  indent  on  their  reserve  in  the  first  intanc 
it  is  but  right  that  the  schemes  should  eventually  be  met  only  froi 
borrowed  capital.  They  meant  that  whatever  funds  might  be  drars 
from  the  reserves  to  be  used  for  reproductive  works  they  will  be  recou; 
ed  from  the  borrowed  funds  Sir,  the  outlay  on  capital  re-produoli' 
works  till  the  end  of  1111  comes  to  Its.  75’60  lakhs.  Tire  proposal 
to  spend  Bs.  34  lakhs  on  such  schemes  in  1112  making  up  a  total  so 
of  about  110  . lakhs  of  rupees.  I  do  not  find  airy  reason  why  Goven 
rnent  have  not  taken  courage  to  finance  all  these  schemes  by  borrowi 
capital.  This  House  has  unmistakably  expressed  its  opinion  that  the 
schemes  should  be  met  from  borrowed  funds.  Yet  Government  ha 
not  done  so.  I  want  the  Government  to  implement  their  promise,  ai 
to  respect  the  wishes  of  this  House.  (President’s  Bell.) 

Mr.  K.  M.  KURfAKOSE  (UueaUiqruzlM  11)  :  Sir,  to  me  it  appef 
that,  in  this  land  of  agriculture,  the  chief  and  foremost  institution  oug 
to  be  the  Agricultural  Department.  As  such,  I  thought,  as  oth 
members  also  thought,  that  in  the  budget  for  the  next  year  t 
maximum  allotment  will  be  made  for  the  Agricultural  Departure: 
It  is  admitted  on  all  hands  that  our  salvation  rests  in  the  developmf 
of  industries.  We  have  a  striking  deviation  in  the  present  budg 
namely,  that  Government  are  going  to  support,  more  and  more 
dustries.  Sir,  we  generally  used  to  imitate  British  India  in  the  mat 
of  formulating  our  policies.  I  am  sorry  to  note  that  Government  hi 
deviated  from  this  policy  in  the  present  budget.  We  have  a  herald 
the  agricultural  regeneration  of  India  in  the  present  Viceroy  a 
naturally  we  thought  that  there  will  be  agricultural  regeneration  in  < 
State  also.  But  what  do  we  see  here  ?  We  see  that  Government 
spending  a  lot  on  industrial  development  without  paying  the  neoess: 
attention  to  agricultural  development 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  One  point  has  to  be  made  clear.  T 
House  has  sanctioned,  without  raising  much  objection,  funds  b 
for  the  rubber  factory  and  the  Pallivasal  works.  So  you  cannot 
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Sir,  much  has  been  said  about  the  town-planning  scheme.  I  do 
not  share  the  opinion  of  certain  members  who  opposed  the  policy  of 
town-planning.  The  earlier  town-planning  is  done  the  better.  If  at 
all  it  is  to  be  considered  as  an  evil,  it  is  a  necessary  evil  that  ought  to 
be  taken  up  without  much  delay.  In  order  that  wo  may  avoid  further 
evil  in  this  matter,  I  want  to  point  out  that  the  town-planniDg 
system  should  be  extended  to  other  budding  towns  also.  When  there 
is  industrial  development  in  our  country,  many  a  new  town  will  be 
springing  up.  With  the  completion  of  the  Pallivasal  scheme,  I  hope 
several  new  towns  will  come  up.  Government  should  have  a  definite 
and  comprehensive  policy  in  the  matter  of  the  development  of  these 
towns- 

One  word  with  regard  to  Jenmikaram  settlement  and  the  irregula¬ 
rities  that  are  going  on  in  this  matter.  Sir,  when  the  Jenmi-Kudiyan 
Regulation  was  passed,  we  thought  that  the  relation  between  the 
Jenmies  and  Kudiyans  would  be  settled  once  for  all.  But  that  is  not 
the  case.  We  are  getting  into  further  and  further  troubles.  In  this 


may  I  speak  a  word  about  that?  I  had  sent 
motion  last  time  and  that  was  considered 
i  the  House  and  not  in  keeping  with  the 
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DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  You  are  not  concerned  with  the  dignity  o 
the  House  in  that  matter.  How  does  it  come  within  the.  scope  of"th. 
general  discussion  on  the  Budget? 

Mr.  K.  M.  KURIAKOSE  {Miiratthpiuha  II)  :  As  a  side-remark. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  As  far  as  possible,  please  avoid  side-remarks 

MR.  K.  IW.  KURIAKOSE  {m-vaMi»itka  II):  Sir,  my  attempt  t 
bring  to  the  notice  of  the  House  a  very  important  point  did  not  mee' 
with  success  twice. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Your  time  is  nearly  up.  Please  try  to  clot 
your  remarks  on  the  Budget. 

Ur.  K.  M.  KURIAKOSE  ( Mumitupu.zha  II):  In  the  early  stages  o 
the  Jenmikaram  Settlement,  the  para.  mentioned  as  the  Agrasal 
para  in  certain  documents,  was  taken  to  bo  equivalent  to  th 
standard  para)  but  the  cubical  content  of  the  Agrasala  para  is  only  641 
cubio  inches  where  as  the  cubical  content  of  the  standard  para  is  equa 
to  800  cubic  inches,  Now  this  is  an  obvious  mistake  committed  b; 
Government  by  which  the  poor  ignorant  kudii/an  was  put  to  consi 
derable  loss.  Subsequently  Government,  found  out  the  mistake  an: 
orders  were  issued  to  rectify  the  same.  Naturally  the  Jenmies  agitate: 
on  the  matter  and  tire  Government,  without  adhering  to  the  correc 
position,  seem  to  have  yielded  to  the  clamour  of  the  influentia 
Jenmies,  as  is  seen  from  the  subsequent  order  of  the  Government  b; 
which  evidence  is  sought  for  to  establish  the  equality  between  the  tw< 
paras.  I  cannot  for  a  moment  think  of  the  incongruity  of  such  at 
order.  Sir,  is  not  the  Agrasala  para,  a  concrete  measure  still  in  ex 
istence  ?  Cannot  the  cubical  contents  of  the  same  be  measured  an: 
verified  ? 

Why  should  Government  put  on  a  wavering  attitude  in  matters  a 
clear  as  day  light  ?  What  I  want  to  stress  upon  the  Government  is  tha 
they  should  take  up  this  question  immediately  and  rectify  the  mistak. 
committed  by  them  by  revising  all  those  settled  cases  in  which  th. 
Agrasala  para,  was  taken  to  be  equal  to  the  standard  para.  Otherwis. 
the  Government  will  be  doing  a  great  injustice  to  the  poor  kudiyan  wh 
is  always  at  the  mercy  of  the  rapacious  Jenmi . 

Mr.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAI  (. K alien,! an,  II) :  Sir, the  Budget  for  111 
presented  by  the  Financial  Secretary  is,  according  to  him,  a  surplu 
budget.  I  fail  to  see  how  it  is  a  surplus  budget.  By  an  adjustment  o 
figures,  he  has  shown  that  it  is  a  surplus  budget.  The  budget  ha 
become  surplus  with  the  aid  of  borrowed  capital. 

Sir,  the  hulk  of  the  population  of  Travancore  folio  w  agriculture  a 
their  occupation.  The  agriculturists  are  now  in  very  great  difficuitie 
since  they  are  heavily  indebted.  It  is  a  well-known  fact;  and  Govern 
ment  have  realised  the  necessity  of  interference  and  help  to  console  th 
agriculturists.  The  State  has  borrowed,  like  most  of  the  agriculturists 
and  they  are  debtors  to  that  extent.  The  Agricultural  Department  in  th 
State  does  not  bestow  proper  attention  on  the  salvation  of  the  agricul 
turists.  The  Belief  Bill  which  is  intended  to  re’ieve  the  condition  of  th 
agriculturists  is  very  badly  needed  in  the  shape  of  a  Kegulatiou. 
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There  are  two  schools,  one  Agricultural  School  at  Iionni  and  the 
other  at  Kotmrakara.  A  school  in  South  Travancore  is  quite  welcome. 
We  know  that  South  Travancore  forms  the  granary  of  Travancore  and 
an  Agricultural  School  will  be  of  some  use  to  tlieni. 

As  regards,  means  of  communication  in  the  rural  parts,  the  budget 
has  provided  only  very  little  funds  for  that  purpose.  Adequate  funds 
are  not  provided  in  the  next  year’s  budget  for  rural  reconstruction.  To 
beautify  the  town  of  Trivandrum,  the  budget  provides  lakhs  and  lakhs 
of  rupees  every  year.  Very  little  attention  is  bestowed  on  village 
reads,  tank  maintenance,  etc.  Irrigation  facilities  are  not  given. 

The  A.  V.  M.  Canal,  connecting  Trivandrum  and  Cape  Comorin, 
may  be  developed  so  as  to  benefit  the  means  of  water  communication 
to  the  population  of  the  State.  Before  considering  costly  arrangements 
by  way  of  extending  the  railway  from  Trivandrum  to  Nagercoil,  the 
development  of  the  canal  may  he  considered  for  cheap  communi¬ 
cations. 

As  pointed  out  by  Mr.  Paramesvara  Aiyar,  a  reduction  in  land 
revenue  is  quite  welcome  at  this  time  till  normal  conditions  are  restored. 
The  condition  of  agriculturists  demands  a  permanent  reduction  of 
land-lax. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  If  that  is  so,  how  can  it  be  a  permanent 
feature? 

Mr.  A.  EASWARA  F'lLLAI  (Kaihulam  II)  :  For  permanent  reduc¬ 
tion  of  land  tax  the  Land  .Revenue  Commissioner  may  say  that  this 
question  will  he  considered  at  the  time  of  the  next  settlement-  But 
I  may  say,  that,  at  present,  to  give  substantial  relief  to  the  agri¬ 
culturists  from  their  indebtedness,  some  reduction  1  towards  land 
revenue  is  absolutely  necessary;  a  show  of  relief  or  sympathy  is  not  at 
all  enough. 

A  word  about  the  distribution  of  water  under  the  Kodayar  Irriga¬ 
tion  Project.  Formerly  there  was  a  block  board  system  working  satis¬ 
factorily  and  now  that  lias  been  abolished.  No  other  system  exists  for 
the  distribution  of  water.  On  that  score  there  is  very  great  discontent 
among  the  ryots.  That  should  be  remedied  as  early  as  possible  to  save 
calamity  and  wastage  of  water.  Separate  water  cess  to  the  extent  of 
Rs.  7  per  acre  is  realised  from  the  three  taluks  of  South  Travancore  and 
it  is  a  pity  to  observe  that  no  proper  arrangement  for  the  distribution 
of  water  for  irrigation  purpose  has  been  made  by  the  P.  W.  Id.  doing 
that  work  at  present.

now  roads  or  bridges  or  canals  in  the  interior  pans  of  the  btftte,  especi¬ 
ally  in  the  northern  parts  of  Travancorc. 

1  Sir  overv  year  about  '20  per  cent,  of  the  revenue  is  being  spent  foi 
education.  But  the  backward  communities,  m  the  matter  of  education,, 
still  remain  backward  for  want  of  proper  and  sultcient  eiicour- 
a.-ement  on  the  part  of  Government.  Government  m  1019  had  issued 
■ui  order  in  which  special  emphasis  was  laid  on  the  encouragement,  to- 
be  given  to  Muslims,  especially  the  encouragement  to  be  given  to 
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Muslim  girls’  education.  And  it  was  also  stated,  that  wherever  necessary 
a  sufficient  number  of  girls’  schools  would  be  opened.  Similarly  in  the 
recommendations  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Education  Reforms 
Committee  of  19S3,  special  stress  has  been  laid  for  the  encouragement 
to  be  given  for  Muslims  in  the  nutter  of  education,  especially  by  the 
introduction  of  the  teaching  of  Arabic  in  Colleges,  High  School’s,  Middle 
Schools  and  Primary  Schools.  For  the  last  two  years,  the  Mahomedan 
Inspector  of  Schools  recommended  the  introduction  of  Arabic  in  24 
Schools,  but  in  ibis  year's  budget  there  is  provision  for  the  appointment 
of  only  6  Arabic  Instructors  in  6  Y.  P.  Schools,  I  hope  and  belive 
that  the  Government  would  pay  more  attention  than  they  are  now 
paying  in  the  matter  of  encouraging  Muslim  education,  especially  edu¬ 
cation  of  Muslim  girls  in  the  State.  The  Muslims  are  lagging  far 
behind  tlie  other  communities  in  the  matter  of  education  owing  to 
their  conservative  mentality  and  the  general  poverty  of  their  parents. 

RAO  BAHADUR  A.  RENGASWAMI  AlYAR  (Fin, mein  Secretary  to  Gown.

RAO  BAHADUR  A.  RENGASWAMI  AlYAR  ( Financial  Secretary  to  Gov¬ 
ernment)  :  Because,  you  see,  he  explained  the  correct  position  of  the 
Financial  Secretary.  After  all  the  budget  is  the  budget  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  Travancore  and  not  the  Financial  Secretary’s  budget.

RAO  BAHADUR  A-  RENGASWAMI  AlYAR  {Financial  Secretary  to 
Government) :  But  still  you  all  blame  the  Financial  Secretary. 

RAO  SAHIB  S.  PARAMESVARA  AlYAR  {Nominated)  :  Is  not  the  Fi¬ 
nancial  Secretary  here  on  behalf  of  the  Government  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  At  this  stage  I  may  proclaim  that  there  is  no 
necessity  to  elucidate  that  point.  All  the  members  of  the  House  know 
that  the  Financial  Secretary  is  here  certainly  on  behalf  of  -the  Govern¬ 
ment.  He  is  at  liberty  to  answer  criticisms  made  by  the  members.  No 
question  need  be  put  to  the  member  with  regard  to  the  elucidation  of 
constitutional  points.

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RAO  BAHADUR  A. RENGASWAMI  AIYAR  (Financial  Secretary  to  Govern- 
meiU)  :  Sir,  I  pass  on  to  the  other  point.  Because  I  wanted  to  make  it 
clear  first  that  it  is  the  Government’s  budget  and  not  the  Financial  Sec¬ 
retary’s  budget,  I  said  so. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  That  is  all  clear. 

RAO  BAHADUR  A.  RENGASWAMI  AIYAR  ( Financial  Secretary  to 
Government) :  Most  of  this  Honourable  members  said  that  the  revenue 
was  overestimated.  As  regards  that  point,  the  only  item  which  shows 
some  change  and  which  requires  some  notice  is  cortainly  the  land  reve¬ 
nue.  Sir,  I  havo  been  advised  by,  and  my  estimate,  is  based  on  the  ad¬ 
vice  of  the  Land  Kevcnue  (lominissionor.  One  of  the  Honourable  mem¬ 
bers  said  that,  because  1  do  not  know  the  country,  I  over-estimated  the 
land  revenue.  Thai-  is  why  I,  in  my  preamble,  explained  that  it  is  not 
the  Financial  Secretary’s  estimate.  It  is  based  upon  the  advice  of  the 
Land  Bevenue  Commissioner.  Now,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  I  find  that  Bs.  8 
lakhs  are  outstanding  under  land  revenue.  I  think  this  shows  that 
the  Travancore  Government  are  most  sympathetic  towards  agricultur¬ 
ists  here,  because  in  British  India  we  never  hear  of  Bs,  8  lakhs  of  ar¬ 
rears  outstanding  for  any  length  of  time.  That  only  shows  the  sympa¬ 
thy  of  the  Travancore  Government  towards  their  agricultural  population. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  AS  AN  (Marelikara)  ■.  Are  thero  remis¬ 
sion  rules  in  British  India  for  the  whole  Presidency? 

RAO  BAHADUR  A.  RENGASWAMI  AIYAR  (Financial  Secretary  to 
Governmen  t)  :  Yes>  thero  are  both  standing  orders  and  remission  rules. 
The  highest  remission  granted  in  Tanjoro  and  Trichinopoly  districts  is 
12  per  cent. 

Mr.  A.  S,  DAMODARAN  ASAN  {MaveUkara)  :  Does  the  Financial  Se¬ 
cretary  know  that  there  is  remission  of  tax  only  for  a  few  taluks  in 
Travancore? 

RAO  BAHADUR  A.  RENGASWAMI  AIYAR  ( Financial  Secretary  to 
Government)  :  I  am  not  aware  of  that.  But  still,  I  .find  last  year  you 
had  remission  in  Travancore  to  the  extend  of  18  per  cent-  I  assume 
that  some  of  the  old  arrears  will  be  recovered  and  even  if  they  are  not 
received  we  hope  the  budget  estimate  will  come  in. 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (lialhtlan  1)  ■.  In  the  case  of  revenue  und«r 
customs,  was  the  estimate  based  on  the  suggestion  of  tho  Excise  Com¬ 
missioner  or  was  it  the  Financial  Secretary’s  own  figure?

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IV)R.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  With  regard  to  the 
receipt  from  tolls,  do  the  Government  now  realise  that  it  has  been 
over-estimated  ? 

RAO  BAHADUR  A,  RENGASWAMY  AIYAR  {Financial  Seeortary  to  Govern¬ 
ment)  ■  'No,  Sir. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  {Mavelikara) :  Wasitnot  announced 
here  that  the  toll-gates  have  been  sold  for  over  a  lakh  less  than  what 
they  fetched  last  year  ? 

RAO  BAHADUR  A.  RENGASWAMI  AIYAR  {Financi l Secretary  to  Govern. 

ment)  :  Government  have  not  confirmed  the  sales,  Sir. 

Mr.  Karayalar  said,  Sir,  that,  since  the  Malabar  Match  Factory 
had  been  abolished,  we  should  have  estimated  for  a  proportionate  re¬ 
duction  in  our  receipts  under  Match  Duty. 

Sir,  we  get  our  share  out  of  the  total  duty  realised  under  this 
head  by  the  Government  of  India  according  to  our  population,  and  not 
according  to  the  duty  we  are  able  to  realise  here.  The  abolition  of  one 
factory  here  is  not  likely  to  affect  the  total  quantity  of  matches  con¬ 
sumed  in  India  ;  and,  as  long  as  that  remains  the  same,  our  share  of 
the  duty  will  continue  as  it  is. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  {N edumangad) :  Does  the  Financial  Secretary 
admit  that  if,  instead  of  the  classification  he  has  adopted  this  year,  the 
old  method  of  classification  had  been  adopted,  the  Budget  would 
have  been  only  a  deficit  Budget  and  not  a  surplus  Budget  as  it  has  been 
shown  to  be  now  '? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  is  a  hypothetical  question. 

RAO  BAHADUR  A.  RENGASWAMI  AIYAR  {Financial  Secretary  to  Govern¬ 
ment)  :  I  am  coming  to  that.  Sir. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  You  should  not  answer  it ;  I  do  not  permit 
you  to  answer  it.  i  have  ruled  it  out.

Rural)  :  Does  it  make  any 
difference,  according  to  the  member,  whether  match  factories  exist  here 
or  not  ? 

RAO  BAHADUR  A.  RENGASWAMI  AIYAR  {Hnanaial  Secretary  to  Govern- 
merit)-.  I  do  not  say  that  they  would  not  make  any  difference  what¬ 
soever.  My  point  is  that,  as  long  as  the  total  receipts  under  this  head, 
far  the  Government  of  India,  remain  the  same,  our  income  also,  under 
this  head,  will  be  the  same.  The  closing  of  a  factory  is  not  gomg  to 
affect  the  consumption  of  matches  in  the  whole  of  India.

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ;  The  financial  Secretary  has  already  stated 
that  our  receipts  under  this  h  ead  are  based  on  ou r  population  and  not  on 
the  quantity  of  matches  produced  here.  The  matter  ends  there. 

RAO  BAHADUR  A.  RENGASWAMI  AIYAR  [Fiiumciil  Secretary  to  Gooem- 
mmt )  As  I  have  explained,  matches  area  necessity  for  every  body, 
l’lie  total  consumption  will  therefore  be  more  or  less  constant.  The 
closing  down  of  a  factory  here  is  not  going  to  affect  the  quantity 
consumed. 

MR. A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  Q hire  til, -am)  :  Ou  whit  basis  did  the

RAO  BAHADUR  A.  RENGASAWAMI  AIYAR  (Finumio!  Srcretary  h,  Govern, 
intoit) :  It  is  based  on  the  amount  received  by  us  from  the  Government 
of  India,  last  year.  As  I  slid,  nest  year  there  is  not,  going  to  be  any 
fall  in  the  quantity  of  matches  consumed  in  India. 

I  shall  now  deal  with  the  das jificadon  I  have  adopted,  about  which 
so  many  members  have  spoken.  My  mothod  of  classification  is  in 
perfect  accordance  with  the  method  followed  by  tho  Government  of 
India,,  the  Government  of  Madras  and  elsewhere.  Sir,  I  shall  explain 
hew  this  method  is  most  beneficial  to  the  country.  Sir,  every  Budget 
has  two  parts,  tho  revenue,  side  of  it  and  the  capital  side  of  it.  There 
are  also  the  totals.  I  have  now  shown  the  major  items  of  expenditure 
in  the  capital  side.  If  I  had  shown  them  under  the  revenue  side,  the 
practical  effect  of  it  would  be  that,  ultimately,  the  only  course  open  to 
Governin' out  would  bo  to  resort  to  additional  taxation  because,  we 
want  money  for  these  large  schemes,  and  we  want  m  ire  money  for  the 
increased  activities  of  the  various  Departments  as  desired  by  the  people. 
Or,  wo  must  retrench  our  expenditure.  That  is  certainly  not  possible 
since  the  people  are  clamouring  for  more  and  more  for  the  Development 
and  other  Departments. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  {Mardilcara)  ;  It  is  not  possible  to 
reduce  the  standing  charges  on  the  revenue  V 

RAO  BAHADUR  A.  RENGASWAMI  AIYAR  {Financial  Secretary  to  Govern, 
inenf):  I  do  not  think  it  is  quite  so  easy  to  do  it.  Take,  for  instance, 
the  Education  Department.  Is  it  possible  that  we  close  all  our 
colleges  ? 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Ncdunmngvd)  :  Is  it  not  possible  to  reduoe  the 
number  of  Professors  and  Lecturers  and  Inspecting  officers  V 

RAO  BAHADUR  A.  RENGASWAMI  AIYAR  {Financial  Scurelary  to  Govern- 
■went)  ■  Even  if  you  do  the  worst,  you  may  not  get  more  than  a  few 
lakhs. 

MR.  t-  J.  NAIR  (N edumangad)  :  Something. 

RAO  BAHADUR  A.  RENGASWAMI  AIYAR  {Financial  Secretary  to  Govern- 
meat):  If  we  examine  the  Balance  Sheets  of  companies,  we /would 
find,  Sir,  that  the  shareholders  can  get  more  dividend  if  more  items  o 
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expenditure  are  debited  to  capital.  This  kind  of  classification  is  more 
beneficial,  to  the  shareholders.  Similarly,  in  the  case  of  Government 
also,  as  long  as  you  show  a  balanced  Budget,  you  need  not  think  of 
additional  taxation.  This  is  the  classification  that  is  adopted  in  British 
India  also-  The  Delhi  works,  for  instance,  cost  about  Bs.  9  crores  ; 
they  did  not  debit  their  cost  to  .revenue,  although  lit  was  a  non-pro¬ 
ductive  asset. 

Sir,  this  is  the  method  of  classification  followed  almost  everywhere 
and  it  is  prefectly  sound.  After  all,  Sir,  it  is  only  a  technical  question 
of  accounting. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASaN  Waveiikamy.  Why  has  the  Council 
Chamber  been  inoluded  under  “  Capital  Works  ?” 

RAO  BAHADUR  A.  ENGASWAMI  AIYAR  ( Financial  Secretary  to -Govern, 
ment)  :  Why  did  the  Government  of  India  include  the  Delhi  works 
under  Capital  Works  ”?

RAO  BAHADUR  A.  RENGASWAMI  AIYAR  ( Financial  Secretary  to  Govern¬ 
ment)  :  I  am  coming  to  that  ;  I  am  now  dealing  with  the  method  of 
classification  I  have  adopted. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  You  can  have  four  miutues  more. 

RAO  BAHADUR  A.  RENGASWAMI  AIYAR  {Financial  Secretary  to  Govern¬ 
ment)  :  Then,  Sir,  in  regard  to  financing,  there  are  only  two  courses 
open  to  us,  either  to  provide  out  of  current  revenues,  or  to  borrow.  If  we 
borrow  and  spend  for  non-productive  works,  we  have  to  provide,  out  of 
the  current  revenue,  for  interest  on  the  loan  and  for  a  sinking  fund  to 
repay  the  loan  on  the  due  date. 

S.  J.  NAIR  {Nedumangad)  :  Is  it  not  possible  to  retrench  ex- 
penditure  ?

RAO  BAHADUR  A.  RENGASWAMl  AIYAR  («tw»ctY/.f  Secret,. ry  to  Govern- 
went)  :  I  wish  to  reply  to  the  criticisms  levelled  against  my  proposal 
to  allocate  a  prescribed  percentage,  out  of  the  total  revenues,  for  the 
working  of  each  Department-  Sir,  some  of  the  members,  who  have 
criticised  the  proposal,  have,  I  believe,  taken  the  oue  from  the  leaderette 
on  the  subject,  that  appeared  in  the  Hindi t.  Sir,  my  proposal  is  different 
from  what  is  in  force  in  Hyderabad.  There,  any  saving,  that  a  parti¬ 
cular  department  is  able  to  make  out  of  the  total  amount  that  is  given 
to  it,  is  retained  by  the  Department  itself  and  accumulated  as  a  sort  of 
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reserve  fund.  That  system  obtains  in  the  Government  of  India  also  in 
the  case  cf  the  Army  Department,  Out  of  the  45  orores  allotted  for  the 
Army  Department  ,if  the  Department  is  able  to  effect  any  savings,  it  is 
allowed  to  accumulate  it  and  keep  it  for  itself.  Here  also,  we  follow 
that  method  in  the  case  of  the  Irrigation  Fund.  We  allot  Es.  2  lakhs 
every  year;  if  they  are  able  to  save  anything  out  of  these  Ks.  2  lakhs, they 
can  accumulate  it  and  keep  it  for  themselves. 

RAO  SAHIB  S.  PARAMESVARA  All AR  (Nominated):  Is  it  not  the  same 
system  that  is  followed  in  Mysore  for  their  P.  W.  D.  Fund  ? 

RAO  BAHADUR  A.  RENGASWAMI  AIYAR  {.Financial  Secretaoy  to  Govern¬ 
ment)  1  I  am  not  aware  of  it. 

Sir,  I  am  not  contemplating  any  such  arrangement.  It  will  not  work 
well  in  a  small  State  like  Travaucore.  Here,  the  savings,  if  any,  must 
come  back  lo  the  common  pool.  All  that  I  want  is  that  there  should 
be  some  kind  of  check  on  the  arbitrary  demands  made  by  the  various 
Heads  of  Departments,  without  any  reference  to  the  total  amount 
available  for  expenditure.  It  is  only  as  a  sort  of  retrenchment  measure 
that  I  have  proposed  it.  I  am  very  keen  in  our  setting  apart,  every 
year,  a  sum  of  Lis.  5  lakhs  for  a  reserve  fund. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  The  House  will  now  rise  and  me«t  again  at 
11  o'clock  tomorrow.

KIR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Ncdmnaugad)  :  Then  may  I  know  why  the 
answer  to  (/)  and  (;/)  is  that  an  estimate  is  under  preparation  in  the 
Chief  Engineer’s  office  ?

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Mr.  S.  J.  N AIR  (Nedumangad) :  May  I  know  whether  the  work 
referred  to  in  question  (a)  was  begun  with  an  estimate  or  without  one, 
and  if  it  was  begun  with  an  estimate,  what  is  the  meaning  of  the 
answer  given  to  (/)  and  (ej )  that  an  estimate  is  under  preparation  in  the 
Chief  Engineer’s  Office  ? 

Mr.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  (Chief  Engineer,  Hoads ,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation):  A  portion  of  the  road,  si*;,  the  first  six  miles  was  done, 
and  a  small  estimate  for  the  7th  mile  has  been  sanctioned  since  then.

Arnvipuram  trace.  An  estimate  was  sanctioned  in  November  1930  for 
the  Nagaroor  trace.

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Neclumangad )  :  For  the  information  of  the  House, 
I  wish  just  to  point  out  that  the  answer  given  is  wrong. 

At  page  21  of  the  Budget  Estimate  for  1112,  under  “  Part  If  — 
New  Works  ”,  item  124,  an  allotment  of  Rs.  1,000  is  made  for  “con¬ 
verting  the  Kallara-Aruvipuram  trace  into  a  cart  road-”  The  same 
provision  was  made  in  the  last  year’s  budget  also.

G,  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  (Chief  Engineer,  Roads,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation )  :  That  is  simply  the  heading  of  the  reference  to  Govern¬ 
ment. 

MR.  S,  J.  NAIR  (A ednwongad)  :  May  I  know  whether  the  honour¬ 
able  member  for  Nedumangad  has  not  persuaded  the  ryots  to  cut 
through  7£  miles  of  road  and  to  surrender  land  free  of  compensation  to 
the  width  of  22  feet  ? 

Mr.  G,  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  ( Chief  Engineer,  Bonds,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation)  :  The  honourable  member  for  Nedumangad  showed  me 
the  trace  some  time  ago.  The  trees  have  been  out  down.  That  is  all 
that  has  been  done.  Under  the  Ryots’ Roads  Rules,  the  road  has  to 
be  cut.  Then  only  the  maintenance  will  be  taken  up  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment.  The  road  has  not  yet  been  taken  over  by  Government. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad)  ;  The  Chief  Engineer  has  written 
to  me  a  letter  asking  me  to  persuade  the  people  to  surrender  the  land 
free  of  compensation.  But  in  that  letter  he  has  not  made  any  mention 
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that  we  should  cut  the  road.  We  have  cut  down  several  trees;  1,000 
cocoanut  palms,  jack  trees,  and  mango  trees  have,  been  cat  down  and 
several  buildings  have  been  demolished.  In  spite  of  that,  oven  though 
a  personal  representation  was  made  to  the  Chief  Engineer,  and  even 
though  there  is  an  allotment  of  Its.  1,000  in  the  budget,  nothing  has 
been  done.

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Neduoiangad.)  :  It  was  for  the  old  Council  and  not  for 
tho  present  House.  Therefore  I  say  it  is  a  document  that  is  in  the 
possession  of  the  Government.  Therefore,  I  further  emphasise  that, 
when  we  put  a  specific  question,  there  is  no  use  referring  ns  to  certain 
piages  of  the  documents  in  the  possession  of  Government. 

PRESIDENT  :  Is  there  not  a  copy  of  the  report  in  the  Legislative 
Library  ?

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PRESIDENT  :  If  the  report  is  available  in  the  Legislative  Library, 
the  Government  are  perfectly  justified  in  quoting  the  pages  from  that 
document.

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  ;  Yes,  Sir.  I  am  not  able  to  get 
sufficient  answers  from  the  official  member  (laughter). 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Rural )  :  With  reference  to 
repairing  rain  damages  in  Manikkal  and  Nellanad  pakuthies,  may  I 
know  from  the  Chief  Engineer  whether  the  repairs  have  taken  place 
according  to  the  estimate  ?  I  am  putting  this  question  because  out  of 
an  estimate  of  Es.  1,160  the  department  was  able  to  spend,  in  two  years’ 
time,  only  about  Es.  600. 

Mr.  G  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  (Chief  Engineer,  Roach,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation ) :  It  might  be  that  the  work  had  been  completed,  but  the  bill 
might  not  have  been  paid. 

Mr.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( VilavankoX)  :  With  reference 
to  answer  to  part  (b),  may  I  know  whether  the  Department  or  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  have  entrusted  the  maintenance  work  of  the  Minor  Irrigation 
Department  to  the  ryots  concerned  in  any  place  ? 

MR.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  (Chief  Engineer,  Roads,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation) :  That  is  a  rule  under  the  Irrigation  Begulation.

(e)  This  does  not  arise. 

(/)  This  can  be  ascertained  only  after  the  investigation  which 
is  in  progress  is  over. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  :  May  I  know  whether  the  work 
referred  to  is  completed  or  that  it  remains  to  be  done  ? 

Mr.  G.  B  E.  TRUSCOTT  (Chief  Engineer,  Roads,  Buildings  and 
Irirgation)  :  Some  portion  of  the  work  is  completed. 

MR.  S.  J,  NAIR  (Nedumangad)  \  So  am  I  to  take  it  that  the  whole 
trace  is  not  completed  ? 
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Mr.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  ( Chief  Engineer  Beads .  Buildings  and 
Irrigat'on)  :  The  trace  up  to  Earipoor  village  is  completed. 

Mr.  S.  J.  W AIR  (Nedumangad)  :  My  question  is  about  th e  Kari- 
poor  tace.  “Will  the  Government  be  pleased  to  state  the  length  of  the 
Kai'ipoor  trace  in  Nedumangad”,  and  the  answer  is  3<j  miles.  “How 
many  miles  of  it  have  been  converted  as  road,  and  the  answer  is  1J  miles. 
Again,  “how  many  miles  more  remain  to  be  converted  as  road,”  and  the 
answer  is  2  miles.  And,  the  further  question  was,  “how  long  it  is  since 
tire  work  remains  incomplete’’ and  the  answer  is,  it  is  not  an  incomplete 
work.  Ho  1  put  t,he  question  whether  the  work  has  been  completed. 

_  Mr.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  (Chief  Engineer,  Roo.ds,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation)  :  The  work  is  complete  so  far  as  Government  gave  their 
sanction  to  the  particular  trace.  The  remaining  portion  is  being  in¬ 
vestigated  as  to  whether  the  extension  referred  to  by  the  member  could 
be  carried  on. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Neduuangad)  :  With  due  respect  to  this  House 
and  tire  Chair,  1  submit  that,  when  we  put  questions  with  regard  to 
Public  Works  Department,  the  answers  supplied  bv  the  official  member 
are  most  unsatisfactory.  That  is  really  insulting  us,  Prom  tiro  answer, 
it  is  evident  that  the  trace  I  have  referred  to  is  not  an  incomplete  work. 
It  is  already  complete  and  only  two  miles  more  remain  to  bo  done.  The 
same  tendency  exists  with  regard  to  all  questions  relating  to  the  Public 
Works  Department.  I  appeal  to  the  Chair  that  the  official  member  be 
requested  to  bo  more,  courteous  in  giving  answers  to  the  non-official  side 
with  respect  to  questions  of  the  Public  Works  Department. 

Mr.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  {Chief  Engineer,  Roads,  Buildings  mid 
Irrigation):  No  estimate  has  over  been  sanctioned  for  the  complete 
work  that  Mr.  S-  J.  Nair  now  talks  about.  All  that  I  say  is  that  Gov¬ 
ernment  have  given  their  sanction  for  a  particular  work.  That  has 
been  completed.  There  has  been  no  estimate  yet  prepared  for  the  re- 
mainder  of  the  work  which  rtie  member  referred  to. 

PRESIDENT  :  That  is  to  say,  so  far  as  Government  sanction  to  a 
particular  work  is  concerned,  it  is  not  an  incomplete  work. 

MR.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  {Chief  Engineer,  Roads,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation)  :  Yes,  Sir, 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad)  :  With  reference  to  part  (d),  may 
I  draw  the  attention  of  Government  to  the.  fact  that  the  Chief  Engineer 
has  told  me  that  lie  is  not  prepared  to  cut  an  inch  of  road  in  Neduman- 
gad  taluk  because  I  have  put  a  number  of  questions  to  him  in  this  House 
relating  to  his  Department  ‘l 

MR.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  (Chief  Engineer,  Roads,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation )  :  The  Chief  Engineer  said  nothing  of  this  sort  to  the  hono¬ 
urable  member. 

PRESIDENT  ;  Please  leave  such  feelings  outside  the  House,  Mr. 
S.  J.  Nair.  (Voice  of  hear,  hear).  I  do  not  think  we  ought  to  import 
into  the  discussions  on  the  floor  of  the  House  auy  question  regarding 
personal  matters  which  might  have  been  discussed  between  the  honour¬ 
able  member  and  the  officer  of  Government-  That  ought  not  to  be 
made  the  ground  for  asking  questions. 


QUESTIONS  AND  ANSWERS, 


MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  :  A  word  of  personal  explanation. 
My  question  was  whether  it  is  not  an  incomplete  work  and  the  answer 

PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  S.  J.  Nair  will  remember  that  the  Chair  has  not 
objected  to  any  of  his  questions.  But,  on  the  other  hand,  the  Chair  will 
appreciate  such  a  series  of  questions.  I  object  to  anything  like  personal 
matters  being  imported  into  the  discussion  on  the  floor  of  the  House. 

Mr.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCQTT  (Chief  Engineer,  Roads,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation.) :  I  have  already  answered  that  investigation  is  in  progress; 
and  only  after  that  is  over,  the  exact  position  could  be  ascertained. 

MR.  S.  J.  N AIR  (Nedumangad)  ;  A  word  of  explanation,  Sir.  I 
have  done  a  lot  of  work  on  behalf  of  the  people  of  Nedumangad.  I  re¬ 
present  a  population  of  about  1$  lakhs. 

PRESIDENT  :  That  is  a  heavy  burden  indeed,  (i.aughtef) 

Mr.  S.  J-  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  I  am  sorry  to  bring  to  the  notice  of 
Government  that  the  amounts  sanctioned  as  per  budget  allotment  are 
not  utilised  by  the  departments  concerned.  It  is  really  painful  to 
observe  that.

DEMAND  I — Public  works  dbrartmen  r. 

Mr.  G.  B.  E._  TRUSCOTT  {Oh! of  Engineer,  Hoad*.  Buildings  and 
jrriijiili'.ni )  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  move  for  a  grant  not  exceeding 
its.  8V),U, 077  -under  Demand  I— Public;  Works  Department. 

Motion  No.  1. 

Mr.  K.  PAOMANABHAN  {OhimyinM  7);  I  rise  to  move:- 

1.  To  omit  the.  allotment  of  li».  4, WO  for  assishmt  Engineer. 

Sir,  the  object  with  which  I  have  moved  this  motion  is  quite 
simple  and  it  is  in  the  printed  sheet.  The  Public  Works  Department  is 
one  of  the  biggest  spending  Departments  in  the  state.  This  Houss 
should  not  grudge  that  Department  spending  moneys  for  the  good  of 
the  people.  Under  “Direction”,  there  is  an  allotment  of  about 
Bs.  40,228.  Under  “  Execution  ”,  the  budget  estimate  is  Bs.  24,44,732, 
Out  of  the  total  grant  demanded  by  the  Chief  Engineer,  viz., 
Bs.  119,11,077,  deducting  Bs.  2(1,75,111  which  is  consumed  for  salaries 
and  establishment  of  the  various  offices  and  the  head  office  together, 
there  is  only  a  small  fraction  loft.  It  comes  to  about  Rs.  12  lakhs. 
Out  of  this  amount,  wc  liud  a  vast  portion  to  the  extant  of  Bs.  10  lakhs 
is  to  be  expended  in  the  capital  city  for  Town  Planning  or  other  pur¬ 
poses.  Wo  know,  us  a  matter  of  fact,  that  there  are  responsible  officers 
for  supervising  that  work  in  the  Trivandrum  town  under  the  Public 
Works  Department-  The  amount  remaining  comes  to  about  Its.  £ 
lakhs,  that  is  after  deducting  about  Bs.  10  lakhs  for  Trivandrum  town 
Only  this  much  of  the  amount  is  to  be  expended  outside  Trivandrun 
town.  It  i«  for  that  purpose  we  find  such  a  big  allotment  for  officers 
and  a  host  of  subordinates  under  various  sections  in  the  Chief  Engl 
near ’3  Offico.'i'his  particular  item  which  I  am  moving  for  being  omittec 
is  seen  on  page  184  of  the  Preliminary  Budget.  That  Assistant  Engin 
ear  is  at  present  attached  to  the  office  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  attend 
mg  to  office  work.  He  is  more  or  less  doing  the  duties  of  a  Persona 
Assistant  to  the  Chief  Engineer.  The  question  here  is  whether,  : 
Personal  Assistant  is  required  to  attend  to  the  routine  duties  of  tb 
Chief  Engineer.  It  is  a  very  serious  question  deserving  attention.  Ii 
the  budget,  the  salary  of  the  Chief  Engineer  is  fixed  at  Es.  700  t 
Bs.  900.  But  the  present  Chief  Engineer  is  drawing  a  very  fst  salar 
of  over  Bs.  1,700. 

PRESIDENT  .  Then  why  not  deal  with  the  Chief  Engineer  in  you 
motion? 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  {Clurmjinb.il)-.  I  am  only  incidental! 
referring  to  it  for  the  sake  of  argument.  The  salary  of  the  preset 
Chief  Engineer  is  nearly  double  the  maximum  salary  fixed  in  th 
budget.  The  present  Assistant  Engineer,  who  is  assisting  the  Chic 
Engineer,  is  a  person  with  consideradle  experience  in  P.  W,  D.  worl 
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3? or  merely  attending  to  the  routine  duties  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  it  i3 
a  matter  for  consideration  how  an  experienced  officer  of  this  type  is 
necessary. 

What  is  the  ultimate  result  of  resorting  to  the  practice  of  appoint¬ 
ing  Assistants  to  Departmental  IHeads  ?  That  is  a  matter  which  I 
think  we  have  to  consider  very  'seriously.  There  has  been  a  tendency 
for  the  Government  to  appoint  Personal  Assistants  to  various  Depart¬ 
mental  Heads.  This  House  has  on  several  occasions  expressed  its 
disapproval  of  that  practice.  As  a  result,  we  find  that  the  posts  of 
several  Personal  Assistants  have  been  done  away  with.  In  those 
departments,  work  does  not  suffer  for  want  of  personal  assistants.  Even 
with  regard  to  the  allotment  for  this  particular  Assistant  Engineer,  we 
find  from  the  Budget  proposals  a  very  glaring  ambiguity  which  I  am 
at  a  loss  to  understand.  This  Assistant  Engineer  is  provided  with 
Es.  250-  300.  Even  if  he  i«  to  get  the  maximum  of  Es.  300  per 
mensem  it  will  come  to  only  Rs.  3,690  per  annum.  But  the  allotment 
for  this  officer  is  Es.  4,800.  How  that  excess  is  arrived  at  is  not  ex¬ 
plained.  If  it  is  by  way  of  personal  allowance  or  some  other  such 
things,  that  matter  should  have  been  explained  at  the  foot  of  the 
Budget  rs  is  done  in  the  case  of  the  Chief  Engineer.  Now  who  is  this 
officer  ?  I  understand  that  it  is  one  Mr.  Sesha  Iyer,  a  very  capable 
officer  who  has  got  general  as  well  as  technical  qualifications.  Ha  is  a 
graduate  and  also  a  B.  E.  Such  an  officer  is  almost  rotting  in  that 
office,  simply  sleeping  and  enjoying  the  electric  fan  in  his  room.  If 
he  is  put  in  charge  of  a  Division,  it  would  have  been  possible  to  extract 
sufficient  work  from  him.  In  the  office  he  is  only  performing  the 
duties  of  the  Superintendent  and  supervisor.  There  is  a  Superintend¬ 
ent  drawing  Es.  100 — 125  and  there  is  a  Supervisor  drawing  Ks.  350. 
All  these  three  officers  perform  duties  almost  similar.  Now  what  is  it  ; 
that  is  done  in  the  office  ?  The  note'is  prepared  by  the  clerk  and  it 
goes  on  to  these  officers  for  initial,  and  finally  to  the  Chief  Engineer 
for  signature.  If  the  Chief  Engineer  is  not  able  to  attend  to  even  such 
works,  then  I  think  we  can  manage  even  without  the  Chief  Engineer. 
Then  why  should  we  have  a  Chief  Engineer  here  ?  We  have  been 
clamouring  in  this  House  for  retrenchment.  On  that  account  also  I 
place  this  motion  for  the  earnest  consideration  of  the  House  If  this 
motion  is  passed,  we  can  save  Rs.  4,800  which  can  be  utilised  for  other 
more  useful  purposes.  We  are  clamouring  for  roads  in  the  villages, 
good  drinking  water  and  other  amenities  in  rural  parts.  If  this  allot¬ 
ment  is  omitted,  it  can  be  used  for  those  purposes-  So  I  humbly 
request  the  members  of  this  House  to  see  that  this  motion  is  carried. 
I  believe  the  Chief  Engineer  himself  will  not  raise  any  serious  objection. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad):  Sir,  I  second  the  motion.  There 
was  a  time  when  the  P.  W.  D.  Chief  Engineer  wanted  a  Personal 
Assistant  of  the  status  of  an  Assistant  Engineer  in  his  office.  So  far  as 
the  former  Chief  Engineer  was  concerned,  there  were  the  Electrical 
Department,  the  Water  Works  and  Drainage  Department  and  other 
Departments  under  his  charge.  Now  these  Departments  are  bifurcated 
and  the  Chief  Engineer  is  diveBted  of  these  works.  He  has  now  purely 
to  confine  himself  in  the  matter  of  the  construction  of  roads  and 
buildings. 
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Mr.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  (Koltanam  I)'  May  I  know  whether,  in  the 
case  of  former  Chief  Engineers,  the  Electrical  Department  was  ever 
under  them  ? 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Neduoiangad) :  Even  if  there  was  that  Depart¬ 
ment,  they  hart  t< >  look  after  that  Department  also.  The  Chief  Engi¬ 
neer  was  all  in  all  in  the  P.  \V.  Department  before.  Now,  with  regard 
to  tho  Engineering  Department,  various  diversions  have  taken  place. 
The  Electrical  Department  has  been  diverted  and  it  is  placed  under  an 
able  Chief  Engineer  in  Mr.  T\.  P.  Padmanabha  Merton;  and  another 
department  has  been  or  sited  and  it  is  placed  under  another  able  officer, 
T  mean  the  Water  Works  and  Drainage  Engineer.  Now  there  remains 
only  the  construction  of  roads  and  buildings  to  be  looked  after  by  the 
P.  W.  D.  Chief  E  gineer.  To  assist  the  Chief  Engineer  for  that 
purpose,  an  Assistant  Emfinoor  on  a  high  salary  is  not  at  all  necessary, 
ft  is  only  an  ornament.  Even  with  regard  to  the  construction  of  roads, 
what  is  it  that  the  Chief  Engineer  has  to  do?  We  find  that  the  allot¬ 
ment  for  new  roads  is  only  Its.  14,800.  Is  it  for  the  purpose  of  spend- 
ing  Its.  1-1, 800  that  we  have  the.  post  of  a  Chief  Engineer  on  a  high 
salary  and  also  a  Personal  Assistant  on  a  salary  of  nearly  Rs.  3,000  per 
annum.  Thorn  is  absolutely  no  necessity  to  retain  such  an  Assistant 
Engineer  as  the  Personal  Assistant  to  the  Chief  Engineer.  So  I  appeal 
to  this  House  to  see  that  this  motion  is  carried. 

MR-  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  (Chief  Engineer,  It, nails,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation)  :  Sir,  I  object  to  the  reduction  of  the  amount.  The  fact  of 
the  matter  is  that,  till  1093  in  the  P.  W.  Department,  there  was  the 
Deputy  Chief  Engineer.  I  think  his  salary  was  about  R*.  900.  In  the 
reorganisation  in  1098,  the,  Deputy  Chief  Engineer’s  post  was  abolished 
and  a  Personal  Assistant  was  given  to  the  Chief  Engineer,  I  may 
point  out  to  the  mover  of  the  motion  that  the  Chief  Engineer  is  a 
touring  officer  ;  and  while  the  Chief  Engineer  is  away — 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nediniianriad)  :  May  I  know  whether  the  Chief 
Engineer  has  toured  in  connection  with  surprise  visits  ? 

MR.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  (Chir.f  Engineer,  Bowls,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation)  :  Tt  is  difficult  to  surprise  some  people,  Sir.  (Laughter). 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (N  edmnangad) :  Has  he  toured  in  connection 
with  the  inspection  of  roads  ? 

Mr.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  (Chief  Engineer,  Hoads,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation)  ;  The  Chief  Engineer  has  done  over  112  days  touring  up 
to  the  beginning  of  last  month.  And  while  he  is  away  the  office  has  to 
he  run  by  some  one.  That  is  one  point.  Then  if  the  Chief  Engineer 
is  relieved  to  some  extent  of  the  routine  work  in  the  office,  he  will  be 
able  to  better  confine  his  attention  to  other  works. 

MR-  K-  PADMANABHAN  (Chirayinkil  I):  May  I  know  from  the 
member - 

Mr.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  (Chief  Engineer,  Hoads,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation)  :  Let  me  finish.  I  have  not  interupted  you. 

I  may  also  remark  that  the  Superintendent  referred  to  by  the 
mover  is  in  charge  of  the  clerical  branch  and  the  Supervisor  is  the 
Hoad  Draftsman  who  has  to  attend  to  drawing  works, 
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Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  Nedu  r.anrjad)  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  Is  it 
proper  to  address  members  direct  as  the  Chief  Engineer  did  just  now. 
He  said,  “I  did  not  interrupt  you  ”  Is  it  in  order? 

PRESIDENT  :  That  was  a  personal  appeal  without  the  knowledge  of 
the  Chair. 

H/lR.  G.  B.  E  TRUSCOTT  {Chief  Engineer,  Hoads,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation):  I  am  sorry,  Sir.  The  preparation  of  drawings  and 
estimates  and  the  accounting  of  work  has  to  be  carried  out  by  the 
Personal  Assistant.  He  has  also  to  advise  on  the  proper  allotment  of 
funds.  In  other  words,  he  has  to  relieve  the  Chief  Engineer  of  a  con¬ 
siderable  amount  of  routine  work.  I  have  so  much  work  in  the  office 
that  I  am  not  able  to  do  as  much  touring  as  is  necessary.  The  Personal 
Assistant  looks  after  the  routine  work  while  I  am  on  tour.  So  I  put  it 
to  the  mover  that  he  will  kindly  withdraw  his  motion. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Ghirayinkil )  :  May  I  know  whether 
there  is  any  departmental  head  in  the  service  of  the  State  who  is  not  a 
touring  officer  ? 

Mr.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  {Chief  Engineer,  Hoads,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation) :  I  believe  there  is  the  Chief  Secretary. 

Mr-  K.  PADMANABHAN  {Ghirayinkil  1)  :  But  is  he  a  Departmental 
Head  ? 

MR.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  {Chief  Engineer,  Hoads,  Buildings,  and 
Irrigation)  ••  Yes,  he  is  the  head  of  the  Secretariat. 

RAO  SAHIB  S.  PARAMESVARA  AIYAR  {Nominated)  ;  If  the  pay  of 
the  Assistant  Engineer  is  Es.  4,800,  why  was  not  the  reason  for  the 
increased  amount  stated  at  the  foot  of  the  Budget  ? 

MR.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  {Chief  Euginee ",  Hoads,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation) :  That  is  according  to  the  Standardisation  scale.  He  is 
an  Assistant  Engineer. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  {Ghirayinkil  1) :  The  answer  given  by  the 
Chief  Engineer  is  not  at  all  satisfactory.  (Mr.  S  J.  Nair :  hear,  hear). 
The  only  reason  which  he  put  forwards  is  that  he  is  a  touring  officer. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  we  know  that  there  are  ever  so  many  touring  officers 
who  have  got  a  lot  of  touring  work.  Take,  for  example,  the  Land  Bev- 
enuo  Commissioner.  He  is  a  touring  officer.  He  has  no  Personal  Assis¬ 
tant.  The  Police  Commissioner  is  also  a  touring  officer.  He  also  has 
no  Personal  Assistant. 

MR,  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PlLLAI  (Quilon  11):  Has  not  the 
Land  ^Revenue  Commissioner  a  Manager  in  his  office  ? 

Mr.  K.  PADMANBHAN  {Chiraginkil  1 ) :  That  is  entirely  different. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PlLLAI  ( Quilon  I)  '•  May  I  know  how  it  is 
different  ? 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  {Ghirayinkil  I):  It  is  a  matter  which  the 
Honour bble  member  is  likely  to  know. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PlLLAI  ( Quilon  I):  I  am  not  likely  to 
know  that. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  {Ghirayinkil  I) :  Then  1  am  not  prepared 
to  answer  that. 
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The  only  reason  which  the.  Chief  Engineer  urges  for  tho  retention 
of  the  Personal  Assistant  is  that  he  is  a  touring  officer  and  lie  has  been 
saying  that,  when  lie  is  touring,  this  particular  officer  has  to  attend  to 
various  duties.  That  is  a  very  bad  practice.  It  will  create  very  bad 
results.  When  tho  Chief  Engineer  is  on  tour,  papers  can  be  sent  to 
him  in  camp.  From  the  Chief  Engineer's  answers  ;  it  would  appear 
that  all  his  funclioas  are  practically  attondcvJ  to  by  the  Assistant 
Engineer-  That  is  all  the  more  objectionable. 

MR.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  (Oh-vf  Kngineer,  Heads,  iluiMinys  and 
Irrigation)  :  I  did  not  say  that.  If  any  impression  was  created  (o 
that  oftcct  by  my  speech,  I  wish  to  correct  it.  I  said  the  routine  work 
only  is  attended  to  by  the  Personal  Assistant. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chimyinkii  1)  :  I  pioss  the  motion. 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Kalb, dam  /)  :  May  I  Jmow  from  the  Chief 
Engineer  whether  the  allegation  made  by  tho  mover  of  the  motion 
that  tho  work  of  the  Personal  Assistant,  tho  Supervisor  and  the 
Assistant  Engineer  is  identical  is  true  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  That  was  already  answered  by  tho  Chief  Engineer. 

Moved  and  seconded  that  a  sum  of  11s.  -.1,800  for  Assistant  Engi¬

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  pill Al  {Changiniachcry  I)  \  Sir, 
1  beg  leave  to  move  the  following  motion  :

PRESIDENT:  I  hope  the  honourable  member  realises  that  it  is  the 
total  amount  that  ho  has  given  here  in  his  motion  and  it  includes  also 
non-votable  items.  So  he  can  confine  his  attention  only  to  votable 

“mb.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PlLLAI  ( Ohcmganaehory  I):  Yes 
Sir.  I  am  willing  to  reduce  tho  amount  to  the  votable  portion,  if  the’ 
President  will  permit  me. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  honourable  member  will  go  on. 

MR.  KAINIKARA  M.  PADMNABHA  PlLLAI  {Ohanganaaliery  I) :  Sir, 
the  budget  before  us  is  a  printed  proof  of  the  fact  that  the  Chief 
Engineer  and  the  Public  Works  Department  are  not  attending  equally 
to  the  needs  of  different  localities  and  that  is  perhaps  the  real  ,cause  of 
the  fact  that  the  various  important  public  improvements  that  hare  been 
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started  in  the  various  parts  of  the  country  are  even  to-day  lying  half 
complete.  The  very  meagre  allotment  made  for  communications  this 
year  has  been  most  inequitably  distributed  between  the  various  districts 
of  the  State. 

While  looking  over  the  detailed  expenditure  on  communi¬ 
cations  under  public  works,  I  was  surprised  to  find  that  the 
amount  set  apart  for  the  continuation  of  works  in  progress  in  the 
Changanachery  taluk  was  Rs.  1100.  I  was  thinking  whether  our  P.  W. 
D.  had  already  raised  my  taluk  to  a  heaven  or  they  condemned  it  to  an 
eternal  hell.  We,  for  our  own  part,  know  that  in  various  parts  of  the 
taluk  people  have  opened  at  their  own  expense  hundreds  of  miles  of 
ryots’  road9  which  the  authorities  have  not  even  once  visited.  We,  as 
a  matter  of  fact,  find  that  thousands  of  rupees  have  been  expended  upon 
various  canals  in  our  locality  which  are  even  now  left  incomplete  ;  and 
I  and  other  members  who  represented  my  constituency  in  the  old 
Assembly  have  been  repeatedly  speaking  in  this  House  and  the  pre¬ 
ceding  House  of  the  injustice  done  to  our  constituency  in  leaving  them 
incomplete. 

During  the  last  three  Budget  Sessions  of  this  House,  I  have 
been  repeatedly  pointing  out  that  Government  have  expended 
Rs.  30,000  on  the  Chalakkal  canal  and  the  whole  money  is  lying  waste, 
because  a  very  very  small  portion  has  to  be  completed.  Some  two 
years  ago,  we  were  told  that  Government  had  a  scheme  of  blasting  the 
rock  for  protecting  the  bunds  of  the  reclaimed  portions  of  the  Vemba- 
nad  lake ;  and  I  am  told  that  some  thing  was  done  in  that  direction. 
But  what  transpired  I  do  not  know  the  work  has  been  stopped. 

Last  year  not  only  I  but  many  members  of  this  House  pressed  most 
emphatically  the  necessity  for  the  canal  between  Changanachery  and 
Alleppey,  Both  the  members  for  the  Ambalapuzha  and  Changana- 
chery  taluks  spoke  of  the  necessity  for  the  completion  of  the  work. 
The  work  was  started  many  years  ago  and  many  thousands  of  rupees 
were  spent  and  the  work  was  left  again  idle.  The  canal  is  complete 
from  Alleppey  to  Kavalam  but  even  that  portion  is  useless,  because 
Government  have  left  unopened  two  portions,  one  in  the  west  and  the 
other  in  the  east  of  Kainakkari,  The  two  portions  together  will  come 
to  50  feet  only  in  length  which  will  require  only  30  cents  of  land. 
But  3-overnmeDt  have  left  these  two  portions  unopened  and  the  canal 
is  like  a  tube  closed  at  both  ends.  Whenever  the  matter  has  bean 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  he  has  been  telling  me 
that  the  people  did  not  keep  the  promise  they  had  made  to  give  the 
land  free  of  compensation.  To  my  question  as  to  who  gave  the  promise, 
the  date  on  which  the  promise  wap  given,  whether  the  men  who  gave 
the  promise  had  any  right  over  the  lands  which  they  promised  to  give, 
and  so  on,  the  Chief  Engineer  was  silent.  It  seems  somebody  gave  some 
promise  at  some  time  that  the  land  belonging  to  somebody  else  will  be 
given  and  Government  simply  swallowed  the  promise  and  launched 
into  a  scheme  involving  thousands  of  rupees,  spent  a  portion  of 
the  money  and  then  left  the  remaining  portion  of  the  canal 
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incomplete.  It  seems  Government  very  little  understands  what  land 
means  in  Kuttanad.  People  of  Kuttauad  live  on  land  not  made  by 
God  but  on  Jane]  made  by  man.  They  have  to  bring  mud  from  lakes 
and  sand  from  river  to  make  their  land.  And  to  imagine  that  the 
people  of  Kuttanad  will  hand  over  such  a  land,  every  cent  of  which  is 
far  more  valuable  than  acres  in  other  part  of  the  State,  is  mere  madness. 
Government  ought  to  have  begun  the  work  alter  deliberately  getting 
the  promise  from  the  owners  of  land  that  they  would  be.  prepared  to 
band  over  the  required  land  free  of  cost.  The  canal  is  a  necessity  not. 
for  persons  who  promised  to  give  the  land,  not  oven  to  those  who  are 
to  give  the  land,  blit  to  the  people  liiiug  at  Ohauganachorry  and 
Alloppoy,  two  important  commercial  centres  in  North  Travancore. 

I  do  not  want  to  multiply  examples  of  incomplete  works.  Even 
yesterday  Mr.  Encode  A.  Narayana  Pillai  was  explaining  that  Bs  50,000 
was  spent  for  investigation  of  the  Bailway  to  Nagercoil  and  Mr.  Krishna 
Paniokar  was  saying  that  Bs-  (5,00,000  was  spent  for  constructing  a 
canal  from  AHeppey  to  Shertalla  and  that  both  the  works  are  left  in¬ 
complete.  This  policy  of  spending  money  without  fully  understanding 
the  implications  and  then  leaving  portions  incomplete  in  various  parts  of 
the  country,  I  must  say  that  it  is  not  the  right  way  of  >q  ending  money. 
When  wo  demand  for  roads,  wo  are  told  that  there  is  no  money-  Just 
now  when  interpellations  were,  going  on,  the  Chief  Engineer  was  asked 
how  a  work  was  begun  without  making  a  full  estimate  of  tire  cost,  and 
he  was  telling  us  that  the  estimate  might  have  been  prepared  for  a 
portion  of  the  work  and  that  portion  might  have  been  completed.  If 
the  Government  are  going  to  launch  upon  schemes  like  that,  making 
calculations  of  expenditure  on  portions  of  work  and  if  when  they  find  at 
the  middle  of  the  work  that  the  cost  is  going  beyond  the  estimate,  the 
work  is  stopped,  that  money  is  wasted,  the  people  are  disappointed,  and 
our  needs  are  not  satisfied  With  these  words,  I  request  the  House  to 
accept  my  motion. 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Kalkulam  I) :  Sir,  I  second  the  motion. 
It  has  been  the  policy  of  Government  to  waste  public  money  by  leaving 
works  half  done.  In  very  few  cases,  they  take  upon  themselves  the 
work  without  looking  to  the  needs  of  the  rural  population.  Even  in 
making  allotments,  I  can  understand  if  large  amounts  are  involved 
Government  considering  the  expenditure  alloting  a  portion  of  it  for 
a  particular  year.  Take,  for  instance,  a  case  where  Bs.  10  lakhs  are  in¬ 
volved.  I  can  quite  see  why  such  a  work  could  not  be  completed 
during  the  course  of  one  year-  But,  Sir,  even  in  the  case  of  small 
works  which  cost  only  a  few  hundreds  or  thousands  of  rupees,  Govern¬ 
ment  have  been  grudging  to  allot  the  whole  amount  so  that  the  v?crk 
may  be  finished  in  that  year. 

I  would  refer  to  one  or  two  allotments  made  in  the  current 
year’s  budget.  It  was  after  considerable  agitation  of  the  people 
of  the  village  Lekshmipuram  in  Kalkulam  taluk  that  Government 
sanctioned  the  construction  of  a  tank.  It  is  a  place  where  there 
is  complete  dearth  of  water,  where  people  cannot  get  a  drop  of  water 
even  at  times  when  there  is  no  scarcity  for  water  in  other  places.  Sir, 
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the  total  estimate  for  the  work  is  only  Rs.  3,600.  The  amount  which 
is  proposed  to  be  spent  during  the  ensuing  year  is  Us.  2,000.  The 
balance  is  only  Rs.  1,600 ;  and  if  that  amount  is  also  proposed  to  be 
speDt  in  1113  or  during  the  course  of  two  or  three  years,  what  will  be 
the  result  ?  In  the  course  of  a  year,  on  account  of  rain,  on  account  of 
neglect,  all  the  work  already  done  may  be  spoiled  or  may  be  damaged. 
And  what  is  the  result  ?  Even  if  Government  are  willing  to  spend  the 
remaining  Rs.  1,600,  they  may  find  it  difficult  to  complete  the  work 
next  year,  So  it  will  be  not  only  a  loss  but  it  may  be  a  way  of  incurr¬ 
ing  additional  expenditure  and  at  the  same  time  the  people  are  devoid 
of  the  advantages  which  are  intended  to  be  conferred  by  means  of  the 
•allotment. 

Sir,  I  shall  refer  to  a  road  which  is  only  2J  miles  in  length 
running  from  Monday  Market  to  Oolachel.  It  was  nearly  4  years  hack 
when  a  portion  of  it  was  metalled  for  nearly  three  or  four  furlongs  and 
the  remaining  portion  lias  been  left  during  all  these  years  unmetalled. 
As  a  result  of  it  what  purpose  the  Government  intended  by  metalling 
part  of  the  road  has  not  been  advantageous  to  the  people.  Only  three 
or  four  furlongs  have  been  metalled.  All  the  remaining  portion  is  left 
unmetalled,  There  is  a  small  stream  running  which  carries  water  all 
through  the  year  which  may  at  any  time  destroy  the  portion  already 
constructed.  It  would  require  not  more  than  Rs.  1,000  to  erect  a 
causeway  or  a  small  bridge.  If  that  is  completed,  the  whole  road 
would  be  used  conveniently  not  by  the  people  alone,  but  the  oarts  can 
be  taken  into  villages  where  agriculturists  are  constantly  in  need  for 
taking  manure , 

I  shall  refer  to  another  road  which  runs  from  the  Thiruvattar 
Padmanabhapuram  road.  Only  three  miles  of  the  road  have  been  com¬ 
pleted  and  all  the  rest  is  left  incomplete  since  the  last  four  or  five  years. 
What  is  the  purpose  served  by  leaving  such  long  distances  incomplete 
and  portions  of  it  alone  being  made  useful  for  travelling  ? 

Por  these  reasons,  I  think  Government  should  adopt  a  policy  by 
which  they  could  know  that  the  work  started  in  a  particular  year  could 
be  completed  in  the  Very  same  year  unless  it  involves  very  big  amounts. 
With  these  words,  I  support  the  motion. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAiR  Us'odumangad)  :  Sir,  I  support  the  motion. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  hope  not  for  the  reason  you  already  mentioned. 
(Laughter.) 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedwnangud ) :  The  policy  of  the  Department  in 
leaving  works,  and  at  times  very  important  works,  for  which  thousands 
of  rupees  have  already  been  spent,  as  incomplete  works,  without 
making  any  sort  of  allotment  for  the  completion  of  those  works,  is  not 
at  all  commendable.  As  an  illustration,  I  shall  bring  to  the  notice  of 
the  House  the  work  on  the  Chittar  road  scheme.  It  has  got  three 
sections.  The  first  section  is  flora  Kallamliallam  to  Nagaroor,  a 
distance  of  about  5  miles-  That  work  was  completed  9  years  ago'.  The 
second  section  is  known  as  the  road  from  Nagaroor  to  Yamanapuram 
which-  covers  a  distance  of  about'  4J  miles-  Since  9  years,,  no  work  was 
dhffle  iri  that  road.  -  In  the  current  year’s  budget,  Rs  1,000  was  allotted 
for  the  purpose  and  the  work  was  begun  only  by  the  end  of  last 
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month .  There  is  absolutely  no  provision  in  the  coming  year’s  budget 
for  the  completion  of  the  rest  of  the  work.  The  third  section  is  from 
Vamanapnram  to  Palode,  a  distance  of  about  121  miles.  So  far  as 
that  distance  is  concerned,  7  miles  of  road  was  constructed  three  years 
ago  and  more  than  Rs-  15,000  was  spent  for  the  purpose.  Since  3  years 
that  road  is  not  used,  because  the  remaining  portion  is  not  completed. 
There  is  absolutely  no  provision  in  the  next  year’s  budget  for  the 
completion  of  that  portion.  Thus  we  can  find  that  not  less  than 
Rs.  25,000  or  30,000  have  been  already  expended  by  Government  some 
years  ago  and  no  useful  purpose  is  being  served  as  a  result  of  that 
expenditure  incurred  by  Government  for  constructing  that  road. 
There  must  be  some  basic  principle,  or  some  systematic  policy  adopted 
in  the  matter  of  boginng  of  a  work  and  to  continue  it  and  to  complete  it. 
Here,  the  policy  of  the  Public  Works  Department  seems  to  be  to  begin 
a  work,  waste  some  money  over  it,  leave  it  there  unfinished  and 
unattended  and  then  begin  some  other  work  and  leave  it  incomplete. 
There  is  absolutely  no  sort  of  responsibility  so  far  as  the  Plead  of  the 
Department  is  concerned.  It  is  nothing  more  anti  nothing  less  than  an 
arm-chair  administration  that  he  is  conducting.  He  does  not  go  round 
the  country  and  make  any  inspection.  He  does  not  seem  to  know  that 
there  are  incomplete  works  in  the  country.  No  touring  work  is  done 
by  the  Chief  Engineer. 

There  is  also  another  road,  the  Karippoor  trace,  which  is  only  3| 
miles  long;  and  2  miles  of  it  have  been  completed  already. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAM0DARAN  aSAN  (.Mavclikara) :  Is  it  about  this  road 
that  an  interpellation  was  asked  this  morning  '? 

MR.  S.  J.  NAlR  (Nedumangad)  :  Yes,  Sir. 

The  remaining  li[:  miles  may  not  cost  more  than  Bs.  1,500. 
I  am  sorry  that  the  Budget  for  the  next  v  ear  does  not  contain  this 
small  provision  for  the  completion  of  this  incomplete  road.  There  is 
no  sort  of  continuity,  Sir. 

For  the  last  9  years  the  people  of  half  of  the  Nedumangad  taluk 
have  been  making  representation  after  representation  to  Government 
that  the  Kallara-Aruvipuram  trace  be  converted  into  a  road.  That  has 
been  the  repeated  cry  of  the  representative  foi  Nedumaugad,  here  as  also 
in  the  old  Assembly.  Sir,  the  work  may  not  cost  more  than  Bs.  7,000 ; 
and  the  people  are  willing  to  surrender  the  land  free  of  compensation. 
In  fact,  on  the  assurance  given  by  the  Chief  Engineer  that  the  work 
would  be  taken  up,  and  finding  a  provision  of  Bs,  1,000  in  the  current 
year’s  budget,  the  people  executed  the  agreement  surrendering  their 
lands  free  of  compensation,  and  actually  engaged  aboat  ten  thousand 
coolies  to  cut  down  hundreds  of  fruit-bearing  trees,  such  as  cocoanut 
trees,  arecanut  trees. 

PRESIDENT  ;  You  have  mentioned  all  that  already.  (Laughter). 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  {Nedumangad)  :  Sir,  after  compelling  the  people 
to  spend  so  much  of  their  money  and  labour,  the  Chief  Engineer, 
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mercilessly  and  cruelly,  refused  to  take  up  the  work,  and  allowed  the 
amount  allotted  in  the  budget  to  lapse.  Sir,  there  is  an  allotment  of 
Bs.  1,000  in  the  next  year’s  budget  also.  God  alone  knows  whether 
the  Chief  Engineer  will  have  the  kindness,  or  rather  the  mercy,  to 
take  up  the  work  at  least  in  the  coming  year  Sir,  there  is  no  proper 
management,  no  proper  control,  no  proper  supervision  and  consequently 
no  responsibility  on  the  part  of  the  officers  in  the  Public  Works 
Department.  Therefore,  I  support  the  motion. 

Mr.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (, ihertala  I) :  I  was 
hesitating  whether  I  should  speak  about  the  Alleppey.Shertala  canal ; 
because. - - 

PRESIDENT :  Order,  order.  I  have  been  listening  to  the  three 
speeches  that  have  been  made  on  this  motion.  I  think  I  have  one  or 
two  observations  to  make.  It  is  not  at  all  what  is  called  parliamentary 
procedure  to  take  up  a  sub-head  and  indulge  in  criticisms,  regarding 
acts  of  commission  on  the  part  of  the  Department  concerned,  or  to 
apply  your  searchlight  as  to  what  should  have  been  or  what  should 
not  have  been  done,  or  to  suggest  what  the  policy  of  the  Department 
should  be  for  the  future.  These  discussions  will  be  quite  germane 
when  the  total  grant  for  the  Department  comes  tip  for  consideration  ; 
and  I  find  from  the  Agenda  that  there  are  a  number  of  motions 
relating  to  the  total  grant.  Therefore,  all  general  observations,  all 
observations  of  a  nature  which  would  suggest  the  future  policy  of  the 
Department,  had  better  be  reserved  for  exploitation  when  the  total 
grant  comes  up  for  discussion.  Now,  let  the  discussion  centre  itself 
round  the  particular  matter  on  which  the  motion  has  been  made,  and 
not  stray  away  into  other  matters  not  at  all  embraced  by  the  particular 
subject  of  the  motion, 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  I  wish  to  make  one 
submission,  Sir.  The  object  of  the  motion  is  given  as  “to  criticise  the 
the  policy  of  leaving  various  important  works  in  an  incomplete  state  in 
various  parts  of  the  country”  That  is  the  object  of  the  motion  and  the 
motion  has  been  allowed  to  be  moved. 

PRESIDENT  :  Yes;  I  quite  see  what  appears  on  the  Agenda.  At 
the  same  time,  the  President  is  here  for  the  purpose  of  regulating  the 
discussion.  While  doing  so,  he  suggests  what  is  the  proper  method  of 
discussion.  The  proper  method  of  discussion  is  to  raise  questions  under 
appropriate  heads. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (.Mavelikara)  ■  Can  we,  or  can  we  not 
speak  on  incomplete  works  under  this  motion  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  Whatever  you  have  got  to  say  on  the  policy  of  the 
Department,  you  can  say  when  the  total  grant  for  the  Department 
comes  up.  That  is  what  I  have  been  trying  to  impress  upon  the 
honourable  members  of  the  House.  The  future  policy  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  should  be  left  alone,  to  be  discussed  when  the  total  grant  for  the 
Department  comes  up  for  consideration.  Now,  you  can  certainly  speak, 
as  vehemently  as  you  like,  on  the  subjet  of  the  present  motion. 
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MR-  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  IWENON  (Shertala  1)  :  Sir,  X  shall 
try  to  confine  myself  to  incomplete  works  One  of  the  major  incomplete 
works  in  the  State  is  the  Alleppey-Shertala  canal  and  as  such  it 
deserves  prominent  mention-  Sir,  it  has  become  a  stale  matter i to  this 
House,  and  to  the  Government,  and  Cor  mysolf.  Asa  result  of  inter- 
pollations,  wo  have  been  able  to  find  out  that  more  than  Bs.  5  lakhs 
has  been  .spent  on  this  canal,  and  that,  to  complete  it,  we  would  re¬ 
quire  only  about  Rk.  1,37,000  more.  It  was  represented  to  Govern¬ 
ment,  from  responsible,  quarters  in  Sliortala,  that  this  work  might  be 
completed  at  least  as  a  relief  measure  in  view  of  tho  present  depression 
and  that  the  people  would  underlake  the.  work  for  fit)  per  cent,  of  the 
sum  of  lis.  1,37,000  needed  to  complete  the  work.  In  spite  of  such 
representation,  nothing  has  hcon  done.  Sir,  these  are  days  when,  even 
in  British  India,  the  development  of  water  communication  is  very  se¬ 
riously  engaging  the  attention  of  the  Government.  They  arc  allotting 
lakhs  of  rupees  for  irrigation  canals  in  the  various  provinces.  In  Cochin, 
for  instance,  just  the  other  day,  the  Dcwan,  Sir  IX.  If.  Shunmugham 
Oholty,  in  his  presidential  address,  rightly  emphasised  the  importance 
of  irrigation  works  and  the  need  for  tho  opening  up  of  fresh  canals, 
and  promised  to  tho  Cochin  public  that  the  canal  between  Ernaknlam 
and  Triehnr  Would  be  taken  up  early.  Mr.  John  Knrion,  one  of  our 
ablest  Executive  Engineers,  and  a  patriotic  Travanooroan,  has  submit¬ 
ted  a  very  valuable  report  regarding  the  improvement  of  water  commu¬ 
nications  and  irrigation  works  in  the  State..  In  that  report  also,  the 
importance  of  the.  Alleppey-Shertala  canal  has  been  rightly  recognised. 
During  the  monsoon,  Sir,  agricultural  produce,  such  as  coir  and  copra, 
are  being  transported  from  Alle.ppey,  Ohanganacbery  and  Ifottayam 
to  the  Cochin  Harbour.  At  present,  this  is  being  done  along  the  Vera- 
banad  lake.  During  tho  monsoon,  transport  by  canoos  along  the  Vem- 
banad  lake  is  very  dangerous  and  risky.  Therefore,  if  the  Alleppey- 
Shertala  canal  is  completed,  the  transport  of  goods  from  Alleppey  and 
other  parts  to  Cochin  would  be  made  easy  and  safe.  There  is  that  eco¬ 
nomic  aspect  of  the  matter  which  has  also  to  be  borne  in  mind. 

Sir,  there  is  something  wrong  in  the  Public  Works  Department. 
After  spending  thousands  of  rupees  on  a  work,  suddenly,  it  is  stopped; 
Government  suddenly  cease  to  take  any  interest  in  it.  Sir,  to  get  esti¬ 
mates  sanctioned  by  the  Department  and  by  the  Government  is  itself 
a  very  difficult  process.  We  have  to  approach  the  Section  Officer,  the 
Assistant  Engineer,  and  tho  Executive  .Engineer  for  the  preparation 
of  the  estimate.  Then  it  goes  to  tho  Chief  Engineor,  who  submits  it 
to  the  Government.  Government  keep  it  for  many  months  and  some¬ 
times  even  for  years.  Last  year,  Sir,  there  was  an  allotment  of  Re. 
5,000  for  two  important  roads  in  Shertala.  Merely  because  there  was 
some  slight  trouble  regarding  the  handing  over  of  certain  lands  by 
the  parties  concerned,  the  allotment  was  allowed  to  lapse.  Sir,  having 
made  the  necessary  provision  in  the  budget,  the  Department  should 
not  have  allowed  the  provision  to  lapse  merely  for  the  sake  of  spend¬ 
ing  Bs-  400  or  500  more  for  the  land  required  for  the  work.  They 
did  not  even  begin  the  work  on  the  ground  that  there  was  some 
trouble  in  the  acquisition  of  lands, 
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Then  again,  Sir,  in  regard  to  the  acquisition  of  lands,  nobody 
knows  which  is  the  Department  that  is  responsible  for  this.  The  Pub¬ 
lic  Works  Department  says  that  the  Land  Revenue  Department  is  res¬ 
ponsible  for  the  acquisition  of  land  and  that  they  are  delaying  it  aDd 
the  Land  Revenue  Department,  in  turn,  says  that  there  is  nobody  in 
the  Public  Works  Department  who  is  keen  about  the  acquisition  of 
land.  An  honourable  friend  on  this  side  suggests  the  expression  ‘bet. 
ween  the  devil  and  the  deep  sea’.  I  do  not  think  that  it  will  be  quite 
parliamentary  to  use  that  expression. 

Further,  Sir,  towards  the  close  of  every  financial  year,  there 
comes  urgent,  and  often  secret,  orders  fiom  the  Government  to  the 
Public  Works  Department,  askiDg  to  surrender  a  few  lakhs  of  rupees  out 
of  its  budget.  And  then,  of  course,  begins  the  preparation  of  a  fresh 
budget  and  every  one  is  keen  to  make  a  show  of  a  surplus  budget. 
And,  so  far  as  the  Public  Works  Department  is  concerned,  we  are  told, 
at  the  Budget  Session,  year  after  year.  ‘‘  We  have  allotted  of  Rs.  38 
lakhs  for  the  Public  Works  Department ;  what  more  can  we  do  ?” 

Sir,  there  is  just  one  small  interesting  feature  in  the  next  year’s 
budget.  A  sum  of  Rs.  400  has  been  provided  for  the  improvement  of 
the  road  from  the  Shertala  T.  B.  to  the  Campshed  there.  Certainly, 
that  is  a  vital  need  for  the  people  of  Shertala  ;  because)  at  least  heie- 
aftcr,  we  can  expect  some  of  the  higher  officials  to  visit  the  place. 
After  all,  for  the  people  of  Shertala,  the  visits  of  officials,  particu¬ 
larly  Heads  of  Departments,  are  like  angels’  visits.  Sir,  our  officers 
do  not  come  to  Shertala  often;  and  when  they  come,  they  send  be¬ 
forehand  a  type  written  programme,  so  that,  in  the  case  of  the  P. 
W.  D.  officers,  just  before  the  visit  of  the  Chief  Engineer  for  in¬ 
stance,  the  Maiskies  get  busy  with  some  coolies  throwing  graved  here 
and  there  on  the  roads  ;  if  it  were  surprise  visits  the  officers  will  be 
able  to  know  probably  the  real  condition  of  the  roads.  In  a  hurry  the 
Assist  ant  Engineers  and  the  Executive  Engineer  will  meet  their  boss  the 
Chief  Engineer,  If  during,  such  short  stay,  the  representatives  of  the 
people  visit  them  often  they  will  be  very  busy,  or  engage  them  just 
for  five  or  ten  minutes  and  there  will  be  the  usual  reply  of  fiuancial 
stringency  and  lack  of  funds. 

This  sham  show  is  repeated  year  after  year  and  the  department 
takes  awav  a  pretty  big  slice  of  the  State  budget,  nearly  40  lakhs,  an¬ 


nually. 


Ms.  POTTAYIL  S.  KRISHNA  PANICKAR  (Shertala  II)  :  Sir,  I  sup. 
port  the  motion  before  the  House;  and  in  doing  so,  I  wish  to  draw  the 
attention  of  the  Government  and  the  Chief  Engineer  to  one  or  two 
items  of  incomplete  works  left  unprovided  for  m  this  year’s  budget.  In 
my  constituency,  Sir,  there  is  one  cross-road  that  traverses  the  whole 
of  the  northern  part  of  Shertala  ot  which  I  happen  to  be  the  repre¬ 
sentative  I  mean  the  Tirutnala  Devaswom  Makkay  landing  road  for 
which  provision  has  been  made  in  the  last  two  years’  budgets  fora  sum 
of  Rs  4  00t  odd.  Bn,  owing  to  some  trouble  m  regard  to  land  acqui¬ 
sition  proceedings,  the.  work  was.  not  begun;  and  I  was  told,  Sir,  that 
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by  the  end  of  this  year  a  few  rupees  of  the  allotment  already  made 
would  be  utilised  for  the  construction  of  that  road  and  that  sufficient 
funds  would  be  allotted  for  the  completion  of  the  road  in  the  next 
year’s  budget.  Sir,  that  road  is  a  very  important  piece  of  communi¬ 
cation  which  connects  tho  nnin  road  that  goes  from  Alleppoy  to  Arur 
and  to  Tirumala  Dcvaswom  where  there  is  an  English  High  School. 
Sir,  in  that  part  oJ:  the  country!  without  a  road  people  cannot  go  about; 
and  as  such  the  importance  of  that  particular  road  was  brought  to  the 
special  notice  of  Government  and  the  Public  Works  Department :  but 
1  regret  to  say  that,  no  provision  is  made  in  the  noxt  year’s  budget 
either  to  put  that  work  in  progress  or  to  complete  it. 

Coming  on  to  another  item,  Sir,  that  is  in  regal'd  to  a  small  matter 
of  a  bridge  which,  if  constructed,  would  make  a  road  ■meful  for  traffic. 
The  road  from  Shortala'to  Arukutty,  about  121-  miles  long,  has  been 
opened,  and  it  is  now  kept  thoroughly  useless  for  want  of  a  bridge  at 
Pooohakkal.  An  estimate  has  boon  prepared  which  would  come  to 
something  below  Us.  4.000  and  a  provision  has  been  made  in  the  last 
year's  budget  for  the  construction  of  that  bridge.  In  spite  of  tho  fact 
that  in  regard  to  this  there  was  no  such  trouble  about  land  acquisition 
or  any  other  proceedings!  owing  to  the  lack  of  earnestness  on  tho  part 
of  the  I1  W.  !).,  tho  work  was  allowed  to  lie  over  without  even  spend¬ 
ing  a  few  rupees  on  that  work.  Unfortunately,  when  I  turned  over  the 
pages  oE  tho  next  year’s  budget,  I  saw  no  provision  made  for  the  conti¬ 
nuance  of  that  work  or  the  completion  of  tho  work  even  in  the  next 
your.  Sir,  a  good  lot  of  money,  something  below  Its.  50,000.  has  been 
spent  upon  this  one  particular  road  from  Shcrtala  to  Arukutty,  and 
for  want  of  a  few  thousand  rupees  that  road  is  loft  untrailicable  so  far 
as  through  traffic  is  concerned.  I  would  therefore  request  tho  Govern¬ 
ment  and  the  Chief  Engineer  to  take  the  earliest  opportunity  to  look 
into  this  matter  and  do  the  needful. 

Bin,  in  regard  to  the  Shertala-Alleppey  canal,  mention  was  made 
by  me  yesterday,  Sir,  on  the  floor  of  this  Assembly  about  the  lack  of 
policy  on  the  part  of  Govermnent  in  allotting  funds  for  various  import¬ 
ant  public  works,  during  tire  general  discussion  of  the  budget.  From 
that  I  should  not  bo  understood  to  say  that  I  am  either  for  taking  up 
that  work  immediately  and  completing  it  or  that  I  am  not  for  taking 
it  up  at  all.  I  reserve  my  own  opinion  as  to  the  feasibility  of  either 
taking  up  that  work  or  not.  I  question  the  statement  of  Mr-  Pndma- 
uabha  Menou  that  I  wanted  that  work  to  be  taken  up  at  once.  I  did  not 
say  so.  I  only  mentioned  it  as  an  illustration  to  show  that  many  im¬ 
portant  works  are  taken  up  in  a  haphazard  fashion  without  a  com¬ 
prehensive  view  in  regard  to  them.  With  those  words,  I  support  the 
motion. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilonl ):  Sir,  I  wish  to  add  a  few 
words  in  support  of  this  motion.  In  supporting  this  motion,  I  do  not 
want  to  say  anything  about  the  policy  cf  Government  in  regard  to 
incomplete  roads,  for  I  do  not  believe  that  Government  have  accepted

it  as  a  policy  to  keep  always  some  roads  incomplete.  T  believe  it  so 
happens  that  some  roads  remain  incomplete 

I  just  want  to  point  out  the  roads  that  remain  incomplete 
in  Qnilon  for  such  a  long  time  and  there  must  be  some  ade¬ 
quate  explanation  why  they  are  left  incomplete.  I  will  mention 
them  one  by  one.  They  are— (1)  the  Kottiyam-Mayyanad  road, 
(2)  the  Rifle  Range  to  Valuthengil  road,  (3)  the  Quilon-Mukha- 
thala  road,  (4)  the  Kelapuram-Pooyapalli  road  and  (a)  the  Resi¬ 
dency  to  Ooliyakoil  road.  These  are  the  roads  for  which  funds 
had  been  provided,  I  think,  at  least  a  decade  before  and  they 
remain  to  this  day  incomplete.  Sir,  I  have  been  somewhat  re¬ 
luctant  to  take  up  the  time  of  this  House  on  occasions  when  they  arose 
to  stress  this  point  again  and  again.  For,  I  find  that,  even  in  regard  to 
roads  about  which  honourable  members  have  drawn  the  attention  of 
Government,  there  was  not  much  improvement  in  the  situation.  But 
I  must  say,  Sir,  that  Government  must  decide  with  regard  to  these 
roads,  one  way  or  the  other,  because  the  money  that  has  been  spent 
on  all  these  roads  together  will  come  to  a  pretty  big  amount ;  and  if 
these  roads  are  not  completed,  they  are  not  useful  and  the  country  will 
not  be  opened  up  for  traffic.  Sir,  some  of  these  are  places  very  near 
the  town,  sandy  tracts,  very  thickly  populated  :  and  the  people  are 
suffering  immensely  for  want  of  the  pure  necessities  of  communication. 
I  have  not  been  asking  for  new  roads  because  we  also  realise  the  situa¬ 
tion  in  which  Government  are  placed.  But  something  ought  to  be 
done  for  rural  communications  also  and  I  think  there  must  be  some 
overwhelming  reason  for  Government  to  withdraw  funds  that  have 
already  been  granted  for  these  works,  Sir,  one  by  one  they  had  been 
cut  down  as  years  rolled  on.  Now,  the  last  pie  has  been  taken  away. 
Last  year  a  provision  of  Rs.  3,100  was  made  to  build  a  portion  of  the 
Quilon-Mukhathala  road,  only  one  of  the  five  roads  that  I  have  men¬ 
tioned.  This  year  I  find  that  even  that  too  has  been  obliterated  so 
that  the  list  has  become  complete  without  any  provision.  I  wish  to 
draw  the  attention  of  Government  and  the  Chief  Engineer  to  these 
bare  necessities  of  these  localities  comprising  Groups  I  and  II  of 
Quilon.  My  friend  has  authorised  me  to  speak  on  his  behilf  also  with 
regard  to  the  roads  that  come  within  his  jurisdiction.  With  these 
worcs,  I  support  the  motion  before  the  House. 

SIR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Ohirayinkil  I)  :  Sir,  I  too  support  the 
motion.  I  may  be  permitted  to  take  this  opportunity  to  bring  to  the 
notice  of  the  Government  and  of  this  House  certain  roads  which  have 
been  lying  incomplete  for  several  years  in  the  Ohirayinkil  taluk.  Roads, 
the  construction  of  which  was  started  ten  or  twelve  years  ago,  are  still 
lying  incomplete. 

About  one  particular  road  reference  was  made  a  little  while 
ago  by  my  honourable  friend  Mr.  S.  J.  Hair,  namely,  the  road 
from  Kallampalam  to  Kareitu.  A  vast  portion  of  that  road  from  Kal- 
jampalam  to  Koduvanoor  is  lying  within  the  Ohirayinkil  taluk.  The  con- 
g  traction  of  that  read,  Sir,  I  understand,  was  started  some  ten  years  ago 
Yol._VUI._No,  i. 
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and  several  parts  of  it  have  been  completed.  But  since  the  whole  of  it 
lias  not  been  completed,  the  road  as  a  whole  is  not  useful  now.  There 
are  several  places  covered  by  this  road,  such  as,  Vellalloor,  Nagavur, 
Thottakad,  Kallampalam  and  other  places  wbioh  will  be  thrown  open 
for  easy  communication  if  that  road  is  opened.  That  is  also  a  very  busy 
centra.  There  arc  not  loss  than  three  markets  within  the  intervening 
places. 

1  would  like  to  refer  to  another  road,  namely,  the  road  from 
Miinanakku  to  Dolavapuiam.  That  is  only  about  four  or  five  miles  in 
length,  out  of  which  throe  miles  or  so  havo  boon  completed  and  only 
one  mile  remains  incomplete.  By  not  completing  that  road  also,  the 
work  that  bus  been  done  is  practically  useless- 

1  shall  also  rotor  to  a  road  which  measures  only  about 
half  a  mile,  1  mean  the  road  from  the  Ariyittakunnu  cwnpshed 
to  1st  Bridge  in  Nedungunda,  Ohirayinkil  taluk.  That  road  is 
one  for  which  I  havo  been  repeatedly  clamouring  in  this  House. 
As  a  result  of  that,  it  seems  that  the  road  was  constructed  in 
a  way  last  year  and  Ks.  1,500  or  so  was  spout  on  it-  Just  after 
the  completion  of  that  work,  there  was  a  rain  ;  and  I  regret  to  say 
that  as  soon  as  the  rain  was  over,  the  road  was  completely  washed 
away.  Sir,  that  is  due  certainly  to  the  indifference  of  the  officers  who 
supervise  that  work.  This  neglect,  so  far  as  the  roads  in  Ohirayinkil 
taluk  are  concerned,  could  not  have  happened  but  for  the  fact  that  the 
Hub-Bivision  Office  which  was  stationed  at  Attingal  had  been  removed 
from  that  place  some  time  back.  Before  that,  there  was  an  officer  on 
the  spot  to  supervise  the  work  and  who  was  held  responsible  for  the 
works  in  that  taluk.  In  this  connection,  I  would  also  draw  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  this  House  to  the  necessity  to  reshift  the  Section  Office  to 
Attingal,  With  these  words,  I  support  the  motion  before  the  House. 

MR.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  ( Tirni-a'hi  I)  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  support  .the 
motion.  There  is  a  general  feeling  in  this  country  that  there  is  no 
sanctity  for  administrative  sanctions.  Several  large  works  are  given 
administrative  sanctions  for  the  last  so  many  years  and  they  are  left 
either  unfinished  or  are  not  taken  up  at  all. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quiiun  1)  :  Sir,  on  a  point  of  order. 
Yesterday  for  the  general  discussion  of  the  budget  the  member  was 
speaking  in  Malayalaiu,  but  now  he  is  speaking  in  English.  I  wish  to 
have  a  ruling  that  only  one  language  may  he  adhered  to  by  him. 

PRESIDENT  :  Perhaps  he  [took  advantage  of  the  absence  of 'the 
President,  if  the  President  were  in  the  Chair,  he  would  not  have 
been  permitted  to  speak  in  Malayalam.  Y'es,  go  on  in  English, 
Mr.  Varughese. 

■Mr.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  (Tiruvalla  I)  :  Sir,  I  seriously  invite  the 
attention  of  Government  to  the  necessity  that,  before  administrative 
sanction  is  given  to  a  work,  they  must  see  that  there  is  enough  fund 
foruhedue  completion  of  that  work.  B  that  is  notthe  oase,  Sir,  the 
people-will  have  no  confidence  in  the  orders  that  are  being  issued. by 
the  Government, 
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That  feeling  goes  rather  to  the  discredit  of  Government.  It  is 
high  time  that  the  Government  see  that,  when  they  issue  an  admini¬ 
strative  order,  enough  funds  are  provided  for  the  execution  of  the 
work. 

In  this  connection,  I  wish  to  refer  to  a  bridge  in  my 
taluk  for  which  there  was  administrative  sanction  as  early  as  1932. 
In  the  year  1107,  a  sum  of  Rs.  10,000  was  allotted  in  the  budget  for 
the  starting  of  this  work.  But  I  understand  that  only  a  sum  of  Rs.  27 
was  actually  spent  {Laughter).  It  is  a  mystery  that  the  work  was 
not  pushed  through  in  the  next  year  or  the  year  after  that.  I  was 
sending  interpellations  on  the  subject  on  one  or  two  occasions,  and 
there  were  replies  from  the  official  member.  He  promised  to  take  up 
the  work  when  there  was  enough  money.  We  on  this  side  of  the 
House,  cannot  know,  nor  are  they  in  a  position  to  kpow  when  Govern¬ 
ment  will  find  enough  funds.  We  entirely  rest  at  the  mercy  of  the 
Government  to  find  funds  for  the  fulfilment  of  their  promises.  I  re¬ 
quested  the  Chief  Engineer  to  inspect  the  site  of  the  bridge.  He  was 
kind  enough  to  do  so  once.  Unfortunately  he  went  over  there  on  a 
day  when  there  was  absolutely  no  traffic  over  that  ferry. 

PRESIDENT  .-  Was  that  day  deliberately  chosen? 

Mr.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  (TirnmUu,  I):  I  am  going  to  explain  that. 
On  either  side  of  the  river  there  is  a  market  and  a  High  School  The 
bullock  carts  and  the  people  of  the  locality  have  to  go  to  Changana- 
cherry  market  on  market  days.  But  on  Saturdays  the  school  will  be 
closed  and  there  will  be  no  market.  The  inspection  was  all  on  a 
sudden  made  on  a  Saturday  morning.  There  was  no  traffic  then.  If 
he  had  inspected  it  on  any  other  day,  either  on  a  Tuesday  or  a  Friday 
when  the  market  will  be  held,  he  would  have  been  convinced  of  the 
urgent  necessity  of  constructing  the  bridge.  But,  unhappily,  it  so 
happened  that  he  inspected  the  site  at  a  time  when  there  was  no 
traffic.  I  press  on  the  attention  of  Government  that  this  is  one  of  the 
most  important  ferries  in  Central  Travancore.  I*  is  situated  in  (he 
centre  of  the  Tiruvalla  taluk.  It  has  to  be  crossed  to  go  to  the 
Changanauherry  market  which  is  the  most  important  market  in  the 
State. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  honourable  member  has  exhausted  his  time. 

Mr.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  (Kottayam  D-  Sir,  I  oppose  this  motion- 
I  should  not  be  understood  as  being  in  favour  of  incomplete  works  in 
general.  I  am  constrained  to  oppose  this  particular  motion  because 
honourable  members  representing  one  and  the  same  faluk  were  them¬ 
selves  differing  on  the  same  work. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Ohrayinkil  i) :  May  I  know  who  moved 
this  motion  f 

Mr.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  (Kottayam  I):  Mr.  Kainibkara Pacimanabha 

PlU*M.  zmimm  (GhiraymUD  ;  Did  he  differ  from  (jhe  other 
members  ? 
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MR.  P.  C.  KURlyAN  {Kottayam  I)  :  When  I  was  listening  to  Mr. 
Meron.  I  thought  he  was  speaking  of  the  slowness  with  which  the 
machinery  of  the  Government  works.  The  work  might  have  been  begun 
probably  under  mistake.  But  it  is  another  thing  to  nerpetuate  that 
mistake.  The  earlier  the  Government  come  out  of  that  mistake  the 
better.  I  do  not  represent  the  Government,  but  I  must  say  this  in 
support  of  the  Chief  Engineer.  No  Chief  Engineer  can  satisfy  the 
demands  of  all  members  because  each  member  comes  forward  ami 
presses  the  needs  of  his  taluk.  When  members  wore  referring  to  certain 
places  in  their  taluks,  I  could  not  follow  the.  nooks  and  corners  of 
the  taluks. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (QuiUm  I) :  Might  it  not  be  due  to 
the  ignorance  of  the  member,  Sir  ? 

Mr.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  ( Kottayam  I )  :  I  concede  that  it  might  be.  But 
my  friend  must  know  that  I  cannot  be  expected  to  know  all  the  nooks 
and  corners  of  the  varous  taluks.  If  the  Chief  Engineer  has  some  plan 
according  to  which  all  the  works  could  bo  taken  up,  that  will  be  better. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODAAN  ASAN  ( Mavclikara )  :  Should  the  present 
Chief  Engineer  bo  prevailed  upon  by  some  other  plan  to  start  some 
works  ? 

Mr.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  ( Kottayam  I):  No,  Sir,  not  by  anybody  on 
earth. 

Mr.  EDAVANATT  8.  PADMANAHA  MENON  (i-herlaia  I)  :  Should  not 
the  Chief  Engineer  gain  experience  by  spending  money? 

Mr.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  (Kottayam  I)  :  I  am  for  everybody  gaining 
experience.  With  these  words,  I  oppose  the  motion. 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vihumikod)  :  Sir,  I  support  the 
motion  under  discussion.  Sir,  this  motion  about  incomplete  works  in 
the  different  parts  of  the  State  reminds  me  of  the  work  of  that 
ubiquitous  functionary  in  holy  Kasi.  He  just  makes  a  patch  on  the 
devoted  head  of  every  pilgrim  that  goes  there  and  leaves  him  without 
completing  the  wjork.  He  will  ply  his  instrument  in  that  way  on  all 
the  persons  Sir,  several  works  undertaken  by  tile  P.  W.  D.  are  left 
incomplete.  I  do  not  blame  the  Chief  Engineer  entirely  for  such  a  state 
of  affairs.  Evidently  there  roust  be  some  defect  in  the  method  of  taking 
up  works  and  proceedings  with  their  execution  and  in  fixing  their 
relative  importance-  Partly  the  blame  attaches  to  the  Government 
also.  Very  often  the  Chief  Engineer  confronts  us  with  the  reply  that 
there  is  difficulty  of  getting  administrative  sanction  or  that  there  is 
difficulty  and  delay  in  land  acquisition  proceedings. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nr.dwuangacl )  :  In  Ihe  absence  of  such  difficulties 
is  there  any  excuse  for  the  P.  W.  1).  not  completing  the  work  ? 

MR-  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilavanlwd)  :  Certainly,  in  the 
absence  of  these  difficulties,  there  will  be  no  justification  for  leaving  any 
work  in  an  incomplete  state. 

Sir,  in  this  connection,  I  have  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  Govern¬ 
ment  a  very  important  piece  of  work  that  has  been  left  in  an  incomplete 
condtoin- — rather  not  begun  at  all. 
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PRESIDENT  :  You  have  lost,  your  case. 

MR.  PACODE  A,  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilw>wiM) :  I  said  that  the 
work  was  left  in  an  incomplete  condition  in  this  sense  :  certain  preli¬ 
minaries  were  gone  through  and  I  believe  a  portion  of  the  public  funds 
was  also  spent  on  it.  I  refer  to  the  question  of  putting  up  a  flood-bank 
at  Kuzhithurai .  The  Kuzhithurai  Municipal  town  is  subject  to  perio¬ 
dical  floods.  When  the  Kodayar  river  is  in  high  floods,  it  overflows  its 
banks  and  the  town  will  be  practically  submerged.  I  remember,  some 
years  ago,  the  Division  Officer,  Nagercoil,  was  asked  to  draw  up  a  scheme 
to  prevent  the  floods  there.  Sir,  some  work  was  gone  through. 
During  the  last  two  years,  there  was  a.  prolonged  drought.  I  do  not 
know  whether  that  was  the  reason  why  this  was  left  incomplete.  That  is 
a  very  important  work  for  the  safety  of  thousands  of  people  who  are 
the  inhabitants  of  the  Kuzhithura  Municipal  town.  Then  again  the 
rain  damages  of  the  years  1107  and  IKS  are  still  left  incomplete  in 
several  parts  of  the  Viiavankod  taluk.  Thirdly,  Sir,  I  wish  to  bring  to 
the  notice  of  G-overnment  that  an  important  road  which  branches  off 
near  the  Kuzhithurai  T.  B.  and  leads  to  the  village  of  Thengapattanam 
on  the  sea  coast,  is  very  important  and  there  is  considerable  pedestrian 
and  vehicular  traffic  over  it.  It  is  years  since  this  road  was  metalled. 
Some  years  ago  myself  and  Mr.  Haneef  approached  the  Chief'  Engineer 
and  requested  him  to  make  the  road  safe  for  pedestrians  and  motor 
traffic  The  first  question  the  Chief  Engineer  put  to  us  was,  “Are  you 
prepared  to  have  a  tod-gate  on  that  road  In  my  anxiety  I  answered 
that  I  will  rasher  undergo  the  vexation  of  a  toll-gate  than  go  without 

MR-  A.  THAN!)  PILLAI  ( Triv~uidni.m-Runrf )  '  Sir,  the  motion  re¬ 
lates  to  an  incomplete  work.  He  is  referring  to  something  else. 

Mr.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Viiavmkvd)  :  I  will  say  how 
it  is  an  incomplete  w ork.  The  toll  gate  is  a  permanent  thing,  while 
metalling  is  not. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  honourable  member’s  time  is  up. 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  {V ilacanM)  :  I  support  the 
motion 

PRESIDENT  :  The  House  will  now  adjourn  for  lunch. 

The  House  adjourned  at  Id  P.  m.  and  met  again  at  2  p.  11.  with 
the  Deputy  President  in  the  Chair. 

MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( UMrayinhii  II):  Sir,  after  hearing  my 
friend  Mr.  Kuriyan,  I  thought  that  it  will  not  be  proper  on  my  part 
not  to  make  my  observations.  He  referred  to  the  partiality  of  one 
Chief  Engineer  towards  certain  taluks  in  drawing  up  a  scheme  for  the 
construction  of  roads.  My  submission  is  that  it  is  not  a  question  of 
one  Chief  Engineer  starting  certain  works  in  certain  taluks  and  his 
successors  neglecting  them,  Sir,  we  had  a  patriotic  Dewan  in  the 
person  of  Mr.  YVatts  ,  and  with  a  view  to  the  development  of  commerce 
and  industry  of  the  State,  he  wanted  to  develop  the  system  of  communi¬ 
cations.  As  a  result  of  that,  he  asked  the  then  Chief  Engineer  to 
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draw  up  a  comprehensive  scheme  for  the  construction  of  mofu&sil  roads 
ittthe  State.  Therefore  it  is  due  to  the  good  will  of  Mr.  Watts  that 
we  ale  now  having  a  scheme  for  the  construction  of  mofusul  roads. 

Pirn.  P.  C  KURIYAN  (Kuttayniii  I)  :  May  I  know,  from  the  member 
whether  the  work  in  connection  with  the  Alleppey-Shertaln,  canal  was 
started  during  Mr.  Watts’  time? 

MR.  S,  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Ohinn/inkil  I  J ) :  1  do  not  know  any¬ 

thing  of  that..  But  I  find  even  tbo  members  representing  that  con¬ 
stituency  have  disagreed  in  this  matter. 

MR.  POTTAYiL  S.  KRISHNA  PANiCKER  (yhcrlaia  II)  :  Who  told 
the  member  like  that  ? 

MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  {GhirayinlM  II)  :  It  is  neither  Mr. 
Pottayil  Krishna  Panicker  nor  Mr.  Padmar.abha  Mcnon  wiio  told  me 
like  that.  From  their  speeches  I  gathered  that  there  is  disagreement 
between  them  in  that  matter. 

Mr.  POTTAYIL  S.  KRISHNA  PANICKER  (yhertuJa  II)  :  It  cannot,  be. 

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Ghimyinkil  H)  \  I  leave  it  at  that. 

As  a  result  of  a  comprehensive  scheme  drawn  up  during  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  of  Mr.  Watts,  w®  have  now  a  scheme  for  the  construction 
cr£  inofussil  roads  for  the  various  taluks  of  the  State. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  You  mean  the  Government  of  His  Highness 
tips  Maharaja  at  the  time  when  Mr.  Watts  was  the  Bewan. 

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Cliimyinlil  II)  :  Yes,  Sir.  In  my 
constituency  there  are  certain  roads  the  construction  of  which  wore 
undertaken  in  the  time  of  Mr.  Watts,  but  left  unfinished  hitherto.  I  will 
refer  to  four  of  them,  the  first  being  Attingal- — Dalavapuram  road.  This 
road  consist  of  three  sections.  The  middle  section  of  the  road  has  been 
completed.  The  first  and  the  third  sections  remain  to  be  done.  The 
second  road  I  wish  to  refer  to  is  Kilimannoor — Madavoor  road.  The 
construction  of  this  road  has  been  completed.  But  there  is  a  bridge 
to  be  constructed  somewhere  about  the  4th  milestone  In  the  last 
session  of  the  Assembly,  I  put  a  question  to  the  Chief  Engineer 
whether  there  is  a  bridge  to  be  constructed  on  that  road.  The  Chief 
Engineer  answered  in  the  negative  and  said  that  no  estimate  has  been 
prepared  for  a  bridge.  If  the  Chief  Engineer  had  looked  into  the 
original  estimate,  he  could  have  seen  that  there  was  an  estimate  for 
the  construction  ox  a  bridge  also.  The  third  road  I  want  to  mention 
is  Kallambalam  —  Karettu  road.  Mention  has  been  made  about  this 
by  Messrs.  S.  J.  Nair  and  K.  Padmanabhan.  The  first  section  begin¬ 
ning  from  Kallambalam  has  been  completed.  There  is  a  budget  pro¬ 
vision  of  Es.  3,000  in  the  current  year’s  budget. 

Mr.  S.  j.  NAIR  ( Nedu:nangad )  :  May  I  correct  the  member.  There 
is  only  provision  to  the  extent  of  Ks.  1,000. 

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  {Chinnjinkil  11) :  Probably  the  amount 
was  reduced  to  Es.  1,000  and  that  amount  alone  is  proposed  to  be 
spent  this  year.  There  is  a  bridge  also  to  be  constructed  qn  this  road, 
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Without  the  bridge,  there  is  no  use  of  constructing  the  road  alone. 
The  Airoor— Chirakkara  road  is  the  fourth  incomplete  road  in  mv  con¬ 
stituency.  A  very  short  distancelhas  been  constructed  and,  a  combined 
dam  and  bridge  also  has  been  constructed  ;  but  the  portion  from -the 
Airoor  bridge  to  Chirakkara  has  not  been  taken  up.  It  is  with  due 
deliberation  and  feeling  the  importance  of  these  roads,  that  Govern¬ 
ment,  in  the  regime  of  Mr.  Watts,  undertook  the  construction  of 
these  roads.  I  think  the  same  necessity  exists  even  now.  I  request 
that  the  Government  will  bestow  their  attention  on  the  matter  and 
begin,  construction  of  at  least  some  of  the  very  important  roads  in  the 
order  of  their  importance. 

M ft.  K.  M.  KURiAKOSE  Qlumttnpur.ha  71)  ;  I  also  support  the 
motion.  We  all  remember  the  promise  made  by  the  Chief  Engineer 
in  the  course  of  the  discussion  on  a  supplementary  demand  some  time 
back  when  a  Special  Officer  was  proposed  to  be  appointed  to  investigate 
and  name  a  scheme  regarding  the  construction  of  roads  for  the  whole 
State.  He  made  a  promise  on  the  floor  of  the  House  that  incomplete 
roads  and  rural  roads  will  be  attended  to  first,  before  the  question  df 
taking  up  the  construction  of  new  roads  is  thought  of. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODAKAN  ASAN  (Maceltiara):  Was  the  scheme  for 
appointing  a  Special  Officer  to  investigate  the  construction  of  certain 
roads  sanctioned  by  Government? 

MR.  K.  M.  KURIAKOSE  (Mumttmm-ha-  II)  :  No-  Nevertheless, 
•the  Chief  Engineer  made  an  undertaking  that  incomplete  roads  and 
rural  roads  will  be  first  attended  to.  Whether  the  scheme  was  san- 
.ctioned  by  the  House  or  not  is  not  material.. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Ma.i-eliVaru)  :  Without  sanctioning 
that  scheme,  may  I  know  how  that  undertaking  could  be  carried  out? 

MR.  K  .  «.  KURIAKOSE  ( Mvvati-upvaha  II)  :  Of  course  it  is  a  policy 
accepted  by  the  Chief  Engineer.  It  is  true  that  this  House  did  not 
accept  that  proposal  probably  because  it  was  thought  that  this  work 
could  also  be  well  attended  to  by  the  existing  staff  of  the  Publio  Works 
Department.  But  from  the  discussion  that  is  now  going  on,  what  I 
.gather  is  that  the  Chief  Engineer  lias  not  been  able  to  keep  up  that 
promise. 

:Sir,  I  wish  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Chief  Engineer  regarding 
•  one  particular  road,  in  mv  constituency,  which  I  have  been 'referring 
to  for  the  last  so  many  years.  I  refer  to  the  Mamala-Piravom  road. 
It  is  a  road  running  through  the  western  frontier  of  the  State.  It  is 
a  very  important  one  from  the  excise  point  of  view,  because  it  will  help 
to  prevent  smuggling.  On  two  occasions,  allotments  were  made  for 
this.  The  amounts  were  Es.  ‘2,000  and  Bs.  5,000  respectively  .  but 
.they  lapsed.  Eor  this  year  the  probable  amount  that  would  be  spent 
is  Bs.  3,400.  Eor  the  next  year  also  something  like  Bs.  3,000  is 
earmarked  for  it.  When  we  look  at  the  paltry  amount  allotted  :by 
Government  as  against  the  sanctioned  estimate  of  nearly  Bs.  22,000, 
I  do  not  know  when  the  Chief  Engineer  is  going  to  complete  that 
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road.  I  was  urging  the  construction  of  this  road  from  1108  onwards. 
I  strongly  request  Government  and  the  Chief  Engineer  to  provide 
such  amounts  as  are  necessary  for  the  completion  of  this  road  as  early 
as  possible. 

There  is  also  another  road  which  is  equally  important  hut  part 
finished.  I  refer  to  the  Bamangalam-Piravom  road.  Considering 
the  commercial  importance  of  Piravom,  which  is  chief  outlet  for  the 
produce  of  Thodupuzha  and  Miivuttupuzha  taluks,  it  is  highly  neces¬ 
sary  that  Government  should  take  very  early  steps  to  connect  it  with 
the  various  parts  of  these  taluks  by  cart  roads. 

Mr.  R.  SIVARAMAN  NAIR  ( Timralla  11) :  1  also  support  the  motion 
before  the  House-  My  friend  Mr.  Varnghese  was  urging  the  necessity 
for  constructing  a  bridge  in  Tiruvella-  But  he  did  not  mention  the 
name  of  the  bridge.  So,  I  rise  now  to  mention  the  name  of  that 
bridge.  It  is  the  Mallapalli  bridge  over  the  Manimala  river.  During 
the  discussion  of  this  Demand  last  year,  I  urged  the  necessity  of  this 
bridge.  I  also  placed  before  the  blouse  then  that,  though  administrative 
sanction  was  accorded  to  it,  the  work  was  not  proceeded  with.  The 
necessity  for  that  bridge  was  felt  from  the  time  of  Dewan  Sir  M, 
Krishnan  Nair.  He  visited  the  locality  and  promised  to  have  a  bridge 
constructed  at  once.  Till  to-day— 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILL Af  ( Triv^ndnun-Hural )  I  rise  to  a  point 

of  order.  In  this  debate,  except  by  way  of  stating  the  policy,  is  it 
necessary  to  mention  all  the  incomplete  works  that  remain  to  be  done 
all  over  the  State. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  was  listening  to  what  the  Honourable 
members  were  speaking  and  it  struck  me  that  some  instances  were 
being  given.  The  members  who  spoke  on  this  debate  asked  for  a 
particular  thing  to  be  completed  as  a  measure  in  itself.  These  were 
instances  which  they  thought  good  to  refer.  Otherwise,  all  that  will 
certainly  be  out  of  place. 

Mr.  R.  SIVARAMAN  NAIR  ( Tiruvalla  II):  That  is  one  instance  Sir. 

Last  year  in  answer  to  an  interpellation  on  this  topic,  the  Chief 
Engineer  told  me  that  necessary  lands  were  being  acquired  for  the 
purpose.  Now,  when  I  met  Mr.  Mani,  the  Executive  Engineer,  he 
said  that  he  was  trying  to  find  out  a  suitable  site  for  that  purpose.  But 
the  Chief  Engineer  said  that  he  had  already  acquired  some  lands. 
Anyhow  the  bridge  remains  incomplete.  But  some  lands  have  been 
acquired  and  some  money  has  been  spent.  Even  this  year  there  is  no 
provision  in  the  budget  tor  the  bridge. 

There  is  also  another  bridge  which  is  equally  important,  a  bridge 
in  Kozhen.ch.erry  over  the  Pamba  river.  This  is  not  the  first  time 
that  a  representation  was  made  to  Government  for  that  bridge.  In 
192?  also  a  similar  representation  was  made. 
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MR.  T.  p.  VELAYUDHA8  PILLAI  (Tin, rail,,-  ill)  :  Is  ii.  an  incomplete 
work  ? 

MR.  R.  SIVARAMAN  NAIR  (ri, Ih  :  I  think  ,,o.  10  1927, 
about  23  members  of  the  Sri  Mulam  Assembly  represented  this  matter 
to  Government,  who  caused  an  investigation  over  it.  Some  money 
was  spent  for  it.  It  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  urge  the  importance 
of  that  bridge.— 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  You  urge  before  the  House  the  fact  that 
many  works  are  left  incomplete.  Is  that  so  7 

MR.  R-  SIVARAMAN  NAIR  ('fintcalh  H)  ,  Ym,  Sir.  Also,  I  am 
stressing  the  importance  of  the  instances,  so  that  the  fact  of  incomplete¬ 
ness  may  be  taken  greater  notice  of. 

NlR.  T.  K.  ALEXANDER  Uinnnahiad  1  j:  I  support  the  motion  of 
Mr.  Kainikkara  Padmanabha  Pillai.  \Ve  till  know  the  tremendous 
success  with  which  the  Travancore  of  per  cent,  loan  was  over-sub- 
scribiJd  and  that  is  an  indication  that  Travancore  is  very  much  esteem¬ 
ed  by  the  outside  world.  From  the  speech  of  the  Financial  Secretary 
last  year  we  find  that  the  State  is  going'  to  embark  *on  commercial, 
industrial  and  electrical  schemes.  There  is  every  possibility  for  it. 
Further  we  have  participated  in  the  Cochin  Harbour  Scheme  which 
scheme  is  going  to  tie  completed  in  the  near  future.  If  the  Govern- 
ment  want  really  to  benefit  the  people,  there  must  be  a  network  of 
roads  and  other  means  of  communication  throughout  the  State  for  the 
agriculturists  to  take  their  produce  to  the  nearest  market  to  fetch  the 
maximum  price  for  it-  If  there  is  scarcity  of  communication,  that  is 
not  possible.  Economic  depression  will  continue  even  though  there  is 
over-production  in  several  areas-  So  the  Chief  Engineer,  as  the  head 
of  the  department,  should  do  meritorious  service  to  the  State  by  de¬ 
veloping  means  of  communication  so  that  it  may  enable  the  poor  ryots 
to  take  their  produce  to  the  nearest  market  without  any  difficulty. 
There  is  also  the  I’aliivasal  Hydro-Electric  Scheme  which  would 
benefit  the  people-  For  that  also  there  should  be  good  means  of  com¬ 
munication-  It  is  an  import  commercial  development  scheme  and 
people  should  be  benefited  by  that  also.  So  it  must  be  a  definite  policy 
of  the  Deparemenf  to  finish  the  most  important,  incomplete  works  us 
early  as  possible  so  that  it  may  be  of  real  service  to  the  State. 

Mr.  N.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (SaijijaHinkani  /).:  In  supporting  this 
motion,  I  may  be  permitted  to  mention  at  the  very  outset:  that  many  of 
us,  including,  I  suppose,  the  official  members,  have  been  surprised  at 
the  remarks  made  by  Mr.  Kuriyan  in  the  course  oi  his  speech.  He 
remarked  that,  in  the  case  of  incomplete  weeks,  the  Chief  Engineer 
might  have  been  influenced  by  the  Honourable  members  representing 
the  public,  and  when  his  successor  finds  .the  works  to  be  unimportant 
he  discontinues  them.  Sir,  I  do  not  tliink  that  Mr.  Kuriyan  made  that 
remark  seriously.  If  it  is  made  seriously,  1  am  sure,  by  experience  lm 
will  learn  that  officers  in  the  P.  \V.  "Department  are  not  so  smciiaLdo  to 
the  wishes  of  the  people  and  their  request. 
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Sir,  much  as  I  would  wish  to  indulge  in  presenting  before  the 
House  a  list  of  local  needs,  I  would,  by  way  of  illustration,  as  Mr.  Thanu 
Pillai  would  wish  it  to  have,  just  refer  to  one  or  two  incomplete  works. 
A  few  years  ago  when  I  was  representing  in  the  old  Council,  as  a  result 
of  repeated  agitation,  sanction  was  obtained  to  connect  the  taluk  of 
Neyyattinkara  with  Nedumangad  now  represented  by  Mr.  S.  J.  Nair. 
About  3  or  1  miles  of  the  road  was  completed  about  live  or  six  years 
ago  and  there  it  was  left  incomplete.  This  is  a  very  important  piece 
oi  work. 

Mr.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Yi/a.vanlvd)  :  May  I  know 
whether  the  incomplete  portion  of  the  road  lies  in  Nedumangad  or  in 
Neyyattinkara  taluk? 

Mr.  N.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Neyyattinkara  I)  :  Half  in  Neyyat¬ 
tinkara  and  half  in  Nedumangad.  Anyhow  it  is  incomplete.  Only  two 
miles  have  to  be  completed.  I  would  urue  upon  the  attention  of 'the 
Chief  Engineer  to  see  that  this  road  is  completed. 

NiR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (2 ’rivaudram— Rural)  :  May  I  know  when  the 
completed  portion  was  finished  ? 

MR.  N.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (N/iyyattiukara  I)  :  About  two  years 

&  MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum- — Rural)  :  Does  the  member 
know  whether  the  estimate  for  the  remaining  two  miles  is  complete  or 

MR.  N.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Neyyattinkara  I)  :  If  the  estimate 
is  complete,  the  work  would  have  been  undertaken. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Because  Travancore  is  an  enlightened 
Government,  you  presume  that  it  will  be  done  ?  That  is  your  idea  ? 

Mr.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  ( Kottayam  I)  :  Sir,  a  word  of  personal 
explanation. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  No  word  of  personal  explanation  is  allowed  now 
There  is  a  rule  which  says  that,  when  the  occupant  of  the  Chair  stands 
up  then  the  member  in  possession  of  the  House  should  sit  down. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum — Rural)  :  This  is  a  matter 
affecting  all  the  constituencies.  So  I  also  should  not  fail  in  my  duty. 

1  want  to  make  one  general  observation  with  regard  to  this.  There  are 
unfinished  roads  in  all  parts  of  the  State  and  naturally  there  must  be 
some  unfinished,  work  in  Trivandrum  Taluk  as  well.  The  Chief  En¬ 
gineer  has  said  that  there  is  a  conflict  of  view  between  him  and  the  non- 
officials  in  respect  of  what  is  to  be  understood  as  an  incomplete  work. 
He  has  often  told  us  that,  when  a  road  is  begun,  it  should  not  be  taken 
that  the  entire  road  is  one  work.  For  purpose  of  convenience,  it  ap¬ 
pears  that  the  department  divides  one  road  into  several  sections  and 
they  would  call  one  section  as  one  road.  Section  1  is  one  work,  section 

2  is  another  work  and  section  3  a  third  work.  Because  the  three  out 
of  the  four  sections  are  complete,  to  say  that  the  entire  road  has  been 
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finished  is  wrong.  That  is  too  technical  a  view.  I  would  request  the 
Chief  Engineer  to  take  a  broader  view  of  the  matter.  No  doubt,  for 
the  purpose  of  his  department,  lie  may  consider  several  sections  as  in¬ 
dependent  works.  So  far  as  the  people  are  concerned,  the  entire  road  is 
one  work.  What  is  the  meaning  of  constructing  a  road  seven  miles 
long  and  leaving  the  last  one  mile  unfinished  and  telling  us  that  the 
seven  miles  have  been  completed  and  that  the  remaining  mile  of  road 
is  something  different  from  the  rest.  I  expect  him  to  give  the  same 
answer  even  today  also.  That  is  too  narrow  a  view  to  be  taken  of 
public  works.  The  department  should  not  do  that,  at  any  rate,  so  t'-ir 
as  the  non-official  members  are  concerned. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Jf avelimra)  :  Is  it  the  opinion  of 
the  member  that  the  definition  of  the  word  'works’  should  be  changed  '! 

Mr.  A.  THAN!)  PILLAI  {Trivandnt,,.— Rural)  :  Not  that.  He  may 
have  his  own  definition.  So  far  as  the  non-officials  are  concerned,  he 
should  not  tell  us  that  a  work  is  complete  when  actually  a  portion  of  it 
is  left  incomplete.  It  is  incomplete  so  far  as  we  are  concerned.  That 
is  one  aspect  of  the  matter. 

As  my  friends  stated,  there  are  many  works  provided  for  in  the 
budget  but  not  attended  to.  Very  often  the  amounts  lapse.  1  myself 
have  been  responsible  for  making  provision  for  more  than  one  road. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  {Tor ala)  .  Was  it  due  to  his  influence 
over  the  Chief  Engineer  ? 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Rural):  I  placed  the  neces¬ 
sity  of  the  road  before  the  departmental  head  or  the  Government,  and 
thus  provision  was  made. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Let  us  do  things  a  little  more  seriously. 

MR.  M.  i SIVATANU  PILLAI  (T ova, la)  :  Sir,  I  only  wanted  to' know 
whether  it  was  due  to  his  influence  over  the  Chief  Engineer  or  some 
other  officer's. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Rural)  :  Bo  far  as  l  am  con¬ 
cerned,  there  is  no  question,  of  undue  influence.  That  my  friend  may 
he  sure  of.  Provision  made  for  works  like  that  is  often  allowed  to 

lapse.  That  is  a  very  unhealthy  state  of  affairs.  Of  course  I  request 

the  Chief  Engineer  to  take  care  that  such  things  do  not  happen,  at  any 
rate,  very  often. 

MR.  V.  RAMAKR1SHNA  PANICKAR  (Kartikapuili  11)  :  In  supporting 
the  motion  I  have  to  make  special  reference  to  one  or  two  unfinished 
works  in  the  Kartikapalli  taluk.  Objection  seems  to  have  been  taken 

in  this  House  to  the  mention  of  concrete  instances.  And  mention  of 

several  concrete  instances  has  been  made  in  this  House  so  as  to  con¬ 
vince  the  House  as-to  the  importance  of  the  works.  Nevertheless,  I 
wish  to  submit  that  this  is  the  only  occasion  on  which  the-  special  at¬ 
tention  of  the  Department  could  be  drawn  to  the  importance  of  un¬ 
finished  works  in  particular  areas.  Therefore  I  think  that  the  mention 
of  concrete  instances  is  quite  relevant  ip  this  connection 
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One.  of  the  unfinished  works  which  1  have  to  refer  to  is  the  H'.ari- 
pml-Anjilimood  road.  This  is  a  section  ot  the  Haripad-ChemutWa  . 
load.  It  is  only  miles  long  and  a  certain  amount  was  spent  during 
1109  for  the  improvement  of  that  road.  A  suro  of  Es.  3,000  was 
allotted  this  year  also.  Bat  nothing  has  been  done  with  it  and  I  think 
the  amount  has  to  lapse  this  year.  Nevertheless,  I  am  consoled  that  a 
sum  of  Ks.  1,000  is  'provided  for  the  next  year.  This,  no  doubt,  is 
much  less  than  this  year’s  allotment.  People  have  also  contributed  a 
large  sum  for  the  execution  of  the  earth-work  of  the  road.  Under 
these  circumstances,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that- this  road  should  ha 
constructed  in  full  very  early.  , 

Another  instance  I  have  to  point  out  is  with  regard  to  the  Karti- 
kapalli-Kayanfenlara  road.  This  is  a  work  left  unfinished  due  to  the 
fact  that  certain  portions  of  the  road  are  being  water-logged.  Now 
■  people  of  the  locality  have  taken  up  that  matter  in  hand  and  they  have 
executed  the  earth-work  of  *ho  road  and  converted  the  water-logged 
portion  into  a  regular  road.  The  only  tiling  that  has  to  he  done  is  tie 
metalling  of  the  road.  'That,  also  I  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Chief 
Engineer. 

MR  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Todnpushu  cum  I)moohw»);  Sir,  I 
wish  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Chief  Engineer  the  necessity  of  com- 
pleting  two  incomplete  roads  in  Todnpnsha  taluk-  The  first  is  the 
Arpamattam-Ivodikulam  road  which  the  Chief  Engineer  himself  has 
visited  last  time  and  was  convinced  of  the  urgent  necessity  of  comple¬ 
ting  that  road.  Some  preliminaiy  work  was  undertaken  there  and 
left  incomplete.  The.  next  mad  is  the  Muttam-Melukavu  road  which  is 
about  six  or  seveu  miles.  Half  of  that  road  has  been  finished  some 
years  ago  and  the  other  half  is  left  unfinished.  It  is  the  road  which 
leads  to  the  interior  part  of  the  Meeuachil  and  Todupuzha  taluk. 
Melukavu  is  a  place  3.300  feet  above  the.  sea  level  where  extensive  culti¬ 
vation  is  going  on.  If  that  road  is  not  completed,  the  agricultural 
product  produced  in  that  area  could  uot  be  taken  to  other  parts. 
There  is  also,  I  believe,  in  that  corner  of  the  taluk  a  Hospital  run  by 
the  Missionaries.  The  Chief  Engineer  has  understood  the  importance 
of  that  road.  Hoi  urge  upon  the  attention  of  the  Chief  Engineer  the 
necessity  of  completing  those  two  roads. 

MR.  s.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYAL.AR  (Slic'iicnlt,!.)  :  1  move  that  the 

question  be  now'  put. 

The  motion  that  the  question  bo  now'  put  was  put  to  vote  and 
carried. 

MR.  6.  B.  E.  TRUSC0TT  (Chief  Engineer,  Bonds,  Buildings  and. 
Irrigation i:  Sir,  the.  mover  of  the  motion  referred  to  the  Alleppey- 
Ohanganacherry  canal  and  he  said  that  the  Government  had  stopped 
the  work  because  people  who  have  offer-reel  lands  have  backed  out. 
That  is  not  the  fact.  Government  can  proceed,  with  the  work  only  if 


tho  people  give  the  lands.  Government  are  not  prepared  to  take  up 
the  question  of  completion  of  the.  work  until  the  people  come  forward 
and  give  their  lands.  I  think  that  was  referred  to  Wore  in  an  inter¬ 
pellation.  Once  I  believe  the  interpellation  was  not,  replied  correctly. 
But  actually  I  corrected  it  in  a  subsequent  rep  y  to  the  honourable 
member  himself. 

MR.  KAINIKK ARA  M.  PADMANABHA  P1LLAI  [Changanurherg  /)  ;  May  1 

know  whether  tho  work  was  begun  V 

MR.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  {Chief  Engineer,  nuildimie  and 

Irrigation)  :  The  work  was  begun. 

'Mr.  KA1NIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Chaugauacherg  1)  :  Mar  I 
know  whether  any  sum  was  spent  V 

MR.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  {Chief  'Eng hirer,  Hon, dr,  lu.iidings  and 
Irrigation)  :  Yes.  Government  refused  to  do  anything  further  until 
the  people  give  the  land.  I  think  one  honourable  member  also  re¬ 
ferred  to  the  canal  spoken  of  by  the  Dewan  of  Cochin.  1  am  speaking 
from  my  memory  of  this  fact  ;  I  do  not  know  whether  it  is  correct.  I 
think  the  Dewan  of  Cochin  said  that,  if  the  canal  was  a  necessity  for 
the  people,  they  must  themselves  construct  it.  I  think  some  of  the 
members  themselves  told  me  of  that. 

Then  there  is  the  question  of  budgeting  for  the  whole  amount  for 
a  work.  Sometimes  it  is  not  possible  to  budget  for  the  whole  of  tho 
work.  There  are  parts  of  the  work  which  can  be  done,  such  as  the  ac¬ 
quisition  of  land-  That  will  take  considerable  time.  So  it  is  better 
that  we  do  not  provide  the  whole  amount.  YVhen  land  is  acquired  for 
the  work,  it  is  treated  as  an  incomplete  work  and  provision  is  made  for 
its  completion  in  the  budget  of  the  corning  year.  I  may  say  that  it  is 
the  policy  of  the  department  now  to  give  first  preference  to  incomplete 
works.  I  think  if  you  look  through  the  budget  you  can  find  this-- 

One  honourable  member  referred  to  my  paying  surprise  visits- 
Mr.  Varughese  objects  to  my  paying  surprise  visits  because  if  I  paid 
surprise  visits  and  found  any  defect  it  had  to  be  done  again.  Bor  ex¬ 
ample  if  a  bridge  is  put  up  a  little  lower  down— 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad)  :  May  I  know  whether  any  member 
of  this  House  has  represented  to  the  Chief  Engineer  to  make  surprise 
visits  to  see  the  irregularities  on  the  part  of  the  officers? 

MR.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  {Chief  Engineer,  Hoads,  buildings  and 
Irrigation)  :  I  am  talking  of  roads. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  It  was  this  morning  the  President  gave  a 
ruling.  This  House  is  concerned  only  with  what  happens  before  it  in 
proper  manner.  If  some  members  think  it  necessary  to  address  various 
officers  for  particular  things  to  be  done  by  them  and  if  the  House  assumes 
jurisdiction  over  all  that,  it  will  lead  to  difficulties. 

Mr.  s.  J.  NAIR  {Nedumangad)-.  One  word  of  explanation.  The 

official  member  alluded  to  surprise  visits. 

.  DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  But  that  does  not  set  aside  the  ruling. 
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MR.  G.  B.  E.  TRU8C0TT  ( Chief  Engineer,  Roach,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation)  :  One  honourable  member  referred  to  the  Alleppy-Shertala 
canal  construction  and  the  stopping  of  that.  Honourable  members 
might  have  heard  that  there  are  two  points  of  view  regarding  the  Allep- 
pey  Shertala  canal.  There  is  one  point  of  view  that  it  will  be  useful  and 
another  point  of  view  that,  if  that  canal  is  completed,  it  will  ruin  the  co- 
coanut  gardens  alongside.  There  is  also  another  thing.  The  mainte¬ 
nance  of  that  canal  will  require  a  very  large  sum  annually.  It  is  on 
those  big  points  that  I  understand  that  the  then  Dewan  Mr  Watts  de¬ 
cided  to  stop  the  construction  of  the  canal  and  to  complete  the  Alleppey 
Shertala  road.  The  road  at  that  time  was  considered  more  rueful  than 
the  canal.  Mr.  Padmanabha  Men  on  said  that  I  only  spent  ten  minutes 
in  his  company.  Well,  there,  is  a  saying  that  time  passes  very  quickly, 
which  I  presume  might  be  a  compliment  to  rne  for  I  spent  practically 
the  whole  of  a  day  in  Ins  company  and  not  very  long  ago.  He  seems 
to  have  forgotten  that  very  quickly. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  {F rivanclmm- Rural)  \  May  I  know  how 
that  time  was  spent  '? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  It  is  just  a  little  while  ago  that  I  said  that 
the  House  is  not  concerned  with  these  personal  matters. 

Mr.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT.  (Chief  Eng'metrr,  Roach,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation)  :  That  time  was  spent  walking  over  the  roads,  proposed  un¬ 
der  construction  in  the  Shertala  area. 

Begarding  the  Kuzhithura  flood  bank,  I  may  say  that  it  has  not  been 
dropped.  There  are  other  reasons  that  have  to  be  considered.  It  may 
not  be  possible  to  build  a  flood  bankas  an  effective  guard  against  the 
floods.  There  is  a  small  stream  running  into  that  river.  (Presidents 
belt)  Sir,  you  must  give  me  time  to  reply  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai  on  the 
question  of  sections  in  regard  to  incomplete  roads.  I  do  not  say 
that  a  road  is  complete  when  a  section  of  it  is  complete.  When  I  say 
that  a  road  is  complete,  it  means  that  we  h  ive  constructed  that  road  bet¬ 
ween  two  definite  places  and  it  can  be  used  between  those  places.  The 
road  referred  to  by  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  in  Quilon  is  certainly  an  in¬ 
complete  road.  Tint  we  do  not  call  a  road  a  complete  road  if  a  section 
is  completed,  but  if  a  section  between,  say,  two  towns  is  completed, 
that  is  a  complete  work  in  itself,  if  that  was  all  that  was  estimated  for. 

As  I  said,  it  is  the  policy  of  the  department  as  far  as  possible  to  bud¬ 
get  for  the  incomplete  works  as  far  as  funds  allow ;  and  we  do  our  best 
somehow  or  other  to  make  some  progress  each  year.  If  you  look  to 
the  budget  this  year,  you  can  see  that  the  allotment  for  works  in  pro¬ 
gress  is  much  more  than  that  for  new  works.  Therefore,  I  ask  that 
this  motion  be  not  pressed . 

MR.  KA1NIKKARA  *.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  {Changunacherg  1)  Sir, 
Uneed  not  take  the  valuable  time  of  the  House  in  replying  to  the 
speech  of  the  Chief  Engineer.  He  has  told  us  that  the  policy  has  been 
and  is  to  take  up  incomplete  works  ffrst  and  complete  them.  If  tha$ 
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policy  lias  been  pursued,  naturally  I  Mould  not  liave  moved  this  cut  mo¬ 
tion.  Prom  what  is  going  on  actually  in  the  State,  we  are  not  convin¬ 
ced  of  the  truth  or  fact  contained  in  the  statement  made  bv  the  Chief 
Engineer.  My  full  belief  is  that  the  Chief  Engineer  himself  has  not  got 
a  complete  list  of  incomplete  works  in  the  State. 

MR.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  ( Chief  Engineer,  Hoads.  HnUdimj*  and 
Irrigation).  A  point  of  order.  I  have,  got  a  list. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  That  is  not  a  point  of  order.  That  is  a  state¬ 
ment ;  and  I  hope  Mr.  Padmanabba  Pillai  will  accept  it. 

Mr.  K AINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Changanaehnj  1) :  Sir 
I  accept  the  statement  with  thanks.  I  would  also  add  that  it  is  a  grati¬ 
fying  news.  But  I  do  not  know  if  from  that  list  he  has  tried  to  ascertain 
the  total  amount  already  spent  upon  these  items  of  work  ho  would  have 
seen  what  huge  amounts,  of  the  taxpayers’  money  are  lying  waste  in 
various  pact  of  the  country-  (.Hear,  hear).  If  the  Chief  Engineer  had 
taken  that  into  account,  he  would  have  appreciated  the  anxiety  with 
which  we  are  demanding  every  year  that  these  works  should  be  taken  up 
first  and  completed.  I  wish  to  make  particular  reference  only  to  which  he 
has  also  referred  in  his  answer  *£*.,  the  Ohanganachen-y.-Alleppey  canal. 
He  said  that  reply  given  to  me  was  that  Government  would  take  up  the 
work  only  after  the  people  had  given  the  land  free  of  cost.  If  that  was 
the  fact,  I  would  not  have  mentioned  about  the  canal  here. 

MR.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  (.Chief  Engineer,  Hoads,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation)  :  I  said  that  we  would  not  take  up  the  work  any  further 
until  the  people  surrender  the  land . 

Mr.  KAIN1KKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  [Changanuchery  /) :  If 
that  is  so  I  stick  to  my  position.  If  Government  were  to  make 
any  condition  for  completing  the  canal,  that  condition  should  have  been 
made  before  the  construction  of  the  canal  was  taken  up  The  constru¬ 
ction  was  taken  up,  a  portion  of  the  money  was  spent,  and  after  one  or 
two  years  to  impose  a  condition  is  not  reasonable  ;  and  that  is  why  I  re¬ 
presented  that  the  work  is  incomplete  and  the  responsibility  in  not  com¬ 
pleting  it  is  not  on  the  part  of  the  people  but  on  the  part  of  Government- 
With  these  words,  I  press  the  motion. 

The  motion  was  put  to  vote  and  carried- 


The  following  motion  was  not  moved  :  - 
Mb-  K.  PadmakAbhan  : 

Tu  reduce  the  allotment  of  Its.  33,006  £ct  Establishment  by  Its.  fi.O'IO. 
Motion  No.  7- 

MR,  A.  S.  OAMODARAN  ARAN  (Mavdiktt.ru)  s  Sir,  J  beg  to  make  the 
following  motion  : — 

7.  To  r*d«oe  the  allotment  of  lis-  113,000  for  establishment  by  lie ,  I. 
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My  point  is  that  all  qualified  hands  employed  as  draftsmen,  tra¬ 
ilers,  etc.,  not  for  temporary  purposes,  must  be  entitled  to  the  privileges 
of- permanent  Government  servants. 

Sir,  in  the  work  establishment,  there  are  draftsmen,  tracers,  sur¬ 
veyors,  Ministries,  and  such  other  hands.  They  are  employed  for  cer¬ 
tain  kinds  of  work  which  are  of  a  permanent  nature.  I  am  referring, 
in  this  motion,  only  to  such  cl'  these  hands  as  are  in  charge  of  work 
which  has  to  he  carried  on  always,  as  long  as  we  have  the  Public  Works 
Department.  Dor  certain  special  works  also,  such  hands  are  recruited, 
and  their  salaries  are  paid  out  of  the  total  allotment  for  such  works;  and 
they  are  disbanded,  as  soon  as  such  works  are  completed.  I  am  not,  in 
this"  motion,  referring  to  such  people-  I  want  the  privileges  of  perma¬ 
nent  Government  servants  to  be  extended  only  to  duly  qualified  hands 
in  the  work  establishment. 

Sir,  the  impetus  for  doing  efficient  work  under  Government  is  due 
to  the  fixity  of  pay,  the  security  of  tenure,  the  right  to  get  leave  with¬ 
out  loss  of  pay  and  the  chance  of  getting  some  pension  for  maintenance 
after  retirement.  Sir,  the  men  included  in  the  work  establishment  do 
not  enjoy  any  of  these  privileges,  although  many  of  them  are  duly 
qualified  for  the  work  that  they  do.  It  is  only  those  who  have  passed 
the  examinations  held  in  the  local  Sri  Mulam  Technical  Institute,  or  in 
similar  institutions  in  Madras  or  elsewhere,  that  are  taken  up  for  this 
work.  We  all,  know,  Sir,  that  it  is  very  very  difficult  to  get  admission 
in.  the  Sri  Mulam  Technical  Institute.  Only  the  best  among  the 
School  Pinals  are  admitted  into  the  Institute  ;  and  it  is  after  sufficient 
training  that  they  are  examined  in  that  institute  and  sent  out  with  a 
diploma  or  certificate.  It  is  only  those  who  have  passed  creditably  in 
the  Sri  Mulam  Technical  Institute  and  such  other  institutions  that  are 
ordinarily  recruited  for  the  work  establishment  There  cannot  there¬ 
fore  be  any  doubt  about-  their  qualification  for  the  work. 

I  know  certain  instances,  Sir,  where  the  pay  of  some  of  these  per¬ 
sons  who  were  recruited  on  Its.  ‘25  or  30  have,  after  ten  or  12  years  of 
service,  been  reduced  to  Bs.  20  or  25.  A.nd,  if  they  fall  ill,  they  do  not 
get  anything.  Also,  if  the  authorities  want  to  strengthen  the  work  es¬ 
tablishment,  then  also  the  pay  of  these  people  goes  down  in  proportion 
to  the  number  of  additional  hands  recruited. 

In  1103,  eight  years  back,  when  I  had  occasion  to  bring  this  matter 
to  the  notice  of  Government  in  the  than  Legislative  Council,  the  then 
Chief  Engineer,  Mr.  Vipan,  said  that  he  fully  sympathised  with  these  peo¬ 
ple  and  agreed  with  the  sentiments  that  I  expressed.  He  said  that  he 
could  not  immediately  do  anything  since  th.e  matter  required,  additional 
funds.  He  said  that  the  Government  agreed  that  it  was  a  legitimate 
grievance.  Mr.  Vipan  also  promised  sympathetic  consideration.  Although 
it  is  now  over  8  years  since  then,  Government  have  not  done  anything. 
I,  therefore,  hope  that  the  Government  will  accept  the  position  taken 
up  by  me. 

MR.  S.  J,  NAIR  ,  (A eduimii’yud) ;  1  seconc].,the  motion. 
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Mr.  G,  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  (Chief  Engineer,  Roads,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation) ;  Sir,  I  too  have  sympathy  with  the  motion  of  Mr.  Damo- 
daran  Asan.  It  is  certainly  hard  that,  after  a  man  has  been  employed 
for  five  or  six  years,  he  is  sent  out  for  no  fault  of  his-  But  the  difficulty 
Sir,  is  that  it  is  not  possible  for  the  Government  lo  absorb  the  whole 
of  the  work  establishment  into  permanent  Government  service ; 
because  there  are,  among  them,  many  yvho  would  at  times  be  practically 
doing  nothing,  I  may  inform  the  member  that,  whenever  there  are 
suitable  vacancies,  we  do  absorb  qualified  hands  from  the  work  esta¬ 
blishment;  and,  once  they  are  so  absorbed,  the  period  of  their  temporary 
service  is  also  taken  into  account  for  purposes  of  their  leave  and  pen¬ 
sion.  Further,  even  in  the  temporary  service,  they  do  get  some 
privilege  leave  and  sick  leave  up  to  a  maximum  of  3  months,  that  is, 
as  along  as  a  substitute  is  not  appointed  in  the  leave  vacancy.  In  fact, 
in  order  to  see  that  |the  acting  men  may  not  have  break  of  service, 
substitutes  are  not  usually  appointed,  the  other  hands  in  the  establish¬ 
ment  working  overtime. 

Mr.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  ( TimvaHa  I)  :  Do  they  get  any  ponsion  ? 

MR.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  (Chief  Engineer,  Hoads,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation)  ;  No  :  they  get  a  gratuity. 

'Ms.  V.  RAMAKRISHNA  PANICKAR  ( Kartihapalli  II):  Do  these  people 
have  any  chance  of  being  drafted  to  the  permanent  establishment? 

Mr.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  ( Chief  Engineer,  Roads,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation) ;  Yes ;  as  a  matter  of  fact,  we  prefer  them  to  raw  hands, 
especially  those  who  hold  certificates  granted  by  the  school  that  Mr. 
Asan  has  been  referring  to. 

RAO  SAHIB  S.  PARAMESVARA  AIYAR  (Nominated)  :  What  is  the 
position  of  similar  men  in  British  India  ? 

Mr.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  (Chief  Engineer,  Roads,  Buildings  and 
1  rrigaticn)  :  The  same  as  here,  I  chink ;  I  think  the  rules  are  practi¬ 
cally  the  same.  Perhaps,  the  Financial  Secretary  may  know  it  better 
than  I. 

RAO  BAHADUR  A.  RENGASVAMI  AIYAR  (Financial  Secretary  to  Gov - 
ernmenti  :  May  I  explain,  Sir  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT!:  I  do  not  think  I  can  allow  that. 

MR.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  (Chief  Engineer,  lluads.  Buildings  and 
Irrigation)  :  Sir,  I  am  told  by  the  Financial  Secretary  that  their  posi¬ 
tion  is  even  worse  in  British  India  than  it  is  here.  It  seems,  once  their 
work  is  completed  for  whatever  reason,  they  have  to  leave  and  they 
do  not  get  any  gratuity  either. 

As  I  said,  Sir,  here,  they  get  a  certain  gratuity ;  and  they  are  also 
allowed  to  contribute  for  the  Provident  Fund ;  and,  as  far  as  possible, 
whenever  suitable  vacancies  occur,  we  draft  them  into  the  .permanent 
establishment  giving  them  credit  for  leave  and  pension  also  for  the 
period  of  their  temporary  service. 

Mr.  ‘A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Rural ) :  The  motion  speaks 
of  ‘  temporary  purposes  May  I  know  what  is  the  meaning  of  that 
expression  ?

MB.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  {Chief  Engineer,  Roads,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation):  ‘Temporary’  means ‘not  permanent’;  it  means  that  they 
are  not  borne  on  the  permanent  establishment.  When  a  work  is  com¬ 
menced  usually,  we  take  in  temporary  hands  •  and  the  pay  of  such 
hands  is  charged  to  the  amount  allotted  for  the  work.  It  is  such  works 
that  have  been  referred  to  by  the  mover  as  “temporary”. 

Mb.  A.  THANU  PILLAl  ( Trivandrum-Rural ):  If  that  be  so,  and  if 
the  men  engaged  ‘in  works  which  are  not  of  a  temporary  nature  are 
oven  now  entitled  to  leave  and  to  some  preference  for  recruitment  to 
the  permanent  service,  is  it  the  Chief  Engineer’s  point  that  there  is 
absolutely  no  meaning  in  the  motion  ? 

MB.  G.  B,  E.  TRUSCOTT  ( Chief  Engineer,  Roads,  Buildings  and 
1  irrigation) :  Certainly  not. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  question,  put  by  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai,  is 
unfair  either  to  the  mover  of  the  motion  or  to  the  member  now  in 
possession  of  the  House.  So,  it  need  not  be  answered. 

MB.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum — Rural )  :  One  word  of  ex¬ 
planation,  Sir.  I  do  not  want  to  be  unfair  either  to  Mr.  Asan  or  to  the 
Chief  Engineer.  The  motion  excludes  men  appointed  for  temporary 
purposes :  Mr.  Truscott  tells  me  that  ‘temporary’  means  ‘not  perma¬ 
nent’.  If  that  be  so,  I  say  the  motion  would  be  meaningless. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  matter  may  be  dropped  there. 

Mb.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  ( Chief  Engineer,  Roads,  Buildings,  and 
Irrigation) :  I  hope  Mr.  Asan  will  be  satisfied  with  the  explanation 
and  assurance  that  I  have  given,  and  will  withdraw  his  motion. 

Ms.  A,  S.f  DAMGDARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelihara ,)  ■.  On  the  assurance  given 
by  the  Chief  Engineer,  I  withdraw  the  motion.

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Ghirayinkil  I)  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  make  the 
following  motion : —

In  support  of  my  motion,  I  have  only  to  invite  the  attention  of  my 
Honourable  friends  here  to  the  amounts  allotted  for  T.  A.  for  the 
Heads  of  some  other  Departments. 
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MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  {Mavelikara)  :  The  member  says, 
in  his  motion,  that  Es.  3,000  would  be  move  than  enough  for  T.  A.  for 
the  Chief  Engineer.  May  I  know  wbat  exactly,  according  to  him,  is  the 
amount  that  will  be  required. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  {Ghirmjinkil  1)  :  I  would  request  my  friend 
to  be  patient :  now,  I  am  just  introducing  my  motion. 

There  is  an  allotment  of  Es-  2,600  for  T.  A.  for  the  Land  Bevenue 
Commissioner.  For  the  Excise  Commissioner  also,  the  provision  is  the 
eame.  For  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction,  a  sum  of  Es.  2,500  has 
been  provided.  The  Police  Commissioner  gets  only  Es-  2,000. 

RAO  SAHIB  S.  PARAMESVARA  A1YAR  ( Nominated )  :  May  I  ask 
whether  the  rates  of  T-  A.  of  the  present  Chief  Engineer  are  governed 
by  the  same  rules  as  those  which  apply  to  those  officers  ? 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  C Chimyinlcil  I)  :  Why  should  the  Chief 
Engineer  alone  be  entitled  to  “special  rates  of  T.  A.  ?  That  is  my 
question.  {Hear,  hear.) 

RAO  SAHIB  S.  PARAMESVARA  AIYAR  ( Nominated )  :  Does  not  the 
covenant,  under  which  he  has  been  appointed  prescribe  the  rate  of 
his  T.  A.  I 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  PadmanabhaD,  Mr.  Paramesvara  Aiyar’s 
question  raises  an  important  point.  The  law  is  that,  if  there  is  an 
agreement  entered  into  by  Government  in  order  to  requisition  the 
services  of  an  officer  on  stated  terms,  that  contract  must  hold,  though 
it  is  open  to  any  member  of  this  House  to  give  advice  that  such  things 
may  not  be  done  in  future.  When  there  is  a  subsisting  valid  contract, 
there  will  be  nothing  gained  by  any  acrimonious  controversy.  That 
probably  is  the  suggestion  made  by  Mr.  Paramesvara  Aiyar.  So  yon 
can  drop  that  question  and  proceed. 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  {Kalkulam  I):  1  On  a  point  of  order.— 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  :  i 

(Cries  of  order,  order.) 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  do  not  sympathise  with  people  forgetting 
the  laws  of  procedure  when  they  want  to  speak.  Mr.  Elenkath  stood 
first  to  raise  a  point  of  order.  Mr.  S.  J.  Nair  is  in  duty  bound  to  sit 
down. 

Mr.  S.  J  NAIR  {Nedumangad)  :  Sir,  a  word  of  personal  explana¬ 
tion.  I  had  my  eyes  on  the  President  and  I  could  not  see  Mr.  Elenkath 
standing. 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  {Kalkulam  I)  :  Once  this  motion  has  been 
allowed  by  the  President,  I  should  think  that  there  does  not  exist  a 
covenant.  So  before  this  question  is  finally  decided,  I  think  that  the 
House  is  entitled  to  know  whether  there  exists  a  covenant  and  whether 
this  motion  is  admissible. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  The  point  of  ordei  has  been  raised  in  a  very 
dexterous  fashion.  Mr.  Elenkath  knows  his  limitations  and  he  does  not 
■want  to  canvass  a  ruling  of  the  Chair,  but  wants  to  get  over  it. 
X  must  say  that  this  motion  was  allowed  to  be  moved  because  it  satisfies 
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the  requirements  of  the  law.  I  am  not  bound,  to  give  any  explanation 
to  Mr.  Elenkath  or  to  anybody  else.  The  motion  is  being  considered 
by  the  House  and  the  point  raised  by  Mr.  Elenkath  does  not  therefore 
arise. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Ghirayinkil  1 ) :  Sir,  even  granting  that 
there  is  a  covenant,  I  no  not 'wish  to  have  the  terms  of  that  covenant 
revised.  But,  however,  as  this  amount  has  been  put  down  in  the  budget 
as  a  votable  item,  I  am  of  the  emphatic  opinion  that  this  House  has  a 
right  to  out  it  down  if  it  deems  necessary. 

Sir,  apart  from  this  Ks.  3,8U0  allotted  for  the  travelling  allowance 
of  the  Chief  Engineer,  for  the  travelling  allowances  of  other  subordin¬ 
ate  officers  of  the  department  we  find  a  big  allotment  of  Rs.  75,000  in 
this  budget.  There  are  seven  Executive  Engineers  under  the  Chief 
Engineer.  There  are  eight  Assistant  Engineers  and  also  eight  Sub- 
Engineers.  All  these  three  grades  of  officers  are  touring  officers.  The 
Division  Officer  will  be  in  charge  of  the  whole  division  and  he  will  be 
touring  round  and  round  that  division  and  looking  after  the  works  in 
that  division.  So  also  in  the  case  of  the  Assistant  and  Sub-Engineers. 
Sir,  in  allotting  such  an  exorbitant  sum  for  the  travelling  allowance  of 
the  Chief  Engineer,  we  are  also  making  a  bad  distinction  between  the 
Chief  Engineer  and  the  other  touring  officers.  What  is  the  funda. 
mental  difference  between  the  touring  work  done  by  the  Chief  Engineer 
ajid  the  touring  work  done  by  the  other  officers  that  I  have  referred 
to  ?  So  far  as  I  can  see,  the  other  four  officers  are  entitled  to  do  more 
touring  work. 

Mr.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAI  (Kalkulam  II)  :  May  I  know  whether  the 
Chief  Engineer  and  the  Executive  Engineers  pay  toll  ? 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Ghirayinkil  I) :  I  think  they  are  not  bound 
to  pay. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODaRAN  ASAN  ( Mavelika-ra )  :  Dees  the  member 
think  that  the  Chief  Engineer  has  travelled  too  much  in  1111  ? 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Ghirayinkil  1)\  No,  I  do  not  think  so,  though 
I  gather  that  the  Chief  Engineer  is  fond  of  touring, 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavetikara) :  Does  the  member 
think  that  the  allotment  made  for  the  current  year  was  well  spent  ? 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Ghirayinkil  I) :  I  do  not  think  so- 

Another  point  which  I  would  like  to  press  upon  the  attention  of 
this.Hon&s  is  that  we  are  making  a  very  bad  distinction  between  one 
officer  and  another  officer.  The  simple,  question  I  ask  is— is  there  any 
difference  between  one  officer  of  Government  and  another  officer  of 
Gpxerument,  between  one  departmental  head  and  another  departmental 
head  ? 

HR,  A,  THANU  PILLAI;  (Trivandrum — {Rural) :  Is  there  no.  difference 
between  the  Chief  Engineer  and  the  other  officers  referred  to.  by  the 
w,en$m;?' 
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Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Chiray-rii!  T) :  Yes  so  far  as  I  can  see,  one 
is  a  European  officer  and  the  others  are  Indian  officers. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Order,  order.  The  honourable  member  is 
under  a  vary  serious  mistake.  There  are  degrees  of  importance  with 
regard  to  the  various  officers.  Some  are  high,  others  are  ioiv.  Some 
are  higher  and  others  are  lower.  It  is  a  comparative  degree  in  some 
measure,  so  that  this  difference  in  travelling  allowance  has  not  got  its 
origin  in  race  or  nationality  or  religion-  but  in  the  fact  presmnably 
of  there  being  a  distinction  between  higher  and  lower  officers. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( GhirayinMl  I) :  So  far  as  I  am  able  to  see, 
I  do  not  find  any  distinction. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PiLLAI  {Quiloa  I)  :  May  I  know  whether 
the  member  realises  that  there  is  difference  in  regard  to  the  duties  of 
the  different  officers  V 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ' Chiraijin/di.  1) :  Certainly,  there  are  differ¬ 
ences.  But  so  far  as  I  can  see,  between  the  four  officers  to  whom  I 
have  referred  on  the  one  side  and  the  Chief  Engineer  on  the  other, 
there  cannot  1)0  much  difference  in  the  touring  work  they  have  to 
attend  to- 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PiLLAI  {'"mala) :  Has  the  Chief  Engineer  not 
got  to  walk  much  ? 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Chirai/iiihil  I):  Just  as  much  as  the  other- 
officers.  If  the  Chief  Engineer  is  made  to  walk,  he  should  walk. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  There  is  nothing  so  very  unpleasant  as 
having  to  got  up  every  five  minutes.  I  am  obliged  to  do  so  because 
the  discussion  is  taken  to  wrong  channels.  The  Government  of  His 
Highness  the  Maha  Raja  pay  travelling  allowance  to  officers.  This 
House  has  committed  itself  to  a  steady  policy  of  recognising  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  travelling  allowance  by  granting  the  demands.  To  suggest  that 
an  officer  of  Government  must  be  made  to  walk  and  to  put  any  kind  of 
compulsion  on  a  high  officer  of  status  in  such  matters  is  obviously 
wrong.  Those  things  have  to  be  left  to  their  inclination.  I  trust  that, 
in  the  interest  of  proper  discussion,  such  questions  which  have  nothing 
to  do  with  the  importance  of  the  subject  will  be  scrupulously  avoided. 

Mr,  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PiLLAI  [Quilon  1)  :  Have  we  not  got  the 
right  to  cut  the  whole  amount  ? 

PEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Certainly  this  House  has  got  the  power  to 
do  so-  But  this  House  has  no  right  to  say  that  one  officer  must  walk, 
another  officer  must  run  and  all  that  kind  of  thing.  If  anybody  raises 
such  questions  they  will  have  to  be  disallowed. 

MB.  K-  PADMANABHAN  ( Chirayinkil  1):  Sir,  I  was  at  the  point  that 
the  very  practice  of  drawing  a  distinction  between  on#  officer^  tpur  and 
another  officer’s  tour  and  allotting  a  greater  amount  for  the'”traT^lpng 
allowance  of  one  officer  than  for  the  travelling  allowance  of  other  offi¬ 
cers  is  fundamentally  wrong. 
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RAO  SAHIB  S.  PARAMESVARA  AIYAR  (Nominated) :  Is  it  the  mem- 
hcr’s  point  that  all  kinds  of  travelling  allowance  should  be  made  uni- 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Oh  irayinkil  1) :  Par  from  it.  That  is  why 
I  stated  only  three  or  four  officers  just  to  make  a  comparison. 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Ealki  lam  I)  :  May  I  know  whether  th« 
member  concedes  that  there  is  difference  between  heads  of  departments 
and  whether  an  officer,  in  order  to  discharge  his  work  satisfactorily,  is 
not  entitled  to  demand  a  greater  amount  for  his  travelling  allowance? 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Chirayinhil  1):  Sir,  that  is  also  a  matter  of 
opinion  and  I  am  not  bound  to  answer  that  questiou.  This  practice  of 
drawing  a  distinction  between  one  officer  and  another  will  have  a  very 
bad  effect  also  on  the  other  officers. 

NlR.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  (Kottayam  I)  :  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 
When  one  honourable  member  of  this  House  puts  a  question  to  another 
member  of  this  House,  of  course  through  the  Chair,  is  it  up  to  that 
member  to  say  that  he  is  not  prepared  to  answer  the  question  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  am  not  prepared  to  entertain  that  now. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  { Chirayinhil  I):  But  anyhow  since  the 
honourable  member  Mr.  Truscott  has  been  saying  that  he  is  fond  of 
tonring,  out  of  grace  I  have  put  down  Bs.  3,000'  Even  there  I  have 
stated  that  Bs.  3,000  is  more  than  enough.  The  biggest  amount  allot, 
ted  for  travelling  allowance  is  Its.  2,600,  and  1  have  put  down  Bs.  3,000 
out  of  some  special  consideration  for  the  Chief  Engineer.  This  House 
can  allow  something  like  Bs.  400  more  than  the  maximum  of  Bs.  2,600. 
But  I  do  not  understand  flow  this  sum  of  Bs.  3,800  was  arrived  at.  I 
believe  Mr.  Truscott  will  be  magnanimous  enough  to  accept  this  cut. 

MR.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  ( Chief  Engineer,  Roads,  Buildings  cmi 
Irrigation)  \  Before  the  member  sits  down,  may  I  know  when  I  said 
that  I  was  fond  of  touring  ? 

MR.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  (Koltayam  I) :  Sir,  I  oppose  this  motion.  The 
Honourable  member  Mr.  Padmanabhan  has  pointed  out  that  the  other 
heads  of  departments  are  not  drawing  the  same  T.  A.  as  the  Chief 
Engineer.  If  I  had  the  power,  Sir,  I  would  have  the  Chief  Engineer 
in  motion  always  ( laughter )  because  he  is  the  person  in  charge  of  the 
whole  of  the  communications  in  the  State  from  Cape  Comorin  to  North 
Parur ;  and  personally  I  would  allow  any  amount  to  be  given  him  bj 
way  of  travelling  allowance,  though  I  may  perhaps  cut  down  his  pay, 
I  am  of  opinion  that,  in  the  interest  of  the  State,  there  should  not  be  a 
deadlock  created  by  cutting  down  the  travelling  allowance  of  the  Chiei 
Engineer. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad)  :  Sir,  in  supporting  the  motion 
I  wish  to  speak  a  few  words.  The  travelling  allowance  of  the  Chiei 
Engineer  is  provided  with  a  view'  that  the  Chief  Engineer  must  travel 
and  inspect  the  works  that  are  going  on  in  connection  with  the  con¬ 
struction  of  buildings  and  roads,  maintenance  of  roads  and  so  forth, 
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So  far  as  the  maintenance  of  roads  is  concerned,  I  must  inform  the 
House  that  the  Chief  Engineer  seldom  travels  with  a  view  to  correct 
the  erring  members  of  his  department.  Sir,  recently  I  invited  the 
Chief  Engineer — 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  That  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  motion 
before  the  House. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAlR  {N edurr.au g ad)  :  The  Chief  Engineer  is  not  travel¬ 
ling  as  he  should;  and  as  a  result  of  it,  the  condition  of  the  roads  is  most 
dangerous.  Sir,  for  that  purpose  I  invited  the  Chief  Engineer  to  come 
over  to  Nedumangad. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  {Navel  kara)  :  Sir,  on  a  point  of  order. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ;  I  anticipated  it.  Even  today  several  times 
it  was  pointed  out  that  personal  dealings  with  heads  of  departments  and 
others  are  not  matters  to  be  placed  before  this  House. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  QIavelilara)  :  Sir,  that  was  not  the 
point  of  order  which  I  wanted  to  raise.  Here  Mr.  Padmanabhan’s 
motion  is  to  reduce  the  amount  of  travelling  allowance  by  Es.  SOO.  It 
is  not  a  token  cut.  There  has  been  a  ruling  that,  when  a  specific  cut  is 
made,  it  has  to  be  supported  on  the  ground  that  fhat  amount  need  not  be 
spent.  That  is  the  only  point  on  which  this  motion  can  he  supported. 
Mr-  S.  J.  Nail-  is  supporting  it  on  a  different  ground. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  He  is  giving  his  reasons  in  his  own  way.  The 
motion  is  in  order. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad ) :  Sir,  I  was  saying  why  there  was 
no  necessity  for  granting  such  a  big  amount  and  why  the  House  should 
cut  short  the  allotment  made  for  the  travelling  allowance  of  the  Chief 
Engineer  by  Ks.  800. 

As  an  illustration,  I  was  just  pointing  out  to  the  House  that  the 
condition  of  the  roads  in  all  parts  of  Nedumangad  taluk  is  dangerous- 
The  roads  are  being  left  completely  neglected.  When  Honourable 
members  make  a  request  to  the  Chief  Engineer  to  come  to  the  various 
localities  where  they  reside  and  satisfy  himself  about  the  unwholesome 
condition  of  the  roads  and  the  corrupt  manner  in  which  his  subordin¬ 
ates  misappropriate  the  funds  allotted  for  the  maintenance  of  the  roads, 
the  Chief  Engineer  purposely  avoids  going  to  those  places. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  {Qiiiiunl):  In  that  case,  how  can 
Es.  800  be  taken  away  ? 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  :  It  indicates  our  ‘abhortion’  {loud 
and  continued  laughter). 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  heard  the  word  “abortion”.  What  was 
the  word  used  by  you,  Mr.  S.  J.  Nair? 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  {Nedumangad)  .  What  I  meant,  and  what  I  said, 
was  abhorrence  with  regard  to  the  conduct  of  the  subordinates. 

Sir.  the  Chief  Engineer  will  have  to  travel  for  a  certain  purpose. 
He  will  have  to  see  that  the  allotment  made  for  the  purpose  of  main- 
tianing  various  roads  in  the  State  is  properly  spent.  He  seldom  does 
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DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  Because  you  were  not  quite  audible  touts, 
there  was  some  difficulty  .  and  that  was  the  reason  why  there  was  a 
great  deal  of  demonstration  over  that  word  of  yours.  Yon  are  not  parfci- 
cu'ar  that  this  word  should  form  part  of  the  record  ? 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedii'iiangad)  :  No,  Sir. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  P1LLAI  (Qailoa  I )  :  On  a  point  of  order.  I 
want  to  know  whether  it  is  left  to  any  member  to  say  that  a  particular 
portion  of  what  he  uttered  should  form  part  of  the  record  of  this  House 
which  ought  to  bs  a  true  representation  of  things  that  happen  in  this 
House, 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  Knnjukrishna  Pillai  does  certainly  not 
want  to  test  the  resourcefulness  of  the  Chair  ;  he  has  got  a  legitimate 
doubt  on  tint  [mint.  The  ruling  on  that  point  is  that  the  presiding 
authority  has  the  right  to  decide  upon  the  question  By  way  of 
courtesy,  the  Chair  asked  the  member. 

MR.  A.  THANU  Pii-LAi  {Trivandmiu — Brnrat) :  Has  the  member 
not  got  the  rght  lo  correct  a  speech  he  has  made  or  a  word  that  he 
has  uttered  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT.  Certainly  he  has,  But  I  cannot  prevent 
Hono:ir;ib'e  members  from  raising  points.  I  trust  that  some  greater 
circumspection  will  be  used. 

MR.  PACODE  A-  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Vilavnukod )  ■.  Is  it  not  open  to 
the  Chair  to  expunge  any  portion  of  the  proceedings  V 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  I  shall  consider. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  {Quilon  I)  :  May  I  know,  Sir, 
whether  the  Chair  has  got  the  right  to  expunge  any  portion  of  the 
proceedings  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  am  not  going  to  say  anything  on  that  now. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PIL1AI  (Qmii-n  j)  :  It  is  a  statutory  power 
given  to  the  House. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  Statute  is  not  a  closed  book  either  to  the 
Chair  or  to  any  member  of  the  House,  official  or  non- official.  The  Statute 
has  been  read  carefully,  the  rules  have  been  understood  very  carefully 
and  well.  The  ruling  I  have  given  is  not  to  Be  reopened. 

HR.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  ( Koilayum.  I)  :  May  I  know  whether,  in  the 
case  of  a  correction, — 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  am  not  going  to  entertain  any  more  points 
of  order  on  that  subject  now. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  :  Sir,  in  the  absence  of  proper 
travelling,  the  various  roads  are  in  a  neglected  condition.  It  is  high 
time  that  the  Chief  Engineer  puts  down  corruption  on  the  part  of 
his  subordinate  officers. 

Mr.  K-  R.  ELENKATH  (Kalkulcm  I):  Sir,  I  oppose  the  motion. 
Neither  the  mover  ror  the  member  who  supported  him  has  advanced 
arguments  to  show  that  the  Chief  Engineer,  has  been  over-travelling  or 
that  the  amount  allotted  for  1111,  namely,  Us.  4000,  has  been  mis¬ 
spent.  In  the  light  of  the  arguments  advanced  by  Mr.  Nair,  namely, 
that  the  Chief  Engineer  baa  not  been  travelling  and  that  his  inspection 
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work  should  have  checked  comiption,  he  should  not  have  opposed  the 
motion.  For,  if  we  curtail  his  travelling  expenses,  he  will  not  be  aide 
to  supervise  effectively  the  work  of  his  subordinates.  When  Hr.

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  {Kc.lkula  «  I)  ■'  I  am  aware  of  that.  I  do  not 
think  that  the  travelling  expenses  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  who  is  the 
controlling  authority  to  check  comiption,  should  be  curtailed.  If  the 
travelling  allowance  is  curtailed,  corruption  will  increase. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Chin/inkil  1)  :  May  I  know  whether  the 
Chief  Engineer  has  found  out  any  instance  of  corruption  during  nis 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  disallow  that  question.  Whether  the 
Chief  Engineer  has  found  out  corruption  or  not  is  not  a  matter  for 
Mr.  Elenkath  to  answer 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  {G'drayinlal  J) :  Mr.  Elenkath  was  saying 
that  there  will  be  no  instance  of  corruption  if  the  Chief  Engineer  is 
not  travelling.  I  am  asking  him  whether  the  Chief  Engineer  has  found 
out  any  case  of  corrupiion. 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  Uialhilt  i'  /)  :  If  he  visits  places  supervised 
by  Assistant  Engineers,  his  travelling  would  have  been  more  useful. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  Uhirayiitkil  I)  :  Has  he  found  out  any 
instance  of  comiption  l  ist  year  when  Ks.  -1,000  was  allotted. 

MR.  K.  R  ELENKATH  (nalhuhm  J)  :  He  has  not. 

MR.K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Chlsayinkil  I )  :  Then  what  is  the  use  of 
allotting  more  funds? 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Kall.nlam  1 )  :  That  may  be  due  to  the  fact 
that  other  functions  which  he  had  to  attend  to  might  have  absorbed  his 
attention-  If  he  is  out  of  his  office  more  frequently,  he  will  find  out 
corruntiou. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tob.Uc.)  :  Out  of  office? 

MR.K,  R.  ELENKATH  (Kalhihim  I)  :  Yes.  He  should  have  ex¬ 
perience  of  the  difficulties  of  the  ryots,  he  ought  to  walk  distances  tc 
find  out  whether  roads  are  necessary  or  not.  Suppose  he  goes  to 
North  Parur  or  Tovala,  he  may  be  able  to  find  out  whether  com  - 
municcations  are  needed  there  or  not. 

With  regard  to  corruption,  if  any  instance  is  brought  to  his  notice, 
lie  must  inquire  into  that.  He  must  see  whether  the  money  allotted 
for  roads  is  properly  spent.  For  these  reasons,  I  oppose  the  motion. 

MR.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAI  {Krttarakara) :  Sir,  I  support  the  motion, 
not  on  the  ground  that  the  Chief  Engineer  is  not  travelling,  but  on  the 
around  that  he  is  travelling  too  much  by  the  same  road  over  and  over 
again.  He  is  not  visiting  the  rural  parts  of  the  State,  nor  is  he 
travelling  through  the  bye- roads. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  How  does  it  affect  the  total  allowance  ?  If 
there  is  more  frequent  travelling  by  the  same  road,  that  means  more 
payment.

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Mb.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAI  (KotUwakam)  :  His  travelling  through 
the  same  route  any  number  of  times  will  not  serve  the  general  public. 
The  point  is  that  he  should  travel  along  all  roads  and  visit  all  parts  of 
the  State.  My  view  is  that  such  travelling  is  a  waste. 

My  second  reason  is  that  the  provision  made  for  communications 
in  Ibis  year’s  budget,  is  quite  inadequate.  A  large  portion  of  the  allot* 
lnent  is  earmarked  for  works  in  the  towns.  Hence  he  has  to  concentrate 
his  attention  in  one  or  two  towns.  Paucity  of  works  in  the  rural 
parts  will  be  a  valid  reason  for  the  Chief  Engineer  to  keep  at  head¬ 
quarters,  and  thus  avoid  travelling. 

Mr.  HI.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Neygattinkara  I):  Sir,  I  oppose  the 
motion.  As  was  correctly  observed  by  Mr.  Kuriyan,  if  there,  is  one 
officer  to  whom  sufficient  funds  for  travelling  ought  to  be  given,  I 
have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  it  is  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
State.  Sir,  the  Chief  Engineer  is  in  charge  of  the  communications 
in  the  State.  At  present,  there  is  more  and  more  clamour  from  one 
end  of  the  country  to  the  other  for  more  means  of  communication. 
From  my  experience  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  I  may  say  that  he  is 
a  man  from  whose  travelling  the  public  at  large  can  derive  considerable 
benefit.  In  this  connection,  I  may  be  permitted  to  refer  to  the  work 
he  has  done  during  ihe  recent  malaria  epidemic  ^in  my  own  taluk. 
Sir,  times  out  of  number  he  has  been  travelling  in  the  rural  areas 
where  the  people  were  lying  porstrate  under  the  weight  of  poverty, 
pestilence  and  disease. 

Mr,  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Meclumaiujad )  :  May  I  ask  whether  it  was  not 
the  same  ease  in  regard  to  the  rural  areas  in  the  Nedumangad  taluk 
also? 

Mr.  N.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Neyyattinkara  I)  \  I  have  heard  that 
it  was  th.e  same  case  in  the  Nedumangad  taluk  also.  As  a  result  of 
his  useful  touring  work,  I  might  say  that  the  poor  people  in  those  rural 
areas  have  now  got  the  benefit  of  sufficient  protection  and  health  from 
outside.  With  these  few  words,  I  oppose  the  motion  of.  Mr.  Padmana- 
ihan. 

MR.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  ( Chief  Engineer,  Hoads,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation) :  Sir,  I  oppose  the  motion.  I  should  point  out  to  Mr. 
Eadmanabhan  that  a  sum  of  Rs.  500  out  of  the  allotment  of  Rs.  3,800 
is  intended  for  the  Chief  Engineer’s  Office.  The  allotment-  for  the 
Chief  Engineer  is  only  Rs.  3,300. 

It  might  interest  the  House  to  know  what  the  allotments  were  in 
previous  years.  In  11  il,  the  .  expenditure  under  travelling  allowance 
up  to  date  is  Rs  3,877  .;  in  1110,  it  was  Rs.  3,779  in  1109,  it  was  Rs. 
5,224  .  in  1108,  there  was  a  special  cut,  and  the  amount  was  Rs.  3,000 
in  1107,  the  allotment  was  Rs.  3,520;  and,  in  1106,  the  amount  was 
Rs.  4,222,  The  amount  I  have  asked  for  for  the  next  year  is  actually 
less  than  that  of  this  year.  I  may  point  out  that  .1  have  to  travel  all 
over  the  whoie  State  unlike  the  other  officers.  A  comparison  of 
travelling  between  the  other  officers  and  myself  could  not  be  taken  into 
account,  ftersonally  I  think  a  comparison  should  not  be  made. 
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MR.  S.  J.  NAIK  {Nedn, mango  cl)  '■  May  I  know  whether  the  Chief 
Engineer  has  travelled  through  all  the  bye-roads  in  the  Nedumangad 
taluk?  {Laughter). 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  1  disallow  that  question. 

MR.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  {Chief  Engineer,  Hoads,  liuilcVngs  ancl 
Irrigation) :  .1  believe  ihe  other  officers  have  not  got  as  much  travell¬ 

ing  to  do  as  I  have. 

I  am  doubtful  whether  the  amount  that  I  have  asked  for  will  be 
sufficient  for  travelling  purposes  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  fourth  stage 
works  relating  to  Cochm  Harbour  may  Le  taken  up  seme  time  in  August. 
I  am  a  member  of  the  Cochin  Port  Conservancy  Board  and  I  should 
attend  meetings  every  mouth.  It  wili  be  impossible  to  do  that  with 
this  allotment  unde,-  touring,  I  consider  that  I  shall  have  to  pay  more 
visits  to  Cochin  than  I  have  done  in  the  past,  because  the  fourth  stage 
of  the  Cochin  Harbour  Scheme  is  very  important  as  far  as  Travan- 
core  is  concerned.  I  have  nothing  more  (o  add. 

SR.  K.  PAOMANABHAN  {Chimginkil  1)  :  May  I  know,  whether  there 
is  any  covenant  in  regard  to  the  travelling  allowance  of  the  Chief 


Mr.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  {Chief  Engineer,  Loads,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation)  The  Chief  Engineer  is  governed  by  the  Madras  Travelling 
Allowance  Kules 

MR.  K.  PAOMANABHAN  {Chirayimdl  J)  :  So,  am  I  to  understand 
then,  that  there  is  no  special  commitment  by  the  Travancore  Govern¬ 
ment  in  regard  to  the  travelling  allowance  of  the  Chief  Engineer. 

MR.  G,  B,  E.  TRUSCOTT  {Chief  Engineer,  Roads,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation)  :  For  purposes  of  travelling  allowance,  I  am  governed  by 
the  Madras  T.  A.  Pules. 

Mil.  K.  PAOMANABHAN  {Chirr-tjinUl  I)  :  What  is  the  rate  obtain¬ 
ing  in  Madras  ? 

MR.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  {Ch:ef  Engineer,  Hoads,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation) :  Compared  with  the  travelling  allowance  rules  in  force  in 
Travancore,  I  think  there  is  a  slight  advantage  under  the  Madras 
rules. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  {Ghirayinkil  I)  :  In  view  of  the  explan¬ 
ation  offered  by  the  Chief  Engineer,  I  beg  to  withdraw  my  motion. 

The  motion  was,  by  leave  of  the  House,  withdrawn.

>i  anti  on)  \  Sir,  is  this  motion  in  order  ? 

Mr.  T.  KRISHNA  PiU-AI  {Neyyattinkara  ID  :  Yes,  Sir. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ;  What  is  your  point  in  support  of  that  state. 
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MR.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (NeyyaUinkam  II)  :  I  shall  explain,  Sir 
travelling  would  afford  an  opportunity  for  the  Chief  Engineer  to  re¬ 
alise  the  lot  of  inconvenience  which  the  public  are  put  to  by  the  insti¬ 
tution  of  these  obnoxious  tolls 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  If  T.  A,  is  reduced,  then  the  Chief  Engineer 
will  not  be  able  to  travel  at  all.  If  conditions  are  bad  with  sufficient 
travelling  allowance,  I  think  it  will  be  much  worse  with  no  travelling 
allowance. 

MR.  T  KRISHNA  PILL Ai  (N eyyattinkara  It,  :  This  is  a  token  cut, 
Sir. 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLA1  {Additional  Head  Sirhir 
Vakil ) :  Sir,  I  do  not  think  this  motion  is  relevant,  because  the 
question  of  toll-gate  does  not  arise  under  travelling  allowance.  It  has 
no  bearing  at  all  except  perhaps  a  passing  reference  under  T.  A. 
Therefore  all  things  considered,  the  idea  of  toll-gates,  by  means  of  this 
motion,  is  not  relevant. 

Mr.  T.  KRISHNA  PIUAI  (Neyyntiinka/ra  II)  There  is  a  precedent 
also  in  my  favour.  On  a  former  occasion,  the  abolition  of  toll  gates 
was  allowed  to  be  moved  and  discussed  under  the  head  ‘travelling 
allowance’. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  If'  you  give  your  explanation  in  that 
fashion,  I  shall  not  be  able  to  decide  it  now. 

MR.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Nenyattinlara  II)  I  will  explain  my 
point  further,  Sir.  What  I  wish  to  urge  is  that,  when  the  Chief 
Engineer  makes  his  tours,  the  inconvenience  that  the  public  are  put  to 
due  to  the  institution  of  tolls  will  be  brought  home  to  his  mind  and  he 
will  be  in  a  position  to  recommend  the  abolition  of  toll  gates.  And 
travelling  allowance  affords  him  an  opportunity  to  do  this. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  am  not  at  all  satisfied  with  the  explanation 
given  by  the  member.  I  am  still  of  the  opinion  that,  if  travelling 
allowance  is  cut  down,  the  possibility  is  that  the  Chief  Engineer  will 
not  be  able  to  know  anything  that  happens. 

T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Neyyaiiinlc-nt,  li )  I  am  only  saying 
that  by  travelling  alone  he  will  be  able  to  understand  the  difficulties 
of  the  people.

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  But  what  is  your  motion  ?

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  Such  a  motion  could  be  biougbt  onlv 
under  total  allotment,  and  not  under  this  specific  allotment 
though  it  is  a  cut  motion.

Mb.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (NcyyaUinkora  U)\  I  beg  to  move  the 
following  motion.

loir,  the  object  of  my  motion  is  to  point  out  that  the.  Chief  Eng'in- 
cei.'  is  uot  sufficiently  attentive  to  the  needs  of  all  the  parts  of  the 
State.  The  Public  Works  Department,  as  the  very  appellation  connotes, 
is  supposed  to  exist  to  minister  to  the  benefit  and  comfort  of  the  public 
at  largo.  That  is  the  reason  why  huge  allotments  are  made  every 
year  under  this  bead.  Of  late,  this  department,  Sir,  has  metamorpho¬ 
sed  to  a  department  which  exists  for  the  leakage  and  wastage  of 
public  funds.  There  is  no  definite  or  consistent  policy  pursued  by  the 
department.  Works  are  begun  in  right  earnest  today,  only  left  to  be  half- 
finished  tomorrow.  Generally,  during  the  major  part  of  the  year,  sub¬ 
ordinates  of  the  department  idle  away  their  time,  and,  towards  the  close, 
when  the  monsoon  sets  in,  they  are  up  with  vigour  and  works  are  com¬ 
menced  in  all  haste  and  hurry,  and  after  some  progress  is  made,  they 
are  left  off  to  be  washed  off  by  the  rains.  For  instance,  Sir,  I  may  say 
that  there  arc  .scores  of  roads,  bridges,  culverts  and  other  works  which 
were  begun  in  right  earnest  and  after  making  a  small  progress  left  off  in 
an  incomplete  fashion. 

MR.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  ( Chief  Engineer,  Hoads,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation')  :  The  member  was  saying  that  there  are  scores  of  bridges, 
scores  of  culverts  and  other  works  which  were  begun  but  left  incomplete. 
Will  the  member  kindly  give  a  list  of  them  V 

MR.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Neggattinkaru)  :  Altogether  there  will  be 
scores  of  such  instances. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  You  need  not  labour  the  point,  because  th« 
official  member  is  out  of  order. 

MR.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  ( Chief  Engineer,  Hoads,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation)  :  I  am  sorry,  Sir. 

MR.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  {Neggattinkaru.  If)  :  There  is  a  channel  in 
my  constituency  for  which  a  lot  of  mouey  was  spent  for  the  construction. 
Due  to  want  of  a  corresponding  one  on  the  other  side  of  the  field,  the 
whole  money  spent  on  that  channel  cow  becomes  a  complete  waste. 
There  are  miles  of  roads  which  have  not  seen  gravel  or  tasted  the  effect 
of  a  spade  or  a  hand-roller  for  several  years;  and  I  am  sure  all  members 
this  side  of  the  House  will  bear  testimony  to  this  statement.  Probably 
the  objection  that  will  be  raised  by  the  Chief  Engineer  will  be  his 
stereotyped  plea  of  want  of  funds.  To  this  I  ask,  Sir  whether  he  was 
spending  ail  the  amounts  that  were  allotted  for  works  in  inofussil  areas 
every  year.  A  handsome  portion  of  the  amount  is  being  surrendered 
every  year  by  the  P.  W.  D.  The  surrenders  have  become  so  common 
in  this  department  that  it  leads  one  to  think  whether  it  is  not  done 
with  the  connivance  of  Government.  Anyhow  this  state  of  .affairs 
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should  not  be  allowed  to  continue.  I  submit,  Sir,  that  the  Chief  Engi- 
neer  should  extend  his  tours  into  the  interior  regions  of  the  country 
and  acquaint  himself  with  the  most  inadequate  and  unsatisfactory 
manner  in  which  the  subordinates  attend  to  the  needs  of  all  parts  of  the 
State.  With  these  words  I  move  the  motion . 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (i\allidam  I)  '■  Sir,  I  support  the  motion. 
Although  the  Chief  Engineer  has  been  complaining  that  the  allotment 
under  travelling  allowance  is  not  sufficient,  I  am  entirely  in  agreement 
with  the  views  expressed  by  Mr.  Krishna  Pillai  that  he  has  been  neglect¬ 
ing  the  rural  needs  in  the  State.  If  at  all  travelling  is  necessary  on 
the  part  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  it  is  for  his  tours  in  rural  parts  than  in 
the  Main  Central  or  in  some  prominent  roads  of  the  State..  The 
needs  of  the  people  and  the  conditions  of  the  road  are  not  known  to 
officers  other  than  the  Chief  Engineer.  The  rural  population  have  no 
facility  for  giving  representation  to  Government  or  for  their  being  re¬ 
presented  by  any  other  method.  Lakhs  and  lakhs  of  rupees  are 
required  for  the  interior  parts  of  the  State  and  there  is  nobody  to  speak 
for  their  cause  to  the  authorities  concerned.  It  is  the  rural  places  that 
most  responsible  officers  in  charge  of  the.  Public  Works  Department 
should  frequently  visit.  I  should  think  that  South  Truvancore 
is  almost  neglected  now-a-days  in  point  of  communications.  The  Govern¬ 
ment  member  may  say  that  he  was  visiting  Neyyattinkara  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  malaria  epidemic  and  all  that.  That  is  no  reason  why 
he  should  leave  the  other  portions  uninspected,  at  least  in  ordinary  times. 

I  can  confidently  assert  that  the  Chief  Engineer  has  not  visited  any 
area  either  north  or  south  or  east  or  west  of  the  rural  parts  of  my  con¬ 
stituency,  He  might  have  travelled  right  up  through  the  Main 
Southern  road  to  Nagercoil  or  the  Cape.  If  he  had  examined,  he  would 
really  have  found  that  many  interior  parts  have  been  abandoned.  With 
these  observations  I  support  the  motion.

Mr.  K.  P.  KRISHNA  ME  NON  (Pfimr)  :  I  also  support  the  motion. 
The  roads  in  the  Northern  Division  are  very  unsatisfactory.  Dor  in¬ 
stance,  I  may  quote  the  road  from  .iiamala  to  Muvatfcupnzha.  It  is  in 
a  very  deplorable  condition.  In  Parti r  taluk,  there  are  three  incomplete 
roads,  of  which  one  was  sanctioned  in  1930.  Us.  12,000  was  sanctioned 
for  that  in  1930-  Hitherto  the  Chief  Engineer  has  spent  only 
Jfcts.  3,485.  There  is  also  the  Manjali-Thadikakatavu  road.  Sanction  for 
the  same  was  made  in  1930.  There  are  two  other  roads  in  my  con¬ 
stituency  which  were  sanctioned  long  ago.  Parur  is  the  taluk  where 
there  are  only  nery  few  roads  ;  and  when  agitation  is  made  for  opening- 
new  roads  the  Chief  Engineer  says  there  is  no  fund.  The  other  day  I 
interpellated  for  a  small  village  road  from  Edapally-Perandoor  to  Kaloor 
touching  the  Cochin  frontier  where  the  Cochin  Government  has  opened 
a  cart  road  and  for  that  an  estimate  was  prepared  by  the  P.  W.  D.  In 
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the  end  the  Chief  Engineer  says  that  there  is  no  fund.  If  there  is  no 
fund,  I  cannot  understand  the  meaning  of  preparing  estimates.  Prom 
Edapally  to  Mavattn'puzha  a  road  was  started  long  ago  and  it  is  lying- 
incomplete  and  there  is  no  provision  in  the  next  year’s  budget  for  com¬ 
pleting  the  work.  So  unless  the  Chief  Engineer  frequently  visits  all 
these  places  and  knows  the  conditions  of  the  people  and  the  roads,  I 
think  things  cannot  be  improved.  So  I  support  the  motion. 

Mr.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  (Chief  Engineer,  Hoads,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation)  :  Sir,  I  oppose  the  motion.  I  cannot  agree  with  the 
Ilon’ble  member  that  moved  the  motion  that  means  of  communication 
in  rural  parts  are  not  attended  to-  They  are  being  maintained  with 
the  funds  that  are  available  at,  our  disposal.  The  amount  for  mainten¬ 
ance  of  communications  provided  in  the  budget  this  year  is  Ks.  9,44,376 
and  for  new'  works  under  roads  is  Its.  1,43,150.  I  would  point  out  that 
compared  with  the  maintenance  grant  of  Its.  6,31,399  in  1097  M.  is. 
that  for  11 12  m.  e,  shows  an  increase  of  over  three  lakhs.  That 
indicates  that  there  is  a  rise  of  something  like  Ks.  4  lakhs.  Government 
have  been  paying  a  lot  of  attention  to  the  construction  of  roads.  The  in¬ 
creased  maintenance  grant  itself  will  show  that  more  roads  had  to  be 
constructed.  Without  funds,  we  cannot  maintain  roads.  We  have  got 
altogether  in  the  State  over  5,000  miles  of  roads  and  the  maintenance 
grant  is  becoming  rather  a  big  problem. 

MR.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLfll  ( Neyyattinnara,  II)  :  May  I  know  the 
amount  out  of  this  allotment  consumed  for  maintenance  of  roads  within 
the  Trivandrum  city  ? 

■  NlR.G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  (Chief  Engineer,  Hoads,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation)  :  I  cannot  give  the  details  now.  If  the  member  wants  it,  I 
can  give  it  later. 

I  am  surprised  to  hear  Mr.  Blenkath  say  that  South  Travanoore 
has  very  little  roads.  South  Travancore  has  much  more  roads 
than  North  Travancore  or  Central  Travancore. 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Ealhthm  I)  :  May  I  know  whether  the 
Chief  Engineer  is  aware  that,  apart  from  the  Main  Southern  Koad,  there 
is  very  little  means  of  communication  in  the  interior  ? 

MR.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  (Chief  Engineer,  Bonds,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation )  :  There  is  better  means  of  communication  in  South 
Travancore  than  in  any  other  part  of  Travancore. 

MR.  S.  J.  W AIR  (.V ednma.ngad)  May  I  know  whether  the  Chief 
Engineer  is  aware  that  there  is  no  means  of  water  communication  in 
South  Travancore  as  in  North  Travancore  ? 

MR.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  (Chief  Engineer,  Bonds,  Buildings  ,:.nd 
Irrigation)  ;  Certainly,  I  am  aware  of  it. 

I  believe  Mr.  Krishna  Pillai  represents  Neyyattinkara.  In 
Neyyattinkara  there  are  199  miles  of  main  roads,  4  miles  of  village 
roads,  13  miles  of  traces  and  2  miles  of  canals  and  the  area  of  the  taluk 
is  233  sq.  miles  ;  that  is  roughly  218  miles  of  communeations;  practically 
one  mile  of  communication  to  every  one  sq.  mile  of  area.  That  is 
pretty  good  when  compared  with  any  other  part  of  Travancore. 
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Mr.  Krishnan  Menon  asked  me  why  we  prepare  estimates  when 
we  have  no  funds.  We  prepare  these  estimates  with  the  pious  hope 
that  Government  will  sanction  them.  I  have  a  lot  of  estimates  await¬ 
ing  the  sanction  of  funds.  When  the  time  comes  we  put  in  the  estimate. 
We  might  get  a  little  sum  to  build  a  small  road.  That  is  the  reason 
why  we  prepare  (he  estimates  first. 

Regarding  rural  communication,  I  would  again  remind  the  Hou«e 
of  the  Ryots’  Roads  Rules.  Government  is  very  sympathetic  in  sanction¬ 
ing  roads  which  comply  with  the  Ryots'  Roads  Rules  being  taken  up 
for  maintenance  and  improvement.  I  do  not  know  of  any  refusal  on 
the  part  of  the  Government  to  sanction  a  road  that  has  complied  with 
the  Ryots’  Rords  Rules.  I  think  these  remarks  will  enable  Mr.  Krishna 
Pillai  to  withdraw  his  motion. 

MR.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (.Neyyaftinkara  IT)  :  Though  I  am  not 
fully  convinced  with  the  answer  given  by  the  Chief  Engineer,  I  do  not 
wish  to  press  for  n  division.  But  I  must  insist  that  the  Chief  Engineer 
will  have  to  extend  his  tours  to  the  interior  parts  of  the  country  as  well 
and  acquaint  hi  coself  with  the  real  difficulty  of  the  people  because  of 
the  corruption  and  also  the  unsatisfactory  method  in  which  the  works 
are  being  executed  by  his  subordinates.  With  these  words,  I  beg  leave 
to  withdraw  the  motion. 

The  motion,  by  leave,  was  withdrawn. 

Motion  No.  14. 

MR.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  WeyytMinka.ru  II)  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move 
the  following  motion : — 

14.  To  mlnoi  the  allotment  of  Its.  3,800  for  travelling  allowaneo  by  lie.  1. 

We  have  already  talked  so  much  about  the  attention  that  should 
be  devoted  to  the  rural  areas  by  the  Chief  Engineer,  that  I  do  not  wish 
to  dilate  upon  that  point  any  further.  I  am  net  at  all  against  beautifying 
the  town  of  Trivandrum  and  spending  huge  sums  for  Town  Planning 
and  other  purposes.  But  I  must  draw  the  attention  of  the  Government 
to  the  fact  that,  even  though  there  is  a  peak  provision  of  a  crore  of 
rupees  allotted  under  P.  W.  D.,  only  Rs.  14,000  and  odd  is  being  allotted 
for  original  works  especially  in  mofussil  areas.  This  is  certainly  an  in. 
credibly  small  amount. 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( Kalkulam  1)  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 
In  this  motion,  there  are  two  issues.  One  is  that  adequate  funds  must 
he  allotted  for  works  in  rural  areas  and  the  other  is  that  unexpended 
funds  in  any  particular  year  must  be  carried  forward  to  form  a  reserve 
fund  for  completing  the  works  already  begun. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  am  afraid  that  there  is  great  force  in  what 
has  been  suggested  by  Mr.  Elenkafch.  Is  Mr.  Krishna  Pillai  prepared 
to  explain  his  position  1 

Mr.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Ne.yyatti'iikctra  II  )  :  1  want  to  deal  with 

only  the  latter  portion  of  the  motion,  that  is,  that  the  unexpended  funds 
in  any  particular  year  must  be  carried  forward  to  form  a  reserve  fund 
for  completing  the  works  already  begun  and  left  off  unfinished.  I  say 
that  that  alone  need  be  put  to  the  vote  of  the  House. 
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DEPUTY  -PRESIDENT  :  There  is  this  difficulty  with  regal'd  to  that, 
arrying  forward  a  certain  amount  to  form  a  reserve  fund  is  something 
which  one  can  do  without  travelling.  It  is  a  principle  and  not  any 
particular  work  of  touring.  Carrying  forward  sums  is  a  work 
which  has  to  be  done  in  the  Chief  Engineer’s  office.  So  that,,  unless 
Mr.  Krishna  Pillai  is  able  to  explain  his  position,  I  shall  be  inclined  to 
mile  his  motion  out  of  order. 

Mr.  Krishna  Pillai  will  have  to  satisfy  the  House  that  the  Chief 
Engineer  can  cairy  forward  sums  only  if  he  travels. 

MR.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (NcyyattinlM-ni,  'll)  :  Only  if  the  Chief 
Engineer  travels  will  he  be  convinced  of  the  fact  that  instead  of  making 
surrenders  year  by  year  it  would  be  by  far  better  and  more  advantageous 
if  those  unexpended  amounts  in  a  particular  year  are  carried  forward  to 
form  a  reserve  fund  to  be  expended  for  the  completion  of  those  svorks 
left  off  unfinished. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  Your  point  is  that,  if  the  Chief  Engineer 
travels  frequently,  he  will  be  able  to  generalise  from  the  conditions  of 
work  and  make  proposals  to  Government  that  the.  amount  should  be 
carried  forward.  Unless  there  is  sufficient  travelling,  generalisation 
■will  be  impossible? 

MR.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  {Neyyatliiikwa  II)  :  Unless  there  is  suffi¬ 
cient  travelling,  Sir,  the  Chief  Engineer  will  not  be  in  a  position  to  find 
out  the  outrageous  and  evil  consequences  of  the  surrenders  that  are 
experienced  every  year. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Tnvandmm -Rural)  :  In  that  case  is  there 
any  part  of  the  work  of  the  Chief  Engineer  that  lias  not  some  relation 
to '  his  travelling?  So  anything  may  be  discussed  under  travelling 
allowance. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  Has  the  Government  member  anything  to 

say  ? 

MR.  KAYAL  AM  PAR ANIESV ARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirlar 
Vakil)  :  I  do  not  think  the  object  mentioned  in  the  motion  is  relevant 
to  the  amount  sought  to  be  reduced.  Therefore  it  is  out  of  order. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  feel  obliged  to  adhere  to  the  view  which  I 
took  some  time  ago,  for  this  is  a  matter  more  of  accounting  and 
whether  the  Chief  Engineer  travels  lass  or  travels  more,  it  has  to  be 
presumed  that  the  Chief  Engineer  knows  this  principle  of  carrying 
things  forward  and  this  House  also,  irrespective  of  anything  done  by  the 
Chief  Engineer,  may  put  its  opinion  before  the  Government  on  appro, 
priate  occasion.  More  travelling  is  not  necessary  for  the  object  men¬ 
tioned  in  this  motion.  Therefore  the  motion  is  out  of  order. 

Motion  No.  15.

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  A  SAW  (.'lIo/ceHIciwa,)  ,  A  point  of  order. 
This  motion  is  quite  similar  to  motion  No.  13  moved  by  Mr.  Krishna 
Piliai-  'That  motion  was  to  point  out  to  the  Chief  Engineer  the  needs  of 
all  parts  of  the  State  including  rural  areas  and  the  member  had  then  a 
chance  of  discussing  the  present  object  in  that  motion. 

MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Ohimijiuldl.  II)  :  That  is  only  with 
regard  to  part-finished  roads.  This  is  about  new  roads,  Sir. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  You  may  proceed,  Mr.  Nilakanta  Piliai. 

MR.  s.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( ChirayinUl  11)  :  Sir,  that  the  Govern¬ 
ment  have  long  recognised  the  necessity  and  importance  of  roads  can 
he  seen  from  the  fact  that  this  year  itself  the  Chief  Engineer  brought  • 
a  demand  for  supplementary  grant  for  some  amount  for  preparing  a 
priority  list  of  roads,  b’rom  that  itself  it  is  clear  that  the  Government 
admit  the  importance  and  necessity  of  roads  in  rural  centres. 

MR.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  ( Knttayam  I)  :  May  I  know  whether  the  House 
voted  that  Demand  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  You  need  not  answer  that  question. 

Ms.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  [Ohirayinhl  II)  :  I  said  that  the  Govern-" 
went  have  long  recognised  the  importance  of  roads  in  rural  centres. 

Sir,  as  early  as  1930,  Government  undertook:  the  construction  of 
certain  rural  roads  and  investigations  were  made  and  estimates  prepared 
with  regard  to  some  of  them.  So,  Sir,  I  submit  that  Government  have 
recognised  the  fact  that  rural  roads,  that  is  roads  branching  from  the 
trunk  roads  to  rural  areas,  me  quite  essential  for  proper  communication 
m  the  State.  The  advantages  that  we  derive  from  having  more  rural 
roads,  are  these it  facilitates  the  transport  of  agricultural  produce 
and  it  in  a  way  solves  the  preb’em  of  agricultural  indebtedness  ;  because,, 
if  a  road  is  to  be  constructed  in  a  rural  part,  then  the  properties  on  both 
sides  of  the  road  will  fetch  more  value.  And,  moreover,  Government 
are  very  anxious  about  industrialisation  of  the  country.  Unless  we  have 
sufficient  proper  roads  branching  from  trunk  roads  to  the  mofussil  parts 
of  the  State',  how  is  it  possible  for  the  people  to  go  from  one  place  to 
another  without  wasting  much  time  ? 

Having  felt  the  necessity,  the  Government  or  the  Chief  Engineer 
representing  the  Government  always,  in  answer  to  questions  asked:  by 
the  non-official  members,  said  that  funds  are  not  available.  In  this 
connection,  I  ask,  Sir,  if  the  Government  can  find  funds  to  the  extent 
of  Bs.  10  lakhs  for  financing  the  town  planning  scheme,  is  it  not  possible 
for  them  to  find  some  funds  for  financing  works  in  mofussil  parts?  I 
ask  whether  there  is  the  necessity  for  town  planning  scheme  when 
the  people  are  groaning  under  debts  and  they  are  actually  starving. 
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Sir,  we  ask  only  for  our  bare  necessity.  Without  proper  roads  we  can¬ 
not  go  from  one  place,  to  another.  But,  on  the  other  hand,  when  the 
Government  are  refusing'  our  proper  and  just  demands  for  bare  neces¬ 
sity,  they  are  able  to  provide  funds  for  living  luxurious  lives  in  towns. 
Sir,  is  it  fair  and  just  on  the  part  of  Government  to  allow  funds  for 
such  capital  works  while  people  are  starving  in  rural  centres  of  the 
country?  So  my  submission  is  that  the  Government  must  somehow  or 
other  find  funds  for  constructing  new  roads  in  rural  parts  of  the  State. 

With  regard  to  my  constituency,  there  are  some  roads  for  the 
construction  of  which  investigations  have  been  made  as  early  as  1980. 
There  is  the  road  from  Avanavancherry  to  Aylam  ;  the  road  from 
Pallikkal  to  Velinelloor  ;  the  road  from  Gnekkad  to  Nadayara  ;  the 
road  from  Airoor  to  Bhoothaknlam  and  the  road  from  17th  mile,  T.  Q. 
Boad  to  Venjaramood.  I'or  the  construction  of  these  roads,  investiga¬ 
tions  have  been  made  as  early  as  19r0.  But  Government  do  not 
undertake  these  works  on  the  usual  ground  that  they  have  not  funds. 
So,  my  submission  is  that  Government  must  either  divert  this  Rs,  10 
lakhs  set  apart  for  financing  the  town  planning  scheme  ;  or  if  they  find 
it  impossible  to  do  so — 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  member  has  said  that  more  than  once. 

Ms.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Ghimyvnhil  II)  :  But  I  said  that  in 
another  connection. 

The  Government  must  either  divert  the  fund  set  apart  for  the  town 
planning  scheme  for  the  financing  of  works  in  the  rural  centres  or  find 
some  amount  for  financing  the  local  needs  of  the  various  taluks.  With 
these  words,  I  commend  the  motion  for  the  acceptance  of  the  House. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  :  Sir,  so  far  as  the  construction  of 
new  roads  in  rural  parts  in  the  State  is  concerned,  the  Public  Works 
Department  bestow  very  little  attention.  It  must  perhaps  be  due  to 
the  absence  of  sufficient  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the  Chief  Engineer 
about  the  rural  areas  and  the  condition  of  the  rural  people  or  due  to  his 
indifference  and  negligence.  Sir,  if  you  go  through,  the  budget  allot¬ 
ments  for  the  year  1111  m.  e.  and  1112,  I  mean  the  budget  allotment 
for  Public  Works,  it  is  evident  that,  in  1111,  Rs.  ‘24,40,000  was  allotted 
under  P.  W.  D.  expenditure.  Out  of  this,  only  Bs.  36,350  was  set 
apart  for  the  construction  of  new  roads  whereas  Bs.  7,43,000  was 
set  apart  in  the  budget  grant  for  the  construction  of  town  roads  in 
Trivandrum  town. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  have  said  that  that  argument  was  repeated 
in  this  House  during  this  term  several  times  even  today.  And  repeti¬ 
tion  is  repetition  whether  made  by  the  same  member  or  by  others. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  {N eclumangal)  ;  Eor  the  construction  of  new  roads 
for  the  whole  State  in  rural  areas  the  amount  allotted  under  the  budget 
grant  for  next  year  is  only  Bs.  14,860,  Sir.  Bs.  14,860  for  the.  whole 
State,  for  the  rural  areas  of  the  whole  State,  for  the  construction  of 
new  roads  for  the  whole  State  1 
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MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Kalhdnm  I) :  May  I  know  from  where  he 
says  that. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  You  need  not  answer  that  question.  Because, 
when  a  member  of  the  House  speaks,  he  does  so  with  sufficient  know¬ 
ledge  and  after  having  ascertained  the  facts.  If  questions  are  put  to 
prove  the  authenticity  and  the  veracity  of  the  statement  made  by  a 
member,  it  is  impossible  to  do  any  business.  Mr.  S.  3.  Nair  need  not 
aaswer  that  question. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedunaugad ):  So  far  as  the  needs  of  my  taluk- 
are  concerned,  it  is  a  too  well-known  fact  that  my  constituency  is  a 
mountainous  taluk  and  that  it  is  backward  in  point  of  means  of  com¬ 
munication. 

MR.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  ( Kottaijam.  1)  ;  May  I  know  whether  the  mem¬ 
ber  is  aware  that  Government  were  allotting  funds  yearly  for  rural 
parts  and  they  have  allotted  funds  to  the  city  only  recently  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  question  is  out  of  order. 

Mr.  S,  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad ):  Sir,  the  people  of  Nedumangad  taluk 
have  been  demanding  year  after  year  and  the  representative  of  the  people 
in  this  House  was  making  representations  from  time  to  time,  in  order 
to  open  a  road  from  Nedumangad  town  to  Aruvikkara.  It  has  got  only 
a  very  short  distance  of  miles.  The  authorities  have  not  acceded  to 
that  repeated  representation  and  granted  any  amount  to  open  that  road, 
which  would  have  been  a  very  useful  road  if  constructed- 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Do  not  specialise  on  Nedumangad. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  :  \Ntdu  iiancjacl):  As  an  illustration  of  the  needs 
in  rural  parts  I  am  referring  to  Nedumangad,  Sir. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  But  do  not  specialise. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad,):  Asa  concrete  instance,  I  am  referr¬ 
ing  to  it  only. 

Sir,  Nedumangad  is  so  near  the  headquarters  of  the  Chief  Engi¬ 
neer,  so  near  the  capital  of  this  State.  It  is  only  12  miles  from  Tri¬ 
vandrum.  Therefore,  I  do  not  think  Honourable  members  would  be 
sorry  if  the  roads  in  Nedumangad  are  improved. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  Why  not  V 

MR,  S.  J.  NAIR  [Nedumangad):  Because  Nedumangad  is  so 
near  the  capital. 

Sir,  it  is  well-known  that  Nedumangad  is  a  malaria-stricken  area. 
Malaria  is  prevalent  these  in  an  epidemic  and  endemic  form.  If  the 
Neiumangad-Aruvikara  trace,  the  Karipoor  trace,  and  the  various 
other  traces  in  the  Nedumangad  taluk  are  converted  into  cart  roads, 
I  am  sure  malaria  would  be  driven  away  from  the  Nedumangad  taluk. 
And,  recently,  Sir,  a  disease  known  as  red  fever  ”  has  broken  out  in 
some  places  in  the  taluk.  Sir,  if  only  the  various  traces  in  the  taluk 
have  been  converted  into  cart  roads,  we  would  have  been  able  to  get 
medical  help  at  least  from  this  town  and  also  get  rid  of  the  malaria 
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BEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  I  cannot  permit  Mr,  S.  J- Nair  to  go  on  in 
that  line. 

Mr.  S.  J.  N AIR  ( Nedumangad ) :  In  spite  of  our  repeated  represent¬ 
ations,  the  authorities  do  not  come  to  our  rescue,  although  the  taluk  is 
only  12  miles  from  this  town. 

'  DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  May  I  correct  Mr.  S,  J.  Nair,  to  his  benefit. 
He  said  that  the  Nedumaugad  taluk  was  12  miles  off  from  'Trivandrum. 
The  taluk  is  nearer  than  that;  Karakulam  is  only  C  miles  from  Trivan¬ 
drum  and  it  forms  part  of  the  Nedumangad  taluk. 

.M.r.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumanga®  :  When  I  said  Nedumangad  taluk, 
I  meant  the  Nedumangad  town.  Sir  ;  because  there  are  portions  of  the 
Nedumangad  taluk  which  are  only  3  miles  from  here,  I  mean  from  the 
Trivandrum  town. 

Sir,  it  is  regrettable  to  find,  that  enough  funds  have  not  been  al¬ 
lotted  for  the  development  of  roads  in  rural  areas.  Rural  parts  seem  to 
have  been  completely  ignored  by  the  Government- 

M«.  A.  EASWARA  PILL Ai  (Kalkidam  II)  :  Sir,  I  support  the  motion 
under  discussion.  The  need  for  new  roads  is  felt  more  keenly  in  the 
rural  parts  of  the  State  than  in  the  town  of  Trivandrum.  The  Govern, 
ment  go  on  providing  more  and  more  funds  for  roads  in  this  town  year 
after  year,  ignoring  the  necessity  of  the  poor  agriculturits.  While 
lakhs  of  rupees  are  allotted  for  the  sake  of  beauty  in  this  town,  a  few 
thousands  of  rupees  in  the  next  year’s  budget  for  P.  W.  D.  in  all  the 
other  places  are  to  my  mind  insufficient.  Adequate  funds  are  absolutely 
necessary  for  roads  in  rural  areas  for  rural  reconstruction. 

Wr.  A.  S.  DANTQDARAN  ASAN  (Mtooelikara)  :  I  support  the  motion* 
Sir,  the  Chief  Engineer  is  the  Chief  Engineer  for  buildings,  roads  and 
irrigation.  Sir,  for  the  mpecti-on  of  irrigation  works  motor  cars  are 
not  of  much  use.  I  therefore  hold  that,  the  irrigation  works  in  the 
State  do  not  receive  much  attention  from  the  Chief  Engineer. 

MIR.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  (Koltaya-m  1)  :  How  does  the  member  know  that 
the  Chief  Engineer  travels  only  in  a  car  ? 

DEHTt  PRESIDENT  :  How  many  times  should  I  point  out  that 
such  frivolous  questions  should  not  be  asked  ? 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  A  SAN  (Maroehkara)  It  has  been  announc¬ 
ed  by  the  Government  on  many  occasions  that  the  irrigation  works  in 
the  State  would  be  properly  attended  to  ;  and  as  any  amount  spent  on 
them  would  only  add  to  the  economic  development  of  the  country — 

.  M,  S.  J.  N.AAR  (.Nedumangad)  :  On  a  point  of  order,  Sir-  Is  the 
n*e«ibber  in  order  when  he  discusses,  under  this  motion,  irrigation  works? 
The  saotisoa  specifically  refers  to  new  roads  in  rural  areas. 

9EPBTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  Chair  has  been  listening  to  Mr.  Asan, 
and  will  take  care  of  the  .matter  raised  by  Mr.  S.  J.  Nair. 

STR.  A.  S.  DAW8ARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelilidrd ■)  :  Even.after  such  an¬ 
nouncement,  Government  have  not  been  doing  justice  to  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  irrigation  works. 
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DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  There  is  just  this  point,  Mr.  Asan  ;  the  ob¬ 
ject  of  the  motion  is  to  point  out  tbe  necessity  of  opening  new  roads  in 
the  rural  parts  of  the  country. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Maeclikara)  :  May  I  just  submit  one 
point  before  the  Chair  gives  its  ruling? 

BEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Yes  ;  it  is  only  fair  that  I  allow  you  to  do  it. 

MR.  A,  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  [Mavelikara)  \  This  is  a  token  motion 
to  reduce  the  allotment  for  T.  A.  If  this  motion  is  carried,  no  other 
token  motion  tc  reduce  the  allotment  for  T.  A.  can  be  moved.  There¬ 
fore,  this  is  the  only  opportunity  that  we  have  to  discuss  matters  for 
which  we  too  have  sent  up  token  motions  for  reducing  the  allotment  for 
T.  A. 

The  Chair  has  been  consistently  bolding  that,  in  all  token  motions, 
tbe  only  issue  before  the  House  was  the  reduction  of  tbe  one  rupee 
proposed  by  the  motion,  and  that  the  discussion  need  not  be  confined  to 
the  object  of  the  mover. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  object  of  the  motion  now  before  the 
House  is  “  to  point  out  the  necessity  of  opening  new  roads  in  tbe  rural 
parts  of  the  country  ”.  Mr.  Asan  can  certainly  choose  his  own  argu¬ 
ments  and  facts  in  support  of  the  motion.  But,  even  in  bis  opening 
sentence,  I  heard  him  say  that  it  was  irrigation  that  the  people  want 
and  not  roads.  I  was  therefore  thinking  that  he  was,  more  or  less,  out 
of  order.  Now,  Mr.  Asan  has  explained  his  position. 

I  find  there  is  a  conflict  between  law  ard  expediency.  There  is 
considerable  force  in  Mr.  Asan’s  contention.  When  once  a  token 
motion  is  disposed  of,  all  other  similar  motions  fall  to  the  ground. 
That,  of  course,  is  unavoidable.  But,  that  cannot  be  sufficient  reason 
to  dispense  with  the  rules,  particularly  those  relating  to  relevancy. 
Mr.  Asan  may,  therefore,  proceed  with  his  argument,  since  he  is  now 
only  making  a  speech  to  support  a  motion  and  not  making  a  motion. 
He  has  some  little  latitude,  but  not  very  much  of  it-  If  tbe  argumemis 
which  he  advances  are  absolutely  irrelevant,  tbe  position  will  be  dif- 

MR.  P.  C.  RURIYAN  (ICottayam  I  )  :  May  I  appeal  to  the  Chair 
that  the  word  “  frivolous  used  by  the  Chair  with  reference  to  my 
question  a  little  while  ago,  may  be  expunged  from  the  proceedings? 

DEPUT  Y  PRESIDENT  ;  No.  Tbe  word  “  frivolous  ”  does  not  bear  any 
sting.  The  Honourable  member  must  accept  the  feather  if  it  fits  his 
cap.  Prom  time  to  time,  repeatedly,  in  all  earnestness,  I  have  been 
saying  that  unnecessary  questions,  and  points  of  order  without  much 
force  in  them,  must  not  be  raised  when  serious  business  was  being 
transacted.  But,  I  have  found  that  some  members  would  not  profit  by 
friendly  advice.  Mr.  Kuriy  a  has  been  asking  questions  which  were  not 
necessary  at  all ;  and,  he  was  doing  so  in  spite  of  warning.  The  quest¬ 
ion  which  he  put  in  the  present  instance  was  nothing  other  than  what 
the  Chair  characterised  it  to  be.  Therefore,  I  do  not  think  there 
is  any  reason  which  will  induce  me  to  make  tbe  change  which 
Mr.  Kuriyan  wants  to  make  in  the  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the- day. 
I  said  the  question  was  1  frivolous  ”  with  full  knowledge  of  what 
the  word  implies.  “  Frivolous  ”  does  not  mean  “  dishonest  ”  '•  wicked” 
or  “  impudent  ”.  It  only  means  “  frivolous  ”  (Laughter), 
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MR.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  ( Kotiaycim  I) :  May  I  once  again  appeal  to  the 
,ir,  Sir  ?  .  n 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Tka  appeal  will  not  be  entertained. 

Mr.  A-  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mcivelikam )  If  the  motion  is  con- 
sidered  to  be  a  token  motion  merely  for  the  reduction  of  one  rupee — 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  What  is  the  use  of  explaining,  after  I  have 
given  my  ruling  ? 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  I  did  not  understand 
the  ruling,  Sir  {Lr-uqhtcr). 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  You  must  thank  yourself  for  that.  If  I  fiud 
that  you  are  violating  the  ruling,  I  shall  have  to  call  you  to  order. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  {Mavelikara) :  Sir,  the  Minor.  Ini 
gation  Committee,  of  which  t-he  then  Chief  Engineer  was  the  President 
recommended  that,  every  year,  Es.  5  lakhs  must  be  allotted  and  an 
irrigation  fund  must  be  created.  He  estimated  that  about  Es.  35  lakhs 
would  be  required  for  the  proper  repair  of  all  the  minor  irrigation 
works  in  the  State ;  and  he  hoped  to  have  all  the  works  repaired  in 
about  seven  years. 

Sir,  after  all  Bs.  35  lakhs  is  only  less  than  two  years’  revenue  from 
the  wet  lands  in  the  State.  That  Committee  also  recommended  that 
the  operation  of  the  Irrigation  Regulation,  in  regard  to  the  levy  of 
cess,  might  be  suspended  in  order  that  these  works  might  be  carried 
out.  Sir,  when  we  are  spending  lakhs  of  rupees  for  luxuries,  is  it  fair 
that,  for  small  items  of  expenditure,  requiring  only  Rs.  300  or  400,  the 
Government  insist  on  the  cumbrous  procedure  prescribed  by  the  Irriga¬ 
tion  Regulation? 

MR,  A.  THANU  PILLAI  {Trivandrum— Rural)  Sir,  new  roads  may 
be  opened  in  the  rural  parts  of  the  State  at  least  with  a  view  to  induce 
the  officers  of  the  Irrigation  Department  to  visit  the  various  tanks  and 
canals  that  need  repair.  Sir,  I  personally  know  it  for  a  fact  that  very 
little  attention  is  being  paid  to  irrigation  works. 

I  take  it,  Sir,  that  one  of  the  chief  reasons  is  that  the  irrigation 
tanks  are  situated  not  by  the  side  of  roads  but  in  das,  paddy  lands,  re¬ 
moved  from  the  roads,  with  the  result  that  these  officers  who  habitually 
move  about  only  in  motor  cars  are  very  reluctant  to  get  out  of  their 
cars  aud  walk  a  mile  or  two  or  even  three  to  inspect  an  irrigation  tank. 
Otherwise,  Sir,  there  is  no  explanation  for  the  fact  that  the  irrigation 
tanks  are  repaired  in  such  a  way  that  the  tanks  after  repairs  are  even 
worse  than  they  were  before  the  repairs  were  effected.  Sir,  there  is  no 
exaggeration  in  what  I  am  new  jubmitting  to  the  House.  The  officers 
think  that  it  is  not  their  duty  to  inspect  these  tanks.  As  for  other  works, 
they  are  all  accessible  by  roads  up  to  the  work  spot.  But  in  the  case, 
of  these  irrigation  tanks  and  canals  it  is  not  so.  So,  there  is  great  force 
in  what  my  friend  Mr.  Asan  was  trying  to  make  out.  These  tanks 
"tanfl  in  very  bad  need  of  repair  aud  the  Irrigation  Committee’s  recom 
rcendations  ought  to  have  been  implemented  long  long  ago-  Something 
like  an  attempt  in  that  direction  has  now  been  made  by  providing  a 
lakh  or  two  of  rupees  for  the  irrigation  fund  annually-  But  even  that, 
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Sir,  is  not  being  spent.  I  find  that,  even  after  the  creation  of  the  Irri¬ 
gation  Division,  the  work  that  is  actually  done  is  not  substantially  more 
than  the  work  that  used  to  be  done  before  the  creation  of  that  separate 
division.  What  does  it  show?  I  think,  Sir  of  all  the  branches  of  our 
Public  Works  Department,  the  Irrigation  Division  is  the  most  inefficient 
and  the  most  negligent.  At  a  time  When,  as  Mr.  Asan  was  submitting 
we  are  spending  lakhs  and  lakhs  of  rupees  on  luxuries  and  also  on  in¬ 
dustrial  schemes  of  doubtful  success,  the  Government  are  not  prepared 
to  see  that  sufficient  funds  are  allotted  for  this  very  essential  purpose. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  If  you  quote  the  words  of  any  other  Honoura" 
ble  member,  it  does  not  cease  to  be  repetition. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILL Al  (Trivandrum — Rural):  Sir,  we  cannot  have 
strict  rules  regarding  repetition.  Sometimes  we  may  have  to  make  a 
statement  that  one  member  made  in  his  own  words,  and  it  is  more 
graceful  to  refer  to  it  as  a  statement  of  another  member  than  to  make 
it  appear  as  if  it  were  something  original. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Whether  there  is  grace  or  not  in  it,  it  is  still 
repetition. 

MR.  A.  THANU  P  ILL  A!  (Tnvtndr:fn  — Rural)  :I  care  for  the  progress 
of  the  business  of  the  House.  I  do  not  want  to  repeat  a  thing  already 
sai'd,'if  I  cm  avoid  it;  aul  if  I  want  to  make  a  repetition,  the  House 
should  be  indulgent  to  see  that  it  is  because  I  feel  in  the  matter  and 
this  is  a  matter  that  can  stand  any  amount  of  repetition.  But  Govern-, 
ment  have  not  recognised  that  fac\  So,  I  must  bring  to  the  notice  of 
the  House  the  very  clear  duty  of  Government  to  see  that  these  irriga¬ 
tion  tanks  are  repaired  and  kept  in  good  condition.  Even  though  the 
motion  refers  only  to  new  roads,  I  would,  before  closing,  again  submit 
that,  at  least  for  enabling  our  officers  who  cannot  move  out  of  their 
motor  cars  and  walk  to  go  and  inspect  these  irrigation  tanks,  more 
roads  may  be  constructed.  I  therefore  support  the  motion. 

Mr.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  (Chief  Engineer,  Roads,  Buildings  and, 
Irrigation)  :  Sir,  I  oppose  the  motion.  It  is  not  altogether  that  I  have 
not  got  any  sympathy  with  the  real  object  of  the  mover  because  I 
agree  that,  if  we  can  get  funds  there  should  be  more  feeder  roads  to  the 
main  roads.  But  it  is  a  question  of  funds.  I  have  spokeD  on  the  same 
thing  a'ready  and  pointed  out  that,  in  the  last  nine  years’  we  have  risen 
from  Ks.  6  lakhs  to  Rs.  10  lakhs  in  regard  to  maintenance.  But  every 
mile  of  road  that  we  build  means  extra  amounts  for  maintenance  and 
one  speaker  referred  to  an  estimate  sanctioned  in  1930  not  being  work¬ 
ed  out.  That  is  a  fact.  He  mentioned  too  that  we  should  spend  the 
Rs.  10  lakhs  put  on  one  side  for  town  planning  for  building  these  new 
roads.  Sir,  I  should  be  heart  and  soul  with  him  if  that  were  possible 
but  I  might  say  that  the  provision  for  planning  is  under  capital  works 
and  that  the  construction  of  new  roads  comes  under  revenue  works: 
and  hence  iris  impossible  to  have  it  done  as  the  member  suggested 
Mr.  8.  J.  Nail1  mentioned  that  there  is  only  a  provision  of  Rs.  1-1,000 
in  the  budget  for  new  roads.  I  think  he  has  made  a  mistake.  It  is 
Rs.  1,48,150. 
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Mr.  S.  0.  NAIR  (Nedumangad)  :  May  I  point  out  to  the  Chief  Engi¬ 
neer  that  the  allotment  for  new  roads  is  to  be  found  at  pages  19,  20 
and  21  of  Part  II  of  the  Budget  and  request  him  to  add  up  the  figures? 

MR.G.  B.  E.  TRUSCQTT  (Chief .  Engineer,  Roads,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation )  :  The  member  will  find  the  total  if  he  turns  to  the  bottom 
of  the  last  page. 

Mr.  S.  J.  (HAIR  ( Nedamangad )  :  The  item  regarding  construction 
of  new  roads  alone  need  be  added  up. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (U avelikara) :  Sir,  should  the  time 
of  the  House  be  taken  up  for  adding  these  figures? 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR:  (N  tchi’nrmgad):  Sir,  I  have  given  the  figure  already. 

MR.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  ( Chief  Engineer,  Roads,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation)  :  Mr.  Asan  and  Mr.  Tlianu  Pillai  both  said  that  officers  do 
not  visit  the  irrigation  tanks  because  there  are  not  enough  roads.  I 
visited  one  or  two  irrigation  tanks,  I  think,  with  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai,  one 
morning.  There  was  no  road  and  so  we  walked. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  time  allotted  for  the  discussion  of  this 
demand  has  expired.  The  question  now  before  the  House  is  that  the 
Demand  for  Rs.  39,11,077  minus  Re.  1,  for  the  Public  Works  Depart¬ 
ment  under  Demand  I  be  passed.

MR.  K.  KUNJUXRISHNA  PILLAI  (Qmlon  I)  :  Sir,  I  move 
83.  ‘To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Its,  3,82,567  fur  Working  Expenses 
by  Be.  L 

Sir,  I  am  speaking  on  this  motion  restricting  myself  to  the  Tri¬ 
vandrum  Electric  Supply-  Sir,  I  wish  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the 
House  the  fact  that  the  Electrical  Department  is  now  collecting  at  a 
higher  rate  than  it  is  absolutely  necessary  for  them  to  do  and  thereby 
making  a  very  huge  profit.  Sir,  the  supply  of  electricity  when  it  is 
undertaken,  is  considered  to  be  a  matter  that  will  facilitate  social 
amenities.  Life  in  Trivandrum  town  is  becoming  more  and  more 
costly  on  account  of  the  various  charges  that  have  to  be  paid,  by  way 
of  water  ce3S.  by  way  of  electric  charges  and  other  items  of  expenditure. 
It  may  be  said  that,  if  you  enjoy  amenities,  you  will  have  to  pay  for 
them.  We  do  not  grudge  that.  But  the  question  of  the  capacity  of 
the  tax  payer  should  also  be  considered.  Sir,  it  is  very  easy  to  show 
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that  the  department  is  running  at  a  profit  and  that  the  department  is 
making  large  profits  if  you  make  heavy  charges  on  the  public.  I  wish 
to  point  out  that,  so  far  as  the  ordinary  consumer  is  concerned,  the 
electricity  charges  are  very  much  higher  here  than  anywhere  else,  I 
think  they  -are  even  higher  than  the  charges  obtaining  in  Madras.  I 
do  not  think  there  is  any  necessity  to  show  such  a  profit  by  this 
method.  I  think  the  consumption  will  he  increased  if  the 'charges  are 
reduced.  Hence  I  wanted  to  bring  this  matter  to  the  pointed  attention 
of  the  .Electrical  Department.  With  these  words,  I  move  my  motion. 

RAO  SAHIB  S.  PARAMESVARA  AIYAR  (Xu:n,ina.ti:d)  :  Sir,  I  strongly 
support  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  I'illai’s  motion.  I  too  feel  that,  if  the 
charges  for  the  consumption  of  electric  power  are  reduced,  there  will  be 
a  greater  consumption  and  for  that  reason  it  should  be  the  look-out  of 
the  Government  to  see  that  the  charges  are  reduced  and  the  amenity 
extended  for  even  the  poor  classes  of  the  population  in  the  city. 

MR.  S.  CHATTASIATHA  KARAYALAR  (Slunc.itla)  :  Sir,  I  too  rise  to 
support  the  motion.  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai,  who  moved  the  motion'l 
argued  in  a  general  way  that  there  is  a  case  for  a  reduction  of  the  rate 
charged  for  the  energy  supplied  to  the  consumer.  I  shall  place  before 
the  House  certain  facts  and  figures  to  show  that  there  is  a  very  strong 
case  for  effecting  a  reduction  in  the  rate  charged  forthe  energy  supplied. 
Sir,  the  total  on'tlay  on  the  Trivandrum  Electric  Supply  up  to  the  ’end 
of  1110  comes  to  Rs.  8.21  lakhs.  The  gross  receipts  from  the  working 
of  the  Trivanddum  Electric  ‘Supply  during  1110  come  tolls.  1‘91  lakhs. 
Making  allowances  for  all  the  working  expenses,  the  net  receipts  for 
year  come  to  Rs  I'll  lakhs-  Out  of  this  amount,  a  sum  of  11s.  6,030 
is  appropriated  towards  pension  or  provident  fund  contribution,  a  sum 
of  Rs.  39,350  towards  interest  and  a  sum  of  Rs.  46,000  towards 
depreciation  fund-  Making  ail  these  appropriations,  there  is  yet  a 
balance  of  Rs.  19,500  which  is  carried  over  to  a  reserve  fund.  " 

1  ask  whether  there  is  any  justification  for  taking  from  the 
consumer  more  than  5  per  cent,  interest  on  the  outlay.  There  is 
absolutely  no  justification.  The  excess  amount  taken  from  the  con¬ 
sumer  over  and  above  the  interest  and  the  appropriation  to  depreciation, 
should  be  given  back  to  the  consumer  by  way  of  reduction  in  rates. 
There  is  'another  aspect.  If  the  rate  is  reduced,  there  will  be  an 
incentive  to -greater  consumption  and  that  will  bring  in  more  revenue.. 
I  do  not  went  to  labour  this  point  further.  This  additional  revenue 
should  be  igiven  back  to  the  consumer  by  way  of  a  reduction  of  rates. 

MU.  A.  THAflU  PILLAI  {TrivuiitJruni-Bural)  .  Sir,  I  also  wish  to 
say  a  word  in  addition  to  what  Mr.  Karayaiar  has  said.  1  would  also 
rdfer  to  the  fact  that  \ he  depreciation  fund  itself  is  in  the  hands  of 
Government.  Mr.  Karayaiar  was  telling  the  House  that  Government 
are  appropriating  an  amount  on  account  of  interest  at  the  rate  of  6 
pgr  Cent,  I  want  to  say  that  the  depreciation  fund  has  already 
amofrUtid  to  over  Rs.  2  lakhs  out  of  the  Rs.  8  lakhs  and  that  fund  is  in 
the  hands  'of  Government.  Tbatis  aill  the  more  reason  why  the  rates 
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should  be  -reduced.  They  must  take  credit  only  for  the  balance  that 
will  be  necessary  after  deducting  the  interest  on  the  depreciation  fund, 

Mr.'S.  CHATTANATA  KARAYALAR  (Hheneottu):  May  I  ask  whether 
the  interest  on  the  depreciation  fund  is  not  credited  to  the  fund  itself  ? 

MR.  A.  T'H  AND  PILL  A!  (Trivandrum-Rural)  :  If  it  is  creditedi  then 
the  revenue  wili  be  more  than  Rs,  19,000. 

Erom  the  Report,  I  find  that  Government  are  not  viewing  the 
Trivandrum  Electric  supply  as  a  separate  concern  as  they  ought  to 
have  done.  They  are  mixing  it  up  with  the  other  Electric  Schemes.  I 
should  submit  to  the  House  that  this  is  not  sound  in  principle.  No 
doubt  electricity  is  supplied  to  Trivandrum  at  Government  cost.  I 
mean  the  outlay  came  from  Government.  But  then  the  accounts 
should  be  kept  separate.  The  receipts  of  the  Trivandrum  Electric 
Supply  Scheme  should  not  be  utilised  to  cover  the  deficit  on  account  of 
other  concerns  The  net  revenue  of  Rs.  19,000  is  used  for  clearing 
the  deficit  on  account  of  the  Quilon  Electric  Scheme,  Evidently,  the 
Department  or  the  Government  think  that  the  various  schemes  should 
be  viewed  as  a  whole.  If  there  is  a  loss,  they  think  that  it  should  be  made 
good  from  the  Trivandrum  scheme.  Even  t-hen,  they  should  not  charge 
the  consumers  more  thin  what  is  required  to  re-imbuTse  the  interest 
on  the  outlay.  I  think  the  rate  per  unit  could  be  reduced  by -one- third. 

I  support  the  motion. 

IWR.  PUTHlfPAltl  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  {Quilon  II):  Sir,  I  want  to 
support  the  motion  before  the  House.  But  at  the  same  time  I  -wish  to 
protest  against  the  erroneous  notion  of  Mr.  Tbanu  -Pillai  :ahout  the 
mixing  up -of  the  Quilon  Scheme  with  the  Trivandrum  Scheme.  U  my 
information  is  correct, the  scheme  which  the  Tra  vane  ore  ’G.ovanameni 
had  in  regard  to  supply  of  electricity  is  this:  - 

When  the  Pallivasa'l  Hydro  Electric  Scheme  is  developed,  -it  -is -ex¬ 
pected  that  current  will  be  supplied  at  a  rate  cheaper  than  what  it  is 
now.  All  the  accounts  under  the  different  schemes  would  then  be  brought 
under  one  scheme  and  moderation  would  -be  effected  on  all  the  diffe-rentt; 
rates  then  prevailing.  The  accounts  will  be  kept  separate  till  then. 

Mb.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  :Trimudrum-R,<ral)  :  May  I  ask  the  member 
whether  he  has  referred  to  page  12  of  the  Departmental  Report 
for  1110? 

MR.  PhiTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  .[Quilon  II)  :  Yes.  The.Qnilon 
Electric  Scheme  is  earning  .its  o.wn  profit.  It  is  giving  a  small  .profit -by 
way  erf  'interest  and  depreciation  fund.  The  Triiimndmum  Scheme  esuens 
much  larger  profit.  The  Quilon  Scheme  does  not  depend  upon  the 
Trivandrum  ’Scheme  for  its  sustenance. 

m.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivamirum-Mural)  :  May  I  bring  to -the 
notice  of  the  Honourable  member  page  8-7  of  the  Report  for  1110  where¬ 
in  it  is  stated  that  -the  -Quilon  Electric  .supply  -worked  at  ,a  .loss  of 
Rs.  .12,00.0  ? 

Mr.PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  -{Quilun  II):  That  was  be- 
cause  it  had  only  just  commenced  business. 
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Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum — Bural )  ■  Does  the  member 
also  realise  that,  according  to  the  Government  accounting  of  the  tran¬ 
sactions  relating  to  the  electric  supply  for  Quilon  and  Trivandrum  and 
the  Telephone  scheme  resulted  in  a  profit  and  not  in  a  loss  ?  That  was 
arrived  at  because  the  Trivandrum  receipts  and  the  Quilon  receipts 
were  considered  together. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ;  With  regard  to  that,  I  want  to  say  that  these 
published  Beports  are  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Krishna  Pillai  also  The 
presumption  is  that  he  has  read  them. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trioandmui-Iiund )  :  Sir,  I  made  a  reference 
to  the  Beport  because  my  friend  stated  that  I  had  an  erroneous  notion. 
If  I  do  not  correct  him  now  by  interrupting  him,  I  have  no  other  op¬ 
portunity  to  do  so. 

Mr,  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II):  Sir,  may  I  refer 
to  page  21  of  the  Preliminary  Budget  put  into  our  hands? 

The  question  now  is  whether  the  rate  for  the  Trivandrum  supply 
should  be  reduced  or  not.'  My  learned  friend  is  under  the  impression 
that,  owing  to  bad  accounting,  the  profits  of  the  Trivandrum  scheme 
are  utilised  for  the  purpose  of  serving  the  Quilon  public.  That  is  an 
erroneous  impression  as  may  be  explained  by  the  Electrical  Engineer. 

There  is  another  important  matter  to  be  considered.  Considering 
the  large  profits  that  are  being  earned  by  the  Department,  it  is  possible 
to  reduce  the  rate  at  which  current  is  being  now  supplied  in  the 
Trivandrum  town  itself. 

I  wish  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  House  that  the  person  in 
charge  of  the  administration  of  the  Trivandrum  scheme  asks  more 
money  by  way  of  deposits  from  consumers.  Now  an  arbitrary  amount 
is  demanded  before  we  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  Department. 
The  Executive  Engineer  may  demand  Bs.  25  or  Bs.  35  or  Bs,  40  as 
deposit.  Formerly,  there  was  a  fixed  principle  ;  nowit  is  done  in  an 
arbitrary  manner.  When  you  have  a  house  connection  you  will  be  able 
to  get  connection  with  the  public  line  immediately  the  work  is  finished. 
But  the  trouble  begins  when  you  go  to  the  office  for  an  agreement. 
They  ask  for  Bs.  28  or  Bs.  35. 

NIK.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shencotta)-  What  is  the  object 
of  making  such  a  deposit  ? 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  $.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  To  make  wor]j 
easy  for  him  by  making  it  difficult  for  us  to  consume  electricity .  Other¬ 
wise  I  cannot  understand  why  he  should  think  that,  after  spending 
about  Bs.  200  on  installing  electricity  in  a. house,  the  house-owner  will 
try  to  deprive  the  department  of  its  money.  The  Executive  Engineer 
seems  to  be  under  the  impression  that  the  Trivandrum  people  are  slack 
in  the  matter  of  payment.  Therefore,  to  get  more  security  he  wants 
us  to  pay  deposit  for  four  months’  consumption  in  advance 

It  should  be  made  possible  for  all  people  to  go  in  for  electricity  by 
reducing  the  rate  and  also  the  initial  deposit. 
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Mr.  N.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  {Neyyattinkara  I):  Sir,  I  have  great 
pleasure  in  supporting  the  motion.  I  have  myself  tabled  a  motion  for 
a  similar  purpose .  I  understand  that  Government  have  moved  in  the 
matter,  for  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Assembly  in  answer  to  a  question 
pat  by  me  they  said  that  they  are  considering  the  question  of  reducing 
the  rates.  I  hope  they  will  do  so. 

MR.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  ( Kottayam  I) :  Sir,  I  wish  to  say  a  word  on  this 
motion. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Before  the  Honourable  member  begins  his 
speech  I  want  to  say  a  word.  I  do  not  want  that,  even  for  one  moment, 
an  Honourable  member  of  this  House  shouldjbe  under  any  misapprehens¬ 
ion.  Iam  saying  this  with  reference  to  the  word  which  I  used — 
very  deliberately  used — namely,  the  word  “  frivolous  ”.  Frivolous 
means  futiie,  trifling,  not  serious.  Serious  means. not  slight.  Futile 
means  ineffective  ;  trifling  means  unimportant.  Therefore,  it  carries 
no  sting.  And  Mr,  ITuriyan  need  not  be  afraid  of  the  word  used. 

MR.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  (Kottayam  1)  :  In  the  light  of  this  observation, 
may  I  know  whether  I  too  can  use  that  phrase  in  connection  with  the 
discussion  in  this  House. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  word  will  have  a  meaning  according  to 
the  setting.  If  the  setting  is  alright,  it  can  be  used  ;  if  the  setting  is 
bad,  the  member  will  be  stopped  from  using  it. 

The  House  adjourned  at  5  P.  m.  to  meet  again  the  next  day.

The  present  Mahomedan  Inspector  is  on  the  scale  of  Es  40—70. 

Mr.  K.  MAHOMED  (Ahoaye)  ■■  What  is  the  T.  A,  granted  to  the 
Mahomedan  Inspector  now? 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ay  Director  of  Public  Instruction): 
According  to  the  rates  for  which  lie  is  eligible. 

MR.  K.  MAHOMED  (Alwayc) :  Is  it  the  same  scale  that  was  granted 
to  the  former  Inspector  or  is  it  a  special  scale  of  T.  A.  that  is  granted 
to  him  now  ? 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ay.  Director  of  Publio  Instruction)  : 
No  special  T.  A.  is  granted,  I  presume. 

Mr.  K.  MAHOMED  (Always):  I  think  a  special  T.  A.  is  given  to 
him  because  his  pay  is  reduced. 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ay.  Director  of  Public  Instruction ): 
To  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  there  is  no  speccial  T.  A.  given  to  him.

MR.  K.  MAHOMED  (Alwayc)  :  May  I  know  whether  any  represent¬ 
ation  was  made  by  the  present  Maliomeden  Inspector  about  the 
reduction  of  his  scale  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  According  to  the  Directoi ,  there  has  been  no  reduction 
of  grade.  Some  one  is  chosen  either  from  the  first  grade,  second  grade

PRESIDENT:  Is  it  so? 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ay.  Dinstor  of  Public  Instruction): 
No,  Sir.  The  post  was  formerly  in  the  grade  of  the  first  grade  teachers. 
But  Government  revised  this  and  ordered  that  the  post  should  not  be 
of  any  special  grade.

A-  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Rural) :  May  I  know  whether 
there  are  other  Inspectors  belonging  to  the  same  grade  of  teachers  as 
the  Mahomedan  Inspector  ? 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  : 
There  are  a  number  of  Inspectors  in  the  same  grade. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrmn.Rural)  :  Is  it  the  policy  of 
Government  to  appoint  as  Inspecting  officers  teachers  of  higher  grade 
and  not  of  the  lower  grade  ? 
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Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction )  : 
There  is  no  such  definite  policy,  We  usually  appoint  teachers  who 
have  got  some  expeiience. 

MR.  N.  ABDUR  R AHIMAN  SAHIB  (Nominated)  :  May  I  know  whether 
there  is  any  other  Inspector  getting  only  Rs.  40  as  the  Mahomed  an 
Inspector  ? 

MR.  C,  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  : 
Yei  Sir;  there  are  some  Assistant  Inspectresses. 

’  MR.  N.  ABDUR  RAHIMAN  SAHIB  (Nomnated)  Getting  Rs.  40  ? 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag-  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  : 
Yes,  Sir. 

MR.  N.  ABDUR  RAHIMAN  SAHIB  (No  uinaitd)  :  Has  the  Director  re¬ 
alised  the  anomaly  of  the  Inspector  getting  an  unusually  lower  pay  than 
a  teacher  under  him  ? 

Mr-  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public.  Instruction)  : 
The  Munshi  is  not  under  him.  He  is  under  the  Headmaster  of  the 
School. 

Mr.  N.  ABDUR  RAHIMAN  SAHIB  (Nominated)  :  May  I  know  whether 
the  Arabic  Munshi  is  not  subordinate  to  the  Inspector  7 

Mr.  C.V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)'. 
The  Arabic  Munshi  is  not  subordinate  to  the  Inspector.  He  is  working 
under  the  Headmaster  of  the  School. 

MR.  N.  ABDUR  RAHIMAN  SAHIB  (Nominated)'.  Has  not  the  Maho- 
medan  Inspector  any  control  over  the  Arabic  teacher  in  schools  ?

Sir,  for  this  Session,  544  questions  appear  to  have  been  admitted 
by  the  President  and  included  in  the  list  of  questions  to  be  answered. 
Sir,  a  special  characteristic  of  this  Session  is  that  the  questions  and 
answers  included  in  the  agenda  fixed  for  each  day  do  not  cover  at  least 
half  an  hour  I  believe  that  the  answering  of  questions  on  matters  of 
public  importance  will  be  more  effective  and  useful  for  bringing  to  light 
and  consequently  to.  the  notice  of  the  Government  the  illegalities  and 
irregularities  committed  by  different  branches  of  Government.  Under 
these  circnn. stances,  I  wish  to  know  from  the  Chair  whether  it  is  proper’ 
and  just  to  table  only  a  few  questions  for  each  day. 

PRESIDENT:  Well,  the  Chair  certainly  will  agree  with  the  com¬ 
plaint  tl  at  has  been  urged  by  the  Honourable  member.  It  is  true  that 
the  first  hour  must  always  be  available  for  answering  questions  and  I 
am  also  personally  aware  of  the  fact  that  a  large  number  of  questions 
have  already  been  admitted  by  lire  President.  Why  it  is  that  fe.w  ques¬ 
tions  were  being  allowed  for  each  day,  I  am. not  able  to  say  off-hand. 

But,  however  in  as  much  as  a  complaint  has  been  now  made,  I  will

Mr.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  ( FoUayc.in  I)  :  Sir,  I  support  the  motion,  and  in 
doing  so,  I  wish  to  make  a  few  remarks  on  the  suggestion  thrown  out 
by  my  friend  Mr.  Thanu  filial.  Mr.  Thanu  Fillai  complains  that  the 
surplus  on  account  of  the  Trivandrum  ’Electric  Supply  Fund  was  carried 
over  to  the  Quilon  Electric  Supply,  and  that  thereby  the  Trivandrum 
consumers  stand  to  suffer.  'This. is  a  very  important  question  as  it  relates 
to  dealings. between  .Government  and  Municipalities.  Sir,  the  funds  for 
the  Trivandrum  Blretric  Supply  were  not  raised  from  the  Trivandrpm 
Municipality.  It  was  financed  by  Government  in  the  first  instance. 
But  in  regard  to.  other  Municipalities,  we  do  not  get  this  concession 
from  the  Government.  Any  amount  spent  in  the  Trivandrum  City  is 
spent  for  the  whole  Stale  because  Trivandrum  is  the  Capital.  Trivan. 
drum  being  the  metropolis  we  take  it  that  sums  spent  in  it  are  spent  for 
the  whole  of  Travancore.  We  have  already  spent  a  crore  of- rupees 
and  I  know-  whether  another  crore  will  also  be  spent  by  us  for  the  im¬ 
provement  of  the  City  because  a  good  portion  of  the  City  is  a  disgrace  to 
any  civilised  country.  Tire  portion  between  Cantonment  and  Thycaud, 
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the  portion  known  as  Thampanoor  Valley  or  Eta  and  so  also  the  portion 
from  Cantonment  to  Knnnnknzhi  are  most  insanitary  and  it  is  not  be¬ 
coming  of  a  civilised  Government  to  keep  them  in  tiie  present  condi¬ 
tion.  From  over  one  more  of  rupees  spent,  only  Its. 10  lakhs  is  spent  for 
Electric  Supply.  The  rest,  though  capital  according  to  the  Financial 
Secretary,  is  unproductive.  If  a  small  amount  that  has  yielded  by. 
way  of  return  is  not  allowed  for  other  investments,  I  think  we  are  no't 
treated  fairly.  Sir,  after  all,  the  rate  per  unit  in  Trivandrum  is  not 
high.  I  am  not  one  who  would  say  that  the  rate  should  not  be  as  low 
as  possible  because,  all  people  should  be  able  to  enjoy  the  amenities. 
The  rate  in  Kottayam  is  higher  than  this.  It  is  8  as.  per  unit, 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I):  May  I  know  whether 
there-  are  other  parts  of  the  civilised  world  than  Kottayam  which 
charge  more  than  8  annas  per  unit  ? 

Mr.  P;  C.  KURl'iAN  (Kottayam  l)  :  Not  in  Travancore,  Sir,  I  can 
boldly  any. 

Mr..  K,  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  {Quilon  I ) .  Is  it  not  a  private  Com- 
pany  that  charges  such  a  . rate  ? 

MR.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  ( Kutiayinn  1)  .  Yes,  it. is  a  private  Company. 

Mr.K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Iialkulam  I):  May  I  know  the  rate  per. 
unit  in  Bangalore  ? 

MR,  P.  C.  KURIYAN  (Kottayam  I)  :  I  think  it  is  considerably  less. 
But  conditions  are  different  there.

SAQ.ASYA  TILAKAN  T.  K.  VEL;U  PILLAI  (^nmndntm-Urbai i):  Sir, 

I  wish, to  say  ,  a  few  words  and  I  do  so  as  the  member  for  the  Trivandrum 
Municipal  town.  That  moneys  have  been  spent  on  Trivandrum  from , 
tim.e;.to,.tim,e  is,  as  conceded  by  my  friend,  to  some  extent  unavoidable, 
because  it  happens  to  be  the  capital  of  the  State..  For  that  reason,  I  am 
apt  going  to  say  that  Trivandrum  should  alone  be  lit  up  and  not  other 
places.  l  ean  appreciate,  Sir,  people  in  mofussil  paits  asking  for  roads, 
bridges  and  other  amenities  of  life.  I  have  full  sympathy  for  them  and 
I  would  ask  them  tp  look  into  the  question  when  finance  allows.  But  in  ■ 
supporting  the  motion  I  have  to  say  that  the  people  of  Travancore  are 
genera.Ty  not  very  rich  :  they  are  poor  and  the  rates  and  taxes  heaped 
upon  them  they  are  unable  to  hear.  The  people  of  Trivandrum  areas 
unable  to  suffer, as  the  people  in  other  parts- of  the  State. 

I  am  surprised,  however,  Sir,,  that  Mr-  Knriyan  has  characterised 
the  valley  between  Tampanoor  and  Thycaud  as  to  disgrace  civilisation-^ 
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It  is  absolutely  wrong.  I  am  reminded  of  Samuel  Gulliver  who,  when 
he  came  down  from  Lilli |>ut,  used  to  look  clown  on  his  countrymen  be¬ 
cause  the  Lilliputians  with  whom  he  stayed  for  some  time  were  only 
six  inches  high.  And  when  he  returned  from  Brobdingnag,  he  looked 
up  because  the  Brobdingnagians  were  giants  I  do  not  know  how 
Mr.  Kuriyan  thought  that  the  Tampanoor  valley  is  a  disgrace.  Sir,  it  is 
nature  that  made  it  a  valley.  Boor  people  live  there;  and  I  can  definitely 
say  to  this  House  that,  if  there  is  any  part  of  the  City  or  any  other  place 
where  poor  people  live  comfortably,  it  is  in  the  Tampanoor  valley.

SAOASYA  TILAKAN  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAi  (Trivandrum— Urban) :  I  am 
really  surprised  that  a  member  of  standing  like  Mr.Asan  cannot  wait  till 
I  express  my  idea.  That  is  one  thing.  Mr.Asan  knows  that  I  can 
take  care  of  my  ideas 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Lihvaukod)  :  Is  it  one  of  the 
beauty  spo's  of  Trivandrum,  the  Thampai.oor  Valley  0  ( Laughter .) 

SADASYA  TILAKAN  T,  K.  VELU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum— Urban)  \  Ad 
right,  Sir;  I  will  say  that  it  is  the  meridian  of  Greenwich  from  where 
enlightenment  flows  to  a  1  parts  of  the  world. 

If  you  really  think,  Sir,  that,  for  the  improvement  of  the  Trivan¬ 
drum  town,  the  Thampanoor  Valley  must  be  acquired,  byfall  means, 
acquire  the  whole  of  it.  I  am  not  against  that.  But  it  is  a  fact  that 
poor  people  live  there.  If  you  think  that  conditions  of  civilized  life  re¬ 
quire  that  that  valley  must  be  acquired ,  you  may  do  it.  But  what  ha.s 
that  to  do  with  the  reduction  of  the  rate  now  charged  by  the  Electric 
Department  ?  Certainly,  it  is  not  urged  that  the  reduction  is  necessary 
for  the  poor  Pulayas  and  Parayas  who  now  live  comfortably  in  the 
Thampanoor  Valley.  Therefore,  I  must  repeat  that  it  was  quite  un¬ 
necessary,  it  was  absolutely  wrong,  on  the  part  of  an  Honourable  mem¬ 
ber  to  have  characterised  the  Tampanoor  Valley  as  of  a  disgrace. 

I  support  the  motion  because  there  seems  to  be  some  fairness  in  the 
reduction  asked  for.  The  people  of  Trivandrum  are  quite  as  much 
unable  to  pay  the  present  high  rates  as  the  people  in  other  parts  of 
Travancore. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum — Rural) :  Does  the  member 
belong  to  Thampanoor  ?  (Laughter.) 

SADASYA  TILAKAN  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Urban ,  :  I 
do  not  belong  to  the  Thampanoor  Valley,  Sir  (Laughter.)  Ithink] 
am  standing  on  an  eminence.  Purther,  I  may  have  lands  not  only  in 
Tampanoor  but  in  other  parts  of  the  country  as  well.  I  know  there 
are  various  people  who  are  interested  in  the  Thampanoor  Valley. 
■Whether  I  am  interested  in  it  or  not  is  a  different  question;  and  it 
does  not  arise  now.  But  again  I  must  say  that  it  was  due  to  sheer 
ignorance  of  the  eonditinos  there  that  my  friend  Mr.  Kuriyan  was  led 
tp  characterise  it  as  a  disgrace  to  the  town  of  Trivandrum, 
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Mr.  P.  C.  KURIYAH  ( Kettayam  I) :  Sir,  I  protest  roost  emphatically 
against  th.e  observations  of  the  member  about  me-  Some  time  back  he 
said  I  was  like  the  Lilliputian.  Perhaps,  compared  to  him,  I  may  he 
only  a  Lilliputian.  And  now  he  says  that  1  am  ignorant  of  the  condi- 
tions  in  Thampanoor. 

SADASYA  TiLAKAN  T.  K.  VELU  P1LLAI  {JHoandnom-Urhm)  :  I 
never  said,  Sir,  that  my  friend  was  like  a  Lilliputian  ;  I  referred  only  to 
the  Samuel  Gulliver  mentality.  People  who  are  accustomed  to  see  only 
bad  places  mistako  guod  places  also  for  bad  places.  That  was  my  point, 

Mr.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Neyyatiinkara  II) :  Sir,  I  also  rise  to 
support  the  motion.  The  Trivandrum  Electric  Supply  Scheme  is 
a  solitary  instance,  of  a  reproductive  capital  work  undertaken  by  the 
Government  in  recent  years,  which  has  turned  out  to  be  a  really  re¬ 
munerative  concern  ;  and  I  have,  therefore,  no  hesitation  in  heartily 
congratulating  our  energetic  and  far-sighted  Electrial  Chief  Engineer 
on  the  signal  success  he  has  achieved  in  this,  his  maiden  venture. 
But,  Sir,  the  policy  of  the  Department  seems  to  be  to  make  huge 
profits  out  of  such  investments.  As  it  is,  I  (hinkthe  Department  can 
very  well  afford  to  make  a  reduction  in  its  rates.  Despite  the  present 
exorbitant  rates,  the  number  of  private  consumers  in  this  town  is  on 
the  increase.  Therefore  I  am  sure  that,  if  the  rates  are  reduced,  there 
will  be  undoubtedly  a  rapid  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  consumers, 
so  much- so  that  what  the  department  is  likely  to  lose  by  this  reduction 
will  be  more  than  made  up  for  by  the  increase  in  the  number  of  con- 
sumers. 

In  this  connection,  I  want  to  say  a  woul  or  two  about  the  un¬ 
satisfactory  method  in  which  the  streets  in  Trivandrum  are  being 
furnished  with  electric  lights.  I  concede  that  the  responsibility  of 
providing  the  streets  with  lights  rests  entirely  with  the  Municipality. 
But,  Sir,  due  to  some  disagreement  between  the  Municipality  and  the 
Electrical  Department  with  regard  to  the  rales,  the  people  of  the 
town  are  being  deprived  of  the  benefit  of  electric  lights  in  many  of  the 
important  streets  in  the  town.  I  presume,  Sir,  that  the  Municipality 
is  the  biggest  consumer  of  the  electrical  energy  in  Trivandrum.  It  is 
really  regrettable  that,  in  spite  of  repeated  representations,  the  Depart¬ 
ment  has  not  been  able  to  come  to  an  agreement  with  the  Municipality. 
There  are  several  streets  in  Trivandrum  where  supply  posts  have  been 
fixed,  and  that  for  the  convenience  of  certain  private  consumers. 
Although  such  streets  have  go!  the  supply  posts,  they  have  not  yet 
been  furmshed  with  electric  lights.  I  would  therefore  draw  the  point¬ 
ed  attention  of  the  Electrical  Chief  Engineer  to  this  matter  and  urge 
upon  him  the  desirability  of  settling  the  matter  with  the  Municipality 
as  early  as  possible  and  of  providing  electric  lights  for  these  streets  by 
fixing  lights  at  least  to  those  supply  posts  which  are  already  installed 
in  many  of  the  streets  in  the  Trivandrum  city.

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala ) :  Thank  you,  Sir:  it  is  exactly  that. 

I  may  just  refer  to  conditions  obtaining  in  a  few  towns  in  the 
neighbouring  Province  of  British  India.  In  Cuddalore  town,  a  private 
company  supplies  electricity  at  two  annas  per  unit  for  street  lighting, 
In  Villupuvam,  another  private  company  supplies  electric  energy  at  2-J 
annas  per  unit  with  half  anna  rebate.  Sir.  both  these  towns  are  much  : 
smaller  than  Trivandrum,  Kottayam  Quilon  or  Alleppey.  Naturally 
the  total  energy  consumed  in  these  towns  in  the  Madras  Presi¬ 
dency  should  be  much  less  than  in  our  towns.  Where  is  the  necessity, 
Sir,  for  the  Electrical  Department  charging  five  annas  per  unit  in  the  . 
towns  of  Quilon  and  Trivandrum  and  a  corresponding  high  rate  for 
private  consumption  ?  It  is  this  high  rate  charged  by  the  Government 
that  has  been  responsible  for  the  private  concerns  in  other  towns 
making  exorbitant  demands.'  As  a  matter  of  fact,  Sir,  the  Nagercoil 
Electric  Supply  Corporation  demanded  from  the  Nagercoil  Municipality 
Bs.  40  per  40  Watt  bulb  burning  for  6  hours  per  diem,  which  works 
out  to  over  8  annas  per  unit.  The  matter  was  taken  to  the  Govern, 
ment  by  the  Corporation;  they  called  on  their  own  Expert,  namely 
the  Electrical  Engineer,  to  offer  his  opinion.  He  was  at  great  pains  to 
make  out  a  case  for  Bs.  35  for  a  year  for  a  40  watt  lamp  burning  6. 
hours  a  day.  And  then  the  Government  forwarded  it  to  the  Municipa¬ 
lity  saying  that  at  Kottayam  the  rate  charged  was  8  annas  per  unit, 
that  Bs.  35  for  a  40  watt  bulb'  burning  for  6  hours  every  day  was  a 
reasonable  demand,  and  that  therefore  the  rate  quoted  by  the  Nagercoil 
Electricity  Corporation  may  be  accepted  by  the  Nagercoil  Municipality. 
Instead  of  allowing  the  Nagercoil  Municipality  to  have  its  own  way 
to  deal  with  the  supplier  company  and  although  the  Government  would 
not  come  forward  with  any  kind  of  assitance  for  the  Municipality,  they 
actually  made  out  a  case  on  behalf  of  the  Nagercoil  Electricity  Corpora¬ 
tion  charging  Bs.  35  for  every  40  watt  bulb  burning  for  6  hours 
every  day.  But,  the  fun  of  it  was  that,  ultimately,  when  the  Munici¬ 
pality  remained  stern,  the  Nagercoil.  Electric  Supply  Corporation  itself 
came  down  and  offered  to  supply  electricity  at  Bs.  25  per  40  watt,  bulb 
burning  6  hours  every  day. 

I  submit.  Sir,  that,  at  least  to  serve  as  an  example  to  the  other 
towns,  the  Government  must  necessarily  reduce  their  rates  in  Trivan¬ 
drum- 

C The  Deputy  President  took  the  Chair  at  this  stage.) 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Rural)  ’■  What  is  the  rate  in 
Nabeicoil?  s(vATANU  p(LLA|  .  g0  far  as  the  Municipality 

was  concerned,  the  Electric  Supply  Corporation  at  Nagercoil  first  de¬ 
manded  Bs.  40  for  one  street  light -.which  works  out  to  over  .8  annas 
Vol.  vixi.  No.  5. 
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[Mr.  M.  Sivatanu  Pillai.] 

a  unit  anil  the  Government,  to. whom  the  question  went  up  for  de¬ 
cision,  made  out  a  case  for  Bs.  85  per  street  lamp.  But,  in  the  end, 
the  Electricity  Corporation  itself  came  down  and  offered  to  supply  at 
Bs.  25  per  street  lamp,  and  thus  betrayed  the  Government,  their  erst,— 
while  protagonist. 

Now  what  does  it  mean  ?  That,  means  it  may  be  intended  perhaps 
by  the  Government  to  put  up  a  justification  for  the  high  rate  charged 
per  unit  in  Trivandrum  town,  or  it  may  be  jobbery  of  the  worst  type. 
Sir,  such  a  thing  is  a  disgrace  to  any  civilised  Government.  What  is 
the  meaning  of  the  Government  asking  the  Municipality  to  pay  at 
the  rate, of  Bs.  85  when  the  supplier  himself  is  prepared  to  offer  at  the 
rate  of  Bs.  25  ?  That  is  why  I  said  I  stood  up  in  support  of  the  motion 
so  that,  when  at.  least  Trivandrum  town  is  supplied  at  a  reasonable  rate 
by  the  Government  themselves,  there  will  be  some  safety  for  us  to  nego¬ 
tiate  with  private  suppliers  for  a  reasonable  rate.  Even  this  rate  of 
Bs,  25  is  too  high.  Any  man  could  say  that,  particularly  in  these  days 
when  fuel  is  being  supplied  at  a  lower  rate,  there  is  absolutely  no 
justification  even  for  charging.  Bs.  25.  That  comes  tn  about  4  annas 
7  pies  per  unit.  Compare  this  with  the  rate  at  Villipuram  and  Cudc'la- 
lore  which  are  not  even  one-fourth  of  the  size  of  Trivandrum  Town. 
For  these  reasons,  I  think  that  the  Government  have  no  justification 
whatsoever  to  continue  the  rate  at  six  annas  per  unit  for  private  con¬ 
sumption.  They  must  cut  it  down  corresponding  to  a  rate  far  below 
6  annas. for  house  connections.  I  am  sure  that,  with  such  low  rate, 
the  Municipalities  can  even  get  a  rebate  of  half  anna  or  even  quarter 
anna.  Sir,  any  electric  supply  concern,  as  the  Dewan  once  said  when 
he  was  at  Nagercoil,  if  the  business  is  well-managed,  is  never  known 
to  fail  anywhere  in  any  part  of  the  world.  What  on  earth  then  is  the 
justification  for  the  Electrical  Engineer  to  say  that  the  department 
could  not  .be  run  as  a  business  proposition  if  the  rate  is  lowered  ? 
If  it  could  not  be  run  with  charging  at  the  rate  of  two  annas  per  unit 
for  street  lighting,  it  has  necessarily  to  be  inferred  that  establishment 
and  overhead  charges  are  too  high  and  have  to  be  reduced.  Sir >  under 
those  circumstances,  there  is  absolutely  no  justification  for  Government 
to  maintain  the  rate  of  six  annas  per  unit  which  is  too  high  for  private 
consumers. 

MR-  S.  J.  W AIR  ( Nediunangai )  :  Sir,  I  oppose  the  motion.  The 
Ffiectric  Supply  Department  was  inaugurated  only  very  recently,  about 
seven  years  ago,  and  it  is  only  in  its  infant  stage.  Sir,  the  electric 
supply  is  a  sort  of  luxury  which  is  denied  to  the  people  in  the  rural 
parts,  and  which  ought  to  be  enjoyed  by  a  few  privileged  classes,  in:. 
Trivandrum-  This  Electric  Department  was  built  up  at  the  cost  of  the i, 
tax-payers  in  Travaneore;  and  when  this  luxury  is  denied  to .  the  other 
people  in  .the  State  and  is  given  to  a  very  .limited,  number  of  people,  Sir, 
to  say  that  the  amount  charged  should  be  reduced  cannot  be  tolerated  . 
by  the  tax-payers  in  the  State. 

MSvi.A.  THANU.  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  .  Bum!) :  If  elactrioity  is 
supplied,  to.:  the  people  in  Nedumaugad,  what  will  be.  the  attitude  of  .tire 
member  ? 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Neditmangad )  :  I  will  come 


to 'that. 
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IWR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLA1  ( Additional  Head,  Sirkar 

Vakil )  :  Do  the  people  in  Nedumangad  want  electricity  ? 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  :  Yes,  Sir.  I  will  come  to  that 
also.  ( Laughter ) 

Another  point  also  this  House  will  have  to  bear  in  mind.  It  is 
that  this  department  will  have  to  provide  for  an  interest  fund,  a  de¬ 
preciation  fund  and  a  reserve  fund. 

RAO  SAHIB  S.  PARAMESVARA  AIYAR  ( Nominated ) :  May  I  know 
why  there  should  be  a  reserve  fund  ? 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad ):  That  question  should  be  put  to 
the  Financial  Secretary.  If  I  were  in  the  position  of  the  Financial 
Secretary,  I  would  have  answered  the  member.  {Laughter)  Sir,  there 
is  a  provision  set  apart  for  it  by  Government;  and  such  being  the  case,  I 
do  not  question  it. 

DEPUTY  PRESI  DENT  :  The  smaller  the  price,  the  larger  will  be  (he 
consumption. 

MR  .  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad ) :  Not  always.  Sir.  ( Laughter ) 
When  a  question  was  put  to  me  bv  the  honourable  member  Mr.  Pattom 
Thanu  Pillai,  I  said  I  will  come  to  that.  What  I  submit  is  that  the 
Electric  Department  is  in  its  infant  stage.  As  soon  as  the  Pallivasal 
scheme  is  completed  and  when  the  department  is  in  a  position  to  supply 
electricity  for  the  whole  of  the  State,  even  to  rural  areas  in  Neduman¬ 
gad,  in  order  to  develop  our  cottage  industries,  then  a  time  will  come 
when  we  will  have  to  demand  that  the  charge  for  a  unit  must,  be  re¬ 
duced,  say,  to  eight  cash.  But  as  matters  stand  now,  Sir,  the  time  has 
not  yet  arrived  for  reducing  the  rate. 

Mr.  R.  SAMBASIVA  AIYAR  {Knnmtnad  II)  :  Sir,  I  move  that  the 
question  be,  now  put. 

The  closure  motion  was  put  and  oarried. 

Mr.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  ( Electrical  Engineer  to  Government)  : 
Sir,  the  question  of  reducing  the  rates  for  consumers  using  power  for 
lights  and  fans  was  engaging  my  attention  for  the  last  two  or  three 
years;  and  I  find  that,  based  on  the  accounts  of  1111,  it  is  not  possible 
to  effect  any  reduction.  .  Reproductive  schemes,  as  the  Financial  Secre. 
tary  has  stated  in  his  budget  speech,  should  fetch  at  least  six  per  cSnt. 
as  judged  by  the  standards  laid  down  in  British  India.  But  here  we 
are  satisfied  with  a  return  of  five  per  cent. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  Qlavehkara )  :  May  I  know  from 
the  member  whether  the  Financial  Secretary  has  not  stated  that,  if  a 
scheme  yielded  four  and  half  per  cent,  interest*  it  will  he  considered  a 
reproductive  scheme  't 

Mr.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  ( metrical  Engineer  to  Government): 
He  has  stated  five  per  cent.,  Sir.  In  such  schemes  we  ought  to  provide 
for  periods  such  as  trade  depression.  Due  either  to  trade  depression 
or  other  reasons  over  which  we  have  no  control,  times  may  come  when 
it  may  not  be  possible  to  supply  energy  and  make  a  profit  thereby. 
It  is  for  that  that  a  reserve  fund  is  absolutely  essential.,  to  safeguard 
against  the  possibilities  of  any  interest  deficit.  So,  it  is  usual  in  all 
commercial  enterprises  to  take  advantage  of  the  prosperous  years  and 
leave  a  small  margin  so  that  in  time*  of  trade  depression  or  world  cauese 
governing  the  prices  of  fuel,  oil  and  other  commodities — 
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RAO  SAHIB  S.  PARAMESVARA  AIYAR  ( Nominated )  :  Is  there  no  trade 
depression  now  ? 

MR.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  {Electrical  Engineer  to  Government ): 
The  present  trade  depression  has  not  affected  the  electric  supply  in 
Trivandrum.  But  it  may  affect  the  electric  supply  if  the  supply  was  on 
a  large  scale  to  industries. 

As  I  was  saying,  there  are  one  or  two  special  features  connected 
with  the  electric  supply  for  which  a  reserve  fund  is  very  essential.  Some 
of  the  apparatus  connected  with  the  electric  supply  distribution,  like 
the  transformers)  are  liable  to  go  out  of  order  due  to  unavoidable  re¬ 
asons  like  lightning  troubles  or  other  causes  which  we  cannot  ordinarily 
guard  against.  They  may  not  be  covered  by  the  depreciation  fund 
because  at  a  time  when  this  happens  it  may  be  that  the  depreciation 
fund  has  not  fully  matured.  It  is  then  that  we  have  to  draw  from  this 
reserve  fund.  Further,  the  reason  why,  in  other  large  electric  supply 
concerns  the  rates  have  been  reduced  is  the  existence  of  a  strong  reserve 
fund.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  at  the  present  rate  the  operation  of  1111 
has  been  distinctly  increasing  from  the  point  of  view  of  receipts,  propo¬ 
sals  have  already  been  under  the  consideration  of  Government  for  the 
reduction  of  rates  for  energy  supplied  to  lights  and  fans  from  six  annas 
per  unit  to  five  annas  per  unit.  This  means  about  sixteen  and  a  quarter 
per  cent,  redaction. 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKA! H  ( IialkiTam  I)  :  How  long  is  it  since  it  was 
under  the  consideration  of  Government? 


MR  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  ( Electrical  Engineer  to  Government)  ; 
For  the  last  two  months.  Sir,  as  the  House  is  aware,  the  first  re¬ 
duction  in  the  rates  for  electric  supply  came  within  three  years  of  the 
commencement  of  the  operation  and  the  consumer  that  was  benefited 
was  the  industrial  consumer.  Now  we  have  contemplated  the  question 
of  reducing  the  rates  for  energy  consumed  for  domestic  lights  and  fans. 
With  regard  to  the  prohibitive  charges  mentioned  by  some  members, 
the  statistics  will  show  that,  in  spite  of  the  rate  being  six  ann'as  a  unit, 
there  has  been  a  progressive  increase  in  the  number  of  consumers  and 
and  also  in  consumption  for  lights  and  fans.  Without  having  to  do 
any  propaganda  work,  which  is  a  usual  feature  of  such  commercial 
enterprises,  we  have  been  able  to  maintain  the  progress  from  year  to 
year  with  the  result  that  this  year  we  have  got  nearly  three  hundred 
consumers  during  the  period  of  the  last  11 J  months.  That  would 
clearly  indicate  that  the  rates  are  not  as  high  as  have  been  sought  to 
be  made  out. 

{The  President  took  the  Chair  at  this  stage.) 

MR..  M.  SIVATANU  P1LLAI  ( Tovala ) :  May  I  know  the  cost  of  produc¬ 
tion  of  a  unit  ? 

Mr,  K.  P-  PADMANABHA  MENON  {Electrical  Engineer  to  Government)'. 
Sir,  the  member’s  attention  is  invited  to  the  pages  of  the  administration 
report  of  the  department  where  it  is  given  in  detail- 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  {Tovala)  :  Is  it  not  the  same  as  in 
Bangalore  ? 
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Mr.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Electrical  Engineer  to  Government)-. 
No,  there  it  is  only  two  pies. 

MR.  S.  J.  NA1R  ( Nedumangad )  :  How  many  years  is  it  sinee 
the  electric  supply  was  started  in  Bangalore  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  It  is  a  faob  of  history. 

MR.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Electrical  Engineer  to  Government ): 
With  regard  to  the  objection  raised  to  drawing  from  tbo  reserve  fund 
for  meeting  the  interest  deficits  of  the  Quilon  Electric  Supply,  I  have  to 
give  an  explanation.  The  Quilon  Electric  Supply  was  inaugurated 
■  last  year  and  it  was  in  operation  only  for  ten  months.  The  receipts 
taken  into  account  were  only  for  nine  months  and  the  Karkatakam  re¬ 
ceipts  were  taken  to  the  following  year.  So  we  were  faced  with  a 
small  interest  deficit  which  is  a  quite  usual  thing  in  commercial  under¬ 
takings  of  this  nature  in  the  first  year.  But  the  position  this  year  is 
very  satisfactory  because  we  will  be  closing  the  accounts  only  after 
mooting  the  full  interest  charges  on  the  Quilon  Electric  Supply  with¬ 
out  having  the  necessity  to  draw  from  the  reserve  fund.  Technically 
also  there  should  be  no  objection  in  pooling  all  these  accounts  as  one. 
They  are  all  in  the  nature  of  investments  on  reproductive  works.  It  is 
not  strictly  speaking  the  tax-payer  in  Trivandrum  that  pays  for  the 
amenities  of  the  tax-payer  in  Quilon.  If  that  argument  is  pursued  to 
a  logical  fineness,  it  means  that  every  street  will  have  to  pay  its  way 
through  irrespective  of  other  considerations- 

Mr.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  ( Tiruvalla  D  :  Sir,  the  speech  is  not 

sufficiently  audible. 

PRESIDENT:  Loudspeaker? 

MR.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Electrical  Engineer  to  Government): 
I  shall  speak  as  loud  as  I  can. 

The  ultimate  idea  is  to  link  up  these  supplies  with  the  Central 
Power  House  at  Pallivasal.  In  that  case  there  will  be  no  revenue  ac¬ 
counts  and  reserve  funds  for  these  various  supplies  separately.  It  may 
happen  that,  in  rural  distribution,  one  particular  village  may  not  'be 
paying  for  its  own  supply.  But  it  will  be  made  up  by  profits  from  the 
neighbouring  villages.  It  will  not  be  necesiary  to  keep  accounts  for 
these  rural  areas  separately. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivanirum-hural ) :  Are  net  the  schemes 
distinct  now  ? 

MR.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Electrical  Engineer  to  Government)  : 
The  schemes  are  distinct  from  the  point  of  view  of  administrative  con¬ 
trol;  and  the  accounts  are  kept  separate  with  a  view  to  know  the  profits 
derived  from  each  work.  If  that  argument  is  carried  on  to  its  logical 
fineness,  it  means  that  every  street  must  be  asked  to  pay  for  the  aim. 
her  of  lights  it  uses  and  the  account  should  be  kept  separately. 

In  regard  to  Mr,  Sivathanu  Pillai’s  statement,  I  am  sorry  to  say 
that  it  is  based  on  very  inaccurate  information. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI  (Thovala)  :  May  I  know  whether  the 
Electrical  Engineer  has  not  stated  in  bis  report  that,  compared  to  Tri¬ 
vandrum,  the  rate  obtaining  in  JNagercoil  is  reasonable  ? 
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Mr.  K.‘P.  PADMANABHA  MEMO  to. {Electrical  Engineer  to  Government)  : 
If  Mr.  Sivathanu  Pillai  will  bearyvith  me  for  a  moment,  I  shall  refer 
to  that. 

He  said  that  a  40  Watt  lamp  worts  at  8  annas.  That  is  not  cor¬ 
rect  at  all.  It  is  3  annas.  The  rates  for  Villupuram  and  Cuddalore 
are  2  1/2  annas  which  does  not  refer  to  private  consumers. 

MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI  ( Thovala ) :  I  did  not  say  so. 

MR.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Electrical  Engineer  to  Governnent) : 
I  am  sorry.  I  thought  be  was  referring  to  private  consumers  The 
rate  in  Trivandrum  works  to  1*35  annas  per  unit.  Sir,  the  rate  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  Electrical  Chief  Engineer  to  Government  for  accep¬ 
tance  by  the  Nagercoil  Municipality  was  Bs.  35  per  annum  per  light. 
That  was  done  two  years  ago,  when  the  supplier  had  not  entered  into  a 
forward  contract  for  the  purchase  of  oil. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  If  it  is  Bs.  35,  what 
is  the  rate  per  unit  ?  Is  it  not  below  3  annas  V 

MR.  K.P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Electrical  Engineer  to  Government)'- 
I  cannot  say  off-hand.  There  are  several  fixed  charges  to  be  added, 
such  as  oost  of  renewal  of  bulbs,  cost  of  painting,  etc. 

.  mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Maaelikara)  :  Wore  all  these  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  calculation  before  arriving  at  Bs.  35  ? 

MR.  It.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Electrical  Engineer  to  Government) : 
Yes.  I  have  not  got  the  details  here. 

My  information  is  that,  after  working  the  supply  for  two  years,  the 
supplier  was  able  to  get  oil  at  a  cheaper  rate,  and  therefore  he  was 
able  to  reduce  the  rate  per  unit.  The  impression  produced  by  Mr. 
Sivathanu  Pillai  that  the  Eleetrical  Engineer  recommended  a  higher 
rate  is  misleading. 

MR.  U.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI  (-1 Thovala ) :  What  was  the  reason  for 
the  supplier  to  reduce  it  to  Es.  25  ? 

MR.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Electrical  Engineer  to  Government)-. 

I  have  answered  that,  Sir. 

PRESIDENT  :  Your  time  is  coming  to  a  close. 

*  MR,  K.  P.  jPADMANABHA  MENON  (Eleetrical  Engineer  to  Government): . 
There  was  another  point  mentioned  by°  Mr.  Asan,  namely,  that  the 
Financial  Secretary  has  given  an  impression  that  the  reserve  fund  will 
be  absorbed  towards  the  revenue.  1  may  say  that  as  against  that  there 
is  provision  for  sinking  fund  for  the- major  Hydro  Electric  Scheme 
We  are  not  providing  anything  for  the  Trivandrum  Electric  Scheme. 
The  funds  for  that  camefrom  the  general  revenues.  So  that  what 
corresponds  to  the  Trivandrum  supply  will  correspond  1o  the  sink¬ 
ing  fund  of  the  Hydro  Electric  supply. 

With  regard  to  a  complaint  regarding  deposits  from  con¬ 
sumers  ;  brought  to  my  notice  yesterday,  I  have  investigated 
that  matter.  I  find .  that  one  of  the  reasons  why  deposits  have 
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been  increased  was  that  the  Account  Officer  made'  certain  re¬ 
marks  in  his  audit  report  for  the  period  ending  with  the  Malabar 
year  1110.  Some  cases  were  detected  by  the  Account  Officer  wherein 
money  was  not  deposited  to  cover  two  months’  probable  consumption 
and  the  whereabouts  of  two  of  those  consumers  could  not  be  traced  at 
all.  We  ware  forced  to  the  necessity  of  recommending  to  Government 
the  writing  off  of  their  debts.  With,  a  view  to  prevent  such  cases 
arising  hereafter,  the  Account  Officer  drew  the  attention  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  to  the  necessity  of  increasing  the  deposit  corresponding  to  two 
months’  consumption.  The  deposit  is  estimated  at  the  number  of  .units 
of  electricity  that  may  be  consumed  for  lights  and  fans  for  two  months. 
It  maybe  that,  in  some,  cases,  the  amount,  of  current-  actually  used  is 
smaller  than  the  departmental  .estimate.  In  such  cases,  after  two 
months’  trial  the  excess  deposit  will  be  refunded.  In  view  of  the:  ex¬ 
planation  I  have  offered  I  request  Mr,  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  to  withdraw 
the  motion. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PiLLAI  ( Quilon  I )  :  Sir,  from  the  explanation 
given  by  the  Electrical  Engineer,  I  find  that  the  rate  per  unit  of  cur¬ 
rent  supplied  to  the  ordinary  consumer  is  going  to  be  reduced.  So  far 
as  I  am  concerned,  my  object  temporarily  at  least  has  been  .achieved. 

I  also  see  the  reasonableness  of  his  argument  about  the  necessity  of 
building  up  a  reserve  fund  to  safeguard  against  contingencies  which 
may  arise  by  which  the  price  of  oil  may  be  pushed  up  aud  thus  there 
may  be  a  sudden  increase  in  the  rates  which  will  upset  domestic 
budgets. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Rural ),:  Does  .  the  member 

realise  that  the  consumption  in  tho  main  in,  Trivandrum  is  for  domes- 
tic  purposes  and  also  for  Government  buildings  f 
MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  [Quilon  1):  I  understand  from  the  Admi- 
nistration  Beporfc  that  a  considerable  portion  of  energy  .is  consumed  -  by 
the  Government  Offices.  When  you  compare  the  proportion  of  private 
consumption  in  Quilon  with  Trivandrum,  it  will  be  seen  that  it  is  much 
less  in  Trivaudrum, .  That  is  an  argument  which  I  may  put'  forward 
in  reply  to  the.  argument  of  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai  against  the  mixing  ,up-of 
the  accounts  of  the  Quilon  and  Trivandrum  electric  supplies.  The  ex¬ 
penditure  for  the  current  supplied  to  the  Public  Offices  is  contributed  • 
by  the  .  tax-payers  of  the  whole  of  Travancore. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Baral)  :  May  I  know,  the  pro- , 
portion  of  the  receipts  that,  come  from  Governnrentln  Trivandrum? 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  {QuilonI);  I  amnotjust  now  able  to. 
give  it.  It  is  a  fairly -high  proportion.  It  can  be,. inferred -also  from 
the  fact  that,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  more  than  the  minimum  is  not  being, 
consumed  by  the  majority  of  the  consumers, -in  Trivandrum.  They 
do  not  go  beyond  the  minimum  of  Bs  1  annas-8.  .So  the. vast  bulk  is 
got  from  the  Government  Officei  -for  which  warall  .pay.  If  .the: revenue 
from  Trivandrum  is  worked-out  iu  that  -way,  you  will  find  that  in  one 
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or  two  years  it  will  be  the  turn  of  Quilon  to  complain  that  their  ac¬ 
counts  should  not  be  mixed  up  with  Trivandrum.  There  are  vast  in- 
dustrial  concerns  in  Quilon;  and  the  Quilon  Scheme  will  be  paying 
better  than  the  Trivandrum  Scheme.  But  we  do  not  want  to  com¬ 
plain.  It  will  not  be  proper  to  consider  each  particular  ease  and  cal¬ 
culate  the  profit  and  loss  and  then  fix  up  the  rate  for  a  particular  centre 
with  reference  to  the  revenue  from  that  centre.  That  will  be  imprac- 
ticable.  If  the  Trivandrum  Municipality  had  supplied  the  capital  for 
these  works,  then  that  could  have  been  allowed.  But  the  capital  for 
the  Trivandrum  Scheme  conies  from  the  whole  of  Travaticoro.  The 
revenue  for  providing  the  capital  expenses  for  the  Triva  ndrum  scheme 
comes  from  outside  Trivandrum  as  well. 

PRESIDENT  :  Are  you  pressing  the  motion  ? 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  I) :  No,  Sir.

PRESIDENT  :  That  could  have  been  achieved  by  sending  an  Inter¬ 
pellation  on  the  subject. 

Mr  R.  SAMBASIVA  AIYAR  [Kunnatnad  II)*  And,  also  to  discuss 
the  financial  possibilities  involved  in  the  project. 

PRESIDENT:  That  cannot  be  done.

MR.  R.  SIVARAMAN  NAIR  (Tirmalla  II)  ■  Sir,  I  move:— 

To  o  • lit  the  allotment  of  Bs.  2,600  for  study  leave  allowance  to  the 
Assistant  Electrical  Engineer, 

I  find  there  is  no  reason  why  study  leave  allowance  should  be 
given  to  one  of  the  Assistants  of  the  Electrical  Chief  Engineer.  If  there 
were  no  assistants  in  the  department  with  sufficient  qualification  to 
do  the  work  of  an  Assistant  Engineer  or  Executive  Engineer,  then  there 
would  be  some  reason  for  deputing  a  man  to  England  or  some  other 
place  for  higher  studies-  That  is  not  the  case,  so  far  as  my  information 
goes. 

There  are  matters  for  which  we  are  urgently  in  need  of  money.  It 
is  stated  in  the  Financial  Secretary’s  speech  that  the  Public  Health 
Director  wanted  a  good  sum  for  sanitation  in  rural  parts,  but  Govern¬ 
ment  found  only  Es.  10,000  for  that  purpose.  Then  more  money  is 
required  for  amelioration  of  the  condition  of  the  depressed  classes  and 
for  various  other  things. 

I  understand  also  that  there  are  6  or  7  assistants  in  the  Electrical 
Departmenthtself  who  have  had  their  training  in  England.  Many  of  them 
have  got  high  qualifications  in  Electrical  Engineering.  As  such,  I 
find  no  reason  why  a  particular  genleman  should  be  sent  to  England  at 
the  expense  of  the  tax  payer  for  getting  himself  further  qualified  in 
Electrical  Engineering. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  {Quilon  1 )  Sir,  I  also  support  the 
motion.  I  do  not  think  there  is  any  necessity  for  Government  to  spend 
this  amount.  The  Government  could  have  asked  this  officer  whether  he 
could  not  get  himself  qualified  for  the  post  at  his  own  cost.  If  he  is  not 
prepared  to  do  that,  I  think  there  will  be  others  in  the  department  who 
will  be  prepared  to  incur  the  expenditure  from  their  own  pockets  and 
get  themselves  qualified.  There  will  also  be  a  hundred  others  outside 
the  department  who  will  get  themselves  propely  qualified  by  spending 
money  out  of  their  own  pockets. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum — Rural):  Am  I  to  understand 
then  that  the  present  incumbent  has  not  qualifications  in  Electrical 
Engineering  ? 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  {Quilon  I):  I  presume  that  he  is 
not  sufficiently  qualified.  Otherwise  this  garant  for  study  leave  is  a 
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superfluity.  If  he  is  sufficiently  qualified  the  ordinary  presumption  is 
that  he  need  not  go  abroad  to  get  himself  farther  qualified.  I  take  it,  that 
since  the  department  has  provided  for  such  a  contingency,  it  must  be 
presumed  that  one  has  to  be  deputed  to  England  for  obtaining  further 
experience  on  Hydro-electrical  works.  If  he  is  not  qualified  and  if  he 
is  not  prepared  to  spend  from  his  own  pocket  then  he  must  be  sent  out 
and  somebody  well  qualified  must  be  taken  in.  As  it  is,  there  is  no 
dearth  for  getting  suitable  persons.  That  being  the  case,  I  do  not  find 
there  is  any  justification  for  this  expenditure. 

MR.  K,  R.  ELENKATH  ( Kalkitlam  I)’.  I  also  support  the  motion. 

I  endorse  the  views  expressed  by  the  previous  speakers  on  the  subject. 
Also,  I  would  certainly  object  to  the  policy  of  Government  in  giving 
patronage  to  persons,  whether  deserving  or  undeserving,  by  sending 
them  for  further  studies.  I  would  have  understood  the  necessity  for 
such  a  provision  if  it  were  for  a  purely  technical  education.  In  these 
days  when  in  every  branch  of  service  you  get  European  qualified  hands 
from  outside  and  when  there  are  people  who  are  prepared  to  spend 
any  amount  of  money  from  their  own  pockets  to  get  themselves  quali¬ 
fied,  I  do  not  find  any  necessity  for  incurring  this  expenditure. 

Sir,  if  the  Government  had  really  wanted  a  duly  qualified  man, 
the  best  thing  would  have  been  to  call  for  applications  by  an  advertise¬ 
ment  in  the  Gazette.  If  they  had  done  so  the  necessity  for  such  a 
provision  would  not  have  arisen.  If  they  had  done  so  and  failed  to  get 
sufficient  number  of  applications,  with  the  qualifications  whioh  Govern¬ 
ment  have  prescribed,  then,  in  that  case,  I  could  ^have  understood  the 
intention  of  providing  for  study  leave. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala )  :  May  I  know  whether  the 
Government  have  not  done  the  same  thing  'with  regard  to  other  de¬ 
partments  V 

MR.  K.  R,  ELENKATH  {KaVitilam  I)  ;  In  asmuch  as  it  is  possible 
for  them  to  get  candidates  who  are  prepared  to  spend  money  from  their 
own  pockets  for  getting  themselves  qualified,  there  is  no  necessity  to 
meet  this  expenditure. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala):  Has  not  this  House  more  than 
once  accepted  the  principle  of  study  leave  allowance  ? 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Kalkulam  1)  ;  That  is  no  reason  why  this 
should  be  granted  now- 

Mr.  POTTAYIL  S.  KRISHNA  PANICKAR  (Shertala  11) :  Have  not 
Government  and  this  House  disallowed  such  grants  ? 

Mr.  K.  R,  ELENKATH  (Kalkulam  I)  :  YeB.  Under  these  circum¬ 
stances  I  do  not  find  such  a  grant  should  be  repeated. 

SADASYA  TILAKAN  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Urban ): 
Sir,  I  am  certainly  not  in  favour  of  expending  money  on  doubtful 
schemes  whether  it  is  to  benefit  a  particular  individual  or  to 
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benefit  the  whole  State.  I  thought  there  was  considerable  force 
in  the  arguments  advanced  by  Mr.  Kottur  and  others  who  spoke  after 
him.  But  at  the  same  time,  I  must  say  that  there  are  rules  on  the  sub¬ 
ject.  There  is  a  practice  of  send;ng  people  for  higher  studies  to  England 
and  other  places.  That  will  give  an  incentive  to  certain  persons  to  get 
more  knowledge  than  they  now  possess.  A  quest  “for  knowledge  ought 
to  be  encouraged  and  that  is  what  the  Government  have  been  doing. 
If  higher  qualifications  are  available  in  medicine  and  surgery,  education 
and  other  fields,  there  is  no  particular  reason  why  it  should  not  be  avail¬ 
ed  of  in  the  Public  Works  Department  or  other  connected  departments. 
The  whole  question  according  to  me  is  this.  If  the  Government  is  con¬ 
vinced  that  it  will  be  advantageous  to  the  Public  Service  to  send  out  a 
man  for  higher  studies,  the  matter  deserves  consideration  by  us.  Not 
that  the  Government  view  should  always  be  taken  as  passed  but  when 
there  is  a  scheme  under  which  certain  people  are  allowed  to  go  to  other 
countries  to  acquire  knowledge,  to  make  a  distinction  between  one  de¬ 
partment  and  another  is  certainly  bad. 

Mr.  A.  THAWU  PILLAI  {Trivandrum — Bural )  :  Does  the  member 
realise  that  this  amount  will  form  part  of  capital  expenditure  on  Hydro 
Electric  Scheme  and  that  it  will  be  wrong  to  incur  such  expendi¬ 
ture  ? 

SADASYA  TILAKAN  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  [Trivandrum- Urban)  :  I 
think  Mr.  Tkanu  Pillai  has  not  understood  rue  very  clearly.  I  am  only 
saying  that  the  general  principle  of  enabling  persons  to  get  better  know¬ 
ledge  ought  to  be  encouraged  by  Government.  If  there  are  rules  on 
the  subject  formulated  by  Government,  which  I  believe  there  are,  and 
I  find  in  every  other  Governments  there  are  such  rules  enabling  their 
servants  to  proceed  on  study  leave,  it  becomes  more  or  less  a  kind 
of  statutory  obligatton  on  the  part  of  Government,  so  that  it  may  for 
practical  purposes  have  force.  Thai  general  principle  every  one  should 

Mr.K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I)  :  May  I  know,  whether 
the  member  is  aware  that  Government  have  refused  any  number  of  ap¬ 
plications  for  study  leave? 

SADASYA  TILAKAN  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  {Trivandrum— Urban)  :  I  am 
aware  of  that.  Sir,  if  the  Government  rejected  them  wrongly,  I  shall 
certainly  not  favour  Government.  I  am  only  saying  if  the  Government 
come  forward  with  the  reccommendation  for  sending  a  particular  officer, 
to  say  that  the  particular  rule  should  not  be  applied  in  this  case  is  wrong. 
If  you  want  it,  better  advocate  abolition  of  the  rules  on  the  subject. 

Mr.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  {Kottayam  I)  :  Does  ike  member  think  the 
Government  will  have  any  particular  advantage  in  sending  out  a  parti¬ 
cular  man  for  further  training? 

SADASYA  TILAKAN  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  {Trivandrum— Urban)  :  I  am 
not  concerned  with  particular  individuals  at  all.  I  am  concerned  with 
the  general  principle  involved  and  that  is  the  principle  which  I  adhere 
to.  Government,  whenever  they  have  rules  on  the  subject,  must  do 
according  to  the  rules  and  make  a  selection  of  the  individual  con- 
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MR.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  (Kottagam  1) :  On  a  point  of  order  Cana 
question  of  policy  of  providing  funds  for  study  leave  be  discussed  under 
this  specific  cut? 

PRESIDENT  :  What  I  understood  the  honourable  member  to  say 
was  that  Government  having  already  laid  down  a  particular  policy, 
this  provision  is  consistent  with  that  policy  and  therefore  the  elimina¬ 
tion  of  this  will  be  inconsistent  with  that  policy. 

SaDASYA  TILAKAN  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAi  ( Trivandrum-Urban )•  I  ve. 
ferred  only  to  the  general  aspect  of  the  question,  I  thought  I  should 
support  that  position. 

MR.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  ( Electrical  Engineer  to  Gurcrnu.nnl)  : 
Sir,  this  provision  of  study  leave  for  one  of  the  Electrical  Assistant 
Engineers  was  made  with  a  view  to  enable  him  to  go  abroad,  not  for 
undergoing  any  studies  in  recognised  College  or  University,  but  to  fa¬ 
miliarise  himself  in  certain  Hydro-Electric  Schemes.  Works  connec¬ 
ted  with  Hydro-Electric  operations  are  very  very  intricate. 

The  Working  connected  with  Hydro-Electric  Scheme  is  very  very 
technical  and  requires  considerable  skill. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Eural)  :  Why  not  depute 
that  officer  to  visit  those  schemes?  Why  give  him  study  leave  ? 

MR,  K.  P-  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Elcotviml  Engineer  to  Governn.ent) : 
That  is  the  same  thing,  Sir ;  I  understand  that  deputation  will  be  more 
expensive. 

Ms.  POTTAYIL  S.  KRISHNA  PANICKAR  ( Shertala  U)  :  May  I  know 
whether  there  are  Hydro-Electric  experts  in  the  State  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  That  will  depend  upon  the  understanding  of  the 
meaning  of  the  word  ‘expert’. 

MR.  POTTAYIL  S.  KRISHNA  PANICKAR  ( S  her  Mai  11) :  May  1  know 
whether  there  is  any  Travancoreans  who  is  qualified  in  Hydro-Electric 
Schemes  ? 

Mr.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Electrical  Engineer  to  Government) ; 
There  are  some,  But  unfortunately  all  of  them  are  not  available  because 
they  are  employed  in  better  positions  elsewhere.  _ .. 

It  is  necessary  to  have  at  least  one  of  the  Assistant  Engineers  train¬ 
ed  up  for  this  highly  technical  post. 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (A .eilkulani  1)  :  May  X  know  whether 
Government  advertised  for  this  post  ? 

MR.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Electrical  Engineer  to  Govemcienl) 
It  will  be  faT  more  expensive.  As  far  as  I  know -and  I  am  thoroughly 
familiar  with  most  of  the  Travancoreans  who  are  qualified  in  this  kind 
of  work  and  with  whom  I  am  in  personal  touch . 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Rural )  :  May  I  know  how 
long  be  is  to  be  on  leave  and  what  is  the  pay  during  that  time?  Is  this 
Its.  2,500  to  be  given  to  him  ? 

MR.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON-  (Electrical  Enginneer  to  Government): 
It  is  to  be  given  under  Study  Leave  Buies. 

MR.  P.  C,  KURIYAN  ( Koltyarn  1)  ;  May  I  know  whether  there  is  any 
special  reason  for  selecting  this  particular  officer? 
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Mr.  K.  P.  PADNANABHA  MENON  (Electrical  Engineer  to  Government)  ■ 
He  is  the  seniormost  in  the  department  and  he  has  got-  more  experience 
than  all  others.  It  was  considered  desirable  to  select  the  seniormort 
officer  for  this  particular  work. 

MR.  R.  SIVARAMAN  NAIR  CTiruvatla  II)  :  May  I  know  whether 
any  one  of  his  assistants  is  willing  to  go  at  his  own  cost? 

MR.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  ( Electrical  Engineer  to  Government): 
I  have  not  made  enquiries,  Sir. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  question  is  whether  each  and  every  man  who 
wishes  to  go  should  be  sent  or  the  particular  officer  whom  the  Electri¬ 
cal  Engineer  wants  to  send  should  go. 

Mr.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  ( tlectric.il  Engineer  to  Government): 
At  the  same  time,  it  was  considered  desirable  to  select  the  most  suitable 
man  for  that  particular  work  ;  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  Electrical  Engi¬

MR.  K.  P.  PADMANACHA  MENON  (El  ctrical  Engineer  to  Government)  : 
Mr.  Joseph  John. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Matelikara)  :  Sir,  I  rise  to 
a  point  of  order.  Whenever  a  discussion,  takes  place,  what  is  the 
use  of  knowing  the  names  cf  particular  individuals? 

RAO  SAHIB  S.  PARAMESVARA  AIYAR  (Nominated):  Sir,  a 
word  of  personal  explanation.  It  was  said  by  the  Electrical  Engineer 
that  this  particular  man  was  the  most  competent  officer.  So  I  wanted 
to  know  his  name. 

MR.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Electrical  Engineer  to  Government)  : 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  there  is  only  one  Assistant  Electrical  Engineer  in 
the  whole  department.  It  was  considered  desirable  to  give  him  the  be¬ 
nefit  of  the  concessions  provided  under  the  Study  Leave  Buies. 

MR.  A.THANU  PILLAI  ( Tnvandrum-Bural )  :  May  I  know  the  best 
time  to  enable  this  officer  to  prosecute  his  studies?  Is  it  after  the  works 
are  completed  or  before  that? 

MR.K.  P.  PADMANAHA  MENON  { Electrical  Engineer  to  Government ): 
Certainly  after  the  works  are  completed. 

Mr/n.  E.  VARUGHESE  (TiruvaUa  I)  :  May  I  know  at  whose  in 
stance  he  is  sent  ?  Is  it  on  his  own  request  or  at  the  instance  of  Gov- 
vemmeut  ?  ... 

MR.  K,  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Electrical  Engineer  to  Government)  : 
Nobodyis  sent.  The  proposal  is  to  provide  funds  for  the  next  year. 
The  intiative  is  with  the  Electrical  Engineer  to  Government.  ■ 

To  make  the  position  clear,  the  object  of  the  particular  officer’s  vi¬ 
sit  abroad  is  to  spend  two  or  three  months  in  each  typical  plant  and  get 
familiarised  with  the  various  types  of  machinery  and  find  out  the  con¬ 
ditions  under  which  such  operations  are  generally  carried  out  and  also  to 
get  familiarised  with  the  type  of  troubles  that  have  to  be  anticipated. 
Such  experience  can  be  gained  only  by  working  in  a  station 
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which  is  already  functioning.  Sucli  experience  was  considered  very  de¬ 
sirable  before  that  officer  could  be  entrusted  with  the  charge  of  a  very 
important  station  like  the  one  at  Pallivasal-  That  was  the  reason  which 
induced  the  Electrical  Engineer  to  make  his  recommendation.

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAl  (Trivandrum— Rural)  :  May  1  know  the 
total  amount  that  has  to  be  spent  on  this  account? 

MR.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Electrical  Engineer  to  Government)-. 
About  Ks.  5,000. 

MR.  R.  SIVARAMAN  NAIR  ( Tiruoalla  II)  :  I  press  the  motion. 
PRESIDENT:  The  motion  before  the  House  is  to  omit  the  allot¬ 
ment  of  Rs.  9,500  for  study  leave  to  the  Assistant  Electrical  Engineer.

Mr.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (.Toduyvzha  omn  Devioohm):  Sir, 
I  beg  to  move  the  following  motion :- 

‘‘■To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Rs.  28,09,832  for  Pallivasal  Hydro-Electric  Scheme 
by  Re.  1. 
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The  object  of  the  motion  is,  as  shown  in  the  printed  list,  to  bring 
to  the  notice  of  the  Government  the  necessity  of  extending  Electric 
supply  to  all  mofussil  stations.  As  the  matter  stands  at  present  and  as 
I  understand,  the  electric  supply  is  to  be  given  to  people  one  hundred  and 
one  hundred  and  fifty  miles  away  from  Pallivasal,  i.  e,,  people  in  places 
like  Kottayam,  Quilon  and  Alleppey  and  other  nearer  places  arejnot  going 
to  get  the  electric  supply.  When  every  morning  we  see  the  imposing 
posts  standing  in  front  of  our  doors  with  the  transmission  wires  connec¬ 
ted  to  these  posts  carrying  electricity  from  Pallivasal  to  Quilon  and 
Alleppey,  would  it  not  be  a  sad  spectacle  in  the  evening  to  see  that  we 
are  deprived  of  the  benefit  of  the  scheme  consuming  a  crore  of  rupees. 
We,  the  people  in  Muvattnpuzha  and  Todupuzha  and  other  taluks  in 
North  Travancore  through  which  the  line  passes,  are  not  at  ad  to  be 
benefited  by  the  scheme. 

MR.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  (Tiruvalla  III) :  May  I  know  how 
the  member  knew  that  the  energy  is  not  to  be  supplied  in  those  places? 

MR.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Todupuzha  cum  Devicolam )  :  I  under¬ 
stand  the  policy  of'  the  department  is  to  extend  the  supply  of  electricity 
only  to  a  few  towns  of  the  State  and  not  to  all  possible  stations  in  Tra¬ 
vancore.  It  is  my  information.  Further  I  had  a  discussion  with  the 
Electrical  Engineer  ;  and  he  said  that  it  is  not  possible  for  electricity 
being  supplied  to  other  places.  I  submit  that  an  allotment  of  this  nature 
to  benefit  only  two  or  three  towns  in  the  State  is  too  high  to  go  with¬ 
out  any  criticism. 

Mr,  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Mural) :  Is  it  the  member’s 
suggestion  that  every  station  should  be  supplied  with  electricity  ? 

MR.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  {Tc&ui  uzha  cum  Benicolam) :  All 
possible  and  feasible  stations  should  be  supplied.  I  say  that,  as  far  as 
possible,  at  least  the  headquarters  of  taluks  should  he  supplied  with 
electricity. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I)-.  Is  it  the  idea  of  the 
member  that  with  this  amount  the  whole  State  can  be  supplied  with 
light  ? 

MR.  K  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (T  odui-uzha  cum  Dcvicolaru) :  If  one 
crore  of  rupees  is  to  be  spent  in  supply  of  electricity  and  people  far  away 
from  Pallivasal  such  as  Quilon  and  Alleppey  are  to  be  benefited,  why 
not  people  of  Todupuzha  and  Muvattnpuzha  through  which  the  line 
passes  also  get  the  benefit  even  if  it  were  a  little  more  costly?  I  do  not 
question  why  such  a  huge  amount  is  spent  in  Trivandrum  and  Quilon 
for  electric  supply  from  the  general  funds  of  the  Stale.  Why  not  we 
alio  get  the  benefit  of  the  scheme?  Arc  not  we  also  paying  taxes  to 
Government?  Why  not  we  also  enjoy  at  least  some  of  the  social 
amenities  of  life.

Mu.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  I)  :  May  I  know  whether 
it  is  the  opinion  of  the  member  that,  in  cases  where  general  funds  are 
taken  and  spent,  that  fund  should  not  be  remunerative,  that  amount 
should  be  invested  that  should  not  be  remunerative? 

MR.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  {.To&uputha  cum  Deuicold'n ) :  Why 
not  it  be  remunerative  to  us  also  ?  It  should  be  remunerative  and  it 
0annot  but  bring  a  return  by  extending  it  to  other  taluks  also. 

PRESIDENT':  There  are  only  ten  minutes  left  for  completing  the 
discussion  of  Demand  II .  The  House  will  now  adjourn  and  meet  again 
at  2  ’o  clock. 

The  House  adjourned  for  lunch  at  1  P.  M.  and  reassembled  at  2  of 
the  Clock  with  the  Deputy  President  in  the  Chair. 

MR.  K.  A-  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (.Todujmzha’ cnm  Devicolam):  Sir, 
my  argument  that  the  supply  of  electricity  from  Pallivasal  is  not  going 
to  be  extended  to  North  Travancore  is  supported  by  the  statement  in 
the  Administration  Report  of  1110  at  Page  171.  The  statement  runs 
thus:  — 

“Tho  transmission  lines  from  Pallivasal  will  go  to  Kotlumangalam  whertfrom 
thoy  will  branch  off,  one  set  going  to  Always  and  tho  other  to  Pallam  near 
Kottayam)  where  tho  ^two  main  receiving  stations^  will  be  ^located.  From 

Changanachory,  AUnppey  and  other  towns," 

It  is  clear  from  this  statement  that  from  Pallam  this  line  is  not 
going  to  be  extended  to  Tcdupazha,  Muvattupussha  and  Meenachil. 
Because  Alwaye  and  Kothamangaiam  are  nearer  to  Todupuzha  and 
Muvattupnzlia  and  it  is  not  proposed  to  extend  the  line  from  Kothaman¬ 
gaiam  or  Alwaye.  The  policy  of  Government,  as  seen  from  the  Report, 
is  not  to  extend  the  line  to  other  taluks  in  the  Kottayam  Division.  I  am 
afraid,  Sir,  it  would  seem  that  it  is  a  sin  for  us  to  have  been  born  in 
the  Kottayam  Division  because  none  of  the  amenities  that  are  available 
to  other  parts  of  the  State  are  available  to  us.  Yesterday  reference  was 
made  to  the  fact  that  reduction  of  charges  would  facilitate  better  con¬ 
sumption  of  electricity.  Similarly  extension  of  the  supply  to  other 
parts  of  tho  State  would  mean  better  consumption  and  wide  popularity, 
If  the  line  is  extended,  I  wish  to  point  out  that  the  advantage  of  utilising 
the  electricity  would  be  more  popularised  and  there  would  be  better 
consumption  and  a  fairly  good  return.  It  does  not  require  any  lengthy 
argument  for  me  to  convince  the  House  that  the  people  of  North  Tra¬ 
vancore  would  get  some  of  the  amenities  of  life  if  the  line  is  extended 
'  and  the  extension  is  a  necessity.  With  these  words,  I  move  the  motion 
for  the  acceptance  of  the  House. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( N edumangacl )  '■  Sir;  I  wish  to  bring  to  the  notice 
of  the  House  and  the  Government  an  important  point  in  connection 
with  this.  The  supply  of  electricity  must  be  extended  to  Kottarakara 
Nedumangad  and  Neyyattinkara  for  very  important  reasons.  It  is 
admitted  by  all  that  all  the  eastern  paliuthies  of  these  taluks  are 
malaria-affected  areas. 
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DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  What  is  the  distance  between  Pallivasal  and 
Neduroangad  ? 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nudu  uangad )  :  I  shall  come  to  it  presently. 
Under  the  scheme,  the  Electrical  Engineer  is  prepared  to  supply  electri¬ 
city  to  the  Cochin  State  also,  as  there  is  plenty  of  electric  current 
available.  Sir,  as  a  result  of  extending  electricity  to  the  eastern  paku- 
thies  of  Nedumangad  and  Neyyattinkara,  malaria  could  be  effectively 
controlled.  If  you  put  up  certain  brilliant  dazzling  lights  in  those  parts 
just  as  the  lights  we  find  at  certain  junctions  in  the  Trivandrum  Town, 
the  mosquitoes  could  be  attracted  by  the  lights;  and  if  you  put  up  elec¬ 
tric  fans  underneath  those  brilliant  lights,  construct  a  big  tub  and  fill 
it  with  water,  the  mosquitoes  could  easily  be  destroyed.  So,  it  would  be 
an  effective  control  over  the  malaria  in  the  eastern  pakuthiet  of  the 
taluks  I  mentioned.  Hence  it  is  an  urgent  necessity. 

Mr.  A  THANU  PILL Al  ( Trivandrum-Iiitral ) :  Has  the  member 
given  this  discovery  to  the  world  ? 

MR.  S.  J.  NA!R  (N  edition  gad)  :  As  the  result  of  a  practical  experi¬ 
ment  that  I  conducted  in  a  suial!  scale,  I  am  giving  out  this,  the  results 
of  my  discovery  ?  It  is  for  the  House  and  the  Government  to  consider 
the  question  very  seriously. 

Mr.  T.  P.  VEIAYUDHAN  PII.LA!  (Tir-usatta  III)  :  I  wish  to  say  a 
few  words  in  support  of  the  motion,  the  object  being  to  impress  upon 
the  Government  the  necessity  for  opening  a  sub-station  at  Chengannoor 
and  to  make  it  possible  for  the  local  public  to  enjoy  the  benefit  arising 
out  of  this  scheme.  Sir,  the  Pallivasal  Hydro  Electric  Project  is  in¬ 
tended  to  increase  the  social  amenities  of  the  people  and  also  to  improve 
the  agricultural  and  industrial  condition  of  the  people.  Many  of  the 
respectable  citizens  of  Chengannoor  have  submitted  a  written  repre¬ 
sentation  to  the  Electrical  Engineer  for  opening  a  sub-station  there  to 
give  amenities  to  the  social  life  of  the  people  of  the  locality  and  to  im¬ 
prove  the  condition  of  agriculturists  of  that  place.  I  do  not  know 
whether  any  action  has  hitherto  been  taken  by  the  Electrical  Engineer 
on  such  representation.  So  I  support  the  motion  with  a  view  to  urge 
upon  the  early  attention  of  the  Government  the  necessity  for  opening  a 
sub-station  at  Chengannoor. 

Mr.  6DAVANATT  S-  PADMANABHA  MENCN  ( Shertala  I)  ■  Sir,  the 
Pallivasal  Hydro  Electric  Scheme  is  a  big  concern  costing  the  State 
more  than  a  crore  of  rupees  and  the  Electrical  Engineer  seems  to 
suggest  that  if  full  advantage  is  to  be  taken  by  the  rural  population 
private  Companies  must  come  forward  and  utilise  the  power.  It  is  a 
new  idea  and  people  do  not  evince  much  enthuasiasm.  In  that  case, 
my  submission  is  that  the  Electrical  Department  should  do  propaganda 
and  attract  people  of  each  tsluk  and  of  each  locality  to  come  forward 
and  organise.  Some  attractive  concessions  may  also  be  given  by  the 
department  to  local  bodies  who  come  forward  so  that  the  full  utility 
may  bo  derived  from  the  scheme.  Otherwise  very  serious  hardship 
will  be  the  result.  In  places  where-there  is  no  municipality,  as  in 
Shertala,  if  Government,  because  of  financial  considerations,  fail  to 
take  up  local  distribution,  the  very  object  of  this  great  undertaking  will 
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be  frustrated.  It  is  a  real  handicap  with  us.  In  this  State,  we  have 
no  Panckayat  or  Taluk  Board  functioning  to  take  up  works  of  this 
nature. 

Mr.  R.  SAMBASIVA  AlYAR  ( Iluimatnad  II)  Sir,  I  have  only  one 
point  that  is  I  would  like  to  know  what  are  the  details  about  which 
Signor  Marcello  and  Major  Howard  were  consulted  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment.  I  find  they  were  consulted  lately.  What  was  the  necessity  for 
the  same  ?  Why  should  the  Head-works  which  were  promised  to  be 
constructed  even  as  early  as  1936  be  postponed  for  such  a  long  time  ? 
It  is  stated  in  the  speech  of  the  Paranoial  Secretary  that  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  the  Head-works  will  be  taken  up  just  after  the  monsoon.  I 
would  like  to  know  what  has  been  the  cause  of  the  delay  in  regard  to 
that.  Sir,  there  are  wide  rumours  that  the  site  chc sen  for  the  Power 
House  is  quite  unsuited  for  the  purpose  and  that  there  is  danger  of  its 
being  washed  away  when  the  water  comes. 

Mr.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Electrical  Engineer  to  Govern, , nenl)  : 
Sir,  with  regard  to  the  situation  in  the  rural  areas,  Mr.  NarayanaPillai’s 
assumption,  based  on  the  statement  contained  in  the  Administration 
■Report,  is  not  quite  correct.  The  Administration  Report  refers  to  the 
main  transmission  lines  from  Pallivasal  at  a  pressure  66,000  volts.  And 
every  sub-station  provides  for  a  certain  area  of  local  distribution  covering 
about  ‘15  miles.  That  is  provided  in  the  system.  Similarly  at  Alwaye 
and  Pallam  also  arrangements  have  been  made  for  distribution.  It  is 
the  ultimate  aim  to  interlink  all  the  sub-stations  through,  subsidiary 
lines  so  that  the  whole  area  covered  by  the  main  transmission  line  will 
be  fed  by  these  branch  lines  as  and  when  demand  increases.  With  a 
view  to  make  the  scheme  a  remunerative  proposition  from  the  very 
begi  nning,  it  is  essential  to  concentrate  attention  on  such  of  those  areas 
as  will  bring  in  return  so  that  there  may  be  no  deficit  on  the  scheme. 
It  would  be  a  dead-weight  on  the  whole  project.  For  that  purpose, 
selected  areas  are  now  being  chosen  in  the  programme  of  construction 
in  the  first  stage  and  every  important  town  and  village  will,  come 
under  the  operation  of  the  first  stage.  If  increased  demand,  due  to  the 
increased  facilities  both  for  irrigation  and  for  domestic  requirements 
arises,  as  a  result  of  supply  of  cheap  power,  it  will  be  possible  to  extend 
this  line  ultimately  to  other  areas,  these  areas  not  being  remunerative 
by  themselves,  but  the  development  of  which  will  ultimately  be  to  the 
advantage  of  the  State.  So  the  question  of  rural  distribution  has  been 
kept  in  view  in  the  programme  of  construction  and  we  have  got  in  our 
present  stage  of  work  nearly  50  miles  of  such  lines  which  cover  about 
10  or  12  important  towns  and  villages. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAiR  (Nethin.angacl)  ■  May  I  know  from  the  member 
whether,  after  the  completion  of  the  Pallivasal  Scheme,  it  will  he 
possible  to  supplv  electricity  to  the  whole  State  ? 

Mr.  K.  P.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (EleelrlcrJ  Engineer  idhi  <3oern; 
ment) :  Sir,  there  is  nothing  technically  difficult  about  that.  In  faci 
in  our  designs  of  the  transmission  stage,  all  these  points  are  kept  lq 
yiew. 
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[Mr.  K.  P.  Padmanabha  Menon.] 


"With  regard  to  the  reason  why  two  Engineers  were  invited  to  give 
their  advice,  the  situation  can  be  explained  as  follows.  When  the  whole 
scheme  was  first  designed  and  details  worked  ont,  the  department  had 
one  or  two  special  problems  in  connection  with  the  head-works.  One 
was  with  regard  to  the  control  of  water  which  varies  from  a  minimum 
discharge  of  45,000  to  a  maximum  discharge  of  66,000.  The  design 
on  such  works  required  special  considerations  based  on  previous  ex. 
perience,  Had  the  design  not  been  fully  satisfied,  it  might  necessitate 
flooding  of  certain  important  valuable  lands  for  which  compensation 
would  have  been  excessive.  Moreover  the  place  where  the  water  is 
bein"  diverted  is  not  very  far  from  the  main  catchment  with  the  result 
that  during  every  outburst  of  min,  sand,  sediment  and  silt  is  washed 
and  the  course  of  the  river  being  precipitous  for  a  considerable  length, 
the  water  does  not  get  sufficient  space  to  settle  down  and  dispose  of 
the  settled  water  in  the  normal  course.  So  this  special  treatment  of 
sedimentation  was  another  problem  that  had  to  be  solved. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  •  Is  the  motion  pressed?

Sir,  no  lengthy  argument  is  needed  in  support  of  my  motion-  Sir, 
the  Willingdon  Water  Works  has  only  been  started  very  recently  and 
I  think  one  Supervising  Assistant  Engineer  would  be  enough.  A  very 
strong  case  has  to  be  made  out  if  one  more  Officer  as  Assistant  Super¬ 
intendent  is  required.  This  is  only  an  instance  of  the  ordinary  habit 
of  our  officers  to  ask  for  more  subordinates.  Ido  not  see  that  a  ease 
has  been  made  out  for  one  more  officer.  So  I  beg'  leave  to  make  this 
motion- 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( Kalkulctm.  I)  :  Sir,  I  support  the  motion.  As 
it  is,  the  post  has  been  recommended  as  a  tempoary  one.  In  doing  so, 
the  Water  Works  Engineer  ought  to  have  convinced  this  House  what 
additional  work  is  to  be  attended  to  by  the  temporary  Officer  and  the 
period  for  which  his  services  are  necessary.  Besides  what  the  mover 
has  told  the  House,  I  do  not  see  any  reason  for  approving  the  conduct 
of  the  heads  of  departments  without  saying  adequate  reasons  for  the 
appointment  of  an  additional  officer.  With  these  words,  I  support  the 
motion. 

VASTU  VIDYA  KUSALA  C.  BALAKRSSt.NA  RAO  (Water  Works  and 
Drainage  Engineer)  ;  Sir,  just  as  the  mover  said,  the  Willingdon 
Water  Works,  Trivandrum,  was  opened  in  1933,  in  the  first  stage  so 
that  it  is  now  two  years  since  it  has  been  in  operation  in  that  area,. 
The  total  area  of  the  water  supply  town  is  IX J  square  miles,  divided 
into  two  stages.  The  area  of  the  first  stage  is  square  miles;  and, 
for  these  square  miles,  we  had  the  one  Superintendent.  We  are 
now  at  the  second  stage,  which  also  covers  an  area  of  about  5  square  miles 
Early  in  the  next  year,  2  to  3  square  miles  of  the  second  stage  will  be 
brought  into  service ;  and  in  about  the  middle  of  the  year,  the  remain¬ 
ing  portion  also  will  come  under  service.  Therefore,  if  we  do  not 
appoint  an  Assistant  Superintendent,  the  present  Superintendent  will 
have  to  look  after  double  the  area  that  he  has  been  looking  after  till 

Sir,  the  Superintendent  has  to  look  after  the  purification  of  water 
and  the  maintenance  and  annual  repairs.  It  is  his  function  also  to  ex- 
■  amine  and  give  house  connections  in  the  town.  I  may  give  some 
statistics  to  show  how  house  connection  work  in  Trivandrum  has  been 
increasing  from  day  to  day. 

We  first  took  up  house  connection  work  about  the  end  of  March 
1935.  Before  the  close  of  the  year  1 110,  we  had  about  400  applications. 
We  gave  282  connections  to  private  houses  and  60  connections  to  Gov¬ 
ernment  buildings,  together  amounting  to  346.  In  the  year  1111,  up 
to  the  end  of  Eclavam,  we  had  521  applications,  of  which  we  gave  con¬ 
nections  to  3G8  private  buildings  and  to  58  Government  buildings. 
That  works  up  to  426  connections  in  about  10  months  :  and  applications 
are  pouring  in,  in  large  numbers.  Sir,  we  have  to  give  these  connections 
not  only  to  enable  the  people  in  the  town  to  get  the  benefit  of  protected 
water  supply,  but  also  from  the  stand-point  of  our  own  revenue  and  of 
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MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Maodikcua)  :  How- many  applications 
ace  now  pending  ? 

VASTU  ViDYA  KUSALA  C.  BALAKRiSHNA  RAO  ( Water  Works  a%c l 
Drainage  Engineer) :  About  120. 

When  the  service  in  the  second  stage  commences,  we  expect  a 
large  number  of  applications'  from  that  area  also.  There  are  very 
decent  buildings  there,  and  some  of  the  people  there  have  already  begun 
to  press  me  to  give  them  water  connection  even  before  water  is  turned 
on  into  the  street  pipes. 

MR.  I!.  R.  ELENKATH  (Ealkulam  I)  :  May  I  know  the  approximate 
period  for  which  this  temporary  Superintendent  may  be  required? 

VASTU  VIOYA  KUSALA  C.  BALAKRISHNA  RAO  (Water  Works  u  d 
Drainage  Engineer)  ;  It  is  very  difficult  to  state  the  period  .  because  it 
all  depends  on  how  applications  come  in  for  house  connection-  If  there 
are  many  of  them,  the  Assistant  Superintendent  may  have  to  be  conti¬ 
nued  ;  if  the  house  connections  ceases,  he  also  goes. 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( Kalkulain  I)  :  So,  is  it  for  only  house 
connection  work  that  the  member  needs  one  more  temporary  Superin¬ 
tendent  ? 

VASTU  VIOYA  KUSALA  C.  BALAKRiSHNA  RAO  (Water  Werls  and 
Drainage  Engineer')  :  Not  only  for  that,  Sir  ,  I  shall  explain. 

House  connections  are  carried  on  under  what  is  called  the  personal 
deposit  account-  A  gentleman,  who  wants  to  take  water  connection  to 
his  house,  first  gets  an  estimate  prepared  by  a  plumber,  for  the  inside 
installation.  That  estimate  is  scrutinised  by  the  Superintendent,  parti¬ 
cularly  with  regard  to  the  sizes  of  the  pipe  used  in  relation  to  the 
pressure  in  the  street  main.  Sir,  it  was  with  a  good  deal  of  difficulty 
that  we  built  up  the  present  pressure  for  our  water  supply,  and  we  do 
not  want  that  pressure  to  be  frittered  away  by  private  people  using 
pipes  of  the  wrong  size.  Sir,  that  is  a  very  important  matter  ;  and  it 
is  the  Superintendent  that  has  to  scrutinise  it.  This  takes  a  lot  of  time. 

Then,  we  have  to  prepare  the  connection  estimate,  viz.,  the  esti¬ 
mate  for  connecting  the  street  main  with  the  meter  inside  the  house. 
A.nd  then  we  collect  the  estimated  cost  from  the  applicants.  The  work 
is  carried  out,  and  immediately  the  accounts  are  settled  ;  and  if  the 
Department  owes  any  money  to  the  party,  such  amount  is  immediately 
refunded  to  him  ;  if,  on  the  other  hand,  more  money  is  duo  from  the 
party,  we  callect  it  immediately. 

It  is  the  subordinates  that  take  the  measurements  of  works  done. 
Every  one  of  these  measurements  has  got  to  be  checked  by  the  Super¬ 
intendent.  I  know,  Sir,  that  the  present  Superintendent  is  working 
from  7  a.  m.  to  8  p.  m.,  everyday,  with  an  interval  cf  2  hours  in  the 
afternoon.  Still,  complaints  have  come  in  that  house  connections  are 
not  being  given  as  quickly  as  people  would  wish. 

Further,  ai  I  have  already  stated  the  Superintendent  is  also  re* 
sponsible  for  the  purification  of  the  water.

MR.  A.  THANU  PiLLAi  (Trionndru  « — Itnral)  :  In  the  second  stage  ? 
VASTU  VIDYA  KUSALA  C.  BALAKRISHNA  RAO  (Water  Wanks  and 
Drainage  Engineer) :  41  miles  of  street  mains. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PiLLAi  (Trivandiun-lluraA)  :  Bow  much  of  it  has 
been  finished  already  ? 

VASTU  VIDYA  KUSALA  C.  BALAKRISHNA  RAQ  (Wafer  Wi-rU  and 
Draftings  Engineer) :  About  24  miles. 

Sir,  Trivandrum  Water  sapply  scheme  being  new,  we  require 
increased  staff  for  the  first  few  years  ;  because,  it  is  in  this  period  that 
there  is  a  rush  for  house  connection.  I  got  some  figures  from  Benares 
about  the  house  connections  there.  They  are  doing  only  238  connect¬ 
ions  in  a  year,  whereas  we  give  about  700. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PiLLAi.  (Trivandrum- Rural)  ■  In  view  of  what  tb* 
official  member  has  stated,  I  beg  leave  to  withdraw  the  motion. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASSN  (Mave'ikara)  :  Should  we  not  be 
allowed  to  hear  the  official  member  in  full '?  Why  should  we  be  deprived 
of  that  right  merely  because  one  member  is  satisfied  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  think  there  is  considerable  force  in  that. 

VASTU  VIDYA  KUSALA  C.  BALAKRISHNA  RAO  0 letter  Works  and 
Drainage  engineer)  :  Sir,  there  is  another  very  important  function  oi 
the  officers  in  charge  of  house  connection.  The  plumber  does  the 
work  under  an  agreement  with  the  owner  of  the  house  ;  and  he  stops 
at  the  meter  inside  the  house.  We  do  the  work  of  connecting  the 
street  m iin  with  the  installation  inside  the  house.  The  whole  pipe 
system  has  got  to  be  thoroughly  tested  under  the  specified  pressure. 
One  leaky  joint  or  defective  fitting  anywhere,  inside  the  house,  means 
waste  of  water  which  means  loss  of  money  to  the  private  party  in  the 
house  and  loss  to  us  since  the  water  so  wasted  could  have  been  avai¬ 
lable,  if  the  waste  were  prevented,  to  other  consumers.

Sir,  on  a  reference  to  page  27  of  the  budget,  I  find  that  the  provi¬ 
sion  of  Es.  4,332  is  composed  of  three  items,  viz.,  Es.  2,820,  Rs  1,080 
andEs.  432.  My  point  is  that  this  new  Water  Works  Division  in  not 
necessary  for  the  Willingdon  Water  Works.  So  for  as  I  have  been 
able  to  see,  the  amounts  provided  for  the  Trivandrum  Water  Works  for 
next  year  are  given  in  Appendix  VIII.  These  are  the  items  of  work 
to  be  attended  to: 


■l(l)  Th'i  settling  of  liabilities  on  the  first  stage  of  the  Willingdou  Water  Worts 
. .  Rs.  50,000.” 


That  certainly,  cannot  involve  any  very  heavy  work.

All  these  together,  involve  an  expenditure  of  Es.  4,31,000.  Of 
these,  Es.  40,000  may  be  left  to  the  general  P.  W-  D.  The  settlement 
of  liabilities  of  the  first  stags  is  also  not  important  enough  for  the  cre¬ 
ation  of  a  new  division.  Then,  there  is  the  provision  of  Rs.  3  lakhs  for 
the  extension  of  the  street  mains ,  I  am  sure  the  major  portion  of  it  is  in¬ 
tended  for  the  purchase  of  the  pipes,  so  that  much  work  is  not  iuvolved 
in  that  allotment. 


On  the  whole,  Sir,  Ido  not  think  that  the  additional  work  involved 
justifies  the  creation  of  anew  Division.  There  is  an  Assistant  Engineer, 
There  is  also  a  Drainage  Engineer.  Why  a  new  division  should  be 
created,  I  cannot  see.  It  may  be  argued  that,  when  work  in  connection 
with  the  Nagercoil  Water  Supply  Scheme  is  commenced,  that  will  also 
be  tacked  to  this  new  Division.  First  of  all,  it  is  very  doubtful  whether 
the  Nagercoil  scheme  is  going  to  mature.  The  budget  provides  Es  5 
lakhs  for  the  scheme  for  next  year.  Therefore,  I  should  think  that  a 
resident  Engineer  at  Nagercoil  itself  will  be  necessary  for  the  work. 
A  Division  Officer  at  Trivandrum  can  exercise  only  as  much  control, 
over  works  at  Nagercoil,  as  the  Water  Works  Engineer  himself. 

Therefore.  Sir,  on  the  whole,  I  should  think  that  there  is  no  neces¬ 
sity  to  create  a  separate  Division.  There  is  also  the  proposal  to  create 
a  separate  Division  for  drainage  works,  and  another  Division  Officer 
for  the  Alleppey  and  Shencottah.  Water  Supply  Schemes. 
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Now,  Sir,  if  it  is  found  necessary  to  place  the  control  of  these  works 
under  a  separate  Division  Officer,  I  should  suggest  that,  in  case  the 
Trivandrum  Drainage  Works  are  to  be  placed  under  a  Division  Officer, 
this  may  also  be  placed  under  him.  Anyhow,  there  is  absolutely  no 
justification  for  creating  a  separate  division  for  the  Trivandrum  Willing- 
don  Water  Works  and  the  Nagercoil  Waterworks.  Hence,  I  move 
my  motion. 

VASTU  VIDYA  KUSALA  C.  BALAKR1SHNA  RAO  (Water  Worts  and 
Drainage  Engineer)  :  Sir,  the  motion  for  reduction  is  under¬ 
working  Expenses  and  not  under  Capital  Works.  So  I  shall 
confine  my  reply  to  the  provision  under  the  Working  Expenses.  The 
sum  of  Rs.  4,332  mentioned  in  the  motion  consists  of  three  items  of 
Rs.  ‘2,820,  Rs.  1,080  and  Rs.  482.  These  are  items  representing  the 
pay  of  certain  staff.  If  a  reference  were  made  to  page  27  of  the 
sanctioned  budget  for  1111,  it  will  be  found  that  that  staff  is  an  exist¬ 
ing  staff.  It  is  not  a  staff  that  is  newly  proposed  in  the  budget  for 
the  next  year.  The  only  addition  to  that  staff  is  one  typist.  In  the 
foot-note,  it  is  mentioned  that  the  permanent  staff  is  proposed  to  be 
transferred  to  the  Division  Office  to  be  created  in  1112.  Well,  Sir, 
this  staff  consists  of  a  store-keeper,  a  store-clerk,  telephone  operators, 
two  peons,  two  store  Iascars,  and  two  store-watchers.  These  are 
people  debited  to  working  expenses  to  carry  out  the  work  in  connection 
with  the  working  expenses.  Heitherto  they  were  working  under  the 
Water  Works  Division  Officer  who  is  the  Division  Officer  for  the  entire 
department  now.  N  ext  year  we  propose  to  transfer  this  staff  to  the 
proposed  division  which  has  to  be  created,  not  because  of  these  work¬ 
ing  expenses  solely  but  because  of  the  bigger  project  we  have  got  to 
handle  in  addition  to  the  balance  of  work  on  the  Willingdon  Water 
Works  Project  which  we  have  got  to  do  next  year.  There  is  another 
item  in  the  last  year’s  budget.  When  the  Water  Works  Department 
was  separated  from  the  Public  Works  Department,  one  clerk,  one 
draftsman  and  one  tracer  were  transferred  from  the  Chief  Engineer’s 
Office  to  the  Water  Works  Department.  They  are  intended  for  doing 
the  work  in  the  Division  Office  consequent  upon  the  Working  Ex¬ 
penses,  I  shall  explain.  Connections  have  got  to  be  given  to 
the  Government  buildings.  The  estimates  for  the  water  supply 
installation  to  the  Government  buildings  will  contain  not  only  the  in¬ 
stallation  proper  but  also  the  connection.  These  have  got  to  be  check¬ 
ed  in  the  Division  Office  before  they  are  submitted  for  sanction,  That 
is  why  a  draftsman  and  a  tracer  are  already  provided  for.  A  clerk 
is  already  there  to  look  to  the  consequent  correspondence  work. 
Therefore  this  sum  of  Rs.  4,812  is  not  altogether  for  a  new  staff  that 
is  proposed  for  1112.  It  is  for  the  existing  staff  which  has  been 
working  all  along,  the  only  addition  being  a  typist  on  Rs.  25-40. 

The  mover  mentioned  that  he  did  not  see  the  necessity  for  creat¬ 
ing  a  Divieion  Office, — I  am  now  going  on  to  the  capital  side  of  it  and 
he  suggested  that,  if  a  Division  Officer  of  statue  is  required  for  looking 
YoL  vm.  No.  6, 
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after  these  new  water  supply  works,  one  officer  can  look  after  the  water 
supply  works  for  Alleppey,  Sheneotta  and  other  places.  I  will  come 
later  to  that.  Bor  the  present,  the  Division  Officer,  Trivandrum,-  we 
will  not  call  him  the  Division  Officer  for  Wiliingdon  Water  Works  or 
Nagercojl  Water  Works-h»s  got  to  handle  the  following  grants  : —

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  {Mavelikara )  :  Will  all  the  works  be 
properly  executed  because  there  is  only  one? 

VASTU  V1DYA  KUSALA  C.  BALAKR1SHNA  RAQ  ( Water  Works  and 
Drainage  Engineer  )  :  We  hope  to  do  it  by  over-working 
Ourselves, 

In  connection  with  these  projects,  one  point  I  would  like  to  men¬ 
tion  is  that  it  is  real  economy  in  my  opinion  to  see  that  the  project  is 
completed  in  the  quickest  time  possible  so  that  we  can  save  on  the 
interest  during  the  construction  period.  At  the  same  time,  these  pro¬ 
jects  being  projects  of  a  utilitarian  or  humanitarian  nature,  it  is  desira¬ 
ble  to  give  the  benefit  to  the  people  concerned  as  quickly  as  possible. 
If  the  Department  is  to  carry  out  the  Project  construction  expedi¬ 
tiously,  it  should  be  given  the  assistance  of  an  adequate  staff.  In 
regard  to  water  works  structures,  if  a  leak  should  start  either  in  a.  pipe 
joint,  or  anywhere  else,  the  money  spent  is  lost.  The  authorities  who 
finance  the  scheme  lose  their  money  and  the  Engineer  who  is  in 
charge  of  the  structures  loses  his  reputation.  So,  close  supervision  is 
necessary  in  construction  and  the  staff  should  be  adequate  to  ensure  it, 

Ms,  PUTHUPALLI  S,  KRISHNA  PILLAl  {Quilon  II)  :  Is  it  in  any  way 
more  dangerous  than  electricity  ? 

VASTU  VtfrYA  KUSALA  C.  BALAKRISHWA  RAO  {Water  Works  and 
Drainage ■  Engineer  > :  Electricity  may  kill,  but  water  supply 
will  kill  us  in  the  shape  of  the  money  we  .  spent  on  it.  It  may 
drown  the.  people  as  a  matter  of  fact.  Supposing  my  high  level  reser¬ 
voir  on  the  Observatory  hill  should  break,  I  suppose  it  will  flood  a 
fairly  large  part  of  Trivaudrum.  So,  great  care  has  got 'to  be. bestow¬ 
ed  on  the  supervision  of  the  construction  of  the,  structures. 

MR.  A;  THANU  PILLA!  {Trivandrum- Burcd)  :  "May  I  know  how 
many 'Officers  were  employed  for  laying  the  68  miles  of  pipe  for  the 
Trivandrum  Water  Supply  ?  ...... 
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VASTU  VlDYA  KUSALA  C.  BALA4RISHNA  RAO  (Water  Works  and 
Drainage  Engineer) :  Sir,  there  was  one  Executive  Engineer 
and  that  was  myself.  I  had  two  Assistant  Engineers  and  a  number 
oi  Supervisors. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAl  ( Trivandrum — liural ):  May  I  know  their 
number  ? 

VASTU  VlDYA  KUSALA  C.  BALAKRISKNA  RAO  (Water  Works  and 
Drainage  Engineer  \  At  that  time,  we  had  eight. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAl  (Trioandrum —  Dural):  Sir,  ami  to  under¬ 
stand  that  all  these  people  were  employed  in  pipe-laying  at  that  time 
in  the  town  ? 

VASTU  VlDYA  KUSALA  C.  BALAKRISHNA  RAO  ( Water  Works  and 
rainage  Engineer  :  Sir,  I  will  not  be  right  in  saying  that  all 
those  officers  were  emp  Joyed  solely  in  pipe-laying  in  the  Town. 
They  were  engaged  on  the  various  parts  of  the  scheme  which  con¬ 
stituted  the  first  stage  of  the  Willingdon  Water  Works.  In  the  execu¬ 
tion  of  these  projects,  it  has  been  my  experience  that  every  day  some 
professional  problem  or  other  crops  up  and  the  Assistant  Engineer  goes 
to  the  Executive  Engineer  for  solution.  Unless  there  is  the  Executive 
Engineer  on  the  spot  for  consultation,  the  progress  of  the  work  will  be 
held  up.  By  holding  back  the  progress,  not  only  is  the  completion  of 
the  work  delayed  but  we  get  into  difficulties  with  the  contractors. 

As  regards  the  remark  that  the  staff  is  too  big  and  that  a  separate 
division  for  the  Trivandrum  Willingdon  Water  Works  and  the  Nager- 
coil  Water  Works  is  not  required,  I  may  just  compare  the  percentage 
of  the  establishment  charges  that  are  actually  incurred  in  some  depart¬ 
ments  here  and  elsewhere.  The  Travancore  Public  Works  Depart¬ 
ment  charges  14'8  per  cent.  In  the  Electrical  Department,  in  1108, 
it  was  19'1  per  cent,  in  1109,  it  was  12  per  cent,  and  in  1110  ;it  was 
6'4  per  cent,  on  account  of  the  very  high  grant.  In  Madras,  the 
Public  Works  Department  charges  somewhere  about  23  per  cent. 
The  Madras  Public  Works  Department  Account  Code,  which  lays 
down  the  rules' in  regard  to  the  establishment  charges  for  Water  Sup¬ 
ply  and  Drainage  Schemes,  allows  between  13-J  and  14  per  cent,  for 
establishment  charges.  In  the  Mettur  Project ,  it  was  estimated  at  9£ 
per  cent.  But,  taking  all  my  staff  for  the  whole  Department  into  con¬ 
sideration,  the  percentage  works  out  at  9.  And  I  do  not  think  I  have 
asked  for  a  staff  which  is  unduly  costly  or  large. 

Mr.  a.  THANU  PILLAl  (Trimmlrum^Iiural)  :  Sir,  in  spite  of  what 
>  the  Government  member  has  stated,  I  am  not  satisfied  that  a  separate 
division  for  the  Willingdon  Water  Works  under  the  existing  conditions, 
is  necessary.  As  I  suggest odi  there  will  be  an  Engineer  in  charge  of 
the  work  at  Nagercoil.  It  is  only  control  that  has  got  to  be  exercised 
over  him  and  this  can  be  done  practically  from  Trivandrum  ^  by  the 
Chief  Engineer  or  as  I  said  by  the  Divisional  Officer  who  will  be  in 
charge  of  the  Trivandrum  Drainage  Works.  I  therefore  feel  uncon¬ 
vinced  in  regard  to  the  necessity  for  this  division  and  I  press  my 
motion.

MR.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAI  (Kottarakam)  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move  the 
following  motion — 

“To  reduce  the  allotment  of  lis.  97,080  for  working  Expenses  by 
Be.  1." 

My  object  in  moving  this  motion  is  to  point  out  that  the  Govern- 
ment  is  not  bestowing  any  attention  to  provide  good  drmking  water  to 
the  inhabitants  of  the  rural  parts  in  the  State.  Sir,  I  do  not  object  to 
Government  spending  money  for  providing  amenities  for  the  towns. 
Bat  I  stroll <ily  object  the  policy  of  Government  in  spending  the 
public  revenues  for  the,  people  of  the  towns  alone. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  A  discussion  of  the  general  policy  under 
this  motion  means  a  discussion  of  the  general  policy  underlying  this 
particular  grant  and  not  the  general  policy  of  the  whole  Government. 

MR.  A,  EASWARA  PILLAI  \i\oitarak  ::.ra)  :  Sir,  there  is  a  municipality 
in  Trivandrum  and  supply  of  water  to  towns  is  an  obligatory  function 
of  the  Municipalities.  They  must  find  the  necessary  funds  for  supply¬ 
ing  good  drinking  water  to  the  towns. 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  {Kn.  ton  lam.  I):  Sir,  I  rise  to  a  point  of 
order.  The  provision  of  water  supply,  construction  of  wells  and  all 
that  is  made  in  the  budget  under  P.  W.  T>.  which  has  already  been 
dealt  with.  This  only  deals  with  the  water  supply  scheme  as  it  relates 
to  Trivandrum,  Alleppey,  Nagercoil  and  Shencotta.  I  doubt  whether 
the  motion  for  rural  wells  and  other  things  could  be  discussed  under 
this  Demand. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Does  the  member  think  that  he  will  add 
more  weight  to  my  observation  made  already  V 

MR.  I!.  R.  ELENKATH  ( Ealkulom  1 )  :  Sir,  I  want  a  ruling  whether 
this  can  be  discussed  at  all  under  this  Demand. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  My  words  were  calculated  to  remind 
Mr.  Easwara  Pillai  the  limited  sphere  in  which  he  has  to  talk. 

PJlR.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAI  (Koltarakara)  :  Sir,  my  objection  to  this 
demand  is  that  the  public  revenue  should  not  be  utilised  for  providing 
water  for  the  Trivandrum-  town  alone.  That  is  the  obligatory  function 
of  the  Municipality.  The  Municipality  must  borrow  money  or  levy 
additional  tax  for  providing  good  drinking  water.  My  object  in 
moving  this  motion  is  to  protest  against  the  policy  of  Government, 
spending  large  amounts  in  towns,  to  Bpoon  feed  municipalities  and  to 
stress  the  necessity  of  distributing  the  public  revenue,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  whole  State. 

MR  P.  C.  KUR1YAN  {Kottayam  I) :  Sir,  I  support  the  motion.  In 
doing  so,  I  wish  to  point  out  the  necessity  for  carrying  out  water  works 
in  an  important  town  like  Kottayam.  I  shall  finish  my  Speech  in  two 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  But  if  the  sentences  are  not  relevant,  it 
does  qot  matter  whether  they  are  two  or  twenty. 
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Mr.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  (Kottayam  I)  :  Sir,  during  the  summer  not  » 
drop  of  wrier  is  available  in  Kottayam. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  sympathise  with  Kottayam,  but  not  with 
the  member's  present  attitude. 

MR.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  ( Kottayam  I)  :  If  I  am  able  to  attract  the 
sympathy  of  Government,  I  am  satisfied.  The  rivers  and  canals  all 
become  saltish  by  the  inflow  of  salt  water.  I  request  the  Water  Works 
Engineer  at  least  to  investigate  if  there  is  a  possibility  of  supplying 
water  to  the  towns. 

Mi.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Ghira-yinkH  II) :  Sir,  I  support  the 
motion.  In  doing  so,  I  wish  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  House  to  the 
scarcity  of  good  drinking  water  in  the  coastal  pakuthics  of  the  Chira- 
yinkil  taluk. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  Whether  it  is  Chirayinkil,  Nedmnangad  or 
Kottayam,  the  principle  is  the  same.  I  pointed  out  to  Mr.  Easwara 
PiUai  that  he  should  confine  his  remarks  within  a  certain  sphere.  This 
motion  relates  to  water  supply  in  Trivandrum.  Whether  the  allotment 
should  be  granted  or  not  is  one  matter,  and  whether  water  supply 
should  be  made  to  the  other  parts  of  Travancore  is  entirely  a  different 
matter.  I  think  I  can  count  upon  the  courtesy  of  the  members  when 
I  request  thorn  not  to  elaborate  on  the  latter  .point.  If  members 
repeatedly  advance  the  same  argument,  it  will  be  putting  the  Chair  into 
a  position  from  which  the  Chair  will  have  to  use  its  powers- 

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI:  (Chirayinkil  11) :  Sir,  I  want  to 
submit  one  word.  If  at  all  Government  undertake  to  provide  good 
drinking  water,  the  Government  must  have  a  comprehensive  scheme 
so  that,  in  the  execution  of  that  scheme,  all  the  parts  of  the  State  where 
there  is  no  good  drinking  water  will  be  benefited.  I  submit  that 
the  Government  have  not  investigated  the  problem  of  supplying  good 
drinking  water  in  various  parts  of  the  State.  In  1109,  the  Public 
Health  Director  was  appointed  to  investigate  the  'problem  of  providing 
drinking  water  for  the  taluks  of  Kartikapalli,  Shencotta  and  some  other 
places.  But  the  scarcity  of  good  drinking  water  in  some  of  the 
coastal  pakuthiesZoi  Chirayinkil— 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Yon  have  come  back  to  the  same  subject 
I  must  prevent  your  making  further  remarks  on  that  subject. 

MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (GhiravinlM  II):  The  problem  of 
providing  good  drinking  water  to  the  taluk  of  Chirayinkil  has  been 
disregarded  altogether.  In  that  view,  Ijsupport  this  motion. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  It  is  my  painful  duty  to  call  the  attention 
of  the  House  to  a  certain  aspect  of  the  matter,  namely,  that  in  spite  of 
observations  made  from  time  to  time  that  there  is  very  little  value  in 
repeating  arguments  especially  when  they  are  irrelevant,— it  is  my 
painful  duty  to  see  member  after  member  advancing  the  same  argu¬ 
ment. 

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Chirayinkil  II):  Sir,  one  word  of 
explanation, 
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DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  No  explanation  is  necessary.

RAO  SAHIB  S.  PARAMESVARA  AlYAR  (.Vo  „»\ah  <l)  :  Sir,  I  oppose 
this  motion.  Trivandrum  is  the  capital  city  of  Travaueoro  and  in 
every  State,  the  capital  city  receives  special  consideration. 

MR,  K.  P.  KRISHNA  MEillON  (Pn.-ur) :  Should  there  be  special 
consideration  even  in  the  matter  of  drinking  water  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  S  PARAMESWARA  AlYAR  (Num'ruUed- :  Yes.  The 
amenities  of  the  capital  are  shared  by  all  those  who  come  to  Trivan¬ 
drum.  It  is  an  onerous  expenditure,  which  must  be  contributed  by  all 
alike.  That  is  an  expression  well-known  in  public  finance.  I  sym¬ 
pathise  with  those  members  who  speak  for  their  respective  constituen¬ 
cies.  While  they  press  their  needs,  they  should  not  question  the 
propriety  of  the  cap'tal  being  supplied  with  good  drinking  water.  If 
they  want  their  needs  to  be  satisfied  they  can  bring  forward  cut  motions 
under  the  Public  Health  Department  for  the  expenditure  of  a  larger 
amount  of  money  on  wells  etc.,  in  the  different  parts  of  the  State. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMQDARAN  ASAN  {Vavelikrra)  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  support 
the  motion.  In  1111,  the  estimated  receipt  under  Water  Works  was 
3s.  1,09,000  and  expenditure  was  Ss.  90’, 080  resulting  in  a  net  receipt 
of  Bs.  17,000  and  odd.  Bat  in  the  revised  estimate,  the  gross  receipt 
is  3s.  70,000  and  the  working  expenses  is  3s  69  000  resulting  in  a 
balance  of  Bs.  I, OJ).  In  the  Budget  Bstimitj  for  1112,  the  net  profit 
is  estimated  to  be  3s-  16,000  and  odd-  So  even  though  in  1111  the 
Water  Works  Engineer  expected  to  have  a  net  profit  of  about 
Bs.  18;000,  it  was  reduced  to  Es.  1,000.  The  estimate  is  clearly  in¬ 
correct. 

MR.  PilTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  U) :  How  much  was 
saved  ? 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMOBARAN  ASAN  ( Ilamhkara ) :  Es.  1,000. 

He  erred  in  his  calculations  last  year.  Unless  he  has  improved  to 
a  considerable  extent  in  his  calculations  this  year,  the  income  will 
necessarily  go  down.  We  have*  invested  about  3s.  00  lakhs  upon  these 
water*  works  and  it  is  absolutely  necessu-y  to  see  that  the  working 
expenses  are  brought  down  to  as  low  a  figure  as  possible  consistent 
with  efficiency.  I  do  not  say  that  'efficiency  should  suffer.  So  we 
should  not  attempt  to  indiscriminately  cut  down  expenses  because  it 
will  be  bad  economy.  But  in  view  of  the  fact  that  so  much  money  has 
been  spent  upon  the  Water  Works  here,  and  in  View  of  the  fact  that  the- 
expected  income  has  not  been  obtained,  it  is  only  proper  that  we  sea 
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that  the  working  expenses  are  reduced  as  far  as  possible.  I  feel  that 
it  is  too  much  to  spend  Es.  90,000  on  working  expenses.  On  that 
ground,.!  support  the  motion. 

MR.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADVIANABHA  MENON  (Sheriala  II)  :  Sir,  I  support 
the  motion.  I  cannot  understand  why  so  much  money  is  being  spent 
for  Trivandrum.  My  friend  Mr.  Paramesvara  Aiyav  said  that,  being 
the  capital,  additional  amenities  must  be  provided  here,  and  that  all 
the  citizens  of  the  State  should  glory  in  the  fact  that  they  are  to  share 
in  the  amenities  given  to  them  in  the  capital.  In  a  certain  sense,  it  is 
true.  But,  surely,  there  is  a  limit  to  everything.  We  have  stood  aside 
and  waited  till  yon  spend  Its.  60  lakhs  even  then  you  want  more  money 
for  the  capital,  while  other  parts  of  the  State  are.pratically  without  any 
water,  or  with  water  which  is  absolutely  useless  even  for  touching, 
much  less  for  using.  The  present  Water  Works  Engineer,  as  if  by  a 
magic  wand,  produced  very  fine  water  in  Alleppey  the  other  day.  Some 
of  us  went  and  saw  the  work  that  is  going  on.  It  is  very  fine  water 
which  is  obtained  from  below  250  feet. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  What  has  the  Alleppey  water  to  do  with  the 
Trivandrum  Water  Works  ? 

MR.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  ( Skertala  II)  :  Sir,  both 
from  part  of  a  costly  scheme  and  the  persons  in  charge  should  provide 
good  water  for  Shertala,  and  other  places. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  have  ruled  on  that. 

MS.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADVIANABHA  MENON  (Shertala  II) :  While 
spending  Rs.  60  lakhs  for  Trivandrum,  some  money  should  be  utilised 
for  providing  water  in  other  parts  of  the  State  as  well.  I  want  to 
impress  on  the  Government  that  rural  parts  especially  the  coastal 
regions  have  a  first  claim,  on  the  exchequer  of  the  State  for  providing- 
good  water, 

VA.STU  V1DYA  KUSALA  C.  BALAKR1SHNA  RAO  (Water  Works  mid 
Drainage  Engineer) :  Sir,  this  motion  again  is  under  “working 
expenses’’.  The  Water  Works  have  come  into  existence  and  water- 
supply  has  been  going  on.  Necessarily,  therefore,  there  must  be 
working  expanses-  As  the  Chair  has  ruled  out  of  order  references  to 
water  supply  to  areas  other  than  Trivandrum,  I  will  not  make  any 
observations  on  those  points. 

One  member  referred  to  the  original  budgeted  revenue.  It  is 
true  that  the  original  estimate  was  Rs.  1,09,000  while  the  revised' 
estimate  is  Rs  70,000.  The  original  budgeted  expenditure  was  about 
Es.  91,000  while  the  revised  estimate  for  1111  Es.  69,000.  He  thereby 
drew  the  conclusion  that  the  estimate  was  faulty.  I  can  very  easily 
explain  the  reduction  in  expenditure.  Certain  appointments,  such  as 
those  of  meter  readers,  that  we  intended  to  make,  were  not  made 
during, the  5 ear,  and  naturally  savings  under  Establishment  accrued. 
Under  working  expenses,  the  consumption  has  not  risen  up  to  the 
expected,  limit.  Therefore,  there  is  bound  to  be  a  saving  on  account  of 
chemicals  and  pumping  charges.  That  accounts  for  the  reduced 
allotment  for  expenditure  in  the  revised  estimate,

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  Has  efficiency  suffered 
owing  to  the  non-appointment  of  the  staff  provided  for  ? 

VASTU  VIDYA  KUSALA  C.  BALAKRISHNA  RAO  ( Water  Works  and 
Drainage  Engineer) :  I  cannot  say  that  efficiency  has  suffered.  We 
got  through  that  work  by  other  agencies,  that  is  to  say,  through  Work 
Establishment  members. 

The  work  which  ought  to  have  been  done  by  the  meter  readers, 
was  not  allowed  to  remain  at  a  standstill. 

As  regards  the  receipt  item,  Sir,  the  Municipality  has  to  contribute 
a  lakh  of  rupees  for  this  purpose.  I  am  at  present  not  in  a  position  to 
explain  how  that  figure  Bs.  70,000  happened  to  come  in  in  the  printed 
Budget.  At  the  least,  the  revenue  ought  to  be  Ks.  1  lakh. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  May  I  know  whether 
the  Water  Works  Engineer  has  submitted  any  figures  for  this  purpose 
for  1111? 

VASTU  VIDYA  KUSALA  C.  BALAKRISHNA  RAO  {Water  Works  and 
Drainage  Engineer) :  Yes. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  Does  the  member 
now  say  that  Bs.  70,000  doss  not  agree  with  the  figure  that  was  given 
by  him  ? 

VASTU  VIDYA  KUSALA  C.  BALAKRISHNA  RAO  (Water  Works  and 
Drainage  Engineer ):  At  present,  I  am  not  in  a  position  to  explain 
that. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  way  in  which  Government  got  (his 
figure  from  the  departmental  head  is  not  a  point  for  this  House  to 
consider  at  this  stage.  I  am  saying  this,  because  itwil  lead  to  unneces¬ 
sary  discussion.  We  should  take  the  Government  figures  as  such.  I 
have  been  pointing  out  from  time  to  time  that  the  official  member  re. 
presents  Government.  Whether  the  Head  of  a  Department  submits  a 
scheme  for  expenditure,  or  not  that  is  a  matter  in  which  details  need 
not  be  placed  before  the  House,  particularly  the  way  how  the  Govern¬ 
ment  arrived  at  these  figures  That  will  lead  to  great  difficulties  in 
the  future. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Qnilonl )  :  If  a  mistake  is  found 
and  if  the  Financial  Secretary  says  that  he  relies  upon  the  information 
supplied  by  the  departmental  head  and  that  he  is  not  responsible  for 
any  discrepancy  in  figures,  on  whom  can  this  House  fix  the  responsi¬ 
bility  ?  Whom  could  we  found  fault  with  ?  From  whom  can  we  get 
the  correct  figures  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  appreciate  all  these  and  that  is  the  reason 
why  I  did  not  raise  any  objection  to  Mr.  Asan  pointing  out.  the  defeot. 
To  ask  for  elaborate  explanations  as  to  whether  the  departmental  head 
submitted  this  figure  or  that  figure,  that  will  lead  us  to  difficulties.  I 
think  Mr.  Knnjukrishna  Pillai  and  the  House  for  that  matter  will  note 
that  I  allowed  Mr.  Asan  to  point  out  the  discrepancy  and  there  it  must 
stop. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara):  May  I  know  from  the 
Water  Works  Engineer  whether  the  Government  are  in  a  position  to 
say  how  this  Ks.  70,000  was  arrived  at  ? 
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.  VASTU  VIDYA  KUSALA  C.  BALAKRISHNA  RAO  ( Water  Works  and 
Drainage  Engineer) :  I  understand  this  one  lakh  must  be  contributed 
by  the  Municipality.  Subsequently  the  Government  may  have  thought 
that  the  whole  amount  may  not  bs  realised  from  the  Municipality. 
Therefore,  the  Government  might  have  estimated  the  figure  at 
Es.  70,000. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mcmelikara )  •.  What  is  it  that  stands 
in  the  way  of  Government  realising  the  whole  of  one  lakh  ? 

VASTU  VIDYA  KUSALA  C.  BALAKRISHNA  RAO  ( Water  Works  and 
Drainage  Engineer)  :  I  think  the  matter  is  now  under  correspondence 
with  the  Municipality. 

MR.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAI  ( Rottarakam ) :  Sir,  Mr.  Paramesvara 
Aiyar  said  that,  Trivandrum  being  the  metropolis,  the  people  should  be 
differently  treated.  I  don’t  quite  endorse  this  view. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  He  never  said  that  the  people  of  Trivandrum 
should  be  treated  differently.  All  that  he  said  was  that  Trivandrum, 
being  the  capital  city,  should  be  given  certain  amenities  irrespective  of 
the  volume  of  expenditure. 

MR.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAI  ( Kottarakam)  :  Then  my  friend  Mr. 
Elenkath  stated  that  I  am  bringing  to  the  notice  of  the  House  the 
requirements  of  the  people  of  my  constituency.  I  am  not  properly 
understood.  I  am  only  bringing  to  the  notice  of  the  House  the  re¬ 
quirements  of  the  people  in  rural  parts  in  regard  to  the  supply  of  good 
drinking  water.  The  Water  Works  Engineer  has  not  given  a  satis¬ 
factory  explanation  in  regard  to  the  supply  of  good  drinking  water  to 
the  much  needed  rural  population.  I  therefore  press  the  motion. 

The  motion  was  put  to  vote  and  lost. 

MR.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAI  ( Kottarakara ) :  I  demand  a  poll.

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (CMrayinktt  jl) :  If  my  motion  for 
reduction  is  carried,  the  other  items  need  not  be  moved. 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirlcar 
Vakil )  :  First  of  all,  I  would  point  out  that  it  will  be  convenient  for 
discussion  if  the  question  of  policy  is  discussed  on  this  motion.  That 
is  why  I  say  this  motion  should  be  taken  up. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Can  Mr.  Nilakanta  Pillai  tell  me  whether 
there  is  any  precedent  on  this  point. 

MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Gh.irayinkil  II)  :  Such  a  motion  has 
been  permitted  to  be  discussed  on  a  prior  occasion 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Memory  is  not  enough. 

WiR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  KQuilon  I)  :  Sir,  I  may  point  out 
even  this  morning  a  motion  for  reduction  was  given  precedence  to  g 
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token  motion  for  discussing  the  question  of  policy.  Though  the  object 
of  the  motion  is  given,  the  motion  as  such  is  a  specific  one  and  it  ought 
to  precede  a  token  motion. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  find  there  is  one  rule  which  says. — 

‘‘  No  motion  shall  be  made  for  the  reduction  of  a  grant  as  a  whole 
until  toll  the  motions  for  the  omission,  or  reduction  of  definite  items 
within  the  grant  have  been  discussed." 

But  that  is  somewhat  different  from  the  present  case.  The  view  expres' 
sed  by  the  Law  Member  has  one  merit.  It  appears  to  me  that,  if  the 
total  amount  under  a  demand  is  rejected,  it  will  be  impossible  to  take 
up  the  other  questions.  Under  the  law  there  are  authorities  according 
to  the  constitution  in  ' whom  are  vested  certain  powers.  In  case  the 
House  rejects  the  Demand  which  is  absolutely  necessary  for  the  carry¬ 
ing  on  of  the  work,  the  Government  may  have  to  devise  other  means. 
Therefore  it  will  be  to  the  interest  of  the  public  if  we  allow  the  token 
motion  to  be  discussed  first,  for  we  do  not  know  what  chance  Mr.  S. 
Nilakanta  Pillai’s  motion  will  have.  If  the  whole  thing  is  omitted, 
then  there  will  be  no  means  of  expressing  the  opinion  of  this  House 
on  the  matter  of  policy. 

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Chirayinhil  II)  :  A  word  of  personal 
explanation.  If  the  House  accepts  my  motion  for  omission - 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Only  if  it  accepts  ? 

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Chirayinhil  II) :  Yes.  If  the  House 
says  that  this  amount  need  not  be  spent,  then  where  is  the  necessity  for 
a  token  motion  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  is  exactly  what  I  was  trying  to  explain. 
I  was  thinking  of  certain  possibilities  in  certain  directions.  I  have 
tried  to  explain  what  was  in  my  mind.  I  have  heard  the  other  point 
of  view  and  I  have  also  heard  the  Law  Member  on  behalf  of  Govern¬ 
ment.  No  Hon’ble  member  has  placed  before  me  a  definite  ruling 
on  this  point. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  {Qidlon  1)  :  I  wish  to  place  a  definite 
precedent. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  asked  for  it  because  I  wanted  to  he  bene¬ 
fited  by  the  wisdom  of  the  members  of  this  House.  That  was  not  given 
to  me.  Therefore,  after  I  have  got  up  to  pronounce  upon  this  matter 
definitely,  I  am  sorry  I  am  not  able  to  entertain  that  view.SI  therefore 
am  of  opinion  that  the  token  motion  may  be  taken  up  first. 

MR.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  (Tirmalla  III)-.  Sir,  will  there  not 
be  conflict  of  rulings  by  the  President  ?  In  the  list  of  motions  in  res¬ 
pect  of  the  P.  W.  Department,  the  first  motion  was  for  the  total  re¬ 
duction  of  the  salary  of  the  Assistant  Engineer  and  the  second  motion 
Was  for  the  reduction  of  one  rupee  from  the  salary  of  the  same  officer 
to  discuss  the  policy.  The  motions  are  printed  according  to  the  orders 
passed  or  in  obedience  to  the  directions  made  by  the  President.  There 
the  first  motion  for  the  total  cut  was  discussed  first  and  the  token 
motion  taken  up  next. 
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DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  do  not  think  any  difficulty  can  arise  for;  as 
human  nature  is  constituted  differently,  there  will  be  difference  of 
views.  I  gave  sufficient  notice  to  the  House  that,  if  there  is  any  pre¬ 
cedent  it  may  be  placed  before  me.  I  remember  precedents.  But  no 
man  can  carry  all  the  precedents  in  his  head.  I  did  not  get  any 
other  view.  I  got  no  authority  and  I  consulted  some  of  the  members 
who  wanted  to  express  their  view*.  And  I  pronounced  this  ruling. 
That  ruling  must  stand  for  the  time  being,  and ;  if  later  on,  points  of 
view  are  put  before  the  Chair  they  will  be  considered. 

Motion  No.  108. 

The  following  motion  was  not  moved'as  themembenvas  absent :  - 

MR.  S.  Thiraviam  Nadar  : 

108.  To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Rs.  7,34,800  for  the  Trivandrum  Drainage  Scheme 
by  Re.  1. 

Motion  No.  109. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Rural)  ■  Sir,  I  beg  to  move 
the  following  motion 

To  reduce  the  allotm.ent  of  Rs.  7,84,800  for  the  Trivandrum  Drain¬ 
age  Scheme  by  Re.  1. 

It  was  answered  that  at  first  there  was  a  proposal  to  submit  the 
Drainage  Scheme  to  the  scrutiny  of  experts  and  subsequently  that 
idea  was  abandoned.  That  appears  to  be  a  vary  serious  matter.  We 
are  launching  on  a  schtme  which  would  cost  about  a  crore  of  rupees 
and,  so  far  as  I  am  able  to  understand,  the  work  of  investigation  and 
preparation  of  the  scheme  has  been  entrusted  to  a  very  junior  officer  of 
the  Department  who  has  not  any  considerable  experience  either  here 
or  elsewhere.  Have  we  got  in  this  State  any  officer  who  has  got  suffi¬ 
cient  experience  of  Drainage  work  ? 

Mr.  G.  NIL  AK  ANT  AN  ( Nominated ):  May  I  know  what  experience 
Mr.  Balakrishna  Rao  had  when  he  was  appointed  as  the  Water  Works 
Engineer  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  question  is  absolutely  unnecessary. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum — Rural)  ;  I  can  answer  that 
question,  Sir. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  No,  I  cannot  allow  that  question  to  be 
answered.  Mr.  Nilakantan  can  question  about  the  pyramids  of  Egypt 
with  equal  propriety.  Mr.  Balakrishna  Rao  is  not  in  possession  of  the 
House. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Rural )  :  Let  us  consider  the 
Water  Works  Department.  We  are  getting  very  good  water.  But 
can  any  body  assert  positively  that,  if  we  had  at  the  very  beginning  the 
services  of  an  officer  who  had  experience  in  Water  Works,  we  would 
not  have  got  the  same  kind  of  water  a.t  a  smaller  cost  ?  That  is  the 
question  I  put  to  the  House.  No  doubt  we  are  getting  good  water. 
We  must  appreciate  the  work  of  the  Water  Works  Engineer.  So  far 
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(is  I  can  see,  it  is  not  clear  that,  if  we  had  at  the  head  of  affairs  an 
Engineer  of  experience  in  that  line,  we  would  not  have  got  water  at  a 
smaller  cost.  Instead  of  Es.  60  lakhs,  probably  the  cost  would  have 
been  Es.  50  lakhs  and  the  result  would  have  been  equally  good.  Here 
we  are  embarking  upon  another  scheme.  In  that  scheme  at  least  it 
should  be  scrutinised  by  experts.  That  nobody  can  deny.  Whenever 
any  work  of  this  kind  lias  been  taken  by  Government,  they  always  sub¬ 
mitted  it  to  the  scrutiny  of  experts.  What  is  the  harm  in  doing  so  in 
this  case  also?  It  was  answered  yesterday  that  there  was  a  proposal 
at  first  to  do  so  and  subsequently  the  ilea  was  given  up,  I  think  it  is 
a  very  serious  matter  which  requires  explanation  as  to  why  the  idea 
once  entertained  was  given  up.  Is  it  because  the  matter  is  so  very 
ciear  without  the  scrutiny  of  an  expert  that  it  is  not  necessary  to  do  so 
or  is  it  because  of  the  fear  that  as  a  result  of  the  scrutiny  the  opinion 
of  the  expert  may  not  be  quite  favourable  to  the  scheme  itself  ?  I  do 
not  know  the  reason  why  they  do  not  do  so.  This  requires  an  expla¬ 
nation  and  I  would  suggest  that  the  scheme  be  really  referred  to  an 
expert  even  though  it  may  cost  us  some  amount.  Let  us  be  on  our 
guard  before  we  embark  on  a  scheme  like  this.  I  would  also  like 
to  know  from  the  official  member  in  a  general  way  as  to  what  is  pro¬ 
posed  to  be  done  with  this  amount,  how  the  scheme  is  to  be  worked, 
what  it  would  cost  to  the  people  ultimately  by  way  of  taxes,  and 
whether  the  Municipality  has  agreed  to  make  any  payment  on  this 
account.  I  should  like  to  be  enlightened  on  these  points.  With  these 
words.  I  move  the  motion  for  the  consideration  of  the  House. 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Kalhilam  I):  Sir,  I  wish  to  offer  a  few 
words  regarding  the  Drainage  Scheme  under  contemplation  as  the 
mover  has  put  it.  The  Water  Supply  Scheme  would  have  been  more 
profitably  undertaken,  if  it  had  been  done  under  expert  supervision.  I 
know  instances  where  pipes  have  been  laid  and  then  removed  and  the 
line  covered.  Once  or  twice  pipes  have  been  removed  in  certain  roads 
in  the  Trivandrum  town.  If  there  had  been  a  definite  plan  with  re¬ 
gard  to  the  Town  Planning  Scheme,  the  Water  Supply  Scheme  and 
the  Drainage  Scheme,  they  would  have  been  more  profitably  worked 
out.  In  all  civilized  towns  the  Water  Supply  and  Drainage  Schemes 
are  workc-d  hand  in  hand  and  it  will  also  very  much  help  to  lessen  the 
cost.  In  some  places  the  Water  Supply  pipes  go  above  that  of  the 
Drainage  Supply  pipes  That  means  a  large  amount  of  money  would 
have  been  saved  in  the  laying  of  the  pipes  and  also  in  the  compensation 
of  land.  Even  with  regard  to  the  choosing  of  lines  for  laying  of  Drain¬ 
age  pipes,  I  find  that  it  is  not  done  under  proper  supervision  and  to  the 
advantage  of  the  Government  and  the  people.  Those  who  are  in  charge 
of  this  work  are  generally  amenable  to  all  sorts  of  influence  and  in 
order  to  help  some  of  their  relations  by  some  amount  of  money  they 
divert  the  lines.  I  know  instances  in  Trivandrum  where  the  Drain cge 
line  if  taken  through  a  public  lane  would  cost  Government  much  less 
than  if  it  is  taken  through  the  proposed  line.  I  mean  the  Vanchiyoor 
line.  The  other  day  the  people  of  Vanchiyoor  observed  that  it  was  in 
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order  to  save  the  house  of  a  particular  relation  of  some  one  in  the 
Drainage  Department  that  they  were  diverting  the  line  through  a 
place  which  would  necessitate  the  demolition  of  a  number  of  buildings 
and  increase  the  cost  of  compensation.  Under  these  circumstances, 
the  officer  in  charge  of  the  Department  should  scrutinise  the  work. 
He  should  not  leave  things  to  be  looked  after  by  his  subordinates.  He 
should  directly  go  to  the  spot  himself  and  directly  attend  to  the  selec¬ 
tion  of  line  and  such  other  f.hiugs.  I  only  want  to  mention  this  for 
the  consideration  of  the  Home. 

Mr.  PUTHUPAUI  S.  KRISHNA  PIL1.AI  (Quihv  II)  ■  One  point  I 
may  be  permitted  to  state  and  that  is  that  except  in  the  main  roads 
the  employees  seem  to  be  disregarding  the  needs  of  the  public  when 
excavating  and  refilling  the  portions  excavated.  In  the  main  road 
things  are  done  properly.  But  along  the  by-roads  when  excavations 
are  made,  though  no  cases  have  been  reported  of  any  accident,  they 

haphazardly  fill  the  pits,  leave  them  there,  and  go  away.  Within  a 

couple  of  days,  the  earth  sinks  and  the  road  is  reduced  to  a  very  bad 
condition.  The  P.  W-  Department  might  have  spent  up  all  their 
amounts  for  the  maintenance  of  that  portion  of  the  road  and  they 
would  not  care  to  return  to  the  spot  and  repair  the  place.  The  Water 
Works  or  the  Drainage  people  have  done  their  duty.  They  have  ex¬ 
cavated  and  laid  the  pipe,  and  covered  the  pits.  But  it  is  the  public 
that  suffer.  This  sort  of  indifference  on  the  part  of  those  officers  is  a 
matter  which  has  to  be  taken  better  notice  of.  Ho  doubt,  we  are 

spending  a  lot  of  money.  If  it  is  to  serve  the  convenience  of  the 

people,  it  should  be  done  more  properly.  After  mauling  the  road  and 
cutting  it  into  pieces,  they  should  not  leave  it  as  it  is  and  be  permitted 
to  go  away.  The  extremely  improper  condition  of  many  of  the  roads 
in  Trivandrum,  I  am  afraid,  is  due  to  this  sort  of  work  carried  out  by 
the  Water  Works  or  the  Drainage  Department.  It  is  more  so  in  the 
case  of  the  coming  Drainage  Scheme  because  they  are  digging  deeper 
pits.  Dor  instance,  the  first  example  is  to  he  seen  in  the  Chalai  road. 
Very  deep  ditches  are  being  made  there  and  if  proper  attention  is  not 
paid  to  this  aspect  by  the  head  of  the  department  it  is  very  likely  that 
the  public  will  sustain  very  great  inconvenience.  I  therefore  support 
the  motion. 

VASTU  VIDYA  KUSALA  C.  BALAKRISHNA  RAO  (Water  Works  and 
Drainage  Engineer)  :  Sir,  the  mover  suggested  the  desirability  of  re¬ 
ferring  the  drainage  scheme  to  an  expert.  He  also  raised  the  question 
as  to  why  it  was  not  referred  to  an  expert,  even  though  there 
was  a  proposal  to  do  so  at  an  earlier  stage.  ^Regarding  that,  so  far  as  I 
have  been  able  to  understand  from  the  files  on  the  subject,  I  do  not 
think  the  original  idea  was  to  refer  the  scheme  to  an  export  after  the 
scheme  was  prepared.  The  idea  seems  to  have  been  to  get  the  scheme 
prepared  by  an  expert.  Subsequently  that  idea  was  given  up  and,  in 
the  place  of  a  costly  expert,  Government  were  able  to  secure  the 
services  of  an  officer  with  considerable  experience  not  only  in  investi- 
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gation  and  designing  but  in  execution  who  was  actually  in  charge  of 
certain  drainage  schemes  in  British  India  and,  with  his  help  the  Drain¬ 
age  Engineer  was  directed  to  prepare  the  scheme.  I  have  scrutinised  the 
scheme  and,  as  one  who  has  known  Trivandrum  for  the  past  so  many 
years,  I  find  the  scheme  has  been  prepared  on  the  right  lines.  Sir, 
after  all,  a  thorough  and  intimate  knowledge  of  the  town  and  its  levels 
and  the  seasonal  rains  and  other  local  conditions  are  more  essential  for 
designing  a  drainage  scheme  than  any  expert  knowledge  that  an  out¬ 
sider  who  is  foreign  to  the  town  can  bring  to  bear  upon  it. 

RAO  SAHIB  S.  PARAMESVARA  A1YAR  {Nominated) :  Is  there  a  com¬ 
plete  scheme  now  before  the  department  '> 

VASTU  VIDYA  KUSALA  C.  BaLaKRISHNA  RAO  {Water  Works  and 
Drainage  Engineer)  :  Yes  Sir. 

Mr!  PACODE  A.  WARAYANA  PEL  LA  9  { Vilavankod)  :  May  I  know 
who  prepared  that  complete  scheme  ? 

VASTU  VIDYA  KUSALA  C.  BALAKRISHNA  RAO  {Water  Works  and 
Drainage  Engineer)  :  The  scheme  was  prepared  by  the  Drainage 
Engineer  assisted  by  his  Assistant  who,  as  I  described,  is  a  man  who 
has  carried  out  several  schemes,  and  it  has  been  scruitinsed  by  the 
Water  Works  and  Drainage  Engineer  to  Government. 

So  then,  at  the  present  stage,  if  the  scheme  is  to  be  submitted  to 
an  expert,  I  do  not  believe  any  special  benefit  will  be  derived,  com¬ 
mensurate  with  the  fees  that  may  have  to  be  paid  to  him. 

As  regards  the  Water  Supply  Scheme,  the  mover  suggested  that, 
if  the  Water  Supply  Seheme  had  been  referred  to  an  expert,  perhaps 
we  could  have  got  an  equally  good  scheme  at  a  lesser  cost.  Sir,  Tra- 
vancore  has  been  made  by  God  in  a  particular  manner  that  no  expert 
can  changeit  .  Aruvikara  bas  been  Aruvikara  and  the levelshave  been 
the  .same  a?  before.  The  intermediate  country  is  all  a  broken  country. 

MIS.  A.  THA.NU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum — Rural) :  I  did  not  make  that 
positive,  asssertion.  In  case  that  had  been  done,  no  one  can  at  a  later 
day  positively  say  that  some  savings  could  have  been  effected.  That  is 
whit  I  said.  - 

VASTU  VIDYA  KUSALA  C.  BALAKRISHNA  RAO  ( Water  Works  and 
Drainage  Engineer):  Well,  that  is  only  a  possibility.  It  might  have 
been  possible  that  there  would  have  been  a  saving  or  it  might  have  been 
possible  that  there  might  have  been  an  excess  expenditure.  What  it 
might  have  been  we  are  not  in  a  position  to  say  now.  I,  as  the  Officer 
who  designed  the  scheme  and  carried  it  out,  would  say  that,  in  my 
opinion,  the  scheme  has  been-  carried  out  as  cheaply  as  conditions  per¬ 
mitted. 

Another  observation  made  by  the  mover  was  that  the  scheme  has 
been  entrusted  to  an  inexperienced  officer.  As  already  explained,  that 
officer  has  the  assistance  of  a  very  experienced  officer  from  the  Madras 
Presidency. 

The  mover  wanted  to  have  briefly  some  details  about  the  scheme, 
about  the  costs  and  what  the  rates  are  going  to  be  to  the  people  and  so 
op.  The  cost  of  the  scheme  is  Bs.  45'96  lakhs.  It  consists  of  two 
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parts,  the  underground  sewerage  system  and  the  scheme  for  storm 
water  disposal.  As  everybody  knows,  certain  parts  of  Trivandrum  are 
low- lying  flat  areas  and  water-logged.  It  may  perhaps  be  a  surprise 
to  the  House  to  know  that  in  Pazhavangadi  Street,  the  sub-soil  water 
level  in  the  wet  season  is  6  inches  below  the  road  level.  Naturally, 
stagnation  of  sullage  takes  place  in  the  street  drains  in  such  areas,  and 
as  there  are  no  proper  discharge  outfalls,  flooding  occurs  in  rains.  In 
1933,  there  was  every  likelihood  of  Chalai  being  flooded  by  the 
Killiyar.  If  there  had  been  a  properly  graded  sewerage  system  with 
the  necessary  disposal  works,  there  would  have  been  no  stagnation  of 
sullage  water.  The  underground  sewerage  system  is  estimated  to  cost 
Rs.  S9'96  lakhs  and  storm  water  disposal  Bs.  fi  lakhs.  It  is  proposed 
to  spread  this  expenditure  over  about  5  or  6  years. 

With  regard  to  the  tax  that  may  have  to  be  levied,  the  amended 
Municipal  Regulation  permits  tax  being  levied  to  the  extent  of  10  per 
cent,  both  for  Water  Supply  and  Drainage .  I  believe  about  5  per  cent,, 
may  be  required  for  Drainage.  At  present  the  Municipality  is  spend¬ 
ing  nearly  Rs.  40,000  on  scavenging  and  that  can  be  saved  entirely; 
andi  by  the  introduction  of  the  underground  sewerage  scheme,  we  will 
not  have  the  procession  of  the  night-soil  carts  and  buckets  which  go  about 
the  streets.  The  idea  is  to  provide  connections  with  the  underground 
sewers  to  which  house-owners  will  lead  their  sewage.  The  owners  can 
construct  cheap  hand-flushed  latrine,  so  that  the  present  expenditure  of 
Rs.  40,000  can  be  saved  by  the  Municipality:  and,  in  addition  to  that, 
it  is  in  the  experience  of  everybody  in  the  town  that  we  have  to  pay 
not  only  the  scavenging  tax  to  the  Municipality  but  we  have  got  to 
tip  the  scavenger  also  people  will  save  that  tip  also. 

IMr.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (VUavan'kod) :  In  taking  advan¬ 
tage  of  the  sewage  facilities  contemplated,  may  I  know  whether  the 
present  houses  may  be  left  as  they  are  or  whether  they  will  have  to  be 
rebuilt  so  that  people  may  take  advantage  of  the  sewage  facilities. 

VASTU  VIDYA  KUSALA  C.  BALAKRISHNA  RAO  ( Water  Works  an 
Drctinaae  Engineer) :  Sir,  the  present  houses  need  not  he  rebuilt.  In 
making  the  survey  under  the  investigation  of  the  Drainage  Scheme,  we 
have  surveyed  every  compound  showing  the  positions  not  only  of  the 
houses  but  the  positions  of  the  latrines.  We  have  recorded  these  in 
our  plan;  and  in  that  plan  we  have  noted  where  the  seweage  may  be 
connected  to  the  sewer.  All  that  the  owner  has  to  do  is  to  lead  his 
drains  to  the  'sewerage  connections.  If  a  private  owner  wants  more  than 
one  connection,  he  has  to  pay  for  the  additional  connection.  One 
connection  will  he  done  under  the  scheme  itself. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAM0DARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  May  I  know  what  will 
be  the  recurring  establishment  charge  when  the  scheme  is  complete? 

VASTU  VIDYA  KUSALA  C.  BALAKRISHNA  RAO  ( Water  Works  and 
Drainage  Engineer)-.  It  is  too  early  to  make  any  definite  statement 
on  it.  We  have  not  worked  out  the  establishment  charges. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Dural):  May  I  know  whether 
the  Willingdon  Water  Works  was  committed  to  the  scrutiny  of  an 
outsider  when  the  work  was  commeaced  ? 
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VASTU  VIDYA'KUSAU  C.  BAlAKRiSHNA  RAO  (T Vrd.r  W<.rt*  and 
Drainage  Engineer) :  Sir,  the  Willingdon  Water  Works  as  now  ex¬ 
ecuted  was  not  sent  to  an  outside  expert.  A  scheme  was  pre¬ 
pared  some  years  back  by  the  late  Mr.  Banerjee  under  the  supervision 
of  Mr-  F.  J.  Jacob  and  was  referred  to  Mr,  Madeiey,  who  was  the  Engi¬ 
neer  of  the  Madras  Corporation.  He  gave  a  report  and  that  report 
was  available  to  me  when  I  was  asked  to  design  the  scheme;  but  in 
that  report  I  found  there  were  several  points  which  he  had  recommen¬ 
ded  but  which  I  could  not  accept  and  I  had  to  depart  from.  The 
final  scheme  prepared  for  the  Water  bupply  was  no  doubt  scru¬ 
tinised  by  Mr.  Vipan,  the  then  Chief  Engineer,  Tmancore. 

Another  Honourable  member  mentioned  that  now7  and  then  the 
mains  laid  once  had  to  be  shifted. 

MS.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLA1  (hi laeanloa)  May  I  know 
what  is  the  status  Of  this  Engineer  of  experience  who  is  assisting  the 
Drainage  Engineer  ? 

VASTU  VIDYA  KUSALA  C.  BALAKRISHNA  RAO  [}Vaie.r  IFoWcs  and 
Drainage  Engineer)  ;  He  is  Assistant  Drainage  Engineer  here. 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Vilacankcd ) :  What  was  he  out¬ 
side  ? 

VASTU  VIDYA  KUSALA  C.  BALAKRISHNA  RAO  (Water  Wi.ris  and 
Drainage  Engineer) :  He  was  the  Technical  Superintendent  under  the 
Sanitary  Engineer,  Madras. 

Mr.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilar  unhod) :  May  3  know  the 
grade  of  pay  which  he  was  getting  ? 

VASTU  VIDYA  KUSALA  C.  BALAKRISHNA  RAO  (Water  Wo  ties  and 
Drainage  Engineer ) :  I  am  sorry  I  do  not  know. 

Mr.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilavnnhod)-.  May  I  know 
whether  he  was  a  senior  officer  or  a  subordinate  officer  in  the  lower 
.  ranks  there  ? 

VASTU  VIDYA  KUSALA  C.  BALAKRISHNA  RAO  (Water  W oris  and 
Drainage  Engineer)  :  He  was  an  officer  working  under  the  direct 
orders  of  the  Sanitary  Engineer,  Madras,  in  whose  office  all  schemes 
for  Water  Supply  and  Drainage  required  in  the  City  and  mofussil 
towns  are  prepared.  As  regards  the  grade  he  was  placed  in,  I  am  sorry 
I  do  not  know. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Maveliiam) :  Was  his  grade  there 
considered  when  his  nay  was  fixed  here? 

VASTU  VIDYA^KUSALA  C.  BALAKRISHNA  RAO  (Water  Worls  and 
Drainagi  Engineer):  I  am  not  quite  sure  ;  Government  might  have 
considered. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum— Bur al)  Is  he  a  retired  officer 
of  the  Madras  service  V 

VASTU  VIDYA  KUSALA  C.  BALAKRISHNA  RAO  (Water  TFor/.s  and 
Drainage  Engineer)  ;  Yes. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II) :  Who  will  be 
responsible  if  the  underground  Sewerage  does  not  work  properly  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ;  That  is  a  possibility  of  a  remote  character. 

Yd.vm,  No.  5, 
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VASTU  VIDYA  KUSALA  C.  BALAKRfSKNA  RAO  (Water  lib-rts  and 
D  a- 'lags  Bitg  inter)  :  The  investigation  officer,  his  Assistant  referred 
to  by  Mr,  Thann  PiHai,  and  mytclf  would  he  responsible. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Fixing  of  responsibility  in  that  matter  is  be¬ 
yond  the  scope  of  the  member’s  duty, 

Mr.  PUTHUPAUI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Qvilon  II)  In  the  case  of 
Water  Works,  we  can  understand  but  in  the  case  of  sewerage,  if  any 
grave  situation  arises  who  would  be  responsible  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  is  a  distant  probability. 

VASTU  VIDYA  KUSALA  C.  8ALAKRISHNA  RAO  (Water  IF.o.Vs  ,;,ml 
Drainage  Engineer)  :  If  the  Chair  would  permit  me,  I  would  say,  Sir, 
that,  with  regard  to  Water  Works,  it  is  my  responsibility,  and  with  re¬ 
gard  to  the  drainage  the  Assistant  Engineer  referred  to,  the  Drainage 
Engineer  and  myself  are  responsible. 

Mr.  PACQDE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (  Vthvankod) :  May  I  know  whe¬ 
ther  there  is  any  special  degree  or  diploma  course  in  Drainage  or  is  it 
only  the  ordinary  Civil  Engineering  course  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  May  I  tell  Mr.  Ba'akrishna  Eao  and  the 
House  that  whatever  may  be  the  opinion  of  individual  members  with 
regard  to  the  undertaking  it  is  unusual  on  the  part  of  any  officer  to  say 
that  he  is  personally  responsible.  I  am  specially  emphasising  this 
point  because  such  undertaking  will  not  carry  conviction  to  the  House. 

Mr.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Yilaeankod)  :  Sir,  ray  ques¬ 
tion  remains  unanswered.  I  want  to  know  whether  there  is  any 
special  degree  or  diploma  course  in  Drainage  or  only  the  ordinary 
Civil  Engineer’s  course  ? 

VASTU  VIDYA  KUSALA  C.  BALAKR1SHNA  RAO  {Water  Works  and 
Drainage  Engineer) :  Sir,  the  Drainage  Engineer,  who  is  a  B.  E.  of 
the  Madras  University,  has  had  special  training  in  drainage  in  En¬ 
gland  not  only  in  theory  but  in  actual  construction  work  when  he  was 
apprenticing  under  a  firm  of  engineers  engaged  in  construction 
work. 

Mr,  K.  KU.VJUKRI SHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I)  :  For  how  many  months? 

VASTU  VIDYA  KUSALA  C.  BALAKRISHNA  RAO  (Water  Works  and 
Drainage  Engineer)  :  Eor  about  a  year,  if  my  memory  is  correct. 

As  regards  the  shifting  of  the  mains,  I  was  saying  that  the  town- 
planning  came  long  after  our  mains  had  been  laid.  So  it  was  not 
possible  to  see  how  the  mains  could  have  been  laid  along  with  the 
town-planning.  Town-plannirg  came  long  after  the  mains  had  been 
laid. 

Mr.  Krishna  Pillai  complained  about  the  back-filling  not  being 
done  properly.  Evidently  he  referred  to  the  water  supply  scheme  ; 
we  have  not  yet  started  back-filling  under  the  drainage  scheme. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Triomidru.m-Iinral )  What  is  the  shift¬ 
ing  likely  to  cost  ? 

VASTU  VIDYA  KUSALA  G.  BALAKRISHNA  RAO  {Water  Works  and 
Drainage  Engineer)  ;  It  is  not  going  to  be  very  much  ;  whaterver  it 
is,  it  will  be  debited  to  town  improvement;  because,  the  mains  having 
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been  there,  ancl: the  shitting'  haring  been  rendered  necessary  on  account 
of  subsequent  developments,  it  is  such  developments  that"  must  bear 
the  cost  of  shitting. 

As  regards  ^back-filling,  I  too  have  noticed,  in  certain  places, 
instances  of.  not  quite  satisfactory  baok-filiiDg  ;  and  I  had  to  sit  tight 
upon  my  subordinates  for  not  properly  and  promptly  attending  to 
repairs.  Now.  the  Assistant  Ensineer  navs  his  nersoml  attention  to 
back-filling.  The  present  instructions  are,  that,  as  soon  as  there  is 
rain,  our  men  must  go  round  and  examine  the  back-filling ;  and, 
wherever  necessary,  they  have  to  fill  it  up  again. 

As  regard  the  trenches  cut  across  the  roads,  they  are,  of  course, 
unavoidable  for  giving  house-connections.  The  Water  Works  Depart¬ 
ment  do  the  back-filling  and  pay  a  certain  amount  to  the  Iloads  Divi¬ 
sion  Officer,  the  expert  in  road-making,  and  request  him  to  put  the 
road  again  in  order,  by  metalling  or  tarring  it  as  the  ease  may  be. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivaudru  a— Rural)  I  should  think,  Sir, 
that  the  arrangements  made  for  the  drainage  scheme  are  not  of  the 
best.  What  I  gather  from  the  speech  of  the  Water  Works  Engineer  is 
that  the  officer  ui  cuarge  oi  wus  wore  is  more  guiaed  by  his  assistant  than 
his  assitant  by  him.  That,  certainly,  is  not  a  very  satisfactory  state  of 
affairs.  Perhaps  the  officer  in  charge  finds  it  difficult  to  do  the  work 
without  the  help  of  his  assistant. 

MR.  PUTHUPALL!  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAi  (Qu ilon  11)  ■  Is  not  the  Assist¬ 
ant  an  experienced,  old,  superannuated  officer  ?  {Laughter.) 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PiLLAl  (Trimmlnvu-liuraC) :  That  was  why  I 
asked  about  bis  grade  in  British  India. 

Sir,  in  such  matters,  the  officer  in  charge,  the  controlling  officer, 
must  have  the  necessary  experience  and  knowledge  to  do  the  work  him¬ 
self.  Under  the  present  circumstances,  J  think  it  is  better  that  the  whole 
scheme  is  left  to  lie  over  for  the  present  and  examined  again  more 
carefully  — 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PiLLAl  (Quihn  I)  :  Is  it  the  Drainage  Engi¬ 
neer  or  his  Assistant  that  is  now  designing  the  scheme? 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLA!  (Trivandrum— Rural)  From  what  I  have 
been  able  to  gather  from  the  official  member,  I  think  it  is  the  Assistant 
that  is  doing  the  work. 

VASTU  VIDYA  KUSALA  C.  BALAKRISHNA  RAO  (Water  Works  and 
Drainage  Engineer) :  May  I  say,  Sir,  that  it  is  the  Drainge  Engineer 
that  is  designing  the  scheme,  assisted  by  his  Assistant  ?  The  Drainage 
Engineer  has  got  the  necessary  knowledge  and  also  experience  in  Bng- 

landMR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PiLLAl  (guilun  I)  :  Did  he  gain  any  prao 
tical  knowledge  of  the  work  in  England  ?  Was  he  doing  any  drainage 
work  there  ? 

VASTU  ViOYA  KUSALA  C.  BALAKRISHNA  RAO  (Water  Worts  an. 
Drainaac  Engineer)  :  Yes,  Sir  ;  he  was  working  as  an  apprentice  im 
der  certain  engineers  who  were  actually  doing  drainage  work  there. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  Rural)  :  It  may  be,  Sir,  that, 
formally,  it  is  the  Drainage  Engineer  that  does  everything,  assisted  by 
his  Assistant.  But,  virtually,  from  what  I  have  been  able  to  gather 
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from  the  speech  of  the  official  member,  it  is  clear  that  it  is  the  Assist¬ 
ant  that  is  doing  the  work,  and  that,  but  for  him,  nothing  could  be  done. 
It  is  that  which,  I  submit,  is  not  a  satisfactory  Btate  of  affairs.  We 
would  rather  have  for  such  schemes,  officers  who  could  make  them¬ 
selves  personally  responsible  for  the  work.  The  present  arrangement  is 
not  of  the  best.  I  take  that  view,  and  press  the  motion. 

The  motion  was  put  to  vote  and  lost. 

Motion  Ho.  107. 

Mr.  S.  NIUKANTA  PILLAI  {Chirayinldl  J.)  Sir,  I  beg  to  make 
the  following  motion  : 

To  omit  the  allotment,  of  Us.  7,34,800  for  the  Trirmilnm  Draimje  Scheme. 

Sir,  the  object  of  my  motion  is  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  Govern¬ 
ment  the  strong  disapproval  of  the  people  in  the  rural  areas  of  the 
provision  for  luxurious  living  in  towns  at  their  expense 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  {Quilon  II):  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  order.  The  question  was  just  now  put  to  the  House  whether  they 
would  reduce  just  one  rupee  from  the  allotment  for  the  Drainage 
Scheme  ;  and  the  House  has  decided  not  to  do  it.  Now  my  friend 
suggests  that  the  who’e  allotment  be  omitted. 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (VdavtmkocT)  :  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  order.  The  question  that  was  put  to  the  vote  of  the  House  was 
whether  one  rupee  should  be  deducted  from  the  allotment  for  the 
Drainage  Scheme  ;  and  the  House  decided  that  one  rupee  should  not 
be  deducted  from  that  allotment. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  When  Mr.  Puthupalli  Krishna  Pillai  has 
raised  a  point  of  order  and  is  awaiting  a  ruling  on  it,  what  is  the  fun 
of  any  member  arrogating  to  himself  the  function  of  deciding  on  that 
point  V  I  am  not  therefore  prepared  to  hear  Mr.  Pacode  Narayana 
Pillai  now. 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (V ilamnlc oil)  :  There  is  another 
aspect  of  the  qestion  that  has  to  be  considered. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  You  cannot  raise  another  aspect  of  that 
question  ;  you  can  raise  another  point. 

In  regard  to  the  point  of  order  raised  by  Mr.  Puthupalli  Krishna 
Pillai,  I  rule  that  Mr.  Nilakanta  Pillai  is  in  order. 

MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Cliira.yinldl  I):  Sir,  people  in  the 
country  parts  are  not  in  any  way  benefited  by  the  large  provisions  made 
for  the  improvement  of  the  Trivandrum  town.  Sir,  Mr.  Parameswava 
Iyer  said  that  no  one  should  grudge  any  provision  made  for  the  im¬ 
provement  of  the  capital,  because  people  from  ail  parts  of  the  country, 
even  from  the  country  parts,  come  to  the  capital  and  get  their  share  of 
the  amenities  provided  in  town.  I  do  not  agree  with  the  Honourable 
member  in  that  view.  At  any  rate,  from  the  point  of  view'  of  the 
rural  population,  that  is  not  a  correct  view. 

So  far  as  the  rural  population  is  concerned,  even  their  legitimate 
demands  are  being  systematically  and  consistently  refused  by  the  Gov¬ 
ernment. 
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RAO  SAHIB  S.  PARAMESVARA  AIYAR  ( Nominated ):  On  a  point  of 
personal  explanation,  Sir-  I  never  said  that  the  people  in  rural  parts 
should  not  get  any  benefit  from  the  Government- 

MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chirayinkil  I)  :  Our  demands,  for  the 
repair  of  minor  irrigation  works,  for  roads,  for  good  drinking  water, 
and  for  primary  school  buildings,  all  these  demands  are  being  syste¬ 
matically  and  consistently  refused  by  the  Government,  very  ungraci¬ 
ously,  I  must  say. 

MR.  A-  s.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (, Varclikara ):  And,  therefore, 
Trivandrum  should  not  have  any  drainage  scheme?  (Lamjhhr.) 

Mr.  S.  NiLAKANTA  PiLLAl  ( Chirayinkil  If) :  Why  should  the  peo¬ 
ple  in  Trivandrum  be  given  luxuries  when  the  people  in  rural  parts 
are  left  in  wretched  conditions? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Ho,  according  to  you,  a  system  of  drainage 
is  a  luxury  ? 

MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Chirayinldl  II)  :  Sir,  we  are  not  given 
even  our  necessities.  That  is  my  point. 

Further,  as  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai  said,  we  have  not  got  sufficient  data 
to  decide  whether  this  demand  is  necessary  or  not.  On  that  ground 
also,  I  object  to  the  demand  being  granted. 

With  these  words,'  I  commend  the  motion  for  the  acceptance  of  the 
House. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chirayinkil  I)  ■  1  would  like  to  speak  a 
word  on  this  motion.  Of  course,  I  am  not  in  agreement  with  all  the 
arguments  advanced  by  the  mover,  nor  am  1  for  the  omission  of  the 
entire  allotment.  However,  I  agree  with  the  spirit  of  the  motion: 
There  is,  it  cannot  be  denied,  a  kind  of  indifference,  on  the  part  of  the 
Government,  towards  the  needs  of  the  rural  areas.  This  indifference, 
I  must  say,  has  even  become  culpable  in  recent  years. 

S/iR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quito n  I)  :  On  a  point  of  order,  Sir. 
The  member  has  stated  that  he  does  not  agree  with  the  arguments 
advanced  by  the  mover,  nor  does  he  want  the  omission  of  the  entire 
allotment.  He  is  now  discussing  the  policy  of  I  he  Government  in  dis¬ 
tributing  funds,  Is  he  in  order,  Sir? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Let  us  give  Mr.  Padmanabhan  some  mere 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chirayinkil  1)  :  1  said,  Sir,  that,  although 

I  did  not  agree  with  all  the  arguments  advanced  by  the  mover,  I  agreed 
with  the  spirit  of  the  motion. 

Sir,  about  3  years  ago,  in  the  very  first  session  of  this  Assembly,  a 
resolution  was  unanimously  carried  that  good  drinking  water  must  be 
supplied  to  all  places  where  it  is  not  now  available. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PiLLAl  (Quilon  I)  :  Has  that  question  any¬ 
thing  to  do  with  the  Trivandrum  Drainage  Scheme? 

MR.  K,  PADMANABHAN  ( Chirayinkil  I)  :  What  h'as  the  Government 
done,  Sir,  in  that  matter,  although  this  House  passed  that  resolution 
unanimously,  even  three  years  ago? 
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MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Marclihara)  :  Did  the  official  mem¬ 
bers  also  agree  with  that  resolution  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Those  are  all  very  small  matters. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chimi/inMl  I)  ■  If  I  remember  right,  Sir, 
the  Government  member  also  said  that  the  Government  agreed  as  to 
the  necessity  for  providing  good  drinking  water  wherever  it  was  needed. 
I  am  not  quite  sure :  but  I  do  not  think  that  the  Government 
opposed  it. 

Sir,  drinking  water  is  an  elementary  necessity. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAl  (Trimnihuvi-Rnral)  ;  Is  that  not  an  argu¬ 
ment  for  allowing  this  demand  ? 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chiraujinlil  1) :  That  was  wiry  I  said  that 
I  did  not  agree  with  all  the  arguments  advanced  by  the  mover. 

To  show  the  indifference  on  tire  part  of  the  Government  towards 
rural  needs,  I  shall  just  mention  one  instance  ;  and  I  would  request  the 
indulgence  of  the  House  for  a  minute  or  two. 

In  the  coastal  region  of  my  Taluk,  good  drinking  water  is  not 
available. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAl  (Trivandrum- Hum l) :  What  has  the  Tri¬ 
vandrum  Drainage  Scheme  to  do  with  the  want  of  drinking  water  in 
Chirayinkil  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  If  the  drainage  is  extended  to  any  place,  it 
would  not  give  drinking  water,  I  suppose. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chint^inl-il  ]):  As  a  result  of  repeated 
representation  made  by  the  people  of  that  locality,  the  Government 
were  gracious  enough  to  sanction  two  tube  wells  in  the  coastal  regions, 
but  the  worlc  was  continued  for  some  time  and  left  h  ilE  way.  About  that 
several  questions  were  asked  in  this  House  and  the  answer  lias  been 
that  the  matter  is  under  the  consideration  of  Government.  I  would 
therefore  urge  on  the  attention  of  this  House  this  aspect;  and  I  request 
the  Government  to  do  something  effective  and  tangible  for  giving  good 
drinking  water  to  the  people  in  ihe  rural  parts. 

Mr.  N.  E-  VARUGHESE  (TimvaHa  I)  :  <ru<i>  sroiOcii  gaois 
Qjsijsra  (stood  elites  cro. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAl  (Tuvalu):  Is  the  member  .allowed  to 
talk  in  Malayalam  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  is  a  point  that  requites  elucidation. 
I  want  definitely  to  be  informed  in  what  language  Mr.  Varughese  was 
talking  yesterday,  whether  it  was  in  English  or  in  Malayalam. 

MR.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  (Tiruriilhi  1)  :  As  the  Dewan  preside^ 
yesterday,  with  his  special  permission,  I  spoke  iu  English. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAl  (Qui'on  I)  :  Sir,  I  raised  the  point 
of  order  yesterday  and  the  President  said  that  Mr.  Varughese  availed 
himself  of  the  absence  of  the  President  and  talked  in  Malayalam  the 
previous  day  and  that  in  future  he  should  not  be  allowed  to  talk  in 
Malayalam,  but  should  be  allowed  to  talk  only  in  English.  ' 
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Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chiroyiiihii):  The  proceedings  of  yesterday 
may  bn  referred  to, 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  I  do  not  want  that  advice.  The  Chair 
knows  what  it  should  do. 

MR.  N.  E  VARUGHESE  (Tim valla  I)  :  Sir,  I  wanted  permission  to 
speak  in  English  because  I  feared  {hat  the  Chair  might  not  be  able  to 
follow  me  if  I  spoke  in  Malayalam. 

DEPUTY  PESIDENT  :  Order,  order.  Now  I  have  got  the  explanation 
furnished  by  Mr.  Varughese  himself  and  the  statement  of  facts  by 
another  member  on  the  non-official  side  of  what  took  place  yesterday, 
Mr.  Varughese  said  that,  because  the  President  was  in  the  Chair  yesterday 
morning,  he  sought  for  ai.d  obtained  permission  of  the  Chair  to  speak  in 
English.  The  point  that  would  count  is  whether  the  member  is  able 
to  speak  in  Malayalam  or  English.  The  ability  of  the  occupant  of  the 
Chair  to  understand  a  particular  language  is  not  the  question.  If  Mr. 
Varughese  desired  to  speak  in  Malayalam  and  in  Malayalam  alone,  he 
could  have  sought  the.  assistance  of  Government  who  would  have  pro¬ 
vided  him  possibly  with  an  interpreter  like  the  one  who  has  been  given 
to  Mr.  Narayanan  Bbattathiripad.  There  must  be  some  stability7  even 
in  this.  To  attempt  to  talk  in  English  once,  in  the  Vernacular  at 
another  time,  revert  back  to  English  and  swing  like  a  pendulum  to 
another  language,  that  I  cannot  permit.  I  am  not  making  this  observa¬ 
tion  about  Mr.  Varughese  alone.  It  applies  to  any  member  who  does  that. 
Therefore  I  cannot  permit  Mr,  Varughese  to  speak  in  Malayalam.  He 
must  speak  only  in  English.  Further  it  has  been  demonstrated  to  the 
satisfaction  of  this  House  and  to  Mr.  Varughese’s  own  satisfaction  that 
he  is  able  to  express  his  thoughts  in  English.  Therefore,  if  at  all  he 
wants  to  speak,  he  must  speak  in  English. 

MR.  N.  E  VARUGHESE  (Tiruvalla  1)  :  Sir,  I  am  forced  to  speak  in  a 
foreign  language. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  expect  Mr.  Varughese  to  withdraw  that 
statement.  Everybody  knows  that  the  Chair  has  given  a  ruling  that 
Mr.  Varguhese  should  talk  in  English.  Any  further  statement  in  regard 
to  that  is  unnecessary.  Mr.  Varughese  may  therefore  Speak  in  English, 
without  any  comment  on  the  ruling. 

MR  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  ( Tiruvalla ■  J)  ■  I  too  support  the  motion 
because  of  the  general  principle  underlying  it.  The  question  before  the 
House  is  whether  such  a  large  amount  as  Bs.  7  lakhs  and  odd  should  be 
spent  for  the  amenities  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of.  Trivandrum. 
Sir  that  money  is  not  the  property  of  theiinhabitanfcs  of  Trivandrum  alone. 
The  tax-payeis  of  more  than  four  thousand  villages  contribute  to  the 
exchequer  of  the  State.  To  satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  inhabitants 
of  a  particular  town  at  the  expense  of  the  general  money  and  at  the 
sacrifice  of  other  people’s  necessaries  and  amenities  is  a  policy  that  ought 
to  be  seriously  considered  by  the  Government,  before  they  venture 
upon  this  Drainage  scheme.  Sir,  in  the  rural  areas,  there  are  so  many 
necessities  we  are  lacking  in.'  In  the  fiist  place,  there  is  no  good  water. 
In  the  second  place  there  is  want  of  communication  and  the  villagers 
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[Mr.  N.  E.  Varughese.] 

are  not  very  anxious  about  amenities.  The  necessaries  of  life  have  got 
to  be  attended  to  first.  That  ought  to  be  the  first  charge  on  the  public 
exchequer,  not  the  amenities  of  inhabitants  of  towns.  Sir,  it  is 
nothing  blit  a  luxury  to  spend  such  a  large  amount  for  this  amenity. 
I  do  not  know  whether  any  misfortune  or  any  epidemic  existed  for 
want  of  a  drainage  scheme  in  the  city  of  Trivandrum.  I  know  Trivan¬ 
drum  for  the  last  40  years  or  so.  I  have  never  felt  any  need  for  a 
drainage  scheme  here  *11  these  years.  There  is  good  water  supply  in  the 
town  of  Trivandrum  more  than  in  any  other  rural  areas;  and  the  city  of 
Trivandrum  is  not  so  very  crowded  that  the  want  of  a  drainago  scheme 
would  affect  the  health  of  the  population. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (i\  edamangad)  :  May  I  know  whether  the  member 
could  mention  any  city  or  town  where  there  is  water  supply  but  no 
drainage  ? 

Mr.M.  E.  VARUGHESE  (Tinmalla  I)  ;  Sir,  the  needs  of  the  Travan- 
coreans  as  a  whole  should  be  taken  into  consideration  and  it  is  not 
proper  at  this  time  when  there  is  general  distress,  when  there  is 
depression  throughout  the  State,  to  utilise  such  a  big  amount  for  the 
purpose  of  this  amenity  in  a  single  town. 

VASTU  VIDYA  KUSALA  C.  BALAKRISHNA  RAO  (Water  Works  and 
Drainage  Engineer):  Sir,  the  mover’s  point  was  that  because  the 
rural  parts  require  a  certain  sort  of  help  or  relief,  Trivan¬ 
drum  should  not  have  a  drainage  scheme.  Sir,  after  all,  what  does 
the  population  of  the  Trivandrum  city  consist  of?  If  we  make  an  at¬ 
tempt  at  an  analysis,  we  will  probably  find  that  the  major  portion  of 
the  population  in  the  town  consists  of  the  population  from  the  rural 
parts  who  come  to  Trivandrum  either  as  periodical  residents  or  as  casual 
visitors  on  several  pieces  of  business.  Sir,  the  capital  is  a  place  where 
you  have  the  seat  of  Government,  the  highest  appeal  court  of  judi¬ 
cature - - 

MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  P1LLAI  (Clnrayinkil  II)  :  May  I  know  the  pro¬ 
portion  of  the  population  of  Trivandrum  compared  to  the  population 
of  the  other  parts  of  Travancore  taken  together  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ;  I  cannot  allow  that  question  beoause  Tri¬ 
vandrum  is  an  entity  and  ‘other  parts’  do  not  form  a  definite  area.  So 
a  comparison  is  not  possible. 

VASTU  VIDYA  KUSALA  C.  BALAKRISHNA  RAO  (Water  Works  and 
Drainage  Engineer ) :  Sir,  I  was  Saying  that  the  town  of  Trivan¬ 
drum  is  the  place  of  residence  not  only  for  the  permanent  re¬ 
sidents  or  the  ancient  residents,  but  it  is  also  the  residence  of  people 
who  have  migrated  into  Trivandrum  on  various  professional  business  or 
of  students  who  come  to  study  in  the  colleges  or  again  of  the  people 
who  coma  here  for  a  few  days’  stay  on  business.  That  being  so,  the 
health  of  the  city  of  Trivandrum  is  as  much  important  in.  the  interests 
Of  the  ancient  residents  of  Trivandrum  as  it  is  in  the  interests  of  those 
gentlemen  who  come  from  the  rural  parts  ;  and  if  Trivandrum  should 
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be  an  insanitary  place  and  disease-ridden,  those  gentlemen  who  come 
from  rural  parts  will  carry  the  infection  and  spread  the  disease  all  over 
the  State. 

Mr.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  (TiruvaUa  I) :  May  I  know  whether  the 
member  could  give  any  instance  of  diseases  being  carried  from  Trivan¬ 
drum  to  the  rural  parts  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ;  Instances  are  unnecessary. 

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Ghirayinkil  II)  ;  May  I  know  what 
the  disease  is  that  we  carry  from  Trivandrum? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  is  also  unnecessary,  because  it  is  well- 
known  to  all  the  world  that,  if  there  is  any  disease  in  a  town  and  if  the 
disease  happens  to  be  contagious  or  infectious,  it  will  be  carried  by  the 
people  who  come  to  town  ;  and  it  requires  no  further  explanation. 

MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI  (Tovala) :  Is  there  such  a  disease  in 
Trivandrum  ? 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  Has  not  the  time  for 
this  demand  lapsed? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  We  have  got  two-minutes  more. 

VISTU  VIDYA  KUSALA  C.  BALAKRISHNA  RAO  {Water  Worlis  and 
Drainage  Engineer)  :  Though  I  cannot  place  my  finger  exactly  on 
the  several  :  diseases  (hat  were  prevalent  in  Trivandrum  in  past 
years,  I  believe  that,  on  account  of  the  water-logged  condition  of 
the  low-lying  areas,  there  has  been  malaria.  However,  even  granting 
for  argument’s  sake  that  there  have  been  no  diseases  in  the  past,  that 
is  no  guarantee  that  there  will  be  no  diseases  in  future.  In  all  these 
public  health  schemes,  we  have  got  to  look  into  the  future  and  take 
precautionary  measures  in  good  time. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  Nilakanta  Pillai,  do  you  want  to  press 
your  motion  ? 

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( CMrayinkil  II) :  Yes!  Sir. 

The  motion  was  put  to  the  vote  of  the  House  land  lost.

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (ChirayinJcil  I)  :  Sir,  I  move 

To  reduce  the  allotment,  uf  Its.  2,975  for  Financial  Assistant  by 
Be.  1. 

The  object  of  the  motion  is  to  point  out  certain  defects  existing  in 
the  present  method  of  disbursement  of  grants  to  private  schools. 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( Iialkulam  I)  ■.  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 
Is  it  part  of  the  function  of  the  Einancial  Assistant  to  give  grants  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  is  not  a  point  of  order.  It  is  a 
question  affecting  the  relevancy  of  the  motion.  ___ 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Kalkulam  I) :  Mr.  Padmanabhan  said  that 
the. motion  is  intended  to  point  out  the  defects  in  the  present  method 
of  disbursing  grants  to  grant-in-aid  schools.  If  it  is  contended  that 
the  Einancial  Assistant  sanctions  the  grant,  it  is  alright.  Otherwise,  it 
is  not  admissible  under  the  present  head. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  Padmanabhan  is  quite  in  order. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chirayinkil  I)  :  Sir,  from  the  Administra¬ 
tion  Eeport  of  the  Education  Department  for  the  year  1110,  we  find 
that,  out  of  a  total  number  of  3,699  educational  institutions  in  the  State, 
2,650  are  private  institutions.  Out  of  a  total  number  of  674,317  pupils 
studying  in  all  these  schools  together,  384,540  are  in  private  schools. 
Sir,  from  these  figures  this  House  will  understand  that,  as  a  matter  of 
fact,  about  76  per  cent,  of  the  education  of  the  pupils  of  the  State  is  in 
the  hands  of  the  private  institutions.  The  allotment  in  the  budget  for 
this  year,  after  deducting  the  allotment  for  Colleges  is  about  Bs.  45,000 
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for  the  English  Schools  and  Rs.  9  lakhs  for  the  Vernacular  Schools. 
My  first  point  is  that  it  is  rather  meagre.  There  has  been  an  attempt  on 
the  part  of  the  Department  to  reduce  the  various  items  of  grants.  And 
even  the  amount  that  is  allotted  is  not  properly  disbursed.  We  will 
take  the  case  of  Vernacular  Primary  Schools  in  the  State.  Sir,  there 
are  several  Vernacular  Primary  Schools  which  are  not  getting  grants 
regularly.  There  are  schools  the  grants  to  which  have  been  in  arrears  for 
years  together.  Sir,  the  fact  that  the  management  of  Vernacular  Primary 
Schools  is  affected  very  much  by  this  has  to  be  taken  into  account  by 
the  House.  The  running  expenses  have  to  be  met  out  of  the  grants. 
If  the  grants  are  in  arrears  how  can  these  schools  be  run  and  how  can 
these  teachers  be  paid  ?  Recently  the  grant  given  to  the  poor  Verna¬ 
cular  School  teachers  was  reduced.  A  resolution  was  moved  on  the 
floor  of  this  house  for  getting  this  enhanced,  but  that  was  thrown  out. 
Sir,  for  getting  grants  these  poor  Primary  School  managers  are  entirely 
at  the  mercy  of  the  assistant  inspecting  officers.  There  is  a  system  of 
giving  grant  memos.  The  defects  of  this  system  are  well  known  to 
persons  who  have  anything  to  do  with  education.  In  giving  grants,  the 
Assistant  Inspectors  are  swayed  by  various  considerations.  They  do 
not  make  a  distinction  between  schools  which  are  in  dire  need  of  grants 
and  schools  which  do  not  need  grants.  We  have  often  heard  very  serious 
complaints  against  these  subordinate  officers  of  the  Department.  I  am 
not  concerned  with  those  matters  now.  I  believe  the  Director 
will  bear  with  me  when  I  say  that  there  are  complaints  about  the 
various  illegal  practices  resorted  to  by  the  Assistant  Inspecting  Officers 
in  this  connection,  I  request  that  the  learned  Director  will  be  kind 
eaough  to  bestow  proper  attention  on  these  matters. 

Coming  to  the.  Vernacular  Middle  Schools,  grants  are  in  arrears 
for  several  schools. 

I  will  now  pass  on  to  the  English  Schools.  The  allotment  for 
grants  to  English  Schools  is  only  Es.  45,000.  Most  of  these  English 
Schools  are  not  self-supporting  institutions.  Unless  they  are  given 
sufficient  grants  they  cannot  be  properly  conducted.  Sir,  various  items 
of  grants  have  been  recently  cut  do. to.  Por  instance,  building  grants, 
laboratory  grants  and  library  grants  have  been  reduced  from  the 
budget  allotment.  A  good  sum  is  required  for  purchasing  laboratory 
appliances  and  books  and  also  for  furpiture. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILUI  ( Tm-ala ):  Then  it  is  not  a  profitable 
business  to  run  an  English  High  School  ? 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Ghirayinkil  I):  Never.  If  a  school  is 
properly  run,  it  will  never  be  a  profitable  concern.  I  am  speaking  from 
my  experience. 

Sir,  the  policy  of  giving  grants  for  buildings  is  also  defective.  In 
this  connection,  I  would  like  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  House  the 
case  of  one  particular  English  High  School.  There  is  one  English 
High  School  run  by  the  Ezhavas  at  Chirayinkil.  It  is  the  only  English 
High  School  belonging  to  theEzhava  community  in  the  whole  State, 
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A  grant  waa  applied  for  for  the  construction  of  a  building  for"the  High 
School*  The  Department  agreed  to  give  a  grant  to  the  extent  of  50 
per  cent.  Finally  when  tfie  actual  work  was  started  and  the  estimate 
for  grants  was  Sent  up,  there  came  a  difficulty  by  way  of  non  provision 
in  the  current  year’s  budget.  That  is  why,  I  say,  the  Financial  Assist¬ 
ant  should  bring  these  matters  to  the  notice  of  the  Director  so  that 
proper  allotment  will  be  made  in  the  budget.  ( PresUent's  bell.) 

Ms.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Chavganaehery  1)  :  Sir,  I 
wish  to  offer  a  few  words  in  support  of  the  motion.  I  wish  to  emphasise 
only  one  particular  point,  namely,  the  delay  the  department  makes  in 
giving  grants.  X  do  not  wish  to  discuss  the  question  of  grants  in  its 
entirety  at  present. 

In  the  case  of  schools,  the  two  important  items  of  grants  are  the 
maintenance  grant  and  the  fee  concession  grant.  Xn  English  Schools 
the  maintenance  grant  is  based  on  the  I03S  sustained  by  the  managers 
and  naturally  the  application  for  grant  has  to  be  followed  by  an  inspec¬ 
tion  by  the  Inspecting  Officers.  A  grant  memo  is  given  and  that 
again  has  to  pass  through  certain  official  formalities  before  the  grant 
can  be  drawn.  This  process  tends  to  prolong  the  period  the  manage¬ 
ment  has  to  wait  for  grant.  From  last  year  a  third  party  has  been  in¬ 
troduced.  The  schools  have  to  be  audited  by  qualified  auditors.  This 
is  a  new  block  in  the  way  of  managers  getting  the  grants  in  time. 
This  was  introduced  with  the  hope  of  hooking  bad  managers.  I  was 
always  pessimistic  about  its  success.  If  high-paid  departmental  inspect¬ 
ing  officers  cannot  hook  bad  managers,  it  is  doubtful  whether  low- 
paid  auditors  who  are  themselves  very  often  teachers  of  private  schools, 
will  be  able  to  do  so.  I  would,  therefore,  earnestly  request  Government 
to  reconsider  the  question  and  take  away  this  third  party. 

In  Vernacular  Schools,  grant  is  based  upon  salary  and  as  such  there 
is  none  of  the  above,  mentioned  difficulties.  It  was  going  on  smoothly 
till  two  years  ago.  The  teachers  were  getting  their  pay  regularly  then. 
When  the  system  of  the  annual  renewal  of  grant  memos  was  introduced 
newly, a  host  of  troubles  sprung  up.  Whenever  I  approached  the  previ¬ 
ous  Director  with  the  complaints  from  teachers,  he  used  to  tell  me  that  it 
was  introduced  to  safeguard  the  interests  of  the  teachers.  But  the  net 
result  was  that  it  fell  hard  on  the  teachers  themselves.  For  three  to 
four  months  at  the  beginning  of  every  financial  year,  there  is  no  dis¬ 
bursement  of  grant  and  ultimately  the  poor  teachers  have  to  suffer. 
It  is  not  the  managers,  hut  the  teachers  who  have  to  go  without  any 
salary  for  three  to  four  months.  This  being  so,  I  strongly  urge  on  the 
attention  of  Government  to  revive  the  old  system.  Failing  that,  the 
department  should  find  out  some  method  by  which  teachers  may  be 
helped  to  receive  their  pay  withuut  break. 

Coming  to  the  fee  concession  grant,  my  submission  is  this.  There 
j  ,  are  two  agencies  involved..  The  yearly  awards  are  decided  by  Taluk 
Committees.  Sometimes  these  committees  do  not  meet  till  the  ehd  of 
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the  year.  I  know  schools  the  applications  form  which  were  sent  in 
Mithunam  or  Karkadakam  1110,  have  not  been  still  decided.  And  then 
if  at  length  the  Taluk  Committees  make  their  decision,  there  is  a  second 
stage  of  delay  with  the  department.  After  the  whole  school  year  is  over 
and  after  all  the  loss  has  been  actually  sustained,  the  schools  have  to  wait 
for  abnormally  long  periods  because  the  machinery  works  9o  slowly.  In 
some  cases  the  Divisional  Inspectors  have  told  the  managements  that 
the  sums  allotted  for  grants  have  been  exhausted  and  that  they  will 
have  to  wait  till  the  next  financial  year  to  get  their  grants. 

Thus,  I  say,  maintenance  grants  to  English  schools,  grants  to 
Vernacular  Primary  schools  on  which  alone  the  teachers  have  to  de¬ 
pend  and  the  fee  concession  grants,  all  these  three  items  of  grants  are 
being  delayed  now.  I  bring  these  facts  to  the  notice  of  Government 
so  that  they  might  deeply  consider  the  matter  and  come  to  a  conclu¬ 
sion  by  which  the  difficulties  felt  by  the  managements  ou  the  one  hand 
and  the  hardships  caused  to  teachers  on  the  other  may  be  remedied 
as  early  as  possible. 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  Ulg.  Director  of  Public  Instruction ); 
Sir,  I  oppose  the  motion.  I  feel  much  sympathy  with  the  points  of  view- 
put  forward  by  the  two  speakers  on  this  motion.  Both  of  them  speak 
with  considerable  direct  experience  of  the  working  of  the  machinery, 
one  of  them  being  the  manager  of  the  English  High  School  at  Nedun- 
ganda  and  the  other  the  Inspector  of  Schools  of  the  Nair  Service  Society. 
The  most  important  point  which  both  of  them  stressed  is  with 
regard  to  the  annual  renewal  of  grants  in  vernacular  schools.  Now,  Sir, 
I  consider  that  the  most  valuable  part  of  the  report  of  the  Education 
Eeforms  Committee  is  the  one  relating  to  primary  education.  One  of 
the  most  important  recommendations  of  the  committee  was  that  the  old 
bad  practice  of  issuing  grant  memos  once  in  three  years  should  be. 
immediately  put  a  stop  to  and  that  they  should  be  renewed  every  year. 
The  grants  should  be  fixed  for  one  year  only  and  they  should  be  renewed 
for  the  subsequent  year  only  after  the  annual  inspection.  In  issuing 
grant  memos  in  this  manner,  the  object  of  Government  is  to  try  and 
get  the  value  for  the  money  spent  on  primary  education.  Every  year  a 
large  amount  of  money  is  spent  on  primary  education.  In  the  past, 
when  the  grant  memos  were  issued  for  three  years  at  a  stretch,  the 
schools  went  on  uninspected  for  two  or  three  years  and  sometimes  even 
for  longer  periods.  The  schools  even  went  on  without  the  required  num¬ 
ber  of  teaehers  and  classes  and  were  getting  grants  automatically  from 
month  to  month  for  three  years.  In  the  meanwhile,  attendance  might 
have  declined,  there  may  not  be  a  true  record  of  the  actual  attendance 
of  pupils  ;  the  number  of  divisions  in  the  schools  may  have  gone  down ; 
new  teachers  who  are  not  sufficiently  qualified  may  have  come  in;  there 
may  be  a  great  deal  of  stagnation ;  the  managers  may  be  trying  to  keep 
Up  the  schools  just  for  receipt  of  grants  and  so  on.  All  these  kinds  of 
defects  Were  exposed  by  the  Educational  Beforms  Committee  and  they 
attached1  much  importance  to  this  recommendation,  not  iu  the  interests 
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of  the  teachers  or  the  managers,  of  this  or  that  body,  but  in  the  interests 
of  Government,  to  see  that  they  get  the  value  for  their  money. 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Changanachcnj  1) :  Will 
not  the  same  difficulties  crop  up  even  if  the  grants  are  annually 
renewed  ? 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Acj.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)', 
I  will  come  to  that. 

The  grants  have 'to  be  reassessed  every  year,  reassessed,  I  say,  on 
various  considerations.  Various  factors  will  have  to  be  examined.  The 
number  of  classes  has  to  be  verified  the  number  of  pupils  enrolled  has 
to  be  scrutinised.  Also,  the  question  of  stagnation,  wastage,  actual 
attendance,  etc.  as  compared  with  the  enrollment  in  the  register,  all 
these  facts  have  to  be  taken  into  account  by  the  Assistant  Inspector, 
Again,  he  must  recommend  reduction  of  grants  in  suitable  cases, 
wherever  necessary.  So,  annual  inspection  is  necessary  for  the  reassess¬ 
ment  of  grant  from  year  to  year. 

MR.  KAINIKKARA’Tfl.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  ( Changnnacherry  I) :  May  I 
ask  one  question  ?  Is  it  the  Director’s  view  that  by  investing  the  in¬ 
spectors  with  negative  power,  rather  than  a  positive  confirmation  of 
renewal  of  grants,  all  defects  could  be  remedied  ?  Can  the  power  of 
vetoing  grant  memos  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Inspectors  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  is  a  matter  of  opinion. 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)'. 
Issuing  grant  memos  every  year  is  the  best  thing. 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Changcmaclierry  I):  Is 
that  the  view  of  the  member  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  Director’s  opinion  is  still  an  opinion. 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDR  ASEKHARAN  [Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  : 
The  procedure  adopted  in  previous  years  was  financially  irregular.  How 
can  you  promise  a  grant  before  sanction  is  accorded  to  it  by  the 
Legislature  and  the  Government  ?  Before  the  budget  itself  is  sanctioned, 
how  can  you  give  grant  memos  for  three  years  at  a  stretch  and  commit 
Government  to  a  very  large  item  of  expenditure  ?  Unless  and  until  the 
Legislature  and  the  Government  fix  the  amount,  how  can  the  grant  to 
be  given  be  known  V  Grants  are  to  be  distributed  according  to  the 
allotment  sanctioned  by  Government. 

That,  Sir,  is  the  main  cause  of  the  delay.  Grants  have  been 
distributed  up  to  the  Mithunam  last.  Urom  Karkadagam  this  year,  the 
teachers  of  private  schools  will  have  to  wait  for  two  to  three  months  for 
getting  their  pay.  Towards  the  close  of  Ohingam,  I  shall  be  making 
the  allotment  for  the  respective  schools.  I  shall  be  distributing  the 
allotments  to  the  Divisional  Inspectors  and  during  the  whole  of  Kanni 
they  will  be  busy  issuing  the  grant  memos  after  looking  at  the  individual 
condition  of  the  schools.  Towards  the  end  of  Kanni  or  in  the  beginning 
of  Thulam,  the  Assistant  Inspectors  will  receive  them  and  teachers  will 
begin  to  get  their  grants.  This  delay  is  inevitable.  I  have-been  trying 
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to  speed  it  up  as  far  as  I  can'.  I  have  been  trying  to  see  that  the  grant 
memos  reach  the  schools  by  the  end  of  Kanni  at  least.  It  cannot,  at 
any  rate,  be  speeded  up  to  a  greater  extent. 

Mr.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  {Tiruvalla  T)  :  In  that  case,  can  the  teachers 
be  asked  to  remain  quiet  without  getting  their  pay  ? 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (A.g.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  : 
Managers  must  contribute  something  from  their  resources.  This  is  the 
only  State  in  the  world,  I  think,  where  wo  have  these  monthly  grant  bills 
being  signed  by  the  Assistant  Inspectors  and  given  to  the  managers, 
In  most  countries,  the  managements  get  their  payments  in  quarterly  and 
half-yearly  payments. 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLA!  ( Ghanganacheny  I) :  Can 
fees  be  collected  in  that  manner  ? 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  {Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  : 
Therefore,  Sir,  I  attach  considerable  importance  to  the  recommenda¬ 
tions  of  the  committee ;  and  unless  and  until  I  find  that  the  system  is 
working  badly,  I  propose  to  continue  it.  In  tbe  interest  of  Government, 
I  have  to  see  that  we  get  value  for  money  spent  on  education.  That 
will  also  keep  the  Inspectorate  up  to  the  mark.  They  will  be  watching 
to  see  that  the  managers  conduct  their  schools  properly.  The  manage¬ 
ments  should  feel  that  ai  the  end  of  every  year  the  grant  may  be  reduced 
if  their  schools  do  not  function  properly.  Therefore  I  think  that  the 
practice  of  annual  renewal  of  grants  should  be  continued. 

There  is  another  point.  Mr.  Padmanabha  Pillai  said  that  in 
English  Schools  there  was  great  delay  in  giving  grants  this  year  owing 
to  the  new  system  of  audit. 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  ( Changanacheny  1) :  I  said 
that  as  one  reason. 

MR .  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  {Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction ): 
I  can  assure  the  member  that  this  new  system  of  audit  has  caused  no 
extra  delay  this  year.  The  grants  paid  to  the  English  schools  are 
maintenance  grants  and  they  are  being  paid  as  early  as  possible  after 
th  e  reports  are  received.  The  managements  get  their  grants  before 
the  close  of  the  year;  and  the  audit— 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  {Trivandrum— Rural) ;  What  is  the  purpose 
of  audit  and  how  are  they  done  in  private  schools  ? 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  {Ag  Director  of  Public  Instruction) : 
Every  private  school  must  appoint  a  certified  auditor  approved  by  the 
department.  A  report  should  be  submitted  to  the  Director.  The 
object  of  audit  is  to  see  that  the  accounts  are  kept  properly  by  the 
private  managements;  also,  to  see  that  the  receipts  of  the  various 
schools  are  being  utilised  properly,  that  is,  for  genuine  educational 
purposes.  There  again,  it  is  a  new  system  introduced  only  last  year. 
It  has  not  been  working  long  enough  for  me  to  express  a  definite 
opinion  about  it. 
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Mr.  Padmanabhan  said  that  smne  schools  were  not  getting  grants 
renewed  and  that  grants  are  in  arrears.  There  is  the  same  difficulty  ; 
some  school  may  have  given  trouble  to  the  department  either  because 
of  a  quarrel  or  because  some  teachers  were  dismissed  without  proper 
grounds,  or  some  important  condition  that  had  been  imposed  was  not 
satisfied.  In  such  cases  the  grant  has  to  be  withheld  or  delayed  and 
only  when  the  condition  is  satisfied,  the  grant  will  be  paid  in  some 
cases  with  arrears  and  in  others  without  arrears. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chirayinldl  I)  :  May  I  know,  if  the  grant 
memo  was  not  renewed  for  a  school  this  year,  whether  it  will  he  entitled 
to  the  grant  next  year  ? 

MR.  C.  V  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) : 
That  depends  upon  the  circumstances  of  each  case.  If  the  reason  for 
which  the  grant  has  not  been  renewed  ceases  to  exist  Dext  year,  the 
matter  will  be  considered  favourably. 

A  word  about  the  objectionable  practices  of  the  Assistant  Inspectors 
which  Mr.  Padmanabhan  referred  to.  I  shall  be  glad  to  conduct  an 
enquiry  after  interviewing  the  member.  At  present,  I  do  not  know 
what  the  member  is  driving  at. 

MR.  K .  PADMANABHAN  (Chirayinlil  1)  ;  May  I  ask  one  question  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Before  that,  let  me  siy  one  thing.  I  heard 
this  morning  also  an  officer  of  Government  saying  that  things  may  be 
explained  in  peison.  Not  that  I  want  to  make  any  remark  in  a  hit  of 
carping  criticism,  but,  this  House  is  aware  of  certain  facts  which  are 
placed  before  it  in  the  course  of  the  discussion.  If  any  interview  or 
personal  explanation  is  given  by  any  head  of  the  department  or  other 
officer  of  Government,  to  a  particular  member  it  may  not  redound 
to  the  advantage  of  all  concerned.  I  say  this  because,  in  discussing  a 
measure  before  the  House,  members  have  to  make  up  their  minds.  So 
that,  as  far  as  possible,  information  which  is  relevant  may  be  given  by 
the  heads  of  departments. 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHAR  AN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  \ 
But  then,  Sir,  this  was  a  request  made  to  me  by  Mr.  Padmanabhan  for 
conducting  an  enquiry  into  a  particular  matter, 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Because  it  is  a  matter  of  voting  on  the 
motion,  I  said  all  this.  Further  I  made  all  this  general  observation 
because  in  the  morning  also  I  heard  something  like  that. 

MR .  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction): 
The  statement  that  most  of  the  English  Schools  are  not  self-supporting 
is  pot  a  fact.  It  is  only  one- third  of  the  schools  that  are  not  self- 
supporting.  Two-thirds  of  them  are  self-supporting  ;  and  some  of  them 
are  even  working  at  a  profit. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Chirayinkil  I)  :  Sir,  the  Director  was 
saying  that  about  two-thirds  of  the  private  schools,  are  self-supporting. 
May  I  know  whether  that  statement  holds  good  in  the  case  of  English 
High  Schools  and  English  Middle  Schools  ? 

Mb.  C.  V,  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)).: 
Even  in  the  case  of  English  High  Schools,  though  they  may  not  be  earn¬ 
ing  anything,  they  may  be  able  to  pay  theiriway. 
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Mr.  K-  PADIWANABHAN  ( CJiirayinki!  T) I  seek  the  Heave  of  the 
House  to  withdraw  the  motion. 

The  motion,  by  leave,  was  withdrawn.

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelilcara)  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  raoye- 

Mr.  S.  J,  NAIR  (.Nedumaiigad) :  Sir,  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 
What  has  the  Financial  Assistant  to  do  with  taking  steps  to  confirm 
acting  teachers  when  vacancies  arise  ?  What  has  he  to  do  with  it  when 
there  is  the  Public  Service  Commissioner  appointed  for  that  purpose? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Do  not  make  speeches  when  stating  points 
of  orders. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mtwelihira ) :  The  Financial  Assist- 
ant  has  to  'do  much  more  in  the  'taking  of  steps  for  confirmation  of 
teachers  than  he  has  to  do  with  the  disbursement  of  grants.  What  I 
beg  to  submit  is  that  the  Financial  Assistant  was  appointed  to  advise 
the  Director  with  regard  to  all  the  steps  that  are  taken  by  the  Director 
with  regard  to  the  financial  commitments  of  the  Department.  When 
vacancies  arise  owing  to  the  retirement  or  death  of  permanent  officers 
in  the  Department,  it  '-is  the  duty  of  the  Financial  Assistant  to  inform 
the  Director  that  such  and  such  vacancies  have  arisen  and  that  they 
may  be  filled  up  by  appointing  permanent  hands.  I  would  also  like  to 
know  when  the  Director  is  called  upon  to  reply  as  to  whether  the 
Financial  Assistant  is  charged  with  the  duty  of  disbursing  grants. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  That  does  not  arise  now. 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  {Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)-. 
The  main  work  of  the  Financial  Assistant  is  financial.  But  occasion¬ 
ally  I  may  consult  him  with  regard  to  the  seniority  list  on  the  T.  S.  B. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  So  the  responsibility  is  only  on  the  Director? 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)-. 

Tea. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  In  the  fight  of  that  fact  the  'motion  is  .out 
of  order.

Mr.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Todupueha  cum  Dec ieolmn) :  Sir,  I 
beg  to  move  the  following  motion: — 

“To  omit  the  allotment  of  Rs,  1,458  for  Manager’’ . 

As  I  have  stated  clearly,  the  object  of  my  motion  is  to  show  that 
the  post  is ’quite  unneoessatv.  It  seems  that,  the  Director  has  got  a 
■Personal  Assistant,  a  Financial  Assistant,  a  Manager  and  four  Superint¬ 
endents.  These  six  posts,  those  of  the  Personal  Assistant  the  Financial

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Assistant,  the  Manager  and  four  Superintendents,  seem  to  be  quite  un¬ 
necessary.  There'  was  a  Manager  even  long  before  the  Financial 
Assistant  was  appointed.  He  was  a  first  grade  teacher.  On  page  107 
of  the  Budget,  a  fool -note  is  given: — 

«  The  poitot  Ifowfw  P.  P.I’t  offloe  waomraw*!  from  the  cadre  of  first  grade 

It  is  seen  that,  when  that  particular  officer  was  sent  out  on  some 
other  duty,  it  was  found  necessary  that  another  Manager  should  come 
in  his  place  and,  particularly  to  suit  the  convenience  of  somebody  or  to 
see  that  a  particular  person  gets  that  place,  that  grade  was  abolished  and 
an  undergraduate  was  put  in  that  place.  I  understand  that  the.  present 
Manager  is  an  undergraduate,  if  1  am  wrong,  the.  Director  has  a  chance 
of  correcting  me. 

Mr.  HU.  SIVAT ANU  PILLAI  (Tor ala)  :  Is  it  the  opinion  of  the  member 
that  the  post  is  unnecessary  ? 

Mr.  K.  R.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (TU.tpuzka  cum  Demote*)  :  My 
view  is  that  the  post  is  unnecessary.  The  post  is  there  to  suit  the  con¬ 
venience  of  certain  persons.  Since  the  reorganisation  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment,  so  many  clerks  in  addition  to  the  already  existing  clerks  have 
been  given  and  I  believe  the  number  of  Superintendents  has  also  been 
added  to.  As  far  as  I  can  understand,  the  work  of  these  Superintend¬ 
ents,  the  Manager,  the  Personal  Assistant  and  the  Financial  Assistant 
are  practically  the  same.  I  think  it  is  quite  superfluous  to  have  au 
officer  like  the  Manager.  In  all  other  Departments,  where  there  are 
Personal  Assistants,  there  are  no  Managers;  and  where  there  are 
Managers,  there  are  no  Personal  Assistants. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tomla)  :  Arc  there  not  both  the 
Personal  Assistants  anil  Managers  in  the  P.W.  and  Excise  Departments. 

Mr.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Todupurlm  cum  DarietUm):  As  I 
understand,  there  is  only  one  of  them.  I  am  not  sure.  In  the  Excise 
Department,  one  Assistant  Commissioner  is  posted  as  Personal  Assistant 
or  Manager,  Both  officers  are  not  there.  It  was  like  that  in  the  Excise 
Department-  But  it  was  abolished  long  ago.  In  view  of  those  facts,  I 
think  the  Manager’s  post  is  quite  unnecessary  •  and  so  I  move  this  motion 
for  the  consideration  of  the  House.- 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Kolhulaut  I)  :  Sir,  I  support  the  motion. 
Last  year  also  there  was  a  motion  almost  identical  that  the  post  of  the 
Personal  Assistant  is  not  necessary.  As  a  result  of  the  reorganisation 
of  the  Department  the  work  in  the  Director’s  office  kasbeen  properly 
readjusted..  The  Inspectorate  itself  has  been  divided  and  there  also, 
the  Inspectors  are  relieved  of  overburdened  work-  There  are  3 
Divisional  Inspectors  under.whom  there  are  various  Assistant  Inspectors. 
In  the  office,  the  Financial  Assistant  is  doing  the  duties  in  connection 
with  the  control  of  finances  and-  the  work  of  the  clerks  also  has  been 
diverted  to  various  Departments  and  there  are  also  four  Superint¬ 
endents  to.  control,  the  work.  So  the  post  of  the  Manager  who  carries 
.with  him  a  pay  of  Bs.  100  to  150  is  anomalous.  If  my  information 
is.  correct,  an-'  undergraduate  is  in  charge  of  the  Manager’s  duties. 
.Is  it  conducive  to  the  efficient  management  of  this  office  which  consists 
of  many  graduate  clerks  under  him  ?  Unless  and  until  the  Director 
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can  prove  that  the  absence  of  the  Manager  is  detrimental  to  the  efficient 
working  of  the  office,  I  cannot  see  my  way  to  allow  the  post  to  continue. 

ME.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  (Tirumlla,  III)  :  May  I  know 
whether  he  has  got  any  objection  to  retain  this  office  if  a  graduate  is 
appointed  ? 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( Kalkulam  I):  Not  that.  First  of  all,  my  point 
is  that  it  is  superfluous.  If  the  work  of  the  Personal  Assistant  and  that 
of  the  Manager  is  identical,  I  do  not  see  the  reason  why  a  man  of  in- 
ferior  position  should  be  posted  there  as  the  Manager.  I  am  of  opinion 
that  the  Personal  Assistant  can  be  put  in  charge  of  the  duties  of  the 
Manager  as  well.  I  do  not  see  any  reason  why,  of  all  other  Departments, 
when  there  are  qualified  men,  the  Education  Department  should  alone 
prefer  undergraduates  to  be  put  in  charge  of  important  duties.  It  is 
true  that  the  Director  has  to  do  much  circuiting  work.  Even  in  that 
case,  ha  should  not  entrust  his  work  to  be  attended  to  by  the  Personal 
Assistant,  although  he  is  a  first  gradej'Headmaster.  That  is  very  wrong 
and  detrimental  to  the  efficient  management  of  a  number  of  high  schools 
and  ever  so  many  other  schools  under  the  Department.  For  these  re¬ 
asons,  I  support  the  motion  before  the  House. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad ) ;  I  oppose  the  motion.  This 
Department  is  spending  a  very  large  amount  of  the  revenue  of  the 
State  Nearly  Bs  50  lakhs  is  spent  by  this  Department,  It  is  seen 
that  there  are  four  Superintendents,  one  Financial  Assistant,  one 
Personal  Assistant,  four  Division  Inspectors  and  also  an  Inspectress  of 
Schools.  As  a  result  of  the  re-organisation  of  the  Department  ex¬ 
penditure  has  increased  to  a  large  amount  and  consequently  the  work 
in  the  Director's  office  also  has  increased  in  a  terrible  maimer. 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( Kalkulam  I)  •  May  I  know  from  the  member 
whether  recently  many  of  the  schools  have  beet)  deprived  of  grants  and 
recognition  and  thus  the  duties  of  the  office  have  been  reduced  con- 


MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad I  know  that,  in  the  case  of 
certam  schools,  grants  have  been  withheld  for  sufficient  reasons. 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHAR  AN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction): 
Is  the  Honourable  member  aware  that  a  very  large  number  of  new 
schools  have  come  into  existence  ? 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad ):  Yes,  Sir;  I  am  aware  that  a  large 

number  of  new  schools  have  come  into  existence. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  Have  you  done? 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  I  want  5  minutes  more.  .

MR,  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  : 
After,  Sir. 

Mr.  K.  MAHOMED  (Alwaye):  Then  am  I  to  understand  that  the 
departmental  head  did  not  communicate  the  Government  Order  to  all 
the  Division  Inspectors  and  Assistant  Inspectors  and  Headmasters  in 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction ): 
Sir,  this  is  an  old  G.  0.  of  1919;  and  it  must  have  been  communicated 
to  all  the  Schools  at  the  time.  But  apparently  some  of  the*  schools 
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were  ignorant  of  the  order  and  they  have  been  in  the  habit  of  levying 
half  fees  from  Muslim  girls.  I  am  very  greatful  to  the  honourable 
member  and  to  the  other  honourable  members  who  have  brought  this 
to  the  notice  of  the  department. 

Mr.  K.  MAHOMED  ( Always )  :  May  I  know  in  how  many 
schools  fees  were  realised  from  Muslim  girls  ?

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chirayinkil  It)  :  Without  knowing  the 
exact  number  of  Travancoreans  in  the  service  of  the  South  Indian 
Railway  Company,  may  1  know  how  is  it  that  the  member  said  there  is 
proper  representation  of  Travancoreans  in  that  service? 

Mr.  T.  G,  THOMMEN  (Secretary  to  Government):  That  question  was 
referred  to  the  South  Indian  Railway  Company  ;  and  as  a  result  of  the 
correspondence  on  the  subject,  the  Government  were  satisfied  that  the 
representation  was  sufficient. 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (1'atUinamcilta) :  Who  asked  the 
Government  to  be  satisfied  ?  Was  it  the  Company  ? 

Mr.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  ( Seeretary  to  Government ):  Goveriiment  are 
not  asked  to  be  satisfied  by  any  body. 
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Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PIUAI  ( PattanamHUa )  :  Then  may  I  know  the 
ground  on  which  the  Government  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  every¬ 
thing  was  satisfactory,  without  ascertaining  either  the  number  of 
Travanooreans  or  the  percentage  of  the  Travancoreans  employed  in  the 
South  Indian  Railway  service  ? 

Mr.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Secretary  to  Government):  Sir,  the  honour¬ 
able  member  is  wrong.  Government  considered  the  question  after 
referring  the  matter  to  the  Railway  Company  and  were  satisfied  that 
the  representation  was  sufficient. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattanamlitto)  :  Then  may  I  know 
how  many  Travancoreans  are  employed  in  that  service  ? 

Mr.  f.  C.  THOMMEN  ( Secretary  to  Government)  :  I  claim  notice  :  I 
have  not  got  the  information  now  with  rae. 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Patbana ntitta) :  Sir,  is  the  member  in 
order?  He  says  that  he  does  not  know  the  number  of  Travancoreans 
employed  and  at  the  same  time  that  Government  are  aware  of  a 
certain  fact  to  satisfy  them  that  there  is  sufficient  representation. 

PRESIDENT  ;  He  claims  notice  only  with  regard  to  the  exact 
number. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Paltanamiitta )  :  Then  I  wish  to  know 
the  percentage  of  Travancoreans  employed  in  that  service. 

PRESIDENT  :  When  he  cannot  give  the  number,  how  is  he  going 
to  work  out  the  percentage  ? 

RAO  SAHIB  S.  PARAMESVARA  AIYAR  (Nominated):  May  I 
know  whether  the  Government  will  be  pleased  to  get  a  copy  of  the 
rules  governing  the  discussions  of  this  Advisory  Board  ? 

MR-  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Secretary  to  Government ):  Yes,  Sir. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala):  Sir,  may  I  know  whether  the 
right  to  be  represented  on  the  Board  has  been  secured  by  Government 
as  a  concession  shown  to  them  by  the  railway  authorities  ? 

Mr.  T.  C.  THOM 'HEN  (Secretary  to  Government ):  When  the 
Railway  Company  ask  the  Government  to  nominate  a  member  on  the 
Board  to  represent  them,  they  do  so. 

MR.  N.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (JNeyyattinkara  I)  :  May  I  know  who 
meets  the  expenses  of  the  Travancore  representative  for  attending  the 
meetings  of  the  Board  ? 

Mr.  T.  G.  THOMMEN  (Secretary  to  Government ):  The  Railway 
Company. 

MR.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Shertala  I):  May  I 
know  whether  there  is  any  duty  cast  on  the  Railway  Board  to  make 
any  periodical  report  regarding  its  work  to  the  Travancore  Government? 

Mr.  T.  C  THOMMEN  (Secretary  to  Government)  :  When  the  Trftvan- 
core  representative  is  nominated  he  is  asked  to  send  a  short  report  of 
the  proceedings  to  the  Government  as  soon  as  the  meeting  is  over. 

Mr.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Shertala  1)  :  Is  it  an 
annual  report  ? 

MR.  T.  C.  THOMMEN  (Secretary  to  Government)  :■  For  every 
meeting  he  sends  up  a  short  report.

(b)  if  the  answer  to  part  (a)  be  in  the  affirmative,  the  reasons 
why  the  aquarium  was  closed  ? 

RAO  BAHADUR  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Chief  Secretary  to  Govern¬ 
ment)  :  (a)  Yes. 

(b)  The  experiment  did  not  prove  successful. 

MISS  HEPZIBAH  GNANASIKAMONY  (Nominated;  :  May  I  know,  Sir, 
how  the 'aquarium  came  to  be  closed  ? 

RAO  BAHADUR  03.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Chief  Secretary  to  Govern, 
meat)  :  When  it  was  first  opened  there  was  a  rush  of  visitors  to  it, 
probably  on  account  of  the  novelty,  but  subsequently  there  were  very 
few  visitors  excepting  some  zoology  students  from  the  colleges.  It  was 
also  considered  not  safe  to  leave  the  aquarium  in  the  condition  in 
which  it  was  The  bridge  to  cross  over  to  the  aquarium  was  old  and 
ricketty  and  the  building  itself  had  cracks  and  was  in.  an  imsound  condi¬ 
tion.  So  Government  thought  it  better  to  close  down  the  aq  larium 

MISS  HEPZIBAH  GNANASIKAMONY  (dominated)  :  In  view  of  the 
educational  impor  anee  of  the  aquarium  in  the  State,  will  the  Govern¬ 
ment  consider  the  question  of  reviving  it  and  working  it  with  success  ? 

RAO  BAHADUR  Da.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Chief  Secretary  to  Govern¬ 
ment)  Sir,  I  think  it  is  not  worth  while  to  consider  the  question  of 
reviving  it.  The  question  for  consideration  will  be  to  start  anew 
aquarium.  .  That  depends  upon  funds.  It  will  require  a  pretty  large 
amount  to  start  a  really  good  aquarium  of  educational  value  to  the  public 
and  to  students,  ft  cannot  be  considered  at  present  owing  to  financial 
stringency. 

MISS.  HEPZiBAH  GfiANASlKAMONY  (Nominated) :  May  I  know  from 
the  member  whether  government  admit  the  educational  importance 
of  the  aquarium.  ? 

RAG  BAHADUR'  DR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Chief  Secretary  to  Govern¬ 
ment):  Yes,  they  do  :  but  the  difficulty  of  starting  an  aquarium  on 
proper  lines  at  present  is  to  find  funds.  - 

.Mr,  •6U-;K,rKJU8HNA'  -.PIILAJ  (Netjehsinii'anel) :  May  I  ..knew  tho 
amount  so  far  spent  an-tiMs.aiWQattt?  v  ' 
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RAO  BAHADUR  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Chief  Cretan/  to  Govern¬ 
ment)  '■  Not  much,  I  think.  The  officer  in  charge  of  the  Public 
Gardens  scraped  together  some  fuucis  fj  om  his  own  budget  and  was 
able  to  start  the  aquarium  at  a  small  cost.  Later  on,  the  maintenance 
charges  too  did  not  come  to  much.  I  have  not  got  the  exact  figures, 
but  the  expenditure  could  never  have  come  to  a  large  amount. 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Knlkulam  I)  :  May  I  know  the  number  and 
variety  of  the  fishes  preserved  in  the  aquarium  ? 

RAO  BAHADUR  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Chief  Secretary  to  Govern¬ 
ment)  ■■  Sir,  I  am  unable  to  furnish  the  information.  I  was  told  that 
some  fresh  water  fish  were  kept  in  the  aquarium  and  some  of  them  died 
owing  to  insufficient  aeration  and  other  causes,  At  the  time  of 
closing  down  the  aquarium  I  really  cannot  say  how  many  survived. 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Kalkulam  /)  ;  May  I  know  whether  the 
want  of  attractiveness  of  the  aquarium  was  due  to  the  scanty  varieties 

RAO  BAHADUR  Dr.  N,  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Chief  Secretary  to  Govern¬ 
ment )  :  It  was  really  because  the  aquarium  was  not  started  on  proper 
lines.  Those  honourable  members  -who  have  been  to  Madras  and  seen 
the  aquarium  there  as  also  the  aquarium  that  was  here  may  be  able  to 
know  the  difference  between  the  two.  Government  must  admit  that 
the  aquarium  here  was  not  started  on  proper  lines  and  so  the  fish  died  ; 
and  the  number  of  visitors  too  fell  off  after  the  novelty  was  over. 

MR.  PACODE  A.  WAR  AY  ANA  PILLAI  (Vilavankud)  :  What  became  of 
the  fish? 

RAO  BAHADUR  Dr.  N-  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Chief  Secretary  to  Govern¬ 
ment)  :  The  dead  fish  were  thrown  away ;  and  1  cannot  say  what 
happened  to  the  live  ones. 

MR.  A.  S.  DaMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ) :  Was  the  failure  of  the 
experiment  due  to  the  iact  that  it  was  not  properly  started’  and 
conducted  ? 

RAO  BAHADUR  Dr,N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Chief  Secretary  to  Govern¬ 
ment)"-  Sir,  I  have  stated  that  an  aquarium  to  be  started  on  proper 
lines  requires  a  larger  amount.  It  was  not  so  in  this  case.  Here  the 
experiment  was  tried  oa  a  very  small  scale  and  I  must  say  it  did  not 
prove  satisfactory.  It  was  therefore  thought  better  to  close  down  the 
aquarium  than  to  keep  it  in  a  bad  condition. 

Statement  by  the  President  regarding  the  answering  of 
Interpellations. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  have  a  word  to  say  before  we- proceed  to  the  dis¬ 
cussion  of  the  budget.  Mr.  Velayudhan  Pillai  brought  to  my  not5ce 
the  fact  that  a  Very  small  number  of  questions  are  being  tabled  for  each 
day  so  ihat- the  House- could  not  utilise  the  first  hour  for  that  purpose. 
The  Chair  then  gave  a  promise  that  the  matter  will  be  investigated 
and  everything  done  to  table  a  larger  number  of  questions.  That 
investigation  has  been  made.  And  I  can  tell  the  honourable  members 
that  ,  from  tomorrow  onwards,  a  fairly  large  number  of  questions  will  be

tabled  for  answering.  As  regards  this  day,  the  Agenda  had  already 
been  printed  in  the  course  of  yesterday,  ami,  therefore,  further  ques¬ 
tions  could  not  be  added  thereto.  In  passing,  1  may  observe  that 
although  10  questions  alone  were  tabled  for  this  day,  they  have  occupied 
no  less  than  45  minutes.

DEMAND  IV— EDUCATION  {could.) 

Motion  No.  123. -(wmM) 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad ):  Sir,  in  opposing  the  motion,  I  wish 
to  submit,  for  the  information  of  the  House,  that  the  work  of  the 
Manager  in  the  Director’s  Office  has  increased  very  much  in  recent 
years  as  a  result  of  the  reorganisation  of  the  Inspectorate.  Formerly, 
there  were  only  two  Inspecters.  As  a  result  of  the  recommendations 
of  the  Education  Reforms  Committee,  the  number  of  Inspectors  has 
been  increased  to  four.  In  addition  to  that,  there  is  also  one 
Inspectress.  Such  being  the  case,  the  volume  of  work  in  the  Director’s 
Office  has  increased  to  a  very  great  extent.  Even  with  the  help  of 
one  Manager,  it  is  not  possible  to  look  after  this  increased  and  ever- 
increasing  work  and  to  supervise  the  work  of  the  Superintendents  and 
others.  So  it  is  highly  necessary  that  the  post  of  Manager  should  be 
retained.  If  the  motion  had  been  tor  raising  the  status  or  salary  of  the 
Manager  or  for  creating  the  post  of  a  Deputy  Director,  which  was  in 
exitence  some  time  ago,  I  would  have  most  willingly  supported  the 
motion.  But  since  the  Manager’s  post  is  very  necessary,  I  have  to 
oppose  the  motion. 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  {Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction): 
Sir,  at  the  last  budget  session,  an  identical  motion  was  placed  before  this 
House,  and  after  a  fairly  long  discussion  and  after  several  members  had 
spoken  against  the  motions,  it  was  withdrawn.  I  would  invite  the  at¬ 
tention  of  the  House  to  page  1  of  the  Administration  Report  for  1110, 
where  it  is  stated  that  ‘‘the  reorganisation  of  the  Inspectorate,  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  various  new  forms  and  methods  of  administrative  and  finan¬ 
cial  control,  and  the  adoption  of  some  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Edu¬ 
cation  Reforms  Committee,  have  resulted  in  a  rapid  increase  in  the  vo¬ 
lume  of  my  work  and  of  that  of  my  office.”  It  is  a  well  recognised  prin¬ 
ciple  that  every  large  office  should  have  a  Manager  to  control  and  super¬ 
vise  the  work  of  the  clerks,  to  see  to  the  quick  despatch  of  business,  and 
to  attend  to  various  duties  such  as  applications  for  leave  and  postings 
of  clerks. 

RAO  SAHIB  S.  PARAMESVARA  AIYAR  {Nominated)  :  Has  the  work 
increased  or  decreased  in  the  Director’s  office  since  last  year  ? 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  {Ag.  Director  of  Itcblic  IiHtn.ciior)  : 
I  can  answer  that  in  one  senience-  The  number  of  letters  received  in 
1109  was  20,915;  In  1110,  it  was  24,344;  and  in  1111  up  to  date  it  was 
32,488.  In  other  words,  the  work,  judged  by  the  volume  of  correspond¬ 
ence,  has  increased  by  more  than  50  per  cent. 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( Kalkulam  I)  ;  What  is  the  difference  in 
duties  between  the  Personal  Assistant,  and  the  Manager  ? 
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MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ay.  Dir, do,-  of  I  rhKc  Instruction)  : 
They  are  attending  to  entirely  different,  functions.  The  Manager’s 
main  duty  is  to  see  to  the  proper  and  efficient  working  of  the  office. 
The  office  has  gut  a  very  large  number  of  clerks.  It  is  divided  into  six  sec¬ 
tions  and  each  section  has  to  fackie  a  growing  volume  of  correspondence. 
Again,  offices  which  used  to  exist  outside  the  Director’s  Office  have  been 
brought  into  the  Director’s  Office  under  the  control  of  the  Director,  such 
as  the  offices  of  the  Text  Book  Committee  and  the  Examination  Board. 
A  Bural  Libraries  Section  has  been  started  and  the  vocational  school  sec¬ 
tion  might  be  started  in  the  coming  year. 

It  is  not  a  wise  policy  to  reduce  the  over  head  charges 
in  one  of  the  largest  departments  of  the  State,  which  has  to 
spend  a  large  amount  of  money  and  has  to  control  a  very  large 
number  of  schools  and  subordinates.  Sir,  Mysore  has  been  held  up  to 
us  as  a  model  to  follow.  A  comparison  with  Mysore  will  illustrate  the  po¬ 
sition  in  our  State.  Here  tire  Education  Department  spends  Bs.  48 
lakhs  and  the  amount  spent  for  the  Head  Office  is  Es.  42,000.  This 
work?  out  to  0  .  9  per  cent.  In  Mysore,  they  are  spending  Bs.  51  lakhs 
and  the  charges  for  the  Head  Office  are  Bs.  1,20,000.  This  works  out 
to  2.  6  per  cent  of  the  expenditure. 

MR.  A  S.  DAM0DARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  Are  we  not  a  model  to 
Mysore  as  far  as  Education  is  concerned? 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Direct jr  of  Public  Instruction)  ■. 
Not  in  this  respect,  Sir.  [Laughter). 

MR.  A.  S.  DAJIODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  Does  the  member  think 
that  the  advantage  consists  in  spending  more  money  on  the  Director’s 
Office? 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)'. 
Any  attempt  to  reduce  the  directing  or  supervising  staff  is,  T  submit,  a 
penny-wise  and  pound  foolish  policy.  You  may  think  yon  will  save 
something  there  but  considering  the  department  as  a  whole,  you  may 
lose  much  by  way  of  delay  and  lack  of  efficient  control. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara):  Are  we  losing  mere 
than  Moysore  by  way  of  efficient  control  at  the  head? 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  lnstiuctim.)  : 
The  control  at  the  headquarters  in  Mysore  must  be  far  more  effective 
than  it  is  here. 

Mr.  A  THAMU  PILLAI  (Trivandr.im-llurul)  :  May  I  know  whether 
Mysore  control  is  far  more  effective  or  defee tiv  ? 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (A g.  Director  of  Pubiic  Instruction)  ■ 
Effective. 

The  Personal  Assistant  is  assisting  the  Director  in  the  disposal  of 
business  in  certain  important  directions  relating  to  English  and  Verna¬ 
cular  Education  just  as  the  Financial  Assistant  is  assisting  the  Director 
in  matters  of  finance. 

MR.  K-  R.  ELENKATH  (Kallmiam  I)  :  May  I  know  whether  the 
Personal  Assistant  is  allowed  to  dispose  of  applications? 

VH.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  : 
He  is  allowed  to  dispose  of  individual  applications  along  certain  lines 
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which  are  laid  down  by  me  ‘Applications  for  exemption  from  attend¬ 
ance  foa'  examination,  applications  for  extension  of  service,  etc.,  from 
private  school  teachers,  etc.,  are  dealt  with  by  him.  I  lay  down  certain 
general  rules  and  he  follows  th/m.  Doubtful  cases  come  up  before  me. 
Therefore,  it  is  necessary  that  I  should  have  Officers  of  the  type  of  the 
Manager  and  the  Personal  Assistant. 

The  mover  referred  to  the  present  Manager  being  an  undergradu¬ 
ate  Well  he  is  an  undergraduate.  My  predecessor  in  office  recom¬ 
mended  that  he  should  he  appointed  as  Financial  Assistant.  Succe¬ 
ssive  Directors  have  spoken  very  highly  of  his  work.  He  is  a  very  ca¬ 
pable  and  very  efficient  officer. 

Mr.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILL Al  ( Toclupmha  cum  Decicolam)  '■  May 
I  know  the  number  of  times  the  Director  recommended  him  to  be  the 
Manager  ? 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  : 
He  was  recommended  to  be  appointed  as  act  ing  Manager  by  my  prede¬ 
cessor;  and  I  recommended  him  to  be  confirmed. 

MR.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILUI  (Todupmha  cum  Dericdam):  Was 
the  first  recommendation  accepted? 

MR  G.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (  Ip.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  ; 
Yes,  he  was  appointed  to  act  as  a  Manager 

MR.  A.  THANU  PlLLAI  (frivunurum  I.ural)  :  Was  he  drafted  from 
the  teaching  slaff  or  from  the  office  staff'? 

KR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (A  g.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  : 
He  was  promoted  from  the  office  staff.  We  wanted  a  man  who  was 
conversant  with  ail  the  details  of  office  work.  Asa  matter  of  fact,  it 
was  only  for  a  few  years  that  the  Manager  used  to  be  of  the  grade  of  first 
grade  teacher.  Until  1931,  the  Manager  was  appointed  from  the  office 
staff. 

Mr.  T.  P.  VELAHJDHAN  PlLLAI  (IV walla  III) :  Was  he  the 
Senior  Superintendent? 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  ojPulUc  Instruction)  : 
He  was  the  seniormost  Superintendent.  He  has  passed  Examinations 
in  Commerce,  Accountancy,  and  Book-keeping.  He  has  earned  encom¬ 
iums  from  successive  Directors  and  he  is  very  good  at  his  work- 
Mr.  Eienkath  was  under  a  miiapprehension  when  be  said  that  the 
Personal  Assistant  is  becoming  more  important  then  he  should  be. 

I  do  not  know  whether  this  is  relevant  to  the  present  discussion.  I 
have  explained  that  be  has  to  dispose  of  business  relating  to  individual 
cases  along  certain  definite  lines  laid  down  by  the  Director. 

Mr.K.  A.  NARAYANA  PlLLAI  (Todupuiha  cum  Decicolam):  Sir, 
the  Director  had  been  telling  ns  that  last  year  an  identical  motion  was 
moved  and  that  after  discussion  it  was  withdrawn  by  leave  of  the  House. 

I  do  not  think  that  that  argument  is  enough  for  opposing  the  present 
motion-  The  motion  which  was  moved  last  year  appears  at  page  649  of 
volume  VI  of  the  Assembly  Proceedings.  In  describing  the  duties  of 
the  Manager,  the  Director  stated  as  follows  :  — 

‘‘Control  of  the  CiEce  ;  1  .-istribution  of  Tapal ;  Distribution  of  Stationery 
anil  forms  for  the  offices  Establishment  ;  pay  bill,  T.  A.  bill,  Contingent 
bill;  Acquittance  Boll,  Issue  and  despatch  of  letters  ;  Returns  of  establish- 
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Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) : 
On  a  word  of  personal  explanation.  Sir.  X  want  to  say  that  that  list  is 
very  incomplete.  When  I  was  reading  it,  the  Deputy  President,  who 
happened  to  be  in  the  Chair,  said  that  I  need  not  read  the  list  fully.  So 
that  list  is  incomplete.  I  have  got  with  me  a  complete  list  which  X  shall 
read  now  if  the  House  wants. 

Mr.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Tcdupueha  cum  Denied, rm)  :  The 
list  I  have  read  out  clearly  shows  that  those  were  the  only  duties  to  be 
done  by  the  manager. 

PRESIDENT  :  There  is  no  use  harping  upon  that  list. 

Mr.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAi  (Todupuzha  cum  Devi  colaw)  :  A 
Manager  on  a  salary  of  Bs.  125  is  not  at  all  necessary  for  the  distribu¬ 
tion  of  tu, pa's  and  stationery. 

PRESIDENT  :  It  has  been  stated  by  the  Director  that  the  list  read 
out  by  the  member  is  not  a  complete  list.  The  Director  has  also  ex¬ 
plained  the  circumstances  under  which  that  incomplete  list  happened 
to  be  read  out  ;  and  the  Chair  has  already  held  that  there  is  no  use  of 
carrying  over  that  point. 

MR.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  {Tocluguiha,  cum  Demcolam) :  The 
Director  has  been  telling  us  that  20,000  letters  were  received  in  1109, 
about  24,000  in  1110  and  about  32,000  letters  up-to-date.  What  I 
should  say  is  that  receipt  of  so  many  letters  is  not  the  criterion  for  the 
retention  of  the  manager.  It  is  most  likely  that  receipt  of  letters  will 
be  increasing  day  by  day.  I  can  understand  the  argument  that,  for 
proper  and  efficient  working  of  the  office,  a  Manager  is  absolutely  es¬ 
sential.  But  I  do  not  see  why  a  Manager  is  necessary  when  there  is  a 
Personal  Assistant  and  a  separate  Financial  Assistant  and  a  set  of 
Superintendents  to  manage  the  office.  If  the  new  designation  of 
Manager  is  tantamount  to  better  management,  I  do  not  say  anythig 
about  that. 

The  Director  has  also  said  that  it  is  not  a  wise  policy  to  reduce  the 
over-head  charges.  In  that  connection,  he  was  comparing  Mysore  and 
Travancore.  Mysore  is  far  above  us  and  it  is  not  a  fair  comparison  to 
be  made  in  regard  to  the  educational  policy  of  our  State.  It  was  also 
said  that  in  Mysore  the  educational  policy  is  more  effective.  Then 
what  is  the  defect  here?  I  think  that  there  is  something  rotten  at  the 
head  of  our  Education  Department.  What  it  is  is  well  known  to  all 
without  an  explanation. 

The  Director  has  been  saying  that  the  present  Manager  is  an  ex¬ 
ceptionally  clever  man.  I  would  like  to  know  whether  there  are  not  so 
mauy  other  clever  people  in  his  own  department  or  in  his  own  office 
itself,  Is  it  the  particular  cleverness  of  a  particular  person  that  should 
be  reckoned  for  being  appointed  as  Manager  in  his  office? 

Mr.  A,  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavdikara ) :  May  I  know,  why  does 
the  member  want  to  interfere  with  the  choice  of  the  Director  as  regards 
the  Manager? 

Mr.  K.  A  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Toduptuha  cum  Devicolcm ) :  I  ain 
not  interfering  with  the  choice.  I  am  saying  this  because  the  Director 
has  been  felling  us  that  the  Manager  is  an  exceptionaly  clever  man. 
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PRESIDENT  :  We  are  not  dealing  with  the  question  of  who  should 
he  the  Manager.  The  question  is  whether  there  should  he  a  Manager 
or  not  in  the  Director’s  Office. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLA1  ( Quilo-i  I)  :  May  I  point  out  one  fact? 
This  is  a  specific  cut  under  Direction.  As  such  the  question  of  the  cho¬ 
ice  of  the  Manager  does  not  arise.  The  question  that  arises  for  consi. 
deration  in  this  motion  is  only  whether  there  should  be  a  Manager  or 
not. 

Mr.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  {Todupu’.ha,  cum  Devieol'tm)  :  lam 
speaking  on  that  motion  alone. 

PRESIDENT  :  When  speaking,  you  must  keep  in  mind  your  specific 
motion. 

Mr.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  {Thodvpusha  cum  Decicola.n,)  :  Sir, 
I  am  not  at  all  convinced  by  the  Director’s  explanation.  So,  I  press 
my  motion. 

The  motion  was  put  to  the  vote  and  lost.

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  ( Ag :  Director  of  Public  Instruction )  : 
Sir,  both  the  Honourable  members  have  spoken  iii  terms  of  high  appre¬ 
ciation  of  the  work  lone  by  Government  on  behalf  of  tbe  depressed 
classes.  I  am  grateful  to  them  for  what  they  have  said  about  me  also 
personally.  Travarcore  is  often  represented  as  being  behind  Cochin 
in  the  matter  of  giving  concession  to  depressed  class  people.  It  is 
pointed  out  that  Cochin  is  spending  higher  amount  for  depressed  class 
education.  This  is  a  misapprehension  Sir,  because  Cochin  happens  to 
put  under  one  head  ill  that  the  Cochin  Government  is  spending  for  the 
depressed  class  people  whereas  what  we  are  doing  is  scattered  under 
different  heads.  Take,  for  instance,  the  fee  concession  which  comes  to 
about  Es.  2  lakhs.  Es.  1,10,000  by  way  of  compensation 
grant  to  private  schools  and  Es.  00,000  as  loss  of  revenue  due  to  fee  con¬ 
cession  given  in  Government  schools.  We  have  started  an  experiment, 
very  small  I  admit,  to  enable  the  depressed  class  pupils  to  buy  books. 
Honourable  members  will  see  that,  in  the  budget  for  1112  also,  a  similar 
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provision  has  been  made.  Bat  Mr.  John  Joseph  wants  us  to  tackle 
the  big  problem  of  the  mid-day  meal. 

MR.  A  S,  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Uamliktira) :  Are  the  books  worth 
only  8  annas  ? 

MR.  c.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (lg.  Direr, to,-  of  Public  Instruction)-, 
Only  Readers  and  copy  books  are  prescribed  by  Government  for 
Primary  classes.  No  other  books  arc  prescribed.  We  do  not  insist 
upon  any  other  books  so  far  as  Prirnaiy  schools  arc  concerned. 

MR.  SIVARAMAN  W AIR  {Tinnuilla  II)  ;  May  I  know  whether  there 
is  any  objection  to  the  Department  buying  the  books  and  giving  it  to 
the  pupils  direct  ?

Yes,  Sir. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelilcara ):  May  I  know  whether, 
for  the  higher  classes,  anv  other  kind  of  concession  is  given  ? 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) : 
Pee  concessions  are  given. 

This  year  I  am  taking  up  the  case  of  a  number  of  schools  run  by 
the  Horijan  Sevak  Sangh  and  I  am  looking  into  the  question  of  how  far 
and  to  what  extent  they  can  be  given  grant. 

But  the  question  ot  the  mid-d ly  meal  is  extremely  problematical. 

Once  I  tried  to  work  out  a  scheme  and  finally  gave  it  up  because  it 
would  involve  an  enormously  heavy  outlay.  Even  calculated  at  the  rate 
of  one  or  one  and  a  half  chuekrams  per  day,  the  cos!  is  so  heavy  that  it 
is  not  possible  for  the  Government  to  undertake  it.

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Changanachenj  .1)  :  Sir,  I 
move  that  the  allotment  of  Bs.  34,662  for  Direction  bo  reduced  by  Re.'l. 

I  make  this  motion  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  House  the  neces¬ 
sity  for  putting  an  immediate  stop  to  the  half-a-rupee  cut  that  was 
effected  last  year  in  the  monthly  grant  given  to  the  Vernacular  School 
teachers.  This  subject  came  in  for  discussion  on  an  adjournment 
motion  moved  by  Mr.  Daniodaran  Asan  in  an  intervening  Session  of 
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the  Asseiubly.  Various  arguments  for  and  against  the  cut,  were  placed 
before  tlie  Assembly  and  the  arguments  placed  by  the  Director,  before 
the  Assembly  weighed  so  much  with  the  House  that  it  rejected  that 
motion.  But  when  giving  its  consent  to  the  cut,  it  was  clearly  under¬ 
stood  by  the  House,  even  from  the  words  of  the  Director,  that  it  was 
accepted  only  as  a  temporary  measure  to  find  a  way  out  of  a  situation 
that  had  arisen  as  the  result  of  not  giving  grants  to  very  many  private 
schools  started  since  1103.  Now  we  have  already  passed  one  year,  and 
while  entering  into  a  new  financial  year,  it  is  but  proper  that  we  take  a 
retrospect  of  the  past  you',  reconsider  the  question  and  come  to  a  fresh 
decision  on  this  matter.  While  presenting  the  case  of  the  Government 
to  this  House  last  time,  the  Director  stated  “even  now  if  the  Director 
finds  that  some  money  that  is  allotted  to  the  department  is  going  to 
lapse,  he  will  see  that  the  money  is  utilised  for  giving  grants.”  Iam 
quoting  from  the  speech  made  by  the  Director  at  that  time.  The 
budget  estimate  Nr  the  year  1111  was  Bs  48;|13  lakhs  and  the  revised 
estimate  for  the  same  year  was  Bs  47 '53  lakhs  i.  e.,  Bs.  60,000  less  than 
the  budget  estimate.  The  Director  has  told  us  that  the  amount  saved 
by  the  half-a-rnpee  cut  in  the  grant  of  the  teachers  was  only  Bs,  50,000. 
Putting  these  figures  together,  I  fail  to  see  why  that  half-a-rupea  cut 
wrs  necessary  even  last  year. 

SADASYA  TILAKAN  T.  K.  VElU  PILLAI  {Trivandrum— Urban)  : 
May  I  know  for  what  period  this  Bs.  50,000  was  necessary  ? 

;VI.  KAIN1KKARA  M.  PADIVIANABHA  PILLAI  (Ghawjamchcnj  I)  For 
the  last  year. 

If  what  the  Director  told  us,  namely,  that  any  amount  allotted,  if 
found  to  lapse  at  the  end  of  the  year  will  be  utilised  for  giving  grants 
is  true  and  if  Bs.  60,000  is  to  lapse  at  the  end  of  1111,  I  do  not  under¬ 
stand  what  necessity  there  was  for  making  a  saving  of  .Bs.  50,000, 
which  is  less  than  the  amount  which  would  lapse,  by  effecting  a  cut  in 
the  grant  given  to  the  teachers.  The  Director  has  admitted  that  the 
allotment  for  grant  has  been  steadily  falling  down  during  the  last  two 
or  three  years.  It  was  in  1108  Rs.  10  lakhs;  in  1109,  it  was 
Bs.  9,50,030;  in  1110  it  was  Bs.  9,20,000,  and  in  1111,  it  is  only 
Bs.  9,C0,0O0.  I  ask  the  question  why  is  this  reduction  made  every 
year  in  the  amount  of  grant  ?  If  it  is  a  method  of  retrenchment  we 
would  have  appreciated  the  reduction  in  grant  if  the  total  allotment 
had  also  fallen  in  accordance  with  the  reduction  made  in  the  grant. 
The  total  expenditure  on  Education  is  almost  the  same.  That  means 
that  other  items  of  the  expenditure,  have  gone  up  and  because  the  Edu¬ 
cation  Department  is  already  drawing  from  Government  the  maximum 
portion  of  revenue  they  can  claim  they  want  to  find  funds  to  keep  up 
other  branches  of  expenditure  and  for  that  they  have  to  make  this 
cruel  cut  of  half  a  rupee  from  the  salary  of  the  lowest  paid  section  that 
is  serving  in  the  department.  Again,  Sir,  during  the  last  two  years  a 
good  number  of  schools  were  abolished  either_because  they  proved  in¬ 
efficient  in  working  or  because  they  were  found  overlapping,  and  by 
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this  item  alonothc  department  has  gained  a  considerable  portion  in  the 
very  item  of  grant.  And  when  wo  find  that  even  in  spite  of  this 
obvious  gain  to  Government  resulting  from  the  abolition  of  schools,  the 
department  was  not  able  to  keep  the  other  items  of  expenditure  with¬ 
in  the  limit  which  was  prescribed  and  that  they  had  to  cut-  down  half  a 
rupee  from  the  Private  School  teachers’  grant,  I  really  fail  to  appre¬ 
ciate  the  position  of  the  department.  I  do  not  wish  to  speak  much  on 
the  conditions  of  the  private  school  teachers.  Even  last  year  while 
discussing  the  adjournment  motion,  the  Director  advised  us  that  there 
was  no  use  in  becoming  sentimental  on  the  fate  of  the  poor  touchers. 
That  is  true,  Sir,  the  Director  in  the  capacity  of  an  administrative 
head  has  sometimes  to  adopt  apparently  cruel  methods  in  order  to 
escape  from  delicate  situations  that  face  Government.  But-  studying 
the  whole  budget,  as  it  stands,  for  1111,  studying  the  gradual  reduction 
made  in  this  particular  item  and  the  unknown  increase  in  other  items 
of  expenditure,  and  considering  the  clear  profit  Government  have  made 
already  by  the  abolition  of  schools,  I  submit  that  this  House  and  Gov¬ 
ernment  should  reconsider  the  question  and  use  this  opportunity  for 
undoing  a  very  cruel  step  taken  against  the  poorest  set  of  employees  in 
the  Education  Department.  With  these  words,  I  place  the  motion  for 
the  acceptance  of  the  House. 

SADASYA  TILAKAN  T.  K.  VELU  PlUAl  ( Trivandnm.Urlan )  :  Sir,  I 
rise  to  support  the  motion.  The  Travancore  Government  is  spending 
a  large  amount  of  money  for  the  education  of  the  people.  Just  a 
minute  before,  we  heard  it  said  that  concessions  of  a  reasonable  chara¬ 
cter  are  being  granted  to  the  depressed  classes.  It  is  quite  legitimate 
Sir,  that  it  should  be  done  ;  and  I  am  in  favour  of  even  increasing 
that  help  given  to  the  depressed  community.  But,  permit  me,  Sir,  to 
say  justice  must  come  before  generosity.  If  the  Travancore  Govern¬ 
ment  systematically  encouraged  private  individuals  and  bodies  to 
bring  schools  into  existence  and  if  the  Government  held  out  the  promise, 
which  it  did,  that  eveiy  month  a  portion  of  the  salaries  given  by  the 
management  to  the  teachers  concerned  will  be  paid  to  them  by  the  Gov¬ 
ernment,  and  if  in  the  light  of  these  solemn  undertakings  of  the  Travan- 
core  Government  a  few  people  got  into  the  service  in  educating  boys  in 
the  grant-in-aid  schools,  how,  the  Government  or  any  department  can 
say  that  here  are  economic  difficulties  of  a  great  character  and  you  must 
go  without  something,  however  small  the  amount  may  be  ?  It  is  very 
hard.  Sir,  the  value  of  money  for  a  poor  man  is  very  much  greater  than 
to  a  rich  man  {Hear,  hear).  It  is  all  a  question  of  margin  or  utility. 
Half  a  rupee  to  a  man  getting  Its.  10  or  12  is  more  valuable  than  Es.  2 
to  a  man  who  gets  Es,  50.  So  long  as,  according  to  the  laws  of  nature 
and  of  God,  the  capacity  of  stomachs  does  not  differ  between  teachers  in 
Government  schools  and  teachers  in  grant-in-aid  schools  and  so  long  as 
the  stomach  will  not  be  fall  unless  food  goes  into  it,  it  is  cruel  to^de- 
prive  the  people  of  what  they  earn.  If  it  is  a  question  of  reducing  the 
salary,  Government  do  not  think  it  necessary  to  reduce  the  salary  of

high  paid  officers  alone  but  middle  class  officers  also.  Simply  because 
grant-in-aid  schools  are  more  or  less  helpless  and  Government  have 
not  got  enough  money  to  give  them,  the  proposal  to  reduce  half  a  rupee 
was  accepted  and  acted  upon.  'These  miserable  people  every  day  enter 
life  getting  up  with  the  feeling  that  poverty  is  written  in  their  very 
face.  It  is  hard,  I  speak  once  more  :  and  what  is  the  kind  of  work  they 
are  doing  ?  Is  the  work  of  a  teacher  less  important  than  the  work  of  a 
Police  Head  Constable  or  other  officers  getting  similar  pay  ?  I  must 
say  that  it  is  a  much  more  onerous  and  difficult  work.  If  a  man  is 
always  in  poverty  and  despair  and  therefore  has  turned  pesimistic,  if 
the  man  looks  upon  the  world  as  miserable,  if  such  a  mau  teaches 
the  younger  generation,  then  all  that  the  Travaucore  Government 
does  to  advance  the  cause  of  education  is  merely  waste.  I  do  not 
want  to  say  anything  more.  If  the  Travaucore  Government  have 
not  got  money  enough,  I  fully  sympathise  with  the  Director  to  abolish 
some  of  these  schools  and  proclaim  that  it  will  not  be  possible  to  give 
them  grants. 

I  will  close  by  mentioning  that  such  a  proposal,  if  made,  is  not 
going  to  be  so  hard  as  the  proposal  made  by  a  great  man  some  time 
before.  When  asked  as  to  how  the  poverty  of  Ireland  could  be  set 
right,  Swift  said,  the  best  way  would  be  to  put  every  blue-eyed  lady 
soon  after  -birth  to  death.  I  do  not  say  that  this  is  a  statesmanlike 
way  of  dealing  with  the  matter.  Travancore  Government  is  not  in¬ 
solvent  in  statesmanship.  I  am  absolutely  certain  that  there  are 
officers  in  various  departments,  officers  in  the  highest  office,  the  Dewau 
assisted  by  a  band  of  able  and  energetic  officers,  who  will  be  able  to  de¬ 
vise  means.  Sir,  I  commend  the  motion  to  the  acceptances  of  the 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILL Al  ( Tnvandrun-Eura-l )  :  I  also  support  the 
motion.  The  question  raised  is  simple  and  at  the  same  time  very 
very  important,  It  is  not  merely  to  press  the  necessity  for  putting  an 
immediate  stop  to  the  half-rupee  cut,  but  the  question  clearly  points 
to  the  necessity  of  restoring  at  least  the  old  rates  of  grant.  What  is  it 
that  we  have  done  '?  We  boast  that  we  are  spending  about  half  a  nrore 
of  rupees  on  Education.  What  is  the  foundation  of  all  the  education 
that  we  boast  of  ?  That  foundation  is  the  primary  school  ;  and  if  we 
starve  the  primary  school  master,  we  are  starving  all  the  sources  of 
education.  That  fact  cannot  for  a  moment  be  ignored.  This  cut  last 
year  was  temporary,  because  I  was  told  that  a  large  number  of  primary 
school  masters  were  going  without  any  pay  whatsoever  .  and  if  they 
should  be  saved  from  that  situation,  a  reduction  like  this  was  absolutely 
necessary.  There  was  no  helping  it.  That  was  what  the  Director 
told  us  and  also  what  we  agreed  to.  He  also  told  us  that  this  concession 
will  be  restored  as  early  as  practicable.  Now  the  year  is  over  and  we 
are  providing  for  the  next  year.  Sir,  it  is  certainly  a  folly  of  a  most 
stupendous  character  to  reduce  the  already  very  very  poor  pay  of  the 
aided  school  master.  It  has  to  be  recognised  that,  though  we  luive 
Vol.  VIIL  No.  6, 
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two  sets  of  schools,  one  called  the  departmental  schools  and  the  other 
aided  schools,  in  fact  both  these  schools  are  departmental  in  the.  sense 
that  the  pay  of  the  school  masters  comes  practically  cent,  per  cent,  from 
the  State  Treasury.  Only  the  managers  receive  money  in  the  case  of 
grant-in-aid  schools  and  the  department  receives  the  pay  of  the  de¬ 
partmental  school  masters.  But  ah  that  which  goes  to  the  hands  of 
the  school  master  is  less  than  what  the  manager  receives.  All  that 
goes  to  the  hands  of  the  school  master  serving  in  the  Aided  schools  is 
only  the  money  that  goes  out  of  the  public  treasury  minus,  in  most 
cases,  a  portion  of  that  which  is  misappropriated  by  the  manager. 
Under  these  conditions,  Sir,  there  is  absolutely  no  meaning  in  reducing 
the  pay  ;  and  we  must  recognise  that  the  school  master  is  starving  on 
an  income  of  Bs.  8  today  though  it  was  Be-  8  1/2  formerly.  To  expect 
a  man  to  do  the  work  of  teaching  from  10  ’o,  clock  in  the  morning  till 
4  ’o  clock  in  the  evening  and  to  expect  him  to  do  it  effectively  ho  the 
good  of  the  students  entrusted  to  his  care  is  nothing  short  of  folly. 
Not  that  the  Bs.  8  1/2  was  good  but  it  was  better  than  Bs.  8,  and 
half  a  rupee  out  of  Bs.  8  1/2  means  1/17.  It  is  a  very  large  fraction 
of  his  income.  What  can  we  expect  of  a  man  who  is  starving,  his 
wife  and  children  starving  at  home  and  himself  starving  in  the  sch.ol  ? 
We  are  spending  tens  of  thousands  thousands,  of  thousands  and  pro¬ 
bably  tem  of  laklis  on  various  things,  on  various  comparatively  unim¬ 
portant  things  without  any  grudge  whatsoever.  Let  us  cut  there  or 
somewhere  and  retail)  here  this  half  a  lakh  and  restore  the  grant  to 
the  old  rate. 

Miss-  HEPZiBAH  GNANASIKAMONY  (Nominated) :  Sir,  I  support  this 
motion  which  has  been  ably  moved  and  supported  by  some  of  the 
honourable  members  of  this  House.  I  may  say,  Sir,  that  the  primary 
school  teachers  have  to  do  more  work  when  compared  with  many 
other  officers  of  the  Education  Department  including  the  teachers  in 
the  High  Schools  and  Colleges.  They  have  to  work  from  morning  till 
evening.  I  know,  Sir,  that  they  do  not  get  leisure  periods  that  teachers 
in  the  English  Schools,  High  Schools  or  Professors  in  the  Colleges  get, 
They  get  only  two  periods,  one  during  the  sewing  class  or  the  drawing 
class  and  one  during  the  music  class.  And  even  during  these  two 
periods,  some,  teachers  do  not  get  leisure.  They  have  to  take  charge 
of  these  lessons-  as  well.  Further  we  know  how  very  difficult  it  is  to 
control  smail  children.  We  can  teach  the  High  School  children,  then 
give  them  an  exercise  on  the  same  and  ask  them  to  do  it ;  but  these 
children  must  be  kept  under  complete  control  and  teaching  will  have  to 
be  given  at  the  top  of  the  teachers’  voice  and  it  is  absolutely  difficult 
to  control  the  children. 

Further,  as  has  been  pointed  out  before,  they  are  laying  the  foun¬ 
dation  of  the  education  of  all  men  and  women,  the  most  important  work. 
Sir,  this  half  a  rupee,  as  the  learned  Deputy  President  put  it,  is 
worth  much  more  to  a  primary  school  teacher  getting  Bs.  8  or  10,  than 
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Rs.  50  to  a  big  officer.  I  may  say,  Sir,  io  the  case  of  a  lady  teacher, 
this  b.xlf  a  rupee  /.l is  another  half  a  rupee  will  give  thorn  a  Sires  which 
is  a  bare  necessity  of  life  or  in  the  case  of  any  primary  school  teacher 
this  half  a  rupee  will  get  them  two  or  three  days’  food  for  the  whole 
family,  for  their  condition  of  living  is  so  very  simple.  Therefore  it  is 
very>  unjust  on  the  part  of^Governmenfc  to  deprive  these  primary  school 
teachers  of  this  half  rupee.  I  may  also  say  now  what  I  often  hear,  that 
only  a  few  managers  supplement  the  grant  that  is  given  to  primary 
school  teachers.  With  the  Ks.  8  they  get,  what  can  they  do  ? 

MS.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  :  (Vilavanhod)  :  Do  managers 
distribute  the  whole  of  it. 

Miss.  HEPZIBAH  GNANASIKHAMQNY  {Nominated)-.  There  may  be  a 
few  very  cruel  managers  who  do  not  distribute  even  the  whole  of  what 
they  get  from  the  Government.  Their  action  is  even  more  unjust 
than  what  the  Government  have  done.  I  am  now  speaking  about  the 
cruelty  of  Government  and  not  that  of  the  managers. 

These  teachers,  when  they  do  not  have  enough  for  their  meals 
often  have  to  go  hungry  to  the  classes.  Of  course,  there  they  yawn 
and  are  not  able  to  do  effective  work.  Can  we  expect  anybody  who  is 
hungry  to  do  good  work  V  Sir,  I  am  speaking  from  my  own  personal 
experience.  I  know  teachers  who  are  quite  capable,  but  who  are  not 
able  to  do  good  work  because  of  their  poverty.  In  fact,  they  do  not 
have  the  strength  to  teach  the  whole  day.  (Hear,  hear.)  Sometimes 
they  sleep  away,  and  then  the  children  play  or  sing  oi  do  whatever 
they  like  and  the  teacher  is  not  aware  of  what  is  going  on  in  the  class 
(Laughter.)  In  addition  to  this  existing  poverty,  why  make  them  dis- 
contended  as  well,  by  taking  off  this  half  a  rupee  from  them  ? 

I  may  be  permitted  to  point  out,  Sir,  that  we  are  spending  large 
amounts  on  comparatively  unnecessary  things  such  as  the  higher 
education  of  certain  already  well-paid  officers.  Sir,  such  officers  can 
very  well  go  in  for  such  higher  education  at  their  own  expense.  They 
can  afford  it.  Why  should  Government  money  be  spent  on  them  ?  Let 
them  spend  their  own  money  and  go  in  for  higher  education,  if  they 
want  to  acquire  more  knowledge  and  improve  their  prospects.  Sir,  if 
the  Government  can  think  of  spending  their  money  for  such  officers, 
why  not  they  give  this  half-a-  rapee  to  to  the  poor  teacher  who  belongs 
to  the  lowest  grade  of  officers  getting  the  lowest  pay  from  Government  ? 
Therefore,  Sir,  I  request  the  Government  in  all  earnestness  to  restore 
this  half-rupee  cut  of  the  poor  primary  school  teacher.  I  would  also 
suggest  that,  from  next  year  onwards  the  Government  should  make 
it  possible  to  increase  the  grant  to  these  poor  teachers.  (Hear,  hear.) 

M.R.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Knnnniiur  cum 
Pattanapvram )  :  I  also  have  very  great  pleasure  in  supporting  the 
motion.  As  a  member  of  the  Education  Advisory  Committee,  I  sup¬ 
ported  the  motion  of  the  Director  for  cutting  the  pay  of  the  poor 
primary  school  teachers.  But  that  was  because  the  Director  said  that, 
unless  this  cat  was  made,  Government  would  not  be  in  a  ■  position  to 
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pay  any  grant  whatsoever  to  a  large  number  of  primary  school  teachers 
in  recognised  primary  schools.  He  said  sovc-al  of  them  would  have  to 
o-o  without  any  grant  at  all,  since  the  necessary  funds  were  not  avai¬ 
lable.  That  was  the  alternative  placed  before  us ;  that  was  the  reason 
why  the  Director’s  proposal  was  accepted  by  the  Committee.  It  has 
now  turned  out  that  the  Director  made  a  miscalculation.  As  has 
already  been  pointed  out,  according  to  the  revised  estimates  for  1111, 
the  Director  has  spent  only  Us-  60,000  less  than  the  amount  allotted  in 
the  budget.  Therefore,  he  had  with  him  the  necessary  funds  to  pay 
these  teachers  without  any  cut  in  the  salaries  of  other  teachers  ;  there 
was  no  necessity  therefore  for  making  this  cut  even  during  the  current 
year.  Further,  it  was  then  definitely  stated  that  it  would  only  boa 
temporary  measure-  I  am  sure  the  amount  provided  in  the  Education 
Budget  for  the  year  1112  is  adequate  enough  for  the  payment  of  the 
full  grant  of  ’Is-  8  1/2  to  the  aided  primary  school  teacher.  I  there¬ 
fore  support  the  motion- 

Ur.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLM  ( Tinivalla  Ill)  :  Sir,  it  is  a  long¬ 
time  since  the  Government  have  accepted  the  policy  of  giving  free 
primary  education  to  all  the  children  in  the  State.  It  is  impossible  for 
them  to  fulfil  that  solemn  pledge  because  it  requires  numerous  sites, 
buildings  and  teachers.  The  financial  commitments  will  bo  rather 
heavy.  But  so  far,  Government  have  been  enabled  to  fulfil  that  pro¬ 
mise  because  of  the  numerous  grant  schools  which  have  been  established 
by  private  agencies.  That  is  all  the  more  reason  why  the  teachers  in 
grant  schools  should  be  given  specially  a  kind  treatment  by  the  Gov¬ 
ernment. 

My  next  reason  is  that  the  teacher  in  aided  primary  schools  is  not 
in  any  way  different  from  the  teacher  in  a  departmental  palmary  school. 
Both  have  to  pass  the  same  kind  of  examination.  The  inspecting 
officer  is  the  same,  so  that  both  the  sets  of  teachers  have  to  satisfy  the 
same  kind  of  test.  There  is  therefore  no  justification  for  treating 
them  differently ;  moreover,  the  Government  are  saving  a  huge  amount 
by  way  of  pension  which,  unlike  the  departmental  teachers,  the  aided 
school  teachers  are  not  getting. 

One  other  reason  which  I  would  urge  in  support  of  the  motion  is 
that,  although  the  salaries  of  all  officers  of  Government  have  been 
standardised  under  the  standardisation  scheme,  the  minimum  of  the 
salary  in  all  cares  was  left  as  it  was-  The  minimum  pay  of  a  depart¬ 
mental  primary  school  teacher  is  even  now  Bs.  14.  Formerly,  when 
the  departmental  primary  school  teacher  was  getting  Bs.  14,  the  aided 
school  teacher  was  getting  Bs.  8  1/2.  Therefore,  now  also,  the  primary 
school  teacher  must  got  his  Bs.  8  1/2. 

Sir,  there  was  absolutely  no  justification  for  the  Government  mak¬ 
ing  the  cut  of  half-a-rupee  from  the  minimum  salary  of  these  poor 
teachers-  It  must  be  restored  immediately.  With  these  words,  I  sup¬ 
port  the  motion. 
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Mr.  S.  J,  NAIR  (N  edumanrjart) ;  I  also  support  the  motion.  Sir, 
the  out  of  half-a-rupee  in  the  monthly  grant'  of  the  poor  vernacular 
school  teachers  is  the  “unkindest  cut  of  all.”  ( laughter .)  It  was 
argued  before  the  Advisory  Board  that  financial  stringency  necessitated 
the  cut.  My  suggestion  to  the  Government  is  that,  if  there  is  in¬ 
sufficiency  of  funds,  the  salaries  of  the  Principals,  Professors,  Assistant 
Professors  and  Lecturers  of  the  Colleges  must  be  cut  and  the  necessary 
saving  effected. 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (l<j.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  : 
Have  not  those  salaries  been  reduced  as  a  result  of  the  Standardisa¬ 
tion  '! 

PRESIDENT  :  The  salaries  of  these  officers  have  already  been  re¬ 
duced  as  a  result  of  ‘Thommanisation”,  as  it  is  called  (.Laughter.) 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Ned-im-ingad)  :  Sir, ‘Thommanisation’ does  not 
affect  their  present  salaries  at  all.  Further,  Thommanisation  has  affected 
the  officers  of  all  departments  alike.  There  has  been  no  special 
reduction  in  the  case  of  the  officers  of  the  Education  Department  alone. 
What  I  am  now  suggesting  is  that  the  salaries  now  drawn  by  the  Prin¬ 
cipals  and  staff  in  the  Colleges  must  be  reduced,  and  the  necessary 
saving  effected  to  enable  the  Government  to  pay  the  full  grant  to  these 
poor  primary  school  teachers.  With  these  words,  I  support  the 
motion. 

Ms.  PaCODE  A.  NARAYANA  P1LLAI  (Vilavankod)  :  I  support  the 
motion.  Of  all  charges  upon  the  revenues  of  the  State,  the  most  im¬ 
portant  and  necessary  is  the  one  on  account  of  primary  education. 
Sir,  it  was  the  late  Mr.  Gokhale,  who,  when  he  was  discussing  a  motion 
in  the  old  Imperial  Legislative  Council,  said,  with  respect  to  the  neces¬ 
sity  for  the  introduction  of  compulsory  primary  education  in  the  whole 
country,  that  this  was  the  most  humanitarian  work  that  any  Govern¬ 
ment  worth  its  name  can  think  of  undertaking.  Sir,  so  far  as  Tra van- 
core  is  concerned,  the  chief  agency  that  is  doing  this  humanitarian 
work  is  the  private  agency  which  conducts  the  aided  primary  schools. 
The  majority  of  the  primary  school  teachers  in  the  State  are  em¬ 
ployed  in  aided  institutions.  Departmental,  primary  schools  are  not 
many  in  number  compared  to  the  aided  ones  in  the  State. 

Sir,  of  all  the  cuts  that  we  have  been  heaving  of  in  recent  years’ 
this  is  the  “most  unkindest  cut  of  all”  (Laughter.)  Whatever  might 
have  been  the  reasons  which  prompted  the  Government  to  impose  a  cut 
oi  this  nature,  my  submission  is  that  none  of  those  reasons  any  longer 
exists-  Sir,  I  was  also  a  member  of  the  Advisory  Board  where  this 
question  was  mooted. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJSJKRISHNA  PILLAl  (Quilon  I)  :  Is  he  not  a  member 
of  the  Board,  now,  Sir  ? 

Mr.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAl  (Vilavanhid) :  That  question 
does  not  arige  at  all. 

Mr,  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAl  (Quilon  I)  .  The  member  said  he 
was'  a  member  of  the  Board. 
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MR.  PACODE  A, NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Viln.vanTod) :  What  the  Director 


PRESIDENT  :  'l’he  usual  procedure  is  that  such  appeals  should  be 
presented  to  the  House. 

Mr.  PACODEA.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (VTlatumlod)  :  I  arc  not  going 


j  appeal  to  the  Government  to  restore  the  cut. 

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Ghirayintdl  17'}:  I  also  rise  to  support 
the  motion.  Sir,  this  cut  has  cut  at  the  very  root  of  education,  Sir, 
[Laughter.)  The  aided  school  teacher  and  the  departmental  school 
teacher  possess  the  same  qualifications  and  impart  the  same  lrind  of 
tuition.  But,  the  aided  school  teacher  gets  only  Ills. '8,  while  the  de¬ 
partmental  school  teacher  is  paid  Its.  15.  Further,  the  aided  school 
teacher  cannot  hope  to  get  any  pension,  while  the  departmental  school 
teacher  is  entitled  to  get  it,  There  is,  therefore,  absolutely  no  justi¬ 
fication  for  making  any  reduction  in  the  grant  that  is  paid  to  the  aided 
school  teacher.  The  cut  must  therefore  be  restored  immediately.  I 
would  also  suggest  that,  in  future,  the  grant  may  be  raised  at  least  to 
Bs.  10. 

With  these  words,  I  support  the  motion. 

MR.  K.  R.  ii-ENKATH  [Kalkulam  I) :  I  move  that  the  question  be 


PRESIDENT:  It  is  now  nearly  1.  We  will  now  rise  and  meet 
again  at  2.  The  Director  will  reply  at  0  ‘o’clock,  and  then  the  motion 
will  be  put  to  vote. 

I  may  remind  the  House  that  it  has  already  devoted  2  hours  for 
this  grant,  and  that  there  are  two  hours  more  for  this  Demand. 

The  House  adjourned  for  lunch  at  12-59  p.  M.  and  re-assembled 
at  2  P.  M.  with  the  Deputy  President  in  the  chair. 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Tabic  Instruction)  : 
Sir,  in  this  matter,  I  fear  I  am  made  to  appear  before  the  House  as  the 
villain  of  the  play,  as  the  Financial  Secretary  said,  in  another  connec¬ 
tion.  Sir,  I  am  not  a  cruel  or  heartless  man  ;  and  I  sympathise  with 
the  hard  lot  of  private  school  teachers  as  fully  and  genuinely  as  the 
honourable  members  of  this  House.  It  is  entirely  a  question  of  funds  ; 
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and,  if  funds  permit,  Government,  I  am  sure,  will  be  glad  to  restore 
the  cut.  But,  Sir,  during  the  general  discussion  of  the  budget,  several 
honourable  members  referred  to  the  Financial  Secretary’s  speech,  de¬ 
plored  the  financial  position  of  the  State  and  argued  vehemently  that 
steps  should  be  taken  for  increasing  the  receipts  and  for  reducing  the 
expenditure.  The  Financial  Secretary  himself  in  his  speech  referred 
to  the  growing  expenditure  under  Education  and  proposed  that  the 
percentage  for  the  Education  Department  in  particular,  which  wag 
specified  in  his  speech,  should  be  definitely  fixed.  We  are  spend¬ 
ing,  Sir,  20  per  cent  of  the  revenue  of  the  State  on  Education ;  and  it 
is  the  highest  proportion  in  the  whole  of  India. 

Now',  this  cut  was  not  made  for  retrenchment’s  sake.  It  was 
made  with  a  definite  object.  As  I  explained,  Sir,  when  the  adjourn¬ 
ment  motion  was  moved  in  this  House  by  Mr.  Asm  on  this  question 
the  cut  was  effected  with  the  object  of  using  the  savings  for  the  benefit 
of  the  private  school  teachers  themselves.  A  very  large  number  of 
teachers,  about  500  or  000  of  them,  benefited  as  the  result.  A  good 
number  of  teachers  who  were  getting  Es.  8J  on  paper  were  actually 
getting  only  4  or  5  rupees  or  even  less  because  the  amount  paid. as 
grant  for  the  school  was  distributed  among  all  the  teachers,  those  that 
were  receiving  the  grant  and  those  that  were  not  receiving  the  grant. 
I  contend,  Sir,  that,  in  the  case  of  at  least  some  schools,  as  a  result 
of  the  reduction  of  14  cbs.,  the  teachers  are  actually  getting  more 
than  they  were  getting  before.  Though  we  saved  about  11s.  50,000  by 
this  cut,  that  was  not  sufficient  for  the  purpose ;  and  I  came  to  the 
House  with  a  demand  for  a  supplementary  grant  of  Us.  00,000  which 
the  House  sanctioned  This  grant  of  Es.  8  per  teacher  to  all  new 
schools  and  now  classes  started  since  1100  has  cost  the  Government 
Bs.  80,000.  Now,  by  restoring  the  cut,  you  are  asking  the  Goverment 
to  make  an  additional  provision  of  Es.  80,000  in  the  budget  for  1112. 
I  ask,  Sir,  is  that  fair?  There  is  after  all,  Sir,  I  submit,  a  touch  of 
anti-climax  in  the  speeches  made  by  honourable  members.  “Great 
distress  !  ”  “Great  suffering  !  ”  “They  cannot  make  both  ends  meet.” 
“They  cannot  keep  the  wolf  from  the  door.”  “So,  give  them  14  chs. 
more,’’  After  all,  Sir,  we  are  fighting  for  14  chs,  and  this  14  chs.  is 
not  going  to  relieve  the  distress  of  the  teachers. 

Mr,  A-  S.  0AM0DARAN  A8AN  (MaveUkartt) :  Whose  grievance  will 
be  redressed  by  this  14  c-hs.  ? 

IMr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (■!;/.  Direct  o/Ti.blic  I>.s;r,.clioh)  : 
The  grievance  will  not  be  redressed,  Sir.  We  are  only  giving  a  tip  of 
14  chs.  and  it  is  not  going  to  redress  the  grievance. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikarc )  :  What  amount  should 
be  paid  in  order  that  the  grievance  may  be  redressed  ? 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  {Ag.  Dir,  dor  of  Public  Instruction ) 
The  small  addition  of  14  chs.  to  the  grant  is  not  commensurate  with  the 
expenditure  to  be  incnrrrd  by  the  Government  and  the  handicap  to 
which  the  Education  Department  will  be  subjected,  you,  Sir,  speaking 
this  morning,  referred  to  the  marginal  utility  of  money  and  pointed 
out  how  that  this  14  clis.  has  got  a  much  greater  marginal  utility. 
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DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  believe  it  was  tlie  member  for  Trivandrum 
who  said  that. 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  : 
Yes,  Sir,  I  stand  corrected.  Well,  I  agree  that  the  marginal  utility 
of  money  for  a  person  with  a  low  income  is  much  higher  than  the 
marginal  utility  of  money  for  a  person  with  a  higher  income.  If  you 
are  going  to  apply  economic  principles  to  these  matters,  ought  we  not 
consider  other  economic  principles  also  ?  What  about  the  purchasing 
power  of  money?  What  about  the  distinction  between  real  wages 
and  nominal  wages  ? 

Now,  Sir,  the  private  school  teachers  were  getting  a  grant  of  Rs.  C 
and  Rs.  7  until  ten  years  ago,  We  had  a  succession  of  bumber  surpluses 
and  the  grants  of  private  school  teachers  and  the  pay  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  vernacular  school  teachers  were  pushed  up-  The  pay  of  the 
departmental  vernacular  school  teachers  was  raised  from  Bs.  10  to 
16  and  the  private  school  teacher’s  grant  was  increased  from  Rs.  6  to 
Bs.  and  so  on  Sir,  in  European  countries  and,  as  the  Financial 
Secretary  tells  me,  even  in  parts  of  India,  they  have  got  what  is  called 
the  cost  of  living  index  ;  and  when  the  cost  of  living  goes  up,  they  re¬ 
vise  the  salaries  of  the  teachers.  When  the  cost  of  living  goes  down 
they  reduce  the  salaries. 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Kalkulam  I)  May  I  know  whether  in  those 
places  it  affected  only  the  private  school  teachers  ? 

MR.  C,  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  ■. 
It  affects  all.  Sir,  app'ying  that  principle,  is  not  the  purchasing  power 
of  Bs.  8  now  greater  than  the  purchasing  power  of  Bs,  8-14  chs.  in 
1104? 

MR.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  ( Shertala  1 )  :  May  I  know 
what  is  the  minimum  pay  of  the  primary  school  teacher  in  British 
India  ? 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag,  Director  ofPublir  Instruction ) : 
It  varies,  Sir,  in  different  provinces,  In  Calcutta,  they  take  only  Inter¬ 
mediates  and  sometimes  Graduates  and  pay  them  Bs.  35.  That  is  a 
thing  which  we  cannot  even  dream  of  here. 

■Mr.  POTTAYIL  S.  KRISHNA  PANICKAR  ( Shertala  II)  :  What  is  it 


MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  ; 
I  do  net  think  it  differs  very  much  from  what  it  is  in  Travaneore.  So, 
the  relief  that  we  are  going  to  afford  to  the  private  school  teacher  by 
this  increase  of  14  chs.  is  going  to  be  extremely  small,  whereas  the 
result  will  be  that  you  will  paralyse  the  Education  budget. 

Sir,  Mr.  Changanachery  Paramesvaran  Pillai,  Mr.  Pacode  Nara- 
yana  Pillai  and  Mr.  T’hanu  Pillaii  all  members  of  the  Education  Advisory 
Board,  who  supported  strongly  this  cut,  have  now  turned  against  me. 
(Laughter.)  They  are  now  throwing  the  blame  entirely  on  me  and 
they  say  that  they  were  misled  by  a  miscalculation  on  tlj.e  part  of  the 
Director.  They  referred  to  the  budget  estimates  and  the  revised  esti¬ 
mates  of  1111  and  pointed  out  that  there  has  been  a  saving  of  Bs,  60,000 
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nnd  that  the  Director  hoodwinked  them  in  the  Education  Advisory 
Board  by  saying  that  there  was  no  money. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ;  Are  the  proceedings  of  the  Education  Advi¬ 
sory  Board  private  or  public  ? 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction ): 
They  arc  not  private  and  they  are  not  public  (Laughter.) 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  They  are  intermediary  between  private  and 
public.  Is  that  so? 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ay.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) : 
Well ,  Sir,  in  the  first  place  what  is  called  the  ‘  the  revised  estimate’ 
here  is  an  approximate  figure.  It  does  not  correspond — and  I  can 
assure  the  honourable  members  that  it  is  not  going  to  correspond — to 
the  actuals.  In  the  second  place,  this  surplus  shown  in  the  revised 
estimate  is  derived  from  accidental  and  adventitious  items.  The  main 
head  from  which  this  surplus  is  derived  is  establishment  charges.  Sir, 
the  lapses  under  establishment  charges  are  an  uncertain  and  unreliable 
quantity  ;  and  neither  the  Government  nor  the  head  of  the  department 
can  earmark  such  surpluses,  which  are  of  an  accidental  and  unreliable 
character  and  use  them  for  recurring  expenditure  from  year  to  year.  In 
a  big  budget  like  the  Education  Budget,  of  R*.  48  lakhs,  a  surplus  of 
Bs.  50,000  or  60,000  is  inevitable.  If  you  look  at  former  years,,  when 
financial  control  and  head-quarters  supervision  over  the  expenditure 
were  lax,  you  will  find  a  surplus  of  Rs.  lakhs  and  Rs.  3  lakhs.  So,  it 
cannot  be  assumed  that,  from  the  natural  surplus  of  the  Education 
budget  in  1112,  this  expenditure  can  he  met.  Provision  will  have  to  be 
made  for  it  as  a  specific  item  ;  and  as  I  say,  it  is  going  to  be  extremely 
difficult  to  make  such  a  provision. 

•After  all,  Sir,  this  Rs.  8  that  we  pay  is  not  salary.  On  principle, 
it  is  not  salary,  whatever  it  may  be  in  actual  practice.  On  principle,  it 
is  a  grant  and  the  managers  are  expected  to  make  a  contribution  towards 
the  pay  of  the  private  school  teacher.  The  Education  Reforms  Com¬ 
mittee  insisted  that  there  should  be  at  least  twenty  per  cent,  contribu¬ 
tion.  They  recommended  that  the  pay  of  an  untrained  teacher 
in  a  private  school  should  be  fixed  at  Rs.  8.  They  even  wanted  to 
reduce  it. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILL  AT  ( Trivandrum  Dural):  Is  it  pay  or  grant? 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction); 

I  mean  grant.  They  wanted  that  the  management  should  give  twenty 
per  cent,  contribution,  making  the  pay  of  the  private  school  teacher 
Rs.  10.  Now  if  teachers  are  really  serious  about  it  and  if  the  managei- 
ment  are  also  really  serious  about  it,  why  don’t  they  explore  the  other 
way  of  dealing  with  the  problem,  by  levying  small  fees  in  the  private 
primary  school  of  1  ch.  or  2  ch.  ? 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum—  Rural) :  Can  they  levy  fees 

when  they  are^  in  receipt  of  a  grant  ? 
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Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag-  Director  of  Public  Instruction)-. 
There  is  provision  in  the  Education  Code,  Sir,  enabling  the  manage, 
ment  to  levy  fees.  Of  course,  if  they  regularly  levy  fees  they  cannot 
claim  the  grant. 

Sir,  I  have  often  explained  to  the  House  that  this  whole  question 
of  financing  primary  education  is  going  to  be  a  very  difficult  and  very 
troublesome  problem.  So  far  as  the  departmental  school  teachers  are 
concerned,  there  has  been  standardisation.  Even  in  the  case  of  the 
primary  school  teachers,  the  scale  has  been  reduced  from  Ks.  15-1/2-18 
to  15.1/3-18.' 

All  that  I  can  say  now  is  that  Government  will  be  prepared  to  re¬ 
examine  the  financial  position  and  to  re-examine  the  Education  budget. 
If  it  is  at  all  possible  to  restore  the  cut,  Government  will  be  glad  to  do 
eo.  Obviously,  Sir,  I  can  give  no  definite  undertaking,  but  I  can 
assure  the  House  that  Government  will  re-examine  the  whole  question 
very  sympathetically.  On  this  assurance  I  hope  and  trust  that  the 
mover  will  withdraw  the  motion. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum— liural)  :  Does  the  Director 
expect  a  teacher  receiving  Ks.  8  to  do  the  work  of  teaching  efficiently  ? 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) : 
If  I  can  expect  him  to  do  the  work  efficiently  on  Ks.  8  chs.  14,  I  can 
expect  him  to  do  so  on  Ks.  8  as  well. 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  Itl.  PADMANABHA  PILUl  (Changanachery  1)  :  Sir, 
I  have  not  much  to  say  by  way  of  reply.  The  Director  said  that  in  the 
Budget  speeches,  we  emphasised  the  necessity  for  reducing  the  expendi¬ 
ture,  I  may  submit  that  there  is  nothing  irreconcilable  between  those 
speeches  and  the  request  now  made.  What  we  said  was  that  expendi¬ 
ture  fcr  administrative  control  should  be  reduced.  We  never  said  that 
fhepay  of  low-paid  servants  of  Government  should  be  cut  in  ordor  to 
save  money, 

Another  point  placed  before  ti  e  House  by  the  Director  is  that  the 
cut  is  very  small.  Unfortunately,  Sir,  the  salary  is  very  small  too.  The 
extent  of  the  out  has  to  be  measured  in  proportion  to  the  salary.  The 
cut  is  6  per  cent.  It  is  enormous. 

Anothor  point  mentioned  by  the  Director  is  that  the  Education 
Budget  is  only  a  rough  calculation.  Well,  Sir,  the  Revised  Estimate 
is  a  rough  calculation.  But  so  is  the  Budget  Estimate.  He  has  told  us 
that  the  actuals  are  never  the  same  as  the  budget  estimate.  The  actuals 
for  1111  is  yet  to  be  seen.  We  have  only  the  actuals  for  1110.  The 
actuals  for  1110  was  Ks.  47'23  lakhs.  That  is  to  say,  it  is  Ks.  30,000 
less  than  the  revised  estimate  of  1111.  If  strict  economy  is  to  be 
followed,  the  actuals  if  at  all  it  changes  from  the  Revised  Estimate, 
must  be  much  less  than  the  revised  estimate. 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)'. 
Does  the  honourable  member  realise  that,  in  the  years  previous  to  1108, 
the  estimate  was  based  on  the  system  of  giving  three-year  grants. 
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MR.  KAfNIKKARA  M,  PADMANABHA  PILLAl  ( Clumganachcry  I) :  1  am 
speaking  about  the  actuals  for  1110.  We  have  got  the  actuals  only  for 
11 10  and  the  revised  estimate  for  1111.  Therefore,  Sir,  none  of  the 
arguments  of  the  Director  can  satisfy  us  as  to  the  necessity  for 
continuing  the  cut.  With  these  few  remarks,  I  press  the  motion. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  members  who  spoke  in  support  of  the 
motion  have  rested  their  case  on  sense  of  justice  and  the  interests 
of  efficient  teaching.  The  Director  of  Public  Instruction  expressed 
sympathy  with  the  object  of  the  motion.

MR.  S,  THIRAVlAi  NADAR  {Agastisvaran.)  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move  the 
following  motion  : — 

To  reduce  the  allotment-  of  Rs.  13,500  for  haveiling  allowance  by 
Be.  1. 

It  has  been  the  practice  for  Inspectors  to  inspect  the  schools  once 
in  a  week.  I  know  personally  many  Inspectors  when  they  go  to  Cape 
Comorin,  they  go  to  some  school,  make  an  inspection,  and  note  it  in 
the  diary.  The  main  purpose  of  their  inspection  is  to  draw  their  allow¬ 
ance  and  not  to  fulfil  the  purpose  for  which  this  inspection  is  intended. 
When  an  Inspector  inspects  an  English  School,  he  goes  to  the  T.  B., 
stays  there  for  two  or  three  days,  just  gets  into  the  S.  L.  B.  School, 
and  claim  hiB  T.  A.  Such  a  practice  should  be  discontinued.  I  request 
the  Director  to  consider  this  matter  and  remove  the  irregularities  in 
the  inspection. 
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Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Ghirayinkil  1)  :  Sir,  I  support  the  motion. 
With  the  inauguration  of  the  Educational  Reforms,  the  Inspectorate 
was  reorganised.  The  reorganised  Inspectorate  has  been  working  for 
a  sufficiently  long  time  and  we  can  now  review  their  work.  Erom  the 
point  of  view  of  inspection,  the  creation  of  four  Divisional  Inspectors 
has  not  been  found  to  be  satisfactory.  Sir,  formerly  there  were  only 
two  Inspectors,  one  in  charge  of  English  Education  and  another  in 
charge  of  Vernacular  Education.  With  the  reorganisation,  the  whole 
State  has  been  divided  into  four  Divisions,  each  in  charge  of  a  Divisional 
Inspector,  entrusted  with  the  duties  of  supervising  English  and  Verna¬ 
cular  Institutions  in  the  area.  By  the  mingling  of  both  these  institu¬ 
tions,  both  kinds  of  education  have  suffered  to  a  great  extent.  When 
there  was  an  Inspector  for  the  Vernacular  branch  alone  for  the  whole 
State,  he  was  able  to  concentrate  more  attention  on  the  development 
of  Vernacular  Education.  Similarly,  when  there  was  an  Inspector  in 
charge  of  English  Education  alone,  he  was  able  to  concentrate  his  entire 
attention  upon  the  advancement  of  English  Education  in  this  State. 
Now,  by  the  mingling  of  the  two  branches  and  entrusting  the  work  to 
a  single  officer,  education  has  been  greatly  impaired.  Erom  my  ex¬ 
perience,  I  am  able  to  say  that  inspection  work  is  not  being  properly 
carried  out  by  the  Inspectors  because  in  each  Division  there  are  a  num¬ 
ber  of  English  High  and  Middle  Schools  and  Vernacular  Middle  and 
Primary  Schools. 

I  think  it  may  not  be  possible  for  the  Inspectors  to  concentrate 
their  attention  on  English  education  as  much  as  they  used  to  do  before. 
The  same  is  the  case  with  regard  to  Vernacular  education. 

Coming  to  primary  education,  I  wish  to  make  some  observations. 
It  is  in  a  deplorable  condition  at  present.  The  conditions  are  very 
much  worse  in  the  case  of  departmental  schools.  In  the  case  of  private 
schools,  there  is  at  least  the  manager  who  will  be  responsible  for  the 
school.  What  is  the  case  in  regard  to  the  departmental  schools  ?  Their 
conditions  are  worse  both  internally  and  externally.  The  buildings  are 
mostly  in  a  dilapidated  condition.  In  regard  to  the  tuition  also,  it  is 
not  properly  done.  The  members  of  this  House  who  have  primary 
schools  in  tbier  places  of  residence  will  bear  ample  testimony  to  that. 
A.  major  part  of  the  schools  will  not  even  he  open  till  about  11  o’  clock 
in  the  morning.  Mostly  all  the  pupils  will  be  out  of  the  school  and  the 
teachers  will  be  engaged  in  chit-chating,  The  conditions  are  much 
worse  in  girls’  schools.  This  is  largely  due  to  insufficiency  of  inspection. 
In  some  cases,  the  lady  teachers  will  be  attending  the  school  only  after 
finishing  their  house-hold  duties.  In  most  of  the  schools,  the  teachers 
will  not  be  working  till  4  o’  clock.  These  are  matters  which  require 
serious  attention  by  the  Inspectors.  The  Inspecting  Officers  should 
make  surprise  visits  and  see  that  those  defeots  are  removed.  What  is 
usually  done  is,  the  Inspecting  Officers  give  previous  information  of  their 
inspection,  saying  that  the  Inspector  or  the  Assistant  Inspector  will 
visit  the  school  on  a  particular  day.  Naturally  everything  will  be  kept 
tidy  so  far  as  the  school  is  concerned.  Even  if  there  are  no  boys,  they 
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will  be  collected  from  outside  and  put  in  the  school  for  the  time  being. 
The  Director  should  make  it  a  point  to  see  that  their  Inspecting  Offi- 
ers  make  as  many  surprise  visits  as  possible  to  remove  the  defects  exist¬ 
ing  in  primary  schools.  With  these  observations,  I  support  the  motion. 

Ms.  C,  V.  CHANDRASEXHARAN  (  Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction )  : 
Sir,  I  oppose  the  motion.  With  regard  to  the  Inspectors,  it  is  a  well-es¬ 
tablished  practice  in  the  department,  that,  at  least  a  week  in  advance  of 
tour,  each  Divisional  Inspector  should  send  his  tour  programme  for  the 
coming  month  to  the  head  office.  The  tour  programme  is  carefully  scru¬ 
tinised  in  my  office.  It  is  compared  with  the  previous  tour  programmes 
and  only,  if  it  is  found  approvable,  it  is  approved.  Such  defects  as 
Mr.  Nadar  pointed  out  are  tu  a  very  large  extent  non-existent.  No  In¬ 
spector  will  be  allowed  to  go  to  the  same  place  again  and  again.  There 
are  definite  rules  about  it.  All  the  Inspectors  have  got  certain 
definite  duties  to  perform.  They  have  to  conduct  the  annual  inspections 
and  finish  them  before  the  close  of  the  year.  They  should  make  grant 
ins],  ections  of  new  schools  and  finish  the  work  before  (lie  close  of  the 
year.  It  is  not  usual  for  tbem  to  go  to  the  same  place  again  and  again. 

With  regard  to  what  Mr.  Padmanabban  said,  I  cannot  ngree  that 
the  reorganisation  of  the  Inspectorate  has  been  a  retrograde  step.  That 
is  a  very  sweeping  statement  which  he  made. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  There  is  one  point  which  strikes  me  now. 
This  is  a  motion  on  the  allowance  of  Inspectors.  The  Inspectors  have  to 
perform  their  duties  assigned  to  them.  They  cannot  make  any  change 
with  regard  to  their  jurisdiction,  At  the  time  Mr.  Padmanabhan  was 
speaking  on  that  point,  it  did  not  strike  me  or  any  one  else.  That  be¬ 
ing  so,  no  elaborae  answer  is  necessary  on  that  point.  I  say  this 
because  that  has  not  much  to  do  with  the  present  motion.  Purther, 
if  there  is  any  change  to  be  made  with  regard  to  the  jurisdiction  of 
travelling  by  the  Inspectors,  it  is  done  by  people  v.'ho  are  above  the 
Inspectors. 

Mr.  K,  PADMANABHAN  (Chiraylnkil  I)  '■  The  object  of  the  motion 
is  to  point  out  the  defects  in  the  inspection  of  schools  and  then  make 
certain  suggestions  for  improving  the  inspecting  work. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  To  say' that  the  Inspector  does  possess  certain 
powers,  that  the  Inspector  does  not  possess  certain  other  powers, 
changes  in  these  powers  are  not  within  the  Inspector’s  province.  J 

Mr,  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Cliirayinkil  I) :  The  present  reorganisa¬ 
tion  was  the  cause  for  that. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  have  already  given  my  ruling.  I  only  say 
that  the  Director  need  not  elaborate  that  point. 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEXHARAN  (Ag  :  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  : 
It  was  with  the  object  of  improving  the  quality  of  inspection  that  this 
reorganisation  was  effected.  It  was  not  merely  with  regard  to  the 
improvement  of  primary  education  or  vernacular  education  ;  but  it  was 
with  a  view*  to  improve  all  kinds  of  education,  to  improve  the  quality 
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[Mv.  C.  V.  Chandrasekhara!!.] 

o£  inspection  in  regard  to  English  education  as  well.  As  I  said,  each 
Inspector  has  to  do  the  annual  inspection ;  and  in  the  case  of  new  insti¬ 
tutions,  he  has  to  make  a  grant  inspection  also.  I  call  for  quarterly 
returns  of  the  inspection  work  done  by  <,he  Inspectors  and  their  Assist¬ 
ants.  These  returns  are  scrutinised  in  my  office  ;  and  if  it  is  found, 
for  instance,  that  an  Assistant  Inspector  or  the  Divisional  Inspector 
concerned  is  rather  slack  in  the  matter  of  inspection,  or,  he  has  paid 
very  few  surprise  visits,  he  is  warned.  I  may  say  for  the  information 
of  the  member  that,  whenever  the  inspection  work  has  been  found  to 
be  slack,  the  Assistant  Inspector  is  often  reverted  as  teacher. 

Mr.'  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chirayinkil  I)  :  May  I  know  the  num¬ 
ber  of  surprise  visits  that  each  Inspector  has  to  make  in  regard  to  pri¬ 
mary  schools  ? 

Hit.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  Up.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) : 
There  is  no  fixed  number  for  that.  By  the  nature  of  the  case,  it  is  ex¬ 
tremely  difficult  to  fix*  definite  number. 

Reorganisation  of  the  Inspectorate  has  not  only  improved  the 
quality  of  inspection.  It  has  infused  a  new  life  and  vigour  into 
the  whole  machinery,  It  has  brought  the  inspectorate,  the  mana¬ 
gers,  the  teachers,  and  the  public  who  are  interested  in  the  schools, 
much  closer  together.  Of  course,  teaching  is  not  as  satisfactory 
as  it  should  be,  some  teachers  are  slack  in  their  attendance,  some 
schools  happen  to  be  closed  before  4  ‘o’  clock — such  instances  in 
the  case  of  primary  schools  occur.  These  are  all  things  which  we 
come  across  in  the  day’s  work.  These  things  come  to  our  notice  often. 
I  myself  have  paid  surprise  visits  to  primary  schools  and  found  that  the 
schools  have  closed  even  at  3.  30  p.  m.  according  to  my  watch.  The 
pupils  will  all  be  o.ut  and  the  teachers  might  have  gone  to  their  houses. 
On.  certain  occasions,  I  myself  had  to  send  for  them  and  scold  them  for 
having  dosed  the  school.  Such  instances  occur  in  the  case  of  primary 
schools. 

Mr.  A,  THANU  P1LLA!  (Trivandrum — Rural)  Are  the  primary 
schools  supplied  with  a  clock? 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) ; 
Each  primary  school  has  got  a  clock.  But  the  times  vary  between  one 
school  and  another.

Sir,  the.  inspectorate  often  makes  indiscriminate  recommendations 
for  closing  the  schools  on  the  ground  of  overlapping,  without  going  to 
the  spot  and  learning  the  situation  in  the  light  of  all  relevant  circum¬ 
stances  and  without  conducting  proper  enquiry.  After  the  inauguration 
of  the  reforms  in  the  Education  Department,  for  some  reason  or  other, 
several  schools  were  closed  down.  Many  schools  were  closed  on  the 
ground  of  overlapping.  Some  schools  were  closed  on  the  ground  that 
the  -management  was  not  properly  conducting  them.  Anyhow,  by 
pursuing  this  policy  of  closing  down  schools,  considerable  indignation 
and  heart-burning  has  been  roused  in  the  mind  of  the  people.  In  the 
closing  down  of  schools,  there  are  two  views.  One  view  is  taken  by  the 
department  and  the  other  view  taken  by  the  manager:  the  department 
may  say  that  the  manager  has  not  been  conducting  the  school  properly 
and  the  management  will  say  that  the  school  is  being  conducted  on  pro¬ 
per  lines.  However,  these  schools  were  started  in  various  places  after 
spending  large  amounts  of  money  and  after  spending  much  viluable 
time  and  energy  of  the  people.  There  are  institutions  started  by 
individuals  and  by  associations.

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Before  the  department  decides  upon  closing  down  a  school,  it 
has  to  take  into  account  various  factors.  The  question  that  this 
House  haa  to  consider  is  whether,  in  pursuing  the  policy  of  closing 
down  the  schools,  all  these  factors  that  are  to  be  taken  into  considera¬ 
tion  are  being  taken  into  account.  So  far  as  my  information  goes, 
closing  down  of  schools  on  account  of  overlapping  has  been  pursued 
■with  a  certain  amount  of  irresponsibility.  Mostly,  in  the  o;se  of  pri¬ 
mary  schools,  the  decision  whether  a  particular  should  be  closed  down 
or  allowed  to  continue  rests  ultimately  on  the  report  of  the  Assistant 
Inspecting  Officer.  That  report  may  be  made  for  various  considera¬ 
tions.  There  may  be  personal  considerations,  there  may  be  communal 
considerations.  The  question  is  whether  the  authorities  at  the  top  of  the 
department  dcr  take  a  personal  interest  in  the  matter.  Do  they  conduct 
a  personal  enquiry  in  the  matter,  or  do  they  content  themselves  with 
a  mere  report  from  the  Assistant  Inspector  that  the  school  should  be 
closed  down  ?  My  information  is  that  the  matter  is  decided  without 
due  enquiry  and  without  proper  examination  of  all  these  factors. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  QIaoelikam)  :  Is  it  the  case  with 
all  the  Inspectors  ? 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  {Ohirayinkil  I)  :  That  is  not  the  case  with 
all  the  Inspectors. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  According  to  Mr.  Padmanabhan,  if  there 
is  one  single  Inspector  who  does  that,  it  is  relevant  ? 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Ohirayinkil  [)  :  Yes  Sir. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Shill'  I  ask  you  a  question  ?  Has  not  the 
Government  itself  recognised  communal  claims  with  regard  to  certain 
matters?  So  would  you  say  that,  if  an  Inspector  has  got  communal 
consideration  it  is  wrong  ? 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Ohirayinkil  l)  :  So  far  as  this  matter  is 
concerned,  the  report  of  the  Inspector  based  on  communal  representa¬ 
tion,  in  my  opinion,  is  wrong. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  {Trivanirum-Iiural)  :  Is  it  the  member’s 
opinion  that  officers  appointed  on  communal  consideration  would  show 
communal  consideration  ? 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  {Ohirayinkil  1) :  I  do  not  believe  that  for 
a  moment.  The  choice  should  be  made  proparly. 

Sir,  I  am  being  interrupted  too  often. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  is  unavoidable  to  some  extent. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  {Ohirayinkil  I):  In  deciding  the  question 
of  overlapping,  the  most  important  factors  to  be  considered  are  whether 
the  school  is  properly  conducted,  whether  it  is  properly  housed,  whether 
the  school  is  situated  at  the  proper  site,  whether  there  ire  the  requir¬ 
ed  qualified  teachers  and  such  other  things  These  are  the  most  im¬ 
portant  considerations  that  should  be  taken  into  account  in  deciding  to 
close,  down  a  school.  I  will  illustrate  it  by  a  single  instance.  How 
convincing  it,  is,  has  to  he  decided  by  this  House.  There  ate  twoischools 
in  my  constituency ;  one  Ghilakoor  Mahomedan  school  and  the  other 
Panayil  V.  P.  School.  These  are  situated  at  a  distance  of  half  a 
mile  each.  So  far  as  the  Mahomedan  school  is  concerned,  it  is  pro¬ 
perly  run.  That  school  satisfies  £tll  fhq  required  conditions.  It  is  situated 
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just  on  the  road  side.  There  is  sufficient  stvengthi  regular  attendance, 
a  well-qualified  staff;  and  there  is  also  a  Koran  teacher.  The  other 
Primary  school  does  not  satisfy  any  of  these  conditions. •  ’  It  has  not 
the  minimum  strength.  It  is  not  properly  housed  and  there  are  not 
sufficient  teachers.  Now  in  respect  of  the  Mahomedan  school,  the 
Assistant  Inspector  has  made  a  recommendation  for  closing1  it  down, 
notwithstanding  all  these  advantages.' 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  According  to  you,  a  bad  school  is  given  recog' 
nition  while  a  really  goed  school  is  denied  grant. 

Mr  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Ghirayinkil  I)  :  Yes  That  is  a  matter 
which  the  Director  should  enquire  into  before  the  report  is  accepted. 
He  should  conduct  a  personal  enquiry  into  the  matter,  weigh  the 
question  from  all  standpoints  and  then  decide  whether  the  school 
should  be  closed  down. 

MR.  T  .  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Neyyattinkam  II)  :  Sir,  I  support  the 
motion.  Asa  measure  of  retrenchment  as  well  a*  reform,  a  number  of 
Primary  schools  throughout  the  State  has  been  erased  out  of  existence 
by  the  D.  P.  I.  After  having  done  so,  with,  an  aiv  of  satisfaction  and 
success,  the  Direo‘or  says  that  despite  the  fact  that  a  number  of  schools 
have  been  closed  down  the  total  number  of  schools  as  well  as  the  total 
number  of  students  have  increased.  Of  course,  this  may  be  a  fact  with 
regard  to  the  years  1109  and  1110.  If  we  look  to  page  85  of  the  Ad¬ 
ministration  Beport,  it  will  be  evident  that  the  increase  in  the  number 
of  students  was  so  rapid - 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum- Rural)  ;  May  I  know  from  the 
member - 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  When  a  member  is  reading  a  short  list  why 
should  you  question  him  like  this?  Why  not  wait  for  a  reasonable  time. 

Mr.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Neyyattinkam  II) :  Prom  the  report  of 
the  administration  of  the  department  that  has  been  supplied  to  us  by 
the  Director,  I  shall  prove  that  before,  1109,  that  is  to  say  before  the 
inauguration  of  this  new  policy,  the  increase  in  the  strength  of  students 


”  Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandnim-Bural) :  I  wish  to  know  on 
whom  rests  the  responsibility  for  the. abolition  of  the  schools  ?  Is  it  on 
the  Inspector  or  the  Director  ? 

Mr.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAi  ( Neyyattinkira  II)  ;  I  am  coming  to  that. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  can  say  this,  that  the  Director  does  not  do 
it:  suo  moto  but  on  the  recommendation  pro  or  contra. . 

MR.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Neyyattinkara  II)  :  The  whole  difficulty 
lies  in  this,  that  the  Inspectors  think  that  the  Director  is  so  enamoured  . 
of  this  policy  and  is  so  enthusiastic  and  keen  to  pursue  this  policy  that 
they  recommend,  rather  indiscriminately,  the  abslition  of  their  Primary 
schools.  For  instance,  I  have  tried  to  ascertain  from  the  Director 
whether  he  has  made  any  personal  investigation  as  to  the  local  neces¬ 
sity  of  a  particular  school  in  my  constituency  and  he  told  me  that  he 
had  to  abide  By  the  recommendation  of  the  Inspector  and  has  not 
made  any  local  inspection. 
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Mr.  C.V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (.4  g.  Director  of  Public  Induction)'- 
May  I  know  the  name  of  the  school  ? 

Mr.  T.  KRISHNA  PiLLAI  ( Neyyattinkara  IT) :  It  was  while  Mr* 
Statham  was  the  Director.  The  school  is  at  Karinkulam.  I  do  not  exact¬ 
ly  remember  the  marne  of  the  school  now.  The  recognition  and  grant 
was  withdrawn  without  proper  investigation  by  the  inspecting  authori¬ 
ties.  When  complaints  were  made,  the  Director  had  agreed  to  make 
a  personal  enquiry  into  the  matter.  Anyhow  this  policy,  if  pursued, 
would,  I  am  afraid,  tell  heavily  upon  the  progress  of  Primary  education 
in  the  country.  Travancore  stands  pre-eminent  today  in  the  matter 
of  education  at  least,  because  of  a  far-sightod  policy  pursued  by  a  series 
of  Directors  for  advancing  the  primary  education  of  the  country. 

MR.P.  C.  KURIYAN  ( Kottmjam  I ) :  Sir,  I  too  wish  to  speak  a  few 
words  in  support  of  the  motion.  This  question  of  ‘overlapping’  is 
creating  great  trouble  in  the  rural  parts.  It  gives  a  handle  to  unscru¬ 
pulous  Assistant  Impectors  of  Schools  to  boss  over  innocent  Managers; 
and  what  ever  m’ght  have  been  the  reason  that  weighed  with  the  Edu¬ 
cation  Reforms  Committee  to  make  this  recommendation,  I  fear  it  has 
now  become  a  positive  means  of  oppression  and  that  it  is  being  very 
freely  abused. 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( Kalkulam  1):  I  wish  to  speak  a  few  words 
on  the  motion  before  the  House.  It  needs  no  mention  that  the  Ins. 
pectors  have  been  indiscriminately  recommending  the  abilitic*  of 
schools  either  on  account  of  overlapping  or  on  account  of  the  fact  that 
schools  *re  incomplete  or  for  any  other  reason.  From  the  Adminis¬ 
tration  Report  for  the  year  11 10  it  is  seen  that  within  one  year  nearly 
200  schools  were  abolished.  The  number  of  schools  having  one  class 
in  1109  was  194  while  in  1110  it  was  127  :  with  two  classes  was  638  in 
1109  and  575  in  1110,  with  3  classes  833  in  1109  and  587  in  1110.  The 
number  of  one  class  schools  fell  by  67  as  against  the  same  number  in 
the  previous  year;  the  number  of  2  class  of  schools  fell  63  and  of  3  class 
schools  by  46  in  1110  as  against  33  aud  49  respectively  in  1109. 

MR.  S.  J,  NAIR  (Ne&umanqad) :  May  I  know  whether  schools 
with  one  class  and  two  classes  serve  any  purpose  in  the  matter  of  edu¬ 
cation  ? 

MR.  K,  R.  ELENKATH  ( Kalkulam  1)  :  That  is  because  the  Inspectors 
are  standing  as  a  detriment  for  the  extension  of  classes.  They  frustrate 
the  work  of  the  management  inasmuch  as  they  do  not  help  the  manage, 
ment. 


MR.  8.  J.  KMR  l.Nedummgad)  '■  May  I  know  whether  the  member 
is  able  to  give  one  instance  where  the  Manager  has  applied  for  the  ex¬ 
tension  of  classes  and  where  it  has  been  disallowed  and  the  grant  stop¬ 
ped? 

MR,  K.  R.  ELENKATH- (Kalkulam  I) :  One  of  the  schools  at  Chenthodi 
has  been  stopped  in  which  case  even  the  application  for  extension,  has 
not  been  even  forwarded  to  the  Director’s  office. 

*R.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( MaveWcara ):  Extension  of  whatf 

ARR-JL-R.  ELENKATH  (li-alkulan  I) :  Extension  of  two'classes. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  You  mean  addition? 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (KalJculam  I)  :  Yes,  Sir. 
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MR.  A,  THANU  PILLAI  {Trivandrum-Rural)  :  May  I  know  whether 
that  manager  ia  prepared  to  give  one  rupee  to  his  teacher  in  addition 
to  his  pay  V 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  question  does  not  arise. 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( L'alkulamI )  :  It  is  not  merely  due  to  the 
indifference  of  the  Managers  that  these  schools  remain  incomplete. 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction }  ; 
Sir,  the  abolition  of  schools  is  a  very  serious  matter  and  the  Depart¬ 
ment  does  not  abolish  schools  in  a  light  hearted  manner.  Overlapping 
like  maternity  is  a  matter  of  fact-  It  is  not  a  matter  of  opinion.  The 
opinions  and  prejudices  of  any  Assistant  Inspector  will  not  weigh  in 
the  matter  at  all.  There  are  certain  facts  and  the  Department  acts  up¬ 
on  those  facts.  Whether  a  particular  school  is  overlapping  or  not  is  a 
matter  of  fact.  If  the  Assistant  Inspector  misrepresents  facts  he  does 
so  at  his  own  risk.  It  is  a  very  serious  matter  and  it  is  not  as  if  the 
Assistant  Inspector  makes  a  recommendation  and  immediately  it  goes 
through  automatically.  Nothing  of  the  sort. 

N1R.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum — Rural ):  May  I  know  whether 
there  have  been  instances  in  which  the  Assistant  Inspectors  or  Divi- 
sional  Inspectors  have  been  punished  in  consequence  of  the  rocommend- 
ation  made  in  regard  to  overlapping  schools  ? 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction ): 
They  have  been  reprimanded  when  I  felt  satisfied  that  they  had  misre¬ 
presented  facts.  They  have  often  been  asked  to  make  a  more  detailed 
enquiry  before  they  recommended  the  abolition  of  any  school. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chirayinkil  1)  :  May  I  know  the  total 
number  of  schools  closed  down  ? 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction): 
I  do  not  remember  the  exact  number  now.  The  member  may  send  in 
an  interpellation.  The  Administration  Deport  contains  that  information. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  think  Mr.  Elenkath  has.  read  out  that. 

MR.  C,  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) : 
Many  of  these  cases  are  cases  in  which  the  Director  has  taken  action 
suo  moto.  He  has  taken  action  on  the  basis  of  the  list  contained  in 
Appendix  2  of  the  Education  Deforms  Committee’s  Report.  The  Edu¬ 
cation!  Reforms  Committee,  after  touring  the  whole  country  and  visit-  . 
ing  primary  school  after  primary  school,  prepared  a  list  of  overlapping 
schools.  We  have  got  there,  taluk  by  taluk,  150  examples  of  over¬ 
lapping  schol*. 

Mr.  R.  SIVARAMAN  NAIR  (Tiruvallall) :  May  I  know  whether  all  the 
schools  were  abolished  ? 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  In  s' ruction)  ■ 
Not  all.  Sir.  Some  have  been  dealt  with  ;  some  are  under  examination. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( CMrayinldl  1) :  When  a  private  school  is 
abolished,  may  I  know  what  is  done  with  the  pupils  and  teachers  there  ? 

Mr.  -C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  : 
If  it  is  an  overlapping  school,  it  is  abolished  because  there  is  sufficient. 
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[Mr.  C.  V.  Chandrasekharan.] 

accommodation  for  the  pupils  in  the  school  nearby  within  a  distance  of 
4  or  6  furlongs.  It  is  in  such  cases  that  we  call  the  school  an  over- 
lapping  school- 

MR.  K.  B.  ELENKATH  ( KrMulam  I):  May  I  know  whether 
any  compensation  is  paid  to  the  Managers  who  have  put  up  the  build¬ 
ings  and  started  the  schools,  when  recognition  of  these  schools  is 
withdrawn  i 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  How  does  that  question  arise? 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( Kalkulam  I)  :  .  I  would  like  to  point  out 
that  there  has  been  injustice  done  to  the  managers  consequent  on  the 
withdrawal  of  recognition.  The  managers  put  up  buildings  and  furnished 
the  schools  and  when  recognition  is  withdrawn,  they  have  to  incur  loss. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  is,  further  injury  is  meted  out  to  them. 

Ms.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction ): 
Overlapping  schools  are  nearly  always  inefficient  and  unsatis¬ 
factory.  It  is  not  for  retrenchment  or  on  account  of  any  other  policy 
that  they  are  abolished.  The  abolition  of  overlapping  schools  is 
carried  out  definitely  with  a  view  to  improve  the  quality  of  primary 
education. 

Ms.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I)  :  May  I  know  whether 
the  private  school  managers  have  been  asked  to  refund  the  amounts 
that  have  been  received  from  Government  ? 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) : 

No,  Sir. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  At  the  time  recognition  was  given,  were  not 
these  schools  inspeoted  by  competent  authorities  ? 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction ): 
It  was  because  the  department  was  working  without  any  kind  of 
definite  policy  in  the  matter  of  primary  education.  That  is  what  the 
Education  Reforms  Committee  have  laid.  They  say,  as  there  has  been 
no  policy  in  the  location  of  schools,  schools  have  been  allowed  to  grow 
up.  If  a  few  children  go  -to  a  one-class  school  for  a  few  days  in  the 
year,  the  school  earned  the  grant  from  year  to  year.  It  is  mere  waste 
of  money. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  U) :  Is  there  any 
instance  in  which  a  Government  School  has  been  abolished  on  the 
ground  of  overlapping? 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  : 
There  are  very  few  incomplete  Government  schools.  But  if  it  is  found 
that,  in  the  case  of  two  schools,  one  private  and  one  departmental,  the 
departmental  school  is  not  satisfactory  with  regard  to  equipment 
furniture  and  building  and  the  private  school  is  found  satisfactory,  and 
only  one  school  is  necessary  in  the  locality,  the  departmental  school 
may  be  closed  down.  But  such  instances  are  very  rare. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Chirayinlsil  1)  \  May  I  know  how  many 
schools  were  inspected  by  the  Director  before  orders  were  issed  for 
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Mr.  A.  S.  DAMIDARAN  ASAN  (Vavelikara)  :  A  point  of  order. 
The  motion  is  with  regard  to  the  Inspectorate  which  often  makes 
indiscriminate  recommendations  for  closing  schools.  How  is  this 
question  relevant  here  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  The  question  is  a  very  legitimate  one,  because 
whether  the  Director  does  anything  independently  has  been  raised  in 
this  House.  If  the  Director  is,  able  to  answer,  let  him  answer.  I  think 
Mr.  Padmanabhan  wants  to  know  how  many  schools  the  Director 
inspected  this  year  before  deciding  the  closing  down  of  overlapping 
schools. 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  {Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction )  : 
Well,  in  the  course  of  my  tours, I  do  inspect  schools,  reports  about  which 
are  pending  before  me.  I  cannot  give  the  exact  number  I  inspected. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Chirayinhil  1)  :  My  point  is  whether 
the  Director  has  made  It  a  point  to  inspect  the  schools  before  he  finally- 
decided  upon  closing  them  ? 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARA!!  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  : 
It  is  only  in  doubtful  cases  that  I  inspect.  I  call  for  all  the  ‘relevant 
information  from  the  Assistant  Inspectors  and  the  Divisional  Inspectors; 
and  from  the  information  supplied  to  me,  I  am  able  to  come  to  a  defi¬ 
nite  conclusion.  If  I  come  to  the  conclusion  that  a  school  proposed  to 
be  closed  is  not  overlapping  I  say  the  school  need  not  be  closed.  If  I 
feel  any  doubt,  I  ask  to  the  Assistant  Inspector  to  pay  more  surprise  . 
visits  and  give  me  a  report  as  to  whether  the  attendance  is  satisfactory. 

I  ask  the  Inspector  to  make  more  surprise  visits.  If  I  find  that  it  is  a 
a  clear  case  of  overlapping,  I  withdraw  aid.  I  ask  the  Inspector  in  such 
cases  to  see  how  the  school  runs  without  aid-  There  are  a  number  of 
stages  like  that. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  {Trieanctrum-'HuraT)  :  Does  any  school  ran 
without  aid  when  it  does  not  run  with  aid  '? 

Mr.  C,  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  {Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  : 

I  suppose  not.  I  am  explaining  the  various  stages  before  the  closing 
down  of  a  school.  The  instance  Mr.  Padmanabhan  mentioned  is  before 
me.  I  have  not  yet  passed  orders  about  that.  ( President’s  bell) 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Air.  Padmanabhan. 

MR.  K  PADMANABHAN  {Chirayinhil  i) :  May  I  know  from  the 
member - — 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  He  has  sat  down. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  {Chirayinhil  I)  :  I  got  up  before  he  sat 
down. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Look  here  on  this  matter,  my  word  is  final. 

I  have  called  Mr.  Padmanabhan.  That  means  Mr.  Chandrasekharan 
has  sat  down. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Chirayinhil  1) :  I  submit  to  the  ruling  of 
the  Chair,  but  I  must  be  allowed  to  get  a  reply  from  Official  member. 

DEPUTY-PRESIDENT  :  Wby  should  the  honourable  member  lose 
his  temper  like  that  ?  I  say  Mr.  Padmanabhan  may  give  a  reply  if  he 
has  any. 
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Hr.K.  PADMANABHAN  {Ghirayinkil  I ):  May  I  submit,  Sir,  that, 
as  Mr.  Chand  ras  nkha ran  was  taking  his  seat,  I  was  putting  the  question, 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  You  shall  not  question  the  ruling.  You 
must  express  regret.  The  whole  thing  has  taken  place  not  in  camera 
but  in  public  daylight ;  that  Mr.  Chandrasekharan  sat  down  and  I  called 
upon  Mr.  Padmanabhan  is  the  fact.  Mr.  Padmanabhan  is  under  a 
mistake.  Mr.  Padmanabhan  may  reply,  if  he  has  a  reply  to  give. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  {Ghirayinkil  I);  I  do  not  wish  to  have  a 
reply,  in  view  of  the  ruling  from  the  Chair 

"DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  shall  have  to  take  steps  against  you.  You 
are  at  liberty  to  say  that  you  do  not  want  to  reply.  Will  yon  therefore 
Withdraw  your  statement  ? 

Cries  of“icithdraw,  withdraw” 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( GhirayinHl  I) :  I  withdraw. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  It  is  very  good  of  you  to  have  withdrawn 
your  statement.  Do  you  want  to  press  the  motion  or  withdraw  the 
motion  ? 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  {Chirayinkil,  I) :  lam  neither  pressing  nor 
not  pressing. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  You  are  running  grave  risks,  Mr.  Padmana¬ 
bhan.  I  must  warn  you.  I  was  asking  you  whether  you  wanted  to 
press  the  motion  or  whether  you  were  prepared  to  withdraw  the  motion. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  {Chirayinkil  I)  '■  I  wanted  to  put  a  question 
to  the  Director.  Since  I  did  not  get  an  opportunity  for  that — 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  You  shall  not  say  anything  with  regard 
to  that. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Ghirayinkil  I):  I  amj  just  submitting 

that  I  was  not  given  an  opportunity. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  am  asking  definitely  once  for  all,  in  pursu¬ 
ance  of  the  auothority  which  is  vested  in  the  Chair,  whether  Mr.Padma- 
nabhan  wants  to  press  his  motion  to  a  division  or  to  withdraw.  That 
is  the  only  point. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  {Ghirayinkil  1)  :  I  had  not  been  able  to  get  all 
the  answers  to  the  points  I  raised. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :There  is  no  use  in  repeating  that.  When 
an  honourable  member  is  in  the  wrong,  it  is  my  duty  to  counsel  him. 
In  exercise  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  as  Chairman,  I  am  doing  this. 
Probably  Mr.  Padmanabhan  is  under  a  mistake.  I  ask  him  again 
whether  he  wants,  an  opportunity  to  reply. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Ghirayinlil  I):  I  said  I  do  not  want  to 
reply  because  an  opportunity  was  not  given  to  me  to  get  information 
from  the  Director. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  Mr.  Padmanabhan,  will  you  please  decide  at 
least  now  whether  you  want  to  press  the  motion  or  to  withdraw. 
All  that  you  can  say  now  is  'T  want  to  press  the  motion  or”  I  do  not 
press  the  motion.”  You  have  waived  the  right  of  reply.  Come  m  afriend- 
ly  way,  Mr.  Padmanabhan.  {Laughter.)  I  am  giving  a  friendly  advice- 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  {Ghirayinkil  1)  :  I  seek  leave  of  the  House 
to  withdraw  the  motion.

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  Wavelihara)  ■  Sir,  I  beg  to  move 
the  following  rnotion:- 

To  omit  the  allotment  of  Its.  15,841  for  Inspectresses. 

Sir,  1  move  this  motion  because  I  feel  that  there  is  no  necessity 
to  retain  a  separate  section  as  Inspectresses,  since  there  are  four  Divi¬ 
sional  Inspectors  who  have  sufficient  chances  for  efficiently  inspecting 
the  schools' In  their  jurisdiction.  The  Education  Reforms  Committee 
has  recommended  co-education,  the  appointment  of  both  male  and 
female  teachers  in  primary  schools  and  has  further  recommended  the 
abolition  of  certain  Sections  in  the  local  Women’s  College  as  the  girls 
there  may  continue  their  education  in  the  college  for  boys.  One  of 
the  grounds  that  was  advanced  by  the  Education  Reforms  Committee 
for  the  present  reorganisation  is  that  one  Inspector  for  the  Vernacular 
boys’  schools  for  the  whole  State  will  not  be  able  to  properly  inspect  all 
the  schools  in  the  State  and  that  it  would  be  better  to  divide  the  State 
into  a  number  of  divisions  so  that  the  Inspector  might  have  easier 
access  to  all  the  schools  in  his  jurisdiction.  The  argument  supports 
my  proposition  that  an  Inspectress  who  has  to  inspect  and  control  the 
educational  institutions  throughout  the  State  will  be  unable  to  do  it 
because  her  jurisdiction  is  too  large.  The  Inspectors  and  their  Assist¬ 
ant  Inspectors  are  allowed  to  inspect  primary  schools,  which  are  mixed 
schools  with  female  and  male  teachers.  The  Director,  who  should 
either  be  a  male  or  female,  is  entitled  to  inspect  any  educational  insti¬ 
tution  in  the  State  irrespective  of  the  question  whether  it  is  an  institu- 
tion  for  the  boys  or  girls.  The  local  Women’s  College  where  there  is 
a  lady  Principal  and  male  Professors  the  Science  College  with  a  female 
Professor  and  the  Arts  College  with  female  Professors  are  administered 
satisfactorily. 

Now  when  an  attempt  is  made  to  set  both  males  and  females  on 
the  same  footing  and  the  females  are  aserting  equal  rights  with  males 
in  all  walks  of  life,  I  do  not  know  why  we  must  allow  the  retention  of 
this  old  custom  of  giving  separate  treatment,  so  far  as  the  Inspectress 
is  concerned. 

Mr  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  (Tirmalla  I)  ;  May  I  know  from  the  mem¬ 
ber  whether  males  are  males  and  females  are  females  ?  {Laughter). 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  Any  member  who  does  not  know  that 
should  not  be  given  answer.  ( Laughter ) 
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A,  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  {Marlihara) :  I  do  not  answer  that  be¬ 
cause  I  am  surprised  at  the  question. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  {Trivandrum— Rural)  :  That  question  means 
more  than  what  the  words  contained  therein  imply. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  am  only  concerned  with  „the  question  as 

it  is. 

Mr.  A,  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavlikara )  :  Sir,  I  am  of  opinion 
that  there  is  absolutely  no  necessity  to  retain  the  Inspectress  and  her 
staff.  So.  I  move  this  motion  for  the  acceptance  of  the  House. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Qailon  1)  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  support 
the  motion.  From  ihe  Administration  repert  of  the  Education  Depart¬ 
ment,  1  find  that,  of  all  the  inspecting  officers  that  we  have,  the  work 
of.the  Inspectress  is  the  worst.  Because,  it  is  stated  in  page  15  of  the 
report  that,  out  of  71  schools  left  for  her  to  inspect,  she,  inspected  only 
57  ;  and  the  number  of  visits  that  she  has  made  on  the  whole  is  only 
61  as  against  the  394,  139,  299  and  186  visits  made  by  the  four  Divi¬ 
sional  Inspectors.  Sir,  I  have  seen  the  explanation  that  is  given  for 
this,  vie.,  that  some  14  schools  had  been  left  uninspected  in  the  year 
1110,  and  that  those  schools  also  were  inspected  at  the  beginning  of  the 
school  year  1934-35.  Of  these  71  institutions  left  to  the  Inspectress  for 
inspection,  cnlv  45  are  English  schools,  where  alone  she  can  effectively 
inspect,  and  all  the  others  are  Vernacular  schools  which  have  to  be 
inspected  by  her  Assistant.  Therefore,  Sir,  if  this  post  is  abolished, 
the  number  of  additional  schools  that  the  4  Divisional  Inspectors  will 
have  to  take  up  among  themselves,  is  only  45  ;  in  other  words,  each 
Divisional  Inspector  will  have  1 0  schools  more  to  inspect.  That,  cer- 
tainly,  cannot  be  considered  to  be  very  heavy  additional  work. 

I  may  make  one  point  clear,  Sir.  All  that  the  motion  urges  is  the 
abolition  of  the  post  of  Inspectress.  There  is  no  harm  in  the  present 
Inspectress  being  made  one  of  the  four  Divisional  Inspectors,  if  she  could 
undertake  to  do  that  work  properly. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  How  will  you  solve  the  problem  of  the  ‘ess’ 
at  the  end  of  the  word  ? 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quihn  I):  She  may  be  ealled  Lady 
Inspector.  {Laughter.) 

Mr.  Asan  has  already  explained  that- there  is  no  logic  in  keeping 
on  a  separate  set  of  officers  for  women  alone,  when  we  have  accepted 
the  principle  of  co-education  and  mixed  staff  for  inspection  of  schools. 
All  our  primary  schools  are  now  being  inspected  by  the  Inspectors  and 
Assistant  Inspectors.  It  is  the  woik  of  the  teachers  that  is  being 
examined  by  the  Inspectors  ;  and  there  are  lady  teachers  whose  work 
is  being  examined  by  Inspectors  and  Assistant  Inspectors.  There  is 
also  no  age  or  other  restriction. in  regard  to  these  women  teachers. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  {Tovala)  :  Are  there  not  Muslim  Girls’ 
Schools  in  the  State  ;  and  do  we  not  need  women  inspecting  officers 
for  those  schools  ? 
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Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  P1LLAI  (Quilon  I)  :  I  also  know,  Sir,  that 
there  are  Muslim  girls  studying  in  schools  inspected  by  male  Inspectors. 

MR.  T.  K.  ALEXANDER  (Kunnatnad  I )  ;  Does  the  member  know 
that  there  is  an  Inspectress  in  the  sister  State  of  Cochin  ? 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLA1  (Quilon  I ) :  I  do  not  know,  Sir. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  It  is  not  the  function  of  any  Honourable 
Member  here  to  teach  anything  to  the  member  in  possession.  If  any 
information  is  wanted,  questions  may  be  put ;  that  is  the  rule. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  P1LLA!  (Quilon  I)  :  Sir.  I  find  that  there  is 
absolutely  no  justification  for  this  separate  establishment  of  an  Ins¬ 
pectress  and  her  staff.  There  is  no  need  for  if.  We  are  here  to  mini¬ 
mise  unnecessary  expenditure.  This  is  an  item  of  absolutely  unneces¬ 
sary  expenditure.  This  can  very  well  be  done  away  with  without 
detriment  to  efficient  inspection.  I  hope  the  Director  will  find  his  way 
to  accept  this  motion. 

MR.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  ( Timmlln  III)  :  I  wish  to  speak  a 
few  words  in  support  of  the  motion.  Before  the  recent  reorganisation, 
all  the  schools  in  the  State  were  being  inspected  by  three  Inspecting 
Officers.  Now,  there  are  four  Divisional  Inspectors  and  one  Inspectress. 
The  total  number  of  schools  in  tire  State  is  338,  so  that,  even  if  we 
had  only  four  inspecting  officers,  each  one  of  them  would  have  only 
84’5  schools  to  be  inspected.  That,  I  submit,  cannot  be  considered  to 
be  very  heavy  work  for  one  Inspector. 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (A g.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  : 
Has  the  member  taken  into  account  the  V.  M.  Schools  for  girls  which 
are  about  100  in  number  ? 

MR.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  ( Timvalla  III)  :  Sir,  my  observa¬ 
tion  is  based  on  pages  16  and  217  of  the  Administration  Report  of  the 
Department  for  the  year  1110  M.  E.  where  there  is  a  statement  giving 
the  number  of  schools  to  be  inspected,  the  number  of  visits  by  the  In- 
spector,  and  the  number  actually  inspected. 

MR.  C.V.  UHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Direct or  of  Public  Instruction) : 
That  statement  does  not  include  the  V.  M.  Schools  for  Girls  inspectsd 
by  the  Assistant  Inspectress. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ;  Is  there  any  reservation  in  that  statement, 
Mr.  Velavudhan  Pillai  ? 

MR.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  (Timvalla  III) ;  No,  absolutely 

I  therefore  submit,  Sir,  that  there  is  .  absolutely  no  necessity  for 
retaining  the  post  of  the  Inspectress. 

Another  ground  which  I  would  urge  in  support  of  the  motion  is 
that  the  present  Inspectress  has  given  much  room  for  complaints. 

Mr.  K.  R,  ELENKATH  (Kalkvla-n  I) :  That  does  not  arise  under 
the  motion,  Sir. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  Let  us  wait  and  see  what  Mr.  Velayudhau 
Pillai  is  going  to  say. 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (KalLulam  I)  :  The  motion  relates  to  the 
abolition  of  the  post .  We  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  personnel. 
Therefore,  my  point  is- -

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  know  all  that ;  I  ana  not  bound  to  hear  you 
further ;  I  am  not  prepared  to  give  a  ruling  until  I  hear  what 
Mr-  Velayudhan  Pillai  has  to  say  on  that  point. 

MR.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  ( Tiruualla  III )  :  I  do  not  press  that 
point,  Sir ;  I  simply  support  the  motion. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  have  not  yet  given  a  ruling  on  the  point 
raised  by  Mr.  Elenkath.  Therefore,  if  yon  have  got  anything  useful  to 
ha  placed  before  the  House,  you  may  go  on  as  if  the  point  of  order 
had  not  been  raised. 

MR.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  (I'iruvaUa  1 II) :  I  have  stated  this 
as  an  argument  in  support  of  my  position  and  I  shall  stop  there.  I  do 
not  wish  to  pursue  it  further,  f  support  the  motion. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-liuml )  :  Sir,  I  agree  with  all 
that  has  already  been  said  in  support  of  the  motion.  To  me  it  appears 
that  there  are  further  grounds  also  for  supporting  the  motion.  There 
is  just  one  very  important  point  which  the  House  has  to  consider  in 
this  connection.  The  Director  just  now  mentioned  to  the  House  that 
about  100  V.  M.  Schools  for  Girls  were  now  being  inspected  by  the 
Assistant  Inspectress.  Sir,  that  fact  is  certainly  not  an  argument  for 
the  continuance  of  the  post  of  Inspectress.  That  work  of  the  Assistant 
Inspectress  may  very  well  be  distributed  among  the  various  Assistant 
Insnectors  in  the  State  and,  if  found  absolutely  necessary,  one  more 
Assistant  Inspector  or  Assistant  Inspectress  may  be  added  on  to  the 
present  number  of  Assistant.  Inspecting  Officers.  That  is  one  thing. 

Now,  Sir,  what  is  the  work  of  this  Inspectress  ?  To-day,  I  put  a 
question  to  the  Director  as  to  the  language  in  which  teaching  is  done 
in  the  various  classes  of  our  English  Schools;  and  he  told  me  that,  up 
to  the  III  Form,  teaching  was  being  done  in  Malayalam  or  in  Tamil 
as  the  case  may  be.  Sir,  I  want  to  know  how  the  present  Inspectress, 
who  is  supposed  to  do  the  work  of  inspection  in  our  English  Schools,  is 
conducting  inspections. 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Aff.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  : 
On  a  point  of  order,  Sir.  This  is  a  motion  for  the  abolition  of  the 
posts  of  Inspectress  and  Assistant  Inspectresses.  The  question  of  per¬ 
sonnel  does  not  therefore  arise, 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Tricandrum-Etimi) :  I  shall  just  mention 
one  fact ;  and  it  may  turn  out,  Sir,  that  after  all  I  am  more  practical 
than  the  Director. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  But  I  am  now  concerned  with  a  question  of 
law  ;  the  question  of  relevancy  has  been  raised. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (T rivandrum  —Rural)  :  But,  there  are  just 
some  questions  of  fact  as  well  which  I  have  to  place  before  the  House 
in  that  connection. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  But,  unless  the  law  is  made  applicable,  facts 
will  not  be  useful. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (TrivOindrunt — Ituroi)  :  For  a- moment,  let 
us  imagine  that  the  present  Inspectress  is  just  like  oue  of  the  four  Divi¬ 
sional  Inspectors  having  jurisdiction  over  one  part  of  the  State  instead 
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of  throughout  the  whole  State.  The  harm,  the  injury  to  the  cause  of 
education  in  the  country,  on  account  of  this  officer,  will  be  confined 
just  to  a  portion  of  the  country. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  shall  now  give  my  ruling  on  the  point  of 
order  raised  by  Mr.  Chandrasekharan. 

The  point  raised  by  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai  is  admissible ;  because,  if 
Mr.  Thanu  Pillai  succeeds  in  showing  that  inspection  is  now  being 
made  by  a  person  who  does  not  know  the  vernaculars  of  the  country, 
and  if  therefore  it  is  shown  that,  in  spite  of  such  ignorance  of  the 
vernacular,  inspection  is  going  on,  that  will  be  a  ground  for  the  aboli¬ 
tion  of  the  post  now  sought  to  be  abolished  by  the  motion.  In  that 
view,  I  rule  that  it  is  relevant. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum — Rural)  :  Moveover, - 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  {Tuvalu)  :  May  I  know  from  the 
member - 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trimnirum-liund )  :  No,  Sir,  the  member 
will  not  know  from  me.  {Laughter.) 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala )  :  I  will  make  a  trial,  Sir. 

Will  the  member  be  able  to  tell  us  whether  the  present  Director 
knows  Malayalam  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  Director’s  knowing  Malayalam  does  not 
arise  now. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Rural )  :  So,  I  need  not  answer  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  No. 

MR.  K.  R  ELENKATH  (Kalkulaui  I)  :  Is  the  post  of  Inspectress 
reserved  for  a  person  ignorant  of  the  vernaculars  of  the  country  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  Since  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai  did  not  say  that,  the 
question  does  not  arise. 

During  the  last  few  days — as  on  similar  occasions  in  the  past— I 
have  been  thinking  that  courtesy  is  due  to  the  House  as  a  whole  and 
to  individual  members.  The  right  of  putting  questions,  I  have  often 
said,  should  be  exercised  only  when  absolutely  necessary,  because,  when 
a  member  is  in  possession  of  the  House,  if  a  volley  of  questions  are  asked 
from  different  corners  of  the  House,  no  man,  humanly  speaking,  will 
be  able  to  have  the  presence  of  mind  to  make  his  speech  in  the  way  he 
originally  intended.  Similarly,  members  have  been  raising  points  of 
order  where  there  were  no  points  of  order.  Such  points  of  order  and 
questions  which  are  not  questions  really  will  not  be  tolerated.  I  think 
that  a  perusal  of  the  rules  on  the  subject  will  convince  those,  who  put 
questions  more  frequently  then  they  should,  will  show  that  what  they 
are  doing  is  wrong.  To  my  mind,  the  point  raised  by  Mr.  Eienkath 
does  not  call  for  a  ruling. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Rural )  :  To  my  mind,  the  ques¬ 
tion  does  not  cal!  for  an  answer. 

The  fact  remains,  Sir,  that,  for  a  number  of  years,  our  Inspectress 
or  Lady  Inspector  has  been  a  person  who  knows  very  little  of  the 
vernacular  of  the  country.  Without  knowledge  of  the  vernacular,  I 
wonder  how  proper  inspection  could  be  made  of  teaching  done  in  the 
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Vernacular.  And  the  Director  just  now  said  that,  more  than  equip¬ 
ment,  appliances  and  such  other  things,  it  is  the  teaching  that  is  mainly 
tested  during  inspection.  Sir,  the  chances  are  that,  if  this  arrangement 
continues,  the  Inspectress  may  be  a  person  who  does  not  know  the 
language  of  the  country  ancl  the  inspection,  as  it  is  now,  will  be  very 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  There  is  one  difficulty  which  arises. 
Mr.  Thanu  Pillai  says  that  the  present  Inspectress  does  not  know  any 
of  the  vernaculars  of  the  country.  Does  ho  make  himself  personally 
responsible  for  that  statement  ? 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandmm-Bural) :  At  any  rate  she  does 
not  know  Malayalam  enough  to  be  an  Inspecting  Officer;  or  let  the 
Director  contradict  me  and  convince  the  House  that  she  knows  enough 
of  Malayalam  for  purposes  of  inspection. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  latter  part  of  your  sentence  does  not 
arise.  You  make  your  statement,  leaving  the  Director  to  do  what  he 
chooses. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum- Rural) :  So  the  work  is  very 
ineffective  and  I  must  say  that  no  inspection  work  is  really  done.  Then 
all  her  work  must  be  confined  to  the  higher  classes  where  also  there  is 
the  teaching  of  the  vernacular.  I  agree  with  my  friends  who  have 
stated  that  there  is  no  reason  why  one  officer  should  be  reserved  to 
inspect  the  girls’  schools.  We  know  for  a  fact  that  more  girls,  so  far 
as  English  education  is  concerned,  study  in  boys’  schools  than  in  girls’ 
schools,  As  for  vernacular  education,  primary  schools  are  not  reserved 
for  girls  at  all,  Then  where  is  the  necessity  for  this  Inspectress  and 
her  Assistant  who  really  are  there  only  to  give  occasion  for  complaints 
that  work  is  Dot  being  properly  done  ?  I  say,  Sir,  that  there  is  abso- 
lutely  no  reason  for  this  division  ;  and  the  sooner  it  is  abolished  the 

Mr.  K,  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Todupwlia  cum  Devicolam ) :  I  move 
that  the  question  be  now  put. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tor  ala )  :  Sir,  I  oppose— 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT;  Mr.  Sivatanu  Pillai  has  already  risen  to 
speak. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala )  :  Sir,  I  oppose  the  motion 
on  the  following  grounds.  The  first  is  that  the  grounds  advanced  in 
support  of  the  motion  are  not  at  all  convincing.  Secondly,  at  least  out 
of  chivalry,  nobody  should  oppose  the  demand.  Thirdly,  the  main 
ground,  as  advanced  by  the  honourable  member  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai,  is  not 
up  to  the  mark.  If  it-  is  to  be  pursued  further  then  it  may  reduce 
itself  to  the  position  as  was  referred  to  in  this  House  on  former  occa¬ 
sions  of  reduetio  ad  ('■Isurdum.  Sir,  to  make  this  clearer,  if  the  present 
Inspectress  does  not  know  Malayalam  for  purposes  of  effective  inspec¬ 
tion,  what  is  the  fun  of  allowing  a  Director  who  does  not  know  Mala¬ 
yalam — 
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Mr.  C.  V.  CHANORASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Duller  uj  Public  I mtmcticn)  : 
Does  the  honourable  member  hold  himself'  responsible  for  the  state¬ 
ment  that  the  Director  does  not  know  Malay  atom  ? 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PULA!  (Tor ala)-.  1  fully  make  myself  res¬ 
ponsible  for  the  statement  that  the  Present  Director  does  not  know  as 
much  Malayalam  as  will  enable,  him  to  inspect  Matoyalam  schools  effi¬ 
ciently.  In  the  first  place,  his  momer  tongue  is  not  Malayalam,  but 
Tamil. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ■  That  is  a  point  on  which  I  am  obliged  to 
say  something.  The  rights  and  privileges  of  ail  the  members  of  this 
House,  whether  official  or  non-official,  are,  as  Mr.  Sivatami  Pillai 
himself  must  know,  the  same.  Perhaps  it  may  be  open  to  a  member 
to  say  that  another  may  not  know  a  particular  language  or  a  particular 
subject  well  enough;  but  to  make  an  absolute  statement  of  a  man’s  ig¬ 
norance  or  knowledge  may  not  be  fair.  In  this  particular  case,  when 
Mr,  Chandrasekharan,  the  present  Director  of  Public  Instruction,  who 
has  been  for  several  years  in  this  country,  has  stated  that  he  knows 
Malayalam,  it  certainly  is  not  open  to  Mr.  Sivatanu  Pillai  to  contra¬ 
dict  that  statement,  for  I  am  not  prepared  to  allow'  any  test  to  be 
applied  here  to  find  out  the  degree  of  knowledge  which  any  member 
possesses.  Mr.  Sivatanu  Pillai,  you  have  been  speaking  of  chivalry ; 
in  the  name  of  fairness,  I  hope  you  will  not  say  that. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (T  oval  a) :  Take,  for  example,  Mr.  Stephen¬ 
son  and  Mr.  Hodgson  who  were  Directors  and  did  not  know  Malayalam. 
Take  also  the  case  of  the  other  prior  Inspectresses  who  also  did  not 
know  Malayalam.  What  is  the  fun  of  now  saying  at  this  late  hour 
that  the  present  Inspectress  does  not  know  Malayalam  and  so  the 
division  should  be  abolished?  Coming  to  the  last  and  the  vital  ground, 
so  long  as  the  Government  have  taken  the  responsibility  of  educating 
Muslim  girls  and  so  long  as  they  are  not  so  advanced  as  to  come 
out  of  tlieir  purdah,  it  is  up  to  the  Government  to  see  that  their  senti¬ 
ments  are  respected.  So  I  do  not  find  any  reason  why  the  Inspeatress 
should  be  done  away  with.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  is  a  case  for  conti¬ 
nuing  the  Inspectress  till  such  time  as  the  purdah  system  goes  out  of 
existence.  With  these  words,  I  oppose  the  motion. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilm  II)  :  air,  I  wish  to 
offer  a  few  remarks  on  this  motion.  I  would  not  have  risen  to  speak 
anything  now,  had  it  not  been  for  the  impression  left  in  my  mind  of  the 
regrettable  state  of  affairs  that  has  been  brought  about  by  the  speeches 
on  the  motion  before  the  House  Sir,  the  issue  before  the  House 
appears  to  be  a  little  clouded  by  certain  arguments  advanced  by  some 
of  the  honourable  members  of  this  House.  The  objection  taken  is  to 
the  retention  of  a  separate  division  for  the  inspection  of  female  schools. 
When  we  have  got  four  Divisional  Inspectors  empow*red  to  carry  on 
inspection  in  the  four  natural  or  territorial  divisions  into  which  the 
whole  State  is  divided,  it  does  not  stand  to  reason  why  the  female 
middle  schools  and  the  female  English  schools  should  be  picked  out  of 
these  four  divisions  and  be  constituted  a  separate  division  and  a  separate 
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person  be  put  in  charge  of  it.  The  objection  is  not  to  Miss  Bosemeyer 
carrying  on  the  inspection  work.  The  objection  is  to  the  institutions 
being  classed  as  a  separate  division  and  that  division  being  put  in 
charge  of  a  separate  individual.  The  fact  that  Miss  Bosemeyer  or  the 
present  Inspectress  is  carrying  on  inspection  work  is  not  a  matter  that 
to  ray  mind  appears  to  be  of  any  serious  objection.  (Mr.  0.  V.  Chandra- 
sehharan  ;  Hear ,  hear.) 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  There  is  some  slight  misunderstanding. 
Some  members  put  that  argument  before  the  House  that,  without 
knowing  the  Vernacular  well,  as  they  put  it,  the  present  Inspectress 
will  not  be  able  to  inspect  the  schools  properly,  that  the  inspection  is 
bound  to  be  perfunctory  and  therefore  it  does  not  matter  even  if  the 
place  is  abolished.  That  was  their  argument, 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Qmlonll):  That  was  why  I 
attempted  to  clarify  the  position.  Suppose  it  is  found,  that  the  present 
Inspectress  does  not  know  Malayalam  and  therefore  is  unqualified  to  do 
inspection  work.  That  defect  can  be  rectified  by  appointing  somebody 
else  in  the  place  and  the  division  being  continued.  That  may  be  only 
a  minor  fact.  The  question  before  the  House  is,  does:  the  House  want 
the  retention  of  the  division  with  somebody  else  as  Inspectress  ?  The 
question  before  the  House  is,  not  whether  Miss  Bosemeyer  is  the  proper 
or  best  person  to  carry  on  the  inspection  work  in  this  new  female 
division  as  I  would  call  it.  For  that  matter,  Miss  Bosemeyer  may  be 
much  better  qualified  than  some  of  the  Divisional  Inspectors,  in  the 
matter  of  inspection.  The  personal  factor  does  not  count,  and  it 
should  never  be  taken  into  consideration.  As  an  additonal  reason,  I 
say  that  she  may  be  more  qualified  than  some  of  the  male  Divisional 
Inspectors-  she  may  be’ as  arrogant  as  some  of  the  male  Divisional 
Inspectors.  Some  of  the  Divisional  inspectors  may  have  more 
effeminate  qualities  than  she.  All  this  is  no  argument  for  the  retention 
or  abolition  of  the  division.  It  may  be  an  argument  for  sending  away 
the  individual  from  the  division.  But  that  is  not  the  issue  before  the 
House,  We  stick  on  to  the  principle.  In  the  matter  of  co-ordination 
of  educational  institutions,  we  have  accepted  the  principle  that,  as  far 
as  possible,  the  distinction  between  male  and  female  in  the  matter  of 
teaching,  supervision  and  all  that  must  be  done  away  with. 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public,  Instruction) : 
What  is  the  member’s  authority  for  the  statement  that  co-education 
has  been  accepted  by  the  Government  ? 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  H)  :  What  [the 
Director  himself  is  allowing  to  be  done,  that  is  to  say,  Assistant 
Inspetresses  being  permitted  to  inspect  schools  where  there  are  male 
and  female  teachers  aud  where  there  are  boys  and  girls  studying. 
There  are  also  male  Inspectors  who  are  allowed  to  inspect  both  male 
and  female  teachers  teaching  students.  If  it  is  the  case  that  in  these 
institutions  there  are  grown-up  girls,  should  we  ignore  the  existence  of 
grown-up  ladies  in  the  other  institutions,  who  have  been  questioned, 
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cross-questioned,  supervised  and  remarked  upon  by  these  male  Divisional 
Inspectors  and  male  Assistant  Inspectors.  What  is  the  difference  between 
those  teachers  employed  in  those  schools  and  the  teachers  employed  here  ? 
I  cannot  understand  any  distinction.  As  Mr.  Asau  pointed  out,  there 
are  fall-blown,  well  grown-up  lady  teachers,  Sir,  in  the  other  institutions 
which  are  being  inspected  by  males  only.  Does  the  Inspectress  of 
Schools  inspect  the  women’s  College  here.  That  is  reserved  for  the 
Director  of  Public  Instruction.  We  do  not  take  .any  objection  to  that. 
On  principle  we  arc  not  justified  in  taking  any  objection  to  it. 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHAR  AN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) : 
May  I  point  out,  Sir,  that  the  inspection  of  colleges  is  under  the 
University  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  Chandrasekharan  says- in  fact  I  wanted 
to  anticipate  him-that.  the  Director  does  not  inspect  the  colleges. 

MR.  PUTHUPAUf  S,  KRISHNA  P1U.AI  (Quilon  II)  '■  Sir,  the  inspection 
is  carried  on  by  males.  The  University  Commission  that  inspects  the 
colleges  is  composed  of  males.  So  our  objection  is  not  to  the  person 
but  to  the  continuance  of  the  institution  as  a  separate  division.  I 
would  therefore  support  the  motion. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  shall  now  call  upon  the  official  member 
to  speak. 

MR-  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction )  : 
I  am  glad,  Sir,  that  Mr.  Krishna  Pillai  spoke  on  the  motion,  because 
until  he  spoke,  it  seemed  there  was  a  very  great  danger  of  a  confusion 
of  the  issues. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelilara ) :  Sir,  have  I  mentioned 
anything  to  confuse  the  issue  ? 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  ■ 
I  am  referring  to  the  general  trend  of  the  speeches  and  I  do  not  refer 
to  any  particular  speech.  There  was  a  danger  of  the  person  and  the 
post  being  confounded.  Sir,  I  earnestly  request  this  House  to  keep 
these  issues  separately.  Miss  Bosemeyer  may  not  be  satisfactory  in 
the  opinion  of  this  House,  bat  if  that  is  to  be  an  argument  for  abolishing 
the  whole  of  the  women  -  branch,  it  is  like  throwing  the  baby  out  when 
you  are  throwing  out  the  bath  water.  I  will  first  get  rid  of  Miss 
Bosemeyer. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  is  what  they  also  want  to  do.  (Laughter.) 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  :  I 
mean,  so  far  as  my  speech  is  concerned.  With  regard  to  Miss  Bosemeyer 
I  presume  that  she  knows  enough  Malayalam  to  be  able  to  criticise 
teaching  methods  in  English  Middle  Schools.  No  person  can  be  an 
expert  in  every  subject,  Sir. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  There  is  one  difficulty.  The  personl  element 
here  comes  in  only  as  a  side-issue.  Anyhow  you  have  chosen  to  reply 
to  that.  If  you  take  that  view,  and  if  you  are  going  to  advance  argu¬ 
ments  presuming  that  she  knows  Vernacular,  it  is  not  enough.  You  will 
have  to  state  definitely  that  she  knows  the  Vernacular.  Otherwise,  the 
discussion  will  be  clouded. 
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MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAS  (Tni'andru'u — Rural):  Does  she  know  to 
read  and  write  Malaysia  nj  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  I  cannot  allow  that  question.  That  is  a 
question  which  arises  only  indirectly.  Mr.  Chandrasekharan,  as 
Director  of  Public  Instruction,  has  merely  to  say  whether  she  has  got 
a  working  knowledge  of  Malayalam  or  no  working  knowledge. 
Presumption  will  not  do. 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  {rig.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  : 
Sir,  it  is  an  inference  made  by  me  after  perusing  her  inspection  reports 
which  come  to  me.  From  her  reports,  I  have  made  the  inference  that 
she  has  got  a  working  knowledge  for  inspecting  the  teaching  in  the 
schools  under  her  control.  Her  inspection  reports  with  regard  to 
English  High  Schools  are  among  the  very  best  reports  that  I  get . 

If  Miss  Rosemeyer  is  not  satisfactory  for  any  reason,  it  is  for 
the  Government  to  consider  the  matter  and  to  appoint  a  suitable  person 
for  the  post. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  is  not  before  the  House. 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHRAN  {Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) : 
Coming  to  the  far  more  important  question  of  the  necessity  for  this 
women’s  branch  of  the  Department,  I  would  ask  the  permission  of  the 
House  and  of  the  President  to  read  this  passage  from  the  Administra¬ 
tion  Report  of  the  Department  for  1110,  page  96  : 

“The  steady  increase  in  the  number  o£  girls  reading  in  boys’ schools  of  the 
secondary  grade  is  duo  not  so  much  to  tho  preference  for  O-edueatiun  on  the 
part  of  girl  pupils  and  thoir  guardians  as  to  the  non-existence  of  separate  girls’ 
schools  jn  many  parts  of  the  State.  Though  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that 
Travancore  is  far  in  advance  of  other  parts  of  India  in  thi  matter  of  co  educa¬ 
tion,  it  has  to  be  admitted  tinit,  in  many  co-edccatioual  schools,  the  needs  and 
rerpureraents  of  girls  tend  to  bn  disregarded.  Under  oo  education  a3  it  ex;sts 
at  present,  the  girls  have  uo  share  in  the  corporate  life  of  the  school  and  they 
generally  do  not  take  part  in  the  extra-class  activities  of  the  school,  such  as 
games  and  associations.  Nor  are  separate  facilities  provided  for  them  in  this 
respect.  Tnere  are  not  a  few  schools  where  the  girl  pupils  do  not  even  have 
separato  retiring  rooms.  Co-education  under  such  conditions  deprives  the 
girls  of  opportunit’es  for  self  expression  and  development  of  character  and 
provides  therefore  a  kind  of  training  which  is  f&r  inferior  to  what  is  attempted, 
and  often  attemped  with  a  considerable  measure  of  success,  in  separate  girls’ 
schools.  In  oar  so-called  oo-cducational  schools,  differentiation  of  tho  curricula 
to  suit  the  needs  of  girls  is  also  not  possible  Competent  opinion  in  India  and 
abroad,  while  not  objecting  to  co-education  in  the  Primary  and  th  ;  University 
stages,  is  strongly  in  favour  of  separate  schools  for  girls  at  the  Secondary 
stage.  Financial  stringency  stands  in  tin  way  of  developing  separate  schools 
for  girls  at  present;  but  when  the  financial  conditions  improve,  one  of  the 
main  duties  of  the  department  should  be  fclio  opening  of  separate  Girls’  High 
Schools  in  localities  where  they  are  most  needed.  In  this  connection  and  in 
respect  of  female  education  generally,  the  recommendation  of  the  Uartog 
Committee  that  “in  the  interests  of  the  ndvance  of  Indian  education  as  a 
whole,  priority  should  nov  be  given  lo  the  claims  of  girls’  education  in  every 
pcherae  of  expan^iojd  is  worthy  of  note’’.  ' 
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Now,  Sir,  member  after  member  said  that  co-education  has  been 
accepted  and  recognised  by  Government  as  a  policy.  That  is  not 
correct-  It  has  not  been  accepted  or  recognised  as  a  policy. 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI:  ( Vilamnbod) :  May  I  know 
from  the  member  whether  Government  have  recognised  the  existing 
co-education  on  large  scale  in  our  educational  institutions  ? 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) 
I  have  explained  that  at  page  96  of  the  Beport. 

MR,  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilavankod)  ;  May  I  refer  the 
member  to  the  order  of  Government  passed  on  the  report  of  the 
working  of  the  Education  Department  ? 

At  page  (iii)  Government  say,  “co-education  is  largely  prevalent 
in  all  types  of  institutions”. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT;  How  does  it  negative  what  Mr.  Chandra- 
sekharan  said  ? 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)-. 
Go-education  has  been  accepted  as  a  policy  and  recognised  so  far  as 
Primary  Education  is  concerned.  So  far  as  Secondary  Education  is 
concerned,  it  has  not  been  accepted  and  recognised  as  a  policy-  It  is 
true  that,  in  certain  places  where  there  are  no  Secondary  Schools  for 
Girls,  they  have  to  attend  Boys’  Schools.  Educational  experts  and 
phychologists  have  toll  us  that,  within  the  age-limits  of  11  and  16,  it 
is  better  to  separate  boys  and  girls,  and  give  them  education  separately. 
In  the  University  Course,  co-education  is  alright.  But  it  is  not 
advocated  in  the  Middle  Schools  and  in  the  secondary  stages.  For 
the  development  of  personality  and  capacity  for  self-expression, 
co-education  is  not  desirable  in  those  stages.  I  have  visited  High 
Schools  for  Girls  run  by  private  managements  and  Missions,  and  I  have 
often  wondered  why  our  people  do  not  run  more  residential  schools  for 
girls,  which  are  necessary  for  the  development  of  character  and  for  the 
development  of  personality. 

Sir,  the  All-India  Women’s  Conference  has,  in  successive  years, 
passed  resolutions  welcoming  co-education  in  the  primary  stage;  but 
they  do  not  advocate  it  in  the  secondary  stage. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT ;  The  point,  of  some  of  the  members  was  that 
there  is  co-education  in  some  of  the  schools.  Therefore,  if  those 
schools  can  be  inspected  by  male  inspectors,  why  not  the  other  schools 
also  be  under  the  control  of  male  Inspectors  ? 

MR.  C.V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) : 

1  have  just  now  read  a  passage  which  showed  that  co-education  is 
tolerated  in  some  of  the  schools. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  You  have  got  three  minutes  more. 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instructcin) : 

I  beg  of  you,  Sir,  to  give  rue  a  few  minutes  more. 
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DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  There  are  seven  minutes  more  for  the 
Demand.  I  am  prepared  to  give  you  three  minutes,  and  four  minutes 
to  the  mover  of  the  motion- 

Mr  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHAR  AN  {Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction ): 
Once  you  recognise  the  principle,  that  you  should  have  separate  girls’ 
schools,  you  should  have  a  separate  Inspectress  to  look  after  the  needs 
and  problems  of  female  education  as  a  whole.  There  are  two  reasons 
why  the  proposal  made  in  this  House  cannot  be  accepted.  In  the  first 
place,  the  work  of  the  Divisional  Inspectors  is  ‘already  very  heavy  ; 
and  if  these  institutions  are  also  transferred  to  them,  their  efficiency 
will  be  affected. 

The  work  of  the  Inspectress  has  been  under-estimated  in 
the  speeches  that  have  been  made  to-day.  The  Inspectress  has  to 
inspect  44  English  Schools,  two  Verneular  High  Schools,  5  Training 
Schools,  17  Technical  Schools,  10  Orphanages  and  11  Hostels.  On  the 
whole,  she  has  to  inspect  89  institutions.  If  you  look  at  the  figures 
given  at  page  17  of  the  Report,  you  will  consider  that  it  is  sufficient 
work  for  one  officer,  But  it  is  now  suggested  that  all  these  institutions 
should  be  distributed  among  the  Inspectors.  In  the  first  place,  effici¬ 
ency  will  suffer.  In  the  second  (place,  it  will  be  a  very  hard  blow  to 
girls’  schools.  Girls’  Schools  are  staffed  almost  entirely  by  women,  and 
women  like  to  have  a  woman  officer  with  whom  they  can  move  freely. 
The  inspecting  officer  has  not  only  to  inspect  the  institutions.  The 
Inspectress  is  a  friend,  philosopher  and  guide  to  the  teachers.  The 
school  teachers  go  to  her  and  ask  her  advice  on  various  matters.  Then 
there  are  particular  subjects  suited  to  girls,  such  as  music,  sewing  and 
embroidery,  which  again  require  the  supervision  of  a  competent  woman 

MR.  P-  C.  KURIYAN  ( Kottayam  IJ :  May  I  ask  whethr  there  are  not 
more  girls  in  Boys’  Schools  than  girls  in  Girls’  Schools  ? 

MR.  C,  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Dir  dot  of  Public  Instruction)  : 
I  have  said  that  there  are  girls  in  Boys’  Schools  because  of  the  present 
deplorable  condition.  In  provinces  like  Madras,  there  are  not  only 
women  Inspectresses,  but  there  also  used  to  be  a  Deputy  Directress  to 
control  the  women’s  branch  of  education.  We  have  to  consider 
whether  this  branch  is  necessary  or  not  for  the  growth  and  expansion 
of  female  education.  Looking  at  it  from  that  point  of  view,  we  want  a 
separate  branch  and  a  separate  officer.  But  to  put  the  Girls’  Schools 
under  the  control  of  the  Inspectors  and  make  an  aoial  of  all  of  them 
will  do  harm  and  lead  to  the  neglect  of  the  special  problems  relating  to 
women. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )}  :  Sir,  the  Director’s 
reply  is  not  at  all  satisfactory.  So  I  press  the  motion. 

The  motion  was  put  and  lost, 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara):  I  dan  and  a  poll.

Sir,'  I  move  for  a  grant  not  exceeding  Bs,  9,40,945  under  Demand  Y — 
Land  Bevenue. 

Motion  No.  241. 

Mr.S.  J.  NAIR  (Nechcnangad) :  I  rise  to  move  : — 

To  reduce  the  allotment  oj  Bs.  2,600  for  travelling  allowance  by  Be.  1. 

My  object  in  moving  this  motion  is  to  discuss  the  need  for  the  stay 
of  coercive  proceedings  adopted  in  the  matter  of  collection  ot  land  tax 
and  water  cess. 

SIR.  K  KU.MJUIfRlSHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I):  On  a  point  of  order. 
This  motion  relates  to  the  travelling  allowance.  Can  a  question  of 
policy  he  discussed  ? 

Hr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad) :  I  shall  explain.  If  the  Bevenue 
Commissioner  had  properly  travelled  in  all  parts  of  the  State,  he  would 
have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  coercive  steps  for  the  collection  of 
revenue  were  not  necessary. 

DEPUT V  PRESIDENT  :  This  argument  is  acceptable.  But  the  diffi¬ 
culty  is  in  regard  to  the  wording  adopted  in  the  motion.  You  say,  to 
discuss  the  need  for  the  stay  of  coercive  proceedings.  If  you  had 
said  that,  to  enable  the  Land  Bevenue  Commissioner  to  find  out  these 
things,  that  would  have  been  an  acceptable  proposition.  Anyhow,  that 
is  your  spirit,  I  think. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedrn ixngad)  :  Yes,  Sir, 

Prom  the  Administration  Beport  for  1110,  it  is  seen  the  number 
of  demand  notices  issued  in  1108  was  7,08,083  :  in  1109  it  was  7,80,352; 
and  in  1110,  it  is  7,93,001.  In  the  matter  of  assessment,  the  number 
of  demand  notices  issued  has  been  on  the  increase  year  by  year.  Com¬ 
ing  to  the  distraint,  Sir,  - 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  These  are  the  figures  which  the  Commis- 
ioner  can  find  out  when  he  remains  at  the  headquarters. 
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Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedu/nangnd)  :  Bo  then,  we  find,  there  is  an 
increase  in  the  matter  of  issue  of  demand  notices,  distraint  and  attach¬ 
ment  notices,  and  sale  of  movable  and  immovable  properties.  Again,  it 
could  be  seen  from  the  Administration  Report  that  the  average  price 
the  lands  were  fetching  in  auction  was  only  very  low.  The  average 
price  of  one  acre  of  wet  land  was  Rs.  59  and  odd  and  that  of  dry  land 
per  acre  was  Rs.  24  and  odd  as  against  Rs.  69  and  odd  and  Es,  19  and 
odd  respectively  in  1109.  It  is  found  there  is  a  fall  in  the  price  of 
agricultural  products  as  also  in  the  price  of  land-  The  rigours  of  the 
economic  depression  have  not  yet  left  our  land.  It  is  still  continuing  in 
a  Widespread  condition.  People  are  compelled  to  pay  water  oess  and 
land  tax.  It  could  also  be  noticed  that  the  cultivators  are  even  now 
payiDg  those  taxes.  That  being  the  case,  there  is  no  necessity  on  the 
part  of  the  department  to  have  recourse  to  coercive  proceedings  in  the 
matter  of  realisation  of  tax.  By  resorting  to  coercive  methods,  the 
people  are  compelled  to  undergo  various  difficulties, 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Your  suggestion  is  that,  if  the  Land  Revenue 
Commissioner  moves  about  very  frequently  and  makes  a  local  inspection 
and  investigation,  such  things  wilnl  ot  be  needed. 

Ms.  8.  J.  HAIR  ( Nedumangad ) :  Yes,  Sir. 

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  P1LLAI  ( GhirayinkU  II)  :  I  support  the  motion. 
When  Mr.  S.  J.  Na-jr  moved  an  adjournment  motion  very  recently  in 
this  House,  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  said  that,  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  an  amount  extending  up  to  Rs.  9  lakhs  will  be  in  arrears.  Even 
after  the  difficulty  of  the  tax-payer  is  known  to  this  House  and  the 
Government,  I  am  told  that  coercive  steps  are  being  resorted  to  for  the 
purpose  of  realisation  of  tax.-  My  friend  Mr.  Varughese  said  that  the 
economic  depression  is  slowly  drifting  and  the  tax  payers  are  in  a  posi¬ 
tion  to  pay  the  tax.  But,  so  far  as  Chirayinkil,  Nedumangad  and  a 
portion  of  Trivandrum  are  concerned,  I  submit  that  the  economic 
depression  has  not  lifted  ;  hut  it  has  come  to  stay.  The  people  are 
still  in  great  difficulties.  They  find  it  difficult  even,  to  earn  their  liveli¬ 
hood.  So  my  submission  is  that  the  taxes  that  are  still  in  arrears 
must  be  written  off- 

MR.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Neyyattinkara  II)  ■  I  also  support  the 
motion.  No  long  speech  is  necessary  to  convince  the  members  of  the 
House  of  the  necessity  of  granting  relief  to  the  agriculturists  by  way  of 
staying  the  coercive  proceedings  adopted  in  the  matter  of  realisation  of 
land  tax.  It  is  a  legitimate  concession  to  be  given  to  the  ryots. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  {hand.  Becenue  and  Inane  Tax  Commissioer ) : 
Which  concession  is  that  please  ? 

Mr.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Neyyattinkara  II)  :  To  stay  the  coercive 
proceedings. 

With  respect  to  my  constituency,  Sir,  I  must  say  one  word.  Last 
year,  extension  of  time  for  payment  of  tax  was  given,  up  to  "Vrischikam. 
Now  taking  steps  to  collect  the  tax  of  this  year  along  with  the  arrears, 
is  but  simply -adding  fuel  to  the  fire.  It  is  not  at  all  possible  for  the 
people  to  pay  both  the  taxes  in  a  lump  sum.  Therefore,  I  strongly 
suggest  that  some  relief  should  he  given  in  this  direction.  With  these 
words,  I  support  the  motion. 
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MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Manelikarn)  :  I  also  support  the 
motion.  I  am  persuaded  to  support  this  motion  on  another  ground  as 
wall.  The  coercive  proceedings  have  become  more  frequent  in  some 
parts  of  Central  Travancore  on  account  of  the  fact  that  the  tax.  for  the 
Punja  lands  is  to  be  paid  in  Edavom-  Usually  the  harvest  will  be  over 
at  the  close  of  Medom  and  on  tile  16th  Edavom  the  instalment  date 
is  fixed.  With  regard  to  Kandukrishi  Punja  lands,  the  date  fixed  is 
16th  Mitbunom.  Since  15th  Edavom  is  fixed,  the  cultivators  have  not 
got  sufficient  time  to  sell  their  paddy  obtained  after  harvest.  Due  to 
that  fact,  so  many  demand  notices  and  attachment  proceedings  are 
necessitated.  Though  I  realise  the  necessity  for  staying  further  pro¬ 
ceedings  for  the  recovery  of  revenue  dues,  I  would  draw  the  attention 
of  the  Government  to  the  fact  that,  in  case  they  postpone  the  instal¬ 
ment  date  for  payment  of  tax  for  Punja  lands  from  the  15th  Edavom 
to  the  15th  Mithunom,  there  is  a  chance  of  bringing  down  the  number 
of  cases  of  arrears  and  giving  a  breathing  time  and  sufficient  facility 
for  the  cultivators  to  pay  their  tax  without  default.  On  these  grounds, 
as  well,  I  support  the  motion. 

MR.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAS  (Ealkula.n  II):  I  wish  to  support  the 
motion.  I  wish  to  refer  to  the  tax  realised  by  Government  under  the 
Kodayar  Irrigation  Project.  There  was  a  Government  proceedings 
recently  to  say  that  the  cultivators  in  the  Kodayar  Project  area  need 
not  cultivate  their  lands  directly  fed  by  the  channels  owing  to  the 
scarcity  of  water  in  the  Pachippara  Reservoir.  That  being  so,  the 
people  were  obliged  not  to  cultivate  those  lands.  But  they  are  how 
asked  to  pay  the  special  water  cess  in  addition  to  the  land  revenue  on 
wet  lands.  I  do  not  understand  why  this  water  cess  should  be  collected 
when  there  was  no  water  in  the  reservoir  to  feed  the  lands  in  the 
Kodayar  Project  area.  The  converted  lands  were  left  fallow  on  account 
of  the  proceedings  in  the  Government  Gazette.  Therefore  there  is 
necessity  to  stay  the  coercive  proceedings  at  least  in  regard  to  the 
water  cess  in  1111.  I  understand  that  the  question  of  remission  is  now 
before  Government  and  till  the  final  decision  on  that  legitimate 
demand  is  arrived  at  coercive  proceedings  must  be  stopped.  There  is 
no  justification  in  resorting  to  coercive  measures. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Land  Revenue  and  Income-tax  Commissioner}: 
Sir,  as  the  House  will  remember,  this  question  of  stopping  all  coercive 
processes  for  the  collection  of  revenue  was  discussed  only  a  short  while 
ago.  I  then  explained  how  the  stoppage  of  coercive  processes  would  not 
be  beneficial  to  the  ryots.  Now  my  friend  Mr.  S.  J.  Nair  has  brought 
up  the  question  again  for  discussion. 

Sir,  the  stoppage  of  coercive  processes  was  allowed  towards  the 
end  of  last  year.  This  House,  I  believe,  made  a  demand  for  it;  and  the 
Government  accepted  that  demand  and  ordered  the  stoppage  of  coercive 
acts  about  the  middle  of  Karkadagom  and  the  result  has  been  not  bene¬ 
ficial  either  to  the  Government  or  to  the  ryots.  On  the  Government 
side,  the  year  closed  with  a  heavy  amount  under  arrears.  *  The  amount 
of  arrears  at  the  close  of  the  year  was  over  Rs.  9  lakhs  against  about 
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Rs,  6  !akhs  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year.  I  may  inform  the  House 
that,  according  to  the  latesS  figure  that  T  have  got,  a  fairly  large  part  of 
this  Es.  9  lakhs  still  remains  uncollected.  It  has  not  teen  beneficial  to 
the  ryots  also  for,  as  my  friend  Mr.  Krishna  Pillai,  the  member  for 
Neyyattinkara,  has  said,  he  is  now  obliged  to  ask  for  a  repetition  of  the 
stoppage  of  coercive  process  this  year  on  the  ground  that  it  was  allowed 
last  year;  and  therefore  if  the  coercive  processes  are  not  stopped  this 
year  also,  the  ryots  will  have  to  pay  double  the  amount  of  tax. 

Mr.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  {X  ey  ■jattinhin.i,  II) :  Is  not  the  condition 
of  Neyyattinkara  special? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  That  question  does  notarise.  If  coercive 
process  is  stopped,  double  payment  will  Luue  to  be  made.  That  is  his 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (/.«»*  Bevmtu  and  Inc.m-Tm  Co-i.mimoner)  : 
That  is  my  point,  Sir.  What  the  member  for  Neyyattinkara  has  said 
is  true  of  all  taluks-  If  you  once  give  a  concession  like  that,  as  a  matter 
of  fact*  I  do  not  call  it  a  concession,  unless  you  do  it  again  and  yet 
again,  the  ryots  will  be  put  to  the  necessity  of  paying  one  more  year’s 
arraar  tax  i.  e. ,  double  the  amount  of  tax  that  he  would  otherwise  have 
to  pay.  That  is  a  very  serious  objection  to  the  stoppage  of  coercive 
processes.  I  can  understand  the  position  taken  up  by  my  friend  Mr.  S- 
Nilakanta  Pillai,  the  member  for  Chirayinkil.  He  demands  not  only 
the  stoppage  of  coercive  processes  but  also  the  writing  off  of  all 
arrears.  That  is  a  question  which  does  not  arise  in  connection  with  this 
motion.  Therefore  I  am  not  now  dealing  with  that.  That  position,  at 
any  rate,  is  a  logical  position.  That  Would  benefit  the  ryots  to  the 
extent  of  the  remission  granted.  But  if  Mr.  S.  J.  Nair’s  request  for 
stopping  the  coercive  processes  is  granted,  it  will  add  to  the  difficulties  of 
the  ryots  and  the  Government  will  have  greater  difficulty  in  collecting 
the  revenue.  The  arrears  which  were  Bs.  0  lakhs  at  the  close  of  1110 
might  come  to  a  much  larger  amount  at  the  close  of  1111. 

MR.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAI  ( Kalkulim  II) :  May  I  know  whether  any 
final  orders  have  been  passed  on  the  question  of  fallow  remission  for 
the  Kanni  crop  of  1111  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Uml  Mevonue  and  Into  me  Tax  Com nissioucr)  : 
If  the  member  will  allow  me  some  more  time,  I  will  answer  it.  Now  I 
am  dealing  with  another  queslion. 

What  will  happen  if  an  order  is  issued  today  to  all  the  Tahsildars 
and  Proverthicars  to  stop  all  the  coercive  processes?  They  have  pro¬ 
ceeded  a  long  way  towards  the  collection  of  the  arrears.  Now  they 
must  have  reached  the  stage  of  attachment  and  sale  of  properties.  If  an 
order  is  now  issued,  everything  will  come  to  a  standstill.  In  that  case, 
what  is  going  to  happen  ?  If  coercive  processes  are  stopped,  a  large 
number  of  people  who  are  able  and  willing  to  pay  their  taxes  will  not 
pay  them.  Even  those  people  who  have  come  to  the  Pakuthi  Cutckerries 
to  pay  their  taxes  would  go  back  without  paying  them  if  they  know  that 
the  coercive  processes  are  going  to  he  stopped,  Many  people  who  are 
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able  to  pay  their  taxes  are  only  waiting  to  know  whether  they  are  going 
to  get  the  concession  this  year  also.  That  is  rather  hard  on  the  collecting 
authorities ;  and  it  is  not  beneficial  to  either  the  defaulters  or  to  any 
one  else. 

I  may  also  say  that  this  year  there  has  been  a  slight  improvement 
in  the  prices  of  our  commodities  as  compared  with  the  previous  year’s 
prices.  By  that  I  mean  that  the  ryots’  condition  has  slightly  improved 
this  year. 

MR.  R.  RAMAN  PILL Al  (Oh'mganachernj  cum  Peermade  II)  :  bray 
I  know  the  price  of  which  commodity  has  risen  in  value  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Land,  Revenue  and  Income  Tax:  Co  nmissioner): 
Paddy  and  eocoanut. 

MR.  R.  RAMAN  PILLAI  (Chang  anacherry  cum  Peer  made  II)  :  Does 
the  member  know  that  the  number  of  cocoanuts  has  very  much  de¬ 
creased  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner): 
That  is  what  the  people  say.  I  cannot  vouch  for  it  until  I  see  the 
report  of  the  Agricultural  Department  regarding  the  Volume  of  output. 

MR.  R,  RAMAN  PILLAI  (Chang  anaeheiry  cum  Peermade  U) :  May  I 
know  the  price  of  pepper  this  year  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  ( Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner): 
Pepper  is  the  only  produce  which  has  fallen  in  price,  as  compared  with 
last  year. 

MR.  R.  RAMAN  PILLAI  (Oh  an  gam  cherry  cum  Peermade  II)  :  May  I 
know  the  price  of  ginger  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  You  cannot  expect  the  member  to  give  a  list 
of  prices  of  all  articles  produced  in  the  State. 

Mr.K.  GEORGE  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner ): 
I  am  speaking  only  of  the  staple  products. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Qailon  II) :  Has  ginger  been 
taxed  by  the  Government  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Land  Revenue  ajid  Income  Tax  Commissioner)  : 
No. 

Sir,  when  I  spoke  on  the  subject  on  the  last  occasion,  I  tried  to 
show  that  all  the  sales  notification  in  the  Gazette  would  not  reach  the 
last  stage.  Although  there  are  a  large  number  of  demand  notices,  the 
percentage  of  attachment  is  very  small. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  important  point  raised  is  that  the  Land 
Revenue  Commissioner  should  travel  more  frequently.  What  has  the 
member  to  say  about  that  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner): 
I  cannot  really  connect  the  two.  Whether  I  travel  much  or  I  do  not 
travel.  I  cannot  find  a  c  .nnection  between  the  two,  Sir.  Whether 
I  travel  or  Dot,  I  have  got  all  the  information  regarding  coercive 
processes  in  my  office1. ;  and  travel  will  not  improve  my  knowledge  in 
regard  to  this  point* 
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MR.  K.  P.  KRISHNA  MENON  (Parur)  :  May  1  know  whctlmr  in  that 
case  tbe  motion  is  in  order  V  •  ■  ■  ■ 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ;  The  motion  is  in  order. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  ( Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner)  : 

I  shall  now  proceed  to  answer  the  points  raised  by  Mr.  Asau  and  Mr. 
Easwara  .Pillai. 

As  regards  the  payment  of  A Tedapoo  tax,  the  present  rule  is  that  it 
should  be  paid  in  Edavam.  Some  time  ago,  a  representation  was  made 
that  the  tax  should  be  collected  in  two  instalments,  in  Edavom  and 
Mithunom.  After  some  consideration,  Government  decided  that  the 
date  cf  payment  of  tax  may  be  postponed  to  the  tenth  of  Mithunam. 
That  order  was  in  force  as  an  experiment  for  two  years.  I  do  not 
think  that  experiment  now  continues.  However,  I  am  prepared  to 
examine  the  question  and  make  the  necessary  recommendation  to  Gov¬ 
ernment.  But  this  year  we  cannot  do  it.  If  at  all  any  change  is  made, 
we  can  make  it  only  in  the  next  year. 

Then  I  come  to  the  question  raised  by  Mr.  Easwara  Pillai,  the 
member  for  Ilalkulam.  The  position  about  granting  remission  in — 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ;  I  think  the  member  need  not  say  anything, 
because,  according  to  him,  travelling  does  not  improve  the  position  one 
way  or  the  other.  There  are  other  motions  under  which  that  may  be 
discussed. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  -Lliivondrum  Rural)  :  "What  is  the  amount 
of  arrears  according  to  the  latest  figures  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  ( Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner): 
I  have  not  got  a  later  figure  than  what  I  have  already  supplied 

MR.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAI  ( Kalkvlam  IT) :  Sir,  my  question  has  not 
been  answered. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner)  : 
Sir,  it  requires  a  fairly  long  explanation. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  An  explanatory  answer  which  is  long  cannot 
be  allowed  at  this  stage, 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumaiiijacl)  ;  The  answer  given  by  the  Land 
Revenue  Commissioner  on  behalf  of  Government  does  not  show  that 
he  is  g'oiDg  to  consider  the  question  sympathetically  but  on  the  other 
hand - 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  has  stated 
that  the  travelling  does  not  affect  the  matter  and  he  said  certain  other 
things  also  on  the  merits. 

Mr.  S,  J.  NAIR  (iV edu-ncmgad)  :  The  Land  Revenue  Commissioner 
is  very  particular  to  have  the  whole  pound  of  flesh  and  nothing  less 
from  the  tax  payer.  He  is  not  prepared  to  show  at  least  lip  sympathy. 
This  is  evident  from  tke  reply  to  the  motion  that  was  made  in  this 
House.  So  I  press  the  motion.

Sir,  the  object  of  my  motion  is  to  discuss  the  need  for  granting 
remission  of  50  per  cent,  land  tax  and  water-cess  for  the  year  1111. 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PJLLAI  (Changanacherrij  1):  Is 
it  for  1111,  or  H12P 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  find  1111  printed  here. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (, Nedumangad )  ■  Let  it  be  1111  or  if  the  Chair 
would  permit  me,  I  am  willing  to  correct  it  as  1112. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  What  was  your  intention  ? 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  :  1111,  Sir. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  So  you  want  to  apply  this  only  to  outstand¬ 
ing  cases.  There  is  that,  difficulty  that  if  it  is  1111,  it  can  relate  only 
to  a  few  cases.  So  1  leave  it  to  you  to  decide  as  to  whether  it  should 
be  1111  or  1112. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad)  '■  I  may  be  permitted  to  correct  it 
as  1112. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  You  say  it  was  due  to  a  clerical  error  that 
the  mistake  crept  in  and  you  make  a  statement  to  the  House  that  you 
intended  to  put  down  1112. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad)  :  Yes,  Sir. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  accept  your  statement ;  you  may  correct 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  :  Sir,  it  is  admitted  by  Govern¬ 
ment  in  all  their  records  and  it  is  also  a  known  fact  to  all,  that  the 
economic  depression  set  in  1105  and  year  after  year  it  has  been  conti¬ 
nuing  and  the  condition  of  the  people  of  the  State  has  not  in  any  way- 
improved  at  all.  Prices  of  the  agricultural  products  have  fallen  very 
very  low.  The  monsoon  has  failed  on  various  occasions  and  people  aie 
suffering  like  anything ;  and  I  know  instances  in  which  without  getting 
a  drop  of  water  the  agriculturists  have  been  compelled  to  pay  water- 
cess  for  the  lands  for  several  years.  I  myself  have  taken  the  Land 
Revenue  Commissioner,  upon  the  orders  of  Government,  for  the  ins¬ 
pection  of  such  sites  in  the  Nedumangad  taluk. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Is  it  with  regard  to  water  cess  ? 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  :  Yes  Sir. 

The  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  was  convinced  that  the  people 
were  not  at  all  benefited  as  a  result  of  the  levy  of  water-cess  for  the 
tank  or  chira.  He  himself  told  the  Tahsildar  of  the  locality  to  write 
off  the  amount  and  if  I  understand  correctly,  the  recommendation  is 
pending  with  the  Government  There  are  various  instances  in  which 
water-cess  is  levied,  unnecessarily  levied. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner ): 
It  is  not  water-oess,  but  irrigation  contribution. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ■.  That  is  what  I  wanted  to  ask.  I  could  not 
understand  water-cess  in  Nedumangad. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  :  Sir,  it  is  irrigation  csss. or  let  it  be 
any  cess  or  any  contribution.  Anyhow,  it  is  payment  for  water,  with¬ 
out  water  being  supplied. 
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DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  You  correct  yourself.  It  is  not  water-cess, 
but  irrigation  contribution. 

Mr.  8.  J.  WAIR  (;Y edumanga'l) :  Yes,  Sir.  Let  it  be  irrigation  con¬ 
tribution. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  will  be  correct.  So,  you  want  the 
year  1111  to  be  changed  to  1112  and  you  want  further  the  word  cess 
to  be  changed  to  contribution.  Very  good,  go  on. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUXRISHNA  PILLAI  (Qmlun  1)  :  Is  there  not  water-ce?» 
in  other  parts  of  the  State  ? 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (.\’«  ■uvmgwl) :  There  is.  So  my  motion  stands 
as  it  is.  I  am  not  prepared  to  move  any  amendment. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  So  you  are  prepared  make  a  note  of  the  fact 
that  water-cess  is  paid  in  different  parts  of  the  country  but  as  a  matter 
of  fact  those  people  are  not  getting  water  in  time  and  in  sufficient 
quantity  for  cultivation.  In  spite  of  that,  they  are  compelled  to  pay 
water-cess. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedu-iuuujad)  :  Yes,  Sir.  Moreover  we  know 
that  the  people  ha  ve  beeu  attacked  by  various  sorts  of  diseases  such  as 
Plague  in  Alleppey,  Malaria  in  Kottarakara,  Nedumangad  and  Ney- 
yattinkara  and  other  diseases  in  South  Travancore.  We  know  that 
there  is  universal  suffering  for  the  people  either  due  to  famine  or  due 
to  poverty  or  due  to  absence  of  monsoons  or  due  to  the  visitations 
of  various  diseases  in  the  Slate. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  May  I  know  from  Mr.  Nair  how  many  times 
he  is  prepared  to  slate  the  same  fact  in  the  course  of  the  same 
speech  ? 

MR.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad):  Sir,  I  want  to  emphasise  the  fact 
that,  owing  to  the  callousness  on  the  part  of  the  Government,  owing  to 
absence  of  sympathy  on  the  part  of  the  Government,  even  the  coercive 
process,  in  the  matter  of  the  collection  of  Tax  have  not  been  stopped  or 
abated  in  spite  of  repeated  requests.  Even  for  the  year  1111  we  find 
that,  in  certain  taluks  of  certain  divisions,  some  sort  of  remission  was 
granted.  But  it  was  not  at  all  granted  universally.  Even  in  Trivan¬ 
drum  Divisiou,  certain  taluks  and  certain  pakuthies  were  granted  re¬ 
mission.  The  same  concession  was  not  granted  to  Nedumangad  taluk 
and  certain  pakuthies  in  Ohirayinkil  taluk.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  people 
of  Nedumangad  taluk  are  suffering  like  anything.  Their  suffering  is 
more  serious  and  more  acute  than  the  suffering  of  people  in  other  parts 
of  the  State.  Still  no  concession  or  remission  was  granted,  So  in  the 
interest  of  the  people  of'  the  State,  the  poor,  humble,  agriculturists  in 
the  State,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  a  remission  of  50  per  cent,  land 
tax  and  water-cess  be  granted  throughout  the  State.  I  move  that  the 
motion  be  accepted  by  the  House. 

MR.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Neyyatlinkam  II)  :  I  also  rise  to  support 
the  motion.  The  pros  and  com  of  this  important,  question  have  been 
discussed  in  detail  in  diverse  forms  on  tbe  floor  of  the  House  and  I  do 
not  think  any  more  arguments  are  necessary.  The  oniy  argument  on 
our  side  is  that  the  people  are  unable  to  pay  the  tax.  Sir,  the  swelled 
Yd.  VI II.  No.  G, 
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[Mr.  T,  Krishna  Pillai.] 

and  swelling  pages  of  the  Gazette  will  be  proof  possitive  for  this.  The  - 
happening  of  a  series  of  unexpected  and  unforeseen  circumstances  has 
aggravated  the  position  of  the  tax-payer.  Sir,  we  are  so  loyal  and  law- 
abiding  that  all  of  us  have  a  mind  to  pay  the  tax,  but  the  only  difficulty 
is  we  have  not  the  means  ;  and  it  is  rather  unfortunate  that  a  patriotic 
and  experienced  officer  as  the  learned  Land  Bevenue  Commissioner 
should  say  that  the  people  are  able  to  pay  tax. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  question  of  Mr.  George’s  personal  ex¬ 
perience  does  not  arise.  It  is  on  behalf  of  Government  that  he  says 
that.  Mr.  George’s  personal  feeling  maybe  different. 

MR.  T.  KRISHNA  PiLLAl  {Neyyattwihara  II)  :  Two  objections  that 
may  be  raised  by  the  Land  Bevenue  Commissioner  are  firstly  that  this 
would  entail  a  heavy  fall  in  the  Government  revenue  and  secondly 
whether  this  would  after  all  be  of  substantial  benefit  to  the  people  at 
large.  Sir.  as  for  the  first  objection,  I  would  answer  it  by  emphati¬ 
cally  repeating  our  cry  for  retrenchment.  Sir,  we  cry  hoarse  for  re¬ 
trenchment  not  because  we  consider  the  salary  of  officers  as  a  gold 
mine — to  borrow  the  words  of  the  learned  Land  Bevenue  Commissioner 
himself — which  would  be  an  effective  panacea  for  all  our  troubles  .and 
tribulations,  but  we  feel,  that  at  this  critical  and  crushing  period  of 
our  life,  we  are  not  able  to  pay  such  high  salaries.  Further,  Sir,  it  is 
the  accepted  canon  of  practical  politics  that,  to  combat  a  negative,  we 
must  meet  it  with  a  positive. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Tour  idea  is  that  the  amount  liberated  by 
retrenchment  may  be  utilised  for  this. 

MR.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (A 'eiiyattinJmra  II) :  Yes,  Sii.  .Also,  Sir, 

I  think  it  is  an  accepted  canon  of  practical  politics  that,  to  combat .  a 
negative,  we  must  meet  it  with  a  positive.  And  now.,  when  there  .is 
absolute  negation,  of  income  on  the  part  of  the  impoverished  tax-payer, 

I  would  submit  that  it  must  be  met  by  the  positive  profusion  of  our 
public  servants,  f  may,  in  conclusion,  submit  that  this  time  at  least, 
when  we  demand  for  50  per  cent,  reduction  of  land  tax,  it  mast  be  SO  per 
cent,  whole  and  entire,  and  not  12$  per  cent,  or  15  per  cent.  . 

With  these  few  observations,  I  support  the  motion. 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (KaVcvlam  I):  Sir,  I  rise  to  support .  the 
motion.  In  the  budget  estimate  for  the  next  year,  it  is  found. that 
Bp.  38  lakhs  could  be  collected  under  Land  Bevenue.  In  the  revised 
estimate  for  1111,  we  find  that,  in  spite  of  all  the  coercive  processes  and 
the  rapidity  with  which  measures  were  adopted  by  Government, 
Government  collected  only  Bs.  35  lakhs.  Now,  in  the  year  1110,  when 
it. yvas  only  Es.  30  lakhs,  I  am  at  a  loss  to  know  how  the  economic 
position  of  the  cultivators  has  improved  or  how  the  Government  expect 
that  their  positition  will  improve  next  year  in  order  to  give  them  the 
hope  that  such  a  huge  amount  would  be  collected  next  year.  Govern¬ 
ment  do  not'  even  hesitate  to  point  out  that  a  small  fraction  at  least  is 
expected  to  be  unrealised  and  make  a  reduction  on  account  of  that. 
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So,  it  looks  as  though  the  Government  do  not  intend  to  allow  any 
remission  for  tire  next  year. 

Sir,  the  people  of  south  Travancore  are,  in  general,  very  heavily 
burdened  with  taxes,  compared  with  the  people  of  the  other  parts  of 
the  State.  The  average  tax,  per  acre  of  wet  land  in  South  Travan¬ 
core,  comes  to  about  Bs.  25. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  What  do  you  mean  by  “  South  Travancore  ” 
Mr.  Elenkath  ‘> 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Kallculam  I)  :  Nanjanad  and  Edanad, 
Sir. 

So  far  as  my  constituency  is  concerned,  the  tax  is  Its.  16  per  acre, 
on  an  average.  In  Nanjanad,  there  are  some  lands  for  which  the 
assessment  is  as  high  as  Bs  30  per  acre,  in  addition  to  water  cess  of 
Bs.  9  per  acre  for  lands  converted  under  the  Kodayar  Project- 

Sir,  a  comparison  of  the  nature  of  the  soil  of  our  lands  in  Nanjanad 
and  the  lands  in  the  neighbouring  Tinnevelly  District  for  instance, 
would  show  that  there  is  not  much  difference  in  the  soil,  in  producti¬ 
vity.  There  is,  therefore,  absolutely  no  justification  for  this  kind .  of 
over-burdening  of  the  ryots  of  Nanjinad.  But,  Sir,  it  was  the  fault  of 
the  authorities  responsible  for  the  last  Settlement ;  up-to-date  methods 
of  ascertaining  the  productivity  of  the  soil  were  not  available  in  the 
days  of  the  last  Settlement.  But,  it  has  been  recognised,  even  by  our 
administrators,  more  than  once  in  the  past,  that  Nanjanad  and  Edanad 
are  over-burdened  with  taxes.  That  being  the  case,  and  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  conditions  have  not  improved  and  we  are  not  in  any  way  sure 
of  getting  a  bumper  crop  in  the  coming  year,  we  cannot  but  press  upon 
the  Government  the  need  for  a  substantial  remission  of  land  tax  and 
water  cess. 

MR.  M.  S1VATANU  PILLAI  (Tovalv)  ■  Sir,  I  wish  to  add  a  few  words 
in  support  of  the  motion. 

The  Official  member  may,  in  all  probability,  take,  advantage  of  the 
fact  that  the  mover  has,  with  the  pel  mission  of  the  chair  changed  the 
year  “  1111  ”  in  the  motion  to  “  1112  ",  and  argue  that,  if  the  people 
get  a  bumper  crop  next  year,  they  should  not  ask  for  any  remission. 
Sir,  I  am  anticipating  that  argument  for  the  official  side.  Isay  in 
reply,  Sir,  that,  due  to  drought  during  the  last  2  or  3  years,  all  the 
ryots  in  the  country  have  incurred  heavy  losses.  All  that  they  spent 
on  cultivation,  they  had  to  lose. 

Mr,  A.  EASWARA  PILLAI  ( Kalkulam  11)  :  What  about  the  current 
year  ? 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovla) :  I  shall  come  to  that. 

Last  year,  the  Government  published  a  notification  in  their 
Gaietlc,  by  way  of  warning,  that  there  was  only  very  little  water  in 
the  Pechipara  Beservoir,  that  that  might  not  suffice  even  for  the  lands 
Which  bad  already  been  cultivated,  and  that  therefore  the  lauds  in 
which  cultivation  hadnot  been  started  till  then  should  not  be  brought 
under  cultivation  depending  on  Pechipaia  water.  Sir,  in  spite  of  such 
notification,  which  the  Government  published  of  their  own  accord, 
Government  have  instructed  their  officers  to  assess  also  those  lands, 
Vol.  VIII  No.  6. 
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which  were  left  fallow  on  account  of  the  Government  Notification,  to 
land  tax.  Government  themselves  did  not  want  these  lands  to  be 
cultivated,  because  they  did  not  have  enough  water  in  their  Reservoir  ; 
still,  they  want  tax  for  these  lands,  although  they  themselves  knew  full 
well  that  crops  could  not  be  raised  on  these  lands. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  There  is  just  one  important  point  on  which 
the  whole  discussion  may  turn.  The  Government  Notification  said 
that  Pechipara  water  would  not  be  available  for  lands  which  had  not 
till  then  been  brought  under  cultivation.  Or,  did  it  say  that  the  lands 
should  not  be  cultivated  ? 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILL Al  (Tovala)  :  Sir,  when  the  lights  are 
put  out,  we  need  not  invite  darkness.  ( hnugh'cr .) 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  just  give  yon  the  chance  of  meeting  that 
argument  which  may  be  raised  against  your  argument  regarding  the 
Notification.  It  appears  to  me  that  every  puttadar  is  bound  to  pay  the 
tax  on  his  land-  The  Kodayar  Project  affords  only  additional  irrigation 
facilities  for  a  better  crop.  Merely  because  such  additional  facility  was 
not  available  in  a  particular  year,  can  it  be  an  argument  for  exonera¬ 
tion  from  the  payment  of  the  original  tax  which  the  patladar  was  pay¬ 
ing  even  prior  to  the  Kodayar  Project  ? 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala)  :  Sir,  the  Notification  clearly 
said  that  crops  should  not  be  raised,  since  there  was  not  enough  water 
in  the  Reservoir. 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( Kulhdam  I):  Is  there  not  a  separate 
cess,  of  one  rupee  per  acre,  eveD  for  Ayacut  lands,  for  the  Kodayar 
water  ? 

Mr.  M,  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala):  Ido  not  think  that  needs 
any  answer  from  me  ;  because  it  is  well  known  that,  for  the  supply  of 
water  from  the  Kodayar  Reservoir,  there  is  a  cess  of  Rs.  7  per  acre  in 
the  case  of  conversions,  and  Re.  1  per  acre  in  the  ease  of  Ayacut  lands, 

Sir,  the  Government  notified  that  the  people  should  not  make  any 
attempt  whatsoever  to  raise  any  crop  on  these  lands,  because  there  was 
not  enough  water  in  the  Pechipara.  Reservoir  ;  the  people  were  com¬ 
pelled  to  leave  the  lauds  fallow.  What  is  the  meaning  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  now  asking  the  people  to  pay  tax  on  such  lands  which  were  lying 
fallow  in  Kanni  1111  ?  Sir,  representations  have  been  made  to  the 
Government  on  this  matter ;  and  I  understand  that  they  are  engaging 
the  attention  of  the  Government.  X  hope  Government  will  expedite 
the  disposal  of  the  matter. 

Mr.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  (Tirumlla  1)  :  Sir,  I  also  support  the 
motion.  The  question  of  remission  of  land  tax  and  water  oess  is  not 
new  to  this  House.  It  was  considered  by  this  House  and  decided  on 
even  at  the  very  commencement  of  this  Assembly.  In  the  year  1109, 
this  question  was  discussed  by  this  Assembly,  and  the  Government 
accepted  the  need  for  the  remission  of  a  certain  percentage-  of  the  tax 
on  wet  lands,  a,nd  water  cess.  The  question  came  up  again  in  1109, 
and  the  Government  recognised  the  need  for  even  greater  remission 
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than  in  1108  ;  tax  on  all  lands,  wet  and  dry  alike,  was  reduced  by  a 
certain  percentage.  Now,  Sir,  in  tire  current  year  also,  Government 
have  decided  to  grant  the  remission  of  a  percentage  of  the  tax  on  dry 
lands.  Sir,  once  the  Government  accept  the  need  for  granting  remis¬ 
sion,  I  fail  to  see  why  they  do  not  make  allowance  for  that  in  their 
Budget  estimates.  They  shut  their  eyes  to  the  needs  of  the  people. 
I  should  think  that,  if  the  representatives  are  not  on  the  alert,  and 
if  they  do  not  propose  and  carry  out  motions  or  resolutions  in  this 
House,  the  Government  would  not  do  anything  for  the  people. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  Yon  are,  obviously,  in  a  land  of  fiction, 
Mr.  Varughese.  There  is  this  House ;  there  are  honourable  members 
here,  who  will  give  notice  of  motions  and  resolutions  whenever  neces¬ 
sary.  You  are  arguing  on  a  state  of  affairs  which  do  not  exist. 

Mr.  A.  EASWARA  PILL Al  (luilf.'i-a/.ara) .  Has  there  been  any 
undertaking  by  the  Government  that  they  would  remit  the  land  tax 
year  after  year  ? 

MR.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  (Tiniraila  I) :  I  did  not  refer  to  any  such 
undertaking,  Sir.  My  only  point  was  that,  once  the  Government  had 
conceded  the  need  for  remission  of  tax,  knowing  that  the  conditions  in 
the  country  have  not  improved,  they  should  have  anticipated  their 
income  under  Land  Bevenue  only  after  providing  for  a  certain  per¬ 
centage  of  remission, 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II) :  So  far  as  the 
member’s  constituency  is  concerned,  is  the  present  crop  very 
successful ? 

MR.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  ( Tirttvalla  I):  lam  coming  to  that'. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  You  cannot  come  to  that ;  you  have  no  time. 
(Laughter) , 

MR.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  ( Tiruvalla  I) :  Conditions  have  not  improved 
at  all.  In  my  constituency,  conditions  are  much  worse  this  .  year  than 
in  the  previous  years.

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Mr.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  ( Kottayam  I)  ■  In  answer  to  part  (a),  it  is  said 
tkat  “combined  timings’’  means  group  of  timings  common  to  all  buses, 
Am  I  to  understand  that  it  is  applicable  to  all  buses  in  the  State  ? 

MR.  R.  PITCHU  A1 Y  AfdGAR  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police)  :  The  tim¬ 
ings  granted  to  a  group  of  buses  belonging  to  a  particular  Association. 
There  may  be  20  or  30  buses  in  one  group.  It  is  only  in  respect  of 
that  group  that  combined  timings  are  given. 

MR-  P.  C.  KURIYAN  ( Kottayam  I) :  In  part  ( b ),  it  is  stated  that  it  is 
compulsory  for  buses  to  start  at  all  the  timings  granted  to  them.  Is  it 
compulsory,  Sir? 

MR.  R.  PITCHU  AIYANGAR  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police)  :  It  is  com¬ 
pulsory  only  when  there  are  passengers  available.  When  there  are  no 
passengers,  it  is  not  compulsory. 

MR.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  (Kottayam  I) :  What  is  the  test  of  having 
passengers  ?  Am  I  to  understand  that  there  should  be  a  full  load  of 
passengers  ? 

Mr.  R.  PITCHU  AlYANGAR  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police)  :  No,  any 
reasonable  load. 

MR.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  ( Kottayam  1):  Will  not  the  passengers  be  at 
the  mercy  of  the  bus  owners  ? 

MR.  R.  PITCHU  AIYANGaR  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police)  :  No. 

MR.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  (Kottayam  1):  Is  the  Commissioner  aware  that 
the  travelling  public  are  put  to  great  inconvenience  on  account  of 
this  ? 

MR.  R.  PITCHU  AIYANGAR  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police)  :  The  exist¬ 
ing  system  has  been  very  convenient  to  the  passengers. 

MR.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  ( Kottayam  I) :  May  I  inform  Government 
that  the  honourable  member  for  Kottayam  thinks  that  the  people  of 
Kottayam  are  suffering  great  inconvenience  on  account  of  this  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  The  member  is  furnishing  information. 

MR.  R.  PITCHU  AIYANGAR  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police)  :  Sir,  my 
experience  is  different. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala )  :  May  I  know  the  basis  on  which 
combined  timings  are  given  ? 

Mr.  R.  PITCHU  AIYANGAR  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police) :  As  many 
timings  as  the  number  of  buses, 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Twain):  Is  there  any  provision  in 
the  Rules  to  see  that  the  buses  are  made  to  ruD  at  the  timings  given 
to  them  ? 

Mr.  R.  PITCHU  AIYANGAR  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police):  If  they  do 
not  act  according  to  the  rales,  the  G.  Permit  will  be  cancelled, 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (T ovala) ’■  May  I  know  whether  there 
is  any  provision  for  cancelling  the  permits  of  those  buses  as  are  not 
running  iu  the  line  ? 

MR.  R.  PITCHU  AIYANGAR  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police) :  That  de¬ 
pends  upon  the  merits  of  each  individual  case. 
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Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILL  Al  ( Tor  ala )  :  Is  there  not  a  notification 
to  the  effect  that  the  &,  Permit  will  be  cancelled  if  a  bus  does  not  run 
for  two  or  three  months  ? 

Mr.  R.  PITCHU  AIYANGAR  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police)  :  That  noti¬ 
fication  is  not  in  force  now.  It  was  in  force  till  some  time  ago  under 
certain  conditions.  Now  the  conditions  have  altered.  So  that  notifi¬ 
cation  is  not  in  force  now. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILL  Al  ( Tovala ):  Am  I  to  understand  then 
that  that  notification  has  been  withdrawn  ? 

MR.  R.  PITCHU  AIYANGAR  (Ag.  Comir issioner  of  Pali  -e) :  Yes. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PIUAI  (Tovala)  ■.  Was  there  any  fresh  notifies- 
tion  to  that  effect  ? 

MR.  R.  PITCHU  AIYANGAR  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police)  :  No.  It 
is  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Police  Commissioner  to  give  effect  to  the 
notification  or  not.  Under  the  existing  conditions,  there  is  no  necessity 
to  give  effect  to  that  notification. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala)  :  May  I  know  from  the  member 
whether  that  notification  is  given  effect  to  in  the  case  of  Triumph 
Syndicate  buses  started  from  Nagercoil  ? 

Mr.  R.  PITCHU  AIYANGAR  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police):  No,  Sir. 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Ilalkulcim  I)  :  May  I  know  whether  the 
department  has  prescribed  any  minimum  number  of  passengers  for 
compelling  a  bus  owner  to  run  his  bus  at  a  particular  time  ? 

MR.  R.  PITCHU  AIYANGAR  (Ag.  Commissioner  .of  Police) :  No. 
That  is  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  bus  owner. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara):  May  I  ask  the  Police 
Commissioner  whether  it  is  not  after  ascertaining  the  amount  of  traffic 
on  any  particular  line  that  timings  are  given  to  a  bus  owner  ? 

MR.  R.  PITCHU  AIYANGAR  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police):  There 
is  no  condition  precedent  to  the  grant  of  timings. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  If  it  is  on  the  basis 
of  public  demand  land  on  the  amount  of  traffic  that  timings  are  fixed, 
may  I  know  why  discretion  is  given  to  the  bus  owner  to  start  his  bus 
whenever  he  chooses  ? 

Mr.  R.  PITCHU  AIYANGAR  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police)  :  We 
cannot  ask  a  bus  owner  to  run  his  bus  empty.  When  the  passengers 
are  few  and  the  bus  owner  thinks  that  it  is  a  loss  for  him,  some  discre¬ 
tion  is  given  to  him  for  starting  the  bus  at  the  other  combined  timings 
relating  to  that  particular  bus.  It  is  only  reasonable  that  this  kind  of 
latitude  is  shown  to  the  bus  owner.  It  will  be  foolish  on  the  part  of  the 
bus  owner  if  he  does  not  start  service  when  the  passengers  are  enough 
to  save  him  from  losses.  It  may  be  {hat  some  passengers  may  be 
waiting. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  Is  it  not  foolish  to 
allow  discretion  to  the  bus  owner  to  start  his  bus,  seeing  that  a  number 
of  passengers  may  be  waiting  to  travel  in  the  intermediate  stations,  say, 
about  two  miles  from  Trivandrum  Cantonment  ? 
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Mr.  R.  PITCHU  AIYANGAR  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police) :  Some 
sort  of  fliscretion  should  be  given  to  the  bus  owner. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAHI  ( Ma.vetikara )  :  May  I  ask  the  parti¬ 
cular  officer  whether  discretion  can  be  given  to  the  bus  owner? 

MR.  S.  J.  AJ AIR  ( N’eikinongad )  :  On  a  point  of  order.  May  I  know 
whether  a  member  can  put  a  question  to  any  particular  officer? 

PRESIDENT  :  He  means  thereby  the  Police  Commissioner  per¬ 
sonified; 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mmelikara )  :  I  was  asking  the  ques¬ 
tion  through  the  Chair  to  the  Police  Commissioner  whether  it  would 
not  be  foolish  for  the  Commissioner  to  give  discretion — 

MR.  R.  PITCHU  AIYANGAR  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police)  :  I  never 
meant  “  foolish”  on  the  part  of  the  member. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  I  did  not  intend  that. 
All  that  I  want  to  say  was  that  “foolish”  will  be  “foolishness”  in 
regard  to  every  person. 

MR.  R.  PITCHU  AIYANGAR  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police )  :  What 
I  meant  was  that  it  will  be  unfair  to  compel  the  bus  owner  to  start  an 
empty  bus. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  May  I  know  whether 
it  would  not  be  foolish  on  the  part  of  the  Police  Commissioner  to  give 
permission  to  start  the  bus  from  a  particular  station  without  as¬ 
certaining  the  amount  of  traffic  and  the  inconvenience  that  may  be 
caused  to  passengers  at  the  intermediate  stations  '? 

PRESIDENT  :  Will  the  member  please  recast  the  question  dropping 
the  word  ‘‘foolish”.  It  has  gone  on  rather  too  much.  It  is  not 
permissible.  If  the  member  wants  to  convey  that  meaning,  it  would  be 
only  courteous  on  his  part  to  put  the  question  whether  it  would  not  be 
prudent  on  the  part  of  the  Police  Commissioner.  Now  the  member 
will  please  put  the  question. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara.) :  Yes,  Sir.  I  will 
modify  the  question. 

Is  it  not  prudent  on  the  part  of  the  Police  Commissioner  to  issue 
permit  to  the  bus  owner  after  ascertaining  the  amount- of  traffic  on  any 
particular  line  and  without  causing  inconvenience  to  the  passengers 
who  may  be  waiting,  in  the  intermediate  stations  ? 

SADASYA  TILAKAN  T.  K.  VELU  PILLAI  (Trivan  drum- Urban}  Is 
not  the  question  “is  it  not  prudent”  a  matter  of  opinion  ? 

PRESIDENT:  Yes.  The  question  has  taken  such  a  turn  now.  But: 
the  Police  Commissioner  has  already  told  us  that,  in  issuing  permits,  he 
certainly  takes  into  consideation  the  passengers  that  are  likely  to  use  a 
particular  route.  It  is  obvious,  however,  the  same  question  is  being 
repeated  in  some  other  form. 

Mr.  R.  PITCHU  AIYANGAR  (Ag,  Commissioner  of  Police)'.  Timings 
are  allowed  according  to  the  demand  and  necessity  on  a  particular  road. 
For  instance,  if  a  bus  is  given  10  ‘o’  clock  time  and  if  that  particular  bus 
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has  to  start  empty,  it  is  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  owner  to  avail  the 
next  time  according  to  the  combined  timings  given  to  him  and  take 
that  advantage.  There  will  be  no  difficulty  for  passengers  who  may  be 
waiting  in  the  intermediate  stations.  I  trust  the  member  will  be  satis¬ 
fied  with  this  explanation. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  P1LLAI  (Quilon  1)  :  May  I  know  the 
interval  between  the  combined  timings  ? 

Mr.  R.  PITCHU  AIYANGAR  (At/.  Commissioner  of  Police)  :  Tn  some 
places  it  may  be  15  minutes  or  10  minutes,  or  even  5  minutes.  There 
are  some  places  where  the  interval  will  be  one  hour.  The  interval 
differs  with  different  routes. 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilavanlcod)  :  May  I  know 
who  is  the  authority  tn  issue  these  combined  timings  ?  Is  it  the  Police 
Commissioner  or  the  Traffic  Superintendent  ? 

Mr.  R.  PITCHU  AIYANGAR  ( Ag ■  Commissioner  of  Police):  The 
Traffic  Superintendent  under  the  supervision  and  control  of  the  Police 
Commissioner  is  authorised  to  issue  timings. 

MR.  N.  ABDUR  RAHIMAN  SAHIB  ( Nominated )  :  Is  there  any  rule 
that,  if  a  bus  does  not  run  eonsecutively  for  one  month  according  to  the 
timings  given  to  it,  the  G.  Permit  will  be  cancelled? 

Mr.  R.  PITCHU  AIYANGAR  (Ag-  Commissioner  of  Police) :  I  have 
already  answered. 

Mr.  N.  ABDUR  RAHIMAN  SAHIB  (Nominated) :  Is  there  any  notifica¬ 
tion  to  say  that  if  the  timings  granted  are  not  availed  of  for  one  month 
by  any  particular  bus,  the  G.  permit  will  be  withdrawn  ? 

Mr.  R.  PITCHU  AIYANGAR  (Ag-  Cammissioner  of  Police) :  The  same 
question  is  repeated  in  another  form. 

MR.  N.  ABDUR  RAHIMAN  SAHIB  (Nominated)  :  Was  that  notification 
given  effect  to  temporarily  at  least  ? 

MR.  R.  PITCHU  AIYANGAR  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police)  :  Not  now. 

MR.  N,  ABDUR  RAHIMAN  SAHIB  ( Nominated ) :  How  long  was  that 
rule  in  force  ? 

MR.  R.  PITCHU  AIYANGAR  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police)  :  For  a 
year  or  so,  two  years  ago.

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VOTING-  ON  DEMANDS  FOE  GRANTS— (eontd.'i 

DEMAND  V— Land  Revenue— (corn'd.) 

PRESIDENT  ;  The  House  will  now  resume  the  discussion  of  -the 
Budget  grant.  The  House  rose  last  evening  when  discussing  motion 
No.  261  on  the  agenda. 

Motion  No.  261.  ra, <?<,-,,) 

MR.  7.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PSLUi  {Tiruv--,lfr  III)  :  £ir,  I  wish  to 
speak  a  few  words  in  support  of  the  motion  moved  by  Mr.  S.  J.  Nair. 
In  the  first  place,  it  is  highly  necessary  to  grant  a  substantial  remission 
of  land  tax  to  mitigate  the  sufferings  of  the  ryots  on  account  of  the, 
economic  depression  and  the  fail  in  the  pries  of  agricultural  produce 
Sir,  by  the  introduction  of  the  Agriculturists  Relief  Bill,  Government 
have  admitted,  in  unequivocal  tenus,  the  enormity  of  the  economic  de¬ 
pression  and  the  consequent  suffering  of  '.ho  people  in  general.  The 
actual  condition  of  the  people  must  bo  an  important  factor,  in  deciding 
this  question.  The  total  amount  of  agricultural  indebtedness  in  the 
State  is  approximately  Rs.  25  orores.  This  will  carry  an  annual 
interest  of  Rs.  300  lakhs  at  the  usual  rate  of  interest.  In  addition 
to  this,  the  ryots  in  the  State  will  have  to. pay  Rs.  36  lakhs  in  the  shape 
of  land  revenue  in  the  next  year  as  is  estimated  in  the  ‘next  year’s 
budget  presented  to  us.  Another  Rs.  6  lakhs  has  to  be  paid  by  the 
people  of  the  State  in  the  shape  of  school  foes  and  college  fees-  The 
tota  of  these  will  come  to  Rs.  342  lakhs.  So,  I  submit  that  per 
mensem  we  have  to  pay  approximately  Rs.  30  lakhs  in  addition  to  the 
principal. 

PRESIDENT  :  How  does  Government  get  Rs.  300  lakhs  as  interest? 

MR.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  (Tirumlla  III)  :  The  total  liability 
as  interest  that  has  to  be  borne  by  the  people  of  the  State  will  come  to 
this  amount. 

PRESIDENT  :  Rs.  800  lakhs  is  not  paid  to  Government. 

Mr.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  ( Tiruvalht  III) :  Only  Rs.  36  plus 
6  ie  42  lakhs  of  rupees  go  to  Government.  That  is  the  reason  why 
I  submitted  at  the  outset  that  the  actual  condition  of  the  people  in 
general  must  be  taken  into  consideration  in  deciding  this  question.  To 
support  that  argument  I  stated  this.  So  it  has  become  highly  impossi¬ 
ble  for  the  people  to  bear  this  heavy  burden  of  tax. 

Coming  to  the  proportion  or  the  extent  to  which  the  remission 
will  have  to  be  made;  whether  it  should  be  50%  or  something  less  than 
that,  I  submit  that  the  percentage  fixed  in  the  motion  is  perfectly 
correct  and  allowable.  To  substantiate  the  50%  remission  of  land  tax, 
I  “rely  on  certain  orders  issued  by  Government  in  this  matter  with 
regard  to  the  reduction  in  tax  on  the  rubber  lands  in  the  State.  In 
Government  orders  Nos.  1039/31/Rev.,  dated  23rd  July  1931,  and 
1620/S2/Rev.  and  197|34/Rev.  Government  have  ordered  the  reduction 
of  tax  on  rubber  lands  from  Rs.  2  to  Re  1.  That  is  exactly  50  per  cent, 
of  the  tax  on  rubber  lands.  So  my  submission  is  that  the  same  rule 
or  proportion  may  be  applied  to  other  lands  also.  It  is  some  years  since 
agriculture  has  ceased  to  be  a  lucrative  occupation.  With  these  words, 
I  strongly  support  the  motion. 
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SIR.  POTTAYIL  S.  KRISHNA  PANICKAR  ( Shertala  II)  :  I  wish  to 
make  a  few  observations  in  support  of  the  motion  before  the  House . 
The  burden  of  taxation  is  too  heavy  for  the  ordinary  agriculturist  of 
the  country.  Due  to  economic  depression,  agricultural  products  are 
selling  very  low  ;  and  even  the  yield  has  gone  down. 

Besides  land  tax,  the  agriculturist  in  the  land  makes  the  maximum 
contribution  to  the  revenues  of  the  State.  Over  and  above  land  tax, 
he  has  to  pay  tree-tax  if  his  coeoanui.  tree  is  to  be  allowed  to  be  tapped. 

Mr.  R.  RAMAN  P1LLAI  ( Kottayam ):  Is  it  the  owner  of  the  trees 
that  pays  the  tapping  tax  ? 

Hr.  POTTAYIL  S.  KRISHNA  PANICKAR  (Skertala  II)  :  That  is  best 
known  to  the  tapper  himself.  So  far  as  I  am  aware,  the  income  to  the 
owner  from  his  cocoanut  tree  is  so  much  less  on  account  of  the  tree-tax 
levied  by  the  Excise  Department.  In  other  words,  if  there  had  been 
no  tree-tax,  the  owner  will  get  more  for  his  cocoant  tree  than  what  he 
gets  at  present.  Therefore,  ultimately,  it  is  the  owner  of  the  tree  that 
is  affected  by  the  tapping  tax,  although  actually  he  may  not  be  paying 
it- 

Further,  Sir,  if  the  agriculturist  wants  to  send  out  his  products 
to  other  countries  for  sale,  he  is  called  upon  to  pay  a  heavy  export 
duty.  Even  inside  the  State,  if  he  wants  to  convey  his  produce  from 
one  place  to  another,  the  P.  W.  D.  collects  tolls  from  him.  And  then, 
if  he  goes  to  a  market  for  the  sale  of  his  products,  he  is  asked  to  pay 
the  market  tolls.  All  these  will  show  that  it  is  the  agriculturists  that 
contribute  the  major  portion  of  the  revenues  of  the  State- 

Sir,  this  is  very  inequitable,  especially  in  these  days  when  the 
agriculturist  is  heavily  indebted,  and  when  his  properties  are  sold  away 
in  court  auction  in  large  numbers  for  grossly  inadequate  price,  for, 
even  the  Government  are  too  insistent  upon  realising  from  him  all  his 
dues  with  the  contractual  rate  of  interest.  These  are  days,  Sir,  when 
the  properties  of  the  agriculturist  are  being  sold  away  for  a  song,  for 
arrearsiof  land  revenue.  The  other  day  the  Land  Revenue  Commis¬ 
sioner  said  that  he  would  exert  his  utmost  to  collect  as  much  as  possible 
of  the  arrears  of  tax-  I  would  appeal  to  the  Land  Revenue  Commis¬ 
sioner  to  consider  whether,  if  there  was  any  possibility  for  the  agricul¬ 
turist  to  pay  the  land  tax,  he  would  allow  his  property,  being  sold  away  in 
public  auction  for  a  song.  I  know  instances  in  which  some  acres  of 
land  have  been  sold  for  less  than  Rs.  10. 

Sir,  the  attitude  of  the  Government  in  regard  to  the  agriculturists 
of  the  country  is  very  disappointing.  Going  through  the  pages  of  the 
Budget,  I  have  not  been  able  to  find  even  a  single  item  intended  for 
helping  the  agriculturist.  There  is  no  provision  whatsoever  which 
would  go  directly  to  help  the  agriculturist,  although  huge  sums  have 
heen  allotted  for  luxuries.  Even  in  the  matter  of  affording  transport 
facilities  to  the  agriculturist,  the  Government  are  very  very  niggardly 
in  allotting  funds. 

Sir,  let  us,  on  the  other  hand,  examine  the  condition  of  the,  people 
who  follow  other  walks  of  life.  We  all  know,  Sir,  that  if  a  person 
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invests  Bs-  1,000  on  paddy  land,  his  annual  income  from  such  will  ;be 
only  about  Bs.  50,  while,  in  industry,  or  even  in  money-lending,  the 
same  investment  would  fetch  not  less  than  Bs.  120  per  annum. 

SR.  KAYALAH  PARAMESVARAfi  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  Then,  why  is  it  that  everybody  does  not  invest  his  money  in 
industrial  concerns  or  in  money-lending  ? 

Sr.  PQTTAyII  S.  KRISHNA  PANICKAR  her  tala  11)  :  Temperament, 
Sir,  personal  equation.  Unfortunately,  Sir,  agriculture  has  been  the 
traditional  occupation  of  our  people.  Trade,  iDdusty,  money-lending 
and  other  walks  of  life  are  comparatively  of  recent  growth.  In  fact, 
Sir,  the  moment  people  found  that  money-lending  was  a  more  paying 
profession,  they  took  to  it  so  quickly,  so  that  many  people  have  amassed 
fortunes,  have  made  unreasonably  substantial  profits,  by  money-lending. 

Then  again,  while  in  the  case  of  non-agricuitural  incomes  absolute¬ 
ly  no  contribution  is  made  to  th*  revenues  of  the  State,  when  such 
incomes  are  below  Bs.  2,000  per  annum,  even  the  smallest  income  of 
the  agriculturist  is  taxed  by  the  Government-  I  do  not  think  there  are 
many  in  Tiavancore  whose  annual  income  from  land  will  be  Bs-  2,000 
or  more.  I  submit,  Sir,  that  this  kind  of  taxation  is  highly  inequit¬ 
able.  In  the  circumstances,  it  is  only  fair  that  the  Government  come 
to  the  rescue  of  the  agriculturist  and  grant  a  remission  of  at  least  50  per 
cent,  of  land  tax. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  I  rise  to  support  the 
motion.  Any  one  acquainted  with  the  proceedings  of  this  House  will 
find  that,  whenever  occasion  arises,  there  is  demand  from  the  non- 
official  side  for  remission  of  land  tax.  Any  stranger,  not  knowing  the 
real  conditions  of  the  country,  may  go  away  with  the  impression  that 
it  has  become  the  fashion  of  the  non-official  members  of  this  House  to 
ask  for  remission  whenever  opportunities  are  afforded  to  them.  But,  I 
am  sure  that  everyone,  who  knows  the  real  conditions  in  the  country, 
will  agree  that  the  Government  are  very  unreasonable  in  not  taking  a 
definite  step  to  redress  this  grievances  of  the  land-owners  once  for  all. 

Sir,  in  1108,  a  motion  for  the  remission  of  tax  was  passed  by  this 
Assembly,  and  remission  of  12£  per  cent  of  the  tax  in  two  Divisions 
and  8  3/4  per  cent,  in  the  Southern  Division,  was  granted  by  the 
Government.  The  same  remission  continued  in  the  year  1110.  Last 
year,  during  the  Budget  Session,  a  motion  was  carried  by  a  majority 
of  55  to  11  for  reducing  the  land  tax  for  the  year  1111  by  50  per  cent; 
and  the  Government  reduced  the  tax  on  garden  lands  alone  by  12J  per 
c  ent.  Judging  from  the  attitude  of  the  Government  in  these  years, 
we  think  that  next  year  no  remission  will  be  granted  at  all,  perhaps 
because  they  consider  that  this  has  become  almost  a  stale  subject. 

Sir,  land  revenue  is  an  inelastic  form  of  revenue.  In  oJden  daysi 
Government  depended  to  a  very  large  extent  on  land  revenue ;  because, 
when  the  total  revenues  of  the  State  stood  at  Bs.  80  lakhs,  even  then, 
the  Land  Beveuue  amounted  to  about  Bs.  35  to  40  lakhs-  In  those 
days,  therefore,  land  revenue  formed  a  substantial  portion  of  the  total 
revenues  of  the  State.  Lot  now,  the  total  revenue  has  gone  up  to 
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Bs.  2|  crores,  and  still  land  revenue  remains  at  the  old  level,  so  that 
now  it  forms  only  a  small  portion  of  the  total  revenues  of  the  State. 

Most  of  us,  the  representatives  of  the  people,  owe  our  seats  here 
mainly  to  landed  interests.  Therefore,  we  will  be  failing  in  our  duty 
if  we  do  not  advocate  their  cause.  Sir,  tax  on  the  land  has  become 
unbearable.  It  is  true,  Sir,  that  the  present  rate  of  taxation  was  fixed 
at  a  time  when  prices  were  low ;  but,  since  that  period,  the  revenues  of 
the  State  have  increased  by  about  Its.  150  lakhs,  during  the  last  80 
years.  I  submit,  Sir,  that  90  per  cent,  of  the  additional  revenue  has 
also  come,  directly  or  indirectly,  from  the  agriculturist  himself.  When 
the  revenues  of  the  State  have  gone  up  to  such  a  large  extent,  and 
when  almost  the  whole  of  such  revenues  comes  from  the  agriculturist, 
is  .it,  alter  all,  an  extravagant  or  unreasonable  demand  to  ask  for 
remission  of  50  per  cent,  of  the  land  tax  which  would  amount  to  only 
Its,  18  or  19  lakhs  out  of  a  total  revenue  of  Its.  crores  ?  As  my 
learned  friend  Mr.  Parameswara  Aiyar — who  has  had  very  long 
experience  of  the  Land  lievenue  Department— suggested,  it  is  only 
fair  that  remission  of  land  revenue  is  granted  until  the  depression 
ceases.  This  might  appear  to  Government  to  be  an  extravagant 
demand.  But,  to  the  agriculturists,  who  form  the  bulk  o £  the  popu¬ 
lation,  this  appears  to  be  inadequate  as  a  measure  of  relief,  All  the 
same,  ii  this  remission  is  granted,  although  it  is  not  adequate,  the 
agriculturist  will  have  the  satisfaction  that,  as  a  result  of  the  efforts  of 
the  .people’s  representatives  in  this  House  on  which  the  Government 
ars  spending  so  much  money,  ho  has  been  able  to  get  some  relief  from 
his  distress. 

I  may  also  point  out,  Sir,  that  while,  during  the  iast  30  years,  the 
total  expenditure  of  the  Travancore  Government,  like  its  revenues, 
has  increased  by  about  250  per  cent,  the  expenditure  on  the  Land 
Bevenue  Department  atone  has  not  proportionately  increased  during 
that  period. 

Mx.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  Does  the  member  think  that  this  remission  will  bring  any 
substantial  relief  to  the  ordinary  agriculturist  ‘i 

Mr.  A.  8.  DAM0DARAN  ASAN  ( Havelikara )  :  It  may  not  afford 
substantial  relief  to  the  agriculturist  as  defined  in  the  Agricultural 
Debt  Belief  Bill. 

Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  F1LLA1  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil):  I  am  referring  to  the  class  of  agriculturists  whom  the 
Honourable  Member  referred  to  as  forming  the  bulk  of  the  population 
in  the  State. 

Mr.  A.  S.  tDAM0DARAN  ASAN  ( MaveUkara )  :  l'o  whomsoever  it 
relates,  I  am  sure  he  will  heave  a  sigh,  of  relief  when  he  finds  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  have  been  magnanimous  enough  to  remit  a  portion  of  land 
tax. 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (. Pattanannitta )  :  May  I  know  the 
amount  paid  by  the  average  agriculturist  by  way  of  land-tax  ? 
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Mr,  A.  3  DAMODARAN  ASAN  {Mavehkara) :  Let  it  be  ono  rupee 
or  even  less  A.  person  who  has  to  pay  one  rupee  will  certainly  feel 
glad  and  relieved  to  some  extent  if  he  is  asked  to  pay  only  half-a-rnpee 
instead  of  the  one  rupee. 

On  these  grounds,  I  request  the  Government  to  solve  the  problem 
once  for  all  so  that  this  subject  may  not  be  raised  here  again  and 

R.  SAMBASIVA  AIYAR  ( Kumiatnad  I)  ■  Sir,  I  oppose  this 
motion.  It  has  become  usual  in  every  Budget  Session  to  move  for  th* 
remission  of  land  tax.  Of  course,  we  hear  the.  usual  argument  that,  on 
account  of  economic  depression,  prices  have  gone  down  and  that  there¬ 
fore  the  tax  must  be  reduced. 

Mr.  K.  M.  KUR1AK0SE  (.Umattnpnzha  II)  :  Is  it  the  member's 
opinion  that  economic  depression  has  ceased  ? 

Ms,  R.  SAMBASIVA  AIYAR  ( Kunnatuad  I ) :  Sir,  when  was  the 
present  rate  of  tax  fixed? 

It  was  fixed  at  a  time  when  commodities  were  selling  even  at 
much  lower  prices  than  at  present. 

Ms.  A.  S  DAMODARAN  ASAN  {Mavp.likara)  :  Is  it  not  an  argument 
that  has  been  repeated  too  often  by  the  Government  Benches  ? 

MB.  R.  SAMBASIVA  AIYAR  ( Kumiatnad  I )  :  I  am  repeating  it 
again,  Sir,  because  there  is  much  force  in  it.  Paddy,  for  instance,  is 
now  selling  at  a  much  higher  price  than  it  was  sold  at  the  time  the 
present  rate  of  tax  was  fixed.  Therefore,  it  is  not  correct  to  say  that, 
because  the  prices  of  com  uodities  have  gone  down  in  recent  years  on 
account  of  economic  depression,  land  tax  should  be  reduced. 

Mr.  X.  M.  KURIAKOSE  ( Mnvatlupiuha  II):  How  is  the  yielding 
capacity  of  the  lands  ? 

Mr.  R.  SAMBASIVA  AIYAR  ( Kumiatnad  L  :  It  is  the  same  or  Levan 
better  due  to  intensive  cultivation. 

Mr.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Viltivcwkod) :  Is  it  not  a  fact 
that,  during  the  last  half-a-century,  the  cost  of  living  of  the  average 
man  has  increased,  nearly  ten- fold? 

Mfi.  R.  SAMBASIVA  AIYAR  {Kumiatnad  I) :  It  has  increased  ;  but 
not  ten-fold. 

MR,.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  {Vilavankod) :  By  how  much 
has  it  increased,  according  to  the  member? 

MR.  R.  SAMBASIVA  AIYAR  (Ewmatnacl  I ) :  I  have  not  got  statistics 
on  the  matter.  But,  Sir,  if  the  coat  of  living  in  the  country  has 
increased,  that  is  only  an  argument  lor  revising  the  settlement  and 
enhancing  the  taxes,  That  argument  cuts  at  the  root  of  the  pro¬ 
position  that  is  now  before  the  House. 

The  next  argument  advanced  in  support  of  the  motion  is  that  this 
remissi.m  would  afford  relief  to  the  agriculturists  who  form  the  bulk  ,of 
the  population.  Sir,  it  was  a  very  pertinent,  a  very  relevant  question 
that  the  Law  Member  put  to  Mr.  Lamodaran  Aaan,  on  this  matter-. 
Mr.  Asan  said,  Sir,  that,  when  air  agriculturist  has  to  pay  one  rupee 
in  the  shape  of  land  tix,  if  only  8  as.  is  demanded  of  him,  to  that  extent 
he  would  he  relieved  and  he  would  feel  grateful  to  the  Government. 
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[Mr.  R.  Sambasiva  Aiyar.] 

Sir,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  more  than  B5%  of  the  people  who  pay  land  tax 
to  the  Government  pay  less  than  Rs.  5  per  annum  in  the  shape  of  land 
tax.  That  works  out  to  less  than  7  annas  a  month,  so  that,  if  the 
Government  remit  50%  of  the  land  tax,  the  average  agriculturist  in  the 
country  will  get  relief  of  3J  annas  a  month. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  How  much  is  it,  per 

diem  ? 

MR.  R.  SAMBASIVA  AIYAR  ( KumudnaA  I)  :  Sir,  the  amount  to  be 
remitted  by  the  Government  will  not  suffice  even  for  the  agriculturist’s 
becrti  for  a  week.  Therefore,  the  argument  that  the  general  body  of 
land-holders  in  the  country  would  be  benefited  by  the  remission  asked 
for  is  foolish,  especially  when  we  consider  the  fact  that,  by  remitting 
50%  of  the  land  tax,  the  Government  would  be  losing  nearly  Rs.  20 
lakhs.  I  submit,  Sir,  that  the  general  body  of  land-holders  would  not 
be  benefited  by  the  proposed  remission. 

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Ghirayinldi  II):  Has  the  member 
any  other  suggestion  in  view  to  afford  real  and  adequate  relief  to  the 
average  agriculturist  of  the  country? 

Mr.  R.  SAMBASIVA  AIYAR  ( KunmUnacl  I):  I  have:  but,  un¬ 

fortunately,  this  is  not  the  occasion  for  me  to  refer  to  them. 

Sir,  the  motion  now  before  the  House  is  one  which  should  not  be 
accepted  by  any  responsible  House. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  I) :  If  this  House  accepts 
this  motion,  will  the  Honourable  Member  consider  this  House  to  be 
irresponsible. 

MR.  R.  SAMBASIVA  AIYAR  { liunnatnad  I)  :  Yes  that  is  my 

opinion,  Sir. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( CMrayinlal  1) :  Sir,  I  would  like  to  speak 
a  few  words  on  this  motion. 

PRESIDENT  :  In  support  of  it,  or  opposing  it. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Chirayinhil  1)  ■  In  support  of  it  Sir. 

A  special  feature  of  the  meetings  of  this  Assembly  for  the  past  few 
years  has  been  to  seize  all  avilable  opportunities  to  move  for  the  re¬ 
duction  of  land  tax.  We  have  tabled  and  passed  cut  motions,  adjourn¬ 
ment  motions  and  resolutions  on  this  subject,  more  than  once.  What 
does  that  indicate,  Sir  ?  Does  it  rot  show  that  this  House  has  accepted 
it  as  its  policy  that,  until  the  depression  is  over,  the  land  tax  should  be 
reduced  ?  It  indicates  that,  until  normal  conditions  are  restored,  the 
country  wants  a  substantial  portion  of  the  land  tax  to  be  remitted. 

Sir,  the  fact  that  the  economic  depression  is  very  acute  is  readily 
conceded  by  the  Government  also.  The  Land  Revenue  Commissioner, 
who  presided  over  the  deliberations  of  the  Debt  Redemption  Committee, 
knows  fully  well  that  there  is  acute  economic  distress  in  the  country. 
Of  course,  we  expected  that  provision  would  be  made  in  the  Budget  for 
adequate  relief  to  the  people.  But,  we  were  sorely  disappointed  in 
our  expectations.  As  a  protest  against  the  indifferent  attitude,  on  the 
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part  of  the  Government,  towards  the  dire  needs  of  the  agriculturist,  I 
heartily  support  the  motion. 

The  first  argument,  that  I  expect  from  the  Land  Revenue  Com¬ 
missioner  in  opposition  to  the  present  motion,  is  that  the  remission, 
asked  for  would  deprive  the  Government  of  a  substantial  portion  of  the 
only  stable  item  of  their  revenue.  Sir,  I  adroit  that  there  is  some 
force  in  that  argument.  It  is  estimated  that,  next  year,  the  receipts 
under  Land  Revenue  would  amount  to  Its.  36,08  000.  If  it  is  reduced 
by  5  i  percent,  as  now  urged  by  this  motion,  Government  would  lose 
Rs.  18,04,000;  and  I  admit  that  that  is  not  a  small  sum.  But,  Sir. 
although  we  are  asking  for  remission  of  50  percent  of  the  land  tax,  we 
would  gladly  leave  it  to  the  discretion  of  Government  to  decide  as  to 
what  should  be  the  reasonable  proportion  to  be  remitted. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  {.Vedum'tngad) :  Is  it  not  possible  to  recoup  the 
amount  to  be  remitted  by  dropping  the  town-planning  scheme  ? 

MR.  K  PADMANABHAN  I )  :  Certainly,  and  there  are 

various  other  methods  of  recouping  the  loss.  There  are  various 
items  of  expenditure,  which  have  been  provided  for  in  the  Budget,  which 
can  be  reduced.  There  are  also  various  means  of  increasing  the 
revenue. 

Another  argument  that  I  anticipate  from  the  Land  Revenue  Com¬ 
missioner  is  that  this  remission  is  not  going  to  afford  substantial  relief 
to  the  agriculturist  in  the  country.  Sir,  that  argument  cannot  stand 
for  a  moment.  Mr.  Asan  has  already  answered  that  point.  Mr. 
Bambasiva  Aiyar  argued  that  more  than  80  per  cent,  of  the  people  who 
pay  land  tax,  pay  only  less  than  Rs.  5  a  year,  and  that  therefore  the 
remission  asked  for  would  not  afford  them  any  substantial  relief.  Sir, 

I  may  inform  the  House  t-h|t  it  is  these  80  per  cent,  that  stand  in  dire 
need  of  relief.  Any  help  that  we  give  them  would  be  quite  welcome 
to  them. 

It  may  also  be  argued,  on  the  Government  side,  that  already  there 
are  provisions  for  affording  relief  to  the  agriculturist  and  that  there  are 
rules  for  seasonal  remissions  and  for  remissions  for  failure  of  crops.  Sir, 
it  is  a  well-known  fact  that,  inspite  of  these  rules,  it  is  very  difficult  for 
ryots  to  get  any  remission  from  the  department.  In  order  to  prove  failure 
of  crops,  the  ryot  has  to  pay  a  substantial  amount  to  the  Proverthioar. 
Unless  he  reports  in  your  favour,  you  will  not  get  any  remission;  and, 
even  for  remission  of  half-a-rupee,  you  have  to  pay  him  five  rupees. 
There  is  no  use  appealing  to  the  Tahsildar,  to  the  Peishkar  or  even  to 
the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner;  because,  even  the  Land  Revenue 
Commissioner  refers  such  petitions  to  the  subordinates  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  for  their  report  so  that,  ultimately,  it  is  the  Proverthicar  that 
decides  the  question.  If  he  says  remission  need  not  be  granted,  you 
will  not  get  it,  however  strong  your  case  may  be.  There  is  therefore 
no  practical  use  in  having  these  seasonal  remissions  and  remissions  for 
the  failure  of  crops. 

On  these  grounds,  I  strongly  support  the  motion. 
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Mr.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  South)  : 
I  beg  to  oppose  the  motion.  The  fundamental  defect  lies  in  the  fact 
that  the  whole  land  revenue  policy  in  the  State  is  highly  inequitable. 
Sir,  Government  depend  upon  Its.  3'5  lakhs  in  the  shape  of  land 
revenue;  and  there  are  25J  lakhs  of  acres  of  land  in  the  country 
assessed  to  land  revenue.  It  is  a  question  of  simple  arithmetic.  By 
assessing  at  a  uniform  rate  of  11s.  1J-  per  acre,  the  Government  could 
get  their  Rs.  36  lakhs,  and  there  would  be  some  principle  and  fairness 
in  the  method  of  assessment.  Instead  of  that,  what  is  it  that  we  find  V 
In  Nanjinad,  out  of  the  51,000  acres  of  land,  24,000  odd  acres  are 
assessed  at  the  rate  of  about  Rs,  20  per  acre  per  annum.  If  all  the  25 
lakhs  of  acres  of  land  in  the  whole  State  had  been  assessed  at  that  rate, 
we  should  be  getting  annually  Rs.  5  crores  in  the  shape  of  land  revenue 
alone,  I  would  very  much  like  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  to 
explain  how  this  inequity  came  about.  Does  it  mean  that  the  net 
profit  yielded  by  the  lands  in  Nanjinad  has  ever  been  greater  than  that 
yielded  by  the  rubber  estate  or  the  tea  estate  or  the  cocoanut  gardens. 
The  average  tax  for  an  acre  of  cocoanut  garden  land:is  only  Rs.  2-2  as. 
On  the  other  hand,  in  Nanjinad  it  is  Rs.  20.  Even  if  the  present 
motion  is  accepted,  we  would  have  to  pay  at  the  rate  of  Rs.  10  per  acre; 
and  that  itself  is  much  higher  than  the  rate  obtaining  in  the  neighbour¬ 
ing  British  Indian  District,  Tinnevelly,  where  it  is  only  Rs.  9  per  acre. 
The  rate  in  Nanjinad  is  unique  and  unknown  anywhere  else  in  India. 
And  Tinnevelly  is  the  highest  assessed  in  British  India.  And,  all  these 
years,  Government  have  been  realising  land  tax  from  us  at  this  rate, 
so  that  it  is  now  immaterial  to  us  whether  we  get  any  remission  next 
year  or  not.  Even  if  the  motion  is  accepted,  we  would  have  to  ray 
Rs.  10  per  acre.  How  are  we  going  to  pay  that  ?  Impossible.  We, 
in  Nanjinad,  are  not  able  to  pay  a  single  cash  as  tax  on  our  lands  that, 
is  our  actual  position.  Certainly,  this  is  a  matter  which  can  be  set 
right  only  at  the  next  Settlement  when  it  is  done.  Our  difficulties  are 
so  great  that  Rs.  10  per  acre  is  nothing  to  us,  as  a  measure  of 

(At  this  stage  the  President  left  the  Hall  and  the  Deputy  President 
took  the  Chair.) 

Sir,  the  Government  are  still  following  a  system  of  taxation  which 
was  in  tvogue  in  the  days  of  Emperor  Akbar;  can  the  Government  say 
that  an  acre  of  rubber  land  yields  less  than  an  acre  of  paddy  land  in 
Nanjinad  ? 

MR.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  ( Tiruvalla  1)  ;  May  I  know  from  the 
member  whether  it  is  inclusive  of  water  cess  ? 

Mr.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  (.Commerce  and  Indus  cry,  South) : 
No,  Sir,  it  is  exclusive  of  it.  That  was  an  injustice  perpetrated  by  Gov- 
vernment  long  ago,  Apart  from  that,  the  tax  is  Rs.  19-8  as.  per  acre 
on  an  average  in  Nanjinad.  Why  should  the  rubber  growers  and  the  tea 
planters  pay  one  rupee  and  half  a  lupee  per  acre  ?  Why  should  thare  be 
a  tax  of  only  Rs.  2£  for  cocoanut  gardens  ?  That  shows  the  whole  thing 
is  inequitable.  In  the  face  of  that,  the  Government  come  forward  year 
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after  year  with  their  demand  for  land  revenue.  I  mean  that  the  whole 
of  Nanjinad  is  being  ignore  1  in  all  these  discussions;  and  unless  and 
until  a  civilised  policy  is  introduced  by  the  Government,  this  sort  of 
thing  will  go  on.  If  I  were  in  charge  of  the  duties  of  the  Land 
Revene  Commissioner,  I  will  propose  a  tax  of  Its.  '2  per  acre  uniformatly 
throughout  the  country  and  get  a  revenue  of  100  lakhs.  There  will  be 
then  no  necessity  for  getting  a  loan  at  all.  Why  should  people  come 
and  complain  now  here  ?  I  am  merely  pointing  out  the  injustice  that 
has  been  perpetrated  in  Nanjinad. 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Land  Ueeoiue  and  In-Jorns-Ux  C--m  „:.won;r)  : 
Was  not  the  rate  of  tax  in  Nanjinad  settled  in  the  last  Settlement? 

Mr.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PIUAI  ( Commerce  and  Industry  South )  : 
Of  course,  my  learned  friend  wants  history,  liven  from  the  days  of 
Maha  Raja  Martanda  Varma,  the  whole  count  -y  had  to  be  fed  by 
Nanjinad. 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  P1LLA1  {Additional  II, ad  Si-rknr 
Vakil)  '■  Will  Nanjinad  produce  as  much  as  t>>  feed  the  whole  country  ? 

Mr.  P  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industy ,  South): 
Sir,  it  would  not  have  produced  more  than  it  does  now.  Iu  the  old 
days,  it  did.  But  now  it  supports  the  rest  of  the  country  by  means  of 
the  tax  it  pays  Sir,  even  during  the  days  of  Raja  Sir  T.  Madhava 
Rao,  Nanjinad  has  bean  paying  Rs.  lb  lakhs,  when  the  total  land 
revenue  was  only  Rs.  14.  lakhs,  because  tnere  has  been  nobody  to  voice 
the  grievances  of  Nanjinad. 

MR,  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sir  ha, 
Vakil)  Is  there  not  Mr.  Chidambaram  Pillai  to  voice  their  griev¬ 
ances  ? 

MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  {Com, Hare-  and  Industry  South): 
Sir,  it  is  a  voice  in  the  wilderness.  My  request  therefore  is  that  the 
Land  Revenue  Commissioner  will  be  so  kind  as  to - 

MR.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  (Kottayaa  I):  May  I  know  whether  the 
member  represents  the  land-holders  in  Nanjinad? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  question  need  not  be  answered  be¬ 
cause  every  member  is  presumed  to  know  the  constituency  of  every 
other  member. 

MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry  South):  I 
merely  wanted  to  show  what  sort  of  difficulty  we  are  experiencing.  In 
the  case  of  the  Kanni  crop  of  >111,  because  there  was  no  water  in  the 
Kodayar  and  because  the  Engineer  stated,  “  You  should  not  cultivate  the 
converte 3  land;  if  you  cultivate  it,  there  wouid  be  a  failure”,  we  let 
fallow  all  the  converted  lands.  But  tax  is  being  imposed  upon,  those 
lands;  and  for  arrears  of  tax,  properties  are  bsing  sold-  It  is  being  done 
during  the  last  few  days.  We  never  cultivated  them  because  the 
directions  from  the  Government  and  the  Executive  Engineer  were  that 
we  should  not  cultivate  converted  lands.  In  spite  of  it,  our  lands  are 
being  sold  and  they  are  being  purchased  for  a  song.  To  give  an  in¬ 
stance,  20  eegts  of  land  was  sold  yesterday  for  Rs.  Id.  Wa  have  bean 
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[Mr.  P.  Chidambaram  Pillai.] 

Dressing  this  matter  upon  the  attention  of  Government  and  yet  no 
orders  have  been  issued.  What  is  it,  Sir,  except  our  fate  that  we  the 
people  of  Niujinad  are  made  to  go  through  all  these  ordeals  ?  I  would 
request  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  to  be  charitable  to  the  people 
of  Nanjuiad  who  luve  been  suffering  for  hundreds  of  years  and  at 
least  now  to  save  them  from  eternal  ruin. 

MR  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( ChiraijinkU  /) :  Is  the  honourable 
member  supporting  or  opposing  the  morion  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  The  honourable  member  has  made  his 
speech  and  is  probably  of  the  opinion  that,  without  any  further  com¬ 
mentary;  his  position,  has  appeared  from  it. 

Ms.  K.  PADMANABHAN  {Chirayinkil  1)  :  Sir,  he  opened  his  speech 
by  saying  thit  he  was  opposing  the  motion  8  and  towards  the  close,  it 
appeared0 that  he  supported  it. 

MR.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Shertala  I)  :  The  Land 
Revenue  Commissioner  remarked  on  a  former  occasion  that  from  1105, 
including  the  current  year’s  arrears,  there  is  the  huge  figure  of  nearly 
Rs.  BO  lakhs  yet  to  be  realised  by  the  Land  Revenue  Department  and 
that  if  the  current  dues  were  left  out  of  account,  even  then  there  will 
be  a  balance  of  nearly  Rs.  9  lakhs.  That  shows  that,  in  spite  of  the 
most  effective  machinery  being  worked  by  the  Land  Revenue  Com¬ 
missioner  -  and  it  is  one  of  the  most  efficient  departments  run  by  the 
State— there  is  this  huge  arrears.  This  shows  that  the  realisation  of  the 
land  revenue  year  by  year  is  from  a  broken,  helpless  and  poor  peasantry. 
Sir,  it  may  be  urged  by  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  that  the  re¬ 
duction  of  50  per  cent,  in  the  land  revenue  is  a  big  slice  from  the 
State  ihcome  and  that  the  Government  will  do  not  be  able  to  lose  this 
big  amount  if  they  are  to  run  the  Governmental  machinery,  That  is  a 
very  serious  problem  and  we,  mon-officials,  do  not  want  to  harass  the 
Government  or  to  make  the  working  of  the  Government  impossible' 
But,  Sir.  extraordinary  situations  require  extraordinary  remedies.  I  do 
not  know  whether  the  Travancore  G  overnment  functions  really  for  the 
people  primarily.  If,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  our  Government  function  for 
the  good  of  the  people,  if  the  Government  have  the  real  and  permanent 
interest  of  the  masses  of  the  State  at  heart,  they  must  be  prepared, 
during  these  days  of  distress,  great  economic  distress  when  the  majority 
of  the  population  are  suffering,  to  cut  the  coat  according  to  the  cloth. 
Sir,  we  have  seen  the  expenses  of  Government  mounting  up  like  any¬ 
thing  in  recent  years. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  '  That  is  notan  argument  in  favour  of  the 
motion.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  an  argument  against  the  motion. 

Mr.  EOAVAWATT  S.  PADMAMaBHA  MENON  ^h.roila  I)  That  was 
only  an  incidental  remark,  Sir.  During  the  days  of  enormous  surpluses 
of  Rs.  25  lakhs  and  Rs.  30  lakhs,  the  Government  despised  the  word 
‘economy’.  Now  it  seems  that  they  have  grown  wiser  and  they  have 
begun  adv  so  the  word ‘economy’  from  a  distance.  Let  ..them  disband 
some  of  their  high-paid  officers  and  let  the  remaining  officials  over-strain 
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a  bit  to  make  up  for  it  so  that,  when  flays  of  prosperity  arrive,  we  shall 
not  grudge  to  pay  them  more  or  to  reinstate  the  disbanded  officers. 
Or  let  them  impose  upon  themselves  a  voluntary  out  and  we  will  be  the 
first  to  restore,  it  when  prosperous  days  come. 

Sir,  this  remission  quesS.on  is  a  very  serious  problem  for  uon- 
offiieiaU  as  Mr.  Asan  suggested.  We  never  want  to  harass  Govern¬ 
ment.  We  know  that  it  is  a  practical  thing  to  ask  a  big  remission  as 
that,  but  representing  as  we  do  the  landed  interest,  the  most  important 
vested  interest  of  the  State,  on  whom  the  future  prosperity  of  the  State 
depends,  we  have  to  ask  for  that,  because  the  peasantry,  the  backbone  of 
the  State  is  in  need  of  substantial  relief.  Sir,  the  situation  that  has  come 
to  stay  a  situation  wo  have  been  forced  to  face  for  the  last  so  many 
yeais,  a  situation  over  which  we  have  no  control,  requires  large  hearted 
statesmanship, to  solve  it  with  duo  regard  for  the  true  and  permanent 
interests  of  the  State,  we  want  a  contented  peasantry  to  form  the  back¬ 
bone  of  the  State. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKR1SHNA  PILLA!  (Quilon  I)  :  Sir,  I  wish  to  add  a  few 
words  in  support  of  the  motion.  Sir,  even  at  the  very  outset,  I  may 
frankly  say  that  I  do  not  think  that  this  fifty  per  cent,  remission  will  be 
an  adequate  or  substantial  relief  to  the  vast  majority  of  the  tax-pavers. 
I  grant  that.  But  because  this  House  is  helpless  and  powerless  to 
grant  the  substantial  relief  which  is  urgently  needed,  is  it  an  argument 
to  tell  us  that  no  relief  need  he  given  to  the  agriculturists  ?  Govern¬ 
ment  ,  Sir,  I  am  sure,  will  concede  that  the  lot  of  the  peasant  is  very 
hard  and  that  he  is  in  need  of  relief.  That  position  will  not  be  contro¬ 
verted.  If  that  is  accepted,  we  are  bringing  forward  that  which  we 
can  do  within  our  limited  powers  and  that  which  we  can  do  under  the 
circumstances  in  which  we  are, this  measure  of  relief.  It  is  not  enough 
to  brush  it  aside  by  saying  that:— “Jt  is  a  very  meagre  relief.  This  is 
very  inadequate  and  so  do  not  resort  to  this  relief’.  But  what  are  we 
to  do  then  ?  I  say,  Sir,  if  Government  had  taken  to  this  problem 
seriously  and  adverted  themselves  to  it,  if  they  had  adopted  far-sighted 
schemes  to  combat  the  evil  and  if  they  were  able  to  put  the  ordinary 
ryot  on  his  feet,  there  would  not  have  been  any  necessity  for  this 
palliative  which  we  are  trying'  year  by  year.  I  concede,  Sir,  that  it  is 
a  very  difficult  thing  for  Governnent  to  forego  this  direct  source  of 
taxation,  or  half  the  amount  due  on  it.  Sir,  we  are  not  anxious  to  de¬ 
prive  the  Government  of  its  legitimate  dues.  That  is  not  the  question. 
That  will  be  a  misunderstanding  of  the  whole  position.  Sir,  we  find 
ourselves  helpless  to  devise  other  measures.  We  want  Government 
to  take  note  of  this  fact;  and  I  hope  that  when  Us.  19  lakhs  is  taken 
away  from  the  income  under  direct  taxation  then  at  least  they  will 
feel  that  a  situation  has  arisen  which  demands  their  serious  attention  and 
they  will  find  out  a  permanent  and  suitable  remedy  which  wiil  once  for 
ail  be  a  real  solution  to  this  problem.  Until  Government  advert  to 
some  such  scheme,  we  cannot  but  try  these  palliatives. 

Bir,  every  patriotic  Government  has  tried  to  improve  the  condition 
of  its  peasantry.  They  have  made  it  a  point  not  to  consider  it  as  one 
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of  the  many  problems  on  which  the  Government  must  bestow  their  atten¬ 
tion:  but  they  have  rightly  considered  that  the  problem  of  the  ryot  is  the 
problem,  the  most  important  problem,  and  the  source  from  which  Go¬ 
vernment  derives  its  sustenance,  that  the  problem  should  be  solved 
squarely  and  they  have  solved  squarely  and  they  have  solved  it.  I 
need  not  cite  many  examples  for  it.  There  is  the  example  of  Italy  and 
there  is  also  the  example  of  Germany.  These  civilised  cuntries  make  it  a 
point  to  consider  the  question  of  the  ryot  as  their  first  concern  and  they 
concentrate  their  whole  attention  on  it 

MR.  S.  J.  NflIR  (Nedaniaiigad)  :  What  about  Russia  ? 

MR.K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quito n  I ):  Yes;  Bussia  as  well. 
They  concentrate  their  attention  to  bring  a  solution  to  the  problem. 
So  until  and  unless  this  Government  do  that  and  show  that  they  have 
done  everything  possible  that  they  can  do  to  solve  the  problem  of  the 
ryots  and  until  and  unless  they  show  that  they  have  reduced  expendi¬ 
ture  to  the  barest  minimum  and  that  they  cannot  reduce  it  further 
I  think  this  cut  on  land  revenue  is  a  sure  and  effective  reminder  to 
Government  of  their  duty. 

I  have  very  great  pleasure  in  supporting  the  motion  in  that 
aspect 

Sir,  the  argument  advanced  by  one  friend  which  had  been  re" 
peated  here  ad,  n'misea  ):  that  during  the  settlement  days  the  prices 
of  commodities  were  almost  the  same  as  it  is  now  and  that  therefore 
there  is  no  need  for  remission  on  account  of  economic  depression,  needs 
only  to  be  stated  to  be  repudiated.  I  feel  disinclined  to  repeat  this  argu¬ 
ment  and  theD  controvert  it.  I  hope  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner 
will  not  repeat  those  arguments.  Sir,  things  which  have  been  considered 
as  luxuries  at  one  time  have,  on  account  of  habit,  become  necessities 
so  that  we  cannot  afford  to  be  without  them.  We  Will  find  that  all 
these  arguments  are  useless  to  the  present  issue.  The  question  is  that 
Government  must  re-organise  the  land  revenue  policy;  they  must  also 
set  about  making  the  agriculturists  stand  on  their  feet  and  make  their 
lot  tolerable  in  this  world.  Until  and  unless  that  is  done,  this  House  is 
justified  in  asking  for  this  cut.  With  these  words,  I  support  the 
motion. 

Mr.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAI  {Kulkulaim  II)  Sir,  I  strongly  support  the 
motion.  In  addition  to  what  has  been  observed  by  honourable  members 
in  support  of  this  motion,  I  wish  to  make  one  or  two  observations  with 
regard  to  the  water  c«ss  that  is  being  collected  from  the  ryots  under  the 
ELodayar  Irrigation  Project.  Sir,  this  is  a  seperate  cess  intended 
to  meet  the  funds  expended  by  Government  for  building  the  Pachippara 
Reservoir  and  tbe  Kodayar  Channels.  Sir,  the  people  have  been  pay¬ 
ing  water-coss  at  Bs.  7  per  acre  on  converted  lands  and  Re.  1  per  acre 
on  the  Ayacut  lands.  The  money  already  expended  in  that  direction  have 
now  been  already  realised.  It  is,  therefore,  hard  to  realise  that  water- 
cess.  The  Financial  Secretary  in  his  reply  on  the  general  discussion 
pf  the  budget  was  observing  that  land  revenue  in  Travancore  is  in 
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arrears.  Sir,  it  is  because  land  tax  in  Travancore  is  much  heavier  than 
in  any  other  part  of  India.  Sir,  we  are  unable  to  pay  the  tax.  In  the 
shape  of  the  tax,  agriculturists  are  paying  much  more  than  the  income 
derived  from  land.  We  have  to  pay  college  and  school  fees  for  our 
children.  We  have  to  pay  market  tolls,  toll-gates  and  other  taxes.  It 
is  really  hard  on  the  part  of  Government  to  impose  additional  taxes. 
Hence  there  is  imperative  necessity  to  relieve  the  agriculturists  of  the 
burden  of  taxation. 

MR.  N.  K.  KRISHNA  PIUAI  ( HcyijaMinhura  /)  :  Sir,  I  heartily 
support  the  motion.  Ono  of  the  honourable  members,  who  spoke  on  this 
motion  this  morning,  was  finding  fault  with  those  members  who  are 
in  sympathy  with  this  motion  for  reverting  to  this  matter  over  and 
over  again.  The  honourable  member  went  to  the  extent  of  character¬ 
ising  our  attitude  as  one  of  annual  show.  Sir,  I  will  brush  aside  that 
remark  with  the  simple  observation  that,  when  some  people  are  dealing 
with  certain  questions,  their  vision  becomes  so  blurred  that  it  cannot 
extend  beyond  a  certain  point.  Sir,  the  miserable  plight  of  the  agri. 
cnltu lists  in  this  State  is  not  confined  to  any  particular  locality.  The 
crashing  poverty  and  the  grinding  misery  ot  the  ryot  have  more  or 
less  become  proverbial.  So  much  so  we  all  know  that  the  average 
agriculturist  does  not  get  even  a  bare  income  to  enable  him  to  keep 
body  and  soul  together.  Yesterday,  in  the  course  of  the  speech  of  the 
Land  Revenue  commissioner  on  the  previous  motion,  lie  was  telling  us 
that  there  is  no  use  of  granting  extensions  of  time  for  the  payment  of 
tax.  That  is  quite  true.  Therefore,  I  urge  upon  Government,  if  they 
give  relief  to  the  agriculturists  in  view  of  their  hard  condition,  the  first 
relief  must  be  to  allow  a  certain  percentage  of  remission  with  regard  to 
laud  tax.  In  this  connection,  I  have  to  make  a  special  plea  on  behalf 
of  the  ryots  of  thosj  rur.il  parts  who  have  been  subjected  to  ravages  on 
account  of  malaria.  Sir,  the  conditions  on  account  of  malaria  in  my 
taluk  arc  so  well-known  that  [  need  not  enlarge  upon  them  now. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  member’s  special  plea  for  a  particular 
portion  of  Travancore  will  not  come  under  this  motion. 

MR.  N.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLA!  ( Neyyaltinkara  I)  '  While  heartily 
supporting  the  motion  for  a  general  reduction  of  tax,  I  am  making  a 
special  plea  for  these  poor  ryots.  In  their  case  Government  will  only 
be  doing  justice  by  granting  them  a  full  remission.  With  these  words, 

I  support  the  motion. 

Mr.  V.  RAMAKRISHNA  PANICKHR  (Kartilapalii  II) :  Sir,  I  support 
the  motion.  This  question  has  engaged  the  attention  of  this  House 
more  than  once.  We  have  been  .making  repeated  demands  for  remis- 
s  on  of  tax.  The  importunate  nature  of  the  demand  would  prove  the 
dire  necessity  for  the  remission.  A  strong  case  has  been  made  out  by 
my  previous  speakers  to  entitle  the  tax-payer  to  a  sufficient  remission 
of  land-tax.  It  has  been  asked  by  the  Law  Member  whether  any  sub¬ 
stantial  relief  will  be  given  to  the  tax-payer  by  this  remission.  I  must 
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say  that  whatever  small  relief  is  given  to  the  tax-payer  will  be  a  great 
thing  to  him.  In  this  connection,  I  have  to  refer  to  a  Malayalam 
proverb,  which  says  “  rulffl§(nn<o66)Qjgg.o  o®q,caflao  <nj£$©o. 

A  small  thing  to  a  rich  man  is  a  great  thing  to  a  poor  man.  If  a 
remission  to  the  extent  of  50  per  cent,  is  made,  it  is  said  that  there  will 
be  a  decrease  in  Government  revenue  and  the  Government  of  the  State 
cannot  he  carried  on  with  the  amount  available  after  remission.  Of 
course,  the  suggestion  has  been  made  in  this  House  for  a  general 
retrenchment  of  the  salaries  of  the  Government  employees.  But  the 
Government  officials  are  reluctant  to  such  a  course  being  adopted.  Of 
course,  we  will  leave  them  there.  If  they  are  not  prepared  to  make  a 
small  sacrifice  in  this  direction,  the  people  themselves  have  to  sacrifice 
a  little.  What  I  suggest  is  this,  I  do  not  think  that  my  suggestion 
will  be  approved  by  all  the  members  of  this  House ;  nevertheless  I 
venture  to  make  the  suggestion.  The  works  under  the  P.  W.  D.  are 
intended  to  afford  amenities  to  the  people  of  the  State.  There  has  been 
a  large  reduction  in  the  allotment  for  the  execution  of  Public  Works  in 
the  next  year’s  budget.  Government  think  that  no  danger  or  evil 
will  accrue  on  account  of  the  reduction  or  non-execution  of  these 
works.  Therefore  if  the  P.  W.  D.  works  are  suspended  for  the  time 
being,  the  money  saved  will  give  sufficient  facilities  for  making  this 
remission.  With  these  remarks,  I  support  the  motion. 

IVlR.  K.  MAHOMED  (A!u>a;e)\  Si)-,  1  also  support  the  motion.  In 

doing  so,  I  wish  to  say  that,  though  Travancore  was  once  considered  to 
be  the  seat  of  the  Goddess  of  Prosperity  it  may  now  be  considered  as 
the  seat  of  the  Goddess  of  Adversity.  There  is  now  a  great  fall  in  the 
prices  of  cocoanut,  copra,  coir,  paddy,  etc.  The  prosperity  of  the  State 
depends  mainly  upon  the  prosperity  of  the  agriculturists.  Unless  their 
economic  conditions  are  improved,  it  is  very  difficult  for  the  administ¬ 
rative  machinery  to  be  carried  on  properly  and  efficiently.  The  main 
source  of  income  to  Government  is  land  revenue.  And  this  has  become 
a  burden  to  the  agriculturists,  who  are  undergoing  very  many  diffi¬ 
culties.  In  North  Travancore,  they  have  to  depend  mainly  on  nature 
to  carry  on  cultivation.  Becently,  there  were  two  floods  which 
destroyed  almost  all  the  crops.  This  fact  has  not  been  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  Land  Bevenue  Commissioner  by  bis  subordinates.  If 
this  facrts  not  brought  to  his  notice,  he  will  not  be  able  to  take  any  action 
in  respect  of  those  taluks,  the  cultivation  of  which  had  been  destroyed 
by  heavy  floods. 

As  far  as  the  Edavagais  are  concerned,  I  wish  to  bring  one  uoint 
to  the  notice  of  the  Government.  Though  the  inhabitants  of  the  Eda¬ 
vagais  are  the  subjects  of  H.  H.  The  Maha  Baja,  they  are  at  the  same 
time  the  tenants  of  the  Edavagai  chiefs  like  the  Edappalli  Chief  the 
Vanjipuzha  Chief  and  the  i'oonjar  Chief.  Sir,  although  Government, 
give  remission  of  land  tax,  the  inhabitants  of  these  Edavagais  do  not 
get  the  benefit  of  this  remission  of  tax.  The  Edavagai  authorities  vyil) 
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be  collecting  land  revenue  according  to  their  own  rates.  Unless  they 
are  also  forced  to  accept  the  Government  rates  of  remission,  the  ryots  in 
these  Edavagais  will  not  in  any  way  be  benefited.  I  therefore  request 
the  Government  to  make  the  Edavagai  Chiefs  obey  the  Government 
orders  in  the  matter  of  giving  remissions  of  land  tax  to  their  tenants. 
This  remission  should  he  made  till  normal  economic  conditions  are 
restored.  Otherwise  the  poor  ryots  will  have  to  undergo  considerable 
difficulties.  With  these  words,  I  support  the  motion. 

The  Assembly  adjourned  for  lunch  at  1-1  p.  m.  and  re-assembled 
after  lunch  at  2  p.  m.  with  the  Deputy  President  in  the  Chair. 

MR.  S.  NiLAKAWTA  PILL  A!  ( Ghiraymlil  II)  :  I  support  the 
motion.  This  House  has  spent  a  considerable  time  over  this  vexed 
question.  Year  after  year,  ws  the  non-officials  have  been  demanding 
for  the  reduction  of  tax.  The  Government  have  been  to  some  extent 
sympathetic.  At  the  same  time,  on  account  of  the  ignorance,  on  the 
part  of  the  authorities  concerned,  of  the  conditions  existing'  in  country 
parts,  they  say  that  the  situation  is  not  so  serious  as  to  require  this 
remission  of  tax.  I  submit  in  this  connection  that  the  knowledge  of 
the  authorities  concerned,  especially  the  Government  and  the  llevenue 
Commissioner,  is  based  on  the  reports  submitted  by  the  Proverthicars. 
Sir,  in  their  anxiety  to  get  their  places  ■  confirmed,  and  in  order  to 
obtain  the  favour  of  their  superior  officers,  the  Proverthicars  will  be 
inclined  to  make  unreal  reports.  They  are  forced  to  do  so  because  of 
the  stringent  instructions  given  to  them  by  the  Tahsildars  and  Peish- 
kars  with  a  view  to  realise  the  tax  even  to  the  last  pie. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Chirciyinkil  I)  :  Is  it  the  member’s  view 
that  the  superior  officers  do  not  make  ihe  local  inspection,  and  verify 
the  reports  ? 

MR.  S.  NILAKAWTA  PILLAI  ( Chiraijinlil  II)  :  Not  exactly  that. 
The  Proverthicars  are  told  to  realise  the  tax  to  the  last  pie  by  the 
superior  officers.  What  will  the  poor  officers  do  P  They  will  he 
forced  to  give  statements  which  have  no  relation  whatsoever  to  the 
real  state  of  affairs  existing  in  country  parts.  The  remission  of  tax  is 
claimed  on  the  ground  of  the  inability  of  the  people  to  pay  tax.  The 
inability  has  been  occasioned  by  various  causes.  The  economic  depres¬ 
sion  has  not  lifted.  There  have  been  frequent  failures  of  crops.  There 
are  not  sufficient  irrigational  facilities  to  cultivate  the  fields-  In  this 
connection,  I  must  say  thst  it  is  the  primary  duty  of  the  Land  Revenue 
Department  to  give  as  much  irrigation  facilities  as  possible-  It  is  the 
Revenue  Department  who  go  about  the  country  and  demand  taxes 
from  the  people  ;  and  therefore  it  is  their  duty  to  see  that  all  facilities 
which  are  necessary  for  the  cultivation  are  afforded  to  the  ryots. 
Unless  the  Government  and  the  Revenue  Department  look  to  this 
work,  it  is  im posable  for  the  tax-payer  to  cultivate  the  lands  aud  pay 
the  tax. 

In  this  connection,  I  will  refer  to  the  Remission  Rules.  When 
remissions  were  allowed,  tho  taluks  which  were  wanting  m  irrigation 
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facilities  alone  were  allowed  to  enjoy  the  benefits  of  these  rules.  Now 
almost  all  the  taluks  in  the  State  are  wanting  in  irrigation  facilities. 
So.  the  Remission  Rules  must  be  made  applicable  to  all  the  taluks. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Remission  rules  have  only  a  remote  rele¬ 
vancy  to  the  motion. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Land  Revenue  and  Incun.e  Tax  Con  mhsicner): 
There  is  another  motion  to  discuss  that  point. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  Nilakanta  Pillai  will  proceed  to  the 
next  point. 

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  {Chirayinkil  IT) :  Yes,  Sir.  It  may 
be  urged  here  that,  whatever  remission  is  given,  or  whatever  reduction 
is  made  in  land  tax,  it  may  not  be  of  much  use  to  the  poor  ordinary 
peasant.  That  may  be  the  view  of  the  official  member.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  the  Government  have  not  allotted  even  a  small  sum  for  giving 
relief  to  the  agriculturist.  They  have  not  made  any  provision,  though 
it  may  be  a  small  amount,  for  relieving  the  wretched  condition  of  the 
agriculturists.  The  Government  have  no  definite  proposal  to  amelio¬ 
rate  the  condition  of  the  real  peasants.  Is  it  fair  for  Government  then 
to  say  that,  whatever  reduction  is  made  in  the  land  tax,  it  will  not  be  any 
use  to  the  peasantry? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  Honourable  member’s  time  is  up. 

MR.  S  CHATTANATHAKARAYALAR  (Shencoita,) :  Sir,  I  rise  to  support 
the  motion  before  the  House.  This  cry  for  remission  of  land  tax  is  not 
a  new  cry.  It  has  been  raised  on  she  floor  of  this  House  for  some 
yeas  past  and  I  am  sure  it  will  be  repeated  for  some  years  to  come 
That  indicates  that  there  is  something  wrong,  not  temporarily,  but 
somethinng  wrong  in  the  system  of  taxation  itself.  That  seems  to  me 
to  be  the  view-point  from  which  the  question  has  to  be  viewed.  It  is 
not  a  mere  question  of  remission  for  this  year  or  the  next  year.  It  is 
something  that  requires  a  radical  change  in  the  system  of  taxation. 
I  should  like  to  stress  this  point  with  some  emphasis.  It  is  from  that 
point  of  view  this  question  has  to  be  tackled  and  not  as  a  temporary 
malady  calling  for  a  temporary  remedy. 

My  friend  Mr.  Chidambaram  Pillai,  who  spoke  against  the  motion, 
I  thought,  was  supporting  the  motion  more  warmly  than  any  other 
member  who  supported  it.  I  could  quite  understand  the  gist  of  his 
speech.  He  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  House  prominently  that  the 
real  trouble  was  in  regard  to  the  incidence  of  land  taxation.  He  said 
that  the  incidence  of  taxation  is  falling  unevenly  on  the  different  classes 
of  agriculturists  and  on  different  parts  of  the  country.  He  wanted  that 
the  whole  system  of  land  tax  should  be  revised  and  put  on  a  more 
equitable  basis.  I  am  in  agreement  with  his  views.  I  would  also 
emphasise  that  the  whole  policy  of  land  tax  should  be  revised.  This 
question  of  remission  should  not  be  viewed  from  a  narrow  point  of.  view. 
It  has  to  be  viewed  from  a  broader  point  of  view.  If  the  conditions  of 
the  country  demand  that  the  level  of  taxation  should.be  reduced  per¬ 
manently,  it  should  be  so  reduced  and  placed  on  a  more  equitable  and 
uniform  basis. 
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It  was  urged  from  certain  quarters  that  any  relief  that  might  be 
given  by  way  of  remission  might  not  give  real  relief  to  the  agricultur¬ 
ists.  Let  me  make  a  suggestion  in  regard  to  the  granting  of  remis¬ 
sion.  Whatever  percentage  of  the  land  revenue  demand  may  be  pro¬ 
posed  to  be  given  as  remission  should  be  distributed  entirely  among  the 
poor  class  of  ryots.  People  who  are  paying  a  land  tax  of  say  Bs.  20  or 
so  might  be  given  the  benefit  of  full  remission.  This  will  give  the 
poorer  class  of  agriculturists  substantial  relief.  With  these  words,  I 
support  the  motion. 

Mr.  R.  RAMAN  PlLLAI  ( Ghanijanachery  cu m  Peermade  II) :  Sir,  I 
support  the  motion.  I  would  have  more  strongly  supported  the  motion, 
had  it  been  one  for  a  total  remission  of  the  land  revenue.  Even  as  it 
stands  at  present,  I  think,  I  am  bound  to  support  the  motion.  I  sup¬ 
port  it  for  two  reasons.  It  is  the  agriculturists  who  find  all  the  money 
that  comes  up  into  the  treasury.  The  agriculturists  are  not  at  present 
in  a  position  to  conduct  agricultural  operations  at  the  proper  time. 
They  are  forced  to  live  in  rooms  of  the  civil  jails  or  to  remain  concealed 
in  their  own  houses.  The  agricultural  operations  are,  therefore,  held 
up  in  a  majority  of  cases;  and  consequently  they  are  unable  to  find 
money  to  be  paid  as  revenue. 

Again  the  officers  of  our  Government  are  paid  out  of  the  result  of 
the  labour  of  poor  agriculturists  and  I  daresay  that  our  officers  eat  the 
fruit  of  the  labour  of  the  poor  agriculturists  without  adding  even  a 
grain  of  salt.  A  Bill  was  recently  introduced  in  this  House  with  a  view 
to  help  the  poor  agriculturists.  It  passed  the  second  reading.  The 
Government  have  failed  to  bring  it  up  for  third  reading  as  promised. 
It  is  now  feared  to  have  been  shelved  at  the  instanee  of  a  few  men 
who  assembled  in  a  private  house  and  made  a  threat  to  the  Government 
that  Travancore  will  be  ruined  if  the  Bill  is  proceeded  with.  Those 
people  urged  the  Government  to  keep  it  in  closed  doors  and  the  officers 
of  the  Government  are  afraid  of  those  inhuman  beings.  For  this 
reason  also,  I  emphatically  support  the  motion. 

The  next  point  I  want  to  urge  is  that  the  tax  realised  by  Govern¬ 
ment  is  mostly  used  for  making  payments  to  these  ungrateful  officials. 
On  that  score  also,  I  support  the  motion. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  member  is  using  the  word  ungrateful  to 
officials  as  a  whole  ? 

MR.  R.  RAMAN  PILL Al  ( Chany  anciehenj  cum  Peermade  II) :  If  it  is 
unparliamentary,  I  shall  withdraw  it. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Does  he  mean  the  officials  generally  ? 

Mr.  R.  RAMAN  PlLLAI  ( Ghanganachery  cum  Peer  made  II)  :  I  refer 
to  the  officials  who  are  instrumental  in  shelving  the  Bill. 

Mr.  S.  THIRAVIAM  NADAR  Ugnstisvaram) :  I  also  support  the 
motion.  There  are  two  objections  which  were  raised. .  One  is  that  it  is 
usual  to  bring  this  topic  in  every  session.  My  point  is,  if  there  is  such 
a  demand,  it  is  only  natural  that  the  subject  comes  up  for  discussion. 
Only  when  there  is  necessity  by  way  of  rendering  help  to  the  agricul¬ 
turists  we  come  with  a  proposition  to  reduce  taxes.  Only  ,  when  there 
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is  a  necessity,  such  reduction  is  called  for  whether  it  be  in  future  or  foi' 
the  past  years.  The  argument  therefore  that  this  is  a  subject  that 
comes  up  in  every  session  of  the  Assembly  is  not  a  valid  argument. 

The  second  reason  is  that  this  may  not  be  useful  for  all  the  agricul¬ 
turists.  I  will  illustrate  the  position  as  to  how  it  could  be  made  use  of 
by  every  agriculturist.  There  is  a  man  who  gets  Bs.  100  per  mensem 
and  a  man  who  gets  Bs.  1,000  per  mensem.  The  man  who  gets  a 
lower  income  is  living  within  his  limits  and  the  man  who  gets  a  higher- 
pay  lives  according  to  his  means.  Therefore  it  is  only  sensible  in  think¬ 
ing  that  the  poor  man  who  gets  some  concession  will  take  it  in  that 
light.  On  this  ground  also,  the  argument  that  it  may  not  be  availed  of 
by  the  poor  agriculturists  cannot  stand. 

It  is  seen  that  lands  are  auctioned  for  default  of  one  rupee  or  two 
rupees  bycway  of  tax.  To  a  man  who  is  unable  to  joay  this  tax,  this 
50  per  cent,  remission  would  help  him  to  save  his’ lands  from, being 
auctioned.  On  this  score  also,  remission  of  50  per  cent,  is  a  worthy- 
proposition. 

In  the  matter  of  collection  of  tax,  I  find  a  curious  method  is  adopted 
in  Nanjinad. 

Tax  for  the  Kumbom  crop  of  1111  has  already  been  collected  by 
the  Government  and  now  they  are  coming  to  collect  the  tax  for  the 
Kanni  crop.  I  do  not  know  whether  such  a  procedure  exists  anywhere 
else  in  the  world. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Can  he  say  what  their  object  is  in  doing 
so,  so  that  the  House  may  understand  it  ? 

Mr.  S.  THIRAVIAM  NADAR  ( Agastisvamn ,)  :  I  am  just  referring  to 
the  policy  of  the  Government,  The  method  of  collection  is  also  highly 
objectionable.  In  the  collection  of  tax,  there  is  what  is  called  the  ability 
of  the  tax-payer  to  pay  that  has  to  be  taken  into  consideration.  That 
is  one  of  the  fundamental  principles  to  be  borne  in  mind  in  the  matter 
of  collection  of  tax.  But  such  a  principle  is  not  at  all  adhered  to  by 
the  Government.  Places  in  Nanjanad  are  taxed  at  a  very  high  rate. 
Such  a  rate  does  not  exist  else  where  in  the  world.  The  maximum, 
as  is  said,  comes  to  Bs.  20  or  so.  Agriculturists  in  Travancore  are  not 
able  to  pay  their  tax.  Bor  these  reasons,  I  support  the  motion. 

MR.  M.  K.  JANARDANA  KAMMATH  (Commerce  and  Industry  North): 
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MR  K.  GEORGE  ( Laid  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner)  : 
Sir,  the  motion  before  the  House  is  that  SO  pen  cent-  of  the  land  tax  for 
the  year  1111  be  remitted.  This  motion  has  been  supported  on  various 
grounds,  some  of  which  are  of  a  genera!  character  and  some  special 
Toe  chief  argument  put  forward  in  support  of  this  motion  is  the 
economic  depression  and  the  fall  in  commodity  prices  which  that 
depression  has  brought  abo  rt.  The  special  reasons’  that  have  been  urged 
are  that,  in  several  parts  of  the  State,  there  have  been  drought  and  bad 
season,  that  there  were  prevalent  various  kinds  of  epidemics  and  that 
due  to  these  reasons,  the  ryots  are  not  in  a  position  to  pay  the  tax.  In 
regard  to  the  special  reasons,  it  may  he  stated,  at  the  very  outset*  that,

in  regard  to  the  year  1113,  the  year  yet  to  come,  we  are  not  in  a  position 
to  say  whether  there  will  be  either  drought  or  pestilence. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  [MaveHkara)  :  Have  not  the  recent 
floods  affected  the  Kanni  crop  of  1112  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner): 
Tnat  point  requires  investigation.  It  may  or  may  not  have  affected-. 
It  is  too  early  to  say  that  the  tax  for  1112  should  be  remitted  on  the 
plea  of  drought  which  may  not  occur  or  because  of  pestilence  or 
epidemics  or  pests  which  may  or  may  not  occur.  My  first  point  thus 
is  that  the  special  grounds  would  not  apply.  If  these  really  happen 
next  year,  it  will  be  time  enough  to  consider  the  question  oi  remission. 

MR.  R.  C.  KURIAKGSE  {Muvattujnieha  11)  ;  Is  it  not  from  the  fruits 
of  this  year  that  people  have  to  pay  tax  for  the  next  year? 

Mr.  it.  GEORGE  ( Land  Revenue  ami  Income  Tax  Commissioner)  : 
No,  Sir.  The  collective  instalments  are  so  paid  as  to  enable  the 
cultivators  to  pay  the  tax  from  the  year’s  harvests. 

Then  I  come  to  the  general  reason.  The  general  reason  is  that 
there  is  severe  economic  depression  prevalent  in  the  State  as  throughout 
the  whole  world  and  that  there  has  been  serious  fall  in  the  price  of 
commodities.  I  do  not  deny  that  statement.  But  I  shall  endeavour  to 
show  that,  in  regard  to  land  tax,  there  are  considerations  which  ought  to 
be  taken  into  account  which  would  prove  to  the  House  that  the  present 
tax  is  not  oppressive  Sir,  the  fundamental  conception  of  land  tax  is 
that  the  Crown  is  the  proprietor  of  the  land  and  the  subjects  enjoy 
these  lands  subject  to  the  rights  of  the  Crown. 

MR.  S:  THIRAVIAM  NADAR  (Igustismaram  II)  :  Is  it  not  an  exploded 
theory  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (L and  Revenue  and  Income  lax  Commissioner)  ■. 
Mot  at  all--  On  the  contrary,  I  think  the  theory  that  the  State  should 
be  the  owner  of  the  land  is  gaining  prevalence  in  many  parts  of  the 
world. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedwnanyad ) :  Is  not  this  a  new  theory? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  [Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner ): 
No  ;  in  India  this  theory  has  been  in  existence  for  centuries.  What 
does  that  mean  ?  It  means  that  the  Cro  wn  or  State  is  entitled  to  get  a 
share  of  the  proceeds  of  the  land.  If  that  fundamental  conception  is 
conceded,  then  it  follows  that  land  tax  is  fixed  not  in  reference  to  the 
ability  of  a  tax-payer  to  pay  but  on  the  ability  of  the  land  to  bear  that 
tax.  A  ryot,  on  accouut  of  improvidence  or  any  other  reason,  may  not 
be  able  to  pay  it.  But  the  question  to  be  considered  as  a  whole  is 
whether  the  land  which  he  enjoys  from  the  State  is  able  to  bear  the  tax 
imposed  on  it.  The  principle  that  was  adopted  at  the  last  settlement  was 
that  lands  were  to  be  classified  according  to  their  soil,  production, 
their  situation  such  as  nearness  to  market  and  other  relevant  considera- 

tl°nSM.R.  P.  -CHIDAMBARAM  PILLA1  [Cumnerce  and  Industry,  South)  '. 
Was  it  Carried  but? 
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MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax,  Com  nissi oner)  : 
I  believe  that  it  was  carried  out.  Then  the  G-ovemment  demand  was 
fixed  as  follows  The  estimated  gross  produce  per  acre  for  the  different, 
classes  of  land  is  first  determined.  Out  of  the  gross  produce,  one  pwa 
is  deducted  for  seed  and  another  para  for  cultivation  expense.  After 
deducting  that,  one-third  was  allowed  to  the  cultivator,  and  out  of  the 
remaining  two-thirds,  3/5th  was  taken  by  the  Sircar  and  2/5th  went  to 
the  cultivator.  Thus  the  State  got  only  a  small  share  of  the  produce  of 
the  land.  The  next  step  was  the  conversion  of  the  assessment  fixed  in 
kind  in  terms  of  money.  What  was  done  at  the  time  of  the  settlement 
was  that,  in  the  taluks  of  the  Trivandrum  Division,  half  the  assessment 
was  to  be  paid  in  kind  and  half  in  money  converted  at  6  chs.  per  _p«ra; 
and  in  the  Quilon  and  Kottayam  Divisions,  the  ryots  were  to  pay  three- 
fourths  of  the  assessment  at  the  rate  of  6  chs.  and  the  balance  in  kind. 
When,  subsequently,  the  portion  of  the  assessment  which  remained  to 
be  paid  in  kind  was  also  converted  into  money,  a  rata  of  11  chs.  per  para 
was  applied  with  the  result  that,  in  the  Trivandrum  Division,  the  rate 
was8|  chs.  per  para  and  in  the  other  Divisions  7j  chs.  My  first  point 
is  that  the  question  whether  a  particular  land  is  able  to  br.ar  a  particular 
tax  was  considered  by  the  Settlement  Department. 

MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAl  (Co  n.  nerve  aid  Industry,  South): 
May  I  know  whether  the  old  land  tenures  were  not  further  established 
by  the  Settlement  in  Nanjinad? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (I, and  Revenue  u-nd  Income  Tax  Oo.nmisnon  r) : 
As  regards  Nanjinai,  there  are  certain  special  features  which  have  to  be 
recognised. 

Mr.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAl  (Commerce  and  Industry,  South)  :  May 
I  know  what  those  special  features  are  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  ( Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner): 
The  member  says  that  the  assessment  in  that  area  is  very  heavy.  It  is 
heavy  compared  with  other  parts  of  Travancore.  When  land  was  As¬ 
sessed,  15  tharams  or  rates  of  assessment  were  adopted  for  the  whole 
State, 

MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAl  (Commerce  and  Industry,  South): 
What  is  the  average  assessment  per  acre  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  ( Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner): 
Rs.  2-26-2  cash  on  wet  lands. 

Mr.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAl  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  South): 
May  I  know  the  average  in  Nanjinad? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Land  Revenue  and  Inc-rne  Tax  Coinn  issioner) : 
In  Nanjinad,  the  average  is  Rs.  12. 

MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAl  (Commerce  and  Industry,  South) : 
May  I  know  the  average  in  Agasteeswarom  and  Tovala  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  ( Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner)  : 
It  is  the  same  vie.  Rs.  12  per  acre; 

MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAl  (Commerce  and  Industry,  South)  : 
In  the  case  of  Ayacitl  wetlands  ? 
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MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tar.  Oommissimer)  : 
In  the  case  of  Ayacut  wet  lands  it  is  the  highest.  Bs.  17J  or  there  about 
for  single  crop  lands  and  SO  per  cent  more  for  double  crop  lands. 

RAO  SAHIB  S.  PARAMESVARA  AIYAR  (Nominated)  :  How  does  it 
compare  with  similar  tax  in  other  parts  of  India  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  :  (Laid  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner): 
I  have  no  information.  I  may,  however,  mention  that,  at  the  time  of 
Settlement,  the  tax  in  Nanjinad  was  reduced.  The  reduction  was  about 
4  per  cent.  Even  then  it  may  be  that  the  tax  is  high. 

MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  (Com  nerce  and  Industry,  Scu%: 
And  is  it  as  a  result  of  the  reduction  that  it  came  to  Rs.  12  per  acre  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissions-) : 
It  is  4  per  cent,  reduction  on  the  tax  that  existed  previously. 

MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  South)-. 
Is  it  the  average  that  comes  to  Ks.  12  after  reduction  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner ): 

Yes. 

MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  South)  : 
What  was  the  average  assessment  per  acre  in  other  taluks  9 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  member  has  already  stated  that. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Land  Revenue  and  Inco  ne  Tax  Co  umissioner): 
For  the  whole  State,  including  the  Nanjinad  area,  the  average  is 
Bs.  2-26-2  cash.  It  might  be  that  the  tax  was  already  high.  The 
question  whether  there  was  a  proper  analysis  of  the  lands  in  Nanjinad 
is  a  question  which  cannot  be  answered  now. 

MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  South)  : 
There  was  no  such  assessment  at  all  in  Nanjinad. 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Co  >  mis  si  oner)  : 
There  are  15  rates  of  assessment  ;  and  excepting  the  higher  rates  in 
Nanjinad;  other  rates  were  also  adopted  ;  otherwise  there  would  bs  no 
average 

MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  ( Commerce  and  Indu  try,  South)  : 
May  I  know  whether  it  was  given  up  3o  far  as  Nanjinad  is  concerned  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  ( Laud  I-tevenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner)  '■ 
Nowhere  is  it  stated  so.  However,  we  are  not  now  concerned  merely 
with  Nanjinad,  although  in  Nanjinad  the  rates  are  higher  than  in  other 
parts  of  the  State.  The  rates  introduced  at  the  time  of  settlement  were 
lower  than  those  which  existed  previously.  Whether  these  rates  are 
too  high  is  a  matter  to  be  considered  carefully  at  a  future  settlement. 

Mr.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  South)  : 
Is  it  not  six  timer  higher  even  as  it  is  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner ): 
That  is  the  average,  Sir.  It  may  be  higher ;  but  that  does  not  prove  that 
those  lands  are  over-assessed.  Tax  is' fixed  with,  reference  to  the  producing 
capacity  of  the  soil.  I  am  not  saying  that  there  is  no  case  for  recon¬ 
sideration  of  the  assessment.  The  people  of  Nanjinad  have  been  pressing 
for  a  reconsideration  of  the  assessment, 
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MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PIILAI  ( Comnerce  and  Industry,  South): 
Were  they  pressing  even  at  the  time  of  Settlement  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  {Land  Revenue  ami  Income  Tare  Com.hissioner)  ; 
I  cannot  say. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  After  all,  that  is  only  a  part  of  the  issue. 

Mr.  K  GEORGE  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tux  Commissioner)'. 
Yes,  Sir;  1  mentioned  that  because  that  was  specially  emphasised  inthi 
discussion.  My  position  therefore  is  that,  at  the  settlement,  what  was 
fixed  was  only  a  share  of  the  produce  of  the  lands  and  the  rates  fixed  at 
that  time  were  considerably  lower  than  the  prices  prevailing  now. 

My  friend  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  said  that  that  argument  is  ad¬ 
vanced  ad  nwewm.  But  still  it  is  a  relevant  argument.  The  settlement 
fixed  the  assessment  on  the  basis  that  certain  lands  produced  a  certain 
quantity  of  paddy,  and  in  converting  the  assessment  into,  money 
a  certain  rate  was  fixed  for  the  commutation  of  the  paddy  into  money. 

fslR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum— Rural ):  May  I  know  the  total 
revenue  of  Government  at  the  time  of  settlement  and  the  total  revenue 

Mr  K.  GEORGE  ( Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner)  : 
I  do  not  know.  I  do  not  understand  the  relevancy  of  the  question 

MR.  A,  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandium— Rural) :  With  regard  to  rele¬ 
vancy,  I  can  make  the  member  understand. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  think  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai  need  not  make  any 
effort  to  explain  because  that  question  is  certainly  relevant. 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Lund  Revenue  and  Incone  Tax  C-ommissiontr)- 
I  want  to  understand  the  meaning  of  the  question  because  I  have  to 
answer  it. 

MR,  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandru  u— Rural)  :  The  member  said 
that  the  prevailing  prices  at  the  time  of  settlement  were  not  higher  than 
those  obtaining  now.  I  wish  to  know  the  total  revenues  of  Government 
at  that  time  and  now,  so  that  I  may  bring  home  to  the  member  the 
tremendous  change  in  the  condition  of  living  then  and  now. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ;  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai’s  explanation  is  a  sur¬ 
plusage.  Once  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai  puts  the  question,  if  the  official  mem¬ 
ber  can  answer,  he  must  answer.  No  explanation  is  necessary. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner)  : 
I  wanted  it  just  to  enable  me  to  answer  the  question. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  shall  put  it  direct.  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai  want® 
to  know  the  total  revenue  of  Travancore  at  that  time  and  now.  That  is 
a  simple  point.  ... 

MR  K.  GEORGE  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner): 
I  do  not  know.  It  must  have  been  considerably  less. 

Mr,  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum- Rural)  :  Does  the  member 
realise  that  conditions  of  life  have  tremendously  changed  since  then  ? 
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MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner) : 
Yes,  Sir,  the  condition  of  life  has  changed  ;  but  the  ability  of  those  parti¬ 
cular  lands  on  which  tax  was  fixed  t°  bear  the  tax  has  not  changed. 

MR.  P  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  {Commerce  and  Industry,  South)  :  It 
■was  Ks.  60  lakhs  at  that  time. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner)  : 
My  argument  is  that  if  the  general  ability  of  the  ryot  to  pay  his  taxes 
has  deteriorated  it  must  be  due  to  other  grounds. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  What  Mr.  Chidambaram  Pillai  stated  may  be 
useful  to  the  discussion,  but  he  is  not  in  order, 

MR.P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  {Commerce  and  Industry,  South) 
With  the  permission  of  the  Chair,  I  would  say  it. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  ( Land  Revenue  cmd  Incon  e  Tax  Commissioner ) : 
Although  that  argument  has  been  repeated  in  this  House  many  a 
time . 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Iiural )  :  By  both  sides  of  the 
House- 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  ( Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner ): 
Yes:  Although  that  argument  about  the  prices  prevailing  at  the  time 

of  settlement  and  now  has  been  repeated  several  times,  I  am  constrained 
to,  bring  forth  that  argument  again,  because  I  consider  that  is  a  very 
relevant  argument. 

Ms.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAR  {Mavelikara)  :  Does  the  Land  Reve¬ 
nue  Commissioner  hold  that  the  cost  of  caltivation  is  even  now  two  pa¬ 
ras  of. paddy  per  para  of  paddy  land  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  question  is  out  of  order.  Mr.  Asan’s 

question  was  “Does  the  Land  Bevenue  Commissioner  hold  that . ” 

That  queation  expresses  an  opinion.  If  Mr.  Asan  will  put  it  in  another 
form,  I  shall  allow  it. 

MR,  A.  S.  DAM0DARAN  ASAN  {Mavelikara)  :  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  tax  was  fixed  on  a  consideration  of  the  cost  of  cultivation  as  well,  I 
wish  to  know  from  the  member  whether  the  cost  of  cultivation  has  in¬ 
creased  now? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  ( Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner )  : 
It  might  have  increased-  That  is  a  matter  for  investigation;  and  that  in- 
.  veatigation  has  to  be  made  at  a  future  settlement.  It  might  have  in¬ 
creased  slightly ;  I  do  not  think  considerably,  because  other  facilities 
have  been  provided  to  the  ryots  which  they  did  not  get  in  those  days. 

R,$0  SAHfB  S.  PARAMESVARA  AJYAR,  ( Nominated ):  May  I  know 
what  those  other  facilities  are  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  ( Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner)  : 
litigation  facilities. 

MR.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAI  ( Kalkidam  11)  :  May  I  know  whether 
separate  cess  has  been  levied  for  that? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE.  (.Land  Bevenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner)-, 
True,  but  the  result  is  that  produce  has  considarably  increased. 

MR.  S.  NUAKANTA  PILLAI  {Chirayiukil  II)  :  May]  know  from  the 
member... . 
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DlEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  demands  of  time  require  that  questions 
shall  not  be  put  in  such  large  numbers.  Already  the  member  has  said 
that  he  would  go  to  other  topics. 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  C  Land  Revenue  and  Inco  ne  Tax  Co  nmis.riuncr)  : 
Sir,  the  average  tax  which  a  cultivator  pays  on  garden  land  is  Chs.  25 
18  cash. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  {Triva,  ,dm  n-Rural)  :  Does  the  member  rea¬ 
lise  that  the  cultivator  now  is  less  able  to  pay  tax  than  he  was  at  the 
time  of  settlement  and  is  it  recognised  by  Government  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  {hand  Rev.n-ie  ail  Income  Tax  Go  n.m&sioner)  : 
Yes,  to  some  extent  ;  but  that  is  not-becau.se  the  land  is  not  ab!e  to  pay 
the  tax,  but  because  of  the  prevailing  depression,  his  general  ability  has 
decreased. 


MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (. Trivandnim-Rami)  :  Now  may  I  know 
whether,  according  to  the  position  of  the  Government,  that  circumstance 
by  itself  dops  not  entitle  the  ryots  to  a  reduction  of  tax  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Question  disallowed. 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (L:.nd  Revenue  ami  Income  Tax  Commissioner)  : 
Then  I  shall  pass  on  to  another  aspect. 

Mr.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  {Co a: i.  erce  a.nd  Industry,  South) : 
May  I  know  the  average  tax  per  acre  of  garden  land  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  {Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner)  : 
It  ranges  from  10  Chs.  to  25  Chs.  13  cash  pel  acre. 

What  I  have  hitherto  endeavoured  to  show  is  this.  Considering 
the  produce  of  the  land  and  the  prices  prevailing,  the  lands  are  able 
still  to  pay  the  share  which  was  fixed  at  the  settlement.  Individual 
ryots  may  no  doubt  be  unable  to  pay  tax ;  but  the  lands  themselves 
are  not  over-taxed. 

MR.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  {TimvaUa  III) :  Has  the  Go¬ 
vernment  reduced  tax  on  rubber  cultivated  areas  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  {Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Co„  miisionei  )  : 
Yes,  Sir. 

MR.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  ( TimmUa  III )  To  what  extent  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  {l. and  Revenue  and  lnco  :  e  Tax  Co  m:t*ioncr) : 
In  the  case  of  those  lands  cultivated  with  rubber  which  were  paying 
Its.  2,  the  tax  was  reduced  to  Lie.  1. 

Mr.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  {Tiruealla  III) :  Is  that  order 
still  in  force  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  {l  and  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner): 
Yes,  Sir. 

MR.  T.  P,  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  (Tiiuvalla  III);  May  I  know 
on  what  basis  the  order  of  reduction  was  made? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  {Land  Revenue  and  ln-.ome  Tax  Commissioner): 
The  basis  was,  as  is  well  known,  that  rubber  practically  went  out  of 
cultivation.  The  industry  was  almost  dead  until,  I  believe,  the  rubber 
restriction  scheme  came  into  operation. 

Mr.  T.  P.  VEiAUDHAN  PILLAI  (Tituvulla  Hi)  :  Is  there  any  in¬ 
crease,  now? 
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MR.  K.  GEORGE  ( Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner ); 
Recently  there  was  some  increase. 

It  has  been  said,  Sir,  that  the  question  whether  the  benefit  which 
accrues  to  the  ryot  is  snail  is  not  a  material  question.  I  consider  that 
it  is  a  very  important  question  that  we  have  to  consider  in  this  connec¬ 
tion.  What  is  it  that  the  ryot  will  get  by  a  50  per  cent,  reduction  of  tax  ? 
Now,  I  hare  repeatedly  mentioned  in  this  House  that  55  per  cent,  of 
ryots  of  the  State  pay  only  a  rupee  or  less.  Now  the  maximum  remi 
ssion  that  these  ryots  will  get  is  only  half  a-  rupee  in  the  year  another 
32  per  cent,  pav  belovv  Rs.  5.  The  maximum  benefit  they  would  get  is 
Rs.  2*. 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (lialkulum  1)  :  In  cases  where  the  sale  of 
land  by  action  has  been  conducted  for  arrears,  are  not  the  majority  aft- 
ected  coming  under  those  who  pry  less  than  Rs.  5  ? 

MR,  K.  GEORGE  {Land  Revenue  and  Inco  :.e  Tax  Co  im.issioner ): 
I  have  not  examined  that.  They  may  come  under  both  categories. 

The' benefit  which  accrues  to  them  out  of  one  year’s  tax  is  thus 
infinitesimal.  But  what  is  the  loss  to  the  State  ?  Is  the  benefit  com. 
mensarate  with  the  loss  incurred  ?  The  loss  is  roughly  Rs.  19  lakhs. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMGDARN  ASAN  {Mac-elika-ra) :  What  is  the  total  nurn- 
ber  of  tax  payers  who  pay  land  tax  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  {L  and  Revenue  and  I ,  come.  Tltz  ComndsAoner)  , 
It  is  not  a  question  of  number.  Is  the  benefit  which  accrues  by  sur¬ 
rendering  this  large  amount  commensurate  with  the  loss  that  the  State 
would  incur,  particularly  at  a  time  when  the  State  can  ill-afford  to  lose 
that  money?  Will  it  really  benefit  the  poor  ryot? 

I  am  afraid  the  benefit  to  the  agriculturist  will  be  very  very  small 
indeed. 

It  has  been  argued,  Sir,  that  the  Government  should  grant  the  re¬ 
mission  asked  for  as  an  act  of  magnanimity.  Sir,  I  need  not  emphasise  the 
past  acts  of  Government  in  this  matter;  because,  they  are  all  very  well 
known  to  the  Honourable  Members  of  this  House,  I  claim  that 
Government  have  been  very  magnanimous.  Ever  since  the  depres¬ 
sion  set  ir,  we  have  been  giving  remissions  in  various  forms.  We  have 
been  doing  it  from  the  year  1106,  when  a  sum  of  Rs.  79,715  was  remitted. 
In  1107  the  amount  remitted  was  Rs-  1,16,465,

Sir,  does  that  exhibit  an  attitude  of  indifference,  on  the  part  of  the 
Government,  towards  the  distress  of  the  ryot. 

MR.  P.  C.  KUR1YAN  (Koitaym  1)  May  I  ask  whether,  in  all  these 
years,  the  remissions  were  not  granted  after  this  House  carried  motions 
for  th  e  purpose? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  {Land  Revenue  and  income  Tax  Corn  idssitnsr): 

I  do  not  think  I  need  answer  that  question,  Sir ;  it  may  be  or  may  not 
be  so.  I  am  not  quite  sure-  But,  I  am  sure  that  there  have  been  at 
least  some  years  in  which  remissions  were  granted  without  any  demand 
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Therefore,  Sir,  I  need  not  emphasise  the  point  that  the  Govern- 
ment  are  very  sympathetic  towards  the  ryots,  in  this  matter.  In  the 
current  year  also,  the  total  amount  got  remitted  cotnes  to  Rs.  8  lakhs  and 
odd  I  have  not  the  final  figures  yet. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedu-nanqad ) :  May  I  know  the  basis  for  the  kind 
of  remission  that  was  granted  for  the  year  1111? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  a, and  Bevsmi  and  Income  Tax  Cour.nssitne-): 
There  was  drought  epidemic  broke  out  in  certain  parts  of  the  country. 
Certainly,  such  places  needed  relief  by  way  of  remission  of  land  tax, 
aod  it  was  granted  to  them. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  Do  you  require  more  time,  Mr.  George? 

MR.  K  GEGRGE  (Lund  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner): 
A  little  more  time,  Sir. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Yes. 

Mr.  K.  GEGRGE  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner )  : 
As  I  have  already  printed  out,  Sir,  if  Rs.  19  lakhs  of  land  revenue  are 
remitted,  Government  would  be  landed  in  serious  financial  difficulty  ; 
and  the  Land  Revenue  Department  will  be  really  working  at  a  loss.  I 
shall  explain  how. 

If  one-half  of  o  lr  total  receipts  is  to  be  surrendered  by  way  of  re¬ 
missions,  we  would  have  a  ba'ance  about  Rs,  19  lakhs.  Out  of  this,  we 
would  have  to  pay  Rs.  16  lakhs  to  Devaswoni  Department,  so  that  we 
would  have  a  b  ilance  of  just  Rs.  3  lakhs.  Sir,  the  usual  expenditure  on 
account  of  the  Land  Revenue  Department  is  about  Rs.  10  lakhs.  Thus 
there  will  be  a  deficit  of  about  Rs.  7  lakhs.  Sir,  the  Land  Revenue 
Department  is  considered  to  be  a  revenus  yielding  Department.  If  this 
motion  were  accepted,  Government  would  have  to  find  funds  even  to 
keep  up  the  department.  Sir,  I  am  explaining  this  only  for  purposes 
of  argument. 

The  case  of  Nanjinad  was  specially  raised.  I  may  inform  the 
House  that  remission  of  18f  per  cent,  will  be  granted  in  the  case  of  the 
lands  which  were  left  fallow. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Neiumangad)  :  On  a  point  of  order,  Sir.  Has 
the  official  member  exceeded  his  time? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  expect  Mr.  S.  J.  Nair  as  wallas  other  Ho¬ 
nourable  members  of  the  House,  to  follow  what  is  going  on  in  the 
House.  The  Chair  observed  that  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  had 
exceeded  his  time;  bat,  since  he  was  speaking  on  behalf  of  Government, 
on  a  very  important  question,  in  the  exercise  of  the  discretion  vested  in 
the  Chair  he  has  been  allowed  more  time.  I  am  very  sorry  that  Mr. 
S.  J.  Nair  is  wasting  the  time  of  the  House  by  this  kind  of  remarks. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  [Laid  R.v.nue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner) : 
Government  have  received  representations  that  the  whole  of  the  water 
oess,  with  respect  to  the  lands  which  were  left  fallow  on  account  of  the 
lack  of  water  in  the  Kodayar  Reservoir,  should  be  remitted.  The  ques- 
stion  pas  b'.en  ex  mined  and  tie  natter  has  been  placed  before  the 
Government.  »  I  hope  orders  will  be  passed  soon. 
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MR.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILL Al  {Commerce,  and  Industry,  South) : 
In  the  meantime,  our  properties  will  be  sold  in  public  auction  for  arrears 
of  tax. 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  {Land  {Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commission  r): 
There  is  remedy  for  that;  I  do  not  think  the  auction  sales  will  be  con¬ 
firmed  so  soon. 

Mr.  P.  CHIDAMBARAM  PILLAI  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  South): 
Wbat  is  the  use  of  hanging  a  man,  and  then  deciding  that  he  is  inno¬ 
cent? 

Mr.  K  GEORGE  ( Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Cnnisshoner) : 
The  man  will  not  be  hanged,  in  this  case,  any  way  ;  because,  as  I  said, 
the  sales  would  not  be  confirmed  before  orders  are  received. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  was  only  a  simile;  you  need  not  answer 
that,  Mr.  George. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quihn  I) :  How  long  is  it  since 
the  matter  of  the  remission  of  the  water  cess  on  the  lands  that 
were  left  fallow,  has  been  pending  with  the  Government? 

Mr.  K-  GEORGE  {land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Connssioncrj- 
dust  3  or  4  days;  I  am  sure  orders  will  be  passed  soon. 

1VIR.  S.  J.  NAIR  CNedn  u(ingad) '■  Sir,  the  reply  of  the  member  for 
Government  has  been  most  disappointing  {l.augkter.)  Sir,  the 
official  side  has  admitted  that  there  is  economic  depression  and  conse¬ 
quent  fall  in  the  prices  of  agricultural  produce.  So  far,  the  official 
mem  her  has  been  one  with  us  and  he  has  no  quarrel  with  ns.  But, 
with  regard  to  our  other  reason,  viz.,  that  epidemics  had  broken  out  in 
different  parts  of  the  year,  the  official  member  argued  that,  the  fact 
that  epidemics  broke  out  in  some  parts  of  the  State  during  the  year 
1111  was  no  argument  for  granting  remission  during  the  year  1112. 
Sir,  my  point  is  that  that  is  the  very  reason  why  remission  of  50  per 
cent,  must  be  granted  for  the  coming  year.  Sir,  everybody  knows  that 
there  was  drought  in  some  parts  of  the  country,  that  there  were  no 
seasonal  rains  and  that  epidemics  broke  out  in  different  parts  of  the 
country.  On  account  of  these  causes,  the  agriculturist  has  not  been 
able  to  cultivate  his  land  properly,  so  that  he  will  not  have  enough 
money  to  pay  the  tax  next  year,  in  Kanni  1112,  for  instance.  He  does 
not,  in  most  cases,  expect  anything  from  his  land. 

Another  argument  advanced  by  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner 
was  that,  in  Travaneore,  the  tax  is  not  oppressive.  Sir,  the  system  of 
taxation  in  Travaneore  is  not  only  oppressive,  but  it  is  also  antiquated. 
It  is  high  time  that  the  land  tax  is  abolished  and  income  tax  is  imposed 
instead,  in  respect  of  income  from  land  also, 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  is  beyond  the  scope  of  the  present  motion, 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  {N edumangad)  :  Sir,  the  agriculturists  of  the 
country  were  expecting  very  much  from  the  Government.  They 
thought  that  the  Agricultural  Debt  Relief  Bill  would  soon  be  placed  on 
the  Statute  Book ;  the  Government  themselves  openly  declared  that 
they  were  very  anxious  about  it.  Now,  we  find  that,  at  the  instance 
of  a  few,  just  a  handful,  of  irresponsible  pensioned  officers  and  bankers, 
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the  Bill  has  practically  been  withheld.  On  behalf  of  the  Government’ 
the  Chief  Secretary,  who  is  the  leader  of  the  House,  made  an  announce¬ 
ment  in  this  open  Assembly  a  few  days  hack  that  a  day  would  be  fixed 
shortly  for  the  third  reading  of  the  Bill. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  S.  J.  Nair  is  entirely  out  of  order  in  refer¬ 
ring  to  what  took  place  in  this  House  in  connection  with  a  certain  Bill. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumanyad)  :  Sir,  we  want  to  show  ‘our  indig- 
nance’  and  protest  in  the  matter.  (Laughter.) 

MR.  A.  THANU  P1LLAI  (Trivandrum — Rural)  :  Is  it  open  to  a  member 
to  use  very  very  original  words,  Sir?  (Laughter.) 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Every  man  has  the  liberty  to  make  his 
own  contributions  to  the  vocabulary  of  a  language.  ( Laughter.) 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  :  Sir,  the  Honourable  Member  is 
ignorant  of  the  art  of  speaking.  To  continue,  Sir,  I  am  sorry  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  have  fallen  an  easy  prey  to  a  few  retired  officials  in  the  State 
in  the  matter  of  the  progress  of  the  Debt  Belief  Bill. 

Sir,  although  the  Government  would  be  losing  about  Bs.  19  lakhs 
by  accepting  this  motion,  there  is  the  statement  by  the  Financial 
Secretary,  at  the  conclusion  of  his  speech  introducing  the  Budget,  that 
“the  general  financial  condition  of  our  State  may  therefore  be  regarded 
'as  one  of  exceptional  strength  and  soundness”.  In  the  face  of  that 
statement  made  by  the  Financial  Secretary  to  Government,  I  press  the 
motion  to  a  division. 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  ( Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner): 
I  have  just  one  word  to  add,  Sir.  I  may  inform  the  House  that  general 
remission  on  account  of  e  .onomic  depression  has  not  been  granted 
anywhere  in  British  India.  They  allow  remission  only  for  drought  or 
for  epidemics,  where  necessary  ;  and  in  places  where  there  has  been  re¬ 
settlement  and  consequent  enhancement  of  tax,  the  collection  of  the 
additional  tax  has  been  temporarily  suspended  in  some  case.  That  is  all. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad):  May  I  inform  the  member  that 
we  are  not  anxious  to  know  what  has  taken  place  in  British  India  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner)  : 
Sir.  it  may  be  taken  for  its  worth. 

MR.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  ( Tiruvalla  III)  :  In  the  G.  0.  grant¬ 
ing  the  remission  of  SO  per  cent,  of  tax  on  rubber  lands,  has  it  not 
Been  specifically  stated  that  it  was  on  account  of  the  depression  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner): 
Yes  ,  but  it  is  also  stated  there  why  it  has  been  done. 

I  may  also  add,  Sir,  that,  in  the  neighbouring  State  of  Cochin, 
they  are  not  going  to  have  any  remission  for  the  next  year. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Before  I  put  the  motion  to  the  vote  of  the 
House,  I  have  to  make  a  statement  with  regard  to  one  fact,  or  rather, 
something  between  a  fact  and  a  principle  of  law. 

It  has  been  stated,  on  the  floor  of  this  House,  that  the  State  is  the 
owner  of  all  the  lands  in  the  State.  That  statement  has  to  be  corrected. 
The  State  has  no  right  over  the  lands  other  than  Bessrve  Forests, 
tarisu,  porambokes  and  such  other  lands-  We  find  that  Government 
V0I.VIII  Nc.  7. 
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[Deputy  President.] 

themselves  pay  compensation  for  the  lands  which  they  acquire  from 
private  parties,  for  public  purposes  ■  and,  besides  the  price  fixed,  they 
also  ada  a  solatium.  There  are  lands  owned  by  the  Crown;  there  are 
lands  owned  by  the  Government :  but  other  lands  are  owned  only  by 
individuals,  families  or  corporations.  Government  have  only  a  charge 
upon  these  lands  for  their  revenue,  and  no  right  of  ownership. 

As  I  thought  that  that  information  would  be  useful  to  the 
House,  before  they  vote  upon  the  present  motion,  I  have  made  this 
statement. 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PULA!  ( Additional  Read  Sirkar 
Vakil)  ■  Is  it  open  to  any  member  to  contest  that  statement,  Sir? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  Chair  has  made  that  statement  in  exer¬ 
cise  of  the  power  conferred  by  law  that,  before  putting  any  motion  to 
the  vote  of  the  House,  the  Chau-  may  make  such  observations  as  it 
deems  necessary.  The  question,  whether  such  statement  is  contest¬ 
able  or  not,  does  not  arise-

Motion  No.  296. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  Sir,  I  beg  to 
move 

“To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Rs.  15,000  for  travelling  allowances  hy  Re.  i .  ” 

My  object  in  making  this  motion  is  to  criticise  certain  executive 
orders  of  the  Quilon  Division  Peishkar  and  District  Magistrate. 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Cownmionet)  : 
Sir,  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  The  object  of  the  motion  is  apparently 
to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  House  the  orders  of  the  District  Magistrate; 
and  I  -wonder  whether  that  could  be  discussed  hare,  because  a  cer¬ 
tain  portion  of  the  budget  for  the  Land  Revenue  Department  is  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  Judicial  Budget-  on  account  of  the  pay  of  the  District  Ma¬ 
gistrate. 

Mr.  A-  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikam )  :  I  will  just  make  a 
submission.  Prom  the  pay  of  the  Division  Peishkar,  one-third  is  de¬ 
bited  and  added  on  to  the  Administration  of  Justice. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Will  the  member  please  refer  to  the  page 
of  the  Budget,  so  that  I  may  have  a  clear  idea  ? 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikam)  :  At  the  bottom  of 
page  38,  we  find  the  words  ‘  Deduct  one-third  share  of  Administra¬ 
tion  of  Justice  and  at  page  77,  we  find  the  following  :  —  "  Add  share 

debitable  from  I — Land  Revenue  As  far  as  judicial  orders  passed 
by  the  District  Magistrate,  which  could  be  revised  by  the  High  Court 
are  concerned,  the  act  of  the  District  Magistrate — 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  At  page  38,  you  find  ‘Deduct  one-third  share  of 
etc.’  The  word  used  is;  of  and  here  the  words  are  ‘add  share  debitable’. 

Mr,  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  So  with  regard  to  the 
function  of  the  District  Magistrate  as  a  judicial  officer  over  which  the 
High  Court  has  control  and  over  which  the  High  Court  has  got  revi¬ 
sionary  powers,  the  matter  should  properly  come  under  Administration 
of  Justice.  But  there  are  certain  functions  of  the  District  Magistrate 
which  are  not  judicial  orders  and  which  come  under  the  control  of 
Government-  Such  functions  should  come  under  this  demand,  because 
there  is  no  other  place  where  a  specific  provision  is  made  for  the  pay 
of  that  officer. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  wish  to  ask  the  Law  Member  also  as  to 
what  he  has  to  say. 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil ):  Sir,  the  demand  is  concerned  only  with  the  actions  of  the 
Division  Peishkar  as  such  and  not  of  the  District  Magistrate.  It  will 
be  seen  from  the  Budget  itself  that  proposal  is  made  only  for  Division 
Peishkars  and  the  Commissioner,  Devicolam,  and  not  for  any  District 
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Magistrates.  Therefore  we  are  naturally  concerned  with  the  actions 
of  the  Division  Peishkar  only,  in  whatever  capacity  he  may  have  done 
them,  as  distinct  from  his  actions  as  District  Magistrate.  Whether  the 
actions  of  the  District  Magistrate  are  subject  to  control  or  revision  by 
the  High  Court  is  not  the  test.  The  test  is,  in  what  capacity  the 
action  is  taken.  If  it  is  taken  as  a  District  Magistrate,  it  must  be 
deemed  to  come  under  the  Demand  for  Administration  of  Justice, 
wherein  provision  is  made  for,  for  instance,  Stationary  Magistrates 
and  other  Magistrates. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Has  the  Government  no  authority  to  revise 
or  otherwise  modify  any  order  passed  by  the  Distinct  Magistrate  ? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PIL1.A!  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil):  If,  for  instance,  he  makes  any  appointment,  Government  can 

“"K.  A.  S.  DAMGDARAW  ASAN  {Mavelikara)  I  wish  to  make  that 
point  clear.  No  pay  is  fixed  and  no  item  is  mentioned  for  the  pay  of 
the  District  Magistrates.  There  is  only  a  portion  deducted  on  account 
of  the  Administration  #f  Justice.  To  make  the  position  clear,  I  may 
say  that,  where  the  District  Magistrate  issues  a  prohibitory  order 
against  anybody  restricting  him  from  making  speeches  for  15  days,  it 
is  left  to  the  Government  to  extend  the  period  or  do  whatever  they 
want.  It  is  not  the  High  Court  that  does  it.  If  there  was  a  provision 
for  the  pay  of  the  District  Magistrate  as  such  anywhere  in  the 
budget,  1  could  have  understood  the  objection  to  my  moving  the  motion 
here.  All  the  residuary  powers  exercised  by  the  Division  Peishkar 
and  the  District  Magistrate  other  than  as  a  judicial  officer,  when  it  will 
come  under  Administration  of  Justice,  have  to  be  dealt  with  under  this 
head.  That  is  what  I  submit. 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PSLLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  Sir,  whatever  that  may  be,  the  member  of  Government. who 
moves  this  present  Demand  is  moving  it  for  Land  Revenue  and  is  at 
present  concerned  only  with  the  Division  Peishkars.  The  District 
Magistrate  may  be  an  officer  whose  acts  this  House  may  take  notice 
of.  But  the  member  who  has  moved  this  Demand  is  now  concerned 
only  with  Land  Revenue  and  therefore  only  with  Division  Peishkars. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMQDARAN  ASAN  ( kliarelilcora )  '■  Sir,  the  District 
Magistrate  is  an  officer  who  draws  his  i  ay  from  Government  and 
whose  acts  are  entitled  to  be  questioned  by  this  House.  There  is  no 
particular  provision  anywhere  else  in  the  budget  for  the  pay  or  allowance 
of  the  District  Magistrate. 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAi  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  My  point  is  not  that.  I  am  not  at  the  question  whether  this 
House  is  competent  or  not  to  question  the  acts  of  the  District 
Magistrate.  My  point  is  that  the  member  of  Government  who  has 
moved  this  Demand  is  concerned  only  with  Land  Revenue  and  there¬ 
fore  only  with  Division  Pekishkars,  and  any  motion  not  b&aring  on  Land 
Revenue  does  not  arise  under  this  Demand.  That  is  my  point. 
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DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  The  question  is  not  free  from  difficulty. 
Apparently,  there  are  no  precedents,  for  neither  Mr.  Asan  nor  the  Law 
Member  has  referred  to  any  and  personally  I  do  not  remember  any 
precedent  either.  So,  we  have  to  tackle  the  question  on  first  principles, 
taken  along  with  the  rules  on  the  subject.  Tile  Law  Member  pointed 
out  that  the  officer  of  Government  who  has  come  to  this  House  with  a 
Demand  for  Grant  is  the  Land  .Revenue  Commissioner  and  that  he 
is  concerned  only  with  the  Division  Peishkars  and  not  with  the  District 
Magistrates.  I  have  seen  in  this  very  House  officer*  coming  here  for 
demands  pertaining  to  departments  which  they  do  not  administer. 
All  the  heads  of  departments  are  not  members  of  this  House.  So,  some 
of  the  officers  who  are  members  of  this  House  have  to  do  it  by  wav  of 
proxy.  I  think  that  the  circumstance  that  the  Land  Revenue  Com¬ 
missioner  has  come  forward  to  make  this  Demand  does  not  disentitle 
this  House  to  consider  this  question  if  it  may  be  admitted  on  other 
grounds.  There  is  no  means  of  separating  the  pay  of  the  Division 
Peishkar  from  that  of  the  District  Magistrate.  So  far  as  I  am  aware, 
the  proportion  as  between  the  pay  of  the  Division  Peishkar  and  that 
of  the  District  Magistrate,  which  offices  are  combined  in  the  same 
person,  has  not  been  laid  down  by  any  law  or  by  a  definite  executive 
order.  That  the  object  of  the  Regulation  and  the  Rides  is  to  give  an 
opportunity  to  this  House  to  discuss  these  matters  of  public  interest 
goes  without  saying.  That  cannot  be  contracted.  If,  according  to 
ordinary  principles  of  law,  two  things  are  blended  together  in  a  man¬ 
ner  which  does  not  allow  of  their  separation,  the  interpretation  should 
be  in  favour  of  the  liberty  of  discussion.  (Mr.  S.  J.  Naif:  Hear 
hear.)  I  therefore  hold  that  executive  orders  passed  by  a  person  who 
combines  in  himself  the  two  offices  of  Division  Peishkar  and  District 
Magistrate  may  be  referred  to  and  considered  in  the  course  of  the  dis¬ 
cussion  cn  this  motion.  But  I  may  also  lay  down  this  in  clear  and 
distinct  language  that  no  judicial  act  can  be  drawn  within  the  arena 
of  discussion. 

Mr.  A.  8.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavdikara )  :  Sir,  my  object  in 
moving  this  motion,  as  I  have  already  stated,  is  to  point  out  to  the 
House  that  the  traveling  allowance  of  the  Division  Peishkar  is  not 
being  properly  utilised  as  the  executive  head  of  the  Division  over  which 
he  presides. 

As  the  executive  head  of  the  Division  over  which  he  presides,  he 
is  bound  to  see  that  the  powers  vested  in  him  as  District  Magistrate 
to  keep  the  peace  of  the  land  and  to  see  that  lawful  meetings  are  allow¬ 
ed  to  be  held  according  to  the  rules. — 

RAO  BAHADUR  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLA1  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government): 
May  I  raise  a  point  of  order  ?  The  motion  is  to  reduce  the  allotment 
for l  travelling  allowance*  by  Re.  1.  May  I  know  whether  this  matter 
has  anything  to  do  with  the  travelling  allowance  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  Let  me  see  what  Mr.  Asan  says.  The  point 
raised  by  the  Chief  Secretary  will  have  to  be  considered  before  I  make 
up  my  mind.  The  observation  must  bear  upon  that  aspect  also,  Mr. 
Asan. 
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Mr.  A.  S,  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikam )  :  The  tours  of  the  Quilon 
Dewan  Peishkai’j  for  which  this  allotment  is  made,  are  not  properly 
conducted  so  as  to  utilise  such  opportunities  for  enabling  orderly  meet¬ 
ings  being  conducted  in  the  District  over  which  he  is  given  jurisdic¬ 
tion. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  am  not  very  clear  about  that. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAPJ  ASAN  ( Mavelikam )  :  I  will  make  it  clear. 
The  District  Mngistrate,  Quilon,  is  given  travelling  allowance  in  order 
to  enable  him  to  attend  to  important  events  that  take  place  in  his 
Division  and  to  see  that  orderly  meetings  are  allowed  to  be  con¬ 
ducted  without  leading  to  a  breach  of  the  peace  or  other  disorderly 
scenes. 

•  DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  And  at  the  same  time  prevent  meetings  which 
he  thinks  ought  to  he  prevented? 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikam):  Yes.  If  he  finds  that 
a  meeting  could  not  be  controlled  and  is  likely  to  affect  public  interests, 
it  is  his  duty  to  prevent  them.  I  may  just  draw  the  attention  of  the 
House  to  one  illustration. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Everything  will  depend  upon  that  illustra¬ 
tion. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavdikara ) :  The  illustration  is  to 
show  that  the  District  Magistrate,  Quilon,  has  not  been  properly  ex¬ 
ercising  these  functions  and  has  not  justified  the  drawing  of  the  full 
travelling  allowance  which  he  is  entitled  to.  The  State  Aided  Bank, 
which  is  an  ins'itution  well  recognised  by  the  State,  the  business  of 
which  was  started  at  AUeppey,  its  headquarters,  decided  to  hold  a 
general  meeting  of  the  share-holders  at  AUeppey.  Two  meetings 
were  fixed,  one  on  the  30th  of  Edavom  and  the  other  on  the  7th  of  the 
suceeding  month.  The  District  Magistrate,  on  the  evening  of  the  28th 
or  the  29th,  issued  a  prohibitory  order  saying  that,  under  Section  127 
of  the  Criminal  Procedure  Code,  which  enabled  him  to  pass  an  executive 
order  to  prevent  meetings  in  the  interests  of  public  peace— 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  must  hold  that  Mr.  Asan  is  out  of  order. 
I  pointed  out  very  clearly  to  him  that  the  admissibility  of  the  motion 
will  depend  upon  what  he  states  under  the  grant  of  travelling  allowance. 
I  was  very  closely  listening  to  his  speech.  He  did  not  say  that  the 
difficulty  arose  because  the  District  Magistrate  did  not  travel. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Maoelilcar'a)  :  I  am  coming  to 

that. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  member’s  coming  to  that  hereafter  is 
of  no  use.  The  motion  is  out  of  order. 

Motion  297. 

The  following  motion  was  not  moved. 

Mr.  K.  Padmahabhan. 

297.  To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Rs.  15,000  for  travelling  allowances  by  Re.  1- 
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Motion  No.  298. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( CUrayinlil  I) :  Sir,  I  move  the.  following- 

motion : 

To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Rs.  15,000  for  traceUiwj  allowances 
by  Be.l. 

Sir,  the  object  of  my  motion  is  to  bring  home  to  the  House  that 
the  Pakuthi  staff  is  corrupt  to  the  core  and  requires  thorough  over- 
hauling. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara):  Sir,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  order.  The  object  of  the  motion  is  to  show  that  the  Pakutli 
staff  is  corrupt  to  the  core  and  requires  thorough  overhauling.  This  is 
a  motion  under  ‘‘  Travelling  Allowance  of  Division  Cutcherries.”  There 
is  a  different  head  relating  to  Pakuthi  Cutcherries  coming  subsequently. 
That  is  the  specific  head  under  which  this  motion  should  have  been 
moved. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  can  very  Well  anticipate  Mr.  Padmanabhan- 
If  the  Pakuthi  staff  is  corrupt  to  the  core  and  requires  thorough  over¬ 
hauling  it  is  not  the  Pakuthi  staff  that  should  do  it,  but  the  higher 
officers.  Therefore,  Mr.  Padmanabhan  is  quite  in  order. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chirayinhil  I):  Sir,  the  Proverthikars 
are  given  very  great  powers.  A  Provel'tkikar  is  the  head  of  an  admini¬ 
strative  unit.  Very  large  powers  are  vested  in  that  officer.  The 
control  now  exercised  by  the  superior  officers  of  the  Department  is  not 
quite  sufficient.  Due  to  the  lack  of  proper  supervision  and  regular 
inspection  of  Pakuthi  Cutcherries  by  the  Division  Peishkars  and  Assist¬ 
ant  Peishkars,  the  whole  Pakuthi  organisation  has  become  corrupt  to 
the  core.  The  first  complaint  against  the  Pakuthi  Officers  is  the  mis¬ 
appropriation  of  Government  money.  We  hear  a  lot  cf  complaint 
about  various  Proverthikars  in  regard  to  the  misappropriation  of 
Government  money.  Taxes  collected  from  the  poor  tax-payer  are  not 
being  properly  brought  into  the  accounts,  The  tax  receipts  issued  to 
the  owners  of  land  are  given  without  keeping  counter-foils.  All  this  is 
due  to  lack  of  supervision  by  superior  officers. 

There  is  inordinate  delay  in  various  matters  on  which  the  public 
expect  Pakuthi  officers  to  take  prompt  action.  Take  for  instance,  the 
case  in  which  an  epidemic  breaks  out  in  a  Pakuthi.  It  is  the  duty  of 
the  Proverthikar  to  make  a  timely  report.  Often  we  find  that  the 
Provei'thikar  does  not  go  to  the  relief  of  the  people  and  does  not  bring 
the  outbreak  to  the  notice  of  the  authorities  concerned.  If  cholera 
breaks  out  in  a  Pakutlii,  the  Proverthikar  has  to  report  the  matter  to 
the  Tahsildar  and  the  Medical  Officer.  He  does  not  do  it. 

Again,  the  Proverthikar  has  to  took  after  the  various  matters 
relating  to  rural  needs  and  the  needs  of  the  cultivators.  He  is  expected 
to  give  correct  reports  in  regard  to  the  failure  of  crops.  When  peti- 
i  ons  are  given  to  the  Land  Bevenue  Commissioner  praying  for  remission 
of  tax,  they  are  forwarded  to  the  Proverthikar  for  report.  But  the 
Vol.  VIII  No.  7 
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Proverthikar  sends  up  a  report  without  conducting  proper 
enquiry,  saying  that  there  has  been  no  failure  of  crops.  I  am  speaking 
from  personal  experience.  On  account  of  the  incessant  floods  in 
Chirayinkil,  an  area  of  30)000  acres  was  devastated;  the  area  contained 
cocoanut  trees,  paddy  etc.  A  monster  petition  was  sent  up  by  the 
people  of  the  taluk.  The  petition  was  passed  cn  to  the  Taluk’  Cut- 
cherry  and  then  to  some  Pakuthi  Officer.  The  report  was  made  that 
only  30  acres  were  affected.  And  one  fine  morning  the  petitioners  got 
an  endorsement  from  the  Hnzur  Secretariat  that  only  30  acres  of  land 
were  affected  and  that  therefore  no  remission  was  needed.  This  is  the 
sort  of  report  that  the  Pakuthi  Officers  make.  If  anything  is  to  be 
done,  the  Proverthikar  has  to  be  paid  money. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  point  is  that,  if  higher  officers  move 
about  frequently,  people  who  are  affected  can  make  complaints  about 
the  corruption  of  particular  Pakuthi  Officers  ? 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chirayinkil  I)  :  Yes,  Sir. 

This  is  the  way  in  which  work  is  done  by  the  Pakuthi  Officers. 

Again  we  find  the  same  complaint  in  regard  to  revision  of  Patio, 
and  proceedings  in  regard  to  that.  When  a  Patta  is  to  be  transferred 
because  of  sale  deeds,  the  transfer  is  not  being  done,  and  no  Proverthi- 
kar  will  do  it  unless  he  is  paid  some  money  For  years  together,  the 
Patio,  will  not  be  transferred.  What  is  the  result  f  It  often  so  luippeus 
that  one  man’s  land  is  sold  for  arrears  of  tax  due  from  another.  The 
land  wiil  be  sold  for  arrears  of  tax,  because  that  man  has  not  paid  the 
tax  although  in  reality  that  man  had  already  sold  the  land  to  another 
person.  Sir,  these  are  all  matters  which  should  engage  the  very 
serious  attention  of  the  Department.  The  only  remedy,  as  far  as  I  can 
see,  is  that  the  superior  officers  should  make  surprise  visits  of  these 
Pakuthi  Cuteherries.  At  present,  the  Peishkar  and  the  Assistant 
Peishkar  inspect  a  Taluk  Office  and  go  away.  Only  once  in  the' way 
they  inspect  Pakuthi  Cuteherries.  There  are  about  400  Pakuthi 
Cuteherries;  and  each  Division  Peishkar  will  have  one  hundred  Pakuthi 
Cuteherries  under  him  on  an  average.  These  Officers  should  make  it 
a  ipoint  to  visit  the  Pakuthi  Cuteherries  say  at  least  half-yearly. 

With  these  words,  I  commend  this  motion  for  the  acceptance  cf 
the  Hcuse. 

MR,  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PI1.LA1  (Qwilvn  I)  .  Sir,  I  rise  to  oppose  the 
motion.  There  is  a  lot  of  injustice  in  complaining  against  these  very 
poorly  paid  Pakuthi  staff  It  may  be  said  that  they  are  not  doing  their 
work  very  satisfactorily,  It  may  be  conceded.  But  the  various  kinds 
of  works  with  which  they  are  charged  are  so  numerous,  in  fact  they 
are  so  many  that  it  is  not  humanly  possible  for  anybody  to  do  them 
satisfactorily.  With  regard  to  the  question  of  inspection  of  crops,  with, 
regard  to  the  various  statistics,  with  regard  to  reception  of  guests  that 
pass  their  way,  in  regard  to  the  looking  after  the  convenience  of  superior 
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officers  who  come  on  tour,  for  every  one  of  these  things,  this  poorly-paid 
Paknthi  staff  is  responsible.  No  human  being  will  be  able  'to  do 
all  these  things  satisfactorily.  Therefore  what  I  wish  to  suggest  is,  any 
amount  of  touring  work,  any  amount  of  surprise  visits  by  the  superior 
officers  is  not  going  to  mend  matters  unless  the  Pakuthi  staff  is  properly 
paid.  Unless  he  is  asked  to  do  things  which  are  humanly  possible,  and 
it  is  not  possible  for  any  man  to  do  all  these  things,  unless  these  things 
are  done,  the  work  of  the  Pakuthi  staff  is  not  going  to  be  improved. 

Sir,  in  this  connection,  in  addition  to  the  duties  cast  on  them, 
ordinarily  as  a  routine  business  of  the  Pevenue  Department,  in  recent 
times,  I  understand  they  were  charged  with  duties  other  than  those 
that  strictly  appertained  to  them.  There  was  a  complaint  that  the 
Government  issued  a  circular  or  issued  private  orders  to  collect  proxies 
in  connection  with  the  State  Aided  Bank  meeting.  They  were  collect¬ 
ing  proxies  in  connection  with  the  State  Aided  Bank  general  meeting. 
There  was  very  great  complaint  with  regard  to  that.  1  had  sent  in 
certain  interpellations  with  regard  to  this  matter  at  that  time  to  elicit 
information.  But  none  of  these  questions  were  answered.  The  Pakuthi 
staff  are  already  overworked. 

RAO  BAHADUR  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  {Chief  Secretary  to  Government ): 
May  I  contradict  that  statement,  Sir  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Yes. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  {Quibn  I)  :  I  had  sent  in  some 
interpellations  relating  to  this  matter. 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Valii)  :  Were  they  admitted  ? 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quibn  I):  Yes. 

MR.  P.  C.  KUR1YAN  (Kottayam  1)  :  May  I  ask  the  member  whether 
asking  the  Pakuthi  staff  was  not  a  malpractice  ? 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  {Quibn  I):  I  cannot  say  that  it  is  a 
corrupt  practice.  If  Government  ask  them  to  do  that  work,  what  else 
can  they  do  but  to  obey  them  ?  YVhen  they  are  asked  to  do  so,  I  cannot 
find  fault  with  them. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Buml )  :  Is  it  impossible  for 
the  Government  to  direct  their  subordinates  to  do  a  malpractice  1 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  1) :  I  consider  that  the 
Government  will  not  do  it  ordinarily.  But  I  think  the  Government 
wanted  a  change  of  policy  with  regard  to  the  State  Aided  Bank  in  a 
particular  way  ;  and  they  may  have  asked  their  subordinate  officers  to 
collect  proxies  with  a  view  to  achieve  a  particular  object.  Such  a  course 
may  be  very  necessary  according  to  the  likes  of  Government.  We  have 
seen,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  Government  taking  sides  with  regard  to  the 
questions  affecting  the  State  Aided  Bank. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  What  has  the  Proverthikar  to  do  with 
the  State- Aided  Bank  ? 
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Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  1) :  He  was  collecting  proxies, 
I  understand.  That  is  my  complaint.  I  do  not  know  whether  Govern¬ 
ment  can,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  now  say  that  no  such,  thing  was  done  by 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Is  it  manifestly  illegal — 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PiLLA!  ( Quilon  I):  1  was  trying  to  say— 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  Order,  order.  To  say  that  Government 
actually  directed  their  subordinate  officers  to  do  anything  illegal-  Is 
that  fair  ? 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PiLLA!  ( Quilon  J)  :  But  I  submit  that  I  am 
not  saying  that  Government  did  anything  illegal.  Because  I  under¬ 
stand  Government  themselves  sent  their  officers  a*  far  as  Madras  to 
collect  proxies  and  paid  travelling  allowance  even. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  If  that  is  so,  the  Honourable  member  is 
perfectly  right  in  saying  that. 

RAO  BAHADUR  DR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government) 
I  contradict  that  statement.  The  Government  did  not  send  any  officer 
to  collect  proxies.  Nor  did  they  pay  any  travelling  allowance  on  that 

'  DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Anyhow  the  Chief  Secretary  can  make  an 
elaborate  statement  when  his  turn  comes. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  I)  :  That  is  my  information; 
again  I  found  at  a  particular  time  when  this  meeting  was  to  be  held 
with  regard  to  the  reconstitution  of  the  Bank  to  which  certain  suggestion 
have  been  made  by  Government,  I  understand,  the  Government  Dire¬ 
ctor  of  the  Bank  went  up  to  Madras  and  spent  some  days  there  and 
ran  back  again  to  the  bank  meeting  at  Alleppey  and  remained 
there,  I  also  understand  that  one  retired  officer  was  held  up  by  one  of 
the  staff  of  the  Account  Office  near  the  Palayam  junction  and  asked 
to  give  him  his  proxy. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  would  rule  out  your  further  speech  of  this 
kind.  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai’s  reasoning  is  that,  even  if  the  superior 
officers  tour  the  country,  ordinarily  corruption  cannot  be  prevented. 
He  says  that  Government  themselves  direct  their  subordinates  to  do  a 
particular  kind  of  work ;  that  being  the  view,  how  can  the  question  of 
proxies  come  under  this  motion  ? 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  I) :  May  I  explain  ?  Govern¬ 
ment  themselves  are  burdening  these  people  with  ever  so  many  duties 
which  will  lead  to  corruption,  which  will  lead  to  malpractices.  That 
is  the  point  which  I  want  to  emphasise  in  this  connection. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Tni'aiidruvi-Iiural) :  Is  it  the  member’s 
view  that  duties  which  were  not  legitimately  theirs  were  entrusted  to 
he  Proverthikars  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  is  what  I  also  ask. 
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Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Qitilon  I)  :  Duties  which  do  not 
ordinarily  come  within  the  province  of  these  officers  and  which  legiti¬ 
mately  did  not  appertain  to  the  Pakuthi  staff,  were  ordered  to  be  done 
by  the  Government.  That  is  my  information. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  The  member’s  time  is  up.  Mr.  S.  J.  Nair 
will  speak  now. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad)  :  Sir,  I  also  oppose  the  motion. 
The  Pakuthi  officers  are  the  poorest  subordinate  officers  in  the  State- 
So  far  as  their  qualifications  are  concerned,  over  and  above  the  general 
qualification,  the  Provethikars  must  piss  the  Survey  Test  and  Village 
Test  examinations,  whereas  their  salary  is  too  poor-  Their  salary  is 
only  Es.  18  and  14  Over  and  above  their  qualifications,  they  have  to 
make  a  cash  security  of  Es.  500  also.  This  is  the  unfortunate  state 
of  the  Proverthikars,  the  most  responsible  and  dignified  officers  in  the 
Pakuthies. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  In  this  motion,  their  qualifications  do  not 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  :  In  spite  of  all  their  excellent 
qualifications,  they  are  allowed. . - 

MR.  P.  C.  KURiYAN  (Koktayam  I)  :  Have  not  the  Anckal  subordinates 
to'furnish  security  ? 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  :  That  appears  to  be  irrelevant  and 
so  I  do  not-  propose  to  answer  it. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Mr,  S.  J.  Nair  need  not  answer  Mr.  Kuriyan’s 
irrelevant  question. 

Ms.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedu  rangad ) :  Same  with  regard  to  the 
Accountants.  They  must  possess  all  the  above-mentioned  three  sorts 
of  qualifications  to  secure  the  post  of  an  Accountant.  But  the  salary  of 
an  Accountant  is  only  Rs.  14.  The  same  is  the  miserable  plight  of 
the  peons  also.  The  peon  gets  only.Iis.  8  as  pay  and  there  is  no  pro¬ 
motion.  These  people  will  have  to  attend  to  various  functions,  not  only 
collection  of  revenues,  but  to  attend  to  cholera  or  malaria  or  even  plague 
duty.  They  kave'also  to  attend  to  temple  functions  as  well.  Then 
they  have  to  dance  attendance  on  superior  officers  and  various  big-wigs. 
They  have  to  dance  attendance  on  them  and  they  cannot  neglect  that 
duty.  Such  being  the  case,  they  are  the  over-worked  officers  in  the 
'State.  At  the  same  time. -they  are  very  poorly  paid.  What  could  we 
expect  from  these  poor  and  helpless  officers  ?  What  is  the  sort  of 
work  that  could  be  expected  of  them?  The  honourable  member 
Mr.  Padmanabhan  was  saying  that  they  did  not  attend  to  a  petition 
which  the  people  of  Chirayinkil  submitted  to  Government. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chirayinkil  I) :  Sir,  I  only  cited  that  as  an 
illustration. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  :  To  say  that  they  have  failed  to  dis¬ 
charge  their  duties  in  certain  respect  is  not  correct.  They  were  com¬ 
pelled  to  do  certain  duties  which  were  not  theirs.  After  all,  they  are 
human  beings  ;  and  it  is  high  time  that  Government  take  up  the  question 
of  encouraging  the  Pakuthi  officers  by  raising  their  salary  and  status- 
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DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  So  the  point  comes  to  this  that,  though 
there  is  corruption  among  the  lower  officers,  because  their  pay  is  not 
sufficient,  the  member  docs  not  want  the  higher  officers  to  enquire 
into  it  ? 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedaniangad )  :  When  they  are  asked  to  discharge 
a  particular  duty  by  Government,  it  cannot  be  called  as  corruption. 
Their  activities  are  so  defined  by  Government .  They  have  to  prepare 
electoral  rolls ;  and  as  the  honourable  member  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai 
said,  they  were  even  engaged  in  collecting  proxies  for  the  State  Aided 
Bank  and  all  that. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  All  that  does  not  arise. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad)  :  I  am  opposing  the  points  urged  by 
the  mover.  The  mover  was  saying  that  the  Pakuthi  officers  are 
corrupt  to  the  core  and  that  the  whole  system  requires  a  thorough  over¬ 
hauling-  I  am  only  suggesting,  if  any  overhauling  is  required,  how 
it  should  be  done.  It  must  be  in  the  interest  of  the  Pakuthi 
officers  themselves,  if  at  all  any  overhauling  ,is  made. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Chirayinliil  1)  :  May  I  know  whether  he  i* 
supporting  me? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  It  is  a-  matter  to  be  seen  from  his  speech. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Neclummgad) :  In  regard  to  the  State  Aided  Bank 
affair,  the  Pakuthi  officers,  whether  at  the  instance  of  Government  or  the 
Tahsildar  or  the  Peishkar,  I  do  not  know  at  whose  instance,  but  I 
know  these  people  were  vigorously  collecting  proxies  at  the  instance  of 
some  “  big  ”  body.  We  know,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  a  few  pensioned 
officers  were  touring  the  country  at  the  cost  of  Government  and  collect 
ing  proxies. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  This  House  does  not  exercise  any  jurisdiction 
over  the  officers  who  have  retired. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad)  :  As  a  matter  of  fact,  I  know 
Government  money  was  wasted  in  various  directions  for  collecting 
proxies  throughout  the  State.  I  know  of  cases  where  a  particular 
officer  went  to  Bangalore  and  other  places, 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Your  time  is  up. 

MR.  K.  M.  KURIAKOSE  {Muvattupuzha  II)  :  I  support  the  motion* 
It  evidently  relates  to  corruption  among  the  Pakuthi  officers.  Even 
the  two  members  who  opposed  the  motion  seemed  to  admit  that  there 
is  corruption.  In  fact  they  said  that  the  corruption  among  the  Pakuthi 
staff  is  a  thing  which  cannot  b8  avoided  on  account  of  their  overwhelming 
duties  and  their  insufficient  remuneration.  Anyway  they  have. brought 
to  the  notice  of  Government  that  there  is  corruption  among  the  Pakuthi 
staff,  although  indirectly.  Sir,  it  was  urged  on  a  previous  occasion  that, 
in  the  case  of  corruption,  specific  instances  should  be  brought  to  the 
notice  of  Government,  *nd  then  only  they  could  take  action.  That 
position  is  hard,  and  impracticable,  because  the  man  who  pays  the  bribe 
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also  will  be  punished  ;  and  as  such,  it  is  difficult  to  give  evidence.  When 
there  is  a  general  understanding  that  there  is  corruption,  is  it  not 
material  enough  for  the  Government  to  make  an  enquiry  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The.  member  may  interpret  it  like  that. 

Mr.  K.  M.  KURIAK03E  ( \Iuva!liipu;:ha  II)  :  The  motion  also  relates 
to  the  fact  that  the  Pakuthi  staff  should  be  overhauled.  It  seems  to  me 
strange  that  invariably  we  see  among  the  Pakuthi  staff  a.  set  of 
■  Ammaeo-in"  as  Pruvei thicars,  if  I  may  say  so.  They  are  not  even 
conversant  with  the  duties  entrusted  to  them.  I  do  not  know  how  that 
sort  of  people  came  into  existence.  My  experience  is  that  a  vast 
majority  of  them  are  people  who  do  not  know  howto  conduct  their 
work  properly,  I  mean  the  work  entrusted  to  them.  The  Pakuthi 
being  the  lowest  unit  and  basis  in  the  administration  of  the  State  and 
the  Provarthicars  being  invested  with  various  duties  enumerated  by 
the  Honourable  members  here,  I  think  the  standard  of  the  Pakuthi 
officer  should  be  raised.  They  should  be  well  paid  officers,  if  they  arc 
not  to  he  corrupt,  was  one  of  the  arguments  put  forward  by  one  of  the 
Honourable  members.  I  say  they  are  corrupt  officers  not  only  on 
account  of  their  low'  pay,  but  also  on  account  of  their  lo-w  standard. 

MR.  S.  J.  N AIR  \Ncdumangad)  ;  May  I  contradict  that  statement? 
The  Pakuthi  officers  are  not  corrupt. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  S.  ,T.  Nair  has  denied  that  statement. 

Mr.  K.  M.  XUR1AKCSE  {Mnve-ttvgnzha  II)  •'  I  understood  him 
otherwise,  but  I  am  subject  to  correction.  I  am  of  opinion  that  at  least 
these  officers  should  be  graduates  In  view  of  the  fact  that  they  are 
entrusted  with  very  great  powers  and  in  order  that  they  may  do  then- 
work  succesfully,  they  must  be  graduates. 

MR.  A.  THAN'J  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Rural )  :  Is  it  the  presumption 
of  the  member  that  graduates  will  be  above  corruption  ?  Is  it  not.  a  fact 
that  they  are  not  above  corruption  ? 

MR.  K.  M.  RUR1AX0SE  {MmattupvsJia,  II)  I  did  not  say  so,  but 
corruption  can  be  reduced  to  a  large  extent  by  raising  the  qualification 

an<3  PMR.’  S.  J.  NAiR  ( Nednmangad )  :  May  I  ask  the  member  how  many 
graduates  are  available  to  deposit  Ks.  500  cash  security  and  accept  the 
Proverthikar’a  post?  ,  T.  .  ,,  . 

MR  K  M.  KURIAXOSE  (Muratiiipmalia  II)  :  It  is  a  matter  of 
opinion.  If  a  Pakuthi  officer  could  do  it,  why  not  a  graduate  ?  I  think 
graduates  are  available  in  plenty  during  these  days. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  K.  George- 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  {land  Revenue  and  Income  Tux  Commissioner)  :  In 
making  this  motion  for  reduction  of  one  rupee  out  of  the  allotment  of 
travelling  allowance  for  the  Division  Cutchernes,  the  mover, 
Mr.  Padmunabhan,  made  a  very  startling  assertion  that  the  Pakuthi 
staff  is  corrupt  to  the  core  and  requires  overhauling. 
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[Mr.  K  George.]  ' 

As  the  head  of  the  Department  and  as  one  who  has  travelled  all 
over  the  State  and  have  come  across  a  large  number  of  these  subordi¬ 
nate  officers,  I  must  emphatically  protest  against  this  unmerited  indict¬ 
ment.  It  is  easy  to  say  that  the  whole  class  of  officers  is  corrupt.  If 
a  Proverthicar  does  a  thing  it  is  because  he  wants  money  ;  if  he  does 
not  do  a  thing,  it  is  because  he  asked  for  money  and  it  was  not  paid. 
Now  what  is  the  safety  for  such  a  man  ?  Sir,  I  do  not  deny  that  there 
are  black  sheep  among  the  Provertliikars  and  Accountants,  as  among 
all  classes  of  people. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Chirayinhl  I):  May  I  know  the  number 
of  cases  of  misappropriation  on  the  part  of  tile  subordinates  which  have 
come  to  the  notice  of  the  Commissioner  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner): 
Just  a  few.  There  are  405  Provcrtkikars  and  4  Revenue  Inspectors, 
and  520  Accountants  in  the  State.  Is  it  anything  to  surprise  us  that, 
out  of  this  large  body  of  men,  a  small  percentage  are  unsatisfactory 
people  ?  In  all  services,  you  will  find  that.  The  number  of  misappro¬ 
priations  is  not  so  very  large  as  should  make  us  say  that  the  whole  staff 
is  corrupt. 

Mr.  K,  PADMANABHAN  ( Chirayinldi  I)  :  May  I  know  in  how  many 
cases  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  had  to  interfere  in  the  case  of 
'sales  of  the  properties  in  the  possession  of  some  people  for  the  arrears 
of  other  people  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner) : 
That  is  not  corruption. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  Qlavelikara)  :  May  I  know  whether 
there  is  any  particular  reason  why  it  should  not  happen  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner): 
Sir,  the  tax  for  a  particular  land  may  have  been  paid.  But  the  land 
might  have  changed  hands  and  the  Pakuthy  office  might  not  have  been 
aware  of  the  fact.  In  that  case,  there  is  no  record  in  the  offioe  to  show 
as  to  who  enjoys  the  land.  The  law  requires  that  the  demand  notices 
and  attachment  notices  should  be  issued  to  the  pattadar.  It  some¬ 
times  happens  that  the  notice  does  not  go  to  the  person  who  is  really 
in  possession  of  the  land.  That  is  unfortunate  and  cannot  be  helped. 
That  does  not  mean  that  the  Pakuthy  staff  does  everything  in  a  fraudu¬ 
lent  manner.  I  do  not  deny  that  there  may  be  a  few  who  are  not 
quite  satisfactory.  But  to  say  that  the  whole  Pakuthy  staff  is  corrupt 
and  that  to  the  core,  is,  to  say  the  least,  most  undeserved. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chirayinkil  I)  :  May  I  know  whether 
there  is  corruption  at  least  to  some  extent  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner 
That  cannot  be  helped.  In  all  services,  there  will  be  a  small  percentage 
Who  may  be  unsatisfactory. 
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39.1.  K.  PAOUAMAB.HAN  (Oh'rarjinUl  I)  :  May  I  know  whether 
the  .•  mditiom  emid  not  Ik-  ini  pro  vail  if  the  Beishkars  ami  Tahsiklars 
n  'rn'l  rj  hini'  an-1  inspect  the  Paknthy  Onteherries  nmra  often  ? 

M'l  K.  GlORGS  (/'.«(*./  Uewm  and  Income  Taj-  <•' >  ,i;iixiiourr) : 
I  was  only  contending  that  Mr.  Padmanabhan's  accusation  is  unfounded. 
I  do  not  sav  that  the  Peishkavs  and  Tahsildars  should  not  tour  and 
scrutinise  more  the  work  of  the  I’akuthy  staff. 

Apart  from  misappropriation,  one  or  two  other  matters  which  the 
Honourable  member  referred  to  were  delay  in  submitting  epedimic 
reports,  submission  of  incorrect  reports,  delays  and  irregularities  in 
effecting  voliliumram  anil  similar  irregularities  of  the  same  kind.  It 
i-,  easy  "to  say  that  the  delay  is  due  to  corruption.  Isay  it  is  not  a 
charge  that  should  be  laid  against  these  unfortunate  class  of  officers. 
As  regards  the  better  control  of  the  staff,  the  Paknthy  Gutchcrry  is  in¬ 
spected  more  than  once  by  the  Taluk  Tahsildar. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  {Nedumangad) :  May  I  know  from  the  member 
why  ho  characterised  the  officers  as  unfortunate  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  {Land  17  venae  ami  Income  Tax  Cetnmissimu.r) : 
'JL’ho  very  fact  that  Mr.  Padmanahhan  has  said  that  they  are  corrupt  to 
(ho  very  core  has  led  me  to  say  that,  and  also  because  their  pay  is  small. 
They  are  really  the  drudges  o:  the  service.  In  collecting  statistics,  their 
services  are  required. 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAS  (A,/.  Direr/or  of  JMIUr.  Imirndimn-. 
Is  their  pay  less  than  that  of  Vernacular  School  teachers'? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Cv»;mi*sioni-r)  •' 
The  pay  of  the  Provcrthiear  is  greater,  but  the  pay  of  the  Accountants 
is  less. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  comparison  does  not  arise. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Qniloii  I):  May  I  know  whether 
the  Vernacular  School  teachers  work  at  stated  hours  with  interval 
while  the  Paknthy  staff  work  from  morning  till  evening  without  any 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner)  : 
That  is  also  a  fact.  They  are  the  real  drudges  of  the  whole  service. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  I  have  promised  the  Chief  Sectetaiy  to 
give  some  time  to  make  a  statement.  But  he  lias  got  only  two  or  three 

RAD-SAHIB  DR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  {Chief  HecrcUtrij  to  Government)  : 
I  want  only  to  state  that  the  charges  which  my  fried  Mr.  Kunjukriahna 
Pillai  has  levelled  against  the  Government  with  regard  to  the  State 
Aided  Bank  are  absolutely  unfounded.  One  Honourable  member  has 
staid  th.H  Government  have  issued  instructions  ta  the  Proverthicars 
and  other  subordinate  officers  to  go  about  and  collect  proxies.  I  can 
assure  the  House  that  the  Government  have  not  issued  instructions, 
either  written  or  oral  — 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (He hi  nungad)  :  May  I  know —

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RAO  SAHIB  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Chief  Siwtar//  in  Govern  mint): 
Sir,  let  me  finish  my  sentence.  Government  have,  not  issued  instrnc- 
tions,  either  written  or  oral,  either  to  the  Proverfchioars  or  to  any  other 
Government  officers. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  {Nedmmwg.Kl)  :  May  I  know  from  the  member 
whether  the  Government  has  deputed  any  other  class  of  people  at  Gov¬ 
ernment  cost  to  collect  proxies  in  connection  with  the  State  Aided 
Bank  ? 

RAO  BAHADUR  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Chief  Keorelr.ry  to  Gom». 
ment) :  I  will  come  to*  that.  Let  me  repeat  that  Government  have 
not  issued  instructions  to  anybody,  cither  written  or  oral,  to  collect 
proxies.  Mr.  Knnjnkrislma  Pillai  has  also  stated  that  Government 
have  deputed  officers  at  their  cost  for  the  purpose  of  collecting 
proxies.  That  also  is  an  incorrect  statement.  Government  have  not 
deputed  any  body  at  their  cost  to  collect  proxies.  Mr.  Knnjtikriahna 
Pillai  has  referred  to  the  Government  Director  having  gone  to  Madras 
and  claimed  T.  A.  Government  did  not  send  the  Di  rector  to  Madras 
to  collect  proxies.  lie  might  have  gone  for  iris  private  purposes.  I 
can  say  definitely  that  the  Government  did  not  pay  him  any  T.  A.  for 
going  to  Madras,  if  he  had  gone  there  at  all. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  YVliat  is  meant  by  saying  Government 
Director  ? 

RAO  BAHADUR  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Chief  Hearn! nr,/  in  Govern, 
ment ):  He  is  a  Director  appointed  by  the  Government,  and  he  re¬ 
presents  Government. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilcm  T)  :  May  I  know  whether, 
as  a  matter  of  fact,  he  collected  proxies  when  he  went  to  Madras  ?

Thu  purpose  of  .iiy  motion  is  to  .suggest  that  including  the 
inoniuc  from  land,  all  incomes  allow  Its. 500  must  bo  brought 
iindoi'  l:i, Nation  and  that  the  present  system  of  land  tax  must  be  substi- 
luted  by  the  above  arrangement.  The  suggestion  made  by  me  touches 
the  fundamentals  of  the  principle  of  ttuuiticn  in  our  State.

It  has  been  pointed  out,  that 
there  have  been  some  decisions  from  the  Chair  in  other  Assemblies.  I 
have  been  looking  into  some  of  these  books,  but  I  am  nut  able  to  gel 
any.

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  said  “  as  at  present  advised  ”, 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Ifatd  Airkar 
Vakil)  :  I  have  got  some  ml  mgs  here. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  •  "As  at  present  advised  ”  is  an  expression 
that  I  used  just  to  express  what  I  felt  on  the  matter.  As  at  present 
advised,  there  is  no  authority  directly  bearing  on  the  point.  The 
income  tax  law  may  have  to  be  changed.  The  Legislature  may  have  to 
be  put  in  motion  to  change  tlie  law.  But  there  arc  very  few  thing 
which  we  deal  within  the  Assembly  which  will  not  require  some  legis. 
lation  at  some  stage  or  other.  Even  in  this  House,  there  have  boon  a 
number  of  questions  which  could  be  settled  only  by  legislation,  if 
Mr.  Kainikkara  Paduianabha  Piliai  brought  in  a  proposal  in  the  Budget 
discussion  as  a  definate  issue  saying  definitely  and  specifically  that  a 
certain  section  of  the  Income  Tax  Begulation  should  be  changed,  1 
should  certainly  have  ruled  him  out.  Now  this  is  a  request  mud*  to 
Government  to  consider  the  possibility  of  the  measures  and  the  useful¬ 
ness  of  the  measures  which  he  now  advocates.  I  think  that  Mr.  Kainik- 
kara  M.  Padmanabha  Piliai  is  in  order. 


MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  {Kalkulann  I)  :  I  would  like  to  know  from 
the  Chair  whether  the  time  occupied  by  the  speeches  of  tho  C-hiir  would 
be  deducted  from  the  time  allotted  for  the  discussion  of  this  motion? 


DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  wish  Mr.  Elenkath,  without,  making  much 
ado  about  the  matter,  to  express  his  regret  for  what  he  has  stated. 
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Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( Kalkulam  I):  I  am  in  right  earnest, 
Sir. 

DEPUTE  PRESIDENT  :  No,  I  cannot  permit  that;  It  is  a  piece  of 
behaviour  which  offends  against  the  fundamental  rules  of  discussion  in 
the  House.  An  important  point  was  raised  and  the  Chair  did  think,  and 
the  Chair  thinks  still  that  reasoning  of  an  elaborate  character  must  be 
set  forth  before  a  ruling  was  given.  Mr.  Elenkath,  immediately  after 
that  ruling,  gets  up  and  makes  a  request  for  information,  information 
which,  as  a  member  of  this  House  who  has  sat  in  this  House  for  several 
years,  he  should  have  had  with  him.  This  kind  of  wasting  the  time, 
I  say  this  with  all  deliberation,  with  all  seriousness,  must  be  de¬ 
precated  . 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I) :  Sir,  another  point.  The 
Chair  has  very  many  times  asked  members  to  withdraw  and  express 
regret  and  that  is  systematically  not  carried  out.  I  am  pointing  this 
out  because  I  feel  it  is  an  infringment  of  the  dignity  of  the  Chair  if 
orders  of  the  Chair  are  not  carried  out  once  they  are  pronounced. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  have  been  certainly  seeing  that  the  orders 
of  the  Chair  are  invariably  carried  out.  Mr.  Kunjuktishna  Pillai  has 
raised  a  point  of  very  great  importance,  Taking  action  against 
members  who  do  not  behave  exactly  as  they  ought  to  behave  is  a 
matter  of  serious  concern.  The  Chair  is  anxious  to  respeot  members 
in  every  way  that  it  can.  But  all  the  same,  in  spite  of  repeated 
reminders,  in  spite  of  repeated  rulings  detailing  the  manner  in  which 
questions  have  to  he  put  and  points  have  to  be  raised  and  rulings  have 
to  be  bowed  to,  I  think  there  is  considerable  force  in  what  Mr.  Kunju- 
krishna  Pillai  stated  before  the  House.  I  hope  that  ' members  will 
respeot  themselves  in  respecting  the  Chair  (Hear,  hear).  They  have 
been  respecting  the  Chair  ;  otherwise  I  should  have  taken  action  against 
any  member  who  infringed  the  rules.  . 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  NT.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Ghanganackerry  I) :  Sir,  I 
was  saying  that  the  motion  is  composed  of  two  parts  and  the  two  parts 
have  to  be  taken  together-  If  one  part  of  the  motion  alone  is  put  to 
the  House,  it  will  result  either  in  a  heavy  burden  on  the  tax  payer  or  a 
severe  loss  to  the  (Government.  If  the  first  part  of  , the  motion  alone  is 
acted  upon,  the  result  will  be  to  impose  an  additional  tax  upon  the  land¬ 
owner  a  tax  in  addition  to  the  various  kinds  of  taxes  directly  and  in¬ 
directly  levied  today.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  second  part  of  the 
motion  alone  is  acted  upon,  that  will  result  in  serious  loss  to  the 
revenues  of  the  Government.  That  is  why  I  said  that  these  two  parts 
have  to  go  hand  in  hand  and  that  the  motion  has  to  be  considered  in 
its  entirety. 

This  Assembly  has  completed  now  three  years  of  its  life  and  during 
these  three  years,  I  ask,  has  there  been  a  single  year. - —  .  ■ 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Sheneotta )  ;  Will  the  honour¬ 
able  member  enlighten  the  House  with  -regard  to  the  financial  impli¬ 
cation  of  the  scheme  ? 
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Mr,  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PiLLAl  {Glumganaoherry  1)  :  I  think 
members  will  have  the  patience  to  wait  till  the  end  of  my  speech. 

This  Assembly  has  completed  three  years  of  its  life  and  I  ask-whe- 
fcber  there  has  been  a  single  rear  when  the  Government  had  not  to 
make  some  concession  in  land  tax  to  the  people  at  large.  We  have  now 
reached  the  fourth  discussion  of  the  Budget;  and  I  again  ask,  has  there 
been  a  single  session  when  the  non-officials  in  this  House  did  not  ask  for 
severe  cats  iii  the  land  tax  of  the  country  ?  Now  is  it  possible  to  be¬ 
lieve  that  the  non-officials  on  this  side  do  not  realise  the  heavy  burden 
that  lies  on  the  Government  ?  Again,  can  it  he  supposed  that  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  themselves,  who  have  to  work  their  machinery  depending  upon  . 
the  various  sources  of  the  revenue,  have  forgotten  their  responsibility  in 
reducing  land  tax  and  giving  concessions  to  the  pooplo.  Both  these 
assumptions  will  he  outrageous.  The  voal  fact  therefore,  Sir,  is  that 
there  is  something  fundamentally  wrong  in.  the  method  of  taxation  as 
it  stands  today;  we'are  finding  it  impossible  to  meet  it  in  a  proper  manner; 
and  therefore  the  people  on  the  one  hand  and  the  Government  on  the 
other  are  every  year  forced  to  find  some  palliative  to  get  out  of  the  situ¬ 
ation  which  we  ourselves  have  created. 

The  taxation  as  it  stands  today  is  highly  to  the  prejudico  of  the 
land  owner.  A  person  getting  any  income  up  to  Its.  2,000  goes  with¬ 
out  any  taxation,  unless  the  money  that  is  invested  is  invested  on  laud. 
He  may  be  a  money-lender  by  profession,  ho  may  be  a  merchant  by 
profession,  ho  may  be  an  industrialist  by  profession  ;  and  yet  if  the  per¬ 
son’s  income  does  not  roach  the  limit  of  Its.  2,000  he  is  not  taxed-  But 
if  a  person  invests  even  a  small  portion  of  money  on  a  very  small 
portion  of  land  just  for  putting  up  a  hut  for  his  family  and  himself  to 
live,  he  has  to  pay  tax.  The  question  may  be  put  and  it  was  put  some¬ 
times,  why  not  then  the  persons  invert  their  money  in  some  form 
other  than  in  buying  land  ?  There  are  a  hundred  and  one  reasons. 
Land  has  to  be  got  for  a  man  to  live.  Possession  of  land  has  by 
generations  come  to  attach  a  certain  amount  of  respectability  on  the 
owners.  Even  the  constitution  of  this  Assembly  as  it  stands  today, 
places  very  great  importance  on  the  possession  of  lands.  Thus  in  this 
country  the  possession  of  a  contain  amount  of  land  has  become  an 
absolute  necessity  to  lead  the  life  of  a  citizen.  And  when  after  creating 
that  situation  by  circumstances  or  by  custom  to  tell  a  man  that  he  will 
be  taxed  if  ho  has  any  love  for  land,  but  he  will  be  free  of  any  taxation 
even  if  his  income  goes  above  Ka.  2,000  if  he  pursues  other  walks  of 
life,  is  to  say  the  least  very  iniquitous  towards  that  person  who  possesses 
land.  The  inequity  in  the  matter  is  more  apparent  if  we  remember 
that  a  person  who  possesses  land  has  to  pay  tax  not  only  on  the  land  . 
but  he  has  to  pay  additional  tax  if  he  improves  it.  If  the  produces  - 
have  to  be  sold,  he  has  to  pay  another  tax.  An  export  duty  Ins  to  be 
paid  again-  T-hese  various  forms  of  taxation,  direct  and  indirect,  have  to 
be  met  by  a  person  who  possesses  lands,  but  from  that ;  all  other  kinds 
of  occupations  in  the  State  are  free. 
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Sir,  a  third  point  which  has  to  be  remembered  is,  while  taxation  on 
income  depends  upon  the  actual  income  that  a  person  gets,  the  land  tax 
is  a  sort  of  fixed  item-  If  you  look  at  the  fundamental  principle  of  land 
taxation,  you  will  find  that  tax  was  levied  based  upon  the  income  from 
land.  But  when  once  the  assessment  is  made,  the  tax  imposed  on  land 
continues  for  many  years  irrespective  of  the  fact  whether  the  income 
from  land  has  increased  or  decreased.  Crops  may  fail,  weather  condi¬ 
tions  may  be  inclement  and  the  gardens  might  have  been  devastated,  but 
tax  never  alters.  Taking,  for  example,  the  cocoanut  gardens,  we  know 
that,  in  Central  Travancore  and  Northern  Travancore  and  some  portions 
of  South  Travancore,  cocoanut  gardens,  which  were  assessed  when  the 
trees  were  fully  yielding,  have  become  a  prey  to  the  devastating  diseases. 
The  trees  have  disappeared  ;  yet  the  tax  collector  goes  forward  unaffect¬ 
ed  by  all  these  vicissitudes. 

The  only  objection  that  can  be  raised  against  my  proposal  is  that 
which  was  expressed  in  one  very  precise  sentence  by  the  Income  Tax 
Commissioner.  He  said  that,  in  a  mainly  agricultural  country  like  India, 
to  get  some  substantial  income  which  is  not  of  a  fluctuating  character, 
the  safest  thing  for  Government  to  do  is  to  impose  tax  on  land.  He 
has  put  the  whole  thing  in  a  nutshell,  but  this  contains  two  items  to  be 
considered,  namely,  first  an  agricultural  land  and  secondly  a  non-fluctu¬ 
ating  income.  The  definition  of  Travancore  as  an  agricultural  land  is 
certainly  true  ;  but  if  by  agricultural  land  we  mean  a  land  where  the 
people  live  from  agriculture,  I  think  it  is  time  to  revise  our  judgment 
of  Travancore  because  here  people  have  already  begun  to  starve  by- 
agriculture.  Again,  Sir,  the  other  fact — 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  member  has  exceeded  bis  time. 

Mr.  KAINIKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Glianganachcrrg  I):  I  want 
only  one  or  two  minutes.  The  next  point  is  in  regard  to  the  non-fluc¬ 
tuating  nature  of  the  income.  If  you  refer  to  our  Government  budget 
for  the  last  several  years,  you  will  find  not  a  single  year  where  the  in¬ 
come  from  land  revenue  has  not  fluctuated.  The  objection  that  we 
feel  is  really  based  on  our  habitual  conservatism.  Last  time  the  Income 
Tax  Commissioner  said  that  land  tax  has  got  a  history  of  centuries 
behind  it.  This  feeling  is  the  real  objection  to  my  suggestion.  I  can 
answer  it  by  almost  repeating  the  sentence.  If  one  person  can  say  that 
an  institution  has  to  be  respected  because  it  is  centuries  old,  it  is  equally 
open  to  another  to  say  that  the  institution  has  to  be  abolished  for  the 
very  reason  that  it  is  centuries  old.  As  Mr.  Chidambaram  Pillai  pointed 
out  circumstances  have  changed  from  there  at  the  time  of  Todarmal. 
Land  revenue  has  already  become  only  the  third  in  importance  in  the 
revenues  of  the  State.  This  year's  budget  says  that  land  revenue  forms 
onlv  15-6  per  cent,  of  the  total  revenue  of  Government-  Prom  a  time 
when  the  Government  depended  solely  or  mostly  on  land  revenue,  we 
have  reached  a  time  when  85  per  cent  of  the  total  revenue  comes  from 
other  sources.  Therefore  I  submit  it  is  not  too  early  for  us  to  reconsider 
the  whole  question  of  land  tax  and  form  a  new  scheme.  With  these 
word?,  I  move  the  motion  for  the  acceptance  of  the  House. 
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Mr.  R.  SIVARAMAN  NAlR  (TimmlUt.ll):  The  motion  before 
the  House  may  at  first  sight  seem  very  revolutionary  because  the  form 
of  taxation  is  sought  to  be  totally  charged.  But  I  may  say,  though  it 
may  at  first  sight  seem  revolutionary,  it  is  not  so  because  under  Section 
7  of  the  Income  Tax  Regulation  the  principle  of  this  motion  lias  already 
been  accepted.  Under  Section  7,  taxes  on  income  under  head  property 
is  based  on  the  bomi  fide  rent,  of  the  property.  This  motion  wants  only 
to  extend  the  principle  contained  in  that  provision,  so  that  it  may  ox- 
tend  to  other  cases  also.  So  the  objection  which  was  raised  last  year 
by  the  Land  Eevemto  Commissioner  that  the  proposal  is  very  revolu¬ 
tionary  will  not  stand. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  {Land  He, venue  and  Income  Tax 
Was  ii  accepted  ? 

MR.  R.  SIVARAIVIAN  NAIR  ( Tinumlla.  IT):  No- 

Sir,  the  taxation  in  this  country  has  been  increasing  year  after  year. 
The  incidence  of  taxation  per  head  in  1109  was  Ohs.  11)  cash  12  and  in 
1111  it  vvasOhs.  21 — 9  cash.  Thus  in  the  case  of  land  tax  it  is  increasing 
year  after  year.  But  in  the  case  of  income  tax  an  income  which  is 
less  than  Rs.  2,000  is  excluded  from  assessment.  That  is  if  a  man 
gets  an  income  of  its.  1,990,  he  is  not  taxed,  but  if  he  gets  lis.  2,000,  he 
is  taxed.  On  the  other  hand  in  the  case  of  an  ordinary  man  who  pur¬ 
sues  agricultural  work,  that  man  lias  to  pay  the  tax  irrespective  of  the 
fact  whether  his  income  is  small  or  great.  Whether  he  gets  Rs.  9  or 
Es.  99  lie  has  to  pay  tax.  In  my  opinion!  it  is  unfair. 

I  say  it  is  in  my  opinion  quite  unfair.  Sir,  one  of  the  first  incidents 
of  taxation  is  that  the  taxation  should  fall  alike  on  all.  Those  people 
who  get  an  income  below  Rs.  2,000  and  who  are  not  bound  to  pay  any 
income  tax  under  the  Regulation  are  also  getting  all  the  benefits  of  the 
Government  which  is  being  supported  by  the  taxation  from  ordinary 
ryots.  To  me,  it  appears,  Sir,  that  there  is  no  justification  whatever, 
for  not  assessing  to  income  tax  those  people  also  who  get  less  than 
Rs.  2,000.  With  these  words,  I  support  the  motion. 

MR.  EDAVANATT  S.  HADMANABHA  MEN0H  ( Sherta'da,  I)  :  I  support  the 
motion.  Sir,  the  principle  of  the  incidence  and  the  shifting  of  taxation 
constitute  a  gteat  problem  which  demands  a  very  close  study.  Sir,  in 
all  advanced  countries,  land  tax,  especially  on  agricultural  lands,  is  con¬ 
sidered  as  a  tax  that  it  not  shifting,  which  rests  directly  on  the  agricul¬ 
turists  or  the  owner  of  the  land.  Taxes  can  be  classified  into  two  divi¬ 
sions,  taxes  primarily  for  financial  considerations  as  a  fiscal  source  of 
revenue  to  the  State  and  tax  as  a  social  source.  The  two  operate  dif¬ 
ferently  in  society  at  large-  As  an  example,  the  tax  on  manufactured 
goods  shifts,  so  that  ultimately  the  consumer  has  to  pay  the  tax.  The 
merchant  or  the  tradesman  who  deals  with  the  manufactured  goods  ia 
not  concerned  with  it,  because  it  forms  part  of  the  price  of  the  article- 
In.  America,  England  and  other  advanced  countries,  this  principle  has 
been  accepted  and  they  are  now  legislating  just  to  place  agricultural 
land  in  rural  parts  in  a  separate  category  and  the  urban  in  another 
category,  because  the  ground  value  in  urban  centres  is^greater  than  the

value  of  a  corresponding  extent  of  land  in  rural  centres.  The  Boyal 
Agricultural  Commission  in  England  which  went  into  the  whole 
question,  differentiated  the  two  and  lessened  the  burden  on  rural  land¬ 
holders.  Sir,  I  confess  there  is  not  much  scope  in  this  small  State  to 
raise  a  big  amount  by  way  of  indirect  taxation,  as  we  are  not  a  manu¬ 
facturing  country.  Still  it  is  high  time  that  a  new  move  is  made  to 
relieve  to  a  certain  extent  the  agriculturists  from  their  heavy  burden, 
and  expand  the  or  bit  and  the  scope  of  the  income  tax  assessment.  So, 
my  submission  to  this  House  is  that  early  steps  might  be  taken  by 
the  Government  for  considering  the  whole  assessment  question. 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Knlkulam  I)  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  offer  a  few 
remarks  in  support  of  the  motion.  The  realisation  of  land  tax  from 
nominal  cultivators  appears  to  be  a  gross  inequity,  for  the  people  who 
are  able  easily  to  earn  an  income  much  higher  than  that  earned  by 
people  who  possess  fifty  cents  or  one  acre  of  land,  are  escaping  assess¬ 
ment  from  Government.  I  ask  why  these  poor  ryots  for  the  mere  re¬ 
ason  that  they  have  been  ill-advised  to  invest  their  money  on  land 
should  be  penalised.  Sir,  if  the  motion  is  accepted,  I  think  that  the 
Government  will  be  placed  at  an  advantage  as  regards  the  income  to  be 
derived,  because  practically  every  person  who  is  able  to  earn  a  rupee 
and  a  half  a  day  will  come  within  the  operation  of  the  Income  Tax 
Regulation. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  {Land  Revenue  and  Inco  ne  Tax  Commissioner): 
Is  it  the  gross  income  or  the  net  income  ? 

MR,  K.  R.  ELENKATH  [Kalkula'n  1)  :  Net  income.  For  example, 
if  an  officer  who  gets  say  Bs.  100  is  proved  to  save  a  considerable 
amount,  he  will  be  brought  within  the  scope  of  the  Regulation.  That 
is,  the  Regulation  should  he  so  amended  as  to  make  such  people  liable  to 
be  assessed.  There  must  be  equity  in  everything.  The  Land  Revenue 
Commissioner  will  concede  that  the  incidence  of  land  revenue  taxation 
is  based  on  the  income  that  is  derived  by  the  landowner,  the  cultiva¬ 
tion  expenses  and  other  things.  Sir,  I  am  supported  by  the  valuable 
view  expressed  to-day  by  the  Deputy  President  on  the  system  of  taxa¬ 
tion.  Tax  is  not  legitimately  due,  according  to  his  theory,  because  the 
State  is  not  the  real  owner  of  all  the  land. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  In  fairness  I  have  to  say  this.  As  far  as  possi¬ 
ble,  develop  your  own  idea.  When  the  occupant  of  the  Chair  expresses 
an  opinion  before  putting  a  motion  to  the  vote  of  the  House,  he  does  it 
under  circumstances  when  others  are  not  able  to  disoussit  or  find  out 
the  flaws  or  add  to  its  value. and  so  forth.  So,  as  far  as  possible,  leave 
the  President’s  observations  alone. 

Mr,  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Kalkulnm  1) :  My  main  ground  for  supporting 
this  motion  is  that  there  should  be  not  be  any  inequity  in  the  matter  of 
taxation.  It  is  very  hard  to  think  of  a  land-owner  owning  half  an  acre 
of  land  having  to  pay  Rs.  10  or  Rs.  20  in  a  year  while  others,  say, 
a  merchant  Of  an  officer  or  a  vakil  or  a  medical  practitioner,  who  can 
very  easily  meet  their  expenses  and  put  by  a  good  saviDg,  are  excluded 
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from  the  operation  of  the  Income  Tax  Regulation  now.  If  an  assess¬ 
ment  on  a  net  income  of  over  Rs.  500  is  made,  I  should  think  that  the 
rate  of  assessment  may  even  be  made  higher  so  that  the  effeut  of  it 

maybe  less  felt  by  those  who  pay ‘more.  As  Miss  Gnanasikamony 
observed  the  other  day,  if  a  man.  who  gets  Rs.  200  or  Rs.  300  a  month  is 
made  to  forego  Es.  50  by  way  of  out,  he  will  have  to  forego  the  chance 
of  purchasing  of  one  suroe,  whereas,  in  the  ease  of  a  man  having  very 
low  income,  a  tax  of  four  annas  may  mean  loss  of  one  day’s  meal.  That 
aspect,  of  the  question  has  to  be  viowod  and  I  do  not  think  that  the 
motion  is  even  revolutionary  because  of  the  progress  wo  liavo  to  make 
in  another  direction. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Ncilunuinr/ :i,d )  :  Sir,  it  was  in  very  early  history 
that  the  system  of  land  tax  had  its  origin.  There  was  a  time  when  the 
people  of  the  State  had  to  make  contributions  to  their  Chief  or  Euler  or 
King  and  his  army  and  followers  for  their  maintenance. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  May  I  point  out  that,  as  the  expression  goes, 
early  history  may  mean  history  twenty  live  thousand  and  thirty  thou¬ 
sand  years  ago  ? 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nelumangad)  :  Sir,  I  meant  the  history  of  two 
thousand  or  three  thousand  years  ago.  Sir,  in  those  days,  there  was  no 
source  of  revenue  for  the  Euler  to  fall  upon  excepting  the  levy  of  land 
tax ;  and  hence  levy  of  land  tax  in  the  world  came  into  existence. 

Sir,  there  was  a  system  of  taxation  about  two  hundred  years  ago 
in  Russia.  There  was  tax  levied  for  the  board.  It  was  known  as  a 
Beard  Tax.  Tor  centuries  together,  that  taxation  continued  in  Russia. 
It  was  during  the  time  of  ono  Empress  —  I  do  nut  remember  her  name  ; 
when  that  was  abolished.  Sir,  if  we  attempt  to  abolish  the  levy  of 
land  tax,  well,  a  time  will  come  when  the  future  generations  would 
think  of  this  laud  tax  as  a  tax  just  like  the  tax  that  was  in  vogue  on 
beards  in  Russia.  The  system  of  land  tax  is  an  antiquarian  system  and 
it  is  high  time  that  it  is  abolished.  I  was  just  drawing  the  attention 
of  the  honourable  members  of  this  House  to  the  compulsory  taxation 
that  prevailed  in  Russia  about  two  hundred  years  ago.  Sir,  in  modern 
times,  wo  have  got  various  sources  of  taxation  and  various  sources  of 
income  for  the  State.  There  is  the  income  from  the  trade.  There  is 
the  income  from  the  Registration  Department.  There  is  the  income 
from  the  Judicial  Department  and  there  is  also  the  income  from 
various  other  sources  as  a  result  of  which  the  State  can  have  a 
good  revenue  for  carrying  on  the  administration  of  the  State  and  for 
looking  after  the  comforts  and  conveniences  of  the  subjects  of  this 
State. 

Further,  if  you  take  into  consideration  the  total  income  of  the 
State,  you  will  find  that  99  per  cent,  of  the  income  of  the  State 
is  being  contributed  by  the  agriculturists.  They  contribute  the 
income  to  the  State  m  the  shape  of  fees  for  registering  documents, 
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court  fees,  export  duty  and  import  duty,  market  dues,  license  fees  and 
other  fees  for  buses.  In  various  ways  and  divergent  shapes,  the  agricul¬ 
turists  are  contributing  towards  the  income  of  the  State. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  You  like  to  include  all  these  items  in  land 

tax  ? 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad)  :  No,  Sir.  I  am  saying  that  the 
agriculturist  is  compelled  to  pay  practically  99'9  per  cent.  of  the  total 
income  of  the  State  and  not  other  men. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Chirayinlcil  T)  :  May  I  know  whether  it  is 
the  member’s  view  that,  if  land  tax  is  abolished,  there  should  be  no 
substitute  at  all  ? 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumvigad) :  Sir,  it  will  be  clear  from  the 
motion  itself.  What  I  submit  is  this,  Sir,  that  to-day,  as  a  result  of  the 
fall  in  the  value  of  the  land  and  the  income  from  the  land  the  agricul¬ 
turist  is  not  in  a  position  to  pay  tax  to  Government.  Such  being  the 
case,  if  the  property  tax  is  abolished  and  income  tax  is  levied  on  the  in¬ 
come  of  every  citizen,  I  am  sure  it  will  be  conducive  to  the  interests 
of  the  State  and  the  people  of  the  State.  It  would  lighten  the  burdon 
of  the  agriculturist :  it  would  increase  the  revenue  of  the  State;  and  it 
would  ultimately  benefit  the  State  and  the  people. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quiion  1 ):  Sir,  I  consider  this 
morion  of  my  friend  Mr.  Kainikkara  M.  Padmanabha.  Pillai  as  an  in¬ 
vitation  to  Government  to  ponder  over  the  question  of  taxation. 

Sir,  I  am  not  in  a  position  at  present  to  say  definitely  that  the 
taxation  as  proposed  by  my  friend  will  be  the  best  suited  method  of 
taxation  in  Travancore.  But  I  am  at  one  with  him  in  the  view  that  it 
is  high  time  that  the  fiscal  policy  of  the  State  is  reconsidered,  with  a 
view  to  the  equitable  distribution  of  the  incidence  of  taxation.  Sir,  I 
find  that,  in  Travancore,  the  land  that  is  taxed,  excluding  the  reserved 
forests,  roads  and  the  lands  owned  by  Jenmies,  will  come  to  about  one 
third  of  the  total  area  of  land.  And  it  is  the  people  who  cultivate  or 
own  this  portion  of  the  land  that  have  to  pay  the  land  tax.  When  we 
consider  the  position  along  with  the  question  of  the  indirect  taxes  that 
we  have  to  pay,  if  will  be  found  how  heavy  is  the  incidence  of  taxation 
over  the  citizen  in  Travancore.  Sir,  the  question  of  the  applicability 
of  the  land  tax  should  not  be  considered  good  or  had  on  the  ground 
whether  the  proposal  now  made  by  my  friend  is  revolutionary  or  not. 
I  hope  no  sensible  man,  much  less  the  Government,  will  be  frightened 
by  the  word  revolution.  Sir  if  we  understand  the  exact  meaning  of 
the  word  ‘  revolutionary  ’,  it  does  not  cannote  anything  bad.  I  advert- 
ed  to  that  because  many  members  were  at  pains  to  justify  that  this  is 
not  a  revolutionary  change.  I  may  even  concede  that  it  is  a  revolution¬ 
ary  change ;  hut  why  not  Government  accept  it  if  this  revolutionary 
change  is  going  to  better  the  Government  as  tax  collector  and  the 
people  as  tax  payers  ?  Mr.  Kainikkara  Padmanabha  Pill&i’s  motion 
does  not  want  the  Government  to  be  deprived  "of  any  portion  of  its 
revenue.  "His  motion  is  to  the  effect  that  the  Government  should 
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devise  a  more  equitable  method  of  collecting  revenue.  That  is  a  matter 
that  has  to  be  considered.  I  concede  that  off-hand  Government  will 
not  be  in  a  position  to  give  an  answer  ‘  yes  ’  or  ‘  no  ’  to  this  question. 
But  I  think  the  Government  will  concede  that  they  will  look  into  the 
question,  investigate  it  properly,  and  come  to  some  decision  with  re¬ 
gard  to  the.  question  of  taxation.  With  these  words,  I  support  the 
motion  in  the  sense  that  the  Government  will  recognise  the  position 
■that  it  is  high  time,  that  the  quosliou  of  taxation  will  have  to  bo  re- 
oonsiderod. 

MR.  K,  GEORGE  (L'to-l  H*wuw  ami  Pm>,w  Tar  Oommimimer) : 
Sir,  the  mover  of  the  motion  informed  the  House  that  this  very  same 
question  was  discussed  on  the  Horn:  of  the  House  at  the.  time  of  the  last 
year’s  budget.  The  proposition  put  ill  plain  language  is  this.  Abolish 
all  land-tax,  and,  in  its  place,  devise  a  scheme  of  taxation  on  incomes 
and  bring  under  it  the.  incomes  including  tho  agricultural  income 
which  now  is  exempted  from  income  tax.  As  Mr.  Knnjukrishua  Pillai 
said,  though  it  is  a  revolutionary  proposal,  everything  revolutionary  is 
not  bad.  Quito  so.  I  do  not  think  there  is  anything  intrinsically  bad 
in  a  revolutionary  change.  Instead  of  'revolutionary’  he  may  say  that 
the  proposal  is  one  calculated  to  revolutioniso  the  entire  taxation  system. 
Our  present  system  is  what  is  obtaining  in  the  Indian  Umpire.  My 
friends  had  to  go  to  England,  America  and  Russia  to  prove  their 
case  on  tho  ground  that  there  is  no  land-tax  in  those  countries. 

Now,  why  is  if,  that  in  India  this  taxation  is  maintained 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nr.iln  muiyad)  :  May  I  ask  whether  tho  Honour¬ 
able  member  is  aware  that  there  is  no  land  tax  for  land  where  cocoa- 
nuts  are  cultivated  in  (leylou  ') 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (La, ml  l!cvmm  and  Income  Ta.r  Commummcr)  : 
I  do  not  know.  I  have  heard  it  said— I  am  not  sure  if  it  is  a  fact — 
that  there  used  to  be  poll-tax  in  Ceylon. 

As  I  said,  my  friends  had  to  travel  as  far  as  Russia  and  America 
and  various  other  parts  of  tho  world  to  prove  that  Jaml  tax  is  a  rem¬ 
nant  of  an  iniquitous  system. 

Sir,  the  fact1  raised  is  a  very  important  ’  question.  Govern¬ 
ment  recognise  that.  But  to  my  mind,  at  the  present  moment,  it  is 
more  academic  tnan  practical.  In  a  matter  like  this,  which  deals 
with  controversial  questions  of  taxation,  it  is  very  difficult  to  express  an 
opinion  off-hand.  And  wo  in  this  matter  would  bo  doing  wisely  if  we 
follow  the  lead  of  our  neighbours,  I  mean  the  British  Indian  Govern¬ 
ment  who  have  very  able  experts  to  consider  this  question, 

Now,  there  is  one  mistaken  motion  underlying  this  motion.  It 
has  been  said,  in  the  first  place  that  it  does  not  substantially  affect  the 
Government  revenue.  That  is  wrong.  It  will  very  vitally  affect  the 
revenues  of  the  State.  After  all  what  ia  the  tax  that  you  will  get  by 
reducing  the  present  taxable  limit  for  income-tax  from  Rs.  2,000  to 
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Es.  500.  Some  time  ago  I  made  a  calculation  as  to  what  Government 
will  get  if  the  assessable  income  was  reduced  from  ids.  2,000  to 
Rs.  1,000.  If  I  remember  right,  the  additional  tax  that  we  would  get 
out  of  that  would  be  less  than  a  lakh  of  rupees. 

MR.  A.  THANU  P1LLAI  (■ Trimiulmm-Rural )  :  Will  it  include  agricul¬ 
tural  income  also? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  [Land  lUvenue  awl  Income  Tax  Commissioner)  \ 
No.  As  X  said  on  a  previous  occasion,  what  is  the  number  of  people 
yvho  get  an  agricultural  income  of  Its,  500  a  year  ?  There  are  not 
many  such  people  in  the  Stale. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nrdimwiii/ad)  :  Suppose  the  amount  is  Es.  250  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Land  lir.vmue  and  In-come  Tax  Commissioner)  : 
That  will  not  make  much  difference.  There  is  also  another  important 
consideration.  If  agriculturists  are  assessed  to  income  tax,  they  will 
be  subjected  to  much  vexatious  enquiries  every  year.  Non  they  know 
definitely  where  they  have  to  pay  ;  and  that  amount  will  not  be  altered 
until  the  next  settlement  .  income  tax  has,  however,  to  be  assessed  from 
year  to  year,  and  in  doing  so,  the  annual  yield,  the  cultivation  expenses,  eto. 
will  have  to  be  ascertained  by  the  Income  tax  officer,  How  is  this  to  be 
done?  Very  few  ryots  keep  proper  accounts.  Bo  there  is  every  chance 
of  the  ryots  being  liarrassed  by  the  income-tax  authority,  An  advant¬ 
age  of  the  land  revenue  system  is  that  the  tax  is  fixed  for  thirty  years, 
so  that  the  ryot  knows  what  he  should  pay.  On  the  other  hand,  in¬ 
come  tax  would  be  vexatious  and  harrassing  to  him  year  after  year. 
This  is  a  very  important  point.  I  belive  that,  in  the  various  parts  of 
India,  there  is  a  move  for  permanent  settlement  of  land  revenue,  so 
that  there  may  not  be  any  change  in  the  assessment  at  all. 

This  is  a  scheme  of  bringing  under  taxation  all  agricultural  income 
and  it  is  brought  forward  on  purely  theoretical  grounds.  I  have  not 
studied  carefully  the  pros  and  cons  of  the  question.  But  at  present  I 
am  of  opinion  that  the  change  will  not  be  advantageous  to  the  ryots 
and  would  seriousely  affect  Government  revenue. 

Sir,  as  I  said  last  year,  we  shall  be  well  advised  if  we  follow  the 
lead  of  British  India  and  other  Indian  States  in  this  matter. 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  P1LLAI  (Changanacherry  I);  Sir, 
neither  when  moving  the  motion  nor  when  the  discussion  was  going  on 
did  I  believe  that  the  question  was  devoid  of  difficulties.  But  we  have 
come  to  a  position  where  we  have  to  face  very  many  difficulties. 
This  Iras  been  going  on  for  so  many  years  that,  unless  Government 
offers  something  which  is  a  real  remedy  for  those  evils,  we  have  to  come 
forward  with  our  own  quack  medicines.  As  Mr.  Karayalar  indicated 
by  a  question  to  me,  and  as  the  Income  Tax  Commissioner  suggested  in 
his  speech,  I  know  that  the  financial  implications  are  very  serious. 
That  is  why  I  brought  forward  this  as  a  suggestion.  My  request  to 
Government  is  to  suspend  judgment,  to  consider  this  question  deeply, 
and  to  find  out  a  method  by  which  Government  and  the  people  can  get 
out  of  this.situation.  We  are  mow  stranded.  We  come  to  you  and 
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beg  for  cuts  iu  tax.  Yon  are  giving  concessions.  Neither  of  us  like  it. 
We  want  some  fundamental  remedy  for  escaping  from  this  evil,  some 
means  by  which  wo  can  adjust  our  taxation  according  to  the  fluctuations 
in  the  income  of  the  people.  My  only  purpose  in  bringing  this  motion, 
as  I  did  two  years  ago,  is  to  bring  again  to  the  notice  of  Government 
that,  in  the  case  of  taxation,  it  is  high  time  for  the  Government  to  re¬ 
consider  the  whole  situation  including  the  taxation  of  land  revenue. 
Land  tax  gives  only  fifteen  per  cent-  of  the  whole  income  of  Govern¬ 
ment.  It  is  not  at  all  too  early  for  the  Government  to  give  up  the 
orthodox  reverence  for  it.  I  hope  my  motion  will  be  understood  in 
this  light  and  I  hope  the  Government  will  come  forward  with  some¬ 
thing  to  help  us.  With  these  words,  l  bog  leave  to  withdraw  the 
motion .

DEMAND  VI—  Taxes  on  Income—  (could.) 

PRESIDENT  :  The  time  allowed  for  questions  and  answers  has  ex¬ 
pired.

Mr.  S.  ■  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shencotta )  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move

To  reduce  the  total  allotment  of  Rs.  22,062  under  Demand  VI  ly

Sir,  my  object  in  moving  this  motion  is  to  make  a  few  general 
observations  regarding  the  working  of  this  department  and  the  adminis¬ 
tration  of  the  Income  Tax  Regulation, 

Sir,  one  of  the  fundamental  principles  underlying  this  Regulation, 
is  that  only  the  income  (including  profits  and  gains)  that  accrues  or 
arises  or  is  received  in  Travancore  is  liable  to  income  tax  under  the  Re¬ 
gulation.  Obviously,  then  the  income  that  accrues  or  arises  outside 
Travancore  or  is  not  received  in  Travancore  is  not  liable  to  be  charged 
to  income  tax  in  Travancore.  This  distinction  is  of  great  importance  to 
Travancore  as  a  whole  ana  particularly  to  the  people  who  reside  in  the 
frontier  taluks  like  Shencotta-  I  shall  just  illustrate  how  the  operation 
of  this  principle  will  affect  prejudicially  the  parties  in  the  frontier  area. 
Sir,  in  the  frontier  taluks,  people  make  investments  both  in  the  Trayan- 
eore  State  and  in  the  adjoining  British  territory  either  in  the  form  of 
landed  property  or  in  banks  or  lend  their  money  to  other  people.  What¬ 
ever  income  accrues  in  British  India  to  such  investors  is  not  necessarily 
liable  to  be  assessed  to  Travancore  income  tax.  But,  what  ordinarily 
happens  is  that  the  assessees  in  Shencotta  and  similar  places  like  Nager- 
coil  are  compelled  to  pay  tax  on  the  income  that  accrues  fo  them  in 
British  India  but  not  actually  received  in  Travancore  so  that,  what  is  nof 
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legitimately  liable  to  be  assessed  under  the  strict  provisions  of  the  Re¬ 
gulation  is  often  assessed  to  income  tax.  At  any  rate,  the  assessing 
officers  compel  the  nssessees  to  include  such  income  in  their  returns  of 
income- 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  ( Land  lievenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner)'. 
How  are  they  compelled  '! 

Mr.  S.  'CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shencotta )  :  When-  the  re- 
turns  are  made,  the  assessing  officers  often  ask  the  assesseos  to  revise 
their  returns  by  including  such  income  also.  That  is  one  way  of  com¬ 
pelling  them. 

Sir,  it  will  be  convenient  to  refer  to  the  corresponding  provision  in 
British  India  under  which  the  income  that  accrues  to  a  resident  in 
British  India  from  outside  British  India  is  not  liable  to  be  charged  to 
British  Indian  income  tax,  unless  it  is  brought  into  British.  India  dur¬ 
ing  a  particular  year,  when  alone  it  is  liable  to  be  taxed.  Sir,  there  is 
no  such  specific  provision  in  our  Regulation  but  under  the  general  prin¬ 
ciples  as  embodied  in  the  Regulation  itself,  this  is  the  law  in  Travan- 
core  also  in  regard  to  it.  I  therefore  want  that  the  authorities  should 
give  specific  instructions  to  tire  assessing  officers  in  this  respect  and  see 
that  such  income  is  not  assessed. 

Another  point,  Sir,  that  arises  out  of  the  same  sestion  is  with 
regard  to  the  bringing,  under  tax,  income  that  arises  from  land  or  in¬ 
vestments  in  land  in  British  India.  In  British  India,  Sir,  there  is  a 
specific  provision  to  say  that  income  arising  from  investments  on  laud 
in  a  Native  State,  shall  not  be  liable  to  be  included  for  purposes  of  in¬ 
come  tax  in  British  India,  if  in  respect  of  such  land  the  assessee  pays 
land  tax  to  that  State.  Sir,  that  is  a  very  wholesome  principle  that  is 
incorporated  in  the  British  Indian  Act  and  it  may  be  incorporated  in 
onr  Regulation. 

Another  observation  I  want  to  make  is  with  regard  to  the  opera¬ 
tion  of  Section  23  of  the  Income  Tax  Regulation  which  lays  down  the 
powers  of  review  or  revision  of  the  Chief  Revenue  Authority.  Under 
this  section,  Sir,  the  Chief  Revenue  Authority  is  empowered  to  call  for 
records  in  any  assessment  proceedings  of  subordinate  officers  and  make 
such  orders  thereon  as  lie  thinks  fit. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLA1  (Quihn  I) :  May  I  know  from  the 
member  whether,  in  the  eases  cited  by  him,  the  assessees  were  assessed  to 
income  tax  in  British  India  for  the  amounts  invested  by  them  there  ? 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shencotta ) :  I  have  already 
explained  it,  Sir. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Sural):  Is  there  any  defect 
in  the  Regulation  as  it  is  ? 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shencotta } :  No  Sir,  I  am  point¬ 
ing  out  only  a  defect  in  procedure.  With  regard  to  the  procedure 
under  Section  23  which  lays  down  the  powers  of  the  Chief  Revenue 
Authority  in  calling  for  records  and  passing  such  orders  thereon  as  he 
deems  fit,  obviously  there  is  no  limitation  of  time  within  which  the 
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Chief  Revenue  Authority  may  call  for  records.  But  I  remember,  the 
Chief  Revenue  Authority  once  said  on  the  floor  of  this  House  that 
he  had  imposed  upon  himself  a'  self-denying  ordinance  that  he 
would  not  exercise  the  powers  under  this  section  if  more  than  one  year 
had  elapsed  since  the  date  of  the  passing  of  the  order  by  the  subordinate 
authority.  But  as  a  matter  of  fact,  Sir,  I  know  of  cases  in  which  the 
Chief  Revenue  Authority  sought  to  interfere  even  after  the  lapse  of 
one  year  or  at  least  issued  notice  to  the  parties  saying  that  lie  proposed 
to  take  action  under  the  Section, 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  {hand  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner)  : 
Was  it  before  the  expiry  of  one  year  or  after  ? 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shencntta) :  After  the  expiry 
of  one  year. 

MR.  A.  THANII  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Rural )  ;  Was  the  matter 

brought  before  him  in  appeal  ? 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shencotta)  :  It  came  before  him 
in  revision.  It  was  really  a  case  in  which  he  thought  that  the  assessee 
should  be  re-assessed.  Ordinarily  such  cases  should  be  taken  up  by  the 
assessing  officers  themselves  and  not  by  the  Chief  Revenue  Authority 
in  exercise  of  the  powers  under  Section  23.  Under  Section  23,  Sir,  the 
Chief  Revenue  Authority  should,  if  he  is  satisfied  on  the  materials 
available  to  him,  from  the  records  of  assessment,  that  the  case  requires 
to  be  revised,  of  course,  he  can  proceed  under  the  Section.  But  the 
cases  in  which  he  thinks  that  the  assessee  should  be  reassessed  should 
be  taken  up  by  the  assessing  officers  themselves.  This  can  be  achieved 
by  a  mere  direction  by  the  Chief  Revenue  Authority  himself  to  the  as¬ 
sessing  officer  to  take  action  under  Section  25.  Cases  of  re-assessment 
should  be  left  to  the  assessing  officers  themselves  and  should  not  be 
dealt  with  by  the  Chief  Revenue  Authority  under  Section  23.  As  re¬ 
gards  interference  in  revision  after  the  expiry  of  one  year,  by  the  Chief 
Revenue  Authority,  it  is  desirable  that  the  self-denying  ordinance 
should  be  given  effect  to  by  a  notification.  Sir,  these  are  the  few  obser¬ 
vations  that  I  have  got  to  make  on,  this  motion. 

Mr.  K.  PADMAMABHAN  (Chira.uinh.il)-.  I  would  like  to  supple¬ 
ment  what  has  been  stated  by  the  mover.  Sir,  the  present  method  of 
assessing  income  tax  is  defective  from  various  points  of  view.  Ill  very 
many  instances,  we  find  that  taxes  are  assessed  on  incomes  which  are 
much  below  the  minimum.  That  is  more  or  less  due  to  the  defective 
procedure  adopted  by  the  Income  Tax  Collectors  when  assessing 
tax.  Sir,  my  observations  are  to  a  large  extent  borne  out  by  the 
ever  increasing  -percentage  of  appeals  allowed  by  the  ever  increas¬ 
ing  percentage  of  Division  Peishkars,  Assistant  Peishkars  and 
Commissioner.  In  the  year  1110,  the  percentage  of  appeals  allowed  by 
Division  Peishkars,  Assistant  Peishkars  and  the  Commissioner  stood  at 
65'8,  while  the  corresponding  percentage  in  the  previous  year,  that  is 
in  the  year  1109,  stood  at  only  64‘5.  Of  the  24  appeals  disposed  of 
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bv  the  Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner  15  wore  allowed 
and  of  the  32  revision  petitions  heard  by  him  as  many  as  21  petitions 
were  allowed.  Certainly  from  these  figures  it  could  more  or  less  be 
seen  that  the  assessment  by  the  Income  Tax  Collectors,  particularly  the 
Taluk  Collectors,  is  rather  arbitrary  and  causes  very  serious  hardship  to 
the  poor  assessees.  Sir,  this  being  a  fiscal  law,  resort  is  generally  had 
to  coercive  proceedings  even  during  the  pendency  of  the  appeals.  In 
many  of  these  cases,  the  assessees  have  to  deposit  the  amount  as  soon 
as  the  assessment  is  made  and  then  obtain  refunds  when  appeals  are 
allowed. 

In  these  days  of  depression,  when  every  business  is  failing  it  will 
be  very  hard  if  the  Income-Tax  Collectors  levy  tax  on  those  whose 
income  is  much  below  the  taxable  minimum.  The  procedure  followed 
by  the  Income  Tax  Collectors  in  the  matter  of  assessment  of  income  is 
defective  from  various  points  of  view.  The  Collectors  ordinarily  base 
their  decisions  on  what  are  called  confidential  reports.  These  confiden¬ 
tial  reports  are  submitted  by  the  subordinates  of  the  Land  Revenue 
Department.  Various  considerations  may  weigh  with  them  in  the 
submission  of  these  reports.  As  soon  as  a  confidential  report  is  received 
by  the  Taluk  Collector,  he  issues  a  notice  to  the  party.  When 
the  Collector  gets  a  return  from  the  party  to  the  effect  that  he 
has  no  taxable  income,  lie  straightaway  proceeds  to  the  next  step  and 
calls  upon  the  party  to  produce  bis  accounts.  When  a  party  says  that 
he  has  no  taxable  income,  it  should  be  the  duty  of  the  Collector  to 
ascertain  whether  he  has  a  taxable  income  or  not.  He  should  not  base 
his  decision  on  the  mere  so  called  confidential  reports.  And  when 
the  parties  go  to  the  Collector’s  office  with  their  accounts,  they  have  to 
wait  there  from  morning  till  evening.  Nobody  will  receive  the  accounts 
unless  some  intermediate  transaction  takes  place  between  the  party  and 
the  clerk  concerned-  Afterwards  the  clerk  puts  up  some  notes  and  the 
assessing  authority  is  invariably  guided  by  these  notes.  This  is  the 
usual  procedure  followed  in  the  assessment  of  income  tax. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilonll):  What  is  the 
suggestion  of  the  member  as  to  how  the  income  tax  authorities  should 
ascertain  these  cases  ? 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Chirayiiilat  I)  :  My  complaint  is  that 
the  clerks  look  into  the  accounts  in  a  haphazard  way,  ana  submit  notes  on 
which  the  Collector  bases  his  decision.  I  say  he  should  not  be  guided 
by  the  subordinate  clerks.  He  should  himself  go  through  the  accounts, 
conduct  such  inquiry  as  is  necessary  and  then  pass  orders. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum— Rural) :  In  that  case,  how 
many  Collectors  will  have  to  be  appointed  ? 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chimyinkil  I):  There  is  no  necessity 
to  appoint  any  more  Collectors.  There  is  already  a  sufficient  number. 

I  think  it  is  possible  for  the  Collectors  to  do  that.  Qf  course,  there  are 
clerks  who  do  their  work  properly .  But  in  many  cases  these  clerks 
misrepresent  things  to  the  officers  concerned. 

Vol,  vni  No.  8. 
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One  more  point,  Sir.  In  several  instances  we  find  that  individuals 
and  business  concerns  who  have  largo  profits  escape  assessment.  That 
is  mainly  due  to  the  defects  in  our  Income  Tax  Law.  Take,  for  instance, 
the  case  of  itinerant  concerns  such  as  cinema  companies,  dramatic 
troupes,  etc.  They  may  not  be  residing  in  Travancore.  But  they  have 
their  income  by  cinema  shows  conducted  in  Travancore.  There  is  no 
excuse  for  not  assessing  them. 

These  are  all  defects  in  the  administration  of  income  tax  law 
which.  I  would  like  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  House.  With  these 
words,  I  support  the  motion. 

Mr.  M.  K.  JANARDANA  KAMATH  {Commerce  and  Industry,  North): 
Sir,  I  too  support  the  motion.  In  doing  so,  I  wish  to  bring  to  the  kind 
notice  of  the  Government  the  defects  in  the  procedure  followed  by  the 
Income-tax  Officers  in  the  matter  of  assessment  and  to  point  out  the 
hardship  caused  to  the  assessees  by  this  irregular  procedure.  The 
procedure  that  is  now  followed  for  the  ascertainment  of  the  income  cf 
merchants  for  the  purpose  of  assessment  is  to  issue  a  demand  notice  and 
the  merchants  are  asked  to  send  their  returns  of  accounts.  After  sub¬ 
mitting  the  statement,  the  merchants  are  asked  to  produce  their  ac¬ 
counts.  When  the  accounts  are  produced,  they  are  not  properly  looked 
into  :  the  accounts  are  not  examined  in  the  presence  of  merchants. 
The  clerks  who  are  entrusted  with  vthe  duties  of  examining  these  ac¬ 
counts  take  their  own  time.  If  the  accounts  are  examined  in  the 
presence  of  merchants,  they  can  explain  the  several  items  about  which  the 
clerks  may  have  any  doubts.  On  account  of  these  defects  in  the  pro¬ 
cedure,  the  clerks  make  their  own  decision  of  the  income  of  the  mer¬ 
chants  without  an  opportunity  to  the  merchants  to  know  how  the 
figures  have  been  arrived  at.  There  are  several  instances  in  which  the 
clerks  make  a  report  that  more  income  is  derived  by  the  merchants 
than  the  amount  actually  borne  out  by  their  accounts.  There  are 
several  systems  of  accounts  kept  by  the  merchants  and  the  clerks  may 
not  be  convergent  with  all  those  systems.  It  is  desirable  therefore  to 
remove  these  defects.  That  can  be  done  only  by  directing  the  clerks 
to  examine  the  accounts  in  the  presence  of  the  merchants,  giving  them 
an  opportunity  to  convince  them  also  about  the  figures  that  are  arrived 
at  by  the  clerks.  Moreover,  Sir,  the  merchants  experience  great  incon¬ 
venience  in  taking  their  books  to  the  Collector’s  Office.  It  will  be  more 
convenient  to  the  merchants  as  well  as  the  clerks  if  the  accounts  are 
examined  at  the  merchant’s  business  place.  For  income-tax  is  profitable 
both  to  the  Government  as  well  as  the  merchants.  I  think  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  Government  to  give  all  facilities  to  the  merchants  to  derive 
income  from  their  business. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  {Land  Beoenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner) 
Is  it  the  member’s  idea  that  clerks  should  go  to  every  man’s  office  for: 
examining  the  accounts  ? 
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Mr.  M.  K.  JANARDANA  KAMATH  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North) : 
Yes,  to  those  merchants  who  have  to  pay  income-tax.  With  these 
words,  I  support  the  motion. 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Land  Revenue,  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner)-. 
Sir,  the  first  speaker,  Mr.  Karayalar,  raised  three  points.  He  said  that 
persons  living  in  the  borders  of  Travancore  have  to  suffer  some  hard¬ 
ships  because  they  have  to  pay  income-tax  on  incomes  not  received  in 
Travancore.  Sir,  the  law  is  clear  on  the  subject.  The  Regulation 
will  apply  to  all  incomes,  profits  and  gains  from  whatever  source  derived, 
if  it  accrues  or  is  derived  or  is  received  in  Travancore.  The  provision  for 
receipt  for  the  income  in  Travancore  is  contained  in  Rule  V.  Ido 
not  know  what  the  real  complaint  is.  If  any  assessment  is  made  which  is 
not  sanctioned  by  the  Regulation,  of  course,  the  remedy  lies  in  appeal¬ 
ing  to  the  higher  authorities.  I  have  not  heard  of  any  complaint  on 
that  score. 

Mr.  K.  MAHOMED  (Always)  :  Is  there  not  a  system  of  giving 
relief  from  double  income-tax  in  Cochin  and  British  India  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  ( Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner ): 
Yes,  but  that  point  was  not  raised  here. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKR1SHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I):  May  I  ask  whether 
Government  have  agreed  to  any  reciprocal  arrangement  in  regard  to 
income-tax  in  Cochin  for  incomes  above  Rs.  5,000. 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Land  Revenue  anl  I  neons  Tax  Co  nmissioner) : 
At  present,  we  do  not  have  any  reciprocal  arrangement.  We  are  nego¬ 
tiating  with  Cochin  for  reciprocal  arrangement.  That  has  not  been 
finally  decided. 

Mr.  Karayalar  said  that  certain  people  are  compelled  to  include 
items  in  their  returns.  I  do  not  understand  what  exactly  is  the  com¬ 
pulsion.  If  a  man  is  not  willing  to  include  a  particular  item  in  his  re¬ 
turn,  he  need  not  do  so.  There  cannot  be  any  compulsion. 

At  this  stage,  the  President  left  the  Rail,  and  the  D  puty  President 
took  the  Chair. 

Section  19  (c)  allows  an  assessee  to  approach  an  assessing  authority 
for  reconsideration  of  the  assessment,  if  there  is  a  wrong  assessment. 
I  have  also  instructed  the  Collectors  that,  if  a  D  Form  Return  is  not 
accepted,  a  notice  should  be  given  to  the  party  to  say  that  the  assessing 
authority  is  going  to  assess  him  at  a  particular  amount.  Such  a  notice 
is  not  provided  for  under  the  Regulation;  but  I  have  asked  the  Collectors 
to  give  such  notice  for  the  convenience  of  the  assessees. 

MR.  N.  ABDUR  RAHIMAN  SAHIB  (Nominated)  In  the  case  of  en¬ 
hanced  assessment,  is  there  not  Section  25  to  be  observed  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Land  Revenue,  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner)'. 

Yes. 

There  was  some  complaint  about  the  assessment  of  agricultural 
income  derived  by  persons  having  lands  in  British  India.  That  is  due, 
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*0  a  defect  in  our  Regulation.  According  to  our  Regulation,  only  in¬ 
come  from  laud  whieh  pays  land  revenue  to  our  Government  is  exempt 
from  income  tax.  To  bring  under  exemption  agricultural  income  got 
from  lands  in  British  India,  we  shall  have  to  amend  our  Regulation. 

Mr.  Karayalar  stated  that  the  Chief  Revenue  Authority  sometimes 
in  assessment  avails  of  the  power  vested  in  him  under  Section  23  of  the 
Regulation  and  interferes  even  after  an  year  after  the  assessments 
have  been  declared  final.  What  Mr.  Iiarayalar  says  is  that,  even  though 
the  Chief  Revenue  authority  has  made  a  decision  to  the  effect  that  he 
would  not  revise  assessments  after  an  year  after  they  are  made, 
they  have  not  been  adhering  to  that  decision.  Sir,  1  do  not  know 
of  any  such  case,  If  anything  like  that  has  been  done,  it  is  a  matter 
for  the  assessees  themselves  to  point  that  out  in  the  course  of  hearing 
and  that  can  be  looked  into. 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Sheneotta )  :  Is  there  not  a 

rule  that  the  assessment  should  not  be  rc-opened  '? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (land  Revenue  and  Inco  ne  Tea  Commissioner)  : 
There  is  one  point  which  Mr.  Karayalar  forgets.  There  are  instances 
in  which  the  assessees  themselves  have  demanded  that  the  assessment 
should  be  reopened  by  the  Chief  Revenue  Authority,  though  one  year 
might  have  lapsed-  The  Chief  Revenue  Authority  can  interfere  not 
only  against  an  assessee  but  also  in  favour  of  an  assessee  so  that  al 
though  some  of  the  assessees  may  like  to  the  Chief  Revenue  Authority 
observes  a  self-denying  ordinance  to  that  effect,  there  are  others  who 
wish  that  he  should  not  be  handicaped  by  making  a  rule,  to  that  effect. 
At  present  it  is  in  the  form  of  a  departmental  order.  The  question  is 
whether  it  is  necessary  or  desirable — 

MR.  S.  eHATTAMATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shenoottah) :  Could  not  the 
law  in  British  India  be  adopted  here  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (hand  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Gom-niss'ontr) : 
What  is  that  ? 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shenootta) :  Just  like  the 
Standing  Orders  of  the  Board  of  Revenue. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (I. and  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner)  : 
That-  may  be  considered.  At  present  there  is  a  departmental  order  by 
which  assessments  more  than  a  year  old  are  not  to  be  reopened,  al¬ 
though  the  Regulation  vests  in  the  Chief  Revenue  Authority  power  to- 
do  so. 

Mr.  Padmanabhan  stated  that  the  Collectors  are  fixing  the  assess¬ 
ments  arbitrarily.  He  tried  to  support  his  case  by  saying  >that  a  large 
number  of  those  oases  wera  set  aside  in  appeal.  This  view  is  not  cor¬ 
rect.  The  defect  mostly,  Sir,  is  with  the  assessees  themselves.  They 
do  not  keep  proper  accounts  in  most  cases.  Very  often  it  is  found  that 
the  accounts  are  just  male  up  for  the  purpose  of  assessment.  In  many 
cases,  the  stock  will  be  manipulated.  There  are  others  where,  even  if 
they  keep  accounts  they  do  not  produce  it  before  the  income-tax  autho¬ 
rity.  The  result  is  that  the  income-tax  Collectors  are  obliged  to  use 
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the  power  vested  in  them  under  the  Regulation.  They  use  their  best 
judgment  in  assessing.  I  have  issued' a  circular  that  the  assessees 
should  be  intimated  in  advance  of  the  amount  svhich  the  Collectors  pro¬ 
pose  to  fix. 

As  regards  the  complaint  that  the  appellate  authorities  do  not  give 
an  order  for  stopping  coercive  action,  I  have  not  heard  that  complaint 
before.  It  is  as  often  a  case  as  not  to  issue  an  order  stopping  coercive 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chirajinkil  I) :  May  I  know  who  makes 
these  confidential  enquiries  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  ( Land  Revenue  nnd  Incom  T,;a  Commissioner)  : 
In  the  first  place,  it  is  done  by  the  Proverthicar.  'The  Proverthicar  who 
knows  the  business  conducted  by  the  party  is  in  a  position  to  give  useful 
information  to  the  Collector.  But  a  Collector  does  not  stop  there.  He 
makes  confidential  enquiries  himself  and  a  final  decision  is  arrived  at 
only  after  he  personally  satisfies  himself  as  to  the  income  of  the  party. 

NR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  {Ghimyinkil  I)  :  Are  not  these  enquiries 
to  be  done  by  the  Tahsildars  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Land  Rwenne  a  id  Inr.omi  Tc,.r.  Co.n  nissioner) 
Yes.  In  ease  where  the  parties  do  not  maintain  accounts  or  do  no 
produce  accounts,  the  Tahsildar  has  generally  to  make  enquiries.  He 
does  that  by  enquiring  of  other  people  who  conduct  the  same  business 
and  ascertaining  the  extent  of  the  business  done  by  the  man.  A  percent¬ 
age  of  the  total  out-turn  is  taken  as  the  profit.  The  party  who  is  aggriev 
ed  has  got  a  right  of  appeal.  If  he  is  not  satisfied  with  the  appeal  deei. 
sion,  he  can  again  apply  to  the  Chief  Revenue  Authority  for  a  revision. 

Reference  was  also  made  to  the  delay  in  the  return  of  account 
books.  As  regards  the  delay  in  the  examination  of  acjoun&s,  the  orders 
issued  from  my  office  are  that  the  accounts  should  be  examined  as  soon 
as  they  are  presented,  and  that  there  should  be  no  delay  in  returning 
them.  If  an  account  book  ha;  to  be  retained  for  a  period  longer  than 
a  day,  the  instructions  are  that  they  should  bo  returned  at  the  close 
of  the  day  and  again  got  back  on  the  next  day,  so  that  the  party  is  put 
to  as  little  inconvenience  as  possible.  The  same  complaint  was  made 
by  Mr.  Janardana  Kamathi  but  in  a  different  form.  He  said  that  the 
accounts  should  be  examined  in  the  business  premises  of  the  merchant. 
That  is  an  impracticable  suggestion  and  I  do  not  think  that  it  is  followed 
anywhere  in  the  world.  There  is  no  objection  to  the  trader  or  mer¬ 
chant  being  present  and  explaining  details  when  the  accounts  are  being 
examined  by  the  Collector.  Merchants  are  not  put  to  any  inconvenience 
so  far  as  my  knowledge  goes.  The  only  inconvenience  for  the  mer¬ 
chant  is  that  he  has  to  present  Ins  account  bocks ;  and  that  is  in¬ 
evitable. 

Then  to  accommodate  the  merchants  I  have  issued  instructions 
that,  after  examination  of  accounts,  ii  the  0  return  is  not  accepted,  a 
fresh  notice  is  to  be  given  although  it  is  not  necessary  to  do  so  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Regulation.  Then  the  merchant  gets  an  opportunity  to  bring 
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up  the  ease  again  and  the  Collector  can  look  into  the  matter  before  he 
makes  his  final  decision.  I  don’t  think  there  is  much  hardship  in  the 
administration  of  income-tax  as  is  now  done. 

MR.  M  SIVATANU  PILL AI  (Tovala)  :  Has  the  Commissioner  issued 
any  instruction  where  a  business  man  can  escape  an  assessment  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  ( Land  Revenue  and  Incore-tax  Commissioner): 
No. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala ■)  :  Has  the  Commissioner  been 
informed  of  instances  where  such  assessments  have  been  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  Income  Tax  Commissioner  ? 

Mr.  K,  GEORGE  (Land  Revenue  and  Income-tax  Commissioner) : 
The  Chief  Revenue  Authority  is  competent  to  call  upon  an  assesses  to 
produce  his  accounts  if  he  is  satisfied  that  it  is  a  fit  case  for  assess- 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala. ):  Can  the  Income  Tax  Commis¬ 
sioner  tell  on  the  floor  of  the  House  whether  any  assessment  is  being 
done  in  the  case  of  the  Pioneer  Motor  Company? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  {Land  Revenue  and  Income-tax  Gommiss1  oner)  : 
I  do  not  know  whether  it  is  proper  on  our  part  to  discuss  the  assess¬ 
ments  of  any  particular  form.  It  is  well  known  that  income  tax  pro¬ 
ceedings  are  confidential 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  {Tovala):  But  the  fact  that  a  parti¬ 
cular  concern  is  to  be  assessed  to  income  tax  is  not  confidential. 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  {Land  Revenue  an!  Income-tax  Commissioner)  : 
I  am  not  sure  about  that  legal  point  and  if  it  is  not  confidential,  I  have 
no  objection  to  give  the  information. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (.  ovaia)  :  May  I  know  whether  the 
Commissioner  is  aware  that  particular  firm  has  been  avoiding  pay¬ 
ment  of  income  tax  for  the  last  10  )r  12  years? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT ;  The  honourable  member  who  puts  the. 
question  may  have  ®ne  firm  in  his  mind  and  the  Income  Tax  Com-, 
missioner  another.  Details  of  an  individual  character  need  not  be 
placed  before  the  House.  But  the  principle  of  action  is  quite  relevant 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala)-.  May  I  know  whether  com¬ 
plaints  have  not  been  placed  before  the  Commissioner  regarding  the 
guide  to  be  chosen  in  4the  matter  of  assessment  in  the  case  of  a  par¬ 
ticular  firm  ? 

MR.  K.  CEOHGE  ( Land  Revenue  and  Income-tax  Commissioner)  : 
I  am  not  concerned  with  that. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala):  Was  there  not  complaint 
placed  before  the  Commissioner  ? 

Mr.  X.  GEORGE  (Land  Revenue  and  Income-tax  Commissioner) : 
I  don’t  know  what  the  member  is  referring  to. 

Mr.  K.  P.  KRISHNA  MENON  ( l-'arur ):  I  also  support  the  motion 
Some  difficulties  are  experienced  in  the  case  of  assessees  who  are  re¬ 
siding  in  the  frontier  taluks  of  Travancore  and  those  who  are  doing 
business  iu  the  neighbouring  State  of  Cochin.  The  assessees  are  being 
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assessed  twice  both  in  Travancore  and  the  Cochin  State  on  the  pretext 
that  they  are  Travancoreans.  No  remission  is  allowed  in  such  cases. 
That  difficulty  must  be  removed. 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (She" atta)  :  Sir,  I  want  to 
make  one  observation  by  way  of  reply  to  a  point  raised  by  the  iDcou-e 
Tax  Commissioner.  He  said  that  assessees  who  feel  aggrieved  by 
orders  of  assessment  have  got  a  remedy  by  way  of  appeal.  On  this 
point,  I  must  say  that  this  remedy  is  not  always  effective  in  the  case  of 
assessees  whose  income  is  near  the  border.  Take  the  case  of  a  person 
whose  income  for  assessment  is  say  Rs.  2,005  or  Its.  2,01  0.  The  assess¬ 
ment  will  be  Rs.  5  or  Es.  10.  Such  a  peison  cannot  be  expected  to 
take  the  matter  up  in  appeal,  because  it  is  not  worth  while  taking  it 
up  and  spending  say  some  Es.  20  more  in  appeal  for  the  sake  of  getting 
a  refund  of  Es.  5  or  Es.  10.  It  is  to  avoid  such  difficulties  that  I  sug¬ 
gest  that  the  Chief  Revenue  Authority  should  issue  proper  instructions 
to  the  assessing  officers  in  the  border  taluks.  That  is  the  only  thing 
that  I  want  to  emphasise.  I  want  the  Land  Revenue  aud  Income  Tax 
Commissioner  to  give  proper  instructions  in  this  direction.  I  want  an 
answer  from  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  on  this  point. 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Lmi  Beoenu*  and  Income  fcu  Cummimoner) 
Sir,  I  have  only  two  points  to  answer.  The  first  is  that  raised  by 
Mr  Krishna  Menon  about  double  assessment.  So  far  as  business  in¬ 
comes  are  concerned,  if  there  is  double  assessment,  the  Travancore  Gov¬ 
ernment  Income  Tax  authorities  are  not  to  blame.  There  is  a  provi¬ 
sion  in  the  Income  Tax  Regulation  under  which  we  assess  to  income 
tax  under  the  head  “  Business  ”  only  income  which  is  attributable  to 
business  in  Travancore  ;  so  that,  if  a  business  man  has  income  from 
business  in  Cochin  and  if  he  is  a  resident  in  Travancore,  we  do  not 
assess  the  income  which  he  derives  by  the  business  that-  he  conducts  in 
Coohin.  Only  that  portion  which  relates  to  Travancore  is  assessed. 

Mr.  K.  P.  KRISHNA  MENON  (Parur)  :  May  I  know  whether  there  are 
instances  of  such  cases  being  assessed  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  ( Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner)  ; 
In  such  cases,  the  parties  must  take  up  the  case  in  appeal. 

MR.  K.  P.  KRISHNA  MENON  (Parur)  :  May  I  know  then  why  such 
a  procedure  is  adopted? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner ): 
That  is  because  the  Section  allows  it.  A  man  purchases  goods  from 
Travancore  and  sells  it  in  Cochin.  The  income  is  derived  partly  in 
Travancore  and  partly  in  Coehin. 

MR.  K.  P.  KRISHNA  MENON  (Parur)  ;■  May  I  know  whether  the 
business  completes  with  the  purchase  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (i  and  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner)  : 
There  is  difference  of  opinion  as  to  which  is  the  place  of  business. 
Goods  are  puchased  from  Travancore  and  sold  outside.  So  an  arrange¬ 
ment  is  marie  in  one  particular  case  by  which  50  per  cent,  of  the 
total  income  was  attributable  to  business  done  in  Travaiioore  and  SO 
per  cent,  outside. 
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MR.  K.  P.  KRISHNA  MENiON  ( I’arur ):  Are  there  not  people  who 
bringdown  goods  from  Burma  and  other  places?  Are  they  also  as¬ 
sessed  like  this  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  ('Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner)  : 
I  cannot  say  whether  particular  individuals  are  assessed  or  not. 

Mr.  K.  MAHOMED  ( Ahou-ye ):  What  is  the  difficulty  between  the 
Cochin  and  Travancore  Governments  in  the  matter  of  coming  to  a  final 
decision  with  regard  to  the  double  assessment  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner): 
I  have  already  explained  that  the  matter  is  now  under  correspondence 
between  the  two  Governments.  Recently  the  same  question  was  raised 
in  the  Cochin  Legislative  Council  also  and  the  same  answer  that  the 
matter  is  under  correspondence  was  given  there  also.  We  have  come 
now  to  the  very  last  stages  of  the  negotiation.  I  expect  the  matter  will 
be  concluded  very  soon . 

There  was  auother  point  raised  with  regard  to  marginal  incomes. 
All  that  I  can  do  is  to  see  that  unnecessary  ‘  D  ’  notices  are  not  sent. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  that  has  been  my  effort  ever  since  I  took  charge 
of  the  department.  Wherever  I  have  inspected  and  whenever  I  have 
noticed  that  unnecessary  numbers  of  D  notices  are  issued,  I  have  given 
special  instructions  that  such  procedure  should  be  stopped.  I  may  say 
that  the  number  of  D  notices  now  sent  is  less. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (T i ioandnim. Rural)  When  there  is  a  doubt 
as  to  the  income  being  a  little  more  or  less  than  Bs.  2,000,  what  is  the 
policy  of  the  Government,  to  consider  it  as  above  Rs.  2,000  or  below 
Rs.  2,000?. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner): 
The  profit  actually  received  should  be  assessed.  At  any  rate,  it  ought 
to  be  the  policy.  But  some  of  the  officers  may  think  it  advisable  to 
give  the  benefit  of  the  doubt  to  Government.' 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chimyinkil  I)  :  May  I  know  whether  the 
cinema  companies  who  come  here  are  being  assessed  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (I  and  Revenue  and  Income  Tat:  Com  nissionei) . 
Yes,  they  are  being  assessed. 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  ( Shencotta ) :  In  view  of  the 
answer  given  by  the  Land  Revenue  aud  Income  Tax  Commissioner 
that  all  the  points  raised  are  engaging  the  serious  consideration  of  the 
Government,  I  beg  leave  of  the  House  to  withdraw  the  motion. 

The  motion  was,  by  leave,  withdrawn. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  other  motions  need  not  be  considered 
because  this  motion  covers  the  whole  ground. 

The  question  before  the  House  is  that  Demand  VI — Taxes  on 
Income-for  Rs.  22,652,  be  granted. 

The  Demand  was  put  and  carried  and  the  grant  was  made. 


DEMAND  VII— EXCISE  DEPARTMENT. 


MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner):  Sir,  I  rise  to  move 
for  a  grant  of  Rs.  6,12,826  under  Demand  VII— Excise  Department. 

Motion  No.  338. 

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( CUrayinhil  II):  Sir,  I  move:  — 

To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Iis.  300  for  local  allowance  to  Inspectors 
by  Be,  1." 

The  object  of  my  motion  is  to  examine  whether  the  production  of 
salt  from  the  existing  alloms  will  be  sufficient  for  home  consumption. 
Sir,  today  there  are  not  less  than  4A5.000  pans.  Of  these,  9,000  pans 
are  not  utilised.  Prom  the  remaining  36,000  pans,  we  have  a  production 
of  16  to  18  lakhs  of  maunds  of  salt  during  the  last  year. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Does  the  member  say  that  the  present  supply 
is  inadequate  for  home  consuoaption  ? 

Mr.  S.  NIUKANTA  PILLAI  ( Chirayinlcil  II)  :  I  do  not  say  that. 
If  I  am  allowed  to  proceed,  there  will  be  no  necessity  of  these  ques- 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  In  that  case,  the  motion  may  not  be  in  order. 
At  any  rate,  further  proceedings  may  be  unnecessary.  The  motion  is 
“to  examine  whether  the  production  of  salt  from  the  existing  a  inns 
will  be  sufficient  for  home  consumption.”  So  unless  the  member 
says  that  the  present  supply  is  not  adequate  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  home  consumption,  there  is  no  use  in  proceeding  with  the  motion. 

MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (GhirayinUl)  ■.  The  present  supply  is 
enough  and  more  for  local  consumption.  That  is  my  argument.  The 
Excise  Commissioner  says  that  the  large  production  during  the  last 
year  was  due  to  the  exceptional  seasonal  facilities.  But  my  submission 
is  that  it  is  not  so  and  that  large  production  is  the  natural  yield  from 
the  pans.  The  long  drought  which  has  been  experienced  last  year  is, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Excise  Commissioner,  the  cause  of  the  large  pro¬ 
duction  of  salt.  But,  at  the  same  time,  he  does  not  seem  to  have  re¬ 
membered  the  paucity  of  water  in  the  Manakudi  lake. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I):  Is  it  the  opinion  of 
the  member  that  the  production  of  salt  must  be  restricted? 

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Chirayinlil  II):  I  do  want  to  restrict 
the  production  of  salt  if  it  is  found  excessive.  But  I  want  the  Govern¬ 
ment  to  go  into  the  question  in  detail  and  see  whether  the  production 
from  the  existing  alloo.s  is  sufficient  for  local  consumption. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  From  what  Mr.  S.  Nilakanta  Pillai  has  said,, 
so  far  as  I  was  able  to  hear  him  at  this  distance,  he  does  not  say  that 
the  supply  of  salt  is  inadequate.  If  that  be  so,  I  cannot  see  any  reason 
why  this  motion  should  be  discussed,  because,  as  I  have  already  read— 
the  House  will  bear  with  me  in  reading  it  a  second  time—  the  object 
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[Deputy  President.] 

is  ‘to  examine  -whether  the  production  of  salt  from  the  existing  allom 
will  he  sufficient  for  home  consumption’.  If  'the  production  is  suffi. 
cient,  there  will  be  no  further  use  of  discussing  this  motion. 

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chirayinhil  II):  That  is  not  my 
point.  I  want  to  urge  upon  the  attention  of  the  Government  that  the 
present  production  is  over-production  ;  that  it  is  so  I  can  show  pre¬ 
sently  if  I  am  not  unnecessarily  interrupted. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  does  not  arise. 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( Kalkulam  I)  :  Sir,  it  may  be  admitted  in  this 
way.  When  there  is  sufficient  local  production  of  salt,  there  is  no  need 
to  import  foreign  salt. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  Anyhow  it  is  the  mover  who  has  to  state 
his  case  and  I  must  examine  that. 

MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Chirayinhil  II) :  Last  year  we  had 
a  large  over-production. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Unless  I  arc  satisfied  on  this  point,  I  shall 
have  to  interrupt  the  member. 

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chirayinhil  II):  As  far  as  possible, 
I  shall  try  to  satisfy  the  Chair  in  this  respect. 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Chat  ganacherry  I)  :  Sir, 
We  do  not  exactly  understand  what  the  member  is  driving  at. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  The  Chair  also  has  not  understood  it.  I  do 
not  wish  to  say  anything  more  on  that, 

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chirayinhil  II)  :  My  submission  is 
that  the  production  from  the  existing  pans  is  sufficient.  That  is  my 
view  of  the  matter.  And  I  would  request  the  Government  to  appoint 
a  committee  to  go  into  the  question  and  see  whether  the  present  pro¬ 
duction  of  salt  is  sufficient.  If  the  Government  is  going  to  give  more 
licences  without  making  such  an  enquiry,  the  industry  will  become  un¬ 
economic. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  House  will  now  adjourn  and  meet  again 
at  2  ‘O’  clock. 

The  House  adjourned  for  lunch  at  1  p.  m.  and  reassembled  at  2 
p.  M.  with  the  Deputy  President  in  the  Chair. 

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chirayinhil  II)  :  Sir,  the  amount 
required  for  consumption  here  is  12  lakhs  of  maunds.  On  the  other 
hand,  last  year  all  the  salt  pans  together  have  produced  18  lakhs  of 
maunds  of  salt.  Consequently,  there  was  an  excess  of  6  lakhs  of 
maunds.  But  the  Excise  Commissioner  says  that  this  large  production 
was  due  to  the  exceptionally  good  weather  conditions.  But  it  is  not 
true  of  all  the  pans  existing  on  either  side  of  the  Manakudi  lake.  There 
was  paucity  of  water  owing  to  the  long  drought.  Consequently,  there 
was  paucity  of  supply  of  brine  and  the  manufacture  qf  salt  from  the 
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i Moms  situated  on  either  side  of  the  lake  was  almost  impossible. 
Even  ignoring  these  Moms,  there  is  over-production  of  salt  and  this 
large  production  is  mostly  from  21,000  pans;  because,  of  the  36,000 
pans,  15,000  pans  are  not  in  proper  working  condition.  Now,  I  under¬ 
stand,  Sir,  that  efforts  are  being  made  to  work  these  15,000  pans 
properly  and  to  renew  salt  culture  in  the  9,000  unutilised  pans.  Even 
according  to  the  most  conservative  estimate,  the  yearly  production  of 
salt  from  all  the  45,000  pans  will  come  to  not  less  than  25  lakhs  of 
maunds  when  all  the  pans  are  properly  cultivated.  That  is  to  say,  we 
have  13  lakhs  in  excess  of  the  quantity  necessary  for  local  consumption. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ;  Where  did  he  say  that? 

MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Ghirayinkil  II)  :  Last  year,  at  this 
time  when  this  House  discussed  the  demand  for  grant  for  the  Excise 
Department. 

Then,  Sir,  I  have  to  refer  to  another  point. 

There  is  loud  complaint  against  local  salt,  that  it  does  not  contain 
the  requisite  amount  of  sodium  chloride.  The  people  of  Northern  Tra- 
vancore  say  that  Bombay  salt  and  Tinnevelly  salt  are  superior  to  local 
salt  because  they  contain  more  of  sodium  chloride, 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Salt  is  sodium  chloride. 

Mr.  S-  NILAKANTA  PILLAl  ( Ghirayinkil  II)  :  But  there  are  other 
ingredients  also  in  local  salt.  The  most  important  portion  of  it  is 
sodium  chloride.  Sir,  I  understand  from  reliable  authority  that  it  is 
a  fact.  The  local  salt  contains  magnesium  chloride,  magnesium  sul¬ 
phate,  sand,  etc.  Sir,  these  impurities  in  our  salt  are  due  to  improper 
production  of  salt  If  properly  manufactured,  the  presence  of  magnesium 
sulphate  and  magnesium  chloride  can  be  reduced.  So,  unless  there  is 
a  staff  of  chemists  attached  to  the  Excise  Department,  it  is  impossible 
to  analyse  the  various  kinds  of  salt  produced  in  the  country.  So  my 
submission  is  that  a  staff  of  chemists  should  be  appointed  in  order  to 
supervise  the  manufacture  of  salt  and  improve  the  quality. 

Mr.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  {ShencHU)'.  A  point  of  order, 
Whether  all  these  can  be  talked  under  a  cut  motion  under  local  con¬ 
sumption. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT;  I  think  he  has  come  to  the  close  of  his 
^ueech. 

MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Ghirayinkil  H) :  Sir,  when  we  stop  the 
importation  of  foreign  salt,  we  must  at  the  same  time  improve  the 
quality  of  salt  produced  here.  That  is  my  point.  Finally,  my  submis¬ 
sion  is  that  the  Government  must  appoint  a  committee  to  enquire  into 
the  condition  of  salt  manufacture  ;  to  see  whether  the  salt  produced 
from  the  existing  alio: ns  will  be  sufficient  for  local  consumption  ;  to 
suggest  methods  to  improve  the  quality ;  and  to  consider  and  report  on 
the  desirability  of  stopping  the  importation  of  foreign  salt-  , 
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MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAl  (Quilon  I):  Sir,  I  rise  to  support 
the  motion.  The  real  point  aimed  at  by  my  friend  Mr.  Nilakanta  Pillai 
is  this,  if  I  understand  correctly,  if  we  allow  the  production 
of  salt  as  at  present  to  continue,  the  difficulty  will  be  that  capitalists 
will  be  able  to  annihilate  the  small  producer  in  Travancore.  Sir,  salt 
is  a  monopoly,  and  as  such,  if  you  allow  over-production  of  salt,  the  result 
will  be  that  the  big  capitalist  will  be  able  to  produce  enough  and  more 
salt  and  they  will  be  able  to  manipulate  the  extent  of  the  quantity 
produced  in  such  a  way  to  the  absolute  determent  of  the  small 
holder.  I  think  that  is  an  important  pointj  I  think  it  is  a  very  legiti¬ 
mate  point  because  the  Government  by  making  it  a  monopoly  gives 
special  facilities  to  the  producer  of  salt.  That  should  not  be  allowed  to 
be  exploited  by  one  or  two  capitalists.  They  may  also  be  allowed  to 
live.  In  that  view,  I  am  in  entire  agreement  with  the  mover. 

Mr.  T.  KRISHNA  PII-LAI  ( Neyjattinkara  II)  :  May  I  know  whether 
any  person  other  than  a  capitalist  can  undertake  production  of  salt  ? 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  1)  ■  There  are  differences  in 
degree.' 

MR.  G,  NILAKANTAN  (Nominated}  :  May  I  know  whether 
the  member  is  aware  that  the  department  has  the  power  to  restrict 
production  ? 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I)  :  The  department  can 
refuse  t.o  give  license  and  that  is  an  effective  way  of  restricting  pro¬ 
duction. 

Mr  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Kalkulam  I) :  Sir,  I  rise  to  support  the 
motion  though  not  on  the  grounds  urged  by  Mr.  Kunjukrislina  Pillai. 
Sir,  salt  industry  as  any  other  industry  ought  to  be  encouraged  by  Gov¬ 
ernment  and  the  question  whether  it  is  in  the  hands  of  a  few  persons  or 
not,  is  not  a  point  which  we  have  to  take  into  consideration.  Salt  pro¬ 
duction,  if  it  has  increased,  will  of  course  be  advantageous  to  the  general 
public  in  as  much  as  there  will  be  a  healthy  competition  and  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  quality  of  salt.  The  price  of  salt  with  the  approval  of 
Government  will  come  down  and  in  various  other  directions  people  can 
be  benefited.  They  can  even  export  salt  which  would  be  of  greater 
advantage  to  the  State  than  importing  salt  from  Bombay.  The  recent 
over-production  of  salt,  I  think,  is  not  due  mainly  to  the  fact  that  we 
have  enough  and  more  salt  pans,  but  it  is  owing  to  the  extraordinary 
drought  whieh  we  had  last  year.  Whereas,  during  1109,  the  total  pro¬ 
duction  was  only  8  lakhs  odd  of  maunds,  it  is  15,97,371  maunds  in  1110 
and  with  the  heaps  of  salt  which  we  had  in  the  storage  and  salt  depot 
the  total  comes  to  17,60,654  maunds.  That  would  clearly  show  that  the 
doubling  of  the  quantity  is  not  due  to  abnormal  growth  in  the  number 
of  pans  some  of  which  are  not  at  all  working  as,  for  example,  the  Colachal 
allom  and  some  portions  of  the  Rajakamangalam  alio  n.  Those  aVo.us 
are  in  existence  only  in  name.  Sir,  the  existing  pans  do  not  give  suffi¬ 
cient  quantity  of  salt  which  we  Travancoreans  require. 

last  time  we  pressed  upon  the  Government  to  desist  .  from 
the  policy  of  indiscriminately  importing  foreign  salt  and  upon  the 
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hon’ble  members  to  see  that  home  salt  is  made  use  of  by  the  people 
irrespective  of  the  taste  of  people  at  home.  If  there  are  impurities  in 
the  home  salt,  the  department  could  see  by  expert  advice  that  the 
impurities  are  removed  even  if  it  involves  additional  expense.  I  sup¬ 
port  the  motion  mainly  on  the  ground  that  Government  should  as  far 
as  possible  check  the  inroad  of  foreign  salt  from  Tinnevelly  and 
Bombay.  As  it  is,  we  have  in  the  store  an  excess  amount  of  the  quantity 
greater  than  we  Travancoreans  require. 

MR-  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner) :  Sir,  I  oppose  the 
motion.  Mr,  Nilakanta  Pillai  dwelt  upon  different  points.  What  he 
really  wants  is  to  restrict  the  quantity  of  salt  to  be  manufactured  in. 
our  factories.  In  fact,  he  wants  no  more  lands  to  be  assigned  for  manu¬ 
facture  of  salt.  He  proceeds  on  the  assumption  that,  if  we  manufacture 
more  than  what  the  country  requires,  it  will  be  difficult  to  find  a 
market.  So  far  as  the  yield  is  concerned,  I  may  inform  the  House  that 
the  yield  depends  mainly  upon  favourable  weather  conditions.  Last 
year,  we  had  a  record  out-put  of  over  17  lakhs  of  maunds  of  salt.  That 
was  due  entirely  to  the  exceptionally  favourable  weather  conditions. 
We  had  a  continuous  period  of  drought  for  about  6  months.  But  we 
cannot  always  depend  upon  such  favourable  weather  conditions. 

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( GUrayinHl  II) :  May  I  know  whether 
the  long  drought  has  been  advantageous  to  the  production  of  salt  from 
the  pans  existing  on  the  other  side  of  the  Manakudi  Lake  ? 

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner ):  Yes.  In  fact  it  was 
due  to  the  drought  alone  that  we  were  able  to  get  such  a  large  quantity 
of  salt  in  1110.  So  it  is  not  possible  for  any  one  to  assert  that 
Travancore  requires  only  so  many  acres  of  salt  pans  and  no  more.  Bor 
instance,  this  year  we  may  not  be  able  to  approach  anywhere  near  the 
figure  we  had  last  year.  Perhaps  next  year  it  may  be  still  less.  So 
the  accumulated  salt  for  one  or  two  years  may  be  required  for  con¬ 
sumption  in  succeeding  years  when  the  weather  conditions  may  not  be 
so  favourable  . 

Mr.  Nilakanta  Pillai  also  wanted  a  committee  to  go  into  the  question 
to  find  out  how  much  of  salt  is  required  for  our  State.  There  is  no 
necessity  for  such  a  committee.  We  have  got  figures  from  year  to  year 
to  show  the  total  quantity  of  salt  consumed  in  Travancore.  Without 
the  help  of  any  committee,  the  figures  are  available. 

Then  Mr.  Nilakanta  Pillai  and  some  other  members  wanted  that 
Bombay  salt  should  not  be  imported  into  Travancore. 

The  aim  of  the  Government  all  along  has  been  to  reduce  the 
quantity  of  foreign  salt  imported  into  the  State.  In  the  course  of  ten 
years,  the  quantity  imported  has  been  reduced  to  one-tenth.  In  1101, 
Travancore  imported  9  lakhs  of  maunds  of  salt,  from  Bombay  and  Tuti- 
corin,  while,  this  year,  the  quantity  imported  was  less  than  90,000 
maunds.  The  quantity  manufactured  here  has,  during  that  period, 
increased  four-fold.  O.ur  total  output  in  1101  was  4  lakhs  of  maunds  : 
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Iasi  year,  it  was  17  lakhs  of  maunds.  Even  this  year,  although  the 
wheather  has  not  been  so  favourable  as  last  year,  the  total  out-put  has 
gone,  up  to  over  18  lakhs  of  maunds. 

Mr.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  P1LLAI  (Tiruvella  III) :  What  is  the  total 
quantity  of  consumption  this  year  ? 

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  ( Excise  Com  nissioner ):  About  12  lakhs  of 
maunds. 

Attention  was  drawn  to  the  inferior  quality  of  salt  manufactured 
here.  Sir,  salt  manufactured  here  is  subjected  to  chemical  analysis  from 
time  to  time  ;  defects,  if  any,  are  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  licensees 
and  efforts  are  made  to  improve  the  quality. 

Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  suggested  that  the  present  competition 
among  the  licensees  should  be  an  incentive  to  them  to  improve  the 
quality  of  their  salt.  That  is  quite  true,  The  smaller  licensees,  who 
complain  that  they  are  not  in  a  position  to  compete  with  the  bigger 
licensees,  can  bestow  greater  attention  on  the  quality  of  their  salt  and 
improve  it,  so  that  they  could  easily  get  a  market  for  their  salt.  The 
Department,  by  timely  advice  and  proper  supervision,  is  doing'  all  that 
s  possible  to  improve  the  quality  of  our  silt. 

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Chirayinliil  II) :  Is  improvement  of  the 
quality  possible  unless  there  is  proper  supervision  ? 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Com-nissioner)-.  Certainly  there 
must  be  proper  supervision.  Mr.  Nilakanta  Pillai  suggested  the 
appointment  of  an  expert  for  this  Department  to  help  the  licensees 
to  improve  their  salt  Sir,  a  chemist  exclusively  for  this  Department 
is  quite  welcome.  But  it  is  primarily  a  question  of  finance.  We  have 
the  industrial  Chemist ;  now  we  indent  upon  his  services  whenever 
necessary. 

MR.  V.  K.  VELAPPAN  NAIR  ( Vailcam )  :  Is  the  advice  of  the  Industrial 
Chemist  taken  seriously  and  followed  ? 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner)  :  Certainly.  In  fact, 
in  one  of  the  factories,  he  has  been  given  a  few  pans  to  carry  on  experi¬ 
mental  manufacture  of  salt  under  his  direct  supervision. 

MR.  V.  K.  VELAPPAN  NAIR  (I'aikam) :  Why  is  it,  Sir,  that  local  salt 
is  inferior  to  foreign  salt? 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner)  :  It  is  not  correct  to 
say  that  local  salt  is  inferior  to  foreign  salt  as  a  class,  though  Bombay 
salt  may  be  better  in  some  respects.  The  quality  of  salt  is  no  doubt 
capable  of  improvement.  But  that  requires  the  investment  of  more 
money  for  improving  the  factories,  which  all  licensees  are  not  able  io 
command. 

Mr.  EDAVANATT  3.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Slur tala  I)  :  Is  it  a  fact 
that  there  is  too  much  of  magnesium  salts  in  the  salt  produced  here  ? 

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner)-.  It  cannot  be  called 
too  much.  The  proportion  of  magnesium  salts  may  be  said  to  be  slightly, 
higher  in  local  salt  than  in  Bombay  salt. 
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Mr.  A.  EASWARA  PILLaI  (Kalhulam  II) :  What  is  the  percentage 
of  sodium  chloride  in  Bombay  salt  as  well  as  in  local  salt? 

MR.  C.  O.  MADHAVAN  ( Excis  Commissioner):  There  is  not  much 
difference.  Sir,  for  the  information  of  the' House,  I  shall  read  out  the 
result  of  the  analyses.  In  Bombay  salt/  there  is  92’48  per  cent,  of 
sodium  chloride.  In  Karachi  Salt,  there  is  96*78  per  cent,  Here,  in 
some  factories,  the  percentage  of  sodium  chloride  is  almost  as  high 
as  in  Bombay  salt,  while  in  some  others  it  is  slightly  lower. 

The  Department  is  doing  everything  possible  for  the  improvement 
of  the  quality  of  salt,  for  the  increase  in  the  output  and  for  the  general 
development  of  the  industry. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (. Maoelikara ) ;  The  report  of  the  De¬ 
partment  says  that  the  average  consumption  of  salt  per  head  in  1110 
was  18-93  pounds  per  annum  as  against  19'3£  pounds  in  1109.  I 
wish  to  know  the  reason  for  decrease. 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner )  :  Sir,  that 
figure  represents  the  quantity  isssued  from  the  depots  and  not 
the  quantity  actually  consumed  by  the  people.  The  quantity 
actually  consumed  by  the  people  is  not  likely  to  vary  greatly  from  year 
to  year.  The  quantity  issued  from  our  depots  may  vary  because  there 
will  always  be  a  stock  with  the  merchants  which  may  vary  in  quantity 
at  different  times.  Besides,  the  salt  required  for  human  consumption, 
salt  is  also  used  for  curing  fish-  If  the  catch  of  fish  is  good,  more  salt 
is  used  for  that  purpose.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  catch  of  fish  is 
not  good,  the  quantity  used  for  that  purpose  will  fall.  That  will  affect 
the  total  consumption  for  the  year. 

MR.  V.  K.  VELAPPAN  NAIR  ( Vaikam ) :  Is  that  not  due  to  increased 
import  of  foreign  salt  which  is  better  in  quality  than  local  salt  ? 

Mr,  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  ( Excise  Commissioner)  :  No,  Sir  ;  that  has 
no  bearing  on  the  average  consumption. 

MR.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  ( Tiruvalla  I) :  Since  my  name  and  the  name 
of  iny  constituency  have  been  dragged  m  the  discussion,  I  feel  bound 
to  speak  on  this  motion.  If  my  friends’  idea  is  that  Bombay  salt  should 
be  entirely  excluded  from  Travancore,  I  enter  my  emphatic  protest 
against  any  such  idea.  The  people  of  Central  Travancore,  or  the  peop'e 
of  Tiruvella  can,  I  know,  very  well  get  on  without  Bombay  salt ;  in 
fact,  we  are  so  hard  bnilt  that  we  cm  get  on  without  many  things. 
But,  Sir,  we  have  got  accustomed,  for  the  past  so  many  years,  to  Bom¬ 
bay  salt :  it  is  therefore  not  proper  on  the  part  of  the  Government  to 
thrust  upon  us  local  salt  which  is  not  palatable  to  our  taste.  Salt,  like 
water  and  air,  is  a  necessity  ;  and  it  must  be  left  to  each  individual  to 
buy  his  own  salt.  When  the  habit  of  taking  Bombay  salt  is  ingrained 
in  us,  to  say  that,  merely  to  encourage  a  local  product,  for  mere  swaie- 
sism  (Laughter),  we  must  be  compelled  to  take  in  local  salt  which 
we  do  not  like  is  a  proposition  which  cannot  stand  even  for  a  moment. 

MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Chirayinldl  II)  :  Has  the  member  any 
objection  to  buy  local  salt  of  the  same  quality  as  Bombay  salt  ? 
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Mr,  N.  E,  VARUGHESE  ( Tiruvalla  1)  :  It  will  take  a  long  time 
before  we  are  able  to  do  it.  We  shall  consider  that  question  when  we 
are  able  to  do  it.  My  friend’s  question  makes  it  clear  that  Bombay  salt  is 
better  in  quality  than  local  salt  and  that  there  is  room  for  improvement 
of  local  salt.  Therefore,  it  will  be  very  hard  if  we  are  compelled  to  go 
in  for  salt  which  is  admitted  to  be  of  inferior  quality. 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shencottah) :  Has  it  been 
admitted  that  local  salt  is  inferior  ? 

Mr,  N,  E.  VARUGHESE  ( Tiruvalla  I)  :  That  is  the  implication  of 
the  question  that  was  put  to  me  by  the  mover ;  it  has  also  been  admitted 
by  the  Excise  Commissioner  that  there  is  room  for  improvement  of 
local  salt  and  that  the  local  manufacturers  are  trying  to  improve  the 
quality  of  their  salt.  Sir,  I  may  assure  the  House  that,  when  the 
quality  of  our  salt  is  improved,  we  would  be  the  first  to  go  in  for  looal 
salt. 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shencotta)  :  In  view  of  the 
definite  statement  of  the  Excise  Commissioner  that  our  salt  is  not  in¬ 
ferior  to  foreign  salt — 

MR.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  ( Tiruvalla  I)  :In  these  matters,  one  would 
rather  have  his  own  choice,  Sir.  (Laughter) 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAl  (Quilon  I) :  Should  not  Travancoreans 
be  true  to  the  salt  of  Travancore  ? 

Mr.  N.E.  VARUGHESE  ( Tiruvalla  I):  Travancoreans  Lave  no  salt,  Sir. 
( Laughter ) 

MR.  S.  NiLAKANTA  PILLAl  (GHrayinHl  II):  Sir,  the  reply  given  by 
the  Excise  Commissioner  is  not  at  all  satisfactory,  I  do  not  see  what 
objection  there  can  be  to  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  enquire 
into  the  matter.  Even  that,  the  Excise  Commissioner  has  not  agreed  to- 

With  regard  to  the  appointment  of  an  expert  for  this  Department, 
to  improve  the  quality  of  the  local  salt,  the  Excise  Commissioner  has 
no  objection,  but  said  that  it  was  a  question  of  finance, 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ;  The  Excise  Commissioner  said  that,  ifrom 
time  to  time,  chemical  examination  of  the  salt  was  being  conducted. 

MR.  S.  NlLKANTA  PILLAl  ( Ghirayinkil  II)  :  Only  occasionally. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT;  No  ;  from  time  to  time. 

MR.  3.  NILAKANTA  PILLAl  ( Ghirayinkil  II) :  I  submit,  Sir,  that 
it  is  for  the  Excise  Commissioner  to  recommend  to  Government  the 
need  for  an  expert  for  his  Department.  If  there  is  really  a  necessity, 
the  question  of  finance  should  not  be  an  obstacle. 

RAO  SAHIB  S.  PARAMESVARA  AIYAR  (nominated)  :  But,  was  not 
the  Excise  Commissioner  speaking  on  behalf  of  the  Government  when 
he  said  that  there  were  no  funds  available  now  for  the  appointment  of 
the  expert  suggested  by  member  ?  • 

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAl  (Ghirayinhil  li)  :  It  is  so,  Sir.  What 
the  Excise  Commissioner  said  with  regard  to  the  appointment  of  experts 
or  chemisis  in  the  department  is  not  at  latl  satisfactory.  The  question 
of  improving  the  quality  of  local  salt  is  a  serious  one  and  the  Govern¬ 
ment  must  take  up  and  tackle  the  question  in  all  earnestness. 
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The  reply  given  by  the  Excise  Commissioner'  is  not  satisfactory. 
My  object  in  tabling  this  motion  is  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  this  House 
and  the  Government  the  necessity  for  appointing  a  committee  to  enquire 
into  the  various  aspects  of  the  manufacture  of  salt  iu  our  country.  I 
have  achieved  that  object  and  beg  to  withdraw  the  motion. 

The  motion  was,  by  leave  of  the  House,  withdrawn.

MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PiLLAI  ( Chirayinkil  II)  :  Sir,  I  move  that— 

The  allotment  of  Rs.  12,867  for  Salt  Factories  be  reduced  by  Re.  1. 

My  object  in  making  this,  motion  is  to  discuss  the  administration 
of  Salt  Factories.  Sir,  I  want  to  refer  to  one  or  two  points.  When  a 
new  area  is  licensed,  there  is  an  agreement  between  the  licensee  and 
the  Government  that  a  certain  portion  of  the  salt  that  is  produced 
should  be  given  to  the  Government  and  the  remaining  portion  should 
go  to  the  licensee.  The  portion  that  goes  to  Government  is  called 
the  melvaram  and  the  portion  that  remains  with  the  licensee  is  called. 
ku'livaram.  Government  sell  their  portion  of  salt  through  the  depots. 
It  is  only  after  the  salt  that  is  stored  by  Government  is  exhausted,  I  am 
told,  that  licensees  are  given  licenses  to  sell  their  salt.  This  is  an  un? 
desirable  state  of  affairs. 

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  ( Excise  Commissioner) :  May  I  know  from 
the  member  what  is  the  undesirable  state  of  affairs  ? 

MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Chirayinkil  II) :  Government  not 
issuing  licenses  to  sell  salt  till  they  have  sold  away  their  portion  of  salt. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ;  It  is  a  matter  of  general  policy.  But  the 
grant  is  for  the  salaries  of  Inspectors  and  their  subordinates  and  for 
one  or  two  other  things  incidental  to  that. 

MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  {Chirayinkil  II) :  Sir,  my  motion  refers 
to  the  whole  grant, 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  It  is  only  for  Salt  Factories:  and  Salt  Inspect¬ 
ors  do  not  initiate  a  policy. 

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chirayinkil II)  :  Through  the  Inspect, 
ors,  the  Government  initiate  their  policy. 

So,  my  submission  is  that  the  Government  should  receive  money 
for  their  portion  of  salt.  The  Government  must  allow  the  licensees  to 
store  all  the  salt  produced  by  them. 

Mr.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  ( Tirmalla  III)  :  Why  should  the 
licensees  compete  with  Government  ? 
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MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAi  (Chirayinkil  II) :  Sir,  if  both  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  and  the  licensees  appear  in  the  same  market  for  selling  then- 
salt,  it  is  likely  that  the  Government  will  have  to  compete  with  the 
licensees  ;  fearing  that  there  would  be  competition,  the  Government  do 
not  issue  license  to  the  private  individuals  in  time. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelihara)  Is  there  any  rivalry 
in  the  market  between  the  Government  and  the  licensees  ? 

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chirayinkil  II)  :  Sir,  my  point  is 
that  the  Government  do  not  allow  the  licensees  to  compete  with  them 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelihara)  :  In  what  manner? 

MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAi  (Chirayinkil  II)  :  The  Government  give 
the  licensees  permission  for  transporting  their  salt  only  after  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  salt  is  sold.  The  Government  can  sell  their  salt  at  a  very 
high  rate  because  the  licensees  are  not  allowed  to  sell  their  portion 
of  the  salt  at  that  time. 

MR.  KASN1KKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Changanachenj  1)  :  Who 
sells  their  salt  at  a  high  rate  ? 

MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PiLLA!  (Chirayinkil  II)  :  Government. 

S/lR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Chang amnhcry  I) :  Is  it 
to  the  advantage  of  the  Government  or  of  the  licensee  ? 

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chirayinkil  II)  :  It  is  to  the  disadvan¬ 
tage  of  the  people  and  the  licensees. 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Ghanganaehmy  I) :  How 
can  it  be  a  disadvantage  to  the  licensees  ? 

MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chirayinkil  II):  Sir,  when  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  do  not  allow  the  licensees  to  transport  their  »alt  and  sell  it 
along  with  the  Government,  the  Government  can  have  their  own  way 
in  selling  their  salt ;  they  can  fix  the  price  at  any  rate  and  there  is 
nobody  to  question  it.  On  the  other  hand,  if  the  licensees  are  allowed 
to  have  the  whole  production  with  them  and  the  Government  receive 
only  money,  then  the  licensees  can — 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT ;  All  these  are  beyond  the  scope  of  the 
motion. 

MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chirayinkil  II)  :  Sir,  all  these  are 
necessitated  by  the  questions  put  by  the  honourable  members. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  When  I  say  it  is  beyond  the  scope  of  the 
motion,  it  means  that. 

MR.  T.  P  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  ( Tiruvalla  III)  :  Where  does  the 
member  get  all  his  information  from  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  question  is  out  of  order. 

Mrs.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chirayinkil  II)  :  Sir,  I  shall  reply  his 
question. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Why  should  the  member  be  anxious  to 
answer  a  question  which  has  been  ruled  out  ? 

MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chirayinkil  II)  :  Sir,  my  submission 
i  s  this,  that  the  Government  should  receive  money  for  their  portion  of 
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the  salt  and  allow  the  licensees  to  transport  all  the  salt-  to  the  various 
parts  of  the  State,  so  that  they  may  have  the  markets  in  the  various 
centres  to  themselves. 

MR.  N.  K.  KRISHNA  P IL LAI  (Neyyattiukam  T) :  In  supporting  the 
motion,  I  wish  to  lay  stress  on  one  point  and  that  is  a  matter  of  vital 
importance  from  the  stand-point  of  the  consumer-  I  refer,  Sir,  to  the 
price  of  salt.  The  price  of  salt,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  Administra¬ 
tion  Report,  is  Rs.  2  anrias  3  and  this  is  comprised  of  Re.  1  annas  9 
being  the  duty  per  maund,  and  nine  annas  being  the  minimum  fixed 
as  per  Section  33  of  the  Salt  Regulation.  Sir,  what  I  wish  to  point 
out  to  this  House  is  that  it  is  high  time  that  the  Government  abolish 
their  minimum.  In  British  India  there  is  no  such  minimum  fixed.  I  pre¬ 
sume  that  this  minimum  was  fixed  here  with  a  view  to  give  an  impetus 
to  the  industry  years  ago. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  To  my  mind,  the  points  do  not  arise  id  con¬ 
sidering  this  motion.  Their  rate  of  selling  salt  is  not  a  matter  for  the 
salt  factories  The  salt  manufacturers  do  not  manufacture  the  rates 
but  only  the  salt. 

MR.  N.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Neyyattinkara  1 ) :  Sir,  it  deals  with 
salt  factories  and  salt ;  and  in  that  connection  I  submit  that  the  price  of 
salt  should  be  reduced.  It  was  evidently  as  an  incentive  to  the  salt 
industry  that  this  rate  was  fixed  years  ago.  But  the  result  has  been 
that  this  minimum  of  ten  annas  has  only  gone  to  feed  a  certain  number 
of  capitalists.  At  the  same  time,  we  have  to  extend  the  equities  to  the 
consumers  also.  Sir,  I  understand  that  the  cost  of  production  per 
maund  of  salt  conae  only  to  two  annas.  So  when  we  consider  this  cost 
of  production  along  with  the  ten  annas  minimum  per  maund,  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  manufacturers  or  the  Government  make  a  huge  profit 

Mft.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shcncotta)  :  What  is  the  basis 
for  the  member’s  assumption  that  the  cost  of  production  of  salt  is  two 
annas  per  maund  ? 

Mr.  N.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Neyyattinkara  li):  A  person  who  has 
studied  the  question  and  made  enquiries  in  the  matter.  Sir,  I  believe 
Mr.  Karayalar  will  not  contest  the  rate  which  I  have  given,  very 
seriously.  The  point  that  I  wish  to  urge  on  the  attention  of  Govern¬ 
ment  is  that,  while  considering  these  several  aspects  of  the  question, 
Government  should  reduce  the  minimum  fixed,  I  mean  the  minimum 
of  ten  annas. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  member  will  have  to  wait  for  an  appro¬ 
priate  place  for  that.  This  question  does  not  arise  from  this  motion. 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Kalkulaiu  I)  :  In  that  case,  I  wish  to  raise 
a  point  of  order. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  You  cannot  raise  a  point  of  order  ‘in  that 
ease’. 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Kalkulam  I )  :  Sir  I  wish  to  raise  a  point 
of  order.  The  object  of  the  motion  a3  given  here  is  to  discuss  the 
administration  of  Salt  Factories.  The  question  having  been  allowed 
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and  motion  having  been  moved,  I  should  think  that  everything  con' 
cerning  the  administration  of  Balt  Factories  should  be  included  or 
else  the  motion  ought  to  have  been  disallowed. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  word  ‘administration’  has  a  definite 
meaning.  The  administration  contemplated  is  of  salt  factories.  The 
fixing  of  the  price  of  salt  so  manufactured  is  not  a  matter  for  any 
officer  in  the  salt  factory.  It  is  a  general  question  of  fiscal  policy  :  and 
for  that  reason  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  Mr.  Krishna  Pillai  need  not 
develop  that  point. 

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  ( Excise  Commissioner ) :  Sir,  I  oppose  the 
motion.  Mr.  Nilakanta  Pillai  appears  to  me  to  be  advocating  the 
cause  of  the  licensees,  but  I  doubt  whether  any  of  the  licensees  would 
welcome  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Nilakanta  Pillai  that,  instead  of  Gov¬ 
ernment  taking  a  share  of  the  yield,  as  they  are  doing  at  present,  the 
Government  may  demand  money  from  the  licensees. 

That  would  be  putting  an  undue  burden  upon  the  licensees.  At 
present,  they  manufacture  the  salt  and  Government  get  a  proportion 
of  it  and  also  fix  the  minimum  sale  price. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT;  That  is  a  question  of  policy.  But  because 
the  non  official  member  spoke  on  it,  I  am  allowing  you  also  to  speak  on  it, 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner );  That  is  all  that  I 

have  to  say  on  that  point. 

Mr.  Krishna  Pillai  raised  another  question.  I  think  I  need  cot 
answer  that. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  leave  it  to  you. 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner)  :  There  is  another 
motion  on  the  same  subject  later  on.  When  we  come  to  that,  I  will 
speak  on  that  subject. 

I  hope  Mr.  Nilakanta  Pillai  will  accept  the  explanation  and  with¬ 
draw  his  motion. 

'Mr.  'S.  NILA-KANTA  PILLAI  ( ChiruyinkU  II)  :  Sir>  what  was  said 
by  the  Excise  Commissioner  is  not  at  all  acceptable. 

RAO  SAHIB  S.  PARAMESVARA  AIYAR  (Nominate)  :  If  he  is  with¬ 
drawing,  he  is  not  entitled  to  make  a  speech. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ;  Do  you  withdraw  your  motion,  Mr.  Nila- 
kanta  Pillai  ? 

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Chirayinlcil  II)  :  I  shall  say  that 
after  my  speech-  I  may  be  allowed  to  make  a  short  statement. 

The  Commissioner  said  that  no  licensees  would  welcome  my  sug¬ 
gestion.  If  there  is  a  licensee  to  welcome  my  suggestion,  is  the  Com¬ 
missioner  prepared  to  accept  my  motion  ? 

SIR.  A.  S.  "DA'MODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  What  is  the  name  of 
the  licensee  ? 

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chirayinkil  II):  I  am  not  prepared 
to  give  the  name  of  the  licensee  ;  nor  am  I  bound  to  do  so. 
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DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  So  you  are  prepared  to  withdraw  the  motion 
if  the  Excise  Commissioner  gives  that  undertaking  ? 

MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PfLLAI  ( Chimi/in'dt  II) :  °Yes,  Sir. 

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (E.ecise  Co  n.diseioocr)  :  I  cannot  give  any 
such  undertaking. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  Do  you  press  the  motion  Mr.  Nilakanta 
Pillai  ? 

MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (ChirayiMHl  II) :  Sir,  I  have  made  a 
suggestion  which  the  Excise  Commissioner  is  net  prepared  to  accept. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  It  is  not  open  to  the  member  now  to  make 
a  speech.  He  must  answer  the  question  whether  he  wishes  to  press 
the  motion  to  a  division  or  not. 

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLA!  ( CJiirayinJcit  II) :  1  do  not  press  the

To  reduce  the  total  allotment  of  Us.  1 ,26,542  for  Salt  by  lie.  1. 

From  the  Administration  Report  of  the  Excise  Department  for 
1110,  we  find  that  in  1110  a  quantity  of  1,91,649  maunds  of  salt  was 
imported  from  Bombay  into  Travancore.  A  quantity  of  12,966  maunds 
10  seers  of  TinDevelly  salt  was  imported  during  the  period.  There  is 
already  excess  production  in  Travancore.  I  submit  that  there  is  no 
necessity  to  import  foreign  salt.  In  1110,  the  total  quantity  of  outturn 
was  17,10,654  maunds  of  salt,  this  being  an  increase  of  8,40,040 
maunds  compared  to  the  previous  year.  At  page  31  of  the  Administra¬ 
tion  Beport,  it  is  stated  that  the  aim  of  the  Department  is  to  make  the 
State  self-sufficient  in  regard  to  the  supply  of  salt.  In  the  face  of  that 
statement  and  in  the  face  of  the  facts  already  mentioned,  I  would  sub¬ 
mit  that  the  House  must  seriously  consider  the  point  I  have  submitted 
and  accept  the  motion  I  have  moved,  so  that  we  Travancoreans  might 
be  true  to  the  salt  we  eat,  as  stated  by  an  honourable  member- 
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MR.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAI  (Kalhulam  II)  :  Sir,  I  do  not  find  that 
there  is  necessity  for  importing  salt  from  Tinnevelly  and  Bombay  while 
v/e  hare  an  abundant  supply  in  our  own  State.  We  have  abundant 
natural  resources  for  salt  culture  in  South  Travancore.  If  licenses 
for  more  pans  and  alloms  are  granted  in  our  State  we  will  be  able 
to  produce  more  salt,  so  that  this  State  will  be  seif-sufficient. 
I  press  this  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  House  and  the  Excise  Com¬ 
missioner  to  encourage  salt  industry  and  the  discontinuance  of  the 
present  practice  of  importing  foreign  salt.  Travancore  salt  is  in  no 
way  inferior  to  Bombay  and  Tinnevelly  salt.  There  is  sufficient 
seope  for  developing  this  industry. 

Hr.  C.O.  MADHAVAN  {Excite  Ownmioner)  :  Sir,  the  honourable 
member  from  Nedumangad  was  objecting  to  the  import  of  salt  from 
Tinnevelly  and  Bombay.  As  I  said  alteady,  the  aim  of  Government 
is  to  stop  the  import  of  salt  from  outside  as  far  as  possible.  But  the 
import  of  a  small  quantity  of  salt  will  bo  necessary.  Bor  Sliencotta, 
we  have  to  get  some  salt  from  Tinnevelly.  Otherwise,  if  salt  is  trans¬ 
ported  from  South  Travancore  to  Sliencotta,  the  transport  charges 
will  be  very  heavy.  That  will  make  the  issue  price  at  Sliencotta 
much  higher  than  it  is  in  the  surrounding  taluks  in  the  British 
Indian  villages. 

MR.  3.  J.  NAIR  (Ncdumangad)  :  May  I  know  whether  it  is  the 
Government  or  the  contractors  that  incur  transport  charges? 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Lxme  Co.;mi*thnir) :  Generally  the  irons, 
port  is  made  by  the  contractor  and  Government  pay  him.  Whether 
it  is  by  road  or  by  steamer  to  Quilon  and  then  by  train,  the  transport 
charges  will  be  heavier  than  the  cost  price  that  wo  may  have  to  pay 
for  getting  salt  from  Tuticorin.  We  are  now  purchasing  12,000 
maunds  of  salt  only  from  Tinnevelly. 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (K  alien  lam  I) :  May  I  know  from  the  mem- 
bar  how  he  accounts  for  the  reduction  in  the  consumption  of  home 
salt  by  2  lakhs,  although  there  was  over-production  ?  At  the  same  time, 
there  was  an  import  of  2  lakhs  of  foreign  salt. 

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner)  :  What  is  consumed 
in  one  year  is  the  salt  stocked  in  the  previous  year.  In  1109  the  yield 
in  our  factories  was  very  low,  and  so  we  had  to  import  an  unusually 
large  quantity  from  outside,  partly  from  Tuticorin  and  partly  from 
Bombay.  The  salt  sold  in  1110  was  the  salt  stocked  in  1109.  It  is 
the  policy  of  the  Government  to  keep  always  in  stock  at  least  the 
quantity  required  for  our  consumption. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad)  :  Is  it  not  possible  to  ask  the 
contractor  to  transport  the  salt  under  the  same  conditions  from  Nager- 
coil  ? 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner) :  Yes,  it  is  quite 
possible.  But  the  transport  charges  and  consequently  the  issue  price 
will  be  very  high.  If  we  send  our  salt  to  Shencotta  on  account  of  ex¬ 
cessive  patriotic  zeal,  the  transport  charge  itself  will  come  tg  more  than 
the  price  at  which  Tuticorin  salt  is  now  supplied. 
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Mi?.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (S xciie  Co  n-nimomr)  :  Unfortunately  our 
Salt  Factories  are  in  South  Tvavancore.  The  cost  of  transoort  from 
there  will  be  very  high. 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKaTH  (Kalkulam  I):  What  is  the  average  cost 
of  production  per  maund  ?  '  °  ' 

MR.  C.  0-  MADHAVAN  ( Excise  Commissioner)  :  The  licensees  who 
work  under  the  monopoly  system  are  paid  at  the  rate  of  4  annas  per 
maund.  Those  who  work  under  the  modified  system  are  paid  at  2h  and 
2  3/4  annas  per  maund. 

Mr.  S.  4.  NAIR  (Nednmangad) :  May  I  know  from  the  Commis¬ 
sioner  whether  the  contractor  imports  Tinnevelly  salt  in  motor  lorries 
or  cart  loads  ? 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  ( Excise  Commissioner)  -  It  comes  by  train. 

HR.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  {Tinvoa.Ha  I) :  May  I  know  whether  the 
Commissioner  can  positively  rely  on  Travanoore  for  the  supply  of  salt 
for  purposes  of  consumption  ? 

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  ( Excise  Commissioner)  :  To  some  extent  it 
depends  upon  weather  conditions.  Under  normal  weather  conditions, 
the  present  factories  are  capable  of  yielding  as  much  salt  as  Travan- 
core  requires. 

Mr.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  ( Tirmalla  I)  ;  Is  it  the  member’s  idea  that 
in  a  majority  of  cases  Travancore  has  to  depend  on  foreign  salt? 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner) :  Unless  the  weather 
condition  is  so  unfavourable,  we  need  not  depend  on  foreign  salt. 

MR.  N.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLA!  (Neyyattinkara  I)  :  What  does  the 
member  say  about  reducing  the  price  of  salt  ? 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner)-.  Several  factors  have 
to  be  taken  into  consideration  in  fixing  the  issue  price  of  salt.  The 
payment  of  kudioiia,  establishment  charges,  etc. — 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  Is  the  Travancore  Government  free  to  fix  its 


Mr.  C,  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner ) :  2  rupees  3  annas  is 

the  issue  price  of  salt  in  factories.  The  licensees  should  sell  at  that 
rate  in  the  factories- 

Mr.  S,  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad) :  The  Government  member  has 
not  given  a  satisfactory  reply.  In  the  face  of  the  statement  made  in 
the  Administration  Report,  the  reply  is  not  at  all  convincing.  So  far 
as  home  salt  is  concerned,  only  lip  sympathy  is  being  shown  by  Govern¬ 
ment  and  they  are  not  serious  to  give  encouragement  to  it.  In  regard 
to  transport  charges,  the  Government  member  said  that  it  is  very  high. 
In  these  days  of  motor  lorries,  we  know  what  the  transport  charges 
will  come  to. 
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MR.  G.  NIIAKANTAN  (Nominated):  Can  the  member  give  an  ap¬ 
proximate  idea  in  regard  to  the  cost  of  transport  ? 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Ncchniiannad )  :  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Commissioner 
to  work  out  that  question. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Can  the  member  give  an  answer  to  that 
question  now? 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (;<’ edumangad)  :  It  may  cost  about  10  or  15  rupees 
if  transport  is  done  by  lorries.  At  least  2  or  3  tins  of  petrol  will  be 
required, 

Mr.  G.  NlLAKANTAN  {Nominat'd)  :  May  I  know  how  much  salt 
can  be  taken  by  lorries  ? 

MR.  8.  J.  NAIR  Wed»<uangad)  :  That  depends  upon  the  size  of 
the  lorry. 

If  the  Government  are  serious  to  see  that  the  policy  enunciated  by 
them  is  put  into  practice,  it  is  possible  for  Government  to  reduce  the 
cost  of  the  transport  charges  of  the  salt  and  see  whether  Travancore 
cannot  be  made  self-sufficient  in  the  manufacture  of  salts  Since  the 
Government  are  not  serious  to  see  that  policy  is  enforced,  I  press  the 
motion.

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  S.  J.  Nair  will  please  explain. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedtimangad )  :  Only  if  the  Excise  Commissioner 
travels  he  will  be  able  to  find  out  the  defects. 
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DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  May  I  take  Mr.  Nair  to  mean  like  this?  I  take 
the  object  indicated  in  the  motion  is  to  discuss  the  policy  and  the  working 
of  the  department.

Ms.  S.  J.  NAIR  {Necln  nangxd)  •.  It  is  suggested  by  the  Commis¬ 
sioner  that  a  considerable  amount  of  arrears  must  be  written  off. 
Again  he  has  suggested  that  a  sum  or  rupees  amounting  to  over  a  lakh 
should  be  granted  as  remission  for  1109  and  some  such  remissions 
must  be  given  on  future  occasions  also-  Again  he  suggests  in  the 
Administration  Report  that  the  collection  of  arrears  should  be  done  by 
the  Revenue  offirers  in  the  State.  If  the  Commissioner  had  toured  the 
country,  he  would  have  understood  that  the  revenue  officers  are  a  set  of 
over-workel  people  and  that  it  is  not  possible  to  collect  the  Excise 
arrears  by  them.

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Kalhulam  I) ;  I  move:

My  object  is  to  urge  that  the  Commissioner  should  press  upon  the 
Government  the  need  lor  adopting  effective  measures  for  the  proper 
control  of  customs.  The  Customs  Branch  of  the  Excise  Department  is 
one  of  considerable  importance,  and  I  doubt  whether  the  Commissioner 
in  his  tours  has  been  able  to  find  out  the  defects  and  leakages  of  oustoms 
revenue.  Travancore  is  one  of  the  most  important  maritime  States 
and  the  revenue  by  way  of  customs  is  not  an  insignificant  factor  to  be 
slightly  considered  by  Government.  There  are  about  71  Customs 
offices  both  by  the  way  of  land  and  sea  customs.  The  working  of  the 
VoU  VIII,  No.-  8. 
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department  is  not  satisfactory  inasmuch  as  there  is  no  definite  policy 
pursued  by  the  department.  Customs  should  be  separated  from  Excise 
is  a  cry  that  has  been  urged  for  a  long  time  past,  but  that  has  not  been 
taken  into  consideration  at  ail,  We  see  subordinates  of  the  Excise 
Department  and  the  Customs  Officers  being  transferred  very  often,  so 
much  so,  the  Customs  Officer  who  is  well  versed  with  the  inner  working 
of  the  Customs  Deparsment  is  not  afforded  facilities  to  develop  that 
aspect  of  the  Department. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  is  not  relevant. 

,V|R.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Kalku'am  1)  :  I  only  point  this  to  show 
that  the  separation  of  Customs  from  Excise  is  a  cry  of  the  past.  This 
topic  was  raised  in  the  Public  Accounts  Committee  and  the  Commis¬ 
sioner  stated  that  Customs  is  a  major  Department  and  that  there  are 
difficulties  to  separate  it  and  put  under  an  independent  category.  My 
point  is  that  the  Excise  Commissioner  is  not  able  to  concentrate  his 
attention  not  only  in  the  Excise  line  but  also  in  the  Customs  line. 

1  irge  the  point  that  there  should  be  separate  audit,  at  least  in  the 
Customs  branch,  and  an  officer  who  is  well  versed  should  be  in  sole 
charge  of  that  section  under  the  Excise  Commissioner  in  order  that  he 
may  efficiently  see  whether  there  is  any  leakage  in  the  customs  revenue, 
whether  the  staff  in  that  section  work  properly,  whether  the  officers  ar 
better  trained  and  to  see  whether  that  branch  of  the  Excise  Department 
is  better  managed.  I  Want  only  to  stress  this  point  On  the  attention  of 
the  Excise  Commissioner  so  that  he  may  take  steps  to  see  that  a  sepa¬ 
rate  department  for  Customs  is  created.  Now,  as  it  is,  the  Excise 
Commissioner  has  to  attend  to  auction  sales,  inspection  and  such  other 
duties.  All  these  consume  a  good  lot  of  his  time  and  very  little  atten¬ 
tion  is  paid  to  customs.  On  these  grounds,  I  would  stress  the  attention 
of  the  Commissioner  and  through  him  the  Government  for  bringing 
greater  force  and  control  over  the  Customs  branch  of  the  Excise  Depart- 

MS.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Sssist  Commissioner)  :  Sir,  Mr.  K.  R. 
Elenkath  has  suggested  the  better  control  of  the  Customs  department 
by  the  Commissioner  travelling  more  frequently.  01  course,  I  travel  as 
far  as  1  can  find  time  and  visit  as  many  customshouses.  Besides  my 
inspection,  the  bigger  customs  houses  in  charge  of  Inspectors  are  inspec¬ 
ted  by  the  Assistant  Commissioners  once  every  quarter.  The  small 
customs  houses  are  inspected  every  month  by  the  Inspectors  and  once 
every  quarter  by  the  Assistant  Commissioners  concerned.  They  mani¬ 
fest  the  copies  of  the  Nalvazbi,  and  receipts  are  sent  every  day  from  the 
customs  houses  to  the  Assistant  Commissioners  and  these  records  are 
examined,  verified  and  errors  pointed  out  if  any.  So  there  is  very  little 
chance  of  any  leakage  of  revenue  being  left  unnoticed,  Besides  inspection 
by  tie  departmental  officers,  the  bigger  customshouses  are  audited  by  the 
officers  of  the  Account  Department.  All  these  various  steps  are  taken 
to  detect  and  prevent  loss  of  revenue. 
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MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Kalkulam  D  May  I  know  whether  audit 
is  conducted  every  year  in  these  houses  ? 

MR.  C.  0,  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner)  :  In  the  more  im¬ 
portant  places  such  as  Alleppey,  Arukutty  and  Aramboly,  inspection  is 
conducted  once  every  year. 

MR.  K,  R.  ELENKATH  (Kalkidao.  I):  May  I  know  whether  the 
quarterly  audit  b  properly  and  regularly  conducted  ? 

Mu  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  ( Excise  Counhissioner):  Yes:  it  is  very  regu¬ 
larly  conducted. 

Then  Mr.  K.  E.  Elenkath  suggested  the  appointment  of  a  separate 
officer  for  the  Customs  Department.  I  doubt  the  desirability  of  such 
a  procedure.  The  Customs  Houses  are,  as  Mr.  Elenkath  said,  over  70 
in  number.  If  an  officer  is  to  be  appointed  separately  for  customs 
branch,  then  there  should  be  subordinate  officers  under  him.  Whether 
such  a  change  would  be  productive  of  any  good  commensurate  with  the 
increased  expenditure  is  a  matter  for  very  serious  doubt,  especially  when 
Travancore  has  no  separate  customs  policy  of  her  own.  Anyhow 
that  point  is  not  raised  for  the  first  time  today. 

Mr.  K  R.  ELENKATH  (Kalkuhm  I)  :  May  I  know  whether  the 
frequent  transfers  of  officers  is  not  detrimental  to  the  efficient  working 
of  the  depamnent? 

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner)  Frequent  trans¬ 
fers  of  officers,  as  Mr  Elenkath  speaks  of,  are  not  common  at  all.  Un¬ 
less  there  is  sufficient  reason,  I  do  not  transfer  officers  at  least  before 
the  expiry  oi  two  years.  When  there  is  some  complaint  or  something 
wrong,  as  a  slight  punishment  that  officer  may  be  transferred.  General¬ 
ly  I  adow  an  officer  to  remain  in  a  station  for  two  years.  But  there 
may  be  exceptional  circumstances  when  an  earlier  transfer  may  become 
necessary.  I  believe  Mr.  Elenkath  will  not  press  his  motion, 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (K  ilk  idem  I)  :  Sir,  I  beg  permission  of 
the  House  to  wi:  h  draw  the  motion. 

The  motion  wa3  by  leave,  withdrawn.

MR.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  ( Tiruvalla  I) :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move  :  - 

‘ That  the  allotment  of  lie.  2,600  for  traveling  allowance  be  reduced 
by  Re.  I.” 

The  object  of  my  motion  b  ‘  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  Government 
the  existence  of  a  large  number  of  illicit  today-shops  as  subsidiary  to  all 
the  licensed  shops  in  rural  areas’.  Sir,  this  is  a  State  of  affairs  which  is 
known  to  all  concerned  in  the  department.  I  believe  this  is  not  a  new 
charge  This  state  of  affairs  goes  side  by  side  with  the  department. 
The  department  thinks  that  this  is  a  necessary  evil  which  cannot  be 
prevented  by  them.  On  account  of  the  existence  of  illicit  shops  side  by 
s:de  with  the.  licensed  shops,  corruption  is  rampant  in  the  department- 
I.  may  say  that  there  is  no  other  department  in  the  State  where  there 
is  so  much  corruption  as  in  the  Excise  Department. 

MR.  S.  CHATTANATHA  KARAYALAR  (Shencotta)  ;  May  I  know  what 
he  member  fneans  by  ‘illicit  toddy  shop’  ?

Ur.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  ( Tiruvalla  I):  Unlieenced  toddy  shops 
where  toddy  is  sold  without  any  restriction. 

Ms,  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) : 
Is  it  the  toddy  shop  or  the  toddy  that  is  illicit? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  Varughese  means  shops  where  illicit 
toddy  is  being  sold. 

Mr.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  ( Tiruvalla  T)  :  Yes,  Sir. 

Mr,  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  -  Rural)  :  Does  it  not  mean 
unlicenced  shops  where  toddy  is  sold  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :■  Could  it  mean  that  also? 

MR.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  (Tiruvalla  I):  Sir,  I  know  that  in  the 
rural  parts  there  are  a  good  number  of  such  shops.  There  toddy  is 
sold  for  a  less  price  than  in  the  licenced  shops.  The  tappers  can  tap 
any  number  of  trees.  They  need  not  pay  any  tax  for  these  trees. 
So  they  can  sell  toddy  to  any  one  who  desires  to  drink  it  at  a  very  low 

Mr.  A.  EAS'A/ARA  PILLAI  (Kottarakara  )  Are  there  not  officers  in 
the  department  to  prevent  this  ? 

'  Mr.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  ( Tiruvalla  I)  :  Yes;  there  are  a  large 
number.  It  is  not  on  account  of  the  absence  of  subordinates:  but  I  will 
Say  that  it  is  because  there  are  more  subordinates  to  control  the  depart¬ 
ment  that  such  evil  exists. 

Mr.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAI  ( Kattarukara )  :  What  are  they  doing 
there  ? 

MY.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  (Tiruvalla  I)  .  They  are  controlling  the 
practice. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Even  alleged  corruption  in  any  department- 
need  not  be  repeated  more  than  two  or  three  times, 

Mr.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  (Tiruvalla  1)  •  When  representations  are 
mads  regarding  these  malpractices,  they  do  not  take  any  proper  action. 

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner) :  Does  the  member 
refer  to  representations  regarding  malpractices  ? 

MR.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  .(Tiruvalla  I)  :  Yes. 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner )  ;  Has  the  member 
made.-.any  representation  to  any  officer? 

Mr.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  (Tiruvalla  I)  :  Yes,  I  have. 

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commissioner );  May  I  know  to 
whom  ? 

Mr.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  ( Tiruvalla  I) :  I  have  given  representations 
to  several  Excise  Commissioners  and  Inspectors. 

Mr.  C.  0  MADHAVAN  (excise  Commissioner ):  Was  any  represen¬ 
tation  made  to  the  present  Excise  Commissioner? 

Mr.  N,  E  VARUGHESE  ( Tiruvalla  I ):  I  remember  having  given 
oral  information  to  the  present  Commissioner.  But  I  have  not  given 
written  representation  to  the  present  Excise  Commissioner. 

I  would  like  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  House  how  they  deal 
with  these  representations. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Mural )  :  May  I  know  how  many 
such  shops  there  are  in  the  knowledge  of  the  member  ? 
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Mr.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  (Timta.Ua  I)  :  A  very  large  number. 

Mr,  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Rural ) :  I  wish  to  get  an 
approximate  number. 

WR .  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  (Tirutalla  I)  :  1  cannot  say  the  definite 

number.  In  rural  areas  there  are  a  targa  number  of  such  shops. 

Mr.  T.  K.  ALEXANDER  (Kunnatnad  ]) :  Are  they  more  than 
licenced  shops  ? 

MR.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  (Tiruvalla  I) :  Yes. 

MR.  K.  P.  KRISHNA  MENON  (Pa/rur)  :  May  I  know  which,  taluks 
the  member  refers  to? 

MR.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  (Tiruvalia I)  :  All  the  taluks,  especially 
the  northern  taluks. 

MR.  PACODE  A  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Vilavankod)  ■■  Do  they  not 
serve  as  a  support  to  the  licensed  shops  just  as  the  Anchal  Support  to: 
the  Mail  Bus  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  question  does  not  arise,  because  it 
contemplates  implications  of  a  kind.  If  you.  are  prepared  to  split  up 
the  question,  I  can  allow  it. 

Mr.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  ( Tiruvalla  I)  :  One  reason  for  the  existence 
of  such  a  large  nun  her  of  shops  is  the  subordinates  of  tbe  department 
take  it  as  a  source  of  income.  I  can  boldly  bring  to  the  notice  of  the 
House  that  almost  the  majority  of  the  subordinates  of  the  Excise  Dep¬ 
artment  do  obtain  a  goad  remuneration,  if  I  may  say  so,  on  account 
of  the  existence  of  these  shops-  I  may  tell  that  every  illicit  shop  or  as 
we  call  it  in  Malayalara  Upashcp,  is  taken  by  the  general  public  as  a 
legally  licensed  shop. 

MR.  A.  THANU  FILLAi  ( Trivandrum-Rural )  Why  should  those 
who  want  toddy  go  to  the  Upashops  ?  Why  not  they  go  to  the  licensed 
shops  ? 

MR.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  (Tiruvalia  1)\  In  the  Upashops  the  price  is 
reduced.  The  Upafhips  are  not  taxed  ;  and  by  running  them  the  con¬ 
tractor  makes  an  income  over  and  above  the  legitimate  income.  He 
can  sell  toddy  at  a  lesser  price  and  so  people  resoit  to  such  shops. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  And  they  are  nearer  home  sometimes. 

Mr.  N.  E  VARUGHESE  (Tiruvalia  1) :  In  some  places  perhaps  nearer 
home.  Unless  the  head  of  the  Department  takes  this  matter  very  serious¬ 
ly  to  control  the  illicit  sale,  the  revenues  under  Abkari  will  certainly  be 
decreasing. 

MR.  PUTHUPALU  $.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II) :  Sir,  speaking  a 
few  words  that  would  be  particularly  relevant  to  the  motion  before  the 
House,  I  would  draw  the.  attention  of  the  honourable  members  to  what 
has  been  stated  by  the  Government  at  page  5,  paragraph  13,  of  the 
report  cf  the  Administration  of  the  Excise  Department  for  the  year 
11x0.  This  is  what  Government  say  after  reviewing  the  circuit  work 
conducted  by  the  Excise  Commissioner  in  1110 

“  Mr.  0.  0.  Madhavan,  Excise  Commissioner,  was  on  circuit  for  305  dayB  and  Mr- 
K.  Govidda  Filial  who  was  Ag.  Excise  Commissioner  from  3  3-1110  to 
2-4-1 110  sics  Mr.  Madhavan  on  privilege  leave,  was  on  circuit  for  9  days. 
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[Mr.  Puthupalli  S.  Krishna  Pillai.] 

Tho  lead  of  the  Exoise  Department  was  therefc 
st  155  days  during  1109-  When  i 
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That  is  what  has  been  staled  by  Government  in  an  appreciative 
statement  made  after  reviewing  the  Excise  Commissioner’s  tour  in  1110. 
Sir,  this  default  on  the  part  of  the  Excise  Commissioner  has  to  a  con¬ 
siderable  degree  led  to  the  decline  in  the  revenue  under  the  abkari 
section  of  the  Excise  Department.  The  one  outward  sign  of  that  is  to 
he  seen  from  what  has  been  stated  by  the  Government  in  paragraph  5 
of  their  review.  It  is  found,  Sir,  that  whereas  the  total  consumption  of 
jaggery  arrack  in  1108  was  55,-179  proof  gallons,  it  fell  to  51,112 
in  1 10.)  and  it  has  still  further  fallen  to  48,212  in  1110.  So  in  about 
2  years’  time  we  find  a  fall  from  65,000  gallons  to  48,000  gallons.  Is 
would  appear  that  the  number  of  trees  tapped  during  this  period  has 
increased  by  leaps  ond  hounds.  In  1110,  the  increase  appears  to  have 
been  7,450  cocoanut  trees,  604  palmyras  and  1887  ChorDspana  trees. 
But  it  would  appear  that  the  sale  of  the  toddy  shops  has  not  brought  to 
Government  any  appreciate  excess  in  the  revenue  collection.  Mow 
bearing  in  mind  these  two  aspects,  namely,  the  steady  decline  in  the 
consumption  of  jaggery  arrack  on  the  one  hand  and  failure  on  the  part 
of  the  Excise  Department  to  bring  in  more  revenue  in  spite  of  the  fact  . 
that  a  larger  number  of  trees  have  been  tapped  on  the  other  hand,  the 
Excise  Department  owe3  an  explanation  to  this  House.  As  to  why 
there  is  a  fall  in  the  consumption  of  jaggery  arrack  and  a  decline  in  the 
realisation  of  shop  rents  so  far  as  toddy  shops  are  concerned,  that  is 
capable  of  only  one  reason.  Sir,  there  has  been  a  steady  decline  in  the 
total  quantity  of  foreign  liquor  imported  into  Travancore.  The  Excise 
Commissioner’s  statement  says  that  there  has  been  economic  depression 
commencing  from  1105,  that  this  is  the  fifth  or  sixth  year  after  the 
commencement  of  the  economic  depression  and  therefore  people  have 
reached  the  maximum  limit  of  their  capacity  to  pay  and  all  that.  In 
the  unalloyed  name  of  economic  depression  several  excuses  are  brought 
forward  by  Government,  one  by  the  Lind  Revenue  officers  in  the  State 
and  the  other  by  the  dtbtors  and  a  lot  of  people  who  bring  some  excuse 
or  other,  and  Government  say  we  are  not  satisfied.  In  this  case  I  am 
prepared  to  say  that  economic  depression  has  not  been  the  cause  for  the 
decline  in  the  Excise  revenue.  On  the  other  hand,  we,  the  people  of  the 
State,  Sir,  are  not  prepared  to  believe  that  during  this  period  of  1110 
there  has  been  any  steady  decline  in  the  quantity  of  intoxicating  liquor 
taken  by  the  people  of  the  State.  It  may  be  a  fact  that  the  people  are 
not  able  to  pay.  Then  what  is  the  next  step  ?  They  want  to  drink. 
It  is  to  illicit  tapping  and  illicit  distillation  that  people  resort.  What 
has  been  done  by  the  Excise  Commissioner  to  prevent  these  ?  The 
other  day  it  was  answered  that  in  one  sub-division  in  charge  of  an 
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Excise  Sub-Inspector,  as  many  as  26  cases  were  detected  by  the  Bange 
Inspector.  That  is  a  matter  with  one  sub-division  of  one  Bange 
in  the  State.  How  many  Banges  have  we  in  Travancore?.  And  how 
many  sub-Kanges  have  we  in  one  Range?.  Prom  one  sub-Bange  26 
cases  have  been  detected.  Very  recently  in  Quilon  a  barrel  full  of 
illicit  toddy  has  been  seized.  Where  has  the  toddy  come  from?  I  ask  the 
Excise  Commissioner.  Out  of  the  quantity  sold  in  every  shon  if  any 
quantity  is  not  exhausted  in  the  evening,  has  not  that  to  he  destroyed  ? 
If  there  a  single  case  in  which  tbe  Excise  Commissioner  can  assure  the 
House  that  any  quantity  has  been  so  destroyed  ?  If  it  is  not  destroyed, 
what  is  the  use  that  the  Contractor  will  make  with  that?  He  will  im¬ 
mediately  distil  it  and  convert  it  into  i.licit  arrack.  Now  if  wholesale 
illicit  tapping  is  going  on  like  this,  if  whole  sale  distillation  is  going  on, 
what  wonder  there  is  in  the  steady  decline  of  the  consumption  of  jaggery 
arrack  distilled  in  the  Government  Distillery  anda  steady  decline  in  the 
importation  of  fore'gn  liquor  ?  What  wonder  is  there?  Is  it  due  to  ec¬ 
onomic  depression?  What  is  the  method  of  preventing  it?  Are  not 
the  Government  interested  in  preventing  it?  Are  not  the  people  in¬ 
terested  m  putting  a  stop  to  it?  Bortbat  purpose  the  Excise  Commis¬ 
sioner  must  be  very  stringent  and  must  be  more  vigilant.  It  is  not 
enough  if  he  merely  supervises  the  headquarters  office.  Constant  in. 
speetion  and  supervision  cf  the  subordinates  by  touring  round  the  coun- 
try  is  absolute  y  neces=ary.  What  explanation  has  the  Excise  Sub-In¬ 
spector  got  in  whose  sub-division  26  cases  have  besn  detected,  I  ask  the 
Excise  Commissioner.  He  said  he  was  innocent.  Then  is  the  Assi¬ 
stant  Excise  Commissioner  liable  for  that? 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLA!  ( Trwandrun— Rural)  :  Is  not  the  Excise 

Commissioner  liable? 

Mr.  PUTKUPALU  S.  KRISHNA  P1LLAI  (Quilon  II)  :  I  am  aiking  whe¬ 
ther  he  is  not  liable?  Whether  all  the  people  in  the  department  from 
the  Excise  Commissioner  down  to  the  petty  officer  are  not  lesponsible? 

.  humbly  submit  that  all  these  gentlc-men  are,  and  if  Government  are 
not  going  to  take  severe  steps  against  these  officers,  you  will  find  in  a  few 
months’  time  the  whole  revenue  of  the  Excise  Department  under  abkari 
goes  down  and  irrecoverably  down.  Therefore  supervision  on  the  first 
hand  and  effective  control  on  the  other  have  to  be  more  vigilantly 
exerugrd. 

I  understand  that  there  is  a  distillery  at  Nagercoil  which  is  re¬ 
ported  to  have  a  continuous  still  I  am  told  that  that  continuous  still 
is  leaking  continuously  and  it  is  leaking  throughout  the  year  and  that 
it  is  condemned  by  the  Public  Works  Department.  The  man  in  charge 
of  it  does  not  know  when  it  will  burst  and  destroy  life.  At  any 
rate  that  still  is  not  up  to  the  mark-  The  spirit  that  is  necessary 
for  the  Travancore  Government  for  the  Hospitals  could  not  be 
manufactured  there.  It  is  an  old  thing.  The  system  of  distillation 
has  considerably  advanced  now.  What  steps  have  the  Government 
taken  for  introducing  the  most  modern  method  of  distilling?  Does 
the  Excise  Commissioner  - know,  ,  that  there  is  improved  method  of  dis- 
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tillation  going  on  outside  Travancore.  Has  he  travelled  to  see  that? 
Has  he  taken  the  necessary  trouble  ?  1  wish  to  know  what  steps  he 
has  taken?  I  would  therefore  submit  under  this  motion  that,  if  the 
Excise  Commissioner  had  travelled  more  and  had  supervised  the  sub¬ 
ordinates  more  strictly,  more  earnestly  and  more  enthusiastically,  this 
steady  decline  in  the  revenue  collections  under  abkari  could  have  been 
prevented.  If  proper  steps  are  not  taken,  that  revenue  is  likely  to 
ineYitab’y  go  down  in  the  near  future  still  further. 

Ills.  G.  NILAKANTAN  (dominated) :  I  wish  to  make  a  few  remarks. 
The  arrack  consumption  has  fallen  from  1,60,000  proof  gallons  in  1095 
to  50,000  last  year.  What  is  the  cause  of  this  abnormal  fall  ?  It  is  a 
very  serious  loss  of  revenue  to  the  State.  I  find  from  the  report  of  last 
year  that  r0, 170,000  gallons  of  toddy  were  drawn  and  sold.  The  cost 
of  this  toddy  comes,  at  the  modest  calculation,  to  about  Bs.  65  to  70 
lakhs  of  Bnpees,  Whereas  what  is  the  demand  under  toddy?  It  is  Bs. 
11  lakhs.  That  means  if  all  this  amount  is  realised  by  the  sale  of  toddy, 
the  contractors  need  not  grumble  at  the  difficulty  of  payment 
of  hist  and  would  not  ask  for  remission  of  kist.  The  fact  is 
there  is  reason  to  believe  that  what  is  not  drunk  is  being 
utilised  lor  illicit  distillation.  This  in  a  way  accounts  for  the  fall  in 
the  consumption  of  arrack.  I  have  reason  to  believe  this  evil  fate  of  the 
Excise  Department  commenced  from  the  date  of  the  introduction 
of  the  Sub-Inspector  system.  It  is  high  time  that  the  department  con¬ 
sider  the  desirability  of  abolishing  the  system  and  of  going  back  to  the 
old  system. 

Again,  it  is  not  enough  if  the  Excice  Commissioner  is  an  honest 
officer.  There  should  be  more  honest  officers  and  men  in  the  depart¬ 
ment.  Then  alone  nan  malpractices  be  checked. 

Ml.  PdTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  :  Does  the  member 
think  that  honesty  will  he  the  only  salvation  for  the  department  ? 

Mr.  G  NILAKANTAN  {Nomiimttd) :  Honesty  and  selfless  work. 
Certainly;  that  was  why  I. said  that  hard  ani  selfless  work  on  the  part 
of  the  officers  was  ver.y  necessary 

During  the  last  reorganisation  of -this  Department,  a  number  of 
hands  was  reduced.  Unless  its  past  strength  is  restored  to  this  Depart¬ 
ment,  conditions  .will  not  improve.  To  .put  down  smuggling  and 
illicit  .practices,  the  department  should  be.adequately  staffed. 

One  word  about  the  distillery.  Mr.  Puthupalli  Krishna  Pillai 
said  that  the  still  at  Nagercoil  .was  leaking.  Sir,  the  real  defect  does 
not  lie  .there,  alone.  The  .great  mistake  that  .the  department  committed 
was  to  have  a  still  worked  departmentally;.  A  lot  of  money  is  now 
being  wasted  upon  it.  This  work  ought  t.o  have  been  entrusted  to  a 
qoatractor  Throughout  British  India  and  elsewhere,  the  services  of  a 
eontractor  are  .secured  ior  .establishing  .distilleries,  the  Government 
having  a  control  over  .the  distillery  {President's  Bell)  without 
motoring  the  responsibility  mf .Bpeadingany  money. 
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MR,  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Swiss  Com  uissioner)  :  Sir,  we  have  heard 
so  much  about  malpractices  and  corruption  in  the  Department,  all 
leading  to  the  unpleasant  consequence  of  abnormal  fall  in  the  consum¬ 
ption  of  arrack  and  in  the  revenue  of  the  Department.  I  do  not  deny 
the  existence  of  malpractices  here  and  there.  Mr.  Vuiughese  said  that 
trees  were  being  tapped  without  licenses  and  toddy  was  being  sold  in 
places  other  than  the  licensed  shops.  Sir,  there  may  be  such  instances 
here  and  there;  and  there  may  be  subordinates  in  my  Department  also 
who  may  receive  illegal  gratification  and  shut  their  eyes  against  mal¬ 
practices.  But  I  maintain  that  my  Department  canuot  be  said  to  be 
the  most  corrupt  department  in  the  State,  as  Mr.  Varughese  said.  I  do 
not  know  if  Mr.  Varughese  has  made  a  comparative  study  of  corruption 
in  all  the  Departments  of  the  State,  in  order  to  make  that  statement. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLA!  (Quilon  I )  .  May  I  know  what  rank 
he  would  asign  to  his  Department  in  the  matter  of  corruption  ? 

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  ( Excise  Co  nmissioner)  \  i  have  not,  as  I 
said,  made  a  comparative  study  of  corruption  in  the  various  Depart¬ 
ments  in  the  State.  Sir,  the  Excise  Department,  iike  all  the  other 
departments  in  the  State,  is  manned  mostly  by  men  from  Travancore. 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAl  (Qoilon  II)  Does  the  member 
suggest  thereby  that  non-Travancoreans  are  proverbially  more  honest 
than  Travancoreans?. 

MR.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Commmkner)  :  I  never  said  that. 
My  point  is  that  recruitment  to  all  the  Departments  is  made  from  the 
same  class  of  people,  so  tha'.  honesty  or  dishonesty  will  be  the 
same  in  all  the  Departments  of  the  State. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  What  the  Excise  Commissioner  objected  to 
was  the  use  of  the  superlative  degree  to  his  Department. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAl  ( Trivandrum — Rural)  :  Does  the  member 
agree  that  this  Department  affords  more  opportunities  for  corruption 
than  any  other  Department  V 
■  DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  That  is  a  matter  of  opinion. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAl  ( Trivandrum  Rural)  :  I  want  to  know  from 
the  Excise  Commissioner  whether  he  admits  it  as  a  fact  that  his  De¬ 
partment  affords  more  opportunities  for  corruption  than  any  other  De¬ 
partment. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  He  can  do  that  only  as  a  result  of  an  opinion 
that  he  forms.  That  was  why  I  said  that  it  was  a  matter  of  opinion 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAl  (Quilon  I)  :  On  a  point  of  order,  Sir. 

I  admit  Sir,  that,  at  the  time  of  interpellations,  matters  of  opinion  can¬ 
not  form  the  subject  matter  of  questions.  But,  during  debate,  is  it  net 
open  to  a  member  to  ask  the  member  in  possession  for  his  opinion  on  a 
particular  matter  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  shall  give  my  ruling  on  the  point  later. 
Now,  there  is  very  little  time  at  our  disposal  for  the  further  discussion 
of  this  demand. 

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  (Excise  Coni' uissioner) :  I  was  about  to  come 
to  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai’s  point. 

Vol.  VIII  So.  8. 
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I  was  submitting,  Sir,  that  from  the  same  class  of  people,  recruit¬ 
ment  is  being  made  to  the  various  Departments  in  the  State.  I  agree 
with  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai  that  my  department  affords  mere  opportunities 
for  corruption  than  some  other  Departments,  the  Education  Department 
for  instance.  (Mr.  C.  V.  Chandrasekharan  ;  Heu,r,  hew.)  But,  Sir,  I 
may  say  that  this  is  not  peculiar  to  the  Travancore  Excise  department. 
Lately,” I  read  the  report  of  the  Madras  Excise  Department  where  it  is 
stated  that  almost  every  cottage  in  the  Presidency  had  become  a 
distillery.  I  may  say,  Sir,  that  conditions  are  not  so  bad  in  Travancore; 
■.all  our  cottages  are  not  distilleries.  Conditions  seem  to  be  much  worse 
in  British  India  than  in  Travancore. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :I  do  not  know  if  the  House  will  be  in  order  in 
letting  such  statements  made  before  it  'as  to  conditions  in  British 
India. 

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  ( Excise  Commissioner)-.  I  am  referring  to  a 
published  report,  Sir. 

I  found  more  or  less  similar  observations  made  in  the  report  of  the 
Excise  Department  of  another  province  also.  Conditions,  therefore  are 
more  or  less  the  same  throughout  the  world.  I  also  maintain  that  there 
has  not  been  any  phenomenal  increase  in  corruption  or  in  malpractices,  of 
late  in  Travancore.  Always  there  have  been  corruption  and  malpractice 
here  and  there  in  the  country  and  it  has  been  the  earnest  attempt  of 
the  Department  always  to  put  down  such  corruption  and  malpractice. 
I  asked  Mr,  Varughese  pointedly  whether  he  ever  brought  instances  of 
corruption  and  malpractice  to  the  notice  of  the  authorities.  He  said 
that  he  once  spoke  to  me  in  person  about  a  case.  I  am  sorry  I  do  not 
remember. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum — Sural ) :  What  has  the  member 
to  say  about  the  charge  of  wholesale  illicit  tapping  ? 

Mr.  C.  0.  MADHAVAN  {Excise  Oommitsioner)  :  There  is  no  such 
thing  as  wholesale  illicit  tapping.  There  may  be  a  few  trees  illicitly 
tapped  here  and  there,  especially  because  we  issue  licenses  for  tree 
tapping  once  in  six  months  from  Chingom  to  Makaram,  and  from 
Kumbham  to  Karkatakam.  Before  trees  are  licenced  for  the  second  half 
of  tie  year  tapping  may  in  rare  cases  be  commenced. 

Mr.  Puthupalli  Krishna  Pillai  mentioned  an  instance  in 
which  a  special  party  was  sent  by  me  and  that  party  discovered 
several  trees  which  had  not  been  marked  being  tapped.  I  may  inform 
the  House,  Sir,  that  all  possible  efforts  are  being  made  to  put  down 
corruption  and  malpractices.  Of  late  I  have  had  several  of  my 
officers  punished  for  failure  to  take  prompt  and  effective  action  in  such 
matters.  I  have  nothing  more  to  add,  Sir. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  time  alioted  for  the  Demand  has  ex¬ 
pired,  and  I  now  put  the  Demand -

Vakil)  :  This  special  officer  is  appointed  to  make  his  recommendations 
and  place  them  before  the  High  Court.  He  has  to  deal  with  the 
amendment  of  the  rules,  issue  of  circulars  and  instructions  as  to  how  to 
dispose  of  work.  It  is  for  that  purpose  that  he  is  appointed. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  If  the  Government  member  is  able  to  show 
that  the  question  of  establishing  a  District  Court  at  Mavelikara  is  be¬ 
yond  the  purview  of  the  work  of  the  Special  Officer,  that  would  be  a 
different  matter. 

Mr.  V.  RAMAKRISHNA  PANICKAR  (Kariicjapalli  II)  :  Sir,  the  allot¬ 
ment  is  made  to  provide  for  the  salary  of  the  special  officer.  He  is 
appointed  to  deal  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Law’s  Delays  Com¬ 
missioner.  One  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Law’s  Delays  Commis¬ 
sioner  is  the  establishment  of  a  District  Court  at  Mavelikara. 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil):  I  wish  to  say  one  word.  It  is  not  exactly  the  discussion  of 
this  subject  that  I  object  to  under  this  head.  The  difficulty  will  be  this.. 
If  this  motion  is  carried,  the  effect  of  it  wili  be  what  is  not  contempli  ted 
by  this  House.  The  special  officer  will  have  to  be  given  his  salary 
minus  one  rupee.  That  is  not  intended,  I  am  sure,  by  this  House.  T.  e 
intention  of  the  House  is  to  pass  a  token  motion  stressing  the  necessity 
for  the  establishment  of  a  District  Court  at  Mavelikara  but  not  to  inflict 
a  loss  of  salary  on  the  special  officer. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Maeehkam)  :  If  that  is  so,  no  reduc¬ 
tion  of  salary  can  be  moved 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  For  instance,  it  may  be  discussed  under  a  motion  to  reduce 
the  allotment  for  contingencies. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  When  a  particular 
matter  could  be  disposed  of  under  a  specific  head,  the  token  motion  also 
must  be  under  that  head. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  I  consider  the  motion  in  order. 
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Mr.  V.  RAMAKRISHNA  PANICKAR:  (Kartihapalli  II):  Sir,  the  es¬ 
tablishment  of  a  District  Court  at  Mavelikara  is  justifiable  ou  more 
grounds  than  one.  First  of  all,  it  -will  relieve  the  heavy  work  in  the 
District  Courts  of  Quilon  and  Alleppey.  There  are  eight  or  nine 
Munsiffs’  Courts  under  the  Quilon  District  Court  ;  and  if  I  remember 
correct,  there  are  five  Munsiffs’  Courts  undsr  the  District  Court  of 
Alleppey.  That  there  is  accumulation  and  pressure  of  work  in  these 
courts  is  evident  from  the  fact  that  three  Judges  are  retained  in  the 
Alleppey  District  Court.  Of  course,  if  some  of  the  Munsiffs  under 
these  District  Courts  are  taken  out  of  their  jurisdiction  and  brought 
under  the  proposed  new  District  Court,  then  undoubtedly  it  will  give 
relief  to  the  District  Courts  of  Quilon  and  Alleppey. 

Another  ground  which  I  wish  to  urge  is  that  it  will  give  relief  to 
the  people  in  and  around  Mavelikara  in  mitigating  the  cost  and  labour 
in  litigation.  Mavelikara  is  a  central  place  so  far  as  Haripad,  Krishna- 
puram,  Adur,  Chengannur  and  Pathanamthitta  Munsiffs’  Courts  are 
concerned.  At  Mavelikara  itself,  there  is  a  Munsiffs  Court.  Mavelikara 
is  not  more  than  9  or  10  miles  from  any  of  these  places.  So,  that  is  a 
convenient  locality  for  establishing  a  new  District  Court.  Mavelikara 
is  a  very  important  place.  In  times  of  old  there  was  a  Ziila  Court 
there.  It  was  once  the  seat  of  Government.  During  the  time  of 
Bamaien  Dalava,  the  Huzur  Cutcherry  was  held  at  Mavelikara.  It  is 
a  very  important  place  and  therefore  it  is  only  expedient  that  a  District 
Court  is  established  there  to  give  relief  to  the  District  Courts  of  Quilon 
and  Alleppey  and  to  the  people  inhabiting  the  locality. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT;  I  did  not  hear  one  word  about  the  Law’s 
Delays  Commissioner. 

MR.  V  RAMAKRISHNA  PANICKAR  ( Kartikapalli  II) :  I  submitted 
that  one  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Law’s  Delays  Commissioner 
was  the  establishment  of  a  District  Court  at  Mavelikara  ;  and  my  point 
also  is  to  the  same  effect  that  a  District  Court  should  be  established  at 
Mavelikara  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  made  by  theLaw’s 
Delays  Commissioner.  A  special  officer  is  appointed  to  deal  with  the 
recommendations  of  the  Law’s  Delays  Commissioner  and  as  such  he 
should  attend  to  this  matter  also.  That  is  what  I  wish  to  bring  to  the 
notice  of  Government  at  this  stage. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (. MaveliUta ) :  Sir,  I  rise  to  second 
the  motion.  The  Law’s  Delays  has  been  a  subject  of  very  great  con¬ 
cern  to  the  people  of  this  country  for  a  long  time.  After  persistent 
demand,  the  Law’s  Delays  Commissioner  was  appointed.  He  was  a 
person  with  very  long  experience  in  the  Judicial  Department  of  the 
State.  He  travelled  throughout  the  State  and  made  certain  recom¬ 
mendations.  One  of  the  recommendations  was  that  a  District  Court  be 
established  at  Mavelikara.  Though  the  Report  was  submitted  about 
five  years  ago,  this  recommendation  has  not  yet  been  brought  into  effect. 
When  the  question  was  placed  before  the  Government,  it  was  stated 
that  the  Government  will  first  consider  the  recommendations  regarding 
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change  in  procedure  and  then  take  up  the  establishment  of  courts. 
But,  Sir,  Government  have  established  a  court  at  Pathanawthitta 
on  the  basis  of  the  Report  of  the  Law's  Delays  Commissioner. 

The  necessity  for  a  court  is  felt  at  Mavelikara.  That  is  evident 
from  the  fact  that  a  memorandum  of  the  High  Court  placed  on  the 
table  of  this  House  emphasises  that  an  additional  District  Judge  might 
be  appointed  as  recommended  by  the  Law’s  Delays  Commissioner. 
Mavelikara  is  the  only  place  where  he  has  recommended  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  District  Court.  Arrears  have  been  increasing  and  the  remedy 
is  the  appointment  of  more  judicial  officers,  at  least  temporarily.  Sir, 
Mavelikara,  as  explained  by  Mr.  V.  Ramakrishna  Panieker,  is  a  place 
most  fitted — 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivmdmm-Rwnl):  There  is  a  larger 
amount  of  pendency  in  Trivandrum  than  in  Quilon. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelihu.ro ) :  My  friend  has  not 

understood  the  whole  aspect  of  the  case. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum — Rural)  ;  I  believe  the  proposal 
is  to  shift  one  of  the  Judges  to  Mavelikara. 

Mr,  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  {Mavelikara)  :  That  is  not  the 
proposal. 

The  Law’s  Delays  Commissioner  has  recommended  that  Mavelikara 
is  the  place  central  to  Quilon,  Alleppey  and  Kottayam.  In  all  these 
three  places,  there  are  District  Courts.  It  was,  therefore,  recommended 
that  a  District  Court  may  be  established  at  a  central  place  to  lighten 
the  work  in  all  those  District  Courts.  The  arrears  have  not  yet  gone 
down.  I  think  it  is  only  fair  both  to  the  officer  who  has  recommended 
and  to  the  people  who  expected  that  the  proposal  will  be  carried  out, 
that  a  court  be  established  at  Mavelikara.  The  Special  Officer  who 
had  been  appointed  at  this  late  stage  to  consider  the  recommendations 
of  the  Law’s  Delays  Commissioner  may  be  asked  to  consider  this 
matter  as  well. 

I  do  not  know  why  this  Special  Officer  should  again  sit  in  jndg" 
ment  over  the  report  of  the  Law’s  Delays  Commissioner.  The  Law’s 
Delays  Commissioner  was  a  retired  High  Court  Judge  and  he  was 
assisted  by  a  Second  Judge  who  now  adorns  the  High  Court.  Now  a 
Senior  Munsiff  is  appointed  to  consider  that  Report.  Anyhow  1  hope 
the  matter  will  be  taken  into  consideration. 

Mr.  PACOBE  A.  MAR-AY  ANA  'PILLAI  ( Vilavankod )  :  Is  the  Special 
Officer  working  under  the  orders  of  the  High  Court  or  is  he  working 
independently  of  the  High  Court? 

MR.  <K.  P'ADM.ANARHAN  ( Chirayinkil  I)  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  oppose  the 
motion.  The  object  of  the  motion  as  indicated  by  the  honourable 
mover  is  to  stress  the  necessity  for  establishing  a  District  Court  at 
Mavelikara.  Sir,  this  is  a  motion  relating  to  a  local  need  and  the 
precedents  of  this  House  .go  to  show  that  looal  needs  cannot  ordinarily 
be  discussed  here  under  a  token  cut. 

DEPUTY  -PRESIDENT  :  That  is  beside  the  point.  That  question 
does  not  arise.  Once  the  motion  has  been  allowed  to  be  moved, 
the  member 'cannot  question  that. 
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Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( ChirayinUl  1 ):  Sir,  Law’s  Delays  is  a 
very  big  question.  A  Special  Officer  was  appointed  to  go  into  the 
question  and  submit  a  report.  That  Beport  contains  very  many  recom¬ 
mendations.  This  method  of  taking  the  Report  piecemeal  is  not  the 
proper  way  of  dealing  with  the  recommendations.  The  problem  should 
be  tackled  as  a  whole.  The  Commissioner  has  recommended  various 
remedies  to  combat  law’s  delays.  The  Government  should  consider  the 
report  in  all  its  aspects  and  pass  orders  on  all  recommendations.  The 
motion  relates  to  the  establishment  of  a  court  it  Mavelikara.  That  is 
Dot  the  proper  way  of  approaching  this  question.  It  i«  the  duty  of  Gov- 
ernment  to  accept  the  recommendations  of  the  Law’s  Delays  Com¬ 
missioner  in  proper  spirit  and  try  to  work  them  up.  Because  this 
motion  relates  only  to  a  particular  portion  of  his  report,  I  cannot  lend 
my  support  to  it. 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  Sir,  I  oppose  this  motion.  It  is  true  that  there  has  been  a 
proposal  to  establish  a  District  Court  at  Mavelikara  or  at  some  such 
plaoe  in  Central  Travancore. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAIV10DARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara i) :  Mavelikara  has  been 
specially  mentioned. 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  The  chief  reason  for  this  proposal  to  establish  a  court  at 
Mavelikara  or  some  other  place  in  Central  Travancore,  has  been  the 
large  volume  of  work  at  Quilon.  It  was  found  by  the  Law’s  Delays 
Commissioner  as  well  as  by  others  that  the  work  in  the  Quilon  District 
Court  was  ever  on  the  increase  and  that,  if  the  volume  of  work  in  a 
court  goes  beyond  a  certain  limit,  the  progress  of  work  in  such  Court 
will  be  retarded  and  that  as  such  there  will  not  be  expeditious  disposal 
of  suits.  The  remedy  suggested  iu  the  case  of  Quilon  was  that  one  of 
the  three  courts  at  Quilon  should  be  shifted  to  Mavelikara.  The  ques¬ 
tion  was  investigated  in  that  light,  and  there  was,  of  course,  the  question 
of  personnel  also.  On  consideration,  Government  ordered  that  the  pro¬ 
posal  must  wait  for  financial  reasons.  But  now,  for  some  other  reason,  the 
entire  aspect  of  the  position  has  changed.  It  has  been  noticed  now ’that 
the  work  of  the  Quilon  Court  has  fallen  down  considerably.  The  High 
Court  say  specially  that  the  volume  of  work  in  the  Quilon  District  Court 
has  gone  down  and  they  on  that  ground  recommended  the  shifting  of 
one  of  the  Courts  at  Quilon  to  Trivandrum.  Therefore,  the  specific 
reason  that  existed  once  for  shifting  a  court  to  Mavelikara  does  not 
exist  to-day.  If,  however,  on  a  future  day,  the  reason  is  again  found  to 
exist,  the  question  may  be  considered  then. 

Another  reason  why  the  question  was  held  over  was  financial  as 
stated  already.  It  may  not  be  possible  to  establish  a  court  all  at  once. 
I  cannot  in  the  circumstances  hold  out  any  hope  at  present  that  a  Dis¬ 
trict  Court  will  be  established  at  Mavelikara.  But  the  High  Court  will 
no  doubt  consider  this  matter  also  when  they  decide  on  a  re-diatributfon 
of  the  jurisdictions  of  the  several  courts. 
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Mr.  V.  RAMflKRISHNA  PANICKAR  {Kartikajialli  II):  In  view  of  the 
assurance  given  by  the  Law  Member  that  the  High  Court  will  consider 
the  matter,  I  withdraw  the  motion. 

The  motion  was,  by  leave,  withdrawn. 

Motion  No.  387. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  :  Sir,  I  move. 

To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Es.  2,000  for  travelling  allowance  by 
Be.

I  move  this  motion  in  order  to  discuss  the  urgent  need  for  confirm¬ 
ing  the  Temporary  Munsiff’s  court  at  Nedumangad. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  It  appears  to  me  that  the  motion  is 
out  of  order.  For,  it  is  a  matter  which  to  my  mind  is  possible  of 
being  judged  without  any  travelling.  Official  documents  can  give  the 
number  of  cases  and  all  that. 

Mr,  S.  J-  NAIR  {Nedumangad)  :  Only  if  the  Judges  travel  and 
understand  the  condition  of  the  people,  the  taluk,  the  desire  of  the  place, 
the  increasing  volume  of  business  in  the  court  and  see  whether  there  are 
sufficient  number  of  roads  for  the  clients  to  conveniently  attend  the 
courts,  only  on  looking  into  these  matters,  the  Judges  can  come  to  the 
conclusion  whether  the  temporary  court  at  Nedumangad  should  be 
confirmed  or  not. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  So  far  as  the  convenience  of  persons  goes, 
how'  does  it  matter  whether  a  court  is  temporary  or  permanent  ? 

Mr.  $.  J.  NAIR  {Nedumangad) :  The  difference  is  this.  There  is  a 
‘  panavagai  ’  clerk  who  is  entrusted  with  all  the  moneys.  There  is  no 
responsibility  for  the  clerk,  since  he  has  not  paid  cash  security.  Only 
when  the  court  is  made  permanent  the  clerk  has  to  deposit  money  security. 
As  matters  stand  now,  the  clerk  has  no  sort  of  responsibility  ;  and  the 
responsibility  of  the  Munsiff  with  respect  to  the  money  matters  is  serious. 
Also,  there  is  no  sufficient  staff  and  accommodation  for  the  court,  the 
court  remaining  a  temporary  one. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  is  not  relevant.  I  rule  it  out  of  order. 

Motion  No  388. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  {N  ednmangad)  ■.  I  da  not  make  the  motion  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  Government  have  achieved  their  object  two  days 
ago.

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  {Chirayinkil  ID  :  When  there  is  a 
:ge  volume  of  arrears  in  the  High  Court,  how  can  they  wipe  oft  the 


DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  wish  the  honourable  members  appreciate 
their  rights  as  well  as  their  duty.  If  Mr.  Nilakanta  Pillai  wants  to  say 
anything  about  the  arrears  of  the  High  Court,  he  will  get  an  occasion 
to  talk  on  it.  Such  an  occasion  has  not  arisen  now. 

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  {Chirayinkil  II)  :  My  point  is  that 
there  being  arrears  in  the  High  Court,  how  can  they,  - 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  How  can  the  Judges  clear  the  arrears  in  mof- 
fusil  courts  when  there  are  arrears  in  the  High  Court?  That  is  a  rc  atter 
which  does  not  arise  so  far  as  the  admissibility  of  this  motion  is  con- 

Mr.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  (Timvalla  1)  :  That  there  are  a  large  number 
of  arrears  in  moffusil  courts  is  a  fact  which  cannot  be  denied  by  any  one. 
From  the  duration  of  suits  as  well  as  pendency  of  suits,  -one  can  gather 
from  page  37  and  38  of  the  Departmental  Eeport  that  there  are  a  large 
number  of  arrears.  This  is  what  is  stated  in  the  report : — 
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11  The  average  duration  of  contested  and  unc, untested  original  suits  in  District  Courts 
was  1,191  and  184  davs  respective! v  against  1.133  and  426  days  in  1109. 
Tee  average  duration  of  contested  ordinary  suits  rose  from  I.U3  days  in  1109 
to  1,362  days  in  1110,  while  that  of  uncoub-nted  ordinary  suits  fell  from  456 
days  to  350  days.  The  longest  duration  of  contested  ordinary  suits  was  at 
Kottavam,  being  2,808  davs.  while  that  of  imcontestc-d  ordinary  suits  was  at 
Nagercoil  being  638  days. 

The  arrears  at  the  close  of  the  year  were  2,465  against  2,117  in  1109,  of 
which  2,048  were  ordinary  suits  and  417  were  small  causes  against  2,071  and 
46  respectively  in  1109.  ” 

These  facts  go  to  show  that  the  duration  of  suits  and  the  pendency 
of  suits  in  civil  courts  are  rather  too  much. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Ghirayinkil  1) :  How  can  that  be  rectified 
by  travelling  ? 

Mr.  N.  E.  VARUGKESE  ( Tiruralla  I) :  The  Judges  can  make  enqui¬ 
ries  by  consulting  the  members  of  the  Bar  and  the  leading  members  of 
the  public. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Chirat/inl-il  I)  :  Are  not  the  recommenda¬ 
tions  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Law’s  Belays  Commissioner  suffici¬ 
ent  to  bring  down  the  pendency  of  suits  ? 

Mr.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  (Tiruralla  I)  :  To  some  extent,  ves. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Chirayinl.il  1)  :  Then  why  should  the 
Judges  make  further  tours  ? 

Mr.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  (Tint-valla  I) :  To  implement  the  recom¬ 
mendations  of  the  Law’s  Delays  Commissioner. 

It  was  only  three  years  ago  the  Law’s  Delays  Commissioner  was 
appointed  by  Government.  He  went  into  the  question  of  law’s  delays 
very  elaborately  and  suggested  certain  recommendations.  But  they 
are  only  shelved  in  the  almirahs.  As  long  as  the  arrears  are 
cleared  off  by  some  means  or  other,  there  is  no  use  of  appointing  addi¬ 
tional  hands  for  clearing  the  arrears. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (ChirauinMl  I)  :  Is  it. the  member's  opinion 
that  the  arrears  should  be  struck  off  the  list? 

MR.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  ( Tirmalla  I):  I  do  not  say  that,  and  I 
will  be  the  last  man  to  make  that  suggestion;  I  never  said  that.  What 
I  said  was  that  the.  arrears  should  be  wiped  off  by  adopting  some  of  my 
suggestions. 

Mr.  T,  K.  ALEXANDER  ( Kunnatnad  I)  ;  What  is  the  member’s 
suggestion  ? 

MR.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  ( Tiruralla  I):  I  am  going  to  suggest  that, 
in  ord.er  to.  improve  this  state  of  affairs,  temporary  courts  should  be 
established  in  all  plaoes  where  there  are  huge  arrears.  If  once  the 
arrears  are  cleared,  then  it  can  be  clearly  found  oat  which  officer  is 
working  unsatisfactorily.  As  long  as  there  are  arrears,  they  cannot  be 
expected  to  do  efficient  work.  They  will  have  to  handle  cases  at  least 
for  adjournment,  When  so  many  cases  are  to  be  adjourned  on  a  parti¬ 
cular  day,  it  requires  sometime.  If  these  arrears  are  cleared,  so  much 
amount  of  time  would  be  saved.  So  I  would  urge  upon  the  attention 
of  the  House!  the  desirability  of  opening  additional  temporary  cour’s 
where  there  are  large  arrears. 
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MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Read  Sirkar 
Yu, Idly.  Sir,  I  quite  agree  with  Mr.  Varughese  that  every  effort  should 
be  made  to  wipe  off  these  arrears.  But  how  to  achieve  it,  that  is  the 
question.  As  the  Hon’ble  members  know  full  well,  this  question  has 
been  engaging  the  attention  of  Government  for  a  very  long  time  and 
they  had  appointed  a  Law’s  Belays  Commissioner  to  deal  with  the 
whole  question.  He  has  made  various  recommendations,  some  of 
which  have  been  already  implemented  and  some  remain  yet  to  be  taken 
up.  Probably  the  majority  of  the  recommendations  have  yet  to  be 
implemented;  and,  for  that  purpose  a  Special  Officer  has  recently 
been  appointed.  He  will  draft  the  rules  and  circulars  and  do  such 
other  things  so  that  such  of  the  recommendations  as  are  accept¬ 
able  may  be  carried  out  immediately.  The  High  Court  has  already 
issued  some  instructions  and  circulars  and  the  arrears  have  gone  down 
a  little.  I  am  told  that,  at  the  end  of  1100,  the  number  of  original 
cases  stood  at  33,354  and  that  it  has  gone  down  to  31,354  at  present. 
Perhaps,  this  cannot  be  said  to  be  a  substantial  decrease.  Still  there 
is  some  decrease. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad)  :  May  I  know  who  is  responsible 
for  these  arrears  ? 

Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Read  Sirkaf 
Vakil)  :  It  is  very  difficult  to  apportion  the  responsibility  for  it. 
Anyhow  the  arrears  are  there.  The  system  of  law  that  is  in  opera¬ 
ting  is  also,  to  some  extent,  responsible  for  it.  We  are  trying  also  to 
see  whether  that  system  of  law  cannot  be  changed.  It  is  also  sug¬ 
gested  that  the  present  system  of  conducting  cases,  the  presence  of  a 
large  number  of  Law  Beports —

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar

respects  is  responsible  lor  the  delays. 

However,  there  is  no  difference  between  me  and  Mr.  Varughese 
in  regard  to  the  fact  of  the  arrear.  Government  are  doing  all  that 
they  can  do  to  remedy  this  and  when  this  House  meets  next  time

Motion  No.  402. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  time  allotted  for  questions  has  expired- 
We  will  now  proceed  to  the  discussion  on  Demands  for  grants. 
1  find  that  motion  No.  402  was  touched  yesterday.  It  was  held 
over  on  account  of  want  of  time  for  a  decision  as  regards  the 
admissibility  of  that  particular  cut  motion.  The  wording  of  the 
cut  motion  is  not  clear  to  my  mind.  It  has  been  made  on  the 
grant  of  Bs.  72,994  which  appears  as  the  total  votable  grant  in 
regard  to  the  High  Court.  If  theref  >re  the  object  of  this  ^motion 
is  to  protest  against  the  importation  of  outsiders  as  High 
Court  Judges  the  ruling  given  by  the  Chair  on  the  adjournment  motion 
which  came  up  for  consideration  early  in  the  Session  will  still  hold 
good.  But  if  the  object  of  this  motion  is  to  discuss  in  a  general 
manner  regarding  the  recruitment  of  Judges,  the  question  will  assume 
a  different  complexion.  In  regard  to  the  previous  ruling,  the  Chair 
will  still  insist  and  oo  reference  being  made  to  the  importation  of  out¬ 
siders  as  High  Court  Judges  which  has  already  been  ruled  on  the 
ground  that  the  High  Court  Judges  are  the  appointments  made  by  the 
Sovereign  direct  and  no  action  of  the  Sovereign  should  be  subjected  to 
discussion  on  the  floor  of  the  House.  Not  merely  in  respect  of  an 
adjournment  motion,  but  in  respeqt  of  every  proceedings  before  the 
House  such  action  cannot  be  challenged  or  discussed. 
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[President.] 

Now  the  honourable  member  will  please  explain  the  object  of  his 
motion  before  its  admissibility  is  decided. 

HR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  ( Changanachtry  I)  ;  I 
may,  at  the  very  outset,  make  it  clear  that  the  purpose  of  my  motion  is 
not  to  protest  against  any  appointments  made  in  the  High  Court.  My 
motion  is  to  discuss  the  general  policy  of  recruiting  persons  as  Judges 
and  not  of  any  particular  recruitment  or  any  particular  appointment 
made  in  the  High  Court. 

PRESIDENT  :  But  then  the  Chair  is  again  landed  in  another  diffi¬ 
culty.  The  wording  of  the  motion,  viz.,  to  protest  against  the  importa¬ 
tion  of  outsiders  as  Judges  has  got  to  be  looked  into  once  more.  If 
the  High  Court,  Judges  are  completely  eliminated  from  the  ambit  of 
thi?  particular  motion  then  it  ought  to  refer  to  Judges  other  than  of 
the  High  Court  viz.,  District  Judges,  Second  Judges  and  so  on  and 
so  forth.  If  the  honourable  member  bolds  that  there  are  instances  in 
which  importations  have  taken  place  to  such  offices,  reference  will 
certainly  be  within  order. 

MR.'KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  ( Ghanganachemj  I) :  My 
purpose  in  introducing  this  motion  is  to  ward  off  a  very  highly  probable 
mischief  that  the  High  Court  itself  may  do.  The  High-Court  has  very 
much  to  do  in  selecting  persons  to  be  appointed  as  Judges  in  lower 
courts’  There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  High  Court  as  at 
present  constituted  might  help  the  importation  of  outsiders  as  Judges 
into  this  country. 

PRESIDENT  :  Now  therefore  let  me  make  myself  quite  clear  that 
the  honourable  member  has  not  got  in  his  mind  anything  about  the 
importation  of  High  Court  Judges.

PRESIDENT  :  So,  the  honourable  member  is  going  to  preach  a 
sermon  to  the  High  Court  to  avoid  the  pitfalls  of  importing  Judges 
into  the  country  even  in  respect  of  District  Judges,  Second  Judges,  etc 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  ( Ghauganachery  I) :  Yes,' 
Sir. 

The  High  Court  Judges  are  ordinary  human  beings  :  and  as  such 
they  are  amenable  to  all  the  weaknesses  of  men.  It  is  only  natural 
they  will  have  their  friends  and  relations  who  live  outside  Travan- 
core  and  there  is  the  likelihood  of  those  persons  being  brought  into 
the  country.  Even  in  the  past ;  we  have  seen  instances  »f  High  Court 
Judges  coming  from  outside.  The  Chief  Justice  was  often  imported 
from  outside  the  country;  and  when  the  Chief  Judge  happened  to  be  an 
Indian,  in  addition  to  him,  an  Englishman  was  imported  as  a  Puisne 
Judge.

If  an  out¬ 
sider  is  appointed  as  a  District  Judge  in  Travancore,  the  chances  are, 
I  submitted,  that  he  would  be  given  better  terms  than  a  Travan- 
oorean  holding  an  office  of  similar  rank.  What  will  be  the  consequence? 
When  Travancorean  District  Judges  are  working  on  a  salary  of  Bs.  500 
to  700  a  month,  and  a  pension  which  they  can  earn  according  to  the 
Travancore  Service  Begulations,  naturally  an  outsider  who  is 
appointed  as  District  Judge  will  have  to  be  given,  or  may  at  any  rate, 
be  given  a  higher  salary.  Now  that  will  bring  in  naturally  discontent 
mong  the  officers  and  what  will  be  the  result  ?  The  minimum  work 
mat  they  are  expected  to  do  and  the  quality  will  naturally  deteriorate. 
If  there  is  any  one  kind  of  work  in  the  service  of  the  State  that  has  to 
oe  put  forth  by  an  officer  to  his  best,  it  is  one  of  the  Judiciary.  There, 
Sir,  the  quality  of  the  work  must  naturally  be  down,  the  volume  of 
the  work  also  will  go  down  and  it  will  lead  to  a  state  of  affairs  which 
will  be,  to  say  the  least,  highly  undesirable.  That  will  be  the  natural 
result  of  appointing  persons  on  terms  different  from  those  applicable 
Travaneoreans. 

PRESIDENT  :  Can  the  member  give  an  instance  ? 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (TrivandrumrRural) :  Sir, — 

PRESIDENT  :  Now  the  honourable  member  has  landed  us  to  a 
position  in  which  we  can  neither  speak  nor  keep  quidt.  It  is  more  or 
ess  an  imaginary  world  that  we  have  to  picture  before  us.  If  there 
had  been  a  calse  of  importation  of  an  outsider  as  a  District  Judge  or  a 
Second  Judge,  naturally  the  honourable  members  who  have  come  to 
speak  on  the  motion  would  be  justified  in  giving  an  instance  of  that 
kind  and  speaking  with  a  vengeance  on  that  idea.

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum— Bnmi)  :  The  motion  itself 
was  allowed  on  this  basis.  The  mover  said  that  he  wants  to  prevent,  if 
possible,  the  importation  of  foreigners  as  Judges  in  the  lower  ranks  of 
the  Judiciary.  I  submit  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  that  there 
are  serious  objections  and  even  serious  dangers  in  importing  foreigners 
as  Judges  Bo  incidentally  I  may  have  to  refer  t-o  the  High  Court,  I 
can  only  build  on  possibilities.  There  is  this  aspect  of  the  matter  which 
has  to  be  taken  into  account  in  relation  to  this  question.  With  these 
words,  I  support  the  motion- 

Mr-  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad)  :  Sir,  I  also  wish  to  speak  a  few 
words  in  support  of  the  motion.  Unfortunately  we  are  treading  on  a 
slippery  ground.  We  doubt  how  to  proceed,  and  where  to  proceed. 
This  is  unfortunately  the  position  in  which  we  are  placed.  Any- 
how>  I  have  to  submit  for  the  information  of  this  House  as  well  as  the 
Government  that  there  are  several  brilliant,  healthy  and  youthful  law¬ 
yers  in  this  country. 

PRESIDENT  :  Including,  of  course,  the  Honourable  member  him¬ 
self.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Neclumangacl)  :  So  whenever  recruitment  in  the 
Judiciary  takes  place,  it  would  be  fair  to  the  good  name  of  the  State  as 
well  as  the  good  name  of  the  lawyers  in  the  State  and  high  literacy  in 
the  country  to  eohfine  the  attention  of  the  Government  in  the  matter 
of  recruitment  amongst  the  lawyers  in  the  State  and  conduct  recruit¬ 
ment  from  the  lawyers  belonging  to  Travaneore. 

PRESIDENT  :  As  it  is  now  done. 

Mr,  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nidv.ma.ngad) :  Not  so.  Now  it  is  not  always 
done  so.  There  are  instances  on  former  occasions  when  Messrs-  Bhaskara 
Menon  and  Nagappan  Nair  were  recruited  as  Second  and  District 
Judges. 

PRESIDENT  :  From  what  place  1 

Mr.  S.J.NAIR  (Ntdwnangad)  :  They  belong  to  other  places  outside 
Travancore. 

PRESIDENT  :  Are  they  still  living  ? 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad ):  I  think  at  least  one  of  them  is 
living.  Again,  if  my  information  is  correct,  I  understand  that  some 
foreigners  have  applied  for  appointments  in  the  Judicial  Department 
s  Second  Judges  and  District  Judges.  Anyhow  it  is  not  a  good  thing 
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so  far  as  the  State  is  concerned.  So  in  the  interest  of  the  good  name 
of  the  State,  in  the  interest  of  lawyers  of  the  State,  and  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment,  as  well  as  in  the  interest  of  the  fame  for  education  we  have 
attained,  I  submit  to  the  notice  of  Government  that  they  must  not, 
under  any  circumstances,  import  outsiders  into  the  Judicial  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  State,  because  it  is  most  painfid  so  far  as  the_  interests  of 
the  lawyers  in  the  country  are  concerned.  V.'ith  these  words,  I  support 
the  motion. 

MR.  KAYALAH  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Strlw 
Vakil)-.  Sir  this  debate,  which  was  well  nigh  becoming  a  full  dress 
debate  is  strangely  unreal.  There  is  a  story  of  an  elaborate  preparation 
for  marriage  and  a  full  marriage  ceremony  having  been  performed  — 
but  without  a  bride.  This  debate  reminds  me  of  that. 

Mr.  T.  KRISHNA  PIILAI  (Neygatiinkara  II) :  May  I  know  whethe1' 
Mr.  Llama  Kurup  is  a  Travancorean  V 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAIWESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  I  believe  that,  according  to  the  Service  Regulations,  he  is  a 
Tnvaacoroan.  The  High  Court  does  act  and  may  be  expected  to 
act  in  accordance  with  the  Service  Regulations  in  the  matter  of  making 
appointments,  and  there  is  also  the  Government  who  will  look  into  the 
appointment  of  the  Judges,  the  District  Judges  as  the  Government 
it  is  that  have  finally  to  sanction  such  appointments. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  will  just  ask  Mr.  Padmanabha  Pillai  whether  he 
wants  a  vote. 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Changanaaherrg  I) :  I 
think  a  vote  ia  necessary. 

PRESIDENT  :  If  a  vote  ia  necessary,  then  I  shall  want  “other  than 
High  Court  Judges”  being  added  at  the  end- 

Mu.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLA!  (Cha.ngaiiacherry  I)  :  I 
would  like  to  knowhow  the  motion  would  then  stand. 

PRESIDENT  :  “  To  protest  against  the  importation  of  outsiders  as 

Judges  other  than  High  Court  Judges”. 

I»R.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  ( Ohangamehemj  I):  Then 
I  do  not  press  it.  That  goes  against  my  motion. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  House  could  have  utilised  the  time  more  pro¬ 
fitably  on  other  motions  which  are  on  the  agenda.  Therefore  the 
member  wants  to  withdraw  the  motion  ? 

Mr.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  ( Gkangcmacherry  I)  :  Yes, 
I  want  to  withdraw  the  motion.

MR.  S.  NiLAKANTA  PILLA1  {GUitmjinUl  11):  Sir,  I  beg  to  move 

of  Es.  72,004:  for  High  Court  by  Re.  l’\ 

The  object  of  my  motion  is  to  speak  about  the  shifting  of  the 
Munsiffs  Court  (Additional)  from  Attingal  to  Tiruvalla.  Sir  it  is 
rumoured  that  the  additional  Munsiffs  Court  at  Attingal  is  to  be  shifted 
to  Tiruvalla.  I  am  subject  to  correction.  If  the  Government  member 
would  say  that  it  is  not  a  fact  then  I  will  be  glad  to  withdraw  the 
motion.  The  Additional  Munsiffs  Court  at  Attingal  is  a  permanent 
court  established  there  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Maveiikara)  :  8ir  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  order.  The  motion  itself  is  based  on  a  rumour.  I  wish  to  know 
whether  it  is  proper  to  allow  a  member  to  move  motions  based  on 
rumours. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  shall  have  to  ask  what  proof  the  member  tas  in 
support  of  the  rumour. 

Mr.  S.  NiLAKANTA  PILLAI  (Ghirctyiitkil  II)  :  If  the  member  is  not 
satisfied  with  the  word  “rumour”,  I  shall  ssv  there  is  a  proposal 

PRESIDENT:  Wherefrom?  From  the  Chair ? 

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Ghirayiul;il  11)  :  I  understand  that 
there  is  a  proposal  from  the  High  Court. 

PRESIDENT What  is  the  basis  of  the  knowledge  of  the  Honour . 
able  member  ? 

MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chlrayinkil  II):  If  the  Government 


PRESIDENT  :  Is  Government  to  deny  every  bh-ssed  rumour  ? 

MR.  S'  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Ghirayinhil  II)  :  I  understand  that 
there  is  a  proposal  to  shift  the  Additional  Munsiffs  Court  at  Attingal  to 
Tiruvalla. 

PRESIDENT  :  You  have  definite  information  that  there  is  a  pro¬ 
posal  before  the  Government.-  Is  that  so? 

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( ChiraiiinJcil  II) :  Yes,  Sir. 

PRESIDENT  :  Then  it  is  no  more  a  rumour. 

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Chimyinhil  II) :  I  said  that  only  for 
the  sake  of  argument.  If  the  Government  member  says  that  there  is 
no  proposal  before  the  Government  to  shift  the  court  to  Tiruvalla,  I 
am  prepared  to  withdraw  the  motion-  Sir,  it  is  a  permanent  court 
established  there  more  than  quarter  of  a  century  ago. 

MR.  R.  SIVARAMAN  NAIR  (TiruvaVa  II)  :  May  I  know  in  which  year 
it  was  established  ? 

MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Chimyinhil  II):  It  was  established 
more  than  25  years  ago.  That  is  all  that  I  can  say  at  present. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (NeluhHiitrjad):  May  I  know  from  the  member 
whether  he  is 'aware  that  the  Attingal  Munsiffs  Court  is  a  permanent 
court  -which  was  shifted  years  ago  from  Nedumangad? 
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PRESIDENT :  He  did  not  dig  into  the  ancient  history. 

(VJr.  R.  S1VARAMAN  NA1R  ( Tintvalla  II)  :  Let  me  know  the  member 
of  cases  pending  there  ? 

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLM  (Chirayinkil  II)  :  If  there  is  any  conges¬ 
tion  of  suits,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  High  Court  to  recommend  the  shift¬ 
ing  of  temporary  courts.  I  submit  that  there  is  a  slight  decrease  in 
the  file  of  the  civil  suits  at  Attingal.  During  1110,  the  number  of 
original  suits  for  disposal,  including  suits  pending  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year  and  also  suits  instituted  during  the  year  and  the  suits  received 
by  remand  etc.,  comes  to  1,742  in  the  Munsiff’s  court  at  Attingal  and 
the  number  of  small  causes  comes  to  673.  Together  they  come  to  2,415 
cases,  on  the  file  of  the  Principal  Munsiff’s  Court  during  the  year  1110. 
In  the  Additional  court  the  original  suits  and  small  causes  taken 
together  come  to  2,321  and  the  original  suits  pending  disposal  at  the 
close  of  the  year  1110  in  the  Principal  Munsiff’s  court  is  443  and  in  the 
Additional  Munsiff’s  court  722. 


Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavclikara )  :  May  I  know  how  many 
eases  were  disposed  of  ? 

MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PiLLAi  (Chirayinkil  II) :  My  friend  may  very 
well  calculate  the  number.  I  have  given  the  number  of  cases  pending 
for  disposal  during  the  year  1110  and.  also  the  number  of  suits  at  the 
close  of  the  year. 

MR.  R.  RAMAN  PILLAI  ( Ghangauachcry  cum  Peermade )  :  May  I 
know  the  number  of  cases  pending  at  present  in  the  respective  courts 
at  Attingal  ? 

MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chirayinkil  II) :  With  regard  to  the 
year  1111,  I  have  no  data.  I  have  got  only  the.  administration  report 
for  the  year  1110. 

MR.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  ( Vinwalla  III )  :  May  I  know 
the  number  of  cases  pending  on  the  file  of  the  Additional  Munsiff’s 
Court  at  Attingal  according  to  the  last  quarterly  returns  ? 

MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chirayinkil  II):  I  have  slated  the 
number  of  cases  pending  in  the  Attingal  Additional  Munsiff’s  Court 
at  the  close  of  the  year  1110.  That  is  all  I  know  and  that  is 
enough,  I  think  for  the  present  discussion. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  Is  that  a  ground  for 
continuing  the  Court  in  1111  7 

MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Chirayinkil  II) :  Not  that.  I  will  urge 
the  ground  on  which  I  rely  for  the  continuance  of  the  Court  at 
Attingal- 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRfSHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  1)  :  May  I  know  the  number 
of  pending  suits  in  Tiruvalla  to  which  place  this  Court  was  shifted  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  member  ? 

Mr.  S,  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chirayinkil  II):  If  the  member  is  very 
particular,  he  can  refer  to  the  Administration  Report  fov  the  year  1110 

MR,  K-  KUNJtlKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I) :  May  I  know  from  the 
member  whether  the  member  has  taken  into  consideration  that  fact, 
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also  when  he  is  pressing  for  the  retention  of  the  Munsiff’s1  Court  at 
Attingal  ? 

MR.  S.  N1LAKANTA  PILL Al  {Chiraninhil  II) :  When  there  is  suffici¬ 
ent  work  in  Attingal  for  two  Courts  to  function,  I  need  not  take  into 
consideration  the  file  of  the  Tiruvalla  Court.  Moreover,  I  have  no 
objection  in  Tiruvalla  having  two  Munsiffs’  Courts.  My  objection  is 
against  the  transfer  of  the  Munsiff’s  Court  from  Attingal.  I  confine  to 
that  fact  alone. 

MR.  K.  KUMJUKRiSHMA  PILL Ai  ( Quilon  1)  .  May  I  know  whether,  if 
the  finances  do  not  allow  and  if  the  claim  of  Tiruvalla  in  respect  of 
pending  cases  is  greater,  the  member  will  not  be  prepared  to  see  that 
this  Court  is  shifted  to  Tiruvalla  ? 

MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PULA!  (Chira,  inkil  II):  Sir,  I  do  net  take  the 
financial  question  into  consideration,  because  the  shifting  of  the  Court 
does  not  affect  the  finances.  My  objection  is  only  with  regard  to  the 
shifting  of  the  Attingal  Munsifi’s  Court.  There  may  be  congestion  of 
work  in  Tiruvalla.  But,  for  that,  why  should  the  Attingal  Munsiffs 
Court  be  shifted  to  Tiruvalla  ?  There  are  ever  so  many  temporary 
Courts  in  which  there  is  only  slight  work.  One  of  these  temporary 
Courts  can  very  well  be  transferred  to  Tiruvalla.  1  admit  there  is  some 
decrease  in  the  file  of  the  original  cases  in  the  Courts  at  Attingal.  But 
the  decrease  is  not  so  much  as  to  justify  the  removal  of  one  Court. 

In  this  connection,  I  have  to  submit  a  word  in  regard  to  the  Munsiffs 
who  were  responsible  for  the  shifting  of  one  Court.  The  Principal  Mvmsiff 
one  Mr,  K.  N  Govinda  lillai  is  the  most  ill-tempered  of  all  the  judicial 
officers.  In  the  disposal  of  original  suits,  he  adopted  summary  pro¬ 
cedure  and  the  file  was  cut  short  arbitrarily,  I  he  result  has  been  lots 
and  hardship  to  the  parties.  On  account  of  the  acute  economic  depres¬ 
sion,  the  aggrieved  parties  could  not  go  up  in  appeal ;  yet  if  we  look  into 
the  file  of  the  District  Court,  Trivandrum,  we  can  see  the  majority  of 
appeals  have  been  preferred  from  the  decrees  of  this  Munsiff.  It  is  a 
pity,  Sir,  the  Honourable  High  Court  does  not  care  for  the  quality  of 
the  work.  The  Additional  Munsiff,  one  Mr.  Krishnan  Hair,  took  lesson 
from  the  Principal  Munsiff  and  summarily  decided  cases.  This  is  how 
the  two  Munsiffs  decreased  the  file  of  their  Courts.  Then,  there  is 
heavy  work  in  execution.  There  is  enough  work  for  three  Munsiffs. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chiiayixldl  I)  :  I  second  the  motion.  Sir, 
I  would  be  failing  in  my  duty  to  my  constituency  if  I  do  not  support 
this  motion  moved  by  my  frieDd  Mr.  Nilakanta  Pillai.  From  the 
figures  given  out  by  my  learned  friend,  it  could  more  or  less  be  inferred 
that  an  Additional  Munsiff’s  Court  at  Attingal  is  a-  necessity.  If  _  it  is  a- 
question  of  having  one  more  court  at  Tiruvalla,  that  is  a  different 
matter.  If  there  is  any  recommendation  in  the  report  of  the  Law’s 
Delays  Commissioner  or  if  there  is  any  other  proposal  from  the  High 
Court  for  the  establishment  of  a  new  Court  at  Tiruvalla,  it  is  not  a 
matter  to  be  grudged  on  the  ground  of  want  of  funds*  Funds  would  be 
Vol.  VIII.  No,_9,

forthcoming  if  there  is  such  a  necessity  and  a  new  court  should  be  esta¬ 
blished.  The  policy  of  transferring  one  court  from  an  area  to  another 
simply  because  there  is  a  small  decrease  in  the  file  in  ODe  particular 
areai  is  not  a  commendable  one,  Sir.  There  might  have  been  some 
decrease  in  the  file,  of  cases  in  the  Attingal  Additional  Munsiff’s  Court. 
But  the  question  to  be  considered,  before  it  is  finally  decided  to  transfer 
the  court,  is  whether  there  is  any  steady  decrease.  Decrease  in  file 
may  be  due  to  several  causes,  Particularly  owing  to  the  economic 
depression,  I  believe,  there  is  a  general  fall  in  the  file  of  all  the  Mun- 
sifts’  courts  in  the  State.  Sir,  the  recent  circulars  issued  by  the 
Honourable  High  Court  regarding  execution  has  tended  to  decrease 
the  execution  file  in  most  of  the  courts.  Temporary  decrease  in  the 
file  is  not  an  argument  for  the  abolition  of  a  court  or  the  shifting  of  that 
court  from  that  locality  to  another.  Sir,  in  the  recommendations  of 
the  Law’s  Delays  Commissioner,  Ibelieve,  there  is  a  proposal  for  shifting 
this  court  from  Attingal  to  another  station  in  Chirayinkil  taluk,  1  mean 
to  Varkala.  That  recommendation  was  made  by  the  Law’s  Delays 
Commissioner  in  consideration  of  the  convenience  of  the  litigant  public 
of  that  taluk.  If  at  all  there  is  a  proposal  to  transfer  this  court,  my 
humble  request  is  that  the  court  may  be  transferred  to  Varkala  so  that 
it  may  suit  the  convenience  of  the  litigant  public.  With  these  obser¬ 
vations  I  strongly  support  the  motion. 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAIWESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirltar 
Vahii)  ;  Sir,  there  is  a  proposal  at  present  to  transfer  one  of  the 
Mimsiffs’  courts  at  Attingal  to  Tiruvalla.  That  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
there  is  not  sufficient  volume  of  work  in  Attingal  to  engage  two  courts- 
On  the  1st  of  Karkadakoin  1111  the  number  of  original  suits  pending 
in  both  the  courts  together  at  Attingal  was  718,  whiie  the  number  of 
original  suits  cn  the  same  date  at  Tiruvalla  was  1,443.  So  that,  it  will 
benuticed  that  while  at  Attingal,  there  are  at  present  only  718  original 
suits  to  be  disposed  of,  there  are  in  Tiruvalla  1,44.J  original  suits  to  be 
disposed  of.  The  Law’s  Delays  Commissioner’s  view  is  that  on  an 
average  a  Munsiff  can  dispose  of  but  (SO  to  800  original  suits  in  a 
year. 

f.lR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Giiirayinkil  II)  :  May  I  know  the  num¬ 
ber  of  applications  for  execution  of  decrees  in  both  the  courts  to¬ 
gether  ? 

Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil )  :  I  have  not  got  the  figures.  We  are  concerned  mainly  with 
the  original  suits  and  small  cause  suits.  And,  I  have  given  the  figure 
for  original  suits.  The  Law’s  Delays  Commissioner’s  idea  is  that  there 
should  be  one  court  for  every  750  or  800  original  suits  to  be  disposed  of. 
If  that  is  considered,  it  will  be  seen  that  there  is  no  necessity  for  two 
courts  at  Attingal,  while  there  is  necessity  for  two  courts  at  Tiruvalla. 
Hence  the  proposal  to  shiEt  one  of  the  two  Attingal  courts  to  Tiruvalla. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Ntdumangad)  :  May  I  know  whether  the  Govern¬ 
ment  are  aware  from  where  the  court  has  been  shifted  to  Atiingal? 
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MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  {Additional  Head  grkar 
Vakil)  :  I  do  not  know. 

Ml.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad):  May  I  know  whether  the  G-ov. 
eminent  are  aware  that  one  of  tbs  Munsiffs  Courts  at  Attingal  was 
shifted  from  Pirappamcode  in  the  Nedumangad  taluk? 

MR.  KAYAIAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirl-ar 
Vakil)  :  Perhaps  it  may  be  so.  Anyhow,  I  am  prepared  at  present  to 
accept  the  assurance  of  Mr.  S.  J.  Nair. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad):  May  I  know'  whether  the  (Jot- 
ernment  are  aware  from  perusing  the  report  <  f  the  Law’s  Delays  Com¬ 
missioner  that  a  Munsiffs  Court  is  necessary  at  Nedumangad  ? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirlcar 
Vakil):  I  am  prepared  to  accept  an  assurance  on  that  point  also  from 
Mr.  S.  J.  Nair. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  ■  May  I  know  whether  the  Govern¬ 
ment  have  any  objection  to  shift  the  Attingal  Additional  Munsiffs 
Court  to  Nedumangad  ? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Mrkar 
Vakil) :  To  that,  Government  have  definite  objections.  ( l  a  ugh  ’er ) 

Sir,  there  is  real  necessity  for  one  more  Court  at  Tiruvalla  and 
therefore  the  proposal  is  to  transfer  one  Court  to  Tiruvalla.  I  may 
also  say,  for  the  information  of  the  House,  that  the  proposal  at  present 
is  to  transfer  the  Attingal  Court  for  one  year.  Afterwards,  if  the 
present  necessity  ceases  to  exist,  this  court  may  perhaps  be  retransferred 
to  Attingal. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad)  :  May  I  know  what  objection  the 
Government  have  got  in  transferring  the  temporary  Munsiff’s  Court  at 
Nedumangad  to  Tiruvalla  for  temporary  purposes  and  transferring  the 
permanent  Munsiffs  court  at  Attingal  to  Nedummgad  permanently? 

MR.  KA’.ALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirlrar 
Vakil ) :  I  shall  answer  that  question  when  Mr.  Nair’s  motion  on  that 
point  comes  up. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad):  Supposing  my  motion  does  not 
come  up  at  all  ? 

Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  Then  the  question  may  not  be  answered. 

Mr.  s.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (CMrayinkil  II) :  May  I  know  the 
number  of  applications  for  execution  of  decrees  pending  in  the  Attingal 
Court*  ? 

Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkav 
Vakil)  :  I  have  not  got  information  about  that. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (CMrayinkil  I )  ■■  May  I  know  whether 
there  is  any  other  Munsiff’s  Court  in  the  State  with  a  smaller  file  ? 

KIR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
VatkiD:  Persumably  there  is  not.  That  is  why  the  High  Court  has 
recommended  <the  transfer  of  the  Attingal  Additional  Munsiff’s  Court. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( CMrayinkil ) ;  Is  the  fall  in  the  file  per¬ 
manent  or  is  it  only  accidental  1 
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Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  '■  That  is  not.  decided  yet.  The  High  Court  has  made  the  re¬ 
commendation  for  the  transfer  for  one  year  only  at  present.  So,  now, 
it  is  only  a  temporary  transfer,  for  reasons,  -which  perhaps  are  tem¬ 
porary. 

MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( GhirayinUl  IT) :  May  I  know  whether 
the  Government,  before  deciding  this  question,  took  info  consideration 
the  number  of  applications  for  execution  of  decrees  in  both  the  courts 

t0;  °MR. '  KAYALAsM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vah.il)  '■  I  am  not  quite  sure.  If  that  was  a  material  factor,  the  High 
Court  must  have  taken  that  also  into  consideration 

PRESIDENT  :  Do  you  want  to  pres  the  inolion? 

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chirayinkil  II):  The  execution  work 
alone  will  necessitite  the  retention  of  the  Additional  Court.  .  There 
fore  I  request,  Sir,  that  the  authorities  concerned  in  this  matter  be 
pleased  to  reconsider  the  position  because  it  is  not  too  late,  as  the  court 
has  not  been  shifted  as  yet.  So  in  view  of  the  large  volume  of  work  in 
the  execution  side  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  file  is  steadily  in¬ 
creasing  on  the  trial  side,  I  request  that  the  authorities  concerned 
would  reconsider  the  position  and  retain  the  Additional  Munsiff’s  court 
at  Attingal  there.  With  these  words,  I  request  the  leave  of  the  House 
to  withdraw  the  motion. 

The  motion  was,  by  leave  of  the  House,  withdrawn. 

Mr;  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Kalkuhim  I) :  Sir,  I  rise  to  move  : 

"That  111 e  allotment  of  Hs  72,094  for  High  Court  he  reduced  by  Re.l" 

Sir,  the  object  of  my  motion  is  to  point  out  the  need  for  exercising 
more  effective  control  by  theHigh  Court  to  do  away  with  corruption 
and  minimise  law’s  delays  in  the  judiciary  as  a  whole. 

Sir,  the  most  important  side  in  the  administration  of  justice  is  one 
where  in  most  effective  control  both  in  the  matter  of  the  judicious  and 
proper  administration  of  justice  as  well  as  in  the  speedy  execution  of 
justice  are  to  be  mainly  exercised.  In  the  Courts  from  the  lowest  to 
the  highest,  we  find,  Sir,  that,  whenever  a  suit  is  filed,  at  various  stages 
one  after  another,  the  parties  are  put  to  a  lot  of  worry  and  difficulty  not 
to  say  of  unnecessary  waste  of  money  they  have  to  incur.  There  is 
corruption  from  the  peon,  in  some  cases,  to  the  highest  official.  There 
is  corruption  from  the  Mochee,  the  Process  Server  and  all  the  officers 
through  whom  a  case  has  to  pass  through.  Summonses  are  not  properly 
served.  The  partieswho  are  prepared  to  give  bribe  escatie;  and  on  account 
of  that,  the  cases  have  to  be  posted  in  many  instances.  Sir,  if  justice  is 
not  available  and  the  object  of  the  suit  is  r.ot  properly  served,  I  do  not 
understand  why  the  judiciary  should  exist  at  all, 

Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESWARAN  PILLAI  (Additional. Head  Sirkar 
Vakil):  Has  the  member  any  remedy  to  suggest  so  as  to  remove 
corruption  ?  ■. 
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MR,  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Kalkulam  I)  :  In  the  course  of  my  speech, 
I  shall  suggest.  If  the  purpose  of  litigation  has  been  appreciated  and 
if  the  object  itself  does  not  serve  the  party  to  the  litigation,  I  do  not 
understand  why  such  eases  should  be  taken  to  courts  at  all.  For  ex¬ 
ample,  take  the  case  of  election  disputes.  Ordinarily  election  of  a  party 
takes  place  for  three  years  '  and  if  an  election  case  is  filed  in  a  court  and 
if  the  final  decision  in  that  case  is  not  reached  within  the  course  of 
three  years,  what  is  the  purpose  that  the  suit  is  going  to  do  ?  To  men¬ 
tion  o  concrete  instance,  in  the  local  Principal  Mnnsiff’s  Court,  there  is 
an  election  case.  The  election  is  only  for  one  year. 

Ha.  S.  J.  NAlft  ( Wedumangad )  :  May  I  know  whether  the  election 
case  is  still  pending  in  the  Munsiff’s  Court  ? 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Kalkulam  7):  Yes. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAI.R  (Nertunvwgad)  •  Then  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 
My  friend  is  discussing  on  a  case  that  is  ponding  in  a  court  of  law.  Is 
it  in  order  ? 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( Kalkulam  I):  I  am  not  discussing  on  the 
merits.  I  am  simply  saying  that  it  is  pending  for  a  long  period.  Sir, 
the  Administration  Beport  of  the  Department  shows  that  the  amount 
of  arrears  is  increasing  from  year  to  year.  In  the  Munsiffs’  Courts, 
from  32,839  in  1109,  the  number  of  cases  pending  has  gone  up  to 
40,015  in  1110.  The  position  is  the  same  with  regard  to  small  cause 
cases  also.  The  number  of  such  cases  disposed  of  has  been  steadily, 
declining  year  after  year.  In  1108,  it  was  4,343.  In  1109,  it  was 
3,814,  and  only  2,119  in  1110-  Sir,  one  could  have  tolerated  such 
delays  in  the  lower  courts,  if  there  had  been  confirmation  of  the  lower 
court,  judgments  by  the  appellate  courts  in  a  vast  majority  cf  the  cases. 
But,  Unfortunately,  the  percentage  of  decrees  of  the  lower  courts,  con¬ 
firmed  by  the  higher  courts,  also  shows  a  decline.  In  1109,  55'74  per¬ 
cent.  of  the  lower  court  decrees  were  confirmed  on  appeal,  while,  in 
1110,  only  52‘9  per  cent,  were  confirmed. 

Sir,  the  figures  I  have  quoted  show  clearly  that  not  only  have  the 
arrears  been  increasing,  but  the  quality  of  work  also  has  been  deterio¬ 
rating.  Even  in  the  District  Courts;  the  position  is  not  quite  satisfac¬ 
tory.  In  regard  to  the  original  suits  before  District  Courts,  the  pen¬ 
dency  has  increased. 

In  the  highest  court  in  the  land,  Sir,  there  is  a  tendency  on  the 
part  of  the  parties  to  get  their  cases  posted  before  particular  Judges. 
We  see  parties  rushing  to  the  authorities  concerned  to  post  their  cases 
before  the  Judges  whom  they  want.  Sir;  the  idea  is  that  the  best 
intellegerttsia  in  the  country,  most  unbiassed  and  best  officers,  are  alone 
elevated  as  High  Court  Judges.  In  the  light  of  that;  I  cannot  compre¬ 
hend  why  parties  should  be  so  earnest  in  regard  to  the  Bench  before 
which  their  cases  are  to  be  posted.  I  know,  Sir,  that  it  is  not  the 
Judges  that  do  the  boarding  of  the  cases  and  that  it  is  done  by  Deputy 
Begiskrar  assisted  by  some  clerks  of  the  High  Court.  But  what  does 
this  scramble  on  the  part  of  the  parties  show  ?  It  is  clear  that  the 
High  Court  have' given  rise  to  a  kind  of  impression  in  the  minds  of  the 
litigant  public  that  the  Judges  are  not  above  bias.  Sir,  that  is  a  state 
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of  affairs  for  serious  condemnation.  Government  must  see  that  the 
public  repose  the  high 6' t  conficler.ee  in  the  highest  judiciary  in  the  land. 
If  the  integrity  of  the  Judges  of  the  High  Court  is  to  be  doubted  by  the 
litigant  public,  I  wonder  wherein  lies  the  safety  of  the  people.  I  would 
suggest,  Sir,  that  the  various  cases  before  the  High  Court  may  be 
classified  according  to  their  importance  and  lots  east  as  to  the  cases 
which  each  Bench  should  hear.  Sir,  this  is  a  matter  which  the  Head 
of  the  Administration  should  take  serious  note  of. 

With  regard  to  corruption  in  this  Department,  Sir,  I  know  it  has 
been  in  existence  for  a  long  time  past,  I  maintain  that  it  can  be  put 
down  only  by  efficient  control  exercised  by  the  High  Court.  At  present, 
the  lower  courts  are  inspected  by  the  High  Court  only  during  vacation 
time.  The  vacation  Judge  of  the  High  Court  takes  his  own  time,  and, 
during  the  vacation,  on  his  way  to  some  health  resort,  he  just  steps 
into  some  subordinate  court  on  the  way,  for  inspection  as  it  is  called. 
Sir,  even  such  inspection  is  clone  in  a  haphazard  manner.  The  High 
Court  must  make  surprise  visits.  Unless  the  High  Court  takes  up  this 
question  seriously  and  tries  to  exercise  more  effective  control,  there  is 
sure  to  be  corruption  among  the  subordinates  of  the  Department. 
Officers  who  are  found  to  be  guilty  must  be  awarded  exemplary  punish¬ 
ment.  Unless  that  is  done,  we  cannot  expect  conditions  to  improve. 
Judicial  officers  must  all  be  free  from  private  influence  brought  to  bear 
upon  them.  On  the  whole,  Sir,  stricter  control  should  be  exercised 
over  the  working  of  the  subordinate  judiciary. 

Mr.  IW.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala)  :  Sir,  I  would  not  have  stood 
up  to  speak  in  support  of  this  motion  but  for  a  question  by  the  Law 
Member  put  to  the  mover  of  the  motion.  He  asked  what  suggestions 
the  mover  had  to  give  to  remove  corruption.  To  me  it  struck  imme¬ 
diately  that  the  Law  Member,  unconsciously  as  it  were,  admitted  that 
there  is  corruption  in  the  judiciary.  Having  drawn  that  legitimate 
inference  from  the  Law  Member’s  question,  I  thought  I  must  hasten 
to  support  the  motion. 

Even  in  the  High  Court,  Sir,  things  are  not  going  on  in  a  desir¬ 
able  manner.  To  speak  out,  Sir,  it  is  God’s  truth  when  I  say  that 
there  is  scramble  among  the  High  Court  Judges  to  appoint  their  own 
men  to  the  various  posts  in  the  Department.  It  is,  as  it  were,  a  kind  of 
distribution  of  spoils  among  themselves.  Each  Judge  wants  to  appoint 
his  own  men.  I  understand  reliably,  Sir,  that  even  for  appointing 
Amins  and  Clerks,  this  kind  of  distribution  by  the  Judges  obtains.  Sir, 
this,  I  submit,  is  not  a  desirable  state  of  affairs,  especially  in  the  High 
Court.  Further,  I  know  a  case  in  which  a  certain  Judge  of  the  High 
Court  ruled  that  a  District  Magistrate’s  order,  under  Section  37  of  the 
Police  Begnlati on,  was  only  an  executive  act  and  that  therefore  the 
High  Court  had  no  right  or  jurisdiction  to  interfere.  Peculiarly  enough, 
the  self-same  Judge>  on  a  later  occasion,  when  another  order  by  a  Dis¬ 
trict  Magistrate  under  the  Section  37  of  the  Police  Regulation  came 
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up  to  the  High  Court,  ruled  deliberately  quite  against  his  former  ruling, 
that  it  was  a  judicial  order  passed  by  the  District  Magistrate)  that  It 
was  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  High  Court  and  that  therefore  they 
could  interfere  in  the  matter,  and  actually  interfered. 

PRESIDENT  :  Does  the  Honourable  Member  hint  any  corruption 
on  the  part  of  the  High  Court  Judge  concerned  ? 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (.Too ala)  :  If  not,  mental  corruption, 
Sir. 

PRESIDENT  :  We  are  not  dealing  with  meutal  corruption  or 
mental  defectives  here,  You  must  refer  to  concrete  cases  of  corru¬ 
ption,  if  any,  on  the  part  of  judicial  officers.  The  motion  specifically 
relates  to  the  removal  of  corruption  in  the  Judicial  Department  and 
the  speeding  up  of  the  disposal  of  cases  by  the  judiciary.  We  are  not 
here  sitting  to  hear  of  what  one  Judge  did,  and  another  Judge  did  not 
or  how  one  Judge  reversed  his  own  judgment. 

MR.  M.  SiVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tor, ala ) :  This  also  is  one  form  of  corru¬ 
ption,  Sir,  when  it  can  not  be  explained  otherwise. 

PRESIDENT  :  Quite  irrelevant,  please. 

Mr.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala )  :  In  regard  to  election  cases,  to 
which  the  mover  referred,  in  order  to  see  that  the  public  policy  in  re¬ 
gard  to  elections  is  maintained,  it  is  tlie  duty  of  all  judicial  officers  to 
proceed  withjjelection  cases  with  all  possible  haste  and  arrive  at  an 
early  finality  in  the  matter. 

The  mover  has  also  rightly  emphasised  the  need  to  remove  the 
cause  for  the  scramble  on  the  part  of  the  litigant  public  to  have  their 
cases  posted  before  a  particular  Bench  which  they  want.  Sir,  if  that 
he  the  impression  that  the  High  Court,  as  a  result  of  its  existence 
during  the  last  so  many  decades,  has  created  in  the  minds  of  the  people, 
I  should  say  that  the  very  object  of  the  institution  of  the  High  Court 
has  been  frustrated.  It  is  high  time  that  the  Government  take  serious 
note  of  it  and  take  effective  steps  to  remedy  the  evil,  instead  of  asking 
persons  who  allege  corruption  in  the  judiciary  to  suggest  ways  and 
means  to  put  down  corruption.  Once  the  Government  admit  that 
there  is  corruption,  it  is  their  duty  to  devise  ways  and  means  to  remove 
it.  If  the  Government  are  not  able  to  face  the  situation,  I  invite  them 
to  abdicate  and  hand  their  powers  and  functions  to  some  one  who 
cotiid  handle  them  efficiently. 

With  these  words,  I  support  the  motion. 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Heal  Sirhar 
Vakil):  Sir,  at  the  outset,  I  may  say  that  I  am  not  aware  of  any 
scramble  for  the  posting  of  cases  before  particular  Benches  in  the  High 
Court,  or  of  any  scramble  among  High  Court  JudQes  over  the 
oppointment  of  Amins  or  clerks  or  of  any  irregularity  in  the 
inspection  of  courts  by  the  High  Court.  Any  how,  I  will  assure 
the  House  that  the  observations  made  by  the  honourable  members 
on  this  motion — I  daresay  the  honourable  members  made  these 
statements  with  a  full  sense  of  responsibility— will  be  placed  before

tha  Honourable  Judges  of  the  High  Court,  particularly  the 
Chief  Justice.  No  doubt,  ultimately,  it  is  the  Government  that  is 
responsible  to  the  public  for  everything  done  in  the  State  ;  but  in  the 
matter  of  the  administration  of  the  Judicial  Department,  the  responsi¬ 
bility  rests  with  the  High  Court  particularly  with  the  Chief  Justice,  to 
a  very  large  extent ;  I  am  sure  that,  if  he  reads  the  report  of  today’s  pro¬ 
ceedings  he  will  not  hesitate  to  do  the  needful.  At  the  same  time,  I 
want  it  to  be  clearly  understood  that  I  am  not  accepting  the  truth  of 
the  various  statements  that  have  been  made  here.  They  will  surely 
receive  due  consideration  at  the  hands  of  High  Court, 

In  regard  to  the  increase  in  the  arrears  of  cases  pending,  there  are 
law’s  delays  no  doubt  :and  steps  are  being  taken  to  remedy  them.  But, 
the  increase  in  the  year  1110,  is  mostly  due  to  the  rush  on  the  part  of 
the  for  filing  certain  jeirni  suits  which,  they  were  afraid,  were 

becoming  barred  by  limitations.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  suits 
due  for  this  reason  is  over  12,000. 

SADASYA  TILAKANT.  K.  VELU  PILl-Ai  (Trioanclrum-Urban)  Just 
one  word,  Sir.  I  do  not  expact  that  the  Government  should  communi¬ 
cate  their  views  to  the  High  Court  so  far  as  judgments  in  particular 
cases  are  concerned.  But,  with  regard  to  other  matters  in  the  Judicial 
Department,  Government  have  the  right  to  express  their  opinion. 
Otherwise,  there  will  be  no  meaning  in  placing  the  present  Demand 
before  this  House.  So,  while  I  maintain  that  the  Judiciary  should  be 
independent  in  the  disposal  of  cases,  they  ought  to  be  amenable  to  the 
advice  given  by  the  Government  in  regard  to  other  matters.

I  move  this  motion  with  a  view  to  discuss  the  need  for  raising  the 
salary  and  status  of  the  Manager  of  the  Police  Commissioner’s  office 
and  the  granting  of  the  allowance  to  the  Manager.  Sir,  originally  the 
post  of  the  Manager  in  the  Police  Commissioner's  office  was  that  of  a 
civilian,  who  got  an  allowance  of  Bs.  25  along  with  a  salary  of 
Es.  100-125.  In  1098,  the  reorganisation  of  the  Police  Department 
took  place  at  the  time  of  Mr.  Pitt,  the  then  Commissioner  of  Police. 
Than  the  civilian’s  place  as  a  Manager  was  abolished  and  the  Manager’s 
place  was  filled  by  an  executive  officer.  A  First  Grade  Inspector  of 
Police  on  Bs.  150-200  was  appointed  in  the  place  of  the  Manager.  In 
addition  to  his  salary  as  First  Grade  Inspector,  the  Manager  was  getting 
an  allowance  of  Bs.  25  for  the  extra,  work  that  lie  had  to  do.  Till  very 
recently,  till  the  time  of  Mr.  Eamachandra  Bao  who  wa,s  the  Manager 
of  the  Commissioner’s  office,  the  same  system  continued,  and  the  allow¬ 
ance  of  Es.  25  a  month  was  continued  to  be  paid.  Subsequent  to  that, 
the  monthly  allowance  was  abolished  at  the  beginning  of  the  term  of 
the  former  Commissioner  of  Police.  At  that  time,  the  recommenda¬ 
tion  of  the  Eetrenchment  Committee  was  published,  and  under  the  pro¬ 
posal  of  that  Committee,  50  per  cent,  of  the  monthly  allowance  was  re¬ 
duced.  Instead  of  Es.  25  a  month  the  allowance  was  reduced  to 
Es.  12 1  a  month  ;  and  from  1108  the  allowance  has  been  completely 
abolished.  I  submit  that  it  is  highly  necessary  in  the  interest  of  effi¬ 
ciency  of  work  and  in  the  interest  of  the  betterment  of  the  office  man¬ 
agement —

Gommvsioner  of  Police)  :  No.  The 
work  has  not  suffered.

MR.  R.  SIVARAMAN  NAIR  ( Tirumlla  II)  :  Sir,  I  move  the  follow 
ing  motion :

Sir,  in  spite  of  the  tours  of  the  Police  Commissioner,  the  control 
over  traffic  remains  inefficient  and  insufficient.  Mqfor  and  bus  acci¬ 
dents  have  of  late  become  very  common.  Scarcely  a  day  passes  when 
tve  do  not  read  about  an  accident  in  a  newspaper.  In  the  year,  1109* 


demand  IX— police, 


there  were  84  accidents;  in  the  year  1108,  there  were  99  accidents. 
In  1110  there  were  77  accidents  :  and  in  1111  we  are  going  to  have 
more.  Some  terrible  motor  accidents  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
House  on  previous  occasions.  We  had  a  reference  to  the  Kuahifchura 
accident  and  the  Ettu  inarmin'  accident.  Recently  there  was  also  an 
accident  in  Quilon. 

Let  us  examine  the  causes  that  led  to  these  accidents,  Sir,  these 
accidents  are  mainly  due  to  overloading  and  over-speeding.  In  many 
eases,  the  buses  are  not  road  worthy.  The  traffic  control  is  very  in¬ 
sufficient  and  inefficient,  Though  there  are  rules  on  the  subject,  they 
are  being  enforced  very  unsatisfactorily. 

In  1110,  the  Commissioner  was  on  circuit  for  71  days  and  the 
Traffic  Superintendent,  whose  duty  it  is  to  control  traffic  travelled  only 
for  66  days.  This  is  very  insufficient.  No  wonder  that  the  Traffic 
Inspectors  and  other  subordinates  are  not  doing  their  duties  satis¬ 
factorily.  Sir,  I  have  travelled  several  times  from  Kottayam  to  Tri¬ 
vandrum.  Not  even  on  a  single  occasion  was  I  able  to  com*  in  a  bus 
carrying  only  the  proper  number  of  passengers. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  {Quilon  I)  :  May  I  ask  whether  the 
member  informed  the  authorities  of  those  occasions  ? 

Mr.  R.  SIVARAMAN  NAIR  {TiravuVa  II):  No,  I  did  not,  because 
there  is  no  use  of  informing  them.  On  one  occasion,  while  I  was 
coming  from  Kottayam  in  an  over-loaded  bus  carrying  24  persons,  a 
Traffic  Inspector  sent  two  of  his  guests  and  that  made  the  number  26. 
What  is  the  use  of  informing  the  authorities  when  they  themselves 
overload  the  buses  ? 

As  regards  over-speeding,  Trivandrum  has  got  the  greatest  number 
of  over-speeded  cars.  In  the  narrow  road  of  Puthenchantai,  there  is 
very  great  over-speeding.  People  cannot  walk  safely  along  these 
roads. 

Mr.  -R.  RAMAN  PILL  A I  {Changanacherij  cum  Peermcule  II)  :  Does 
the  member  know  that  pedestrians  are  not  allowed  to  walk  over  the 
roads  ;  they  are  to  walk  only  over  the  drains. 

MR.  R,  SIVARAMAN  NAiR  {TlmoalD  II)  :  Yes,  that  is  the  rule  at 
present.  Because  the  road  is  not  wide,  they  have  to  walk  over  the 
drains  ? 

Mr.  S.  J,  NAIR  ( Nedumangad)  :  la  it  the  auky  of  the  Traffic 
Department  to  widen  the  streets  ? 

Mr.  R.  SIVARAMAN  NAIR  (Timvalla  ID  ■  My  friend  has  not 
understood  me  properly.  What  I  say  is  that  the  Department  can 
restrict  the  speed.  They  can  also  put  up  notice-boards  mentioning  the 
speed  in  various  localities.  Dor  that  purpose  the  roads  need  not  be 
widened. 

##.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  Has  not  the  speed  in 
this  town  keen  restricted  to  10  miles,  and  yet  it  is  not  being  adhered 
to? 
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MR.  R.  SIVARAMAN  N AIR  ( Tiruvalla  II) :  I  am  thankful  to  the 
honourable  member  for  the  information.  If  the  speed  has  been 
restricted  that  adds  to  the  strength  of  my  complaint  about  the  Traffic 
authorities. 

Mr.  K.  P.  KRISHNA  MENON  ( Parur ):  May  I  know  whether  the 
member  is  aware  that  '-a  notification  has  been  published  to  that  effect 
in  the  Gazette  V 

Mr.  R.  SIVARAMAN  NAIR  ( Tiruvalla  II) :  I  have  not  seen  the 
notification. 

Coming  to  my  point,  there  is  a  rule  that  the  buses  must  be  tested 
once  in  six  months,  and  a  fee  is  prescribed  for  that.  Some  time  ago, 
there  was  a  change  in  the  rule  to  the  effect  that  the  testing  must  be 
done  once  in  three  months.  Now  that  rule  has  been  given  up.  It  is 
now  done  once  in  six  months.  Even  then  the  testing  is  not  properly 
done.  When  a  bus  is  tikeuto  the  Traffic  Inspector,  lie  is  to  be  paid 
the  fees  for  testing  plus  something.  Automatically  he  gives  the  certi¬ 
ficate.  He  does  not  even  inspect  the  buses-  He  must  see  whether 
there  are  two  brakes.  He  does  not  do  even  that.  He  will  get  the 
prescribed  fees  plus  something  and  give  a  certificate.  In  the  Quilon 
incident,  there  was  an  allegation  that  the  bus  was  in  great  disorder  and 
that  was  why  the  accident  was  caused. 

MR.  A.  EASWARA  PILLA1  (Kalkulam  II)  :  May  I  know  why  “plus 
something”  is  realised  ? 

Ms,  R.  SIVARAVIAN  NAIR  {Tiruvalla  II)  \  I  do  not  know  why.  If 
that  “plus  so  ne  thing"  is  given,  you  will  get  the  certificate,  whatever  be 
the  condition  of  the  bus. 

Mr.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  (.Kottai/am  II)  :  May  I  know  whether  the  “plus 
something"  is  a  substitute  for  brakes  ? 

Mr.  R.  SIVARAMAN  NAIR  (Tiruvalla.  II) :  I  do  not  know. 

Again,  Sir,  much  is  due  to  the  carelessness  of  the  drivers.  The 
rules  framed  under  the  Regulation  prescribed  certain  methods  to  control 
them.  These  are  not  being  properly  applied-  In  the  case  of  the 
Kuzhithurai  accident  last  year,  the  Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police  was 
telling  us  that  the  driver  had  a  very  bad  record.  Even  then  he  was 
allowed  to  drive.  Under  Section  1.9  of  the  Regulation,  the  Government 
and  the  Police  Commissioner  have  got  power  to  dismiss  the  drivers 
The  Regulation  and  the  rules  must  be  enforced  very  strictly,  The 
Traffic  Department  is  not  only,  not  properly  u»ing  their  powers,  but  is 
misusing  them. 

The  Traffic  Inspectors  are  doing  their  work  very  carelessly  and 
hopelessly.  They  will  never  go  to  the  road  and  see  whether  buses  are 
overloaded  or  not.  In  many  cases,  the  Traffic  Inspectors  live  by  the 
side  of  the  road.  By  peeping  through  a  window,  they  can  see  whether 
a  bus  is  overloaded  or  not.  They  do  not  care  to  do  even  that. 

The  Regulation  provides  for  only  punishment  by  fine.  There 
must  be  a  more  stringent  punishment.  The  regulation  must  be  suit¬ 
ably  amended.  Punishment  for  offences  under  the  Regulation  must  be 
made  more  stringent. 
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With  these  words,  I  move  the  motion. 

Mr.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  ( Kottayam  I)  :  Sir,  I  want  to  say  a  word  on 
this  motion,  because  I  have  very  mneh  to  do  with  bus  traffic.  This 
rooming  I  tried  to  elicit  some  information  from  the  Commissioner 
about  the  working  of  the  Department.  From  the  replies  I  find  that 
most  of  the  Traffic  Inspectors  have  not  even  passed  the  School  Final 
Examination,  when  we  are  boasting  of  our  high  literacy.  If  we 
go  into  the  matter,  we  will  find  that  there  are  several  Head  Constables 
and  Constables  who  are  graduates.  Yet  the  Traffic  Inspectors  are 
not  graduates,  not  even  marticulates.  '  This  is  a  very  serious  matter. 
Now-a-days  very  respectable  people  are  in  the  motor  business.  I 
know  that  many  of  them  find  it  very  difficult  to  deal  with  these 
Traffic  Inspctors.  I  have  nothing  against  any  officer  individually. 
It  is  not  his  fault. 

I  want  to  say  a  word  about  combined  timings.  I  would  request  the 
Commissioner  to  give  special  attention  to  this  matter.  When  combined 
timings  are  allowed  to  certain  Bus  Unions,  they  choose  their  own  timings 
whereby  the  conductor  or  the  bus  owner  is  given  freedom  to  start  a  bus 
at  a  particular  time.  The  Commissioner  in  answer  to  a  question  said 
that,  if  there  are  sufficient  passengers,  the  bus  will  be  started-  But  who 
is  to  say  whether  there  are  sufficient  passengers  or  not  ?.  Can  the 
passengers  say  that  ?  No.  Can.  the  owner  say  that?  No.  The  Traffic 
Constable  even  cannot  say  that.  So  much  so  respectable  people  are 
left  at  the  mercy  of  the  bus  conductor  to  determine  whether  they 
should  start  from  a  place  at  a  particular  time  or  not.  I  would  request 
the  Commissioner  to  attend  to  this  matter.  He  must  pass  an  order 
saying  that  once  a  time  is  allowed  .the  bus  should  leave  the  stand  at 
that  time.  Supposing  nine  o’clock  is  the  time  fixed  for  a  particular 
bus,  it  must  start  at  that  particular  hour  and  not  at  9-30  on  the  ground 
of  lack  of  passengers.  The  same  trouble  arises  in  the  bus  stands  at 
Kottarakara  and  Trivandrum.  I  can  authoritatively  say  that  the  bus 
owners  of  the  Kottayam — Trivandrum  line  are  the  most  unscrupulous 
fellows  on  the  face  of  the  earth-  I  know,  Sir,  and  I  say  it  bodly,  that, 
some  of  the  bus  owners  who  run  their  buses  in  Kottayam— Trivandrum 
route  are  the  most  unscrupulous  fellows.  At  the  same  time,  I  have  very 
great  admiration  for  the  bus  owners  of  the  Trivandrum — Qnilon  line 
and  the  Trivandrum— Nag  ercoil  line.  A  word  about  the  the.  motor- 
lorries  that  are  run  in  Trivandrum— Kottayam  line. 

IVlR.  A.  THANU  P1LLAI  (Trivandrum-Rural)-.  Am  I  to  understand 
from  the  member  that  the  Kottayam— Trivandrum  line  is  the  -one 
which  the  member  is  most  acquainted  with  ? 

Mr.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  (Kottayam  I):  Yes,  -Sir.  The  honourable 
member  comes  from  Kottayam  and  therefore  he  has  more  knowledge 
about  that  line  than  any  other  (Laughter). 

A  word  about  the  lorry  owners.  The  Traffic  Department  has 
issued  certain  instructions  that  the  amount  of  load  that  could  be 
carried  by  the  lorries  must  be  fixed.  At  the  same  time,  there  are 
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certain  lorry  owners  who  are  not  Travancoreans  but  who  are  allowed 
to  carry  much  more  than  the  load  fixed  under  the  law.  This  is 
makiDg  a  distinction  between  man  and  man.  I  do  not  see  there  is  any 
justification  in  allowing  a  European  Company  to  carry  more  weight 
in  their  lorries  and  allow  the  indigenous  owners  to  carry  only  a  res¬ 
tricted  weight.  The  carrying  capacities  of  the  various  lorries  must  be 
fixed  with  regard  to  the  carrying  Capacities  guaranteed  by  the  manu¬ 
facturers,  who  are  most  competent  to  speak  on  the  matter,  and  not  the 
whims  and  fancies  of  those  in  charge  of  the  Traffic  Department. 

Mr.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Neyyaltinkura  IT)  :  I  have  also  tabled  a 
motion  with  more  or  less  the  same  object  as  the  present  one  under 
discussion;  and  1  wish  to  offer  a  few  words  on  the  same.  It  is  not  in 
the  nature  of  things,  Sir,  quite  possible  to  attain  perfection  in  the 
matter  of  traffic  control,  especially  so  on  account  of  the  tremendous 
increase  we  are  having  in  these  days  id  bus  traffic.  I  do  not  certainly 
hold  the  view  that  our  Traffic  Department  is  incorrupt  or  incorrupti¬ 
ble  ;  hut  I  am  definitely  of  the  opinion  that  an  inherent  defect  in  the 
very  system  of  traffic  control  is  that  it  affords  ample  facilities  for 
corruption  as  well  as  to  perpetrate  all  sorts  of  malpractices,  so  much  so, 
that,  without  adequate  voluntary  help  from  the  public,  it  will  not  be 
possible  always  to  successfully  combat  these  evils.  In  other  words,  Sir, 
the  passenger  public  can  contribute  considerably  to  minimise  the  extent 
of  evil  that  arises  out  of  the  traffic  system  now  in  vogue. 

Sir,  as  was  pointed  out  by  the  mover  [himself,  over-loading  and 
over-speeding  are  the  two  offences  that  are  being  commonly  committed 
by  these  drivers.  I  know  that  the  passenger  public  are  always  so  willing 
to  squeeze  themselves  inside  a  bus,  nay,  with  petitionary  vehemance 
implore'the  conductor  and  the  driver  to  allow  themselves  to  be  packed 
inside  the  bus  like  herrings  in  the  baskets,  so  much  so,  that  an  eight- 
seater  metamorphoses  into  a  twenty- seat  er  and  a  twenty-seater  to  a 
thirty-five-seater.  And  the  'licensed  load’  is  so,  philanthropic  as  to  put 
up  with  all  inconveniences  and  face  all  hazards  for  accommodating  the 
‘unlicensed  load.’  What  I  submit  therefore  is  that  if  the  passenger 
public  are  :  more  alive,  to  their  responsibilities,  then  much  of  cor¬ 
ruption  as  well  as  accidents  could  be  averted. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ;  So  you  do  not  think  that  the  Traffic  Depart¬ 
ment  is  responsible  for  that. 

Mr.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Nei/yatinkara  II)  :  Not  absolutely.  I 
say  that,  if  the  passengers  will  only  be  alive  to  their  responsibilities, 
much  of  the  difficulties  and  dangers  now  existing  in  the  system  of 
traffic  control  could  be  minimised. 

A  word  about  brake  certificates  issued  to  drivers.  A  brake  ceiti- 
ficate  is  issued  once  in  every  six  months.  What  usually  happens  is 
that,  before  the  buses  are  taken  to  inspecting  authorities  they  are 
painted  anew  with  some  bright  attractive  colours  and 'also  worn  out 
parts  and-tyres  are  replaced  temporarily  by  borrowed  ones.  After  the 
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inspection,  all  these  parts  are  replaced  by  the  former  worn  out  ones 
and  they  are  allowed  to  ply  on  till  some  inevitable  accident  crushes 
them  irreparably.  That  is  what  really  happens.  It  is  not  due  to  the 
‘plus  profit’  or  anything  of  that  sort  adverted  to  by  the  learned  mover 
that  a  brake  certificate  is  granted  in  an  irresponsible  manner  leading  to 
accidents.  So  I  submit  that  the  certified  buses  must  be  examined  at 
frequent  and  near  intervals  by  the  Traffic  Inspectors,  say,  once  in  a 
month  at  least,  if  not  twice. 

A  word  about  the  method  by  which  badges  are  given  to  the 
drivers-  Any  licensed  driver  who  manages  to  get  a  certificate  from  any 
bus  or  car-owner  that  he  was  a  driver  for  two  years  is  competent  to 
claim  a  badge.  So  much  so  that  inexperienced  and  oat-of-touch  drivers, 
who  have  not  handled  a  steering  gear  of  the  car  for  two  years  or  more, 
are  allowed  to  drive  a  bus  or  lorry.  It  is  no  wonder  that  the  accidents 
are  so  frequent,  So  I  submit  that  the  Traffic  Department  should  be 
more  careful  and  that  the  badges  should  be  given  only  after  sufficient 
testing. 

There  is  one  other  defect  which  has  to  be  looked  into.  There  is 
no  espritde- corps  between  the  regular  Police  and  the  Traffic  Police. 
The  subordinates  of  the  regular  force  are  inexcusably  indifferent  to 
traffic-  At  the  sight  of  any  tangible  infringement  of  any  rule,  they 
pass  off  calmly  ‘in  maiden  meditation  fancy  free’.  The  two  sections 
erroneously  think  that  their  functions  and  duties  are  poles  asunder,  nay, 
antagonistic.  This  cannot  be.  I  would  therefore  urge  on  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  Police  Commissioner  that  he  must  take  necessary  action  to 
eradicate  completely  this  gross  misconception  existing  among  his 
subordinates- 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  :  Is  it  the  view  of  the  member  that 
the  Traffic  Police  and  the  General  Police  must  be  amalgamated  ? 

■  Mr.  T,  KRISHNA  PILLAl  ( Neyyattinkara  II):  No.  I  only  want 
that  the  general  Police  should  also  have  a  more  vigilant  control  over 
the  Traffic  even  though  the  Traffic  section  are  to  devote  their  whole 
time  and  attention  exclusively  to  the  control  of  the  traffic.  Effective 
traffic  control  demands  united  action  by  both  the  Traffic  Police  as 
well  as  the  General  Police. 

With  these  few  observations,  I  support  the  motion. 

MR.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAl  ( Timvalla  III)  :  .  Alv  object  is  to 
urge  upon  the  attention  of  the  Government  the  necessity  for  the  con¬ 
stitution  of  Traffic  Board  in  Travancore.  In  my  opinion,  much  of  the 
difficulties  experienced  at  present  both  by  the  Traffic  Department  and 
the  general  public  may  be  obviated  by  the  constitution  of  a  Board. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (.Nedumangad)  '■  Are  we  not  tired  of  Boards  in 
the  State? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  S.  J,  Nair  may  be  tired  of  various  things. 
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Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Neclumnngad) :  My  friend  advocated  the  insti¬ 
tution  of  Traffic  Boards  and  I  was  asking  the  member  whether  we  are 
not  tired  of  Boards. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  have  already  stated  that  only  questions 
which  are  relevant  need  be  put . 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedtunangad ) :  But  when  the  member  spoke 

about  Boards,  am  I  not  entitled  to  refer  to  that  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  S.  J.  Hair's  question  is  irrelevant. 

MR.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  ( Tiruvalla  III ) :  Appendix  10  gives 
the  number  of  Unions  and  Companies  and  Appendix  3  gives  the  number 
of  buses  that  are  plying  for  hire  in  different  parts  of  the  State.  One 
of  my  grounds  to  support  the  motion  is  that  the  constitution  of  a  Traffic 
Board  is  absolutely  necessary,  as  it  is  in  line  with  the  recommendations 
made  by  the  Banking  Enquiry  Committee  appointed  by  Government. 
In  their  valuable  report,  they  strongly  recommended  that  there  should 
be  a  board  to  regulate  traffic  and  to  give  proper  advice  on  that  subje'ct. 
They  have  suggested  the  formation  of  a  board  composed  of  bus  owners, 
Government  represented  by  Police  and  the  P.  W.  D.  Officers,  and  the 
non-official  representatives  of  the  public.  The  views  of  the  Pelice  De¬ 
partment  on  these  recommendations  were  published  in  the  Traoanoore 
Government  Gazette  dated  the  20th  February  1933,  Part  IV,  page  90 
and  91.  In  answer  to  my  interpellation  dated  the  10th  July  1936, 
the  Police  Commissioner  on  behalf  of  Government  replied  that  the 
Government  do  not  think  it  necessary  at  present  to  constitute  such  a 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Kalkutam  I)  :  This  motion  relates  to  travel¬ 
ing  allowance  and  unless  the  Police  Commissioner  makes  sufficient 
travelling  and  finds  out  the  circumstances  for  constituting  a  board,  bow 
can  all  these  questions  arise  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  All  that  is  not  relevant. 

MR.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  {Tiruvalla  III)  :  The  views  of  the 
Police  Department  were  published  in  the  Government  Gazette  and  they 
were,  (1)  General  directions  to  those  Unions  may  be  in  the  hands  of  a 
board  constituted  on  the  lines  suggested  by  the  Banking  Enquiry  Com¬ 
mittee  ;  (2)  the  Board  should  give  these  managers  aid,  counsel,  and 
encouragement,  by  placing  these  Unions  under  the  direction  of 
the  Board.  We  can  in  this  manner  improve  the  prosperity  of  the  bus 
owners,  and  the  manifold  difficulties  of  tha  travelling  public  could  be 
minimised  to  a  great  extent.  In  view  of  this  publication  made  by  the 
Department,  I  ask  the  Government  whether  it  is  proper  on  their  part 
to  say  now  that  they  do  not  find  it  necessary  to  constitute  boards. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  But  that  depends  upon  whether  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  have  acoepted  those  findings. 

MR.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  ( Tiruvalla  III )  :  It  is  therefore  I 
say  that  the  Government  should  accept  the  recommendations  contained 
in  the  Report  of  the  Banking  Enquiry  Committee.  I  'urge  upon  the 
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attention  of  the  Government  particularly  with  reference  to  the  views 
expressed  by  the  Banking  Enquiry  Committee  and  I  request  them  to 
accept  those  recommendations.  It  is  high  time  that  Government 
should  consider  this  question  very  seriously  and  take  steps  for  the  early 
constitution  of  a  board  to  obviate  the  difficulties  experienced  at 
present  by  the  Traffic  Section  and  the  public  in  general. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Ohirmyinhil  I) ;  I  would  like  to  speak  a  word 
in  support  of  the  motion.  I  atn  definitely  of  the  opinion  that  the  Tra¬ 
ffic  Department  is  one  of  the  most  miserably  managed  departments  in 
the  State  service.  Most  of  Ihe  defects  in  its  working  are  directlv 
traceable  to  the  absence  of  clear  laws  defining  the  powers  and  func¬ 
tions  of  the  Traffic  Superintendent.  We  find  that  the  powers  and 
functions  are  allowed  to  suit  the  convenience  of  the  particular  officer 
presiding  over  that  branch  of  the  department  for  the  time  being.  Sir, 
during  the  time  of  Mr.  Ramanuja  Aiyangar,  when  the  present  Ag. 
Commissioner  was  the  Traffic  Superintendent,  there  were  distinct 
powers  and  fancrions  assigned  to  the  Traffic  Department.  Now  by  a 
curious  wave  of  the  magic  wind  as  it  were  the  powers  ot  the  Traffic 
Superintendent  are  taken  back  by  the  present  Police  Commissioner. 
Now  what  is  the  consequence  ? 

MR.  S  .1.  NAIR  (N edit  nangad)  :  May  I  know  who  delegates  the 

Mr.  K,  PADMANABHAN  (Chir-iyinUl  I)  :  As  a  result  of  the  absence  of 
rales  defining  the  powers  and  duties,  even  in  such  simple  matters  as 
the  issue  of  G  permits  or  giving  of  timings,  the  Traffic  Superintendent 
is  absolutely  powerless.  Suppose  a  petition  is  presented  to  the  Traffic 
Superintendent,  he  will  at  once  say,  ‘  You  j  ust  go  to  the  Police  Commis¬ 
sioner  ’■  This  sort  of  things  should  not  be  allowed  to  continue.  Either 
this  department  should  be  scrapped  or  it  should  be  thoroughly  over¬ 
hauled.  Many  of  the  complaints  with  regard  to  over  speed,  overloading 
and  other  offences  against  the  Motor  Vehicles  Regulation  could  be 
accounted  by  the  uionpoly  given  by  the  Department  to  certain  motor 
concerns  in  some  routes.  I  mean  that  on  ceitain  roads,  the  Traffic 
Department  issues  permits  only  to  certain  bus  owners.  If  there  is  very 
heavy  traffic  in  a  particular  route  the  Traffic  Department  should  allow 
more  buses  to  ruu  in  that  route.  But  invariably  applications  for  new 
permits  are  rejected.  We  do  not  know  why  they  are  rejected.  I  have 
asked  a  question  to  this  effect.  If  there  is  a  large  number  of  over¬ 
load  cases  on  a  particular  road,  is  it  not  a  clear  proof  that  there  is  a 
paucity  of  buses  on  that  road?  But  why  the  Traffic  Department  does 
not  issue  new  per  nits  to  buses  is  not  known.  The  answer  could  easily 
be  inferred  :  simply  because  they  want  to  favour  particular  individuals. 
With  regard  to  giving  of  timings  also,  there  is  a  lot  of  complaint  from 
the  bus  owners.  On  certain  roads  there  will  be  certain  stated  intervals 
during  which  time  alone  the  buses  will  be  able  to  get  passengers.  If 
timings  are  not  given  to  other  bus  owners  also  at  this  time,  what  is  the 
use  of  their  running  on  the  line?  Otherwise  there  will  be  competition 
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by  the  various  buses.  Regular  timings  should  ba  fixed  at  stated  inter¬ 
vals  to  all  the  bus  owners.  Taere  should  be  periodical  revision  of 
timings  so  that  all  buses  may  get  equal  opportunities.  With  these 
words,  I  support  the  motion. 

Ml  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PiLLAI  ( VaUamintitta )  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  oppose  the 
motion  because  it  has  been  sought  to  be  made  out  by  those  who  spoke  in 
support  of  the  notion  that  the  control  of  traffic  over  the  motor  transport 
in  the  State  is  insufficient  and  inefficient  on  certain  grounds.  The  first 
ground  is  that  there  is  constant  overloading  of  buses  and  it  has  also  been 
sought  to  trace  the  various  accidents  that  we  hear  of  to  this  feature  of 
over-loading  buses.  At  the  last  Session  of  the  Assembly,  an  adjourn¬ 
ment  motion  was  discussed  here  in  which  the  Kuzhithura  motor  acci¬ 
dent  was  made  the  subject  of  discussion.  It  was  clearly  pointed  out 
by  the  honourable  member  in  charge  that  the  Kuzhithura  accident 
could  not  be  traced  to  any  sort  of  overloading.  An  honourable  mem¬ 
ber  of  this  House,  Mr.  K.  Kunjnkrishna  Pillai,  warned  to  learn  from  the 
mover  of  the  motion  whether  he  could  trace  the  Kuzhithura  accident 
to  any  sort  of  overloading  either  by  the  conductor  or  by  the  driver. 
It  cou'd  not  be  made  out.  We  cannot  think  of  any  accident  which 
takes  place  particularly  on  account  of  the  overloading  of  buses.  As  it 
is  suggested  by  the  Honourable  member  Mr.  T.  Krishna  Pillai,  the 
public  have  to  thank  themselves  for  this  sort  of  overloading.  I  have 
learned  from  a  certain  Traffic  Inspector  that,  when  he  saw  a  particular 
bus  overloaded  and  when  he  wanted  to  take  a  case  against  the  driver 
and  the  conductor,  he  sought  the  aid  of  a  vary  respectable  citizen  in 
Central  Travancore  who  was  seated  in  the  front  seat  of  the  bus  just 
to  give  out  his  name  so  that  he  may  be  cited  as  a  witness.  But  he 
refused  to  give  the  name. 

Mft.'R.  SIVARAMAN  NAIR  ( Tirumlla  II):  May  I  know  whether 
it  is  considered  as  a  disgrace  to  appear  as  a  witness  ? 

Ml.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Hattanamtitta) :  That  is  what  I  am 
saying 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Unwillingness  to  depose  is  an  old  question 
iD  India. 

m.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Pattcmamtitta )  :  As  regards  over¬ 
speeding,  it  is  a  very  grave  offence  over  which  any  method  of  traffic 
control  should  be  exercised  without  any  sort  of  consideration  whatso¬ 
ever.  Certainly  a  Traffic  Inspector  or  Police  Inspector  should  not  be 
expected  to  run  along  the  motor  road  to  find  out  over-speed-  If  there 
is  any  case  of  over-speed,  and  if  it  is  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  De¬ 
partment,  it  should  be  punished. 

A  word  about  combined  timings.  It  was  suggested  that  the  com¬ 
bined  timings  should  not  be  granted  by  the  department.  Suppose  a 
bus  is  allowed  to  start  at  a  fixed  time  only  from  a  starting  station  ;  if 
it  is  made  obligatory  on  the  part  of  that  bus  owner  to  start  that  only  at 
that  time  irrespective  of  the  fact  whether  it  is  to  run  empty  or  suffi¬ 
ciently  loaded,  no  risk  will  be  taken  in  this  field  of  industry  by  any¬ 
body. 
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MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala ):  Sir,  I  should  think  that  the 
traffic  control  has  reached  a  stage  when  one  can  very  easily  see  that 
there  is  absolutely  no  control  over  controlling  authorities  of  this 
branch.  This  may  be  immediately  understood  when  I  refer  to  a  very 
common  incident  in  our  part  of  the  State.  Whenever  a  complaint  is 
brought  forward  and  pointed  out  to  the  constable  of  the  Traffic  Depart¬ 
ment  or  any  other  man  in  the  Police  Department,  immediately  he  would 
seek  the  protection  of  the  person  who  made  the  complaint  and  tell  him 
“If  I  were  to  enforce  law,  do  you  know  what  would  happen  '!  Im¬ 
mediately  I  would  be  transferred  to  Udumbanckola  or  some  other  very 
distant  places  like  that.  What  shall  I  do  there  ?  I  have  a  family  of 
six  or  seven  children”.  That  is  the  position.  I  wish  the  House  under¬ 
stands  the  real  implications  of  the  position.  When  a  complaint  is 
made,  the  Traffic  constable  expresses  his  helplessness  and,  so  to  speak, 
falls  at  the  mercy  of  the  person  who  has  made  the  complaint.  If  any 
action  is  taken  by  him,  immediately  a  transfer  is  effected  to  some  very- 
distant  places.  It  means  nothing  more  or  nothing  less  than  that  there 
is  no  control  over  bus-traffic  except  seif  ■control  of  bus- owners.  The 
particular  bus  owner  has  got  so  much  hold  on  the  Traffic  Department. 
(Mr.  K.  Padmanabban  :  shame). 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  The  word  “shame”  is  not  parlimentary. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala ) :  Let  us  see  how  control  is 
effected  over  the  Traffic  Department  by  the  controlling  authority. 
It  has  got  at  its  head  a  I).  S.  P.  at  present  who  is  a  man  of  real 
talent,  great  integrity  and  character.  I  have  all  appreciation,  admiration 
and  real  respect  for  him.  I  should  say  even  that  he  is  an  angel  in  the 
present  day  Public  Services  of  the  State.  And  as  God's  grace  would 
have  it,  by  an  angelic  intervention  he  was  saved  recently  from  an 
impending  calamity.  Let  us  now  see  how  he,  such  an  officer,  is  able 
to  control  the  Department.  The  inquiry  is  easy.  As  Mr.  Padmanabhan 
pointed  out,  he  has  practically  no  control  over  the  Traffic  Department 
as  he  too  is  helpless  as  against  the  present  acting  Commissioner 
who  never  allowed  others  to  control.  Once  when  the  present  actirg 
Police  Commissioner  was  the  Traffic  Superintendent,  all  the  powers 
regarding  control  of  traffic  were  delegated  to  him,  when  Mr.  Bishop 
retired  from  service.  When  Mr.  Ramanuja  Iyengar  was  about  to  retire, 
as  a  result  of  a  series  of  complaints  against  the  Traffic  Superintendent, 
i.  e.  Mr.  Pitchn  Iyengar,  all  his  powers  were  taken  back  from  him  and 
placed  with  the  Commissioner  of  Police  himself.  Now  to  the  good 
luck  of  Mr.  Pitohu  Iyengar  he  has  got  all  those  powers  with  him,  as  he 
jumped  into  the  place  or  usurped  the  place  of  the  Commissioner  of 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  .  Is  the  member  talking  on  the  strength  of 
inferences  or  is  there  any  Government  order  ? 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala )  :  Sir,  I  know  this  definitely, 
whether  it  may  be  contradicted  by  Mr.  Pitchu  Iyengar  or  not. 
There  was  a  .notification  to  the  effect  that,  in  the  case  of  combined 
timings  issued  to  bus  owners  or  a  Union,  such  of  those  buses  which  elo 
not  run  between  stated  stations  at  the  stipulated  timings  for  a  period  of 
two  months,  their  timings  would  be  cancelled.  That  notification  is 
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still  in  force  as  it  is  not  withdrawn.  Of  course,  we  all  understood, 
when  the  notification  appeared  in  the  Gazette,  that  it  would  be  made 
applicable  to  all  people  alike.  But  in  practice  it  happened  to  be 
otherwise.  In  the  case  of  the  Syndicate  buses  at  Nagercoil  it  was 
applied  to  the  very  letter  as  a  result  of  which  G  permits  of  two  buses 
were  cancelled.  But  it  was  not  applied  in  the  case  of  the  Pioneer  Motor 
Service  buses.  Over  18  buses  of  the  latter  company  did  not  run  at  the 
stated  hours  for  over  3  to  5  months.  When  petitions  were  presented 
to  enforce  the  same  notification  in  the  case  of  Pioneer  buses, 
Mr.  Pitchu  Iyengar  refused  to  do  so,  for  reasons  better  known  to  him. 
The  matter  is  pending  before  the  Dewan  of  Travancore  in  appeal  for 
over  an  year.  Even  this  morning  a  question  by  me  was  given  a  negative 
answer  by  the  Commissioner  of  Police  in  regard  to  the  pendency  of 
this  appeal  before  the  Dewan.  But  I  know  for  certain  that  the  case  is 
still  pending  before  the  Dewan  and  he  has  issued  orders  to  the  Com¬ 
missioner  of  Police  to  appear  before  him  and  show  cause  why.  when 
timings  of  some  buses  were  cancelled  he  did  not  cancel  the  timings  of 
other  buses-  Mr.  Pitchu  Iyengar  is  evading  to  face  the  issue.  But  he 
would  answer  on  the  floor  of  this  House  as  he  did  this  morning  that  the 
said  notification,  even  though  not  cancelled  yet.  is  not  being  enforced.  I 
asked  why  it  was  not  done  so.  He  has  no  answer.  I  say  it  was 
Pioneer’s  That  is  sufficient  for  Mr.  Iyengar  to  break  any  rule  or  law. 

Mr.  A.  EASWARA  PILLA1  ( KalMam  II)  ■  May  I  know  whether 
there  is  an  orddr  that  the  Company  referred  to  should  be  encouraged  ? 

MR.  M.  SiVATANU  PILLAI  {Tovala)  :  There  is  an  order  issued  by 
Mr.  Pitchu  Iyengar  to  the  Nagercoil  Police,  which  I  read  out  in  this 
House  on  a  previous  occasion.  It  was  at  a  time  e.  4  or  5  months 
back  when  Pioneer  company  introduced  their  service  from  Nagercoil  to 
Tinnevelly,  when,  of  course,  there  it  created  trouble  among  the  several 
owners  of  buses  who  were  already  in  that  line  The  order  was  to  the 
effect  that  not  only  the  Traffic  Branch  of  the  Department  but  also  the 
Criminal  Branch  of  the  Police  should  render  all  manner  of  help  to  the 
Pioneer  Motor  Company.  As  a  result  of  it,  several  owners  of  Tinnevelly 
line  buses,  were  arrested  at  Nagercoil  by  the  Kottar  Police  and  warned 
not  to  oppose  Pioneer.  When  I  myself  read  the  order,  it  reminded  me 
of  the  language  of  a  former  Commissioner  of  Police,  who  said,  on 
finding  Constables  with  ill-shaven  beard  or  unshaven  faces  “thereafter 
the  Inspectors  should  have  Constables;  or  else  I  will  commit  suicide  of 
all  these  fellows.”  {Laughter).  In  the  fac6  of  this  order  by  the  Acting 
Commissioner,  what  could  the  poor  present  Traffic  Superintendent  do  in 
the  matter  of  controlling  public  passenger  vehicles  ?  Purther  I  know 
this,  because  I  was  an  eye-witness.  When  Mr.  Pitchu  Iyengar  was  at 
his  village  Thirukanamkudi  for  some  days  on  leave  for  his  father’s 
funeral  ceremony ,  I  saw  in  front  of  Tower-clock,  Nagercoil,  buses 
fully  loaded  with  vegetables  and  cereals  being  sent  to  Thirukanamkudi 
under  the  immediate  and  joint  supervision  of  three  Police  Inspectors 
namely,  the  Iyengar  Inspector  of  Aramboly  the  reprimanded  Head 
constable,  Inspector  of  Edalakudy  and  the  useless  Inspector  ef  Kotiarr 
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Sir,  I  ask  what  all  this  means?  When  will  this  end  ? 

I  expect  an  answer  from  the  Commissioner  •  or  else,  the  Govern, 
inent  should  take  serious  note  of  it. 

MR  A.  EASWARA  PILLAI  ([{alkulcan  II)  :  Sir,  I  wish  to  support 
the  motion  with  special  reference  to  the  system  of  traffic  control 
obtaining  in  South  Travancore.  Sir.  with  regard  to  the  insufficiency 
and  the  inefficiency  of  the  system  of  control  by  this  department,  there 
is  room  for  complaint.  I  have  heard  often  from  bus  owners  that  they 
have  to  pay  regularly  or  monthly  something  to  the  traffic  constables  to 
gave  them  from  prosecution  now  and  then.  Sir,  very  recently,  I  have 
heard  that,  because  a  traffic-  head  constable  was  properly  doing  his  duty 
at  Nagercoil  and  had  to  charge  some  50  or  60  cases  against  a  Company, 
he  was  transferred  to  Trivandrum.  If  he  is  transferred  for  that  reason 
alone,  I  fear  that  they  will  not  be  able  to  discharge  their  duty. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Thovala ):  May  I  know  the  name  of 

the  Company  V 

MB.  A-  EASWARA  PILLAI  {Kallculam  II):  I  think  it  is  the  Pioneer 
Company  referred  to  also  by  the  Honourable  Member  a  little 
while  ago. 

Sir,  if  this  state  of  affairs  continues,  I  do  not  think  that  the  traffic 
constables,  Head  constables  and  Inspectors  will  be  able  to  exercise  their 
discretion  in  managing  the  traffic  of  South  Travancore.  More  efficient 
control  over  the  traffic  is  necessary  for  our  safety. 

Mr.  K.  MAHOMED  ( Always )  :  I  rise  to  support  the  motion.  Though 
the  Traffic  Department  is  created  for  the  purpose  of  controlling  traffic, 
it  has  become  a  menace  to  the  public,  (hear,  hear)  because  the 
traffic  rules  are  honored  more  in  their  breach  than  in  their 
observance.  When  a  question  was  asked  this  morning,  the  Commis¬ 
sioner  of  Police  replied  that  the  Traffic  Inspectors  are  posted  for  the 
purpose  of  controlling  traffic.  But  they  are  not  doing  their  duties, 
.especially  in  North  Travancore.  If  one  wants  to  travel 'by  a  bus,  he 
will  have  to  wait  in  the  bus  stand  for  two  or  three  hours.  Only  after  a, 
large  number  of  passengers  are  secured,  the  bus  will  be  started  from  the 
stand.  The  same  is  the  case  with  the  buses  plying  between  Alwayeand 
Perumbavoor  and  Alwaye  and  North  Parur  in  spite  of  the  presence  of 
the  Traffic  Inspector,  Head  Constables  and  Constables.  But  most  of 
these  people  in  company  with  the  bus-wallahs  will  either  be  chit-chat¬ 
ting  or  playing  cards  at  some  convenient  places  like  tea-shops.  But, 
Sir,  how  can  these  people  discharge  their  duties  when  most  of  them 
are’ drunkards  and  leading  an  immoral  life  ?  Sir,  I  know  definitely— 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  Mr.  Mahomed,  all  these  things  may  be 
avoided.  Par  the, present  purpose,  .these  statements  are  not  necessary. 

’Ma.  K  MAHOMED  ■  [A  lw aye)  :  Sir,  another  important  point  I  wish 
'toibring  to  the  notice  of  the  Government  is  the  fact  that  these  Traffic 
Inspectors  mingle  themselves  with  rowdies  and  cause  annoyance  to  the 
public-  When  complaints  are  raised  against  any  one  of  them  to  the 
present  Traffic  Superintendent,  he  would  say  .that  he  is  powerless  and 
.  'Vol.VHI  Noi9.

that  the  Commissioner  of  Police  might  be  approached.  This,  in  my 
opinion,  is  owing  to  the  fact  that  all  the  powers  that  are  to  bo  exercised 
by  the  Traffic  Superintendent  are  not  delegated  to  the  present  Traffic 
Superintendent  by  the  present  Commissioner  of  Police.  How  irres¬ 
ponsible  and  corrupt  the  Traffic  Inspectors  and  their  subordinates  are 
can  be  proved  from  a  tragic  murder  committed  by  some  rowdies  near 
a  place  at  Alwaye  some  two  months  back  and  the  part  that  is  being 
played  by  the  present  Traffic  Inspector  there  in  suppressing  the  whole 
thing.  If  this  is  the  case,  I  ask  what  is  the  fun  of  having  this  Traffic 
Department  ?  Either  it  should  be  run  properly  or  it  should  be  ab¬ 
olished. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  At  this  stage,  I  want  to  put  a  question  Does 
the  member  say  this  from  his  own  personal  experience  or'from  hearsay  ? 

Mr.  K.  MAHOMED  { Alwaye ) :  Prom  my  own  experience,  Sir. 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Kalkulam  I)  :  May  I  know  which  incident 
the  member  referred  to  which  caused  murder? 

Mr.  K.  MAHOMED  (Alwaye):  On  the  22nd  May  1936,  a  poor  fellow 
was  beaten  to  death  at  a  place  called  Purayar  near  Alwaye. 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( Kalkulam  1) :  Is  there  a  case  pending  on 
that  ? 

MR.  K.  MAHOMED  (Alwaye):  I  do  not  know.  I  know  this  much, 
that  a  murder  took  place  ;  and  the  present  Traffic  Inspector  at  Alwaye 
is  interfering  in  this  case  in  order  to  hush  up  the  whole  matter. 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Kalkulam  I)  :  Has  that  anything  to  do  with 
the  traffic  administration  ? 

Mr.  K.  MAHOMED  ( Alwaye )  ;  Yes,  it  has  ;  when  he  spends  his  time 
in  interfering  in  a  very  serious  matter  like  this,  which  is  entirely  foreign 
to  his  office,  how  can  ha  find  time  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the 
Traffic  Department  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Now  I  may  say  that  there  are  appropriate 
courses  of  action  to  be  taken  against  that  officer  of  the  Traffic  Depart¬ 
ment  who  helps  in  any  way  to  screen  the  murderer  or  does  anything 
'illegal.  But  we  are  concerned  with  the  administration  of  the  Traffic 
Department.  Helping  a  murderer  has  nothing  to  do  with  buses. 

Mr.  K-  MAHOMED  (Alwaye)  -.  I  was  just  quoting  an  example  as  to 
how  they  are  misusing  the  powers  vested  in  them.  In  this  connection, 
I  may  also  say  that  no  appropriate  course  of  action  has  been  taken 
against  him. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  A  person  does  not  help  a  murderer  because 
of  the  powers  vested  in  him  under  the  Traffic  Bagulation. 

MR.  K.  MAHOMED  (Alwaye)  :  Sir,  the  tragic  incident  I  quoted  just 
now  is  not  due  to  bus  accident,  though  bus  accident  is  a  daily  oc¬ 
currence.  It  is  because  of  the  irresponsible  behaviour  of  the  Traffic 
Inspectors  we  hear  of  a  large  number  of  bus  accidents.  Decently 
there  was  a  bus  accident  at  Perumbavoor.  A  bus  carrying  Anchal 
articles  and  Government-  stamp  papers  worth  Bs.  17,000  was  thrown 
into  a  river,  thereby  causing  a  heavy  financial  loss  to  the  Government, 
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There  were  none  from  the  Traffics  Department  to  see  whether  there 
was  over-speeding  or  over-loading,  So  unless  Government  take  promrt 
and  strict  action  against  the  offenders  in  the  Traffic  Department,  the 
Government  may  find  it  hard  to  cope  with  the  dangers  to  the  public 
arising  therefrom. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Oh. i ray in h i l  T)  ;  Sir,  it  was  a  very  serious 
allegation  against  the  Traffic  Inspector'  that  the  member  made.  May 
I  know  whether,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  that  Traffic  Inspector  abetted  that 
murder  ? 

Mr.  X.  MAHOMED  (Always);  I  did  not  say  that  he  is  responsible 
for  the  murder  ;  but  I  was  saying  that  he  is  helping  the  murderer. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Helping  a  murderer  is  abetting  a  murder. 
That  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  Traffic  Department.  So  the 
question  need  not  be  answered. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I)  I  rise  to  support  the 
motion.  But  in  supporting  the  motion,  let  me  not  allow  myself  to 
bring  to  play  personal  animosities,  jealousies  and  other  things  to  cloud 
this  very  important  question  of  traffic  control  for  the  purpose  of  the 
safety  of  the  travelling  public — 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  member  does  not  mean  any  reflection 
upon  any  member  who  has  spoken  ? 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I):  Not  on  any  particular 
member  or  members  but  if  any  body  thinks  that  the  cap  fits  him,  I 
cannot  help  it. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  Then  I  cannot  allow  that.  The  honourable 
member  cannot  use  such  expressions,  if  these  expressions  refer  to  any 
particular  member  who  has  spoken.  Words  such  as  jealousies,  animosities 
etc.  impute  base  motives;  and  when  they  are  applied  to  members  of  the 
House,  I  am  not  prepared  to  allow  that. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I)  :  I  was  merely  stating  the 
method  of  approach  which  I  should  adopt  in  the  matter  of  this  discussion 
for  myself. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  The  member  does  not  want  to  apply  those 
words  to  members. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I)  :  I  should  guard  myself 
against  that. 

MR.  a.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum — Rural)  :  Is  it  not  a  method 
of  approaching  any  question  that  is  debated  in  the  House  ? 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon):  Yes. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  thought  I  need  not  take  up  the  time  of  the 
House  when  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  is  on  his  legs.  But  words  are  used 
in  order  to  produce  a  certain  effect;  and  a  member  need  not  notify  to  the 
world  that  he  is  free  from  jealousies,  animosities  and  so  forth,  unless  there 
was  something  in  disapproval  of  what  others  have  spoken.  I  am  quite  pre¬ 
pared  to  allow  any  member  to  ventilate  his  views.  In  order  that  I  may 
permit  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  to  proceed,  I  want  to  know  whether  he 
wants  these  a&persions  to  apply  to  any  member  of  the  House.  If  they 
do  pot  apply  to  any  member,  1  have  no  quarrel. 


Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  1 1:  With  regard  to  that,  1 
may  say,  Sir,  that  every  member  has  his  own  method  of  approaching. a 
question.  I  do  not  want  to  speak  at  all,  if  I  have  not  got  the  freedom 
to  state  the  method  which  I  would  like  to  adopt  in  the  discussion.  If  it 
is  ruled  out,  I  am  not  going  to  discuss  the  question  ;  and  if  it  is  chara¬ 
cterised  as  notice  to  the.  world,  I  take  it  as  something  desparaging  of  the 
statement  I  have  made.  I  take  very  strong  exception  to  that.  This'  is 
a  freedom  that  every  member  has  and  should  have.  Otherwise  if  fetters 
are  made  as  to  what  words  we  should  use  and  how  we  should  approach 
a  question,  how  we  should  express  our  thoughts  etc,  if'  these  things 
are  restricted,  then  it  is  very  difficult  to  speak.  I  do  not  want  to  speak 
under  such  conditions. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Order,  order.  There  is  no  use  of  indulging 
in  these  expressions.  The  House  knows  what  has  passed.  Mr.  Kunju- 
krishna  Piliai  is  at  full  liberty  to  use  all  the  parliamentary  expressions 
he  can  command.  I  definitely  put  the  question  whether  he  intended 
these  words  to  apply  to  any  member  of  the  House  who  lias  spoken  and 
the  House  knows  what  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai’s  teply  was.  I  am  not 
prepared  to  allow  any  member,  whatever  be  the  language,  to  cast  aspersion 
on  the  motives  and  intentions  on  any  other  member  of  the  House. 
Subject  to  this  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Piliai  is  at  full  liberty  to  use  his  own 
words  in  advancing  his  arguments.  I  have  no  complaint  against  that. 

Mft.  K.  KUNJURKISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  )  :  I  want  to  approach  this 
question  regarding  traffic  control  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  safety  of 
the  p  iblic.  Sir,  if- we  consider  that  aspect  of  the  matter,  I  think  it  will 
have  to  be  conceded  that  the  control  of  traffic  in  Travancoie  is  nofc  as  it 
ought  to  be.  There  is  sufficient  scope  for  improvement.  And  this 
motion,  I  think,  Sir,  wishes  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  thellouse  and  .the 
Government  the  necessity  of  improving  the  control  with  a  view  to  ensure 
safety  to  the  travelling  public.  Sir,  it  is  very  easy  to  say  that,  if  the  Traffic 
Department  cannot  be  improved,  it  may  be  done  away  with.  But  I  do  not 
think  it  will  be  in  the  interests  of  the  public  to  resort  to  such  a  remedy 
because  we  find  that  everywhere  there  are  defects  in  the  administration 
of  the  various  branches  of  Government.  But  we  should  not:  get  im¬ 
patient  all  on  a  sudden  and  say,  if  we  cannot  improve  it,  we  must  put 
an  end  to  it.  As  the  Honourable  Member  Mr.  E.  V.  Krishna  Piliai 
who  has  considerable  experience  of  bus  traffic  and  who  knows  the 
difficulties— 

Mr,  R.  SIVARAMAN  NAIR  (Tiruvalla  II)  :  How  has  he  the  ex¬ 
perience  ? 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I)  :  Should  I. elaborate  on 
that  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That,  question  was  not  taken  notice  of  by  the 


Mr.  K,  KUNJUKRISHNA1  PILLAI  ( Quilon  I)  -.  Sir,  Mr.  E.  V.  Krishna 
Piliai  very  rightly  pointed  out,  as  Mr,  T.  Krishna  Piliai  also  did,  that 
the  travelling  public  do  not  do  their  duty  properly.  Sir,  when,  honour- 
ble  me  u  beta  find  that-there  are  cases  of  over-loading  or  over-speeding 
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or  other  offences,  I  think  it  is  their  duty  to  bring  those  facts  to  the 
notice  of  the  authorities.  I  have  done  soiin  two  or  three  cases  riming  the 
time  of  Mr.  Bishop.  I  made  complaints  and  I  know  those  complaints 
were  attended  to  and  proper  action  was  taken.  I  travel  mostly  in  the 
Quilon— Trivandrum  line  and  very  seldom  I  find  those  difficulties.  I 
have  also  travelled  by  the  much  maligned  Pioneer  Company  buses  from 
Trivandrum  to  Nagercoil  where  also  I  find  no  difficulty.  These  two 
lines  are  serving  the  public  very  well  in  my  opinion. 

Mr.  M  S1VATANU.P11.LA1  [Torah):  May  I  .know  whether  the 
honourable  member  is  aware  that  that  a  serious  charge  against  the 
Pioneer  bus  was  brought  to  the  notico  of  the  Chief  Secretary  in  his 
mmediate  presence  at  Cape  Comorin  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  How  can  Mr,  Knnjnkrishna  T'illsi  say  that? 
He  is  not.  the  Chief  Secretary. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKISHNA  PILLAI  (.Quilon  I)  :  I  am  not  aware  of  that. 
Nor  am  I  interested  in  that  information,  But  I  find  ifrom  my 
experience  that  the  Trivandrum — Nagercoil  service  is  a  very  useful 
service  and  it  serves  the  public.  That  is  the  impression  I  have 
gathered. 

With  regard  to  the  question  of  combined  timings,  Sir,  I  have  to 
submit  that  the  bus  industry  is  an  industry  in  the  hand  of  the  people  of 
the  State  ;  and  merely  because  we  are  not  satisified  with  the  working  of 
the  Traffic  Department,  we  should  not  advocate  the  imposing  of  con¬ 
ditions  and  restrictions  which  would  make  it  impossible  for  the  bus 
owners  to  run  buses  with  some  profit  to  themselves.  CMr  E.V'  Krishna 
Pillai  :  Hoar,  hear.)  I  do  not.  say  for  a  moment  that  they  must  be 
favoured  at  the  expense  of  the  public.  The  only  point  is  that  you  mus  tnot 
make  it  an  absolute  rule  that,  even  if  there  are  only  2  passengers  in  a 
bus  intended  to  c«ry  24,  the  bus  must  be  started  exactly  at  the  pre¬ 
scribed  time.  I  do  not  think,  Sir,  that  such  a  restriction  would  be 
popular  even  with  the  travelling  public  ;  because,  one  of  the  reasons 
why  the  train  has  become  unpopular  with  the  common  people  is  that  it 
sticks  to  the  prescribed  starting  time.  Sir,  for  the  people  in  our  country, 
a  quarter  or  a  half  of  an  hour  does  not  matter  much,  ordinarily.  If  we 
nsist  on  buses  leaving  exactly  at  the  prescribed  time,  most  of  the  bn  ses 
will,  have  to  run  at  a  loss.  It  is  not  desirable  to.  discourage  the  bus 
industry.  It  gives  employment  to  hundreds  of  people  in  the  country; 
and  the  rates  charged  are  very  low,  especially,  when  compared  with 
tuose  in. British  India.  There  also  I  have  travelled  in  buses ;  and  I  may 
sav  that,  after  all,  conditions  are  better  here  than  in  British  India. 
I  should  not  be  understood  to  say  that  the  Traffic  Department  here  is 
p  erfeet.  There  is  room  for  much  improvement.  My  point  is  that  the 
co-operation  of  the  travelling  public,  in  the  matter  of  adhesion  to  the 
rules,  is- very  necessary. 

With  these  words;  I' support  the  motion. 
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Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  {Mavelikara)  :  I  rise  to  support  the 
motion.  I  too  feel  that  the  Traffic  Section  is  not  being  managed  as 
efficiently  as  it  should  be  in  the  interests  of  the  public.  One  defect 
has  been  brought  to  light  by  the  answer  given  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Police  this  morning.  There  is  not  one  among  the  Traffic  Inspectors 
who  is  a  Graduate  or  who  has  passed  even  the  Intermediate  Examination, 

Mr.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAI  ( Kalkulam  IT.)  :  May  I  ask  whether 

Graduates  are  necessary  to  control  traffic? 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ) :  To  understand  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  Traffic  Regulation  and  the  rules  thereunder  and  to  apply 
them  properly,  it  is  very  necessary  that  the  officer  should  have  fairly 
high  academic  qualification.  The  Regulation  and  the  Rules  are  in 
English,  Sir.  {.Laughter.) 

Sir,  when  the  demand  was  made  before  this  House  for  the  creation 
of  these  posts  of  Traffic  Inspectors,  it  was  stated  that  the  work  in¬ 
volved  required  men  with  good  general  and  technical  qualifications. 
But  the  answer  this  morning  showed  that  those  conditions  were  lost 
sight  of  when  the  recruitment  -was  actually  made. 

With  regard  to  the  timings  of  buses,  Sir,  I  would  lay  great 
emphasis  on  the  need  to  enforce  the  timings  strictly.  Because,  in  order 
to  prevent  others  from  applying  for  and  getting  timings  in  a  particular 
line,  a  bus!  owner  applies  for  and  gets  more  timings  than  he 
actually  needs. 

MR.  R.  PITCHU  AIYANGAR  (Ag.  Ccrnmissioner  of  Police) :  May  I  just 
point  out  to  the  honourable  member  that  a  person  can  get  only  as  many 
timings  as  the  number  of  buses  he  owns  ? 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara):  That  does  not  im¬ 
prove  the -situation.  A  man  may  have  six  or  seven  buses  and  he  may 
get  six  or  seven  timings  ;  but  actually  ho  may  not  run  more  than  3  or  4, 
and  at  the  same  time  he  may  prevent  others  from  getting  the  timings  not 
availed  of  by  him.  Sir,  it  should  not  be  left  to  the  bus  owner  to  start  bis 
bus  whenever  he  finds  it  convenient  to  do  so.  He  must  not  bo  allowed 
to  delay  the  starting  of  the  bus  till  it  is  full.  If  this  Rule  is  strictly 
enforced,  it  will  be  possible  for  others  to  run  buses  at  the  timings 
available  ;  and  ultimately  it  will  be  more  convenient  to  the  public.  Sir, 
if  a  bus  owner  wants  the  right  to  run  buses  and  the  opportunity  to  make 
money,  he  must  not  grudge  to  discharge  certain  obligations  imposed  by 
Rules  and  Regulations. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I)  :  Does  the  member 

suggest  that  bus-owners  must  be  asked  to  run  buses  from  a  philanth¬ 
ropic  m  otive  ?  {Laughter.) 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  Nobody  ever  ashed 
anybody  to  run  a  bus.  (Mr.  M.  Sivatanu  Pillai  :  Hear ,  hear.) 

Another  point  adverted  to  by  some  honourable  members  is  the 
centralisation  of  powers  with  the  Commissioner  of  Police.  I  am  not  in 
possession  of  definite  information  on  the  matter ;  and  that  has  been 
denied  by  the  Commissioner.  But,  I  may  say,  as  a  general  rule,  that 
any  attempt  on  the  part  of  a  Departmental  Head  to  take  into  his  hands 
the  powers  of  the  subordinates  must  be  deprecated. 

On  these  grounds,  I  also  support  the  motion. 
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Mr,  R.  PITCHU  AIYANGAR  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police) :  Sir,  most 
of  the  members  seem  to  be  labouring  under  a  misapprehension  that  the 
Acting  Commissioner  has  deprived  the  present  Traffic  Superintendent 
of  some  powers  which  the  present  Acting  Commissioner  enjoyed  while 
he  was  Traffic  Superintendent  of  Police.  Sir,  it  was  in  the  beginning 
of  1108  that  a  separate  Traffic  Department  was  organised.  Mr.  Bishop, 
the  Commissioner  of  Police,  was  then  on  the  eve  of  his  reversion  to 
British  Indian  service.  He  delegated  some  of  the  powers,  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Police  under  the  Motor  Vehicles  Piegulation  and  the 
Buies  thereunder,  to  the  Traffic  Superintendent.  Those  powers  and 
the  delegation  formed  the  subject  of  a  Notification,  K.  0.  C.  16376  M 
of  1932.  Therefore,  Sir,  it  was  Mr.  Bishop  who  first  delegated  those 
powers  to  the  first  Traffic  Superintendent,  After  Mr  Bishop,  I  was 
enjoying  thoae  powers.  When  Mr.  Bamanuja  Iyengar  was  Commis¬ 
sioner  of  Police  here,  the  same  powers  were  exercised  by  me  for  some 
time.  He  received  some  complaints  from  the  various  bus  concerns  in 
the  country  that  the  lines  were  already  over-full  and  that  to  addfio  the 
number  of  timings  would  cause  great  hardship  to  them.  On  such 
complaints,  he  passed  an  order  imposing  some  restriction  over  the  then 
Traffic  Superintendent  of  Police.  The  restriction  was  that  the  per¬ 
mission  of  the  Commissioner  of  Police  was  necessary  for  any  change  in 
or  addition  t,o  the  timings  of  buses. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavtlikara )  :  Was  it  found  at  that 
time  that  the  then  Traffic  Superintendent  was  not  exercising  his  powers 

properly  ? 

Mr.  R.  PITCHU  AIYANGAR  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police)  :  No.  As 
I  said,  the  bus-owners  complained  to  the  Commissioner  that  additional 
timings  were  being  granted  to  new  buses  and  that  such  action  on  the 
part  of  the  Traffic  Superintendent  caused  them  great  hardship  since 
the  lines  were  already  over-full. 

MR.  A.  S,  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavdikara)  :  Was  it  found  that  the 
Traffic  Superintendent  could  not  cope  with  the  situation  ? 

MR.  R.  PITCHU  AIYANGAR  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police) :  I  have 
already  explained,  Sir,  that  the  various  bus  owners  complained  to  the 
Commissioner  of  Police,  and  that  it  was  as  a  result  of  such  complaints 
that  the  then  Commissioner  thought  it  necessary  to  impose  some 
restriction  on  the  powers  exercised  by  the  Traffic  Superintendent. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala )  :  Against  whom  were  the 
complaints  made?  Were  they  against  the  authority  that  issues  G- 
permits,  or  the  authority  that  grants  timings  ? 

MR.  R-  PITCHU  AIYANGAR  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police)  :  At  that  ' 
time,  the  timings  and  the  G  permits  were  both  issued  by  the  Traffic 
Superintendent. 

Because  the  lines  were  over-full,  the  Commissioner  ruled  that  his 
previous  sanction  must  be  obtained  before  additional  timings  were 
granted .  „ 
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[Mr.  R.  Pitchu  Aiyangar.] 

Sir,  the  powers  of  a  Traffic  Superintendent  have  not  been  touched 
by  me.  I  therefore  submit  that  the  House  seems  to  be  under  a 
misapprehension  in  this  respect.  I  shall  just  read  out  to  the  House  the 
powers  of  the  Traffic  Superintendent.  Honourable  Members  will  pleace 
refer  to  paragraph  3  of  the  Note  to  llule  4  of  the  Rules  under  the  Motor 
Vehicles  Regulation  VI  of  1094. 

“  This  powers  anil  functions  exercisable  by  tire  Commissioner  of  Polios  under  these 
Rule?  may  be  delegated  by  him  to  the  TrnUio  Superintendent  of  Police  by  a 
Notification  iu  the  Government  Gazette  and  may  likewise  bo  withdrawn  by  him. 
In  case  of  delegation,  the  Traffic  Superintendent  of  Polico  shall  exercise  the 
powors  and  functions  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Commissioner  of  Polico  and 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  P1LLAI  (Tvvcda)  :  Did  Mr.  Ramanuja  Aiyangar 
withdraw  that  Notification,  Sir  '> 

Mr.  R.  PITCHU  AIYANGAR  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police)  :  No. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Too  ala)  :How  was  the  restriction  of  the 
powers  of  the  Traffic  Superintendent,  referred  to  by  the  member, 
brought  about  ?  How  was  it  made  known  to  the  public  ? 

MR.  R.  PITCHU  AIYANGAR  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police)  :  It  was 
purely  a  departmental  order ;  it  was  not  given  publicity  at  all. 

MR.  R.  R.  ELENKATH  (Kalkulam  I)-.  Was  the  restriction  imposed 
solely  as  a  result  of  the  complaint  by  the  bus-ownors  or  did  the  Depart¬ 
ment  enquire  into  the  truth  of  the  allegations  made  in  such  complaints  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  No  officer  is  expected  to  take  action  on  vague 
complaints.  It  is  presumed  that  the  necessary  enquiries  would  have 
been  made. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum — Rural)  ;  May  I  know  whether 
it  is  the  present  arrangement  or  the  former  one  that  works  better  ? 

Mr.  R.  PITCHU  AIYANGAR  {Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police)  :  One  thing 
I  must  say.  The  present  arrangement  has  led  to  so  much  of  complaint 
from  the  Honourable  Members  of  this  House.  I  have  been  repeatedly 
told  here  that  I  do  not  allow  sufficient  powors  to  the  Traffic  Superintend - 

Mr.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  {Quilon  II):  Is  there  any 
guarantee  that,  if  the  present  restriction  is  withdrawn  and  tire  powers 
of  the  Traffic  Superintendent  are  enlarged,  he  would  exercise  those 
powers  in  a  proper. manner,  without  giving  room  for  any  complaint? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  is  a  matter  of  inference  and  opinion. 

MR.  R.  PITCHU  AIYANGAR  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police ):  There  is 
Section  40  of  the  Police  Regulation  which  says : — 

“  A  Police  Officer  not  below  the  rank  of  IIowl  Constable  may  perform  any  duty 
assigned  by  law  or  by  a  lawful  order  to  any  officer  subordinate!  to  him  ;  and  iu 

such  subordinate  by  lus  own  action  or  that  of  any  person  lawfully  acting  under 

pedieut  for  giving  more  complete  gr  convenient  effect  to  the  law  or  for  avoid, 
iogan  infringement." 
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So  that  Section  is  very  elastic.  I  have  had  some  experience  of  the 
Traffic  Department,  for  a  period  of  four  years  ;  but  the  present  Traffic 
Superintendent  has  been  here  only  for  two  months.  And  probably  the 
Traffic  Superintendent  thinks  that,  whenever  parties  approach  him,  a 
reference  may  he  made  to  me;  but  the  Traffic  Superintendent  is  at 
perfect  liberty  to  pass  orders  himself. 

Mr.  K.  R.  ElENKATH  (Kalkulcm  I) ;  Is  the  Traffic  Superintendent 
competent  to  alter  the  times  that  have  already  been  given  ? 

MR.  R.  PITCHU  AIYANGAR  (Ag  Commissioner  of  Police)  ;  Sir,  I  have 
already  explained  that,  whenever  the  question  of  alteration  of  time 
arises,  he  refers  the  matter  to  the  Commissioner.  That  is  what  is 
happening  even  today.  So  that  the  present  Ag  Commissioner  is  not  at 
all  responsible.  Sir,  I  have  been  acting  under  the  Motor  Vehicles 
Regulation  as  well  as  the  Police  Regulation. 

Sir,  the  only  test  by  which  one  can  judge  whether  the  present 
traffic  administration  is  going  on  well  is  the  test  by  which  one  can  see 
whether  the  people  in  the  Traffic  Department  are  sleeping  or  are 
actively  working.  The  criterion  for  the  fact  that  they  are  actively 
working  is  the  number  of  cases  that  are  brought  for  disciplinary  action 
to  the  notice  of  the  superior  officers  and  the  number  of  cases  that  are 
brought  before  the  Magistrate.  These  are  the  things  that  should 
influence  the  honourable  members  to  decide  whether  these  people  are 
sleeping  or  are  discharging  their  duty  properly.  If  honourable  members 
go  through  the  statistics  in  the  administration  report  of  the  department, 
they  will  find  that  three  thousand  and  four  thousand  cases  come  for 
disciplinary  action.  I.  c.an  quote  certain  figures  to  show  that  what  is 
happening  in  Travancore  is  much  better  than  in  places  outside.  In  the 
neighbouring  State  of  Cochin,  Sir,  the  number  of  motor  vehicles  re¬ 
gistered  was  1,380  last  year,  the  motor  accidents  came  to  52,  and  there 
were  4  dead  and  39  injured.  In  Ceylon,  the  number  of  vehicles 
registered  was  29,052,  the  motor  accidents  in  1931-35  was  2,589  and 
there  were  1,057  injured  and  129  killed. 

RAO  SAHIB  S.  PARAMESVARA  AIYAR  'Sominaled;  :  How  many’ 
cases  happened  in  Colombo '? 

MR.  R.  PITCHU  AIYANGAR  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police) :  I  have  not 
separate  figures  for  Colombo.  Anyhow  comparing  with  the  number  of 
motor  vehicles  registered  is  the  only  test.  This  year  in  Travancore, 
till  the  beginning  of  this  month,  the  number  of  motor  accidents  comes 
to  87.  There  were  14  deaths  and  104  injured.  Last  year  in  the 
Madras  Presidency,  16,000  odd  motor  vehicles  were  registered.  There 
were  830  accidents,  169  dead  and  casualties  came  to  50- .  The  road 
accident  figures  in  Britain  during  the  Easter  fortnight  ending  April  18, 
1936  were  240  killed  and  8,122  injured.  During  the  Easter  quarter 
last  year,  the  figures  were  220  killed  and  1,118  injured..  Then  again 
the  road  accident  figures  for  the  last  week  of  April  1936  in  Britain  are 
122  killed  and  3,975  injured.  In  the  corresponding  week  last  year, 
they  were  126  killed  and  4,100  injured.  Think  of  the  conditions 
prevailing  here  and  the  conditions  prevailing  in  all  those  places, 
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Mr.  AS.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mnvelikaro)  :  Is  there  not  much 
more  crowding  in  those  places  dian  here? 

Mr.  R.  PITCRU  AIYANGAR  (Ac/.  Commsthmr  of  Police',:  We  can 
only  judge  by  the  number  of  vehicles  registered. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  And  the  population 

M(t.  R.  PITCHU  AIYANGAR  (.Iff.  Commissioner  of  Police)  Those 
figures  are  not  available  now.  Yon  cannot  avoid  these  motor  accidents. 

MR.  M.  S1VATANU  P1LLA1  (Torn, la)  :  Is  it  not  due  to  the  better 
class  of  drivers  that  we  have  here  ? 

Mr.  R.  PITCHU  AIYANGAR  (Ac/.  Commissioner  of  Police):  Sir,  in 
one  place  the  members  say  that  the  accidents  lire  due  to  want  of 
efficient  tr  ffic  control  and  the  want  of  pioper  care  in  the  selection  of 
drivers  and  issuing  license  to  them.  In  another  place  they  say  that  the 
drivers  are  much  superior  to  the  drivers  in  other  places.  How  am  I 
to  proceed  ?  (V resident's  bell.) 

Mr.  R.  SIVARAMAN  NAIR  (/  inwalia.  II) :  Sir,  it  was  stated  that  the 
public  have  themselves  to  blame  for  the  accidents  and  insufficiency  of 
traffic  control.  Sir,  to  me  it  appears  that  it  is  not  a  correct  statement, 
because  in  every  cise  the  number  of  buses  running  between  one  place 
and  another  is  fixed  and  the  buses  will  be  almost  always  over-loaded. 
How  can  a  passenger  wait  at  a  particular  spot  for  three  or  four  day's  to 
get  a  bus  which  is  not  over-loaded  ?  I  think,  Sir,  it  is  impossible. 

I  am  not  concerned  with  the  figures  quoted  by  the  official  member 
and  a  comparative  study  of  the  figures  relating  to  other  countries.  All 
that  I  meant  by  the  token  motion  is  to  suggest  means  to  improve  the 
motor  traffic.  As  such,  Sir,  I  am  not  satisfied  with  the  answer  given  by 
the  official  member.  None  of  my  allegations  has  been  properly  ans¬ 
wered.  So  I  press  the  motion. 

The  motion  was  put  to  the  vote  of  the  House  and  declared  carried 
Ms.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Pirkar 
Vakil)  :  I  demand  a  poll.

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chimyinkil  1)  :  Sir,  I  move  that- 

The  allotment  of  Re.  46,270  for  C-  mmlssiover  be  reduced  ly  Re.  1. 

Sir,  the  object  of  my  motion  is  to  discuss  the  general  policy  of  the 
Police  Department.  The  Police  Department  now  consists  of  three 
different  branches,  if  I  may  say  so  -(1)  The  General  Police,  (2)  the 
Traffic  Branch  of  the  Police  Department,  and  (3)  the  Criminal  Intelli¬ 
gence  Department  Sir,  since  there  is  no  proper  and  efficient  arrange¬ 
ment  for  controlling  all  these  branches,  I  might  say  that  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  the  department  as  a  whole  is  in  a  very  bad  condition.  Sir,  the 
policy  of  the  department,  its  present  working,  the  manner  in  which  it 
views  the  various  social  and  political  movements  in  the  country,  the  re¬ 
medies  it  suggests  for  such  movements  and  the  various  preventive  mea¬ 
sures  indicated  by  it  to  combat  political  and  other  movements,  are 
amply  illustrated  by  a  recent  notification  published  by  Government 
under  the  signature  of  the  Commissioner  of  'Police  in  the  Travanoore 
Government  Gazette  dated  the  13th  Karhatakam  1111. 

Sir,  I  might  be  pardoned  if  I  take  one  or  two  minutes  for  reading 
an  extract  from  that  notification  in  the  Government  Gazette.  I  shall 
confine  my  attention  to  certain  relevant  portions  of  that  notification 
which  will  give  in  a  nut-shell  the  policy  of  the  Department,  how  it  is 
working,  and  all  that. 

RAO  SAHIB  S.  PARAMESVARA  AIYAR  ( Non.inetcd )  :  Was  that  notifi¬ 
cation  published  by  the  Commissioner  of  Police  not  an  instruction  to 
his  subordinates  ? 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( GhirayinJRI  I)  :  Having  been  published 
under  the  signature  of  the  Departmental  Head,  I  think  this  information 
is  insended  to  be  given  to  the  general  public  by  the  Government.  Sir, 
the  notice  states  ■. 

“  The  coin  uuial  movement  of  the  Ezlmvas  witli  ide*  Is  for  better  aociul  equality 
seems  to  have  troubled  the  atmosphere  both  religiously  and  politically.  Hero 

I  wonder,  what  is  the  question  confronting  Government  ;  it  is 
indicated  in  the  first  sentence  that  the  movement  for  conversion  is  led 
by  the  Ezhavas  Am  I  to  understand  from  the  second  sentence  that 
the  community  as  a  whole  is  to  be  destroyed  and  out  of  the  ashes  of 
that  community  a  new  one  should  be  created.

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  word  “  certainly  ”  will  not  make  it  ad¬ 
missible.

IWR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Hirkar 
Vakil)  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  If  the  motion  was  intended  to 
be  concentrated  on  this  particular  matter,  that  should  have  been  given 
as  the  object  of  the  motion.  Otherwise,  how  is  it  possible  for  the  official 
member  to  answer  it  ?

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  Mr.  Paomanabhan  could  perhaps  have  made 
the  motion  more  definite.  Anyhow  the  motion  is  before  the  House. 
The  policy  of  the  Department  is  under  consideration. 

MR.  K-  PADMANABHAN  (CMrayiukil  1 )  :  Sir,  this  notification  of  the 
Police  Commissioner  has  cast  an  unmerited  slur  upon  the  Bzhava  com¬ 
munity,  imputing  very  bad  motives  against  them.  Moreover  this 
wonderful  piece  of  literature  would  not  be  to  the  credit  of  any  Govern¬ 
ment.  It  is  most  unhappily  worded  and  the  language  also  is  very 
clumsy.  I  ask  whether  there  is  not  a  single  officer  in  the  Commis¬ 
sioner’s  Office  who  is  conversant  with  English  language  and  phraseo¬ 
logy.  (President’s  bell)- 

Mr.  T.  P.  VELAYUDHAN  PILLAI  ( Tiruvalla  III ) :  Sir.  I  support 
the  motion  entirely  for  other  reasons  than  those  stated  by  the  mover 
of  the  same.  I  want  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Government  and  the 
the  Police  Commissioner  the  desirability  of  locating  the  offices  of  the 
Assistant  Superintendents  at  Trivandrum,  Quilon  and  Kotiayam  at 
other  important  places  withm  their  jurisdiction.  It  is  seen  from  the 
State  Ad  ministration  Beport  that  there  has  been  considerable  increase 
in  the  number  of  grave  crimes.  It  is  also  seen  at  page  150  that  the 
percentage  of^recovery  wag  c  5  in  1110  as  against  42  in  1109.  It  is 
stated  that  10  per  cent,  escaped  from  custody  in  1110.  Government 
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have  observed  in  their  proceedings  on  the  Administration  Beport  of  the 
Police  Department  that  there  has  been  a  deterioration  in  detection 
work.  My  submission  is  that  by  shifting  the  offices  of  these  three 
A.  S.  P’.s  to  other  important  places  within  their  jurisdiction,  there  will 
be  a  considerable  improvement  in  the  working  of  the  Department. 
These  Officers  will  be  in  a  better  position  to  give  proper  advice  and 
timely  directions  in  the  matter  of  detection  and  prevention  of  crimes. 
In  my  opinion  there  is  no  necessity  to  have  an  A.  S.  P.  also  in  the 
Headquarters  of  a  D.  S.  P.  As  an  instance  I  would  suggest  that  it  will 
be.  better  for  all  parties  concerned  if  the  Quilon  A.  S.  P.  is  transferred 
to  Alleppey,  which  has  become  a  centre  of  troubles  and  riots.  Il  there 
was  an  A. S.P.at  Alleppey,  he  could  have  taken  timely  action  for  putting 
a  stop  to  such  unhappy  incidents  as  we  have  heard  to  have  taken  place 
therein  recent  days.  Prom  this  it  is  obvious  that  the  shiting  of  the 
offices  of  the  A  S.  P.  referred  to  above  is  an  indispensable  necessity 
for  improving  the  Police  administration  without  increasing  the  expen¬ 
diture  in  any  way, 

Mr.  R.  PITCHU  AiYAlMGAR  (Ay.  Commissioner  of  Police)  :  Sir,  there 
are  now  six  A.  S.  Ps  ,  and  three  of  them  are  in  the  Headquarters  of 
of  the  D.  S  P’.s  So  far  as  Trivandrum  is  concerned,  being  an  import¬ 
ant  town,  the  A.  S.  P.  will  have  to  be  in  the  Headquarters.  So  far  as 
the  other  A,  S,  P.s’  are  concerned,  I  will  try  to  see  if  they  can  be  shifted 
to  other  places. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Ohi.rcn/inkil  I)  :  I  would  like  to  know  from 
the  Commissioner  of  Police  what  necessiated  the  publication  of  the 
notification  in  the  Government  Gazette. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  He  has  already  sat  down.  No  member  can 
compel  another  to  make  a  statement.

Mr.  R.  DHANUK0TI  PILLAI  ( Conservator  of  Forests)  :  Sir,  I  move 
for  a  grant  of  Rs  7,52,848  under  Demand  X — Forest.

Mr.  R.  SIVARAMAN  NAIR  ( Tihmalla  II)  :  Sir  I  move:— 

To  reduce  the  allot  neut  of  II s.  1, SO, 000  for  royal  frees  ly  He-  1- 
I  wish  to  urge  the  necessity  of  taking  action  on  the  part  of  the 
Government  to  give  kuduita  due  for  royal  trees  cut  from  the  Edavagai 
of  the  Edapalli  Chief  to  the  actual  holders  of  the  lands  and  not  to  the 
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lands  beneath  the  tree.  At  the  same  time,  the  holder  will  be  paying 
the  tax  to  the  Sirkar.  If  the  holder  cuts  away  the  branches  of  the 
tree,  charges  will  be  framed  against  him.  Though  it  will  be  causing 
inconvenience  to  the  holder  in  cultivating  the  land  beneath  the  tree, 
he  cannot  cut  a  branch  of  the  tree. 

In  the  case  of  lands  held  under  the  Edapalli  Chief,  the  kwdi 
vila  is  given  to  the  Chief  and  not  to  the  holder  of  lands 
The  owner  of  the  land,  in  whose  holding  the  tree  grows  and 
who  is  incapacitated  from  cultivating  the  ground  beneath 
the  tree  and  who  is  also  at  the  same  time  paying  tax  to  the  Edapalli 
Chief,  is  not  able  to  get  anything  under  the  existing  circumstances. 
Under  the  Estate  Rent,  Recovery  Regulation,  the  holder  of  the  land 
under  the  Edapalli  Chief  is  given  all  the  rights  which  a  holder 
of  the  land  under  Government  is  entitled  to  get.  So  much  so  by  a 
curious  interpretation  of  the  law  bearing  on  the  subject,  the  department 
is  at  present  paying  the  kaJivih.  to  the  Edapalli  Chief  and  the  actual 
holder  of  the  land  gets  nothing.  I  move  this  motion  to  bring  to  the 
notice  of  the  House  and  Government  the  injustice  caused  to  a  holder 
of  the  land  under  the  Edapalli  Chief. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  .  Let  me  make  my  position  clear.  You  say 
that  there  is  a  law  on  the  subject  and  according  to  that  law  the  holder 
is  not  given  anything. 

MR.  R.  SIVARAMAN  NAIR  ( Tinwalla  II)  :  According  to  the  Estate 
Rent  Recovery  Regulation,  the  holder  of  the  lands  under  the  Eiipall 
Chief  is  given  all  the  rights  of  a  holder  of  land  urder  the  Sirkar. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  What  does  it  say  about  kudivila  1 

MR,  R.  SIVARAMAN  NAIR  (Tvruvalla  II) :  In  the  ca^e  of  Govern¬ 
ment  lands,  kudivila ■  is  given  to  the  holder  of  the  land  and  the  .tenant 
under  the  Edapalli  Chief  does  nqt  get  this  advantage.  Kudivila  is 
given  to  the  Edapalli  Chief. 

Mr.  K-  GEORGE  (Laid  -Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner) : 
Has  that  claim  been  contested  in  a  court  of  law  ? 

Mr.  R.  SIVARAMAN  NAIR  ( Tinwalla  II):  It  is  not  necessary.  The 
rule  is  very  clear  and  I  say  the  kudivila  given  to  the  Edapalli  Chief  is 
an  irregular  procedure.  I  want  Government  to  do  things  in  the  right 
direction  and  see  that  kudivila  reaches  the  actual  holders  of  the  land 
and  not  the  Edapalli  Chief. 

MR.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  (Conservator  of  loresls) :  Sir,  Edapalli 
is  one  of  the  five  Edavagais  in  the  State.  The  Government  have  no 
concern  with  the  internal  management  of  the  Edavagais.  Mr. 
Sivarainan  Nair  wants  that  the  holders  of  the  lands  in  the  Edavagai 
should  be  given  •  the  kudivila  on  royal  trees.  The  lands  in  the 
Edavagais  are  registered  to  peoples  under  different  tenures  and  it  is  not 
known  under  what  conditions.  Before  Kudivila  claims  are  settled,  a 
notification  is  ’published  in  tho  Gazette  showing  the  details  of  the 
claims  and  all  those  who  have  any  counter-claims  are  invited  to  prefer 
Vol.  VIII.  No.  9. 
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[Mr.  R.  Dhanukoti  Pillai.] 

their  claims  also.  So  far,  no  tenant  has  come  forward  with  any  counter, 
claim.  They  tacitly  admit  the  claim  of  the  Edavagai  for  the  kudivila. 
There  is  thus  no  necessity  for  the  department  to  take  action  on  this 
matter. 

Mr,  K-  MADHAVAN  (Nominated)  :  May  I  know  to  whom  should  the 
kudivila  go.  Is  it  to  the  owner  or  the  proprietor  ? 

MR.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  (Conservator  of  Forests );  We  pay  it 
to  the  Chief.  The  tenants  under  the  Chief  have  not  come  forward  for 
getting  any  kudivila. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  -  Rural)  :  Does  the  same 
practice  exist  in  all  the  other  Edavagais,  either  in  Poonjar  or  in 
Kilimanur  ? 

MR.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  (Cors’rvalcr  of  Forests )  :  1  think  so. 

MR.  K.  P.  KRISHNA  MENON  (Parur)  :  What  is  the  procedure 
adopted  in  the  Kilimanur  Edavagai  ? 

Mr.  R.  DHANUKOTI.  PILLAI  (Conservator  of  Forests)  :  There  is  i:o 
difference  in  procedure-  So  far,  no  complaint  has  come  from  the 
tenants  holding  lands  in  those  Edavagais. 

MR.  R.  SIVARAMAN  NAIR  (Tinwalla  II) :  Kudivila  goes  to  the 
owner  of  the  lands  in  the  case  of  Sirkar  holdings,  but  if  it  is  in  the 
case  of  an  Edavagai  -  holding,  kudivila  goes  to  the  Edapalli  Chief. 
According  to  the  Estate  Bent  Recovery  Regulation,  the  holder  of  the 
land  is  entitled  to  the  same  rights  and  privileges  as  in  the  case  of  a  holder 
of  the  land  under  the  Sirkar.  I  only  want  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the 
Government  the  injustice  that  is  being  meted  out  to  the  owners  of  the, 
lands  under  the  Edapallv  Chief. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Can  not  this  matter  be  agitated  in  a  court  of 
justice  ? 

Mr.  R.  SIVARAMAN  NAIR  ( Timvalla  II)  :  Surely,  Sir,  But  this  is  a 
matter  in  which  this  House  is  competent  to  pronounce  an  opinion.  I 
wanted  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Government  all  these  facts.  So 
I  do  not  press  the  motion.

S.  J.  NAIR  {Nedu-nangad)  :  With  respect  to  the  trespass  into 
the  Deserve  forest,  and  constructing  an  an /.cut  and  cutting  a  thodu  to 
water  his  paddy  fields  without  Government  sanction,  what  I  submit  is 
this.  There  is  already  a  case  pending  in  the  Huzur  Secretariat  in  re¬ 
gard  to  this  matter.  It  has  been  pending  for  several  years  in  the 
Secretariat.  The  file  is  being  hidden  there. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Qnilcn  1);  May  I  know  whether  it 
is  against  the  Conservator  of  Forests  or  against  Mr.  B.  Dhanukoti 
Pillai? 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad)  :  Against  Mr.  R.  Dhanukoti 
Pillai,  the  Conservator  of  Forests. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  S.  J.  Nair  says  that,  there  is  a  case 
pending  in  the  Secretariat  against  Mr.  Dhanukoti  Pillai.  The  Secre¬ 
tariat,  is  to  my  mind,  not  a  body  which  takes  cognisance  of  cases.  That 
apart,  according  to  Mr.  S.  J.  Nair’s  own  statements  this  case  is  against 
Mr.  II.  Dhanukoti  Pillai  and  not  against  the  Conservator  of  Forests.  If 
A  or  B  commits  a  trespass  into  the  forests,  the  ordinary  law  is  enough 
to  be  applied  in  that  particular  case.  The  Conservator  of  Forests  can¬ 
not  in  law  commit  trespass  into  the  reserve  forests  Further,  if  there 
is  any  officer,  high  or  low,  in  Government  service  who  has  been  guilty 
of  an  act,  an  officer  who  has  done  anything  against  the  interest  of 
Government,  there  are  appropriate  methods  for  proceeding  against 
him.  The  discussion  of  the  budget  is  for  a  different  purpose.  There 
is  a  Demand  before  the  House  the  object  of  which  is  to  enable  the 
adm  inistration  of  that  particular  department  to  go  od.  That  has 
nothing  to  do  with  Mr.  B.  Dhanukoti  Pillai’s  alleged  illegal  action. 
Hence  I  rule  out  the  motion.

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad)  :  Sir,  I  move.— 

To  omit  the  aVotmmt  of  Us.  8,300  for  travelling  allowance. 
to  discuss  the  necessity  of  the  compulsory  retirement  of  the  Conserva¬ 
tor  of  Forests. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  I  rule  out  that  motion.  An  Officer  gets  a 
salary  and  also,  in  certain  cases,  a  travelling  allowance.  The  omission 
of  travelling  allowance  does  not  mean  that  the  salary  is  to  bo  omitted. 
Therefore  the  motion  is  out  of  order. 

Motion  No.  499. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad)  :  Sir,  I  move.- 

To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Rs.  2,300  for  travelling  allowance  ly 
Re.  1. 

to  discuss  the  difficulty  that  the  registry-holders  of  paddy  fields  inside 
the  Reserve  are  experiencing,  in  the  absence  of  issuing  licenses  to 
collect  green  manure  to  cultivate  their  paddy  fields. 

The  holders  in  Reserve  forests  are  entitled  to  get  license  for 
collecting  green  manure  for  the  cultivation  of  paddy  fields.  There  are 
several  agriculturists  who  have  obtained  large  areas  of  paddy  fields 
registered  in  their  names  inside  the  Reserve  Forest  and  who  are  paying 
tax  dnd  who  are  ■  cultivating  them.  A  vast  portion  of  these  paddy 
fields  lies,  inside  the  Reserve  Forests.  They  used  to  obtain  the  license 
also  for  collecting  green  manure.  That  practice  was  in  existence  for 
some  time  back.  But,  for  some  mysterious  reasons,  the  present 
Conservator  of  Forests  refuses  to  grant  licenses  whenever  they  apply. 
As  a  result  of  the  refusal  of  granting  license  to  eolleet  green  manure  by 
the  Conservator  of  Forests,  the  agriculturists  in  those  places  are  put  to 
a  lot  of  difficulties.  Without  green  manure,  it  is  not  possible  to  con¬ 
duct  paddy  cultivation.  These  paddy  fields  are  situated  inside  the  Re. 
serve  Forests.  There  is  no  cart  road  leading  to  the  paddy  fields  in¬ 
side  the  forest.  It  is  not  possible  for  the  agriculturists  to  construct 
Cart  roads  through  the  Reserved  Forests  as  the  Conservator  would  do. 
So  it  is  not  possible  for  the  agriculturists  to  transport  manure  from 
registered  areas  outside  the  Reserve  Forest  through  the  Reserve 
Forest's  to  places  where  they  cultivate  paddy  inside  the  Reserve  Forests. 
Under  the  rales,  they  are  entitled  to  get  the  licenses  for  the  purpose. 
But,  whenever  they  apply,  even  though  the  license  system  is  not 
actually  discontinued,  for  no  reason,  they  are  being  denied,  and  hence 
several  agriculturists  owning- thousands  of  acres  of  paddy  fields  inside 
the  Reserve  Forests  are  put  to  a  lot  of  difficulties  in  the  absence  of 
getting  these  licenses.  In  order  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  House 
the  serious  hardship  that  the  p:or  agriculturists  experience  today  as  a 
result  of  the  refusal  to  grant  the  license,  I  move  this  motion  for  the 
consideration  of  the  House. 

MR.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAI  (Kallulam  II)  :  May  I  know  whether 
license  is  refused  to  only  registered  holders  within  the  Reserve  Forests 
or  even  to  others  ? 
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Mr.  S.  J.  N AIR  (A edumangad) :  Other  people  can  have  manure 
either  from  their  own  compounds  or  from  the  compounds  of  other 
people.  But  in  this  case  people  cannot  transport  the  manure.  They 
are  compelled  to  have  green  manure  from  inside  the  forests.  The  Con¬ 
servator  of  Forests  also  owns  lands  inside  the  Reserve  Forests. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  The  Conservator  of  Forest  does  not  own 
lands-  He  is  an  officer  of  (Government. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  {Netln  ntmgad)  For  example,  Mr  Dbanukoti 
Pillai  owns  lands  adjoining  the  Reserve  Forests  in  Nedmnangad  taluk. 
He  does  not  experience  any  such  difficulty  because  the  Reserve  Forest 
is  situated  adjacent  to  his  paddy  fields  and  he  has  constructed  a  cart 
road,  an  anicut  and  a  thodu  through  the  forest  in  order  to  carry  on  his 
cultivation  and  benefit  his  private  lands. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Please  keep  in  view  the  scope  cf  the  motion. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedu-nongad)  Wily  I  mention  the  Dame  of 
Mr.  Dhanukoti  Pillai  is  because  he  is  a  registered  land-holder  in  my 
taluk.  He  does  not  find  any  difficulty  with  regard  to  the  collection 
of  green  manure  in  order  to  cultivate  his  own  lands,  whereas  the  poor 
peasantry  in  N edumangad  taluk  is  put  to  untold  difficulties  and 
sufferings. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  What  has  that  to  do  with  the  Forest  De¬ 
partment  ?  Tlie  member  may  ask  for  greater  facilities  being  afforded 
to  all  people. 

MR.  S,  J.  NAIR  (Hfedu'hnngai)  :  I  have  been  submitting  from 
time  to  time  that  the  pooor  agriculturists  who  own  registered  paddy 
fields  inside  ihe  forests  have  been  undergoing  a  lot  of  difficulties  as  a 
result  of  the  unsympathetic  attitude  continually  adopted  bv  the  Head  of 
the  Forest  Department  in  denying  the  repeated  requisition  for  licenses 
to  collect  green  manure  In  order  to  point  out  this  serious  hardship 
to  the  agriculturists  in  my  taluk  and  also  in  various  other  parts  of  the 
State  I  move  this  motion. 

Mr.  T.  K.  ALEXANDER  ( Kunnataad  I):  May  I  know  whether 
they  were  getting  these  licenses  before  V 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  [Nedumangad)  :  They  were  getting  it  sotoe  time 
back.  Now  mercilessly  and  ruthlessly  the  Conservator  of  Forests  re¬ 
fuses  that  right  which  they  were  enjoying. 

Mr.  R.  OHANUKQTI  PILLAI  ( Conservator  ofFctetls):  Sir,  this 
subject  of  removing  manure  from  inside  the  Reserve  Forest  is  not 
new  either  to  this  Assembly  or  to  the  old  Sri  Mulam  Popular  Assembly. 
It  has  come  before  the  Sri  Mulam  Popular  Assembly  several  times 
before;  and  as  a  result  of  that,-  Government  went  into  the  whole 
question  and  after  getting  information  from  the  several  taluks,  they 
have  passed  orders  classifying  the  reserves  as  timber-producing  forests 
and  scrub  jungles.  With  regard  to  the  scrub  jungles,  people  were 
allowed  to  remove  head-loads  of  manure  after  obtaining  permits  from 
the  forest  officers.  To  remove  manure  leaves  in  cart  loads,  they  have 
to  pay  a  fee  of  four  annas  per  cart.  With  regard  ^°,the  tln*®r-Pc°' 
ducing  forests  no  manure  leaf  is  allowed  to  be  collected.  B  t  •  *  • 

•;  Naic  said  that  it  has  been  the  practice  m  the  Nefti&nangad  taluk  fox 
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permits  being  issued  for  the  collection  of  manure.  It  was  true  to  some 
extent.  There  was  a  Ranger  who,  without  understanding  the  rules  on 
the  Subject,  by  mistake,  issued  permits. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (N edit  man  gad) :  May  I  know  what  action  has  been 
jaken  against  that  Ranger  who  violated  the  rules  of  the  Department? 

Mr  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  (Co'tseroaior  of  Forests)  :  He  was  punish¬ 
ed  .  and  other  subordinates  who  were  conniving  in  the  illegal  removal 
of  manure  leaves  were  also  punished.  The  forest  referred  to  by 
Mr.  6.  J-  Nair  is  one  of  the  timber-producing  forests  wherefrom 
manure  leaves  are  not  to  be  collected. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  VPatUmamtitta)  :  Then  how  can 
they  carry  on  agriculture  ? 

Mr.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  (Conservator  of  Forests) :  They  have  to 
grow  their  own  manure  leaf  trees  or  go  in  for  other  cultivations  which 
could  be  carried  on  without  green  leaf  manure. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Ne.htmangad) :  May  I  know  the  method  of 
cultivating  inside  the  forest  without  green  manure  ? 

MR.  R  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  {Conservator  of  Forests)  :  They  should 
grow  Vaha,  Konnai  and  such  other  trees.

MR.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  ( Conservator  of  Forests) :  With  regard  to 
the  personal  matter  referred  to  by  Mr.  S.  J.  Nair,  I  am  glad  that  I  have 
got  an  opportunity  to  explain  the  position.  I  have,  never  been  collect¬ 
ing  manure  leaves. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  I  want  to  prevent  Mr.  Dhanukoti  Pillai 
from  making  that  statement.  But  for  the  information  of  the  House  j 
may  say  that  it  is  not  for  one  member  of  the  House  to  make  any  accu¬ 
sation  against  another  member  on  the  floor  of  the  House;  and  I  did  not 
permit  Mr.  S.  J.  Nair  to  do  so.  When  such  is  the  ease,  I  do  not  see  any 
reason  why  Mr.  Dhanukoti  Pillai  should  take  it  upon  himseif  to  answer 
points  which  do  not  really  go  against  him.  Anything  of  a  personal 
character  which  Mr.  S.  J.  Nair  oegan.to  state  has  lost  its  force,  so  far  as 
this  House  is  concerned,  because  of  the  ruling.  So  on  any  point  which 
is  not  legally  before  the  House,  I  do  not  think  Mr.  Dhanukoti  Fillaj 
should  take  upon  himself  to  give  any  answer.  But  any  short  statement 
may  be  made  if  it  is  considered  absolutely  necessary. 

MR.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  (Conservatoi  >J  Forests):  But  at  the 
same  time  if  any  impression  h*s  been  created  by  Mr.  S.  J.  Nair’s

J.  NAiS  (Nedtini'ingai) :  May  I  know -whether  Mr.  Dhanu¬ 
koti  Pillai  is  speaking  in  iris  individual  capacity  or  on  behalf  of 
Government '/  I  want  a  definite  ruling  from  the  Chair  on  the  subject. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  When  a  ruling  is  asked  for,  it  means  a 
definite  ruliDg ;  and  if  Mr.  S.  J.  Nair  is  prepared  to  withdraw  the  word 
“definite  ”,  I  am  prepared  to  give  a  ruling. 

IWR.  S.  J,  NA!R  (Neduomigail) :  I  am  prepared  to  withdraw  that 
word 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  My  ruling  is  that  Mr.  Dhanukoti .  Pillai  sits 
here  in  this  House  as  an  official  member  as  the  Conservator  of  Forests 
and  he  is  here  on  behalf  of  Government.  If  the  Conservator  of 
Forests  knows  facts  about  Mr.  Dhanukoti  Pillai  in  the  matter  of  this 
case,  that  may  have  to  be  placed  before  the  House.  But  this  is  not  the 
opportunity  to  answer  a  personal  accusation  of  one  member  made  against 
the  person  of  the  Conservator  of  Forests. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  1) :  In  so  far  as  some  state- 
merits  have  been  made  against  a  particular  member  and  in  so  far  as 
that  finds  a  place  in  the  records  and  also  because  that  must  have  pro¬ 
duced  some  impression  in  the  minds  of  the  members,  may  I  know 
whether  it  is  not  fair  and  just  that  the  Conservator  oE  Forests  who 
happens  to  be  Mr.  Dhmukoti  Pillai  may  be  allowed  to  explain  the 
position  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  find  that  there  is  a  general  desire  on  the 
part  of  the  members  of  this  House  to  enable  Mr.  Dhanukoti  Pillai,  to 
make  a  statement..  Such  being  the  case  I  shall  permit  him.  But  this 
shall ‘not  be  taken  as  a  precedent.  Elaborate  discussion  on  personal 
matters  cannot  be  allowed 

MR.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  (Consereator  of  Forests)  :  I  am  not 
removing  any  manure  from  the  Reserved  Forests. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad)  :  I  question  it. 

MR.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  (Conservator  of  Forests) :  I  want  to 
make  only  a  personal  explanation.  I  keep  a  number  of  cattle  and  it  is 
the  cattle. manure  that  I  am  using.  I  have  also  planted  a  number  of 
Iconnai  trees  on  a  large  scale  and  they  are  now  coming  up  splendidly  and 
it  is  from  these  and  other  trees  standing  within  the  Estate  that  green 
manure  is  collected, 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR.  (Nedumangad)  :  I  question  that. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  .  The  word  “  question”  in  this  connection  is 
not  quite  parliamentary. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedmn-mgad) :  Sir,  in  the  reported  proceedings  of 
the  various  parliaments  of  the  world,  ne  find  such  expressions  as 
‘  question  ’  and  ‘  shame  ’  used. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  Mr.  S.  J.  Nair  lias  no  right  to  make  any 
commentary  on  that.  I  may  say,  for  Mr.  S  J.  Nair’s  information,  that 
the  word  “shame”  has  been  pronounced  to  be  unparliamentary  by  com¬ 
petent  bodies  and  also  the  word  ‘question’.  I  havejooked  up 
authorities  and  I  made  a  definite  statement. 

Does  the  member  press  the  motion  ? 
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Mr.  S.  J.  W AIR  ( Nedummgad ):  My  only  request  is  that  the 
Government  must  be  pleased  to  look  into  the  question  of  the  poor 
agriculturists.  It  is  conceded  by  the  official  member  that  there  are 
persons  who  hold  thousands  and  thousands  of  acres  of  paddy  fields 
within  the  forest  area  ,  but  they  do  not  hold  any  land  surrounding  those 
paddy  fields  and  it  is  practically  difficult  for  them  to  collect  any  manure 
and  cultivate  their  fields.  So  in  'the  matter  of  the  development  of 
paddy  cultivation  by  these  poor  agriculturists,  Government  must  take 
necessary  steps  to  see  that  they  are  enabled  to  get  sufficient  green 
manure.  With  those  words,  I  beg  leave  to  withdraw  the  motion.

MR.  P0TTAY1L  S.  KRISHNA  PANICKAR  ( Shertala ■  II)  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  order.  The  metion  is  to  oruit  Its.  5  out  of  Es.  2,300  for 
travelling  allowances;  and  the  object  of  the  motion  as  stated  is  to  be  to 
discuss  about  the  abolition  of  the  Quilon  Forest  Division.  Is  it  in  order  ? 

Mr.K.  P.  KRISHNA  MENON  (Parur) :  Only  by  travelling  the  Con¬ 
servator  can  see  whether  the  existence  of  the  Quilon  Forest  Division  is 
necessary.

MR.  POTTAYIL  S.  KRISHNA  PANICKAR  0 Shcrtada,  II) :  If  that  is 

so— 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  Thei#  is  no  question  cf  if  and  so.  I  rule 
that  the  motion  is  in  order. 

Mr.  K.  P.  KRISHNA  MENON  (Parur)  :  The  object  of  my  motion  is 
to  suggest  the  abolition  of  the  Quilon  Forest  Division  and  the  amalga¬ 
mation  of  it  with  the  Shencotta  Division  which  could  be  effected  without 
any  loss  of  efficiency.  There  is  the  Eailway  and  there  are  other  faci¬ 
lities  of  communication  between  Quilon  and  Shencotta,  Therefore  it 
would  be  easy  for  one  officer  to  go  from  one  end  of  the  Division  to  the 
other  easily, 

Again,  Sir,  by  the  abolition  of'  the  monopoly  on  royal  trees,  the 
work  has  considerably  decreased  in  the  Quilon  Division,  and  the  revenue 
is  also  going  down  year  by  year.  The  total  area  of  the  reserve  forests 
in  the  Quilon  Division  is  roughly  155  sq.  miles  and  a  large  portion  of 
that  area  comprises  portions  of  the  reserves  of  the  Shencotta  Division 
and  the  Trivandrum  Division.  Sir,  these  portions  can  easily  be  added 
to  the  respective  Divisions  which  are  closer  to  them. 

Sir,  the  first  zone  of  the  monopoly  on  royal  trees  was  over  m  1108 
and  the  secorid  zone  is  to  be  completed  in  two  years’  time.  A  large 
YoljVUI-No.  9, 
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portion  of  the  Quilon  Division  is  on  the  western  side  of  the.M.  C.  Road 
where  the  monopoly  has  already  been  abolished  So  by  the  abolition 
of  the  Qniion  Forest  Division  what  I  would  suggest  is  that  one  of  the 
Assistant  Conservators  who  will  be  set  free  can  be  appointed  as  a  full, 
time  Utilisation  Officer  who  can  study  the  market  and  also  conduct 
sales  in  all  the  Depots  of  the  State,  so  that  we  may  get  the  maximum 
price  for  our  timber.  By  this  arrangement,  the  work  of  the  present 
Divisional  Forest  Officers  can  be  reduced  and  they  can  de.voto  their 
attention  more  for  conservation  and  improvement  of  the  forest. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelileara )  :  Isnottho  present  Con¬ 
servator  doing  that  work  ? 

MR.  K.  P.  KRISHNA  MENON  (Parnr) :  He  is  doing  the  work.  If 
he  had  gone  into  the  matter  in  detail,  he  would  have  been  able  to  find 
out  the  defects.  My  suggestion  therefore  is  that  the  Quilon  Forest 
Division  should  be  amalgamated  with  the  Shencotta  Forest  Division 
and  one  of  the  Assistant  Conservators,  who  would  be  relieved  thereby, 
should  ba  appointed  as  a  full-time  Utilisation  Officer  to  find  out  market 
and  also  to  get  better  prices  for  our  timber.  Sir,  by  the  abolition  of 
monopoly  on  royal  trees  our  revenue  is  going  down;  and  unless  more 
attention  is  bestowed  on  conservation,  I  think  our  l'Svenue  from  the 
Forest  Department  will  be  very  little  in  future.  So  I  think  this  is  the 
only  way  in  which  we  can  meet  the  future  requirements  of  our  country. 
With  these  words,  I  commend  the  motion  for  the  acceptance  of  the 
House. 

MR.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILUI  ( Conservator  of  Forests)  :  Sir,  this  is 
also  not  a  new  subject  to  come  before  the  Government.  The  Salaries 
Retrenchment  Committee,  which  was  appointed  some  time  ago,  went 
into  the  whole  question  and  they  were  satisfied  with  the  reasons  ad¬ 
vanced  by  the  department;  and  as  a  result  of  that,  they  accepted  the 
abolition  of  the  High  Range  Division  in  preference  to  the  Quilon  Divi¬ 
sion.  Sir,  the  fact  is,  it  ia  in  the  Quilon  and  Shencotta  Divisions  we 
have  intensive  working  being  carried  out  under  carefully  prepared 
working  plans.  Both  these  Divisions  yield  together  five  to  six  lakhs 
of  rupees, 

Mr.  K.  P,  KRISHNA  MENON  (Parnr)  :  May  I  know  whether  it 
was  before,  the  proposed  abolition  of  monopoly  on  royal  trees  ? 

Mr.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  (Conservator  of  Forests)  \  The  question 
of  royal,  trees  does  not  come  inhere.  The  number  of  royal  trees  removed 
in  Quilon  Division  is  vary  small.  The  revenue  derived  from  this  is 
comparatively  insignificant. 

I  have  been  saying  that  the  revenue  of  the  Quilon  and  Shencotta 
Divisions  together  comes  to  five  to  six  lakhs;  and  to  entrust  the  collec¬ 
tion  of  so  much  revenue  to  one  officer  is  a  thing  which  kas  been 
seriously  thought  of  and  it  was  found  not  advisable.  Apart  from  that, 
it. is  in  these  two  Divisons  that  we  have  the  working  plans  which  have 
been  worked  rather  intensively  and  scientifically. 

MR.  K.  P.  KRISHNA  MENON  (Parnr)  •  May  I  know  whether  sale* 
n  one  and  the  same  depot  are  conducted  by  two  Divisional  officers  ? 
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MR.  R.  DHANUKQTI  PILLAI  (Conservator  of  Forests)  t  That  is  only 
a  question  of  adjustment  to  suit  the  convenience  of  the  officers 

MR.  K.  P.  KRISHNA  MENON  (Parur)  :  Then  what  is  the  necessity 
of  two  officers  to  conduct  sales  in  one  and  the  same  place  ? 

MR.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  (.Conservator  of  Forests) ’■  It  is  not  a 
question  of  sales.  It  is  a  question  of  management. 

MR.  K.  P.  KRISHNA  MENON  ( Parur ):  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  many 
of  the  reserve  forests  are  lying  continuous  to  one  another  in  both  these 
Divisions  ? 

Mr.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  (Cons:  rva  tor  of  Forests)  :  That  is  ex¬ 
actly  the  point.  These  officers  have  to  go  about  and  carry  on  intensive 
work.  It  is  not  possible  for  one  officer  to  go  to  both  Divisions.  With 
regard  to  sales,  I  m*y  say  that  the  work  is  comparatively  light.  But 
as  a  matter  of  adjustment  any  one  of  the  officers  conducts  the  sales 
as  the  timbers  of  both  the  Divisions  go  to  the  same  Depot  and 
there  is  one  auction  for  both  Divisions.  That  is  only  a  matter  of 
adjustment.  It  does  not  lighten  their  work.  If  the  two  Divisions  are 
amalgamated,  then  the  amount  of  work  the  Divisional  Officer  will  have 
to  do  and  also  the  amount  of  revenue  for  which  he  will  be  reaponsibie 
will  bo  too  much  for  one  man  to  manage.  Mr.  Menon  suggested  that, 
on  account  of  facilities  of  Railway  communication  and  all  that,  both 
the  Divisions  should  be  amalgamated.  It  is  a  matter  whether  such  an 
extensive  area  can  be  brought  under  one  Division.  The  old  Quilon 
Division  was  bifurcated  on  account  of  the  intensive  work  to  be  carried 
on  in  the  two  Divisions. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMQDARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ) :  What  is  the  working 
plan  that  the  member  referred  to  ? 

MR.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  ( Ocnservator  of  Forests) :  I  will  explain. 
The  whole  Forest  area  is  divided  into  so  many  coupes  and  one  coupe  is 
taken  up  for  exploitation  every  year.  Contracts  are  given  for  the  ex¬ 
traction  of  timber  from  sueh  coupes  and  the  Divisional  Officer  has  to  go 
and  see  whether  the  method  of  felling  of  the  trees,  the  conversion  of  tim¬ 
bers  and  other  matters  are  carried  on  properly. 

,  KRISHNA  MENON  (Parur)  :  May  I  know  whether  any

MR  K.  P.  KRISHNA  MENON  Parur) :  May  I  know  whether  by  the 
appointment  of  a  special  Utilisation  Officer,  the  work  of  the  Divisional 
Officers  cannot  be  reduced  and  they  may  be  asked  to  do  better  super- 

V1S1°MR  R  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  (Conservator  of  Forests) :  During  the 
time  of  Conservator  Mr.  Suhramonia  Aiyar  there  was  a  proposa  to 
have  a  separate  officer  for  selling  timber.  But  tlm  qne «  «m  was  con- 
sidered  whether  one  officer  going  from  one  end  of  the  btatc  to  the  uhu 
will  be  able  to  do  the  work  satisfactorily.  There  was  so  much  o.  opposi¬ 
tion- to  this  proposal  and  the  matter  was  dropped. 
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If  the  two  Divisions  are  amalgamated  and  one  Divisional  Officer  is 
appointed  for  the  two  Divisions  together,  the  work  will  be  too  much  for 
him-  So  I  oppose  the  motion. 

Ms.  K.  P.  KRISHNA  IWENON  (Vurur)  :  I  do  not  press  the  motion.

MR.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (TodujmzJyi  cum  Dcoioolam ):  I  Wuve 
that  the  Allotment  of  lis.  2, SO')  for  (ravelling  allowance  be  reduced  by 
Be.  1. 

Tho  object  of  the  motion  is  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  Govern¬ 
ment  the.  necessity  of  throwing  open  larger  areas  in  the  Kanui  Elam 
tract  for  cardamom  cultivation 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Is  it  not  a  question  of  policy  ?  Unless  the 
member’s  suggestion  is  that,  if  the  Conservator  and  others  went  into  the 
forest,  the  necessity  would  not  have  arisen. 

PAR.  K.  A,  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Todupwha  cum  Deincjlum)  :  My 
point  is  that,  if  the  Conservator  had  made  sufficient  travels  lie  would 
have  understood  the  necessity  for  giving  out  larger  areas  for  cardamom 
cultivation.  The  present  practice  is  to  give  only  such  lands  as  have 
once  been  leased  out  and  where  cardamoms  are  ...ill  growing.  Sir,  the 
total  area  of  this  Kanui  Elam  tract  is  about  23,000  acres.  This  area  is 
not  fit  for  any  crop  except  cardamom.  Some  years  ago,  portions  of  this 
tract  had  been  leased  out  on  Kuthak%pattom.  Under  that  lease,  it  was 
open  to  the  lessee  to  surrender  the  land  whenever  he  chose.  Originally, 
the  rent  was  Rs.  2  per  acre.  Lately,  it  was  raised  to  Its.  4  per  acre, 
and  the  period  of  the  lease  was  fixed  as  20  years. 

In  olden  days,  Sir,  very  few  people  took  to  cardamom  cultivation, 
so  that  the  area  that  was  actually  planted  with  cardamom  was  not 
much. '  Now  that  paddy,  cocoanut  and  pepper  have  ceased  to  be  pro¬ 
fitable  crops,  our  people  are  anxious  to  try  cardamom.  The  Conser¬ 
vator  may  argue  that  Government  propose  to  register  away  about 
30,000  acres  near  Pallivasal  for  cardamom  cultivation.  Sir,  there  is 
great  difference  between  those  lands  and  the  lands  comprised  in  the 
Kanni  Elam  tract.  The  Pallivasal  land  is  to  be  assigned  by  the  Land 
Revenue  Department  and  we  will  have  to  pay  taravila  of  about  Ks.  60 
per  acre,  whereas  the  Kanni  Elam  tract  can  never  be  assigned  away 
on  payment  of  laraoaiU.  It  can  only  be  leased  out.  This  tract  is 
mostly  within  the  taluk  of  l'odupuzha;  and  the  people  of  Todupuzha, 
Meenaeliil  and  Itottayam  would  prefer  to  have  this  load.  It  will  be 
very  (liliieult  for  the  people  of  these  parts  to  go  to  Pallivasal  or  Devi- 
eolam  ior  cultivating  cardamom,  -  * 
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Further,  the  cardamom  produced  in  the  Kanni  Elam  tract  is  en¬ 
tirely  different  from  that  produced  in  large  quantities  in  Pallivasal  and 
Devicolam.  The  Kanni  Elam  cardamom  is  peculiar  to  Travancore 
and  is  not  available  anywhere  else,  whereas  the  other  is  Mysore 
cardamom. 

Moreover,  since  our  people  did  Dot  take  to  cardamom  cultivation  in 
olden  days,  the  industry  is  almost  entirely  in  the  hands  of  foreigners  who 
own  almost  the  whole  of  the  cardamom  area  in  Devicolam  and  Palli¬ 
vasal  side.  As  I  said,  our  people  are  now  anxious  to  take  to  cardamom 
cultivation  more  and  more.  Of  course,  it  is  not  easy  for  them  to  go  to 
Pallivasal  and  Devicolam  ;  and  they  do  not  want  to  do  it  when  enough 
land  is  available  in  the  Kanni  Elam  area.  But,  unfortunately,  when¬ 
ever  this  land  is  applied  for,  the  Conservator  summarily  rejects  the 
application  on  the  ground  that  more  land  out  of  the  Kanni  Elam  could 
not  be  thrown  open  for  cardamom  cultivation.  Sir,  one  can  under¬ 
stand  such  objection  from  the  Conservator  if  the  cultivation  of  carda¬ 
mom  is  in  any  way,  likely  to  work  against  the  conservation  of  forests. 
Sir,  shade  is  absolutely  essential  for  cardamoms,  so  that  no  cardamon: 
cultivator  can  be  expected  to  cut  down  the  trees  in  the  area. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PII.LAI  ( Trivandrum — Rural )  :  How  much  of  this 
Kanni  Elam  tract  is  now  under  cardamom  cultivation  ? 

MR.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILI-AI  ( Xodupueha  cum  Devicolam ) :  About 
1,000  or  2,500  acres- 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum— Rural) :  May  I  know  the  total 
area  available  for  cardamom  cultivation,  in  that  tract 

MR.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( L'odupuzha  cum  Devicolam )  :  There 
are  about  25,000  acres  in  all ;  the  whole  of  it  is  suitable  for  the  cultiva¬ 
tion  of  cardamom. 

As  I  said,  Sir,  this  is  the  only  land  available  for  Travancoreans  for 
cardamom  cultivation,  since  foreigners  have  almost  monopolised  tho 
cultivation  of  cardamom  in  the  other  area,  in  Pallivasal  and  Devicolam. 

It  is  not  easy  for  Travancoreans  to  get  land  there  for  this  purpose- 

I  therefore  request  the  Government  to  consider  seriously  the  ne¬ 
cessity  of  throwing  open  larger  areas  in  the  Kanni  Elam  tract  for  car¬ 
damom  cultivation. 

Mr.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  {Conservator  of  Forests) :  Sir,  cardamom 
was,  formerly,  the  monopoly  of  the  Government.  In  those  days,  Govern- 
ment  permitted  people  to  grow  it  in  the  present  High  Range  Division  | 
and  such  area  in  that  Division  as  was  brought  under  cardamom  caltiva-  . 
tion  was  known  as  Makara  Elam  Tract.  The  cultivation  of  cardamom 
was  permitted  also  in  the  lands  lying  on  the  western  side  of  the 
Periyar.  But,  on  account  of  the  {climatic  conditions  m  this  area,  the 
cardamom  used  to  get  ready  only  by  about  Kanni,  so  that  this  area 
came  to  be  known  as  the  Kanni  Elam  Tract.  The  cardamom 
grown  in  this  tract  was  smaller  in  .size,  and  the  yield  also  was  much 
poorer;  but  the  species  was  the  same  as  that  grown  m  the  High  Kange 
Division,  although  Mr-  Narayana  Pillai  seems  to  think  otherwise.  Ihe 
main  reason  for  the  difference  in  the  yield  and  m  the  size  is  the  com¬ 
paratively  low  level  of  these  lands.  These  are  only  about  2,000  feet 
above  sea  level  while  the  lands  in  the  MakaraEla m  Tract  are  about 
4,000  feet  above  sea  level. 
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MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Triandrum — Rural):  May  I  know  the  pro¬ 
portion  of  the  yield  in  this  Kanni  Elam  Tract  as  compared  with  the 
other  tract? 

MR.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  ( Conservator  of  ’Forests)  :  As  I  said, 
many  people  did  not  take  to  cardamom  cultivation  in  the  Kanni  Elam 
Tract,  so  that  the  yield  there  varied  from  5  to  25  tulams  a  year.  In 
the  Makara  Elam  Tract,  the  yield  was  several  thousand  tulams. 

Sir,  when  the  cardamom  monopoly  was  abolished  and  large 
tracts  in  the  High  Ranges  were  registered  for  cardamon  cultivation 
even  the  small  portion  of  the  .Kanni  Elam  Tract  that  was  then  being 
cultivated  with  cardamom  was  practically  abandoned.  At  that  time, 
the  Forest  Department  took  charge  of  both  the  Makara  Elam  and  the 
Kanni  Elam  .Tracts.  The  lands  in  the  Makara  Elam  Tract 
were  handed  over  to  the  Land  Revenue  Department,  the  Forest 
Depertment  having  control  over  the  trees  alone.  Over  the  Kanni 
Elam  Tract,  the  Land  Revenue  Department  had  no  sort  of  control. 
It  was  entirely  with  the  Forest  Department.  We  were  able 
to  make  some  money  by  leasing  out  the  lands  that  used  to  be 
cultivated  which  cardamom  in  the  days  of  the  monopoly.  I  am 
speaking  of  1914,  Sir.  But,  in  spite  of  the  leases,  although  the  people 
executed  the  Mutchalikas  they  never  cultivated  the  lands  nor  paid  us 
the  rent.  Our  total  revenue  from  this  area  was  very  small,  only  about 
Rs.  300  or  Rs.  400,  the  rent  being  only  Rs.  2  per  aero.  As  thejpi'ice  of 
cardamom  went  up,  people  used  to  ask  for  more  of  these  lands;  and  as 
the  price  went  down,  they  used  to  abandon  the  lands.  The  rent  was 
never  paid  regularly. 

Some  years  ago,  it  was  represented  in  the  Sri  Mulam  Popular 
Assembly  that  the  renewal  of  the  lease  every  3  years  was  a  great  hard 
■  ship  to  them.  So,  Govenmnt  ordered  that,  instead  of  short  leases  for 
3  or  4  years  at  Rs.  2  per  year,  the  parties  should  be  given  long  leases 
for  25  years  at  the  rate  of  Rs.  i  per  annum-  In  spite  of  this  arrange¬ 
ment,  the  lessees  were  not  regular  in  payment ;  on  the  other  hand, 
they  were  regular  in  defaulting.  In  every  case,  we  had  to  enter  into 
long  and  never-ending  correspondence,  We,  therefore,  revised  the 
Rules  and  insisted  on  one  year’s  rent  being  paid  in  advance.  Still,  the 
parties  never  paid  regularly.  Even  now  there  are  arrears. 

Now., there  is  a  boon  for  cardamom  cultivation :  and  Mr.  K.  A. 
Narayana  Pillai  has  come  forward  with  the  suggestion  for  throwing 
open  more  lands  in  the  Kanni  Elam  Tract  for  cardamom  cultivation. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Rural )  :  What  is  the  default 
due  to  ? 

Mr.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  (Conservator  of  Forests):  Nobody  takes 
to  this  cultivation  here  seriously. 

MR.  K.  P.  KRISHNA  MENON  ( Earur )  :  Is  there  no 'provision  in  the 
lease  deed  to  enable  the  Government  to  recover  the  rent  ? 

MR.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  (Conservator  of  Forests) !  There  is.  ,W® 
revised,  the  Rules  and  made  it  obligatory  on  the  parties  to'furnish  pro¬ 
perty  security.  Still,  we  have  not  been  able  to  enforce  the  Buies, 
since  itlqvolves  so  many  complications.  ' 
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Mb  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Tivandmm-Rural) :  What  is  the  area  under 
cardamom  cultivation  ? 

MR.  R.  DHANUK0T1  PILLAI  (Conservator  of  Forests ) :  About  1,500 
acres. 

Sir,  coming  to  the  present  motion,  we  want  this  land  to  be  maintained 
as  a  common  forest  to  regulate  the  climatic  conditions  in  the  State.  This 
region  is  the  source  of  some  of  our  important  rivers  like  thePeriyar  and 
the  Moovattupuzha  rivers.  If  the  jungle  is  cleared,  the  rain  water  may 
not  be  retained,  and  the  people  lower  down  would  be  prejudicially 
affected.  No  doubt,  the  Government  may  get  some  money  by  leasing 
out  these  lands  ;  but  that  should  not  be  our  sole  objective. 

Mr.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Todvpuzha  cum  Demcolam ) :  How 
much  of  these  25,000  acres  is  required  for  maintaining  the  present 
climatic  conditions? 

MR.  R.  DHANUK0TI  PILLAI  (Conservator  of  Forests ) :  The  opening 
up  of  any  substantial  portion  of  this  tract  is  sure  to  cause  damage  to 
the  people  lower  down. 

Mr.  K.  P.  KRISHNA  MEN0N  (Parur) :  Has  the  land  to  he  cleared 
for  cardamom  cultivation  ? 

MR.  R.  DHANUK0TI  PILLAI  ( Conservator  of  Forests ) :  The  clearing 
that  has  to  be  done  is  sure  to  affect  the  water  in  some  of  our  important 
rivers. 

Mr.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  ( Tirmlla  I):  Has  the  member  personally 
inspected  this  tract  of  land  ? 

MR.  R.  DHANUK0TI  PILLAI  (Conservator  of  Forests) :  I  have  been  in 
the  High  Range  Division  for  3  years,  ana  I  can  speak  with  some  author¬ 
ity  on  this  matter,  Sir. 

MR.  K.  P.  KRISHNA  MENON  (Parur) :  Why  is  it  that  the  Govern¬ 
ment  propose  to  allow  the  registry'of  about  50,000  acres  in  the  Santban- 
para  palcuthi  ? 

Mr.  R.  DHANUK0T1  PILLAI  (Conservator  of  Forests) :  That  was  the 
region  which  has  been  yielding  all  our  cardamom  both  before  and  after 
t'he  monopoly,  Sir.  It  has  all  along  been  under  cardamom  cultivation. 
We  have  nothing  to  gain  by  conserving  that  land. 

MR.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Todupusha  cum  Devieolam):  I 
withdraw  the  motion,  Sir. 

The  motion  was,  by  leave,  withdrawn.

PRESIDENT:  We  will  proceed  to  the  discussion  of  Demands  for 
Grants.  Forest  was  under  consideration  when  the  House  rose  last 
evening  and  Motion  No.  502  had  been  finished.

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumancjaei)  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move :

MR.  K.  P.  KRISHNA  MENON  ( Parur ) :  Sir,  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order. 
The  amount  includes  non-votable  items.  I  wish  to  know  whether  that 
can  also  be  discussed? 

PRESIDENT:  That  will  be  eliminated.  He  cannot  speak  about 
non-votable  items. 

Mr.  S.  J  NAIR  (Nedumangad)-.  The  object  of  my  motion  is  “To 
discuss  the  need  and  necessity  of  granting  ohe  registry  of  swampy  areas 
inside  the  Reserve  Forests  in  order  to  control  the  epidemic  of  malaria 
and  to  develop  paddy  cultivation  in  the  State”.  Sir,  it  is  known  to  all 
that  there  are  extensive  areas  of  swampy  lands  that  lie  idle  inside  the 
Reserve  Forests  in  Travancore.  Some  time  ago  the  Swampy  Areas  Com¬ 
mittee  was  appointed  and  they  have  recommended  the  need  for  the 
registry  of  the  swanipv  areas.  But  I  must  inform  the  Honourable 
members  of  this  House'as  well  as  the  Government  that  the  members 
of  the  Committee  were  not  given  proper  facilities  and  convenience  by 
the  Forest  Department  authorities  to  go  and  have  peisonal  inspection 
of  the.  lands  that  are  best  suited  for  registry  as  well  as  for  paddy  culti¬ 
vation.  The  officers  in  the  Forest  Department  were  very  careful  to  see 
that- these  gentlmen  .were  not  taken  to  the  interior  parts  of  the  Reserved 
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Forests  and  shown  useful  and  best  places.  They  were  not  enabled  to 
tee  those  beautiful  parts  inside  the  Beserve,  that  are  best  suited  for  the 
paddy  cultivation  It  is  known  to  all  that  there  are  vast  areas  of 
swampy  lands  inside  the  Beserve  Forests  suited  for  paddy  cultivation. 
At  thi t  stage  the  President  left  the  Hull  and  the  Deputy  President 
took  the  Chair.  So  far  as  these  lands  are  concerned,  they  are  not  at 
all  useful  for  the  lieserve  Forest.  There  is  no  tree  growth  inside 
these  swampy  areas  and  by  no  stretch  of  imagination,  the  Government 
or  the  Forest  Department  can  say  that  these  swampy  areas  must  be  re- 
sorved  for  a'l  time  to  come.  We  know  that  lauds  in  Travanoore  are 
not  sufficient  for  the  prod  notion  of  paddy  to.  meet  the  requirements  of 
the  country.  We  are  importing  a  large  quantity  of  paddy  from  outside. 
Bural  population  is  increasing  from  year  to  year.  It  is  therefore  highly 
necessary  that  we  must  find  some  means  by  which  the  people  are  pro¬ 
vided  with  food.  In  order  to  solve  the  problem  of  the  supply  of  paddy, 
it  is  necessary  that  the  swampy  areas  inside  the  forests  must  be  given 
in  registry  to  the  people  of  Travnnoore, 

The  second  point  is  that,  the  swampy  areas  are  the  source  of  breed¬ 
ing  mosquitoes  and  consequently  for  the  outbreak  of  malaria  in  the 
eastern  pakuthies  of  Kottaraka.ra,  Neyyattinkara  and  Nedumangad. 
It  is  admitted  by  the  Medical  Department  that  the  mosquito  is  the 
cause  for  the  outbreak  of  malaria.  Those  who  have  seen  the  swampy 
areas  know  as  a  matter  of  fact  that  they  are  the  breeding  places  of 
mosquitoes,  and  out:  common  sense  as  well  as  practical  experience 
very  well  teaches  us  that  it  is  due  to  swampy  areas  that  there  is 
malaria  in  the  eastern  pakuthies  of  these  taluks.  Only  in  the  eastern 
pakuthi.es  of  these  taluks  are  there  Beserve  Forests  and  swampy  areas 
lying  waste  and  only  in  places  that  lie  adjacent  to  the  Beserve  Forests, 
malaria  exists,  So,  it  is  evident  that  these  swampy  areas  are  the  breed¬ 
ing  places  of  mosquitoes  and  the  root-cause  for  malaria- 

IMS.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  RILLAI  ( Pattern amtitta )  :  May  I  know  whether 
the  recent  sudden  outbreak  of  malaria  was  due  to  the  extent  of  swampy 
areas  ? 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (hfedu  nangad) ;  It  is  not  sudden  out-break  of 
malaria.  The  people  of  the  eastern  pakuthies  of  Kott.arakara,  Nedu¬ 
mangad  and  heyyattinkara  know  as  a  matter  of  fact  that  malaria  bas 
been  prevailing  in  those  parts  from  time  immemorial.  It  is  not  a 
sudden  out-break.  The  reason  for  the  prevalence  of  this  epidemic  is 
the  presence  of  swampy  areas.  Dither  Government  will  have  to  see 
that  these  areas  are  filled  up  and  mosquito  breeding  prevented,  which 
would  cost  lakhs  and  lakhs  of  rupees  to  Government  cr  they  should  see 
that,  if  they  are  useless  for  the  purpose  of  the  Forest  Department  or 
for  conservation  of  forests,  they  are  given  to  the  people  in  registry  and 
help  the  development  of  paddy  cultivation  in  the  State, 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Quilon  1 ):  May  I  know  whether 
cultivation  of  paddy  is  an  effective  method  of  preventing  mosquito 
breeding? 
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MR.  SI  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  :  Yes,  Sir,  it  is.  I  know  personally  that 
there  are  several  swampy  areas  in  the  Nedumangad  taluk  which  were 
malarial'  16  years  ago ;  but  as  a  result  of  registry  and  cultivation  of  those 
areas  malaria  has  vanished.  So  I  can  say  positively,  that  the  cultiya-- 
tion  of  paddy  or  any  other  cultivation  would  be  an  effective  preventive 
for  the  growth  of  these  mosquitoes  and  the  out-break  of  malaria.  • 

Mr.  A:  EASWARA  PILL  A!  ( Kallculam  II)  :  May  I  know  whether  it  is 
the  expert  advice  ? 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad)-.  It  is  the  result  of  practical  experi¬ 
ence.  It  is  an  opinion  that  has  been  got  as  a  result  of  experience  and 
sturdy  common  sense,  Sir. 

PRESIDENT  ;  Mr.  S.  J.  Nair  talks  as  an  expert  on  this  subject, 

Mr,  S.  J .  NAIR  {Nedumangad)  :  So  I  submit  for  the  consideration- 
of  the  House  and  the  Government  that  swampy  areas  should'  be'giveh 
in  registry  to  the  people.  With  these  observations,  I  request  the  House 
to  accept  my  motion. 

MR.  K.  IH.  KURIAKOSE  (Muvattupuzha  II)  :  I  also  support  the 
motion.  We  all  know  that  in  recent  times  the  importation  of  foreign 
rice  has  reached  an'  abnormal  stage.  Had  it  not  been  for  the  impor¬ 
tation  of  foreign  rice,  I  do  not  know  how  the  people  of  Travancore 
would  get  on  now-a-days.  There  was  a  time  when  Travancore  was' 
self-sufficient  in  regard  to  rice  and  means  of  subsistence,  Biit  in  recent 
tithes  it'  has'become  difficult  to  live  without  importation  of  foreign  rice;

With  regard  to  the  other  portion  of  the  motion,  I  am  in  full  agreement 
with  the  mover,  Sir.  The  fact  that  we  have  to  depend  upon  other 
countries  for  our  main  food  grain  has  to  be  taken  very  serious  notice  of. 
Sir,  it  is  very  easy  to  say  that  it  is  bo  and  we  eannot  help  it.  But  I  do 
not  think  that  the  Government  have  made  a  sorious  attempt  to  investi¬ 
gate  as  to  whether  enough  paddy  for  the  consumption  of  the  people  of 
Travancoro  can  be  raised  in  this  State,  The  Economic  Depression 
Enquiry  Committee  has  pointed  out  that  once  upon  a  time  Travan- 
core  was  not  merely  self-sufficient  in  the  matter  of  its  food  grain,  but  it 
was  also  exporting  largo  quantities  of  paddy  to  outside  areas,  and  Gov¬ 
ernment  were  receiving  a  substantial  sum  by  way  of  export  duty  collected 
from  paddy.  But  it  is  stated  that,  owing  to  the  disproportionate  increase 
of  population  and  the  scanty  extensions  of  the  area  under  paddy  culti¬ 
vation,  we  have  reached  a  stage  when  we  are  not  at  all  able  to  satisfy 
our  wants  with  regard  to  food  grains  from  the  crops  raised  in  Travan- 
core.  Sir,  I  think  the  Governmant  have  not  seriously  adverted  to  this 
question  of  making  Travaneore  self-sufficient  in  the  matter  of  paddy. 
Sir,  the  importance  of  making  a  country  self-sufficient  in  the  matter  of 
food-stuffs  is  not  merely  economic.  It  is  a  matter  of  paramount  neces¬ 
sity  which  will  be  realised  when  there  is  some  such  calamity  as  war  or 
other  difficulty  which  will  make  it  impossible -for  us  to  get  our  very 
necessary  food  grains  from  other  parts  of  the  world.  That  difficulty 
was  experienced  at  the  time  of  the  Great  War  and  people  in  this  land 
know  very  well  what  it  is  to  depend  upon  other  countries  for  their  daily 
food-stuffs. 

Sir,  the  Swampy  Areas  Committee’s  Beport  has  boon  published  as 
the  reports  of  many  other  Committees  have  been  published  and  they 
are  kept  in  the  archives  of  Government  without  proper  action  being 
taken  on  that.  The  Conservator  of  Forests  seems  to  be  very  jealous 
with  regard  to  the  maintenance  of  the  area  under  the  reserved  forests. 
But,  Sir,  in  most  of  the  swampy  areas  in  the  .forest,  those  who  have 
visited  at  least  parts  of  them  must,  I  think,  be  convinced  that  no  valua¬ 
ble  timber  grows  in  these  areas  except  Thampakam  in  particular  areas. 
No  other  valuable  timber  grows  in  these  swampy  areas.  These  areas 
are  allowed  to  remain  as  waste,  No  profit  is  derived  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment  from  these  areas  while  there  are  exceptionally  good  soils  for  the 
cultivation  of  paddy,  The  reason  that  prevents  the  Conservator  from 
registering  these  areas,  to  private  individuals  is  this.  If  these  people 
are  allowed  to  cultivate,  they  will  gather  there  and  they  may  try  to  get 
into  the  adjoining  regions  of  the  reserve  forests,  fell  trees  and  make 
depredations  in  the  forest  areas.  For  that,  effective  measures  have  to 
be  taken  to  prevent  such  things.  On  the  other  hand,  I  think  it  will  in 
a  way  facilitate  the  prevention  of  such  acts  that  are  now  being  done  in 
the  forest,  because,  when  there  are  large  number  of  people.inhabiting  a 
locality  and  if  anybody  commits  a  theft  or  depredation,  there  will  be 
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others  who  will  be  jealous  and  will  complain  against  them.  The  Forest 
Department  authorities  also  will  be  more  vigilant  in  their  watch  and 
there  will  be  less  chances  of  these  irregularites  being  committed  inside 
the  forest.  Now,  Sir,  the  whole  of  the  forest  region  which  is  the 
boasted  wealth  of  Travancore  is  a  land  of  mystery  to  the  ordinary  man. 
We  do  not  know  what  store  of  wealth  is  there,  and  we  do  not  know  what 
amount  of  depredation  is  going  on  there.  We  do  not  know  the  amount  of 
timber  that  yearly  perishes  on  account  of  wild  fire,  we  do  not  know  the 
amount  of  other  products  that  are  collected  by  the  people  irregularly. 
When/we  consider  all  these  matters,  and  when  we  consider  also  the  fact 
that  it  is  a  matter  of  paramount  importance  to  make  the  State  self-suffi¬ 
cient  in  the  matter  of  food  supply,  I  think  the  motion  of  Mr.  S.  J.  Nail' 
that  a  thorough  investigation  must  be  made  into  the  available  swampy 
areas  in  the  forests  with  a  view  to  make  it  available  for  cultivation  for 
the  growing  population  of  the  State  is  very  reasonable.  With  these 
words,  I  have  great  pleasure  m  supporting  that  part  of  the  motion 
of  Mr.  Nair. 

Mr.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  [Conservator  of  Forests) :  Sir,  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  registering  swampy  areas  inside  the  forest  is  not  a  new  thing 
either  to  the  Government  or  to  this  House  or  to  the  old  Sri  Mulam  Popu¬ 
lar  Assembly.  Asja  result  of  representations  made  during  the  past  severai 
years,  Government  appointed  Committees  in  different  taluks  to  inspect 
and  to  find  out  whether  there  are  swampy  areas  of  sufficient  extent  to 
be  registered  to  people  without  interfering  with  the  forest  conservancy. 
The  Committee,  consisted  of  a  few  officers,  and  a  few  people  of  iocal 
influence  and  with  knowledge  of  the  locality.  It  was  not,  as  Mr.  S.  J 
Nair  said,  that  all  the  members  of  the  Committee  were  officers.  Or  that 
all  those  people  who  served  in  the  Committee  were  under  the  influence 
of  the  Forest  Department.  The  Committees  had  submitted  reports  to 
Government  and  Government  after  due  consideration  have  passed 
orders.  Mr-  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  was  saying  that  these  reports  are 
filed  still  in  the  archives  of  the  Secretariat.  It  is  not  so.  Proceedings 
of  the  Government  on  the  report  of  the  Taluk  Committees  have 
already  appeared  in  the  Gazette,  and  the  disafforestation  recommended 
by  the  Committee  has  already  been  taken  up.  We  are  conducting 
demarcation  and  survey  and  transferring  such  .  lands  to  the  Eevenue 
Department  and  they  are  being  registered.  According  to  the  report  of 
the  Swampy  Area  Committee,  about  2,000  acres  were  recommended  for 
disafforestation,  of  which  about  800  or  900  “  acres  are  within  the 
High  Range  Division. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nednmangad ) :  May  know  from  the  Government 
how  many  acres  of  swampy  areas  were  disafforested  in  the  Neyyattin- 
kara,  Nedumangad  and  Kottaraksra  taluks  ? 

Mr.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  ( Conservator  of  Forests) :  No  Taiuk 
Committees  were  appointed  there.  Government  were  already  aware 
that  there  were  no  extensive  swampy  areas  in  those  taluks.  In  those 
taluks  where  swampy  areas  were  available  for  registry,  Committees 
were  appointsd. 
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MR.  S.  J- NAIR  (Nclumangad)  :  May  I  know  from  the  Govern¬ 
ment  on  whose  recommendation  ..Government  appointed  Taluk  Com. 

113  Mr.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLA1  {Conservator of  Forests)  :  It  was  not  on 
anybody’s  recommendation.  Government  themselves  appointed  on 
their  own  accord  those  Committees. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Neduinangad)  :  May  I  know  from  the  Govern¬ 
ment  whether,  when  Taluk  Committees  were  appointed,  Government 
consulted  the  Conservator  of  Forests  in  which  all  taluks,  Committees 
must  be  appointed  ? 

IWr.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PiLLAl  (Conservator  -  of  Forests):  Government 
appointed  Taluk  Committees  on  the  representation  hnade  them  to  them 
in  the  old  Sri  Mulam  Popular  Assembly. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  May  .1  know  from 
the  member  who  conducted  investigation  in  these  taluks  with  regard 
to  the  existence  of  swampy  areas  ? 

Mr.  R:  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  ( Conservator  of  Forests )  :  The  Forest 
Department  was  already  aware  of  the  existence  of  the  swampy  area  in 
'those  taluks-  Ope  of  the  conditions  in  appointing  these  Committees 
was  that  swamps  of  sufficient  extent  (which  would  not  interfere 
with  the  conservancy  of  forests  should  alone  be  considered  by  the  Com- 
.mitttes  and  recommended. 

'  '  Mr:  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASaN  (Mavelikara)  :  May  I  know  whether 
the  Forest  Department  inquired  into  the  question  of  swampy  areas  ,in 
the  three  taluks  of  Nedumangad,  Neyyattinkara  and  Kottarakara  ? 

Mr .  R  -OHANUKOTl  PILLAI  (Conservator  of  Forests )  :  Yes. 

MB.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavdikara)  :  May  I  know  why 
they  did  not  investigate  with  regard  toother  taluks? 

MR.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  (Conservator  of  Forests)  :  In  the  case  qf 
other  Taluks,  the  department  was  aware  of  the  existence  of  swampy 
areas  of  sufficient  extent.  But  in  the  case  of  the  Hedumangad  and 
the  ISleyyattinkara  taluks,  the  swamps  available  were  so  small  that  ,if 
they  were  registered,  the  conservancy  of  the  foressts  would  .seriously 

Mr,  A.  S.  DAMODAAN  ASAN  (Mavdikara)  :  What  is  the  extent 
of  the  swampy  area  in  these  taluks  ? 

Mr.-R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  ( Conservator  of  Forests)  :  Here  and 
there,  there  are  small  bits  of  5,  6  or  7  acres;  that  is  all. 

With  regard  to  the  statement  that  it  is  the  swamps  inside  the 
forest  reserves  that  are  responsible  for  the  propagation  of  .malaria  in  the 
country,  I  am  very  glad,  Sir,  that  I  now  have.au  opportunity  to  e.xplaiu 
to  the'House  and  to  the  general  public  that  the  forests  .really  prevent 
the  spread  of  malaria  and  do  not. propagate  it  as  was  observed  by  some 
honourable  members.  In  faot,  Sir,  it  has  .been  tlqe  impression  tb,rough- 
out  India  that  the  forests  were  responsible  for  the  spread. of  malaria  m 
the  country.  The  Bengal  Government  thpught  it  necessary  to  appoint 
an  officer  to  go  into  the  question  and  to  investigate  bow  far  the 
fgrests  were  responsible  for  malaria.  Mr.  M.  0.  T.  Aiyangar,  who 
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was  then  employed  under  the  Tropical  School  of  Medicine  at  , Calcutta, 
was  put  on  this  work.  He  travelled  throughout  the  country  and  con¬ 
ducted  investigations  on  anopheles  both  inside  the  forests  and  outside- 
The  result  of  his  investigation  showed  that  the  mosquitoes  found  inside 
the  forests  were  completely  inocuous  and  were  not  malarial  mosquitoes. 
On  the  other  hand,  it  was  found  that,  in  the  areas  where  the  forests 
had  been  cleared,  such  ipocuous  mosquitoes  were  immediately  replaced 
by  the  malarial  mosquitoes. 

MR.  T.. KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Neyyattinlcara  II)  :  May  I  ask  whether 
the  epidemic  manifestation  of  malaria  is  so  frequent  in  the  disaf¬ 
forested  area  in  Nedumangad  ana  Neyyattinkara  as  in  the  forest 
areas'?  (Mr.  S.  J.  Nair  :  lie :/>>’  hear.) 

Mr.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PULA!  ( Conservator  of  Forests):  There  is  no 
malaria  inside  the  forest,  Sir.  It  is  only  where  natural  conditions  are 
disturbed  and  the  forest  cleared  that  the  malarial  mosquitoes  take 
the  place  of  tae  inocuous  ones  found  in  the  forests 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad ):  Are  there  human  beings  inhabi¬ 
ting  the  forests  ? 

MR.  R.  DHANUKOT!  PILLA1  (Conservator  of  Forests):  Investigations 
have  shown  that  .the  people  living  in  the  forests  are  free  from  malaria 
and  that  only  such  of  them  as  come  out  and  mingle  with  the  people 
living  in  disafforested  areas  that  get  malaria,  That  has  been  our  ex¬ 
perience  also. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Neckt  nangad)  :  Do  not  the  Kanikars  reside  in¬ 
side  the  forests  ? 

MR.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PiLLAI  (Conservator  of  Forests)  :  I  am  going  to 
explain  all  tbpi,  Sir, 

P.RESjlOgNT  :  Please  .have. some  patience,  Mr.  Hair. 

lyiR.R.  OHHNfJKOTI  PILLAI  ( Conservator  of  Forests)  :  During  the 
malaria  epidemic,  we  found  that  none  of  the  Kanis  who  confined  their 
activities, to  .the  inside  of. the  forests  actually  caught  malaria;  in  fact, 
there  was  not  a  single  case, of  death  among  them  due  to  malaria.  It  is 

qnly  siich.of  ..them  as  .came  in  contact  with  the  people  outside  that 
contracted  malaria.  . 

MR,  ,K.  : M,  .KURIA.KQ5E  .(ltmg,ttv,]miha  II):  Do  not  the  Earns 
generally  live  in  regions. i above  the  malarial  level  ? 

•MR.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  ( Conservator,  of  Forests)  :  No;  in  Kula- 
thupuzha  and  such  other  .places,  the  .forests  are  .not  abpve  malarial 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad ) :  Have; they  become  malaria  .proof? 

(Laughter).  .  .  , 

‘  PRESIDENT  :  So,  you  want  to  go  and.hve.m  the  jungle,  Mr.  Hair?

MR.  T.  KRISHNA,  PILLAI  ( S eygattinkara  II):  May  I  point  out  to 
the  Conservator  of -Forests  that,  even  among  the  experts  themselves 
there  is  serious  difference  of  opinion  with  regard  to  the  causes  and 
cure  of  malaria  ?

Mr.  R.  DHAIWKQTI  PILLAI  ( Conservator  of  forests) :  Sir,  I  was  only 
quoting  the  observations  made  in  the  report  of  Mr.  M.  0.  T,  'Aiyangar. 
when  he  was  working  under  the  Calcutta  Tropical  School  of  Medicines* 
as  a  result  of  hs  investigations  on  this  question.  This  is  what  he 

“The  investigations  recorded  in  tho  present  paper  show  net  only  that  species  of 
AimpM.iS  which  occur  iusido  jungles  in  Bengal  ip-o  harmless  to  man,  bin  that 
juug'i)  forms  a  clolinito  protootiou  against  itho  brooding  of  species  capable  of 
transmitting  malarial  iufootion.  It  would  bo  harmful,  therefore,  to  effect  any 
x  station  without  taking  proper  safeguards  by  way  of  Ano¬ 

pheles  omtrol,  as  by  the  opening  up  of  forest  land,  brooding  places  which  have 
boon  harmless  hitherto  are  rendered  favourable  for  the  breeding  of  carrior 
anopheles,  '.those  observations  point  to  a  preservation  of  all  existing  jungle 
and  to  extension  of  jungle  whouever  feasible. 

Mr.  S  J.  i'JAIR  (Nedumangad) :  May  I  point  out  to  the  member 
that  the  extract  that  he  nas  read  out  refers  only  to  jungle  and  not  to 
swampy  areas  inside  the  reserve  forests? 

MR.  R.  DHANUK9TI  PILLAI  ( Conservator  of  loresis):  Sir,  I  may 
iuform  the  member  that  the  investigation  by  Mr.  Aiyangar  was  not 
confined  to  hill  tracts  alone.  It  also  extended  to  swamps,  Sunderbands 
and  such  other  tracts,  the  like  of  which  we  also  have  here. 

I  hope  it  will  be  clear  to  the  House  that  the  forests  have  been 
wrongly  blamed  for  propagating  malaria.  Even  assuming  that 
the  forests  are  responsible  for  malaria,  the  registry  of  a  _few  acres  here 
and  few  more  acres  there  is  not  going  to  solve  tho  problem. 

I  may  submit,  in  this  connection,  Sir,  that  I  have  never  been 
against  the  registry  of  large  extents  of  land  suitable  for  paddy  culti¬ 
vation.  Even  before  the  Neriainangalam  road  was  opened,  it  was  at 
my  suggestion  that  the  Committee  was  appointed  to  investigate  the 
possibility  of  converting  the  Mannankandom  area.  The  land  was 
inspected  even  before  the  road  was  opened,  and  a  report  was  submitted 
recommending  the  registry  of  the  area  and  also  suggesting  the  opening- 
of  a  road  at  a  cost  of  about  a  lakh  of  rupees,  as  it  was  estimated  at  that 
time.  Eecently,  about  900  acres  in  the  High  Banges  are  proposed  to 
be  thrown  open  for  registry.  The  original  idea  was  that  it  might  lie 
over  till  the  opening  of  a  road.  It  was  I  that  pointed  out  that  the  area 
could  be  registered  even  before  the  opening  of  the  road  so  that  the 
problem  of  food  supply  might  be  solved  to  some  extent.  The  matter  ib 
still  under  the  consideration  of  Government,  Therefore,  Sir,  I  have 
always  been  in  favour  of  judicious  registry  of  suitable  lands  inside  the 
forests. 

With  these  words,  I  beg  to  oppose  the  motion. 

Mr.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAI  (Kalkulam  II)  :  Is  there  any  danger 
to  the  forests,  in  registering  away  all  the  available  land  within  the 
forests  ? 

Mr.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  ( Conservator  of  Forests ):  Yes;  I  hava 
already  explained  that.  It  will  be  prejuicial  to  the  conservation  of  the 

PRESIDENT  :  What  is  your  course  of  action,  Mr.  Nair,  in  the  light 
of  the  explanation  given  by  the  official  member  ? 
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IVlR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  :  Sir,  the  reply  of  the  official 
member  is  not  at  all  satisfactory.  Sir,  the  Conservator  of  Forests 
himself  has  admitted  that,  for  the  taluks  of  Nedumangad  and  Neyya- 
ttinkara  alone,  no  Committee  was  appointed  to  investigate  the  extent  of 
swampy  areas  available  within  the  reserved  forests.  I  can  assure  the 
House  that,  if  a  committee  is  appointed,  I  can  show  them  vast  areas  of 
swamps,  quite  fit  for  paddy  cultivation,  available  inside  the  forest 
reserves  in  these  taluks  also.  I  have  been  reliably  informed  by  res¬ 
pectable  gentlemen  belonging  to  my  constituency  that  plenty  of  such 
areas  are  in  existence  inside  the  forests.  I  therefore  press  the  motion 
to  a  division. 

The  motion  was  put  to  vote  and  lost.

“ That  the  allotment  of  Es.  7,756'  for  Protection  of  Games  he  omitlcd” 
Sir,  my  object  in  doing  so  is  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  file  Hono¬ 
urable  members  of  this  House  as  well  as  the  Government  the  fact  that 
this  post  is  unnecessary.  In  these  days  of  economic  depression  when 
the  State  is  hard  pressed  for  money  and  the  people  are  really  suffering,

With  these  observa¬ 
tions,  I  beg  to  move  this  motion  fob  the  acdeptance  of  this  House. 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( Iialhulam  I)  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  support  the  mo¬ 
tion.  Sir,  I  do  not  know  what  work'  the  Game  WaVdeh  has  actually 
turned  out  and  whether  it  has  resulted  in  benefit  to  the  public  or  to 
any  person  in  or  outside  the  State.  The  employment  of  the  saibe  person 
as  the  Superintendent  of  the  Museum  as  well  shows  that  the  Game 
Warden  has  not  got  sufficient  duties  to  attend  to.  It  will  be  clear 
from  the  fact  that  a  person  having  his  headquarters  at  Peermade  is 
in  charge  of  an  important  office  in  Trivandrum.  If  both' these  duties 
could  be  properly  discharged  by  the  same  individual  it  does  not  seem 
that  there  is  sufficient  wo  rk  either  for  the  Game  Warden  or  for  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Museum.  I  therefore  support  the  motion. 

MR.  A.  EASWARA  PILLAI  {Iialhulam  II):  Sir,  I  support  thfe  motion. 
It  is  not  my  concern  whether  the  individual  is'  a  retired  officer  or  not. 
Tome,  it  appears  that  there  is  absolutely  no  necessity  for  such  an 
officer  because  the  Porest  Department  can  attend  to  the  work  of  this 
office  also.  The  Eorest  Department  has  been  for  a  very  long  time  dis¬ 
charging  the  duties  of  this  office.  A  costly  office  is  quite  unnecessary 
for  this  purpose. 
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llR.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  ( Conservator  of  Forests)  :  Sir,  many  years 
ago,  .1  had  myself  reported  to  the  Government  about  the  depletion  of 
game  in  our  forests.  Travancore  was  once  famous  for  the  abundance 
of  wild  animals;  but  due  to  several  causes  the  present  condition  is  that 
the  wild  animals  have  rapidly  gone  down  in  number.  I  have  been 
looking  into  this  and  my  observation  showed  that  every  year  the  num¬ 
ber  was  decreasing. 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Pattanantitta )  :  Are  there  not  provi¬ 
sions  empowering  the  Forest  Department  to  deal  with  the  question 
effectively  1 

Mr.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  (Conservator  of  Forests) ;  Yes.  But 
there  has  been  poaching  everywhere  and  in  some  cases  and  we  had  to 
engage  vakils  and  spent  a  lot  of  money.  All  these  involved  so  much 
of  difficulties  and  protection  was  not  really  efficient. 

Mr.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (PattanamtMa)  :  Is  it  the  suggestion 
of  the  member  that  the.  officer  should  run  about  to  prevent  poaching 1 

Mr.  R,  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  ( Conservator  of  Forests) :  To  some  extent 
he  is  doing  it. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Paltanamtitta ) :  Is  it  what  a  guard  or 
a  watcher  cannot  do  ? 

Ms.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  ( Conservator  of  Fousts)  :  We  want 
somebody  responsible  to  exact  work  from  the  watchers  and  others  ap¬ 
pointed.  For  that  one  special  Officer  was  necessary. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Pattana  nHtta)  :  Are  there  not  Deputy 
Bangers,  Bangers  and  Deputy  Conservators  who  could  be  very  well 
held  responsible  for  that  ? 

Mr.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  (Conservator  of  Forests)  :  I  am  coming 
to  that.  I  had  myself  in  a  recommendation  said  that  the  question  of 
looking  after  the  game  must  be  entrusted  to  a  Game  Warden  who 
would  bs  an  independent  officer  having  complete  jurisdiction  over  the 
whole  State,  because  we  found  that  the  subordinate  officers  were  not 
so  very  enthusiastic  and  the  Division  Officers  uouldnot  attend  to  it  on 
account  of  the  multifarious  duties  they  had. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Pattanamtitta )  '•  Should  the  Game 
Warden  be  independent  of  the  Conservator  or  the  Government  ? 

MR.  R.  DHANUKODI  PILLAI  (Conservator  of  Forests)  :  He  must  be  a 
full  -time  officer  having  nothing  to  do  with  the  other  work  pertaining 
to  the  Forest  Department. 

PRESIDENT  :  Having  no  other  responsibility  except  this. 

MR.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  ( Conservator  of  Forests)  :  Yes,  Sir. 
About  this  time  the  question  of  preserving  wild  game  came  into  pro¬ 
minence  all  over  the  world.  There  were  conferences  and  India  also 
took  part  in  them.  A  meeting  was  convened  by  His  Excellency  the 

Governor  of  Madras',  and  Travancore  was  invited  to  participate  in  it. 

We  accepted  the  invitation  and  sent  one  of  our  officers  to  attend  the 
meeting.  Meanwhile  there  was  another  conference  convened  at 
Delhi  by  His  Excellency  tbs  Viceroy  and  we  were  also  invited  to  take 
part  in  it.  The  Travancore  State  had  already  obtained  some  sort  of  re’ 
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cognition  with  regal'd  to  the  abundance  of  wild  game.  Till  recently,  the 
State  of  Travancore  held  the  record  for  bison  heads.  The  other  day 
a  doctor  from  Uolombo  who  had  come  here  was  asking  me  whether  X 
knew  of  a  certain  kind  of  monkey  allied  to  the  black  monkeys.  He 
made  me  to  understand  that  he  was  under  the  impression  that  it  did 
not  exist  in  Malabar,  But  I  tcld  him  that  that  it  exists  near  Aramboly 
and  I  had  seen  seven  or  eight  of  them  together  in  a  tamarind  grove 
near  a  temple. 

Mr.  A  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum— Rural):  Is  it  the  ordinary 

black  monkey  ? 

Mr.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  ( Conservator  of  Forests)  ;  No.  It  would 
look  just  like  the  ordinary  black  monkey,  but  it  is  different.  He  was 
surprised  at  the  information.  On  his  way  back  to  Colombo,  he  went  to 
Aramboly  to  look  for  the  monkeys  but  was  told  by  the  local,  people  that 
the  monkeys  would  come  there  only  when  the  tamarind  fruits  ripen. 
Later  on  after  going  to  Colombo  he  has  stated  that  unfortunately  he 
con'd  not  come  across  the  particular  variety  though  he  went  to  Aram¬ 
boly  for  the  purpose.  He  was  told  while  there  that  the  monkeys  could 
be  seen  only  when  the  tamarind  was  ripe,  After  going  to  Colombo 
he  compared  the  notes  he  had  made  on  the  specimen  preserved  in  the 
Natural  History  Museum  in  London  and  found  that  the  specimen  pre¬ 
served  there  was  collected  from  Aramboly  a  place  in  South  Travancore 

Mr.  K  R.  ELENKATH  (Kalhdam  ) :  May  I  know  whether  the  opi¬ 
nion  of  the  Game  Warden  was  sought  for  in  the  matter  ? 

Ms.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  (Conservator  of  Forests)  :  I  could  not 
consult  the  Game  Warden  because  he  was  at  Peermade  at  that  time. 
What  I  say  is  that  Travancore  had  already  made  a  name  for  the  wild 
animals  found  here. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Rural):  What  is  the  object 
of  preserving  these  wild  animals  ? 

Mr.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  (Conservator  of  Forests) :  With  the  ad¬ 
vent  of  man  into  regions  where  wild  animals  were  roaming,  a  large 
number  of  them  had  been  destroyed,  some  of  them  have  become  ex¬ 
tinct  and  some  of  them  are  on  the  verge  of  becoming  extinct.  Bor 
instance,  the  rhinoceros,  which  was  once  found  in  some  of  the  forests 
in  India,  has  .'almost  .disappeared.  There  are  Only  eight  or  nine  lions 
now  in  the  whole  of  India,  Likewise  several  animals  have  disappeared 
not  only  here  but  throughout  the  world  The  modern  idea  is  that  all 
wild  animals  also  should  be  protected  and  preserved. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (T  noandrwn — Bur  at)  \  Is  it  for  the  study  of 
science  or  for  other  purpose  '? 

Mil.  R  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  (Conservator  of  Forests)  '  Apart  from 
the  study  of  these  animals,  it  is  believed  that  the  animals  who  are  also 
created  by  God  have  as  much  right  to  be  in  the  world  as  man. (Laughter) 
Unless  rational  man  went  to  their  help,  naturally  they  will  be  killed 
and  destroyed. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Burul)  :  Is  that  right  recognised 
when  it  comes  into  conflict  with  the  right  of  man? 
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Mr.  R,  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  (Conservator  of  E'orests) ;  The  idea  is 
that,  without  infringing  the  right  of  man,  the  animals  should  be  pre¬ 
served. 

Mb.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  ;*  Is  it  only  vrild  animals 
that  should  be  protected  like  that  ? 

MR.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  ( Conservator  of  Forests ):  They  alone 
are  in  need  of  protection.  Domesticated  animals  do  not  require  pro¬ 
tection  by  the  State.  It  was  on  an  acceptance  of  this  universal,  hu¬ 
manitarian  principle  that  the  Government  of  Travancore  fell  in 
appointing  a  full-time  officer  to  look’after  the  wild  animals  in  the  State. 

RAO  SAHIB  S.  PaRAMESVARA  AlYAR  (Nominated) :  Is  this 
officer  a  specialist  in  zoology  ? 

MR.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  ( Conservator  of  Forests):  Tt  is  not 
necessary  that  he  should  be  a  specialist  in  zoology.  He  must  be  a  hu¬ 
manitarian  first.  He  must  also  be  in  a  position  to  know  something  of 
animal  life,  something;  of  the  conditions  in  which  the  animals  live. 

Mr,  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Maoelikara)  :  Is  he  a  vegetarian  ? 

MR.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  (Conservator  of  Forests)  :  Sir,  a  huma¬ 
nitarian  need  not  always  be  a  vegetarian  though  there  is  a  sort  of 
fallacious  belief  that  a  vegetarian  only  can  be  a  humanitarian. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  •  (Quilon  I)  ;  Will  he  not  be  at  liberty 
to  destroy  game  ? 

MR.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  (Conservator  of  Forests):  Sir,  a  shikari 
is  a  better  protector  of  wild  animals  than  anybody  else.  He  does  not 
shoot  indiscriminately  all  animals.  He  wants  his  trophy  to  be  a  good 
trophy  and  so  he  goes  about  picking  animals  which  could  be  shot 
without  injury  to  the  rest.  A  keen  shikari  would  never  shoot  a  covr 
elephant  or  any  female  or  immature  animal. 

Mr.  Robinson  at  that  time  had  just  retired  and  I  had  myself  made 
a  recommendation  that,  his  services  might  be  availed  of.  He 
had  spent  the  best  part  of  his  life  here  during  which  he  has  been 
seeing  eye  to  eye  with  the  Purest  Department.  He  was  a  shikari 
himself  and  had  a  good  knowledge  of  the  forest  of  the  state.  The  idea 
was  that  he  should  train  up  the  young  men  who  were  in  the  department 
so  thati  when  the  time  came,  they  might  replace  him.  Government  there¬ 
upon  appointed  him  Game  Warden  for  a  period  of  one  year.  Later  on 
it  was  found  that  the  period  was  too  short  for  a  continuity  of  action  and 
so  it  was  extended  to  three  years. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Necl'imo,ngad ):  Sir,  the  reply  of  the  offi¬ 
cial  member  is  not  at  all  satisfactory  and  therefore  I  press  my  motion. 

The  motion  was  put  to  the  vote. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  think  the  motion  is  lost. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chirayinkil  I) ;  I  demand  a  poll.

Mr,  K.  P.  KRISHNA  MENON  (Pamr):  Sir,  I  move  the  following 
m°h°To  'reduce  the  allotment  of  B  s.  S,U4  for  Ascu  treatment  of  timber  by 

Mv  object  in  moving  this  motion  is  to  point  out  that  no  details  are 
given  in  the  budget  as  to  how  the  money  is  proposed  to  be  spent. 
Again  Ascu  treatment  is  experimented  on  teak  timber  which  is  very 
valuable  and  more  durable  and  they  could  be  used  for  more  than  16 
years  without  any  treatment.  My  view  is  that  such  treatment  must 
be  tried  on  inferior  kinds  of  timber  such  as  Yenteak,  etc.,  so  that  they 
find  a  better  market  and  not  on  teak.  With  this  observation,  I  move 
the  motion.  The  details  of  the  allotment  also  should  be  explained. 

MR.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PSLLAl  (Cowvaior  of  F ores!)  :  Sir,  Ascu  treat- 
ment  of  timber  is  a  process  patented  by  Mr.  Kamesam  of  the  Dehra 
Dun  .Research  Institute.  The  process  consists  m  treating  timber 
under  pressure  with  a  solution  of  arsenic  oxide  with  copper  sulphate  and 
potassium  dichromate. 

MR  K.  P.  KRISHNA  MENON  ( Parur )  :  May  I  know  whether  such 
an  experiment  cannot  be  tried  on  inferior  kinds  of  timber  ? 

MR.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  (Conservator  oj  Forests) :  I  am  coming 

t0  When  timber  is  impregnated  in  this  manner,  it  becomes  immune 
to  the  attacks  of  insects  and  fungus.  We  purchased  the  patent  from 
Mr  Kamesam  because  we  found  that,  for  the  Palh vasal  Hydro-Electric 
Project,  we  would  be  requiring  a  large  quantity  ox  poles  exposed  to 
weather  conditions.  If  the  poles  were  treated  by  Ascu  method,  their 
life  would  be  prolonged.  If  an  untreated  timber  will  last  for  ten  years, 
the  treated  timber  will  last  for  twenty  years.  In  this  way  we  calc i- 
dated  that,  if  treated  timber  was  used  for  the  Palhvasal  Project,  we 
would  be  gainers  to  the  extent  of  Rs.  5  lakhs. 

MR,  K.  P.  KRISHNA  MENON  (Parur)  ■  Why  not  you  experiment  on 
inferior  timber  ? 

MR.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  (Conservator  oj  Forests) :  That  will  be 
d°ne  We^i-e  paying  Rs.  26  for  an  electric  steel  post.  If  we  treat  our 

i«  f  -  s-yes.  loz 
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■that  Department.  As  an  experiment,  the  Department  is  using  untreat¬ 
ed  posts  for  a  short  length  from  Alwaye  to  Kothainingalam.  So  far 
we  hare  treated  about  900  posts  for  the  line  from  Pallom  to  Alleppey. 
The  treatment  of  double  poles  has  just  been  taken  up.  Our  idea  is  to 
confine  the  treatment  at  present  to  the  requirements  of  the  Electric 
Department.  We  had  so  many  enquiries  from  private  persons  whether 
we  oouhl  undertake  that  treatment  of  their  timber.  At  present  we  are 
busy.  We  cannot  undertake  all  l hat  work.  The  object  at  present  is 
to  treat  only  tenk  for  the  use  of  the  Electric  Department.  After  the 
requirements  of  the  Department  have  been  supplied,  wo  will  try  the 
treatment  on  inferior  timber. 

MR,  K.  P.  KRISHNA  MENON  (Parur)  :  I  do  not  press  the  motion,

MR.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Neyyattinkara  II)  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move 
the  following  motion ;

My  object  in  making  this  motion  is  to  recommend  to  Government 
that  the  Service  Stamps  in  the  State  can  with  advantage  be  done  away 
with,  I  confess,  at  the  outset  that,  I  am  not  aware  of  the  facts  which 
necessitated  Government  to  introduce  these  stamps  iu  the  State.  But 
whatever  may  be  the  reasons,  I  hold  the  view  that  at  present  there  is 
no  necassity  for  retaining  these  service  stamps.  I  think  one  reason  for 
its  introduction  might  have  been  that  this  would  minimise  the  cliauces 
of  committing  fraud,  on  Government  communications,  by  the  public. 
If  that  be  the  reason,  I  ask  the  Financial  Secretary  to  enlighten  me 
whether  any  malpractices  were  committed  by  the  public  on  Govern¬ 
ment  communications  when  franking  system  was  in  force,  and  whether 
Government  have  attempted  any  other  system  instead,  and  found  it  un¬ 
workable.  Another  reason,  Sir,  appears  to  be  to  give  credit  to  the 
Anchal  Department  fur  cmying  Government  parcels  and  letters.  If 
that  be  the  reason,  I  may  say  that-there  are  ever  so  many  other  depart¬ 
ments  in  the  State  for  which  payment  is  not  being  made. 

Mr.  N.  ABDUR  RAHIMAN  SAHIB  (Nominated)  :  Is  not  the  Anchal 
Department  a- commercial  Department  ? 
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Ms.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Neyyattinkara  II)  :  Yes,  to  some  extent. 
But  similarly  there  is  the  Government  Press  which  has  also  metamor¬ 
phosed  to  a  commercial  Department  on  account  of  the  new  policy 
adopted  by  Government  recently.  The  real  reason  appears  to  be  that 
this  would  afford  a  means  of  inflatting  the  revenue  of  the  Anchal 
Department.  Government  could  adopt  some  other  method,  such  as 
stamping  the  communications  wiih  rubber  stamps  or  steal  stamps  in 
which  case  the  cost  will  not  be  so  prohibitive. 

MR.  N.  ABDUR  R AMMAN  SAHIB  ( Nominated )  Is  there  not  scope  for 

malpractices  even  now  ? 

Mr.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (.V  yyutiinkara  II) :  Yes,  Sir,  There  is 
considerable  scope  under  the  present  system  itself.  For  instance,  the 
Administration  Keport  of  the  Police  Department  for  the  last  few  years 
shows  Travancore  is  far  in  the  ascendant  in  one  respect  at  least,  viz., 
in  counterfeiting  currency  notes  and  uttering  false  coins.  In  these  we 
have  almost  attained  the  hall-mark  of  perfection.  And  what  does  this 
connote  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  The  Hons*  wiil  now  rise  and  meet  again  at  2 
O’  clock. 

The  House  adjourned  for  lunch  at  1  p.  at.,  and  reassembled  after 
lunch  at  2  P.  M.,  the  Deputy  President  presiding, 

Mr.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Keyyattinkara  II)  :  Sir,  I  scanned  in 
vain  the  pages  of  the  Administration  Report  to  put  my  finger  on  the 
actual  amount  that  was  spent  by  Government  for  printing  the  service 
stamps,  and  I  hope  the  Financial  Secretary  will  enlighten  me  on  that 
point.  I  may  also  inform  the  House  that,  in  the  Mysore  State,  this 
system  is  not  being  followed  and  the  franking  of  Government  com¬ 
munications  which  were  in  vogue  here  during  past  years  is  in  vogue. 
Anti-waste  and  retrenchment  is  the  cry  of  the  day.  As  there  are  other 
systems  to  be  adopted  without  suffering  such  driblets  of  departmental 
waste,  I  urge  that  these  service  stamps  may  with  advantage ’be  given  up. 
I  think  this  service  stamp  system  is  simply  introduced  to  bloat  up  the 
revenue  of  the  Anchal  Department.  With  these  words,  I  commend 
my  motion  for  the  acceptance  of  the  House. 

MR.  V.  RAMAKRISHNA  PANICKAR  ( Karlikapalli  ID  :  I  rise  to  support 
the  motion.  In  Government  Offices  the  despatching  clerk  franks  the 
communications  of  Government.  So  far  as  this  House  is  concerned, 
the  service  stamps  are  not  being  used,  but  the  Members  send  the  com¬ 
munications  ‘bearing’.  There  is  no  advantage  for  the  members  of  Gov¬ 
ernment  by  the  use  of  these  stamps. 

I  would  suggest  one  point  in  this  connection.  Arrangements 
should  be  made  for  the  manufacture  of  stamps  in  such  a  way  as  to 
have  the  bust  of  His  Highness  the  Maha  Baja  in  the  prominent 
position  of  the  stamp.  This  is  successfully  adopted  in  the  case  of 
British  stamps  where  the  bust  of  His  Majesty  the  King  Emperor  is 
affixed  prqperly.  It  will  infuse  into  our  minds  the  extent  of  devotion 
and  loyalty  to  the  Throne.  In  the  same  maimer  our  stamps  should 
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also  have  the  symbol  of  the  Throne  affixed  to  it  so  that  loyalty  and 
devotion  may  be  cherished  in  the  minds  of  every  one  of  us  in  Travan- 
cove.  It  is  only  just  and  expedient  that  this  arrangement  should  be 
effected  at  once.  With  these  words,  I  support  the  motion. 

RAO  BAHADUR  A.  RENGASWAM1  MAR  (Fimoial  Eeorctary  to  Gov- 
eminent)  :  Sir,  the  proposal  of  the  honourable  mover  of  the  motion,  if 
adopted,  is  likely  to  result  in  greater  opportunity  for  the  misuse  of 
stamps  and  for  escaping  the  ordinary  Anehal  revenue,  As  a  conse¬ 
quence,  there  will  be  loss  of  ordinary  revenue.  The  use  of  Anehal 
service  stamps  is  strictly  confined  to  the  Government  Offices.  The 
clerks  keep  these  stamps.  An  account  is  kept  in  the  offices  for  the  use 
of  the  stamps  and  it  is  checked. 

MR.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Neyyattinl-ara.  II):  May  I  know  how 
this  will  lead  to  loss  of  revenue  ? 

RAO  BAHADUR  A.  RENGASWAMI  A1YAR  (Financial  Secretary  to  Gov. 
eminent)  :  It  will  be  difficult  for.  the  Anehal  staff  to  check  a  particular 
communication  and  see  whether  it  requires  a  service  stamp  or  therwise. 
He  will  have  to  accept  the  franking  on  the  cover  by  the  clerk.  Nobody 
else  can  use  service  stamps,  neither  the  officials  nor  their  dependents. 
If  the  stamp  is  not  marked  ‘  service  it  is  likely  to  he  abused.  A  safe¬ 
guard  is  provided  by  affixing  service  stamps. 

Mr.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  Qiei,yaitinkara  II):  What  was  the  prac¬ 
tice  in  Travancore  before  the  introduction  of  service  stamps  ? 

RAO  BAHADUR  A.  RENGASWAMI  AIYAR  (Financial  Secretary  to  Gov¬ 
ernment):  Probably,  about  40  years  ago,  I  understand  that  the  system 
of  service  stamps  was  not  in  use. 

Mr.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Neyyattinlara  II)  :  May  I  know  the  rea- 
som  that  necessitated  the  introduction  of  this  system  ? 

RAO  BAHADUR  A.  RENGASWAMI  AIYAR  ( Financial  Secretary  to  Govern - 
merit):  Just  to  prevent  leakage  of  revenue,  this  safe-guard  must  have 
been  devised.  The  same  safe-guard  is  provided  in  British  India  also. 
So  far  as  I  remember,  for  about  50  to  60  years,  ever  since,  the  service 
stamps  are  in  use  ;  the  main  reason  is  to  prevent  leakage  of  revenue 
and  also  the  misuse  of  stamps  by  the  departmental  officials  aud  their 
peons.  The  ordinary  Anehal  staff  will  have  no  means  to  check  whether 
the  communication  is  private  or  a  ‘  service  bearing  ’  one. 

Mr.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Neyyattinkara  II) :  What  does  the  mem¬ 
ber  say  about  the  system  in  Mysore  ? 

RAO  BAHADUR  A.  RENGASWAMI  AIYAR  ( Financial  Secretary  to  Gov - 
ernment)  :  There  is  no  Anehal  Department  in  Mysore,  so  far  as  1 
know.  They  work  on  the  British  Postal  system.  Therefore  it  was  not 
considered  necessary  to  introduce  this  system. 

There  is  also  another  reason.  The  Anehal  Department  is  a  quasi- 
conunercial  department.  A  separate  account  is  kept  lor  the  cost  of 
service  stamps  and  also  other  Anehal  stamps.  The  cost  of  the  ordinary 
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Anehal  stamps  is  determined  with  reference  to  the  financial  results  of 
the  working  of  that  department. 

Mr.  V.  RAMAKRISHNA  PANICKAR  ( Eartikapalli  II):  May  I  know 
whether  by  this  practice  there  is  actual  gain  for  Government  ? 

RAO  BAHADUR  A.  RENGASWAMI  AIYAR  {Financial Secretary  to  Govern- 
merit)  :  There  is  some  slight  gain  no  doubt.  Here  we  do  not  keep 
any  complete  commercial  account  as  in  British  India.  The  receipts 
are  more  than  the  expenditure  and  the  idea  is  to  give  a  cheap  Anehal 
service  to  the  citizens  of  the  State,  For  that,  it  is  treated  as  a  quasi- 
commercial  department-  We  have  to  keep  an  account  of  the  receipts 
and  expenditure  and  then  compare  whether  any  increase  in  Anehal 
rates  is  called  for. 

MR.  K.  P.  KRISHNA  MENON  ( Parur ):  What  does  the  member  say 
about  the  Press  Department  ?  Is  it  not  like  the  Anehal  ?  Are  there 
not  private  works  ? 

RAO  BAHADUR  A.  RENGASWAMI  AIYAR  {Financial  Secretary  to  Govern, 
merit) :  Tne  Government  have  merely  to  control  the  expenditure 
in  the  Press.  There  is  a  sort  of  costing  account  system  just  as  in 
British  India  in  which  the  cost  of  private  work  turned  out  in  the  Press 
is  calculated,  to  control  the  expenditure  on  compositors  and  check  their 
out-turn  for  auxiliary  purposes  ;  the  value  of  the  works  done  by  the 
Press  is  not  charged  to  the  respective  budgets.  That  is  the  difference 
between  the  Press  and  the  Anehal  Department.  We  have  to  deter¬ 
mine  the  rate  of  Anehal  articles.  We  have  to  take  into  account  the 
work  done  by  the  Anehal  Department  for  the  Government.  For  that 
we  have  to  adopt  some  means  and  the  ordinary  method  adopted  in 
British  India  is  by  using  service  stamps.  After  all,  the  cost  of  the 
manufacture  of  Anehal  stamps  comes  to  about  Rs.  9,000.  If  you  want 
to  abolish  that  system,  there  will  be  leakage  of  revenue,  to  a  consider¬ 
able  extent,  amounting  to  more  than  the  cost  of  manufacture  of  Anehal 
stamps  itself. 

In  regard  to  the  control  of  Anehal  service  stamps,  a  provision  is 
made  in  the  budget  for  Anehal  charges  separately  in  every  department 
The  heads  of  departments  have  a  means  of  controlling  the  expenditure 
thereby  and  see  that  they  do  not  exceed  the  amount.  In  view  of  all 
these  reasons,  I  don’t  think  it  will  he  wise  to  dispense  with  the  ordinary 
Anehal  service  stamps  in  the  State. 

Mr.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Neyyattinkara  II):  I  am  not  satisfied 
with  the  answer  given  by  the  Financial  Secretary.  The  chief  objeca 
tion  that  he  said  was  that  it  will  entail  a  loss  in  revenue  and  give  - 
chance  for  the  commission  of  fraud.  My  only  answer  to  this  is  that 
even  at  present  hundreds  of  malpractices  are  being  committed  by  the 
subordinates  in  our  public  service  and  none  of  these  things  are  being 
detected. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  {Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner)  : 
So  the  member  is  in  favour  of  affording  more  temptations  for  commit¬ 
ting  fraud  ? 
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Mr.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Neyyattinlara  II)  :  Not  at  all.  It  is  re¬ 
grettable  Sir,  to  hear  from  the  official  benches  such  statements  at  this 
time  of  the  day,  when  the  Government  with  quixotic  haste  and  hurry 
sanctioned  the  reorganisation  of  the  C.  I.  D.  and  for  that  sanctioned  a 
huge  amount  without  even  consulting  this  House.  It  is  indeed  - 

RAO  SAHIB  S.  PARAMESVARA  AIYAR  ( Nominated );  Is  reference  to 
C.  I.  D.  in  order  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ;  It  is  not  quite  relevant,  oven  though  Mr. 
Krishna  Pillai  has  used  it  as  a  reason. 

MR.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Neyyattinkura  II):  Even  in  the  sister 
State  of  Mysore,  this  practice  is  not  followed;  and  the  more  franking  of 
communications  without  service  stamps  is  in  vogue  and  is  working  very 
satisfactorily.  On  these  grounds,  I  think  that  Its.  9,000  as  expenditure 
in  this  direction  is  certainly  a  wastage  of  public  revenue. 

MR.  N.  ABDUR  RAHIMAN  SAHIB  (Nominated) :  Will  not  a  more  efteo 
tive  control  by  the  departmental  head  improve  matters  ? 

Mr.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Neyyattiul-ara  II)  :  Certainly  ;  but  I  fear 
it  is  but  a  pious  wish. 

Eor  these  reasons,  I  press  the  motion. 

The  motion  was  put  to  vote  and  lost. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  The  question  is  that  a  sum  of  Ils.  67,908 
under  Demand  XI  Stamps— be  sanctioned. 

The  motion  was  put  and  carried,  and  the  grant  was  made. 

DEMAND  XII— Registration. 

Mr.  N.  K.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  ( Director  of  Registration) :  Sir,  I 
move  for  a  grant  not  exceeding  Es.  3,17,960  under  Demand  XII — 
Registration. 

Motion  Ho.  516. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  I  move 

to  reduce  the  allotment  of  Us.  6,000  for  Director  by  Us.  3,106- 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Is  it  votable  ? 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  Yes,  Sir;  because  it  is 
not  stated  that  it  is  not  votable  in  the  budget. 

IWR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Chirayinkil  II)  :  On  a  point  of  order, 
The  object  is  not  mentioned.  So,  is  the  motion  in  order  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  In  keeping  with  the  practice  adopted  in  the 
House,  the  object  should  have  been  stated. 

MR.  A.  3.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  No  Sir.  The  practice 
here  is  that,  when  token  motions  are  moved,  the  object  has  to  be  stated 
Here  I  have  asked  for  a  specific  cut.  The  object  is  very  clear. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  Mr.  Asan  can  now  proceed  with  the  motion. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  The  pay  of  the  Director 
of  Registration  is  revised  by  the  standardisation  scheme  to  Es.  250 
to  300  ;  that  is  even  if  the  Director  is  to  be  paid  the  maximum  salary 
sanctioned  under  the  Tkommen  Scheme,  only  Es.  3,600„is  necessary. 
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Now  a  provision  of  Bs.  6,000  is  made  for  the  pay  of  the  Director 
and  it  is  stated  that  the  pay  is  personal.  We  are  having  too  much 
of  this  personal  pay.  When  a  particular  officer  is  appointed  on 
a  pay  higher  than  what  is  provided  for  the  same,  it  is  the  duty 
of  the  Government  to  state  specifically  the  reasons  that  have  led 
them  to  make  that  appointment.  If  it  is  not  possible  to  get 
suitable  persons  for  holding  that  office  on  the  pay  that  has  been 
sanctioned  I  could  understand  if  a  higher  pay  is  given.  No  such  ground 
is  mentioned,  and  no  such  ground  is  evident  either  from  the  Budget 
figures  or  from  any  other  available  records.  The  present  Director  is 
one,  who,  I  am  sure,  will  not  claim,  any  special  merit  for  the  kind  ot 
work  that  he  is  now  entrusted  with. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala ) :  Is  not  he  an  expert  in  textile  ? 


Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASA W  (Mavelikara) :  Yes.  The  only  argu¬ 
ment  in  support  of  choosing  the  present  Director  is  that  another  officer 
of  the  Industries  Department  has  been  recruited  to  the  Begistration 
Department  last  year  or  year  before  last  and  so  it  might  be  necessary 
to  have  a  superior  officer  from  the  same  department  to  control  him.  I 
think,  by  this  appointment,  the  Government  has  caused  legitimate  room 
for  complaints  on  the  part  of  officers  in  the  Begistration  Department 
itself,  and  I  doubt  whether  the  present  Director  himself  will  be  thank¬ 
ful  to  Government. 


DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  That  does  not  arise. 

Ms.  A,  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  ■.  Sir,  my  point  is  that, 
when  a  particular  act  is  done,  there  should  be  some  object  bahind  it. 
The  Government  must  have  had  a  particular  object  in  doing  this  thing. 
What  I  wish  to  know  is  whether  it  is  in  the  interest  of  the  Industries 
Department  or  in  the  interest  of  the  Begistration  Department  or  in  the 
interest  of  the  present  Director  of  Begistration  or  in  the  _ interest  of 
others  in  service  whose  claims  have  been  overlooked,  that  this  appoint¬ 
ment  has  been  made.  By  this  so  much  public  money  is  wasted.  On 

these  grounds,  I  suggest  that  the  amount  of  Bs.  2,400  can  be  reduced 
■without  detriment  ehher  to  public  interest  or  to  the  efficiency  of  the 
Department  concerned. 

RAO  SAHIB  S.  PARAMESVARA  AIYAR  {.’Nominated) :  Should  not  the 
present  officer  get  so  much  pay  ? 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ) :  Now  we  are  not  con¬ 
cerned  with  the  particular  person.  We  are  concerned  with  the  expen¬ 
diture  of  public  money.  If  the  officer’s  place  is  here  and  if  the  Govern- 
ment  of  Travancore  cares  to  see— 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  An  individual  officer’s  interests  are  not  before 


the  House. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (M.a-oelilara)  :  For  preserving  the 
good  name  of  the  Travancore  Government,  1  may  also  say  that  I  believe 
that  they  will  see  that  the  officer  will  get  all  the  protection  from  the 
Travancore  Government. 
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MR.  K.M.  KURIAKOSE  (Miwattupnsha  11):  Sir,  I  also  support  the 
motion.  As  Mr.  Asan.  has  told  the  House,  it  seems  that  the  Industries 
Department  has  become  the  training  ground  for  the  Registration  De¬ 
partment.  In  the  case  of  the  previous  incident  cited  by  Mr.  Asan,  if 
my  information  is  correct,  his  original  pay  was  reduced  by  Rs.100  when 
he  ms  appointed  in  the  new  post,  as  the  District  Registrar.  The  rea¬ 
sons  advocated  for  that  reduction,  I  am  not  aware  of.  But  in  the  pre¬ 
sent  case,  no  such  reduction  has  taken  place  by  the  transfer  of  the 
Director  of  Industries  from  the  Industries  Department  to  the  itegist ra¬ 
tion  Department.  “What  necessitated  the  difference  in  treatment,  I  am 
not  in  a  position  to  see. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  point  does  not  arise.  Wo  are  now 
concerned  with  one  particular  subject. 

MR.  K.  M.  KURIAKOSE  (MuvattnpuslM  II)  :  I  pointed  it  as  an 
argument . 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  A  comparative  estimate  of  officers  is  not 
before  the  House.  We  are  concerned  with  the  total  amount  of  money. 

Mr.  K.  M.  KURIAKOSE  (tfnwttujmsha  II):  I  shall  make  my  position’ 
clearer,  Sir.  I  only  say  that  the  Government  would  be  in  a  position  to 
justify  their  action  in  case  they  reduce  the  pay  of  the;  present  Director 
of  Registration,  because  there  is  a  precedent  before  the  Government 
which  was  not  questioned.  This  sort  of  transferring  from  one  depart¬ 
ment  to  another  will  also  be  detrimental  to  the  interests  of  the  subordi¬ 
nate  officers  of  that  Department. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  In  that  view  you  arc  in  order. 

Mr,  K.  M.  KURIAKOSE  (Muvattupuzha  II):  This  sort  of  transferring 
has  also  got  the  effect  of  discouraging  the  subordinates  in  every  depart¬ 
ment.  So  what  I  point  out  to  the  Government  is  that  besides'it  necess¬ 
itates  the  expenditure  of  an  increased  amount  rather  than  the  pro¬ 
scribed  amount,  it  also  causes  heart  burning  in  the  minds  of  the  subor¬ 
dinates  of  that  department.  So  I  strongly  support  the  motion  of  Mr. 
Asan. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Chimyinkil  1)  :  Sir,  I  would  like  to  support 
the  motion  before  the  House,  In  my  view  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Pad- 
manabha  Pillai  as  Director  of  Registration  is  one  of  the  most  unwise 
if  not  foolish  acts  the  Government  of  Travancoro  has  done  in  recent 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  two  words  mean  more  or  less  the  sumo 
thing,  I  do  not  want  to  fetter  your  view. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Ghimymldl  I)  :  Yes,  but  with  a  slight 
difference,  I  must  say  that  it  is  a  double-edged  folly  that  the  Govern¬ 
ment  has  done.  Mr.  Padmanabha  Pillai  has  been  presiding  over  the 
Department  of  Industries  for  a  sufficiently  long  time.  Particularly  dur¬ 
ing  a  time  when  the  Travancore  Government  are  launching  upon  big 
industrial  schemes,  it  is  most  unwise  on  the  part  of  the  Government 
to  deprive  the  Industries  Department  of  the  services  of  an  experienced 
Director.  Certainly  the  Department  of  Industries  thas  been  made  to

suffer  on  account  of  the  transfer  of  Mr.  Padmanabha  Pillai  from  that 
Department.  To  that  extent  that  Department  has  been  affected. 

The  next  question  which,  we  have  to  consider  is  whether  he  is  a 
specialist  in  the  new  Department  to  whieh  he  !hjs  been  transferred.  I 
may  say  that  the  present  Director  has  absolutely  no  special  qualifications 
for  being  the  Director  of  Begistration.  I  believe  Mr.  Padmanabha  Pillai 
has  studied  even  the  elements  of  Begistration  only  after  going  to  that 

Then  what  about  the  pay  of  the  present  officer  ?  His  pay  is  almost 
double  the  maximum  pay  that  is  allowed  for  the  post.  Viewed  from  all 
these  aspects,  I  must  say  that  the  selection  has  been  done  in  a  most 
irresponsible  way.  On  these  grounds,  I  support  the  motion  of  Mr. 

Mr.  P.  C,  KURiYAN  (Kottayam  I) :  Sir,  I  rise  to  oppose  the  motion 
because  I  feel  that  this  motion  is  brought  under  a  misconception.  It 
has  been  the  policy  of  the  Travancore  Government  to  change  one  officer 
from  one  department  to  another  when  they  considered  it  necessary. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Ghiraijinkil  1)  :  May  I  know  whether  Mr. 
Padmanabha  Pillai  was  not  trained  in  England  on  Textile  at  Govern¬ 
ment  cost  ? 

Mr.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  (Kottayam  I)  :  I  am  told  so.  I  have  not  got 
persona]  information.  I  know  an  instance  when  a  Medical  officer  was 
made  the  Division  Peiskkar. 

Mr.  POTTAYIL  S.  KRISHNA  PANICKAR  (She, -tala  I):  May  I  know 
when  it  was  ? 

MR.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  (Kottayam  I)  :  Some  years  ago. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (ChirayinUl  I)  :  May  I  know  whether  one 
folly  committed  should  be  followed  by  another  ? 

Mr.  P.  C,  KURIYAN  ( Kottayum  I)  '■  No.  Exigencies  ’wanted  the 
officer  to  be  transferred  to  another  Department. 

MR.  POTTAYIL  S.  KRISHNA  PANICKAR  ( Shertala  I ):  May  I  know 
whether  the  present  Director  may  be  made  the  Darbar  Physician  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  question  does  not  arise. 

IWR..P.  C.  KURIYAN  ( Kottayam  I)  :  1  will  answer  that  question  if 

the  Chair  would  allow  me.  I  know  of  similar  instances.  When  the 
Director  of  Agriculture  has  become  the  Chief  Secretary,  neither  the 
Agriculture  Department  nor  the  Secretariat  suffered  by  it.  There  is 
also  the  instance  when  the  Financial  Secretary  has  become  the  Chief 
Secretary  and  then  the  Land  Bevenue  Commissioner. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  At  least  one  or  two  of  your  statements  are 
wrong. 

MR.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  (Kottayam  I)-  In  none  of  these  cases  the  public 
service  has  suffered.  In  this  case  also  Government  might  have  had 
sufficient  reasons. 
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Mr,  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  Sir,  I  rise  to  oppose  this  motion.  The  sanctioned  pay  of  the 
Director  of  Registration  i3  Rs.  250  to  300,  In  view  of  that,  Mr.  Asan 
is  right  in  saying  that  the  amount  of  Rs,  6000  provided  for  the  salary 
of  the  Director  must  be  reduced  to  Rs  3,600. 1  can  quite  understand  that. 
But  I  must  point  out  that,  strictly  speaking,  this  House  is  not  concerned 
with  the  incumbent  of  the  office.  Whoever  may  occupy  the  office,  this 
House  is  concerned  only  with  the  pay  of  the  officer. 

Mr.  A.  S.  0AM0DARAN  AS  AN  (Manclikam)  :  The  person  who  occu¬ 
pies  the  office  should  be  sufficiently  efficient,  ? 

Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Addiliomd  Head  Aiikar 
Vakil)-.  Such  criticisms  must  come  in  by  a  token  motion.  Wc  are 
not  at  that  now.  As  I  said,  Mr.  Asan  is  right  in  saying  that  the  pay 
that  is  sanctioned  “for  the  office  is  Rs.  3,600  and  not  Rs.  6,030  and 
therefore  this  particular  item  in  the  Budget  must  be  reduced,  But  I 
want  to  say  that  there  is  another  aspect  of  the  matter,  which  has  not 
yet  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  House.  That  is  this.  Government 
thought  it  expedient  to  appoint  to  this  particular  office  an  officer  who 
was  already  getting  Rs.500.  That  may  be  Seen  from  the  foot-note  given 
in  the  Budget  book  which  says  that  tlie  pay  provided  ia  personal.  That 
being  so,  the  real  question  is  whether,  in  view  of  that,  this  House  will 
sanction  the  amount:  The  question  is  not  whether  Government  acted 
rightly  in  appointing  the  particular  person  to  the  office-  That  does  not 
arise  now.  The  question  is  whether  the  House  will  so  act  as  to  hurt  this 
particular  officer  by  cutting  down  his  pay.  There  is  what  is  colled  the 
security  of  Government  services-  This  House  is  also  concerned  with 
maintaining  it. 

MR  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( FnHanamtiUa )  :  Cannot  the  House 
question  the  propriety  of  the  expediency  experienced  by  Government  ? 

Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Siikar 
Vakil):  I  am  willing  to  grant  that  this  House  may  question  it  bat  by 
appropriate  means,  namely  by  a  token  motion.  To  do  it  in  this  motion 
will  result  in  the  reduction  of  an  officer’s  pay  substantially.  That  is 
not,  I  dare  say,  what  the  House  intends.  The  motion  is  an  economy 
motion  and  not  a  token  motion  to  criticise  the  policy  of  Government. 
If  the  point  is  that  the  officer  should  not  have  been  removed  from  the 
Industries  Department,  that  should  be  raised  in  the  Demand  for  the 
Industries  Department  by  a  token  motion.  The  wisdom  or  unwisdom 
of  the  Government  action  cannot  be  raised  in  this  motion. 

MR.  A,  S.  DaMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikam )  :  Are  we  not  entitled  to 
say  that  this  amount  is  unnecessarily  spent  ? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Bead  Siikar 
Vakil):  Yes-  But  it  is  not  unnecessarily  spent  when  we  consider 
that  there  is  such  a  thing  as  security  of  service-  It  is  on  a  consider¬ 
ation  of  this  that  the  House  should  say  that  it  is  unnecessary  to  provide 
Rs.  6,000  for  salary  of  the  Director  of  Registration.  The  precise  point 
to  consider  is  whether,  on  considerations  of  the  security  that  should  be 
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guaranteed  to  every  appointment  in  the  Government  service,  this 
House  will  spend  this  additional  Es,  2,400  for  the  next  year. 

MR.  K.  KUMJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Qailon  I):  If  the  appointment  of 
the  former  Industries  Director  as  Registration  Director  is  made,  can 
that  question  not  be  considered  under  this  motion  ? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  P1LLA1  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  That  also  can  be  questioned  but  by  a  token  motion.  Now  the 
only  question  is  whether  the  House  will  be  justified  in  sanctioning  this 
additional  sum  for  the  reason  mentioned  by  me. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  am  concerned  with  this  in  two  respects. 
The  first  is  whether  the  motion  is  admissible.  On  that  point  the 
Law  Member  has  not  raised  any  objection.  He  raised  his  objection  on 
another  ground  which,  according  to  me,  is  an  objection  on  the  merits  of 
the  proposal. 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PiLLAY  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  Quite  so,  Sir.  Here  the  motion  is  an  economy  motion  and 
the  question  is  whether  the  House  will  compel  this  officer  to  go  with  a 
smaller  salary. 

MR.  K.  M.  KURIAKOSE  (Umattupuzha  II) :  Is  it  not  on  account 
of  the  person  that  the  pay  has  increased  ? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLA1  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  I  have  explained  it. 

MR.  A.  THANU  P1LLAI  ( Trivandrum — Rural)  :  Does  not  this  prin¬ 
ciple  arise  under  this  motion,  vie.,  whether  an  officer  can  be  appointed 
on  a  pay  higher  than  the  sanctioned  pay  ? 

Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) '.  That  may  arise.  But  the  House  has  to  consider  why  it  was 
so  done  before  it  comes  to  a  judgment.  That  is  what  I  am  trying  to 
point  out.  Government  considered  it  expedient  to  appoint  to  this 
place  an  officer  who  has  already  Rs.  500.  It  is  not  a  case  of  Govern¬ 
ment  appointing  a  new  man  on  Es.  500.  Therefore  the  main  question 
is  whether,  in  the  interest  of  the  security  of  service,  the  House  will 
grant  this  amount  or  not.  I  appeal  to  the  House  to  consider  this 
aspect  of  the  matter  in  coining  to  a  judgment. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelihara)  :>Is  it  because  the  Govern¬ 
ment  felt  that  Mr.  Padmanabha  Pillai  could  not  be  given  Es,  500  in 
any  other  place  that  he  has  been  appointed  as  Director  of  Registration? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  That  is  not  exactly  the  point  now.  Government  did  appoint 
this  person  to  this  place.  The  expediency  of  it  does  not  arise  under 
this  motion.  Here  is  an  economy  question.  The  question  here  is 
whether  for  the  reason  that  I  suggested  the  House  will  sanction  this 
extra  amount.  At  any  rate,  that  is  one  of  the  matters  to  be  considered, 
namely,  whether,  in  the  interest  of  security  of  thejservice,  this  House 
will  sanction  this  additional  amount  of  Es.  2,400. 

Mr.  K.  M.  KURIAKOSE  (Mueattupuzha  II)  :  May  I  know  whether 
the  Leather  Expert  who  was  getting  Es.  400  was  not  appointed  to  a 
place  on  Es.  ■600  ? 
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Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAME8VARAN  PlUAI  ( Additional  Head  FSirkar 
Vakil)  I  have,  no  concern  with  other  points.  The  point  that  I  want 
to  stress  is  that  the  real  question  is  whether,  in  the  interests  of  tire 
security  of  service,  the  House  will  sanction  the  amount  or  not. 

:  MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Vatkina^tUta)  Sir,  I  support  the 
motion,  and  in  doing  sol  wish  to  answer  the  objections  raised  by  the 
Law  Member.  The  three  points  urged  by  the  Law  Member  arc  firstly, 
that  expediency  of  the  appointment  has  not  been  questioned  or  should 
not  bo  questioned  hern  ;  secondly,  the  security  of  service  will  bo  allotted 
by  this  cut  ;  and  thirdly,  this  being  an  economy  motion  other  things  are 
out  of  consideration.  My  submission  with,  regard  to  those  points  is 
this.  In  regard  to  the  argument  that  it  is  an  economy  motion,  my 
submission  is  when  various  gradations  of  tire  sorvico  were  made  and 
salary  fixed  for  every  appointment  in  the  Govemimmfc  sorvico  the  salary 
of  the  Registration  Director  was  fixed  at  250-300,  taking  into  con¬ 
sideration  all  aspects  ;  and  it  is  clearly  admitted  by  Government  that 
they  want  for  the  place  of  the  Director  of  Registration  only  one  carry¬ 
ing  a  salary  of  Rs.  300.  It  has  not  been  made  out  by  the  Government 
why  they  thought  that  one  who  is  drawing  a  higher  salary  should  be 
appointed  to  the  place.  We  do  say  in  tire  interests  of  the  Registration 
Department  or  any  other  branch,  of  the  administration,  higher  salaried 
officers  are  not  needed.  Therefore  the  propriety  of  the  step  adopted  by  Gov¬ 
ernment  in  this  instance  can  in  my  opinion  be  questioned  by  this  House. 
In  regard  to  security  of  services  this  House  wants  to  know  whether  that 
question  is  not  left  to  the  officers  who  take  service  under  the  Govern¬ 
ment.  Therefore  security  of  service  does  not  arise  at  all  for  con¬ 
sideration-  Even  if  it  arises  .certainly  this  House  wants  them  to  know 
and  wants  the  whole  world  to  know  that  this  Government  have  acted 
most  arbitrarily  in  regard  to  the  interests  of  the  officers  entertained  by 
them.  Therefore  it  is  all  the  more  reasonable  that  this  House  should 
enter  its  emphatic  protest  against  the  way  in  which  Government  have 
acted. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  The  particular  officer's  interests  are  safe- 
guarded  by  the  Service  Regulations.  An  officer  gets  the  same  pay  unless 
there  is  some  punishment  meted  out  to  him. 

MR.  E.  V.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Pattanamtitta )  :  I  thank  the  Chair  for 
the  useful  suggestion,  Even  in  that  case  the  particular  officer’s  in¬ 
terests  do  not  suffer  in  this  particular  case. 

Thirdly,  it  is  a  very  wonderful  proposition  made  by  the  Law 
Member  that  the  expediency  of  services  should  not  be  questioned  by 
this  House.  On  the  other  hand,  we  are  here  to  see  as  suggested  by 
Mr.  Kuriyan  that  the  Darbar  Physician  is  not  appointed  as  “Professor 
of  English  in  the  Arts  College  or  Science  College.  We  are  here  to  see 
whether  the  various  individuals  appointed  in  certain  places  in  the 
service  are -able  to  carry  on  the  duties  entrusted  on  them.  Therefore 
the  House  will  be  certainly  acting  manly  if  it  carries  the  motion  and 
brings  home  to  Government  the  arbitrary  way  in  which  they  have  made 
the  appointment.  ,, 
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Mr.  8.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedunanyad ):  Sir,  I  support  the  motion.  I 
shall  be  glad  if  the  Government  accept  this  position  that  every  head  of 
a  department  after  having  put  in  four  or  five  years  of  service  in  one 
particular  department  is  sent  out  as  head  of  another  department  so  that 
all  the  heads  of  departments  may  have  an  idea,  an  intimate  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  working  of  all  the  departments  in  the  State.  If  it  was 
under  that  principle  that  the  Director  of  Industries  has  been  appointed 
or  transported  or  deputed  as  Director  of  Registration,  well.  Sir,  I  would 
not  have  opposed  the  m  .tion.  But  I  know  it  was  not  on  that  principle 
that  he  lias  been  transferred  from  the  Industries  Department  to  the  Re¬ 
gistration  Department.  As  it  stands  now,  with  all  respect  to  the  ■ 
present  Director  of  Registration,  I  would  submit  to  the  House  that  he 
is  "  a  square  man  in  a  round  hole,”  because  he  has  very  little  ex¬ 
perience  of  the  technicalities  of  the  Registration  Department. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  point  does  not  arise. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (N alwiiaiijacl)  :  I  do  not  press  that  point.  The 
Law  Member  in  opposing  the  motion  pointed  out  that  there  should  be 
security  of  service.  If  by  reducing  this  amount  the  Government  think 
that  security  of  service  would  be  affected  I  submit  that  this  officer  could 
be  appointed  on  Us.  600  as  the  Director  of  State  Guests’  Department. 
If  we  succeed  in  reducing  this  amount,  we  can  see  that  Mr.  Padmanabha 
Pillai  is  sent  out  as  the  Director  of  State  Guests’  Department.  At 
present  the  State  Guests’  Department  is  being  manned  by  an  old  lady- 
pensioned — on  an  unnecessary  high  salary. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  That  is  far-fetched.  That  argument  need 
not  be  advanced. 

MR-  S.  J.  NAIR  (N  cdummyad)  I  advance  that  argument  only  to 
show  that  there  is  security  of  service,  even  granting  that  this  House 
succeeds  in  reducing  this  amount.  With  these  words,  I  support  the 
motion. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (1'rivandmm — Rural) :  Sir,  Isuppoit  the 
motion.  In  doing  so,  I  wish  to  offer  a  few  remarks  about  the  way  in 
which  salaries  are  fixed  aud  officers  are  appointed  to  various  posts  I 
may  be  permitted  to  submit  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  that 
there  seems  to  bo  a  good  deal  of  irresponsibility  in  the  way  in  which 
salaries  of  officers  are  fixed. 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head '  8irku.r 
Vakil )  :  Does  that  general  question  of  the  irresponsible  way  in  which 
salaries  are  fixed  arise  under  this  motion? 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trioandrwn—Rural)  :  With  specific  re¬ 
ference  to  the  present  motion,  I  am  saying  this. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  think  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai  is  in  order  because 
it  may  be  his  idea  to  strengthen  his  argument  about  the  particular  in¬ 
stance  by  referring  to  what  he  considers  a  general  principle.  Within 
moderate  limits  it  may  he  allowed.

MR,  A.  THANU  PILLAI  {TriuaiuJmm . Rural)  :  Exactly  so.  In  re¬ 

gard  to  this  office,  the  House  may  remember  that,  n  little  before  the 
appointment  of  the  present  Director  on  Rs.  500,  Government  thought 
it  necessary  to  reduce  the  pay  of  this  office.  It  was  originally  Rs.  300- 
400.  They  deliberately  reduced  that  pay  to  Rs.  250-300.  And  what 
followed  that  reduction?  That  reduction  was  followed  by  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  an  officer  on  Rs.  500.  Sir,  is  there  anything  unpardonable, 
anything  out  of  place,  anything  objectionable  in  my  submission  to  the 
House  that  things  are  being  done  in  an  irresponsible  way  ?  That  is 
what  I  ask.  If  the  Government  thought  that  for  this  place  au  officer 
on  Rs.  300-100  was  not  necessary,  that  his  status  should  only  be  such 
as  to  entail  au  expenditure  of  Rs.  250-300,  what  was  there,  brought,  to 
the  notice  of  Government  a  few  months  aftor  to  appoint  an  officer  on 
Rs.  500  ?  Is  it  not  want  of  responsibility  in  the  application  of  public 
funds,  I  ask?  I  expect  the  Government  Benches  to  give  mo  a  definite, 
clear  and  convincing  answer  to  that  question. 

Now,  Sir,  I  certainly  emphasise  this  point.  When  wc  fix  a  pay 
that  should  be  fixed  with  reference  to  the  status,  experience,  qualify 
cation,  work  and  other  things  and  the  capacity  of  the  officer  to  be  put 
in  charge  of  the  office.  There  is  no  meaning  in  saying  that  already  the 
present  Director  was  drawing  Rs.  500,  Government  benches  are  bound 
to  answer  that  question.  I  take  it  that  the  Government  are  not  acting 
in  the  way  in  which  they  ought  to  have  acted.  Having  reduced  the  pay 
of  the  Registration  Director,  what  is  it  that  they  should  have  done? 
They  should  have,  appointed  an  officer  in  the  sanctioned  scale.  In  this 
case,  the  original  maximum  pay  was  Rs,  400.  Government  found  it 
necessary  to  reduce  it  and  at  the  same  timo  they  appointed  an  officer 
on  Rs.  500.  This  certainly  can  by  no  means  be  allowed  to  go  un¬ 
challenged.  As  for  that  point,  the  Law  Member  suggested  that,  out  of 
consideration  of  security  of  service,  we  should  refrain  from  pressing 
this.  Are  we  alone  concerned  with  security  of  service  ?  Have  not 
the  Government  a  duly  in  that  matter  ?  Are  they  not  con¬ 
cerned  with  security  of  service  of  their  employees  ?  Why  should  that 
security  be  granted  at  the  expense  of  all  the  considerations  of  fairness, 
principle,  and  responsibility  ?  I  think  they  ought  to  grant  security 
with  reference  to  all  these  considerations.  They  cannot  say  that,  if  this 
officer  is  to  continue  on  Rs.  500,  he  should  be  put  in  charge  of  an  office 
for  which  the  sanctioned  pay  is  only  Rs.  100  or  200.  They  ought  to 
see  that  the  officer  is  given  security  on  reasonable  conditions.  That  is 
all  that  the  House  is  capable  of  accepting  and  agreeing  to-  When  the 
Law  Member  referred  to  the  security  of  service,  I  naturally  expected 
him  to  mention  to  the  House  the  circumstances  which  necessitated  the 
transfer  of  our  former  Director  of  Industries  as  the  Director  of  Registra¬ 
tion.  In  other  words,  I  expect  the  Government  Benches  to  explain  to 
us  why  this  particular  officer  had  to  be  appointed  as  Director  of 
Registration  instead  of  an  officer  on  Rs.  250-300  as  provided  for  under 
the  Standardisation.  I  am  sorry.  Sir,  that  the  Law  Member  had  nothing 
to  say  on  this  point.  It  is  all  behind  the  screen.  Was  'die  present 
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Director  found  unfit  for  the  post  of  Director  of  Industries  ?  What  was 
the  special  reason  for  appointing  him  as  the  Director  of  Registration  in 
spite  of  his  high  pay  7  Sir,  we  cannot  certainly  agree  to  things  done  in 
a  way  that  could  not  be  given  publicity  to.  (Mr  13.  V.  Krishna  Pillai ; 
Hear,  hear.)  This  kind  of  action  on  the  part  of  the  Government,  I 
should  characterise  as  highly  irresponsible.  We  take  strong  objection 
to  that. 

With  these  words,  I  support  the  motion. 

RAO  BAHADUR  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Chief  Secretary  to  Govern¬ 
ment)  ;  Sir— 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (To  vain) ;  Louder,  please.  {Laughter.)  . 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  That  arises  only  when  the  Chief  Secretary 
actually  begins  to  speak. 

Mr.M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala):  I  saw  his  lips  moving,  Sir. 
{Continued  laughter.) 

RAO  BAHADUR  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Chief  Secretary  to  Govern- 
meat)  \  I  may  assure  my  friend  Mr.  Sivatanu  Pillai  that  he  will  hear 
me  when  I  begin  to  speak. 

Sir,  the  motion  is  to  reduce  the  allotment  for  the  Director  of  Re-' 
gistvation  by  Rs.  2,400.  I  take  it  that  Mr.  Asan  wants,  by  this  motion, 
that  the  pay  of  the  Director  of  Registration  should  bo  reduced  to 
Rs.  300.  But,  Sir,  there  is  just  one  point  which  probably  Mr.  Asan 
forgot  or  did  not  want  to  take  note  of.  The  pay  of  the  Director  of  Re¬ 
gistration,  according  to  the  Standardisation  Scheme,  is  Rs.  250-'<00. 
The  previous  Directors  of  Registration  were  also  the  Registrars  of  Joint 
Stock  Companies  and  they  were  getting  an  allowance  of  Rs.  100  a 
month.  Therefore,  in  fairness,  Mr.  Asan  should  seek  to  reduce  only 
Rs.  1,200  and  not  Rs.  2,400.  This  does  not  mean  that  I  agree  to  the 
reduction  of  Rs.  1,200.  Sir,  this  is  only  a  small  matte-. 

The  points  for  consideration  are  whether,  by  the  present  arrange¬ 
ment,  Government  have  incurred  any  additional  expenditure  and 
whether  the  work  of  the  Registration  Department  or  of  the  Industries 
Department  has  suffered.  As  regards  the  first  point,  I  may  say  that  the 
Government  have  not  had  to  incur  any  additional  expenditure.  So 
far,  there  has  been  no  additional  expenditure  taking  the  two  Depart¬ 
ments  together.  There  has  been,  if  at  all,  only  a  small  saving. 

Then,  as  regards  the  work  of  the  two  departments,  I  do  not  think 
it  has  suffered  on  account  of  the  present  arrangement. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad)  :  Will  the  work  of  any  Depart¬ 
ment  suffer  it  the  present  Director  of  Registration  is  appointed  as  the 
Director  of  State  Guests  ? 

deO  BAHADUR  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Chief  Secretary  to  Govern, 
m ent)  ■.  That  is  entirely  beside  the  point. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  have  ruled  cut  that  question  once  before 
If  Mr.  S.  J.  Nair,  persists  in  that  course,  he  will  have  to.  than4 
himself  for’that.  Please  do  not  put  that  question  again, 
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Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Ncduumugad)-.  I  bow  to  your  ruling  Sir. 
(Law  liter). 

RAO  BAHADUR  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Chief  yeeretury  in  Gurem. 
meut)  :  As  I  said,  Sir,  the  work  of  the  Kegistuitiou  Department  has 
not  suffered  by  the  appointment  of  the  present  Director.  At  any  rate, 
Government  have  not  had  so  far  any  complaint  in  that  respect  from  any 
quarter.  Nor  has  the  work  of  the  Industries  Department  suffered  in 
any  respect. 

Sir,  it  was  observed  by  some  Honourable  Members  that  Mr. 
Padmanahha  Pillai  is  an  export  in  textiles.  'Bat,  in  tho  Department  of 
Industries,  there  is  another  expert  in  textiles  ;  and  I  may  say  that  lie  is 
able  to  do  the  work  which  Mr.  Padmanablia  Pillai  did  when  lie  was  the 
Textile  export. 

MR  A.'  S.  DAMODARAN  A8AN  (Mareiikar«)  :  Has  the  working  of 
these  two  Departments  improved  by  the  present  change? 

RAO  BAHADUR  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Chief  Heerelan,  to  Cavm. 
meat)  :  It  lias  not  deteriorated,  Sir  .(Laughter.) 

MR,  K.  PABMANABHAN  (Ghinujinkil  J)  :  Am  I  to  understand 
Mr.  N.  K.  Padnmiabha  Pillai  was  not  doing  anything  when  he  was  the 
Director  of  Industries  ? 

RAO  BAHADUR  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Chiej  Sect,  i«r„  /..  t!„rem- 
mcnl) :  He  was  in  charge  ot  t.lm  administration  oi  too  joepartment. 

MR.  a.  EASWARA  PILLAI  (Kalkuhm  f()  :  Does  Urn  Registration 
Department  require  a  Textile  Expert  '? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  That  does  not  arise. 

RAO  BAHADUR  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Chief  f-'ce.reh.ru  1 1  dnvmr 
vicii't))  Tho  Registration  Department  was  in  need  of  an  ••nicer  as 
Director,  not  necessarily  a  textile  expert ;  and  Mr.  Ptulniuiiiibhn  Pillai 
was  appointed  as  Director.  He  is  doing  tho  work  satisfactorily.  At 
any  rate,  Government  have  not  received  any  complaint  about  his  work 
so  far  ;  nor  have  they  noticed  any  defect  in  the  adminisl.ral  ion  of  tho 
department. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivawlrum  -  Rural)  :  May  I  know 
what  saving  the  Government  could  have  made  if  they  had  appointed, 

as  Director  of  Registration  on  officer  an  on  Its.  26P-800,  tho  pay  sanc¬ 
tioned  for  the  post  ? 

RAO  BAHADUR  Dr,  N.  K'INJAN  PILLAI  (Chief  Secret, >ru  la  (So, -cm. 
iwnt) :  It  is  easily  calculated,  Sir.  I  think  tho  question  presupposes 
that  one  of  the  District  Registrars  would  have  been  promoted  as  tlia 
Director  of  Registration  I  do  not  see  why  Honourable  Members 
should  take  it  for  granted.  When  on  the  last  occasion  the  post  of  the 
Director  of  Registra'ion  fell  vacant,  all  the  District  Registrars  were  there; 
still  none  of  them  was  promoted  as  Director.  Tho  predecessor  of  the 
present  Director  did  not  belong  to  the  Registration  Department. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum-Rural )■ :  What  is  the  meaning 
of  fixing  the  pay  of  the  post  as  Rs.  250  to  300  ? 
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RAO  BAHADUR  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAl  (Chief  Secretary  to  Govern, 
went) :  That  was  the  scale  that  has  been  fixed  in  the  Standardisation 
Scheme. 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (ICalhdam  1) :  May  I  know  the  reasons 
which  weighed  with  the  Government  in  making  this  shift? 

RAO  BAHADUR  DR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAl  (Chief  Secretary  to  Govern¬ 
ment)  :  As  the  Law  Member  said  Government  found  it  expedient  to 
do  so. 

As  I  have  already  stated,  Honourable  Members  can  legitimately 
ask  whether  the  Government  have  incurred  any  additional  expenditure 
on  account  of  this  arrangement  and  also  whether  the  work  of  these  two 
departments  has  suffered  in  any  respect.  To  both  these  questions,  I  say 
‘No.’.  If  the  Government  are  incurring  some  additional  expenditure 
on  account  of  the  pay  of  the  present  Director  of  Registration,  they  have 
made  a  corresponding  (or  perhaps  even  larger)  saving  in  the  Industries 
Department. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  P5LLAI  (Quilon  I) :  With  regard  to  the  In¬ 
dustries  Department,  do  the  Government  propose  to  continue  the  pre¬ 
sent  arrangement  indefinitely? 

RAO  BAHADUR  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAl  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) : 
No;  but,  whatever  may  be  the  change  that  Government  may  make  in 
the  Industries  Department,  it  is  quite  possible  to  see  that  no  additional 
expenditure  is  caused  thereby. 

Mr  .  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  (Tiruoalla  I) :  May  I  know  whether  Mr. 
Padmauabha  Pillai,  the  present  Director  of  Registration,  was  responsi¬ 
ble  for  the  starting  of  the  Rubber  Factory? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  -  That  does  not  arise. 

Let  me  make  an  observation.  The  Chief  Secretary  is  now  speak¬ 
ing  on  the  motion.  Under  the  rules,  the  time  that  he  can  take  is  only 
that  allowed  to  any  other  member  of  the  House,  since  he  is  not  in 
charge  of  the  subject.  Therefore,  if  too  many  questions  are  put  to  him, 
it  may  not  be  possible  for  him  to  say  all  that  he  has  to  say  on  this 
question.  I  am  just  making  the  suggestion  to  the  House;  not  that  I 
object  to  questions  being  put  to  the  Chief  Secretary. 

RAO  BAHADUR  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAl  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government ): 
Sir,  reference  was  made  to  the  qualifications  of  the  present  Director  of 
Registration.  No  special  qualification  bars  been  prescribed  for  the  post. 
Any  officer  with  general  qualifications  can  be  appointed  as  Director. 
In  fact  we  find  that  none  of  the  previous  Directors  of  Registration,  Mr. 
Mathew,  Mr.  Venkata  Bao,  Mr.  Madbavan  Nair,  none  of  those  officers 
had  any  special  qualification  for  the  post.  All  that  is  necessary  is 
an  officer  with  general  education  qualifications.  The  present  Director 
has  such  qualifications  and,  as  I  said,  he  is  carrying  on  the  work  satis¬ 
factorily.  1  do  not  think  that  he  is,  as  Mr.  S.  J.  Nair  said,  ‘a  round 
man  in  a  square  hole’. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (GhirayinHl  I)  ;  Is  there  any  rule  prohi¬ 
biting  the  promotion  of  a  District  Registrar  as  Director  of  Registration. 
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RAO  BAHADUR.  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  {Chief  Secretary  to  Govern, 
mel)  ■■  No,  nor  is  there  any  rule  that  a  District  Registrar  alone  can  be 
appointed  as  the  Director  of  Registration.  I  do  not  sec  why  Honoura¬ 
ble  Members  take  it  for  granted  that  recruitment  to  the  post  of  the  Di¬ 
rector  would  he  made  only  from  among  the  District  Registrars. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chiragwldl  1)  :  Who  is  the  seniormost 
among  the  District  Registrars,  Sir.? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  do  not  think  there  is  any  necessity  to  put 
that  question  in  the  light  of  the  Chief  Secretary’s  statement 

RAO  BAHADUR  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Chief  Scent, f.j  Govern, 
went) :  I  do  not  think  it  is  necessary  for  mo  to  give  that  information 
to  the  member. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (CMrauinkU  0 :  Has 
Registrar  ever  acted  as  Director  of  Registration? 

RAO  BAHADUR  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Chief  Seerehtn/  to  Government)', 
He  might  have  acted  for  some  time. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Ghiragin/dl  I ) :  May  I  know  the  period  for 
which  he  was  in  charge? 

RAO  BAHADUR  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Chief  Gem/ unj  to  Gorem-eenC): 
I  do  not  remember,  Sir. 

Sir,  reference  was  made  to  the  policy  involved  in  the  transfer  of 
officers  from  one  department  to  another.  I  should  say.  Sir,  that,  in 
some  respects,  it  is  very  wholesome  policy.  In  fact,  among  the  officers 
themselves,  especially  among  the  subordinates,  there  is  a  clamour  for 
transfer  from  one  department  to  another  for  the  improvement  of  their 
prospects.  X  should  think  that,  in  the  interests  of  service,  it  is  desir¬ 
able  to  transfer  officers  from  one  department  to  another 

Mr.  K.  M.  KURIAKOSE  (Mneat  lf.it  tha.  If)  May  T  know  whether 
the  present  arrangement,  has  not  affected  the  security  of  service  of 
some  of  our  officers  ? 

RAO  BAHADUR  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI '  (Chief  8eereia.ru  P>  < lurem - 
ment)  :  There  is  nothing  to  prevent  the  Government  from' transferring 
the  District  Registrars  to  some  other  Department  on  promotion.  That 
is  quite  possible.  (Laughter). 

In  conclusion,  I  have  only  to  repeat  that,  by  the  present  arrange¬ 
ment,  Government  have  not  incurred  any  additional  expenditure,  nor 
has  the  work  of  either  of  the  two  Departments  suffered 

Mr.  N.  K.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Director  of  'l!e,/id ndion)  •  1 

have  nothing  to  add  to  what  the  Chief  Secretary  and  the!  Law  Member 
have  stated.  I  oppose  the  motion. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (MaiHihfara) :  Sir,  the  Chief  Secre¬ 
tary  said  that  I  should  propose  the  reduction  of  only  lis  1  ‘hill  ami  Hot 
Rs,  2,400  I  do  not  think  he  was  right  in  saying  that.  '  There  is  pro¬ 
vision  of  Rs.  6,000  for  the  pay  of  the  present  Director  of  Romslratiun  It 
is  for  the  Government  to  come  forward  with  a  separate  demand  if  they 
want  to  pay  any  allowance  to  the  Registrar  of  Joint  Stock  Oomuanies. 

„  Now,  we  are  concerned  only  with  the  provision  of  Rs.  6,000 1  speci¬ 
fically  intended  for  Hie  Director  of  Registration.  r 
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The  Chief  Secretary  also  said,  Sir,  that  the  present  arrangement 
does  not  involve  any  additional  expenditure.  That  is  because  the  In¬ 
dustries  Department  is  now  headless  (Lang liter) .  I  do  not  want  that 
Department  to  continue  like  that  for  ever;  because  that  is  a  department 
on  which  we  entertain  high  hopes.  We  must  have  a  corupetant  Direct¬ 
or  of  Industries;  that  would,  of  course,  mean  high  pay,  and  necessarily 
additional  expenditure. 

It  is  also  stated  that  the  work  of  the  Registration  Department  has 
not  suffered  on  account  of  the  present  arrangement  But,  I  would 
like  to  point  out  that  the  Department  could  be  administered  better  if 
it  has  as  its  head  an  officer  with  experience  of  the  Department.  (Hear, 

RAO  BAHADUR  Dr.  JJ.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government )  : 
How  many  of  the  previous  Directors  of  Registration  had  experience  of 
the  Department? 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAM  ASAN  (Mavelikant)  :  That  only  shows  that 
the  Government  have  been  consistently  pursuing  this  wrong  policy 
with  regard  to  the  Registration  Department.  (Mr.  E.  V.  Krishna  Pillai: 
Hear,  hear.) 

Emphasis  has  been  very  often  laid  hare  that  the  Director  of 
Registration,  particularly  when  he  holds  the  post  of  the  Registrar  of 
Joint  Stock  Companies,  must  have  some  knowledge  of  law,  that  he  must 
be  acquainted  with  the  principles  of  law,  because  he  has  to  administer 
the  Companies  Regulation  as  well.  All  that  has  been  ignored  by  Gov¬ 
ernment.  Further  I  do  not  think  that  the  allowance  for  the  Regis¬ 
trar  of  Joint  Stock  Companies  was  paid  to  all  the  Directors  of  Regis¬ 
tration.  I  think  that  Mr.  Vydialingom  Pillai,  when  be  was  the  Regis¬ 
trar  of  Co-operative  Societies,  was  holding  the  office  of  the  Registrar  of 
Joint  Stock  Companies  so  that  offioe  and  allowance  are  not  always  taken 
on  to  the  office  of  Director  of  Registration.  Anyhow  I  wish  to  state 
that  the  Government  should  not  think  that  such  posts  do  not  require 
any  special  qualification.  With  these  words,  I  press  the  motion. 

The  motion  was  put  to  the  vote  of  the  House  and  declared  carr¬ 
ied. 

RAO  BAHADUR  Dr.N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government):

Mr.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  Weyyaitiukara.  If)  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move- 
“that  ths  atht'aenl  of  Bs.  22,992  for  Direction  be  reduced  by  Re.  1” 
The  object  of  rny  motion  is  to  urge  the  necessity  for  re-establish¬ 
ing  the  Marauallur  Sub- Registrar’s  office.  Sir,  it  is  not  out  of  any 
narrow,  parochial  patriotism  that  I  have  tabled  this  motion  but  to 
bring  to  the  pointed  attention  of  the  Government  and  the  honourable 
members  of  this  House  the  irregular  manner  in  which  the  order  to 
shift  fire  Marauallur  Sub-Registrar's  Office  from  Marauallur  to  Katta- 
kada  was  passed.  Sir,  I  realise  that  the  honourable  members  cf  this 
House  will  not  relish  if  I  expatiate  oil  the  details  necessitating  the  re¬ 
establishment  of  the  Sub-Registrar's  Office  at  Maranallur — 

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( ChimyinHl  II)  :  May  I  know  the 
place  to  which  the  Maranallur  Sub-Iiegistrar’s  Office  has  been  shifted  ? 

Mr.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  {Seyyattinkara  II)  :  To  Kattakada.  To 
make  a  long  story  short,  the  Maranallur  Sub-Registrar’s  office  was 
started  as  early  as  1085  and  it  was  working  very  satisfactorily. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedu.mangad )  :  May  I  inform  the  member  that 
Kattakada  is  a  more  central  place  than  the  one  in  which  the  Sub-Regis¬ 
trar's  office  was  located  ? 

MR.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Neyyattinharn  II)  :  No,  it  is  not.  Sir, 
years  ago  the  inhabitants  of  Kattakada  and  its  suburban  regions, 
evidently  actuated  by  a  desire  to  ornament  their  locality  with  a  Sub- 
Registrar’s  office,  made  a  hue  and  cry  for  a  Sub-Registrar’s  office  there- 
The  then  Director  of  Registration  was  asked  to  investigate  and  submit 
a  report.  He  has  recommended  that  the  inhabitants  of  Kattakada 
were  rather  illiterate  and  that  they  were  prone  to  exhibit  their  ebulli¬ 
tion  of  spirits  in,  rather,  an  unsafe,  unruly — 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  I  fear  the  member  is  inviting  attacks  on 
Marauallur. 

MR.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Neyyattinfoira  11)  :  I  am  saying  this 
from  the  report.  Though  it  is  not  the  same  wording,  the  gist  of  the 
report  is  this.  Anyhow  the  whole  question  of  shifting  the  Snb-Regis- 
trar’s  office  from  Maranallur  was  dropped  Recently  this  dead  and 
done  affair  was  resuscitated  ;  and  in  spite  of  the  clamour  made  by  the 
people  and  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  Director  of  Registration  was 
called  upon  to  submit  a  report  after  sufficient  investigation,  before  the 
report  was  submitted  to  Government  by  him,  by  some  mysterious  and 
miraculous  manner  an  order  was  passed  by  Government  to  the  effect, 
that  the  Maranallur  Sub-Registrar’s  office  should  be  shifted  to  Katta¬ 
kada  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye, 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (NrdmiumgcuT)  '•  May  1  know  from  the  member  the 
distance  of  Maranallur  from  Nemom? 

Mr..  T.  KRISHI.A  PILLAI  {Neyyattinlcara  II) :  I  may  inform  the 
member  that  the  p.,kuthies  falling  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Mara¬ 
nallur  Sub-Registrar’s  office  are  miles  distant  from  Nemom. 
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Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Kedumantjad)  :  My  question  was  about  the  dist¬ 
ance  of  the  former  Maranallur  Sub-Registry  office  from  Neinmn. 

MR.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLfti  {NeypHUtJnnu,  II):  The  honourable 
member  is  under  a  mistaken  notion,  Sir.  The  Maranallur  Sub-Regis¬ 
trar’s  office  is  not  intended  for  the  inhabitants  of  the  Maranallur  pakuthi 

Mr,  S.  J.  NAiR  (S7edu  uunjad)  :  May  I  know  ths  pahuthio*  for 
which  it  was  intended  ? 

Mr.  T  KRISHNA  PIUAI  (  Keuyattinkam  II) :  For  six  jmknthm  in- 
eluding  some  of  the  /  afoi'hus  from  the  constituency  of  the  honourable 
member  bimsc-lf.  Sir,  I  do  not  grudge  giving  a  Kub-Kegistrur’s  office 
to  Iiattakada ;  but  my  only  complaint  is  why  should  the  people  of 
Iiattakada  bo  favoured  by  robbing  Muronnllnr  of  its  Sub-Registrar’s 
office.  I  have  absolutely  no  objection  in  giving  the  luxury  of  a  Sub- 
Registrar’s  office  for  my  friend  Mr.  S.  J,  Nair. 

Mr.  N.  ABDUR  RAHIMAN  SAHIB  (N0  minuted)  :  Is  there  not  a  separate 
Sub-Registrar’s  office  at  Nemoro  ‘I 

Mr.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Neyyattiu  leant  11)  Yes,  there  is  one.  I 
think  about  six  or  seven  pa.hu  h:es  fall  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Nemcim  Sub-Registrar’s  office.  So,  I  submit  that  the  procedure  adopted 
by  Government  in  sanctioning  this  shift,  was  most  irregular  and  was 
done  in  a  rn.st  unkind  and  unsatisfactory  immicr.  S  >  I  mg'e  that  the 
whole  question  must  be  reconsidered  and  a  decision  must  bn  arrived  at 
in  the  proper  and  commonly  followed  method  of  procedure  of  Govern¬ 
ment  and  not  in  the  peremptory,  irregular  and  eminently  unjustifiable 
manner  in  which  this  order  was  issued. 

MR.  S,  J,  NAIR  (NttVi manga®  .  Sir,  I  oppose  the  motion.  It  has 
been  admitted  by  the  honourable  mover  with  regard  to  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Maranallur  Sub-Registrar’s  office  that  the  majority  of  the  paleu- 
thies  belong  to  Nedumangad  taluk. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  He  did  not  say  that. 

Mr.  S  .T.  Nair  should  first  hear  what  the  other  member  said.  He 
mentioned  that  there  are  some  pakuthics  which  belong  to  Nedumangad. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  {Nedum&ii$arl)  :  I  submit,  Sir,  for  the  information 
of  the  honourable  members  of  this  House  that,  so  far  as  the  Maranallur 
Sub-Registrar’s  office  and  its  jurisdiction  arc  concerned,  the  major 
portion  of  the  pule 't fines  belong  to  Nedumangad  taluk. 

MR.  T.  KRISHNA  PILliAl  {is  eyy  at  tin  team  II)  :  May  I  ask  the  mem¬ 
ber  whether  a  report  was  called  for  by  Government  from  the  then 
Director  of  Registration  ? 

MR.  S  J.  NAIR  (N  cdunangad) :  I  know,  Sir,  the  whole  history.  I 
have  heard  cf  the  report  myself,  but  f  refrain  from  exposing  the  nature 
of  that  report,  the  motive  for  that  report,  and  so  forth.  It,  was  as  a 
result  of  the  persistent  agitation  that  has  been  carried  on  at  tlie  instance 
of  the  people  of  Nedumangad  taluk  who  came  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Maranallur  Sub-Registrar’s  office  that  the  Government  have 
shifted  the  location  of  that  office  to  Iiattakada.  So  far, as  Kattakada 
is  concerned,  I  can  assure  this  House  as  well  as  the  Government  and 
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the  honourable  mover  that  is  the  central  place  where  the  office  must  ’ 
be  locate  1,  Prom  Kattakada,  where  it  is  located  at  present,  the  distance 
to  all  the  )xiku<h:es  would  he  equal. 

MR.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (A ' tyuatUnhara  II)  :  May  I  know  whether 
the  member  is  aware  that  there  is  a  clamour  from  the  people  of  Vella- 
mad  for  a  Sub-Registrar's  office  because  formerly  there  was  one  ? 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  {X echmia’igcA)  To  my  mind  the  question  does 
not  appear  to  be  reb  vaut.  Sir,  there  is  a  clamour  from  all  people  for 
all  sorts  of  office?. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Why  does  Mr.  S.  J.  Nair  arrogate  to  himself 
powers  which  he  does  not  possess  ?  Mr.  8.  J  hair  is  not  the  proper 
judge  of  the  relevancy  or  Trevelancy  of  the  question.  The  only  ques¬ 
tion  for  him  is  whether  he  has  an  answer  to  give. 

Mr.  S  J.  NAIR  (Sed,;m  ^ngad)  :  The  people  of  Vellanad  must  have 
made  an  agitation  for  a  Sib- Registrar's  office  there.  So  also  the 
people  of  Vidora  must  -have  marie  an  agitation  fur  a  Bub-Registrar's 
office  at  Vidora.  But',  Sir,  it  is  nut  possible  for  the  Government  to  give 
Sub-Registrars’  Office?  in  all  places  where  the  people  make  a  demand. 
But  that  is  not- the  case  here.  The  people  demanded  that  the  Mara- 
nallur  Office  must  be  located  — 

MR.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (.NeyyattUlmra  II'  :  Sir,  a  word  of  per¬ 
sonal  explanation.  I  put  that  question  to  the  honourable  member 
because  I  thought  that  the  question  of  distance  and  vicinity  is  a  relevant 
matter. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  I  have  already  said  that  1  he  question  is  re¬ 
levant.  So  why  should  the  member  explain  ? 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Xedu  uangad)  :  Sir,  I  have  studied  the  question

Mr.  T.  KRISHNA  PilLAl  ('.'egija'tinkara  II)  I  question  that  stetc- 

men«H.  S.  J  NAIR  (.Ycd  i  iia'igud)  :  Sir,  there  are  four  or  five  Sub- 
Reoistrv  offices  in  Neyya-ttinkara  taluk  and  the  distance  from  Mara- 
nalhu'  to  Nraiom  is  very  short.  So  there  is  no  necessity  fei  locating 
a  Sub-R-e°istr»r’s  office  at  Maranallur  in  the  place  where  it  was  located 
before  Secondly,  the  people  were  suffering  seriously  as  a  result  of  the 
distant  location  and  they  petitioned  the  Government  that  it  must  be 
re-located  and  as  a  result  of  which  the  Government  rightly  and  cor¬ 
rectly  shifted  the  location  of  the  office  from  the  place  where  it  was 
located  formerly  to  the  present  place  which  is- the  most  convenient  and 
most  suited.  ,  ... 

M  i.  T.  KRISHNA  Pli-lAi  (Neyya'linfaira  II)  May  X  know  whether 
the  honourable  member  is  aware  that  the  population  of  Neyyattmkara 
is  much  umre  than  that  ot  Nedumangad  ? 

MR.S.J.WAIR  ( Nein  luvngad)  :  The  population  of  Neyyattinkara. 
is  perhaps  a  little  greater  than  that  of  Nedumangad  taluk. 
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So  far  as  the  population  who  are  to  be  benehtei  by  the  Mhrarmllnr 
Office  are  concerned,  lean  assure  the  mover  that  the.  people  of  Nedu- 
mangad  form  the  majority  and  they  are  Cor  the  retention  of  the  Office 
at  the  present  place  in  Kattnkada. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAl  (Trivandrum-Rural)  :  What  does  i lie  mem¬ 
ber  say  about  the  comparative  importance  of  Noyyattinkara  and  Nedu- 
maugad  '!  Which  is  more  important '! 

MR.S.J.NAIR  (Ne  hunting  ad)  ■  Nodumangad  is  the  inure  import¬ 
ant  taluk. 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAl  (VUamtnkud) :  Is  it  possible  to 
have  a  sort  of  oin,  nwlia  between  the  two  ? 

PAR.  8.  J.  NA1R  (Ncduiiantjad)  •.  Kattakada  is  the  place  where  the 
Sub-Registry  Officer  should  bo  located,  as  a  sort  of  wrt  mcdi.a  policy. 
It  is  enough  if  the  Neyyattiukara  people  walk  a  l'urloug  or  so  to  roach 
Kattakada.  The  present  Sub-Registry  Office  benefits  the  people  of 
Vecranakavu  very  much.  Formerly  they  had  to  go  16  miles  to  reach 
the  Sab-Registry  Office  when  it  was  located  at  Mura.ua, llur.  Now,  it  is 
not  so-  So  the  present  arrangement  is  the  best  one.  in  the  interest  of 
all— the  people  of  Neditmungid  and  Neyyattiukara.  It  helps  all  ;  and 
it  troubles  none. 

Mr.  N  ABDUR  RAHfMAN  SAHIB  ( Nominated ) :  Sir,  I  rise  to  support 
the  motion  before  tire  House.  As  has  been  pointed  out  by  the  mover,  a 
Sub-Registry  Office  was  in  existence  at  Maranallur  from  the  your  1030. 
It  will  be  clear  from  a  perusal  of  the  Administration  Report;  that  the 
work  of  the  Sub-Registry  Office  has  been  increasing  from  year  to  year. 
In  the  year  1109, '2,319  documents  were  registered.  In  1110,  4,173, 
almost  double,  were  registered.  Looking  into  the  nature  of  the  docu¬ 
ments,  we  find  there  were  1,124  mortgages  in  1109  and  2,907  in  1110 
and  in  1109  there  were  231  sales,  while  in  1110  the  number  of  sale 
deeds  was  529,  regarding  the  value  of  documents  registered,  in  1109  it 
was  Rs.  3.60,664  lakhs;  in  1110  it  was  3,97,148.  By  a  com¬ 
parison  of  these  figures,  it  is  evident  that  the  work  in  the  Sub-Registry 
Office  has  almost  doubled.  If  Kattakada  requires  a  Sub- Registry  Office, 
by  all  means  that  place  may  be  given  a  Sub  .Registry  Office.’  There 
was  a  Sub-Registry  Office  at  Vellanad.  It  was  abolished  a  year  nr  two 
ago-  The  Maranallur  Office  was  serving  the  people  very  well.  There 
was  absolutely  no  justification  for  shifting  it  suddenly  to  Kattakada. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nelunnngad)  :  May  I  inform  the  member  that 
the  office  located  at  Vellanad  was  not  the  Vellanad  Sub-Registry  Office 
but  the  Nedumangad  Sub-Registry  Office  ? 

MR.  N.  ABDUR  RAH1MAN  SAHIB  (Nominated)  :  My  information  is 
that  it  was  the  Vellanad  Sub-Registry  Office.  Kattakada  is  about  8 
miles  from  Maranallur.  If  it  had  been  shifted  one  or  two  miles  away, 
it  would  not  have  mattered.  But  it  would  be  very  inconvenient  for 
people  living  in  these  palcuthics  to  go  and  have  their  documents  regi¬ 
stered  at  Kattakada.  To  avoid  all  this  inconvenience  and  trouble, 
it  is  only  fitting  and  proper  that  the  old  Sub-Registry  Office  is  re- 
stored  at  Manr.a.lur.  , 
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Ms.  N.  K.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  {Director  of  Registration)  \  Sir, 
the  object  of  shifting  the  Vellanad  Sub-Registry  Office  to  Kattakada 
was.  as  stated  by  the  other  members  the  decline  of  registration  at 
Vellanad  in  the  year  1110.  Tt  was  then  decided  to  have  an  office 
either  at  Maranallur  or  at  Kattakada.  In  the  year  1107,  there  were 
3,411  documents  registered  at  Vellanad  while  at  Maranallur  there  were 
3,415  documents ;  in  1108,  3,417  at  Vellanad  and  at  Maranallur 
3,212 ;  In  .■  1(  9,  8,037  at  Vellanad  and  4,173  at  Maranallur.  The 
V ellanad  Sub  Registry  Office  was  abolished  and  then  the  Maranallur 
Office  was  also  abolished.  The  difficulty  now  is  whether  on  account  of 
the  regular  reduction  in  the  number  of  documents  registered  in  all  the 
Sub-Registry  Offices  in  Travancore  on  account  of  the  present  economic 
depression,  we  can  have  one  more  office  at  Maranallur.  Mr.  S.  J.  Nair 
suggested  that  it  must  be  nearer  Nedumangad  than  Neyyattinkara, 
and  Mr,  Krishna  Pillai  on  behalf  of  Neyyattinkara  said  that  if,  must 
be  nearer  Neyyattinkara  . 

MR.  N.  ABDIIR  RAHIMAN  SAHIB  (NomtmieU) :  Is  not  Maranallur  a 

0611  1MRPNC8St.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Ditedor  of  Rtgislralion) :  If,  is 
not  quite  a  central  place.  The  distance  between  the  Sub-Registry 
Office  at  Maranallur  and  the  Additional  Sub-Registry  Office  at 
Neyyattinkara  is  about  8  miles.  From  Bdaramaparam  to  Neyyattin- 
karai,  the  distance  is  about  8  miles. 

MR.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Nei/ycdiinkarad  J )  :  May  I  know  whether 
a  report  was  called  for  by  Government  from  the  Director  of  Registra¬ 
tion  after  a  local  investigation  as  to  the  necessity  of  a  Sub  Registry 
Office  at  Maramllur. 

MR.  N  K.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Director  of  legutmhn  )  :  Yes,  Sir. 
The  L-fovernment  decided  to  have  the  office  at  the  present  place,  name¬ 
ly,  Kattakada  . 

Mr.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (NeyyadUumli)  :May  I  know  whether 

the  decision  was  arrived  at-  after  the  report  was  submitted  ? 

MR.  N.  K.  PADMANABHA>ILLAI  (Dww'w  ,-f  Reguirt.f.cn  ) :  No 
Sir,  No  report  was  submitted  by  the  Director.  Government  must 
have  personally  consulted  the  then  Director.  There  is  no  written  re¬ 
port  about  that. 

Mr.  Krishna  Pillai  wants  to  have  the  Maranallm1  Sub-Registry 
Office  restored.  lean  say  that  Government  will  only  be  too  glad  to 
open  a  Sub-Registry  Office,  which  was  once  abolished  when  conditions 
improve.  But  on  account  of  the  present  fail  in  the  number  of  docu¬ 
ments  registered  it  is  not  possible  to  have  an  office  there  now.  Gov¬ 
ernment  will  enquire  into  it  when  the  time  comes.

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Qn.iWnl )  :  On  a  point  of  order. 
The  motion  is  to  cut  the  salaries  under  Secretariat.  The  object  stated 
in  the  motion  is  to  discuss  the  cut  in  the  salaries  of  the  officers  in  the 
whole  State,  That  question  can  come  only  under  the  total  grant. 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Va\V) :  I  endorse  the  views  of  Mr.  Kunjnkrishna  Pillai.  The  demand 
for  a  cut  in  the  salaries  of  officers  arise  under  various  heads  and  the 
proper  place  for  discussing  this  topic  is  when  each  Demand  is  made,  by 
moving  a  token  cut.

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ) ;  I  rise  to  move  :  — 

•  To  reduce  the  allot  neut.  of  is.  8,45,881  for  General  and  Revenue 
Secretariat  by  Re  1”. 

The  object  of  this  motion  is  to  point  out  the  defect  in  the 
General  Administration — Secretariat. 

Sir,  the  administration  of  the  State  must  be  carried  out  in 
the  interests  of  the  people.  The  interest  of  the  people  could  be  gauged 
by -the  decisions  of  the  representative  bodies,  that  is,  this  House  and 
the  Upper  House.  If  we  examine  whether  the  Government  have  been 
giving  due  consideration  to  the  decisions  of  the  House  on  impoitant 
public  matters,  we  find  that  they  are  utterly  lacking  in  pursuing  a 
desirable  policy.  This  House  last  year  passed  a  cut  motion  urging  the 
necessity  of  granting  50  per  cent,  of  the  land  tax  by  a  majority  of  55  to 
II.  -And  as  a  result  of  that  all  that  the  Government  did  was  to  grant  a 
-remission  of  -12$  per  cent,  taxes  on  dry  lands  alone, 

This  House  has  passed  a  token  motion  demanding  the  .reduction 
of  school  lees  on  the  ground  that,  owing  to  the  economic  depression 
prevailing  in  the  country,  the  guardians  are  unable  to  pay  fees. 

■DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Does  this  allotment  of  Es.  2,45,851  include 
'the  Dewan's  salary. 

Mr.  A.  S-  DAMODARAN  'ASAN  {Mavelikara):  That  being  the  non- 
votable -portion  is  excluded  and  the  votable  portion  is  the  amount 
mentioned  in  the  motion. 

Though  that  token  motion  urged  that  50  per  cent,  of  the  school 
fees  may  be  reduced  on  the  ground  of  economic  depression,  the  Govern- 
■ment  showed  a  gesture  and  reduced  Rs.  6  per  annum  from  the  fees  due 
from  each  of  the-pnplils  of  English  Schools  and  that  only  for  a  period 
of  a  few  months.  After  that,  the  Government  have  restored  the  old 
Tates. 
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[Mr.  A-  S.  Damodaran  Asan.] 

This  House  has  passed  a  resolution  that  the  pay  of  the  higher 
officers  of  the  State  is  exorbitantly  high  and  that  it  must  bo  reason¬ 
ably  reduced.  That  demand  has  not  been  accepted. 

It  was  also  urged  that  with  regard  to  the  pay  of  officers  in  the 
lower  grade,  more  consideration  should  be  shown  and  that  they  must  be 
given  at  least  as  much  as  is  necessary  to  enable  them  to  have  a  decent 
living.  That  also  has  been  set  at  naught. 

It  has  been  urged  here  very  often  that  the  Gnvommout 
must  spend  a  larger  amount  for  nation  building  departments, 
that  the  works  on  Irrigation  demand  greater  aflonlion  and  that 
much  larger  amount  must  be  spent  on  the  same.  Though  the  Govern¬ 
ment  appointed  a  Minor  Irrigation  Committee  consisting  of  a  large 
number  of  officials  and  presided  over  by  the  Chief  .Lingineer,  their 
recommendations  have  not  been  given  due  weight.  When  Irrigation 
works  are  sought  to  be  carried  out,  the  Government  try  to  apply  the 
provisions  of  the  Irrigation  Regulation  and  levy  cess  on  the  amounts 
spent  though  such  amounts  be  something  like  Its.  900  or  Us.  800. 
But  this  economy  on  the  part  of  the  Government  is  not  seen  when  wo 
come  to  the  expenditure  of  tens  of  lakhs  of  rupees  on  works  which 
could  very  well  wait  until  better  times.  When  we.  say  that  the  pay  of 
the  officers  must  be  reduced  and  the  number  of  offices  must  be  reduced, 
we  find  an  increase  in  the  number  of  offices  and  the  granting  of  per¬ 
sonal  pay  to  large  number  of  high  officials.  When  we  say  that  offices 
must  be  filled  up  as  far  as  possible  by  Travancorcans  who  are  eligible  for 
the  6ame,  the  Government  import  outsiders  into  the  Slate  on  a  much 
higher  pay.  These  are  the  general  ways  in  which  Government,  deal 
with  the  representative  institutions  in  the  State. 

Corning  to  the  Legislative  side,  Sir,  f  only  want  to  point  out  one 
illustration  to  show  that  the  Government  are  not  caving  even  to 
carry  out  their  professed  policy  with  regard  to  legislation-  A 
hill  to  give  relief  to  the  indebted  agriculturist  was  introduced 
in  this  House  and  a  Select  Committee  was  appointed.  When 
the  Select  Committee  was  appointed  it  was  announced,  that  a 
special  meeting  will  be  called  together  for  considering  the  bill.  A 
special  meeting  of  the  Assembly  was  called  together.  The  second  read¬ 
ing  was  expedited  and  the  second  reading  is  over.  After  the  second  read¬ 
ing  was  over,  an  announcement  was  made  by  the  Chief  Secretary  ( hat  the 
Government  will  try  to  bring  the  bill  for  the  third  reading  between  the 
7th  and  the  12th  of  this  month.  I  do  not  say  that  he  gave  an 
assurance  to  the  House  because  he  definitely  stated  that  there  is  no 
assurance.  At  the  same  time,  when  the  Government  makes  a  state¬ 
ment,  we  give  it  due  weight.  Though  all  this  expedition  was  shown 
with  regard  to  the  progress  of  the  bbl,  we  are  not  told  as  to  why  this 
bill  was  not  introduced  again  as  stated  in  the  Assembly  by  the  Chief 
Secretary  at  its  last  sitting.  Sir,  there  might  be  difference  of  opinion 
with  regard  to  the  provisions  of  the  bill.  If  the  Government  find 
that  a  particular  provision  is  detrimental  to  public  interest,  there  are 
definite  procedures  prescribed  under  the  law.  The  State  Council  is 
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constituted  with  the  purpose  of  revising  the  decisions  of  this  House. 
If  that  House  is  also  going  to  endorse  the  views  of  this  House,  the 
residhary  powers  are  vested  in  the  Head  of  the  Administration  to  do 
what  is  needful.  Ido  not  say  that  the  amendments  passed  by  the 
Assembly  are  either  acceptable  or  not  acceptable.  Though  certain 
amendments  have  been  passed,  I  think  that  the  bill,  as  passed  by  this 
Assembly,  i3  entitled  to  very  great  weight.  When  there  are  regular 
means  for  the  Government  to  act,  it  is  not  at  all  proper  for  them  to 
shelve  or  arrest  the  progress  of  the  bill  at  this  stage  much  against  their 
announcement  in  the  House. 

Sir,  all  these  things  clearly  show  that  there  is  a  fundamental  defect 
in  the  administration  of  the  country.  I  do  not  say  that  I  have  enum¬ 
erated  aM  the  defects.  The  defects  that  have  come  uppermost  to  my 
mind  I  have  said.  I  do  not  say  that  the  Travanoore  Government  has 
not  enunciated  any  welcome  policies.  I  have  no  time  to  refer  to 
them  nor  is  it  my  purpose  to  do  that,  because  I  am  here  to  point  out 
the  defects.  With  these  words  I  move  this  motion  for  the  consider¬ 
ation  of  the  House. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  {Quilon  I) ;  Sir,  I  rise  to  offer  a 
few  remarnks  on  the  General  Administration.  The  first  thing  that 
strikes  anyone  who  looks  at  the  administration  of  the  State,  is  the 
unnecessarily  high  expenditure  incurred  by  the  State,  out  of  all  pro¬ 
portion  to  its  means,  out  of  all  proportion  to  utility  and  out  of  all  pro¬ 
portion  to  the  needs  of  the  State,  is  the  enormously  high  Salary  and 
emoluments  of  the  Hea.d  of  the  Administration.  Sir,  one  can  under¬ 
stand  the  additional  expenditure  of  this  kind,  the  extraordinary  pay  of 
this  nature,  if  it  is  given  to  an  expert  in  Engineering  or  an  expert  in 
Industries  and  spent  for  the  benefit  of  the  State.  That  may  be  necessary 
and  unavoidable  in  the  interests  of  the  State  itself.  But  I  ask  in  all 
earnestness  what  is  the  justification  for  this  enormously  high  pay  to  the 
Head  of  the  Administration. 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil):  Sir,  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  I  submit  that  the  question 
of  the  Dewan’s  pay  does  not  arise  for  two  reasons.  The  first  and  foremost 
is  that  the  appointment  of  the  Dewan  is  made  by  the  Buler  direct  ;  and 
if  the  President  has  ruled  that  the  appointment  of  the  High  Court 
Judges  must  not  be  questioned  by  this  House,  it  must  necessarily 
follow  that  the  JDewan's  appointment  must  all  the  more  be  not 
questioned  by  the  House. 

Secondly,  it  is  a  non-votable  item.  The  pay  of  the  Dewan  is  not 
subjected  to  the  vote  of  the  House.  Even  though  a  passing  reference 
that  the  General  Administration  is  being  carried  on  under  heavy  cost 
may  be  allowed,  a  specific  reference  to  a  noh-votable  item,  I  submit,  is 
not  admissible. 

MR.K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  {Quilon  1):  I  am  not  questioning 
the  appointment  of  the  Dewan  as  such.  I  am  questioning  only  the  effect 
that  has  come  into  operation  by  the  pay  that  is  given  to  the  incumbent 
of  the  office.,  I  am  not  questioning  the  propriety  of  it.  In  other 
words;  I  am  even  prepared  to  concede  that  there  is  justification  for  the

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Mr.  K.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai. 

appointment  of  persons  on  the  same  pay  provided  results  justify  it. 
But  nobody  can  say  that  the  present  administration  of  the  Dew, in  is 
worth  the  money  wo  pay.  Now  we  iiud  that  the  results,  of  the  ad¬ 
ministration  do  not  justify  the  heavy  expenditure.  I  am  discussing 
only  that  question. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  No  member  has  the  right  of  questioning  the 
appointment  of  any  particular  person  as  the  Devvan  'doouuko  it  is  done 
by  His  Highness  the  Maharajah.  There  are  rulings  on  the  subject;  tiarti- 
cularly  in  the  case  of  appointments  of  Judges  of  the  1  figh  Clourt  lieing 
appointments  made  by  His  Highness  the  Mahamjah  himself  cannot  be 
questioned  on  the  floor  of  this  House.  To  tins  same  extent,  and  even  to 
a  greater  extent,,  the  appointment  qf  a  particular  individual  as  Dewan 
cannot  and  should  not  be  questioned  by  the  House.  The  Law  Member 
stated  that  in  advancing  argument',  with  regard  to  the  improvement  of 
the  general  policy  of  administration  a  passing  reference  may  be  made 
to  matters  of  principle.  .1  also  entertain  the  same  idea  I  did  not 
object  to  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai  proceeding,  because  I  did  not  find  any¬ 
thing  very  objectionable  in  what  he  said.  As  n,  general  argument, 
reference  maybe  allowed.  But  lam  quite  sure  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai 
will  avoid  personal  references  of  any  kind. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quihm  I):  Certainly  I  never  in¬ 
tended  to  do  it  and  1  do  not  wish  to  do  it.  1  want  to  keep  myself  away  as 
far  as  possible  from  personal  references.  But  as  it  matter  ot  fact,  we 
find  as  a  solid  fact  that  we  are  spending  ail  unnecessary  large  amount  on 
the  Central  Administration.  I  can  justify  that  if  the  result  of  the  ad¬ 
ministration  is  such  that  we  are  compelled  to  appoint  a  man  whoso  pay 
has  been  exceeded  for  special  reasons  from  the  pay  fixed  by  the 
Standardisation  Officer.  What  is  the  special  advantage  that  is  derived 
by  this  enhanced  pay,  we  nice  at  a  loss  to  understand.  What  I  wished 
to  point  out  was  that  the  administration  can  be  carried  on  with  the 
pay  fixed  by  Standardisation,  much  more  efficiently,  and  to  the  greater 
advantage  of  the  State,  than  it  is  now  being  done.  That  is  all  what 

Then  I  wish  to  bring  another  point  to  the  notice  of  this  House  and 
that  about  the  State  Aided  Bank.  A  large  amount  of  money  of  tills 
State  is  invested  in  the  Bank  and  it  has  been  brought  into  existence 
with  a  specific  object  by  the  Government.  But  what  its  present  state 
is  a  matter  that  lias  to  be  seriously  considered.  I  do  not  assort  that,  the 
people  who  are  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  Bank  are  above 
all  blame  or  that  there  is  nothing  to  be  improved  upon.  There 
might  be  scope  for  improvement.  But  we  have  to  scrutinise  the  action 
of  the  Government  with  regard  to  the  improvement  of  the  Bank.  The 
State  Aided  Bank  carries  with  it  the  name  of  the  State;  anu  so  to  a 
certain  extent  the  credit  of  the  State,  If  that  institution  suffers  on 
account  of  the  negligence  or  inactivity,  or  obstinacy  of  Government 
nr  on  account  of  acts  of  commission,  or  omission  of  the  part  of  the  Gtovern- 
i.taent  then  also  the  responsibility  of  the  Government  is  very  heavy.  We 
find  that  Government  of  Travancore  have  been  the  target  of  attack 
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of  responsible  criticism  outside  the  State.  Government  at  first  in  a 
communique  made  certain  proposals  and  said  that  unless  the  Bank  acts 
up  to  minimum  demands,  they  will  be  forced  to  take  a  certain 
course  of  action.  We  can  understand  that.  There  was  a  general 
meeting  of  the  Bank  to  consider  these  matters.  Bepresentations  were 
given  to  Government.  After  that,  certain  people  who  hare  some  shares 
in  the  Bank  formed  themselves  into  a  clique,  called  together  a  meeting 
and  then  Government  go  back  from  their  original  demand  and  they 
are  prepared  to  accept  the  demand  made  by  the  cuque  of  seme  pen¬ 
sioned  officers  and  some  others.  Government  should  have  considered 
what  should  bo  the  minimum  proposals  befoie  they  issued  the  com¬ 
munique.  The  minimum  proposals  for  the  reorganisation  of  the  Bank 
should  have  been  well  considered  by  them.  If  they  had  considered 
that  fully  then,  there  would  not  have  been  the  necessity  to  ally  them¬ 
selves  with  a  party  of  the  Bank  and  give  an  appearance  that  Govern, 
ment  are  siding  with  a  party. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  They  gave  only  the  cppariniucc  oj  aiding 
with  a  party  ? 

SSR.'  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I) :  lean  only  say  appear¬ 
ance.  How  can  I  know  the  intentions  of  the  Government  ?  I  am 
unable  to  know  what  Government  actually  intend. 

MR.  S.  J.  !\!A!R  ( Nediunangad ):  May  I  know  from  the  member 
whether  Government  have  instructed  the  share  holders  of  the.  Bank  that 
they  must  give  their  proxies  iu  favour  of  Mr.  Subbaier  ? 

’  Mr.  X.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI (QuiZon  I)  :  I  know  they  have  issued 
a  communique  to  that  effect.  I  draw  only  inferences  from  that.  I 
cannot  assert.  Government  must  come  to  a  decision  with  regard  to 
this  question  without  further  delay. 

Then  a  word  about  the  Central  Co-operative  Bank.  The  respons¬ 
ibility  of  the  Government  with  regard  to  this  institution  is  even  greater 
than  that  in  respect  of  the  State  Aided  Bank.  Here  the  Government  are 
primarily  responsible  under  the  statute  for  the  audit  and  as  such  for  the 
proper  function  of  this  institution  they  are  more  responsible.  We  find 
that  Government  officers  who  are  holding  responsible  positions  in  the 
State  service  are  or  were  in  the  management  of  the  Bank  and  it 
is  widely  rumoured  and  it  is  a  matter  of  inference  that  it  is  they  who 
create  all  these  troubles.  The  Government  tolerate  all  these  and  will 
not  come  to  a  decision.  So  two  important  institutions  in  the  State,  owing 
to  the  difficulty  of  the  Government  to  come  to  a  decision  and  owing  to 
their  incapacity  to  take  prompt  action,  are  going  to  ruin.  It  is  a  matter 
that  affects -us  very  much. 

Then  with  regard  to  another  matter  that  my  friend  the  mover  of 
the  motion  has  suggested,  namely,  the  attitude  taken  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment  with  regard  to  the  Agriculturists’  Belief  Bill.  That  is  a  matter 
that  affects  the  prestige 'of  this  House  and  this  House  has  to  take  serious 
notice  of  it.  We  do  not  say  that  Government  have  decided  -not  to 
bring  the  bill  because  of  a  meeting  and  certain  threats  by  som 
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pensioned  officers.  But,  the  'inference  which  ordinary  people  drew  is 
probable.  That  rumour  is  prevailing  in  the  country.  Two  incidents 
have  happened.  The  second  Beading  of  the  Bill  has  been  finished  by  the 
House.  Some  interested  parties  have  held  a  meeting  in  a  private  house 
and  passed  resolutions  against  the  provisions  of  the  Bill  and  requested 
Government  not  to  bring  it  for  the  third  reading.  The  Government  have 
not  brought  the  Bill.  Now  these  facts  arc  before  us.  The  inference  is  ir- 
resistable.  Government  should  take  the  responsibility  and  should  have 
avoided  this  State  of  affairs. 

The  Bill  has  been  carofully  and  minutely  considered  by  tire  house. 
If  Government  interfere  with  it,  using  extraordinary  powers,  they 
must  have  sufficient  justification  for  it,  and  they  will  be  shouldering  a 
very  serious  responsibility  indeed.  But  if  they  deem  it  necessary, 
they  must  decide  on  it.  But  the  present  state  of  indecision  is  not 
conducive  to  the  prestige  of  Government.  We  are  interested  in  main- 
taing  the  prestige  of  this  house,  and  that  of  Government. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  {('himiiinkil  I):  I  would  like  to  speak  a 
few  words  on  this  motion.  In  doing  so,  I  do  not  wish  to  traverse  the 
ground  already  covered  by  my  learned  predecessors.  I  will  confine  my 
observations  to  a  few  matters  which,  1  think,  should  deserve  special 
attention. 

In  my  opinion,  Government  have  no  definite  policy  or  well  settled 
programme  of  action  in  confronting  the  problems  that  await  solution. 
One  fundamental  problem  that  confronts  this  Government  is  the 
problem  of  wide-spread  economic  depression  and  unemployment.  The 
budget  presented  to  us  this  year  has  been  thoroughly  disappointing 
from  that  visw  of  the  matter.  I  had  occasion  to  deal  with  that  to 
some  extent  during  the  course  of  the  general  discussion.  In  tackling 
this  problem  the  question  which  I  ask  is  whether,  after  all,  the  Govern¬ 
ment  have  given  this  question  any  serious  consideration.  What  have 
they  done  to  mitigate  the  conditions  of  the  poor  agriculturists  of  the 
country?  They  have  not  done  anything  so  far  in  regard  to  the 
question  of  raising  the  tariff  value  of  cocoanut  produce  for.,  the  levy  of 
import  duty.  I  must  say,  the  efforts  so  iar  made  by  the  'Government 
of  Travancore  are  not  at  all  substantial.  In  answer  to  a  question 
which  I  asked  the  other  day,  the  Government  member  said  that  they 
had  addressed  the  Government  of  India  through  the  Agent  to  the 
Governor-General,  and  as  a  result — 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  P1LLAI  (Quilon  1) :  That  question  was  not 
answered  because  the  member  was  absent. 

Mr.  K .  PADMANABHAN  (CMr'ayinkil  I) :  That  is  immaterial ;  printed 
answers  were  furnished. 

NR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PlLLAI  (Quilon  1):  That  question  was  not 

put. 


DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Does  it  find  a  pla. 
MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Chirayinkil  1) ; 


e  in  the  published  report  ? 
Yes,  Sir. 
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IWR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHWA  PILLAI  {Quilon  I)  :  The  question  was  not 
asked  on  the  floor  of  the  House.  It  does  not  find  a  ph:?e  in  the.  report. 

Mr*  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chi  my  i  -kii  I) :  In  answer  to  that  question, 
it  was  stated  that  they  had  .moved  the  Government  of  India  through 
Hhe  Agent  to  the  Governor-General  and  as  a  result  they  have  been  able 
to  get  the  tariff  values  enhanced  a  bit.  But  the  question  is  whether  it 
has  improved  the  price  of  cocoanut  products  to  any  appreciable  extent. 
On  account  of  the  large  imports  -of  cocoanut  products  from  Ceylon  to 
the  Indian  markets,  the  price  of  cocoanut  has  gone  considerably  low. 
Unless  the  Government  face  this  problem  with  a  certain  amount  of 
zeal  and  unless  they  do  something  to  alleviate  the  condition,  the  plight 
of  the  agriculturists  will  be  still  worsened. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  , If  the  member  has  a  proposal,  he  can  make  it. 

Mr.  K..  PADMANABHAN  ( Chimyinkil  I) :  I  think  if  something  is  not 
done  to  alleviate  the  conditions,  the  situation  would  be  very  very  serious. 

My  esteemed  friend  Mr.  Changanachery  Pararaesvaran  Pillai  has 
suggested  that  this  is  a  matter  which  concerns  not  only  Travancore  but 
the  Governments  of  Madras  and  Cochin;  and  he  has  also  suggested  that, 
if  all  these  three  Governments  put  their  heads  together,  they  can  make 
a  substantial  move  in  the  matter.  I  say  that  that  is  a  very  valuable 
suggestion  which  should  engage  the  special  attention  of  Government  at 
this  juncture. 

Next  I  pass  on  to  another  important  question. 

The  prosperity  of  a  country  consists  in  various  matters.  Sir,  the 
internal  peace,  the  inter-communal  harmony  and  communal  good-will 
are  essential  for  the  due  progress  of  a  country-  Of  late,  there  has  been 
very  bad  communal  tension  and  communal  bickerings  and  hatreds.  I 
do  not  wish  to  dilate  upon  this  question.  However.-  that  is  a  fact 
which  cannot  he  denied.  Government  have  not  seriously  faced  that 
problem  yet.  That  is  also  a  matter  which  should  engage  the  special 
attention  of  Government-  Government  should  face  this  problem  with 
a  certain  amount  of  boldness  and  they  should  find  out  an  adequate 
solution  for  this  trouble  and  establish  internal  peace.  Sir,  this  com¬ 
munal  rancour  and  hatred,  when  analysed  will  find  its  root  in  the 
problems  of  untouchabilitv  and  unapproaehability. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  When  the  honourable  member  speak  of  intern¬ 
al  peace,  he  means  communal  amity.  I  think  that  is  all  he  means. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  {Chimyinkil  I) :  Yes,  Sir.  Government 
should  approach  this  question  with  a  certain  amount  of  boldness.  That 
is  what  I  say.  This  problem  is  connected  with  the  big  problem  of 
untouchability  and  unapproaehability.  I  submit  that  this  is  the  proper 
occasion  to  tackle  this  problem  in  all  its  aspects  and  find  out  an 
adequate  remedy.  In  regard  to  this,  I  must  say  that  the  recent  notific¬ 
ation  published  by  the  Acting  Commissioner  of  Police  under  the  desig¬ 
nation  “  Commissioner  of  Police  ”  without  the  specification  ‘  Acting  ’ 
reveals  a  colossal  lack  of  perspective  on  the  part  of  Government.  What 
is  it  that  the  Government  are  concerned  with  now  ?  What  is  the  pro¬ 
blem  that  confronts  them  ? 
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IMR.  KAYALAS  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirica, r 
Yalit) :  A  point  of  order.  Does  that  question  arise  under  this 
demand  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  The  action  of  the  Police  .  Commissioner  is 
not  relevant  under  this  Demand. 

MR.  K.  PABMANABHAN  {CJiiniyinl.it  D :  I  am  referring  to  the  .Police 
Commissioner  as  an  officer  of  Government.  The  action  of  the  Police 
Commissioner  lias  caused  considcmblo  doubts  with  regard  to  the 
attitude  of  Government  and  how  Government  are  viewing  the  situ¬ 
ation. 

Mr,  S.  J.  NAIR  (XeilumtMigail) :  May  I  know  whether  it  would 
be  the  duty  of  tile  Police  Commissioner  to  prevent  riots? 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  {('hintyin/dl  J) :  I  say,  when  a  particular 
officer  of  Government  acts  in  an  irresponsible  way,  it  is  the  duty  of 
Government  to  control  bin  and  take  proper  action  on  such  officer  for 
creating  troubles  in  the  country.  That  is  my  noint. 

MR.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  {Shoiula,  I)  :  We  have  no 
responsible  Government  iu  this  State  but  some  of  us  thought  that  at 
least  the  Government  of  this  State;  will  lie  responsive  to  public  opinion. 
We  thought,  Sir,  that  to  a  certain  extent  wo  will  bo  able  to  influence 
the  policy  of  the  Government.  As  the  honourable  member  Mr.  Asan 
has  clearly  put  it,  this  House  has  recorded  its  definite,  view  more  than 
once  that  Government  must  have  a  constructive  policy  regarding  the 
tackling  of  the  problem  of  unemployment,  that  an  economy  cut  in  the 
salaries  of  the  State  officials  is  a  necessity  and  that  a  consistent  and  con¬ 
structive  policy  should  he  pursued  regarding  rural  reconstruction,  sanita¬ 
tion  and  water  supply  in  the  State.  Sir,  the  Education  Beforms  Commit¬ 
tee’s  report  rightly  stressed  and  emphasised  the  fact  that  medical 
inspection  of  students  is  a  pressing  problem  which  must  he  taken  up 
at  once.  Some  years  passed  and  now  we  find  Government  approach¬ 
ing  the  problem  in  a  half-hearted  fashion.  Sir,  the  children  of  the 
State  are  the  greatest  asset  of  the  Skate  and  effective  medical  inspection 
should  be  given  to  the  students  in  the  most  formative  period  of  thoir 
career. 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Inslructit n)  : 
Is  the  member  aware  that  a  sum  of  Ks.  18,000  has  been  provided  for 
in  the  budget  for  the  medical  inspection  of  school  children  ? 

MR.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (, Shertala  I)  :  Sir,  I  am 
aware;  and  on  that  very  point  !  want  to  enter  my  emphatic  protest  that 
this  sum  is  inadequate  to  meet  the  requirements. 

Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  {Additional  Head  Sirlcar 
Vakil)  :  Is  that  point  relevant  ?  When  a  specific  provision  has  been 
tnade  under  the  Education  Demand,  this  point  could  have  been  raised 
there. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT;  The  statement  of  the  honourable  member 
was  that  nothing  was  done  in  that  direction.  Mr.  C.  V.  Chandra. 
Sekharan  asked  a  suggestive  question  as  to  whether  a  particular  sum  was 
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allocated  for  that  purpose.  In  the  light  of  that  suggestion  I  think 
Mr.  Padmanabha  Menon  does  not  propose  to  advance  any  further  that 
argument. 

MR.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (.? hcrtcda  I)  :  I  was  re¬ 
ferring  to  this  point  because  ultimately  who  is  responsible  for  the 
policy  of  running  the  department.  It  is  the  Government  and  as  such 
a  more  substantial  allotment  could  have  been  made  by  the  Government 
to  strengthen  the  hands  of  the  Education  Director. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  .  The  argument  is  that  as  the  ultimate  deciding 
authority  Government  should  allot  more  funds. 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sir  bar 
Vakil)  :  It  was  the  Government  that  moved  the  De'mand  under  Edu¬ 
cation.  So  the  point  could  have  been  raised  there. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT ;  Quite  so. 

MR.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  ( Sheriala  I)  :  Sir,  we 
have  urged  on  the  floor  of  the  House  that  we  have  got  a  top  -heavy 
administration  and  that  officials  are  paid  very  big  salaries  which  the  poor 
taxpayer  is  not  in  a  position  to  bear.  But  Government  are  not  pre¬ 
pared  to  take  the  slightest  notice  of  such  insistent  and  repeated 
demands  of  che  representatives  of  the  people. 

Sir,  we  have  protested  and  rightly  protested  that  this  importation 
of  officials  mugt  cease.  We  demand  that  this  policy  shall  not  be 
pursued.  Sir,  it  is  not  merely  a  question  of  careers  for  the  citizens  of 
the  State.  It  is  more  than  that.  It  is  bound  up  with  the  self-respect 
and  prestige  of  the  citizens  of  the  State.  Sir,  we  want  full  freedom 
for  the  citizen  in  this  State  to  rise  to  his  full  stature ;  we  shall  not  be 
denied  all  the  possible  avenues  for  the  rise. 

As  Mr.  Asan  put  it,  the  Government  have  been  playing 
With  that  great  and  momentous  problem  of  affording  adequate 
relief  to  the  distressed  agriculturists.  Well,  Sir,  when,  in  the 
sister  States  and  Provinces  in  British  India,  this  problem  has 
been  tackled  in  all  ’earnestness  and  speedy  devices  have  been  found, 
we  are  only  playing  with  the  big  problem  and  giving  room  for  further 
agitation  and  unrest  in  the  State,  A  very  competent  committee  went 
into  the  whole  question  and  prepared  a  report.  That  report  was  dis¬ 
cussed  on  the  floor  ot  this  House  and  the  Government  took  some  time 
to  frame  their  own  bill.  When  a  non. official  member  brought  forward 
a  bill  on  this  particular  subject,  the  Law  Member  assured  this  House 
saying  that  it  is  a  b’g  problem  and  Government  are  considering  the 
question  in  its  different  aspects  and  the  Government  will  themselves 
bring  forward  a  bill.  Such  a  bill  was  brought  forward,  its  provisions 
were  thrashed  out  by  a  very  competent  Select  Committee  and  the 
bill  has  passed  its  second  reading  and  still  as  Mr.  Eunjukrishna  Pillai 
puts  it  Government  seem,  to  have  yielded  to  the  clamours  of  a  clique. 

Sir,  this  Jlouse  has  been  urging  year  after  year  that  rural  parts  of 
the  State  stand  in  need  of  medical  relief  and  that  if  allopathic  medicines 
are  costly,  more  Ayurveda  hospitals  may  be  started  to  bring  medical 
relief  within  the  reach  of  the  poor,  that  a  more,  generous  scheme  of 
grantwm-aid’  Vaidyasalas  may  be  taken  .up.  Still  Government  have  not 
taken  up  that  problem  seriously.  That  shows  a  lack  of  policy,  a  lack 
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of  vision  on  the  part  of  tlio  authorities  who  run  the  Government 
machinery.  After  all,  God  alone  knows  whether  our  Government 
possess  a  heart ;  and  if  they  have  one.  whether  there  is  any  room  in  it 
for  the  true  welfare  of  the  people  of  this  State. 

*1.  K.  M.  KURIAKOSE  {HtwaflupuDia  II)  >  Sir,  I  support  the 
motion.  It  has  almost  become  a  chorus  in  this  House  that  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  have  no  continuous  or  fixed  policy  with  regard  to  their  various 
actions.  I  wish  to  briny  to  the  notice  of  this  House  one  or  two  illus¬ 
trations  wherein  Government  are  found  fault  with  for  this  lack  of  a  fixed 
policy.  Sir,  I  first  'point  out  the  irregularity  caused  in  the  matter  of 
jtmwkaram  settlement.  When  the  jcnmikaram  settlement  began,  »n 
Agrasala  para  mentioned  in  certain  / ':amm  documents  was  interpreted 
in'  two  ways.  Some  of  the  settlement  officers  took  tho  cubical  capacity 
as  640  cubic  inches,  while  others  took  Agrasala  equal  to  tho  standard 
Para  which  is  800  cubic  inches  capacity. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  How  does  the  irregularity  in  tho  working  of 
a  particular  Regulation  come  under  General  Administration  9 

Mr.  K.  M.  KURIAKOSE  {.Mmattujmslm  IV)  ■  It  comes  under  revenue. 

.  DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Yes,  it  does  ;  but  how  is  Government  con¬ 
cerned  with  this  9 

Mr.  K.  M.  KURIAKOSE  ( Mmattujmzhu,  II)  :  Sir,  Government  have 
issued  orders  on  this  and  Government  are  concerned  with  this. 

MS.  K AYALA il  PARAuflESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Airkar 
Vakil ) :  Are  not  tho  Government  in  the  Land  Revenue  Department 
concerned  with  this  9 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Has  the  Government  as  Government  passed 
»n  order  on  this  subject  9  Let  us  see  the  nature  of  that  order  before 
this  is  declared  admissible  or  not. 

MR.K.  M.  KURIAKOSE  (Muraltupuzha  II) :  Now  the  cubic  contents 
of  the  Agra, tala  para  is  only  640  cubic  inches.  And  the  cubic  contents 
of  the  standard  para  is  800  cubic  inches. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  Where  is  the  Government  order  ?  I  am 
saying  this  because  Mr.  Kuriakose  stated  that  the  whole  difficulty  arose 
from  an  irregularity  in  working  the  Government  order.  So  I  ask 
whether  the  Government  is  responsible  and  if  there  is  any  Government 
order,  I  wish  to  see  it.  Mr  Kuriakose  has  stated  that  there  is  an  order. 

MR.  K.  M.  KURIAKOSE  (Must  dtupuzha  II)  :  I  am  not  in  a  position 
to  point  out  the  number  and  date  of  the  order.  If  there  is  not  such 
an  order,  let  the  Government  member  challenge  my  statement. 

The  first  order  was  to  the  effect  that  tho  cubic  contents  of  the 
Agrasala  para  should  be  taken  as  64o  cubic  inches.  When  they  found 
out  the  mistake,  that  the  Jenmikaram  Settlement  Officers,  were  deciding 
cases  taking  the  Agrasa  la  para  as  the  standard  para  they  gave  th,e  order. 
Subsequently  on  the  agitation  of  the  jemaies,  Government  sent  another 
order  asking  for  proof  as  to  whether  the  Agrasala  par. i  and  standard 
para  are  different  or  equal.  They  wanted  specific  instances  or  some 
proof  on  the  matter  from  the  side  of  the  Jennies  and  Jiudiyavs  who 
contested  the  cubic  contents  of  the  para.  That  is  a  thing  which  illus¬ 
trate*  that  the  Government  are  acting  inconsistently. 
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H/lR.  K.  GEORGE  (Land  Revenue  and,  Income1  Tax  Commissioner): 
How  does  the  statement  affect  the  position  ?  Is  not  the  settlement 
made  on  the  contract  ? 

Mr.  K.  M.  KURIAKOSE  (Muvattufmzha  II) :  In  the  contract  it  is 
Only  mentioned  as  Agrnscila  para. 

Mr.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  ( Ag .  Director  of  Public  Instruction) : 
A  point  of  order.  During  the  budget  session,  Government  comes  before 
the  House  day  after  day  with  demands  in  the  name  of  particular 
departments.  So  whether  it  is  today,  yesterday  or  day  before  yester¬ 
day)  it  is  the  Government  that  is  moving  the  demand  before  the  House. 
Government  were  moving  demands  for  Education  on  one  day,  for  Land 
Revenue  in  one  day  and  when  Land  Revenue  was  moved,  all  these  points 
raised  by  Mr.  Kuriakose  could  have  been  moved  and  threshed  out  on 
the  day  when  the  Government  were  moving  the  Land  Revenue  Demand. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  Revenue  Secretariat  is  included  under 
this  motion.  As  I  pointed  out,  this  is  not  a  matter  which  may  be 
discussed  at  length  at  this  stage.  Not  only  has  the  member  had  oppor¬ 
tunities  before,  but,  the  responsibility  of  Government  in  this  matter  is 
not  so  great  since  Mr.  Kuriakose  himself  says  that  it  is  only  an  irregu¬ 
larity  in  interpreting  the  rules.  Therefore,  the  point  of  order  raised  by 
Mr.  Chandrasekharan  has  to  be  ruled  in  his  favour. 

Mr,  K.  M.  KURIAKOSE  Qluvattupuzha  II) :  The  irregularity  is 
d  ue  to  the  inconsistent  orders  of  Government  in  this  matter.  I  appeal 
to  the  Government  to  consider  the  question  seriously  and  to  revise  the 
cases  already  settled,  on  their  own  initiative,  without  asking  the 
Iiudigans  concerned  to  come  forward  in  respect  of  the  various  cases. 

In  regard  to  the  filling  up  of  vacancies,  arising  in  the  Secretariat, 
by  initial  appointments  or  by  promotions,  I  would  request  the  appoint¬ 
ing  authority  to  give  due  consideration  to  claims  of  seniority.  The 
promotion  of  junior  men  over  the  heads  of  seniors  has  become  common 
now-a-days.  That-,  of  course,  is  very  hard  and  gives  room  for  great  heart¬ 
burning  in  the  minds  of  the  disappointed  officers  who  have  been  eagerly 
looking  forward  for  promotion.  If,  in  any  instance,  a  particular 
officer  has  to  be  employed  for  a  work  for  which  he  is  specially  qualified 
or  fit,  the  proper  course  of  action  for  Government  would  be  to  give 
special  remuneration  to  the  officer  for  such  work,  and  not  to  promote 
him  over  the  heads  of  his  seniors.  This  is  a  matter  for  serious  conside¬ 
ration  by  Government. 

With  these  words,  I  support  the  motion. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nechimangad)  :  Sir,  it  is  high  time  that  we  dis¬ 
courage  or  rather  completely  discontinue  the  importation  of  foreigners  . 
to  our  service.  It  is  high  time  that  we  also  reduce  the  salaries  of  our 
officers,  especially  the  highly  prid  officers  in  the  State.  (Mr.  K.  Kun- 
jukrishna  Rillai  :  Hear,  hear.)  It  is  high  time  that  the  salaries  of  all 
Heads  of  Departments  are  reduced  to  Rs.  500.  (.Laughter.)  It  is  high 
time  that,  once  in  4  or  5  years,  the  Heads  of  Departments  are  transfer¬ 
red  from  one  Department  to  another,  so  that  all  of  them  may  acguire 
knowledge,  and  experience  of  all  the  Departments  in  the  Stal6  and  the 
Vol.  VIII  No.  10. 
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[Mr.  S.  J.  Nair.] 

best  among  them  may  eventually  bo  promoted  as  the  Head  of  the 
Administration  (Continued  laughter.) 

RAO  SAHIB  S.  PARAMESVARA  AIYAR  (Nominated)  :  Does  tne 
member  include  the  Public  Works  Department,  also 3 

MR.  S  J.  NAIR  (Nedumauge-d)  :  Why  not,  Sir? 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  {Chinujinldl  1)  :  Is  that  system  in  vogue 
anywhere  in  the  world  ? 

Mr.  S.J.NAIR  (Nciluii.amjacl) :  Yes  :  I  will  come  to  that. 

Ill  reply  to  the  question  put.  to  me  by  my  honourable  friend 
Mr.  Paramcswara  Aiyar,  I  may  just  remind  him  of  the  I  net  that,  some 
years  ago,  in  Mysore,  the  Chief  Engineer,  Sir  M.  Viswoswurayya,  was 
promoted  as  the  First  Minister  of  the  State ;  and  his  regime  was 
considered  to  be  the  most  successful  in  the  Mysore  Stale,  in  fact,  Sir, 
he  is  considered  to  he  one  of  the  greatest  statesmen  of  the  world. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMGDARAN  AS  AN  (Marelikuni)  :  Had  lm  any  experience 
of  any  Department  other  than  the  F.  W.  D.  there  ? 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (N  cdtemangad)  •  Sir,  my  friend  Mr.  Paramoswara 
Aiyar  was  asking  me  whether  I  would  include  tlm  YV.  Department 
also  when  I  said  that  all  the  Hoads  of  Departments  should  gather 
all-round  knowledge  and  ultimately  become  fit  to  be  promoted  as  the 
Head.  Now,  in  Mysore,  tlu;  Head  of  the  p.  W.  Department  was, 
some  years  back,  appointed  as  Dewan  of  that  Stato.  There  is  no  reason 
why  anybody  should  get  frightened  at  the  suggestion  that  a  Chi  of 
Engineer  could  be  transferred  as  Revenue  Commissioner  or  a  Revenue 
Commissioner  as  Darbar  Physician  (Continual  laughter.)  Sir,  in  our 
own  State,  wo  have  had  an  instance  of  a  Medical  Officer  who  was 
appointed  as  Dewan  Peishkar. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ••  Is  Mr.  S.  J.  Nair,  making  the  discussion 
very  light  ? 

Mr.  S.J.NAIR  (Nedmnangad)  :  No,  Sir;  lam  very  very  serious 
when  I  am  making  these  suggestions  (Laughter.)  Sir,  my  idea  is  that 
we  must  have  the  opportunity  to  ohooso  the  best  son  of  the  soil  and 
make  him  the  Head  of  the  Administration  (Mr.  K.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai : 
hear,  hear.)  It  is  with  that  object  that  I  am  suggesting  this  scheme. 

MR.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Neyyatiinkara  71)  :  Are  there  not,  even 
among  our  present  officers,  brilliant  sons  of  the  soil  who  deserve  to 
occupy  the  place  of  Head  of  the  Administration  '? 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Neditmangad)  :  There  arc;  but,  unfortunately, 
their  brilliance  is  net  being  recognised. 

I  do  not  for  a  moment  deny,  Sir,  once  in  a  way,  under  certain 
peculiar  circumstances,  it  would  become  necessary  to  get  down  some 
great  man  for  some  special  reasons.  We  must  not  grudge  paying  a  high 
salary  ir.  such  circumstances  I  am  condemning  only  the  general  policy 
of  importing  foreigners  into  our  service. 

1  am  sorry  to  have  to  observe  that  the  Government  seldom  pay 
any  heed,  to  the  opinions  expressed  by  this  House,  'i’iiore  aim  very 
many  resolutions  and  motions  which  this  House  has  carried,  but  to 
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no  purpose.  Sir,  it  was  as  a  result  of  the  unanimous  opinion  expressed 
by  this  House  that  the  condition  of  the  agriculturists  in  the  country 
must  be  improved,  that  the  Government  introduced  the  Agriculturists’ 
Debt  Belief  Bill  in  this  House. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  very  same  argument  has  been  advanced 
in  almost  the  very  same  manner  by  a  number  of  members. 

MR.  S.  J.  HAIR  (Nedur.iangncl)  :  It  is  our  anxiety,  Sir,  the  anxiety 
of  the  people  of  the  country,  over  this  question  that  is  responsible  for 
so  much  emphasis  being  laid  on  this  matter.  We  want  to  impress  the 
Government  that  it  is  a  very  urgent  and  a  very  important  matter,  Sir, 
(Laughter.)  We  will  never  repeat  an  argument  unnecessarily,  Sir. 
We  want  to  lay  much  emphasis  on  this  important  matter ;  that  is  why 
all  my  honourable  friends,  not  only  myself,  have  been  adverting  to  this 
question-  We  do  not  want  to  waste  the  time  of  the  House  by  unneces¬ 
sary  repetition,  Sir. 

Sir,  fortunately  for  the  poor  people  of  the  State,  Government 
agreed  with  ns  as  to  the  necessity  for  the  measure  and  seemed  to  be 
anxious  to  pass  it  into  law  ;  but,  unfortunately  for  the  poor  people  in 
the  country,  they  have  played  into  the  hands  of  a  few  irresponsible, 
know-nothing  do-nothing  pensioned  officers  (Laughter)  \vho  met  in 
a  private  house  in  this  town  and  protested  against  the  bill.  Govern¬ 
ment  got,  frightened,  as  it  were,  at  these  retired  officers,  like  a  wild 
buffaloe  at  the  sight  of  a  red  cloth  ( Continued  laughter) 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHAR  AN  (Jg.  Director  of  Pull-ie  Instruction)  : 
May  I  request  the  member  to  explain  what  he  means  by  “Bed  Cross’ 
because  that  relates  to  my  Department  ? 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad)  :  Not  "Bod  Cross”,  Sir,  but 
“red  cloth”.  Sir,  in  Malayalam  too  there  is  a  saying  mjaig-J  ‘asn§ 
oflfflSng  (Continued  laughter). 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  am  really  surprised  that,  at  this  stage, 
when  we  have  very  much  more  work  remaining  to  be  done,  and  we  have 
only  very  little  time  a-t  our  disposal,  there  should  be  this  kind  of  light 
talk.  Mr.  S.  J.  Nair  is  one  who  generally  speaks  in  English,  and 
Mr,  Chandrasekharan  is  one  who,  at  any  rate,  does  not  speak  in  Mala¬ 
yalam.  Therefore,  Mr  S.  J.  Nftir’s  explanation  of  this  idiom  could  have 
been  avoided. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad)  :  Sir,  the  Head  of  the  Education 
Department,  when  the  Demand  for  that  Department  was  before  the 
-House,  protested,  when  an  Honourable  Member  of  the  House  said 
that  he  did  not  know  Malayalam-  and  told  us  that  he  is  a  scholar  m 
Malayalam.  So,  I  expressed  the  meaning  of  my  expression  m  Malya- 
lam  for  the  information  of  the  Honourable  Member. 

MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  P1LLAI  (Chimyinhil  11)  ■  I  support  the  motion. 
Sir,  the  attitude  of  the  Government  towards  local  newspapers  is  not 
what  it  should  be.  As  an  illustration,  I  may  refer  to  their  attitude 
towards  the  Jdalayali.  The  editor’s  privileges  have  been  withdrawn; 
they  are  not  allowed  to  enter  the  Press  Boom,  nor  even  this  Assembly 
Hall  Which  is  open  to  the  public. 
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Mr.  P.  C,  KURIYAN  (Eottayam  I)  :  How  many  years’  standing 
has  that  paper  got  ? 

MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chimyinhil  II) :  I  do  not  propose 
to  an=wer  that  question , 

Sir,  local  newspapers  must  be  encouraged.  Instead  of  doing  that, 
the  Government  are  encouraging  foreign  newspapers.  Last  year, 
Mr.  Thanu  Pillai  put  a  question  to  the  Chid  Secretary  about  the  yearly 
contribution  the  Travanooro  Govnrmnont  made  to  the  Associated 
Press.  The  Chief  Secretary  was  asked  whether  l lie  Government  were 
not  paying  the  Associated  Press,  every  year,  a,  sum  of  lis>.  £4,000  in 
order  to  advertise  the  various  good  things  done  by  Hie  Travanuore 
Government  and  to  whitewash  their  evil  acts.  ( hr.-m/A/sr), 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  should  think  that,  is  very  strong  language. 

MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  {('hirayinkil  II)  :  On  the  other  hand, 
the  Government  do  not  have  any  consideration  for  local  newspapers 
who  are  of  immense  use  to  the  people  of  the  country. 

HR.  a.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (MtireHh'ura) :  What  has  the  Associa¬ 
ted  Press  to  do  with  white-washing  '? 

HR.  S.  NILAKANTA  °<i.LAI  iCVruuMil  II) :  ldo  not  propose  to 
answer  any  question,  Sir.  (I.aiujhia). 

I  request  the  Government  to  reconsider  their  decision  with  regard 
to  the  Malnyuli  which  has  a  standing  of  about  50  years. 

In  regard  to  the  Debt  Kedumption  Dill,  I  wish  to  say  a  woub 
It  seemed  that  the  Government  were  earnest  about  passing  it  into  a 
Regulation.  Tire  second  reading  of  the  Puli  by  this  House  is  over  and 
since  then  nothing  is  hoard  of  it.  It  is  a  very  important  piece  of  legis¬ 
lation  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  people  :  it  seems  the  Government 
realised  that  fact  to  some  extent.  But  somehow,  in  spite  of  the 
definite  assurance  by  the  Government,  the  Bill  has  not  since  been  taken 
up  for  its  subsequent  stages.  (VrexidtuH's  Bell) 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( Kalkuhm  I) :  In  supporting  the.  motion 
I  should  try  to  emphasise  the  difference  in  the  treatment  accorded  by 
the  Government  to  the  Travancoreans  among  the  oilicurs  and  to  the 
outsiders  among  them.  When  we  have  all  along  been  opposing  the 
importation  of  foreigners  into  our  public  service,  the  Government’s 
choice  of  such  foreigners  is  becoming  worse  and  worse.  But  there  is 
one  thing  that  we  have  gained  as  a  lesult  of  this  importation  :  wo  have 
found  out  that,  after  all,  there  is  no  justification  for  our  glamour  for 
outsiders,  that,  after  all,  the  officers  that  we  import  are  not  even  as 
efficient  as  our  mediocrities  here. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  That  is  a  kind  of  language  which  is  not 
plain  enough,  Mr.  Elenkath. 

Mr.  K.  R,  ELENKATH  ( Rallculum  1)  :  I  am  talking  in  a  foreign 
language,  Sir. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  Ido  not  object  to  your  English;  only  the 
House  wnl  not  m  any  way  be  better  for  the  kind  of  general '  statement 
,  you  are  making,  unless  you  cite  specifio  instances. 
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MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( EalkiiUim  I)  :  One  advantage  we  have  had  is 
to  realise  that  onr  own  men,  though  of  mediocre  ability,  are  in  almost 
every  respect  much  superior  to  the  foreigners  who  are  imported  into  our 
service.  Again,  what  is  the  cost  that  the  Government  has  to  incur  on 
account  of  this  ?  In  addition  to  the  ordinary  salaries  allotted  to  the 
heads  of  departments  and  others,  we  have  to  give  them  a  very  high 

Even  with  regard  to  the  age,  we  find  that  many  of  them  are 
retired  officers. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  Elenkath,  can  develop  that  argument, 
provided  ho  places  before  the  House  one  or  two  instances  of 
appointments  made  in  the  service  of  Government  and  which  could  be 
discussed  on  the  floor  oi  this  House.  Otherwise,  he  would  not  be  in 

fill.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  r  c  1  n'a  ,  I) :  Sir,  there  are  the  instances 
of  the  appointment  ot  the  Financial  [secretary  and  the  Chief  Justice, 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  All  that  vou  cannot  discuss. 

Mr.  it.  R.  ELENKATH  {Kcillulam  /)  ;  Sir,  I  want  to  make  pointed 
reference  to  the  fact  that  the  Government  had  been,  even  after- 
spending  a  lot  of  money  to  make  the  administration  more  efficient,  not 
giving  opportunities  to  the  brilliant  sons  of  the  soil. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  think  there  is  some  misunderstanding.  I 
only  said  that  such  appointments  as  may  not  be  discussed  on  the  floor 
of  the  House  should  not  be  discussed. 

Mil.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  {Kathulan  I)  :  Sir,  I  am  not  generally  in  favour 
of  giving  extensions  of  service.  But  I  ask  why,  when  outsiders  who  are 
retired  officer?  are  appoin  ted  here,  the  Travancoreans  who  possess  much 
greater  ability  and  who  are  very  healthy  and  who  are  already  in  servica 
should  not  be  given  extensions.  Now,  Sir,  the  Government  sperid  money 
with  the  object  of  making  the  different  branches  of  the  administration 
more  efficient.  Some  time  ago,  one  of  the  Professors  of  the  College, 
Mr.  Gopala  Menon,  was  sent  to  England  to  specialise  in  certain 
subjects  and  it  was  expected  that  on  his  return  he  will  be  placed  in 
charge  ot  the  department  which  will  go  to  advance  the  industries  in 
the  State.  That  is  one  instance.  There  is  also  the  instance  of  the 
recent  appointment  of  Mr.  N.  K.  Padmanabta  Pillai  as  the  head  of 
the  Registration  Department.  He  was  getting  Es.  1,000  in  Hyderabad 
and  was  even  offered  Es.  1,500.  But  such  a  brilliant  son  of  the  soil, 
who  was  doing  work  in  the  Industries  Department,  has  been  for  no 
reason  appointed  as  the  head  of  a  department  in  which  he  has  no 
working  knowledge  at  all.  This  is  a  policy  which  the  Government 
should  refrain  from  pursuing.  Sir,  the  sous  of  the  soil  are  out  of  mere 
patriotism  willing  to  serve  the  State  for  a  comparatively  low  salary. 
But  they  are  even  denied  the  chance  of  serving  the  State. 

MR.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  {Neyyattinkara  II) :  Is  it  the  opinion  of 
the  member  that  patriotism  is  a  crime  ? 

Mr.  K,  R.  ELENKATH  ( Kalkukm  I)  :  It  is  gradually  being  regarded 
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IVlR-  K.  MAHOMED  (Always) :  Sir,  I  also  l'iso  to  support  the  mo. 
.  tion.  In  doing  so,  I  wish  to  make  a  few  observations.  Liberty  of 
speech  is  the  birthright  of  all,  irrespective  of  caste,  creed  or  colour;  and 
it  is  the  duty  of  a  responsible  Government  not  to  put  any  kind  of  res¬ 
triction  on  the  liberty  of  the.  people  ia  making  speeches.  But  things 
have  so  happened  that  very  often  this  liberty  is  put  under  restraint  and 
this  fact  I  can  prove  by  an  example.  Recently  the.  Acting  Commissioner 
of  Polieo,  Mr.  Pitehu  Aiyangar,  lias  issued  a  .notification  in  the  (-lovem- 
ment  Gazette.  In  the  first  place,  the  language  itself  is  very  defective. 
In  the  second  place,  if,  is  quite  unjust,  unwarranted  ami  uncalled  for. 
If  an  outsider  goes  through,  that  notification,  he  will  laugh  at  its,  who 
are  far  advanced  in  education  and  hence,  regarded  as  very  enlightened 
people.  I  do  not  know  who  is  responsible  for  that  notification.  It 
should  be  either  the  Government  or  the  Commissioner  of  Polieo.  Since 
it  is  published  over  the  signature  of  the  Commiisiiinei'  of  Police  who 
is  a  servant  of  Government  and  who  represents  Government  in  this 
Assembly,  one  is  forced  to  believe  that  the  Government  is  responsible 
for  it,  Sir,  it  is  the  duty  of  Government  to  ease  inte.r-coimnunal  feel¬ 
ings  when  there  is  high  communal  tension.  But  now-a-days  owing  to 
the  irresponsible  action  of  the  Police  Department,  this  is  observed  more, 
in  its  breach  than  ia  its  observance.  Kor  the  idols  that  take  place 
very  often  in  the  nooks  and  corners  of  this  Slate  1  can  say  that  some  of 
these  responsible  police  officers  »:  to  bo  held  responsible.  If  they  had 
taken  necessary  action  to  nip  these  riots  in  the  bud,  no  serious  action 
■  would  have  been  required  on  the  part  of  Government  to  put  them 
down. 

Sir,  I  also  want  to  bring  another  fact  to  the  notice  of  llui  Govern¬ 
ment  and  that  is  with  regard  to  the  prohibitory  order  that  has  been 
issued  and  the  orders  that  are  likely  to  be.  issued  by  the  District  Magis¬ 
trate  of  Qnilon  in  connection  with  the  conversion  question, 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Is  it  a  judicial  order  or  an  executive 

Mr.  K.  MAHOMED  (Always)  ■  I  do  not  know. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Then  I  cannot  allow  the  member  to  develop  it. 

Mr.  K.  MAHOMED  (Always)  :  I  think  it  is  an  executive  order. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  am  sorry  I  cannot  allow  him  to  proceed 
because,  when  I  put  the  question  to  him,  ho  said  that  he  does  not 
know 

MR.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  (Kotivjam  T) :  Sir  I  too  wish  to  speak  in 
support  of  the  motion.  In  doing  so,  I  wish  to  draw  the  attention  of  the 
House  to  certain  action  or  inaction  on  the  part  of  tbc  Government. 
That  is  to  say  to-day  is  the  22nd  of  Karkatakarn  1111  and  the  budget 
before  this  House  is  the  last  budget  in  this  House,  in  the  normal  cir¬ 
cumstances,  the  next  budget  has  to  be  passed  in  another  Hous" 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  All  that  is  beside  the  point.

Ms.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  (Kottayam  I)  ■.  It  is  relevant,  Sir.  The  inaction 
of  Government  is  a  disadvantage  in  the  way  of  our  deciding  our  future 
action. 

Secondly,  a  word  about  the  Agriculturists’  Belief  Bill.  After  the 
second  reading  was  over  I  think  that  the  Chief  Secretary,  though  he 
did  not  give  us  the  notice  proper,  gave  us  to  understand  that  we  should 
come  prepared  for  the  third  reading.  Of  course,  we  came  prepared  for 
the  third  reading ;  but  there  was  no  third  reading. 

Another  problem  is  the  problem  created  by  the  two  orders  of  two 
Heads  of  Departments,  one  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction  and  the 
other  the  Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police.  The  Ag.  Director  of  Public 
Instruction  wants  to  amend  the  Education  Code  so  that  prayers  may 
be  prohibited  in  certain  places. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  also  is  under  the  same  ban.  The 
member  ought  to  have  mentioned  it  when  the  Demand  for  the  depart¬ 
ment  was  before  the  House. 

Mr.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  (Kottayam  I) :  I  shall  explain  the  relevancy, 
Sir,  These  two  notifications  come  through  acting  hands  It  was 
out-heroding  Herod.  This  was  because  those  two  officers  were  not 
permanent  officers  and  were  only  acting.  In  no  other  department  do 
we  find  such  orders  passed. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILIAI  (Quilon  I)  :  May  I  know  who  is  the 
Herod  here  ? 

MR.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  ( Kottayam  l ):  Sir,  the  expression  is  very 
often  used  in  English  language  and  the  honourable  member  should 
certainly  understand  the  sense  in  which  it  is  used. 

MR,  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) : 
Sir,  I  rise  t,o  a  point  of  order.  The  honourable  member  should  have 
raised  the  point  on  the  day  of  the  Education  Demand. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  Kuriyan,  I  have'already  pointed  out 
that,  if  there  is  anything  wrong  done  by  the  Director  of  Public  Instruc¬ 
tion,  that  should  have  been  mentioned  under  that  Demand. 

MR.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  (Kottayam  1)  :  I  feel  that  all  these  orders 
have  bean  issued  as  a  result  of  the  policy  iof  Government  either  in  not 
making  the  anting  officers  permanent  or  in  not  appointing  permanent 
officers. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  now  call  upon  the  official  member  to 
speak  because  there  is  very  little  time  left.  We  have  got  only  about 
20  minutes  more. 

RAO  BAHADUR  OR.  N.  KUNJAN  PlUAI  (Chief  Secretary  to  Govern* 
meat)  :  Sir,  honourable  members  have  touched  upon  several  points  in 
the  administration  of  the  country ;  and  it  is  hardly  possible  for  me  nor 
do  I  think  it  necessary  at  present  to  answer  ail  the  criticisms  that  have 
been  levelled  against  the  Government. 

The  mo‘.  er  of  the  motion,  I  think,  began  his  speech  with  an 
observation  that  Government  do  not  respect  the  decisions  and 
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wishes  of  this  House  and  the  other  House.  He  quoted,  as  illus¬ 
trations,  the1  motions  passed  by  this  House  recommending  the  remis¬ 
sion  of  50  per' cent.  of  land  tax,  reduction  of  school  fees,  reduction 
in  the  pay  of  officers,  provision  of  larger  allotments  for  the  nation- 
building  departments  and  so  on  and  so  forth.  Well,  Sir,  it  may 
be  that  the  Government  have  not  been  able  to  carry  out  full;/  all 
the  resolutions  and  motions  passed  by  this  House.  There  are  practical 
difficulties  in  carrying  'them  all  out  in  toto.  The  honourable 
members  will  certainly  admit  that  the  Government  have  dono  as  much 
as  they  could  under  the  conditions  prevailing. 

In  regard  to  the  remission  of  land  tax,  the  hand  Uovonuo  Com¬ 
missioner,  when  he  replied  to  the  criticisms  on  bis  Demand,  slated  what 
remissions  were  sanctioned  by  the  Government  during  the  last 
three  or  four  years.  The  Assembly  passed  a  motion  for  the  remission 
of  50  per  cent,  of  land  tax ;  but  the  Government,  after  considering  the 
question  carefully,  came  to  the  conclusion  that  it  would  not  be  possible 
to  carry  on  the  administration  if  they  accepted  the  cut  as  it  was,  that, 
is,  remission  of  50  per  cent,  of  the  land  tax  which  would  amount  to  a 
loss  of  revenue  to  the  extent  of  about  11s.  ID  lakhs. 

At  the  same  time,  realising  the  distress  which  the  agriculturists 
were  suffering  from,  and  in  view  of  the  partial  failure  of  crops  on  ac¬ 
count  of  drought  and  various  other  circumstances,  Government  thought 
that  it  wou'd  be  only  fair  to  do  something  uy  way  of  remission.  Gov¬ 
ernment  remitted  this  year  111.’1  per  cent,  of  the  tux  on  dry  lands  and 
18£  par  cent,  of  the  tax  on  wet  lands  in  certain  taluks. 

Regarding  the  redaction  of  school  fees  also,  the  honourable  mem¬ 
bers  will  remember  that  the  Government  did  respect  the  wishes  of  the 
House.  Though  they  did  not  carry  out  the  motion  in  its  entirety,  tlioy 
did  reduce  the  school  fees,  incurring  thereby  a  loss  of  about  a  iakh  of 
rupees. 

So  that  these  instances  which  my  friend  Mr.  Asan  quoted  should 
only  show  how  the  Government  were  prepared  to  respect  the  wishes  of 
this  House  by  carrying  out  as  far  as  possible  its  decisions.  As  I  said  at 
the  very  beginning,  it  is  not  possible  for  Government— and  it  may  not 
be  possible  in  the  future  also— to  accept  all  the  Resolutions  and  mo¬ 
tions  carried  by  this  House  in  their  entirety.  Sir,  wliilo  this  House 
passes  Resolutions  recommending  the  remission  of  taxes,  school  1'cos, 
and  so  on,  it  also  passes  Resolutions  and  carries  motions  asking  Govern¬ 
ment  to  increase  the  expenditure  on  nation-building  departments. 
These  two  things  are  not  quite  compatible. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  There  is  one  danger  in  saying  that.  When 
any  member  of  the  House  says  that  the  two  decisions  are  inconsistent, 
it  may  not  he  proper  because  ultimately  it  may  be  a  reflection  on  the 
House.  I  am  just  giving  a  warning- 

RAO  BAHADUR  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLA1  (Chief  Secretary  to  Govern, 
merit )  :  On  the  one  hand  the  honourable  members  demand  a  remission 
of  taxes  and  on  the  other  they  demand  an  incroase  on  various  items  of 
expenditure.  I  said  these  are  incompatible. 
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Some  honourable  members  have'suggested  a  cnt  in  the  pay  of  the 
officers.  However  mercilessly  we  may  apply  the  axe,  I  ask  whether  it 
will  be  possible  to  obtain  as  much  saving  by  way  of  a  cut  ;in  salaries 
to  meet  the  deficit  that  will  be  caused  by  the  remission  of  taxes  as 
proposed. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  c Quilonl):  May  I  ask  whether 
Government  have  done  anything  in  the  direction  of  the  cut  proposed  by 
the  House  ? 

RAO  BAHADUR  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Chief  Secretary  to  Govern - 
ment)  :  Government  have  adopted  the  Standardisation  Scheme.  That 
is  one  of  the  unkindest  cuts?. 

MR.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  ( liruualla  1) :  May  I.  ask  whether  the 
standardisation  scheme  could  benefit  the  present  generation  or  pos¬ 
terity  ? 

RAO  BAHADUR  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Chief  Secretary  to  Govern¬ 
ment)  :  It  will  benefit  'the  present  'generation  as  well  as  posterity. 
Under  the  standardisation  scheme,  no  increment  would  be  granted  to 
officers  except  as  allowed  in  that  scheme.  There  is  the  possibility  of 
making  a  saving  both  immediately  as  well  as  in  the  future.  Anyhow, 
the  standardisation  scheme  has  been  sanctiored  and  it  has  come  into 
effect.  Mr  .Kunjukrishna  Pillai  said,  in  the  course  of  the  general  dis¬ 
cussion  of  the  budget,  that  there  should  be  a  cut  in  the  salaries  rather 
than  the  standardisation.  Now  that  the  standardisation  has  been 
effected,  I  think  the  cut  can  wait.  It  is  very  unfair  to  have  both  the 
standardisation  and  the  cut  in  salaries. 

Mr.  K.  P.  KRISHNA  MENON  (Pamr):  May  I  know  whether  it 
has  in  any  way  affected  the  officers  ? 

RAO  BAHADUR  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Chief  Secretary  to  Govern - 
ment)  :  Yes,  those  who  are  to  get  increments  have  been  affected. 

MR.  N.  ABDUR  RAHIMAN  SAHIB  (Nominated)  :  Is  there  any  dis¬ 
content  ? 

RAO  BAHADUR  0R.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Chief  Secretary  to  Govern¬ 
ment)  :  I  have  not  examined  that  question. 

The  question  of  the  third  reading  of  the  Agriculturists’  Belief  Bill 
was  specifically  referred  to  by  the  honourable  members.  I  think  hon¬ 
ourable  members  will  admit  that  Government  are  anxious  to  do  as 
much  as  possible  in  this  direction.  They  have  all  along  been  anxious 
to  afford  relief  to  the  agriculturists.  They  issued  two  Proclamations 
for  this  purpose.  They  appointed  a  Committee,  and  based  on  the  report 
of  the  Committee,  a  Bill  was  drafted  and  introduced  in  this  House  and 
it  has  passed  the  second  reading  stage.  The  question  that  is  now  asked 
is  why  it  was  not  taken  up  for  the  third  reading  before  the  discussion 
on  the  budget  was  started.  It  is  true,  Sir,  that  I  made  a  statement 
that  Government  would  do  all  that  was  possible  to  take  up  the  Third 
reading  after  the  presentation  of  the  budget  and  before  the  general 
discussion.  As  I  said  at  that  time,  the  House  carried  certain  amend¬ 
ments  which  had  to  be  considered  by  the  Government.  I  assure  the 
House  that  the  Government  have  not  been  frightened  or  terrified  by  the 
threat  of  the  pensioned  officers.

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RAO  SAHIB  S.  PARAMESVARA  AIYAR  (Nominated)'.  Was  any 

threat  offered '! 

RAO  BAHADUR  DR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Chief  secretary  to  Govern¬ 
ment)  :  Government  were  not  ‘'threatened"  as  lias  been  stated  by  the 
honourable  members. 

m.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivet ’i drum-  Inirai)-.  Was  there  an  attempt 
to  threaten  the  Government? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  Chief  Secretary  used  the  word  "threat¬ 
ened  ”  within  quotation  marks.  That  is  all. 

RAO  BAHADUR  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Chief  decretory  to  Govern¬ 
ment)  :  I  do  not  know  whether  there  was  an  attempt  at  throat.  Any¬ 
how,  it  had  no  influence  on  the  Government.  Wlmt  Government  have 
to  do  is  to  consider  the  amendments  passed  by  tho  House,  come  to  a 
decision  thereon  and  then  take  up  the  third  reading  of  the  Bill.  Gov¬ 
ernment  want  some  time  for  all  this.  If  tho  third  reading  had  been 
taken  np  before  the  budget  discussion  began,  it  would  not  have  been 
possible  to  take  the  Bill  through  tho  other  House  also  before  tlio  end 
of  this  Session.  Considering  all  these  points,  Government  thought  they 
minht  take  up  tho  third  reading  some  time  after  the  budget  session.  I 
may  assure  the  House  that  Government  do  not  intend  to  shelve  the 
question.  They  will  try  to  have  the  third  reading  as  early  as  possible. 

Mr,  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Ghirn-yinkil  i)  :  May  I  know  .whether 
this  wonderful  piece  of  literature  under  tho  signature  of  tho  Ag.  Com- 
misioner  of  Police,  Mr.  I’itchu  Aiyangar,  published  on  13-L2-ll.il  under 
the  guise  of  the  permanent  Police  Commissioner,  was  published  under 
the  authority  of  Government  ? 

RAO  BAHADUR  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Chief  Secretary  to  Govern, 
ment)  ■■  It  was  published  in  the  l-’olic.e  Sheet  'of  the  Gazette  by  tho 
Police  Commissioner. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ((JhirayinkU  l)  •.  Who  is  responsible  for 
the  mischievous  consequences  of  this  Notification  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  question  does  not  arise. 

Mr.K.  PADMANABHAN  (Ghimyinkil  [)\  May  I  know  whether  he 
is  an  Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police  or  the  permanent  Commissioner  of 
Police  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  also  does  not  arise. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Ohieuyiukil  1)  :  I  understand  that  he  is 
still  the  Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police.  But  in  the  notification  it  is 
stated  "  Commissioner  of  Police”.  Is  it  not  misleading  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  motion 
before  the  House. 

MR.  A.  S.  'DAMODARAN  ASAN  (ilfneeli hetro,)  :  Sir,  the  reply  of 
the  Government  member  has  only  made  my  position  clear,  namely, 
that  this  Assembly  has  a  legiti  uate  ground  for  grievance.  He  has  told 
us  that  it  is  net  possible  to  carry  out  the  decisions  of  this  House.  He 
has  also  stated  that  in  future  the  decisions  of  this  House  cannot  be 
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carried  out  in  their  entirety.  Hence  it  is  the  duty  of  the  House  to  enter 
its  emphatic  protest  against  this.  If  they  cannot  carry  out  our  deci¬ 
sions  let  the  Government  dissolve  this  House. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  member  is  out  of  order  in  saying  that 
Government  should  dissolve  the  House. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  :  Another  allegation 
made  against  this  House  i3  that,  while  it  asks  for  remission  of  taxes  and 
asks  for  a  reduction  of  Government  revenuesi  it  demands  that  more 
funds  should  be  spent  on  nation- building  departments.  Sir,  if  this 
House  is  given  the  option  to  settle  the  budget  of  the  Government,  we 
Will  show  how  to  adjust  the  receipts  and  expenditure.  {Scar,  hear). 
The  Retrenchment  Committee  has  suggested  retrenchments  in  the 
expenditure  of  Government.  That  Committee  was  presided  over  by  the 
Ilewan  and  consisted  of  officials  and  non-officials.  The  work  of  the 
Committee  has  been  set  at  nought  and  the  Government  asked  one 
of  their  Secretaries,  who  .has  no  acquaintance  with  the  country  and 
who  has  no  knowledge  of  the  working  of  the  various  departments,  to 
sit  in  revision  over  the  proposals  of  the  Retrenchment  Committee.  The 
result  is  that  a  scheme  has  been  brought  into  effect  which  has  created 
discontent  among  the  officials  as  well  as  the  non-officials.  It  is  not 
going  to  benefit  either  the  present  generation  or  the  future  generation. 
With  these  words,  I  press  the  motion.

The  Tiuvancjoue  Hif-mj  Widow’s  Remarriage  Bill. 

SRIMATI  T.  NARAYANI  AMIWA  ( Nominated )  :  Sir,  I  rise  to  move  for 
leave  to  introduce  the  Travancorc  Hindu  Widow’s  Remarriage  Bill. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUXRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  1)  :  I  second  it. 

The  question  that  leave  bo  granted  was  put  to  the  vote  of  the 
House  and  leave  was  granted. 


The  Tbavanoohb  Kamhala  Bill. 

MR.  G.  NILAKANTAN  (AWW-vZ)  :  Sir,  I  move  for  leave  to  intro¬ 
duce  the  Travancoro  Kaumiala  Bill. 

KR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  [Tavala)  :  I  second  it, 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  {Kulhulnm  I')  :  Sir,  I  object  to  leave  being 
granted  for  the  introduction  .if  the  Tnvanoore  Kim  mala  Bill.  In  do¬ 
ing  so,  I  wish  to  make  a  statement,  Sir.  This  is  a  piece  of  social  legis¬

,  but  the  Mitukshara  law  is  not  applicable  to  them.  They 
are  governed  by  custom  which  varies  iu  different  places.  They  are 
divided  into  11  sections  of  which  ton  are  Malayala  Kammalas,  Only 
one  section  consisting  of  13,000  persons  are  Tamil  Kammalas.  The 
habit  ami  custom  of  tho  Malayala  Kammalas  differ  from  those  of  the 
Tamil  Kammalas,  in  respect  of  succession,  inheritance,  divorce  and 
other  things.  There  is  no  intermarriage  and  interdining  between  the 
Ma'ayala  and  tlui  'Tamil  Kaimiiaias,  Among  (he  Malayala  Kammalas, 
there  is  divorce  and  Ur.  re  is  rcmirriag ',  while  among  the  Tamil 
Kammalas  there  is  no  divorce  and  there  is  no  remarriage.  Again,  Sir, 
on  account  of  the  absence  of  a  codified  law  to  govern  their  inheritance 
and  marriage,  the  Malayala  Kammalas  do  mot  obtain  justice  in  the 
Judicial  Courts  of  the  Country.  Succession  is  quite  uncertain  and  the 
right  of  inheritance  is  c  aimed  both  by  the  female  line  and  the  male 
line-  Some  i'o'low  a  mixed  system. 

RAO  SAHIB  S.  PARAMESVARA  AKAR  (XouMm'.e,.)  : ^  Is  the  member 
willing  to  have  the  Tamil  lvammala  community  alone  ? 

Mr.  G.  NILAKANTAN  (Xun.imikd)  :  1  have  explained  in  the  State¬ 

ment  of  Objects  ami  Reasons  that  it  is  not  intended  to  affect  the  Tamil 
Kammalas. 
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MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  P1LLAI  (Quilnn  I):  Sir,  I  vise  to  a  point  of 
order.  Sir,  according  to  Standing  Order  No.  31,  when  a  motion  for 
leave  to  introdnee  a  Bill  is  opposed,  is  it  open  to  the  member  to  discuss 
the  merits  of  the  legislation  as  such  or  only  to  point  out  the  necessity 
for  the  legislation  in  general  ?

Mr.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Nam/"  tun  I  lire-  it)  :M ay  L  brow  whether 
the  me  nbor  is  aware  that  there  is  a  volume  of  opinion  in  his  own  com¬ 
munity  against  tho  introduction  of  this  Bill  '{ 

MR.  G.  NILAKANTAN  {Nominated)  .No,  Sir.  Excepting  a  few 
•peoples  who  live  in  tho  southern  part  of  Travanenre,  a  great,  majority 
of  the  Kammalas  living  north  of  Noyyat.tihka.ra  are  for  thin  measure 
-because  they  have  no  law  at  present  guiding  thoir  inheritance. 

Mr.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Ncyyattinl-ara  IT)  :  May  I  know,  Sir, 
whether  tho  member  is  aware  that  there  was  a  meeting  held  at 
rNeyyattinkara  where  thousands  of  Kammalas  wore  present  and  resolu¬ 
tions  were  unanimously  passed  to  the  effect  that  this  Bill  is  not  at  all 
advantageous  to  them  “> 

MR.  G.  NILAKANTAN  ( Nominated ):  Sir,  I  am  nut  aware  of  any 
meeting  so  held.  But  I  am  aware  cf  so  many  mootings  held  in  all 
parts  ot  Travancore  in  support  of  tho  measure. 

Sir,  these  few  facts  will  explain  the  absolute  necessity  for  this  bill. 
In  some  places  we  find  that  inheritance  is  claimed  by  nephews.  In  those 
Mine  places  we  find  that  inheritance  is  claimed  by  the  sons  also.  Again, 
Sir,  we  find  in  some  places  no  distinction  between  self-acquired  property 
ariiancestral  property.

PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (.Vilamnkod)  :  May  I  know,  Sir, 
whether  the  majority  of  the  Kammalas  follow  the  MaUiatlmyam  or  the 
Marumttlckathnt/a'it  system 7 

MR.  G,  NILAKANTAN  ( Nominated ):  They  are  nominally  makhithiyees, 
but  they  follow  mamiuakkathai/am  customs  also.  As  I  said,  their 
succession  is  not  guided  by  principle!  of  Mitakshara  law  but  only  by 
custom. 

MR.  PUTHUPALLI  S.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  II)  :  Is  there  any 
who  follow  the  mantm  ikfotih  ty-tm  system  of  inheritance  ? 

MR.  G.  NILAKANTAN  {Nov.i>ia!cl)  :  Yes,  Sir.  In  my  own  case, 
there  was  a  family  dispute  between  the  nephews  and  the  sons  in  regard 
to  inheritance,  For  yours  the  litigation  went  on  with  the  result  that 
the  family  has  beou  ruined  by  it.

no  law  to  guide  their  inheritance,  succession,  marriage,  divorce,  etc.  It 
is  therefore  necessary  that  such  a  measure  as  the  one  that  I  have 
brought  forward  should  be  given  leave  to  be  introduced. 

MR.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  ( Kottayan  I) :  May  I  know  wheher  the  troubles 
mentioned  by  the  member  are  confined  to  his  family  alone  7 

MR.  G.  NILAKANTAN  (dominated)  :  We  find  it  in  several  places  in 
Travancora.  Sir,  I  repeat  that  there  is  absolute  necessity  for  a  law  to 
govern  the  inheritance,  succession,  marriage  and  divorce  among  the 
Malayala  Kammalas  in  the  State.  Any  modification  that  might  be 
deemed  to  be  necessary  may  be  made  in  the  Bill  during  the  later  stages 
of  tho  measure.  At  present  leave  may  be  granted  for  its  introduction, 
so  that  the  Bill  may  be  placed  before  the  House  for  its  consideration.

MR  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  A8AN  (.1 lardibtra.) :  Was  the  Bill  published 
in  the  Gazette  ? 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (Kallulam  I) :  I  believe  it  was  published  in 
some  newspaper. 

MR.  G.  NILAKANTAN  {Nominated)  :  May  I  know  from  the  member 
whether  he  is  aware  of  tho  number  of  meetings  held  in  Quilon, 
Kottayam  and  other  places  at  tho  instance  of  the.  Ii  adri'K  of  tho  com¬ 
munity  and  whether  they  have  jointly  recjtti  sled  me  In  come  with  this 
Bill  before  the  House  ? 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  {Kalkulam  I) ;  Kir,  1  hud  an  opportunity  to 
attend  a  meeting  called  together  by  the  Kiimmalas. 

MR.  G.  NILAKANTAN  {Nominated) :  May  1  know  where  it  was 
held? 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  {Kalkulam  I) :  In  this  very  Town  Hall  a 
meeting  was  held. 

It  was  a  conference  of  the  Kammala  community  as  a  whole. 

One  of  the  main  points  urged  by  tho  member  was  that  the  Tamil 
Kammslas  and  the  Malayali  Kammalas  are  two  different  communities 
and  that  they  do  not  have  inlerinaiTiago  among  themselves.  Sir,  one 
of  the  leaders  of  the  Kammala  community,  Mr.  IJ.  Nilakantan,  Assistant 
Excise  Commissioner  (lietired),  has  given  his  daughter  in  marriage)  to 
a  Tamil  Kammala,  a  tutor  in  tho  College.  Sir,  this  very  fact,  will 
show  that  there  is  intermarriage  between  the  two  communities.  So  his 
statement  is  entirely  incorrect. 

There  is  a  strong  opinion  in  tho  Community  that  this  will  load  to

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  {Kalkulam  T) :  Tin  re  is  some  opposition. 
But  it  is  only  after  persistent  demand  that  a  piece  of  social  legislation 
is  passed.  That  was  the  case  in  respect  of  the  Nayar  Kogululion. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  {QuiUm  J)  :  May  I  ask  the  member 
whether  he  is  aware  that  the  Nair  ltegulation  was  passed  in  spite  of 
persistent  opposition  by  a  small  section  ol'  tho  eommunitv  V 

Mr.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  {Kulmulam  1)  •  Might  havo  been.  Both 
these  conferences  which  met  in  the  year  preceding,  by  an  overwhelm¬ 
ing  majority,  passed  resolutions  opposing  the  introduction  of  this  Bill, 

Mr.  XAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  {Additional  Head  Hirkar 
Vakil) :  Is  there  any  definite,  easily  ascertainable  law  lor  the 
Kammalas  at  present  ? 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (. Kalkulam  I)  :  They  follow  the  general 
Mitakshara  Law.  There  are  certain  customs  prevalent  in  the  com¬ 
munity,  though  these  are  modified  to  a  certain  extent  in  certain  places. 
The  member  himself,  in  his  Statement  oE  Objects  and  Ilpasons,  says 
that  they  are  all  Mn-khith^yces  supposed  to  ho  governed  by  the  rules 
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of  tlio  Hindu  Law,  Again,  ho  says  that  oven  among  the  Hindus 
following  the  Mitakshara  Law  the  principles  of  the  Malchathayee 
system  are  not  strictly  observed.  That  is  what  he  states.  The  intro- 
auction  of  the  Bill  will  create  a  strong  cleavage  in  the  community.  It 
is  not  very  clear  whether  the  Malayalain-speaking  community  can  he 
differentiated  from  the  Tamil-speaking  community.

CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  P1LLAI  {Kiu.mU.'iir  cum 
Pattampumni) :  1  have  great  pleasure  in  supporting  tin:  resolution 
moved  hy  Mr.  Kesavan  Sastri.  The  question  of  establishing  colonics 
for  the  depressed  classes  is  one  that  engaged  the  nUonlion  of  (he  Co¬ 
operative  Enquiry  Committee;  and  Mr.  Doviulhar,  the.  I’rosddent  of  that 
Committee  ashed  me  to  supply  him  with  a  scheme  for  it ;  accordingly  I 
prepared  a  scheme,  but  ho  thought  it  was  too  umbilicus  and  therefore 
the  Committee,  after  considering  the  whole  question,  njemniiiowled  to 
Government  the  establishment  of  few  colonics  on  a  mote  moderate 
scale.  Their  recommendation  is  contained  on  page  1J\1  of  Iho  Keport 
which  is  quoted  below  :  —

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Quotations  must  not  be  verv  long. 

Mr.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  '{.Kim-^tlitr  cum 
Pattanapuram )  :  It  is  not  very  long.  I  am  finished. 

“Thus  one  colony  would  oost  botweeu  Hs.  4,(1110  to  6,1100  Tin.  mat  of  the 
ton  colonics  would  ho  only  Its-  60.000  and  this  omild  hi  n-ony.  ml  with  a  no. 
initial  rate  of  intoirst  in  12  to  16  jvnrs  at  the  most  hy  instalments  at  the  rat,, 
of  Rs.  2  per  m  -usi’m  from  each  family  ”. 

That  is  the  recommendation  of  the  Oo-opnrntive  Thujuiry  Commitl.ce. 
This  is  a  definite  recommendation  hy  the  Committee  and  1  do  not  know 
what  the  Government  have  done  in  order  to  implement  it.  I  think  it 
is  a  very  moderate  scheme  and  the  Government  should  take  up  this 
question  into  their  serious  consideration. 

A  doubt  was  raised  by  some  members  as  to  whotln  r  there  was  not 
the  danger  of  segregation  if  separate  colonies  are  started  for  J  larijans.  It 
was  said  that  in  Cochin  the  depressed  classes  had  protested  against  such 
segregation.  I  must  say  that  i.  am  not  aware  of  the  depressed  classes  of 
Cochin  having  protested  against  separate  colonics  on  the  ground  of 
segregation  ,  they  are  already  segregated  everywhere  and  no  greater 
harm  can  be  done  by  establishing  separate  colonies  for  them  where 
they  get  the  advantage  of  settling  down  as  peasant  proprietors'.

CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Kunnattur  oum 
V-Man:'-rU'-,.m)  :  They  arc  segregated.  They  are  not  allowed  to  mix 
with  utlior  i  r. i plo  or  live  near  them  I  know  this  is  a  fact  even  in 
Travunemv,  lOvoryboly  knows  that  in  British  Indian  villages  they 
are  compel  Oil  to  live  outside  the  village.  No  greater  harm  can,  there¬ 
fore,  ho  done  by  allowing  I  horn  to  live  in  colonies.  Again  the  questid^ 
of  segregation  can  arise  only  as  long  lW  their  disabilities  continue;  i.  a., 
untourhahhil.y  and  uiuppmehabiULy  exist.  It  is  now  our  endeavour  to 
abolish  it  oo  there  can  hu  no  question  of  segregation  at  all  when 
those  disabilities  disappear.  I  have  heard  of  attempts  being  made  to 
start  Nair  colonies  and  (ihrisiian  colonics.  There  are  German  colonies, 
tlie.ic 1  are  I'Tenr.h  eoUmiea,  there  are  English  colonies  and  so  on.  In 
none  of  these  eases  the  question  of  segregation  arose,  Why  ?  Because 
there  was  no  queslion  of  untouehability  and  unapproachability  among 
them-  WIkmi  the  question  of  untouehability  and  unapproachability  is 
solved,  tlie  idea  of  segregation  will  also  be  solved.  Therefore  I  do-  not 
think  there,  is  any  banger  even  if  separate  colonies  are  established  for 
the  depressed  classes. 

Secondly  it  is  necessary  that  efforts  should  be  made  to  elevate  the, 
depressed  class  people  from  the  stage  in  which  they  are  placed  now. 
They  ;ac  not  lit,  or,  at  any  rate,  they  do  not  feel  that  they  can  boldly 
liv.i  v.itli  other  people  now.  A  certain  amount  of  boldness  and  courage 
must  be  e.ivited  in  thorn.  This  can  be  done  more  easily  if  they  live  in 


culoires. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  I  have  to  observe  that  ail  this  is  beyond  the 
scope,  of  the  resolution.  The  wording  of  the  resolution  does  not  war- 
rent  .11  elaborate  discussion  of  this  kind.  The  resolution  reads  : —

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Kunnattur  cum 
ViMnna.  urn  n)  :  While  not  questioning  your  ruling,  I  must  say  Sir, 
what  r  lim  now  s  lying  is  absolutely  relevant  for  this  reason ;  that  when 
wo  are  discussing  the  desirability  of  establishing  separate  colonies  for 
tile  depressed  clastes  we  must  also  take  into  account  the  particular 
evils  thiii.  nmy  arise  out  of  the  establishment  of  such  colonies  and  how  to 
cure  them,  Therefore  it  is  perfectly  relevaut, 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ;  I  consider  it  to  be  irrelevant  for  the  reason 
that  Mr.  iTiuugaiiuehery  l’arameswaran  Pillai  prefixed  his  remarks  by 
the  statement  that  lie  is  supporting  the  resolution.  The  language  of 
the  resolution  is  definite  and  precise  so  that  this  question  need  not  be 
elaborated.  A  passing  reference  has  already  been  made, 

MR.  CHAljJAVACHER.’  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Kunnattur  earn 
Patinnaaurct'n) :  I  have  already  said  what  I  have  to  say  in  regard  to 
-relevancy ’and  I  stick  to  it.  - 
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IHr.  P.  c.  KUR1YAM  ( Kottaymn  I)  The  member  was  referring 
to  Nair  and  Christian  Colonies. 

May  I  know  what  is  its  implication  ? 

Mr.CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Kiumnttur  cum 
PaUanapura  ii)  :  I  was  not  saying  that  as  a  matter  o  act  they  wero 
established.  I  know  that  the  Nairs  had  an  idea  of  establishing  colonies 
for  themselves  where  lands  are  available  and  I  have  not  heard  of  the 

4 airs  being  segregated  as  a  result  of  it.  Therefore  tiro  resolution  now 
oved  is  a  very  modest  resolution.  It  is  still  more  modest  than  the  re¬ 
commendation' of  the  Co-operative  Enquiry  Committee  itself,  I  would 
commend  the  resolution  to  Government. 

Mr.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (17 larMikud)  :  As  it  is,  in  several 
Tamil  districts  and  in  South  Travancore,  is  not  the  doprossod  class 
people  a  necessary  appendix  to  every  village  ? 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  {KnmuUtur  cum 
Pattanapuram)  :  Yes,  it  may  be. 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  {Vi’uv  H'.knt1) :  Is  it  the  idea  of 
the  Hon’ble  member  that  it  should  be  introduced  in  places  where,  they 
do  not  now  exist  ? 

Mr.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( KunnaHur  cum 
Pattanapura-n)  :  In  every  part  of  the.  country  the  samo  model  cannot 
be  adopted.  That  for  South  Travancore  may  have  to  bo  different 
from  that  for  North  Travancore. 

MR.  K-  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  {Qui/un  I)  \  In  regard  to  the  Nair 
Colony  idea,  may  I  know  whether  it  is  of  a  recent  growth  or  whether  it 
existed  in  former  days  among  the  Nairs  '! 

MR,  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Kunnu.Hu ,•  cum 
Paitampurum) :  Very  recant. 

Mr.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  ( Timoidla  /) :  May  I  know  whether.,, 
DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  There  is  one  difficulty.  I  must  say  that,  in 
regard  to  the  other  Hon’ble  members  who  put  the  questions,  thoro  was 
some  inclination  on  their  part  to  nsk  the  questions,  when  the  member 
was  in  possession  of  the  House.  Because  1  noticed  that,  1  allowed  them 
to  put  the  qustions.  But  I  did  not  notico  that  in  the  oaso  of  Mr. 
Varughese.  The  member  has  already  taken  bis  place.

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  But  I  did  not  notice  it. 

MR,  K,  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  {Qp.il, m  ./) :  I  also  support  llm  spirit 
of  the  resolution.  But  I  must  say  that  I  am  not  a  man  who  consider 
myself  to  be  an  expert  in  the  problem  of  the  depressed  classes.  Vet  I 
have  travelled  a  good  portion  of  Travancore  and  Cochin  and  cortain 
parts  of  Malabar,  with  my  eyes  open.  I  have  observed  the  life  and 
condition  of  the  depressed  classes  in  these  parts  and  I  must  say  thoro  is 
absolutely  no  segregation  of  depressed  classes,  whalevor  else  thoro  might 
be.  If  you  say  there  is  segregation  here,  it  is  due  to  the  misunderstand¬ 
ing  of  the  meaning  of  the  word,  We  find,  as  a  matter  of  fact  that  it  is

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  is  quite  irrelevant.

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  That  question  does  not  arise.  I  have  already 
id  wlieii  Mr.  Nair  put  a  question  that-  what  Mr.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai 
id  was  that  such  an  opinion  appeared  in  a  certain  journal.

Sir,  I  may  also  point  out  that  recently  Dr.  Ambodkur,  who  would 
not  be  challenged  as  not  being  a  member  of  tho  depressed  class,  himself 
has  stated  that  the  idea  of  segregated  colony  is  not  conducive  to  the  full 
development  of  tire  depressed  classes  and  for  the  extinction  of  differences 
between  them  and  other  communities.  Sir,  that  is  a  question  that  docs 
not  need  much  arguments  and  I  thought  that  the  learned  member  who 
tried  to  controvert  Oiis  point  would  have  been  in  possession  of  these 
facts.  Tn  addition  to  being  a  public  man  of  standing,  ho  is  the  Presi¬ 
dent  of  theHarijan  Sevak  bangh  for  Kerala  and  ought  to  have  special  in¬ 
terest  in  this  movement  and  in  the  literature,  connected  with  it.  heaving 
aside  that,  he  alio  indirectly  suggested  that  poople  who  won-  against  this 
idea  of  segregation  are  putting  forward  these'argiimonts  with  a  view  to 
Oppose  the  proposal  of  giving  colonies  to  depressed  classes.  That  i»  a 
very  uncharitable  view  taken  and  it  is  unfair  for  any  member  to  attri¬ 
bute  such  a  base  motive  to  another  member.  Sir.  we  are  all  interested 
in  seeing  that  tho  depressed  classes  are  given  the  fullest  opportunities 
of  development  and  that  they  arc  treated  aB  equal  to  any  other  citizen  in 
the  land.  Sir,  I  am  as  muoh  concerned  in  it  as  any  one  clue.  I  do  not 
want  them  to  exist  for  all  lime,  as  different  classes,  for  other  people's 
philanthropy  to  work  upon.  There  are  some  people  who  want  the 
existence  of  depressed  classes  for  all  time  segregated  and  spoon-fed ; 
with  a  view  to  exhibit  that  they  are  all  great  humanitarians  always 
working  for  the  benefit  of  the  depressed  classes.  Suppose  tho  disabili¬ 
ties  of  the  depressed  classes  cease  to  exist  and  they  become  one.  with 
the  other  people.  Then  where  can  to  the  philanthropy  of  thoBo  people 
over-flow.  There  is  that  difficulty?  But,  Sir,  I  was  keen  to 
abolish  if  possible  the  existence  of  any  society  of  people  who  havo 
got  any  disabilities.  When  I  say  this  it  must  not  be  under¬ 
stood  that  I  am  against  colonies  and  against  facilities  being  given  to  de¬ 
pressed  classes  to  cultivate  lands  and  improve  their  oconomio  condition. 
But  such  colonics  should  not  be  exclusively  reserved  for  depressed 
Classes.  Other  people  if  and  when  they  are”  willing  to  come  in,  must 
not  be  excluded.  They  must  be  allowed  to  live  along  with  them  equally 
and  they  should  be  given  facilities  to  intermingle  and  .create  a  spirit  of 
harmony  among  them.  I  have  been  consulting  with  Harij an  workers 
regarding  this  question  and  they  were  all  willing  and  they  appreciated 
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that  there  must  bo  facilities  for  other  people  to  come  in.  A  rigid  ex¬ 
clusion  of  the  depressed  classes  is  not  in  their  interest  at  all.  We  find 
Sir,  a  marked  difference  in  respect  of  caste  rigidity  existing’in  Malabar 
and  elsewhere.  There  is  great  difference  in  cleanliness,  appearance  and 
culture  between  the  depressed  classes  in  these  parts  and  the  depressed 
classes  who  are  segregated  in  oAmcxotin  slums  in  British  India,  segre¬ 
gated  from  the  bettor  class  of  society.  The  difference  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  these  people  are  allowed  to  mingle  with  the.  better  classes  of  societies  • 
in  this  land  and  they  get  facilities  of  improving  themselves.  That  is  a 
great  advantage  in  their  favour  and  that  is  the  reason  why  we  find  the 
Harijan  movement  which  was  started  with  very  great  pomp  and  splendour 
in  British  India  has  not  achieved  that  strength  and  forco  which  it  has  at¬ 
tained  in  Travuncoro,  and  in  Travaneore  we  find  tiro  depressed  classes 
are  making  rapid  strides.  1  am  against  the  idea  of  excluding  them  and 
I  take  that,  every  well  wisher  of  the  depressed  classes  will  also  feel  that 
it  is  wrong  to  segregate  them  in  isolated  villages,  Other  people,  if  they 
arc  willing,  must  be  allowed  to  come  and  stay  with  them. 

Ln  tins  connection,  I  wi«h  to  point  out  one  specifio  matter.  When 
the  town  planning  scheme  is  worked,  a  large  number  of  depressed’ 
elti-ssoH  may  have  to  he  sent  out  from  the  Thampunoor  valley.  I  will 
press  on  the  attention  of  the.  Government,  that  it  would  be  i  very  good 
thing  if  they  sot  apart  and  give  facilities  of  habitation  to  depressed  classes 
in  the  town  whon  the  town-planning  scheme  is  worked  out.  They  must  be 
allowed  to  live,  and  intermingle  with  other  communities.  These  people 
aro  very  necessary  for  the  amenities  of  life  of  other  people  also,  for  we 
have  to  get  labour  and  oilier  services  from  thorn  and  if  they  are  treated 
properly,  lam  sure  they  will  not  be  a  set  of  people  to  be  shunned  by 
anybody.  I  think  they  should  not  be  treated  as  curious  specimens,  of 
humanity  for  people  to  administer  their  benefactions  from  a  pedestal. 

1  think  they  must  be  treated  as  human  beings  and  given  full  liberty 
and  allowed  to  live,  along  with  and  in  intimate  relation  with  other  com¬ 
munities,  It  is  this  idea  that  I  want  to  make  clear.  Sir,  I  do  not  want 
to  take  up  more  time.  I  suppnit  the  spirit  underlying  this  resolution. 

MR.  R.  SIVARAMAN  NA1R  ( Tiriiv.-tUa  II) :  I  support  the  motion. 

I  am  glad  to  find  that  there  is  a  proposal  by  the  Protector  of  Depressed 
Classes  fur  Urn  establishment  of  colonies  and  that  the  proposal  has 
been  accepted  by  Government  but  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  the  activities 
of  the  Protector  aro  oonfinod  to  tiro  Trivandrum  town  or  to  the  suburbs 
of  the  Trivandrum  taluk  and  to  some  of  the  neighbouring  taluks.  Sir, 
the  proposal  for  the  establishment  of  five  oolonias  have  been  accepted 
by  Ihe  Government.  One  is  the  Narikulam  colony  in  .  Agasteesvaram 
taluk,  another  colony  in  Trivandrum,  a  third  in  Kulathur  again  in 
Trivandrum  taluk,  the.  fourth  in  Venganoor  in  the  Neyysttinkara  taluk 
and  the  fifth  in  Manamkuiam,  again  in  the  Trivandrum  taluk.  Sir,  I  do 
not  know  why  the  activities  of  the  department  have  been  confined  to 
the  Trivandrum,  and  neighbouring  taluks. 

Even  iij  begard  to  ear-marking  the  areas,  it  has  not  gone  further 
than  Kottarakaia.  There  are  some  lands  ear-marked  in  Kottarakaia 
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and  no  activity  has  gone  further  north  than  the  Kottarakara  taluk  in 
this  particular.  I  fail  to  see  why  the  Government  have  restricted  their 
operations  to  these  places.  The  conditions  of  the  depressed  classes  in 
Central  Travancore  as  well  as  in  Northern  Travaneoro  arc  still 
worse  than  the  conditions  of  the  depressed  classes  we  see  here.  Literacy 
among  them  is  very  much  less  and  the  wages  they  get  still  more  poor 
I  and  in  every  other  respect  they  are  in  a  much  worse  position  than  the 
depressed  classes  in  Trivandrum  town  or  in  the  Trivandrum  taluk  and 
its  neighbourhood.  I  request  the  Government  that  they  should  eon. 
sider  earnestly  the  cause  of  the  depressed  classes  in  Central  and  North 
Travancore  also  and  give  them  some  colonies  and  provision  may  be 
made  for  the  same  next  year  at  least.  In  this  connection  I  may  also 
point  out  that  there  is  no  difficulty  in  obtaining  lands  in  Central  or 
North  Travancore.  It  may  be  difficult  to  get  lands  in  the.  Trivandrum 
town  or  taluk,  but  I  must  say  it  will  be  very  easy  to  got  land  in  North 
Travancore.  But  it  may  not  be  possible  to  ear-mark  any  large  areas. 
It  may  be  possible  for  Government  to  buy  some  lands  from  private 
owners  in  several  villages.  In  that  case  I  think  it  would  Ire  bettor  than 
ear-marking  sites  where  the  population  is  scanty.  It  is  also  far 
better  to  get  small  colonies  in  villages  where  there  are  people  of 
other  classes  also  living.  The  establishment  of  snitable  colonies  in 
North.  Travancore  and  Central  Travancore  will  not  therefore  bo  too 
costly. 

As  I  said  before,  the  condition  of  the.  depressed  classes  there  is  still 
worse  than  the  condition  of  the  depressed  classes  here.  I  may  say 
they  are  the  depressed  amongst  the  depressed  classes.  With  these 
words.  I  support  the  motion. 

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chirai/inhil  ID  :  Sir,  I  support  the 
motion.  It  is  the  bonnden  duty  of  the  Government  as  well  as  the 
people  to  help  the  depressed  classes  so  that  they  may  be.  raised  to  the 
level  of  the  high  class  people.  Sir,  I  say  it  is  tiic  moral  duty  of  every 
citizen  to  do  everything  that  is  necessary  for  the  uplift  of  the  depressed 
classes.  In  this  connection,  I  have  to  refer  to  one  point.  There  are 
depressed  class  people  in  each  and  every  community.  Depressed  class 
people  have  been  existing  in  each  and  every  community  and  have  been 
existing  from  the  very  beginning  of  the  community.  To  me,  Sir,  the 
depressed  class  people  are  a  set  of  individuals  who  have  no  means  of 
livelihood.  Such  individuals  exist  in  every  community.  Moreover,  in 
addition  to  these  poor  individuals,  we  have  a  set  of  people  who  have 
become  landless  and  moneyless  owing  to  the  partition  among  the  Nairs 
Ezhavas  and  Vellalas . 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Do  Nairs  belong  to  the  depressed  class  P 

Mr.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (''■hirayiukil  II)  :  Nairs  do  not  belong  to 
the  depressed  class  as  such. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  -  you  mean  there  are  depressed  individuals 
among  them  ? 
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MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PIUAI  ( CUrayinldl  II)  :  Yes,  Sir. 

MR.  R,  SAMBASIVA  AIYAR  ( Knnnatnacl  II) :  What  is  meant  by 
depressed  individuals  ? 

Ml.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAl  (Chimyinldl  II) :  I  did  not  say  depressed 
individuals.  I.  said  there  are  individuals  who  have  not  sufficient  means 
to  live  upon. 

MR.  T.  T.  KESAVAN  SASTRI  ( Nominated ):  (BroaiSKoacmaaoto  raroouj

have  not  recognised  such  people  as  belonging  to  any  depressed  class. 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  ( KiMuhtm  I) .  Is  it  the  member’s  opinion  that 
such  poor  people  belonging  to  the  Nair  and  other  communities  should 
be  brought  under  the  classification  ‘  depressed  classes’ '! 

MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAl  (Ohirayinlnl  11)  :  I  will  come  to  that 

Mr.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  (Kottayum  I)  :  Are  there  depressed  classes 
in  all  communities  '/ 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  member  has  sufficiently  explained  that. 

MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAl  {Chimyinldl  II)  :  Sir,  my  submission  is 
that  it  is  tlie  duty  of  llio  Government  as  also  of  the  public  to  see  that 
those  poor  people  also  are  helped  to  some  extent  at  least.  I  may  just 
illustrate  my  position. 

At  l’allikal  in  my  constituency,  Chirayinkil,  a  certain  Mohamedan 
was  living  in  a  •pnmmhoke.  Sir,  I  may  say  he  is  the  poorest  among  the 
poor.  Will,  without  any  mercy,  the  Taluk  authorities,  evicted  him 
from  that  place  on  the  ground  that  that  jioramboko  had  been  reserved 
exclusively  for  the  depressed  classes.  Sir,  it  is  to  this  kind  of  distinc¬ 
tion  that  .1  am  objecting  to 

Sir,  Mr.  Gbanganachcry  I'aramesvaran  Pillai  said  that  there  were 
proposals  for  the  establishment  of  colonies  for  Christians  and  Nairs. 
That  may  be  true.  I  do  not  know  of  any  such  proposal.  Since  he 
was  for  a  long  time  President  of  tho  Nair  Service  Society,  he  might 
have  realised  (he  necessity  and  might  have  himself  thrown  out  the 
suggestion  in  orilor  to  help  tho  poor  individuals  belonging  to  tho  Nair 
community.  Sir,  to  me  it  seems  that  tho  establishment  of  colonies  is 
necessary  for  the  depressed  in  all  communities, 

Mr.  G.  NILAKANTAN  ( Nominated ) :  I  am  pleased  to  support  the 
spirit  of  the  resolution-  Sir,  reference  has  been  made  to  the  segrega¬ 
tion  of  the  depressed  classes.  It  is  true,  Sir,  that  in  British  India  they 
are  segregated,  being  isolated  forcibly.  But  there  is  difference  between 
the  two  classes  in  British  India  and  Travanoore.  There  are  very  rich 
men  atpong  the  depressed  classes  in  British  India.  But,  unfortunately, 
in  Travanoore,  among  the  depressed  classes,  we  do  not  have  such  men. 
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That  is  one  of  the  chief  reasons  why  our  Government  must  do  some¬ 
thing  for  the  amelioration  of  depressed  classes  in  the  State. 

In  regard  to  the  Colonisation  Scheme  for  the  depressed  classes.  I  would 
suggest  two  kinds  of  colonies,  colonies  for  towns  and  colonies  for  villages. 
In  Trivandrum,  for  instance,  there  are  thousands  of  people  belonging 
to  the  depressed  classes  who  have  not  even  huts  to  live  in.  It  is  the 
business  of  the  Government  to  provide  accommodation  for  those  people. 
Sir,  the  Trivandrum  Municipality  is  starting  tho  construction  of  houses 
for  its  employees.  In  the,  same  way,  Government  should  take  steps  to 
construct  model  houses  for  the  depressed  classes  and  set  apart,  sufficient, 
land  for  them,  so  that,  they  may  copy  the  model  houses  built  by  Gov¬ 
ernment  and  learn  to  live  a  healthy  life.  In  answer  to  a  question  put 
to  the  Chief  Secretary,  he  said  that  there  wore  over  5,000  coolies  work¬ 
ing  in  this  town,  and  that  all  of  them  wove  houseless.  They  either  live 
outside  the  town  or  on  the  streets  in  the  town.  Sir,  is  it  not  the  busi¬ 
ness  of  the  Government  to  provide  accommodation  for  these  people  ? 
I  have  worked  out  the  expenditure  that  may  have  to  lie  incurred  for 
the  construction  of  model  houses  for  thoso  people ;  it  does  not  involve 
any  very  heavy  expenditure. 

MR.  A,  THANU  PILLAI  {Triratnlmm-Uund)  :  Does  the  member 
suggest  that  the  Government  should  provide  houses  for  all  these  peoplo? 

Mr.  G.  NILAKANTAN  ( Nominated )  :  As  far  as  possible.  That  is  all. 

In  the  ease  of  the  rural  parts,  in  each  village,  50  to  100  acres  must 
be  sat  apart ;  and  there  also  model  houses  must  be  constructed. 

Mr.  P.  C  KUR1YAN  (Kottayam  I)  :  'What  is  tho  population  of  the 
depressed  classes  ? 

MR.  G.  NILAKANTAN  (Vominalcd) :  Sir,  lam  not  advocating  the 
building  of  houses  for  all  of  them.  I  am  only  suggesting  that  the 
Government  must  teach  them,  must  show  them  the  way  to  live  a  clean 
life 

In  the  50  or  100  acres  set  apart  for  them,  they  must  also  bo  askod 
to  carry  on  cultivation  collectively  so  that  the  cultivation  may  prove 
economical  and  profitable. 

Sir,  if  wo  establish  colonies  like  those  that  1  am  suggesting,  I  am 
sure  the  condition  of  the  depressed  classes  would  improve.  Tho  object 
of  effectively  working  out  tho  scheme  will  be  to  create  leaders  among 
the  depressed  classes.  If  the  Government  embark  on  thoso  noble 
experiments,  they  may  rest  assured  of  the  general  amelioration  of  the 
condition  of  the  depressed  classes. 

With  these  words,  I  support  the  motion. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( We.durn.ancj ad ) :  Sir,  I  am  all  and  always  for  the 
upliftment  of  the  depressed  classes.  (Laughter.)  But,  I -am  against 
the  policy  of  establishing  isolated  colonies  for  them,  I  cornu  from  a 
taluk  where  there  is  a  very  large  number  of  depressed  claBS  people. 
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Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  {Trimvilnim-liural)  :  Is  it  Nedumangad  ? 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (XetbnmingatT) :  Yes.  (Lattghier.) 

When  we  go  hack  into  the  history  of  Nedumangad,  we  find  that  at 
one  time  a  Kani  belonging  to  the  depressed  classes  ruled  over  one  part 
of  Nedumangad  known  as  Kokoiliamangaiam.

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  Tho  Honourable  member  cannot  cross- 
exnmine  the  membei'  in  possession  of  the  House. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  a'riiwidnm-Uun:l)  :  Sir,  is  there  any 
historical  record  about,  that  Ho ni  P 

Mr,  S.  J.  NAIR  t Yvi / u  ’mm  ithl) :  If  the  member  would  only  accom¬ 
pany  me,  1  .shall  satisfy  him  (I .ninth fer .) 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Does  Mr.  ,1.  Nair  suggest  that  there  are 
inscriptions  which  liu  could  show  to  Mr.  Th&nu  Pillai? 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( <V i •ihiiMtmjait) :  Inscriptions,  monuments,  institu¬ 
tions,  every  tiling,  which  exist  even  today  to  prove  my  statement,  Sir. 
(Uwjhltr.) 

RAO  SAHIB  S.  PARAMESVARA  AIYAR  (Nominated):  Are  there  inscrip¬ 
tions  pointing  to  this  facty 

MR.  S.  J-  NAIR  ( NultiiiKinijail )  \  There  are  institutions  Sir.  Inscrip¬ 
tions  are  for  Malayalam  scholars  like  my  learned  friend  to  study. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  think  there  is  very  little  scope  for  t!  is 
kind  of  talk,  Mr.  Nair. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  {Xrluwamjnd) :  That  is  what  I  also  think,  Sir. 
Sir,  we  are  now  doiiling  with  the  very  serious  problem  of  the  ameliora¬ 
tion  of  tlie  depressed  classes  in  tile  Slate. 

Sir,  in  Node.inntignd,  i  havo  personal  experience  and  personal  arid 
intimate  knowledge  of  tho  condition  of  these  poor  people.  Isolated 
colonies  havo  boon  tried  in  Nedumangad,  They  isolate  them  from  the 
rest  of  tho  population  in  the  locality,  so  much  so  they  do  not  get  even 
sufficient  work  for  their  snbsistonce.  During  the  recent  malaria 
epidemic,  when  I  had  the  good  fortune  or  the  misfortune  to  mingle  with 
these  people  rather  intimately,  the  universal  complaint  among  them 
was  that  they  were  prepared  to  work  but  they  could  not  get  enough 
work  and  that  they  were  actually  starving  till  the  Government  distri¬ 
buted  to  them  doles  of  rice.  Sir,  they  were  uttering  absolute  truth 
^  When  they  said  that.  Any  kind  of  isolation  or  segregation  of  them, 
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in  separate  colonies,  will  not  be  conducive  to  the  well-being  and  healthy 
growth  of  these  people. 

There  is  also  another  important  aspect  of  the  question.  This 
isolation  will  compel  them  to  remain  depressed  for  ever.  Sir,  1  do  not 
think  that  is  the  idea  of  social  reformers.  We  want  to  see  thiit'in  course 
of  time  even  the  humblest  and  the  poorest  among  the  people  becomes 
equal,  in  every  respect,  to  any  other  citizen  in  the  country.  The  ideal 
is  that  the  very  expression  ‘depressed  ’  must  disappear.  Thor.: lore,  my 
humble  submission  is  that  all  lands  available  in  centres  inhabited  by 
the  so-callod  high  class  people  should  be  set  apart  for  tire  depr.  ssod 
classes,  so  that  they  may  get  work  for  their  subsistence  and  may  also, 
in  course  of  time,  rise  in  their  social  status. 

With  these  words,  I  oppose  the  resolution,  as  it  is. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mai'dikara)  :  Sir,  I  support  the 
resolution.  The  idea  underlying  the  resolution  is  that  the  depressed 
classes  who  arc  so  well  known  to  bo  landless  and  helpless  must  be  pro¬ 
vided  with  land  for  habitation  and  cultivation.  These  two  demands 
deserve  the  fullest  sympathy  of  this  House.  The  depressed  class  popu¬ 
lation  is  about  12  lakhs  and  by  this  resolution  I  do  not  think  that  either 
Mr.  Kesavan  Sastri  or  anybody  else  expects  the  Government  to  provide 
sufficient  lands  for  cultivation  to  the  whole  population,  because  it.  is  a 
physical  impossibility.  All  that  is  wanted  by  this  resolution  is  to  draw 
the  attention  of  Government  to  the  needs  of  the.  depressed  classes. 
They  are  not  very  anxious,  I  believe,  to  be  segregated,  as  was  suggested 
in  the  wild  forest  or  some  reserve  area  where  they  could  not  get  sullici- 
ent  help  from  the  members  of  other  communities.  .But  since  a  demand 
cannot  be  made  that  all  available  lands  in  the  various  parts  of  the  State 
must  be  given  to  the  depressed  classes  and  since  by  the  demand  like  this 
they  can  get  provision  at  least  for  a  few  hundreds  of  their  families,  this 
proposal  of  colonisation  is  brought  forward.  The  establishment  of 
colonies,  not  only  for  the  depressed  classes  but  for  landless  persons  in 
the  country,  is  not  a  new  subject.  The  Government  had,  I  think, 
about  ten.  years  ago  made  certain  proposals  for  the  establishment  of 
agricultural  colonies  and  we  find  something  like  a  colony  near  the 
Konni  Agricultural  School.  This  resolution  only  emphasises  tno  neces¬ 
sity  for  the  establishment  of  such  colonies.  It  is  geuorally  believed  that 
there  are  sufficient  available  lands  which  are  fit  for  cultivation  in  the 
reserved  area.  If  those  lands  are  thrown  open  to  persons  who  can 
cultivate,  that  step  will  add  to  the  resources  of  the  country  as  well  as 
provide  employment  for  people  who  are  now  unable  to  get  on  for  want 
of  occupation.  What' I  want  to  suggest  is  that  as  far  as  possible  the 
Government  must  see  that  the  lands  given  to  the  depressed  classes  are 
.  so  situated  as  to  enable  them  to  secure  the  support  of  the  other  com¬ 
munities  as  well.  So,  where  lands  are  available  either  in  the*  towns  or 
in  thickly  populated  villages  it  would  be  better  to  give  preference  to  the 
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depressed  class  applicants.  Where  such  lands  are  not  .available  and 
where  there  is  :i.  demand,  lands  could  bo  assigned  in  a  largo  block  for 
purpose,  of  colonisa  tion.  The  depressed  class  applicants  might  bo  given 
preference.  .Land  could  bo.  given  to  them  on  advantageous  terms. 
With  regard  to  the  applications  from  other  communities,  jet  the  term 
be  not  so  easy,  hot  persons  who  can  pay  the  land  value  and  tax  with¬ 
out  any  concession  on  the  part  of  the  Government,  pay  them  and  culti¬ 
vate  those  lands.  This  will  enable  the  raising  of  the  standard  of  living 
of  the  depressed  classes.  II  will  also  enable  them  to  get  sufficient  work 
with  the  help  of  the  members  of  the  other  communities  who  happen  to 
bo  their  neighbours  and  there  is  every  chance  of  the  differences  between 
the  different  classes  being  obliterated.  With  these  words,  I  support  the 
resolution. 

Mr.  M.  60VINDA  PILLAI  (/fcjrwftwr  of  Go-ojnmlire  Societies)  : 
Sir.  the  depressed  classes  have,  as  has  been  already  admitted  by  the 
honourable  members,  long  been  landless.  To  remedy  this  disability,  it 
has  been  for  some',  time  now  the  declared  policy  of  Government  to  set 
apart  lands  for  assignment  to  these  depressed  classes  on  concessional 
terms.  Von  might  have  read  from  the  annual  reports  of  the  Land 
Itevonuo  Department  that  a  considerable  area,  over  6,000  acres,  has 
been  assigned  in  the  name  of  the,  depressed  classes  on  these  concessional 
terms.  Tho  (paestiou  of  the  establishment  of  colonies  has  been  engag¬ 
ing  the  attention  of  Government  during  the  past  two  years  only  since 
the  appointment  of  the  Protector  of  depressed  classes. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (.1 Tcm-likarc.)  :  Was  there  not  a  pro¬ 
posal  for  establishment  of  colonies  long  before  the  appointment  of  the 
Protector  '! 

MR.  M.  GOVINQA  PILLAI  ( Ihujisirtir  of  Co*opcmtire  Societies )  : 
There  might  have  been  a  proposal  probably.  I  am  not  aware  of  it. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  proposal  materialised  only  during  the  past  two 
years,  ever  since  the  Protector  assumed  charge  of  his  duties. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K,  PARAMESVARAN  PiLLAI  (Kunnattur  cum 
Pattauti.jHimiii)  ;  May  I  know  from  the  member  whether  any  orders 
have  been  passed  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Co-operative  Enquiry 
Committee  in  regard  to  this  '! 

Mr.  M.  60VINDA  PILLAI  {.hctjislrar  of  Go-onemtive  Societies)  : 
Sir,  the  recommendations  of  the  Oo-operativo  Enquiry  Committee  are 
still  under  the  consideration  of  Government.  Although  orders  have 
boon  passed  on  some  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee,  no 
order  has  been  passed  in  respect  of  this  particular  recommendation, 
though  G oven > l.oent  have  appreciated  the  need  for  the  establishment 
of  colonies  and  have  taken  action  thereon,  in  pursuance  to  the  sugges¬ 
tions  contained  in  that  report. 

MR.  K-  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Qnilon  1)  ■■  May  I  know  from  the 
member  why  it  is  that  the  scheme  submitted  by  Mr.  Changanachevy 
Paramosvaran,Pillai  is  not  included  in  the  appendices  of  the  report  ? 
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Mr.  M.  GOVINDA  PILLAI  {Jkgtemr  of  Ooyprrutire  8or.Hm): 
Sir,  I  was  not  the  President  of  the  Committee.  I  was  only  a  member 
and  I  am  not  in  a  position  to  explain  why  there  has  been  any  commis¬ 
sion  or  omission  in  the  report. 

The  object  of  Government  in  establishing  these,  depressed  class 
colonies  is  two-fold.  One  is  that,  wherever  compact  ureas  are  assigned 
in  the  name  of  the  depressed  classes,  a  colony  is  proposed  to  be  esla. 
Wished  so  as  to  render  them  facilities  for  social  contact.  Whore 
compact  areas  are  assigned  in  the  name  of  the  depressed  classes,  tlov- 
srnment  propose  to  assign  to  each  family  sopa, rate  eonvon lent  blocks. 
The  whole  area  will  be  sub-divided.  Separate  sites  will  be  reserved 
for  the  construction  of  a  common  building1  for  the  purpose  of  congre¬ 
gational  worship. 

RAO  SAHIBS.  PARAMESVARA  AIYaR  (Niminalci)  :  Are  there,  not 
compact  areas  in  Quilon  and  Kottayam  Divisions? 

MR.  M.  GOVINDA  PULA!  Ukgi»lmr  of  Co.irjwm.1ivc  toeieiios)  : 
I  am  coming  to  that. 

The  question  has  been  asked  why  the  activities  of  the  Government 
are  confined  to  South  Travancore.  Sir,  it  is  not  with  a  sot  purpose. 
It  is  because  there  has  been  a  persistent,  demand  from  a  large  number 
of  depressed  class  people  in  South  Travancore  ;  and  Government  duo 
felt  the  need  for  opening  a  colony  near  the  Trivandrum  town  in  view 
of  the  prospective  development  of  the  Tampanur  valley. 

Mr.  R.  SIVARAMAN  NAIR  (Timr.alh.  IT)  :  May  I  know  from  the 
member  whether  there  are  not  landless  depressed  classes  in  North 
Iravancore? 

MR.  M.  GOVINDA  PILLAI  Wcghlmr  of  Vo-o)o-.,olim  ftooielie*) : 
I  have  said,  Sir,  that  all  the  depressed  classes  are  landless  and  that  it 
has  been  the  declared  policy  of  Government  to  assign  lands  to  them  on 
concessional  terms.  What  I  say  is  that  there  luts  Ixtwt  no  persistent 
demand  from  the  depressed  classes  of  North  Travancore  for  the  esta¬ 
blishment  of  a  colony.  There  has  been  a  demand  only  for  the  registry 
of  lands. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Ncflmnangail) :  May  I  know  whether  the 
member  is  aware  that  there  are  persons  among  tho  depressed  classes  in 
Nedamangad  Taluk  who  pay  more  than  Its-  I-5  as  tax  V 

Mr.  M.  GOVINDA  PILLAI  (llcgislmr  of  Co-ogcmlive  Societies)  : 
I  am  thankful  to  the  member  for  tho  information.  I  am  not  aware  of 
even  half  a  dozen  among  the  depressed  classes  who  arc  paying  Ks.  21) 
as  tax  to  Government. 

Mr.  R.  SIVARAMAN  NAIR  (Tiruvul/a  II) ;  May  I  know  from  the 
member  whether  land  has  boon  earmarked  for  the  depressed  classes  in 
any  place  in  Central  and  North  Travancore  ? 

Mr.  M.  GOVINDA  PILLAI  (Registrar  of  Co-op, ralivv.  Societies): 
Sir,  tens  of  thousands  of  acres  have  been  earmarked  throughout  the 
State.  I  do  not  dispute  tho  statement  of  Mr.  Kesavun  Sasfcri  that  the 
^and  earmarked  for  assignment  to  the  depressed  classes  js  not  in  all 
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cases  suitable  and  it  is  to  eliminate  the  unsuitable  areas  that  the  Pro¬ 
tector  ol  depressed  classes  has  been  touring  from  one  end  of  the  country 
to  the  other.  But  it  is  not  humanly  possible  for  him  to  exhaust  the  in¬ 
spection  of  all  the  areas  in  the  State.  He  has  done  his  very  best  and 
he  has  also  completed  the  selection  of  areas  in  the  places  mentioned  in 
the  Administration  Koport.

of  the  Protector  is  to  select  out  of  this  land  suitable  areas  and  eliminate, 
us  my  friend  .Mr.  Kesavan  Sustri  stated,  the  unsuitable  areas,  either  for 
cultivation  purposes  or  l'or  purposes  of  habitation.  These  areas  alone 
are  being  recommended  for  assignment  to  different  families. 

As  I  said,  one  of  the  objects  is,  when  compact  areas  are  assigned 
to  depressed  o lasses,  to  establish  a  colony  so  that  they  may  have  the 
necessary  facilities  for  social  contact.  Another  object  is,  where  there 
is  congest  inn  iua  particular  village,  as  you  will  find  in  the  different 
villages  in  N.igereoil,  AgastisVaram  or  Sbeneotta,  to  have  extensions 
of  the  village  so  unit  they  mav  nave  at  least  some  of  the  amenities  of 
Village  life. 

Mr.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Neyi/attinhi.ra  II):  What  is  the  area 
now  apportioned  to  a  particular  individual? 

Mr,  M.  60VIN0A  PILLAI  (Registrar  of  Co-operative  Societies) ; 
It  will  depend  upon  the  total  area  available.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  in 
that  colony  called  Narikulara  colony  near  Kottaram,  an  area  of  two 
acres  was  acquired  by  Government  for  the  extension  of  the  village  and 
wo  propose  to  assign  very  small  bits  purely  for  the  purpose  of  living. 
There  is  no  idea  of  giving  any  area  for  cultivation.  It  is  not  a  practi¬ 
cable  proposition.  This  is  purely  for  extension  of  the  village.  In 
V.mganur,  there  has  been  a  long  and  persistent  demand  for  the  esta¬ 
blishment,  of  a  colony.  Lands  arc  not  easily  available  there.  Acquisi¬ 
tion  proceedings  for  two  acres  of  land  are  in  progress. 

MR.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Neijyattinliam  II)  :  _  May  I  know  from 
the  member  whether  the  land  purchased  is  in  an  inaccessible  and  un¬ 
approachable  part  of  the  taluk  ? 

Mr.  M.  GOVINDA  PILLAI  ( Registrar  of  Co-operative  Societies)-. 

The  lands  have  not  been  purchased  yet.  The  Land  Revenue  Depart¬ 
ment  is  already  attending  to  the  acquisition  of  the  land  and  private 
negotiations  are  being  carried  on  for  settling  the  price  to  be  paid.  In 
view  of  the  prospective  development  of  the  Tampanur  valley,  we  have

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Weandruin-llnriU)  :  Will  not  the  colony 
be  started  only  after  the  work  in  the  Tamapamir  valley  is  completed  ?  ' 

MR.  M.  GOVINDA  PILLAI  (HeJ.dnir  of  (W  cnWre  Societies); 
Certainly  not-  It  is  intended  to  give  habitation  to  the  landless  members 
of  the  depressed  classes  already  in  the  Trivandrum  town  in  that  area. 
In  regard  to  the  ICvilalhur  colony,  Mr.  Joseph  said  it  was  worse  than  a 
cell  in  tbe  prison.  Sir,  a  colony  has  not  been  established  (here,  by 
Government.  The.  one  already  there  is  a  nucleus  which  has  given  us 
the  necessary  encouragement  to  start  an  extension  toil;.  'The  present 
nucleus  has  hoou  started  there  under  the  auspices  of  a  co-operative 
society.  There  arc  barely  twelve  or  fifteen  houses.  Asa  matter  of 
fact,  I  have  inspected  the  colony  several  times  and  it  never  appeared  to 
me  that  the  people  living  there  arc  occupying  cells  as  in  the  Central  Jail. 

I  have  talked  to  those  poor  people.  They  were  immensely  pleased 
with  the  activities  of  the  Go-operative  Society  which  enabled  them  to 
settle  down  in  those  homes.  The  2  5  acres  acquired  by  Government 
have  already  been  parcelled  nut  and  the  materia, Is  for  the  construction 
of  houses  have  arrived.  The  people  have  already  begun  cultivation. 
In  the  course  of  a  few  months,  about  20  and  odd  families  will  settle  in 
that  colony. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Tn'oimdriim-liurid)  :  What  is  the  cost  of 
.each  house? 

MR.  M.  GOVINDA  PILLAI  {Kepiulrar  nf  A oi'ielies)  : 

Government  are  not  constructing  the  bourns,  but  are.  giving  a  contri¬ 
bution  from  Its.  15  to  Its.  120  to  each  family  for  constructing  the 
houses.  Government  arc  also  contributing  funds  far  buildings  for 
congregational  worship  and  for  social  amenities. 

It  cannot  he  said  that  Government  are  indifferent  to  the  needs  and 
requirements  of  North  and  Central  Travancure,  As  I.  said  at  the  outset, 
there  has  not  been  a  persistent  demand  Irom  those  places.  So  far,  no 
memorials  or  representations  have  boon  received  by  thu  Registrar  or 
the  Protector  for  tlic  establishment  of  colonics  in  those  places. 

Mr.R.  SIVARAMAN  NAIR  (Tir,ini lln  II):  May  I  know  whether 
they  are  aware  of  the.  helpless  condition  of  these  depressed  classes  ?

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Scdumamjau)  .  Sir,  I  beg  to  move,  the  following 
Resolution : 

This  Assembly  recommends  to  iSournment  !lu*  the  Tctnjmary 
Muiisiff  s  court,  established  at  Nedmiantju-d  he  confiru.rd  there. 

Sir,  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Judicial  Department  in 
Travancore,  about  one  hundred  years  ago,  MunritTs’  courts  were 
established  in  various  parts  of  the  State-  At  that  time  my  Jahric; 
due  to  its  importance,  had  the  good  fortune  to  possess  one.  That 
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court  was  located  at  Dirappankod  in  the  Nodmnangad  taluk. 
Alter  several  \  curs,  that  court  was  shifted  to  Chirayinkil,  and  from 
there  to  Attingil.  So,  the  present  court  at  Attingal  was  the  former 
court  at  Nedumangad.  Also,  the  fact  that,  at  the  very  beginning, 
when  Munsifl's’  courts  were  established  in  Travancore,  Government 
thought  it  lit  to  establish  a  court  in  the  Nednmangad  Taluk  speaks 
very  well  about  the  importance  of  the  taluk,  about  the  nature  of  the 
taluk,  and  about  the  necessity  of  having  a  MunsilFs  court  at  Nednman- 
gad. 

IVlH.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (K«1M,m  f) :  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  I 
am  fully  aware  of  the  fact  that  members  send  up  Resolutions  on 
matters  of  general  public  interest.  We  had  occasions  during  the  dis¬ 
cussion  of  the  budget  to  bring  forward  local  needs. 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quiton  1) :  Another  point  of  order. 
The  Resolution  having  been  admitted,  is  it  not  against  the  discretion  of 
the  Chair  to  raise  this  point  of  order  now? 

MR.  K.  R.  ELENKATH  (lialiMltm  I)  :  My  point  of  order  is  whether 
such  resolutions  as  roluto  to  local  needs  can  be  discussed  at  a  time 
when  import  in';  questions  of  policy  should  be  discussed. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  point  raised  by  Mr.  Elenkath  does  not 
really  arise  in  the  present  ease.  The  Resolution  was  admitted  by  the 
President  and  hallottod.  The  Chair  has  no  light  to  prevent  its  dis¬ 
cussion  at  this  stage. 

MR.  S,  J.  NAIR  (Ncdumnni/ad)  '■  Sir,  after  the  Nedumangad 
people  had  been  deprived  of  their  hope  some  years  agu,  there  began  an 
agitation  in  the  taluk  for  the  establishment  of  a  Munsifl’s  court.  That 
agitation  went  on  continuously  for  a  period  of  about  25  years. 

Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Bead  Sirlcar 
Vakil) :  When  was  the.  Pirappankod  court  taken  to  Chirayinkil  ? 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Ncdmnamqad) :  About  1003. 

MR.  C.  V.  CHANDRASEKHARAN  (.If/.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  : 
How  far  is  it  from  the  Kallar  trace? 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Sediinumgad)  ■  There  is  no  Kallar  trace  there, 
Sir. 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I)  ;  During  the  time  of 
Kokhdha  liani,  was  there  a  court  at  the  place  ? 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nednmangad)  :  Sir,  Kokkotha  was  a  Pulaya 
Rani  who  ruled  over  Kokkothamangalam.  At  that  time  the  Travan- 
eoro  State  in  its  present  form  was  not  in  existence. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  I  believe  the  Honourable  member  appreciates 
the  spirit  in  which  questions  are  being  put. 

MR.  S.  NILAKARtTA  PILLAI  (Ghirayilcil  II) :  How  many  cases  were 
filed  in  1110  ? 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad)  :  In  11)0,  the  number  of  original 
suits  Hied  was  1,045  ;  the  number  of  Small  Causa  suits  was  533.  This 
is  excluding  tilher  suits  ponding  then. 
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MR.  KAYALAM  PAR AMF.SV ARAN  PIUA1  (Additional  Bead  Birlw 
Val'ii)  ■  How  many  of  theso  were  Jennii  suits  ? 

MR.  S.  .1.  NAIR  ( Ncda.nantpjd )  :  Some  were  Jenmi  suits,  some 
were  debtors’  suits  and  some  were  creditors'  suits. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (  iWioauclrua'-lliiml):  May  I  know  how 
long  the  court  was  in  existence  at  Pirappankod  ? 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Kedumwgad)  :  For  about  fiO  years. 

Mr.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  Weuyaitinlcan:.  IT)  ;  May  I  ask  whether 
the  inhabitants  of  Kulathumcl  and  Veeranakavn  Pakuthies  have  put  in 
a  petition  to  Government  reguesting  to  have  these  Pakuthies  tagged  on 
to  the  jurisdiction  of  Neyyattinkara  because  these  Paknthies  are  12 
miles  away  from  the  Nedumangad  Munsiff’s  Court? 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  { Nedumangad ):  No,  Sir.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
people  of  the  Nedumangad  taluk  have  submitted  memorials  to  Dewan 
Mr,  Austin  and  to  Nawab  Sir  Mahomed  praying  that  the  civil  jurisdict¬ 
ion  of  none  of  the  Paknthies  bo  taken  away  from  the  Nedumangad 
taluk.  We  do  not  want  our  taluk  to  be  bifurcated. 

Mr.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Neyyattinkara  II):  May  I  ask  whether 
certain  pakuthies  of  the  Nevyattinkara  taluk  arc  within  she  jurisdiction 
of  the  Trivandrum  Munsiff's  court  ? 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Xedn:n3nguid)  :  I  know  it.  But  that  is  matter  for  the 
people  of  Trivandrum  and  Neyyattinkara.  I  represent  the  Nedumangad 
taluk.  So  far  as  our  interest!  are  concerned  we  do  not  want  our  Paku¬ 
thies  to  be  taken  away  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Munsiff’s  court  at 
Nedumangad.  As  a  result  of  the  agitation  that  we  set  up  for  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  Munsiffs  Court  at  Nedumangad,  the  Government  were  pleased 
to  grant  us  this  temporary  court  as  a  Munsiff- Magistrate’s  Court.  Due  to 
heavy  work  in  that  court  it  was  bifurcated  about,  1J-  years  ago.  If  we 
look  at  the  volume  of  work  there,  it  would  be  evident  to  the  honourable 
members  here  that  my  request,  rather  our  request,  for  confirming  the 
temporary  court  is  just  and  reasonable.  The  court  was  started  on  l-Y- 
1103.  It  had  then  438  original  suits  and  486  small  cause  suits  ;  in  1104, 
the  number  was  795  and  835.  In  1105  the  number  was  675  and  746;  in 
1106,  it  was  569  and  612;  in  1107,  it  was  647  and673  :  in  1108,  601  and 
653;  in  1109,  708  and  012;  1110,  1045  and  583  respectively.  The  above 
numbers  I  have  cited  before  the  House  would  clearly  show  that  our  re¬ 
quest  for  confirming  the  court  is  only  fair.  Further,  if  we  look  into 
the  pendency  of  the  number  of  cases  in  the  court,  one  need  not  doubt 
about  confirming  it.  There  are  so  many  cases  pending  execution  in 
that  court. 

In  this  connection  I  wish  to  submit  one  observation,  with  regard  to 
the  findings  of  the  Law’s  Delays  Commissioner.  Sir,  the  Commissoner 
has  submitted  at  the  time  of  his  report  that  the  work  in  the  present 
temporary  Munsiff’s  Court  at  Nedumangad  was  so  heavy  and  hence  he 
suggested  that  the  present  temporary  court  must  be  made  permanent 
and  an  additional  court  also  started  to  help  the  present  court.  In 
addition  to  this,  the  Commissioner  suggested  that  the  First  Class  Magis¬ 
trate’s  Court  should  also  be  started  and  some  pakuthies  takemaway  from 
the  jurisdiction  of  this  court  with  a  view  to  lighten  the  work  there- 
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Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  {Chirayinkil  I)  :  Ig  it  the  fear  of  the 
member  now  that  even  the  temporary  court  will  be  taken  away  ? 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Xchinumgad )  :  The  court  was  started  in  1103’ 
All  along  we  have  been  anxiously  waiting  for  the  confirmation  of  it. 
And  if  it  is  done  so,  tho  people  of  Nedumangud  Taluk  will  become  quite 
satisfied. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  would  like  to  make  an  observation  which 
I  should  have  made  a  little  earlier.  But  I  heard  the  member  repeating 
the  words  “  we  ”  and  “our"  very  often.  He  speaks”  of  “  our 
demand  ”  meaning  the  demand  of  the  people  of  Nedumangad.  Under 
the  constitution,  a  member  can  certainly  place  any  matter  before  the 
House.  So  the  words  ‘my  request’  will  be  legitimate.  The  law  also 
provides  for  the  presentation  of  petitions  by  people.  Mr.  8.  J.  Nair 
has  not  presented  any  such  petition  from  the  people  of  Nedumangad 
So  I  am  saying  this  that  the  words  ‘our  request’  has  not  any  greater 
force  than  the  words  ‘my  request  ’. 

Mr.  K.  PADMANABHAN  (Chirayinkil  I)  \  Is  that  the  reason  why 
the  member  thinks  that  the  temporary  court  might  be  abolished  ? 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  {Nedumangad)-.  As  for  that  matter  the  Govern¬ 
ment  can  abolish  any  court  in  any  place,  even  the  High  Court  of  Tra van- 
core.  But  the  circumstances,  the  necessity  in  the  place,  the  people's 
demand— ail  these  must  be  taken  into  consideration  for  confirming  the 
temporary  court  at  Nedumangad. 

MR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Chirayinkil  T) :  Will  the  situation  improve 
by  confirming  the  court  at  Nedumangad  ? 

Mr.  S.  J  NAIR  {Nedumangad.)  :  I  am  not  going  to  answer  that 
question.  I  am  using  that  expression  ‘  our  request  ’  instead  of  ‘my  re¬ 
quest’  for  the  sake  of  dignity  of  the  expression. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  member’s  time  is  up. 

Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  {Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  I  think  the  mover  has  20  minutes. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (. Nedumangad )  :  I  have  yet  10  minutes  more,  Sir 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  member  cannot  bargain.  I  shall  allow 
him  one  minute  more. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad ):  Under  rule  65  of  the  Assembly— 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  All  that  does  not  arise. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  {Nedumangad)'.  The  mover  of  the  resolution  has 
20  minutes. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Please  finish  your  speech  within  a  minute 
and  come  to  the  conclusion. 

Mr.  S  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangad )  :  Sir,  only  after  stating  my  facts  I 
can  come  to  the  conclusion.  After  the  introduction  I  cannot  all  on  a 
sudden  jump  to  the  conclusion.  That  is  my  honest  difficulty  Sir. 

I  was  at  the  point  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Law’s  Delays  . 
Commissioner, 

DEPUTY’  PRESIDENT  :  The  member  shall  not  have  more  time  than 
to  state,  his  conclusion, 
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MB.  S.  J.  W AIR  (Nedumangad):  I  submit  for  the  consideration  of 
this  House  that,  so  far  as  the  recommendation  of  the  Law’s  Delays 
Commissioner  was  concerned,  that  there  should  be  an  additional  court 
to  he’p  the  present  court  the  suggestion  of  the  Commissioner  that 
there  should  be  change  of  jurisdiction  of  the  court  must  not  bo  consi¬ 
dered.  I  would  submit  to  the  earnest  consideration  of  the  honourable 
members  of  this  House  as  well  as  Government  that,  present  temporary 
court  at  Nedumangad  needs  confirmation  from  the  point  of  view  of  the 
area  of  the  taluk,  of  the  importance  of  the  taluk,  of  the  absence  of 
sufficient  means  of  communication  in  the  taluk  and  the  volume  of  work 
in  the  Court  at  Nedumangad. 

Mr.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  (Kottayam  I)  '■  Sir.  I  oppose  the  resolution. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( ilaveHkam ) :  There  must  be  some¬ 
body  to  second  the  resolution. 

MR.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLA1  (N cyyatiinknra  11)  :  Sir,  I  second  the 
resolution.  Even  though  I  represent  only  a  particular  portion  of  the 
country,  I  do  not  wish,  rather  it  is  not  in  my  element,  Sir,  to  crib  and 
confine  my  sympathies  to  my  constituency  alone  and  to  glance  with  an 
eye  of  abhorrence  and  detestation  on  the  aspirations  and  attempts  made 
by  other  honourable  members  representing  other  parts  of  the  country, 
in  bringing  to  the  pointed  attention  of  Government  certain  grievances 
pertaining  to  their  constituency  alone.  Sir,  the  reasons  for  confirming 
jjfyi  temporary  Munsiff’s  Court  at  Nedumangad  has  been  so  eloquently, 
clearly  and  emphatically  placed  before  the  House  by  my  honourable 
friend  Mr.  S.  J.  Nair  that  I  do  not  wish  to  paint  the  lily.  With  these 
few  words,  I  have  very  great  pleasure  in  seconding  the  resolution. 

MU.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  ( Kottayam  I)  :  I  oppose  the  resolution.  I  think 
it  may  not  be  quite  fair  for  one  honourable  member  to  reflect  on  the 
conduct  of  another.  Of  course,  it  is  not  fair  to  this  House  to  waste 
the  time  by  moving  a  resolution  on  such  subjects. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT;  You  must  withdraw  that  word  ‘waste’ 
Mr.  Kuriyan. 

MR  P.  C.  KURIYAN  (.Kottayam  I) :  Yes,  Sir.  All  that  I  mean  is 
that  one  should  not  take  advantage  of  the  House  and  bring  in  subjects 
Which  could  otherwise  be  enlightened  by  means  of  interpellations.  If 
the  resolution  had  been  for  improving  the  judiciary,  I  would  certainly 
have  supported  it.  But  this  is  purely  for  confirming  a  court  in  a  parti¬ 
cular  place.  After  ali,  we  get  only  one  non-official  day  after  a  business 
of  ten  official  days  and  I  wish  to  record  my  protest  that  matters  on 
public  interest  should  not  be  lightly  considered. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ;  All  that  is  quite  irrelevant,  incorrect  and  un¬ 
fair,  (Mr.  S.  J.  Nair,  Hear,  hear). 

MR.  P.  C.  KURIYAN  ( Kottayam  I) ;  With  these  words.  I  oppose  the 
resolution. 

MR.  KAYAIAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Hirhar 
•  Vaki!):  Sir,  every  one  in  this  House  has  heard  much  of  this  Nedu¬ 
mangad  temporary  court. 

MR.  A.  THANH  PILLAI  (Trivandrwn.Rural) ;  Is  that'  observation 
i  n  order  ?  .  ■  - 
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DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  It  is  a  statement  of  fact. 

MV  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  sirkar 
Vakil)  :  Perhaps,  all  that  I  have  to  do  therefore  is  to  recapituate 
what  has  been  mentioned  in  this  House  on  various  occasions 
and  at  various  stages.  Interpellations  have  been  asked,  budget 
motions  have  been  made  and  I  believe  my  friend  Mr.  S.  J.  JSTair  had 
also  given  notice  of  a  resolution  on  the  subject  on  previous  occasions,  so 
that  we  ail  know  much  about  this  Nedumangad  court.  My  task  there¬ 
fore  is  easy  in  that  I  have  only  to  invite  the  members  to  a  consideration 
of  what  has  been  mentioned  already.  I  quite  sympathise  with  Mr. 
S.  J.  Nail'  (Mr,  S.  J.  Nair  :  t Tear,  hear)  in  his  demand  to  have  the 
court  made  permanent.  But  there  is  one  difficulty  in  the  way  and  that 
is  there  is  not  sufficient  work  to  justify  a  permanent  court  there. 
(Laughter). 

IVIR.  K.  PADMANABHAN  ( Ghirayinkil  I)  :  Then  is  it  the  member’s 
point  that  even  the  temporary  court  might  be  abolished? 

Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Bead  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  There  is  no  proposal  to  abolish  it  now.  But  there  must  be 
reasonable  assurance  of  sufficient  work  of  turning  up  in  order  to  justify 
a  permanent  court. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad) :  May  I  know  the  number  of  pend¬ 
ing  suits,  original  as  well  as  small  cause,  in  that  court  ? 

Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Bead  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  The  court  was  established  in  1103  ;  and  as  regards  the  pend¬ 
ing  suits — 

Mr.  V.  K.  VELAPPAN  NAIR  (Vaihom)  :  Is  that  the  reason  why  the 
member  is  so  anxious  for  confirming  the  court? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head)  Sirkar 
Vakil )  :  As  regards  the  pendency  of  suits  there — 

MR-  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad)  :  The  member  is  anxious  to  safe¬ 
guard  the  interests  of  the  people  of  Nedumangad. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum— Rural)  ;  If  there  is  not 
enough  work  at  Nedumangad,  does  that  not  show  that  the  court  coild 
be  abolished  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  point  if  not  before  the  House. 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head .  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  The  temporary  court  was  established  about  8  years  ago  and 
the  volume  of  the  yearly  work  in  that  court  does  not  justify  the  court 
being  made  permanent-  The  institution  of  the  original  suits  in  that 
court  so  far  has  ranged  between  500  and  600  on  an  average,  The  Law’s 
Delays  Commissioner  has  stated  that  between  700  and  800  original 
suits  "would  be  the  reasonable  amount  of  work  for  a  court  to  do.  In  re¬ 
gard  to  small  cause  suits,  he  Has  put  it  at  1,000. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad);.  May  I  know  when  the  Law’s 
Delays  Commissioner  submitted  bis  report  in  what  condition  was  the 
Nedumangad  temporary  court? 

Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Bead  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  On  iwm  551  of  the  Law’s  Delays  Commissioner’s  report,  after 
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[Mr-  Kayalam  Parameswaran  Pillai] 
discussing  the  subject,  the  Commissioner  has  stated  that  the  original 
suits  must  range  between  700  and  800  and  the  number  of  small  cause 
suits  must  be  over  1,000,  for  the  yearly  work  of  a  court,  doing  upon 
that  basis,  let  us  see  whether  the  volume  of  work  in  this  court  will 
justify  its  retention  as  a  permanent  court.  The  volum  e  of  work  does 
not  at  present  justify  the  court  being  made  permanent. 

MR.  A,  THANU  PILLAI  (' Frioandrum-lvural ) :  Is  it  the  member’s  opi¬ 
nion  then  that  the  people  of  Nedumangad  should  file  more  suits  for 
getting  their  court  confirmed  ? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirlcar 
Vakil):  Whether  the  people  of  Nednmangad  does  it  or  others  do  it, 
there  must  be  more  suits  filed  in  the  court.  I  shall  not  read  the  figures 
relating  to  the  number  of  cases  in  that  court.  I  may  say,  however,  that 
the  figure  is  going  down.  It  ranges  between  S00  and  600  original  suits 
and  between  700  and  800  small  cause  suits.  The  volume  of  work,  is  if 
at  all,  only  going  down. 

In  regard  to  the  year  1110,  on  which  Mr.  S.  J.  Nair  relied,  no  doubt 
the  suits  in  that  year  numbered  about  1,045.  Of  this  540  were  Jenmi 
suits.  Leaving  aside  that  number,  the  number  filed  would  come  to 
about  500.  That  again  is  no  justification  for  having  a  permanent  court. 
Hereafter  there  will  be  no  Jenmi  suits  of  this  type-  This  large  num¬ 
ber  of  Jenmi  suits  were  filed  one  fine  morning  on  an  apprehension  of 
claims  being  barred  by  limitation 

MR.  A.  S.  DAM0DARAN  ASAN  ( Maoclikara )  :  Am  I  to  under¬ 
stand  then  that  there  is  a  chance  in  the  number  of  suits  going  down 
in  future  ? 

Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  t Additional  Head,  Sirlcar 
Vakil)  '■  Yes,  Sir.  These  -Jenmi  suits  have  been  filed  in  various  courts 
throughout  the  State  and  of  these  about  510  suits  are  in  the  Neduman¬ 
gad  court.  If  you  take  away  this  number,  the  suits  will  come  to  about 
500,  which,  according  to  the  recommendation  of  the  Law’s  Delays 
Commissioner  does  not  give  scope  for  establishing  a  court  at  Neduman¬ 
gad. 

MR.  P.  C.  KUR1YAN  ( Iioliayam  I):  So  is  there  a  chance  of  this 
temporary  court  being  abolished  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  question  does  not  arise. 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirlcar 
Vakil)  :  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  volume  of  work  does  not  justify  its 
being  made  permanent. 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedunangad)  :  May  I  know  whether  there  is  not 
a  universal  fall  in  the  number  of  suits  filed  in  the  courts  of  the  State  ? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirlcar 
Vakil)  :  No. 

Mr.  S.  J.  RAW  Qftdu  „mgad)  :  May  I  know  the  reason  why  the 
Attingal  court  is  going  to  be  shifted  to  Tiruvalla  ? 

Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  - Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  Attingal  is  not  universal. 
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MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad)-.  May  I  know  whether  there  is 
not  a  fall  in  the  number  of  suits  filed  in  our  courts  9 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  P1LLAI  {Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil )  :  No,  nothing  worth  mentioning  Here  and  there  there  may 
be  a  small  fall. 

MR  V.  K.  VELAPPAN  NAIR  (Vaikom)  :  May  I  know  the  average 
number  of  suits  filed  in  our  courts  ? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PiLLAI  (. Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil).  I  cannot  say  the  average.  But  I  can  give  the  actual  figures. 
It  will  be  seen  from  the  Administration  Report  on  Civil  Justice  sup¬ 
plied  to  the  Honourable  members.  It  will  be  seen,  for  instance,  that 
the  number  of  suits  in  Adoor  is  1,600 ,  real  suits  1433  and  157  per¬ 
sonal  suits. 

MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Nedumangad)  :  May  I  know  the  number  in  Yaikom 
court  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  do  not  think  these  figures  need  be  supplied, 
because  copies  of  the  Report  are  accessible  to  members, 

Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)-.  Then  take  the  case  of  Kottarakara.  There  are  1261  real 
suits  and  3G2  personal  suits. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  {Trivandrum— Mural) :  May  I  know  whe¬ 
ther,  aa  the  volume  of  work  at  Nedumangad  court  is  below  the  average, 
the  pendency  of  each  case  is  shorter  there  ? 

MR.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  I  have  not  considered  that  aspect  of  the  question. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Sural)  :  Will  it  not  be  possible 
to  ask  the  Court  to  dispose  of  the  remaining  cases  earlier  than  other 
courts  ? 


Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  additional  Head.  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  It  is  the  Munsift’s  business  to  see  that  the  cases  are  disposed  of 
an  early  as  possible  and  I  am.  sure  Mr.  S.  J.  Nair  will  be  all  the  more 
thankful  for  it. 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilmankcd)  :  Do  not  the 
figures  referred  to  by  the  member  show  that  the  Nedumangad  court 
has  always  been  much  below  the  average  ? 

Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  {Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  Yes,  more  or  less  like  it.  In  Adoor  and  Kottarakara  also  that 
I  mentioned,  the  number  of  suits  includes  Jenmi  suits  also.  The  House 
should  not  take  it  that  there  are  no  LJenmi  suits  in  other  courts.  In 
1110  and  perhaps  in  1111  also  there  is  the  special  feature  .Of  a  large 
number  of  jenmi  suits.  Taking  the  average  number  of  ordinary  suitB 
for  Nedumangad,  it  is  400.  The  High  Court  has  specifically  considered 
this  matter  ana  we  must  be  thankful  to  Mr,  S-  J.  Nair  for  pushingjra 
with  the  matter  like  this.  But  still.  haviDg  regard  to  the  volume  of 
work,  the  High  Court  feel  constrained  to  deny  that  demand.  I  can 
only  say  that  this  resolution  of  Mr.  S.  J.  Nair  will  be  borne  in  mind  and 
I  can  assure  that  it  will  not  be  forgotten.  I  may  also  give  this  assurance 
that,  whenever  the  occasion  arises,  the  High  Court  will  -give  the  matter 
.  diheir  best  consideration. 
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MR.  S.  J.  NAIR  (Ncdumangad)  :  In  reply  given  by  the  Law  Mem¬ 
ber  on  behalf  of  Government  he  has  conceded  that  the  Government  is 
very  sympathetic  towards  my  demand  so  far  as  the  court  at  Neduman- 
gad  is  concerned  and  in  case  the  volume  of  work  justifies  its  retention 
there  the  court  will  be  made  permanent.  I  request  the  Government 
that  they  must  see  their  way  that  the  court  is  made  permanent. 
Hoping  that  the  Government  will  be  good  enough,  kind  enough  and 
merciful  enough  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  people  of  Nedumangad  in 
this  respect,  I  .'.withdraw  the  motion. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  I’oes  the  House  grant  him  leave  to  withdraw 
the  motion. 

UlR.  P.  C,  KURIYAN  (Kotlayam  I) :  J  oppose  to  the  motion  being 
withdrawn. 

The  motion  for  the  withdrawal  was  then  put  to  vote  and  carried. 

The  Besolution  was  withdrawn  by  leave . 

‘ALLEPPEY-SHEBTALA  CANAL. 

MR.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (ihertala  I)  '■  Sir,  I  beg 
leave  to  move  the  following  resolution: — 

“  This  Assembly  recommends  to  Government  that,  Government  be 
plowed  to  resume  the  rourlc  of  the  Alleppey-Shertala  Canal  and  com¬ 
plete  it”. 

Sir,  the  Alleppey-Shertala  Canal  has  an  unhappy  and  chequered 
history.  This  Alleppey-Shertala  canal  is  usually  called  by  the  name 
A.  S.  Canal.  It  was  started  during  the  administration  of  Dewan  Sir. 
P.  Bajagopala  Chari  and  the  work  was  stopped  temporarily  during  the 
administration  of  Dewan  Sir.  M,  Krishnan  Nair.  The  distance  between 
Alleppey  and  Aroor  is  28  miles.  The  distance  from  Alleppey  to  Sliertala 
is  14  miles.  The  proposed  canal  was  to  start  from  the  Vada  Canal  in 
Alleppey  and  to  end  in  Shertala  Kayal  covering  a  distance  of  14  miles. 
The  whole  land  necessary  for  this  purpose  was  acquired  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment  and  work  was  started  from  both  ends  ;  from  Alleppey  to  Shertalla 
and  from  Shertala  to  Alleppey.  Nearly  3  miles  on  each  side  was  cut 
open  and  then  the  scheme  was  dropped.  In  answer  to  my  interpel¬ 
lation,  Government  have  answers  d  that  the  total  cost  hitherto  incurred 
by  Government  for  the  same  is  Bs.  5,52,803.  For  land  acquisition,  it 
cost  the  Government  Bs.  1,H4.G38. 

RAO  SAHIB  S.  PARAMESVARA  AIYAR  ( Nominated ):  Is  the  portion 
already  cut  open  properly  maintained  ? 

MR.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENQN  ( Shertala  T) :  Not  at  all. 
There  is  only  7  miles  yet  to  be  cut  open  and  the  estimate  for  the  same 
as  given  by  the  Chief  Engineer  in  answer  to  my  interpellation  is 
Bs.  1,78,000,  It  might  at  the  first  glance  appear  that  this  is  a  wrong 
figure  because  for  the  six  miles.  Government  have  spent  more 
than  Bs-  4  lakhs  while  for  the  remaining  7  miles  only 
Bs.  1,78,000  is  required.  It  may  appear  to  be  an  inadequate  figure. 
But  there  is  this  peculiarity,  for  the  remaining  six  miles  are  low,  lying 
paddy  fields  lienee  there  is  not  much  cutting  to  be  effected,  whereas 
the  three  miles  from  Alleppey  to  Shertala  and  from  Shertala-  to  Al¬ 
leppey  the  cutting  had  to  be  effected  in  very  loose  sandy  places.

Sir,  for  appreciating  or  propeply  understanding  and  then  to  come 
to  a  decision  by  this  House  on  this  fairly  big  scheme Whether  it  should 
be  completed  or  not  certain  peculiar  conditions  obtaining  in  Shertalla 
have  to  be  taken  into  consideration.  On  the  eastern  portion  of  the 
Shertalla  taluk  there  is  the  Vembanad  Lake  and  on  the  Western  portion 
there  is  the  Arabian  sea.  The  coastal  region,  I  mean  the  western  portion, 
is  extremely  fertile  and  bast  sui  ted  for  cocoanut  cultivation.  From 
Anthakara  Bar  to  Arathukal,  a  distance  of  8  miles  just  on  the  eastern 
side  of  the  beach  there  is  what  is  known  as  Poshiohal  and  this  House 
is  familiar  with  the  Anthakara  pozhi  which  is  closed  for  certain  period 
of  the  year  for  the  purpose  of  cultivation  at  a  cost  of  Us  6  to  7  thous¬ 
and  rupees.  During  the  opening  of  that  Bar  manure  suoh  as  dead 
fish  and  other  manure  of  the  sea  freely  get  into  this  Pozhiehal  which 
is  just  like  a  canal  (>  to  7  miles  long  and  by  the  time  the  Bar  is  closed 
it  settles  down  and  becomes  one  of  the  richest  binds  of  manure.  It 
forms  a  layer  of  rich  clay.  Even  the  Chief  Secretary,  while  he  was 
the  Director  of  Agriculture,  has  remarked  that  this  clav-soil  is  perhaps 
the  richest  soil  in  Travancore.  During  the  monsoon  people  take  this 
rich  soil  from  the  water  and  carry  it  into  the  interior  parts  of  the 
country  whore  the  soil  has  very  little  manure.  For  that  purpose, 
moans  of  communication  must  be  effected.  I  can  anticipate  a  possible 
objection  from  the  Chief  Engineer  that  there  is  the  Shertala-Aroor 
road  and  therefore  there  is  no  necessity  for  opening  this  canal.  Sir, 
the  roads  serve  only  for  motor  traffic  end  for  pedestrians  and  not  for 
agricultural  purposes,  for  carrying  goods  or  for  removal  of  additional 
sand  or  for  bringing  in  of  manure.  Water  communication  is  the  only 
cheap  means  of  communication  which  wiil  serve  the  poor  agriculturists. 
The  portion  west  of  -!Alleppey-Shertala  canal  is  an  extensive  tract  of 
loose  sandy  soil  where  no  cultivation  can  he  effected.  This  portion 
covers  only  6  miles  in  extent.  Bo  if  there  are  some  facilities,  what  the 
agriculturists  do  is  to  remove  this  excess  sand  and  get  the  level-  of  the 
property  lowered  and  then  utilise  it  for  paddy  cultivation  for  a  certain 
period  in  the  year.  If  the  oanal  is  opened,  we  can  utilise  an  extent  of 
80,000  acres  for  cultivation  purposes. 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilarnnkod)  :  Is  cocoanut 
plantation  carried  on  there  ? 

MR.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Shertrda,  I):  Here  and 

thorn  cocoanut  trees  are  planted  as  a  back-yard  cultivation. 

MR.  A-  TANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Sural) :  Is  it  because  cocoanut 
trees  will  not  thrive  there  that  it  is  not  carried  on  on  a  large  scale  ? 

MR.  EDAl/ANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (.$ hertala  I) :  In  the  interior 
regions  we  have  to  wate*  them  for  about  six  months  in  the '  year.  Ia 
every  compound  we  will  have  one  or  two  tanks,  but  that  can  be  done 
and  maintained  properly  only  where  there  is  not  too  much  excess  sand. 
In  the  eastern  portion,  thousands  of  acres  have  been  registered.  During 
the  administration  of  Dewan  Bajagopalaehari  extensive  areas  were 
auctioned  and  people  got  it  registered  in  their  names  and  they  are  pay¬ 
ing  tax  far  them.  I  mean  portions  of  Vembanad  lake  along  the  coast. 
These  tracts  await  reclamation.  This  can  be  done  profitably  only  by 
•  conquering  large  quantities  of  sand  from  the  interior  of  the  taluk 
where  there  is  a  surplus  of  the  same. 
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RAO  SAHIB  S.  PARAMESVARA  AIYAR  {Non, incited) ;  Is  it  on  the 

eastern  side  or  ou  the  western  side  of  the  Shertala  taluk? 

MR.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  {Shertala  I):  It  is  on  the 
eastern  side  of  the  Shertala  taluk  and  on  the  wertern  side  of  the  Vem- 
banad  lake. 

So  that  I  may  confidently  say  that,  if  this  canal  is  out  and  completed, 
it  will  prove  to  he  a  great  source  of  irrigational  facility  and  thousands  of 
acres  will  be  brought  under  fresh  cultivation  and  Government  also 
stand  to  gain. 

Another  objection  that  may  be  raised  by  the  Government  is  that, 
if  the  whole  canal  is  completed,  it  will  bo  a  costly  canal  regarding  an¬ 
nual  maintenance.  Loose  sand  from  the  sicf  es  of  the  canal  will  get 
into  the  canal  during  winter  season  and  the  maintenance  for  removing 
it  will  he  very  much.  My  submission  to  this  is  that,  if  we  go  through 
the  budget  of  the  P.  W.  D.,  we  will  find  that  there  are  in  this  State  it¬ 
self  instances  where  a  mile  of  road  is  being  maintained  at  a  cost  of 
Bs-  1,750.  I  can  assure  the  House  that  there  will  be  no  prohibitive  cost 
to  maintain  this  canal.  The.' 'proposed  canal  route  begins  in  my  friend 
Mr.  K,  M.  Krishnan’s  constituency  and  ends  in  my  constituency  and  we 
have  been  assured  by  the  Agricultural  Association  of  that  locality  that 
the  work  can  be  completed  by  them  if  the  Government  are  also  sym¬ 
pathetic  and  half  of  the  cost  is  borne  by  the  P,  W.  D.  They  have 
also  assured  the  Government  that  they  have  no  objection  to  have  a  toll 
on  the  boats  that  pass  through  the  canal. 

Mr,  PUTHUPALL1  S.  KRISHNA  PlLLAI  (Qnilon  IT):  Is  there  any 
place  wherein  Government  have  not  established  a  toll  on  account  of 
the  objection  of  tbe  people  of  the  locality  ? 

Mr.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Shertala  I)  :  No.  I  only 
anticipated  what  the  Government  might  do. 

Mr.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  ( Tiruvaha  I):  May  I  know  the  reason 
why  Government  stopped  the  work  ? 

MR.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  ( Shertala  1) :  In  fact  no 
reason  is  alleged.  Government  will  launch  into  these  things  without  any 
definite  idea.  They  have  spent  a  few  lakhs.  What  is  the  use  of  main¬ 
taining  a  costly  department  spending  on  an  average  nearly  37  lakhs  of 
rupees  unless  the  department  has  experts,  to  go  into  these  things  in  de¬ 
tail  ?  After  spending  nearly  Bs.  5  lakhs  it  is  insulting  the  people  to  say 
that  ultimately  Government  are  of  opinion  that  the  construction  of  the 
caual  Deed  not  be  completed.  I  can  assure  the  House  that  the  majority 
of  the  people  living  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  canal  are  agriculturists 
and  they  have  got  considerable  experience  in  these  matters.  We  need 
not  take  any  lesson  from  other  people.  The  agriculturists  assure  that 
it  will  be  a  great  boon  to  them.  Incomplete  work  will  do  them  harm 
because  the  level  of  water  in  the  finished  porlion  of  the  canal  will  be 
lower  than  in  the  adjacent  garden  land.  The  sand  being  loose,  water 
will  easily  pass  into  the  lower  level  of  the  land  and  cause  'damage  to 
the  cocoanut  cultivation.  But  once  the  canal  is  completed 'ojie  end 
touching  Shertala  Kayal  and  the  other  the  Alleppey-Vadai  canal  there 
will  not  b»  that  source  of  danger.  There  will  be  ebb  and  flow  and’  the  ' 
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water  level  in  the  Kaval  and  the  Canal  will  be  the  same-.  The  main¬ 
tenance  of  the  canal  will  also  be  less  costly  .  Puthenthodu  in  Sherfca- 
la  itself  the  Kuthiyathodu  and  the  Poochackal  canal  have  created 
irrigational  facilities  to  the  agriculturists  without  doing  any  harm  to 
the  people. 

I  wish  to  place  only  one  more  fact  for  the  consideration  of  the 
House-  After  the  completion  of  the  Alleppey-Aroor  road  in  the  course 
of  nearly  last  6  years  23  coir  factories  have  been  established  on  the 
sides  of  the  road  which  give  employment  to  more  than  50,000  people. 
If  we  have  the  cheaper  water  communication  for  carrying  these  goods 
how  much  more  rapidly  Shertala  would  have  developed  situated  as  it 
is  between  Alleppey  and  Cochin  two  of  the  most  commercial  centres  on 
this  coast  ? 

MR.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I);  May  I  know  from  the 
member  whether  in  that  case  shipping  from  Cochin  will  not  be  resorted 
to  more  frequently  than  from  Alleppey  if  the  canal  route  is  the  cheaper 
means  of  communication  to  Cochin  ? 

MR.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  ( Shertala  1 ) :  There  will 
be  no  such  danger.  Because  even  now  from  Shertala  to  Aroor  which 
is  half  the  distance  from  Alleppey  to  Aroor  there  is  cheap  water  com¬ 
munication  and  it  covers  nearly  15  miles-  There  is  nothing  to  pre¬ 
vent  even  now  merchants  to  take  their  goods  from  Alleppey  to  Cochin 
along  the  back  waters' 

RAO  SAHIB  S.  PARAIHESVAR  A  AIYAR  ■Nominated);  What  has  been 
done  with  the  lands  already  acquired  by  Government  for  the  canal. 

MR.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Shertala  1 )  :  They  have 
been  given  on  Kuthakapattom.i 

There  is  also  another  pitiable  aspect  of  the  whole  thiDg.  Now  in 
Alleppov  and  Shertala  the  canal  is  left  incomplete  without  bridges  and 
without  proper  maintenance.  Last  year  there  were  one  or  two  drown¬ 
ing  cases  when  school  children  w  ere  trying  to  pass  the  canal  ( Presi¬ 
dent’s  bell).

Mr.  G.  NILAKANTAN  (Nominated)  :  Sir,  if  the  canal  is  completed 
it  is  said,  firstly  it  will  be  giving  facilities  for  irrigation  and  secondly 
facilities  for  navigation. 

MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Gkirayinhil  II) :  May  1  know  whether 
the  member  supports  or  opposes  the  motion  ? 

MR.  G.  NILAKANTAN  (Nominated)  :  I  want  neither  to  support  Dor 
to  oppose  now.  I  wish  to  make  a  few  observations. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  member  thinks  that  be  will  be  able  to 
make  a  contribution  to  the  discussion.  Is  that  so  ? 

MR.  G.  NILAKANTAN  ( Nominated )  :  Yes,  Sir. 

If  the  canal  is  completed,  it  has  to  be  connected  with  the  lake. 
During  the  flow  tide,  all  the  water  in  the  canal  will  flow  out  and  the 
canal  will  not  be  useful  for  navigation.  During  the  ebb  tide,  salt  water 
will  get  into  the  canal  and  the  water  then  will  not  be  useful  for  culti¬ 
vation.  Further  it  is  said  that  the  construction  of  the  canal  will  drain 
away  the  sub-soil  water  to  the  ruin  of  the  cocoanut  trees  on  either  side 
of  the  canal. 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Ghai  gana chevy  I)  :  May 
I  know  whether  the  member  knows  of  any  canal  in  Travancore  which 
is  not  ultimately  connected  with  a  lake  ? 

:  Mr.  G.  NILAKANTAN  (Nominated)  ■  No. 

Mr.  POTTAYIL  S.  KRISHNA  PANICKAR  iShertala  II) :  Sir,  I  shall 
be  failing  in  my  duty  if  I  do  not  offer  a  few  remarks  on  ;the  resolution 
how  under  discussion. 

Mr.  T.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (. Neyyattinkara  II)  :  Are  they  going  to 
be  in  support  of  the  resolution  or  against  it  ?  ^ 
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MR.  POTTAYIL  S.  KRISHNA  PANICKAR  (Shertala  II)  :  The  Honour¬ 
able  Member  will  please  patientily  wait,  and  then  find  out  my  position 
when  I  finish  my  speech. 

Mr.  Nilakantan  seems  to  be  under  a  misapprehension  that  this 
canal,  when  completed,  will  open  out  into  the  res  and  that  there  will 
be  the  ebb  and  the  flow  coming  in.  Sir,  even  if  this  canal  is  completed, 
there  will  be  a  distance  of  about  25  miles  more  to  the  sea.  There  is’ 
no  immediate  connection  to  the  sea.  This  canal  opens  into  the  Vem- 
banad  lake,  which  joins  the  Arabian  sea  about  25  miles  off,  at  the 
Cochin  Harbour.  When  the  Anthakara  bar  is  opened  during  seasons, 
no  doubt,  there  will  he  through  connection  with  the  sea  ;  but  I  do  not 
think  the  tides  will  affect  this  canal  appreciably. 

Mr.  G.  NILAKANTAN  {Nominated):  Is  there  no  direct  connection 
with  the  sea  even  when  the  Anthakara  bar  is  closed? 

MR  POTTAYIL  S.  KRISHNA  PANICKAR  ( Shertala  If):  As  I  said, 
that  is  only  at  the  Cochin  Harbour,  and  not  anywhere  near  the  mouth 
of  this  canal  ,  and  the  Cochin  Harbour  is  about  25  miles  from  the  mouth 
of  this  canal.  So  far,  about  the  tidal  question  referred  to  by  Mr.  Nila¬ 
kantan. 

Sir,  this  canal,  if  completed,  will  open  up  the  interior  of  the  Sher¬ 
tala.  taluk. 

Mr.  G.  NILAKANTAN  (Nominated)  :  Will  not  the  sub-soil  water  on 
either  side  of  the  canal  be  dragged  in  if  the  canal  is  cut  open  ;  and  will 
that  not  prejudicially  affect  the  cocoanut  cultivation  on  either  side  of 
the  canal  ? 

Mr.  POTTAYIL  S.  KRISHNA  PANICKAR  ( Shertala  11)  :  I  will  come  to 

that. 


Sir,  at  present,  there  is  no  communication  between  the  eastern  and 
the  western  portions  of  Shertala.  It  is  true  that  there  is  the  Alleppey- 
Aroor  road ;  but  it  runs  through  the  middle  of  the  taluk  and  is  not  of 
much  use  to  the  people  living  in  the  interior  of  the  taluk.  This  canal, 
if  completed,  will  connect  th6  eastern  and  the  western  partB  of  the 
taluk.  The  means  of  communication  in  the  taluk  will  improve  very 
much.  It  will  be  admitted  on  all  hands  that  water  communication  is 
the  cheapest, 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum-Rural):  What  is  the  distance 
between  the  road  and  this  canal  ? 

MR.  POTTAYIL  S.  KRISHNA  PANICKAR  (Shertala  11)  :  It  varies 
between  1  mile  and  3  miles  in  various  places  in  the  taluk. 

MR.  G.  NILAKANTAN  (. Nominated ) :  What  will  the  people  do  for 
transporting  their  goods  for  these  three  miles  ? 

MR.  POTTAYIL  S.  KRISHNA  PANICKAR  (Shertala  II):  This  canal 
must  be  connected  with  a  net-work  of  roads.  . 

RAO  SAHIB  S.  PARAMESVARA  AIYAR  ( dominated )  :  Since  water 
communication  is  cheaper,  should  there  not  be  cross-canals  ? 
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MR.  POTTAYIL  S,:  KRISHNA  PANICKAR  (Shertala  II) :  After  getting 
this  straight  canal,  we  will  agitate  for  cross-canals. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( MaveUkara )  :  Does  the  member  ex- 
neot  the  Government  to  satisfy  all  such  needs  of  Shertala  ? 

MR.  POTTAYIL  S.  KRISHNA  PANICKAR  ( Shertala  II) :  That  is  our 

wish. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  We  are  now  concerned  only  with  the 
question  whether  this  House  will  pass  this  resolution.  What  the 
Government  will  do  is  not  a  matter  for  this  House  to  consider.  We 
need  not  anticipate  the  action  of  the  Government.  Let  us  concern 
ourselves  with  this  resolution. 

Mr.  N.  E.  VARUGHESE  (Th-umllti  T)  :  Kougkly,  what  is  the 
amount  of  land  tax  collected  from  the  Shertala  taluk  '/ 

MR.  POTTAYIL  S.  KRISHNA  PANICKAR  ( Shertala  II)  :  I  am  not 
quite  sure  ;  it  is  about  Bs.  1J  lakhs,  It  is  a  question  for  the  Land 
Bevenue  Commissioner  to  answer. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  That  question  does  not  arise. 

MR.  PACODE  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Vilaranhod) :  How  will  the 
completion  of  this  canal  affect  the  public  he  alth  of  Shertala  V 

MR.  POTTAYIL  S.  KRISHNA  PANICKAR  (Shertala  II)  :  That  is  a 
matter  for  experts  ;  I  am  only  a  lay  man. 

RAO  SAHIB  S.  PARAMESVARA  AIYAR  (Nominate!)  :  Will  it  be  worse 
than  what  it  is  1 

-  MR.  POTTAYIL  S.  KRISHNA  PANICKAR  ( Shertala  ID  :  Certainly 

-In  regard  to  the  point  raised  by  Mr.  Nilakantan,  as  to  whother  the 
sub-soil  water  on  the  lands  on  either  side  of  the  canal  would  not  be 
drained  into  the  canal  thereby  affecting  the  cocoanut  plantations  on 
either  side,  that  also  is  a  matter  for  an  expert-  I  cannot  make  any 
positive  statement  on  that  point.  I  have  my  own  doubts. 

Sir,  my  point  is  that  the  interior  of  Shertala  should  be  opened  up. 
At  present,  we  have  to  depend  upon  lorries  for  transport  of  most  of 
our  goods  to  Alleppey.  If  this  canal  is  cut  open,  transport  will  become 
easier  and  much  cheaper. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Tnvandrum-Iiural )  :  How  far  is  the  canal 
from  the  lake  ? 

MR.  POTTAYIL  S.  KRISHNA  PANICKAR  (Shertala  IT)  :  The  dist¬ 
ance  varies  in  various  places. 

Sir,  the  Government  have  spent  a  sufficiently  large  amount 
for  the  acquisition  of  land  necessary  .for  this  canal  and  have 
already  cut  open  a  few  miles  on  either  end  of  the  proposed 
canal.  It  is  only  fair  on  the  part  of  the  Government  to  finish 
the  work  and  make  it  useful  for  the  people.  Even  though  a  sufficiently 
big  amount  is  annually  spent  for  the  maintenace  of  this  caual,  it  is 
allowed  to  be  silted  up  and  the  banks  on  either  side  are  allowed  to  be 
washed  into  the  canal,  being  unprotected,  If  it  is  allowed  to  be  in  its 
present  state,  not  that  is  it  not  useful  but  it  is  a  positive  nuisance 
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to  the  people  who  live  on  both  the  banks  of  the  canal.  It  only  serves 
as  a  breeding  place  for  the  mosquitoes  thereby  making  it  a  menace  to 
the  problem  of  health  of  the  people  of  the  place.  Sir,  villi  these  obser¬ 
vations  I  support  the  resolution. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara) :  Sir,  I  am  really  in 
a  difficult  position  as  to  whether  I  should  support  the  resolution  or 
oppose  it ;  and  I  am  going  to  come  to  a  decision  after  hearing  the 
official  member  on  the  points  I  am  going  to  raise. 

Government  have  spent  over  Its.  5  lakhs  on  this  work  long  ago. 
It  is  left  incomplete.  We  have  often  pointed  out  that  the  Government 
must  have  some  definite  policy  with  regard  to  the  execution  of  works  by 
the  P.  W.  1).  This  is  an  instance  where  public  money  is  proved  to 
have  been  wasted. 

MR.  G.  NILAXANTAN  (Nomina, tecl)  :  Cannot  experts  commit  mist¬ 
akes  9 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  Then,  they  are  no 

In  the  circumstances,  Sir,  the  burden,  of  proving  that  the  present 
ineompieto  condition  of  the  canal  serves  public  interests,  is  upon  the 
Government.  Certainly,  they  must  have  had  very  good  reasons 
for  starting  this  costly  scheme.  We  have  not  yet  had  any  explanation 
for  dropping  it  in  the  middle. 

This  is  the  work  which  has  to  be  done  by  Trav&ncore  labourers, 
so  that  there  is  no  chance  of  any  portion  of  the  money  spent  flowing 
out  of  the  country.  Further,  it  is  said  that  it  will  open  up  the  interior 
of  Bhertala  about  which  we  hear  so  much,  so  often,  even  in  this  House. 
All  things  considered,  unless  the  Government  convince  us  that  the 
expenditure  involved  in  completing  the  cans’  will  be  out  of  all  pro¬ 
portion  to  its  utility,  they  must  complete  it. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  I  shall  give  one  piece  of  information, 
Mr.  Asan.  For  a  long  time,  the  pendulum  was  swinging  between  a 
road  and  a  canal. 

MR.  A.  S-  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (U  acelikara)  :  I  do  not  know  that, 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  give  the  member  that  information. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara ) :  I  am  not  sure  about 
it.  Further,  I  do  not  think  that  a  road  can  be  a  substitute  for  a  canal. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  There  were:proposals  both  for  a  road  and  for 
a  canal,  and  the  Government  for  some  time  were  considering  both  of 
them.  A  canal  was  begun  ;  later  on,  that  was  dropped  and  a  road  was 
taken  up. 

Mr.'  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( Mavelikara )  ;  The  road  has  been 
completed,  Sir.  Still  there  is  sufficient  scope  for  further  roads, 
Mr.  Krishna  Panickar  said  that  he  would  like  that  all  the  demands 
of  the  people  of  Shertala  are  satisfied  immediately,  It  was  argued 
that,  if  the  canal  is  completed,  there  will  be  a  demand  for  more  roads 
and  that,  if  move  roads  are  opened  there  will  be  a  demand  for  further 
roads.  Sir,  that' argument  is  not  acceptable  for  leaving  the  canal 
incomplete'.  There  will  be  such  increasing  demands  aslong  as  we  are 
on  the  path  of  progress. 
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Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLA!  (Quilon  1)  :  I  wish  to  raise  just 
one  point.  lam  in  doubt  with  l-egard  to  that,  and  I  expect  the 
official  member  to  clear  it. 

I  wish  to  know  what  would  be  the  effect  on  the  Alleppey  Port  if 
this  canal  is  completed,  since  water  communication  is  cheaper  than 
roads.  Will  not  the  completion  of  the  canal  enable  the  people  of  the 
Shertala  taluk  to  send  up  their  products  direct  to  the  Cochin  Harbour 
through  this  canal  after  it  is  completed  ?  That  would  mean  that  busi¬ 
ness  will  flow  direct  to  Cochin  instead  of  to  Alleppey  as  at  present.  I 
know,  Sir,  that  all  the  receipts  of  the  Alleppey  and  Cochin  Ports  are 
pooled  together,  and  that  we  get  only  our  share  out  of  the  total  receipts. 

Mr.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADIWANABHA  MENON  (Shertala  I)  :  Is  there 
not  back  water  communication  even  now  from  Shertala  to  Cochin  ? 

Mr.  K.  KUNJUKRISHNA  PILLAI  (Quilon  I)  :  That  is  risky.'  The 
goods  will  have  to  he  insured,  which  means  two  annas  for  every  Es.  100 
worth  of  goods.  And,  the  Harbour  charges  are  higher  at  Cochin  than 
at  Alleppey. 

All  that  I  said  was  that  I  am  not  quite  sure  of  the  position.  I 
have  my  own  doubts.  I  request  the  official  member  to  explain  this 
position  so  that  I  can  make  up  my  mind  about  this  resolution. 

MR.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  (Chief  Engineer,  Hoads,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation ) :  Sir,  I  oppose  the  resolution.  Before  I  say  anything  on 
the  resolution,  I  will  answer  Mr,  Kunjukrishna  Pillai’s  question.  .  He 
asked— will  the  Alleppey  Port  be  affected?  I  think  it  will  be  affected  in- 
as  much  as  goods  will  be  carried  light  through  to  Cochin.  . 

Mr.K.  P.  KRISHNA  MENON  (Parur)  .  When  the  opening  of  the 
canal  was  first  taken  up,  was  this  not  considered  ? 

Mr.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  ( Chief  Engineer,  Hoads,  Bui’dings  and 
Irrigation)  :  I  was  not  here  at  the  time. 

Mr.  K.  P.  KRISHNA  MENON  (Parur) :  I  am  asking  the  Government. 

MR.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  (Chief  Engineer,  Roads,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation) :  I  know  this  that  business  people  in  Alleppey  now  send 
goods  to  Cochin  through  the  backwater  route  for  loading  at  Cochin 
rather  than  loading  at  Alleppey  :  and  if  we  make  the  route  to  Cochin 
easier,  they  will  perhaps  send  most  of  their  goods  to  Cochin.  The 
question  why  it  was  dropped  is  not  a  difficult  problem.  Actually  the 
estimate  for  the  thirteen  miles  of  the  canal  was  Bs.  5,11,870  and  the 
Work  was  started  in  1913.  After  five  miles  and  3,000  feet  had  been 
cut,  the  expenditure  amounted  to  Lis.  5,52,803.  So  that  there  is  about 
8  miles  of  the  canal  still  to  be  dug,  while  the  amount  of  the  estimate 
has  already  beeu  spent  One  of  the  causes  for  this,  I  am  afraid,  is  due 
to  land  compensation.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  land  was  Rs.  300  an 
acre,  baat  the  average  price  as  per  the  award  came  to  Rs  2,484. 

Mr.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Shertala  I)  :  Have  not 
the  Government  paid  compensation  for  all  the  lands  already  ?

MR.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMABHA  MENON  ( Shertalal)  :  Will’  the 
member  take  the  information  from  me  that  the  whole  of  the  land  value 
has  keen  paid  years  ago  ? 

Mr.  G.  B.  £.  TRUSCOTT  (Chief  Engineer,  Roach:,  Buildings  aiui 
Irrigation)  :  The  information  that  I  have  is  regarding  the  land  that 
has  boon  taken  over  by  the  Public  Works  Department;  and  that 
certainly  does  not  represent  the  whole  of  the  land  through,  which  the. 
projected  canal  would  run. 


MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  ( Trioandrum  Rural)'.  May  I  know  whether 
any  portion  of  that  land  has  been  let  out  on  lease  ? 

MR.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  {Chief  Engineer,  Roads,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation)  :  Sir,  I  have  no  knowledge  with  regard  to  that. 

The  utility  of  the  proposed  canal  is  really  a  big  point.  Mr.  Krishna. 
Panickai')  I  am  afraid,  rather  changed  his  mind  about  it.  He  assured 
me  some  time  ago  that  a  lot  of  people  told  him  that  the  canal  if  opened 
would  drain  the.  water  from  the  adjoining  lands  and  that  the  garden 
lands  will  be  affected. 

MR.  POTTAY1L  S.  KRISHNA  PAN1CKAR  (Shertala  II)'.  May  I 
inform  the  member  that  even  now  in  my  speech  I  indicated  that 
the  matter  whether  the  water  in  the  adjacent  lands  wilt  percolate  into 
the  canal  and  thereby  be  adversely  affected  is  a  matter  for  the  depart¬ 
ment  to  consider  and  decide  one  way  Or  the  other.  T  made  that  spe¬ 
cifically  plain  oven  in  my  speech. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  1  want  to  give  a  direction  which  I  hope  the 
official  benches  will  be  able  to  comply  with.  I  do  so  because  I  consider 
some  information  absolutely  necessary  for' the  disposal  of  this  question 
by  the  House.  Mr.  Padmanabha  Menon  stated  that  all  the  land  acqu¬ 
ired  for  the  purpose  was  paid  for.  The  Chief  Engineer  stated  feaifc  he 
is  aware  of  a  certain  sum  being  paid,  but  he  was  not  able  to  deny  whr&fc 
has  been  stated  by  Mr.  Padmanabh*  Menon.  In  these  days  ob  tele¬ 
phone,  and  in  the  light  of  the  fact  that  all  the  important  heads  of  depart* 
meats  are  hero  it  will  be  a  good  thing  it  the  Government  will  be  able  to. 
place  before  this  House  definite  information  on  the  subject. 

Mr.  G,  B.  E,  TRUSCOTT  (Chief  Engineer,  Roads,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation)  ;  Sir,  I  am  referring  to  the  Public  Works  ’Department. 
As  far  as  this  resolution  goes,  the  Public  Works  Department  have 
charge  of  the.  land  to  the  value  of  Bs.  1,2.0,000.  . . 

RAO  SAHIBS.  PARAMESVAR'A  AlYAR:  (N-ammatsfy  r  Kobe  fee  mem¬ 
ber  mean  to  say  that  more  lands  will  have  to  be:  acquired  iS  the.  canal 
is  taken  up  ?  , 

Mr.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  (Chif  Engineer.,  Roads,  .Buddings,  and- 
Inigation)'.  More  lands  will  have  to  be  handed  over  to  th@i.Euw« 
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[Mr.  G-.  B.  E.  Truscott.] 

Works  Department,  lands  that  are  possibly  in  possession  of  the  Land 
Revenue  Department.  There  are  quite  a  lot  of  people  who  say  that 
the  canal  will  drain  the  water  from  the  fields  adjacent  to  it  and  that  it 
will  min  the  fields. 

There  is  another  point  to  be  considered.  If  that  canal  is  constru¬ 
cted— 

Mr.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  NENON  ( Shertala  I) :  May  I  know 
whether  the  member  has  received  any  representation  either  from  the 
people  in  the  constituency  protesting  against  the  opening  of  the  canal 
or  doubting  about  the  utility  of  the  canal  ? 

Mr.  G.  B.  E,  TRUSCOTT  (Chief  Engineer,  Beads,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation) :  There  are  a  lot  of  petitions  that  have  been  received  re¬ 
garding  the  construction  of  this  and  other  canals. 

Mr.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  ( Shertala  I)  :  Sir,  I  wish 
to  say  a  word  by  way  of  personal  explanation.  Evidently  the  Chief 
Engineer  is  confounding — 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  is  not  a  personal  explanation. 

Mr.  A.  THANU  PILLAl  (Trivandrum-Bural)  :  Is  there  anything  to 
show  that  the  fertility  of  the  trees  along  the  six  miles  of  the  canal  that 
has  been  constructed  has  been  affected  ? 

MR.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  ( Chief  Engineer,  Boads ,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation)'-  I  do  not  know  whether  there  were  any  trees  along  the 
canal  when  it  was  constructed  ;  but  I  do  know  this  that  the  people  doubt 
the  utility  of  the  canal  for  garden  purposes. 

I  was  going  to  say  that  the  only  use  of  the  canal  would  be  to 
serve  just  between  the  two  places,  Alleppey  and  Shertala.  We  should 
have  to  construct  cross-c.anals  as  well,  if  we  want  the  fields  to  be 
saved. 

Then  again  Mr.  Padmanabha  Menon  compared  the  question  of 
maintenance  of  the  caual  and  roads  in  the  southern  division.  Actually 
two  miles  of  the  canal  at  the  Alleppey  end  is  maintained  at  almost  the 
cost  of  many  of  the  main  roads  ;  the  maintenance  at  that  end  is 
Rs.  1,688  at  Bs.  600  per  mile  and  the  Shertala  end  for  about 
4,300  feet  is  also  maintained  at  the  rate  of  Bs.  GOO  a  mile.  But  I 
cannot  now  say  what  the  maintenance  charge  will  be  if  rthe  canal 
is  cut  through.  I  doubt  whether  the  mover  himself  would  propose 
any  addition  to  the  present  cost  of  maintenance. 

Mr.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENOIV  (Shertala  I)):  What  is 
the  annual  maintenance  charge  for  the  Kuthiathode  canal  ? 

MR.  G.  B.  E,  TRUSCOTT  (Chief  Engineer,  Beads,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation)  :  Sir,  I  am  very  much  inclined  to  think  that  the  canal 
Which  the  mover  referred  to  is  not  complete.  As  regards  the  mainten¬ 
ance  of  it,  I  really  have  no  idea  of  what  it  would  cost.-  But  it  will 
possibly  come  to  something  about  Bs.  200  a  mile.

The  movei'  also  anticipated  the  remark  that  I  was  going  to  make 
that,  when  the  canal  was  stopped,  it  was  decided  to  build  a  road  from 
Alleppey  to  Arur  at  a  cost  of  something  over  two  lakhs  of  rupees.  Whe¬ 
ther  it  is  necessary  to  complete  this  canal  or  not  is  certainly  open  to 
doubt.  That  it  should  bo  completed  now  I  consider  it  impossible  owing 
to  the  cost ;  and  before  anything  further  is  done,  it  will  really  be  neces¬ 
sary  to  investigate  not  only  the  cost  of  construction  and  the  cost  of 
maintenance  but  also  whether,  with  the  present  day  traffic,  the  canal 
will  not  have  to  bo  considerably  widened  and  whether  it  is  going  to  do 
any  damage  to  the  adjoining  gardens  by  the  draining  of  ground  water 
into  tko  canal.  So  I  cannot  believe  that  the  House  will  pass  this 
resolution. 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivandrum— Rural)  :  What  is  the  cost  of 
maintenance  of  the  Alloppoy-Shortala  road? 

MR.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  ( Chief  Engineer,  Boads,  Buildings,  and 
Irrigation) :  About  Its.  0,000  at  Bs.  500  a  mile.  I  think  that  is  all  I 
have  to  say. 

MR.  KAINIKKARA  M.  PADMANABHA  PILLAI  (Changanachery  T) :  Do 
the  Government  propose  to  investigate  into  the  matter  and  arrive  at 
some  conclusion  in  regard  to  it  ? 

Mr.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  ( Chief  Engineer,  Beads,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation ) :  Sir,  the  present  is  not  a  good  time  for  investigation 
because  special  staff  will  have  to  be  appointed  and  the  scheme  itself 
will  cost  several  lakhs. 

It  is  not  a  good  time  at  present  to  do  anything  of  this  sort.  We 
have  no  funds  to  construct  it.  Therefore  what  is  the  use  of  spending 
money  for  appointing  a  staff  for  investigating  the  work  ? 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mmelihara) :  Could  not  the  existing 
staff  conduct  the  investigation  ? 

MR.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  {Chief  Engineer,  Bonds,  Buildings  and 
Irrigation)  :  No,  besides,  what  is  the  use  of  spending  money  for  inve¬ 
stigation,  when  there  lis  no  likelihood  of  finding  funds  for  doing  the 
work? 

MR.  A.  THANU  PILLAI  (Trivanclram—Bural) :  May  I  know  whether 
the  work  was  ordered  to  bo  taken  up  by  the  Dewan  without  technical 
advice  ? 

MR.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  (Chief  Engineer,  Boads,  Buildings  and 
Irtigation)  :  It  was  ordered  to  be  taken  up  by  one  Dewan  and  it  was 
another  Dewan  who  stopped  it. 

Mr.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MEN0N  ( Shertala  I) :  May  I 
know  whether  the  Chief  Engineer  and  other  officers  went  to  the  spot 
and  found  the  work  was  necessary  ? 

MR.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  (Chief  Engineer,  Boads,  Buildings,  and 
Irrigation)  ;  It  is  a  question  of  funds  at  the  present  time  ;  and  I 
cannot  say  that  the  Government  can  undertake  the  expenditure  on  it. 
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MR.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Short ala,  I):  Have  not 
Government  received  a  representation  from  the  people  of  the  taluk 
saying  that  they  are  prepared  to  complete,  the  canal  at  a  cost  of  Es,  1‘20 
lakhs  ? 

Mr.  G.  B.  TRUSCOTT  (Chief  Engineer,  Roach,  Buildings,  and  Irri- 
gation) :  That  figure  is  based  on  a  rather  sketchy  estimate  prepared 
some  time  ago  and  I  do  not  believe  the  canal  could  be  completed  for 
that  amount. 

Mr.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Shcrlala  1) :  That 
figure  was  given  on  the  floor  of  this  House. 

RAO  SAHIB  S.  PARAMESWARA  AIYAR  (Nominated)  :  Has  it  been 
proved  that  the  estimate  was  wrong  ? 

MR.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  (chief  Engineer,  Roads,  Buildings,  and 
Irrigation ) :  No  estimate  for  the  completion  has  been  prepared,  hut 
I  cannot  believe  that  the  remaining  eight  miles  can  be  completed  for 
Es  1,20,000  when  the  five  miles  already  built  cost  over  Es.  5,00,000; 
again  the  canal  would  very  probably  have  to  be  widened  and  this 
would  further  increase  the  cost. 

MR.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Shcrlala  I)  ■.  Sir,  the 

reply  of  the  official  member  clearly  proves  one  fact,  namely,  that  the 
canal  was  begun  by  an  irresponsible  Government  and  it  was  dropped 
by  an  equally  irresponsible  Government  and  that  the  present  official 
member  is  thoroughly  ignorant  of  the  salient  facts  of  this  work- 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ;  Is  it  not  a  Strong  way  of  putting  it  ? 

MR.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Shertala  I)  :  Sir,  hard 
facts  automatically  draw  out  strong  language.  I  call  a  spado  a  spade; 
that  is  all.  What  the  people  of  my  constituency  desired  is  not  the 
completion  of  the  canal  blindly,  which  may  do  more  harm  than  good. 
They  want  Government  to  go  into  the  question  carefully.  If  ultimately 
it  is  found  to  be  a  thorn  on  the  progress  of  the  taluk,  the  scheme  may 
be  dropped. 

iMR.  G.  B.  E.  TRUCOTT  (Chief  Engineer,  Roads,  Buildings,  and 
Irrigation )  :  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  I  was  speaking  on  the  resolu¬ 
tion  as  tabled  which  the  honourable  member  seems  to  alter  now.  The 
resolution  asked  for  the  completion  of  the  canal.  Now  the  member 
wants  Government  to  investigate  the  taking  up  of  the  work. 

MR.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Shertala.  1):  I  am 
saying  that  tlie  Government  had  not  even  the  courtesy  to  say  that  they 
will  go  into  the  question  sympathetically. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  Mr.  Menon,  Mr.  Truscott  points  out  that 
the  resolution  merely  says  that  the  canal  should  be  completed.  So  the 
Chief  Engineer  says  that  any  question  of  further  investigation  does  not 
arise.  That  is  the  objection  raised.  If  Mr.  Menon  means  by  using 
the  word  ‘  investigation”  only  the  investigation  of  the  question  whether 
it  should  be  completed  or  not,  that  could  be  allowed. 

Mr.  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  (Shertala  l):  Sir,  I 
wanted  to’ say  that  there  are  experts  under  the  Government  such  .as 
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tho  Director  of  Agriculture,  the  Chief  Engineer  and  the  Water  Works 
Engineer.  They  could  go  to  the  locality  and  find  out  whether  the 
fears,  imaginary  or  otherwise,  with  which  Government  are  obsessed, 
are  warranted  by  facts  and  local  conditions..  They  can  investigate 
whether  those  misgivings  have  any  real  basis.  Then  it  will  be  time 
enough,  for  this  House  to  say  whether  it  should  be  dropped  or  not. 

MB.  G.  B.  E.  TRUSCOTT  {Chief  Engineer,  Hoads,  Buildings,  and 
Irrit/toimit )  :  Whitt  is  the  use  of  investigation  when  there  is  no  possi¬ 
bility  of  funds  being  allotted  for  some  years  together  ? 

MR.  EDAVANATT  S,  PADMANABHA  MEM  (Shertala  1):  If  it  is  of 
urgent  necessity,  funds  must  be  found.  Otherwise,  you  must  remove 
from  the  landscape  that  mosquito  breeding  portion  ;  I  mean,  the  half- 
cut,  portions  of  tho  canal  must  be  levelled  up.  The  other  day  the  Health 
authorities  in  Alleppcy  found  it  difficult  to  keep  clean  the  Alleppey- 
Hhortala  canal  banks.  It  is  now  the  breeding-bed  of  mosquitocs. 
Sir,  this  is  a  very  serious  !  matter  affecting  the  irrigational,  the 
agricultural  and  the  commercial  interest  of  Shertala  and  Alleppey. 

Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESWARAN  PILLAI  ( Addiiinal  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  Not  sanitary  ? 

MR .  EDAVANATT  S.  PADMANABHA  MENON  {Shertala  I) :  If  it  is  any 

consolation  to  tho  Law  Member,  I  will  add  that  also. 

I  do  not  propose  to  press  tho  motion.  I  request  Government  that 
they  will  be  pleased  to  reconsider  the  situation  .and  try  to  turn  into 
use'tho  huge  amount  of  public  money  wasted  by  the  government. 

Tho  resolution  was  by  leave  withdrawn. 
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MR.  K,  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Todupuzha  cum  Devieolam  I)  :  Sir, 
I  move  tho  following  resolution  . 

This  Assembly  recommends  to  the  Government  that  lands  in  the 
Kami  Elam  tract  he  leased  out  to  the  applicants  under  the  existing 
rules , 

Sir  two  days  a"o  on  a  cut  motion,  the  salient  features  regarding 
the  necessity  of  leasing  out  lands  in  the  Kanni  Elam  tract  were  pointed 
out  by  mo.  There  remains  now  only  ,one  or  two  more  points  m 
’Connection  with  this  resolution. 

MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Chirayinhil  I)  ■  What  is  the  meaning 


DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  That  matter  was  explained  a  day  or  two 
back.  You  need  not  explain  that  now- 

MR.  K. 'A. 'NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Todupuzha  caw  Devieolam  I)  :  The 
economic  asp-ect  of  .throwing  open  the  Kanni  Elam  tracts  has  to  be 
considered"  There  are  something  like  25,00<£acres  of  land  remaining 
Opened  and  Government,  can  get  a  revenue  of  a  lakh  of  rupees. 
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MR.  G.  NiLAKANTAN  ( Nominated )  :  May  I  ask  whether  there  are 
applications  for  this  land  ? 

MR.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Todupmha  cum  Dcmcolam)  :  There  are 
applications  which  are  pending  before  the  Government  and  the 
Conservator. 

The  question  of  unemployment  will  be  solved  to  a  very  great  extent, 
as  thousands  of  coolies  will  bo  given  work.  From  that  aspect  of  the  case 
also,  I  think  it  requires  the  serious  consideration  of  the  Government. 

The  possible  arguments  that  may  be  advanced  by  the  Conservator 
against  the  throwing  open  of  this  area  are  mainly  three.  One  is  that 
the  flow  of  rivers  in  the  Nagarampara  reserve  will  be  obstructed.  I 
find  that  Periyar  is  the  only  main  river  flowing  through  this  area.  If 
it  is  found  necessary  that  some  more  of  thi3  tract  should  be  left  intact 
in  order  that  the  steady  flow  of  the  river  may  not  be  affectedi  that  may 
be  done.  I  do  not  think  al  most  more  than  one  thousand  acres  would 
be  necessary  for  that.  Another  reason  is  that  people  used  to  take  up 
the  cultivation  of  cardamom  when  the  market  condition  was  good. 
When  they  found  that  the  price  of  cardamom  was  going  down,  they 
abandoned  it.  That  was  the  case  when  cardamom  was  the  monopoly 
of  that  Governnent.  Another  reason  is  that  there  will  be  difficulties 
about  getting  the  Kuthngapattom  money  when  the  lands  are  leased 
out.  If  the.  provisions  of  the  rules  are  strictly  enforced,  I  do  not  think 
there  will  be  any  difficulty  in  realising  these  amounts. 

MR.  G.  NILAKANTAN  (Nominated)  :  What  is  the  cost  of  cultivation 
of  au  acre  of  land  ? 

MR.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Todypusha  cum  Deviculam )  :  The 
cost  vavi  es  according  to  the  locality.  It  will  take  nearly  five  years  for 
cardamom  to  give  a  return.  During  these  years,  the  estate  will  have 
to  be  maintained  and  jungle  cleared.  Plants  will  also  have  to  be 
planted  if  systematic  and  effective  cultivation  is  to  be  carried  on. 

Generally  plants  seldom  grow  of  themselves  in  those  places.  They 
wiil  have  to  be  carried  from  distant  places  and  the  cost  of  transport  is 
great-  There  are  not  good  roads  through  which  the  plants  could  be 
conveniently  taken.  They  have  to  be  taken  on  head-loads.  The  cost 
of  1,000  plants  would  come  to  something  like  Es.  10  to  Es.  15  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  transport  charges.  The  cost  of  cultivation  per  acre  for  the  five 
years  would  come  to  not  less  than  Es.  100. 

The  demand  I  hgve  asked  for  is  only  a  legitimate  demand.  I  also 
submit  that  it  is  not  inconsistent  with  the  declared  policy  of  the  Gov- 
ernment.  I  would  refer  to  page  74  of  the  Administration  Eepoit,  para 
69,  wherein  the  forest  policy  is  enunciated.  It  reads  as  follows: — 

“  The  policy  of  the  Government  has  in  recent  years  been  to  refrain  from  further 
reservation  of  extensive  areas.  The  objects  underlying  the  reservation  so  for 
made  have  been  to  secure  the  utmost  possible  yield  from  that  pan  of  a  forest 
block  which  is  commercially  valuable,  to  protect  the  forest  growth  in  moun¬ 
tainous  tracts  for  the  prevention  of  erosion  and  landslips,  to  regulate  the  flow 
of  water  in  streams  originating  from  the  hills  and  to  preserve  thp  source  of 
supply  of  small  timber  and  fuel  to  the  agriculturists  and  of  fodder  for  the 
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It  is  stated  that  the  blocks  which  are  commercially  valuable  to  the 
State  may  be  kept  intact.  But  here,  as  I  said  the  other  day,  absolutely 
no  commercial  possibility  is  available  in  these  places.  These  places  do 
not  contain  much  valuable  trees  ;  and  even  if  trees  are  there,  they  are 
not  to  be  cut  down  because  they  are  necessary  for  the  growth  of  carda- 

m0m,S,  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  P1LLAI  ( Kunnattur  cum 
Pattanapuram)  :  May  I  know  where  that  area  is  located  ? 

MR.  K.  A  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Todupuzha  cum  Devicolam)  ;  To  the 
west  of  the  Periyar  river,  somewhere  north  and  north-east  of  Arakulain 
and  Kariiuannnor. 

Mr.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAIWESVARAN  PILLAI  (Kunnattur  cum 
Pattanapuram)  :  Is  that  place  more  accessible  to  Travancoreans  or  to 
the  people  of  Madura  ? 

MR.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Todupuzha  cum  Devicolam)  :  It  is 
easily  accessible  for  Travancoreans.  But  people  from  Madura  and 
Oumbiun  also  can  come  in. 

MR.  R.  SIVARAIWAN  NAIR  (Tiruvella  II) :  Is  there  any  market  for 
cardamom  ? 

MR,  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Todupuzha  cum  Devicolam)  :  Not  a 
good  one  at  present-  Cardamom  market  is  being  monopolised  some¬ 
where  in  Virudunagar.  It  is  difficult  to  get  the  real  value.  I  think  it 
is  one  of  tho  duties  of  the  Agricultural  Department  to  find  the  markets 
for  cardamom  also. 

IWr.  G.  NILAKANTAN  ( Nominated )  :  Can  the  member  tell  me  about 
the  price  of  cardamoms  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ;  That  is  not  relevant.  There  are  rules  on 
the  subject  and  Mr.  Narayana  Pillai  says  that  things  may  be  done  in 
pursuance  of  tho  rules.  So  the  question  of  market  does  not  arise- 

Mr.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Todupuzha  cum  Devicolam)-.  Last 
year  cardamom  was  sold  at  Bs.  20  to  22  at  Todupuzha.  Now  it 
seems  the  price  is  about  Rs.  SO  per  thulam.  At  Pallivasal  tamvila 
has  to  bo  paid.  In  this  case  firstly  tamvila  need  not  be  paid.  Secondly, 
access  is  also  easier  from  Todupuzha,  and  other  parts  in  the  State 
since  the  places  are  near  to  it. 

MR.  R.  S1VARAMAN  NAIR  (Tiruvella  II):  What  is  the  extent  of 
acreage,  please  ? 

Mr.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Todupuzha  cum  Devicolam):  Not 
less  than  26,000  acres.  As  I  said  in  the  beginning,  with  a  view  to  solve 
the  unemployment  problem  and  seeing  that  it  is  a  source  of  revenue  to 
Government  and  beneficial  to  the  agriculturists  in  the  State,  I  beg  to 
commend  my  resolution  to  the  acceptance  of  the  House. 

Mr.  K.  IW.  KURIAKOSE  (Muvattupuzha  II) :  I  beg  to  second  the 
motion.  The  chief  source  of  income  for  the  people  inhabiting  the  north¬ 
eastern’ taluks  of  our  State  is  from  pepper  and  cocoanut.  Especially  is 
this  the  case  for  the  people  of  Todupuzha.  We  know  that  the  price  of 
pepper  and  cocoanut  has  considerably  gone  down.  Not  only  that,  the 
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yield  also  has  gone  down  to  a  large  extent.  Therefore  the  people  in 
those  parts  are  seeking  other  pursuits  in  life  to  earn  their  living. 
Added  to  that  is  the  widespread  economic  depression.  That  being  so, 
it  is  the  duty  of  Government  to  see  that  all  possible  facilities  are  given 
for  the  people  to  improve  their  economic  situation.  The  other  day, 
during  the  discussion  of  the  Forest  Demand,  the  Conservator  of  Forests 
raised  two  important  objections.  One  was  that,  if  the  areas  are  leased 
out  on  Iiuthr.  gap  attorn  lease,  it  will  be  difficult  for  Government  to  col¬ 
lect  the  lease  amount.  For  that,  I  say  the  Government  should  take 
more  precautionary  methods. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  Does  he  mean  the  collection  of  rent  ? 

Mr.  K.  1W.  KUR1AK0SE  (Muvattupusha  II)  :  Yes. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  Lease  amount  is  different  from  rent. 

MR.  K.  M.  KURIAKOSE  (, MuvatiupuzJia  II) :  Anyway,  Sir,  if  Gov¬ 
ernment  feel  aDy  difficulty  in  the  matter  of  collection  of  money,  they 
can  very  well  ask  the  bidders  to  pay  a  cash  deposit  by  way  of  security, 
which  would  overcome  that  difficulty.  The  second  point  he  urged  was 
that  it  may  affect  the  flood  of  certain  rivers.  If  the  uudergrowths  are 
cleared  away,  it  is  feared  by  the  Conservator  that  the  rivers  which  are 
flooded  in  monsoon  times  will  become  a  menace  to  people.  The  pos¬ 
sibility  of  rain  water  settling  down  is  prevented  by  the  clearing  away 
of  the  undergrowth  Thereby  prevention  of  flood  becomes  impossible. 
If  that  were  the  case,  Sir,  it  is  a  serious  point  to  be  considered. 
Mr.  Narayana  Pillai  said  that  the  area  is  located  near  the  source  of  the 
Periyar  river.  After  all,  what  is  the  area  that  is  proposed  to  be  opened 
and  leased  out.  It  comes  to  about  25,000  acres  only.  The  portion 
that  would  come  up  for  registry  would  be  much  less.  If  so,  com¬ 
pared  with  the  vast  extent  of  the  area,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  will 
not  seriously  affect  the  flood  situation  of  the  rivers,  .  and  especially  the 
Periyar  river.  I  think  this  question  should  be  seriously  tackled  from 
the  point  of  view  of  unemployment  and  the  economic  condition  of  the 
people.  With  these  words,  I  support  the  resolution. 

Mr.  K.  P.  KRISHNA  MENON  ( Parur )  :  I  also  support  the  motion. 

I  understand  that  about  20  to  25  thousand  acres  of  land  in  Nagaram- 
para  Reserve  are  available  for  Kanni-Elam  cultivation.  Carda¬ 
mom  was  once  royalty  and  in  the  above  reserve  all  those  places  were 
under  tho  cardamom  cultivation  in  charge  of  the  Forest  Department. 
Even  now  at  ToSupuzha  there  is  a  building  called  Elam  Cutcherry.  All 
the  cardamoms  in  those  days  were  collected  by  the  department  and  stored 
in  that  place,  Subsequently  the  royalty  was  abolished.  Those  places  were 
again  under  wild  growth  of  cardamoms  and  the  people  were  enjoying 
the- lands  without  paying  anything  to  Government.  They  were  collect¬ 
ing  cardamoms  also  nnder  minor  forest  produce.  By  the  introduction 
of  the  rent  system,  a.  large  area  was  leased  out  and  those  „  lands  were 
under  cardamom  cultivation.  By  leasing  out  about  20  to  25  .thousand 
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acres  of  lands,  the  Forest  Department  can  easily  get  an  income  of  about 
a  lakh  of  rupees,  which  means  income  to  Government  ultimately 
These  are  waste  lands  under  the  charge  of  the  Forest  Department 
without  any  valuable,  trees.  So  I  think  a  major  portion  maybe  leased 
out  for  cardamom  cultivation.  That  will  also  solve  the  problem  of 
unemployment  to  a  certain  extent. 

Mr.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  (Conservator  of  Forests ):  Sir,  I  pointed 
out  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  budget  session  that  after  the  abolition  of 
the  monopoly  of  cardamoms  the  Makara  Flam  tract  was  ordered  to  be 
assigned  to  people  and  the  Kanni  Elam  tract  was  transferred  to  the 
Forest  Department.  This  Kanni  Elam  is  situated  to  the  west  of  the 
Periyar  river.  During  the  time  when  the  monopoly  of  cardamoms  was 
in  existence,  the  quantity  of  cardamoms  collected  from  this  tract  was 
only  small. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavehkara)  :  How  many  acres  was 
the  area  ? 

MR  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  (Conservator  of  Forest)  :  I  have  no 
idea  about  that.  People  were  given  the  lands  and  cultivation  of  carda¬ 
moms  was  going  on. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  ( UavdiUra ) :  Was  no  specific  area 
given  to  tihom  for  cultivation  ? 

Mr.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  (Conservator  ofFoves's):  No  specified 


MR-  A,  S.  DAMOOARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  Was  not  a  survey  of 
the  lands  conducted  then? 

MR.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  (Conservator  of  Forests)  ■  No. 

According  to  ihe  present  survey,  the  area  comes  to  about  two 
thousand  acres  nr  so. 

MR.  G.  NILAKANTAN  (Nominated)  :  At  that  time,  was  the  cultivation 
of  cardamoms  resorted  to  or  was  there  any  spontaneous  growth  Of 
cardamoms  ? 

MR.  R,  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  (Conservator  of  Forest)  ■.  There  was 
some  cu’tivation.  What  I  was  saying  was,  after  the  abolition  of  the 
monopoly,  Kanni  Elam  tracts  came  nnder  the  control  of  the  Forest 
Department.  Hands  where  there  was  cardamom  were  allowed  to  exist 
as  such  Some  of  the.  people  of  Todupuzha,  who  had  easy  access  to  the 
place,  whether  legitimately  or  no,  were  collecting  those  cardamoms. 
When  I  was  in  the  High  Ranges,  there  were  only  three  gardens  leased 
out  for  this  purpose.  The  revenue  realised  from  these  three  blocks  was 
about  Rs.  °00.  Now  the  conditions  there  have  not  in  any  way 
bettered.  Government  had  laid  down  the  policy  to  be  followed  by  the 
Forest  Department  as  long  ago  as  1907.  They  had  ordered  what  the 
Department  should  do  and  what  they  should  not.  The  policy  or  the 
Department  since  then  was  guided  by  this  order  of  Government.  A 
certain  portion  of  the  Makara  Elam  tract  was  earmarked  and  transferred 
to  the  Land  Revenue  Department.  The  rest  of  the  area  that  was  lying 
to  the  east  of  the  Periyar  River  where  there  were  no 
was  transferred  completely  to  the  Forest  Department. 
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Mr.  KAYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirlcar 
-  ’/alii)  :  Does  it  mean  that  it  became  part  of  the  Deserve  Forest  ? 

.  MR.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  {Const', -oat-  r  of  Fores' s)  ■  Yes.  Since 
.'that  time,  the  Forest  Department  was  having  complete  control  over 
this  area.  As  I  explained  last  time,  the  hills  to  the  west  of  Periyar 
River  formed  the  water  shed  of  so  many  rivers,  viz-,  the  tributaries  of 
the  Periyar  and  the  Muvattupuzha  rivers.  From  the  description  given 
by  Mr.  K.  A.  Nurayana  Pillai,  it  would  appear  as  if  the  cardamom  lands 
extend  in  one  compact  block  from  one  end  to  the  other.  The  major 
portion  of  the  Nagarampara  Deserve  is  grassy  lands.  Forest  is  confined 
to  the  valleys  of  small  streams  and  rivers.  When  these  forest  lands  are 
given  for  cardamom  cultivation,  the  undergrowth  will  be  cut  down. 
Mr.  Mahomed  from  Alwaye  was  more  than  once  telling  us  about  the 
floods  they  were  having  this  year  repeated  by  the  year  in  the  lower 
regions  of  Periyar.  When  these  lands  are  cleared  for  cardamom  culti¬ 
vation,  it  is  likely  there  may  be  floods  lower  down  more  frequently. 

MR,  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Mavelikara)  :  Was  there  clearance 
jn  recent  years  which  caused  the  floods  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  Conservator  is  saying  that,  if  it  is  done, 
there  will  be  more  frequent  floods. 

MR.  K.  MAHOMED  (Ahoaye)  :  Even  now  the  river  is  in  floods. 

MR.  K.  P.  KRISHNA  MENON  (Pamr) :  May  I  know  whether  when  the 
.lands  were  under  the  Forest  Department  there  were  floods  ? 

MR.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  {Conservator  of  Forests)  :  It  was  then  a 
sort  of  periodical  cultivation  done  by  the  people. 

MR.  K.  P.  KRISHNA  MENON  IParur)  :  May  I  know  how  many  acres 
were  rented  for  cultivation  ? 

Mr,  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  {Conservator  of  Forests)  It  will  be  about 
1,000  acres. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  {Mavelikara)  :  What  is  the  extent 
.  of  this  Nagarampara  Deserve  ? 

Mr.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  {Conservator  of  Forests)  :  75  Sq.  miles. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  {Mavelikaro) :  Is  the  25,000  acres 
available  for  Kanni  Elam  cleariug  alone  or  does  it  coverthe  Nagarampara 
reserve  also  ? 

Mr.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  {Conservator  of  Forests):  The  Kanni 
'  Elam  tract  is  almost  wholly  in  the  Nagarampara  Deserve. 

MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  (Maveiikara) ;  My  question  is  whether 
all  the  lands  which  are  fit  for  cardamom  cultivation  are  covered  by 
Nagarampara  Deserve  ? 

MR.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  ( Conservator  of  Forests) :  Mostly. 

Mr.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  {Mavelikara)  :  May  I  know  what  is 
the  objection  in  leasing  out  lands  which  do  not  fall  within  that  reserve? 
.  ■  MR.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  {Conservator  of  Forests)-.  They  are  al1 
included  in  the  reserve.  .  , 
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MR.  A.  S.  DAMODARAN  ASAN  {Ma velikara)  :  May  I  know  whether 
the  leasing  out  of  lands  in  the  Neriamangalam  reserve  is  likely  to  affect 
further  and  hi  gher  floods  ? 

MR.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  {Conservator  of  Forests)  :  There  is  no 
suoh  land  in  the  Neriamangalam  Reserve.  The  10,000  acres  thrown 
0ut  now  for  cardamom  cultivation  is  outside  the  Reserves. 

Mr.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Todupvzha  cum  DcvicoJam)  :  May  I 
know  where  that  10,000  acres  is  available. 

Mr.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  {Conservator  of  Forests )  :  II  is  near 
Pallivasal. 

Mr.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Todupuzha  cum  Devicolam)  :  Is  it 
not  under  the  Land  Revenue  Department  ? 

MR.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  {Conservator  of  Forests)  :  Yes. 

MR.  K.  A.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  {Todupuzha  cum  Devicolam)  :  Are  we 
not  to  pay  tharavila  there  ? 

MR.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  {Conservator  of  Forests)  :  Probably  Mr* 
K.  A.  Narayana  Pillai  wants  the  lands  to  be  given  on  mere  leases  with¬ 
out  having  the  obligation  to  pay  tharavila. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  He  said  clearly  in  the  beginning  that  it  was 
his  object. 

MR.  R  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  {Conservator  of  Forests)  :  Of  course  in 
the  area  in  the  10,000  acres  about  Pallivasal  side,  peple  have  to  pay  a 
tharavila  amounting  to  Rs.  80  or  so  per  acre.  But  so  for  as  the  Forest 
Department  is  concerned,  it  is  not  a  question  of  revenue.  But  it  is  a 
question  of  protecting  the  iaods  lower  down.  If  it  were  a  question  of 
revenue,  naturally  the  Forest.  Department  would  have  transferred  them 
to  the  Land  Revenue  Department.  We  have  been  asked  to  take  care  of 
the  lauds  which  have  been  transferred  to  us  and  to  conserve  them.  It 
may  be  asked  why  then  allow  Kanni  Elam  gardens  to  exist  there.  It 
happened  that  these  avea3  were  once  cultivated  and  there  were  carda¬ 
mom  plants  there.  Once  or  twice,  they  were  leased.  But  there  were  no 
peop'e  to  take  it  up.  Now  on  account  of  the  boom  in  cardamom,  there 
is  some  rush  for  these  gardens.  The  Forest  Department  is  not  at  all 
anxious  to  get  any  income  by  leasing  out  the  lands.  The  object  in 
reserving  them  is  to  regulate  the  flow  of  water  id  and  to  prevent  damages 
to  regions  lower  down  Oy  floods  and  other  causes.. 

ISlR.  K.  M.  KURIAKl'SE  {Muvatiupuzha  II)  :  May  I  know  whether 
the  recent  opening  of  the  Neriyamangakm  road  and  the  registry  of  the 
Mannamkandam  have  affected  the  floods  of  the  Periyar  river? 

MR.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  ( Conservator  of  Forests) :  If  the  member 
means  whether  the  opening  of  the  road  and  the  registry  of  the  land 
has  affected  (he  floods  in  the  lower  regions,  I  may  say  that  it  has  to 
some  extent. 

For  these  reasons,  I  would  say  that  it  is  inadvisable  to  allow  Kanni- 
Eiam  tract  to  be  thrown  out  either  for  cultivation  permanently  or 
on  leasq. 
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.  MR.  K.  A.  NARAyANA  PILLAI  ( Todupuzha  cum  Deoicolam):  The 
arguments  advanced  by  the  Conservator  of  Forests  are  not  at  all. con¬ 
vincing.  So  I  press  the  motion  to  a  division. 

The  Resolution  was  put  to  vote. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  think  the  Besolution  is  lost. 

Mr.  T.  K.  ALEXANDER  (Kunnatnacl  I)  :  I  demand  a  poll. 

A  poll  was  taken  with  the  following  results  : —

ABOLITION  OE  EXPORT  DUTY  ON  COCOANUT  PRODUCTS. 

MR.  S.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Chirayinkil  If)  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move 
the  following  resolution  :— 

“  This  Assembly  recommends  io  the  Government  that  the  export 
duty  on  cocoanut  products  be  abolished  till  normal  iconomia 
conditions  are  restored .” 
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Sir,  cocoanut  is  one  of  our  money  crops  and  with  the  money  we 
get  from  the  sale  of  cocoanuts  we  purchase  paddy  and  rice  from  Burma. 
One  third  of  the  rice  we  require  for  local  consumption  is  imported 
from  Burma.  I  submit  that  it  must  be  the  anxious  consideration  of 
this  House  as  well  as  the  Government  to  see  that  the  price  of  cocoanut 
is  kept  up.  There  is  no  export  duty  on  copra  in  Malabar,  Cochin  and 
Ceylon.  So  they  get  preference  over  Travancore  produce.  The  imposi¬ 
tion  of  duty  on  cocoanut  products  that  are  being  exported  from  this 
country  means  the  rise  in  the  price.  The  result  will  be  that  we  cannot 
sell  our  products  in  the  foreign  markets  at  as  cheap  a  rate  as  the  cocoa- 
nut  products  from  Ceylon,  Malabar  and  Cochin.  Moreover,  we  are 
making  persistent  demands  to  the  Government  of  India  to  afford  pro¬ 
tection  to  our  cocoanut  products  by  raising  the  duty  on  cocoanut  pro¬ 
ducts  that  are  being  imported  from  Ceylon.  Unless  the  Travancore 
Government  are  not  prepared  to  do  everything  for  protecting  our  pro¬ 
ducts  from  competition,  how  are  we  justified  in  our  demand  to  the 
India  Government  for  protection  ?  On  these  grounds,  I  request  the  Go¬ 
vernment  to  abolish  the  export  duty  on  cocoanut  products.  With  these 
words,  I  commend  this  Beiolution  for  the  acceptance  of  the  House, 

Mr.  S.  J.  NAIR  ( Nedumangacl ) :  Sir,  I  second  the  resolution  so 
ably  moved  by  my  friend  Mr.  S.  Nilakanta  Pillai.  The  levy  of  export 
duty  on  cocoanut  is  double  taxation.  So  it  must  he  abolished.

The  new  proposals  and  Part  I  of  the  Budget  Estimates  of  the 

departments  of  Government  for  the  year  1112  were  taken  up  for  con¬ 
sideration  seriatum. 

Excise  Department. 

The  Committee  first  took  up  for  consideration  proposals  relating 
to  the  Excise  Department.  The  Excise  Commissioner  was  also  pre¬ 
sent.  The  Committee  approved  the  proposal  for  the  continuance  of 
the  temporary  clerk  in  the  Record  Section  of  the  Excise  Commis¬ 
sioner’s  Office  for  eight  months  more  from  the  1st  Ctingom  1112  subject 
to  the  assurance  of  the  Excise  Commissioner  that  he  would  not  ask  for 
any  more  extension  of  the  period  of  that  appointment  and  agreed  to 
the  provision  of  a  sum  of  Rs.  200  therefor  in  the  Budget. 

The  proposal  for  the  continuance  during  1112  of  a  temporary  staff 
of  one  clerk  on  Rs.  40-2/1-70  and  one  typist  on  Rs.  20-1/2-25  for  the 
revision  of  the  Excise  Manual  and  the  compilation  of  the  Salt  and 
Cns toms  Manuals  was  then  examined.  Mr.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  Pillai 
enquired  whether  the  compilation  of  the  rules  passed  from  time  to 
time  could  not  be  attended  to  by  the  routine  clerks  of  the  department. 
The  Excise  Commissioner  pointed  out  the  difficulty  of  collating  the 
rules  passed  then  and  there  in  that  the  finality  of  the  rules  wag  some 
times  decided  by  law  courts.  The  Committee  however  agreed  to 
the  provision  of  Rs.  180  for  a  period  of  three  months  for  the  purpose. 

The  Committee  agreed  to  the  provision  of  a  sum  of  Rs.  2,420  for 
the  continuance  during  11.12  ol  seven  clerks,  one  onRs.  40-2/1-70  and 
six  on  Rs-  25-3/2-40  for  the  compilation  of  reliable  trade  and  customs 
statistics  in  the  Excise  Commissioner’s  office.

Mr.  A.  Thanu  Pillai  pointed  out  the  necessity  for  awarding  heavier 
punishments  to  smugglers  and  for  amending  the  law  also  if  deemed 
necessary. 

(3)  Continuance  during  1112  of  the  temporary  additional  staff 
of  one  Third  Grade  Excise  peon  and  one  Fourth  Grade  Excise  peon 
for  the  Trivandrum  Railway  Chowkey—Bs  231. 

Part  I  Budget  of  the  Excise  Department  was  then  scrutinised  and 
passed. 

Forest  Department, 

The  proposal  for  the  continuance  during  1112  M.  E.  of  the  tem¬ 
porary  special  staff  consisting  of  one  clerk  on  Rs.  40-2-70  and  one 
clerk  on  Es.  25-3/2-40  for  the  Conservator’s  office  and  8  clerks  on 
Es.  25-3/2-40  each  and  8  clerks  on  Es.  20-1/2-25  each  for  the  Divi¬ 
sional  Forest  Offices,  for  the  disposal  of  kudivih  claims  on  royal  trees 
removed  from  private  lands,  was  taken  up  next.  The  Conservator  of 
Forests  was  also  present.  In  the  course  of  the.  discussion  under  this 
item  Mr.  A  Thanu  Pillai  wanted  to  know  the  nun  bar  of  claims  that 
arose  before  1103,  the  number  of  complicated  cases  which  would  take 
time  to  be  disposed  of  and  about  which  there  were  no  satisfactory 
records,  the  total  number  of  claims  pending  decision  and  the  total 
number  of  cases  disposed  of  last  year  in  the  various  Forest  Divisions 
together  with  the  amounts  disbursed  towards  them.  Mr.  T.  P.  Vela- 
yudhan  Pillai  enquired  about  the  claims  settled  m  each  Forest  Division 
in  1110.  The  Conservator  of  Forests  explained  in  detail  the  points 
raised  by  the  members.  The  non-official  members,  while  accepting 
the  proposal  for  the  provision  of  Es.  4,675  for  the  above  purpose,  drew 
the  pointed  attention  of  Government  to  the  unsatisfactory  way  in  which 
the  work  was  attended  to  by  the  department  in  spite  of  the  large  staff 
given  to  it. 

The  Committee  accepted  the  proposal  to  provide  a  sum  of  Es.  900 
for  the  Game  Warden’s  Department  in  order  to  open  a  bridle  path 
inside  the  Nellikam patti  Game  Sanctuary  (in  thePeriyar  lake  Reserved 
Forest)  and  to  clear  the  jungle  in  certain  places  in  the  Sanctuary. 

The  Committee  then  scrutinised  and  passed  the  provision  under 
Forests  ”  in  Part  I  of  the  Budget  Estimates.  Mr.  T.  P.  Velayudlian 
Pillai,  while  considering  Part  I  budget  took  objection  to  the  retention 
of  the  Game  Warden  especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  sufficient  funds 
were  not  forthcoming  for  more  urgent  P.  W.  D.  Works. 

Registration. 

The  following  proposals  relating  to  the  Registration  Department 
n  Part  II  of  the  Budget  were  taken- up  and  passed  by  the'Committee:-

(2)  Revision  of  the  Registration  Manual — Es.  560. 

The  Director  of  Registration  was  also  present  at  the  meeting. 

Part  I  Budget  of  the  Registration  Department  was  then  scruti¬ 
nised.  The  non-official  members  took  strong  objection  to  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  a  technical  olfieer  as  the  Director  of  Registration-  They  added 
that  the  pay  of  the  incumbent  was  far  in  excess  of  the  sanctioned  pay 
of  the  Director  and  that  there  was  no  justification  for  it. 

Police. 


The  Committee  scrutinised  the  following  proposals  and  agreed  to 
the  provision  of  the  amounts  noted  against  each  in  the  budget  of  the 
Police  Department  for  1112  M.  E.: — 

(A)  Opening  of  a  temporary  Police  Outpost  at  Santhanpara,  and 
other  incidental  charges— Es.  2,230. 

(2)  Continuance  of  the  temporary  Police  Out-post  at  Thalliar 
and  Munnar  with  a  view  to  check  the  inroad  of  revolutionaries  and 
bad  characters  from  South  India— Es.  2,184. 

While  discussing  this  item,  Mr.  A.  Thanu  Pillai  observed  that  the 
necessity  for  the  proposal  via.,  “  to  check  the  inroad  of  revolutionaries 
and  bad  characters  from  South  India”  required  further  amplification. 

(3)  Making  permanent  the  temporary  Out. post  at  Manjur — 
Es.  882. 

The  Committee  vetoed  the  proposal  for  the;grant  of  a  local  allow¬ 
ance  of  Es.  25  per  mensem  to  the  Manager,  Police  Commissioner’s 
office  and  to  the  provision  of  Es.  300  in  the  Budget  therefor,  cn  the 
ground  that  only  recently  the  Retrenchment  Committee  had  decided 
to  discontinue  all  local  allowances. 

While-  Part  I  Budget  was  under  scrutiny  all  the  non-official  mem¬ 
bers  objected  to  the  increase  in  the  strength  of  the  Police  Inspectors 
from  61  to  72  consequent  on  the  reorganisation  of  the  C.  I  D.  and 
added  that  they  felt  constrained  to  protest  against  the  inclusion  in  the 
Budget  .of  the  necessary  provision  therefor  as  the  same  had  been  don6 
without  consulting  either  the  Finance  Committee  or  the  Legislature. 

Part  1  Budget  of  the  Police  Department  was  then  approved  sub- 
ject  to  the  above,  observation. 

Ports. 


The  new  proposals  in  the  budget  of  the  Marine  Department  were 
then  taken  up.  The  Committee  agreed'  to  the  provision  of  Rs.  550  for 
the  appointment  temporarily  for  one  year  of  a  special  Port  Police 
Inspector  at  Alleppey  Port,  but  decided  that  the  Inspector  should  be 
attached  to  the  Police  Department  under  the  disciplinary  control  of 
the  Commissioner  of  Police  instead  of  under  the  Principal  Port 
Officer. 

The  Committee  adjourned  at  4  P.  m.

AGRICULTURE  AN.D  FISHERIES. 

Proposals  relating  to  the  Agricultural  and  Fisheries  Department 
were  taken  up  for  consideration,  Mr.  K,  Parana  esvaran  Pillai,  Director 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  who  was  present,  explained  the  details  of 
the  various  items.  The  Committee  accepted  the  following  proposals  and 
agreed  to  the  provision  of  the  amounts  noted  against  each  in  the  budget 
for  1112. 

(1)  Purchase  of  five  Scmdhi  bulls  and  stationing  them  in  the  five 
wards  of  the  Trivandrum  Municipality  for  breeding  purposes  so  as  to 
improve  the  livestock  in  the  State  ...  Rs.  3,000- 

Mr.  T.  P.  Velayudhan  Pillai  expressed  the  view  that  funds  should 
be  provided  for  the  purchase  of  bulls  for  similar  use  in  mofussil  centres 
also  The  Director  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  and  the  Chief  Secretary 
sxplained  that  the  idea  was  to  confine  the  scheme  in  its  initial  stage  to 
he  Capital. 

(2)  Continuance  of  the  three  temporary  Second  Grade  Agri- 
■ultnral  inspectors  and  their  peons  at  Neyyatinkara,  j/favelikara  and 
Lhiruvalla...  Us.  1,947. 

While  discussing  this  proposal,  Mr.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  Pillai  juggsst- 

the  desirability  of  transferring  the  Inspectors  to  places  where  a  keen 


Necessity  was  felt,  instead  of  keeping  them  in  one  and  the  same  place 
for  years  together.  The  Committee  was  agreeable  to  this  suggestion, 

(3)  Continuance  of  the  Agricultural  School,  Koni,  during  1112... 
Us.  795. 

There  was  a  lengthy  discussion  on  this  topic.  Mr.  K.  P.  Nilakanta 
Pillai  said  that  hereafter  admission  should  be  restricted  to  sons  of 
agriculturists  who  would  go  back  to  the  land  for  cultivation  after  their 
training.  Mr.  T.  P.  Velayndhan  Pillai  urged  the  abolition  of  the 
school  since  it  served  no  useful  purpose  for  the  past  many  years.  Mr. 
A.  Thanu  Pillai  remarked  that  students  went  to  that  school  merely  to 
get  stipends  and  that  therefore  there  was  no  justification  for  the  con¬ 
tinuance  of  the  school  any  more.  Finally  the  Committee  agreed  to  the 
provision  of  Es.  795  in  the  budget  on  condition  that  only  those  students 
who  are  sons  of  agriculturists  and  who  propose  to  go  back  to  agri¬ 
culture  after  their  training  should  be  admitted  in  future. 

(4)  Continuance  of  the  Agricultural  School,  Kottarakara. .. 
Es-  5,055. 

(Passed  subject  to  the  observation  under  (3)  above.) 

< 5)  The  award  of  a  Veterinary  Grant-in-aid  of  Es.  10  per 
mensem  to  one  Mathan  Idikula  of  Muttanikattu  House,  Kartikapalli... 
Rs,  110. 

(0)  Continuance  of  the  temporary  Veterinary  compounder  at 
Neyyattinkara....Rs.  280. 

(7)  Continuance  of  the  temporary  additional  teacher  in  the 
Fishery  School,  Munambom....Es.  165. 

(8)  Continuance  permanently  from  1112  m-  is.  of  the  temporary 
Fishery  Sub-Inspector  and  his  peon  at  Kumarakam....Rs.  693, 

(9)  Continuance  of  the  special  Fishery  School  for  Arayas  at 
Karunagapalli....Bs,  660. 

The  Committee  disallowed  the  proposal  for  the  revision  of  the  scale 
of  pay  of  the  Apicultural  Assistant  in  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries,  from  Es.  25-3/2-40  to  Es  40-2-70,  for  the  reason  that 
the  revision  should  not  be  done  so  soon  after  the  standardisation  of 
salaries  recently  adopted  by  Government. 

Part  I  budget  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  was 
next  sorutinised. 

In  regard  to  grants-in-aid  to  private  Veterinary  Vaidyans  the  non¬ 
official  members  suggested  the  desirability  of  examining  the  Vaidyans’ 
work  periodically  to  see  whether  they  deserved  such  grants.  The 
Committee  concurred  in  this  view. 

In  regard  to  the  Dairy  Farm,  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai  expressed  the  view 
that  if  the  Farm  was  intended  for  the  benefit  of  the  public  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  Farm  should  be  under  the  exclusive  control  of  the  Agri¬ 
cultural  Department.  The  Chief  Secretary  explained  that  the  object  of 
the  Farm, was  to  supply  good  milk  to  the  people  as  also  to  increase  the 
dairy  stock  in  the  State.  These  two  objects  were  being  achieved  satis¬ 
factorily  as  was  seen  from  actual  experience  of  past  few  months,  under 


ihe  present  management.  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai  observed  that  if  the  Farm 
was  not  under  the  management  of  the  Agricultural  Department 
the  expenditure  for  it  should  not  have  been  shown  under  that  Depart¬ 
ment.  He  characterised  the  budgetting  as  faulty.  This  view  was 
shared  by  all  the  non- official  members.  Subject  to  this  oUfeervation,  the 
Part  I  budget  of  the  department  was  passed  by  the  Committee. 

Industries. 

The  continuance  of  the  Sales  Depot  at  Trivandrum  and  the  pro¬ 
vision  of  n  sum  of  Es.  2,774  for  the  propose  were  next  considered' 
Mr.  Kumara  Das  who  was  in  charge  of  the  duties  of  the  Director  of 
Industries  was  called  in  and  he  explained  the  work  and  progress  achiev¬ 
ed  by  the  Sales  Depot  so  far.  V  r.  A.  Thanu  Pillai  remarked  that  in 
spite  of  trials  for  the  past  four  years  the  Sales  Depot  was  working  at  a 
heavy  loss  and  therefore  'he  proposed  the  discontinuance  of  the  same. 
Messrs.  K.  P.  Kilakanta  Pillai  and  T.  P.  Velayudhan  Pillai  also  endors¬ 
ed  this  view.  The  Chief  Secretary  observed  that  the  trail  in  the  case  of 
a  new  concern  like  the  Sales  Depot  should  not  be  restricted  to  so  short 
a  period  as  four  years.  ’  The  very  object  of  the  department  was  wide 
publicity  for  Travancore  articles  outside  the  State.  The  Sales  Depot 
was  the  best  medium  through  which  such  publicity  could  be  given,  and 
similar  efforts  were  being  made  in  other  Provinces  and  States  in  India. 
In  the  circumstances  the  Committee  agreed  to  the  provision  for  the 
Sales  Depot  being  made  in  the  budget  for  1112  subject  to  the  reduction 
of  a  salesman  at  Es.  20  per  mensem  and  a  packer-attendant  at  Es.  12 
per  mensem.

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(4)  Lump  sum  provision  for  the  amelioration  of  the  depressed 
classes  in  the  State— Es.  10,000. 

Part  I  Budget  of  the  Co-operative  Department  was  then  considered. 
All  the  non-official  members  opposed  the  provision  of  Its.  4  867  for  the 
Protector  of  Depressed  Classes  and  his  office  on  the  ground  that  the 
nature  and  volume  of  work  that  is  being  actually  done  by  the  Protector 
do  not  warrant  the  appointment  of  a  separate  officer,  and  said  that  the 
work  could  be  attended  to  by  the  Registrar  of  Co-operative  Societies 
himself.  Subject  to  this  observation,  Part  I  budget  was  approved  by 
the  Committee. 

Scientific  and  Miscellaneous  Departments. 

The  proposal  for  the  grant  of  Rs  196  for  the  continuance  of  the 
temporary  post  of  the  Pilot  Balloon  Assistant  was  discussed  and 
approved  by  the  Committee.  All  the  non-official  members  stressed  the 
need  for  making  these  balloon  observations  more  useful  to  the  public 
bv  publishing  the  daily  observations  in  news  papers. 

'  The  following  proposals  also  were  approved  by  the  Committee  :  — 

(1)  Appointment  of  a  temporary  peon  in  the  Meteorological 
Section  of  the  observatory  for  nine  months  -  Es  81. 

(21  Continuance  temporarily  of  the  post  of  Attender-Mechanic 
in  the  Astronomical  Section  of  the  Observatory — Rs.  220. 

The  Committee  did  not  accept  the  proposal  for  the  appointment  of 
a  clerk-typist  on  Es.  20-1/2-25  per  mensem  in  the  Museum  and  Public 
Gardens  on  the  ground  that  the  volume  of  work  there  did  not  justify 
the  appointment  of  a  separate  hand. 

The  Committee  next  considered  the  proposal  for  the  appointment 
of  an  additional  Accountant  on  Rs.  25-3/2-40  per  mensem  in  the 
Museum  office  and  for  the  creation  of  a  Manager’s  place  on  Rs.  75-5/2- 
100  per  mensem,  abolishing  the  present  Head  Accountant’s  post  on 
Es.  40-2-70'  The  provision  of  a  sum  of  Es.  605  therefor  in  the  budget 
was  approved  by  the  Committee. 

The  proposal  for  a  provision  of  Es.  500  for  preliminary  expenses 
connected  with  the  holding  of  the  Ninth  All-India  Oriental  Conference 
at  Trivandrum  was  then  taken  up  for  consideration.  Mr.  A.  Thanu 
Pillai  said  that  during  these  hard  times  Government  ought  not  to  have 
entered  into  such  financial  commitments.  Further,  this  was  a  subject 
which  would  be  of  interest  only  to  a  few  people  in  the  State.  The 
Chief  Secretary  drew  the  attention  of  the  members  to  the  preservation 
of  Ancient  Monuments  and  Manuscripts  by  the  Government  of  India 
and  to  the  large  amounts  spent  by  them  for  the  purpose.  He  said  that 
it  was  only  fair  that  we  ourselves  found  way 3  to  develop  our  oriental 
culture  by  holding  such  conferences,  However,  the  non-official  mem¬ 
bers  stated  that  they  were  obliged  to  agree  to  this  allotment  only 
because  the  Government  had  committed  themselves  by  already  inviting 
the  Conference  to  Trivandrum,  and  that  the  Government  should  have 
Vol.  -VIII  No.  '2. 


previously  consulted  the  Legislature  ill  such,  matters  in  which  the  State 
finances  "were  involved  before  committing  themselves-  The  Chief 
Secretary  to  Government  replied  that  in  future  whenever  possible  such 
expenditure  would  be  brought  up  before  the  Finance  Committee  for 
approval  before  a  commitment  was  made. 

The  scheme  for  the  establishment  of  an  Oriental  Manuscripts 
Library  and  the  organisation  of  a  Research  Institute  at  Trivandrum  and 
the  provision  of  Rs.  3,000  for  this  purpose  were  next  taken  up  for  con¬ 
sideration.  The  non-official  members  desired  to  have  the  scheme 
examined  by  the  Managing  Committee  of  the  Oriental  Conference 
which  meets  at  Trivandrum  in  December  1937  and  definite  proposals 
formulated  and  placed  before  the  Finance  Committee  before  any  provi¬ 
sion  was  asked  for  in  the  budget.  Accordingly  the  provision  was 
deleted  by  the  Committee. 

The  provisions  in  Part  I  Budget  of  the  above-mentioned  Scientific 
and  Miscellaneous  Departments  were  scrutinised  and  passed.  In  the 
Budget  provision  for  the  Economic  Development  Board,  Mr.  T.  P. 
Velayndhan  Pillai  observed  that  the  reorganisation  of  the  Board  should 
be  taken  in  hand  by  Government  as  early  as  possible,  to  which  the 
Chief  Secretary  said  that  the  matter  was  engaging  Government’s 
attention. 

Land  Mobtgage  Bank. 

The  Committee  agreed  to  the  provision  of  Rs.  1,3'20  for  the  ap¬ 
pointment  temporarily  in  1112  of  an  Assistant  Manager  on  Rs.  100-5/2- 
125  and  a  Record  Keeper  on  Rs.  20-1/2-25  for  the  State  Land  Mort¬ 
gage  Bank. 

Part  I  budget  of  the  Land  Mortgage  Bank  was  then  passed. 

Education. 

The  Committee  considered  the  following  proposals  relating  to  the 
Education  Department  and  agreed  to  the  amounts  noted  against  each 
being  provided  in  the  budget  :  — 

(1)  Continuance  temporarily  of  the  post  of  Financial  Assistant 
to  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction— Rs.  2,750.

(4)  With  regard  to  the  provision  of  Rs.  1,540  for  the  continu¬ 
ance  of  the  seven  temporary  clerks  in  the  offices  of  the  Inspecting 
Officers,  the  non-official  members  opposed  tne  continuance  of  the  two 
temporary  clerks  in  the  offices  of  the  Inspectress  and  the  Assistant,  Ins¬ 
pectress  of  Girls’  Schools  on  the  ground  that  the  work  turned  out  by 
them  was  such  that  it  could  be  attended  to  without  the  aid  of  a  large  staff 
The  Director  of  Public  Instruction  who  was  present  explained  to  the 
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committee  the  extent  of  work  to  be  carried  on  by  the  Inspectress  and 
her  Assistant  and  said  that  inspection  work  involved  a  lot  of  corres¬ 
pondence  which  demanded  the  aid  of  adequate  staff.  The  non-official 
members  adhered  to  their  original  view  and  pressed  the  deletion  of  two 
clerks  for  the  Inspe,ctre3s  and  her  Assistant. 

The  following  proposals  were  then  agreed  to  by  the  Committee  as 
also  the  provision  of  the  amounts  noted  against  each  in  the  budget : —

The  non-official  members  pointed  out  the  utter  inadequacy  of  this 
allotment  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  intended. 

The  Committee  next  took  up  the  proposal  for  the  encouragement 
of  the  education  of  Muslim  Girls  and  the  grant  of  Es.  1,000  for  render¬ 
ing  financial  assistance  to  Muslim  Associations  for  doing  propaganda 
with  a  view  to  increase  the  number  of  Muslim  girls  in  Primary  Schools 
•The  non-official  members  emphatically  opposed  this  provision.  They 
observed  that  it  was  the  duty  of  Muslim  Associations  to  persuade  as 
many  Muslim  girls  as  possible  to  go  in  for  education  unaided  by  Gov¬ 
ernment.  The  Director  of  Public  Instruction  explained  that  all  over 
India  concessions  were  being  given  for  the  encouragement  of  Muslim 
education.  One  of  the  recognised  methods  of  encouragement  in  this 
direction,  according  to  him,  was  through  the  medium  of  Muslim  Asso¬ 
ciations.  The  non-official  members  pressed  their  objection  on  the 
ground  that  it  was  the  duty  of  the  Muslim  leaders  to  see  that  their  girls 
took  to  education  and  that  the  grant  was  not  likely  to  be  utilised  for  the 
desired  purpose. 

The  following  proposals  were  also  considered  and  approved  by  the 
Committee : — 

(1)  Conducting  a  summer  school  of  music  every  year  to  teach 
the  Bhagavatars  of  departmental  and  aided  schools  the  compositions  of 
Maharaja  Swathi  Thirunal — Es.  500. 

(2)  Formation  of  junior  Eed  Cross  Groups  in  the  English  Schools 
in  Trivandrum  Es  1,000. 

Part  I  Budget — Education— was  next  scrutinised. 

Mr.  A.  Thanu  Pillai  questioned  the  need  for  grants-in-aid  to 
private  colleges  -  Es.  12,000.  The  Director  explained  that  the’private 
colleges  were  supplementing  the  efforts  of  Government  and  thereby 
were  rendering  a  distinct  service  to  the  State. 

The  non-official  members  objected  to  the  provision  of  Es.  2,500 
for  “  Boarding  Charges  ”  under  English  Middle  School  for  Boys  at 
Mavelikarn  as  it  was  intended  only  for  a  particular  class,  vii.,  the 
Kshatriyas. 
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They  also  urged  the  deletion  of  Bs.  9,459  for  the  Special  Schoo  1 
for  Malaysia  Brahmins,  on  the  ground  that  there  was  no  necessity  to 
maintain  a  school  for  one  community  alone. 

Mr.  K.  P.  Nilabanta  Pillai  suggested  that  purely  technical  school 
where  no  general  education  is  being  given,  now  under  the  Education 
Department  should  be  separated  from  that  department,  and  put  under 
the  control  and  supervision  of  the  Industries  Department. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  4  p.  M.

The  Committee  took  up  for  consideration  the  proposal  to  provide 
a  sun:  of  Es.  880  in  the  budget  for  1112  for  the  purpose  of  appoin¬ 
ting  eight  temporary  additional  warders  in  the  General  Hospital, 
Trivandrum,  on  Es.  10-1/5-12  each  per  mensem  consequent  on  the 
disbandment  of  fifteen  volunteer  warders  now  working  in  the  General 
Hospital,  when  the  Public  Service  Recruitment  rules  abolishing  the 
volunteer  system  were  given  offect  to.  Mr.  T.  P.  Velayudhan  Pillai 
asked  whether  this  could  not  wait  till  the  abolition,  to  which  the 
Chief  Secretary  replied  that  the  rules  had  already  come  into  operation 
and  that  the  provision  was  necessary.  The  Committee  agreed'to  the 
proposal. 

The  Committee  next  considered  the  proposal  for  the  opening  of  a 
midwifery  class,  at  the  Victoria  Hospital,  Quilon,  to  train  16  students 
of  whom ”8  were  to  be  stipendiary.  Mr.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  Pillai  enquired 
whether  midwives  trained  at  Madras  or  other  places  were  not  available, 
Vaidyasastra  Kusala  Dr.  (Mrs  )  M.  Poonen  Lukose,  Ag.  Darbar  Physi¬ 
cian,  who  was  present  at  the  meeting,  said  that  training  in  Madras 
was  only  for  one  year  while  here  it  was  for  two  years  and  consequent¬ 
ly  the  midwives  trained  here  would  be  more  efficient.  To  Mr.  Nila¬ 
kanta  Pillai’s  suggestion  whether  the  stipendiary  system  could  not  he 
discontinued,  the  Ag.  Darbar  Physician  pointed  out  that  stipends  were 
necessary  to  attract  deserving  members  of  the  unrepresented  and 
backward  communities.  The  Committee  approved  the  proposal  and 
agreed  to  provide  a  sum  of  Es.  924  towards  stipend  to  eight  students  at 
the  rate  of  Es .  8  per  mensem  and  allowance  to  the  lecturer  at  Es.  20 
per  menssm.

Darbav  Physician  said  that 
the  nursing  sisters  were  available  in  the,  hospital  even  during  their  off- 
time,  if  necessary,  that  they  took  it  as  their  life-work  and  that  they  had 
no  other  business  in  life,  but  the  Indian  nurses  had  their  domestic 
work  to  attend  to  at  home.  The  Committee  thereupon  approved  the 
proposal  but  the  non-official  members  opposed  the  grant  of  an  allow¬ 
ance  of  Rs.  10  per  mensem  to  the  Head  Nursing  Sister.'

Mr.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  Pillai  pointed  out  that  there  was  a  lot  of 
•waste  of  public  money  on  account  of  the  absence  of  a  definite  scheme 
of  town  planning.  Por  example  he  drew  the  attention  of  the  Committee 
to  the  reconstruction  of  the  compound  wall  of  the  Mascot  Hotel  which 
was  constructed  only  last  year.  The  Committee  however  approved  the 
proposal  and  agreed  to  provide  Bs.

B.  So-  Ph.  D..  Chief  Secretary  to  Government,  presided.  The  follo¬

The  Committee  resumed  consideration  of  the  Budget  proposals  for 
the  year  1 112. 

Ayurveda  Department. 

The  Committee  took  up  for  consideration  the  following  proposals 
and  agreed  to  the  provision  of  the  amounts  noted  against  each  in  the 
budget: — 

1.  Increase  of  6  more  beds  for  inpatients  in  the  Ayurveda  Hospital, 
Trivandrum — Rs.  200. 

2.  Purchase  of  furniture  for  the  Ayurveda  Pharmacy  Rs.  25. 

3.  Continuance  of  the  Cuarator  attached  to  the  Ayurveda  Botanical 
Gardens  on  Rs-  20  per  mensem  for  11  months— Rs.  220. 

4.  Appointment  of  four  additional  coolies  for  the  preparation  of 
medicines  in  the  Ayurveda  Pharmacy  at  Rs.  9  each  per  mensem  — 
Rs.  396. 

5.  Raising  the  pay  of  the  sweeper  attached  to  the  Ayurveda’College 
from  Rs.  3  to  Rs-  5— Rs.  22. 

Part  I  Budget  of  the  Ayurveda  Department  was  then  scrutinised 
and  passed, 

Public  health  department. 

Part  II  Budget  proposals  relating  'to  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  were  next  taken  up  for  consideration  by  the  Committee.  The 
Director  of  Public  Health  was  also  present. 

In  regard  to  the  scheme  for  the  reorganisation  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  at  a  cost  of  Rs.  66,387  submitted  by  the  Director  of  Public 
Health  and  the  Government’s  proposal  that  in 'view  *f  the  financial 


stringency  the  scheme  may  be  tried  as  a  temporary  measure  in  the 
localities  of  the  State  most  subject  to  epidemics,  on  a  moderate  scale,  at 
a  cost  not  exceeding  Es.  10,000  which  was  proposed  to  be  provided  in 
the  budget,  Mr.  A.  Thanu  Pillai  wanted  to  know  how  this  amount 
would  be  spent.  The  Chief  Secretary  explained  that  the  object  of  this 
provision  was  to  concentrate  the  attention  of  the  officers  to  be  newly 
appointed  in  a  few  Taluks  such  as  Vilavankod,  Kalkulam,  Agastisvaram, 
Thovala  and  Shenootta,  to  prevent  epidemics.  The  Committee  appro¬ 
ved  the  proposal  and  agreed  to  provide  Bs,  10,000  in  the  next  year’s 
Budget  for  the  purpose. 

The  following  proposals  relating  to  the  Public  Health  Department 
were  also  approved  by  the  Committee,  as  also  the  provision  of  the 
amounts  noted  against  each  : — 

1.  ■  Purchase  of  a  new  lorry  for  Health  Education  work— Es.  3,500. 

2.  Continuance  of  the  temporary  Entomological  Assistant  on 
Es.  100-10|2-150  in  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  next  year— 
Bs.  1,200. 

H.  Opening  of  a  minor  conservancy  station  at  Perumpazhuthur  in 
the  Neyyattinkara  taluk,  and  the  appointment  of  a  sweeper  on  Es.  7^ 
per  mensem — Es.  83. 

4.  Opening  of  a  minor  conservancy  station  at  Thamarakulam  in  the 
Agastisvaram  taluk  with  a  staff  of  two  sweeper-scavengers  on  Es.  9 
each  per  mensem — Bs.  198. 

5.  Purchase  of  three  borers  on  Es.  224  each  and  making  of  latrine 
slabs  costing  Es.  700  for  sale  to  the  public,  for  the  construction  of  bored 
hole  latrines  in  rural  parts  of  the  State — Es.  1,375. 

6.  Allotment  for  contribution  to  the  Quilon  Municipality  to  make 
up  the  sum  of  Bs.  2,500  required  for  contribution  to  ithat  Municipality 
for  mosquito  control  work — Bs-  750. 

In  this  connection  Mr.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  Pillai  pointed  out  the 
irresponsible  way  in  which  mosquito  control  was  carried  ;on  in  the 
Trivandrum  Municipality  and  stated  that  so  far  as  Trivandrum  was 
concerned,  this  work  should  be  attended  to  by  the  Public  Health 
Department. 

Part  I  Budget  of  the  Public  Health  Department  was  next  scru¬ 
tinised  and  passed.  In  this  connection,  Mr.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  Pillai 
observed  that  it  would  be  advisable  for  the  Public  Health  Department 
instead  of  the  Municipality  to  exercise  control  over  the  gum  of  Es.  720 
provided  under  ‘contributions  to  associations  and  clubs’. 

The  Committee  next  considered  Part  I  of  the  Budget  under  ‘40 
Miscellaneous’  and  it  was  passed- 

ANOHAIj  Depabiment. 

The  proposal  for  the  appointment  of  an  additional  Anclial  man  on 
Es.  10  per  mensem  for  the  Thodupuzha  Anchal  Office  was  accepted  by 
the  Committee  and  a  provision  of  Bs.  110  for  the  same  in  the  next 
year’s-  budget  was  agreed  to-

Electricity  and  Telephone. 

Part  II  proposals  in  the  Budget  for  1112  under  ‘Electricity  and 
Telephone’  were  next  taken  up  for  consideration.  The  Electrical 
Engineer  to  Government  was  also  present.  The  following  proposals 
and  the  provision  of  the  amounts  noted  against  each  were  approved  by 
the  Committee  ; — 

1.  Continuance  permanently  of  the  additional  staff  of  one  clerk  on 
Bs  .25-3/2-40  and  3  clerks  on  Bs.  .20-1/2-25  each,  for  the  consumer’s 
section  of  the  Trivandrum  Electric  Supply — Bs.

(with  a  P.  C.  A.  of  Bs.  16  if  he  maintained  a  motor  cycle  or  Bs.  8  if 
he  maintained  aeycle)forll  months  in  1112  -  Bs.

3.  Appointment  of  an  additional  Meter  Beader  on  Bs.  20-1/2-25 
with  an  allowance  of  Bs.  5  per  mensem  for  11  months  in  1112  — Bs.  275. 

4.  Continuance  of  the  two  temporary  clerks  on  Bs.  25-2/2-35  each 
per  mensem  from  1-6-1112  for  the  Executive  Engineer’s  office.  Ele¬ 
ctrical  Division,  Trivandrum — Bs.  300. 

5.  Appointment  of  staff  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Pallivasal  Hydro 
Electric  Project  when  the  works  are  completed  by  the  1st  of  Makaram 
1112— Bs.  75,000. 

The  two  non-official  members  were  of  opinion  that  this  provision 
of  Bs.  75,000  need  not  be  made  now  in  the  absence  of  details  and  that 
the  question  need  be  taken  up  only  when  the  staff  was  actually  required. 
It  was  also  pointed  out  that  if  this  suggestion  was  accepted,  ■  the  antici¬ 
pated  revenue  of  Bs.  1  lakh  would  also  have  to  be  omitted. 

Part  I  of  the  Budget  of  the  Electricity  and  Telephone  Depart¬ 
ment  was  next  taken  up  and  passed.  In  this  connection,  Mr.  A,  Thanu 
Pillai  stated  that  there  was  no  necessity  to  raise  the  reserve  fund,  that 
such  fund  collected  from  the  Trivandrum  Municipality  should  not  be 
utilised- for  the  Quilon  Municipality  and  that  the  rate  per  unit  taxed  on 
the  consumer  should  be  reduced  as  much  as  possible.  The  Electrical 
Engineer  explained  that  the  question  of  reducing  the  rates  had  already 
been  considered  and  that  it  would  be  inadvisable  to  keep  the  various 
Municipalities  as  water-tight  compartments  when  they  are  electrified 
by.  one  department. 

The  Wateb  Works  and  Drainage  Engineering  Department. 

The  Committee  next  considered  the  proposal  for  the  reorganisa¬ 
tion  of  the  Water  Works  and  Drainage  Engineering  Department  du¬ 
ring  1112.  The  Water  Works  and  Drainage  Engineer  to  Government 
was  also  present.  The  proposal  was  to  form  three  Divisions  in  the

(6)  Tiie  Willingdon  Water  Works  working  expenses  and  main¬ 
tenance  Sub-Division,  Trivandrum,  under  the  Superintendent  with  2 
Sections  and  Inspectors. 

(e)  The  Nagercoil  Water  Supply  Sub-Division  with  5  Sections 
under  an  Assistant  Engineer  whose  Head  Quarters  will  be  at  Nager¬ 
coil. 

2.  The  Drainage  Division,  Trivandrum,  under  the  Drainage  En¬ 
gineer  with  1  Assistant  Engineer,  1  Sub-Engineer  and  5  Supervisors. 

3-  The  Alleppey  and  Shencotta  Water  Supply  Division  under  I 
Executive  Engineer,  Alleppey  with  2  Sub-Divisions  under  Assistant

It  was  explained  to  the  Committee  that  with  the  formation  of  the 
separate  department  for  Water  Works  and  Drainage  and  the  addi¬ 
tion  of  three  more  water  supply  projects  for  the  Municipalities  of 
Nagercoil,  Shencotta  and  Alleppey  together  with  the  Drainage 
Scheme  for  Trivandrum  involving  a  very  large  outlay,  it  had  be¬ 
come  impossible  for  the  Water  Works  and  Drainage  Engineer  to 
assume  executive  and  administrative  responsibility  for  these  "capital 
projects  along  with  his  administrative  and  technical  direction  and  to 
continue  to  work  the  centralised  system  of  working  any  longer.  'The 
provision  to  be  made  for  the  proposed  staff  was  nearly  Es-  2  lakhs,  and 
for  works,  Es-  M  lakhs. 

The  non -official  members  were  of  opinion  that  the  provision  of 
lis.  2  lakhs  for  the  creation  of  three  new  Divisions,  each  in  charge  of 
an  Executive  Engineer,  and  for  the  appointment  of  the  necessary  staff, 
Sub-Divisions  and  Sections  etc.,  was  generally  too  much,  The  Chief 
Secretary  said  that  the  staff  would  be  sanctioned  by  Government  only 
after  a  thorough  re-oxaminaticn  of  the  proposals. 

The  non-official  members,  however,  held  the  view  that  the  Water¬ 
works  and  Drainage  Engineer  to  Government  should  be  able  to  cope 

with  the  work  with  the  addition  of  one  more  Executive  Engineer  in¬ 
stead  of  three,  as  proposed,  or  that  alternatively,  the  officers  to  be  in 
charge  oi  Divisions  might  be  given  the  powers  of  an  Executive  Eigi- 
ueer  butvthat  their  pay  should  be  that  of  an  Assistant  Engineer.

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■iy  Committee  agreed  to  make  permanent  the  existing  -  staff'  of- 
the  department  borne  under  ‘Maintenance’,  the  existing-  staff  charged  to-1 
‘Capital’  as  well  as  the  proposed  additional  staff  being  placed  on  a 
temporary  basis,  inasmuch  as  such  staff  would  not  be  found  to  -  be" 
necessary  after  completion  of  the  various  projects. 

The  Committee  on  scrutinising  the  provisions  for  the  subordinate 
staff,  agreed  that  the  existing  scale  of  pay  of  Us.  40-2-70  of  the  Testing-, 
Foreman  need  not  be  revised  tolls,  75-5/2-100  as  proposed. 

Subject  to  these  observations  Part  II  proposals  for  the  Water 
Waiks  and  Drainage  Department  were!piissed. 

The  provision  of  a  sum  of  Rs.  24  lakhs  for  works  in  Trivandrum;

THE  TRAVANCORE  HINDU  WIDOWS’  RE-MARBIAGE 
BILL. 

A  Bill  to  remove  all  legal  obstacles  to  the  marriage  of 
Hindu 

Widows  in  Travancore. 

Whereas  the  removal  of  all  legal  obstacles  to  the  marriage  of 
Hindu  widows  in  the  State  will  tend  to  the  pro- 
Preamble .  motion  of  good  morals  and  to  the  public  welfare  and 

whereas  it  is  just  to  hold  the  offspring  of  such  marri¬ 
ages  as  legitimate ;  It  is  enacted  as  follows  : 

1  (i)  This  Regulation  may  be  called  The  Travancore  Hindu 

Short  title,  extent,  Widows’ Re-marriage  Regulation,  111. 
and  commencement. 

(ii)  It  shall  extend  to  the  whole  of  Travancore. 

(iii)  It  shall  come  into  operation  at  once. 


2.  Notwithstanding  any  custom  and  any  interpretation  of  Hindu 

Law  to  the  contrary,  no  marriage  contracted  between 
Marriege  «£  Hindu  Hindus  shall  be  invalid,  and  no  issue  of  any  such 
widows  legalised.  marriage  shall  be  illegitimate,  by  reason  of  the 
woman  having  been  previous'y  married  or  betrothed 
to  any  other  person  who  was  dead  at  the  time  of  such  marriage,  pro¬ 
vided  that  the  parties  must  not  be  related  to  each  other  in  any  degree 
of  consanguinity  or  affinity  which  would,  under  Hindu  Law,  render  a 
marriage  illegal. 

3.  Whatever  words  spoken,  ceremonies  preformed  or  engagements

The  consent  of  the  guardian  shall  be  presumed  until  the  contrary 
is  proved. 

In  tfcd  case  of  a  widow  who  has  completed  her  sixteenth  year,  or 
whose  previous  marriage  has  been  consummated,  her  own  consent  shall 
loe  sufficient  to  constitute  her  re-marriage  lawful  and  valid. 


Provided  that,  when  the  said  children  hive  not  property  of  their 
own  sufficient  for  their  support  and  proper  education  whilst  minors,  no 
such  appointment  shall  be  made  otherwise  than  with  the  consent  of 
the  mother  unless  the  proposed  guardian  shall  have  given  security  for 
the  support  and  proper  education  of  the  children  during  their  minority , 
Provided  also  that,  when  the  widow  has  been  expressly  constituted 
guardian  by  the  will  or  the  testamentary  disposition  of  the  deceased 
husband,  no  such  appointment  shall  be  made. 

7.  Except  as  is  provided  in  the  preceding  section,  a  widow  shall  not, 
by  reason  of  her  re-marriage,  forfeit  any  property  or 
Saving  of  rights  any  right  to  which  she  would  otherwise  be  entitled  ; 
of  wulow  re-marry-  an(3  eve,y  wjaow  who  has  re-married  shall  have  the 
ln®'  same  rights  of  inheritance  as  she  would  have  had, 

had  such  marriage  been  her  first  marriage. 

Statement  op  objects  awd  bbasons. 

Though,  in  Travancore,  the  proportion  of  widows  to  the  total 
number  of  females  is  less  than  in  other  parts  of  India,  it  is  large 
enough  to  merit  notice.  According  to  the  latest  Census  Report,  there 
are,  in  Travancore,  119  widows  per  1,000  females  as  against  155  in 
India.  The  comparatively  low  proportion  of  widows  in  Travancore  is, 
no  doubt,  due  to  the  fact  that  widow  re-marriage  is  not  prohibited 
among  the  bulk  of  the  population  in  this  State,  But,  there  are  several 
communities  among  whom  early  marriage  is  common  and  widow  re¬ 
marriage  is  prohibited.  For  instance,  among  Brahmins'  other  than 
Nambutiries  and  Potties,  pre-puberty  marriage  of  girls  is  compulsory, 
and  widows  are  prohibited  from  re-marrying.  Among  Nambutiries. 
and  Potties,  pre-puberty  marriage  of  girls  is  not  compulsory,  but  widow 
re. marriage  is  prohibited ;  and,  as  stated  by  the  Travancore  Census 


Commissioner,  “Owing  to  the  paucity  of  available  husbands,  polygamy 
is  common,  and  often  many  young  women  are  married  to  old  men”  - 
There  are  serval  other  communities  also,  such  as  Vellalas,  among 
whom  re-marriage  of  widows  is  not  allowed. 

It  is  noteworthy  that,  in  Travancore,  widows  below  45  years  of 
age,  which  may  be  taken  as  the  maximum  age  of  child-bearing  period, 
form  35'it  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  widows  as  against  40T  per¬ 
cent  in  India,  2T0  per  cent,  in  the  United  States  and  12'3  per  cent- 
in  England  and  Wales.  These  figures,  in  the  words  of  the  Travancore 
Census  Commissioner,  show  that  the  proportion  of  women  of  child- 
bearing  period  who  become  widowed  is  greater  in  Travancoro  than  in 
Western  countries,  though  it  is  less  than  in  India. 

The  ban  on  the  re-marriage  of  widows  is  a  source  of  considerable 
evil.  .Referring  to  the  fact  that  “an  excess  of  males  must  lead  to  lower 
the  age  of  marriage  for  females  since  the  number  of  females  will  not  be 
enough  to  go  round”,  the  Census  Commissioner  for  India  says  that 
“  the  ban  on  widow  re-raarrige  must  accentuate  the  evil  of  this  vicious 
circle  as  well  as  contribute  very  largely  to  the  excessive  disparity  which 
is  apt  to  begin  in  unhappiness  and  conclude  in  sterility  for  marriages  of 
this  kind  are  undoubtedly  less  fertile  than  those,  between  persons  of 
more  equal  age”. 

It  is  with  the  object  cf  preventing  such  social  evils,  and  bettering, 
by  a  purely  permissive  legislation,  the  lot  of  many  a  young  widow  that 
the  present  Bill  is  drafted.  This  Bill  is  on  the  lines  of  Act  XV  of  1856, 
except  for  a  slight  but  significant  change.  By  Section  2  of  Act  XV  of 
1856,  the  re-marriage  of  a  Hindu  widow  brings  about  her  civil  death 
in  so  far  as  her  husband’s  estate  is  concerned.  This  Section  has  led  to 
a  conflict  of  decisions  in  the  British  Indian  High  Courts  as  regards  its 
applicability.  In  so  far  as  Travancore  is  concerned  the  trend  of  later 
decisions  (vide  22  Travancore  Law  Journal,  page  1321)  is  against  the 
provisions  contained  in  this  section.  That  is  to  say,  according  to  our 
Courts,  an  estate  which  has  once  vested  in  a  widow  will  not  be  divested 
by  her  re-marriage.  In  consonance  with  these  decisions  of  the  Travan¬ 
core  High  Court,  Section  2  of  Act  XV  of  1856  has  been  entirely  recast 
in  my  Bill  (Section  5).  And  this  change  accords  both  with  reason  and 
the  law  of  our  State.  It  may  be  pointed  out  that  the  British  Indian 
Statute  is  now  about  80  years  old,  and,  further,  considering  the  educa¬ 
tional  status  of  our  country  and  the  enlightenment  of  our  women,  it  is 
time  that  we  discarded  the  very  harsh  provisions  contained  in  Section 
2  of  the  British  Indian  Act. 

The  Bill,  as  stated  above,  is  a  purely  permissive  measure,  its  aim 
being  the  removal  of  the  legal  obstacles  to  the  re-marriage  of  such 
Hindu  widows  as  wish  to  re-marry  and  the  legitimising  of  the  childern 
born  of  such  wedlock.  It  dots  not  affect,  the  freedom  of  any  woman 
who,  after  the  death  of  her  husband,  choses  to  remain  a  widow.  N  or 
does  it  affect  the  right  of  a  Hindu  widow  who  is  allowed  to  re-marry  by 
the  custommf  her  community.

TIIE  TEAVAKCOBE  KAMMALA  BILL. 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  define  and  amend  the  law  realting  to 
marriage,  succession  and  adoption  of  the  Malayalam  speaking  Kam- 
maias  ;  It  is  hereby  enacted  as  follows : — 

CHAPTER  I. 

1.  (1)  This  Regulation  may  be  called,  The  Travancora  Kammala 

Regulation,  1110. 

(1)  It  shall  come  into  force  on . 

(3)  It  shall  apply  to  all  Malayalam  speaking  Kammalas  domi¬ 
ciled  in  Travancore  and  to  such  Kammalas  whether 
so  domiciled  or  not,  as  have,  or  shall  have  marital  re¬ 
lation  with  Malayalam  speaking  Kammalas  domiciled 
in  Travancore  and  also  to  all  Malayalam  speaking 
Kammalas  wherever  domiciled  in  respect  of  their  pro¬ 
perties  in  Travancore. 

■2-  In  this  Regulation  unless  there  is  something  repugnant  in  the 
subject  or  context— 

(L)  ‘Kammala’  includes  the  members  of  all  communities  com¬ 
monly  known  or  recognised  as  Malayalam  speaking 
Kammalas  following  the  profession  of  carpentry, 
smithory,  jewellry,  masonry  and  braziery. 

(2)  ‘Minor’  means  a  person  who  has  not  completed  eighteen 

years  of  age. 

(3)  ‘Prescribed’  means  prescribed  by  rales  made  by  Our  Govern¬ 

ment  under  this  Regulation. 

CHAPTER  II. 

Maebiagb  and  its  dissolution. 

3.  The  conjugal  union  of  a  Kammala  male  subject  to  the  restric¬ 
tions  of  consanguinity  and  affinity  with,  a  Kammala  female  openly 
solemnised  by  tying  the  tali  around  the  neck  of  the  female  by  the  male 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  valid  marriage  for  legal  purposes  : 

Provided  that  no  conjugal  union  solemnised  after  the  date  on 
which  this  Regulation  comes  into  force  shall  in  the  case  of  a  male  who 
has  not  completed  eighteen  years  of  age  or  of  a  female  who  has  not 
completed  sixteen  years  of  age,  be  deemed  to  be  a  legally  valid  marri¬ 
age  unless  it  takes  place  with  the  consent  of  his  or  her  legal  guardian, 
or  unless  such  conjugal  union  is  recognised  and  continued  after  t'he 
attainment  of  eighteen  or  sixteen  years  of  age,  as  the  case  may  be,  by 
the  party  or  parties  concerned. 

4.  The  subsequent  marriage  of  a  male  or  a  female  during  the  con¬ 

tinuance  of  a  prior  marriage  and  performed  after  the  commencement  of 
this  Regulation  is  void.  *  „ 

5.  Marriage  is  dissolved  only  in  one  of  the  following  Ways  : — 

(i)  by  the  death  of  either  party,  or 


(ii)  by  mutual  consent  evidenced  by  a  registered  instrument, 

(iii)  by  a  formal  order  of  dissolution  as  hereinafter  provided. 

6.  A  husband  or  wife  may  present  a  petition  for  dissolution  of  the 
marriage  under  Section  5  (iii)  in  the  Court  of  the  District  Munsiff  with¬ 
in  the  local  limits  of  whose  jurisdiction  the  respondent  resides,  carries 
oU  business  or  personally  works  for  gain  or  if  the  respondent  resides, 
carries  on  business  or  personally  works  for  gain  in  any  place  outside 
Travaucore,  in  the  Court  of  the  District  Munsiff  within  whose  jurisdi¬ 
ction  the  petitioner  resides,  and  the  petitioner  shall  in  all  cases  offer 
in  the  petition  reasonable  compensation  to  the  respondent  except  where 
such  respondeat  has  changed  his  or  her  religion  : 

Provided  that  the  wife  shall  herself  be  competent  to  apply  for 
divorce  if  she  has  completed  sixteen  years  of  age. 

7.  What  is  reasonable  compensation  shall  in  case  of  dispute  be  de¬ 
termined  by  the  Court  after  an  enquiry  into  the  position,  means,  and 
circumstances,  of  the  parties  but  without  going  into  the  grounds  of  the 
proposed  dissolution  :  and  :t  shall  in  no  case  exceed  Its.  500  where  the 
petitioner  is  the  husband  and  Ks.  ‘200  where  the  petitioner  is  the  wife 

8.  A  copy  of  such  petition  as  aforesaid  shall  be  served  on  the  res¬ 
pondent  at  the  expense  of  the  petitioner  and  in  the  manner  provided 
for  the  service  of  summonses  on  a  defendant  in  the  Code  of  Civil 
Procedure. 

9.  Six  months  after  the  service  of  the  copy  as  aforesaid,  if  the 
petition  is  not  withdrawn  in  the  meantime,  the  Court  shall  after  de¬ 
termining  the  amount  of  compensation,  declare  in  writing  the  marriage 
dissolved.  The  dissolution  shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  the  order 
declaring  it- 

So  far  »s  it  declares  payment  of  compensation  such  order  shall  be 
executable  and  appealable  as  a  decree  under  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure 
on  payment  of  court  fees  on  the  amount  adjudged  or  claimed  as  the 

CHAPTEB  III. 

Maintenance  and  Guardianship. 

10.  The  wife  and  minor  children  except  married  daughters,  under 
the  guardianship  of  their  husbands,  shall  be  entitled  to  be  maintained 
by  the  husband  or  father,  as  the  case  may  be : 

Provided  the  wife  shall  not  be  entitled  to  maintenance  if  she  re¬ 
fuses  to  live  with  the  husband  without  just  cause  or  has  changed  her 
religion. 

11.  Save  as  regards  married  daughters  under  the  guardianship  of 
their  husbands,  the  following  persons  in  the  order  named  shall  be  the 
legal  guardians  of  the  minor  children  in  respect  of  their  person  and 
property,  pin.,  the  father,  the  mother,  the  father’s  brothers 
and"  the  jnajor  children  of  the  father’s  brothers. 

12.  •  Where  the  wife  has  minor  children  by  a  former  husband  de¬ 
ceased  or  divorced,  she  shall  be  the  legal  guardian  in  respect  of  their 

person  as  also  the  separate  properties  belonging  to  them. 


CHAPTER  IV. 

Intestate  Succession. 

13.  The  provisions  of  this  Regulation  shall  not  apply  to  any  in¬ 

testacy  occuring  before  the  date  on  which  this  Regulation  comes  into 
force,  nor  shall  these  provisions  divest  rights  which  have  already 
become  vested.  .... 

14.  For  the  purpose  of  succession  there  is  no  distinction  between 
ancestral  property  and  separate  or  self-acquired  property. 

15.  Unless  a  contrary  intention  is  expressed  in  the  instrument  of 
gift,  bequest  or  partition’,  a  Kammala  woman  shall  acquire  absolute 
right  in  respect  of  property  obtained  by  gift,  devise,  partition  or  in¬ 
heritance. 

16.  No  person  shall  by  marriage  acquire  any  interest  in  the  pro¬ 
perty  of  the*  person  whom  he  or  she  marries  nor  become  incapable  of 
doing  any  act  in  respect  of  his  or  her  own  property  which  he  or  she 
could  have  done  if  unmarried. 

17.  No  person  shall  on  any  ground  of  disability  be  excluded  from 
inheritance  or  from  a  share  of  the  joint  family  property  on  partition. 

.  18.  No  lineal  descendant  of  any  Kammala  shall  acquire  by  birth  any 

interest  in  the  property  inherited  or  acquired  by  such  Kammala. 

19.  For  the  purpose  of  this  and  the  succeeding  chapter  the  un¬ 
divided  share  of  a  member  of  a  joint  family  in  joint  family  property 
determined  as  at  the  time  of  such  member’s  death  shall  be  treated  as 
such  member’s  separate  property. 

20.  A  person  is  considered  to  die  intestate  in  respect  of  all  property 
of  which  such  person  ha*  not  made  a  testamentary  disposition  which  is 
capable  of  taking  effect. 

21.  The  self-acquired  and  separate  property,  of  a  deceased  Kammala 
shall  pass  by  right  of  succession  to  his  heirs  hereinafter  named  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  provisions  contained  in  this  Regulation, 

22.  On  the  death  of  a  Kammala  male  leaving  him  surviving  a 
widow  or  widows  and  also  sons  or  the  lineal  male  descendants  of  de¬ 
ceased  sons  or  both,  they  shall  take  the  whole  of  the  self-acquired  and 
separate  property  left  undisposed  by  him  at  his  death.  In  the  absence 
of  the  widow,  the  sons  and  the  lineal  male  descendant  of  deceased  sons 
shall  take  the  whole,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  widow  and  sons,  the 
lineal  male  decendants  of  deceased  sons  shall  tak*  the  whole. 

23.  The  distribution  of  the  estate  under  Section  22  shall  be  accor¬ 
ding  to  the  following  rules  : — 

(1)  The  widow  or  widows,  if  there  are  more  than  one,  shall  each 

be  entitled  to  a  share  equal  to  that  of  a  son. 

(2)  Sons  shall  take  the  property  in  equal  shares,  provided  that  if 

a  son  shall  have  predeceased  the  intestate  the  lineal 
male  descendants  of  such  son  shall  take  the  share 
which  such  son  would  have  taken  had  he  survived  the 
intestate.  *  . 


(3)  Male  grandchildren  shall  take  in  equal  shares  what  their 
father  would  have  taken  had  he  survived  the  intestate. 
In  like  manner  the  property  shall  go  to  the  surviving 
lineal  male  descendants  of  the  intestate  where  they  are 
all  in  the  degree  of  great  grand  children  to  him  or  in  a 
more  remote  degree. 

24.  On  the  death  of  a  Kammala  male  leaving  him  surviving  no  son* 
or  lineal  male  descendants  of  deceased  sons  but  only  his  widow  or 
widows  and  his  father,  one-half  of  his  property  shall  devolve  on  his 
father  and  the  other  half  on  his  widow  or  widows.  In  the  absence  of 
the  widow  the  father  shall  take  the  whole. 

25.  On  the  death  of  a  Kammala  male  leaving  him  surviving  neither 
his  father  nor  his  lineal  male  descendants  but  only  his  widow  and  his 
mother,  one-half  of  his  property  shall  devolve  on  his  mother  and  the 
other  half  on  his  widow- 

In  the  absence  of  the  mother  the  widow  shall  take  the  whole  and 
in  the  absence  of  the  widow  the  mother  shill  take  the  whole. 

26.  On  the  death  of  a  Kammala  male  leaving  him  surviving  none 
of  the  heirs  mentioned  in  Sections  22,  24  and  25,  but  only  his  brother 
or  brothers  and  the  lineal  male  descendants  of  deceased  brothers  they 
shall  take  the  whole  property  left  undisposed  o£  by  him  at  his  death. 

27.  On  the  death  of  a  Kammala; male  leaving  him  surviving  none 
of  the  hairs  mentioned  in  Sections  22,  24,  25  and  26  but  only  his 
daughter  or  daughters  and  the  lineal  male  descendants  of  deceased 
daughters,  they  shall  take  the  whole  property  left  undisposed  by  him 
at  his  death. 

28.  On  the  death  of  a  Kammala  male  leaving  him  surviving  none 
of  the  heirs  mentioned  in  Sections  22,  24,  25,  26  and  27,  but  only 
his  sister  or  sisters  and  the  lineal  male  descendants  of  deceased 
sisters,  they  shall  take  the  whole  property  left  undisposed  of  by  him 
at  his  death. 

29.  On  the  death  of  a  Kammala  male  leaving  him  surviving  none  of 
the  heirs  mentioned  in  the  preceding  sections,  the  whole  property  left 
undisposed  of  by  him  at  his  death  shall  be  divided  equally  among  those 
of  his  relatives  who  are  in  the  nearest  degree  of  kindred  to  him  in  the 
male  line. 

30.  On  the  death  of  a  Kammala  female  leaving  her  surviving  her 
sons  or  the  lineal  male  descendants  of  deceased  sons  or  both  they  shall 
take  the  whole  of  the  self-acquired  and  separate  property  left  undisposed 
of  by  her  at  her  death. 

31.  On  the  death  of  a  Kammala  female  leaving  her  surviving  no 

sons  or  lineal  male  descendants  of  deceased  sons,  but  only  her  daughter 
or  daughters  or  the  lineal  descendants  of  deceased  daughters  they 
shall  take  the  whole  property  left  undisposed  of  by  her  at  her 
death.  •  . 

32.  On  the  death  of  a  Kammala  female  leaving  her  surviving  none 
of  her  lineal  descendants  but  only  her  husband,  her  father  and  her 
aether,  the  whole  property  left  undisposed  of  by  her  at  her  death  shall 
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be  divided  equally  among  them.  In  the  absence  of  the  husband,  the 
father  and  mother  shall  take  equally  and  in  the  absence  of  the  husband 
and  father,  the  mother  shall  take  the  whole, 

33.  On  the  death  of  a  Kammala  female  leaving  her  surviving  none 
of  the  heirs  mentioned  in  Sections  30,  31  and  32,  but  only  her  brother 
or  brothers  and  the  lineal  male  descendants  of  deceased  brothers, 
they  shall  take  the  whole  property  left  undisposed  of  by  her  at  her 
death. 

34.  On  the  death  of  a  Kammala  female  leaving  her  surviving 
none  of  the  licirs  mentioned  in  Sections  30,  31,  32  and  33,  but  only 
her  sister  or  sisters  and  the  lineal  descendants  of  deceased  sisters, 
they  shall  take  the  whole  property  left  undisposed  of  by  her  at  her 
death. 

35.  On  the  death  of  a  Kammala  female  leaving  her  surviving  none 
of  the  heirs  mentioned  in  the  preceding  sections  the  whole  property 
left  undisposed  of  by  her  at  her  death  shall  be  divided  equally 
among  those  of  her  relatives  who  are  in  the  nearest  degree  of  kindred 
to  her. 

36.  The  provisions  contained  in  Section  23,  clauses  (1)  and  (3)  shall 
as  far  as  may  be  apply  to  the  distribution  of  the  estate  among  the  heirs 
under  Sections  26,  -27,  28,  30,  33  and  BI¬ 
ST.  Where  a  distributive  share  in  the  property  of  a  person  who  has 

died  intestate  is  claimed  by  a  child  or  any  descendant  of  a  child  of 
such  persons,  no  money  or  other  property  which  the  intestate  may  dur¬ 
ing  his  life,  have  paid  given  or  sottled  to  or  for  the  advancement 
of  the  child  by  whom  or  by  whose  descendant  the  claim  is  made 
shall  be  taken  into  account  in  estimating  such  distributive  share. 
CHAPTER  V. 

Testamentabv  Succession. 

38.  Any  Kammala  may  dispose  of  by  will  the  whole  of  his  or  her 
self-acquired  or  separate  property. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

Adoption. 

39-  A.  husband  may,  with  the  consent  of  his  wife,  adopt  an  un¬ 
married  male  child,  if  they  have  no  issue,  and  the  adopted  son  shall 
have  all  the  rights  of  a  natural  bom  son. 

40.  A  widow  or  widower  may  also  take  in  adoption  an  unmarried 
male  child,  but  such  adopted  son  shall  succeed  only  to  the  separate  or 
self-acquired  property  of  the  adoptive  mother  or  father  as  the  case 
may  be. 

CHAPTER  VII.

Statement  of  Objects  and  Reasons. 

The  Kammalas  form  an  important  community  in  the  State.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  the  recent  Census  the  present  population  of  Hindu 
Kammalas  in  Travancore  is  2,08,441.  They  consist  of  two  main 
classes — Malayalam  speaking  Kammalas  and  Tamil  speaking  Kammalas. 
Each  of  them  is  further  divided  into  five  sections  according  as  they 
follow  the  profession  of  carpentry,  smithery,  braziery,  jewellery  and 
masonry.  They  are  all  makkathayis  and  are  supposed  to  be  governed 
by  the  rules  of  Hindu  Law,  The  law  of  succession  obtaining  among 
Kammalas  seems  however  to  be  extremely  vague  and  unsettled.  Even 
among  the  Hindna  who  are  strict  followers  of  the  Mitakshara  law,  the 
principles  of  the  Mitakshara. system  are  not  observed  in  their  strictness. 
The  strict  application  of  the  principles  of  Hindu  Law  to  this  com¬ 
munity  is  obviously  unfair.  Moreover  customs  prevailing  in  the  com¬ 
munity  with  regard  to  succession  and  other  matters  are  mostly  at  vari¬ 
ance  with  the  Mitakshara  principles  of  law  applied  to  them.  As 
observed  by  Sir  J.  H.  Mayne  ‘races  who  are  Hindu  by  name  or  even 
Hindu  by  religion  are  not  necessarily  governed  by  any  of  the  written 
treatises  on  law  which  are  founded  upon  and  developed  from  the 
Sinrithees’.  Courts  are  also  reluctant  to  recognize  any  usage  or  custom 
modifying  the  ordinary  principles  of  Hindu  Law.  The  personal  laws 
of  almost  all  the  important  communities  in  the  State  have  in  recent 
years  been  modified  in  accordance  with  the  changing  needs  and  customs 
of  those.  The  Kammala  community  has  also  been  praying  for  legisla¬ 
tion  like  the  other  communities.  These  are  some  of  the  considera¬ 
tions  which  have  actuated  me  in  framing  this  Bill.  I  have  omitted 
to  include  the  Tamil  speaking  Kammalas  in  this  Bill  as  in  their  case 
the  application  of  Hindu  law  is  not  felt  to  be  such  a  hardship  as  in  the 
ease  of  the  Malayalam  speaking  Kammalas  and  as  the  demand  for  a 
change  in  the  system  of  inheritance  is  not  insisted  on  by  them.  If 
however,  any  section  of  the  Tamil  speaking  community  so  desires  they 
may  also  be  included  by  adding  a  provision  to  that  effect. 

I  shall  now  deal  with  the  special  features  of  the  different  provisions 
in  this  Bill. 

CHATTERS  I  TO  III. 

Marriage  and  its  dissolution,  maintenance  and 
guardianship  etc. 

I  have  adopted  the  provisions  relating  to  marriage  and  its  dissolu¬ 
tion  and  also  maintenance  and  guardianship  from  the  Nayar,  the 
Ezhava  and  other  Regulations.  These  provisions  have  been  adopted 
for  two  reasons.  In  the  first  place  the  complicated  rules  of  Hindu 
Law  in  regard  to  these  matters  are  inapplicable  to  the  Kammala  com¬ 
munity  who  do  nojJas_a-iEatter  of  fact  follow  them.  Secondly  it  is 
--~-oee^3s«Icydrn7  proper  to  conform  to  the  provisions  of  law  applied  to 
other  comrfmnities  in  the  State  as  far  as  practicable. 


CHAPTEB  1Y. 

INTESTATE  SUCCESSION. 

This  is  the  most  important  chapter  in  the  whole  Bill.  Drastic 
changes  in  the  rules  of  succession  have  been  made  to  suit  the  needs 
under  the  altered  conditions  of  the  community  and  also  to  meet  their 
demands  in  this  respect.  Glauses  14  to  21  lay  down  general  rules  in 
regard  to  rights  to  property  and  its  devolution.  Clause  14  is  intended 
to  do  away  with  the  distinction  between  “ancestral”  and  “separate”  or 
.  “self-acquired”  property  which  is  the  cause  of  so  much  confusion  in 
the  Hindu  laws-  It  also  cuts  at  the  root  of  joint  ownership  by  birth 
and  makes  the  father  absolutely  independent  in  respect  of  property 
acquired  by  inheritance.  This  radical  change  is  agreeable  to  the  com¬ 
munity  and  as  provision  has  been  made  for  preventing  the  divesting 
of  estates  once  vested,  the  change  cannot  also  work  any  hardship. 
Clauses  1.5  and  16  place  the  rights  of  women  on  an  equal  footing  with 
men.  Reformers  of. Hindu  Law  advocate  a  similar  change  in  respect, 
of  the  rights  of  women  all  over  India.  Clause  17  is  intended  to  offect 
a  reform  which  is  so  much  desired  by  Hindu  reformers  i.  e.,  removal 
of  all  disqualifications  in  regard  to  inheritance  and  partition.  Clause  18 
is  only  a  corollary  to  Clause  14.  Clause  19  does  away  with  Iho  rule 
of  survivorship  and  Clause  21  only  makes  this  clear.  Clauses  22  to  36 
deal  with  the  line  of  succession  to  males  and  females  and  need  no 
particular  comment,  Tne  scheme  chalked  out  is  different  from  the 
scheme  of  the  Mitakshara  Law,  but  agrees  witli  the  view  of  the  majority 
of  the  community  so  far  as  I  know.  The  rules  for  the  distribution  of 
the  estate  are  laid  down  in  Clause  23  and  in  Clause  36.  Clause  37  is 
intended  to  clear  doubts  which  may  arise  in  regard  .to  cases  referred 
to  therein  and  is  taken  from  the  Indian  Succession  Act. 


CHAPTER  V. 

Testamentary  succession. 

Clause  38  calls  for  no  particular  comment.  Though  complete 
testamentary  power  is  given  to  all  Hindus  in  the  Nayar  Regulation, 
there  can  be  no  objection  i.i  inserting  the  same  provision  here.

Clause  41  is  only  intended  to  protect  rights  which  have  already 
accrued  and  to  save  all  tho  rules  of  law  and  custom  not  expressly 
dealt  with.  Clause  13  has  the  effect  of  making  Clause  41  (a)  clearer. 

I  have  made  no  provision  for  partition  as  under  the  existing  Hindu 
Law  separation  from  the  joint  family  is  permitted  and  also  because  the 
rule  of  survivorship  which  applies  to  Mitakshara  joint  families  has  been 
done  away  with  in  this  Bill.
